^inds, — State  Papers,  Spanish,  Portuguese,  and  English. 

3.  As  this  Work,  namely,  the  Five  Campaigns  of  Marquis 
Wellington  in  Spain,  is  printed  for  the  purpose  of  Uuniver- 
sal  Circulation,  the  Numbers  which  contain  them  will  not  be 
charged  more  than  Half  a  Crown  each ;  though  some  of  them  will 
contain  from  100  to  180  Pages,  besides  an  Appendix  of  close 
Print,  for  the  Documents;  and  two  or  three  Maps,  Plans,  and 
Drawings  of  Roads.

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MAJOR  GENERAL  DTLKES. 

General  Dilkes  owes  his  birth  to  a  country,  which  has  certainly 
contributed  its  due  share  both  to  the  defence  and  glory  of  Europe,  of 
which  he  is  a  member.  His  father  was  au  Iridh  Gentleman  ;  we  believe 
a  Dublin  merchant,  at  a  time  when  Dublin  had  a  trade  as  well  as  t 
Custom  House.  The  family  in  very  respectable,  though  not  rich.  Its 
best  wealth  perhaps  is  the  reputation  with  which  the  acts  of  the  son  have 
gilded  the  modest  worth  of  the  paternal  hearth. 

General  Dilkes,  we  belieTe,  was  bom  about  the  year  1765.  As  hit 
family  is  settled  in  Ireland,  he  probably  received  his  education,  such  as 
it  is,  in  Dublin.  We  say  such  as  it  is,  as  there  js  in  fact  a  very  wide 
difference,  between  the  mode  and  practice  of  the  education  iu  En£^(v, 
land  and  Ireland.  It  is  the  custom  of  the  Utler  country,  we  know  not "' 
from  what  cause,  to  introduce  their  youth  earlier  iu  life ;  and  )i\  order 
to  qualify  them  for  making  a  due  figure^  and  for  acting  with  some  de- 
corum and  sufficiency,  it  is  deemed  necessary  both  to  commence  their 
education  earlier,  and  to  force  them  as  it  were  in  a  hot-bed,  to  cer- 
tain premature  acquisitions.  In  four  out  of  ten,  therefore,  of  our  Irish 
Officers,  this  characteristic  will  be  observed  ;  that  they  possess  a  good 
knowledge  of  arithmetic,  and  some  acquaintance  with  their  French,  and 
perhaps  their  Latin  Grammar,  and  here  they  stop;  the  early  vice  of 
their  education  follows  thepa  through  life.  They  never  add  a  particle 
to  tlieir  knowledge  from  fifteen  to  fifty.  It  would  be  very  unjust  to 
extend  this  remark  to  the  many  excellent  officers  now  in  our  array  :  but 
experience  proves  that  it  is  the  case  with  too  many  of  them,  and  the 
most  probable  way  of  remedying  it  is  to  expose  that  insufficient  mode  of 
education  which  is  the  cause  of  it.  I  have  seen,  and  am  in  the  daily 
habit  of  seeing,  many  fine  understandings  which  have  been  spoiled 
by  it. 

Mr.  Dilkes  entered  the  army  early  in  life.  He  received  his  military 
education,  therefore,  during  the  American  war.  England  and  France 
derived  equal  benefit  from  this  school  of  various  warfare.  Some  of  the 
best  officers  in  France  were  formed  under  Washington,  one  of  those 
natural  geniuses  to  whom  orginal  talent  Mid  a  commanding  force  and 
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naj^ucity  of  mind,  were  in  the  place  of  professional  instruction.  In  im- 
proving in  method  of  business,  and  in  personal  simplicity,  Cornwallis  was 
nearly  his  equal ;  but  he  certainly  did  not  approacli  to  liim  in  respect 
to  general  talent,  and  still  less  in  that  sober  and  tranquil  rounige,  which 
u II wearied  by  successive  defeats,  and  undaunted  by  the  most  unpromis- 
ing aspects,  played  the  game  to  the  last  card,  and  fairly  won  it  in  the 
despite  of  fortune.  It  is  a  pity  that  the  life  of  such  a  man  is  not  written 
as  it  deherves. 

It  would  have  little  utility  to  follow  Mr.  Dilkes  through  the  subor- 
dinate ranks  tip  to  his  present  command.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that  he 
seems  to  huve  passed  through  the  several  gradations  with  due  character 
for  honourable  sen'ice. 

He  ap|>ear8  to  have  first  distinguished  himself  in  General  Al^er- 
crombie'H  Expedition  to  Egypt.  And  as  this  introduces  us  to  our  fa- 
vorite scene,  and  to  confess  the  truth,  to  our  favourite  topic,  we  shall 
here  avail  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  to  conclude  wluit  we  had  com- 
menced in  our  last.  General  Bcrthier^s  Journal  of  the  Acts  of  Bona- 
parte in  Egy|vt  consists  of  three  parts,  ist.  The  Conquest,  9d.  The 
Expedition  to  Syria  and  Siege  of  Acre,  and  .3dly  General  Desaix*8 
Operations.  In  our  former  number  we  have  given  the  Journal  of  the 
Conquest  of  Eg}* pt;  we  now  proceed  to  that  of  the  Expedition  to 
Syria. 

August  1798— Bonaparte  had  no  sooner  effected  the  conquest  of 
Egypt,  than  he  applied  himself  ta  the  execution  ot  its  objects.  One 
of  the  muin  of  these  was  to  restore-  to  civilization,  and  its  ancient  splen- 
dour, a  country  once  so  flourishing.  He,  therefore,  immediately  set 
himself  to  giving  it  such  a  system  of  government,  commercial  instruc- 
tion, and  public  force,  as  might  release  the  people  from  their  long  cervi- 
tude,  enrich  the  inhabitants,  render  Eg}'pt  the  Entrepot  of  the  com- 
merce of  Europe  and  Asia,  and  destroy  the  commerce  of  the  English 
in  India,  against  whom  this  Expedition  was  more  particularly  di-- 
recte<l. 

1'he  system  of  government  thus  introduced  was  as  simple  as  efiica- 
frious.  Bonapurte  established  a  Dimn  in  each  province,  and  communi- 
THtfd  to  the  people  the  first  rights  of  liberty,  that  of  concurring  in  the 
election  of  the  Crown  Magistrates,  He  established  a  new  distribution 
ftf  Imposts  on  European  principles.  He  established  a  Commercial 
Company,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  exchange  and  circulation  of  all  sorts 
of  rommoditiet.  He  founded  an  Institutb  at  Cairo,  to  which  he 
uitiiched  a  library  and  apparatus.  He  caused  a  worksliop  to  be  built  to 
exhibit  to  the  people  the  manner  and  process  of  all  the  mechanic  arts. 
Hr  taught  them  to  make  breed,  to  ferment  liquors,  and  to  construct 
pumps.  And  he  caused  the  several  Members  of  the  Institute,  each  in 
thtair  respective  branch  of  science,  to  travel  into  the  interior  of  the 
country  fur  the  parpoee  of '  turi'eying  and  reperting  upon  the  antiqui- 
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ties,  the  Geoi^raphy,  tlie  History,  and  natural  Philosophy,  of  tlie  coun* 
try.  Thus  General  Andreossy  was  ordered  to  survey  the  Pelusian 
mouths  of  the  Nile.  Mes.'*rs.  Nouet  and  Mestain  determined  the  lati- 
tudes of  Alexandria,  Cairo,  Saleliieh,  Damietta,  and  Suez,  (leoffry 
examined  the  animals  of  tiie  lake  of  INIenzale,  and  the  various  kinds  of 
fish  found  in  tlie  Nile.  Delisle  investigated  the  plants  peculiar  to  Lower 
Egj'pt.  Arnolet  was  dispatched  to  the  lied  Sea.  Gerard  wu*  char^e«i 
with  the  inspection  of  the  canals  in  Upiier  Eg:ypt.  Denon  was  sent  to 
Fayirm  in  order  to  delineate  the  monuments  of  antiquity.  Bonaparte 
assisted  in  all  these  occupations,  and  rej^ularly  attended  the  sittiuj^^s  of 
the  Institute.  He  did  more;  he  visited  in  person  the  Isthmus  of  Suez, 
in  order  to  determine  in  person  one  of  the  most  important,  yet  obscure 
problems  in  history,— -the  ancient  junction  of  the  two  seas  hy  strei^ht 
or  canal.  He  succeeded  in  finding  the  vestiges  of  this  junction;  and 
thereby  put  the  question  at  rest.* 

Jan.  1799. — Whilst  Bonapjirte  and  the  Officers  of  the  Expedition 
were  thus  employed,  the  Government  of  Tuikey,  under  the  influence 
of  Eni;land,  was  pre*pariiii;f  an  army  with  which  to  invade  Eji^ypt,  and 
and  D«;^czzar,  the  Pacha  of  Syria  so  well  known  for  hi«  cruellies,  was 
in  active  preparation  to  receive  them.  Ibraham  Bey,  with  his  treasures 
and  four  thousand  Mamelukes  had  taken  refuge  with  this  barbarian. 
Bonaparte  had  accordinj;ly  kept  his  attention  upon  him.  Dgezzar  had 
now  taken  possession  of  the  Fort  of  EUarish,  whicli  defended  the  fron- 
tiers of  Egypt.  Bonaparte  saw  that  no  more  to  time  was  be  lost ;  he  ro- 
tolved,  in  the  instant,-  therefore,  upon  an  Expedition  into  Syria,  that  he 
might  at  once  punish  Dgezzar,  and  anticipate  the  meditated  attack  of 
the  Turkiih  army  bj'  meeting  them  half  way  on  their  line  of  march. 
He  acconlingly  exerted  hnnself  with  the  utmost  celerity  in  the  prepii- 
rations,  and  in  collecting  the  main  body  of  the  army  for  tlu:  Syrian 
Expedition, 

Jan.  20th,  1799.' — Every  thing  was  ready  in  the  liegianing  of  thin 
month  ;  and  the  effective  force  of  the  Syrian  army,  now  about  to  march* 
was  as  follows: 

Kleber*8  Divrsion,  comsntinsr  of  Vcrdier*s  Brignde,  aud  Juuot^s  dif  to,  two  thou- 
sand three  hnodrod.and  turty-nine  men. 

Bou*s  Division,  runsirttiuguf  Uumpou^s  and  Viars  Brigades,  two  thousand  fiior 
hundred  and  forty-nine. 

Reg^nirr^s  Division,  consisting  of  Lrj^ran^^c's,  two  t1n>nsand  one  hundred'nnd  sixty. 

Lannof>*H  division ,  c<insi<;finf;  of  Vaux^s  Brigade,  Robin^s,  and  Rambrau^s,  two 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-four. 

M urates  Division  of  Cavalry,  *nine  hundred.

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treneral  Daumartin  with  the  Artillery,  one  thoutaod  three  hundred  and  eighty 
four. 
General  CafTarelli  With  the  Engineert,  three  kuadred  and  forty. 
tiaide*s  infaolry  and  Caralry,  four  handred. 
Ditto  for  Dromedaries,  eig^btyilte. 

l*otal  tTreWe  thottsaad  eight  handred  and  ninety.fiire  men. 
t*he  park  of  artillery  contitted  of  foor  twelve  pofinderf ,  three  eight  poonders, 
fire  howitzers,  and  three  Are  inch  mortars.    There  were  besides  attached  to  each 
division,  t«ro  eight  ponoders,  two  six  inch  howitters,  and  two  three  pounders. 

Proper  ^rritons.  were  left  in  Alexandria,  Daoiietta,  and  Cairo. 
General  Desaix  remained  in  Upper  Egypt ;  the  commaDds  in  the  pro* 
vinces  were  distributed  amongst  the  other  Generals ;  Marmont,  inasmuch 
as  he  had  the  reputation  of  combining  a  thorough  knowledge  of  artillery 
to  that  of  engineering  and  the  military  seivice  io  general,  was  appointed 
to  command  at  Alexandria,  being  a  post  df  the  first  importance.  The 
army  accordingly  now  began  its  march  to  EUArish,  one  of  the  frontier 
towns  and  main  fort  of  Egypt  and  Syria. 

Feb.  6. — General  Regnier*s  division,  formed  the  advance  of  the 
army.  This  day,  as  he  approached  the  fountains  of  Mtrssondiat  (about 
SO  miles  from  El-Arish)  he  perceived  a  party  of  Mamelukes,  but  these 
were  soon  dispersed  by  his  Tiralleurs.  He  arrived  in  the  evening  at  • 
grove  of  palm  trees,  near  the  sea,  and  fronting  El-Arish,  but  at  a  dise* 
tance  of  some  miles. 

Feb.  9th.«^The  advance  of  the  army  (i.  e.  General  Kegnier)  advanced 
rapidly  this  day,  and  took  possessiouof  some  sand-hills,  imme<liately  ad- 
joining to  and  commanding  the  town  of  EUArish.  On  these  heights  he 
took  a  position  and  planted  his  artillery.  Immediately  afterwards  he 
commenced  operations.  The  charge  being  beat^  the  advanced  guards 
moved  rapidly  to  the  right  and  left:  of  the  town,  whilst  General  Reg* 
Dier  himself,  with  the  main  body  of  his  division,  moved  up  to  the  at<* 
tack  in  front.  The  position  of  the  enemy  was  very  advantageous ;  it 
was  in  a  town  situated  in  the  form  of  an  Amphitheatre,  composed  uf 
houses  built  with  stone,  and  embattled  on  the  tops,  and  the  whole  po«i« 
tion  covered  and  defended  by  a  fort.  The  enemy  received  the  charge 
with  great  gallantry ,-^-and  the  houses,  in  particular,  threw  out  a  galling 
fire:  but  the  French  at  length  prevailed  over  the  obttitiate  but  indi*» 
ciplined  gallantry  of  the  barbarians.  The  enemy,  thus  driven  from  the 
town  by  the  French  bayonet,  retired  into  the  fort,  and  barricadoed  the 
doors  with  so  much  precipitation,  as  to  exclude  about  three  hundred 
men,  who  were  either  killed  or  taken  prisoners. 

Feb.  Idth.— -From  the  9th  to  the  Idth  General  Regnier  employed 
himself  in  blockading  the  fort,  and  in  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the  other 
divisions  of  the  army,  some  of  whom  reached  him  in  succession  daily. 
Upon  the  forcing  of  the  town  on  the  9th,  a  part  of  the  enemy  had 
thrown  themselves  into  the  fort ;  another  part  had  retired  to  their  main 
body  a  few  miles  on  the  other  side  of  EUArish.  On  this  day,  (Feb,  13) 
emboldened  by  the  superiority  of  their  cavalry,  they  now  advanced  aiid 
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pitched  their  tents  within  half  a  league  of  £l-Amh.  Their  position 
was  a  ^ood  one, — on  a  plain  behiod  a  steep  ra?iue.  They  here  consi- 
dered themselves  as  perfectly  secure,  and  drew  out  in  line  in  good  con- 
tidence  and  efirontery, 

Feb.  14. — General  Regnier  being  joined  by  Kleber  and  his  division 
on  the  morning  of  this  day,  the  two  Generals  havijig  reconnoitred  that 
position  of  the  enemy,  resolved  to  attack  them  without  delay.  Accord- 
>Qgly»  it)  the  dead  of  the  night,  they  moved  rapidly  forwards, — burned 
the  ravine  which  covered  the  encampment  of  the  Mamelukes,  and  rushed 
in  a  moment  into  their  camp.  All  was  now  horror,  confusion,  and 
flight.  The  enemy  fled  in  every  direction  over  the  plain,  and  their 
equipages,  provisions,  and  warlike  stores,  ftll  into  the  hands  of  tlie  vic- 
tors.    Two  Beys  and  some  officers  of  rank  were  killed. 

Feb.  17. — Buonaparte  reached  EUArish  this  day.  He  had' left  Cairo 
February  10th,  and  lay  that  night  at  Belbeis ;  on  the  11th  at  Cosed, 
on  the  12th  at  Salahieh,  on  the  13th  at  Cantara  in  the  desart ;  on  the 
Uth  at  Catahieh;  on  the  15th  at  the  Wells  of  Birel  Apt;  on  the  l6th 
at  Messondiat,  audon  this  day  (the  17th)  he  arrived  at,!l^l-Arish.  Here 
be  was  joined,  on  this  same  day,  by  the  divisions  of  Generals  Bon  and 
Lannes  and  the  artillery,  so  that  the  whole  Syrian  Army  was  now  be* 
fore  the  fort  of  EUArish. 

Feb.  IB. — Previouj^ly  to  the  arrival  of  Buonaparte,  General  Rognier 
had  opened  a  slight  caunonnade  against  the  fort,  and  commenced  his  ap- 
proaches, he  had  also  advanced  a  mine  under  one  of  the  towers ;  hut  the 
enemy,  with  more  intelligence  than  had  been  expected  of  them,  had 
counterworked  it.  On  this  day,  the  morning  af\er  his  arrival,  Buona- 
parte undertook  the  direction  of  the  seige  in  person.  He  had  the  whole 
army  in  position  l>efore  the  town  on  the  sand-hills  between  the  town  and 
the  sea.  He  at  the  same  time  brought  up  a  greater  strength  of  artillery, 
and  ordered  it  to  butter  one  of  the  towers  of  the  fort,  and  as  soon  as  a 
breach  was  effected,  to  summon  the  garrison  to  surrender. 

Feb.  19th.  The  breach  was  effected,  and  the  summons  made.  The 
garrison  consisted  of  Arnauts,  Maugrabins,  &c.  all  rude  barbarians, 
destitute  of  regular  chiefs,  and  ignorant  of  all  the  usages  of  war  as  car- 
ried on  between  civilized  nations.  They  opened  a  correspondence  which 
tipon  their  part  was  wild  and  curious  in  a  very  singular  degree,  and 
which  would  only  suffice  to  shew  the  character  of  these  barbarians. 
Bonaparte,  on  whom  it  was  incuml>ent  to  save  his  army  and  stores  for 
greater  purposes,  probably  awaited  the  result  of  their  barbarous  discus- 
sions, and  deferred  the  assault  of  the  place.  The  fire  and  the  pegociatioa 
alternately  varied  each  other,-*the  besieged  firing  one  hour,  and  parleys 
ing  the  next. 

Feb.  30tb.— At  length,  after  much  barbarous  courage,  the  garrison 
this  day  alirrendered.  They  ounsiated  of  sixteen  hundred  men,  and.  th« 
lole  cooditioD  of  the  turrender  was  that  they  should  lay  dowa  th«\v  «ircQ»^ 
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Mud  return  to  Ba|j^iiud»  iicroais  tli«  desert.  A  ^ood  number  oflhtf  Ma«- 
^i*ul»'ii)s«  however,  entered  loto  the  service  of  the  French.  In  the  fort 
were  found  two  hundred  and  titty  horses,  t^vo  dismouoted  pieces  of  ar- 
iilleiy,  and  provisions  for  several  da\f.  The  defence  had  Ijeen  wry 
conrtij^tusy  and  indeed,  even  in  point  of  >kTl!,  infinitely  more  ictellicrent 
than  could  have  been  Expected  from  such  a  rabble.  It  uiu^t  be  added, 
liowovet",  that  the  wdll:»bein^  of  ancient  erection  were  very  strong. 

t\-1>. 'Jl. —  I  he  army  remained  Iwlted  at  Fi^l-Arish,  and  BoDa|mrte 
iient  to  C^airo  tlie  standards  taken  from  the  enemy,  and  the  Mameluke 
pritioners. 

Fib.  ^2.— Bonafiarte  onler^  Genera]  Kleber  and  his  divi<ion  to  pr<H 
reed  in  udvance  from  El-Ari*-h  to'.vard»  Kun  Jouness,  a  frontier  village 
of  Palestine,  near  the  desart,  and  two  otht-r  divi!<rons  in  columns.  Bona- 
parte, staft\  and  escort,  remained  halted  at  El  Ari^h. 

Feb.  :i3. — Bonaparte  and  staff  moved  tliia  diy  from  El-Arish  towanlit 
Kttn  Joiinen«,  which  he  intended  to  lie  the  ht^jd  quarters.  The  General 
ill  i*hief,  the  staff,  &c.  arrived  u|K)n  the  heights  near  the  place,  without 
iet4*iv'uiK[  any  intellis;;ence  of  General  Kle)ier*s  division.  Bonaparte,  in 
iiunc  hU|>rise,  dispatched  some  of  lus  esciirt  to  tlie  village,  but  no  French 
inukpH  h»d  arrived  there ;  some  mamelakes,  who  were  in  the  place,  fled 
lii  llu'  rwnip  of  AMalltth  Facha,  which  was  then  at  a  distance  of  about  u 
lisuHiUD  «»u  \\\v  rt>ute  to  Gaza,  Bonapirte  having  only  a  piquet  for  his 
ii«i*ort«und  convincwl  that  Klel>er*s  division  mn»t  have  I>een  misled,  now 
\\  II  biti  k  to\\unUSanton,  a  village  ten  milt-s  on  one  side  of  the  road  from 
|C|  An^h  lo  Kttn  Jouness.  He  there  found  the  advanced  guard  of  the 
i'mvhIiv.  The  |;uidi'S,  as  it  appeared,  had  led  General  Kleber  astray  m 
\\\p  disirrl* 

Fib.  ^4.— Kleber's  division  only  Veached  Santon  at  eight  o'clock  on 
\\w  ittniniilK  of  this  day.  Generals  Bon  and  Lannes,  who  had  followed 
Ihi*  naMM'  r\Mi1r.  had  been  likewise  led  astray,  and  reached  Santon  at  the 
•Miiip  iMne.  All  the  divisions  suffered  much  from  the  wont  of  water. 
Ri»jtnni's  division  was  left  at  EUArisli  for  the  purjiose  of  putting  the 
Rirl  in!i»  n  state  of  defence,  inasmuch  as  it  was  the  key  of  Egypt  on  the 
side  of  Syria,  Cteneral  Regnier  was  then  to  form  the  rear  guard  of  the 
urniy  ut  an  interval  of  two  days  march. 

After  a  few  hours  repose,  the  General  in  Chief  and  army  again  moved 
forward  towards  Kan  Jouness.  The  army  had  now  traversed  for  900 
miles  from  Cairo,  and  over  an  arid  and  barren  desart ;  iu  entrance, 
therefore,  into  the  plains  of  Gaza,  and  the  prospect  of  the  mountains  of 
Syria,  afforded  a  pleasing  variety.  The  Mamelukes  fell  back  as  the 
army  approached. 

Feb.  85.— Bona|>arte  and  the  army  marched  from  Kan  Jounets  towaitb 
G«i«.  About  six  English  miles  from  tlmt  town  they  perceived  a  body 
of  the  enemy's  c-avalry  ufKin  the  heights.  Bona|mrte  immediately  formed 
e«ch  of  the  div'ttiont  into  a  square,  and  ttdTaneed  in  thit  formation  against 
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tliem.  The  enemy  made  eome  irregular  maTemeuU  and  tiien  retreated.

I    tianac:'!  divi!<iau  now  ruahcd  into  the  town,  4nd  followed  the  enemf 
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from  roof  to  roof  and  from  street  to  stiEet.  Ginpral  Bon,  likewise,  who' 
hod  hithei'to  been  engaged  in  diverting  ihe  nlienlion  of  the  eoeoij  b^ 
fcint  attacks,  now  entered  tlie  town  by  tlic  {lort.  The  (ilacc  was  thns' 
filially  carried.  The  garrison  were  put  to  llie  »»ord,  as  they  refuted  to 
•iirremler.  It  consisted  of  about  tweUe  hundred  Tntkish  sjunnen  and 
two  ihouKand  Rve  hundred  Maugrabins  and  Arnouts, 

We  found  in  the  tomn  the  li'cld  train  sent  to  D^zzar  Pu'-ba,  >>y  t)i« 
timnd  SignoP^  which  conaisted  of  forty  pieces  of  artillery.  Twenty 
|Tiin!>,  brawi  or  iron,  were  found  on  the  ramiiarlv.  Bonuparte  gave  thr 
necessary  orders  for  putting  the  loivn  and  port  into  a  Mate  of  defence, 
and  for  estulilishin);  an  hospital  and  maguzine^.  He  ordered  it  likt-wise 
to  be  the  depot  of  every  thing  «hich  the  army  thould  receire  from 
Alexandrin  or  Damieltii. 

Man:h  M.  Bonaparte  and  the  army  remained  at  .Jaffa  till  thii  day. 
In  the  mean  time  Kleber  wat  encampFd  at  MiEkey,  tive  miles  in  front 
ofJatfa.  On  this  di>y  (March  14),  the  divisinns  of  GnneraU  Bon  and 
Lannes,  as  well  as  the  heud-cjuarter«  removed  from  Jaffa,  and  joined  the 
advance  at  Mi>key.      ' 

'  March  )6.  The  army  moved  forwards  to  Zeta.  About  nonn,  tite  nd* 
•miccd  guard  observed  a  corps  of  the  enemy's  cavalrj-.  Abdullah  Pu^ 
rha,  it  appeared,  had  taken  a  position,  nith  two  thou&and  cavalry,  ou 
the  heights  of  Kortuin,  having  on  hii  left  a  body  of  about  ten  thousand 
Turks,  who  occupied  a  more  elevated  situation.  The  object  of  the 
Pacha  was  to  check  the  proj,'re»B  of  the  army  towards  Acte,  and,  by 
taking  a  position,  force  us  to  au  action  amongst  tlic  mounluinn,  and 
defiles  of  Naplouz,  Bon  and  Kleber's  divisions  were  immediately 
formed  into  squares,  and  advanced  a^inst  the  enemy's  cavalry,  who  in* 
atantly  fled,  Launes'  division  pursned  them,  rather  imprudcnti}',  into 
the  moimlalDs,  The  General  In  Chief  at  leugth  called  them  in  :  upou 
which  the  enemy,  mistaking  the  retreat  for  a  flight,  pursued  Ihem  in 
turn,  and  fired  Upon  them  with  some  advantage  from  the  defiles.  Th? 
division  endeavoured  to  tempt  the  Naplouzious  into  the  plain,  but  th«y 
were  too  prudent.  The  French  lost  «boUt  thirty  men;  the  enemy 
nboiit  three  hundred.  ' 

The  army  and  head-quarters  lay  ell  this  night  underarms,  Dear  the 
lower  of  Zeta,  about  three  mile*  front  Korsum. 

March  16.  The  army  marched,  and  rested  at  Sabartn,  in  the  plains  of 
Acr-:  nwr  the  defiles  of  Mount  Cannel,  Kleber's  division  adninced  to 
Caitfj,  which  the  enerny  abandoned  on  their  approach,  Caiffa  is  sur- 
minded  by  strong  walls,  flanketl  by  tower*.  A  castle  defends  the 
road  and  port:  and  a  tower,  built  with  embrazures,  aud  etubatllcd^ 
commands  the  town  at  the  distance  of  three  hundred  yards.  The  whol«V 
however,  ia  over^looked  by  the  ]ieighls  of  Mount  Carmal.  W»  put  « 
pxrriisou  in  the  castle. 
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March  t?.  The  army  marcheJ  towards  St.  John  D'Aere.  The  ronda 
.Wing  ill  very  bad  condition,  oiid  the  wi^bHiet  thicL  nnd  foggy,  it  "« 
late  hefott  the  lumy  ruaohfil  ilie  Uinks  of  ilif  river  Acre.  Tliis  liver 
L-toise^  die  road  to  Acre  about  three  miles  from,  thut  jiluce,  aijd  it  n&i 
of  Counte  Dects^ary  to  passover  it.  Tht  hour  was  now  late  in  the  aight, 
thegroimtl  niarahj',  and  tlie  enemy  in  gri;at  force  un  the  op^HMile  sidv. 
, Bonapartt;,  therefore,  satis Hed  liimielf  with  standing  over  General  Andrtr* 
ossjr  and  a  battidiou  :  the  General  elfecled  his  [iasaage,  and  tuok  a  puii' 
tion,  whii'h  he  defended  for  the  night. 

Murth  18.  During  the  night  of  Uie  I7(h,  a  briilife  was  constructed, 
«nd  the  army  passed  the  river  at  day-break  of  this  day.  Bonaparte  iiume- 
diately  led  the  afmy  to  an  eniioence  nliich  coiumaudcd  the  totru  et  the 
distance  of  a  mile.  And  here  may  be  wiiil  to  have  comraeuced  one  of  the 
mnftt  memorable  irregular  sieges  in  modern  hintory. 

Marph  19.  Generals  Dommertin  and  CatTerelli  reconnoitred  the  for- 
IreM,  and  it  was  leaolved  to  attack  tht  front  of  the  salieut  angle  to  tlie 
ea^tirard. 

March  20.  The  trenches  were  opened  about  700  yardi  from  the  wall, 
and  advantage  was  taken  of  the  garden  inclosures,  and  the  fosse  of  the 
old  .town,  in  the  formation  of  them.  A  lioe  of  dri:umvallation  wai  drawn 
to  as  to  enable  lis  to  rejiuUe  forties  willi  advantage,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  intercept  all  coniuiuiiicution. 

March  21.  The  erection  of  batteries  in  breach,  and  cross  balteries, 
were  incessantly  labourrd  at. 

Murcl)  '2i.  A  heavy  cannonade  was  heard  in  the  camp,  in  the  direction 
af  Caill'a.  It  was  oharlly  known  that  some  English  sloops  of  war  had 
made  an  attack  upon  that  town,  and  had  endeavoured  to  seize  the  tran- 
sport vessels  in  the  gtort.  Lainbeit,  chef  d'escadrnii,  received  and  rupulsed 
them  witii  the  mo^t  determined   braver}'. 

March  Jl>  The  operations  of  the  siege  were  continued  briskly  to  this 
Jay.     Thi«  day  the  enemy  mode  a  sortie,  but  were  driven  iu  with  Iob». 

March  28.  The  butteries  in  breach  and  the  cross  butteries,  were  com- 
pleted; and  lis  ihe  lieuvj'  artillery  had  not  yet  arrived  from  Alexandria, 
we  were  compelled  to  use  only  lield  pieces.  At  day  break  we  beg^in  to 
-batter  in  breach,  at  three  o'clock  a  breach  was  made,  and  a  mine  sprung 
nuder  the  scarp.  Tbe  troops  were  now  impatient  to  be  led  to  the  assault, 
and  it  was  resolved  to  gratify  them.  The  grenadiers  accordingly  ruJied 
forwards;  but  had  not  advanced  far,  when  their  course  was  arrested  by 
the  fosse,  fifteen  feet  deep,  This  obstacle  did  not  dump  their  ardotif  ; 
ladders  were  ut  hand  and  were  (>|aceil  iu  a  moment,  and  the  tbrein^st 
descended  into  the  ditch.  Tbe  breach,  hnwever,  was  still  tight  or  tea 
feet  ubuve  them,  ^nd  the  scarp  had  nut  been  so  effected  by  the  mine  as 
tn  atfurd  them  any  facility  of  ascent.  Some  of  them,  however,  succeed- 
ed in  reaching  the  Cluei^  and  Mailly,  the  hrst  who  mounted,  was 
killed  by  a  boll.  The  five  from  the  place  was  terrible.  A  pBiii(>,  indeed, 
for  a  moment  seized  llie  garrison  ;  they  fled  lowwds  Ww  yi3*\,  \>'\\,wj5iSk 
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rallied  anil  Kturued  to  the  Iireacl),  n  litre  the  Ftench  soldiers  wfrfe  still 
-eudtai curing  in  vain  to  mount,  its  hti^'ht,  m  above  said,  bi^ng  Im 
feet  above  tlie  ritbbisli,  Thin  circuroBtance  nffoKled  the  enetity  liine  to 
ucend  to  the  purafiet  orihc  Tew«r,  whence  tlity  ihonerrd  down  done*, 
■^renadeo,  and  combustible  materials,  upon  tlie  ai^mlants.  Tlie  rrsult 
was,  that  our  party  was  compelled  to  retreat  with  consiJemble  Ios<.* 

The  truth  is,  that  the  taking  of  Jaffa  had  inspired  the  French  army 
with  a  degree  of  conhdence,  which  led  them  tn  regard  the  works  at  Acre, 
OH  of  less  importance  thai/  tliey  deserved.  Th(v  consifleied  as  a  mVT» 
jield  operation,  a  niege  which  reipiired  all  the  toIf!«  of  art ;  end  the  tnore 
purticularly,  as  they  had  no  heavy  arlillerj',  Tlie  wurVa  were  a  wall 
flanked  with  strong  Towtrs  ;  a  deep  ditch  nil  around,  and  a  scar)^  ankl 
counter-scarp.  Jt  is  never  safe  to  condemn  a  work  becHuae  it  ia  irregil* 
lar.  There  Qi:iy  he  a  vast  degree  of  strength  where  there  ia  little  art.  _ 
And  an  enemy,  in  all  ordinary  cases  mri<it  contemptiblr,  may  be  ten-^ 
deted  (tBii<;erons  by  circnmstances ;  and  if  tliey  once  shew  a  ft»nt,  if

March  30.  The  enemy,  surprised  as  well  as  elated  at  the  sncreti  of  ■ 
"their  reiiTiitance,  made  a  b[)irited  mrlie,  but  were  repultin)',  and  driven 
within  their  walls. 

April  ].  Bonaparte  anxiously  expected  the  arrival  of  his  transporii 
with  Bmrnunition  and  battering  train  ;  but  wus  informed  (his  day,  that 
they  had  been  intercepted  and  taken  into  the  handa  of  an  EnglisI)  sqlia* 
'droo.  This  was  a  heavy  disappointment.  The  General  in  Chief  en- 
deavoured  to  repair  it  by  iiitretised  vigour  in  the  attack,  \Ve  continued 
.  'to  baiter  in  breach,  and  blew  op  a  pari  of  the  counter-scnrp.  A  bread) 
was  made  in  the  tower ;  Bonaparte  ordered  that  a  lodgement  should  be 
Attempted.  The  attempt  wai>  accordingly  made  ;  but  the  eneuiy  had  to 
filled  up  the  breach  with  tand  bags,  timbrr,  and  bales  of  cotton,  that  it 
WBs  foiiiid  necessai^-  to  desist.  There  was  now  a  scarcity  of  ammunition, 
-and  it  became  necessary  to  wait  for  the  arrivul  of  some  of  thMe  ttan.^- 
•  ^)ort»,  which  might  succeed  in  eluding  tlie  English  siinadron.  In  the  . 
'-'mean  time  we  luboured  to  establish  a  mine  under  the  Tower,  to  blotr  it 
ap,  and  thereby  lay  open  the  place.  This  was  an  attempt  of  great  iitt- 
'portance,  and  accordingly  tlie  enemy  cndesvoitl^ed  to  pm-eiit  it  byi'rt- 

■  quent  sorties. 

April  2.  General  Vial  was  thi=  <iay  detached  from  the  ca\hp  to  iieize 

■  Dpon  tlie  town  of  Tyre.     He  reached  it  after  a  march  of  twelve  hours, 
-  Tile  route  was  over  Cape  Blauc.     On  the  road  tJley  pused  the  ruins  «f

A|iTil  7>  At  dsiy-break  of  thin  niorniag,  tbe  etieuiy  raurie  a  geneTtf| 
fattteia  three  coluknni,  in  rroiit  of  which  was  a  company  of  niurineit  and 
■itHon  o{  the  ehijM  before  Acre.  Tile  batteries  of  the  town,  inorooverB 
were  worked  by  English  artillerists.  The  object  of  the  sortie  wHi  tn  d^* 
atroy  tlie  mine  wndertlie  tower.  IMajor  OKIIieid,  who  ted  the  centre  c»-  ' 
•iamn,  pushed  op  to  the  very  entrance  of  it,  onH  ihtre  fell  by  a  rnartal 
•*DOt»l  in  the  niidst  of  inuny  of  his  intrepid  countrymen,  lie  was  buri«4  ' 
vmftl^t  ns,  and  carried  with  hiiu  the  eateeni  of  the  F/etich  artny.  The 
aoemy  wei«  contpelled  to  lly  on  all  tides.  Our  parallels  Hiidd|ij>roat.-])iS 
.were  covered  with  th*  dead  ho.lieo  of  the  English  and  Turks.  We  eiv 
.^vired  of  Kome  priaaners  ivhat  hird  beuome  of  boiIw  Prencli  toldierK,  ititt 
bad  been  wounded  and  fallen  into  the  hatids  Dj;eHziir.  Tliey  iniovmetf 
<aa,  that  after  ImviDg  been  mntiluted  by  orderof  l>)(eiear,  thinr  blettdMC 
hetirttaad  palpitating  Dieiuliem  wtre  carried  in  horrid  proceauon  thwu^ 
,tfae  lowu. 

A  few  days  after  thii  sortie,  a  nnmberof  lacka  were  obaerved  by  thft 
wbldiers  on  the  •hor^.  They  -opened,  and  burrid  to  retvte,  th^  found 
dieu'  conteats  to  be  two  cor|»iestied  togeOwr.  On  qut«tinnii]g  the  d^ 
.Mrtns,  tte  learned  lUut  nrore  timu  four  hundred  CliriKtians,  who  w«re  in 
the  prisons  of  Dgezzar,  were  shot  by  orders  of  that  luoiister,  al'Lernarda 
tied  toifetber,  enclosed  in  Hacka,  and  thrown  inlu  the  ses. 
'  A)tril  li.  Bonaparte  rei.'eived  in  tor  mat  ion  tluttaKery  coiiiiideriiye'foriS! 
ttf  the  CDcniy,  composed  of  Mamelukes,  Jani^tairies  of  Dainaeco«,  inout^ 
btineeW,  &c.  had  collected  a  few  miles  on  the  rear  of  hiitariqy,  andw«ce 
ta  cioM  the  liver  Jordan,  iind  to  uttack  tlie  French  before  Acre  inthev 
Tctur,  whilst  DgeizDr  should  make  a  salty  (rom  the  tcrwnin  front.  Bowa- 
ipnte,  upon  tbia  intelliijencc,  tient  the  general  of  brigade,  Jiin^t,  to  «l^ 
<«erve  tbuir  in»tions.  The  geiientl  found  them  very  ttrougly  polled  «ii 
the  heights  of  Louhi,  about  Iti  wiles  from  Acre.  lie  iiiiiuudiatelf 
turued  tlie  uiovntaiu,  and  was  marching  in  uttack  lliem,  when  he  fijUiid 
-Juoneir  sluron tided,  ru  «o  sdjoiiiing  phiin,  by  *  body  -of 'tkree  thousand 
nralrjr.  He  liHiened,  howei'er.  to  no  otiter  snggeiffion  than  (hat  of  bik 
VMifati'H;  ttndhi««oldferii«hewedthemgelvea  worthy  of  their  leader.  Th^ 
diaperteilllieir  ukNiloiits  in  every  direeiioH,  lovk  from  tJMw  live  stMUtk 
anla9*ttd  killed  near  *rx  hundred  men, 

April  g.  Bonaparte,  being  informed  of  thii  engagement,  oad  appt^^ 
bending  that  the  number  of  the  enemy  might  be  iiii'reasi<l,  so  as  -^lefi* 
ttc\iy  to  overwhelm  Junol  and  hia  brigade,  dispHtched  general  Kleb«T 
this  day  to  hrB  a&sntanre,  Kleher  found  thtm  still  posted  oU  the  iKighta 
of  Loithi,  where,  under  the  couRdence  uf  their  superior  nunibers,  they 
liHd  rallied,  and  whence  they  were  looking  dcn^D  on  JunoL  .KlebccMU 
vauccd    against  them  iu  llie  initant.      They  boldly  descended  iuta  tk% 
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plain ;  fiurrounded  liim,  and  prefiared  to  charge  iiicD.  Kleber,  however^ 
anticijmted  thedi  in  this  purpose;  and  by  a  charge  on  them  with  oae 
part  of  hit  force*  and  getting  on  their  flank  id  a  good  poftitioD  with 
another,  he  defeated  and  di8|)en>ed  them.  Kleber  then  called  hia  troops 
•in,  and  took  a  position  at  Nazareth,  for  the  purpose  of  controling  and 
matching  them.  The  euemv  upon  their  part  retired  to  a  strong  post  ai 
Baizar,  and  this  place  thence-forwards  became  their  principal  ral- 
lying point. 

A|)nl    I5.<^*Boniiparte  received  information  from  Kleber,  that  the 
enemy,  increased  to  the  number  of  fifteen  thousand,  had  advanced  into 
the  plain  of  Fouli,  the  ancient  Esdron,  and  that  he  was  preparing  to  at- 
tack them,     Bonaparte  was  of  opinion,  tiiat  they  should  be  immedately 
brought  to  battle,  and  commenced  pre[mratiofis  in  the  instant  for  that 
-purpose.     The  enemy  were  on  this  side  of  the  Jordan*  tliat  ia  to  say* 
'between  the  Hver  and  the  camp  at  Acre.     The  river**  therefore*  was 
behind  them  ;  and  over  it  were  two  bridges,  the  bridge  of  Jacob  on  tha 
right  and  that  of  the  Meckanie  on  the  left.     General  Murat,  (genera)  of 
brigade),  was*  therefore,  sent  forward  to  seize  the  bridge  of  Jacob,  and 
thereto  o{>erate  in  thereat  of  the  enemy,  whilst  Kleber  was  in. the  Iroht* 
'and  lie  himself  (Bonaparte)  was  about  to  march  to  join  him.^ 

April  15.— Bonaparte  this  day  set  out  to  join. Kleber*  leaving  the 
divisions  of  Regnier  and  Lannes  to  continue  the  siege.  He  rested  for  the 
night  on  the  heights  of  Jafarie*  half  way  between  Acre  and  Nazareth. 
The  troops  lay  under  arms.  * 

April  16. — At  day-break  of  thfs  morning,  Bonaparte  marched  towards 
Fodli  through  the  defiles  of  the  mountains.  At  nine  o*clock  Id*  the 
morning  he  gained- the  heights*  from- which  Fouli  and  Mount  Tabo^ 
aan  be  seen ;  and  k)oking  down  on  the  plain  between  them*  he  pefw 
cetved  at  the  distance  of  about  eight  miles,  Kleber's  division  in  actual 
-engagement  with  the  enemy*  The  force  of  the  latter  appeared  to  be 
-about  twenty-five  thoiMand  men*  all  cavalry*  and  surrounding  the  French 
trobps*  who  did  not  exceed  two  thousand.  He  also  percei\'ed  the  camp 
of  the  mamelukes*  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains  of  Naplonse*  about 
eight  miles  in  the  rear  of  the  scene  of  action*  and  of  course  prepared 
to  assist  their  frienda  if  requested.  Bonaparte  immediately  took  his  reso- 
lotion  with  his  usual  rapid  decision.  He  formed  his  force  into  three 
aquareft*— <:ho6e  his  line  of  march '  towards  a  point  by  which  he  might 
tarn  the  enemy*  and  sepa^te  them  from  their  camp  and  magazines.. 
The  enemy  would  thus  have  only  one  possible  line  of  retreat*-»-obliquely 
to  the  Jordan,  and  there  thev  would  fall  in  with  Murat*  who  had  pos- 
sessed himself  of  the  bridge  of  Jacob  the  preceeding  day,  and  of  which 
the  enemy  seemed  to  know  nothing.  Such  was.  the  plan  ■  instantly  con^ 
«eived  by  Bonaparte,  and  he  now  marched  forward  to  execute  it, 
*  In  the  meantime*  Kleber  was  fighting  against  a  vast  superiority  of  tha 
epensy.    He  had  formed  bu  infantry  into  two  square  ^olvm'nsi  and  hk 
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ilattmied-  thefii>  rery  «trongly  and  ircry  tkilful^y,  ia  toiiie  niias  ia  iiift 
front.    The  en^y  in  Tain  numundcd  him  to  the  oamber  of  twenty-five 
tfaonmid  ctvttlfy.  'In  Tiiin  they  charged  him  aeveial  times.    AU  thein, 
efforts  to  distodgehim  were  froitkit. '   He  replied  to  them  only  by  mua^ 
qnetry,  grape  ahot,  and  the  bayonet. 

*  BonapartOi  bad  now  oome  up  within  two  milea  of  the  scene  of  actional 
He  h«re  deteched  genend  K^mpon  with  a  right  columu  to  march  disedly^ 
to  the  assistance  Of  Kleber,  and  to  attack  the  enemy  on  the  flanks  and  i^^ 
the  rear*  General  Vial,  witli  a  left  columo  was  sent  ilowanis  the  aMHin- 
fains  of  Novres  in  order  to  force  the  enemy  to  the  Jordan,  and  Bonaparta 
Mimselfy  with  a  central  colnmo,  took  ^  line  so  as  to  meet  them  there,  and 
intercept  their  retreat  and  esca|>e«  At  the  moment  that  he  had  thua  put* 
4fe  three  columns' in  march*  he  fired  ao  eighUpounder^  aa  a  signal  to 
Kleber  that  he  was  at  hand.  .  .     / 

*  Whilst  Bonaparte  and,  these  columns.. were  thiss  advamaog  by  theiR 
iereral  points,  Kleber,  animated  by  the  signal,  which  he  heard  aadr 
iniderstood,  uo  longer  stood  on  the  defensive^  he  advanced  to  the  village 
of  Fouli ;  which  he  attacked  and  carried  hy  the  bayonet,  and  then  broke* 
tfirough  the  enemy  in  every  direction*  General  Bampon  iu  the  mean* 
^me  arrived'  on  Uieir  ilattk,  and  the  enemy  thns  atttacked  ia  front  andi 
flank,  fled  in  a  confused  retreat.  The  direction  of  their  flight  led  theor 
towardfeitlie  post  where  general  ViaLwas  prepared  tp  •receive  them;  upoa* 
reaching  it,  and  seeing' themselves  anticipated^  thfy  tunved^  and  directed 
their  flight  towards  theother  flunk*  Here  they  were  lecetved  hy  Bona^ 
parte.  No  escape  now  remained  but  into  the  mountains  and  defiles  of 
Mount  Tabor ;  a  few  of  them  gaiOed  them,  end  .by  favour  of  the  dark« 
ness  of  the  night,  and  the  difficulty  of  the  ground,  preserved  themselves^ 
floch  wair  the  battle  of  EsnnoN,  in  which  an  army  of  twenty«five  thou* 
sand  cavalry  and  ten  thousand  infantry  was  routed  by  fonc  thousand 
Freach  troops,'  the  loss  of  the  enemy  was  five  thousand.  men»  and  all- 
their  magazines. 

'  April  1^.— The  army  remained  this  day  under  anna  at  the  fesi  e€ 
Mount  Tabor*  From  this  point  orders  were  dispatehed  IjDialL.  the  di(* 
ftrent  posts  of  the  army  of  the  east,— >to  Tyre,  Cesdrea,  tbe-CatAracta  ot 
the  Niie^  the  Pdosian  Mouths,  Alexaudria,  the  bordeia  of  the  Red.Sea^ 
the  ruins  of  Kolsam,  and  Arsiaoe.>  So~extensive  were  the  opesations  of 
Bonaparte,  that  all  these  several  plocea  were  occupied  and  gnirisoned  hjp 
his  detachments  As  the  NaptouEions  (the,UNMintaineem)  .had  eiaployed 
Hiemseliies In ,hnrasrfng  ouv'  oper^tionsy  Bonapacte/ordered  their  villngaa 
to  be  burned,  and  their  inhabitants  to  be  put  to  the  sword.  UepardmieiH 
however,  such  te  suhmittad,  and  solicited  his  demeucy.     .   .      .    , 

*  April'  '19«— -Botiaparte  now  returned  to  the  army  heforOi  Acre  Mid  tm 
the^operistioos  of  the  si^e.  His  Inunpoit*  had  now  bmught  him  three 
fisent^4bur  and  six  eighteen  pounder^  so  that  he  was  enabled  to  pra^ei 
VithTinoreaaed  vigour.'

April  98.—- The  enemy,  in  order  to  defend  their  front  of  ai|taQl|j  af 
which  all  tbe  cannon  had  been  dismounted,  erected  two  out-works,  tiMI 
•ae  in  front  of  Dgez^r's  Palace,  near  the  sea ;  the  other,  at  some  diav

May  Sd.  Buoaaparte  now  ordered  a  Mcond  breach  to  be  attempted 
toward*  the  eoitward,  sDd  another  niiiie  to  be  directed  under  the  iciiriK   - 
Tb«  enemy  employed  themselves  in  couuterminiiig.     Our  antinuuiti 
began  to  ftiil  juitt  in  the  momeot  when  ire  ino«t  wuuled  itt 

May  4th.  Buooa parte  ordered  that  the  grenadier*  »hoiildugiiiu  «ti>rv 
the  out-trorks  at  10  o'clock  in  the  night  of  thin  duy.  The  ntorm  wo*  ac* 
cording'ly  executed  in  brilliaut  style.  Tlie  enemy  nert^  surpri-ed,  put 
to  the  airord,  and  the  works  taken.  The  fire  of  the  pUrei  howcvcri 
wbicb  bnre  directly  upon  these  works  rendered  it  im|jot»itle  lor  tliB 
troop*  to  remaiu  lon^  enoa^h  to  destroy  the  works ;  ihey  uccordinglf 
abandoned  them,  upon  which  the  enemy  re-entered  and  rt?)>alred  iheilU 

May  6th.  The  main  object  of  the  besieged  waslocouuu^ract  the  mine 
which  we  were  directing;  towards  the  new  brtei^h.  They  ed'rcted  it  thii 
cUy  by  cutting  iheir  scarp  through  neitr  the  eKperled  i^sue  of  the  uiiiict 
Wecommanded  them,  but  they  Rurceeded  in  doiu^  ua  mischief.  Our 
nine  was  completely  counterworked,  a  vent  opened,  Bud  the  framing 
deatroyed. 

Thi*  operation  was  the  more  tnortifying  to  us,  as  the  mine,  according 
lothe  intention  uf  Bonaparte,  was  to  have  been  exploded  the  precedinH 
sight,  but  the  engineer  had  requested  a  delay  of  twenty  hours,  in  the 
fXpectationof  the  arrival  of  a  supply  of  ammunitian  from  JuHTa,  • 

The  old  breach  nt  the  Tower  now  appeured  the  only  priicticnble  pointi 
BuonapArte  accordingly  issued  orders,  that  this  sume  nii^ht  (Mav  bthj  \ 
Ke  should  again  possess  ourselfcs  of  the  enemy's  outworks  in  that  (juartei^ 
41x1  destroy  their  flanking  fire.  These  orders  were  CKCcnted  hs  usual* 
The  work*  were  taken,  but  the  fire  from  th«  place  compelled  the  partf 
to  abandon  them. 

May  7th.  On  the  moruing  of  this  day  we  discovered  about  thirty  foil  ■ 
of  Tarkish  ships  taden  with  stores  for  the  besiegers.  Buonaparte  re' 
•olved  to  make  anotller  attempt  before  the  urrival  nf  these  succours.  He 
accordingly  gave  orders  ihut  the  attack  of  the  preceeiiiiig  oi^ht  should, 
be  renewed  thii  night.  It  was  done  as  comrDfiided.  At  ten  o'clock 
all  the  abovenientioned  outworks  were  in  pos-esiion  uf  our  party,  andV 
they  were  enabled  (unlike  the  former  ocrasio its)  tomaintiiin  their  piisition 
b^nd  the  piles  of  the  dead  as  their  ram{iaris.  Oenenils  Bou,  Vial,  and

Mayflth.  At  the  day-brcak  ortlii«day,  Buonaparte  (being  informed

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brdered  that  we  should  direct  the  fire  of  our  Imtteries  against  the  breach 
knade  in  the  tower*  and  at  the  same  time  against  the  second  breach 
made  in  the  cartain  to  the  right.  The  greater  part  of  the  curtain  soon 
fell  before  this  fire*  which  secured  a  breach  fully  practicable.  Buonii« 
parte  now  tkn  towards  the  place  and  ordered  an  immediate  assault.  The 
division  of  Laimes  now  led  the  way  and  the  other  divisions  made  disposU 
tions  so  as  to  support  and  second  its  efforts.  The  troops  rushed  forwards 
to  the  bteach,.  entered  it,  and  two  hundred  men  adfanCed  into  the  for* 
tress.  Ord^ers  had  been  given,  that  the  j>arty,  which  tirat  entered, 
should  instantly  proceed  to  dislodge  the  enemy  from  the  ruins  of  a  se« 
tond  tower,  which  flanked  the  entrance  by  the  breach;  and  should  de« 
stroy  all  the  flanking  outworks,  so  as  to  render  ouf  entrance  th*  mof^ 
easy.  These  orders  were  not  duly  attended.  The  enemy  flliog  under 
the  cover  <>f  their  fosses  to  the  right  and  left,  instantly  filled  all  theSA 
flanking  positions,  and  thence  directed  a  most  tremendous  cross  fife 
Upon  u%  The  effect  of  it  was  dreadful.  Confusion  began  t6  pfevaift 
tmiongst  our  ranks ;  they  Mtered,  and  no  longer  rushed  forwards  int^ 
the  town.  The  fife  froiA  the  houses,  the  barricadoed  streetif,  and  fl^m 
t&e  palace  of  Dgezzal^^  all  of  which  plied  them  either  in  front,  flank, 
t>r  rear,  occasioned  the  first  rolumn  to  fall  back  ;  this  retrograde  move«i 
ment  was  communicated  to  those  behind  it,  but  was  cbecked  by  the  va- 
lour and  efforts  of  General  LahjteSf  who  rallied  his  division,  and  replaced 
it  in  the  front.  The  reserve  now  come  forwards  to  the  breach,- and  the 
enemy  and  our  soldiers  becoihe  engaged  man  to  man,  and  fighting  With 
the  greatest  fury.  General  Lannes  was  wounded,  and  General  Rom^ 
baud  killed  on  the  spot*  The  Turkish  soldiers  and  sailors,  moreover, 
from  the  auxiliary  fleet,  bad  now  landed,  «nd  we  had  to  cope  with  thit 
new  force  added  to  the  garrison.  We  were  engaged  in  active  fighting 
from  the  break  of  day  till  night  fall;  retreat  then  became  nectesary^  atiit 
was  executed  in  order. 

*  May  9th.  Our  batteries  continued  to  fire  during  the  whbte  of  this 
day  and  niglitk 

May  10th.  At  two  o^clock  in  the  nioruing  of  this  day^  Buolmparte 
himself  closely  examined  the  breach,  and  gare  o)*ders  for  another  assault* 
It  was  accordingly  instantly  given.  Our  soldiers  mounted  the  breach^ 
'but  were  compelled  again  to  retire  from  the  heary  cross  fire  of  the  eneiiiy. 
The  firing  of  the  batteries  was  renewed,  and  continued  till  four  0'*nh>ck 
in  the  afternoon.  It  then  came  in  turn  to  the  grenadiers  of  the  95tb  f^ 
giment  to  form  the  advanced  guard,  and  tliese  brave  fellows  solicited 
the  honour  of  being  permitted  to  girve  an  immediate  aisault.  It  was 
granted  them,  but  they  succeeded  onlyin  the  same  manner  as  th^  former. 
They  carrried  the  bineach,  bat  were  then  compelled  to  retire.  General 
Bon  was  mortally  wounded.  The  two  fauit  assaults  were  led  byiCUme- 
f  al  Verdier.  The  slaughter  of  the  enemy  was  trepiendously  greit.  ■  The 
nMir  of  the^pMllelsy  which  werefliM  vritH  the  4tgd  bodka  cfitbe  Turks,

bat  still  continued  their  tire.  In  the  evening,  about  six  o'clock,  they  ]

The  expedition  wus  now  upon  its  close.  It  had  sccompllslied  ull  tU  1 
purposes.  They  had  beaten  an  army  of  tweuty-live  thousand  horstriieiii  " 
and  ten  thousand  foot,  in  the  pbius  of  Esdron,  und  in  the  district  of  A 
AIpui4  Talxir.  They  hud  traversed  the  desart  whieh  tejiarates  AlHc*  4 
irom  Aiia,  nith  tlie  rapidity  of  n  native  force.  They  had  subdut-d  tb«  ■ 
fortre-^es  of  Ga/ft,  Jatfa,  and  Caiifa.  The  foi  treaa  of  Acre  did  not  appetr  j 
ittfliuatt  la  iurrender,  and  was  not  worth  a  further  siege.  A  few  daji)  4 
perseverance  might  have  enabled  us  to  take  the  Paclia  iu  bU  palace.  Bql  f 
Donaparte  could  not  Epare  the  time.  He  occordingly  resolved  ti 
thes'tcge  without  delaj-.  And  as  a.few  days  were  necessary  for  the  remoral 
of  the  sick  aud  wounded,  he  ordered  that  uitcrval  to  be  employed  ii 
leriog  tlie  town,  and  more  particularly  the  palace  of  Pgtzzar. 

May  l6th.  At  half  pa&t  two  in  the  moruing,  the  euemy  madea  sorti*  ] 
froQi  the  f-irtresu,  but  were  driven  back  with  loss.  At  seven  o*cloc)c  i 
tbey  made  a  second  sortie,  and  experienced  the  same  reception.

May  17.  An  Englidi  flasj  of  truce  wa. 
■hore ;  the  bearer  was  accompanied  by  the 
oiV  flag  of  truce  to  Db'ezzar  ou  the  1 1th. 
to  tlie  Chief  of  the  StulT,  from  Sir  Sidney  Smith,  the  English  Common 
dote,  who,  speakinj^  of  Donaparte,  thus  expressed  himself,-i-"  Does  )i«  ^ 
not  know,  that  it  belongs  to  me  a/mic  to  dispose  of  the  groui)d  whic^  i 
lies  under  my  urtlUery."  The  officer  who  commanded  the  EugliHli  boa^ 
likewise  delivered  a  packet,  coutaiuiugthe  proclamations  of  the 
Porte,  cerlitied  by  the  signature  of  Sir  Sidney  Smith.  This  proclam«*  ^ 
liott  called  on  the  Freuch  troops  to  desert  their  (General,  and  to  avaii  f 
themaelves  of  the  opportunity  to  return  to  Francp.

Itfay  91,  The  anny  arrived  at  Tentonra ;  the  port  nt  which  was  kndeil 
wh^teyer  was  sent  for  the  army  from  Damietta  and  Jaffiu  There  wai 
DOW  here,  forty-two  pieces  of  cannon  taken  from  the  Turks  at  Jafiiii 
Bonaparte  took  two  or  three  of  ^  Kghter  pieces  with  him,  and  had  the 
teiQainder,  in  number  about  tweoty-Cwo,  thrown  into  the  sea. 

M^y  ^3,  The  army  moved  this  day,  and  lay  at  the  ruins  of  Cesarca^ 
A  party  of  Naplouzians  poured  on  one  of  the  flanks  this  day,  some  of 
them  ^(?re  taken  and  shot ;  the  rest  fled.  Their  sole  object  was  to  pfain« 
der  the  stragglers  about  the  army  in  their  march. 

May  29.  The  army  continued  its  mArch,  and  took  up  a  potntiQii 
within  twelve  miles  of  Jafia,  near  a  small  river.  Detachments  were 
•f  nt  out  against  some  villages  in  the  neighbourhood ;  the  inhakitanta  oC 
which  had  attacked  and  plundered  our  convoys  during  the  siege  cf 
Acre,  and  massacred  the  escorts.  These  villages  were  burned,  and  tbe 
/P^ttl^  carried  off. 

May  34,  The  army  reached  Jafia.  A  bridge  of  boats  was  laid  over 
the  riv^r  Laho}'a,  as  the  ford  was  very  difficult. 

May  2^,  26,  and  27.  The  army  remained  at  Jafim  till  the  latter  ef 
these  date4.  The  time  wav  employed  in  punishing  the  inhabitanls  ef 
|hfe  adjacent  Tillages,  and  in  destroying  tha  fortifications.  All  the  iron 
cannon  in  tlie  place  where  thrown  into  the  sea.  P^  of  the  wounded  weru 
lent  off  by  sea. 

May  28.  The  army  marched  from  Jafia.  Begmer'a  divisiMi  fisnned 
the  left  column,  and  proceeded  by  Ramie ;  the  dvrinoos  of  Boq  and 
Lannes  formed  the  central  columns,  and  the  cavalry  proceeded  along 
the  right  by  a  route  parallel  with  the  coast.

May  89.  Th*  array  coiniiiueH  its  IDarch  to  El  Masdal. 
May  30,  The  army  arrived  this  day  at  Gaza.     As  the  inhabitaiits  bad 
conducted  themselves  with  |iro|mety,  their  persona  and  propeitiea  were 
respected.     The  fort,  however,  was  blown  up. 

May  31.  The  army  proceeded  towards  Ka.ii  Jouneia,  where  it  arrired 
the  wine  day.  ^ 

June  1.  The  army  this  day  entered  upon  the  desart,  Tallon-ed  by  an 
immense  micnber  of  cattle  laken  from  the  enemy,  intended  to  prorisiou 
El  Arish.  The  depart,  bctneeu  Kuu  Jouuets  and  El  Ariah,  is  about 
tbtrty-live  miles.  It  is  inhabited  by  some  wandering  Arabs ;  we  burned 
their  camps,  brought  away  their  cattle,  and  destroyed  their  harrestt. 

June  3.  The  army  halird  at  El  Arish.  This  nss  a  post  of  coiiuder^ 
able  importance.  Bonaparte  put  it  into  a  condition  of  good  defence, 
and  left  a  garrison  in  the  place. 

Jane  3.  We  contiiiut;d  our  march  tOKard  Cathieh.  Hatted  in  tlw 
deaart. 

June  4.  Reached  Cathieh,  after  having  sufferetj  very  innch  from  th« 
want  of  water.     The  array  remained  at  Cathieh  two  daya,  during  which, 
it  was  put  in  a  good  state  of  defence. 
Jnne  8.  Tlie  army  continued  its  march  towards  Cairo. 
June  7  to  14.  The  army  continued  their  march, 

Juoe  14.  The  army  marched  forwanU  to  enter  Cairo  this  day.  Th« 
people  and  the  garrison,  came  forth  lu  greet  the  army,  which,  a*  it  entered* 
drew  up  in  order  of  parade.  Every  one  was  astonished  at  beholding  tb« 
order  and  brilliancy,  who  had  traversed  such  a  desart,  and  sutfiFTed  w 
much  in  a  toilsome  ariil  sanguinary  campaign  of  four  months.  And  thus 
ended  this  memorable  expedition.  Our  enemies  much  exaggerated  ouf 
losses.     The  true  statement  is  as  follows:— 

The  army  engaged  in  the  Syrian  expedition,  lost  in  the  four  month* 
of  their  service,  seven  hundred  men  by  the  plague,  five  hundred  killed 
in  bfttlle,  and  eighteen  hundred  noiiiideil.  But  of  the  latter,  not  mort 
pMu  ninety  suffered  amputuiion. 

The  citizens  of  Cairo  gave  the  French  a  welcome  and  most  friendly 
reception.  That  city,  thus  became  to  them  a  second  country,  and  for 
piany  »uccet«ive  days  after  the  arrivjil  of  tlie  army,  every  thing  was  joy, 
rmbraciDg,  and  co  n  grata  1  at  ion.

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about  the  end  of  tlie  day  ;  aud  when  he  had  seen  with  his  oum  eyes  the 
coratnandiiig  attitude  of  the  Archduke's  army,  he  then  ordered  a  retreat 
by  the  road  alont;  the  rij^ht  bank  of  the  iVlaine.  Bernadotte  was  obliged 
to  draw  back  upon  Bainbfrg,  to  cross  that  river.  Kleber  formed  the 
rear-giiard  of  tliti  army  :  when  it  was  rc-unitcd  in  the  environs  of  Schwe- 
infurt,  Jourdan  resotved  upon  niurching  to  Wurtzburg,  so  give  battle  t» 
the  Archduke,  Bernadotte  and  Kleber  warmly  opposed  that  plan  :  tbef 
could  luake  no  impreiibion  on  the  mind  of  the  General  in  Chiefs  or 
rather  of  the  Representative  of  the  People,  Joubcrt  de  THerrauIt,  wiM 
was  continually  telling  Jourdan,  **  that  it  was  shameful  to  retreat  upoA 
the  Rhine  without  giviug  battle;  that  the  present  occ*asion  was  ftivoor* 
able,  and  the  more  so,  as  it  was  to  be  hoped,  that  even  in  c.ise  of  a  oheck, 
they  would  at  least  succeed  in  relieving  the  garrison  of  Wnrtzbufg,  and 
that  this  effort,  evincing  to  the  Convention  the  ctalous  spirit  of  lint 
Generals,  shielded  them'from  any  well-grounded  reproacK," 

Jourdan,  who  knew  of  my  connection  with  Kleber  and  Bernadottf^ 
sent  for  tne,  and  requested  me  to  represent  to  those  two  Getienils,  **  lioir 
much  their  absence  would  hurt  the  service  in  the  operatioira  he  had  rcw 
solved  upon,  and  that  he  besought  them  in  the  name  of  fnendship,  and 
by  the  love  of  their  country,  to  assist  bim  with  their  talents  and  witli 
their  experience."  I  accquitted  myself  of  this  commission,  and,  as  I  had 
foretold  Jourdan,  my  attempts  were  unsuccessftil,  Kleber  said,  ••  that 
there  was  a  necessity  to  leave  some  troops  at  Schweinfort,  and  that  he 
should  take  the  command  of  them.**  Bernadotte  answered  me,  **  that 
be  was  unwell,  a  very  large  tumor  having  formed  on  his  foreliead.*'  H^ 
added,  **  that  they  were  leading  us  to  certain  slaughter ;  that  he  loved 
his  troops  too  well  to  be  able  to  resolve  to  see  them  perish,  the  victima 
of  ignorance  and  caprice  ;  ainl  that  with  respect  to  me,  he  took  a  finM 
fJEirewel,  despairing  of  ever  seeing  me  again,  asl  should  be  either  killed, 
or  conducted  to  a  Bohemian  prison.*' 

When  I  gave  Jourdan  an  account  of  my  mission,  he  answered  very 
angrily,  *'  Ah!  ah!  these  gentlemen  want  to  make  themselves  of  cotf- 
•equence ;  but  I  will  shew  them  that  I  can  gain  battles  without  thetn.** 
IThe  Representative  of  the  People,  who  was  present,  exclaimed,  laying 
*t  stress  on  his  words,  •*  Let  us  march  upon  the  enemy,  and  reply  bjr 
victories  to  the  silly  observations  of  the  rivals  oi'our  glory."-^It  was  with 
the  greatest  difficulty  I  could  refrain  from  laughing  aloud,  at  the  impii- 
dent  sally  of  the  lawyer  Jourbt^rt.  Jourdan  made  me  answerable  for  the 
'execution  of  all  the  orders  relating  lo  Bemadotte's  corps,  amounting 
•now  to  eleven  thoiifsand  men,  by  the  dissolution  of  Colaud*s  division, 
a  part  of  which  had  beten  united  to  our's.  On  the  2d  of  September  we 
'defeated  the  Au^frians,  who  took  refuge  in  Wurtzburg.  We  continaed 
'  fighting  till  ten  oVlock  at  night  under  the  ramparts  of  that  town.  TIfe 
^pextmoniiog,  byi^  break  of  day,  the  ArchdAike  attacked  us  witlr  tlie 
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whole  of  his  army  :  about  two  oVlock  id  the  afternoon  the  Austrian 
cavalry  defeated  Joardan^s  left  wing,  which,  as  well  as  the  centre  com^ 
posed  of  Chainpionnet*8  division,  retreated  in  j^reat  disorder.  BernadotteV 
dirision,  which  formed  the  right,  received  the  order  to  retreat,  when  tbf 
Archduke's  army,  already  on  our  \eh  flank,  was  disposed  to  attack* 
Although  nearly  surrounded,  the  six  regiments  of  this  division  forme4 
themselves  into  squares  against  the  cavalry,  and  opened  themi>elves  a 
passage  through  the  enemy *s  columns,  who,  surprized  at  so  much  order 
and  coolness,  after  a  sanguiuary  combat,  which  lasted  tlnrty-six  hoors^ 
appeared  to  admire  our  firm  couuteuaucej  and  almost  favoured  onr 
ictreaU 

BemadoUe  rejoined  the  division  mx  days  after  at  Wetzlar.  The  8oI« 
diere  received  him  with  acclamations  of  joy,  as  a  beloved  father*  Th^ 
aScen  behaved  more  coldly,  as  they  saw  with  regret,  that  he  withdrew 
himself  on  a  critical  occurrence,  in  which^he  could  have  rendered  great 
terrice,  had  he  been  able  to  have  subdued  his  self-love  by  forgetting  m 
•light  inditpontion»  and  partaking  .the  dangers  of  bis  soldiers,  whose  in*^ 
convenience^  would  certainly  have  been  much  diminishd  by  his  talenta» 
The  battle  of  Wurtzburg  coat  Bemadotte's  division  alone  about  3,000 
■ten,  of  whom  700  were  killed,  1,500  wouiided,  and  800  taken  prisoner!* 
The  loss  of  the  three  other  divisions  of  Grenier,  Championnet,  and  Bon- 
sand,  was  not  nibre  than  1 ,500  men  killed  and  wounded,  aH  they  made  use 
«f  Bemadotte*s  division  for  a  van-guard  in  advancing,  and  as  a  rear-guar^ 
in  covering  the  retreat*  It  is  not  difficult  to  impose  upon  the  soldier  hj 
Aike  words  about  honour,  glory,  and  fnitriotism ;  but  the  officer  is  rarely 
deceived  by  such  rhodomontades,  and  his  confidence  diminishes,  when 
he  perceives  that  attempts  are  made  to  render  him  the  dupe  of  his  zeal^ 
in  requiring  from  him  more  than  his  duty. 

Jourdan  still  Intimidated  from  his  defeat  near  Wurtzburg,  dared  not 
try  the  fate  of  battles  in  the  fine  po»itions  so  common  upon  the  right 
bank  of  the  Lahn*  After  some  skirmishing,  he  ordered  a  retreat  upon 
the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine.  Whilst  making  this  movement,  he  received 
from  the  Directory  an  order  for  his  recal.  This  disgrace  completed  his 
downfaL  He  called  the  Generals  together  in  the  Castle  of  Hakenburg^ 
and  requested  them  to  give  him  a  certificate  of  good  Conduct*  Wheiii 
Bemadotte  came  to  gi? e  his  opinion,  he  could  not  contain  himself,  and 
be  let  fall  upon  the  unfortunate  Jourdan  all  the  indignation  which  the 
loss  of  the  choice  of  his  division  at  the  battle  of  Wurtzburg  had  occa« 
noned  him ;  he  even  went  so  far  as  to  say :  **  we  can  only  give  you  an  at« 
testation  of  imbecility  ;  every  body  knows  that  yon  are  an  honest  man^ 
-a  brave,  soldier,  and  a  good  citizen ;  but  it  is  for  the  public  interest,  thi;t 
the  goveri|ment  should  be  well  convinced  that  you  are  incapable  of  sue* 
ceisfu  lly  commanding  ta  chitf  even  four  men  and  a  corporal,**  Notwith« 
standing  Jourdan  absolutely  shed  tears,  acknowledged  his  errois^  anil.

Memoir  of  Bemadotte. 


^ue^ted  the  attestation,  not  fertile  purpose  of  solicitino^  a  fresh  com- 
•uamJ,  but  to  shelter  himself  from  the  vengeance  of  the  Directory,  who 
sought  to  have  him  considered  as  a  traitor  to  his  country,  nothing  could 
soften  Bernadutte.  Kleber  and  he  were  the  only  two  who  refused  their 
signature.  Although  I  entertained  a  similar  opinion  with  those  Generals 
respecting  Jourdan,  as  I  demonstrated  in  a  memorial  T  addressed  to  the 
Directory,  upon  the  operations  of  the  campaign  of  I7y6,  I  could  not 
hinder  myself  from  censuring  my  two  friends  for  their  severity  toward* 
our  chief,  then  deprived  of  all  authority.  The  dismissal  of  this  General 
ought  to  have  disarmed  them.  He  ceased  to  be  dangerous  when  de- 
prived of  command.  This  want  of  generosity  towards  an  old  superior  can 
only  be  excused  by  the  still  recent  sorrow  which  had  been  occasioned  by 
his  blunders  and  ill-concerted  manoeuvres.  Bernadotte  and  Kleber 
were  not  long  in  perceiving  their  error,  and  they  re[>aired  it,  even  be* 
yond  the  expectation  of  Jourdan. 

When  the  ermy  had  repatised  the  Rhine,  the  divisions  were  quartered 
in  the  viltages  upon  the  left  bank  of  that  river,  from  Bingen  to  Coblent^^ 
and  Andernach,  unto  Bonn,  Cologne,  and  DusseldorfT.  Bernadotte  had 
his  head-quarters  at  Coblentz ;  he  resided  with  a  rich  banker  called 
Potgeisser.  The  General  had  had  the  opportunity  of  rendering  many 
services  to  this  man,  who  on  his  part  was  very  much  attached  to  him,  as 
were  his  whole  family.  His  eldest  daughter  was  a  very  pretty  fair-corn* 
ptexioned  girl  of  eighteen,  and  had  received  a  very  excellent  education* 
She  hit  Bemadotte*8  fancy — he  was  then  33  years  of  age ;  had  it  not 
been  for  this  disparity  of  years,  I  really  think  he  would  have  determined 
nn  marrying  her.  The  young  lady,  and  the  father  in  particular,  wished  it 
very  much.  Another  roctive,  that  of  fortune,  deterred  Bernadotte.  He 
was  the  youngest  of  his  family,  and  it  is  well  known  that  in  Gascony^ 
the  youngest  branches  partake  very  sparingly  of  the  family  inheritance* 
Wh^t  had  fallen  to  Bernadotte  upon  the  death  of  his  parents,  had  beea 
spent  by  him  at  the  commencement  of  the  revolution  ;  there  therefore 
remmined  to  him  no  other  resource  than  his  pay,  which  might  be  taken 
from  him  at  any  time»  either  by  being  reduced  to  half-pay,  or  entirely 
mperseded.  It  was  only  necessary  to  displease  a  member  of  t!ie  Direc«  ' 
|ary«  to  be  placed  in  one  of  these  situations^  The  fortune  of  Miss 
rotgeitser  would:  certainly  have' sufficed  him  to  live  asr  a  crvditable 
dtizen,  but  he  was  two  proud  to  expose  himself  to  a  situation,  where  it 
is  very  rftre,  that  the  domestic  harmony  is  not  troubled,  whtn  there  hap* 
pens  to  be  au  inequality  of  fortune. 

Bernadotte  lived,  hapjiy,  beloved  by  his  hosts,  and  every  individual  of 
his  division,  when  caltnUny,  which  generally  directs  her  shilfls  against  real 
merit,  looghft  to  throw  doubts  upon  his  probity.  The  Paris  newspapers 
asserted  that  be  had  levied  contributions  at  Nuremberg*  It  is  true,  that 
the  Burgomasters  of  that  town  offered  ^m  a  considerable  present  in  gold« 
wiiidi  he  refoSed,  tbbagh  it  bad  been  observed  tb  him  that  the  Prussian  ' 
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aod  Austrian  Generals  had  never  required  much  pressing  to  accept  of 
similar  considerations.  Bernadott«  replied,  *'  that  every  one  was  mastet 
of  his  own  actions,  and  that  the  cmly  reward  he  required  of  the  magis-» 
tratesy  in  return  for  keeping  his  troops  in  good  discipline,  was  that  they 
in^ould  pay  the  greatest  attention  to  his  sick  and  wounded.**  Thia  attack 
of  Ilia  Jealous  enemies  affected  liim  very  sensibly,  and  after  having  fully 
refuted  them  by  incontestible  evidence,  he  resolved  to  quit  a  situatiom 
which  exposed  him  to  be  the  subject,  of  every  one's  declamation.  Ha 
•olicUed  leave  to  retire  on  his  half-pay.  The  Directory  refused  to  ae» 
cede  lo  it,  and  addressed  a  very  flattering  letter  to  him,  in  which,  afte^ 
huving  advised  him  only  to  answer  with  the  most  silent  contempt  th# 
ttnfouuded  reports  of  the  enviers  of  his  glory,  they  added,  **  tbit  th^^ 
government  relied  on  His  talents  and  patriotism,  still  to  continue  aUy 
serving  his  country." 

This  adulation  was  not  sufficient  to  restore  hrs  tranqmiUtty.  I  have 
often  heard  him  say,  *^  that  he  should  never  be  really  happy  till  he  lived 
retired  in  an  hamlet,  in  the  midst  of  the  Pyrenees,  on  aa  annual  income 
€>f  three  thousand  livres,**  Kleber,  who  was  then  at  Coblentr,  and  whe 
was  the  author  of  Bernadotte*s  military  fortune,  possessed  a  considerably 
ascendancy  over  his  mind :  he  succeeded  in  dissuading  him  from  quit<« 
ting  the  army,  by  observing  to  him,  ^*  If  you  return  into  France,  my 
dear  Bernadotte,  with  your  frank  disposition,  and  love  of  ju«tiee,  I  fortel 
that  you  will  be  guillotined  before  three  months  are  over.  Not  only  » 
the  government  composed  of  five  robbers,  but  every  little  village  is  go* 
verned  by  a  mayor  of  the  same  stamp— 4ike  master  like  man.  The  se- 
cret police,  which  is,  in  regard  to  politics,  wliatthe  science  of  mining  ia 
to  the  art  of  war,  is  confided  to  a  set  of  scoundrels,  who  abuse  their 
power  to  glut  their  vengeance,  apd  to  cause  the  viost  virtuous  charactera 
to  perish,  or  at  least  to  suffer  disgrace.  In  vain  will  you  conduct  your* 
self  as  an  honest  citizen  ;  they  .will  counterfeit  your  hand  writing ;  thej 
will  accuse  you  of  a  traiterous  correspondence,  of  which  you  had  never 
the  least  idea ;  and  through  the  perfidy  of  enemies,  whom  those  eavioua 
of  your  merit  will  nut  fail  to  raise  against  you,  all  your  fine  projects  of 
philosophy  and  retreat  will  only  tend  to  cause  you  to  peri^  on  a  Kafibldy 
as  a  traitor  to  your  country,  as  was  the  case  with  Luckner,  Custine, 
Beauharnois,  Houchard,  and  many  other  brave  military  men.  Our  go» 
vernors  are  lawyers,  jealous  of  the  glory  of  their  Geueralii ;  they  are  basey 
uninformed,  proud,  >-indictive,  and  cruel :  in  a  word,  they  possess  only 
a  genius  for  doing  evil ;  their  dominion  cannot  last  long ;  Providence, 
always,  sooner  or  later,  does  justice  on  the  wicked,  and  reoompenaes 
the  good.  Await  patiently  that  happy  period  in  the  bosom  of  your  fcieodi^' 
and  don't  go  and  offer  jourself  up  to  those  tigers,  thirsting  for  bloody 
who  have  for  four  years  preyed  upon  the  vitals  of  our  unhappy  coumtry.^ 
1  admit  that  you  might  be  happy  for  a  month  in  your  rural  life,  but  no 
looner  would  you  hear  tbt  drums  of  your  JNatiooal  Ouards>  thaa  rccok. 
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lections  dear  to  your  heart  would  make  you  regret  the  army.  You  were 
born  to  live  in  camps,  and  to  die  upon  the  field  of  battle.  Do  you  really 
believe  the  vociferations  of  the  Jacobins  of  your  villaf^  wiU  not  niakt 
you  again  wish  to  bear'tlie  acclamatifms  of  applause  with  which  your 
grenadiers  have  so  often  hailed  you  on  the  excellent  manoeuvres  you  hav« 
-caused  them  to  execute  on  the  day  of  battle  ?  Would  you  wish  in  short 
to  know  my  whole  opinion?^  Well,  I  am  almost  positive  tirat  those 
very  same  Directors,  who  have  written  to  you  in  such  very  obliging 
terms  to  request  you  to  continue  in  the  army,  are  tliemselves  the  authors 
of  the  infamous  reports  which  have  been  circulated  concerning  you, 
with  regard  to  the  contributions  of  Nureraburgh.  Can  you,  in  shorty 
confide  iu  the  treacherous  assurances  of  those  villains,  who,  while  they 
tnubrace  you  with  odid  hand,  are  holding  a  dagger  iu  tlie  other,  ready  to 
plunge  it  into  your  breast  ?  We  have  for  three  years  fought  together 
in  the  &ame  ranks;  I  always  felt  a  brother*s  tendernes  for  you ;  and,  as  a 
sincere  friend,  I  request  you  to  continue  with  lis." 

Kleber  uttered  the'  fast  part  of  tliese  observations  with  conviderabls 
sensibility.  Bernadotte  was  moved  even  to  tears  :  he  fell  upon  Kleber's 
neck,  and  promised  never  to  Separate  himself  from  him  :  but  Providence, 
that  sports  with  the  designs  of  mortals,  had  otherwise  ordered.     A  few 

■  *  _ 

tlays  after  this  interview,  Kleber  received  orders  from  the  Directory  to 
'send  a  corps  of  fifteen  thousand  men,  with  a  division  rftafF,  to  the  Arm^ 
of  Italy.  He  proposed  to  Bernadotte  to  take  the  command  of  this 
column,  and  the  more  to  induce  him  to  it,  ob^rved,  that  this  desti- 
nation would  afford  a  favourable  opportunity  of  acquiring  new  g^lory  mfd 
information;  that  the  successes  obtained  by  Bonaparte  were  too  ini^ 
portant,  aud  too  successive,  not  to  result  from  superior  genius  :  and  that 
as  he  himself  had  nothing  mdrie  tb  teach  him,  he  advised  him  to  go  and 
complete  his  military  education,  tinder  the  direction  of  the  General  iu 
Chief  of  the  Army  of  Italy,  Ikrnadotte  refused  to  quit  his  friend,  but 
Kleber  continued  to  urge,  and  gave  him  twenty<-fours  hour  to  decide  upoa 
it ,  af^r  which,  should  he  persitit  in  his  refusal,  he  would  then  makt 
choice  of  another  General,    . 

•  The  presence  of  one  Alexander,  at  that  time  a  commissary  of  the  Di^ 
lectory  employed  for  the  arm}',  and  since  then  a  member  of  the  Tribu- 
nata,  decided  Bernadotte*8  departure.  He  Imd  often  been  upon  tht 
boint  of  recurring'  to  extremes,  to  repress  the  insolence  of  this  despicable 
tool  of  the  Directory,  who  had  so  hr  forgotten  himself,  as  to  dispute 
the  orders  of  the  General  iu  chief.  Kleber,  more  dispassionate  than 
Bernadotte,  contented  himself  with  sending  him  away  from  the  array, 
forewaning  him  that  he  would  hang  him  up,  if  he  ever  made  his  re-ap& 
pearance.  It  may  be  easily  imagined  that  Mr.  Alexander  hastened  to 
Paris  to  denounce  Kleber,  who  was  thei'eupoh  dismissed.  Bernadotte, 
who  was  not  uninterested  in  Alexander's  exi^nlsion,  would  no  doubt  have 
cxp^enced  the  same  treatment,  hiM  he  not  been  ttt  the  lieid  of  the  trot>()f 
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destined  for  Italy.  Our  march  from  Coblentz  to  Milan  was  one  conti- 
nued succession  of  feasting,  afforded  us  by  the  inhabitants,  with  a  cordW 
ality  not  very  usual.  At  Metz,  Dijon,  and  at  Lyons,  generals,  officers^ 
and  privates,  were  received  in  triumph.  There  was  only  one  single  com* 
plaint  made,  which  was  immediately  investigated,  and  the  offender  pu- 
nished in  an  awful  manner: — a  soldier  having  strayed  from  his  quarters, 
found  a  young  girl  on  the  road,  whom  he  ravished.  The  villain  urged 
bis  victim  to  keep  her  violation  a  secret,  which  she  refused,  telling  him 
•he  would  immediately  carry  her  complaint  to  the  mayor,  that  she  might 
oblige  him  to  marry  her,  since  he  had  taken  away  her  honour*  This 
wretch,  who  was  drunk,  thereupon  determined  to  dispatch  her.  Some 
persons  passing  near,  hearing  the  cries  of  the  girl,  ran  to  the  spot,  seized 
the  soldivr,  and  conveyed  him  to  head-quarteri.  The  same  day  he  was 
tried  by  a  court-martial,  and  shot. 

In  spite  of  the  suggestions  of  different  parties,  during  the  two  moutlis 
the  troops  were  passing  through  France,  desertion  was  scarcely  known, 
at  the  very  time  when  every  thing  concurred  to  favour  it*  Of  fifteen 
thoMsand  men,  we  lost  no  more  than  thirty*  It  is  true,  Beruadotte 
granted  a  great  many  permissions  to  thosesoldiers  who  had  families  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  road  we  went ;  and  this  wise  precaution,  which 
afforded  the  soldiers  the  pleasure  of  seeing  their  relations,  seemed  to 
them  an  additional  tie,  requiring  the  obligation  of  tiieir  returning  on  the 
^^i|iirat]6n  of  their  furlough,  that  they  might  testify  to  their  General^ 
by  their,  punctuality,  how  very  grateful  they  were  for  his  goodness* 
jThose  who  did.  desert  were  worthless  fellows,  and  consequently  bad  sol-- 
diers,  of.  whom  the  regiments  were  glad  to  be  quit.  The  passage  of  the 
Alps,  in  the  mouth  of  February  1797,  was  a  very  toilsome  task;  no  fatal 
accident,  however,  occurred.  The  Milanese  were  struck  with  astonish^^ 
ment,  on  seeing  such  fine  troops,  and  in  such  excellent  condition,  after 
along  and  fatiguing  march,  in  so  rude  a  season  of  the  year.  Instead  of 
billeting  them  on  the  inhabitants,  they  were  quartered  in  the  convents, 
whose  only  furniture  was  the  same  straw  which  had  already  served  for 
bedding  to  the  Austrian  prisoners  of  the  garrison  of  Mantua,  who  had 
passed  though  Milan  some  days  before,  on  their  march  to  France. 
When  informed  by  the  commanders  of  the  different  regiments  that  the 
lodgings  appointed  could  not  be  occupied,  without  materially  affecting 
the  health  of  the  troops,  Beruadotte  ordered  the  cAmmandant  of  the 
place  to  quarter  the  troops  on  the  inluibitants*  This  commandant  was  a 
Colonel  Dupuj,  a  great  fiivourite  of  Bonaparte,  and  the  same  who  afters 
wards  was  killed  in  the  commotion  of  the  inhabitants  of  Cairo  against  th# 
trench,  in  1798* 

That  officer,  strong  in  the  confidence  granted  him  by.  the  General  in 
cliief,  repaired  to  Bemadotte,  and  told  him  in  a  slighting  tone,  ^Hhat  thest 
convents  had  lieen  found  very,  good  by  the  ciHxws  of  the  Army. of  Italy 
•nd.that  consequently  tht  gcnikmm^  (mcMieurs)  of  the  Army  of  the 
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Bliioe  -might  very  well  pttt  up  with  them.*'  JBeroadotte  answered  him; 
^'  that  he  would  dispense  with  sach  odservation%  aod  would  ouly  recolQ^ 
mesd  him  to  execute  promptly  the  orders  he  had  pven  him»  to  quarter 
the  troops  on  the  inhabitants.*'  Dupuy  reqlied,  <*  that  he  had  hisijifi 
^nictioM  from  General  Bonaparte,  and  that  he  should  make  no  altera* 
lioii  in  them«  till  be  had  received  the  orders  oF  that  same  GeneralJI 
Beruadotte  hinted  to  him  that  he  might  order  him  to  be  arrested.  *<Lean^ 
General,"  sMd  Dupuy,  **  that  I  belong  to  the  Army  of  Italy,  and  that  I 
am  not  to  receive  orders  from  you,  a  General  of  the  Army  of  the  Rhine.*^ 
At  the  tame  time  he  cant  a  furious  glance  upon  Bernadott^  di^gfting 
bis  sabre  upon  the  ground*  The  General  told  him,  in  a  very  calm  tods^ 
but  faU  of  dignity,  **  the  republic  ha^  but  one  army,  of  which  I  eon 
Geoteral,.  and  yon  a  Colonel*  I  punish  you  coafbrmably  to  tlie  pcMl 
eode^  wUcb  is  the  same  for  the  officers  of  the  Rhine  and  of  Italy,

ILLUSTRATIOy  OF  THE  SEAT  OT  WAR  IN  SPAIN^ 


MEMOIR  ON  TUB  PROVINCE  OF  CA8TILB. 

.  Nbw  Castile,  of  which  Madrid  is  the  capital,  is  one  of  the  largest^ 
jmiBcas  io  the  kingdom  of  Spftib.    It  is  bounded  by  ArrAgoa  on  the 
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aast* '  La  Man^ha  and  Valentin  on  the  soatb  and  sottth-eMt ;  bf  Estre* 
inadura  on  the  weMt,  and-b}  Old  Caatile  on  the  north.  The  three  prin- 
cipal divisions  of  this  province  are  La  Miincha.  Alcartu^  and  the  Sierrar 
de  Cuenca,  which  is  the  highest  land  in  Spain. 

The  principal  towns*  are  Toledo,  Cuoni^ay  Madrid ;  Talaveim  de  la 
Beyna;  Illesca,  Zurita'^Tremble^e ;  Villa  Nueva  de  laa  Idfaolefy 
CouRuegra,  Alcolea,  Ouodalaxara,  and  Alcala  de  Henarea.  The  thtee 
last  places  are  in  Alcaria. 

We  shall  pursue  the -same  method  of  describing  the  topogmphj  of 
this  province,  which  we  have  observed  in  oor  preceding  memoirs^  thai  it 
to  say,  by  following  the  detail  of  its  chief  roads. 

The  first  of  these  roads  is- from  the  Gnadarrama  moantalna  pa  the 
/rou*tiers  of  Old  Castile  lo  Madrid.  This  is  part  of  the  high  road  from 
Valladolid  to  Madrid.  The  route  is  as  follows.— Fronn  .the!  PuMo 
Guadarraiua  to  the  Guadarrania  village  •  miles  ;  thence  to  Rotaa  99 1 
thence  to  Madrid  \Q ;  total  d<$«  ^ 

As  you  descend  from  the  Guadarrama  monntaint,  yoo  discover,  eight 
iniles  to  the  right,  the  Escn rial.  Having  passed  the^  Gnadartaina  ftl* 
lage  you  proceed  to  Rosas ;  the  road  is  good  and  the  scenery  varioui 
and  agrcfeable.  The  hills  are  skirted  with  villages,  and  clothed  with 
pines,  oaks,  and  royal  forests' of  an  immense  extent.  As  you  appn^h 
the  plain  of  Madrid,  you  enter  upon  a  fine  agricultural  country.  Ad^ 
vancing  to  the  banks  of  the  Menzanares,  yon  crosfe  a  noble  bridge 
called  the  Segovia,  and  enter  Madrid. 

The  next  main  road  is  that  from  Guadarrama  to  Madrid,  Thia 
route  is  as  follows : — From  Guad&laxara  to  Alcala  de  Henares  16  mild  } 
ihence  to  Madrid  18;  total  34.    •  -» 

Guadalaxara,  which  was-lately  forced  by  Mina,  is  a  very  ancient  city^ 
formerly  inhabited' by  the  Romans,  who  named  it  Carraca*  Ita  preacilit 
name  is  from  the  Moors,  who  conquered  it  in  714.  It  was  reconqhered 
by  Alphonso  the  first.  It  is  situated  tn  a  plain  near  the  eastern  bahk'of 
the  Henares,  and  is  the  capital  of  the  district  of  Alcaria.  The  dty  ia 
large,  but  like  all  old  towns  rather  ill  built.  It  was  fbrmH'ly  snrrouMkd 
by  strong  walls,  of  which  considerable  vestiges  stiil  rediain*  It  haa 
one  large  palace  belonging  to  the  leniiiy  of  Infantado.'  It  is  viore 
celebrated,  however,  for  its  extent  than  for  its  good  taste.  Thd  arebi* 
tectuVe  of  the  outer  court  of  the  palace  is  in  the  gothic  atylei  The 
apartments  are  ornarnented  with  gilding,  but  massive  and  heavy  ;  btit 
on  the  other  hand,  there  are  some  historical  pictures  which  deserve 
muchrpraise.  GyadalaxAy  however,  in  cfciefly  famous  for.  tlie  magoi^c^mv 
burial  place  of  the  Infantado  fan^ly*  It  is  a  very  extensive  pant^eokif 
and  the  traveller  would  do  well  to  visit  it. 

.On  leaving  puadolaxar^,  you  shortly  pass  over  the  river  Henares,  and 
eoter  on  an  extensive,  beautiful,  and  well  cultivated  plain,  and  after 
passing  thToogh  'several  villages  reach  Alcala  de  Heoaret*    The 'li<»/ 
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(uutiou  of  tliis  city  ul  llie  extreinil}-  of  the  pluin,  gives  it  %  pleming  ap- 
fteKronce;  it  is  visilde  at  a  great  diitsnre,  aud  is  distinguished  by  tlie 
immber  of  turrvti  uud  Bpirfs  iiilcrmiiigted  with  cdiioUi.  Ak'ala  de 
Heiiares,  l>y  the  Roraunt>  called  Complutum,  was  nitoalL-l  a  little  farther 
■p4>a' a  hill,  which  ytu  perci-ive  on  the  other  «id«!  of  tho  Hfrmres ;  the  . 
ruins  ofthe  old  caiitle  qre  still  to  be  seen  there.  The  city  contains  about 
hvt  thousand  inhabitnnts,  and  is  full  of  monasterie*  ntid  [hurclie*.  It 
is  surrounded  by  ivalU,  flunked  by  square  towers  at  thort  liistanccs  from  • 
r%ch  other.  The  town  is  badly  Uid  out,  but  coiitaini  a  line  «quare,  anil 
a  street  nhich  would  be  handsooie  froni  its  length  and  breadth  IT  the 
bouses  were  good.  The  iiileiior  of  the  town  ha»,  therefore,  a  darV, 
gloomy,  monailic  air,  but  the  iiibmbB  are  gay  and  agreeable.  AIcbIu 
was  formerly  oue  ofthe  most  celebrated  seat^of  leaniiugiu  Spain,  liuvin;; 
an  university  founded  by  the  celebrated  Cardinal  Xinieue*,  but  every 
tbing  ha*  now  gone  to  ruin.  Itwai;  decayed  before  the  present  troubles, 
mi  may  now  be  aaid  to  be  nearly  extinct.  The  superb  colleges,  faou- 
crer,  still  remain  a  sad  ntemeoto  of  belter  times. 

The  journey  from  Alcala  to  Madrid,  in  over  a  road  which  would  be' 
good  if  it  were  not  so  sandy.  It  passes  overs  wide  )ilain,  very  fertile 
in  corn,  and  the  Uenam  flows  about  two  liundred  yurdv  to  the  right, — a 
beautiful  river,  and  dispensing  plenty  and  beauty  alonjf  its  course.  The 
road  tbeo  pusaes  over  two  brnoka  or  rather  currents,  called  Caraarnitllui 
aiiHTorube.  h  then  conliuues  past  several  villages  to  Canilesasde  Baxo, 
where  die  Duke  of  Ossuuu  has  a  most  delightful  seat.  In  a  short  time 
alWwarda  the  traveller  obtuini  a  di»lant  view  of  ihe  capital.  The  pros- 
pect, however,  is  not  that  which  would  be  expfcted  of  a  metropolis  ot 
tach  a  kiugdum.  The  truiellyr  distinguishes,  indeed,  a  coHection  of 
pj-ramids  funned  by  a  con>  id  arable  number  of  spiree,  but  looks  in  Tain  for 
buildings  like  those  of  London,  Paris,  ami  Rome.  There  is  a  want  of 
graudeuraud  maguiliceuce.  The  effect  is  still  further  diminished  by  a' 
deep  dee  livity  into  which  you  descend  as  far  as^thegate*  of  the  city,  at  the 
very  moment  that  it  would  appear  UHist  intersHtiiig-  You  next  r^-uscend' 
the  other  aide  of  this  valley,  and  reach  au  avenue  of  trees,  through  wjiich 
jou  pass  to  the  gale  of  the  cily,  called  the  Alcalu  Gate. 

1  shall  say  nothing  of  Madrid  in  this  place,  as  I  intend  to  make  it* 
"  present  state"  the  subject  of  a  distinct  memoir. 

The  uext  principal  roail  in  New  Castile  is  that  from  Madrid  to  Aran- 
juez,  and  thence  through  R«quena  to  Valentia, 

The  route  and  distances  are  as  ft'llows: — From  Madrid  over  ihe  Man-' 
I3n«r«9  (by  the  bridge  called  the  Toledo  bridge)  to  Pinto  Ij  Knglish 
niitet,  thence  to  Valdemaro  t,  thence  to  the  bridge  over  the  river  Zara« 
ma  8,  tlience  to  Aranjues  on  the  Tagiis  4.  Total  from  Madiid  to  Aran- 
jue»,  29  English  miles.  Tlie  road  tlien.e  continues  to  Valenliaa*  follow?,' 
From  Aranjues  to  Fuente  Diienas,  89  ;  thence  to  Taranson,  12 ;  thence 

Huetc,  20;  thence  to  Caracena,  53;  thence  to  Caeac&,  %S;  ^\«)D5» 
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to  Valeru,  94  ;  thence  to  Arlacoo,  l6 ;  thence  to  Inestu,  20 ;  thence  to 
Contreras,  36;  thence  to  Requena,  8  ;  thence  to  Venta  de  Bunol,  20; 
thence  to  Valentia,  28.  Total  from  Madrid  to  ValeDtia^  218  English 
miles. 

The  road  u|K>n  leaving  Madrid  passes  over  the  Manzanares  by  the 
bridge  called  the  Toledo  bridge.  The  traveller  then  enters  upon  m 
level  handsome  road,  which  without  any  deviation  conducts  hin  in  a 
straight  line  to  Aranjues.  There  is  but  little  variety  in  the  landscape, 
the  road  merely  passing  through  a  plain.  The  first  town  on  this  road  is 
Pento,  in  which  there  is  a  church,  a  monastery,  and  a  nunnery.  The 
road  thence  passes  to  Valdemaro,  another  small  town,  founded  by  the 
Moors,  and  was  once  a  royal  residence.  It  is  situated  In  a  rich  and  plea- 
sant valley,  and  was  once  very  celebrated  and  opulent,  and  still  has  a  fair 
of  20  days  continuance  as  one  of  its  privileges.  The  road  then  passes  to 
the  valley  of  Aranjues,  and  comes  to  the  Zarama  river,  over  which  there 
is  a  handsome  bridge.  The  appearance  of  the  country  is  now  widefy 
changed  ;  the  wide  waters  and  naked  plains  vanish  from  tlie  view,  and  by 
a  rapid  transition  the  traveller  finds  himself  transported  to  the  most  de- 
lightful valley;  where  every  object  conspires  to  persuade  him  that  he 
approaches  new  regions,  and  that  he  is  actually  in  that  Spain  of  which 
he  has  read  in  his  romances. 

The  road  is  shaded  by  lofty  trees  ;  the  country  is  delightfully  verdant, 
and  the  effect  is  greatly  heightened  by  the  murmurs  of  brooks  and 
waterfalls.  The  deep  foilage  of  the  neighbouring  woods  correspond  in 
verdure  with  the  neighbouring  meadows,  which  are  enlivened  by  an  in- 
termixture of  the  gayest  and  most  beautiful  flowers.  To  say  all  in  a  wort), 
the  country  is  romantic  and  poetical  in  the  highest  degree,  and,  in  the 
days  of  peace,  and  in  the  season  of  har^'est,  must  inspire  the  mind  of  man. 

It  is  delightfff  I  to  bewilder  yourself  in  this  enchanting  spot;  till  you 
almost  iubensibly  approach  the  borders  of  that  celebrated  river,  whose 
name  has  been  immortalized  in  the  ancient  poets.  You  advance  to  a 
circular  space  called.  Las  doce  Calles,  in  which  terminate  twelve  alleys 
or  avenues  formed  by  long  and  noble  lines  of  trees.  Having  struck  into 
one  of  these  avenues  you  soon  discover  the  Tagus,  over  which  is  laid  a 
bridge  of  boats,  surmounted  by  an  iron  ballustrade.  Over  this  you  pass- 
in  to  Aranjues. 

From  Aranjues  to  Fiiente  Duenas  the  road  enters  upon  a  plain,  and 
constantly,  for  a  time,  winds  near  the  Tagus.  The  plain  is  rather  bare 
of  any  agricultural  produce.  The  traveller,  however,  suddenly  has  a 
view  of  tufted  trees  clustering  round  a  little  hamlet  of  ten  or  twelve 
houses,  pleasantly  sheltered  under  their  shade,  like  the  villages  in  the 
Use  of  Thanet  in  Bngland.  Close  by  is  a  brook  winding  along  a  serpen^ 
tine  track,  upon  which  there  are  two  mills,  and  water-falls  producing  a 
Tery  pleading  effect.  About  four  miles  further  the  traveller  reachea 
Villamanrique,  an  iosigDificaut  ? illage^  and  soon  after  Fuente  Duenas^ 
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'«  coDsidefable  town,  28  miles  from  Araiijnes  on  the  Valentia  road.  Pronk 
Fuente  Doeoasto  Tarauson  is  12  miles.'  The  road  [on  account  of  the 
circling  round  of  the  Tagus)  again  crosses  over  that  river  in  a  ferry,  and 
enters  upon  a  wide  fertile  plain.  At  the  eighth  mile  the  traveller  or* 
rires  at  Veliuchon,  which  is  situated  on  an  acclivity,  and  thence  descends 
iuto  another  plain  contiguous  to  Taranson.  The  fields  are  rich  and  .cul- 
timted.'  Before  you  reach  Taranhou,  you  ascend  a  high  hill  at' the  ex* 
tremity  of  the  plaitif  on  whose  summit  are  a  number  of  windmills. 

Taranson  is  a  small  town  :  the  parish  church  is  a  very  ancient  pile, 
repaired  by  Philip  the  second.  The  neigiibourhood  is  beautiful  on  ac- 
count of  the  vineyards  which  are  plentiful  and'luxuriaut  around  thif 
pretty  town. 

From  Taranson  to  Huete  is  20  English  miles.  The'road  has  nothing 
remarkable.  It  passes  t^irough  Huelves,  a  small  hamlet,  situated  on  the 
slope  of  a  hill,  on  which' are  visible  the  remains  of  some  ancient  fortifi* 
cations.  Huete  is  a  very  pretty  town.  It  contains  a  castle  of  conside* 
rable  strength  situated  on  a  spring  or  rivulet.  This  stream  supplies 
several  mills,  and  flows  round  some  of  the  gardens  of  the  inhabitants  so 
as  to  render  them  very  picturesque,  and  in  summer  I  should  think  very 
beautiful. 

From  Huete  to  Caracena  is  32  miles.  The  road  is  through  a  rich,  ro* 
mantic,  and  beautiful  country.  The  scenery  recals  to  remembrance  the 
ancient  pictures  of  patriarchal  life;  you  see  around  yon,  whatever  is 
comprehended  in  the  primitive  idea  of  plenty  and  felicity, — tlie  vines^ 
the  fig  tree,  and  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey.  Add  to  these  % 
sky  of  perpetual  blue,  hedges  of  myrtle  and  roses,  heatHs  of  rosemary 
mud  wild  thyme,  flocks  of  bees  humming  around  you,  and  all  nature 
smiling  in  plenty,  beauty,  and  joy,  a^pl  you  have  an  idea  of  the  scenery. 
The  road  passes  through  a  small  place  called  Caracenilla,  and  then  be« 
comes  mountainous.  It  next  crosses  a  stream,  on  the  otlier  side. of  which^ 
envelloped  in  trees,  you  discover  Castillejo.  The  country  changes  into 
a  pl^n  as  you  descend  to  Caracena.  This  is  a  small  town,  having  nothing 
worthy  of  notice. 

From  Caracena  to  Cuenca  is  25  miles.  The  road  passes  through  the 
same  kind  of  country,  and  as  the  traveller  passes  along,  he  sees  from  the 
road  on  each  side  the  pinnacles  of  village  churches  rising  above  the  trees 
10  the  distance.  On  the  left  of  the  road  are  tlie  mountains  of  Areas. 
Through  this  kind  of  scenery  the  traveller  reaches  Cuenca. 

Cuenca  is  an  Vncierit  and  very  considerable  to^^n,  c^nd  was  given  by 
Ben  Abet,  a  moorish  king  of  Seville,  to -the  christian  king  Alphonso  the 
Sixth,  who  married  Zaide  the  dai^ghter  of  the  moor.  It  is  situated  on  an 
eminence  between  two  higher  hills ;  and  is' thus  divide^  iuto  two  cavities 
or  gu\b,  into  which  are  precipitated  the  rivers  .tluecar  and  Xucar.  Thci 
walls,  which  commence  at  the'  foot  of  the  hill,  |a^^cjarried  ug  to  av  extra-^ 
oidiiiary  hetght/andMi^  str^eti  teyinyiAonjfihe  Biirace'ofcourse  ftte.^i^ 
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Biid  daiigeroDs  in  descent.  Thcrt  have  been  tDilaiicEs  of  imiles  al  the 
cud  oftt  day's  journey  wnking  under  theit  burtliens  in  tliese  tienieudou» 
■treets,  and  peribhtng  with  Tatigue  before  ihey  huv«  Tevthed  the  auiainit. 
The  eathpdral  m  a  noble  gothic  sUncture, 

Befoie  leaving  Cueiico,   it  was  nece«sar}'  to  meutioii  the  Sicmilp  Cu- 
ciiea,  which  fornis  the  pTumineiit  object  in  the  lauclsca|(e.     Thii  raoun*     | 
tain,  »o  wfll  known  an  the  most  elevated  port  of  Spain,  was  under  thf     |l 
Ko[uans  called  Mons  Oks  Padunus.  ,       l| 

From  Cuenca  to  Valcra  is  twenly-fonr  miles.     The  road  is  throagh 
heurly  the  same  country   as  that  which  precedes  it.     And  Vslera  it   , 
merely  a  small  town  nithout  any  thing  worthy  of  notice  but  a  castle  and 
a  parish  church.     The  country,  however,  abounds   >n   f^rdens ;   and 
some  shrubs  which  are  common  only  in  tlie  hot-Itouses  of  EutopC)  giv«     ' 
it  a  picturesque  and  pleasing  srener}'. 

From  Valera  to  Arlaeon  is  sixteen  miles,  end  from  Arlacon  to  Inesl^ 
twenty.  Arlacon  is  situated  near  an  extensive  plain,  in  which  you  fin4  ,  j 
olive  trees,  vines,  and  gardens.  This  town  is  tolerably  well  built,  and  ' 
n  oumber  of  linden  trees  in  its  vicinity,  give  it  nn  air  of  freshness  and  j 
neatness.  The  iaimediute  position  of  the  town  is  on  a  rock,  surrounded  1 
at  the  foot  by  tbe  river  Xucar.  It  was  aiitiently  a  fortified  place  of  greaf  ' 
strength;  the  approach  to  it  was  by  a, neck  of  land  between  the  twa  4 
jirecipices,  secured  by  walls  and  gales.  There  still  remains  at  the  ea->  '. 
trance  of  the  town  a  lofty  tower,  and  a  castle  built  very  strongly  upon 
the  rocks.  It  cannot  be  doubted,  indeed,  that  Arlacon  was  untiently  %  >| 
military  station  of  great  strength  and  importance ;  it  was  taken  from  tb*  '*{ 
Moors  in  the  rei|;n  of  Atphonso  the  eighth.  Its  situation  is  very  pictivr  I 
resque.  '1 

From  Arlacon  to  Inesta  is  (wenty-Tniles;  thence  to  Contreros  is  thjrty^  '<*• 
six  miles,  and  from  Contreras  to  Reqnena  is  five.     On  leaving  Arlacoa      , 
tbe  road  ascends  a  mountiin  [danted  with  oaks  and  firs,  yidding  a  pro* 
fusion  of  rosemary  and  sweet  scented  herbs,  and  well  stored  with  game^  -i. 
It  then  pusses  through  the  town  of  Villa  Nuena  de  Xara,  which  is  situ^,     ' 
ated  on  the  maigin  of  a  stream,  and  in  which  the  houses  have  an  air  of 
unusnal  neatness  and  comfort.     The  grounds  in  the  immediate  neigh> 
bourhood  of  the  town  are  vinejurds  very  prettily  inclosed  with  greea 
hedf^es.  The  roxd  then  proceeds  through  a  country  covered  with  floweri    '* 
ing  shrubs  as  underwood,  intermixed,  however,  with  oaks  and  lira,  and 
hei'e  and  there  corn-fields.     From  hence  it  crosses  a  wide  plain,  and  « 
richly  cultivated  and  smiling  country,  enlivened  by  rural  habitations, 
and  fcrlilized  and  embellished  by  the  river  Oiiana,     In  tJiis  manner  yoa    n, 
teaeh  |tei]uenB.  • 

Requena  is  a  fortified  town,  situated  on  the  ftontier  of  Valentja,  and  - 
contiguous  to  the  banks  of  the  river  Mogro.  1u  streets  are  strait,  and  / 
extend  in  regular  lines.  It  is  a  populous  town,  having  no  less  th^ui  .' 
SOOO  inhabtuiuta.    The  piiana  flows  ueu  its  walk.    It  is  defended  by,    , 
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a  strong  castle,  which  in  the  nam  of  the  Earl  of  Pcteiborougli,  viai 
Ukeji  by  the  EusliBli,  and  in  the  following  year,  (1797).  reUken  by  lh« ' 
French  for  Phibp  the  5th.     The  country  iii  fertile  aud  v«ry  benuiiluL 

From  Requeiia  to  Vents  dc  Bunol,  is  twenty  miles,  and  thence  t« 
Valcntia  tweuty-eight.  The  road  upon  leaving  Kequeoa,  u«ceiwJs  the 
tnouiitaiiis  of  La«Cab&illas,  and  theoce  descendb  into  the  pUin  of  Va* 
Jcatiu.  The  rond  np  and  down  the  mountaius  has  the  awtt  cliauoier  a* 
all  Biomitainoue  roadii;  and  the  pUin  of  Valeiilia  will  be  described  more 
fully  in  the  route  that  follows.  At  the  end  uS  ihis  plain  \»  tlie  City  «f 
Valentin. 

Tb«r«  is  a  second  and  more  fre<i«cnt£<l  road  from  Madiid  litrougli 
;ltaiijuec  to  Valentia,  and  as  this  was  the  laic  line  uf  uiarth  vf  RIarshtd 
Soult  and  Jiweph  Bonapaxte,  we  bhall  descnbe  it  in  del^l. 

From  Miidrid  to  Vukiitia  by  this  road,  in  two  hundred  and  tvetily 
■nilea.  The  route  and  distuiK^es  are  as  Ibllfnv  : — From  Aladrid  to  Arai;« 
jues  tHeDty-«igUt  milee;  thtnce  to  Ocanna  eight;  theuee  to  Almaguer 
(■  town]  twelve ;  thence  to  Quiiitenade  la  Urdeu  twelve  ;  thence  to  Pea 
dernitjo  sixteen  ;  thence  to  Miunya  (a  town)  twenty-four ;  tlience  to. La 
Roda  ten;  Uience  to  an  Ian  on  the  froatiera  of  Murda  ei^ht;  tiieoce  l« 
La  Gincta  four;  thence  to  Albacete  ten  ;  [sa  far  of  thii^i  voud  is  likewtM 
tlic  road  fiocn  iVladrid  to  Murcia,  but  at  Albacete  the  road  divides  iut« 
a  brk,  ojie  branch  of  which  leads  to  Murcia,  and  the  ulhev  to  Valentia) 
itwa  Albacete  to  Chinchilla  twelve  ii>ile»  ;  thence  to  £1  Vdlar  twelyei 
ttiq]L«  to  Aimahza  {a  lar^e-town)  twenty-four;  thence  to  ^enla  del 
Puectp,  on  the  frontiers  of  Valenlia,  eight ;  thence  to  Suria  twenty-foUTt 
tlieoce  to  Albcriua  twelve ;  thence  to  Akudia  [a  town)  live  ;  llieuce  I* 
Valenlia  twenty.  Tutul — two  hundred  and  twenty  Engliab  luiles  from 
Madrid  to  Valentia,  , 

From  Madrid  to  Aranjues  the  road  hfli  been  already  deseribeil. 

From  Ajsnjues  to  Oounna  is  eight  otjles.  On  leaving  AFanjuet,  lh« 
toad  aacends,  by  a  gentle  tise,  the  moutitainE  to  the  »outh  uf  that  town* 
For  tbe  long  labour  of  this  accent,  tlie  traveller  itt  re|u)itl,  ou  lookiag 
back,  by  a  moat  delightful  prospect.  The  eye  tirst  glances  on  the  sit* 
uf  Aranjues;  it  reposes  on  the  palace  and  gardens,  and  then  passes  be* 
jood  them  (o  the  view  of  ii  verdant  canopy  lormed  by  the  immense  nuui* 
Uer  of  tr«e»  which  screen  and  almost  envelope  that  city.  Through  the 
dark  foilage  of  the  eurrouiidiiig  woodi,  you  culch  iit  intervala  a  glimpH 
of  the  TaguB,  whose  blue  waterB  are  bordered  by  lawns  of  perpetual 
verdure.  From  tlieoce  the  eye  ranges  over  a  wide  track  of  couiitryi 
ricldy  diverailied,  and  finally  lesla  ou  the  Infty  ridge  of  niouutaiusi 
which. abraplly  terminate  the  diatant  horizuu.  After  gaining  tlie  suow 
nit  of  the  hillt  the  Ocannu  road  descends  successively  into  three  vallcya^ 
tach  of  them  wild  and  romantic  The  6rst  is  rullier  neglected  wtth  rut  . 
tpcct  to  agricuUiUBl  manngemeut ;  the  second  affords  iu  the  back  grouitcl 
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•ome  wooded  inclosures ;  the  third  is  Leaatifully  fertile,  and  every 
^iiiiere  most  richly  diversified  with  cord  fields,  olive  grounds,  and  vine- 
yards ;  here  and  there  it  presents  a  deep  shade  of  verdure,  and  is  in  tome 
places  bordered  with  turf  and  wild  flowers.  The  road  ascends  from  tbest 
vttlley*  to  the  town  of  Ocaoiia,  which  is  now  seen  standing  on  an  emi^ 
nence ;  the  road  ascends  to  it  by  a  gentle  slope. 

Ocanna  is  a  large  and  very  antient  city  ;  it  is  in.the  centre  of  tlie*  coun- 
try of  the  antient  Olciides.  It  was  formerly  a  ^^ery  strong  place,  and  the 
temains  of  the  old  \fall  are  still  to  be  yeen.  There  are  still  many  me- 
lancholy remains  of  its  former  extent  and  splendor  in  the  foundations  of 
its  antient  buildings.  This  tower  was  formerly  the  residence  of  the 
Crrand  Masters  of  the  Order  of  St.  James,  and  still  retains  many  pcooft 
of  the  opulence  and  magnificence  in  which  those  Knights  lived* 

From  Ocanna  to  Almaguer  is  twelve  miles.  The  road  is  straight  and 
■level,  and  of  good  breadth.  It  passes  at  first  through  a  spacious  and 
very  agreeable  plain,  very  well  cultivated,  and  interspersed  with  villages 
■and  olive  plantations.  The  scenery  in  the  Isle  of  Thahet  in  England* 
villages  in  the  midst  of  groves  or  rather  tufts  of  trees,  with  neat  and 
romantic  paths  leading  through  corn  fields  to  them,  is  very  common  in 
Spaiil,  and  the  delight  of  the  scenery  is  crowned  by  the  beauttfal  sky 
over  head.  The  traveller  in  this  manner  passes  through  Vellalobat»  fi 
very  considerable  village,  having  an  antient  church.  A  short  way  from 
this  village  the  road  enters  and  traverses  a  wood  of  oak  trees,  and  shortly 
reaches  a  fertile  plain,  in  which  stands  the  town  of  Almaguer.  The 
road  posses  through  an  avenue  of  trees  to  a  small  suburb,  thence  comet 
to  a  long  cause-way,  which  extends  across  an  extensive  meadow,  so  sur- 
rounded with  gardens  and  nursery  grounds,  as  to  form  a  thick  shrub* 
bery.  A  small  river,  the  Rinseres,  flows  under  this  causeway,  at  the 
further  end  of  which  is  the  town. 

'  Corral  de  Almaguer  is  an  ancient  town  of  the  province  La  Manchat 
and  is  now  partly  in  ruins.  The  appearance  of  the  houses  is  that  of 
Spanish  Town.  It  contains  a  church,  a  convent,  and  nunnery,  several 
hotels  (as  they  call  them)  for  travellers,  and  a  manufactory  for  earthen* 
ware. 

•  From  Almaguer  to  Quintenar  de  la  Orden  is  1  i  miles.  The  road  if 
through  the  same  rich  plain,  abounding  in  corn,  and  in  olive  pUmtationB« 
Half  way  between  the  two  towns,  the  road  crosses  a  rivulet,  the  Jesera. 
.  Quintenar  is  a  small  town  belonging  to  the  Order  of  St.  Jamet. 
Some  of  the  houses  are  respectable,  but  a  number  of  them  are  fallen 
into  ruins.  The  traveller  is  here  in  the  country  and  scenery  which  the 
inimitable  Cervantes  has  described  in  his  Don  Quixotte.  The  names  of 
Quintenar  and  Toboso  (which  is  very  near  it)  are  impressed  upon  the 
«  memory  of  every  one ;  and  the  eyes  of  the  traveller  look  aroond  for  that 
tillage  of  the  famed  Dulcinea,  and  the  wood  in  which  Doo  Quiiotl^ 
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and  himself  had  their  first  meeting.     How   magical  is  the   paintiog  of 
trae  genius.    It  perpetuates  its  feelings  and  its  images  for  generations* 

Sometimes  misguided  by  the  toneful  throD|^y 

I  look  for  streams  immortalized  in  song. 

That  lost  ill  silence  or  oblivion  lie  :

From  Quintenar  to  Pedernuso  is  l6  miles.  The  road  at  first  pasaq^ 
through  a  wood  and  some  olive  plantations,  and  thence  enters  a  spa- 
«oiia  valley,  deep  sunk  in  the  midst  of  hills*  Thi^i  valley  is  beautiful 
and  fertile.  It  is  terminated  on  the  opposite  side  by  a  small  village^ 
which  is  surrounded  with  verdant  and  cultivated  hills.  This  inclosure 
gives  it  the  appearance  of  au  inverted  cone,  and  forms  a  very  agreeable 
proapect.  Fourteen  mills  whirh  are  on  the  top  of  these  hills,  naturally 
recal  the  first  exploit  of  the  Knight  of  La  Mancha.  In  a  short  time 
Ifter,  the  road  reaches  a  bridge  by  which  it-  crosses  a  country  brook 
situated  most  romantically.  The  road  then  opens  into  a  wide  and  cicfai 
tneadow,  in  the  middle  of  which  stands  the  village,  or  small  town  of 
Pedernuso. 

P^eruusb  is  a  very  small  town.  There  are  many  ruins  to  be  «een# 
iTbe  streets  are  rough  with  very  sharp  stones,  and  the  hou^s  are  but 
one  story  high.  There  is  a  decent  inn,  however,  built  about  10  years 
since. 

From  Pedeniuso  to  Menaya  is  24  miles.  The  road  is  through  a  couji«> 
try  of  corn  and  wine;  the  vineyards,  however,  not  so  numerous  as  the 
^om  fields.     Through  this  kind  of  country  you  at  length  reach  Menayi^ 

Menaya  is  a  small  town,  but  seems  to  have  been  once  more  consi* 
derable.  The  parish  church  is  a  very  considerable  building.  The  en« 
trance  to  it  is  through  a  portico  supported  by  two  Corinthian  pillars  ot 
wliite  marble. 

From  Menaya  to  La  Roda  is  10  miles;  the  road  is  nearly  for  the. 
whole  way  over  a  heath.  La  Roda  is  a  considerable  town,  but  partly 
It)  ruins.  The  spire  of  the  parish  church  is. remarkable  for  its  height.r 
There  are  some  good  streets  in  it,  and  particularly  that  through  which 
(he  road  continues  to  the  next  stage,  the  inn  on  the  frontiers  of  Murica^ 

From  Menaya  to  this  inn  is  eight  miles.  The  road  to  it  has  nothing 
worthy  of  ^ny  distinct  notice. 

From  this  inn  to  La  Gincta,  the  first  village  in  the  province  of  Murcia^ 
is  4  mil^.  La  Gineta  is  merely  a  village,  and  has  an  appearance  of 
decay f  Many  of  the  houses  are  in  ruins,  and  most  of  them  are  only  one 
story  high.  It  has  a  very  good  inn,  however,  for  thin  kingdom.  The 
Aurch  h^s  two  gates  of  free  stone,  adorned  with  fluted  columns  of  the 
Corinthian  order^  and  the  steeple  is  handsome. 
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h'wai  La  GiiteU  to  Albacete  is  10  miles.  The  country  along  the 
r«MiU  tHMw«t«tt  thvwL  is  not  very  well  cnltivatefl,  bat  the  chmate  rendert 
<>civ  (hiu^  beautiful.  The  mouutaiDs  of  Chinchilla  are  teen  in  the 
ftro;>t.      Thtf   (j;rouud  becomes   more  cultivated  as  the  traTeller  reaches

aiV«ikl  uumbt-r  of  escutcheons  with  which  the  houses  are  adorned.     Some 

^  th^*  bouses  are  very  large,  and  even  beautifully  decorated.      The  dc- 

)iuhU\iltt€«a  of  the  climate  seems  to  have  communicated  a  softness  fi 

l^tv  to  its  inhabitants. 

V'uMU  AU^ccte  to  Chinchilla  is  17  miles.  On  leaving  Albacete,  the 
vva^l  coulinues  across  the  plain  in  which  that  town  is  situated.  It  thai 
|k«iMi.'«  tolMiiuchilla,  a  town  and  castle  on  an  eminence,  which  enableiirit 
^  ii(«|H>M»  lit^  march  of  Soult.  This  defence  will  transmit  its  name  to 
l^istvrity.  Prom  Chinchilla  to  El  Villar,  the  next  stage,  is  13  miles, 
Ttxis  )X\ad  proceetis  tlirough  the  passes  between  the  hills.  The  countiv 
(a  iirithrr  |H^p\ilous  nor  well  cultivated.  £1  Yillar  is  a  mere  village,  and 
IW^rtUy  without  any  thing  worthy  of  mention. 

Krxnu  K)  Villar  to  Almanxa  is  24  miles.  The  road  is  nearly  the  same 
Ht  thai  whioh  preceded  it,  but  h^re  and  there  passes  through  a  wood  and 
aan^r  cuUivatiHt  ground.  Almaoza  is  a  considerable  town,  and  is  sai<f 
|U  W  Ihv  Ahnantii^a  of  the  Romans.  It  is  pleasantly  situated  in  a  plain^ 
Thl»  strt*«ts  are  wide,  and  the  houses  handsome.  This  town,  however. 
it  best  known  by  the  celebrated  battle  of  Almanza,  which  was  fought  on 
\W  plain  adjoining  to  it,  in  the  year  1707.  The  Dnke  of  Reswick 
tfaluvd  X\w  iMttIc  U|;aiust  the  united  armies  of  I^ortngal,  England,  and, 
<'^»rm>iny»  anil  thereby  secured  the  crown  on  the  head  of  Philip  Vth, 
*riiis  vitiory  is  commemorated  by  an  obelibk  raised  in  the  plain  in  which 

U  was  fought. 

Ftiuu  Aluianaato  the  Venta  del  Puerto,  on  the  frontiers  ofValentia, 
is  •  inilrt.  The  road  imsses  from  Almanza  through  the  plain  above* 
mmitionad.  This  plain  leads  to  the  mounlain  of  Almanza,  and  npoD 
making  the  summit,  passes  oveir  the  Almanza  bridge.  There  is  firom 
iMs  |aiint  a  very  delightful  prospect ;  the  country  beyond  being  of  great 
rxtsnt,  very  pleasing,  and  well  cultivated.  In  this  manner  the  traveller 
i^fhes  the  Yenta  del  Puerto,  an  inn  where  the  province  of  Murcia  ends 
miH  that  of  Yal^ntia  begins.  From  the  Venta  del  Puerto  to  Suria  is^ 
1|4  nttlfs.  The  road  is  here  very  handsome,  and  continues  from  hfence 
almoikt  in  a  direct  line  to  Yalentia.  It  is  frequently  raised  in  the  fbrmi 
of  a  cattsewsy,  and  is  full  of  bridges  thrown  over  rivulets  and  ravines^ 
It  passes  between  two  chains  of  mountains,  the  valley  between  which  is 
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^^utifully  caltivated.  The  prospect  on  one  i^ide  is  peculiarly  delight- 
ful ;  it  is  a  narrow  valley,  extending  to  the  foot  bf  the  mountains,  the 
slopes  and  ascents  of  ^hich  are  covered  with  trees  and  shrubs.  About 
SIX  miles  from  the  Venta  de  Puerto  the  road  pnsses  by  a  large  square 
building,  with  a  pavilion  above  it  in  the  form  of  an  open  dome^  which 
proves  to  be  a  beautiful  country  house.  The  road  next  reaches  the  viU 
Tillage  of  Mojente,  situated  at  the  foot  of  a  mountain,  on  which  are  the 
ruins  of  an  antient  castle.  In  a  short  time  afterwards  it  enters  Suria, 
which  is  merely  a  small  village. 

From  Suria  to  Alberica  is  12  miles.  The  road  is  delightful,  as  it  in- 
deed is  in  every  direction  through  this  province.  On  reaching  the  top 
6ff  the  mountains,  a  chain  of  which  crosses  this  road,  there  is  a  very  rich 
and  fine  prospect  over  a  valley  of  considerable  extent,  and  full  of  habi- 
tations The  road  passes  through  it  to  the  banks  of  the  river  Xucar,  or 
Jncar,  over  which  there  is  a  handsome  bridge.  The  woods  and  groves 
along  its  margin  and  in  its  valley  render  it  a  beautiful  retredt.  Marsh:;l 
Sachet  took  his  position  behind  this  river^  wheji  the  expedition  at  AlU 
cant  began  to  assemble.  Upon  passing  over  this  bridge,  the  road  imme^ 
dtately  enters  upon  the  valley  of  Valentia,  a  plain  so  verdant,  so  luxu- 
riant, so  aboundingfin  spontaneous  trees,  shrubs,  and  flowers,  as  to  ex- 
hibit the  spectacle  of  a  succession  of  gardens.  It  would  require  the  pea 
of  a  poet  to  do  them  justice.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that  Nature  has  here  re* 
alized  whatever  poet  or  painter  has  conceived  in  their  happiest  moment 
of  inspiration.  Fields,  vineyards,  and  gardens,  follow  in  rapid  succes- 
sion ;  the  valley  is  every  where  interspersed  with  the  most  delightful 
groves;  and  the  intermixture  of  corn  and  flowers,  of  the  rich  foilage  bf 
trees  fringing  the  ripening  harvest,  with  herbs  of  all  fragrance,  and  all 
hues,  compose  a  scene,  which  goes  immediately  to  the  heart  and  senses 
of  the  beholder.  The  beautiful  stream  of  the  Xucar  waters  this  plain 
with  its  meanders,  and  the  heavenly  climate  alone  gives  delight  and 
effect  to  all  the  collected  beauty  beneath.  Alberica  is  a  small  town  with 
a  considerable  parish  church,  the  steeple  of  which  is  a  square  tower. 
From  Alberica  to  Alcudia  is  five  miles,  and  thence  to  Valentia  is  20« 
Alcudia  is  another  small  town.  The  Voad  on  entering  it,  and  in  leaving 
it,  18  by  a  long  avenue  of  trees.  About  four  miles  from  Alcudia  is  a 
pleasant  village,  Ginetas,  in  the  middle  of  which  is  an  antient  castle» 
anrroanded  by  moats,  and  defended  by  battlements  and  towers.  On 
leaving  this  village  the  traveller  has  a  distant  prospect  of  the  sea.  The 
iceaery  continues  to  improve  to  supreme  beauty,  as  it  approaches  Va- 
lentia. Fields,  orchards,  gardens,  country  houses,  pleasant  cottages^ 
grores,  and  rivulets,  compose  the  picture.  The  traveller  impgine^  him« 
self  in  the  garden  of  Eden,  especially  when  he  finds  all  the  beauties  of 
summer  in  the  mouth  of  December.  The  city  of  Valentia  is  hidden  be- 
hind these  groves  and  gardens,  and  is  scarcely  seen  till  you  enter  it. 

I  shall  here  say  nothing  of  this  lovely  city,  because  I  pro(>ose  to  %^\v3^ 
you  a  detailed  account  of  it.

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ITiyjERARY  FROM  BERLry  TO  DRESDEN^  LEIPSJC 

AND  MAGDEBURG. 

HAVING  seea  enough  of  Berlin,  I  quitted  itoD  my  way  to  Eluglandt 
through  Dresden,  Leipsic,  MagJeburgb,  aud  Hamburgh.  From  Beiw 
liu  to  Dreitden,  18  9^  English  miles;  the  route  and  distance  are  as 
follow  : — From  Berlin  to  Pot>dam  l6  English  miles ;  thence  to  Britzeo 
(the  Hrst  town  in  Saxony]  l6;  thence  to  Wittenburgh  l6;  thence  to 
Annaburgh  l6  ;  thence  to  Grosshagen  12  ;  thence  to  Dresden  16.  Total 
from  Perliu  to  Dresden  9^  English  miles. 

From  Berlin  to  Potsdum,  and  thence  to  Britzen,  there  is  nothing  pe« 
cnliarly  worthy  of  note,  except  Potsdam  itself,  which  is  described  un 
every  book  of  travels  for  this  last  Gf^y  years.  The  military  reputation 
of  Frederic  ^Awe  importance  even  to  his  follies.  If  we  separate  from 
him  his  talents  for  war,  he  was  tliB  most  unaimiable  prince  that  ever  aat 
on  a  throne ;  a  most  wretched  temper,  of  most  disgusting  habits,  and 
who  never  did  an  act  of  kindness  and  benevolence,  from  a  motive  of 
feeling,  in  his  life.  He  was,  moreover,  the  vainest  of  men,  and  the  woral 
husband  and  family-man  in  Germany.  * 

'  It  was  the  23d  of  August  when  I  left  Britzen,  and  the  road  was  reiw 
dered  delightful,  as  well  by  the  lovely  weather  as  by  the  rich  scenery. 
Btitzen  is  a  tipall  town.  The  road  from  this  to  Wittenburgh  is  through 
a  very  rich  country.  The  pleasantness  of  the  verdure,  and  the  fertilitj 
of  the  M)il,  intermitted  with  groves  and  herds  of  cattle,  excite  the  notion 
of  plenty  and  happiness,  and  confirm  the  report  of  the  beauty  an4  m^ 
tural  wealth  of  Saxony. 

Wittenburgh,  1^  miles  from  Britzen,  is  a  very  considerable  town* 
famous  for  a  manufactory  of  coarse  cloth.  Here  is  also  an  academy,  in 
•  which  about  700  students  are  taught  dancing,  fencing,  and  other  accom<« 
plishments^  Young  persons  ^re  sent  hither  from  all  parts  of  Germany, 
particularly  from  Hamburgh  and  Dantzic.  The  main  curiosity,  how** 
ever,  is  the  Sokilqff  Church,  a  building  of  300  years  standing,  and  in 
which  Luther  first  preached  the  doctrines  of  the  reformation.  This  great 
man  is  interred  here,  but  has  no  other  n;ionumentthan  a  simple  brass  plate 
with  an  inscription,  and  his  original  portraitat  full  length  painted  on  wood* 
and  preserved  here  since  his  death  in  1540«  Luther  was  a  truly  great  man« 
\le  had  ^  most  powerful  understanding,  most  wonderful  learning^  and  ^ 

*  This  if  a  very  jatt  charncter  of  Frederic  called  the  Great.  One  of  my  own  f(uatly, 
tlie  late  Lord  Clarenduo,  was  ambaMadorifrom  England  to  tbis  nionait:h,  and  I  re- 
meiDber  auoie  cariout  anecdotes,  which  he  was  accustomed  to  relate  respectinip  this 
kinf  and  court.  Frederic  wat  to  mach  taken  with  Lftrd  Clarendon,  who  resembled 
liim  very  much  in  plalnnessand  simplicity  of  deportment,  and  in  stren^i^tb  and  energy 
of  mind  ;  that  he  honoured  bim,  upon  the  day  of  bis  departure,  by  insistingbe  shoaki 
add  the  Prussian  black  eagle  to  his  arms  3  aB4  the  pieseat  Earl  has  the  honour  ^ 
^triag  tbemtothaprrHatday.  .  ^JI^Ton^ 
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ilkiost  nodaunted  courage.    His  wit  was  as  regiilar  as  hi^  learning,  and  he 
hMe  op  in  frhelT-barbarous  ag^  like  a  giant  amongst  dwdrfs*   . 

Wiltenburg  is  moreover  strongly  fortifred,  and  \-ery  near  the  Elbe. 
On  the  following  daj*,  August  24th,  T  went  froni  Wittenburg  to  Antia* 
bnrg  l6  miles.  The  greatent  part  of  the  robd  is  through  a  forest ;  a  bad 
toady  bnt  not  an  nnpleesant  country.  From  thence  to  Grosshagen  is 
through  a  delightful  road  and  a  rich  soil.  The  country  abounds  in  large 
ftorks,  with  black  tails,  and  wings-  striped  with  the  same  colour.  I 
eoanted  ten  towns  and  villages  round  me,  within  the  cirde  of  little 
more  than  an  English  mile,  which  shows  what^axony  is. 

On  the  95th  I  passed  by  Mbltsberg,  where  is  an  old  hunting  palacd 
belonging  to  the  king,  situated  on  an  eminence  near  the  village  Isenberg, 
•bout  six  miles  from  Dresden.  The  avenue  which  leads  to  it  is  very 
long,  well  paved »  and  planted  on  each  side  with  wUd  chesnut  trees  ':  it 
liai  ft  gtK>d  garden,  and  is  surrounded  by  woods,  in  which  is  a  hunt  of 
wild  boars.     At  the  bottom  of  it  is  a  great  lak^;  which  abounds  in  fish. 

The  inhabitants  of  this  country  carry  provisions  to  market  forva  great 
distance  on  wheel-barrows;  the  wheel  is  bound  with  iron, 'and  they  are 
Well  adapted  for  th«ir  servicCk 

Dresden,  the  metropolis  of  Sa^cotiy,  stands  on  a  plain,  surrounded 
•bout  eight  miles  off,  by  lofty  hills.  The  nearest  of  them  are  of  a  sandy 
suHkce,  and  are  therefore  converted  iuto  vineyards,  which  receiving  all 
the  heat  of  a  full  south  sun,  sometiniesj  bring  the  grapes  to  maturity^ 
Near  the  entrance  of  the  part  called  the  NeW  City  is  an  equestrian  sta- 
tue of  Augustus  the  Second,  erected  on  a  luftjs  pedestal. 

Dresden  is  fortified  ;  it  stands  on  both  sides  of  the  Elbe,  which  com-* 
municate  with  each  other  by  a  stone  bridge,  540  feet  in  leiigth,  and  36 
iu  breadth,  in  which  space  it  has  eighteen  arches.  The  passage  over  it 
is  horizontal,  and  takes  off  very  much  from  that  grand  effect  which  a 
curve  produces  In  these  structures.  It  is  not  equal  to  our  Wei^tuiinster 
Bridge,  but  is  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  of  the  bridges  on  the  Con- 
'tinent.  Great  order  is  observed  in  passing  over  this  bridge,  one  half  of 
the  breadth  of  the  roiid  being  appointed  to  lead  to  the  new  city,  and  the 
•ther  to  the  old. 

As  Dresden  is  an  antient  city,  some  of  the  streets  are  narrow.  The 
houses,  however,  are  large  and  lofty;  and  the  suites  of  rooms  in  tliem^ 
have  a  fine  effect.     There  are  several  good  squares. 

On  tfte  30th  of  August  I  left  Dresden  for  Leipsic.  From  Dresden  \o 
Lopsic  is  fifty^two  English  milies ;  the  route  and  distances  as  follow  : — 
From  Dresdeh  to  Meissen  twelve  miles ;  thence  to  St.  Hubertsburg 
twenty  ;  thence  to  Leipsic  twenty  miles ;  total,  fifty-two  English  miles. 

The  road  from  Dresden  to  Meissen  is  rich  and  beautiful.  The  de- 
lightfulness  of  the  weather  tended  much  to  heighten  the  natural  beau- 
ties of  this  Country.  The  corn  fields  and  gardens,  meadow  land  and 
pftstures,  produced  a  charming  effect.    The  eastern  banks  of  the  Elbe^

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\-.iiuUi.u;^^  twelve  miles;  thence  to   K u then  sixteen  ;  theuce  to  Kttlbe 
rourieen;  lliciice  to  Magdeburg  fourteen  ;  total  fifty-six. 

As  I  !eU  Lelpsic,  tlie  mml  was  full  of  waggons  loaded  with  merchant 
^li/e.  The  land  is  every  where  well  cultivated,  but  not  inclosed,  llall^ 
the  seat  of  a  University  once  famous,  appeared  at  a  small  distance;  it  is 
the  place  of  education  for  the  country  round.  Landsberg  is  a  mei^ 
small  town. 

At  the  distance  of  sixteen  miles  from  Landsberg,  I  reached  Kuthen, 
m  town  belonging  to  the  Prince  of  Anholt.  These  Princes  are  as  plen- 
tiful in  Germany  as  millers  are  in  England ;  every  town  and  village  almost* 
has  one  of  them.  Kuthen,  however,  is  a  considerable  town,  has  three 
churches,  and  some  extensive  manufactories.  The  revenue  of  the  Prince 
is  about  200,000  dollars.  They  keep  up  an  army,  or  rather  a  battalion* 
of  about  200  men,  whom  they  clothe,  pay,  and  feed.  The  principal  tax 
is  a  land-tax,  which  is  very  moderate. 

Kalbi,  the  next  stage,  is  a  mere  small  town,  chiefly  pleasing  on  account 
of  the  good  character  of  the  inhabitants.* 

From  Kalbi  to  Magdeburg  is  sixteen  miles;  the  road  is  extremely 
good.  If  it  be  warrantable  to  travel  on  a  sabbath  day  without  necessity, 
we  ought  at  least  to  perform  the  dutyof  attending  pnblic  worship.  I 
beard  a  good  Lutheran  sermon  in  the  French  langnage. 

The  size  of  Magdeburg  may  be  conceived  from  this  circumstance, 
that  it  contains  ten  churches.  It  is  moreover  the  strongest  military  town 
in  Europe.  There  are  six  deep  fosses,  the  works  ar^  low,  and  command 
the  ditches  on  every  front  and  flank.  To  defetyl  it,  however,  properlyv 
would  take  a  gaarison  of  25,000  men,  and  with  such'  a  garrison,  well 
provisioned,  it  would  be  a  second  Troy.  There  is  no  {x>wer  in  Europe 
could  take  it. 

This  town  has  been  famous  in  all  the  continental  wars.  It  was  taken^ 
racked,  and  burned,  in  the  memorable  German  wars  in  l6dl,  and  the 
inhabitants  put  to  the  sword  by  Count  Tilly.  The  King  of  Prussia 
ipentions  in  his  history  of  the  House  of  Brandenburg,  tliat  twelve 
hundred  virgins  drowned  themselves  voluntarily  in  the  Elbe  to  preserve 
tbeir  chastity.  The  siege  was  dreadful  and  the  storming  the  most  horrible 
catastrophe  related  in  modern  history. 

JVIagdeburg,  in  good  times,  is  famous  for  its  maga-zines,  brought  from 
Hamburg  on  the  Eli>e,  and  from  hence  sent  by  land  to  Leipsic.  The 
Elbe  at  Magdeburg  is  very  strong.  There  is  an  antient  statue  of  the 
Emperor  Otbo^  by  whom  the  city  was  founded  in  the  yeftr  930.^ 
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HISTORY  OF  THE  FRENCH  CAMPAIGN  IN  RUSSIA, 

IN  THE  YEARS  1812 — IS;

FOR  the  last  twelve  months,  the  attention  of  all  Europe  has  b«en  fixed 
on  the  movements  of  the  French  ruler,  who  trutitiag  to  that  fortuset 
which  had  hitherto  favoured  his  most  ambitious  schemes,  resolved   on 
leading  his  army  to  the  gates  of  St.  Petersburgh,  and  dictating  teraiff  mS 
peace  and  vassalage  to  the  powerful  monarch  of  all  the  Kus9i«*8«"^But- 
in  no  part  of  the  world  was  the  progress  of  Bonaparte  viewed  with  aiore 
interest  and  anxiety  than  in  Great  Britain,  and  the  result  of  the  northern 
campaign  of  1812  has  proved  highly  gratifying  to  every  real  patriot* 
.It  has  long  been  apparei|t,that  while  the  present  head  of- the  French  go* 
Ternraent  preserved  that  influence  over  the  continental  states,  for  which 
he  was  indebted  not  only  to  the  extraordinary  success  of  his  arms  bat  to- 
the  arts  of  secret  intrigue  every  where  practised  by  his  emissaries,  no 
lasting  peace,  consistent  with  the  honour  and  interest  of  the  Britisli  Em- 
pire, could  be  obtained.     The  reverse  of  fortune,  which  Bonaparte  has 
now  experienced,  may  not  nnreesonably  be  expected  to  weaken  the  at-«. 
tachment  of  those  allies,  who  have  been  compelled  ipto  treaties  of  rela^ 
tion  and  amity,  but  literally  were  in  a  state  of  dependence,  and  wholly 
subservient  to  the  views  and  commands  of  this  sanguinary  despot.     The 
efforts  which  he  had  for  a  long  time  in  vain  directed  for  the  subjugation 
of  the  Peninsula  were  necessarily  diminished^  while  an  object  of  such  vast 
importance,  as  bis  meditated  expedition  against  Ru»ia,  demanded  the 
employment  of  the  immense  resources,  which  the  melancholy  enslaved 
state  of  former  independent  powers  placed  at  his  absolute  disposal* 
Having  assembled  his  army  on  the  frontiers  of  Poland,  and  called  apoo ' 
the  confederate  Princes  of  the  Rhine  to  bring  their  stipulated  number 
of  troops  into  the  field,  Bonaparte  quitted  Paris  on  the  9th  of  May, ' 
crossed  the  Rhine  on  the  Idth,  the  Elbe  on  the  ^th,  and  the  Vistula  on 
on  the  6th  of  June.     I'he  first  corps  advanced  to  the  Pregel.     DaVoust ' 
(the  Prince  of  Eckmuhl]  had  his  bead-quarters  on  the  lith  of  Jiine  at 
Koningsberg.     The  marshal  Duke  of  Reggio  (Oudinot)  commanding 
the  second  corpsj  had  his  head*quarters  at  Wehlau  ;  the  marshal  Duke ' 
Elchingen  (Ney)  commanding  the  third  corps  at  Soldas;  the  Viceroy  of 
Italy,  at  Rastenburg;  Jerome  Bonaparte,  at  Warsaw;  and  the  Prince' 
Poniatowsky,  at  Pultusk.     Bonaparte's  head-quarters  were  at  Konings* 
berg,  on  the  13th  June,  on  the  17th  he  removed  to  Insterburg,  and  the 
19th  to  Gumbinnen.     At  this  time  as  if  a  presentiment  of  the  future  had 
crossed  the  thoughts  of  the  French  ruler,  he  made  an  attempt  at  negocia- 
tion,  and  .accordingly  dispatched  Lauriston  tp  wait  upon  the  Emperor 
^Itxander ;  but  this  person  was  refused  admittance  to  the  Imperial  (»re» 
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sence.  The  chagrin  aiiti  mortitication  of  Bonaparte  at  this  unexpected 
cnrcuuistance  are  apparent  from  the  tone  of  the  second  bulletin,  in  which 
he  complains  bitterly  that  his  ambassador,  charged  with  a  miSi»ion  of  the 
utmou  importHUce,  was  unable  to  obtain  an  interview,  either  with  the 
Russian  Sovereign,  or  his  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs.  '^  When  this  re- 
fusal was  made  known  to  Bonaparte,  he  gave  orders  to  pass  the  Niemen^ 
which  the  French  effected  at  Kowno,  on  the  24th  June,  without  expe- 
riencing any  molestation  from  the  Russians  at  this  point* 

At  the  same  time  Napoleon  issued  the  following  proclamation  to  his 
army : 

<*  Soldiers  1  the  second  war  of  Poland  has  commenced  ;  the  first  was 
brought  to  a  close  at  Friedland  and  Tilsit.  At  Tilsit,  Russia  swore  eter- 
nal alliance  with  France,  and  war  with  England.  She  now  violates  ber 
oaths.  She  refuses  to  give  any  explanation  of  her  strange  conduct,  until 
the  eagles  of  France  shall  have  repassed  the  Rhine,  leaving,  by  such  a 
movement,  our  allies  at  her  mercy.  Russia  isMragged  on  by  a  fatality  ! 
Her  destinies  must  be  accomplished.  Should  she  then  consider  us  dege- 
nerated ?  Are  we  no  longer  to  be  looked  upon  as  the  soldiers  of  Auster- 
litz  ?  She  offers  us  the  alternative  of  dishonour  or  war.  The  choice  can- 
not admit  of  hesitation.  Let  us  then  march  forward  !  Let  us  pass  the 
Niemen  !  Let  us  carry  the  war  into  her  territory.  The  second  war  of  Po* 
land  will  be  as  glorious  to  the  French  arms  as  the  .first;  but  the  peace 
which  we  shall  conclude,  will  be  its  owu  guarantee,  and  will  put  au 
end  to  that  period  and  haughty  influence  which  Russia  has  for  fifty  yean 
eiercised  in  the  affairs  of  Europe." 

Such  was  the  language  addressed  to  the  French  army  |)revious  to 
Ibeir  passage  of  the  Niemen  !  Let  us  now  take  a  view  of  the  positions 
accu^ied  by  the  Russians  at  the  commencement  of  hostilities : 

The  first  corps  commanded  by  Count  Wittgenstein,  consisting  of  the 
5th  and  1 4th  divisions  of  infantry,  and  one  division  of  cavalry,  had  been 
accipsiderable  time  at  Chawli.  It  had  since  occupied  Rossinea,-and  wet 
on* the  24th  of  June  at  Reydanaiu.  The  second  corps,  commanded  by 
general  Baggawart,  consisting  of  the  4th  and  i7th  divisions  of  infantry, 
and  one  division  of  oavalry,  constituting  the  same  force,  occupied 
Kowno.  The  third  corps  commanded  by  General  Schomoaloff,  com- 
posed of  the  first  division  of  infantry,  and  a  division  of  cavalry,  occu- 
pied Novo-Trochi.  The  4th  corps,  composed  of  the  llth  and  29d  di- 
visions of  infantry,  and  one  division  of  cavalry,  was  stationed  on  the  line\ 
from  Novo-Trochi  to  Ladi.  The  Imperial  Guards  wereat  Wilna.  The 
(Hh  corps,  commanded  by  genera)  Doctoroff,  consisting  of  two  divisions  - 
of  infantry,  and  one  of  cavalry,  had  formed  a  part  of  the  army  of  Prince 
Bragathion.  In  the  middle  of  June  this  corps  had  been  recalled  from 
Volhyoia  to  Ladis.  It  lay  at  the  end  of  June  betwixt  that  place  and 
Grodno.  The  fifth  corps,  composed  of  the  2cl  division  of  grenadiers,  of 
(he  I9th,  I^ib  aii4  96th  divisions  of  infantry,  aad  two  divisions  of  c^ 
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▼airy,  was  ou  the  30th  at  Wollowisk.  Prince  Bragathion  commauded 
thi«  corps.  Lastly,  t)ie  9tl)  and  16th  divisions  of  infantry,  and  a  divwioo 
of  cavalry  commauded  by  general  MarkafF,  were  at  the  extremity  of 
Yolhynia. 

On  the  22d  of  April,  the  Russian  Emperor,  witli  his  brother  tbe 
prand  Duke  Constantine,  qnitted  St.  Petersbui^h,  took  the  command 
of  hi»  army,  and  moved  his  head-quarters  to  Wilna,  where  he  remained 
until  the  latter  end  of  June,  there  investing  the  veteran  Marshal  Connt 
]3arclay  de  Tolly  with  the  chief  command.  Alexander  returned  to  hii 
capitul.  Previous  to  liis  departure,  the  following  proclamation  was 
issu»;d  to  the  Russian  army,  dated  Wilna,  25tli  June,  1812. 
.  *^  For  a  Iqng  lime  past  we  had  remarked  the  hostile  comportment  of 
the  French  emperor  tdwards  Russia,  but  we  still  hoped,  through  n^ode?* 
lateand  paciBc  measures,  to  avert  hostilities.  At  last,  uotwithstaoding 
^1  our  wishes  to  maintain  peace,  we  witnessed  an  instant  repetition  of 
f^pen  outrages,  which  compelled  us  to  arm,  and  to  assemble  our  troofic; 
though  still  while  we  could  flatter  ourselves  with  the  hope  of  recoDci^ 
liation,  we  remained  within  the  confiues  of  our  empire;  and  without  vio* 
lating  peace,  were  prepared  for  defence.  All  these  moderate  and  pacific 
measures  could  not  secure  to  us  the  truDquillity  of  which  we  were  de^ 
iirous.  The  French  emperor,  by  an  attack  upon  our  troops  at  Kowno^ 
has  already  commenced  war  ;  and  consequently  nothing  further  remains 
for  us  but«  while  we  invoke  the  aid  of  the  sovereign  of  the  universe,  the 
author  and  defender  of  trulh>  to  place  our  troops  in  opposition  to  the 
force  of  the  enemy.  It  is  unnecessary  to  remind  our  generals,  our  chieity* 
and  warriors,  of  their  duty,  and  of  their  valour.  In  their  veins  flows  the 
blood  of  the  Sclavoniaus,  so  highly  renowned  of  old  for  their  victorie8,«M< 
Soldiers  !  you  are  the  defenders  of  religion,  your  country,  and  indepeo-^ 
dence.     I  am  with  you — God  is  on  your  side.  Alexander." 

On  the  28th  of  June,  the  French  advanced  upon  Wilna,  which  thcf. 
lUissian  anny  evacuated  in  conformity  with  the  plan  of  operations  al«. 
ready  determined  upon,  after  setting  .fire  to  the  magazines,  and  retired 
ip  good  order  across  the  Vilia,  without  receiving  much  anuoyance  from 
the  enemy  iji  tlieir  passage.     The  several   corps  of  the  Russian  array^. 
under  their  able  and  patriotic  commanders,  ^continued  their  retreat  in 
admirabje  order,  as  the  enemy  moved   forward.     In  the  beginniug  of- 
July,  the  French  army  lost  many  thousand  horses  in  consequence  of  m 
violent  storm.     The  weather  had  suddenly  changed,  from  extreme  heat 
tp  very  severe  cold*     This  was  the  way  in   which  Bona{>arte  chose  to 
account  for  the  heavy  loss  he  sustained  in  cavalry,  but  the  resistance  he 
met  with  in  his  advance  proved  at  least  as  fatal  to  this  arm  of  his  force' 
at  the  severity  of  the  element.    How  this  important  loss  was  replaced 
does  not  appear,  bat  it  was  doubtless  a  considerable  drawback  to  tb6 
movements  of  the  enemy. 

•  Prince  Bragathion  continued  to  mancenvre  for  the  purpose  of  effect* - 
ing  his  junction  wjth  the  grand  armVf  but  finding  that  there  would  be  a 
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OiHuiderable  difficulty  in  accomplibhiug  this  object,  he  coiitente<l  him-* 
Mf  with  failing  back  upon  tiie  rodd  to  Moscow,  and  conducted  his  re- 
treat with  such  skill  as  to  defeat  every  attempt  by  Marshal  Davoust  to 
turn  his  flanks. 

After  the  French  obtained  possession  of  Wilna,  the  main  body  of  the 
Hussian  army  retired  behind  the  Dwiua,  and  occupied  the  intrenched 
camp  of  Drissa,  until  the  17th  of  July,  then  marched  towards  M^itepsk* 
The  corps  uuder  Count  Wittgenstein  took  a  northerly  direction  for  the 
purpose  of  covering  St.  Petersburgh.  In  those  movements  the  Russians 
receired  no  molestation. 

Buonaparte  withhi«  staff,  remained  at  Wilna  on  the  15th  of  July,  but 
bis  advanced  guard  had  pushed  forward  to  the  Dwina,  behind  which  the 
Russians  retired  in  good  order,  destroying  every  thing  which  could  prove 
of  advantage  to  the  enemy,  who  already  began  to  suffer  from  the  frequent 
and  impetuous  attacks  of  the  Cossacks,  under  their  venerable  hetmaii 
lientenant-General  Count  Platoff.  While  the  main  body  of  the  French 
army  were  moving  in  this  direc*tiou.  Marshal  Macdonald  (the  Dnke  of 
Tarentnm)  proceeded  uith  his  corps  towards  Riga,  for  tlie  purpose  of 
vndertaking  the  siege  of  that  place,  but  found  conttiderable  difBculty  in 
bringing  up  his  artillery,  in  consequence  of  the  numerous  swamps  on  his 
fine  of  march. 

On  the  SOtli  of  July,  Murat  crossed  the  Dwina  with  his  cavalry,  and 
an  the  S4th  the  French  army  occupied  a  line  from  Mohilow,  through 
Orehm  and  Plotask  to  Disnu.     Count  Barclay  de  Tolly  had  taken  an 
important  position  near  Witepsk  with  the  first  army,  in  the  tatter  end 
of  July,  and  during  their  march  to  that  point,  the  enemy  did  not  venture 
to  attack  a  single  corps ;  the  small  skirmisltes  which  hap|)ened  with  the 
feaiwguard  along  the  river  Dwina,  over  which  Ihe  Russian  ca^nlry  often 
swam,  to  surprise  and  pick  off  the  enemy's  pickets,  uniformly  proved  sue-* 
eeisfuK  After  the  arrival  of  the  army  at  Witepsk,  it  was  requisite  to  make 
itrong  reconnoitring  parties,  to  observe  the  enemy,  and  to  complete  the 
aiovements  for  the  junction  of  the  second  army  under  Prince  Bragathiou. 
Count  Barclay  de  Tolly  having  received  information  that  the  enemy*e 
patfole  shewed  themselves  upon  the  high  road  of  Berschouowitsky,  or« 
toed  Count  Ostermao  Tolstoi  to  take  with  his  corps  the  direction  of 
tfiat  nmd.     He  had  scarcely  marched  three  wersts,  when  he  fell  in  with 
the  French  out*posts,  and  two  of  them  were  surprised  and  taken,  but 
the  third  succeeded  <in  giving  the  alarm  to  the  enemy's  advanced  guard, 
which  was  almost  immediately  in  motion.     One  regiment  and  two  squa- 
dpona  of  the  Russian  hussar  guards  charged,  and  threw  them  into  con-» 
fosion;  bat,  being  too  hasty  in  pursuits  they  encountered  the  whole  of 
the  enemy's  cavalry,  and  io  consequence  were  obliged  to  retire  upon  the^ 
ioiuitry.     CouDt  Ostermao  thea  continned  his  movements,  and  found 
the  enemy  to  order  of  battle  at  a  small  distance  from  Ostrowot,  and  the 
ffigement  comoieQced  with  m  heavy  conn^oide.     On  ^th  si^  tfaei 
TeL.  Tf.  vo.  3 J.  G 
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action  wm  maintmiied  with  <^rcat  obstinacy ;  the  French  were  superior 
ill  nuniher  to  the  Russians,  ivho,  notwithstanding,  remained  masters  of 
the  tJeUJ,  and  tlie  enemy  was  pursued  four  wersts  lieyond  his  original  po« 
sition. — This  took  place  on  the  Sothof  July. — Murat  commanded. 

The  corps  of  General  DoctorofF,  who  had  directions  to  observe  the 
motions  of  tiie  enemy  in  the  vicinity  of  Bichen-KolwitcJi,  where  a  party 
of  their  troops  were  discovered  marching  towards  them,  began  to  make 
some  movements  which  ret:&rded  their  progress.  It  was,  therefore,  ne- 
cessary to  suffer  tilers  to  pass  the  Dwina,  for  the  |>urpose  eCjoiuMigtbe 
army  which  was  stutiotii'd  near  \\'itepsk  on  the  left  bank  of  that  rrrer. 
In  ordur  to  perform  this  the  commander-in-chief  deemefl  it  necessary 
to  confine  him  back  t«i  Uitse  places,  where,  on  the  26th,  Count  Osteroiaii 
had  sKopped  tlit^  enemy  with  a  much  inferior  force.  Count  Kouawuezyn 
was  ci»ntinually  engaged  duiing  thewholc  of  the  ^6th.  The  enemy  did 
u;)t  ^viin  a  single  foot  of  ground.  Lieu  tenant-General  Kouawuezyn  re- 
pulsed all  their  attacks,  and  did  not  leuve  tl.e  spot  until  night,  when  he 
received  orders  from  the  cominaiKler-in-ciiief  to  take  the  position  assigned 
to  liim  in  the  capituUtion  of  a  general  battle.  Meanwhile  General  Doc- 
torofF parsed  the  Dwina,  and  arrived  ut  the  5ame  place.  The  whole  rear- 
guard came  under  tiie  command  of  Mujor-CSeneral  Count  Von  Pahlen. 
They  were  drawn  up  at  ten  wcrsts  distance  from  the  head  positioD,  and 
the  enemy  was  reported  to  be  beating  towards  theni«  In  this  instance  the 
commander-in-chief  received  intelligence  by  a  cannon  from  Prince  Bra* 
gatliion,  who  informed  him,  that  having  been  mivised  of  the  approach  of 
the  tirbt  army,  and  finding  Mohilow  already  in  the  enen»y*»  possession,  he 
bail  altered  the  direction  ef  his  unirch,  and  taken  tlie  road  to  Moteslow 
and  Sfnolensk ;  that  his  vau-guard,  acted  b}*  the  Cossacks,  on  the  pre- 
ceeding  day  under  Lieo  tenant-Genera  I  Rajewsky,  had  engaged  and  de- 
feated the  van-guar<l  of  Marshal  Davousfs  army,  and  forced  it  to  retreat 
a  distance  of  twelve  wersts.  This  intelligence  changed  the  commander- 
iu-chiefs  first  plan,  and  determined  him,  instead  of  giving  battle  in  the 
Ticinity  of  Witepsk,  to  march  towanls  Smolensk,  and  so  much  the  more» 
as  Marshal  Davoust  could  take  his  march  thither  with  his  whole  force, 
and  by  the  same  road.  He  took  this  bold  determination  at  the  very  mo- 
ment when  the  van-guard  was  warmly  engaged,  but,  by  the  skilful  ma- 
noeuvres of  Count  \ou  Pahlen,  the  Russian  army  was  enabled  to  retire 
in  most  excellent  order.  * 

Lieu  tenant-General  Count  Wittgenstein  was  equally  successful  in  his 
o|)erations  against  tlie  corps  of  Marshal  Oudinot  (Duke  of  Reggto)  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Polotsk,  wliere,  after  a  most  obstinate  and  bloody 
engagement,  which  lasted  two  days,  the  French  were  totally  defeated 
w'.th  immenne  lots.  In  all  these  afikin  the  Russian  infantry  distinguislied 
tlieuiMelves  by  their  charge  with  the  bayonet.  About  the  same  time  Ge- 
neral Tormossotif  entirely  annihilated,  near  Kobren,  tlie  Saxon  division 
•f  General  Rcsnier*s  corps  under  General  Klengel ;  four  colours,  eight. 
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pieces  of  artillery,  and  a  «^reat  number  of  mii<qnets  ;  general  Klen^el, 
three  colonels,  bix  lientenant-coloiielsjind  maj<iTs,  57  officers  of  inferior 
wnk,  and  2^34  men,  made  prihonc  rs — were  the  captures  of  this  brilliunt 
alfuir — on  the  field  of  battle  upwards  of  1000  men  were  killed. 

Notwith>tandin^  the  advantages  which  had  been  gained  in  ever)*  con- 
flict orer  the  enemy,  the  Russian  Commander  in  Chief  determined  to 
acl  upon  the  system,  whielf  had  been  verj'  early  concerted  for  the  giMierul 
opemtiontt  of  the  camimlgn,  and  accordingly  he  continued  his  retreat 
fkpon  Smc4ell^'ko  on  the  :ivth  July,  nb^ndDning  \Vitep>k,  after  destrov- 
ingthe  magazines,  and  whatever  fould  prow  useful  toll^e  enexiiy, 

Prince  Bagrathioiiy  after  tlie  defeat  of  Darvoust's  advanced  eorfrs,  con- 
tinued his  march  upon  Smolensko;  accompanied  by  the  Cossacks  un(k.'r 
general  Platoff»  and  the  celerity  of  his  movements  enabled  him  to  ar- 
compiish  the  very  important  object  of  his  previous  operations.  In  the 
1>eglnning  of  August  the  Prince  completely  effVcted  his  junction  willi 
the  "first  army  under  "Vfarshal  Count  Barclay  de  Tolly. 

On  the  1  ^ib  August  the  wholt;  of  the  Russian  divisions  were  concen- 
trated in  Smolensflco  and  in  the  neigbboni'liood  of  this  town.  On  tlie 
1 6th,  Bonaparte  presented  himself  with  the  main  body  of  his  army  before 
Smolensko,  in  which  the  Hna>ian  rear-guard,  consisting  of  about  :20,000 
men,  remained.  He  employed  the  whole  of  this  day,  and  part  of  tHe 
following,  in  a  recoiir.olsnncc.  Observing  about  two  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  17th  tliat  the  Russians  were  fortifying  themselves  in  Smolensko^ 
he  directed  an  uttark  to  be  made  upon  the  town.  Nutwitlistanding  the 
immense  superiority  of  the  enemy,  the  Russians  defended  Smolensko 
with  the  greatest  obstinacy  and  valour  until  midnight,  wiien  tlie  town 
being  on  fire  in  several  places  they  fell  back  upon  the  main  body,  which 
occupied  the  road  to  Moscow.  Bonaparte  bad  little  occasion  to  congriitii*- 
late  himself  u[)on  the  result  of  this  event.  The  determined  bravery  of 
the  Russiuus,  and  the  judicious  movements  of  their  commanders,  baffled 
every  attempt  made  upon  their  flanks,  xind  their  present  j-ysfem  of  opera- 
tions was  evidently  the  ctft^'t  of  a  piieconcerted  plan,  which  if  persevered 
in,  threatened  the  ruin  of  his  hopes. 

Little  remained  in  Smolensko  whidi  could  be  of  use  to  the  enemy,  ft 
had  not  been  the  intention  of  Count  Ban:1ay  de  Tolly  to  oppose  any 
serious  re«stance  at  this  point,  and,  therefore,  the  magazines  collected 
for  the  sttppl}'  of  the  troops  had  been  previously  carrie<l  to  the  rear. 
The  conHagration  had  spread  rapidly,  and  def»rivt'd  the  French  of  the 
comfertiible  quarters  they  expected  to  find  in  Smolen<.ko,  In  a  military 
point  of  view,  this  city  had  been  formerly  considered  the  Iwiirierof  then: 
ancient  capital,  Moscow,  and  Bonaparte  affected  to  attach  ^reat  rons^ 
queues  to  the  possession  of  it ;— but  he  could  neither  deceive  himself 
nor  his  army  as  to  its  real  value.  While  the  Russian  corpB  remained  un- 
broken, deriving  confidence  and  experience  from  their  repeated  conflicts, 
the  French,  oh  the  other  hand»  forif^aw  that  no  tusitcrial  point  h4d  hitherto

been  gained,  and  that  a  succession  of  battles  was  yet  to  be  (o  be  foagbt, 
before  the  army  could  even  secure  winter  quarters  in  this  rigorous  climate. 

The  Russians  had  no  motive  for  making  a  longer  stand  at  Smolenskot 
which  might  have  exposed  Count  Barclay  de  Tolly  to  the  hazard  of 
being  separated  from  *Pri lice  Bragathion,  and  he  therefore  abandoned 
its  ruins  to  the  enemy.  Barclay  de  Tolly,  now  appointed  war-tuinister, 
was  succeeded  in  the  command  by  Field  Marshal  Kutnsoff;  but  that 
circumstance  made  no  change  in  the  sy:<tem  pursued  by  the  Ruima 
army,  which  leisurely  and  securely  retired,  with  all  its  baggage^  its 
ittores  and  cannon,  and  even  accumulated  fresh  supplies  both  of  men 
and  artillery  from  Moscow ;  the  French  with  unusual  caution  gradoally 
advancing  along  the  Dneiper  or  Borysthenes  to  Dorogobuz,  and  thence 
by  Viasma  and  Ghjat  to  Graduevo. 

It  is  now  necestary  to  turn  our  eyes  upon  the  cabinet  of  St.  PeteiB- 
burgh,  where  Lord  Viscount  Cathcart  had  been  received  as  the  British 
minister  with  every  mark  of  distinction  and  regard.  A  treaty  of  peace  and 
commerce  was  speedily  concluded  betwixt  the  two  countries,  which  it  is 
obviously  their  mutual  interest  to  maintain.  Admiral  Sir  James  Sac- 
marez,  commanding  in  the  Baltic,  had  meanwhile  opened  a  negociation 
with  Sweden,  which  also  terminated  in  a  treaty  of  peace.  This  latter 
power  had  so  far  entered  into  the  views  and  policy  of  the  Emperor  Alex-' 
aiider,  as  to  promise  the  aid  of  a  considerable  force  to  land  in  conjunc- 
tion with  an  ecjual  number  of  Russians  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Riga* 
The  troops  which  had  been  statione<l  in  Finland  were  destined  originally 
to  tliis  object,  but  the  Emperor  subsequently  deemed  it  most  advisable 
to  abandon  the  idea  of  making  such  a  division,  considering  it  of  more 
consequence  to  the  security  of  his  dominions  to  place  the  whole  of  his 
forces  on  the  line  most  threatened  by  the  enemy  ;  hence  the  intended 
expedition  was  given  up  by  the  Swedish  Court,  hut  Bonaparte  deemed 
it  necessary  to  leave  Marshal  Augereau,  with  a  considerable  body  of 
troops  in  Courland,  to  oppose  the  threatened  landing;  the  apprehension 
of  which,  therefore,  may  be  considered  as  having  still  operated  in  a  very 
advantageous  manner  in  favour  of  the  Russian  arms.  The  delay  at- 
tending the  sailing  of  this  expedition  was,  however,  calculated  to  occa« 
sion  a  distrust  of  the  motives,  which  actuated  the  conduct  of  the  Crown 
Prince,  and  many  attributed  the  backwardness  of  Bernadotte  upon 
this  occasion  to  the  existence  of  a  secret  understanding  betwixt  him 
•nd  his  late  master. 

The  French  army  continued  to  advance  upon  the  Russians,  who  in 
retreating  broke  up  the  roads,  burnt  the  bridges,  and  employed  every 
means  in  their  power  to  check  and  retard  the  enemy. 

Ou  the  30th  of  August,  Bonaparte's  bead-quartere  were  at  Viasura, 
and  it  was  now  appareut  that  the  favourable  issue  of  a  general  battle 
could  alone  save  Moscow  from  falling  ioto  his  possession. — Field  Mar- 
f  hal  Pnnce  KJ^taio£f»  commander  in  chief  of  all  the  armies,  arrived  at 
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the  head-qoarterR,  Czareus-Saimiscbe,  on  the  evening  of  the  ^h  of 
Aagast.  He  found  the  first  atul  the  necond  armies  in  junction,  but  re- 
treating upon  Ghjat,  and  abandoning  ViHHura,  general  Barclay  de  Tolly 
not  having  thought  that  pottiioa  favourable  enough  for  accepting  battle. 
Prince  Kutusoff  on  hi«  part  resolved  not  to  hazard  au  engagement,  un^ 
til  he  should  have  received  the  reinforcements  which  he  expected  frcMB 
Moscow  and  Kulouga.  The  army  was  thus  continually  reinforcing, 
while  the  French  were  getting  further  from  their  resources^  and  conai^- 
quently  became  weaker  every  step  they  advanced. 

This  plan  had  been  persevered  in  from  the  commencement  of  hosti* 
litiesy  being  jndged  the  most  proper  to  compensate  for  the  superiority  in 
nnmberi  which  the  enemy  possessed  iA  consequence  of  the  immense 
means  placed  at  his  disposal  by  the  continental  states.  Before  Prince 
KutusoflT joined  the  army,  he  caused  the  reserves,  commanded  by  gene- 
ral Milloradavitska,  and  the  militia  of  the  government  of  Moscow,  «in^ 
der  orders  of  lieutenant-general  count  Marcoff«  to  be  directed  upon 
Mojaitk.  It  was  at  the  village  of  Borodino,  twelve  wersts  in  advance 
of  this  town,  where  the  veteran  Kutusoff  determined  to  await  the  enemyi| 
The  position  behind  the  village  was  strong  enough  on  the  right  and 
centre,  covered  by  a  ravine  and  a  deep  rivulet.  But  the  left,  supported 
by  the  village  of  Sewenoffka,  did  not  afrord  the  same  advantages.  It 
might  be  turned  by  the  old  road  from  Smolensko  to  Mojuisk.  The 
^neral  jd  chief  to  guard  against  these  disadxuntages,  gave  orders  for 
fortifying  that  wing.  He  ordered  some  redans  to  be  constructed  outlM 
left  of  the  village  uf  Sewenoffka,  and  a  redoubt  in  front  of  it,  at  the  dis- 
tance of  one  cannon  shot  and  a  half.  The  redoubt  was  considered  at 
an  isolated  work,  which  even  if  lost  would  make  no  change  in  the  system 
of  defence,  and  was  intendetl  more  particularly  to  be  of  service  in  keep* 
ing  the  enemy  sometime  in  check. 

On  tlie  4th  of  September,  Bonaparte  appeared  in  front  of  the  Russian, 
position,  with  his  whole  army,  excepting  that  part,  which  under  the  di« 
rectionof  Marshal  Macdonald-  had   been  left  to  undertake  the  siege  of 
Riga.     On  the  above  named  day,  the  French  made  a  recamwissoM^  in 
force,  and  were  driven  back  with  considerable  loss. 

Next  day  the  5th  September,  the  enemy  directed  a  vigorous  attack 
upon  the  rear-guard  under  the  orders  of  Lieutenant-general  Kanauni- 
tizen,  which  was  just  entering  the  position,  and  afterwards  upon  thearmjr 
of  Prince  Bagrathion,  which  formed  the  1ef\  of  the  whole  line. 

The  redoubt,  which  the  hardness  of  the  ground  had  prevented  the 
RassiaiMi  from  entirely  completing,  was  vigorously  defended  from  fo«r 
o*cltick  in  the  afternoon  until  night,  by  the  27th  division,  which  had  \\im 
charge  of  maintaining  it.  During  this  period  it  was  taken  and  re-takeft 
four  times,  but  6nally  the  enemy  kept  possession.  The  second  divrsidfi 
of  Russian  Cuirasseurs,  which  executed  several  brilliant  charges,  of  which 
the  result -was  the  capture  of  eight  cannon,  partK-nlurly  distinguiabed 
itaelf  during  the  day,  [To  he  continuvd.\

It  wiH 
thr-refore  be  found  to  form  a  complete  ^]anual  of  Fikld  FoRTlFlCA- 
TioK,  and  I  will  heg  leave  to  recommend  it  to  the  attentive  reading  of 
you.i}^er  officers.  J  have  no  hehitation  in  speukm^  of  it  in  this  mannef» 
ma  It  if*  a  subject  which  f  have  a  ri'^ht  to  piT^unie  that  I  understand. 

The  Perbianent  Fortification  will  he  ii  uanslation  of  St.-Paur» 
Traite  de  la  Fortification,  now  in  the  \t»e  of  the  armies  of  the  Kmperor 
Napoleon, — a  most  valuable  work.  1  shall  ^\\e  all  the  fdutes  in  the 
original,  but  as  it  is  totally  imposbiblo  to  do  this  in  the  Military  Chro* 
mole,  (as  the  cost  of  them  will  be  nearly  Hve  hundred  pounds)  the 
army  must  allow  me  to  ^ive  occasionally,  price  eivhteeii-ptiice  or  two 
shillings,  an  Appendix  Number,  containing  alt  the  Plates  by  themselves* 
The  price  of  St.  PauTs  in  French,  in  three  pounds,  and  I  belie\*e  there 
is  not  now  a  copy  to  be  sold,  as  they  are  bought  up  as  fat^t  as  they  ar- 
rive. If  the  army  will  permit  me  to  do  as  I  have  stated,  (i.  e.  give  the 
translation  in  the  Chronicle,  and  the  plates  in  one  or  two  Appendix 
numbers,)  they  will  have  the  whole  of  it  at  a  ver}*  trifling  expeuce. 

TheWar  of  Sieges, — i,  e.  The  practice  of  the  attack  and  defence  of 
towns,  will  likewise  be  a  translation  from  two  octavo  volumcsy  lately 
publii«hed  by  the  French  Government,  for  the  u^e  of  the  military 
schools  and  armies.  It  is  totally  unnecessary  to  say,  that  this  work  it 
much  wanted. 

The  advantage  to  the  army  of  the  Military  Chronicle,  is  this.  No 
Bookseller  whatever,  could  afford  to  print  a  tran>lation  of  St.  Paul,  with 
the  plates,  under  three  guineas,  because  the  expence  of  engraving  iso 
many  of  them  is  enormous ;  and  he  could  only  look  to  a  limited  sale.

QUE  THIRD  of  the  phce  charged  by  the  BfK>ksellers  for  the  same  work* 
and  in  the  same  size  and  form.  We  have  never  departed  from  this  rule, 
and  never  shall  depart  from  it,  except  in  the  Plutarch  of  the  Military 
Classics,  the  price  of  which,  when  concluded,  will  be  one  half,  in* 
stead  of  ONE  third  of  the  Booksellers  price.  And  the  reason  of  this 
deviation  was  this, — first,  the  Booksellers  themselves,  in  competition 
with  each  other,  had  printed  Plutarch  unusually  low,  charging  only 
four  guineas  for  the  octavo  edition,  which  according  to  the  rules  of  the 
trade  ought  to  be  five.  And  secondly,  we  were  called  upon  to  print  it 
in  a  larger  type,  and  on  tly*  best  paper,  hot^pressed,  &c. 
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I  had  no  iutention  of  mentioning  this  in  the  present  ease,  and  do  not 
now  meutiou  it  in  the  way  of  upolog}'  to  a  rorreMpondent,  who  speuks 
of  it  **  ad  a  wiltul  deceution  ;'*  because  I  have  the  vanity  to  think  that  I 
nted  give  no  other  au**wer  to  such  a  chars^e,  than  the  following  ver/ 
brief  one, — "  It  is  false, — Thi:  Editor.*' 

To  the  army  tliemselv««s,  (as  I  have  mentioned  the  subject)  I  have  re- 
spectfully to  add,  thsjt  tlie  Military  Club  are  to  u  man,  gentlemen  »nd 
officers;  that  our  errors  in  what  may  be  termed  the  trading  part  of  our 
business,  arise  from  the  circnmdtaiiceof  our  knowing  nothing  of  it,  ex- 
cejit  what  we  learn  us  we  proceed .  In  settling  the  price  of  a  woik,  we 
proceed  as  follows:  so  much  for  paper,  ho  much  for  print,  so  much  for 
the  concern.  S<i  late  even  as  the  last  month,  an  error  was  committed,  of 
which  the  whole  fault  belongs  to  me.— Two  kinds  of  paper  were  s»ur>- 
mitted  to  us  for  the  Military  Atlas  ;  the  one  at  £5  per  ream,  the  other 
at  eight.  I  choHC  X\\v.  one  at  five,  and  the  calculation  was  marie  accord- 
ingly. When  this  paper  wub  sent  to  the  Printer's,  it  was  found  it  would 
not  do,  and  it  became  necessary  to  alter  both  the  pa[)er  and  the  price  of 
the  Atlas.  Editor.

Military  Atlas,  from  three  to  five  shillings,  the  puMifher  has  only  to 
add  for  himself,  that  what  is  above  stated  is  to  his  own  certain  know- 
ledge true  ;  the  error  was  entirely  with  the  gentlemen  themselves,  who. 
io  the  calculation  of  the  cost  of  the  pftper,  had  put  it  down  £A0  instead 
of  j£64,  it»  actual  price.  They  had  made  an  error  of  six  |>ounds ; 
likewise  in  the  pric*e  of  the  engravings,  by  omitting  the  price  of  the  cop- 
per, which  it  is  usual  to  allow  the  engravers.  They  had,  moreover,  al- 
lowed nothing  for  blue  covers,  and  nothing  for  sewing.

unnece^^ry.  Indeed  we  begin  to  look  upon  you  as  our  sheet-aiichiMV 
and  one  of  our  strongest  and  LK»t  a<)vocJiteb  for  the  rights,  pnTiiegCB,  aiid 
immuintiea  of  the  BritiHh  uriny.  it  has  been  incoutrovertibly  proved  in 
jour  former  fmi^ea,  that  tlie  urniy  are  intinitely  won«  |Niid  than  anv  otheir 
department  in  the  state ;  indeed  diH^racefully  to  the  countir  :  The  pay 
of  a  mechanic,  in  the  manufacturing  parts  of  the  country,  abioluteiy  fiv 
exceeds  that  of  a  snlniltern  officer,  though  necessarily  obliged  to  auppori 
the  character  and  appearance  of  a  gentleman;  and  af^r  years  of  senric€» 
what  lias  he  to  look  forward  to  ?  Certainty,  with  very  few  exceptiootB 
neither  comfort  nor  independence :  as  Hood  in  his  Elements  of  War,  fed« 
in^lysays,  **  he  may  eventually  halt,  but  he  will  find  it  extremely  difi* 
cult  to  dress,"  and  it  is  deeply  to  l)e  regretted,  that  after  years  of  service 
there  are  very  few  situations  connected  with  the  army  to  which  an  officer 
when  disabled,  or  worn  out,  can  aspire  as  au  a5ylnm  in  his  declining 
years.  The  pension  to  officers  who  have  lost  a  limb,  does  great  honour 
to  the  Prince  Regent,  as  well  us  to  the  Commander-in-chief;  nor  can  His 
Royal  Highnesses  beneticient  and  genenms  intentions  be  too  highly  ap- 
plauded.—^T  here  are,  however  it  ip  to  be  regretted,  great  numbers 
of  deserving  characters  incapable  of  service  from  age,  ill  health,  and 
other  causes,  and  frequently  with  families  ;  who  have  no  other  ulterior 
expectation  than  that  of  their  half-pay  !  !  Surely,  therefore,  it  would  be 
40  extreme  injustice  to  give  the  very  few  appointmeuts  officers  are 


pable  of  filling,  to  civiliims,  and  yet  how  frequeutly,  how  frequently  this 
has  been  done  in  the  time  of  otl:er  Commanders-in-chief,  though  in  di- 
rect opposition  to  the  wtslies  and  positive  injunctions  of  our  beloved  Mo* 
narch.  The  commissions  of  staif-adjutanUs  adjutants  of  tlie  militia  and 
local  militia,  paymasters  of  districts  and  regiments,  and  barrack  masters^ 
ought  to  be  given  as  a  remuneration  for  pasi  services,  and  in  no  possible 
instance  whatever,  to  men  uncoiinected  with  the  regular  army.— 1  knew 
thesonof  a  barber,  whose  father  had  a  vote  in  a  particular  Borough^ 
appointed  through  that  weighty  recommendation,  to  be  a  barrack  mas- 
ter, which  a  major  or  lieutenant-colonel  on  the  half-pay  would  be 
glad  to  accept. — On  another  occasion,  a  certain  noblemun  (who,  by-tbe- 
bye,  ought  to  be  ashamed  of  himself]  recommended  a  pitiful  scamp  of  a 
leather-breeches-maker,  in  a  coui.try  town,  for  the  commission  of  a  dis- 
trict-adjutant, without  his  havmg  ever  served  a  day,  aud  who  was  ap- 
pointed accordingly,  and  rendered  de  facto  an  officer  and  a  gentleman  !  ! 
Here,  however,  let  me,  in  justice  tr^  His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of 
York,  declare,  that  neither  of  these  pppointments  were  given  while  Hit 
Koyal  Highnohs  was  commander-in-chief,  nor  would  any  one  I  am  con<« 
fident,  have  more  severely  reprobated  theui.-^Ntithing  is  more  objection- 
able to  me  than  complaining,  but  be  a^sur^dthe  illustrious  head  of  the 
array  would  Ih*  anxious  to  pre\'er  t  a  recurrence,  by  every  means  in  his 
power,  and  would  consequently  think  that  an  officer  did  not  act  up -to  hi» 
duty,  who  Hhonld  suffer  any  appointment  ol' this  nature  to  pass  unnoticed. 
These  remarks  were  more  iiLjuiediately  induced  by  the  manner  in  which 
the  adjutancies  of  local  militia  have  beeu  distributed.

In  the  name  and  on  th«  behalf  of  His  Majcaty^ 
to  coamaad  that  every  Officer,  without  evcepticta,  w.bo  bas  joined  the  BSth  Rcgir 
aaenty  shall  he  reaMved  or  exchange  to  different  Corps  in  the  iK;rvicc ;.  jsot  only  at 
aa  esAMple  to  tb«  Army  |enerally,— bat  in  order  that,  by  the  introduction  of  other 
QfiecfSy  ao  recnrreace  cho  possibly  take  pJiMCc  of,  those  instances  of  dissentio* 
wbieb  bare  destroyed  tbe  discipline  of  this  Corps,  as  well  aa  the.  respect  of  tlit 
Non-commissioned  Officers  and  Soldiers  for  their  Superiors. 

In  roiiBianlcating  this  decision,.  I  have  received  the  Prince  Regent^s  commands, 
tsdeairfy  tlMityoar  Lordship  will  at  tbe  same^im^  explain  to  tbe  Officers,  that  ithi* 
beea  adopted  as  a  gtoneral  measure  of  expediency,  that  not  intended  as  aa  impata* 
tioa  against  any  individual ;— and  that  your  Lordship  will  assure  Brevet  Lieutteaat( 
Cslaael  M'latosb  aod  Major  Mein  in  particular*  that  the  measure  doeft  not  lessea 
tbe.fcellaf  ef  approbation  under  which  their  general  services  arc  appreciated ;  and 
thai  daa  eansideratioo  is  given  to  the  very  honorable  ternss  by  which  the  Courts 
Martial  have  expressed  their  acquittals  of  the  Charges  preferred  agaiast  Brevet 
Ucateoant-Colonel  M'lotosb.    I  am,  &c.

PROCLAMATION 

published  by  the  i^ieutenOht-Governor  <if  the  Island  qf  Java^  dattd  J^o^6C<Urtm$ 

June  18,  1312. 

THE  Sultan  Hamangkubuana  the  Second  has,  dy  his  crimes  and  Tiolatioa  of 
treaty,  shewn  himself  unworthy  of  the  confidence  of  the  Britiah  GoYeroment|  and 
unfit  to  be  farther  intrusted  with  the  administration  delegated  to  him. 

But  a  few  months  hare  elapsed  since  the  Sultan  experienced  the  utmost  measure 
of  forbearance,  clemency  and  generosity  W  the  British  Government.  He  had  yio- 
lently  seized  upon  the  Government  fropi  which  his  want  of  faith  towards  Uis  Ute 
Sovereign  had  removed  him^  and  in  the  execution  of  his  purpose,  put  to  deatb  the 
First  Minister  of  his  Government,  an  officer,  whose  office  and  person  were  aolemnly 
protected  in  aU  the  existing  engagements^  and,  until  his  time,  had  been  held 
inviolate. 

The  British  Government,  with  a  tender  respect  for  his  advanced  age,  hia  hig4i 
rank  and  supposed  misfortunes,  were  willing  to  make  a  new  trial  of  bis  coudoct,  and 
on  his  expressing  a  contrition  fur  his  past  offences,  even  confirmed  him  in  the  throne 
he  had  presumed  to  usurp. 

Scarcely  however  was  he  restored  to  power,  when  he  caused  to  be  assassioated 
the  father  of  that  very  minister  with  whose  blood  he  had  recently  stained  his  hands, 
a  blameles  and  inoffeusive  old  man.  He  shortly  thereafter  ordered  to  be  strangled 
seven  of  the  hignest  and  most  respectable  chiefs  of  the  country,  without  even  sn 
alleged  offence  ;  men,  whose  persons  were  by  the  existing  engagements,  under  the 
immediate  protection  of  the  British  Government.  He  degraded  s^nd  affronted  the 
Hereditary  Prince,  lost  to  all  sense  of  the  dutiful  respect  with  which  he  himself, 
during  his  prior  degradation  had  been  treated  by  him  \  nay,  he  even  threatened  the 
life  of  the  Prince,  and  was  hindered  from  putting  his  threats  into  execution,  only  by 
the  direct  interference  of  the  British  Government.  He  has  refused  to  deliver  over 
the  lands  and  districts  ceded  to  the  late  Government,  and  confirmed  to  the  British 
by  the  last  treaty.  ,  He  has  entirely  neglected  and  overlooked  every  minor  stipal^- 
tion  of  that  treaty ;  and  lastly,  he  has  been  detected  in  intriguing  with  the  Court  of 
the  Soosoonan,  in  violation  of  the  most  solemn  and  most  important  engagement  of 
all  the  treaties,  with  the  avowed  object  of  undermining  and  subverting  the  Britiah 
supremacy  in  Java. 

By  such  conduct,  inimical  to  the  peace,  good  government,  and  general  tran<' 
i|uillity  of  the  country  at  large,  the  Sultan  has  displayed  to  the  world,  how  nnwor* 
thy  he  is  of  the  high  and  important  trust  which  the  Britiah  Government  reposed  in 
him  He  he  has  forfeited  all  claim  to  the  future  confidence  to  that  Government, 
and  entirely  lost  the  love  and  affection  of  his  people,  reducing  the  country  to  atlate 
hordering  upon  anarchy.  ^

411  pcraona  are  therefore  required  to  obey  him  as  their  lawAil  Sorereigu ;  and  it 
is  hereby  declarrd,  that  all  who  presume  to  abet  the  dethroned  Prince  in  his  preten* 
sioufl  to  the  Goremment,  will  be  considered  as  traitors  to  their  country,  and  dealt 
with  a«cordin|cly. 

That  ne  person  nsay  plead  ignorance  of  this  proclamation,  the  same  is  directed 
to  be  translated  into  the  Javanese  language,  and  affixed  at  the  gates  of  the  OafoOi 
at  the  British  Fort  and  Residentary-Hoase,  and  in  aach  other  {loblic  places  as  pro« 
ciamatioBn  and  publications  are  usually  affixed.

tion.  The  Prussian  Commandant  was  a  Major,  and  the  garrison  consisted  of  two 
Prussian  Iiattalions,  but  there  was  uo  return  of  their  stren«^h,  or  of  the  ordnance 
and  storfs  iu  the  place. 

Your  Lbrdship  will  obi^r-rre^  that  Gurobinnen  aud  Insterhurg  are  occupied,  and 
that  dftachments  are  sent  to  Allanbeig,  Kreutzburg,  and  Braunsbci'g,  betM-een 
Dautzicand  KonigsbersT,  so  that  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  the  latter  place  is  oc- 
cupied by  the  Prussian  troops.

Journal  of  Military  Operations  frrm  the  25th  to  the  30ih  December-. — December  ^25, 
—-General  Count  Wittgenstein  reports,  under  date  of  the  24th,  that  parties  of  the 
iletachment  of  Colonel  Gerngross  have  discovered  the  enemy  between  Schawlcaud 
Kelma,  proceeding  in  the  greatest  haste  towards  Nemockstam. 

Major-Geueral  TutchkofT  writes,  under  date  of  the  <22d,  that,  on  the  e6th  instant 
he  hopes  to  be  with  his  corps  at  Slouim.  The  enemy,  on  their  precipitate  retreat, 
have  left  their  convoys  of  provisions. 

Adjutant-Geueral  >Vasilchikofr  was,  on  the  93d,  with  the  rangnard,  at  Malur 
Brestovitze. 

December  iS. — Admiral  TchichagoflT  reports,  under  date  of  the  24th,  that  Major- 
General  Landskoy,  iu  pursuing  the  enemy  into  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Warsaw,  had, 
on  the  18th,  taken  prisoners  twogeneruls,  sixty-one  ofKcers  of  the  ^tat-major,  and 
others,  two  thousand  one  hundred  aud  seventy-six  soldiers,  and  twelve  surgeons; 
aud  that  besides,  difiereut  parties  of  the  vanguard  have  taken  sixty  officers  of  all 
ranks,  and  seven  hundred  soldiers.  Licutcnant-Ceneral  Sachen  informs  him  also, 
that    Lieutenaut-Genrral  Mussin-Pushkin,  in  marching  with    his  detachment  to

Robeshoft,  had,  in  the  night  of  the  3d  December,  vigorously  attacked  the  enemy,

bad  beaten  him,  and  taken  prisoners  one  colonel,  three  officers,  aud  two  hundred 
ioldieia.  General  Count  Wittgenstein  reports,  under  date  of  the  24th,  that  when 
Tilsit  was  taken  possession  of  by  the  detachment  of  A dju taut- General  GoleuistchelT 
Kntusoff,  they  fouud  there  in  the  hospitals  thirty-three  officers,  and  eight  hundred 
aud  thirty-five  men,  among  whom  three  officers  and  thirty-seven  soldiers  belonged 
to  our  army.  In  the  magazines  were  found  two  thousand  bushels  of  rye  and  wheat, 
from  eight  to  ten  thousand  bushels  of  oats,  about  five  hundred  quintals  of  hay,  two 
hundred  barrels  of  0our,  thirteen  boats  laden  with  cannon  shot,  and  various  im- 
plements of  pioneers,  fifty-eight  head  of  cattle,  eighty  barrels  of  brandy,  and  two 
hundred  quintals  of  gunpowder.  Another  party  of  this  detachment  had  also  madtf 
prif oners  two  officers  and  100  men,  and  had  taken  thirty-five  waggons  laden  with 
gunpowder.  Adjutant-General  the  Marquis  of  Palucci  reports,  that  he,  at  the 
bead  of  hit  troops,  entered  Mitan  on  the  2lst.  Lieutenant-General  Rath  passed, 
en  the 94th  instant,  with  eight  battalions,  from  Minsk  to  Novoswerschmno. 

DecejR^er  27.— Admiral  Tchichagolf  rqiorts,  under  date  of  the  26th,  that  whf-n 
Major-General  Laskin,  on  passing  by  the  city  of  Wilna  with  his  detachment,  at- 
tacked the  enemy*s  cavalry,  Palamarcuko,  a  non-commissioned  officer  of  the  regi- 
DMDt  of  Mariopol  Hussars,  took  the  standard  of  honour  belonging  to  the  9th  i*cgi* 
ment  of  cavalry.  Adjutant-General  WasilchikofT  writes,  under  date  of  the  35tb 
December,  that  on  that  day  he  had  detached  three  regiments  of  Cossacks,  under 
the  c«immand  of  Colonel  Andrianovitch,  to  Tikoczin,  aud  that  likewiye  on  that  dajr 
the  AofltrUo  corps  under  Prince  Scbwartzrnberg  had  left  the  goveruiuent  of  Biali* 
stock,  which  wa«  to  he  entered  by  our  troops  on  the  27th. 
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DtcemheriB. — ^Tlie  partisan  Colonel  Daviduff*  reports,  under  dale  of  lU<f  ^t^^ 
that  on  the  takhig  of  Grodno  he  rescued  the  following  Russiani,  who  had  bee» 
woundt'dand  taken  prisoners,  tiz. -fonrteen  officers  and  467  men,  and  that  six  hoD« 
dred  and  sixty-one  men  were  taken  prisoners  from  the  enemy  ;  that  there  were  abo 
taken  very  considerable  magazines  full  of  corn  of  different  kinds,  as  well  as  of 
brandy,  all  which  he  bad  delivered  to  Adjutant-Cieueral  Korf,  who  was  just  tbcm 
arriving  therewith  his  detachment.  General  Count  PlatofT  reports,  under  the  date 
of  the  27th,  that  he  is  proceeding  with  his  regiments  to  Iiisterberg,  after  detaching 
considerable  parties  to  Braunsbrrg,  by  the  way  of  Alleoburg  and  Krcutzbur|fy  in 
order  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  having  any  communication  between  Elbing  aad 
Konigsberg. 

*  December  39. — General  Count  Wittgenstein  writes,  under  date  of  the  97tb,  that, 
on  the  26th,  the  towns  of  Insterburgand  Gumbinnen  were  occupied  by  partiea  froBi 
the  detachment  of  Adjutant-General  Golenistchrff  Rutusoff.     In  the  former   of 
these  places,  furty-two  of  our  prisoners  were  rescued,  and  the  enemy  lost  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty  men  in  prisoners.     There  were  also  taken  from  him  four  stands' 
of  colours.     In  the  hospitals  were  found  one  colonel,  twenty  officers,  and  twelve 
hundred  men  ;  and  in  the  magazines,  twelve  hundred  bushels  of  oats,  two  thouiand 
ditto  of  flour,  three  hundred  quintals  of  buck  wheat,  thirty  bushels  of  peeled  bar- 
ley, two  thousand  ditto  of  rye,  two  hundred  ditto  of  wheat,  fifteen  barrels  of  aaltp 
thirty  ditto  of  brandy,  and  four  hundred  and  fifty  muskets.     At  Gumbinnen  they 
took  prisoners  the  French  Commandant,  n  commissary  of  war,  one  colonel,  forty. 
two  officers,  and  fifteen  hundred  men.     The  infantry  of  this  detachment  and  the  ar- 
tillery are  at  Raudihreu,  while  the  cavalry  is  observing  the  encmy*s  movemeuta  in 
the  direction  of  Tauroggen.    Adjutant-general  Wasilchikoff  writes,  that  on  the  S7th 
the  whole  principality  of  Bialystock  was  occupied  by  our  troops.    Tbus  then  the 
frontiers  of  the  Russian  empire  aie  entirely  cleared  of  the  enemy^s  troops,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  remains  of  Macdooald^s  corps,  which  are  likewise  making  their 
escape  beyond  our  frontiers.     The  head-quarters  of  the  Field-Marshal  are  at  Wilna. 
St.  Petersburgh,  Jan.  16,  1813. — In  a  former  dispatch  I  had  the  honour  to  enclose 
a  journal  of  reports,  received  at  head-quarters,  to  the  30th  ultimo,  with  the  addi.* 
tion  of  the  important  news  of  the  capitulation  of  Memel,  and  convention  of  the  Prus- 
sian part  of  the  corps  under  Marshal  Mncdonald.     The  particulars  of  this  transac- 
tion have  not  been  published,  but  nothing  can  exceed  the  joy  manifested  by  the 
Prussians  on  finding  themselves  at  liberty  to  embrace  the  Uussians,  and  to  renew 
their  former  habits  as  companions  in  arms  ;  of  this  there  is  the  most  certain  evidence. 
The  terms  granted  to  the  Prussians  are  extremely  liberal.     A  detached  corps^  nndcr 
General  Mussenbach,  was  included,  in  the  event  that  orders  could  reach  him  :  these, 
orders  were  in  time,  and,  with  the  addition  of  the  corps  in  question,  the  Prussian 
troops  included  in  the  convention,  it  is  stated  to  me,  amounted  to  fifteen  thousand 
men.     Marshal  Macdonald,  however,  availed  himself  successfully  of  stratgcm,  and, 
while  treating  for  conference,  had  made  progress  in  removing  the  remainder  of  his 
force  in  the  direction  of  Labian.     He  was  closely  pursued^during  the  night  from  the 
1st  to  the  9d  instant,  and  lost  six  hundred  prisoners  )  but  reports  being  received  of 
a  French  corps  in  force  at  Weblau,  it  became  necessary  to  direct  the  attention  of 
the  principal  part  of  the  pursuers  to  an  attack  upon  that  post.    The  occupation  of 
Konigsberg  by  the  Russian  army  is  detailed  in  two  short  bulletins,  which  have  beeu 
published,  and  which  I  have  the  honour  herewith  to  enclose.    His  Imperial  Majesty 
has  bp*'n  occupied  iu  forming  a  new  distribution  of  his  army,  which  is  divided  into 
several  corps,  which  are  advancing  in  different  columns.    I  learn  with  satisfaction^ 
though  not  officially,  that  a  very  considerable  corps  is  entrusted  to  Baron  Wiotiin- 
gcrode^  and  that  be  has  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Licntenaot-General.    Tb« 
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Emperor  moved  in  the  oi^ht  of  the  7th  Jannary  from  Wihia,  to  join  the  division 
which  comprehendt  the  guards,  and  the  head-quarters  of  the  whole  army  were  at 
Mereez  on  the  10th  of  January  :  it  was  tliuught  they  would  continac  there  for  a 
day  or  two.  The  Auslrians  under  the  Prince  Schwartzeubcrg  had  retired  from 
Bielestock,  and  were  near  ^Varsaw  ^  but  not  in  force  to  render  it  probable  that  they 
would  contend  with  the  supciiority  that  might  be  opposed  to  them.  Zamlaow  la 
«aid  to  be  fortified  and  garrisoned  ;  but  I  do  not  cunceive  that  any  disposable  force 
vpoD  the  Vistula  can  be  adequate  to  the  defence  of  the  t^tes-du-pont  and  fortresses 
on  that  rirer,  CHpeciaUy  where  active  operations  can  taVe  place  upon  both  bankf. 

The  Emperor  remained  sixteen  or  seventeen  days  at  Wilna,  where  His  Iraptrial 
Majesty  issued  many  regulations  and  decrees,  for  the  restoration  of  order  in  various 
provinces  which  have  suffered,  and  for  prevention  of  disease  from  the  infection  of 
fM'isoners,  and  from  the  number  of  dead  bodies  and  quantity  of  carron  still  above 
ground.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  Wilna  sixteen  thousand  corpses  are  piled  up  in 
lieaps,  for  the  purpose  of  being  consumed  by  fire,  when  sufTicient  wood  can  be  pro- 
cured ;  hat  numbers  still  remain  uncollected  is  the  roads  and  villages  ;  nud  the  mor- 
tality in  the  hospitals  at  Wilna  continued  to  l>e  very  great.  The  Emperor  himself 
repeatedly  visited  all  the  hospitals.  Te  Dcum  was  sung  in  the  Cathedral,  in  pre- 
sence of  the  Court,  on  New  Year's  Day  (O.  S.),  in  thanksgiving  for  the  expulsion 
of  the  French  from  the  Russian  territory,  on  which  occasion  the  proclamation,  of 
which  the  inclosed  is  a  translation,  was  read  ;  to  which  I  have  also  added,  the  ge- 
neral order  given  out  to  the  army  at  Wilna,  the  <i2d  January,  by  Prince  Kutusoff 
Smolcnsko.     I  have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.  (Signed)        Cathcart. 

P.  S.  I  had  the  states,  found  at  Wilna,  of  two  regiments  of  the  French  guard, 
by  which  the  condition  of  the  others  may  be  inferred.  C. 


The  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Armies,  Marshal  Prince  KutusoiT  Sinolenskr, 
has  reported  as  follows  to  His  Imperial  Majesty  from  his  head^quarters  at  Orana, 
Jannary  9  >— KONIGSBERG,  the  ancient  capital  of  Prussia,  is  subject  to  your 
Imperial  Majesty.  This  city  was  occupied  on  the  6th  of  January  by  Count  Wittg^n 
stein^s  advanced  guard,  under  the  orders  of  Migor-General  Schcpelefi*.  Marshal 
Macdonald  occupied  the  town  with  a  corp  d'arme^,  composed  of  the  old  French 
fnards,  and  some  troops  who  had  escaped  the  general  destruction  of  the  enemy *s 
grand  army.  The  wreck  of  his  particular  corps,  con«tituting  part  of  this  ^taf, 
was  reduced  to  two  thousand  fiveliundred  men ;  after  the  Prushians  separated  from 
then,  there  remained  to  him  in  all  out  about  seven  thousand  men.  At  the  approach 
of  the  advanced  guard,  which  briskly  pursued  the  enemy  without  halting,  he  passed 
by  Konigsbcrg,  and  abaudoued  it  to  Major-Gcneral  SchcpelefT,  who  entered  it  witl- 
ont  meeting  any  resistance.  This  astonishing  facility  in  giving  up  the  possession  c  f 
this  city  is  a  consequence  of  the  victories  with  which  the  arms  of  your  Imperial 
M^iesty  have  been  crowned  during  the  last  two  mouths.  Macdonald*s  corps  is  pur- 
snc0  by  Wittgensteiu^s  and  Admiral  Tohichagoflf's  army,  by  diagonal  route. 

Report  of  the  Marshal  Prince  KutusoiT,  from  the  Town  of  Mereleb,  dated  Jan. 
lOy  1813.— I  HAVE  the  happiness  to  announce  to  your  Imperial  Majesty,  that,  pre- 
vious to  the  occupation  of  Konigsberg,  the  General  SchcpelcflT,  commanding  thp 
advanced  guard  of  Count  Wittgenstein,  continued  to  follow  the  enemy  from  Tilsit, 
and  came  op  with  him  on  the  33d,  near  Labiau  3  notwithstanding  the  favourable 
position  which  the  enemy  had  taken,  he  was  beaten  at  all  points,  with  the  loss  of 
three  cannon  and  three  hundred  soldiers.  The  General  Schepeleflf  profited  by  his 
advantage  to  follow  the  enemy  with  vigour  to  the  distsnce  of  thirty  miles,  and  to 
enter  Konigs|ierg  along  with  them.  Our  troops  eutered  the  town  two  hoars  aftri; 
audoif  ht.    We  have  made  thirteen  hundred  prisoners  in  the  town  itself,  and  eight 
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tlinu5and  in  the  rnvirons,  who  fell  Into  our  hands  exhauatfd  from  fatlg ae.  We  kafe 
found  a  considerable  quantity  of  provisions  uud  forage  in  Konif^ber(i|^.  The  InlMlii* 
lants  are  recorerini:  thirty  pieces  of  cannon  wbirh  the  enemy  bare  throirii  Into  the 
rircr.  The  General  Count  Wittgvnatcin  renders  justice  to  the  courage  and  wiae  dia- 
positions  of  General  Schcpeleff.

GOD  and  all  the  world  arc  witness  with  whut  objects  and  what  forces  the  cnemjf 
has  entered  our  dear  conntry.  Nothing  could  avert  his  malevolent  and  obstinate 
intentions,  froudly  calculating  on  his  own  forces,  and  on  those  which  he  bad  cs- 
bodic'l  a^rainst  us  from  almost  all  the  European  powers,  and  hurried  on  by  deaire 
of  cunqucRt  ar.d  thirst  for  blood,  he  hastened  to  penetrate  even  into  the  boson  of 
our  great  empire,  to  spread  among:8t  us  the  horrors  and  all  the  misery  of  h  war  of 
devastation,  and  to  come  upon  us  by  snrprisr,  but  for  which  be  had  long  been  pre- 
paring^. Havins;  foreseen,  by  former  proofs  of  bis  unmeasured  ambition  and  thc 
yiolcnce  of  his  proceedings,  what  bitter  suficringHhe  was  about  to  inflict  upon  «t| 
and  seeing  him  already  pass  our  froutiirs  with  a  fury  which  nothing  coaM  anrctt, 
we  have  been  compelled,  though  with  a  sorrowful  and  wounded  heart  io  inroking 
the  aid  of  Cod,  to  draw  the  sword  ;  and  to  promise  to  our  empire,  that  we  will  not 
return  it  to  the  scabbard  so  long  as  a  single  enemy  remains  in  arms  on  oar  territory. 
We  fixed  firmly  in  ourhrarts  this  determination,  relyiug  on  tbe  valour  of  the  peo- 
ple whom  God  has  confided  to  us  ;  and  we  have  not  been  «leceived.  What  proofr 
of  courage,  of  bravery,  of  piety,  o£  p.itiencc,-and  of  fortitude,  has  not  Raasia 
•hewn  ?  The  enemy,  who  penetrated  into  hrr  bosom  with  all  bis  characteristic  fienw 
city  and  rage,  has  not  been  able  to  draw  from  her  a  single  sigh  by  tbe  severe  woandi 
he  has  inflicted.  It  would  seem  that  with  the  bloo<1  which  flowed,  her  spirit  of 
bravery  increased;  that  the  burning  villages  animated  her  patriotism,  and  tbe  d0* 
siniction  and  profanation  of  the  temples  of  God  strengthened  bcr  faith,  and  uon- 
rislied  in  her  tbe  sentiment  of  implacable  revenge.  Tbe  army,  the  nobility^  tha 
gentry,  the  clerf^,  the  merchants,  the  people,  in  a  word,  all/classea,  all  estates  of 
the  empire,  neither  sparing  their  property  nor  their  lives,  have  breathed  the  aama 
spirit— ->a  spirit  of  courage  and  of  piety,  a  love  equally  ardent  for  their  God  and  lor 
their  country.  This  unanimity,  this  universal  zeal,  have  produced  effects  hardly 
ci*edible,  such  as  have  scarcely  existed  in  any  age.  Let  ns  contemplate  tbe  euor* 
Bious  force  collected  from  twenty  kingdoms  and  nations,  united  under  the  same 
standard,  with  an  ambitious  and  atrocious  enemy,  flushed  with  success,  which  en- 
tered our  country  ;  half  a  million  of  soldiers,  iufantry  and  cavalry,  accompanied  by 
fifteen  hundred  pieces  %if  cannon.  With  forces  so  powerful  he  pierces  into  the  heart 
of  Ruf  sia,  extends  himself,  and  begins  to  spread  fire  and  devastion.  But  six  months 
have  scarcely  elapsed  since  he  passed  our  frontiers,  and  what  is  become  of  him  ? 
Xet  us  here  cite  the  words  of  the  Holy  Psalmist-— 

I  myself  have  seen  the  ungodly  io  great  power ;  and  flourishing  like  a  green  hay- 
tree  : 

1  went  by,  and  Io,  he  was  gone  :  I  sought  him,  bat  his  place  could  no  where  be 
foond.  Psalm  xxxvii.  v.  36,  37* 

This  sublime  sentence  ia  aeeomplished  In  all  ita  force,  on  our  arrogant  and  impious 
enemy.  Where  are  bis  armies,  like  a  mass  of  black  cloads,  which  the  wind  baa 
drawn  together  ?  They  are  disperaed  aa  rain.  A  great  part  wetting  tbe  earth  with 
their  blood,  cover  the  fields  of  the  Governments  of  Moscow,  Kalouga,  Smolenskoi 
White  Russia,  and  l^thwin&a.  Another  part  eqnally  great  has  been  taken  in  tha 
fraquent  battles,  with  niany  generals  and  commandccs.    In  fine,  after  nnneioos 
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Moody  comlmtB,  in  the  end  wliole  regimeatt,  iraploriog;  the  magnoDiniity  of  their 
coa^erorty  have  laid  down  their  arms  before  them.  The  rest,  composing  a  ndmber 
cqaally  great,  ptirsaad  in  their  precipitate  flight  by  onr  victoraont  titM>pi,  oi^rrtaken 
^cold  and  biwger,  hare  strewinl  the  road  from  Moticoir  to  the  frontiers  of^  Rvssia 
with  carca^tet,  caiinont,  wacr^ooo,  aud  baggage  ;i  so  that,  of  thoac  namerotis  furret, 
a  rery  inconsiderable  part  of  the  voldiers,  exhausted  and  witliout  arms,  can  «rith 
^fficaltf,  and  almost  lifeless,  return  to  their  country^  to  serve  as  a  terrible  example 
to  Ihcir  coRfitrymen  of  ihe  dreadful  sufferings  which  must  overtake  those  rash  men, 
lAo  Hare  to  carry  their  hostile  designs  into  the  bosom  of  powerful  Russia.  To-day 
'we  inlorm  unr  well  beloved  and  faithful  subjects,  with  a  lively  joy,  and  grated  1  ac» 
•knowledgmenta  towards  Qod,  that  the  reality  has  surpassed  even  our  hopes,  and 
that  what  we  announced  at  the  commencement  of  this  war,  is  accomplisbt-d  beyond 
«U  laeasare;  there  is  no  longer  a  single  enemy  on  the  fare  of  our  ien-it<)ry,  or,  ra- 
thor,  there  they  all  remain,  bat  in  what  state  ?  Dead,  wouudTed,  and  prisimera. 
Bvea  their  proud  Chief  himself,  has,  with  the  utmost  I'ifBculty,  escaped,  with  hia 
firincipal  officers,  leaving  his  army  dispersed,  and  ahandonius^  his  cannon,  of  which 
there  are  more  than  a  thousand  pieces,  exclusive  of  tho«e  buried  or  thrr»«-i)  iuto  tb^ 
water,  which  have  been  recovered,  and  are  now  in  our  hands  :  the  vrrne  <.f  th*^  des* 
truction  of  his  armies  surpasses  all  belief.  One  almost  imsgin'S  llmt  oor  eyes  de- 
ceive ns.  Who  has  been  able  to  effect  this  ?  Without  derogatinjir  from  tlie  riierit«>d 
^lory  of  theCommander-in>Cliicfofour  armies,  thisdistiuguislie<I  Geiural,  who  has 
tendered  to  his  country  services  for  ever  memorable,  and  without  detrartioK  hrom 
the  merits  of  other  valiant  and  able  commanders  who  have  distinguished  thf  mselv^a 
by  their  seal  and  ardour,  nor  from  the  general  bravery  of  the  troops,  we  must  confess 
.  that  what  they  have  accomplished  surpasses  human  power.  Arknowled«fe  thca 
Divine  Pcovidcocc  in  tlijs  wonderful  4.'vent.  Lei  us  prostrate  ourselves  before  His 
aacred  throne,  and  evidently  seeing  His  hand  chastisiug'pride  and  impiety,  instead 
of  boasting  and  glorying  in  our  victories,  learn  from  this  great  and  terrible  example 
to  be  modest  and  peaceable  executors  of  his  law  and  his  will ;  to  resemble  not  those 
impioas  profanators  of  the  temples  of  God,  whose  carcasses,  without  numbiT,  nov 
serve  as  food  for  dogs  and  crows.  God  is  mighty  in  His  kiudorss  and  in  His  anger. 
Let  ns  be  gnided  by  the  justice  of  our  actions,  aud  the  purity  of  our  seutimeuis,  as 
the  only  path  which  leads  to  Him.  Let  us  proceed  to  the  temple  of  His  sanctity, 
aad  there  crowned  with  his  hand,  thank  Him  for  the  baneiits  which  He  has  bestowed 
npon  as;  addressing  to  Him  our  ardent  supplications,  tiiat  He  will  continue  to  ex- 
tend  to  OS  His  favour,  and  to  put  an  end  to  the  war ;  granting  us  victory  on  vie* 
tory,  and  the  wishcd*for  peace  and  tranquillity.

Order  of  the  Day,  issued  by  the  Marshal  General  Kutusoff  Smolensko  to  the  Troops. 

BRAVE  and  Tictorioiifi  troops  \  yon  are  at  last  upon  the  frontier  of  the  cnpite. 
Each  of  you  have  been  the  preserver  of  the  country:  Russia  has  bestowed  apoM 
you  this  title.  The  rapid  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  and  the  extraordinary  diflkttltlta 
that  you  have  supported  in  this  campaig^n,  astonish  all  nations,  and  have  acqoIrM 
for  you  immortal  glory.  Such  brilliant  victories  are  without  example.  D«rin'|p 
two  whole  months  your  hand  has  daily  punished  the  miscreants.  The  road  that 
they  have  pursued  is  strewed  with  dead  bodies.  Their  Chief,  in  his  Bight,  sovglit 
for  his  personal  safety  alone.  Death  has  raged  iu  their  ranks  ;  thousands  fbll  to- 
gether and  perished.  Thus  hath  the  wrath  of  the  Almighty  burst  over  tbeniy  Anil 
thus  hath  He  protected  His  people. 

Not  resting  ourselves  in  the  midst  of  our  heroic  actions  we  must  still  proceed 
fkrther  :  we  must  pass  uur  frontiers,  and  endeavour  to  accomplish  the  defeat  of  the 
euemy  in  the  face  of  their  allies.  Bat  we  will  not  follow  the  example  of  their  rsipo 
and  phrenxy,  which  disgrace  the  soldier.  They  have  burnt  our  habitations*-h«w 
violated  our  sauctnaries  ;  but  you  have  beheld  in  what  manner  the  arm  of  the  AU 
migbty  has  punished  their  impiety  !  Let  us  be  liberal,  and  make  a  distinction  be- 
tween the  enemy  and  the  peaceable  inhabitants !  Justice  and  clemency  toward* 
the  latter  will  manifest  most  certainly,  that  we  do  not  seek  to  enslave  them^  aor 
aspire  to  vain  glory  ;  but  that  our  object  is  tu  free  from  misery  and  deatrnctioa 
even  those  who  have  taken  arms  against  Russia.  The  constant  desire  of  His  Ma- 
jiesty  the  Emperor  is,  that  the  tranquillity  of  the  inhabitants  be  not  disturbed,  and 
that  their  property  may  rrmain  in  perfect  safety.  At  the  same  time  that  he  makes 
known  this  his  sacred  desire,  he  firmly  relies  that  each  soldier  will  pay  the  utmost 
attention  thereto,  and  that  not  one  uf  them  will  dare  to  forget  it  \  and  I  call  upott 
the  Commanders  of  Corps  and  Divisions,  in  the  Name  of  His  Imperial  Majesty,  in 
order  that  they  may  accordingly  strictly  adhere  to  this  instruction.

St.Petertburghy  Jan.  39,  1813.— My  Lord, — I  HAVE  the  honour  to  enclose 
a  jonroal  of  the  moTements  made  by  the  sereral  corps  of  His  Imperial  Majesty^ 
army,  from  the  4th  January  to  the  90th  January.  Your  Lordship  will  observe ' 
that,  by  the  rapid  advance  of  the  corps  on  the  right,  the  enemy  has.  been  driven  be* 
jond  the  Vistola;  the  Russian  troops  being  in  possesion  of  Elbing,  Harleoberg, 
Marienwerder,  and  Neuenberg.  The  corps  from  Elbing  and  Marienhcrg,  being 
drawn  from  the  Nogat,  attempted  to  make  a  stand  at  the  t^te-do-pontat  Dcrachsg^' 
but  were  soon  compelled  to  abandon  it,  and  retired,  part  upon  Dantzie,  and  the 
rcBiainder  upon  Stargart,  still  pursued  by  the  Russians. 

It  appears  that  the  troops  stationed  in  Dantzie,  advanced  to  tlie  Pregel,  to  favovir ' 
Marshal  Macdonald^s  retreat  ,  and  that  thfy  made  no  resistance  at  Elbing,  having 
abaadoBed  their  artillery  before  their  arrival  at  that  place.    The  attack  upon  Ma- 
rienwerder seems  to  have  been  nearly  a  surprise  ;  and  Beaubamois  is  said  narrowly- 
to  have  escaped  being  made  prisoner.    There  is  uo  report  of  the  surrender  of  Pillau. 
On  the  13th  of  January  the  Emperor  crossed  the  Niemen  jiear  Moretz,-  amid  th« 
acclamations  of  his  brave  troops,  aud  has  coutinucd  to  march  with  a  division  of  hit  - 
army  io  a  western  direction  through  Berjniki,  Krasnopic,  and  Snbaiki,  to  Llque, 
whence  tbc  last  dispatches  are  dated.     Generals  Milaradovilch  and  DokteroiT,  with 
the  troops  which  crossed  the  frontier  at  Groduo,  move  in  a  line  parallel  to  that  of  the 
£mperor,on  his  left,  and  General  Sachen*s  column  is  still  farther  to  the  left.  There 
^^e  also  intermediate  corps  to  keep  up  the  communication  between  each  of  theft 
colnmus.    The  Austriaas  remained  upon  the  Bug,  probably  with  a  view   to  create 
«  diversion  in  favour  of  the  army  retiring  upon  Dantzie,  as  long  as  their  own  Hkie 
^ofretrcat  may  remain  open.     Grandcntz  has  a  Prussian  Garrison.    The  Rassians 
linve  uniformly  been  received   by  the  iuhabitants  of  the  Prossian  dominions   a# 
tfricnda  and  deliverers,  of  which  there  is  ample  testimony  in  all  private  letters  firom  * 
Mhm  army,  as  well  as  in  public  reports.    The  retreat  of  the  French  through  Vrusslaj 
liaa,  like  that    from   Moscow,  been  marked  by  the  abandonment  of  magazines^ 
lomhrils,  aud  other  stores.     Berthier,  Victor,  Macdonald,  Dam,  and  Beauharaois, 
mte  named  among  the  Generals  who  are  gone  to  Dantzie.    The  precise  force  in  that 
place  does  dut  appear  to  be  clearly  ascertained  j  but,  cannot  be  easily  estimated  at^ 
more  than  half  the  number  of  an  adequate  garrison.    The  intercepted  Conner  from* 
Bonaparte  to  Berthier,  is  said  to  have  carried  orders  to  complete  the  provisions  of 
Dantaic  for  a  long  siege.

orders.    The  intense  cold  has  continued,  and  the  marches  of  all-  the  colamns  hmtt 
been  long  and  severe.

THE  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Armies,  Field  Marshal  Prince  KutusoflT  SmiKi 
leosko,  has  presented  to  His  Imperial  Migesty  the  continuation  of  the  journal 
of  the  military  operations  from  the  4th  to  the  90th  of  Jaanary,  eontainiug  what 
folkHTft : 

January  4— i^Seneral  Wittgenstein  reports,  under  date  of  the  3 1st  ultimo,  thit* 
is  the  direction  that  he  had  taken  towards  Prussia,  to  act  against  the  corps  of 
Marshal  Macdonald,  he  had  overcome  all  the  difficulties  occasioned  by  cross-roada^. 
NM  to  come  «p  Willi,  tlie  encoiy  alrcmdy  at  Tilsit.    Hit  ctvaby  imfdinlely  tar- 
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voiiiKlfd  the  most  adrftnced  tro«»ps  of  Macdouald,  and  aepsratcd  biin  from  tbe 
Pruft-inu  troops  under  the  command  ofGeiifrHl  DHTurk,  by  the  detach  men  t  of 
Major-General  Diebittch,  whom  heat  the  same  time  directed  to  enter  into  a  aego- 
riation  with  llint  General.  Co  tbeJOth  Dec.  Lientcnant  General  DTork  signed  a 
con«'eution,  by  which  he  cngafred  tu  continue  neuter,  with  his  troops,  composed  of 
thirty  battalions  of  infautry,  and  six  squadrons  of  carafry,  with  thirty  pieces  of  artil- 
lery. Aid( -de  Camp-General  Golenstcbcff  Katusoff,  under  date  of  the  3lst,  in- 
foi-mcd  Genera!  Count  Witt^renstein,  that,  in  consequence  of  a  similar  ap-eement, 
the  rr  luaindar  wf  thr  Prussian  troops  had  alto  separated  themselTCS  from  Macdouald. 
Tlivs  the  latter  has  only  remaining  with  him  five  thousand  men,  with  twenty  pieces 
of  artillei  V.  Aidi-de-Csmp-Geueml  Wossiltchikuif  reports,  under  date  of  the  31st, 
that  the  Austrian  troops  were  pursuing  their  retreat,  in  three  colamns,  upon  Warsaw, 
and  that  he,  with  hi«  detachment,  h  at  Meng^i  nine.  General  Count  Plati>iF  marcbea 
with  his  troops  from  the  Don  upon  Insterbourg*.  Admiral  Tchichapiff  baa  sent  io' 
three  reports.  In  the  first  he  stales,  that  he  has  detached  From  his  van  Major-Gencral 
Lanskoi  with  the  regimpqt  of  husssrs,  from  Alexandria  and  \^ite  Russia,  tbe 
dragoons  of  Livonia,  and  the  third  regiment  ofTral,  directing:  him  to  march  apoa 
Augustor.  In  the  second  he  announces  his  arriTul  on  the  dd  Jan.  at  VerbiiKn,  finoiB 
whence  he  intends  pursuing  his  route  to  Insterbt^rg,  in  three  marches,  preceded  bf 
General  Count  Platoff,  with  bis  regiments.  Tbe  tbhrd  report  mentions  that  the  in- 
liabitautsof  Prussia  testi^  every  where  much  joy  at  the  approach  of  tbe  Raasiaa 
troops,  and  gire  them  the  best  reception.  Lieutenant-General  Baron  de  Sancbea 
reports  amler  date  of  tbe  9d,  that  he  bas  pursued  the  corps  of  General  Regnier  M 
far  as  the  river  Bog;  and  that  the  enemy  have  lost,  durin;^  their  retreat,  apwardi 
of  a  thousand  men  in  prisoners,  and  almost  as  great  a  namber  of  sick,  whom  tbey 
have  been  obliged  to  al>andon  in  different  places.  General  Baron  de  Saocben  ia  at 
present  with  his  corps  between  Granny  and  l\imo»  bis  kft  being  is  tbe  latter 
place. 

Jaaaary  5.-— General  Count  Wittgenstein  reports,  under  date  of  the  ad,  that  after 
tbe  Prussian  troops,  to  the  number  of  eighteen  thousand  men,  with  sixty  pieces  of 
eaanon,  bad  been  compelled  to  conclude  an  agreement  of  remaining  neutral,  Mnc- 
doBald,flndiuf  blmsclf  separated  from  tbe  Prussians,  resolved  on  a  preeipttate  re- 
treat with  tbe  remainder  of  bis  troops.  Onr  cavalry  is  in  pursuit  of  him  ;  on  Hbe 
Tery  first  day  they  look  some  olBcers  and  eight  hundred  men  prisoners.  Connt  Witt- 
genstein having  in  the  mean  ^me  hramt,  that  the  enemy^  troops  which  bad  been  m 
Dantzic  were  marching  to  Taplaken  and  Welan,  probably  with  a'view  of  reinforcing 
Macdouald,  or  covering  bis  retreat,  took  himself  that  direction  with  bis  troops,  ami 
lieutenant-General  Count  Stcnbeil  was,  on  January  3,  already  in  Taplaken  and 
Welan.  In  order  to  deprive  the  enemy  of  tbe  means  of  subsistence,  be  detached  n 
strong  party  of  borae  towards  the  low  country  behind  Konigsberg  and  Elbiag,  where 
intelligence  bad  been  received  that  the  enemy  were  collecting  various  kinds  of  com. 
Admiral  Tchicbagoff  arites,  that  Lis  headmost  troops  took  possession  of  insterbvrg  - 
on  the  3d,  and  that  Lieutenant-General  Tcbaplita  was  at  Gumbiunen,  and  Majors 
General  Count  Woronaow  at  Nemersdorf.  Lieutenant-General  Tchaplils  obaervca, 
that  when  Major-Gcneral  Count  Ornrk  eulci-cd  Stalupenen,  he  was  received  by  tbe 
inbabitauts  with  nndissembled  joy  and  enthusiasm  >  every  one  exclaimed,  *'  May  the 
Emperor  Alexandir  be  tbe  protector  of  an  innocently  suffering  people  I**  and  im- 
mediately the  inhabitants  busied  themselves  in  providing  our  troops  with  food  and 
forage.

Such  II  the  war  the  occurrences  of  wliich  it  Is  our  purpose  to  relate,  am) 
with  which,  ia  a  full  sense  of  the  difficulty  of  tlie  subjeit,  < 

t  luw  been  a  part  of  the  plan  of  our  vork  to  devote  a  portion 
of  each  Number  to  the  narrative  of  the  campaign  lii  the  Peuineula,  We 
■liall  hereafter  assign  an  equal  portion  to  the  current  operalipns  in  Ger- 
tuany.  We  shall  hfre  however  have  to  throiv  ourHflves  upon  the  in- 
dulgeuce  of  our  readers.  In  the  narrative  of  the  splendid  actions  of  our 
countrymen  in  the  Peninsniu,  the  syinjiatiiy  of  the  reader,  and  his  honest 
pride  in  the  reputation  of  liis  owq  country,  necessarily  accompany  us,  and 
the  merit  and  pleoiure  of  the  subject  are  thus  transferred  to  the  Writer 
md  to  his  History.      We  become  nelcome,  us  the  narratorc  of  what  all' 
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cleii^iit  to  hoar.  Ifi  our  Journal  of  the  Campaign  of  Bonaparte  we  have 
to  coiiu  ik!  with  a  contrary  prejudice.  Is  there  any  art  of  narration  which 
ciui  rprider  that  pleaMug  at  the  knowledge  of  which  the  he^rt  must  »ink  ? 
I  C(Hif'i*?<s  I  know  none.  It  is  a  part  of  our  duty,  however,  both  to  receive 
trutl],  and  to  submit  to  it.     And  tlierefore  we  proceed  : — 

When  the  French  Chief,  having  effected  his  escape  to  AVilnap 
quitted  liis  army  and  Hed  to  Paris;  and  was  successively  followed  by 
JVlurat  and  the  other  Marshals  of  France,  the  commaud  in  chief  of 
all  the  French  forces  in  Poland  and  Prussia  was  transferred  to  the 
Viceroy  ;  and  it  was  left  to  him  to  take  such  movements  as  might  best 
suit  the  state  of  the  French  fortune.  This  young  man,  Eugene 
Beauharnois,  possessed  more  actual  merit  than  positive  reputation  ;  he 
concealed  an  unusual  decree  of  skill,  and  great  personal  resources, 
under  a  singular  modesty  in  deferring  to  the  judgment  of  his  superiors* 
and  in  an  un reluctant  obedience  to  whomever  was  appointed  over  him« 
His  actual  abilities  were  not  seen  till  fortune  pretfented  him  with  the  op^ 
portunity  of  acting  by  himself.  In  the  retreat  from  Moscow,  he  exhibited 
a  degree  of  talent  which  surprised  every  one,  and  of  those  best  of  all 
military  talents,  firmness  and  self-collection  and  promptitude  of  re- 
sources in  disasters.  It  is  a  part  of  the  character  of  Bonaparte  that  ha 
vrell  understands  the  value  of  his  officers,  ItwQs  under  these  circum- 
stances, added  to  his  connection  with  the  family  of  Bonaparte,  and  to 
l)is  known  devotion  to  his  person,  that  the  Viceroy  was  appgintfd  to  thfs 
command  in  chief. 

He  proceeded  to  the  immediate  adoption  of  .the  measures  which  the 
desfierate  state  of  affairs  required.  He  declared  the  fortresses  of  the 
Vistula,  the  Oder,  and  the  Elbe,  the  three  intervening  rivers  between 
Poland  and  the  French  frontier,  to  be  in  a  state  of  siege  ;  and  detached 
the  greater  part  of  his  army,  under  officers  of  known  talents,  to  garrison 
and  defcitd  them.  With  the  remainder  of  his  army,  finder  his  own  im« 
iTiodiate  command,  he  fell  back  slowly  to  Berlin,  and  thence  to  Mag- 
debur|;h,  where,  under  the  cover  of  that  fortress,  and  the  confluence  of 
the  rivers  Siiale  and  Elbe,  he  took  up  an  impenetrable  line. 

It  is  almost  a  truism  to  mention  that  the  mouth  of  the  Elbe  is  in 
the  (ii'rman  Ocean.  For  about  two  hundred  miles  from  this  mouth, 
the  river  continues  to  run  in  a  broad  and  undivided  stream.  But  at 
the  eiwi  of  this  distance,  that  is  to  say,  in  the  immediate  neighbour* 
hood  of  i\Ia(i:deburs:h,  the  main  stream  of  the  Elbe  divides  itself  into 
a  fork  of  two  branches ;  of  which  the  western  pne  is  the  river  Saale, 
and  tiie  other,  or  easterly  one,  the  continuation  of  the  Elbe,  Magde^ 
burgh,  therefor^,  the  strongest  fortress  in  Europe,  is  situated  near  this 
junction  of  the  two  streams  ;  and  an  army  at  Magdeburgh  has  thus  a 
treble  defence  against  an  enemy  approaching  from  the  Polish  side  of  the 
Elbe,  namely,  the  fortress  itself^  the  line  of  the  Saale,  and  the  line  of  the 
Elbe,    Such|  therefore,  was  the  position  of  the  Viceroy,  and  such  th« 
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Hispositioiis  he  had  taken  to  await  the  commencement  of  the  ensuing 
eamfmign  :  himtielf  thus  taking  a  position  which  could  not  be  forced, 
tad  having  distributed  the  greater  part  of  his  army  in  the  fortresses  of 
the  iutervening  rivers.  As  it  is  in  the  nature  of  mihtary  operations  to 
follow  the  lines  of  rivers,  and  as  the  most  clear  and  distinct  conception 
of  the  ground  is  necessary  to  enable  our  readers  to  follow  these  move- 
ments, it  may  not  be  impertinent  to  our  purpose  to  explain  a  very  com* 
iDon  term.  The  military  terms  for  the  banks  of  rivers  are  the  right  bank 
and  the  left  bank.  For  the  sake  of  readers  who  are  uot  military,  it  may 
be  excused  us  thus  cursorily  to  mention,  that  these  terms  have  always 
reference,  and  may  be  therefore  always  understood,  by  the  course  of 
the  stream.  The  reader,  on  mecliug  with  these  terms,  must  ima* 
gioe  himself  looking  up  the  stream,  in  which  case  the  right  and  left 
banlcs  will  be  those  which  correspond  with  his  own  right  and  left.  The 
fellowing  may  be  a  familiar  illustration  :  it  is  required,  for  example,' to 
know  which  is  the  right  and  left  banks  of  the  Thames.  Now  the  course  ^f 
all  rivers  is  from  their  source  in  the  country  to  the  sea.  Imagine  yourself, 
therefore,  on  Loudon  bridge,  with  your  iace  to'wards  the  downs;  the  Sur* 
rey  side  will  then  be  on  your  right,  and  the  Loudon  on  your  left.  The 
Surrey  side,  is  therefore,  the  right,  and  the  London  the  left  banks  of 
the  Thames.  In  the  same  manner  with  respect  to  the  Elbe,  Let  it  be 
required  which  is  the  right  and  left  banks.  Take  a  map  of  Germany, 
aifd  place  it  with  its  head  to  the  north,  and  with  the  bottom  part  of  it 
towards  the  souths  you  have  then  only  to  place  yourself  at  it  source,  that 
isi  with  your  face  towards  the  stream,  and  the  right  and  left  banks  will 
correspond  with  your  own  right  and  left. 

Whilst  the  Viceroy,  and  the  remains  of  the  Grand  Army,  were  tlius 
iistributiag  themselves  in  the  forts,  and  of  course  abandoning  the  open 
country,  the  Russians,  ii|)on  their  part,  were  availing  themselves  of  the 
flowing  tide  of  fortune,  and  were  rushing  with  their  characteristic  vigour 
towards  the  centre  of  Gehnany.  They  seemed  persuaded  that  success 
was  only  to  be  maintained  by  the  same  means  by  which  it  was  first  ac* 
qairedi  Being  aware  of  the  value  of  public  opinion,  and  well  knowing 
that  it  followed  appearances  rather  than  realities,  they  augmented  as  it 
were  the  colours  of  their  fortune  by  pushing  it  into  consequences  which 
did  not  belong  to  it.  Their  Cavalry,  availing  itself  of  the  abandonment 
of  the  open  country,  seemed  to  possess  themselves  of  all  Germany  ai»  if 
they  had  conquered  it;  crossing  all  the  intervening  rivers  between  the 
Vistula  and  the  Elbe,  and  even  passing  the  latter  river,  and  distributing 
themselves  between  Magde^urgh  and  Mayence.  The  Viceroy,  upon 
Us  own' part,  knowing  that  he  possessed  the  fortresses  upon  these  riveri, 
ileemed  it  of  very  little  consequence  that  the  enemy  thus  (»verran  the 
jspen  country,  and  made  such  forward  movements  in  a  territory,  which 
ihey  moat  neciiesiarily  abandon  as  soon  as  an  army  should  move  against 
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them.  It  hy  indeed,  necessary  to  confess,  that  this  forward  system  of  the 
Russians  was  more  ostentatious  than  wise.  It  encouraged  a  most  im« 
prudent  insurrection  in  their  favour,  dmongst  cities  which  they  were  not 
in  a  condition  to  protect  from  the  consequences.  It  might  be  of  some 
value  to  obtain  a  present  reputation  for  such  an  extent  of  conquest*;  but 
the  massacres  of  Bremen,  and  the  certain  ruin  of  Hamburgh,  were  infi-* 
iiitely  beyond  it. 

.  Whil:tt  such  was  the  situation  of  affairs  in  Germany,  BonapartCf 
having  returned  to  the  administration  of  the  supreme  Government  at 
Paris,  immediately  procee<!ed  to  the  reparation  of  his  shattered  armies, 
and  exhibited  therein  that  talent  and  vigour,  which  unhappily  diatin* 
guisb  him  from  the  other  sovereigns  of  the  day.  With  the  skill  and 
trick  of  a  master  dramatist,  he  employed  all  his  resources  and  intrigues 
to  call  forth  the  nutionftl  feelings  of  Frenchmen.  -  His  emissaries  prf>* 
cured  him  addresses  from  all  the  corporate  bodies  of  the  (»pital  and 
provinces.  He  replietl  to  them  in  that  ix)pular  eloquence  with  which  ha 
had  so  often  excited  his  armies  in  the  field.  The  tone  and  style  of  these 
speeches,  their  fierce  and  contemptuous  arrogance,  their  gay  and  insolent 
irony,  equally  suited  the  character  of  himself  and  the  nation:  thi^  flai^ 
tered  and  consoled  the  wounded  vanity  of  both ;  they  diverted  misfortune 
by  a  kind  of  mirth,  and  triumphed  over  their  disasters  by  contenitiiu^ 
them.  He  reminded  them,  that  is  was  now  the  time  for  a  nation  of 
heroes  to  maintain  what  a  nation  of  heroes  had  acquired.  That  there 
were  two  things  required  in  a  great  people;  the.one  was  to  conquer, 
tile  second  to  defend  their  conquests.  The  enemies  of  France,  availing 
themselves  of  a  disaster  from  the  mere  chance  of  the  elements,  had 
made  a  league  and  alliance  to  dismember  and  divide  her ;  and  already 
menaced  to  march  to  her  frontier;  let  them  con^e,  gentlemen;  you  and 
myself  can  only  have  one  wish ;  let  them  keep  their  word,  and  give  us 
the  promised  meeting* 

It  was  not  however  hy  speeches  alone,  that  he  addressed  himself  to 
the  spirit  of  the  French  people.  He  followed  them  up  by  proposing  a 
law  of.  five  titles  or  sections  to  the  senate.  By  the  first  of  these  titles, 
180,000  new  men,  that  is  to  say,  the  conscription  of  two  years,  (1813- 
and  1814)  were  instantly  added  to  the  armies.  By  the  second  title,  a  ■ 
further  call  uf  80,000  men,  that  is  to  say,  a  second  quota  for  the  preceed«. 
ing  year,  was  ordered  to  be  called  forth  from  the  register  of  young 
men  between  the  ages  of  21  and  26.  The  third  title  created  four  regi« 
ments  of  horse  guards  of  honor  to  be  completed  in  the  whole  to 
10,000  men.  These  men  were  to  equip  and  mount  themeelves  (the  pur- 
^pose  of  it  being  to  procure  cavalry)  and  the  promised  inducement  was, 
that  twelve  months  service  in  the  campaign  should  entitle  them  to  the 
brevet  of  officers.  By  the  4th  and  most  important  title,  a  contingent  of 
three  thousand  men  was  to  be  chosen  from  the  national  guard  of  each 
circle.     Now  the  national  guard  is  the  militia  of  France,  and  thq 
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number  of  the  military  circles,  into  which  the  French  empire  is  distri*' 
bated,  is  sixty.  The  effect  of  this  title,  therefore,  was  to  add  180,000 
men  to  the  armies  of  France.  But  the  most  singular  feature  in  this  part 
of  the  law  was  the  cautious  terms  in  which  it  was  expressed.  It  merely 
milowed  the  £mperor  to  put  inio  activity  a  contingent  of  the  national 
militia  of  each  circle  not  exceeding  1,^00  to  3,000.  The  other  titles 
were  solely  matters  of  regulation.  The  general  result  of  the  whole  law, 
aa  stated  in  the  report  of  the  minister  of  war,  was  to  give  to  France  an 
active  army  of /bur  hundred  thousand  men  on  the  Elbe;  an  array  of  rew 
aerre  of  ttoo  hundred  thousand  on  the  Rhine»  and  a  third  of  200,000  in 
in  Spain.  If  such  a  law  had  been  publialied  in  any  other  kingdom  in 
Europe^  it  woiild  have  been  considered,  and  very  generally  ridiculed,  U9 
the  ostentatious  exhibition  of  an  impossible  effort ;  or  accordini?  to  a  coU 
loquial  term,  would  have  been  regarded  as  an  army  on  paper.  But  in 
France  the  execution  justified  the  project.  The  sure  energy  of  the  con* 
scription  is  a  matterof  as  near  and  certain  calculation  as  the  produce  9f  oui^ 
assessed  taxes.  It  is  in  fact  an  aasessment  of -men  on  a  known  and  regis* 
tered  amount  of  the  suitable  clasaea  of  population  i  and  as  long  as  the^ 
govenunebt  exist,  its  prodooe  is  Blire>  audits  results rthe  same. 

.Whibt  .Bonaparte  was  thus  employed  on  his  means  and  materials  of 
defence,  the  emperor  Alexander^  and  those  whom  .hb  Had  abbdued  or  en^ 
cooraged  into  his  alliance,  were  equally  active  in  Cementing  a  general: 
confederacy  against  him ;  and  the  vigour,  of  the  armies  in  the  field 
were  seconded  by  a  corresponding  activity  in  the  caltiiiet.  It  does  not 
lielong  to  a  meriely  Military  Work  to  fdllow  the  detail  of  political  nego* 
tiations.  But  that  we  may  assist  those  who  have  more  leisnre,  and  who 
are  not  so  near  the  sourde  of  iofomlation  as  ourselves,  we  shall  briefly  ran 
them  over.  The  greater  powem  of  Germany  are  Aiistria  and  Prussia  9 
the  less,  but  slilL /powerful  staties,  aire  tlieiKiogsof  Saxany,  Ba^'aria,,  and 
Wirtemberg :  and  the  states  of  the  north  are  Swedea  and  Denmavk/ 
It  was  found  that  the  Emperor  of  Austria  was  immoveable  upon  the 
main  point  of  severing  himself  frooi  tbe.Freiurh  emperor;  or  at  •least; 
that  however  willing  to  sever  himself  from  his  ambition,  he  would  not 
sever  himself,  and  tlie  supposed"  interests  of  his  own  family,  fronv 
his  defence,  that  he  was  still,  however,  desirous  of  peace  and  tlie 
tranquil  and  final  settlement  of  Germany.  A  second  propowl,  theve- 
fore,  was  accordingly  made:  that  the  emperor  Francis  should  becom'e 
the  mediator  of  a  peace,  under  the  understood  condition,  that  tlie 
emperor  Napoleon  would  be  required  to  evacuate  Germany ;  -to  de* 
liver  up  all  the  Prnssiau  fortresses,  and  to  abandon  his  assumed  right 
of  compelling  foreign  powers  to  obey  his  Berlin  and  Milan  decrees. 
This  proposal  was  so  far  accepted  as  to  occasion  an  application  of  the 
emperor  Francis  to  the  French  court.  With  respect  to  Prussia,  the  de- 
fection of  General  York,  and  the  escape  of  the  king,  were  followed  up 
by  a  treaty  offen^ve'and  defensive  with  the  en^HTor  Alexander,  in  irhich. 
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as»  it  may  reasonably  at  least  be  pretumedy  the  two  cooiracting  fMweiv 
guaranteed  the  integrity  of  their  respective  dominions.  Every  effort  was 
made  to  induce  Wirtemberg,  Saxony,  and  Bavaria  to  withdraw  from  the 
French  emperor;  but  as  these  powers  had  nothing  to  gain  froin  the  re* 
storation  of  that  Germanic  constitution,  from  the  ruins  of  which  their  elec-' 
torates  had  been  converted  into  kingdoms,  they  contrived,  with  much 
dexterity,  to  evade  these  solicitations,  and  to  await,  as  they  said,  the 
effect  of  the  intended  mediation  of  the  emperor  Francis*  This  latter 
was  A  mere  pretext,  and  as  may  be  supposed,  under  the  connivance 
of  the  emperor  Napoleon  ;  the  effect  of  it  being  this:  that  it  at  once 
enabled  these  confederates  to  abide  by  tlieir  obligations,  'and  at  the 
same  time  rendered  it  a  matter  of  prudence  in  the  allies  to  respect  them 
as  under  the  protection  of  Austria.  This  artifice,  indeed,  is  not  the 
least  curious  of  the  intrigues  of  Napoleon  at  this  period.  The  elliet 
did  not  succeed  better  with  Sweden  and  Denmark.  Sweden,  whose 
|H>wer  and  actual  character  exceed  her  territory,  had  long  regarded 
Norway  with  a  wishful  eye ;  and  with  the  usual  avidity  of  kings,  and 
courts  under  such  circumstances,  watched  those  vicissitudes  in  the  for- 
tune of  war  which  might  afford  her  a  favourable  opportunity  for  the  ac« 
complishment  of  her  object.  Bemadotte  now  saw  this  opportunity  al 
hand.  He  demanded  Norway  as  the  indemnity  for  the  risque  to  which 
he  put  himself  and  kingdom.  It  was  granted  to  him.  But  this  conces« 
sion  rendered  every  agreement  with  Denmark  impossible.  The  allies, 
indeed,  promised  her  the  Hanse  towns  as  a  compensation ;  but  Denmark* 
as  might  be  expected,  replied  ^by  cementing  herself  more  closely  to 
France  ;  and  it  is  more  than  a  matter  of  suspicion,  that  Bemadotte  has 
sold  us  nothing  but  his  inactivity  till  he  sees  the  event.  It  is  another 
consideration,  whether  his  inactivity  be  not  worth  this  price  of  onr  snh» 
sidy ;  perhaps,  we  think  that  it  is ;  but  in  this  work  we  are  the  advo- 
cates  orno  party. 

The  winter  passed  away  in  these  preparations  on  both  sides.  In  the 
commencement  of  the  spring,  the  French  forces  began  to  assemble  and 
concentrate  at  Mentz,  and  the  Russians  and  Prussians  at  Dresden.  The 
emperor  Alexander  and  the  king  of  Prussia  arrived  in  the  latter  city  on 
the  tt4th  of  April.  And  at  length,  every  preparation  being  finished,  and 
the  due  season  for  operation  being  arrived,  the  emperor  Na(>oleon  left 
Paris  on  his  road  for  the  army.  He  arrived  at  Mentz  on  the  $Oth  of 
April,  from  which  point  and  day  the  Campaign  of  1&I3  may  be  said  le 
commence.

IN  our  Military. Chronicle  of  last  inoDtb»  wp  carried  down  ottr  Nar« 
rative  to  the  begianiug  of  April  1813,  at  which  time  we  left  the  Mar^ 
quests  and  Allied  Anny  in  their  several  cantonroeots.  As  the  army  has 
made  no  forward  operation*  or  at  least  has  taken  no  determined  line  of 
moVemeoty  at  the  tkne  im  which  we  are  now  writing,  we  shall  avail  our- 
selves of  this  interval  to  makt:  a  cursory  survey  of  the  state  of  afiaira  in 
which  the  present  Campaign  will  open.  It  will  save  us  much  future 
digression  thus  to  explain  )n  dttail  the  probable  lines  of  operation^— 4he 
topographical  character  of  the  expected  seat  of  the  Campaign,  and  the 
actual  positioDB  and  objects  from  or  to  which  the  several  armies  are'  in 
march. 

It  was  stated  in  our  last  Military  Chronicle,  that  the  Campaign  of 
181^  would  have  three  lines  of  operation.  The  first  is  from  Salamanca 
to  the  Duero;  and- thence  through  Valladelid  to  Burgos,  Miranda  ob 
the  Ebro^  Victoria  and  the  forts  of  the  Pyrenees ;  that  is  to  say,  along 
the  High  Bayoane  road  from  Bayonne  to  Madrid^  The  second  line 
will  be  from  Madrid  through  Aranjuez  aud  Ocauna  to  Valentia ;  that  is 
to  say,  the  High  Madrid  Road  to  Valentia.  -  The  third  is  from  Valentia 
through  Barcelona,  Toi  tosa,  &c.  towards  Perpignao  ;  that  is  to  say,  the 
High  Catalonian  Road  from  Perpignau  in  France  to  Barcelona,  Valen- 
tia>  Altcant,  and  Carthagena. 

As  nothing  so  much  facilitates  the  clear  understanding  of  military 
operations  as  a  distinct  knowledge  of  the  lines  of  movement  aud  opera* 
iioo,  we  shall  now  proceed  to  explain  the  above  lines  with  t(ome  mmute- 
iiess<i  The  reader  will  acknowledge  the  value  of  this  detail  when  he  shall 
hereafter  have  to  accompany  the  official  narratives.  It  will  save  him  at 
least  from  those  abundant  errors  into  which  the  headlong  ignorance  of 
the  Daily  Papers  would  lead  him* 

PERPIGNAN  ROAD. 

'  There  are  but  two  foadt  horn  Fmict  ioto  Spain,  the  one  the  BayoBne  road, 
tlie  other  the  Perpigaaa  road,«-»lroni  Perpig^tn  ia  Fraace  to  Barccloaa,  Valeatia, 
Alicant  itc,  ^  the  linr  of  opecttiou  of  Marshal  Sachet.  To  coaipel  his  retreat 
mlong  this  road,  ioto  France,  will  be  oae  of  the  efforts  of  the  curreot  cani|Niiga. 
Here  therefore  follows  the  detail  >^ 

From  Perpignan  to  fiarcelooa  is  lii(  miles.  The  route  and  distantes  areas 
follows  :  from  Perpfgeaa  to  BoUi  It  Bogllsh  miles  i  thence  to  Ecluse,  (near  the 
summit  of  the  Ifyreuees  on  the  French  side)  lo ;  thence  to  La  Jnnquerra  (the  first 
town  in  Spain)  6 ;  thence  to  Figneras  19  ;  thence  to  Bocara  9  -,  thence  to  Geronna 
li;  thence  to  Malgrat  16;  thence  to  Matsroao;  theace  to  Barcelona  i&— Total 
from  PcrpigMufio  Barceloaa  lis  Eaglish miles. 

From  Baroeloaa  the  saosc  road  coiiliiines  to  Valentia  as  follows  :  from  Barccloaa 
to  Villa  •  Franca  95  miles ;  thence  to  Tarragooa  25  ;  theaeo  to  Venta  de  Balagacr 
80',  theaceto  LaQmlaaOj  thcacetoOiopssaiSi  thence  to  Alaicaara  as ;  thcace> 
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to  Valentia  20-*Total  from  Barcelona  to  Valeotia  17Q  l^ni^Uh  milei ;  and  from 
Perpi^an  to  Valciitia  288  milff . 

Bolo,  the  first  tuwo  or  rather  the  firat  Tillaji^e  frpm  Pcrpigfian,  was  formerly  a 
fortified  town  j  and  the  raios  still  remain.  It  is  ip  a  fine  situation  on  the  right  ban)c 
of  the  rirer  Trr,  and  has  a  fertile  plain  aroupd  it.  A  Roman  military  road  passed 
through  this  ancient  town,  the  name  of  which  was  Stabalum. 

From  Bolo  to  Ecluse^  the  next  town,  Is  lo  miles.  The  road  ascends  the  Pyre* 
neey  at  first  by  a  gentle  rise,  bii^  which  gradually  becomes  steeper.  The  road  is 
fine,  wide,  and  supported  on  the  precipices  by  good  walls.  Eclose  is  the  Clausura 
of  the  Romans.  The  road  immediately  after  reaches  the  summit  of  the  Pyrenees  ; 
enters  into  the  pass  of  Pertus,  and  thence  descends  towards  Junquerra.  This  pasi 
is  very  strongly  defended  by  the  Castle  of  Bellegarde,  which  stands  on  a  lofty  insu- 
lated mountain,  and  commands  the  defile.  This  Castle  would  e^ectually  stop  an 
adrancing  army  for  many  weeks.  They  are  not  aware  of  the  strength  of  the  coun- 
try who  anticipate  a  march  from  the  Ebro  to  the  Pyrenees.  At  cve^y  step  yoi| 
would  haye  the  Bull  by  his  horns. 

From  Ecluse  and  the  pass  of  Pertus  to  Junquerra  is  6  mll^«  The  road  is  broad 
and  excellent.  Junquerra  Is  a  small  town,  situated  at  the  entrance  of  a  plaioi 
which  Strabo  describes  as  Tery  fertile  in  flax  &c.,  whence  it  acquired  the  Roman 
•ame  of  Campus  Juncarius,  and  the  town  that  of  J  uncaria. 

From  Junquerra  to  Figueras  is  12  miles.  The  road  is  rough  and  stony,  and  of 
itself  a  defence  against  the  advance  of  Artillery.  It  runs  by  the  side  of  mountains, 
which  are  thickly  planted  with  fortifications,  redoubts,  &c.  and  which  of  course 
would  flank  a  marching  force.  The  road,  moreover,  continually  passes  through 
defiles,  narrow,  crooked,  and  deep  ;  and  the  walls  of  whfch  are  mountains  on  both 
sides.  And  to  add  to  this  defence,  the  road  is  crossed  every  mile  by  the  serpentina 
windings  of  the  river  Lobegrad,  behind  which  a  retreating  army  niight  take  succet^ 
sire  pbaitiohs  of  the  best  strength.  In  tliiy  manner  it  reaches  Fjgueras,  a  town  si- 
tuated in  the  middle  of  a  plain.  The  streets  are  tolerably  wide,  and  there  is  a  sqnafe 
with  piazzas  around  it.  it  is  defended  by  a  citadel  much  stronger  than  that  of  Bur- 
gmi,  and  which  it  would  he  necessary  to  attack  and  take.  It  stands  on  an  eminepce^ 
sad  beartf*  the  name  of  the  Castle  of  St.  Ferdinand.  It  is  built  with  a  magni^cence 
very  rarely  to  be  met  with  in  fortresses,  and  deserves  a  word  of  description.  The 
walls  are  of  freestone  and  very  thick  \  the  moats  deep  and  wide,  and  the  approaches 
are  mined.  The  principal  Cordon  is  not  seen  from  without ;  the  ramparts,  maga* 
sines,  hospital,  &c.  are  defended  by  a  casemate.  It  is  amply  provided  wi^h  all  means 
of  defence,  and  the  firm  bare  rock  on  which  it  is  built  has  been  turned  to  such  ad- 
vantage, that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  open  trenches  before  i^.  The  shape  of  this 
fortress  it  that  of  an  irregular  pentagon.  ^  It  stands,  as  above  said,  pn  an  eminence 
la  the  midst  of  a  spacious  plain,  which  it  therefore  defends  00  ^very  side,  serving 
as  an  intrenched  camp  for  17,000  men.  To  sa^  all  in  a  word,  it  is  one  of  the 
ttroogest  fortifications  in  Europe. 

From  Figueras  to  Oeronna  is  19  miles  ;  t)ie  road  stilt  rough.  It  crosses  over 
the  river  Flnvia,  Gerounais  the  Roman  Gerunda.  It  is  a. fortified  town  situated 
OB  the  side  and  at  the  foot  of  a  steep  mountain.  The  river  Ter  runs  through  the 
town,  which  is  surrounded  with  good  walls,  flanked  with  fortifications,  and  de* 
limded  by  two  strong  forts  erected  on  the  mountain.  It  woald  he  a  laborious  ope- 
ration to  besiege  it.    I  should  suppose  about  thirty  days  after  openiug  trenches. 

From  Geronna  to  Malgrat  is  is  and  thence  to  Mataro  SO  miles.  A  few  miles 
4rom  Geronna  the  road  crosses  the  wood  of  Trona,  which  for  the  space  of  ten  milea 
prcsentt  the  moat  delightful  prospects.  Malgrat  is  a  mere  village.  The  tillages 
#1  Tioir^aly  Caael,  tad  Haraa  are  litmled  close  by  the  fea  ^  and  unlike  such  si- 
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tamtioBt  ia  EagUndy  are  tarroaoded  with  grot ct,  gardcM,  anJ  orcbardc.  Tbera 
cannot  be  a  more  deligbtfal  proap^t  tban  ia  afforded  by  the  tea  tknt  opening  be- 
tween Tiitas  of  treei.  The  coaat  it  alwaya  covered  with  tmall  Tettelt  and  barki ; 
and  in  the  ereniug  of  a  ■nmnier^i  day,  in  the  piping  daya  of  Peace,  when  the  tU 
dance  on  the  green,  and  the  church  bells  ring  cheerily,  I  cannot  imagine  a 
.  delightliil  country  tban  Catalonia  and  than  tbii  part  of  it.  Theie  wooda  now  only 
echo  to  the  brazen  trump  of  War  ;  and  the  paitoral  deities  must  give  way  to  the 
BBVse  of  war  and  battles.  This  kind  of  country  brings  us  to  Mataro,  a  Tery  antient  . 
town,  known  to  the  Romans,  being  the  Iluro  of  Ptolemy  and  Pomponius  Mela.  It 
is  very  pleasantly  situated  on  the  sea  side,  at  the  eatremily  of  a  small  fertile 
plain,  which  terminates  at  the  foot  of  a  chain  of  mountains  clothed  with  the  Terdare 
of  groTes  and  forests.  This  is  the  character  of  the  scenery  in  Catalonia  i  the  woods 
descend  to  the  very  sea  shore,  and  the  landscape  reminds  yon  of  what  yon  read  in 
the  Odyssey  of  the  Islands  of  Circe  and  Calypso. 

From  Mataro  to  Barcelona  is  90  miles.  The  road  still  runs  by  the  sea  side,  and 
throuf;h  the  same  beautiful  country.  The  sides  of  the  road  are  ornaoMnted  with 
country  bouses,  which  might  have  been  built  indeed  with  more  taste,  but  they  en- 
rich and  animate  the  landscape.  The  steeples,  towers,  and  ramparts  of  Barcelona 
are  seen  at  a  distance,  and  the  road  to  it  is  good.  In  the  fine  season  of  the 
year  nature  here  pours  forth  her  riches  with  an  oTcrflowing  horn,  and  hill  and  date 
are  arrayed  in  her  purple  plenty.  The  people  are  said  to  be  as  happy  as  the  coun-^ 
try  is  fine  and  plentiful  \  and  man  and  nature  seem  to  Tie  who  most  shall  please  each 
other  'y  the  one  by  giving  from  a  laTisb  lap  }  the  other  by  receiTing  and  enjoying 
with  happiness  and  gratitude.  When  I  say  nature,  I  mean  the  Author  of  nature, 
the  one  is  totally  without  meauing  unless  referred  to  the  other. 

I  shall  say  nothing  of  Barcelona,  except  that  the  best  account  of  it  will  be  fonnd 
in  the  Memoirs  of  Captain  Carelton,  which  were  published  as  the  Supplement  to  the 
third  Volume  of  the  Chronicle.  It  is  fortified  with  great  strength ;  has  a  magnificemt 
rampart,  a  citadel,  and  the  castle  of  Mont*Joui,  which  the  Earl  of  Peterbonmgh 
obtained  possewion  of  by  the  most  romantic  gallantry. 

From  Barcelona  to  Villa  Frtnca  is  25  miles.  The  road  is  wide  and  magnificent, 
and  proceeds  as  if  through  a  perpetual  garden.  It  is  lined  on  both  sides  by  lofty 
spreading  elms,  in  the  intenrals  of  which  are  orange  trees  which  flourish  in  great 
beauty.  There  is  an  unbroken  succession  of  handsome  houses,  fountains,  and  Til- 
lages ;  the  latter  of  which,  from  the  dressed  air  of  the  scenery,  seem  ^s  if  situated 
in  parks  or  pleasure  grounds.  At  the  distance  of  eight  miles  from  Barcelona  yon 
pass  the  Lobregad  oTer  a  fine  bridge  about  500  yards  in  length.  The  causeways 
and  parapets,  and  the  four  paTi lions  by  which  it  is  terminated,  are  of  red  granite. 
The  same  width  and  goodness  of  road  continue  till  you  arrire  at  a  Tast  bridge,  s 
work  worthy  of  the  Romans,  and  which  was  constructed  for  the  purpose  of  uniting 
two  mountains.  It  is  composed  of  three  bridges  one  aboTe  another.  The  first,  ia 
the  form  of  a  terrace,  was  intended  for  foot-passengers  ;  the  second  for  baasta  of 
burthen,  the  uppermost  for  carriages.  The  work  was  almost  finished  when  the 
principal  arches  fell  in.  Nothing  of  it  remains  but  the  enormous  pillars  which 
supported  it.  Villa  Franca  is  a  walled  town.  It  is  supposed  to  be  the  Carthago 
Vetus  of  the  ancients,  founded  by  Amilcar  Barcas.  Its  situation  is  very  fine,  being 
in  a  wide  and  fertile  plain,  and  under  a  most  heaTCnly  climate.  The  streets  are  nar- 
row, and  the  houses  in  the  Moorish  taste,  t^rom  Villa-Franca  to  Tarragona  ia  $^ 
miles.  The  gn^ter  part  of  the  road  is  by  the  Sea-side,  and  for  some  miles  actually 
upoh  the  level  beach,  which  exceeds  that  of  our  best  watering  places.  The  waTfi 
break  against  the  fcet  of  the  horses,  and  often  wet  the  TraTcller.  This  Tiew  of  the 
aes,  which  is  always  bcaatifnl|  is  here  fw|^liihffdby  a  totily  f  onatiy  f  n  your  «tlin

11  it  -Icfended  by 
a  Coitlc,  vliieli  a\  unce  ('ummands  the  sea  and  (be  puf. 

From  the  Venta  de  fialagoer  tu  Turlou  is  30  miles  ;  and  (hence  la  Ln  Ccnin  (  a 
rifernbirh  separates  Calalunia  and  Valealia)  1«.  The  greater  part  of  thisrnadia 
OTer  dow u(  and  heHtL,  but  which  are  not  wi(hout  beauty  wheu  the  healh  Bowers 
and  broom  are  in  bloeaom,  which  is  here  (he  cnae  almost  all  the  year  round.  Tbe 
■DOuDlaina  are  covered  aitb  verdure  from  their  leel  to  their rcry  tops,  and  (beildis 
«r  Ihem  would  aiford  sonie  beantifai  acttea  for  houaei  and  grouada  In  Ihe  P.nglisli 
toslc.  Th«  country  greatly  inprores  aa  (he  road  enters  tlie  ralley  of  Torlosa. 
Tbia  city  ia  aoeient,  being  foooilcd  two  thousand  years  licfure  our  Saviour.  Scipio 
gave  it  the  Dame  of  Dordoaa.  It  is  II)  milea  from  (be  sea  and  H  from  the  inuuth 
of  Ibe  Ebru.  The  river  washes  (be  rampnrls  of  ihe  city.  I(  is  furliBed  «ith  great 
wt  asd  alrenglh,  (be  new  TurliricaliunB  bein;  raised  upon  Ihe  old, '  II  if  Saehet'a 
place  of  depot.  The  Culle  is  u|>wardsof  a  uiilv  square.  There  ii  leircety  such  a 
'work  In  Europe,  From  the  summit  of  it  is  one  of  the  liiosl  luvrly  pnisperl*  ia 
epain,  a  rati  exient  of  rsded  scenery  watered  by  Ihe  winding  ulream  of  tha 
Kbra,  which  diffuses  freshness,  Bowers,  and  fertility,  through  all  lis  rourae.  Tlie 
cbann  uf  this  acMiery  is  mnch  augmented  by  the  remains  of  Roman  and  Car. 
Unyioian  anli<|uilie(,  fiequenlly  found  in  menduwa,  com-Selda,  aud  grofes,  which 
carry  ibc  memory  back  to  Ibuse  busy  ages,  and  mighty  namei,  wliieb  once  acted 
iu  these  scene*,  now  only  occupied  by  Hng-duves  and  nightingales.  1  Itno* 
■Mhiiig  more  auiled  (u  eu large  and  ennoble  Ihe  mind  lliau  a  lore  and  aludy  of  an(U 
qully;  and  psrIicuUrly  where  it  ii> accompanied  by  Ihil  religioua  bith  aad  feeling, 
wti>«h  Icochea  us  Ilial  ibc  Herue*  unil  Pliilnsopbers  of  Ihe  Ureeb  and  Human  world 
Jirc  in  no  mauuer  dead  tn  us,  that  they  hare  only  paaaed  before  ua  into  a  world  Into 
which  w«  onraeltes  i^hall  go  ;  and  that  Homer,  Plato,  Socrates,  and  Musizui,  and 
nil  sseb  of  Ihe  aneienl  Heroes  who  foaghl  and  died  in  a  'irluoua  cause,  and  who^ 
tboagb  bom  in  a  Psgnn  wnrld,  and  therefore  wllhuul  (he  benefits  uf  Retclalino,  yet 
huneatly  used  the  "  light  wiihln  ihem", — ibsl  Iheae,  1  say,  have  all  rereived  Ihe  re- 
ward assigned  (o  firtne,  and  that  the  lime  is  nppi  oBcIiiug  when  we  may  meet  then 

From  La  Cenia  lo  Onipesa  is  as  miles.  The  Brat  (own  on  th1>  road  worthy  of 
note  is  BenicBilO)  Ihe  rond  then  leads  to  (he  ses.sidr,  and  on  ihe  other  side  of  il  ara 
monataina  corefedwith  piiie«,  slirubi,  end  tine  verdure.  Tbero»d  rons  by  Ihe  side 
of  Ihe  Mediterranean,  sn<l  nothing  can  ricced  its  landscape.  Tli»  kind  of  a  toad 
briigi  Ibc  trareller  lo  Oropeaa,  a  small  town,  immcdiiilely  on  Ihe  eoasl. 

FronOropesN  to  Almenaraisgs  milet^  the  road  prcciaely  of  the  same  rhuocter. 
Almrasra  is  a  Muurish  town  of  more  ancient  reputation  thai)  prrseiil  eitssrqaence. 
From  Almennra  to  Vaknliais  so  miles  ;  and  the  rood  paaaea  through  Murniedrai 
ibe  fisnoai  Ssgnnlum,  ibeinhabitanla  of  which  burned  themselves  aoonerihan  sur- 
r*nd>.T  tu  Hannibal.  The  Romana  afterward*  rebuilt  Sngunlnin,  but  Could  never 
mlore  it  Iu  its  prin  I  tive  splendour.    The  cily  of  .Murvicdiu  »  full  uf  the   remaja* 
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of  itsauticpiity;  tlie  wallf  of  tbc  kouMty  tbe  city  fmtes,  ftc-arccorcrcd  with  io- 
srriptioDS.  The  mott  carious  of  the  ancieut  moniioieDtt  are  the  Castle  attd  Theatre. 
Tbe  castle  covers  tbe  whole  top  of  tbe  moantaio  opoa  which  it  is  sitoaicd,  and  is 
ininenscly  strong^.  Tbe  Theatre  is  situated  at  tbc  foot  of  the  oMmntaUi  upon  which 
tbc  Castle  staods.  It  is  a  uoble  remain  of  the  Romanty  bat  it  would  be  iBpertincBt 
to  our  present  subject  to  say  more  of  it. 

Valentia  has  been  so  fully  and  so  frequently  mentioaed  in  onr  pugesy  tlMit  we  deem 
it  unnecessary  to  add  any  tbinf^  further  of  it  in  this  place. 

From  Valentia,  througpb  San  Felippe  to  Alicant,  is  96  wiles,  in  a  soatbem  direc- 
tion. The  route  is  as  follows  :— From  Valentia  to  AUirafti  miles;  thence  to  San 
Felippe  13  miles ;  thence  to  Fuente  de  la  Higuerra  19  ;  thence  to  Villcna  19 ;  thence 
to  £lda  19  *,  thence  to  Montfortc  19;  thence  to  Alicant  |9;  Total  frons  ValcBttala 
Alicant  96  miles. 

Tbe  road  on  leaTtng  Valentia  passes  through  a  fine  eoontry  which  lurroonds  that 
town.  It  passes  through  a  village  and  over  a  small  stream  called  Cataroja,  the 
stream  runs  across  tbe  road,  and  discbarges  itself  into  tbe  lake  of  Allnafcra,  which 
u  about  a  mile  on  one  side  of  the  main  road,  and  wImucc  Marshal  Sachet  takes  hie 
title.    Tbe  road  thus  passes  to  Alcira. 

Alsira  is  a  considerable  town  situated  on  the  river  Jucaa  or  Xncar.  Thii  ia  a 
broad  and  deep  river,  which  flows  directly  across  the  road,' towards  the  sea  on  one 
side,  aud  into  the  country  on  the  other.  Ita  course,  is  therefore,  west  and  east,  or 
rather  (if  we  consider  it  from  its  source)  north  east.  A  mile  or  two  on  one  side  of 
Alzira,  it  throws  ont  a  branch  from  its  south  bank,  which  runs  parallel  to  the  road 
from  Alsira  to  San  Felippe.  This  is  the  river  Albayda.  Moreover  this  river  (tbe 
Albayda)  divides  itself  into  a  furk  at  San  Felippe;  of  wbich  one  branch  ia  thecon- 
tinnation  of  the  main  stream  of  the  Albayda,  and  tbe  other  a  rivulet.  MaralMl 
Snchet*8  position,  therefore,  is  behind  this  fork ;  and  tbe  strength  of  it  consists  in 
this  double  defence.  The  country,  which  is  contained  between  tbia  fork,  ia  morn* 
over  very  rough  and  hilly ;  and  the  position  is  altogether  such  as  may  give  Sir  J. 
Murray  Rome  trouble  to  force.  Sir  J.  Murray,  however,  is  an  officer  of  experience 
and  doubtless  knows  tbe  ground  against  which  be  will  h«ve  to  proceed, 

San  Felippe  is  a  very  aotient  town,  being  the  Setabis  of  tbe  Romans,  from 
tbe  Moors  corrupted  it  into  Xativa,  b.  and  v.  being  in  their  pronunciation  thei 
It  greatly  distinguished  itself  by  an  obstinate  defence  against  Philip  the  5th,  and 
was  tbe  theatre  of  exploits  wbich  would  have  done  honor  to  any  age.  it  was  in 
the  wars  of  the  Earl  of  Peterborough  that  it  thus  distinguished  itself,  in  May  1706. 
Tbe  French  besieged  it  with  forces  which  left  it  nothing  to  hope  from  surrender. 
Tbe  Garrison  consisted  of  some  battalions  of  English  troops ;  and  tbe  courage  of  tbe 
inhabitants  seconded  tbe  gallantry  of  their  defenders.  A  breach  waa  made,  and  the 
alternative  of  a  capitulation  or  an  assault  proposed.  They  preferred  the  latter, 
which  was  accordingly  given,  and  the  town  taken.  Tbe  inhabitants  still  refused  to 
submit ;  and  like  tbe  Sagnntines  of  old,  set  fire  with  their  own  bands  to  their  honseia 
The  soldiers  seconded  them ;  and  with  the  sword  in  one  hand,  and  tbe  fire  brand  in 
the  other,  completed  tbe  horrible  work.  All  perished,  men,  women,  andchiMrCBy 
and  tbe  town  itself.  No  more  of  Xativa  remained ;  a  new  town  arose  from  ita  ashes, 
and  it  was  called  San  Felippe.    Such  was  this  town. 

From  San  Felippe  to  Fnente  de  la  Higuerra  is  19  miles,  and  thence  to  Villena  19 
more.  Villena,  wbich  is  the  Arbucnla  of  the  Romans,  is  a  beautiful  town,  situated 
in  a  plain  and  almost  at  tbe  foot  of  tbe  mountain  of  Le  Cbristoval,  This  town  ia 
defended  by  a  castle,  which  is  placed  upon  a  height  whence  it  commands  tbe  town. 
In  very  ancient  times  it  was  surrounded  by  walls,  bat  which  are  now  in  mint.  A^ 
coy,  a  ttndtwie  litUe  towa;^  is  at  a  mmU  dIeUact  m  oae  tide  of  the  r«u|* 
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Wnm  ViUcMto  EliU  Is  12  mllci*  BMm  is  a  small  tawn  tltamtad  od  tbc  little 
river  Elda,«taMst  at  the  foot  of  tho  mooDtaln  ealM  La  Canara.  It  was  peopled  b^ 
the  Mo«ns  wko  called  it  Ukllaf  or  the  Iiomo  of  pleatore,    Uenoe  by  ctirniption  its 


Ffon  BIda,  to  Mootftirte  it  19  niles,  and  tbeace  to  Alicaot  it  likewise  it.  Tbia 
tova  is  sitaated  betweea  noaataint  at  the  entraaee  of  the  bay  formed  by  Cape  Hu« 
crta  and  tmM  Panlo^  in  the  aadcst  tbaatry  of  the  lUleitaai.  U  it  a  food  position 
oaly  hecaase  it  ir  open  to  the  sea  $  bat  wonld  not  be  lonf  tenable  against  a  sapcrior 
snny.  TImm  seems  no  food  rrasen,  however,  that  our  afmy  in  that  i|aartcr  sbonld 
have  bees  so  loaf  inaetife,  except  that  the  Spaniards  were  wanting  ia.  their  dnty« 
and  the  SleiKan  troops  In  diselpthie  and  contdeace.  To  oonfeee  the  trathy  however, 
H  is  nnrcasonable  to  expect  more  of  them  tbaa  that  they  shall  keep  Sncbct  employed^ 
m  the  roftd  from  Alicant  to  Yalentlai  and'  thenee  towards  Tortosa,  Tarragona,  aa4 
Bsrcelona^ls  both  too  strong  ia  its  nataral  deftness^  and  two  thickly  set  with  gam- 
sens,  fortresses,  and  citadelf,  to  allow  aay  reasonable  eapectatioa  of  an  effective  ad* 
vaace.  TIm  Alleant  army  is  perhaps  snperior  to  Sachet  in  the  fleld$  bat  this  sape- 
riority  la  not  tnflelently  ^scldsd  to  justify  snch  operations  as  sieges.  The  greslest 
partof  8«chet*s  force  Is  lo'tho  forts,  nod  nnlem^the  Spaniards  come  forwarda  in 
freater  strength,  it  Is  absard  toetpcct  aay  brilliant  sncaem  niong  the  line. 

TIm  bent  nseof  this  AHcant  avmy  wiH  be  to  cover  the  coast  and  country  in  its  4«ar« 
It  is  not  too  mneh  to  expect  that  it  wiH  cover  Cnfthagcna»  Mnrda,  Ice.  To  expect 
more  is  tu  be  disappointed. 

BAYOl^NB  ROAD.

The  road  on  leaving  Madrid,  and  for  twelve  dKles  forwards.  Is  tbfvngfa  a  rough 
sad  rugged  country,  the  roots  of  the  Pyrenees.  This  kind  of  read  condnctt  yon 
to  St  loan  de  Lux,  a  small  town.  On  leaving  it,  yon  shortly  (If  coming  from 
Ffsnce)  reach  a  ssmII  arm  of  the  sea,  which  runs  in  a  kind  of  eleU  of  the  country. 
This  is  pmsed  hy  o  bridge.  On  the  forther  side  of  it  are  the  suburbs  of  Sibonrne,  and 
ft  Kttle  onwsrd  the  town  of  Orogne.  Four  miles  fortber  yon  rench  the  river  Bidn- 
ioa,  andcrostlag  it  Snd  yonrtdf  out  of  France,  and  in  tbc  Spanltb  proviace  of  Bin- 
csy.  The  traveller  next  reaches  the  town  of  Iron,  which  is  small,  and  ill-built,  nnd 
sbont  two  miles  from  the  Bidtsoa.  The  next  town  is  Hcmnni,  a  considerable  town, 
tnrrounded  by  mountnins  separated  from  each  other  by  narrow  hut  verdnnt  valleys. 
These  are  watered  by  a  small  river,  which  by  resson  of  its  serpentiae  windings  the 
tTM^ctler  frequently  meets  again  at  he  approaches  Tictorla.  There  are  some* 
haadtome  though  small  stone  bridges  over  il.  This  road  is  very  strong  for  a  re**. 
tvcstiag  army.    Every  mile  alaiost  presents  a  position  of  great  defensive  ntrength.* 

*  At  Hernaoi  tbc  Bayonne  road  throws  out  a  branch  to  the  right  or  west,  which 
it  the  road  to  Si.  Sebastian  and  Bilboa.  This  road  is  as  follows,-- from  Hcrnani  to 
Fottsnbia  to  milet :  thence  to  St.  Schnciian  10 :  thence  to  BUboa  so— Fontara- 
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VWitt  Hcrnimi  to  ToIom  ii  sa  nilet.  Oa  leaving  HcrnBoi,  tW  road  for  18  milct » 
iM-er  billis  after  which  they  tepaimU  ai  it  arere,  ao  ai  to  foroi  a  ahdtcred  and  bca»* 
lil\il  vallvy.  The  eyes  of  the  traTellcr  are  here  dciiffated  hj  aa  ininite  variety  af 
pU>a»iuf  ubjeets ;  every  farm  bouse  and  cottage  it  titaatcd  in  a  patch  of  tieca,  aad 
lh«  cU'ar  aad  frcab  whileocat  of  their  valli  forais  a  moat  plcailag  ceatraat  to  the 
verdure  of  the  tr^cs  and  fields.  Hilli  riaing  above  oac  another,  iweaeat  aa  aaiphi* 
lhettir«>  where  cultivatioa  aeeaif  extended  to  the  very  aamaiits  of  the  forctta.  8omc« 
liaftta  the  traveller  discovert  a  little  village,  near  to  which  ia  a  Magaiiceat  baikUag, 
lifting  ita  larretted  aad  cattcllatcd  head  from  amidat  the  embotoaiing  ticea.  The 
pariah  chnrch  it  atnally  beantifnlly  litnated,  and  it  almoat  always  an  aalicat 
Ooihic  haildiag.  Thit  tcencry  it  improved  by  a  nuosbcr  of  wild  rivolett  deacead- 
in(  frma  the  rockt  and  hilb,  and  on  the  banka  of  which  are  titaated  those  kind  of 
astlU)  from  which  yon  would  expect  to  see  neat  beantifal  girls,  reseaihliiv  ^^ 
heroines  of  the  tales  in  Don  Qoixolto.  One  of  these  streams  aseaadera  BMSt  jhk 
maulieally  throngh  the  valley  of  Toloaa. 

TuUisa  is  the  antient  Iturissa ;  it  is  a  small  and  very  handioaM  towa,  sitnateA 
itt  a  pleasant  valley,  npoa  the  two  rivers  Oria  and  Araacs,  the  latter  of  which  yea 
i'ritM  by  a  beautifnl  bridge,  defended  by  a  tower.  This  town  was  foaaded  by  Alphoaaa 
thv  ^V  be  of  Castile,  and  was  compleatly  peopled  in  1391,  by  Saacho  the  Brave. 
It  has  a  parish  chnrch,  and  two  respeitnble  convents,  nnd  a  market  every  Satmrday. 
*l'ha  streets  sre  very  well  paved,  aad  are  lighted  at  night.  The  ftelda  ia  ato  a4» 
jjat'viicy  are  very  fertile ;  prodaciag  wheat,  maize,  and  chesnnts. 

I^^'ow  Tolusa  to  Vcrgars,  the  next  stage,  is  13  English  miles.  The  road  throngh 
lbs  great  highway  from  France  to  Madrid  Is  throngh  the  most  lovely  fields  iiaagia* 
nhlr,  reismhiing  the  cross-roads  in  Kent  or  I>evonshire.  The  road  passes  threi^ 
Iha  »maU  but  active  town  of  Alegria,  and  thence  to  Villa  Franca  and  Villa  Real,  tw* 
hamUtSt  It  ilfict  ascends  a  moantain,  then  descends  it,  and  in  a  short  way  rrarhti 
Varisrs.  Vrrgara  is  a  small  bat  brisk  town,  celebrated,  before  the  war,  for  aoae 
v»4i>llrnt  srhools,  which  the  patriotic  Society  for  National  ImproveaMnt  had  cs* 
lnhlbhrtl  there.  These  schools  appear  to  have  been  of  a  very  respectable  aatniCy 
tVum  the  (tdlowing  list  of  what  was  tought  in  them,  via.  reading,  writing,  the 
talln  graniaiftri  arithmetic,  the  belles  lettres,  mathematics,  drawing,  mnsic,  aaA

yifvm  Vrrgara  to  Vittoria  is  98  miles,  and  the  anmber  of  habitations,  whether  vik 
lagrs  or  country  honses,  which  almost  touch  one  another,  make  the  road  from  Ver« 
gara  to  Vittoria  rcMaiblea  long  street.  The  beauty  of  this  grand'road,  the  charmiag 
view  of  the  Zadorra,wbich  meanders  in  the  valley,  and  the  wiudinp  of  which  are  coB« 
tinuslly  prrscntlng  tbeaiselves  to  the  eye  of  the  traveller,  form  a  charming  proapcct. 
Hut  It  Is  rendered  still  more  delightful  by  the  appearance  of  easy  circumstances  ia 
Iha  vilUgers,  and  by  meeting  a  great  degree  of  cleanlineaa  in  the  Inns.  The  road 
tUtti  pHKsrs  to  the  village  of  Mootdragou,  thence  to  the  foot  of  the  monntain  Sale- 
rss  which  It  ascends  lor  some  length,  and  thence  descends  into  lower  ground. 
TUe  whole  country  is  ndmirable  strong  in  positions  for  a  military  retreat.  The  • 
iiioiitttaiiiH  gradually  becone  lower,  and  the  features  of  the  country  soften  as  the  road 

spproaclies  Vittoria. 

Vitlfiria  is  one  of  the  most  lovely  towns  in  Spain.  It  is  situated  partly  upon  the 
declivity  of  a  hill,  and  partly  nt  the  end  of  a  beautiful  valley,  which  is  interspersed 
wiHi  vlltsges,  and  where  are  seen  the  mountains  ia  perspective.  It  is  divided  into 
the  new  aad  old  town,  and  is  surrounded  by  a  double  row  of  walls,  which  are  now 


hia  i«  a  town  strongly  fortified,  and  one  of  the  keys  of  Spain.  It  Is  situated  in  a 
email  peninsnia  on  the  sea  coast.  It  is  fortified  both  by  nature  and  art.  It  H 
protected  oa  the  lead  side  by  high  moaataias,  aad  defeaded  oa  the  sea  side  hf  1^ 
good  fortresa..^The  Freach  have  frequently  besieged  it  uMacecssfuU|,  aad  If 
would  sow  giiw  the  Marquew  Mmie  troaUe.

From   Vitloria  to    Miiaoda  de  Ebro  U  30  milei.     On  leaTiag  TilloriB,  the  road 

Icnph  and  to  in  breadth.  This  plain  ii  cbeTrful,  tell  cutlivaled,  extremely  ferlile, 
full  of  Wcea,  and  very  pDpuloui.  There  are  three  hundred  villugei  ond  hamleta  in 
U, — «t  leait  ao  it  ii  aaid.  The  road  eoe«  through  it  in  iti  lenglh.  The  iravellvr 
puiet  through  the  lillle  lowna  of  Ln  Puebla,  and  Ariainoii.  The  road  frequently 
fuunj  by  the  rirer  tide,  whieb  is  plauled  itilh  ireef .  You  theucc  uceud  a  hill, 
uddetcend  iuto  a  vcTyalraighl  handsuaic  road,  railed  like  a  causeway,  wliich  cun- 
tiaun  four  miles,  nlieu  il  briugi  you  ii>  Miranda  de  Ebro.— Mirauda  de  Ebro  i«  a 
-  tonaiderable  town,  beautifully  sUuated  on  ibe  Ebro,  over  which  it  has  a  noble 
bridge  of  cl^ht  archei.  The  lawn  coiitaina  a  large  tquire,  which  is  embellbhed 
*ilh  fountains.  Il  ii  lun-ounded  ua  all  tides,  but  ibat  of  lt|e  river,  by  niuunlama, 
upon  «boic  bruw  are  tie  reiaaint  uf  an  autlcnt  ensile,  and  the  ruiiii  of  scveial 
towef*,  which  unce  adufucd  and  defended  il.  It  li  a  very  eirong  place,  aad  one 
Ofthe  keys  of  the  Ehru. 

From  Mirandn  dc  Ebro  lo  Brlvieics,  or  Bi  ibioca  (b  and  t  btitie  ihe  mnie  IcUrr 
!■  Spanhb),  is  aU  English  miles.  The  road,  upon  Icuving  Miranda,  very  shortly 
Mtnd«  tW  iDunnlain  Pancorbo,  one  of  Itir  mouutains  of  the  chain  railed  (lie  Sierra 
d(  Oeca.  The  ssceot  iu  Ilic  summit  of  Paoeorbo  is  rery  long  and  ledioaa.  Tha 
toaA  pasM*  two  village)  as  it  ascends, — .Mayago  and  Pancurbo.  Havin;;  passed  the 
I  lB«tB>t,  Ibe  traveller  enters  a  oioat  tremfiiduus  pots,  which  is  formed  by  two  lofly 
noaalaiaa,  wboae  tottering  and  craggy  summila  are  divided  by  a  uarrov  inlertal. 
i  Bttweelt  this  inlervsl  i«  Ibe  pass,  which  ia  twelve  feel  iu  breadth,  and  on  both  (ides 
>f  tb«  iraveller  as  high  ss  81.  Fsul'i  in  a  perpendicular,  eicepi  where  it  comei  for. 
■ard  lo  hang  over  bim.  It  is  impuiublc  to  imaf[ine  a  scene  more  Iremeudously 
nful  tbaa  Ibis  spot,  which  i*  called  the  Goragantn  de  Paiicorvo,  or  Ibe  Tbioat 
afPaacarfo. 

Briviiaca  is  an  antient  town,  surrounded  with  walls,  and  having  four  gllai> 
Hrrcapodding  with  each  other.  It  ia  situated  in  a  very  delightful  plain  at  Ibe  foot 
it  the  pMlunlalns  of  the  Sierra  de  Occa.  This  plaia  i(  called  Ihe  district  of  BU' 
rcna  ;  Is  well  wooded  and  fertile,  and  is  watered  by  Ihe  river  Occa, 

From  Briviesca  tu  Burgos  is  2*  miles.  Ou  leaving  Btivieaca  the  traveller  pa*Ks 
Ivkltey  interspersed  with  the  moil  rumsntic  villagea.  The  road  next  aKcuds  a 
Boanlain.  Il  thns  reachea  the  village  of  Mooaaterio,  six  miles  distant  from  Mi- 
iindi.  and  about  sixteen  diilanl  from  Burgos.  This  city  is  visible  frum  the  stiiu- 
nit  of  Ibe  monnlain.  The  road  ob  descending  enters  a  be«ulifnl  place,  perfumed  en 
>ll  sides  by  flowering  shrnhsand  wild  fluwerc.  In  this  manner  you  approach  Burgos, 
Bartus  is  hnill  oailhe  aeclivily  uf  a  hill,  which  slopes  along  the  plain  lo  Ihe  river 
Castle,  wbicb  the  recent  siege  baa  lendeiedao  menurabte.  Nothing »ai rtuaiaiog 
vol  VI,    NO.  31.  P 
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of  it  but  the  walU  till  the  French  engineeni  repaired  mnd  fortified  it.     I  lay  iiothia| 
more  of  it  here,  as  an  account  of  it  has  appeared  in  all  the  public  papers.  * 

From  Borgos  to  Torrcqnemada  is  48  miles.  The  road  goes  for  a  good  length 
along  the  bsuks  of  the  Arlanson,  though  not  immediately  near  it.  It  paisci 
through  the  Tillsge  of  Quintanellas,  Buriel,  Estepar,  and  Gelada,  the  last  of  which 
is  16  miles  from  BorgoR.  Youthen  pass  successively  the  three  Tillages  of  Vi1lasft> 
poqne,  Villadrido>  and  Venta  del  Moral,  which  last  is  the  confluence  of  the  twt 
rirers  Arlanza  and  Arlanson.  The  road  next  ascends  two  very  steep  hills,  at  tfat 
foot  of  which  is  the  river  Pisncrga,  and  a  small  town,  Qnlniana  de  la  Pdeate, 
situated  upon  it.  Here  Is  a  noble  bridge  of  stone  of  eighteen  arches.  You  thus  anrlTtt 
at  Torrequemada,  a  small  town,  where  you  again  meet  the  Pisncrga,  and  #ii4 
anotbet'  excellent  bridge. 

From  Torrequemada  to  VaHadolid  is  36  English  miles.  The  road  passes  over  a 
plain  till  you  reach  a  hill,  on  the  top  of  wliich  is  bituated  Dncnas.  This  is  said  to 
be  the  Eldana  of  Ptolemy,  and  is  a  plentiful  and  luxuriant  country.  The  road 
ikcxt  proceeds  to  Cabezon,  and  afterwards,  through  a  noble  avenue,  to  ValladoHd. 
«— I  say  nothing  of  this  town,  as  every  traveller  in  full  of  it. 

From  Valladolid  to  the  bridge  over  the  Dnero  (the  Pnerte  de  Doero)  Is  5  niilef. 
Tlic  whole  way  is  a  sandy  road,  through  a  fine  wood.  The  Puerte  dc  Docfo  If  • 
village  as  well  as  a  bridge. 

From  Puerte  de  Dnero  to  Olmedo  is  16  miles.  Olmedo  is  a'small  town  situated 
on  a  hill  in  front  of  an  extensile  plain.  It  was  formerly  surrounded  by  walh,  wmm 
remains  of  which  are  visible. 

From  Olmedo  to  Martin  Munos  is  S9  miles.  The  road  has  nothing  worthy  of 
notice.    Martin  Munos  is  an  antient  but  inconsiderable  town. 

From  Martin  Munos  to  Espinar  is  90  miles.  The  road  is  through  arery  wiM 
country.  It  becomes  pleasantcr  as  it  reaches  Labigos.  A  short  distance  from  thb 
is  a  bridge  over  the  river  Almarza.  The  country  is  here  fertile  and  beautifol.  Bt* 
pinar  is  a  mere  village. 

From  Espinar  to  Puerto  de  Ouadarrama  is  so  miles  The  road  is  at  first  orcr  a 
dreary  plain  of  about  four  miles  troad  ;  at  the  end  of  it  yon  come  to  the  foot  oC 
theGuadarrama  mountains,  which  separata  Old  Castile  from  New  Castile.  At  tho 
foot  of  this  mountain  stands  the  Venta  de  Gnadarraraa,  an  inn  erected  at  tha  pnWIo 
expence.  The  road  up  to  the  top  is  of  very  easy  ascent,  having  been  rendere^no 
at  an  enormous  expence.  This  summit  is  called  the  Puerto  de  Gnadamuaay  caA 
there  is  a  monument  on  it  to  the  memory  of  Ferdinand  the  sixth,  at  whose  expcaeo 
the  road  was  made.  From  this  spot  there  is  a  beautiful  prospect  over  both  tte 
Castiles.  Eminences  and  inequalities,  and  even  lofty  hills  disappear.  The  wMo 
forms  but  one  vast  plain,  a  wide  expanse,  where  extent  seems  interminable  to  the  eyo* 

From  the  Puerto  de  Guadarrasu  to  the  village  of  Guadarraaa  is  eight  miles,  and 
thence  to  the  village  of  Rosas  19.  As  you  descend  from  the  Puerto  de  GnadarraflM, 
yon  see  the  Escnrial  about  eight  miles  on  your  right.  Yon  shortly  come  to  IIm 
village  of  Guadarrama,  and  thence  to  the  village  of  Bosas.  The  road  is  wnfomlj 
good,  and  the  scenery  pleasing  and  various.  The  hilla  are  skirted  with  villages^  nsi 
clothed  with  pines,  and  oaks,  or  ro3ral  forests  of  boundless  extent. 

From  Rosas  to  Madrid  is  16  miles.  It  crosses  over  a  plain  at  the  ibot  of  IIm 
Guadarrama  mountain.  This  place  is  fertile  and  well  cultivated.  When  tho  rood 
reaches  the  river  Maazanares,  it  croescs  a  noble  bridge,  called  the  Segovia,  «b4 
and  thence  enters  Madrid  by  the  St.  Vincent  gate. 

This  great  road  from  B^yonne  to  Madrid  thus  traverses  three  provinces  of  Spate 
namely,  Biscay,  Old  Castile,  and  New  Castile.     It  leaves  Biscay  and  enters  Ok) 
Gastile,  at  Miranda  de  Ebro;  and  it  leaves  Old  Castile  and  enters  New  CaatUfi^ 
fhe  Pvcrto  de  ChMdamma,  or  invmit  of  tho  Goadtmuon  monntaia. 
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BIOGRAPHICAL  MEMOIR  . 
Of  General  BERNADQTTE,  Prince  Royal  of  Sweden.

**  iBE  well  assured,  replied  Bernadotte,  that  my  only  regret  is  that  you 
are  not  a  General  of  Division,  like  myself;  as  I  would  then  have  ^iveii 
you  a  lesson  you  would  not  soon  have  forgotten."  Dupny,  perceiving 
be  had  to  do  witli  a  man  who  knew  how  to  ensure  himself  respect,  was 
lilent,  and  punctually  executed- Bernadotte*s  orders. 

At  the  moment  the  General  with  his  staff  was  coming  out  of  Milan  t6 
head  the  troops.  General  Friant  ran  up  extremely  troubled,  to  inform 
Bernadotte  that  the  officers  and  subalterns  with  the  colours  were  about  t6 
arrive,  but  that  the  soldiers  had  absolutely  refused  to  depart  till  they 
were  paid  what  was  due  to  them.     Bernadotte  immediately  advanced 
upon  the  ground,  and  ffave  orders  for  departing.     For  the  first  time  the 
soldiers  were  deaf  to  his  voice,     fie  promised  them  that  the  pay  should 
be  disbursed  to  them  on  their  arrival  at  Mantua,  and  that  it  was  impos- 
sible to  do  it  at  Milan,  as  there  was  not  a  farthing  in  the  public  chest. 
A  grenadier,  no  doubt  the  chief  of  the  mutiny,  cried  out,  "  there  will  be 
too   more  money  at  Mantua  than  at  Milan,  and  if  we  consent  to  depart^ 
the  AuBtrianS  will   be  engaged  to  give  us  our  pay  in  lead  and  iron.'* 
These  few  words  served  to  confirm  the  troops  in  their  obstinacy.     Bona- 
parleys  orders  were  urgent;  he  only  waited  for  Bernadotte*s division  to 
commence  operations  against  the  Archduke  Charles.     Wete  the  troops 
not  to  arrive  on  the  appointed  day,  the  blame  would  naturally  fall  oii 
^e  commanders,  for  not  possessing  sufficient  energy  in  ensuring  obedi- 
ence. In  this  critical  position  Bernadotte  had  i^ecourse  to  a  violent  expe^ 
dient — he  resolved  to  maintain  his  honour  or  perish  in  tht^  attempt :  he 
exclaimed  in  a  loud  voice,  "  since  you  refuse  to  obey  me,  the  law  autho- 
rizes me  to  kill  every  one  whu  i*efuses  to  march  against  the  enemy,  and 
yoa  shall  either  suffer  under  the  ignominy  of  having;  assassinated  your 
General,  who  has  been  so  long  a  father  to  you,  or  I  will  run  my  sabre 
through  the  body  of  every  mutineer.*'     He  then  advanced  to  the  right  of 
the  dOth  regiment,  and  applying  the  point  of  his  sabre  to  thb  brcust  of 
the  first  grenadier  of  the  right,  he  told  hiib  in  a  furious  tone,  "  to  the 
fight  wheel,  or  I  will  kill  you  !*'     The  grenadier,  Who  happened  fortu- 
tiately  to  be  an  orderly  character,  obeyed  ;  the  second  did  the  same,  and 
the  whole  division  then  followed  their  example  without  being  paid.     Boi 
tiaparte  who  wds  informed  of  this  anecdote,  complimented  Bernadotte 
bpon  it,  and  ffom  that  time  entertained  a  high  esteem  for  him.     Th^ 
good  clothing  of  the  troops,  the  gentlemanly  manners  of  the  officers,  the 
levere  discipline  and  good  information  of  this  division,  afforded  an  agree- 
tbie  surprise  to  theGenetal  in  Chief.    When  he  passed  them  in  review, 
it  was  easy  to  perceive   the  great  satisfaction  he  experiehced  in   hear<<> 
ine  the  Officers  and  Subalterns  reply  to  all  hi6  questions  with  a  precision 
itnctly  conformable  to  the  regulations.     How  different  from  the  troops 
of  the  army  of  Italy  !  where  you  could  n<>t  distinguish  the  officer  from 
the  soldier  ;  almost  ajl  wefe  et]unlty  ignorant,  dirty,  covered  with  ra^s, 
often  with  bare  feet  andlegs,  eating  promiscuously,  and  fmsstng   in  the 
public  house  the  days  they  were  not  fighting.     Their  only  excellence 
was  a  well  tried  intrepidity «     Bdrthier,  Bonaparte^s  chief  of  the  staff, 
t?en  said  to  Bem«dotte  in  a  tone  of  raillery,  **  1  am  anxious  to  see 
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myself,  whether  these  Jlne  gentlemen  are  not  fearful  of  the  cannons  de- 
ranging their  elegant  dress."  *'  Rest  assured,*'  replied  Bernadolte 
viewing  him  fiercely,  ''  that  there  is  n^t  an  individual  of  my  divisioa 
who  is  not  ready  to  prove  to  you  that  he  is  as  brave  as  yourself.'*  Bema* 
dotte  had  already  had  an  explanation  with  Berthier  respecting  the  arrest 
Ordered  to  Dupuy,  who  had  complained  of  Bernadotte's  severity.  Ber- 
thier wanted  to  assume  an  ironical  tone,  to  make  that  General  sensible 
that  he  had  ill-treated  a  good  officer  of  the  army.  *^  I  ha%'e  puaished 
one  who  was  insubordinate,*'  said  Beruadotte  ;  "  if  your  are  minded  to 
take  his  part,  I  am  your  man.  You  are  like  me,  a  General  of  divjiMmi, 
I  am  far  from  being  inclined  to  quarrel,  but  I  have  a  hearty  wish  to  call 
those  of  my  equals  to  an  account,  who,  like  you,  think  fit  to  assume  a 
dictatorial  tone."  Berthier  hereupon  apologized,  and  said  he  had  only 
mentioned  Dupuy's  arrest,  to  he  better  informed  of  that  officer's  faulty 
and  assured  Bernadotte  that  he  should  be  delighted  to  cultivate  Air 
friendship. 

The  troops  of  the  Rhine  h^d  ho  opportunity  of  fighting,  but  at  the 
passage  of  the  Tagliamento,  Bernadotte's  division  was  upon  the  riglit 
wing  of  the  army  :  as  soon  as  Bonaparte  had  ordered  the  passage  of  the 
river,  Bernadotte  placed  himself  at  the  head  of  his  columns.  Wheo 
they  were  about  to  enter  the  water,  there  was  a  momentary  hesitatipD  id 
the  regiment  at  the  head,  which  was  the  15th  regiment  of  light  iofautry* 
The  greatest  depth  oF  water  was  about  thre^  feeL  Bernadotte  ebserved  to 
them  that  they  ran  no  risque,  as  the  water  was  not  higher  than  their  waists* 
A  voice  was  heard  exclaiming, "  we  are  not  on  horse-back."  Upon  which 
Beruadotte  leaped  from  his  horse,  though  in  the  middle  of  the  torrent,  and 
cried  out,  **  advance  forward.^'*  The  troops  rushed  into  the  river  amidst  th^ 
cries  of  lon^'  line  our  General/  It  was  on  the  17th  of  March,  1797»  and 
though  it  was  near  noou,4he  air  was  piercing,  and  the  water  very  cold; 
but  who  would  have  dared  to  complain  when  the  General  himself  set  the 
example  ?  Prince  Charles  soon  found  out  that  he  had  to  fisht  with  those 
very  same  troops,  who  upon  the  Maine  and  the  Rhine  had  so  often  dis- 
puted the  victory  with  him,  and  he  made  but  a  weak  i:e6istance.  The 
cannonade  was  very  heavy  :  the  infantry  retreated  almost  without  fight- 
ing ;  the  cavalry  manoeuvred  with  ability,  to  protect  the  retreat*  Our 
calvalry  endeavouring  to  harrass  it  too  pearly,  was  briskly  received  pud 
repulsed,  aud  would  have  suffered  considerably,  had  it  not  been  for  priH 
tection  received  from  the  columns  of  the  infantry.  Bonaparte  paid 
the  most  fiatterinp^  compliments  to  Bernadotte  on  tlie  precision  of  his 
manoeuvres,  and  the  good  coudct.of  his  troops.  (See  the  Confession  of 
Bonaparte  to  the  Abb^  Maury,  page  243). 

Although  Bonaparte  at  first  censured  the  circumstances  attending  t|i<i 
taking  of  Gradisca,  he  latterly  did  Justice  to  Bernadotte's  good  inten- 
tions. The  following  is  the  manner  m  which  he  gave  au  account  to  the 
Directory  of  that  event : — General  Bernadotte  caused  the  enemy" t  m* 
trenchments  to  be  attacked  by  the  sharp-shooters,  but  our  soldiers,  c€r» 
ried  away  by  their  natural  ardour,  advanced  with  bayonets  fixed,  unjcr 
the  very  walls  of  Gradisca.  They  were  received  by  a  very  heavy  firing 
of  musketry  and  caseihot.  General  Bernadotte,  o6^fd  to suppoftthenut 
ordered  four  pieces  of  cannon  to  be  brought  forward,  to  force  the  gates  ; 
but  they  were  covered  by  a  strong  redoubt*  He  sent  the  Austrian  Com* 
roaudant  the  annexed  summons,  upon  which  he  capitulated.  Three 
tlu}usand  prisoners,  the  choice  of  Pnnce  Charles's  army,  ten  pieces  of 
cannon,  and  eight  colours,  are  the  fruits  of  this  manceuvre.  General 
Bernadotte's  division  has  conducted  itself  with  a  bravery  which  is  a  gua« 
rantee  of  future  successes.    Geueral  Bernadotte,  his  Aides-de-camp,  bis

Geiierali,  braved  every  danger,"  Sec,  &c.  All  the eKj>res«i(ins  oC  diUrp" 
port  deserve  ))unicular  atteiilioa,  and  prove  liow  much  care  llonaitarte- 
took  to  lessen  the  merit  ul'  iii^  subordinates  in  iioint  of  talents.  He  extoW  ' 
the  courage  of  Bernadotte,  but  is  silent  upon  his  ability.  By  cbBtrvitig*  . 
that  the  soldiers  were  carried  away  by  their  anlniir,  ite-  and  that  BerH»«  ' 
dotte  was  obiiged  ta  tuslain  them,  he  gives  to  inident^nd,  that  his  orden 
were  not  punt^^tually  executed.  Tlie  tMmy'i  intrenckmeut ,  as  aUn  the*  ' 
Uro»g  redoubt,  &re  u  creation  of  Bonaparte'e.  The  y^iXe  wj*  forced  by 
caunon  balU,  which  wmild  not  have  been  fensible,  had  it  been  covcretli 
by  B  tlrong  redoubt.  We  were  prevented  from  entering  the  town  by  «■ 
great  quantity  of  dujig,  which  the  CoiuraHndant  had  heaped  tofjellier  ta' 
•top  np  the  imssui^e,  and  by  a  heavy  lire  of  musketr)-  from  the  Austrian' 
grenadiers,  upon  the  (columns  forming  the  attack.  Another  ob nervation' 
that  may  l>e  made  is,  that  the  f^arrison  was  near  4,000  strong ;  and  oiM' 
is  quite  astonished  to  see  Bonapurte  deviating  ffom  his  wonted  rule,  of  at' 
least  doubling  the  number  of  his  prisDiiers,  1  attribute  the  cause  t«  this; 
■uccess  being  owi  ng  to  the  troops  of  the  Army  of  the  Khine,  and  that  lie ' 
sought  moreover  to  diminish  Beniadotte's  glory.  With  reipeit  to  Gf*- 
discB,  it  )!>  a  small  town,  surrounded  by  an  old  wall,  in  pretty  [;ood  can> 
ditioD.  Tlie  ditches  are  dry,  and  tlie  cuuntersctap  (revetement)  is  wjtiw 
«ut  mosou-Horh.  There  are  noexterior  furtiti cations.  Tliut  poM  ou^ht' 
oat  to  have  been  occupied  but  in  case  the  Arehduke  had  been  Sttronf^ 
enough  to  have  odered  battle;  which  not  being  so,  it  is  hard  to  be  con-i 
jectiired  how  this  Prince  should  determine  upon  losing  sIk  buttulious  of' 
choice  troops.  * 

Bonaparte,  who  hna  never  neglected  any  means  of  knowing  well  whom' 
lieh»d  to  deal  ivilb,  had  placed  Cieneral  Murat  an>on[^it  us,  under  the  pre- 
tence of  bi6  commanding  the  advanced  guard  of  Bi-rnadoite's  division^ 
but  in  fact  to  be  a  spy  over  us,  to  ensure  the  ^ood-will  of  the  troopa,' 
sod  to  collect  the  moiiey  nf  the  public  treRsury  of  the  contitriei  we  weici 
about  to  invade.     He  knew  by  his  emissary,  that  Bemudotte  hail  been* 
surprised,  and  very  discontented,  at  not  receiving  a  written  order  for  ihei    ' 
attack  upon  Gradisca,  as  was  Jourdan's  custom  of  doin^  with  the  Army* 
of  the  Sambreand  Meuse.     In  consequence  of  thisinfonnation,  he  cent'    i 
the  following  order : — "  The  division  of  Beriiadottc  ie  ordered  immSM 
diktely  to  deimrt  for  KlBqeufurt,  passing  by  Laybuch.     Signed  Boutt^_* 
parte."— It  would  be  difficult  to  describe  Bernudotte's  aatonishment :'    ' 
two  lines  to  order  a  march  of  more  than  forty  leagues  appeared  to  hinki 
even  A  more  singular  circumstance  than  the  verbal  order  for  the  attucki 
dpon.Gradisca,  which  was  near  enoug-h  to  be  seen,  and  consequently  ac^ 
cuunted  the  Jield  of  battle.     I  observed  to  Beniadotte,  that  the  Genertd'  - 
in  Cliiefs  silence  upon  detiiils  was  an  aneijuivocal  proof  of  the  onHdencB' 
be  bad  iu  his  talents,    uud  that  it  would   be  necessary   to  obey  witliouf    ' 
loeinga  single  moment.     Murat  rei^uested  Bemudotte  to  nerniit  him  tof    i 
pnsb  ft  reconnoitring  party  upon  Trieste,  ulthough  out  of  the  direction!    I 
we  were  ordered  to  follow.     Berimdotte,  not  penetrating  the  real  motiva*  ' 
•{  the  comiaandaat  of  his   advanced    guard,  consented  to   it.     Muratf   < 
BKt  with  only  a   few    Austrian  hussars,  whom  he  drove  from  the  iawu*'   ' 
lie  poMCSsed  himself  of  all  the  money  chests,  and  forced  the  in'igistratpst    . 
to  give  him  six  of  the  handsomest  gentlemen's  carriages,  with  all  the  fiuv" 
saddle-horses  they  could   collect.     He  only  remiitned  three  hours  ln>  ■ 
Trieste  :  as  he  was  informed  that  Generul  Uugua'K  udvuiiced  (juurd  naft' 
at  the  gates,  he  quickly  retired  wit)>  bis  booty. 

Wbeii  BoaapBJte  wished  to  gratify  one  his  Generals,  he  gave  him  oiti  j 
•pportuuity  of  being  the  first  that  entered  into  arichloivu,  where  Iw  j 
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seized  upon  the  treasures,  keepiueoue  half  for  himself,  and  seudiuf^thtf 
other  half  to  the  military  chest.  When  Duo;ua  arrived  inTrieste,  he  wot 
lii^hly  enraged  at  MuratN  conduct,  who  had  the  efirontery  to  leave  be-< 
hind  thidnote,  written  witii  his  own  hand  : — ^*  Having  taken  |>osses8ion 
of  the  public  contributions  ;  and  having  besides  received  from  the  megis-' 
trate  the  customary  |iresents,  I  request  the  Generals  who  may  follow  me 
to  treat  the  inhabitants  with  kindneSM.''  An  eye-witness  assured  me 
that  Dugua  exclaimed,  *'  that  'twas  only  a  plunderer  and  a  robber  of 
the  nature  of  M urat,  who  could  have  played  a  similar  trick  upon  his 
comrades."  Murat  had  been  informed  by  one  of  his  friends  who  wa0 
about  Bonaparte,  "  that  Trieste  had  been  granted  to  Dugua  as  a  fa  von  r^ 
and  that  it  would  be  considered  a  good  joke,  if  a  Commander  of  advance 
ed  guard  could  succeed  in  duping  a  (ireneral  of  heavy  horse.'*  It  hat 
been  assetted,  that  Bernadotte  was  in  league  with  Murat ;  but  that  was 
not  true.  All  was  over  wben  Bernadotte  was  informed  of  what  had  pas* 
sed:  he  would  havi*  censured  Murat,  but  he  was  calmed,  after  being 
told  that  it  was  the  custom  of  the  army,  not  only  tolerated,  but  even  al« 
lowed  by  the  General  in  Chief.  Ue  was  also  told,  that,  as  a  General  of 
Divibion,  he  would  ha%'e  a  very  good  share  of' the  booty.  Bernadotte 
now,  for  the  first  time,  consented  to  receive  presents  of  this  kind.  He- 
had  scarcely  made  this  first  step,  when  several  other  opportunities  of 
getting  riches  occurred,  of  which  he  availed  himself  without  the  smallest 
bcruple.  The  most  advantageous  was  the  possession  of  the  quicktiU 
ver  mine  of  Idria,  a  small  town  of  Austrian  Prion  I,  in  the  centre  of  the 
Julian  Alps,  and  about  seven  leagues  from  Goritz.  There  was  found 
merchandize  to  the  amount  of  several  millions,  which  was  designed  to  have 
l>een  shipped  on  board  a  flotilla  of  four  Spanish  frigates,  in  Trieste  roadr 
Bonaparte  had  sent  an  administrator,  named  Col  lot,  to  superintend  the 
carrying  off  this  treasure,  and  he  had  enjoined  him  to  leave  Bernadotte 
free  to  take  what  he  choae,  for  himself  and  his  stafi*.  in  this  instance*  the 
General  acted  tnjurioubly  towards  his  officers  :  he  kept  for  himself  near 
thirty  thousand  pounds  sterling,  whilst  he  allowed  us  only  trifles ;  he 
wished  to  appear  moderate  at  our  expence.  1  told  him,  in  the  language 
of  Tacitus,  **  Prorsus  si  avaritia  abesset,  antiquis  dncibus  par."  **  if 
he  had  been  less  avaricious,  he  would  have  equalled  the  ancient  Uomau 
generals."  He  answered  me,  that  all  he  had  was  at  my  service,  and  fpr 
the  welfare  of  bis  officers.  I  observed  to  him,  that  none  of  us  doubted- 
of  his  willingness  to  oblige,  but  that  we  should  have  been  very  glad  if  he^ 
had  fulfilled  Bonaparte*s  intisntions  with  regard  to  us,  as  that  General 
had  done  with  so  much  generosity  for  the  staff  of  other  divisions  of  tlie 
army  ;  and  that  nobody  would  have  complained,  had  he  fixed  the  amount 
of  our  shares  in  a  ratio  with  our  yearly  pay  ;  that  is  to  say,  that  when  he 
took  for  himself  a  sum  equivalent  to  hit^  pay  for  four  yearn,  we  should 
have  received  the  equivalent  to  ours  for  the  same  time.  I  was  obliged) 
to  make  this  observation,  by  the  duty  imposed  on  me  by  my  rank  of 
Chief  of  his  Staff,  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  officers  under  my  orders.' 
I  ought  to  have  been  silent  on  thii*  head,  as  the  amelioration  of  my  situa^ 
tioo  appears  to  depend  upon  his  influence  with  the  English  Government;' 
but  1  must  make  known  evil  as  well  as  good,  that  the  public  may-form 
a  just  idea  of  the  man  whose  portrait  I  am  giving.  As  long  as  1  shall 
esteem  Bernadotte,  I  will  tell  him  the  truth,  which  only  displeases  the 
unworthy  and  the  wicked. 

During  the  march  of  the  division  to  Klagenfnrt,  a  few  skirmisher 
onfy  took  place  between  the  li^ht  troops.  General  Friant  was  detached 
with  the  65th  regiment  of  line  mfaotry,  and  tlie  1st  regiment  of  hustartt* 
He  took  poit  at  Adelibcrgi  to  watch  the  road  to  Fiume,  and  cover  Trieste. 
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There  remained  still  with  Beruadotte  12  battalions  and  8  squadrons* 
The  tntantry  consisted  of  the  15th  light,  and  the  30th,  6 1st,  and  88tii 
of  the  line.  The  14th  dragoons,  and  the  19th  chasseurs,  formed  the  ca- 
valry, Massena^s,  Augereau's  and  Serriirier^s  divisions  were  in  pursuit 
of  the  Archduke,  on  the  road  from  Goritz  to  Vienna,  by  Tarvis,  Villach, 
and  Kla^ofurt.  When  Bernadotte  rejoined  the  main  of  the  army  at 
Leoben,  Bonaparte  had  granted  the  Austrians  a  suspension  of  arms  ;  and 
fMi  the  14th  of  April«  1797»  he  signed  the  Preliminaries  of  Peace  between 
France  and  Austria.  He  treated  Bcrnadotte  with  the  most  marked  dis- 
tinction in- the  meetings  .«  hioh  took  place  in  the  Castle  of  Neuwald,  near 
Ifeobei),  between  the  Plenipotentiaries  of  the  Emperor  and  the  raostdis« 
tingui^hed  French  Generals.  The  count  of  Merfeld  and  Baron  DegeU 
man,  ordered  to  proceed  to  Italy,  to  conclude  a  Definite  Peace  there, 
required  as  a  favour  of  Bonaparte,  to  follow  Bernadotte*8  division.  They 
Jirere  delighted  with  the  elegant  dress  and  politeness  of  those  troops,  an 
much  as  they  were  offended  by  the  slovenliness  and  licentious  discourses 
of  the  ancient  divisions  of  the  Army  of  Italy. 

It  happened  by  chance,  that  during  the  evacuation  of  the  conquered 
provinces.  Bemad otte's  and  Masscua^s  divisions  were  quartered  toge- 
ther at  Laybach.     General  Daphot,  of  Massena*s  division,  came  to  play 
at  billiards,  without  any  distinctive  mark  of  his  rank,  and  made  a  party 
with  an  officer  of  the  19th  regiment  of  chasseurs.     The  General,  an  ar- 
dent patriot,   only  made  use  of  the  term  Ci/ueM,  whilst  his  antagonist 
called  him  nothing  but  Monsieur^  or  Sir.     Duphot,  tired  with  hearing 
himself  spoken  to  in  a  manner  which  appeared/ to  him  as  aristocratic,  re* 
quested  him  to  call  him  Citizen*     The  officer  refused,  observing  that  he 
Jioew  of  no  Citizen  but  before  the  Tribunals ;  and  that  the  appellation  of 
Sir,  appeared  to  him  the  only  one  proper  in  the  intercourse  of  society. 
Duphot,  nettled  at  his  refusal,  gave  him  a  challenge,  which  the  ofBcer  ac- 
cepted.    The  standers  by  opposed  it,  unwilling  that  a  General  of  the 
Army  of  Italy  should  fight  with  a  Sub-lieutenant  of  the  Army  of  tlie 
Rhine :  that  was  the  rank  of  the  officer,  who,  having  learnt  the  rank  of 
Duphot,  also  refused  to  be  concerned  with  him,  but  declared  himself 
ready  to  accept  the  match  with  any  officer  of  his  own  rank,  who  miglit 
think  proper  to  object  to  his  using  the  word  Monsieur,  (Sir).     He  was 
taken  at  his  word,  and  killed  Massena*s  officer  with  a  sword  thrust  in  the 
longs*  in  the  presence  of  several  spectators  of  the  two  divisions.  Massena 
and  Bernadotte  were  absent :    the  former  was  ^one  to  Paris,  to  carry  to 
the  Directory  the  Ratification  of  the  preliminaries  of  the  Peace  of  Leoben^ 
by  bis  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany ;  and  Bernadotte  was  gone  on  an 
excursion  to  Trieste,  where  he  awaited  the  arrival  of  his  division.  General 
Brune,who  is  now  a  Marshal,  filled  Massena^s  place.  The  cause  of  the  fatal 
duel  which  had  taken  place,  was  very  soon  known.     The  Jacobins  ex- 
claimed loudly  against  the  Messieurs,  who  thought  proper  to  kill  Citizens, 
fund  the   soldiers  of  each  division   immediately  ffew  to  arms.     General 
Brune  sent  for  me,  as  commanding  per  interim  Bernadotte^s  divison  : 
he  requested  me  to  insert  immediately  in  the  orders  of  the  day,  **  that  it 
ivas  forbidden  to  call  one  another  Monsieur,  and,  instead  of  which,  they 
were  ordered  to  u^e  the  term  Citizen  ;'*  rendering  me  responsible  for  any 
event  that  might  occur  from  my  refusal.  I  answered  the  General,  *'  that 
)  had  my  orders  from  General  Bernadotte  ;  that  1  knew  his  sentiments  with 
respect  to  the  affair  in  question  ;  thatl  was  certain  that  I  should  infinitely 
displease  him  by  acquiescing  in  the  measure  proposed ;  and  that  besides^ 
the  troops  would  certainly  refuse  to  adopt  that  step,  as  quite  unconnected 
with  their  military  duty."     At  the  same  moment  some  one  came  to  in- 
fonx)  Geoer^L  Brune  that  the  9?d  regiment  of  Massena's,  and  the  30th 
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regiment  of  Bernadotte's  divisions,  were  under  arras  in  Ihe  Great  Place, 
ready  to  fight.  We  immediately  repaired^ there.  Whilst -Bnine  was 
|>ayitig  very  great  compliments  to  Iiis  troops  upon  their  patriotism,  I  re- 
quested him  to  caU  his  officers  and  subalterns  together  in  the  centre  of 
the  square,  where  I  also  collected  together  the  officers  and  subalterns  of 
Bernadotte's  divisions.  Colonel  Dupuy,  who  had  still  tliearresta  at  Milan 
in  his  mind,  headed  the  mal-coutents.  Brune  repeated  his  entreatiea, 
assuring  me  that  if  I  would  adopt  hiti  advice,  matters  would  rest  there; 
I  persisted  \n  my  refusal,  loudly  exclaiming,  "  that  it  was  incomprehen- 
sible, how  officers  should  be  so  selfish  as  to  expose  the  soldiers  by  the 
consequences  of  their  q^uarrel ;  and  that  it  was  not  in  the  barracks,  but  in 
the  field,  and  man  to  man,  that  those  who  consitlered  themselves  insulted, 
ought  to  terminate  their  dispute  ;*'  after  which  I  offered  to  match  myself 
against  General  Brune,  if  it  should  appear  nec^esitary  to  him,  as  I  called 
him  Monsieur ;  and  I  ordered  Bernadotte^s  officers  and  troops  immedi- 
ately to  separate,  which  was  done :  Brune  on  his  side  did  the  same.  A 
great  many  individual  afiairs  took  place,  the  result  of  which  was  fifty 
killed,  and  about  three  hundred  wounded,  of  which  latter,  according  to 
the  hospital  accounts,  two-thirds  were  of  Massena's  division.  I  must 
say,  to  the  praise  of  the  Plenipotentiaries,  that  they  waited  on  me  as  soon 
as  they  heard  of  the  dispute  between  the  troops,  and  en'treated  me  very 
earnestly  to  do  whatever  I  thought  would  soonest  appease  it.  A  rumour 
was  then  very  wrongfully  circulated,  that  Count  Merfield  and  Baron 
Degelman  were  the  instigators  of  this  quarrel. 

On  my  arrival  at  Trieste,  Pernadotte,  who  had  been  informed  of  all 
that  had  passed,  returned  me  his  thanks,  for  having  so  well  fulfilled  his 
intentions ;  adding,  that  if  I  had  followed  Brune*s  advice,  he  would  no 
longer  have  employed  me  about  him,  as  his  division  had  no  occasion  for 
lessons  of  bravery  or  civism  from  the  Army  of  Italy.  It  was  about  this 
time  that  Bernadotte  caused  the  Count  d*Entraigues,  Secretary  of  the 
Russian  Legation  at  Venice,  to  be  arrested.  That  diplomatist  was 
quitting  Trieste  to  proceed  to  Vienna,  by  way  of  Lay  bach.  It  is  false» 
as  it  has  been  asserted  in  the  newspapers,  that  he  was  ilUtreated  at  the 
time  of  his  arrest.  Bernadotte  testified  his  resret  to  him,  in  being 
obliged  to  proceed  to  this  extremity,  and  upon  the  Count*s  remonstrat* 
ing  against  this  violation  of  the  rights  of  nations,  the  General  obserred 
to  him,  *' that  he  was  a  military  man;  that  he  had  his  orders  from  Ge* 
neral  Bonaparte,  who  was  no  doubt  authorized  by  the  French  Govern* 
inent ;  and  requested  him  to  be  persuaded  that  he  would  do  every  thing 
in  his  power  to  make  things  agreeable  to  him."  These  were  Bernadotte's 
own  words  ;  I  was  present  at  the  moment  of  his  arrest,  which  occurred 
upon  the  large  square  of  Trieste,  about  6  o'clock  in  the  evening.  A 
staff  officer  accompanied  the  Count  to  Milan,  from  which  place  he  su<S» 
ceeded  in  making  his  escape,  though  it  is  more  probable  that  Bonaparte^ 
having  obtained  the  information  he  wanted^  winked  at  his  getting  awar* 
I  have  enlarged  so  much  about  this  event,  only  to  do  justice  to  the  truth* 
by  exculpalmg  Bernadotte  froni  the  accusation  of  a  want  of  consideni* 
tion  of  whidi  he  is  incapable,  even  towards  a  real  criminal,  much  less 
then  towards  a  titled  personage,  of  whom  cm/y  a  suspicion  was  entertainedm 

U|K>n  the  evacuation  of  the  Austrian  territory,  Frioul  was  assigned  to 
Bernadotte*8  division,  for  the  funnshing  him  with  subsistence,.  The 
head-quarters  were  established  at  Udina,  the  capital  of  that  province* 
The  magistrates,  always  disposed  to  refuse  what  was  asked  of  them* 
caused  much  inconvenience,  by  not  furnishing  the  provisions  regularly*

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THERE  is  so  mach  elegance  and  spirit  in  your  Military  Chroiiicle, 
ftnd  if  I  may  so  express  it,  such  a  careless  and  unaffected  vigour,  that  I 
will  tako  upon  me  to  say,  sir,  that  the  very  ease  and  grace  of  your  work 
jictually  deprive  you  of  some  of  its  just  praise ;  many  of  your  readers  will 
think  there  is  little  merit  in  wliat  seems  so  easy,  and  some  will  see  your 
carelessness  who  will  not  equally  see  the  accomplished  mind  which  never 
abandon*!  you. — I  have  heaj-d  your  Military  Chronicle  praised  by  differ* 
ent  people  for  different  qualities :  but  in  my  own  humble  opinion  its 
most  pleasing  feature  is  what  I  term  its  mannerSi — the  gentlemanly  taste 
mad  mind  which  characterise  every  page.*  And  now,  sir,  having  done 
y6a  justice,  I  proceed  to  the -subject  of  this  communication,  which  is  in- 
finitlsly  at  your  service,  if  it  suit  your  purpose.  Poland  was  ♦^he  fcceneof 
the  last,  and  will  be  the  scene  of  the  next.  Campaign  in  the  north.  I 
have  the  honour,  therefore,  to  inclose  you  a  memoir  on  it5»  geography— I 
ain  apprehensive  it  will  extend  to  some  length,  but  you  will  oblige  me  by 
inserting  the  whole  if  possible  in  one  number. 

The  kingdom  of  Poland,  properly  so  called,  is  that  vast  square  of 
country,  which  is  comprehended  between  the  rivers  Vistula  and  the  Bo- 
risthenes  on  the  west  and  east ;  and  the  river  Duna  and  the  Carpathian 
mountains  on  the  north  and  south.  It  is  in  length  about  700  miles  ;  and 
in  breadth  about  500. 

The  ancient  geographers,  and  in  imitation  of  them  the  best  of  tlie 
modems,  have  been  accustomed  to  distribute  their  geographical  memoirs 
under  the  following  six  heads  : — l.  The  face  of  the  country  and  its  main 
natural  features.  2.  Clii  ^ate.  3.  Soil,  and  vegetable  and  animal  pro- 
daction&  4.  Topography,  i. «.  sub-divisions  into  provinces,  principal 
towns,  villages,  ^c.  S.  Population,  agriculture,  and  manufactories* 
C  Manners,  i,  e.  diet,  dress,  houses,  amusements,  &c.  I  shall  proceed, 
tfierefore,  according  to  this  method  to  give  a  brief  sketch  under  each* 
*  FACE  OF  THE  COUNTRY.— If  we  suppose  a  traveller  to  enter 
Inland  by  the  way  of  Dantzic,  and  to  travel  from  thence  to  Warsaw,  the 
country  upoif  which  he  enters,  as  soon  as  he  quits  Dantzic,  is  a  specimen. 
of  the  whole  kingdom  of  Poland. — The  surfkce  is  slightly  uneven,  but 
not  suflUciently  to  interrupt  the  view  towards  the  farthest  possible  horizon. 
Rence,  though  Poland  is  a  flat  country,  it  Is  not  an  absolute  plain.     Its 

*  Tbal  3FOor  readers  bay  not  tliiok  I  give  this  praise  m  a  matter  of  courae,  and 
without  ditcriaiiaatioDi^  I  will  refer  them  to  your  life  ofSu  J.  Auchmyty,  in  which,, 
with  ■  most  gentlemanly  feeliog,  you  hare  contrived  to  avoid  all  mention  of  a  man 
very  flofficiently  pttDisbed,— and  likewise  to  your  frequent  remarks  on  the  French 
Generali  and  particalarly  of  Joseph  Buonaparte  and  Sonlt  in  your  last. 

The  Editor  deems  it  necastary  to  add  to  this  Note^  that  the  above  is  the  language 
if  a  very  warm  friend,  and  is  kindness  rather  than  criticism. 

TQfc.  TI.  JfO,  32.  O 
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surface  undulates,  but  never  rises  into  liills,  except  in  a  few  places.  The 
Carpathian  mountains,  which  separate  it  from  Hungary,  are  indeed  an 
exception.  The  town  of  Lemberg  is  likewise  situated  in  a  hilly  district, 
and  the  country  about  Cracow  is  said  to  be  varied  and  picturesque.— 
But  with  these  exceptions  Pelaud  may  be  considered  as  a  vast  plain. 

Hence,  in  travelling  through  this  country,  the  traveller  finds  himself 
in  an  expanse  of  surface,  almost. without  a  house,  a  tree,  or  any  single 
object  large  enough  to  attract  his  notice.  Soon,  however,  are  discerned 
the  skirts  of  some  vast  forest  fringing  the  distant  horizon,  on  entering 
which  the  road  proceeds  for  eight  or  ten  miles  through  lofty  pines,  leaving 
the  traveller  no  prospect  around  him  but  trees  and  shrubs.  Sometimes, 
in  the  midst  of  a  forest  a  small  spot  of  cleared  ground  (for  example,  ten 
or  twenty  acres)  is  here  and  there  met  with ;  its  sides  prettily  fenced  off 
by  the  green  surrounding  woods.  Sometimes  a  small  lake  is  found  thus 
situated,  and  having  its  borders  ornamented  in  a  similar  manner. 

Some  places  are  fifteen  and  even  twenty  miles  in  all  directions.     In* 
deed,  it  is  asserted  by  Mr.  Burnet,  in  his  view  of  Poland,  that  not  more 
than  one  half  of  Poland  is  actually  cleared  land.     After  passing  the  Vis- 
tula at  Dantzic,  says  that  excellent  writer,  the  surface  of  the  country  if 
a  precise  specimen  of  the  whole  kingdom  of  Poland.     For  a  distance 
of  forty  miles  the  road  runs  through  an  open  plain ;  the  woods  then  be«- 
giu  to  appear,  and  it  is  then  very  rare  that  the  traveller  again  loses  sight 
of  them.     The  view  is  bounded,  in  one  direction  or  another,  by  forest 
lands.     I  have  proceeded  in  a  south-easterly  direction  through  a  distance 
of  ipur  or  five  hundred  miles,  and  found  only  this  kind  of  scenery  of  ^ 
plains  and  forests. — As  this  is  the  character  of  the  face  of  the  country* 
the  general  scenery  may  be  easily  imagined. — During  summer,  the  deep 
shade  and  the  rich  verdure  of  the  forests  afford  at  once  beauty  and  shelter 
to  the  traveller,  and  their  boundless  es^tent,  envelloping  hfm  on  all  sides* 
cut  him  off  as  it  were  from  man  and  the  world  in  the  green  and  luxuriant. 
wilderness  of  nature.  In  winter  the  landscape  is  totally  changed-— Every, 
bough  and  branch  is  then  heavily  laden  with  congealed  snow,  and  the, 
ever-greens  are  themselves  hidden  beneath  this  white  and  univenal  co* 
vering.     The  huge  and  lofty  pines  rear  their  snow-capt  heads  into  tbi^ 
clouds  ;  and  the  roads  have  the  hardness  of  cast-iron.    T\j^  sky,  how- 
ever, overhead,  is  usually  unclouded  and  bright;  and  the  northern  tra«» 
veller,  wrapt  up  in  warm  habits,  feels  a  flow  of  spirits  and  a  brisk  circuf 
lation  of  blood,  which  renders  him  cheerful,  happy,  and  in  want  of  new 
thing  but  his  home. 

There  are  four  principal  rivers  in  Poland,— the  Duna,— the  Vistnlk, 

the  Boristhenes  (or  Dnieper),— and  the  Niemen. 

The  Duna  flows  from  east  to  west  towards  the  gulf  of  Finland,  into 
wbich  it  empties  itself.     The  principal  town  upon  it  is  Riga.     The  Vi«r 
tula  flows  into  the  Baltie  sea  by  Dantzic.  The  principal  town*  upon  it^ 
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vre  Tlinrii  und  Dunuic.  The  Nientcn  flow*  by  a  ciccular  course  into 
Uie  Baltic  sea.

•^and  the  narrow  escape  of  tliat  of  Alexander  whilst  on  its  march  to  the 
temple  of  Jupiter  ADnmun,  But  neither  of  tlieir  armies  equalled  that  of 
the  Alexander  and  Cambyses  of  the  present  day.  Il  ii  impos&iliie  not 
«o  acknowledge  it  to  be  tlic  dirtct  hand  of  the  Almighty,  who,  in  the 
|>urpose8  of  liis  inliiiite  wisdonii  has  fixed  a  law  and  limit  to  the  instrn- 
oient  of  his  will,— hag  culled  liiio  Ukt!  Cyrus  of  old  to  break  down  the 
gate*  of  nations,  but  ha*  said  to  him  "  Hilhcrlo  ahalt  thou  go  and  no 
/urtiier." 

The  climate  of  Poland  passes  through  a  wide  range  of  temperature. 
In  the  depthof  winter,  the  thermometerof  Fahrenheit  fluctuates  between 
16  and  24  degree*  below  the  freeriiig  point.  The  hard  frost  generally 
aeli  in  about  the  be(;inuing  of  November;  it  generally  remains  two  or 
three  uionibit  without  any  variation,  and  the  country  is  then  truly  the 
throne  of  winter  in  all  its  honours — Some  of  the  winters  [particularly  tliat 
of  180J)  have  luted  for  seven  months,  duringsix  of  which  tlie  whole  face 
«f  the  country,  and  water,  trees,  and  houses,  are  covered  with  soow.  ]f 
ihere  be  any  wind,  it  blows  keenly,  not  forcibly,  from  the  north  or  north- 
east. More  commonly,  the  air  is  [icrfeetly  stdl  ;  and  so  clear,  as  Burnet 
observe*,  one  may  almost  see  llie  cold ;  the  sun,  the  while,  pours  hie  glis- 
tening Eh>ry  on  the  subject  snow,  impenetrable  as  the  rock  to  hist  beams. 
Thi*  is  the  sort  of  seasons  the  Poles  admire,  as  it  suits  tl>e  amusements 
«f  the  «ledge  and  visinting — In  this  weather  they  will  travel  400  miles  to 
visit  each  other;  and  the  immense  number  of  sledges  which  the  traveller 
meet*  upon  the  road,  ^ive  to  the  whole  country  a  brisk  and  holiday  a[>< 
pearance,  very  pleasirig  to  the  imagination. 

The  spring  in  Poland  is  delightfully  p!ea.sant ;  the  beauty  and  frenh- 
nes8  of  il  being  much  heightened  by  its  Budden  contrast  with  the  past 
winter.  Tlie  snow  and  frost  disappear  almost  in  a  day  ;  and,  in  llit  fol- 
lowing. Nature  displays  her  giiy  and  verdant  garmeat  over  field  and 
meadow.  The  forests  are  covered  with  verdure, — and  the  air  becomes 
gentle  and  etherial,  and  every  hour  and  day  augment  the  beauties  of  the 
landscape.  Nothing  indeed  can  be  more  rich  and  beauliful  than  the 
corn-lields,  bounded  by  the  forefats.  Poland  is  at  this  time  as  flue  a 
country  and  climate  as  any  in  Enrope. 

SOIL  AND  PKODUCE.— The  general  character  of  the  soiUfPo- 
land  is  like  that  of  my  owu  county,  Norfolk,  a  sandy  loam,  and  the  pro^ 
dace  tlierefore  resembles,  what  an  imperfect  culture  would  produce  on 
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the  Norfolk  tract.  It  produces  almost  every  species  of  grain,  thongh 
\?he'dt  is  the  principal.  Rye  is  also  very  abuDdant«  and -const itute»  the 
chief  food  of  the  peasantry.     Hemp  and  flax  are  likewise  very  common. 

The  cattle  is  in  general  very  small,  and  commonly  very  poor  when 
killed  for  the  table.  Even  at  the  best  houses  the  beef  is  fireqnently 
larded  with  bacon.  The  veal  is  somewhat  better,  mutton  teems  to 
be  most  rare.  Not  only  the  cattle  in  general,  but  the  cows,  are  driY^ 
-about  in  large  herds  in  summer,  to  collect  a  scanty  sustenance  amongit 
the  stubble.  The  pigs  fare  in  the  like  manner,  of  which  large  drovea  are 
everywhere  seen  in  thestubble.  The  best  pasture,  exclusive  of  the  fields, 
is  found  in  the  green  patches  in  the  forests.  lo  winter,  when  the  ground 
is  covered  with  snow,  the  cattle  is  stalled  ;  and  as  com  is  plentifbl,  the 
yards  abound  in  poultry  of  all  kinds.  The  Polish  horse  is  small  but 
hardy. 

Of  wild  animals  the  roe-buck  is  the  venison  of  Poland.  Its  flesh  whea 
dressed  is  like  that  of  the  hare,  but  more  lender.  There  are  hares  too  in 
abundance,  and  wild-fowl  of  all  kinds  is  plentiful. 

The  principal  savage  animals  are  wolves  and  wild  boars,  the  hunttng  of 
which  constitutes  a  favourite  diversion.  In  the  winter  season,  the  wolvet 
are  ravenous  and  dangerous.  They  sometimes  even  enter  the  hoaset ;  a 
whole  pack  of  them  will  sometimes  attack  a  carriage  as  it  passes  through 
a  forest ;  in  which  case  their  first  pery  are  the  horses,  and  afterwards  the 
persons  of  the  travellers.  «•  A  gentleman,"  says  Mr.  Burnet,  ••  was  travel* 
ling  with  his  valet  in  a  sledge  through  a  forest ;  when  they  were  suddenly 
attacked  by  a  number  of  wolves,  who  leaped  furiously  at  the  carriage; 
The  servant,  who  instantly  saw  that  one  of  them  at  least  must  p^nsh, 
exclaimed,  '  Protect  my  wife  and  children,*  and  instantly  leaped  into 
the  midst  of  them.     His  master  drove  wildly  on." 

The  kitchen-garden  in  Poland  is  not  very  abundantly  furnished.  Their 
dinners  have  commonly  an  inconsiderable  quantity  of  Vegfhibles.  Po* 
tatoes  are  rare;  and  when  produced  on  table  are  served  in  slices.  Car* 
rots,  cabbage,  and  satlads,  are  very  frequent.  The  most  abundanl 
fruits  are  raspberries  and  strawberries.  The  common  wall-frnits  are  not 
very  plentiful.  There  are  few  apples  and  pears,  and  no  cyder.  The 
common  driuk  of  the  country  is  beer;  a  spirit  like  whisky, and  Huttgaty 
wines. — ^Upon  the  whole,  however,  the  produce  is  so  variotig,  so  pleittt* 
ful,  and  so  cheap,  that  a  man  upon  an  hundred  pounds  per  year  Etog;lt8h 
money,  might  live  like  a  man  of  a  thousand  per  annum  in  England. 

TOPOGRAPHY.— I  have  before  said,  that  Poland  is  the  countiy 
between  the  Duna  and  the  Carpathian  mountains,  on  the  north  and 
•outh ;  and  the  Vistula  and  the  Boristhends,  on  the  west  and  east,  and 
that  this  tract  is  divided  into  40  provinces.  If  your  limitr  would  admit 
of  it,  I  should  here  give  you,  separatimy  an  account  of  each.  Hereafter 
r  may  execute  this  purpose.  I  shall  content  myself  for  the  present  with 
the  brief  account  of  a  few  places  which  may  serve  as  specimens  of  the 
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whole ;  and  «b«U  select  for  thiB  purpose  those  i^bich  have  been,  or  will 
be,  the  scene  of  mihUry  operations. 

The  piincipal  of  .these  towns  oV«  Dantzic,  Warsaw,  Cracow^  Rig<^ 
Thorn,  Tilsit,  Manenberg,  Markowerder,  and  Konigsberg.-^l  begin 
with  Dantzic :—   • 

Danlzic  is  situated  on  the  Vistula  at  the  north-weslern  extremity  of  an 
immense  platn,  about  four  miles  from  the  Baltic*  Its.  pepnlatioo  is  about 
36,6M*  •  it  is  regularly  and  very  stongly  fortified  ;  its  circumfereoce 
within  the  <finrtificatioqs  not  being  less  than  four  miles.  It  may  be  inferred 
from  this  extent,  that  its  defence  will  require  a  garrisou  of  about  30,000; 
sad  with  such  a  garrison  as  this  the  Russians  would  nerer  take  it.  The 
priaeipal  entrances  to  tiie  city  are  on  the  east  and  west,  and. they  are 
joiaed  together  by  the  **  Long  Street,"  which  passes  through  the  centre 
of  the  town  through  its  whole  breadth.  The  length  of  this  street  is  about 
a  miie,  whiefa  is^  therefiare,  the  breadth  of  the  town.  This  street  is  by  no 
meiaa  onifermly  built,  nor  pt  an  equal  width  throoghont.  The  other 
streeta  cross  one  another  at  right  angles.  Some  of  them^have  rows  of 
cbcsBntotfCea  on  each  aide,  and  have  thus  a  frokh  and  lively  appearance. 
Many  of  the  others  are  rather  lanea  than  streets ;  the  whole  are  paved, 
hot  there  are •0'flag^«stoiia£  Thisdefect  is  remedied  by  means  of  planks. 
Thus,  as  you  approach  the  enslern  gate  where  the  street  is  very  spacioust 
there  ia  a  oomr^nient* pathway  of  planks  in  tlie  middle,  about  four  or  five 
iifiet  wide,  with  a  railing  on  each  aide.  ; 

The  houaca  are  built  in  a  very  siilprular.  manner.  They  are  very  lofty » 
bebg  four»  five,  and  even  six. stories  high.  They  commonly  present  a 
Bsrvow  hmkU  and  appear  aa  if  due  gahlf-^nds  wece  turaad  .towards  the 
street.  The  shapes  of  these  gabl^ends*  on  the  tap,  resemble  the  old 
halls  in  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  ;  .they  are  circular  and  indented. 

The  excbaage  is  ia  the  market<-plac^,  afld  is  a  large  and  respectable 
boildhil^  la  the  inside  it  ia  ornamented  with  some  curious  paintiqgs  ia 
fresco  and  with  a  few  statues.  Amongst  the  rest  is  an  image  of  Actaeoa 
with  his  alag'a  head  and  horns  as  large  as  life. 

On  the  west,  immediately  without  the  moat^  arise  heights  which  com« 
pleteljr  QMonaaud  the  town.  One  of  thcae  little  hills  is  as  conveniently 
lituated  for  an  enemy  as  if  artificially  thrown  up  for  the  purpose^ 

There  ase  sevend  places  of  public  amusement.  Within  avfew  years  a 
tbeatie  haa  been  built,  whioh,  agreeable  to  the  custom  of  the  Cootineot^ 
is  always  opeo  an  Sundays.  The  scedery  is  tolerable,  though  the  general 
sppeamooe  ia  heavy  and  inelegant.  The  pit  has  no^seats  except  a  few 
atar  the  aMicvbox.  The  gieaier  part  of  it  serves  as  a  sort  of  parade  Csr 
laaogsja,  who  go  in  and  out  at  wiN. 

The  olber  Satiday  amusements,  during. the  summer,  are  ropfwdancing^ 
tambKag;  ^c»  The  rope-daneing  is  in- great  perfection.  Th«  poata  to 
nkiAilisa  rapnaara  atlachad  are  very  liigb,  if  the  performer  missed  his 
paaticabrf  be  would  be  preoipitated  to  itieyitabla  deatraction^

Geography  of  Poland. 


To  these  diversions  may  be  added  the  visiting  of  public  ganleos,  where 
the  citizens  regale  themselves  with  coffee,  punch,  &c.,  and  the  g^ety  of 
the  scene  is  rouch  heightened  by  a  band  of  music— >The  most  celebrated 
of  these  tea-gardens  is  situated  in  a  viltage  about  three  miles  to  the  west 
of  the  town.  The  road  to  this  village  runs,  for  two  miles  out  of  the  three, 
in  a  straight  line  between  a  double  row  of  lofty  trees,  forming  a  beautiful 
avenne ;  and  between  the  rows  on  each  side  is  a  walk  ten  or  twelve  feet 
wide,  completely  over-shadowed  by  the  over-arching  of  the  oppeeite 
branches.  In  this  village  and  its  vicinity  many  of  the  merchants  of 
Dantzic  have  country  residences.  It  aflbrds  many  picturesque  and  beau« 
tiful  scenes ;  and  from  the  adjoining  heiglits  there  is  the  moat  extensive 
prospect  of  the  whole  surrounding  country.  On  the  north,  the  spectator 
has  a  view  of  the  Baltic,  of  the  Bay  of  Dantzic,  and  of  the  harbour  and 
shipping  of  Fairwater  ;  to  the  east  is  the  city  of  Dantzic  with  its  walla 
and  towers  ;  from  which,  on  the  south  and  east,  stretches  a  fertile  plain» 
in  appearance  of  immeasurable  extent;  on  the  west  the  prospect  is  com* 
pleted  by  the  adjacent  wood-lands. 

On  the  river,  between  Dantzic  and  Fairwater,  are  passage-boata during 
the  summer,  covered-in  like  the  similar  boats  on  the  Thames.  On  the 
top,  or  deck,  is  stationed  a  small  band  of  musicians,  who  play  for  the 
amusement  of  the  passengers  during  the  voyage. 

The  ordinary  dinner-hour  at  Dantzic  is  twelve  o'clock  ;  at  the  best 
hotels,  one.  The  (economy  of  these  houses  vtry  much  resembles  ihalof 
some  of  our  watering-places,  particularly  Buxton  and  Matlock.  There 
is  a  common  table  for  as  many  visitors  as  may  arrive ;  and  each  has  his 
wine,  &c.  to  himself,  or  shares  it  with  his  own  party.  The  merchants 
are  said  to  drink  hard,  and  their  general  style  of  living  to  be  luxurious. 
Champaigne  is  a  common  beverage  amongst  them,  and  its  usual  price 
even  here  is  seldom  less  than  four  guineas  a  dozen.  This  is  the  wine  in 
which  all  their  bets  are  made.  Claret  may  be  had  at  most  of  the  hotels 
at  about  thirty  shillings  per  dozen. 

The  inhabitants  of  Dantzic,  being  generally  opulent,  are  well  in* 
formed.  The  town  supports  several  large  booksellers'-shops;  and  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Burnet  (from  whom  this  account  is  taken)  the  merchants 
are  great  readers,  and  learning  of  all  kinds  in  much  refute. 

The  next  Polish  town  in  point  of  importance  ta  Dantzic  is  Warsaw. 
It  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Vistula,  and  is  very  irregularly  built. 
On  entering  it  by  the  wooden-bridge  from  the  opposite  suburb  of  Praga* 
the  road  rises  a  little ;  otherwise  the  town  itself  and  the  surrounding  coun» 
try  is  perfectly  flat.  The  streets  in  general  are  sufRciently  wide^  though 
not  very  well  paved,  and  are  universally  without  flags.  Some  of  the  bert 
are  adom^  with  stately  palaces,  which  in  two  or  three  instances  approach 
to  magnificence.  These  for  the  most  part  are  now  deserted  by  their  foiw 
it)ef  rnhabttants ;  some  of  the  fronts  exhibit  a  half  ruinous  appearabce^ 
and  high  grass  flonrishet  in  the  eoort^yards.    Several  of  then)  have  bee«. 
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told  by  tbetr  prinoely  and  noble  possessors,  who  instead  of  passing  their 
winters  at  Warsaw  (hitherto  deemed  The  Lit ile  Paris  of  the  North}' now 
spend  it  in  retirement  on  their  estates,  or  in  foreign  countries. 

The  churches  in  Warsaw  are  very  numerous,  and  are  peculiar  in  their 
appearance.  They  are  almost  universally  without  steeples  both  here  and 
ia  other  parts  of  Poland.  An  arch,  however,  or  sometimes  a  cupola,  is 
commonly  raised  at  one  end,  in  which  the  single  bell  is  hung.  The  in- 
terior of  them  is  sumptuous  and  splendid,  and  the  city  has  the  aspect  of 
having  once  been  a  royal  residence. 

The  theatre  in  this  city  is  small,  though  not  without  neatness.  The 
pit,  like  that  of  Dantzic,  is  without  seats,  except  near  the  music-box.  It 
is  occupied  in  the  summer  by  a  set  of  German  strolling  players ;  but  in 
the  winter  by  Poles,  who  act  their  national  dramas. — The  other  amuse- 
ments  are  the  public  gardens,  which  furpish  a  fashionable  and  agreeable. 
promenade  to  a  higher  description  of  people  than  the  Danzickers. — The. 
laburb  of  Praga  consists  of  little  more  than  a  collection  of  village  huts. 

The  city  of  Cracow  next  deserves  mention.  Cracow  was  formerly  the. 
capital  of  Poland  where  the  kings  were  elected  and  crowned,  and  once 
almost  the  centre  of  the  Polish  dominions,  but  it  is  now  a  frontier  town« 
It  stands  on  an  extensive  plain,  watered  by  the  Vistula,  which  is  here 
broad  and  shallow.  The  city  and  suburbs  occupy  a  large  tract  of  ground, 
but  contain  only  16,000  inhabitants.  Many  of  the  streets  are  broad  and 
baodsome ;  the  great  square  is  very  spacious,  and  hus  several  well-built 
houses,  once  riciily  furnished  and  nobly  iuhiibited,  but  mostly  now  un-. 
tenanted,  and  in  a  state  of  melancholy  decay.  Almost  ever}'  building 
beart  striking  marks  of  ruined  grandeur;  the  churches  alone  preserve 
their  original  splendour.  The  effects  of  cannon,  grape,  and  musket-shot, 
ire  still  conspicuous  on  the  walls.  In  a  word,  Cracow  exhibits  the  re- 
mains of  a  magnificent  city  in  ruins  ;  the  number  of  fallen  and  the  falling 
bouses  gi^  it  the  appearance  of  a  town  recently  sacked  by  the  enem}^ 
The  town  is  surrounded  with  high  walls  of  brick,  strengthened  by  rouiid 
and  square  towers,  of  whimiiical  sha{>es,  in  theancient  style  of  for  titi  cation. 

Towards  the  southern  part  of  the  town,  near  th^  Vistula,  the  palace  or 
citadel,  surrounded  with  brick  walls  and  old  turrets,  forms  a  conspicuous 
•hject  on  the  summit  of  a  rock.  This  palace  is  of  very  remote  antiquity, 
bat  was  destroyed  in  good  part  by  Charles  the  12th  in  the  year  1702, 
when  he  entered  Cracow  in  triumph  after  the  battle  of  Clessow.  Tl>e-re- 
lliaios  consist  of  a  few  apartments,  which  are  left  in  the  same  state  as  thej 
etisted  in  the  last  century.  Tiie  walls  of  one  apartment  are  decorated  with 
tilts  and  tournaments  ;  those  of  a  second  with  aVepresenlation  of  a  coroo* 
atiota;  the  ceiling  of  a  third  is  divided  into  different  compartments  orna- 
mented with  grotesque  heads.  All  the  rooms  are  of  fine  dimensions,  and 
exhibit  the  remains  of  ancient  magt>ificence  in  the  better  days  of  Poland. 

Ltmberg,  iu  Gallitzia,  is  probably  the  next  principal  town  after  Cra<r 
cow.     Its  population. is  said  to  be  above  20,000,  though  this  secjns  qne«- 
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tibnable  from  the  comparative  extent  of  the  town.  According  to  cu»tom, 
it  has  a  large  square,  whicit  is  at  onpe  the  best  Ksidence  and  the  mai^ 
ket-place. 

Lublii)  is  again  another  tpwn  of  some  note.  Like  Warsaw  it  has  do 
square,  forming  another  exception  to  the  general  pfan.  If  con8isti>  merely 
of  a  Vong  thoroughfare  street,  with  a  few  others  irregularly  disposed* 
The  honses  are  vary  indifferent. 

As  to  the  other  towns,  the  general  character  of  atl  is  the  same. 
The  houses  are  uniformly  of  wood.  There  is  commonly  a  pretty  large 
square  with  the  town-house  in  the  centre.  This  place,  however,  is  feome* 
times  occupied  by  the  most  considerable  iui^.  On  the  side  is  a  kind  ol 
piazza,  under  which  bread,,  trinkets,  ftc.  are  exposed  on  small  standings 
to  sale.  At  each  angle  is' usually  an  entrance  lined  on  each  side,  for  a 
short  distance,  witlr  houses.  The  wooden-houses,  whether  in  town  or 
country,  have  rarely,  if  ever,  any  thing  but  the  roof  above  the  groond 
floor.  The  usi^ial  situation  of  these  towns  is  a  plain,  at  some  distance 
from  a  forest,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  a  moor. 

The  villages  are  still  more  miserable.  They  are  usually  found  on  the 
skirts  or  in  the  midst  of  a  forest,  though  sometimes  in  a  wide  and  un« 
sheltered  plain.  A  Polish  village  consists  of  a  collection  of  miserable 
huts,  from  eight  or  ten,  to  forty  or  fifty,  all  of  wood,  and  rudely  covered 
with  straw  and  turf.  A  collection  of  the  very  worst  species  of  Scotch 
huts  would  be  a  favourable  specimen.  These  hovels  afford  such  an  in* 
sufRcient  protection  against  the  cold  that  the  inhabitants  stop  up  the 
vents  of  their  chimneys  in  the  winter.  These  villages  are  thinly  scattered* 
They  are  situated  most  frequently  within  about  four  or  fire  miles  of  each 
other,  and  are  often  less  distant.  Being  constructed  of  wood  they  are 
frequently  burned  ;  a  whole  village  being  consumed  in  the  course  of  m 
few  hours. 

POPULATION,  PEASANTRY,  and  FARMERS.— The  popii« 
lation  of  Poland  is  about  19  millions.  The  classes  of  people  may  be 
said  to  be  three,— namely,  the  peasants,  the  farmers,  and  the  nobles. 

A  Polish  peasant  is  short  in  stature,  and  appears  as  if  stunted  in  hit 
growth.  He  has  small  grey  eyes  ;  a  short  turned-up  nose ;  hair  cocn« 
monly  approaching  to  yellow,— -a  yellow-sunburnt  complexion,  and  m 
general  gait,  heavy  ancj  devoid  of  life. 

The  peasant  women  are  usually  very  short  and  squat,  with  faces  alto 
short  and  rather  flat.  Nothing  in  the  form  of  woman  can  be  conceived 
more  unlovely.  A  handsome  country  girl  is  no  where  to  be  seen  but  in 
England^ 

The  dress  of  a  peasant  in  summer  is  merely  a  coarse  dowlats  thirty 

*  and  a  pair  of  loose  drawers,  without  shoes  or  stockings ;  with  a  little 

round  cap,  partly  of  fur.     In  winter  he  wears  a  sort  of  mantle,  which  m 

a  coarse  woollen  garment,  of  a  dark  reddish  colouf,  and  lined  with  tbeep* 

tkin«    lie  it  now  also  provided  with  heavy  butkius. 
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The  drets  of  the  women  is  difficult  to  descrihe : — The  head-dress  is  % 
wrapper  of  white  lineD,  the  end  of  which  hangs  down  on  one  side.  On 
SandftTs  they  wear  every  colour  of  the  rainbow.  In  summer  they  wear 
nothing  but  a  mere  shift,  and  a  single  petticoat,  which  extends  scarcely 
beloi^  the  knees ;  and  are  commonly  without  shoes  or  stockings. — Their 
dress  is  very  scanty  ;  they  have  rarely  any  animal  food.  Even  at  the  Inns, 
in  the  interior  of  Poland,  scarcely  any  thing  is  to  be  procured.  Their 
best  things  are  their  milk  and  cheese;  but  their  principal  article  is  their 
coarse  rye4>read,  as  black  as  a  coal,  and  as  hard  as  a  table. 

Their  political  condition  is  degrading  to  human  natur^.  When  a 
yoang  peasant  marries,  his  lord  assigns  him  a  certain  quantity  of  laud. 
Should  the  family  be  numerous,  som^  little  addition  is  afterwards  made 
to  the  first  grant.  At  the  same  time,  the  young  couple  obtain  also  a  few 
cattle,  as  a  cow  or  two,  with  steers  to  plow  their  land.  These  are  fed  io 
the  stubble,  or  in  the  open  places  of  the  woods,  as  the  season  admits* 
The  master  also  provides  them  with  acottsge,  and  implements  of  bus* 
bandry.  In  consideration  of  these  grants,  the  peasant  is  obliged  to  make 
a  return  to  the  landholder  of  one  half  of  his  labour;  that  is  to  say,  be 
works  three  days  in  the  week  for  his  landlord,  and  three  for  himself. 

When  a  farmer  rents  a  farm,  the  villages  situated  on  it,  with  their  in* 
habitants,  are  considered  as  included  in  the  contract,  and  the  farmer  has 
the  tame  rights  with  respect  to  the  peasants  as  the  landlord.  The  pea* 
iaBt4  in  short  are  considered  as  the  cattle  of  the  farm  ;  and  with  the  ex- 
ception  of  putting  them  to  death,  the  lord  noay  do  with  them  as  be  does 
with  his  horse  or  cow. 

If  an  estate  be  sold, -the  peasants,  as  so  much  stock,  are  transferred  with* 
it  to  the  new  master.  The  Polish  boors,  therefore,  are  still  slaves,  and 
subject  to  the  will  of  their  lords,  as  in  all  tlie  barbarism  of  the  feudal 
ttmea.  They  cannot  quit  their  villages  without  a  licence  from  their  lord. 
And  flight  is  impossible,  for  whither  should  they  fly  ? 

The  allowance  of  land  is  not  more  than  supplies  them  with  a  scanty 
mainteuaBce.  They  are  accordingly  a  withered,  miserable,  famished 
people.  What  they  can  save  from  their  absolute  necessities,'  they  ex* 
pend  in  an  abominable  spirit  which  they  call  snaps,— *a  most  pemicioils 
lT^6r,and  drank  in  incredible  quantities  both  by  men  and  women.  Their 
•enrttttde  and  their  habits  have  totally  subdued  aH  generous  feeling* 
amongst  them.  Their  tyrants  may  strike  them,-  and  kick  them,  without 
experiencing  any  resistance. 

Sooie  fSew  of  tliese  boors  are  found  alfoiai  every  lat^e  mansion.  They 
are  employed  by  the  domestics  in  the  most  flU^y  menial  offices.  These 
have  never  any  beds  (however  mean)  provided  them  ;  they  sleep  like  dogs 
in  any  hole  oreoroer  they  can  find,  and  always  witliout  undressing.  The 
wiDter*8  cold  drives  them  into  the  hall,  where  they  commonly  crouch 
dose  to  the  atones,  and  lie  like  so  many  drunketi'tkien  or  insensible  blocks. 
Id  short,  the  Polish  peasants  are  in  a  most  miserable  state  of  degradation. 
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A  century  must  elapse  before  they  can  be  raised  to  the  rank  of  civilized 
beings.  If  a  traveller  meets  theni  in  the  winter's  snow,  they  appear  like 
herds  of  savage  beasts  rather  than  companies  of  men^  Their  eoarte  man^ 
ties ;  their  shrunken  and  squalled  forms ;  their  dirty-raatted  hair;  Hmt 
dull,  moping  looks,  and  lifeless  movements,  all  combine  an  image  which 
sickens  humanity,  and  makes  the  heart  of  the  beholder  recoil* 

The  condition  of  the  farmers  is  an  intermediate  class  between  the  pea* 
sants  aud  the  nobles.  They  are  a  respectable  class  of  men  ;  indeed  mach 
better  educated  than  the  same  kind  of  people  in  England.  They  are  ad* 
mitted  to  the  tables  of  their  landlords ;  and  the  higher. Bort  of  them  are 
regarded  as  nearly  gentlemen.  It  is  accordingly  the  ambition  of  a  young 
Pole  to  get  the  lease  of  a  good  farm,  when  he  establishes  himself  for  life 
in  the  best  manner  which  Poland  admits. 

The  cultivation  of  the  soil  in  Poland  is  attended  with.litt1e  expence  or 
trouble.  We  no  where  see  more  than  a  ploughman  with  his  plough,  and 
k single  pair  of^small  bullocks,  not  bigger  than  English  steers.  There  is 
scarcely  such  a  thing  as  manure  to  be  seen.  The  average  crop  is  six  to 
one  of  the  quautity  sown ;  of  which  two  are  considered  as  clear  pro6t« 
A  Polish  farm  commonly  consists  of  several  thousand  acres  including 
open*land  and  forest ;  and  the  rent  of  such  a  farm  amounts  to  about  two 
hundred  pounds  English  money«  Its  value,  however^  is  not  estimated  hf 
the  number  of  acres  but  by  the  number  of  villages.  The  rent  of  land, 
indeed,  is  so  low,  tluit  fifty  pounds  a  year  for  twenty  square  miles  may  be 
taken  as  nearly  the  averager  rental  of  the  kingdom. 

The  general  market  is  Dantzic ;  the  farmers  go  thither  and  stay  for  six 
weeks  or  two  months,  till  they  have  sold  all  their  com. 

The  houses  of  the  farmers  are  commonly  built  of  wood,  and  hmvo 
merely  the  ground  floor.  There  are  usually  two  or  three  ordinary  rooms, 
which  are  white-washed ;  the  floor  of  earth,  or  planks.  A  bed  alnM«i 
always  stands  in  every  room.  In  the  midst  of  these  homely  appearanots» 
the  traveller  feels  an  agreeable  surprise  at  seeing  the  table  set  out  with 
great  neatness,  and  abundantly  supplied  with  poultry,  &c.-^£very  pbte 
is  furnished  with  a  napkin  and  a  silver  fork ;  and  the  dinner  seldom  oob« 
sists  of  less  than  two  distinct  courses. 

The  price  of  land  in  purchase  is  very  moderate^  Afi  estate  of  two  thou^ 
sand  acres  (one  thousand  forest,  and  the  other  excellent  arable  land)  with 
a  good  farm-house  on  it— nnay  be  bought  at  one  pound  English  money 
per  acre. 

The  third  class  of  people  {next  to  the  peasantry  and  farmers)  are  the 
nobles,  of  whom  I  shall  speak  more  at  large  below. 

MANNERS  AND  CUSTOMS.— Manners,  social  intercourse,  and 
polite  accomplishments,  are  only  to  be  found  among  the  nobles,  aud, 
therefore,  what  is  said  under  this  head,  is  to  be  applied  to  this  class* 
The  following  information  upon  this  bead  is  comprised  from  Mr.  Bui^ 
net's  View  of  Poind. 


^ 
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The  Polish  tiobles  evideiiliy  exceed  the  general  statnre  of  the  pessmitrv, 
ill  ivhich  they  differ  from  the  Spaninrds  wlurc  it  is  dirccOy  ihecontritry. 
—The  Potef  are  likewise  a  corpulent  people.  Their  complexioua  (ilw 
nobility  and  RkhUv)  are  luir,  aod  with  far  less  colour  than  the  Eugliih. 
The  eyt*  and  Imir  are  usuully  li^lit,  aud  tlie  general  ex|ires>iion  of  ihtif 
counteaajK-e  amitible,  friendly,  aud  iuteresting.  The  following  character 
of  some  of  the  leading  personages  nny  Krre  as  exatnples  of  Uieir  coun- 

The  tirst  shall  be  the  Prince  Czartoryski.  ll\»  pertou  ii  perhaps  ra- 
ther beUw  the  middle  nature;  but  erect  and  well  proportioned  ;  ^lii 
countenance  open  aod  Siin^niiie,  anil  hia  whole  intelligent  and  act'iva. 
Hit  manners  are  condescending  and  familiar.  He  has  an  extensive  knon*- 
ledcje  liolli  of  books  and  ni^n ;  und  hia  politeneM  euablen  iuro  to  adapt 
tiinriiielf  to  all  companies.  Hih  worth  i«  known  and  acknowledged  by  nil 
etassei  of  people,  and  no  Polish  nobleman  i«  more  popular,  and  mure 
ja^lly  deserves  to  be  so. — Another  eminent  nobleman  la  the  Connt  Zh- 
moyski.  His  person  is  tall  and  erect ;  bin  complexion  clear,  but  colour- 
\tn,  and  his  countenance  o|)en  and  bcncvoleuL  He  hat>  evidently  the  aj>- 
fiearance  and  mannerH  of  a  gentleman  ;  but  the  qualities  of  hit  heart  are 
infinitely  superior. 

The  Polish  women  hare  a  tety  near  resemblance  to  tlie  English. 
Their  compleviontt  are  fair  and  clear ;  perhaps  more  generally  pale  thaji 
Those  of  the  English  women.  Kougc  is  almost  universal  except  amongst 
yoitng  girli.  Their  teeth  are  good,  and  hair  and  eye&  generally  light — I 
%h&U  give  an  example: — The  Countess  Z^ininyski  is  tall  and  slender, 
^ith  an  elegance  of  form,  which  the  loveliest  of  the  Graces  might  behold 
xrith  envy.  She  is  of  that  clnss  of  beauty  which  we  colloquially  term 
dark  ;  as  the  ha*  dar^  hair  and  eyes  ;  yet  ber  comple«loii  is  beautifully 
-fair  and  dear ;  and  her  lace  altogether  most  deli[;btful.  Hhe  has  that 
part  of  beauty  in  which  ladies  are  most  deficient — a  fine  smooth  und  open 
forehead,  ornamented,  moreover,  with  beautiful  dark  eye-brows.  Upu<i 
tite  whole,  she  is  one  of  the  handsomest  women  in  Poland — And  her  ac- 
compli shmenls  correspond  with  her  personal  charini.  She  is  a  proBcjent 
in  Hiusic,  and  sings  and  plays  with  meet  exquisite  taste  und  tieeling.  She 
n  well-read  in  French  literature  ;  and  uiideralanils  and  feeiti  the  beautiea 
of  Poetry. 

The  Princess  of  Wirtemberg,  sister  to  the  Countess,  is  certainly  not 
ao  handsome  as  her  sisler,  but  is  nothing  inferior  to  ber  in  feminine  ai> 
complishments.  She  is  separated  from  her  husband,  the  brother-in-law 
of  our  Princess  Royal,  and  by  all  acocunts  a  great  brute.  The  Priucew 
is  very  handsome,  though  not  equal  to  the  Countess.  Her  ejes  are  dark 
&ndfull, — her  forehead  clear  and  open,  and  her  whule  air  at  ouce  soft 
and  expressive.  She  u  a  birikiug  resemblance  (a  softened  une]  of  our 
Mrs.  Sid  do  no. 
The  Puli»h  noble*  undentand  the  enioyment  of  tile.     Tlieir  patacei. 
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tables,  aad  amusements,  unite  the  abundance  of  England  and  Grermany, 
with  thtf  occasional  splendour  of  France  and  Italy.-ir-Their  palaces  are 
built  after  the  following  plan  :— They  present  a  front  and  two  wings»  the 
extremities  df  which  are  joined  together  by  a  palisade,  so  as  to  enclose  a 
spacious  court.  The  walls  are  rough  cast,  and  anciently  were  uniformly 
white.  The  ascent  to  the  front-door  is  usually  by  a  considerable  flight 
of  steps.  The  visitor  then  enters  a  spacious  hall,  from  which  doors  on 
each  side  open  into  different  suits  of  apartments.  On  the  left  are  coaH 
monly  the  saloons  appropriated  for  the  assembled  family  and  visitors* 
They  consist  of  a  suit  of  two  or  three  rooms,  usually  connected  with 
others  by  large  arched  foldiag  doors,  and  decorated  with  various  el^ 
gance.  On  entering  these  saloons,  the  first  object  is  the  billianktablCf 
which  is  an  indispenssble  requisite  in  every  gentleman's  house. 

The  floors  are  uniformly  without  carpets,  and  inlaid  with  oak,  which 
is  kept  rubbed  of  a  glossy  brightness.  No  want  of  a  carpet  is  felt  in  thfi 
•lightest  degree,  and  they  exceed  in  beauty  and  neatness  any  possible 
carpet  or  covering. 

The  rooms  are  warmed  in  winter  by  means  of  stoves  as  in  Rnaua.  The 
shape  of  their  stoves  is  like  those  in  our  churches  in  winter ;  but  their  ex- 
terior is  rendered  pleasing  and  even  elegant  by  being  cased  with  smaU 
tiles  of  white  china,  similarly  to  those  sometimes  seen  in  firei^ilaoef  in 
England.  Besides  the  stove,  however,  there  is  an  ^pen  flre^place*  in 
most  good  rooms,  for  wood-fires.  Upon  the  whole,  the  apartments  are 
infinitely  warmer,  and  may  be  rendered  as  cheerful  as  any  in  England. 

Most  of  the  windows  are  double, — ^like  those  of  Count  Romlbrd^s 
house  at  Knightsbridge.  They  open  like  our  fashionable  windows,  u  e« 
like  folding*door8.  Immediately  on  the  setting  in  of  the  cold,  they  are 
fibally  secured  for  the  winter.  Every  joint  and  crevice  is  so  accurately 
close  as  to  exclude  the  possible  admission  of  the  air ;  and  the  roomi^ 
by  such  exclusion,  and  by  means  of  the  stoves,  are  kept  up  to  tbo 
•nmmer  heat.  •  ^ 

The  wings  of  a  Pblish  mansion  contain  the  bed->rooms,  &c.  of  the  fl^ 
mily.  Each  wing  may  be  considered  as  a  very  long  house,  of  two  storiea 
high  besides  the  ground  floor.  Through  the  centre,  longitudenally  o|i 
each  floor,  extends  a  common  passage  or  gallery,  into  which  the  sevenA 
doors,  on  both  sides  of  the  distinct  chambers,  open.  In  some  ancieat 
bouses,  there  are  stair-cases  in  front  like  those  of  the  Temple  and  our  ooU 
legeik  The  chambers  are  small,  being  chiefly  adapted  for  single  person^ 
more  rarely  for  two.  The  walls  are  merely  white-washed,  but  distem* 
penng  is  coming  into  useamong«t  them.  These  rooms  contain  nothing 
init  the  frame  of  a  bedstead.  Every  stranger  or  visitor  brings  his  bedding 
with  hioa ;  and  on  his  arrival  at  a  aobleman*s  house,  bis  huge  portman* 
teaa  is  unpacked,  and  his  bed  laid  and  m^de  by  his  own  servant  upon 
one  of  these  frames.  Ladies  are  visited  in  their  bed-rooms  without  even 
Iho  idei^  of  indelicacy.     The  common  morning  visitt  indeed,  it  usonlly 
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received  by  the  lady  ia  bed*  *'  Od  my  arrival  io  Polaod/'  layy  Mr.  Baiw 
net,  '*  the  beaatifal  QimoteM  Zamoyaka*  had  been  receotly  confined,  but 
waaalready  well  enough  to  ait  up  and  bear  company.  She  sent  a  mesr 
aage,  thai  the  whole  of  the  company  of  the  houae,  consisting  of  at  least 
twenty  peraona,  ahould  come  to  her"  room,  immediately  aa  they  had  risen 
from  dinner^  to  take  coffee*  We  aasembled  again  iu  the  evening  to  tea 
and  cardfi.** 

The  furnitare  of|the  best  houses,  with  the  CKception  of  the  billiard- 
tsble,  ia  auch  aa  may  be  seen  in  the  &rm«>hou8ea  of  England,— dcd 
diaiia  and  tablea  painted  or  stained  ;  Hometimea  stuffed  with  wool,  and 
covered  with  green,  red,  or  yellow  plush.  In  short,  the  osnal  articlei, 
and  of  the  uaual  kind,  of  our  old  fushioned  country  houses.  Every  vi» 
«toror  traveller  carriea  hia  looking-glavs,  knife,  and  fork,  and  spoon. 

A  man  aermnt  ia  appropriated  to  every  vita  tor*  This  servant  arraogea 
the  bed,  aweepa  the  room,  and  kiudlea  the  fire,  &c«  If  ^he  person  whoqa 
he  attenda  goea  onia  journey  or  visit,  he  accompanies  him.  The  only 
women  aervanta  in  the  family  are  immediately  employed  abont  the  kdtca* 
The  management  of  household  aifiurs  ia  entruated  to  a  honae-atewaid. 

Tbo  palace  of  the  Prince  Czartoryakiir  as  described  by  Mr.  Burnet, 
will  give  a  good  idea  of  these  bouses*  "  it8  aile  is  on  a  rising  ground,  <|r 
lather  on  the  elevated  bank, of  a  small  stream,  which  at  a  considerabljp 
distance  empties  itself  into  the  Vistula*  The  southern  front,  towards  the 
river,  hanga  aa  it  were  upon  the  brow  of  the  little  emioence»  whi<^  is  ap 
itcep  aa  to  be  almoat  precipitous,  and  may  be  about  ten  yardii  in  peiw 
pendieular  height.  The  acclivity  is  planted  with  various  sbruba*  The 
ifOAt  of  the  bouse  is  long  and  plain ;  the  centval  windowa  ai^  large  bow- 
windows ;  the  others  smaller  but  of  the  same  shape.  The  walls  are  cq» 
loured  yellow.  The  prospect  from  this  side  is  partly  over  forest  lands* 
and  partly  over  a  campaign  country,  with  the  Vistula  wiading'near.  Thit 
river  is  here  very  beautiful,  being  wide,  and  having  its  banks  raised  in 
clumps  and  well  wooded.  ^ 

^'  The  northern  front  of  the  palace  commands  a  view  of  a  vast  firont» 
which  expands  its  green  luxuriant  bosom  over  a  great  number  of  square 
miles.  It  commences  at  the  distance  of  about  half  a  mile  finom  the  bot« 
torn  of  the  coast,  from  which  there  is  a  gradual  aud  gentle  descent,  and 
so  avenue  is  thence  carried  through  the  forest  of  the  same  width  with/ 
the  cgast  itself*  The  parallel  sides  are  cpntinued  up  to  the  palace  by 
two  rows  of  ^rees.  The  length  of  the  avenue  through  the  forest  may  kia 
about  ten  miles* 

*'  The  garden  and  pleasure  grounds  are  laid  out  with  much  taste,  an4 
their  beauty  is  much  assisted  by  the  Vistula,  wjiich  flows  at  the  bottom 
of  them.  At  the  ejrtremity  of  the  shrubbery  eastward  is  situated  tha 
ra^sll  but  tasteful  mansion  of  tl^  Princess  of  Wirtemberg*  An  elegant 
lalooB  in  the  southern  front  looks  out  upon  a  pleasant  lawuj  which  d^ 
clioss  gently  to  the  river  at  ten  or  fifteen  yards  distance**' 

DIET  AJiP  DOMESTIC  UF£«^T||e  comnoo  dinncpbour  amongst 
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the  finrraers,  traders,  &c.  is  IS  oVlock  ;  and  amongst  the  nobilttj  the  la« 
test  hour  is  two.  The  company  is  summoned  to  the  dinner-table  by  the 
sonnd  of  a  bell  or  the  beat  of  a  dram.  The  family  and  com|iany  then 
assemble  in  the  saloon  for  a  few  minutes  till  the  steward  announces  that 
all  is  ready.  During  this  short  intenral,  howerer,  a  couple  of  servants 
appear;  the  one  with  small  decanters  of  liquors ;  the  other  with  a  tray 
full  of  small  glasses  and  crusts  of  bread.  They  go  round  in  sucoession. 
Upon  the  entrance  of  the  steward,  the  company  (proceed  to  the  great 
hall,  aud  take  their  seats  at  the  long  tabte.  There  is  little  or  no  etiquette 
as  to  the  precedence.  Every  one  sits  as  he  pleases  and  next  to  whom  he 
pleases.  If  the  company  be  numerous,  there  is  a  table  on  each  side  the 
katl,  and  one  at  the  upper  end  (in  the  manner  of  our  college  halls).  The 
table  is  covered  with  the  whole  of  the  viands  at  once ;  there  is  no  second 
'or  third  course  as  in  England.  If  any  thing  be  added,  it  rs  brought  in 
'without  formality.  The  principal  dinhes  are  silver  plate,  and  every  plate 
has  its  silver  fork.— -Every  dinner,  as  likewise  supper,  begins  with  soup. 
Whilst  this  is  serving,  the  joint  which  is  to  succeed  it  (generally  boiled* 
beef)  is  removed  to  the  side  table  to  be  carved  by  the  steward  and  at« 
tendants.  Upon  the  removal  of  the  soup,  the  plates  of  beef  are  handed 
round  to  each  person.  This  is  dressed  to  rags.-  The  next  dish  is  fre^ 
quently  roast-beef,  sliced  in  like  manner,  and  often  with  a  sauce  of  onions 
and  shalots.  The  next  difih  is  sour-crout,  potatoes  sliced  or  fried,  or  car* 
rots  minced  or  apparently  fried.  All  these  vegetables  are  eaten  by  them* 
■elves,  like  animal  food.  Green  peas  in  their  season  are  eaten  with  sugar 
.instead  of  salt  and  pepper.  Then  follows  a  dish  of  some  sort  of  gama, 
wild-fowl,  or  venison.  This  is  followed  by  chickens,  and  afterwards  by 
the  confectionary.  Veal  is  as  common  as  beef.  The  table  drink  it 
Rhenish  wine. 

During  the  time  of  dinner,  the  lofty  and  magnificent  hall  is  crowded 
with  servants,  amonc;st  whom  are  generally  some  Cossacks  with  their  lone 
whiskers,  and  in  the  military  uniform.  Ev^  person  of  consequence  has 
likewise  his  own  footman  behind  his  chair,  in  his  peculiar  livery.  The 
whole  forms  a  spectacle  which  forcibly  carries  back  the  mind  to  the  pom* 
pons  periods  of  feudal  grandeur. 

When  it  is  perceived  that  the  dinner  is  ended,  the  family  rises  and  are 
followed  by  their  guests.  The  whole  now  proceed  to  the  saloon,  and  are 
dispersed  about  the  room  in  small  knots  or  parties,  all  standing.  Each  it 
then  served  with  a  cup  of  coffee.  Some  of  them  then  go  to  the  billiard* 
table.  Others  prefer  conversation.  This  kind  of  sauntering  continues 
till  about  five  or  six  in  the  afternoon,  by  which  tra^e  they  drop  ofTindi* 
vidually,  and  each  retires  to  his  own  room,— to  a  walk,  or  elsewhere.-* 
From  eight  to  nine  the  company  gradually  drop  in  to  tea.  A  large  table, 
like  a  dinner-table,  appears  covered  with  a  table-cloth, — without  tea* 
Iray,  Urn,  3cc.  .  The  Poles,  neither  men  nor  women,  consider  this  as  t, 
necessity ;  and  thongh  the  tea-table  is  common  in  all  good  hous€«^  it  bai 
not  »B  yet  assumed  the  comfort  and  elegance  of  England*     - 
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Tea  b  «c«N»]y  etided»  about  nioe  o*clo€k,  when  sapper  is  aa&ounced. 
This  is  served  in  the  great  hal1«  It  always  begins  with  soup,  which  is  %ot 
companied  with  hot  and  cold  dishes.  ^Vhen  supper  is  over«  the  oompany 
immeduiiely  rise  from  table*  and  amuse  themselves  till  the  hour  of  rest  iii 
the  same  manner  as  after  dinner. 

In  the  morning  at  ten  o'clock,  a  large  round  breakfast-table  is  laid  in 
tbe'saloon.  Cofiee  is  ilie  universal  breakfast*  It  is  served  to  each  person 
in  a  small  cofTee-pot  for  himself.  The  bread  consists  of  small  tine  ,rollsi, 
which  are  baked  eVery  morning,  though  eaten  quite  cold.  The  butter  it 
tioelleBt.   Raspberries  and  strawberries  are  frequently  introduced* 

The  Poles  (the  noble)  are  fond  of  amusement,  of  which  the  principal 
is  dancing,  and  the  principal  dance  is  the  well  known  Waltz.  There  are 
several  other  national  dances,  which  have  been  lately  introduced  in  £ng« 
land,  and  therefore  need  not  be  described.  The  Cracoviae  dance  as  it 
is  termed  is  still  pecnliar  to  themselves.  This  dance  is  performed  by  a 
great  number  of  couples,"— by  a  large  company,  who  skip  round  the  room 
to  music  gay  and  airy,—- making  a  step,  in  which  one  heel  is  kicked 
agttnst  the  other.  They  all  arrive  in  a  body  at  a  particular  part  of  the 
ioom,-where  tlie  whole  company,  men  and  women,  give  a  sudden,  loud, 
shrill  and  frightful  scream ;  then  in  an  instant  turn  about,  begin  sklp^ 
ping  as  before,  and  clapping  their  hands  to  the  movements  of  the  taoe. 
It  is  amazing  how  they  can  find  any  amusement  in  this  horrible  screaming. 

The  English  country  dances,  Ridottos,  and  Ma>$qued  Balls,  are  Iike« 
wise  very  common.  The  usual  regale  is  punch,  in  which  the  lime  is  much 
ascd;  and'whichin  summer  is  often  converted  into  ice.  In  winter  they 
tmose  themselves  with  skaitiug.  In  summer  with  tenuis,  and  other 
fames  common  in  England.  Dramas  are  likewise  frequently  represented 
10  the  nobleman's  house ;  gnd  are  sometimes  written  for  the  purpose  by 
tome  of  the  visitors*  t 

LANGUAGE  aud  LITERATURE,— The  Polish  language  is  a 
dialect  of  the  ancient  Sclavonic.  The  alphabet  is  the  common  Roman, 
with  the  exception  only  of  certain  letters  which  have  minute  accents, 
which  indicate  the  differences  of  sound.  The  relations  of  words  are  de« 
Doted  by  terminations  as  in  Latin  and  Greek.  The  Polish  is  far  from^ 
beioga  pore  language.  It  has  many  derivatives  from  the  Latin  and 
German.  Some  of  the  words,  however,  are  peculiarly  soft,  such  as  wod^^ 
vater,  andjMoro  pen.  Hence  the  Polish  poetry  is  not  uniformly  harsh. 
The  generality  of  Poles  are  very  well  informed.  Most  of  the  gentlemen 
kiMw  French  and  German ;  aiid  many  even  of  the  servants  understand 
both  languages*  At  the  tables  of  the  nobility  the  French  is  of  course 
the  common  language.  All  the  children  of  the  gentry,  from  their  in-* 
fiiDcy,  have  French  attendants,  and  thus  learn  to  speak  French  as  soon 
u  Polish.  It  is  no  distinction,  therefore,  to  understand  the  French. 
Ob  the  other,  hgnd,  the  knowledge  of  English  is  a  respectablr  accom- 
pVuhnent 
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Some  of  the  noblemeti  are  as  well  iuformed  as  those  of  the  same  ranli 
ill  England.  The  Prince  Czartoryski  is  said  to  be  acquainted  with  foor^ 
teen  different  languages.  He  is  an  excellent  Latin  and  Greek  scholar  ;^f 
be  understandd  Russian,  German,  English.  &c.  In  consequence  of  thii 
knowledge  of  languages,  his  Hignesss  is  said  to  have  the  most  general^  .^ttX 
literal  iuformatioa  of  any  man  in  Europe.  He  is  well  versed  in  all  the  -=^^e 
finglish  writers,  and  though  seventy  years  of  age,  has  all  the  activity  AndK^^d 
vivacity  of  early  life. 

There  are  two  works  which  contain  the  history  of  Polish  Literature  iDj 
the  1 5th,  ]6th,  and  17th  centuries.      The  first  is  entitled,  Cenimm 
irium  Polonice  Scriptorum  Elogia  et  ViteBy  and  contains  an  accoant  ol 
authors  who  have  written  either  in  Latin  or  Polish.     The  second  is 
Bibliographical  Work  by  Daniel  Hoffman.      The  greater  part  of  thi 
Polish  authors  have  preferred  to  write  in  Latin  to  their  own  language.^.' 
There  are,  however,  some  original  Polish  historians  and  poets*    Amongst^- 
these  is  Jezowski,  author  of  a  poem  called  the  Sarmatian  Farmer; 
linski,  a  satirist ;  Twardowski,  a  military  poet,  and  Gawinski,  a  pasteral 
one.  Translations  both  from  ancient  and  modern  languagesare  numerooi. 

Poland  is  not  wanting  in  historians.  The  largei»t  composition  is  &  Hii 
tory  of  Poland  in  three  quarto  volumes.  All  the  original  documents  ai 
ill  Latin.  The  most  ancient  Polish  historian  is  Vincentius  Kadlabcrk, 
bishop  of  Cracow,  at  the  commencement  of  the  13th  century.  He  died  in 
1223.  His  history  comes  no  lower  down  than  1204.  The  next  historical 
writer  is  Boguphal,  bibhop  of  Posnania.  He  begins  his  history  from  the 
origin  of  the  Poles,  and  carries  it  down  to  125f .  Hi»work  is  coDtinned 
to  the  year  1271  by  Baczko,  warden  of  his  church.  There  aretwooior^ 
worthy  of  mention ;  John  Dlugoss,  and  Martin  Cromer.  Cromer  lias 
been  styled  the  Livy  of  Poland.  He  was  the  son  of  a  peasant,  and  be* 
came  a  bishop  by  his  merits  and  learning  in  a  learned  age.  His  work 
closes  in  1€06,  but  he  afterwards  continued  (as  it  were  in  a  fnneral  pgi- 
negyric  on  Sigismond)  to  1548. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  Copesmius  was  a  native  of  Poland.  He 
was  born  at  Thorn  in  1472,  and  died  in  1543.  Tiie  fame  of  Casimcr  b 
l^nown  to  every  poet  of  learning.  He  was  a  Polish  Jesuit,  bom  in  I597> 
and  died  in  lG40.  The  chief  universities  of  Poland  are  Cracow^  WiliM^ 
and  Posan. 

Of  thene  Cracow  is  the  most  considerable.  It  has  elevtn  colleges^ 
which  have  the  superintendence  of  fourteen  Grammar  schools,  which  mtt 
preparatory  to  the  admission  to  tl^e  colleges.  The  directors  ffre.ecclcst* 
astics  and  academicians*  This  university  was  founded  aud  endowed  bj 
Casimer  the  Great,  but  considerably  enlarged  by  Jagtllon.  Its  librarj 
contains  a  Turkish  book  presented  by  John  Sobieski  from  the  spoils  of 
Chotzim.  Cracow  formerly  supplied  the  other  seminaries  with  professorSy 
and  has  been  hence  called  the  mother  of  Polish  literatare.— Posan 
and  Wilna  are  upon  the  same  plao>  and  began  to  flourish  before  tht 
present  troubles.

THE  6[h  paa9«d  in  BkiriuUlivaor  little  importance,  anJ  \a  ncaaoohnug 
en  the  part  of  (he  French,  while  Prince  Kutu«offbfouf;ht  up  his  reKervitf, 
vompleted  liis  Jisposilions,  and  Btrengthenol  hi*  left  by  addilitinal  in- 
trench men  ts  unil  batteries.  The  eaemy  in  the  coupbc  of  this  duy  defiled 
townrdd  his  right  the  principul  part  of  his  forces,  and  covered  hit>  left  by 
batteriet.  The  Rumibd  Communder  in  Chief,  who  had  foreseen  thut  his 
lef^  would  be  the  principal  point  of  attack,  made  the  followingdispost- 
tions  ;  the  2nd,  the  4th,  6lh,  and  7lb  corps  foinied  two  lines  of  iuliiutr;-, 
behind  which  were  placed  all  the  corps  of  cavalry.  That  tif  the  guard 
was  in  reserve  between  the  cintre  and  the  left,  which  was  moreover  cover* 
cd  by  the  8th  corpc.  In  order  the  better  to  insure  tile  defence  of  the 
weak  point  of  the  position,  Lieutenant  General  Toutschkoff  with  tlie 
3rd  corps  and  a  part  of  tJje  iniliua  of  Moscow  was  placed  in  ambuscade 
behiad  the  brushwood  at  the  extremity  of  the  left,  with  orders  to  act  by 
tlie  old  toad  from  Smoleuako  upo..  Uie  right  and  the  rear  of  the  French 
as  soon  as  they  should  nttatk  andeiideavour  to  turn  the  Russian  left.  The 
grenadiers  of  Count  WaroueoB' defended  the  redans. 

At  day  breuk  on  the  7tb,  under  cover  of  u  thick  mist,  the  French  again 
attacked  thi^  Russian  left  with  great  impetuosity,  and  with  all  the  meaiis 
■nd  snccea»ton  of  fresh  troops  that  tliey  had  hitherto  been  accustomed  to 
eiaploy  in  their  most  desperate  esertions.  They  were  received  by  the 
diviuoni  of  grenadiers  belonging  to  the  left  wing,  commanded  by  Prince 
JSragathion,  who  unfuttunatety  received  a  mortal  wound,  &ud  the  centre 
of  the  Russian  line,  having  in  lU  turn  attacked  the  mas*  directed  against 
tlie  left,  the  actiou  became  general  and  lasted  until  uighi,  when  the 
enuny  retreated  thirteen  wersts,  covered  by  the  Wirtemberg  infantry* 
>Dd  large  corps  of  cavalry.  They  were  followed  by  the  Cossacks  under  ' 
General  Platoff,  who  killed  and  took  great  numbers, '  The  batteries  con- 
ttructed  for  the  defence  of  the  Russian  ponition  passed  alternately  from 
the  possession  of  one  party  to  that  of  the  other,  on  this  eventful  day. 

The  French  as  usual  claimed  the  victory,  and  their  entrance  into  Mos* 
cow  on  the  14th  gave  a  specious  appearance  to  their  false  statement 
of  occurrences.  Unable  to  penetrate  the  Russian  positiun,  although 
,  greatly  su^terior  in  numerical  strength,  Bonaparte  retired  upon  Ka« 
louga,  and  from  that  point  made  his  movement  without  interruption 
tipou  Moscow.  There  was  no  position  in  the  iutermediate  apace  which 
the  Russian  general  considered  sufficiently  strong  to  place  his  army  upon  i 
for  the  purpose  of  again  arresting  the  enemy's  progreos,  and  jt  wos  there-   ' 
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fore  with  in:(ii]ite  regret  Prince  Kutusoff  saw  himself  under  the  necefttity 
of  abandoning  the  ancient  capital  of  the  empire  to  the  possession  of  an 
infuriated  enemy.  It  is  here  requisite  to  pause  from  the  recital  of  san* 
guinary  conflicts,  in  order  to  give  a  brief  description  of  this  imperial  oity^ 
the  former  pride  and  boast  of  every  Russian. 

Moscow  situated  on  the  river  from  whence  it  takes  its  name,  stands  in 
lat.  55.  45.  north,  and  about  1414  miles  N.  £.  of  London  ;  and  though 
its  streets  are  not  regular  it  presented  a  very  picturesque  appearance,  for 
it  contained  such  a  number  of  gardens,  groves,  lawns,  and  streams,  that 
it  seemed  rather  a  cultivated  country,  than  a  populous  and  commercial 
city.  The  ancient  magnificence  of  Moscow  would  be  incredible,  were 
it  not  attested  by  the  most  unquestionable  writers.  Busching  speaks  of 
it  as  tlie  largest  city  in  Europe,  but  that  can  be  only  meant  as  to  the 
ground  it  stands  iipon,  computed  to  be  l6  miles  in  circumference.  It 
is  generally  agreed  that  Moscow  contained  1600  churches  and  conventSj 
and  forty-three  palaces  or  squares,  The  merchants'  exchange  displayed 
a  vast  parade  of  commerce,  especially  to  and  from  China.  No  City  could 
possibly  exhibit  a  greater  contrast  of  magniBcense  and  meanness  in  build- 
ing. The  houses  of  the  inhabitants  in  general  are  miserable  timber  booths, 
but  the  palaces,  churches,  convents,  and  other  public  edifices  are  spaci- 
ousand  lofty.  The  Kremlin,  a  grand  imperial  palace,  is  one  6f  the  most 
superb  structures  in  the  world,  it  stands  in  the  interior  circle  of  the  city, 
and  contains  the  old  palace,  pleasure  house,  and  stables,  a  victualling 
house,  the  palace  which  formerly  belonged  to  the  patriarch,  nine  cathe^ 
drals,  five  convents,  four  parish  churches,  the  arsenal  with  the  public 
colleges  and  other  offices.  All  the  churches  in  the  Kremlin  have  beaur 
tiful  spires,  most  of  them  gilt,  or  covered  with  silver  ;  the  architecture 
is  in  the  Gothic  taste ;  but  the  insides  of  the  churches  are  richly  orna- 
mented ;  and  the  pictures  of  the  saints  decorated  with  gold,  silver,  and 
precious  stones.  The  cathedral  has  nine  towers,  covered  with  copper 
double  gilt,  and  contains  a  silver  branch  with  48  lights,  weighing  2800 
pounds.  A  volume  would  scarcely  suffice  to  recount  the  other  particu- 
lars of  the  magnificence  of  this  city.  Its  sumptuous  monuments  of  the 
great  Dukes  and  Czars,  the  inagazine,  the  patriarchal  palace,  the  ex- 
chequer and  chancery,  were  noble  structures.  There  is  a  barbarous , 
anecdote  on  record  that  the  Czar,  John  Basilides,  ordered  the  architect 
of  the  church  of  Jerusalem  to  be  deprived  of  his  eye  sight,  that  he  might 
never  contrive  its  equal.  The  story  is  improbable,  and  may  take  its  rise 
from  the  arbitary  disposition  of  that  great  prince.  The  jewels  and  other 
ornaments  of  an  ima^  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  in  the  Kremlin  church,  and 
the  other  furniture  l^ere  only  equalled  by  what  the  famous  holy  house  of 
Lorettoin  Italy,  for nieriy  contained.  Voltaire  says,  that  Peter,  who  was 
attentive  to  every  thing,  did  not  ne.{lect  Moscow,  at  the  time  he  was  build- 
ing St.  Petersburgh ;  for  lie  caused  it  to  be  paved,  adorned  it  with  noble 
edifices,  and  eQcircled  it  with  manufactures.    The  foundling  hospital  is 
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kn  excellent  itistitation,  and  under  very  judicious  re^ulutloui.  It  was 
Founded  by  Catharine  the  secoud,  and  is  supported  by  voluntary  contri- 
bationsy  legacies,  and  other  charitable  endowments.  It  is  an  imthensb  pile 
of  buildings  of  a  quadrangular  form,  calculated  to  contain  8,000  children, 
who  are  taken  great  care  of,  and  at  the  age  of  fourteen  have  the  liberty  of 
choosing  any  particular  branch  of  trade;  and  for  this  purpose  there  ard 
different  species  of  manufactures  established  in  the  hospital.  When  they 
have  gone  through  u  certain  apprenticeship,  or  about  the  age  of  twenty, 
they  are  allowed  the  liberty  of  setting  up  for  themselves ;  a  sum  of  money 
is  bestowed  upon  each  foundling  for  that  purpose,  and  they  are  pernriit^ 
ted  to  carry  on  trade  in  any  part  of  the  empire.  This  is  a  very  consider- 
able privilege  in  Russia,  nhere  the  peasants  are  slaves,  and  cannot  leavd 
their  villages  without  permission  of  their  masters.  The  population  of 
Moscow  was  generally  computed  at  300,000,'  including  the  inhabitants  of 
the  adjacent  villages. 

Such  was  the  noble  city  in  which  Bonaparte  promised  his  troops  that 
they  should  enjoy  repose  for  the  winter.  The  weather  had  already  been 
very  severe,  and  he  found  it  necessary  to  keep  up  the  spirits  of  his  army 
by  inculcating  thehope  of  obtaining  comfortable  quarters,  and  a  speedy 
termination  to  the  campaign.  It  was  by  no  means  his  object  or  his 
wish  to  fight  another  battle  with  the  Russians,  in  the  position  they  took 
at  Mojaisk  or  Borodino,  but  the  advanced  season  of  the  year,  and  the  de- 
lay which  would  be  occasioned  by  manceuvring  on  their  flanks  for  th6 
purpose  of  reaching  Moscow  rendered  an  action  unavoidable. 

The  Russians  remained  masters  of  the  field  of  battle,  from  which 
t^rince  Kutusoff  dated  his  dispatch  of  the  8th  September.  But  finding 
that  the  French  army,  still  greatly  superior  in  numbers  to  the  force  under 
his  command,  were  penetrating  towards  Moscow  by  the  Kaloiiga  road. 
Prince  Kutusofif  deemed  it  prudent  to  retire,  and  on  the  12t!i  Napoleon's 
headquarters  were  in  Mojaisk,  on  the  13th  at  the  castle  of  Berskwa, 
tDd  on  the  14th  of  September  the  advanced  guard  of  the  French  army 
entered  Moscow*  In  these  movements  and  even  in  the  streets  a  consider- 
able resistance  was  made  to  the  enemy,  and  the  maga^ides  having  been 
■et  on  fire  by  order  of  the  patriotic  governor  Count  Rato^schin,  the  con- 
flagration spread  rapidly  through  every  quarter  of  the  city,  which  on  the 
80th  presented  a  frightful  heap  of  ruins — nine-tenths  of  the  buildings  beiiig 
entirely  consumed. 

Bona(>arte  thus  chained  the  winter  quarters  for  which  his  army  panted ; 
bat  excepting  the  stone  walls  of  the  Kremlin  and  the  hospitals  occupied 
by  the  sick  and  wounded  Russians,  they  had  little  left  thefe  for  their 
•helter*  The  disappointment  of  the  enemy  on  this  occasion  is  fully  ex- 
pressed in  his  20th  bulletin,  wherein  Count  Ratopschin  is  accused  with 
much  bitterness  of  having  armed  a  band  of  incendiaries  to  fire  the  city. 
This  nobleman  certainly  set  a  patriotic  example  by  devoting  his  own  pa- 
lace to '  destruction^  rather  than  allow  it  to  b«  polluted  by  the  barbarouf 
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;i*  .^s;v,>9«  "iuU  ^<^^>^  ^^  same  motive  he  also  set  fire  to  his  conntiy  hoase, 
^4Kv»J  wat*iu<J  tile  second  hhrary  in  the  empire,  with  pictures  and  for- 
uVu^^i  >^«  lUiUMAi^  value.  Circumstances  have  proved  that  it  was  the  ene- 
UAV  \  uti^^Uou  to  destroy  certain  quarters  of  Moscow,  reserving  only  suffi-' 
v-i«;a:  A%<vui«Hlution  foic  his  army,  in  which  object  he  was  baffled,  and  his 
>i*U>u  vh4»  v«uted  a^inft  the  Governor,  whom  he  wished  to  hold  forth 
w  !)«*  cvuutrvillen  as  the  destroyer  of  their  ancient  capital.  The  Russians 
tiottVvtH  wvU  knew  to  what  cause  this  dreadful  calamity,  occasioning  the 
lutu  *ti  ^  many  thousands,  was  to  be  attributed,  and  the  act  by  which 
kh^k^NArt^  ho|)ed  to  intimidate  the  Emperor  Alexander  only  served  to  in- 
«iMiv  4  moredetermiiied  resistance  to  his  ambitious  views  throughout  every 
|iari  \>flhi«  immense  empire. 

|t<Mm|>art«  now  gave  another  and  most  sanguinary  proof  of  his  total 
dUiv^aixl  for  acknowledged  principles  of  law,  which  ought  never  to  pass 
^kllKiut  the  most  marked  and  indignant  reprehension.  The  Russian's 
had  indisputably  a  right  to  destroy  their  own  property,  in  order  to  pre- 
vent its  falling  into  the  hands  of  their  enemies;  but  for  executing  an  orw 
dtr  to  tliat  effect,  given  by  a  competent  authority,  the  French  Bulletin 
iKiantii  that  one  hundred  were  apprehended  by  them,  as  if  in  the  admiois* 
liatioii  v>f  a  regular  police,  and  shot  ! 

I.i*t  ui  now  turn  from  this  afflicting  picture  to  a  brief  review  of  the 
caiiumigu  which  ended  in  the  destruction  of  Moscow — In  every  action 
whi(*h  look  place  during  the^eneroy's  advance,  except  at  Krasnoi,  where 
( it'uerul  Nevedoroffsky,  with  5,000  men  was  attacked  by  ]  8,000,  the  Rus- 
viautt  had  a  decided  advantage.  Whole  regiments  of  the  French  were  in 
•rvrral  actions  literally  cut  to  pieces.  Even  in  the  pactial  action  at  Smo- 
Irnsko,  General  DoctorofF  had  obtained  such  a  superiority,  that  he  dis- 
obt*yed  the  first  order  to  quit  the  town,  and  sent  word  to  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  that  with  8000  additional  men,  he  would  engage  to  repulse 
llonaparte  and  all  his  army— Barclay  de  Tolly,  however,  chose  to  ad- 
liori*  to  his  original  plan  of  retreat-^His  object  was  to  draw  the  enemy  so^ 
fliriuto  the  heart  of  the  country  that  they  could  not  extricate  themselves, 
and  the  wisdom  of  his  decision  was  afterwards  fully  exemplified.  The 
huttlt*  of  Borodino  was  undoubtedly  a  drawn  one.  It  was  without  excep- 
tion the  most  sanguinary  contest  in  modern  times.  Perhaps  not  leas  than 
our  hundred  thousand  individuals  were  killed  or  wounded,  and  of  these 
the  mtijority  were  French  and  their  allies.  It  is  a  fact ,  admitted  by  them- 
seWei,  that  the  Russian  artillery  continued  to  play  after  the  battle  was 
over ;  that  is  to  say,  when  the  French  cannon  were  silenced,  and  their 
army  retreating.  The  great  struggle  was  on  the  Russian  left.  There  it 
was  plainly  a  matter  of  hard  fighting.  Th^  superiority,  if  any,  was  on 
the  part  of  the  Russians  they  having  been  at  the  commencement  pro« 
tected  by  redoubts,  which  the  French  carried  by  main  force.  This  left 
wing,  commanded  by  Prince  Bragathion,  went  into  battle  30,000  strong ; 
it  came  out  ooly  8|000 ;  aad>  from  the  very  uatore  of  the  struggle,  it  may 
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be  coulidciitly  assumed,  that  it  destroyed  at  least  an  etiual  iiumber  of  its 
sdversanes.  Thcbaitle  was  not  a  mere  afl'airof  military  iii»ciplinp,  Evrrf 
Russian  Boldier  was  clamorous  for  the  tight.  The  guards  insisted  upon 
it  so  strongly,  that  Prince  KutosofT could  not  appease  them  but  by  per> 
mitting  ft  company  fto:n  each  battulion  to  join  the  action.  Facts  suclf 
as  ihesr  alfarded  strong  eiicouragrments  for  hope  ;  not  merely  in  then- 
selvfei,  but  as  indicating  a  spirit  deeply  interfused  through  the  whole 
nnas  of  the  nation. 

The  abandonment  of  Moscow  formed  no  part  of  the  nri^nal  plan  ftT 
the  campaign,  but  arose  out  of  the  precipitate  retreat  of  Barclay  de  ToUjr 
rrom  Smoleiisko.  It  was  adopted  by  MBrshal  Kntueotfivith  great  reso- 
lution, and  e»ea  amid  great  diversity  of  opinion  among  the  Kassian  ge- 
Lerals,  and  it  is  scarcely  pos^ble  to  6nd  expressions  adequate  to  praise 
the  heroism  which  the  veteran  chief  dieplayed  in  the  •dopiion  of  this  meo^ 
sure.  He  felt  that  to  give  up  the  ancient  capital  of  the  empire,  was  in- 
curring in  the  eyes  of  his  Sovereign  and  of  his  countrymen,  the  heaviest 
possible  respond bi I ity  ;  that  it  was  touching  the  mdividaul  interest  of  a 
vut  number,  and  the  honour  ofa  whole  uation  iu  a  most  tender  jwint  ; 
■nd  thst  it  would  be  felt  by  many  as  little  short  of  the  loss  of  the  empire; 
but  he  saw  that  it  was  necessary  lor  the  preservation  of  an  army,  on  which  ^ 
the  real  safely  of  the  State  depended  ;  and  he  did  not  hesitate  to  make 
the  painful  sacriMce.  This  is  a  kind  of  heroism,  far  less  common,  and 
Iberefore  more  admirable,  than  thut  which  was  displayed  in  i\w  battle  of 
Borodino.  Kor i»  the  manner  in  which  so  noble  a  resolution  was  Carried 
into  effect,  lenn  ileseriing  of  commendation. 

After  that  hard  contested  engagement,  there  was  daily  fighting  be^ 
Iween  the  advanced  guard  of  the  two  armies.  But,  had  (lie  adverw  pw*. 
ties  continued  on  equal  terms,  tlie  capital  would  not  have  been  gives 
up,  without  another,  and  a.  still  more  terrible  struggle,  between  the  miuB 
armies;  their  inequalily  was  destroyed,  howefer,  l>y  the  reinfiircemento 
oilh  which  the  almost  boundless  subserviency  of  the  Continent  supplied 
Bonaparte.  He  was  enabled  to  place  two  new  column*  on  different  roads 
to  Moscow,  threatening  the  reserve  of  General  Kulu*oli',  in  the  very  vi«- 
luty  of  Moscow.  A  battle,  in  such  a  situation,  might  have  destroyed  the 
army,  without  even  saving  the  city.  A  wood-bnilt  town,  the  object  of  * 
close  dispute  behveen  two  armies,  furnished  with  a  thousand  pieces  at 
cannon,  might  have  bei'ii  wrapt  in  flames  by  ilie  very  (tiuiigte.  Pru- 
dently, thereforf,  as  well  as  bravely,  did  Geiiei«l  KuIusofF  resolve  to 
(tiatcb  from  the  impending  conilugrution  whatever  could  be  saved  of  the 
tnilitliry  stores,  the  valuables,  the  property  imperial  and  private.

left  and  rear  of  this  position,  an4  the  Marshal  professed  his  readiness 
to  meet  the  enemy  upon  that  ground'.  This  movement  was  completed 
on  the  3d  of  October ;  on  the  4th  a  smart  affair  of  advanced  posts  took 
place  with  most  decisive  success  on  the  side  of  the  Russians. 

Such  was  the  state  of  affairs  when  Bonaparte,  well  aware  of  the  difficult 
ties  by  which  he  was  surrounded,  made  another  efi'ort  at  negociation* 
Jud^ng.  from  the  past,  he  indulged  the  vain  hope  that  the  mind  of  Alex- 
ander would  be  subdued  by  the  sad  calamity  which  had  befallen  hit 
ancient  capital,  and  that  to  prevent  a  similar  occurence  at  St.  Peters- 
burgh,  upon  which  the  French  affected  to  make  a  movement,  he  would 
eagerly  listen  to  pacific  overtures,  which  it  was  supposed  would  also 
iii«€t  the  general  sense  of  the  Russian  nation.  For  once^  however.  Bo* 
naiparte  miscalculated;  the  Commanders  of  the  armies  were  true  to  their 
Sc^vereigu;  perfectly  adequate  to  the  fulfilment  of  their  important  duties; 
at  the  same  time  fully  sensible  of  the  hardships  with  which  the  enemy 
b&d  to  contend  in  the  approaching  rigorous  season  ;  and  conscious  of  their 
ability  to  renew  ofl'ensive  operations  with  every  prospect  of  success. 

On  the  5th  of  October  Count  Lauriston  again  presented  himself  at 
tH^  Russian  out-posts.  He  was  conducted  1o  Field  Marshal  Prince 
JCiatusoff,  whom  he  found  in  the  midst  of  all  his  Generals.  He  opened 
iVuR  conference  by  saying,  that  he  had  been  sent  to  demand  an  armistice^ 
tod  to  beg  the  Prince  to  transmit  to  his.Majesty  a  letter  from  Bonaparte^ 
v^liich  would  contain  proposals  for  p^eace,  in  order  to  cause  the  cesj^tioo 
oF  that  horrible  effusion  of  blood,  which  had  been  shed  with  so  muck 
desperation  and  barbarity. 

The  Prince  replied,  that  he  was  not  authorised  to  receive  any  proposal 
allier  for  peace  or  armistice  ;  and  that  unquestionably  he  would  not  re- 
ceive any  letter  addressed  to  his  Majesty—- that,  besides,  it  was  bis  dutj 
to  declare,  that  the  Russian  army  was  in  possession  of  too  many  advaiK 
tages,  to  throw  them  away  by  an  armistice,  of  which  it  had  no  need. 
Lakuriston  observed,  that  the  war  must  one  day  come  to  a  termination^ 
for  it  could  not  last  for  ever ;  especially  in  the  barbarous  manner  in  which 
it  was  conducted.     Prince  Kutusofi*  replied,  that  barbarism  had  been  in- 
troduced into  hostilities  by  the  French  Revolutionists,  and  followed  up 
to  the  greatest  extent  by  Bonaparte  himself.     It  was  true,  that  the  war 
could  not  beeterns^l,  but  peace  could  never  be  talked  of, till  the  French 
were  beyoud  the  Vistula.     That  Russia  had  not  provoked  the  war— for 
the  Emperor,  by  fallnig  with  all  his  forces  on  the  magazines  and  troopa 
10  Poland,  might  have  annihilaied  ail  the  preparations  of  Bonaparte  on 
^n^ other  side  of  the  Vistula,  before  he  was  in  readiness  to  commence  it— • 
Dot  his  Majesty  wished  neither  lo  disturb  the  existing  tranquillity,  nor  to 
"^  the  aggressor,  and  to  tlie  last  hoped  to  preserve  peace  ;  that  Bonaparte 
P*^  entered  Russia  without  a  declaration  of  war,  and  devastated  a  great 
y^  of  the  en^pire— that  be  bad  nothing  to  do  but  to  get  out  of  Moscow

Lavriston  still  utteied  complaints  with  regard  to. the  hittemess  and 
:fary  which  had  been  excited  in  the  people,  in  order  to  banish  all  hope  of 
accomodation,!^ attributing  to  the  French  the  confiagmtion  and  ruin  of 
Moscow,  whilethe  inhabitants  themselves  were  th^au  thors  of  that  calami  ty. 

The  prince  replied,  that  it  was  the  first  time  he  had  ever  heard,  of  com- 
fJaiQts  being  made  against  enthusiasm,  and  devotion  to  their  country,  of 
«  whole  people  who  defended  their  homes  agaiust  an  enemy  fay  whom 
Shey  were, attacked,  and  who,  by  so  doing,  had  excited  that  aumoiiljr 
^nd  fury  now  complained  of,  but  which,  on  the  contrary;  could  iiot  be  too 
Jiighly  appreciated  and  extolled. 

**  With  regard  to  the  huming  of  Moscow,"  said  the  Prince,  .  '*  I  am 
itoo  oldrr-I  have,  had  too  much  experience  in  war,  and  possessed  too  much 
of  the  confidence  x>f  the  Russian  people,  not  to  be  daily  and  hourly  in- 
Conned  of  what  was.  passing  in  Moscow.  I  myselC  ordered  the  destruc- 
4ion  of  aome.mi^;axines ;  but  from;  the  Brriyal  of  the  French  at  Moscow, 
the  Russians  .d^troyed  nothing  but  the.stoises  of  the  cart*wrights,  when 
you  adopted  the  resolution  of  seixing.tbem,  by  distributing  the  carriages 
at  your  pleasure ;  the  inhabitants  caused  very  few  conflagratioQs. .  Yon 
proceeded  systematically  in  the  destruction  of  that  capital,  fixing  the 
.particular  days,  and  marking  jout  the  ijuai^ers  >which  were  to  be  set  on 
fi«e  affiled  periods.  I  have  had  an  exact  account  of  the  whole ;  it  has  been 
followed  with  precision ;  aud  one  proof  that  it  was  not  the  inhabitants  who 
ruined  Moscaw  is,  that  you  .destroyed  with  oannop-shot  the  houses,  aad 
other  edifices,  built  with  too  much  sol idity»,  hurl ipg  balls  against  them 
amidst  the  flames.  Uadouhtedly  we  shall  endeavour  to  revenge  our- 
eelves.     Our  conference  is  dosed.'*

Part  First. — Field  Fortification. 

Manual  qf  Fortification. 

ALMOST  all  the  writers  on  field  fortification  have  distributed  their  work  and  sub* 
ject  int*  two  great  sections :— -the  manner  of  making  the  material  of  fields  works  j 
and  thm  tracing  ibe  works  and  construction  of  them.   This  order  I  shall  now  follow. 

I.  The  manner  qf  making  the  maitrial*  qfjteld  workt. 

1.  The  materials  required  for  field  works  are  the  six  following  ;  isf,  fascines; 
^d,  frnisea;  3rd. palisades  ;  4tb,  stakes;  Stb,ehevank  defrises;  Otb,gabious.  In 
treating  of  the  method  of  making  each  of  these,  the  following  points  are  to  be  at- 
tended to  :  what  they  are  and  their  use;  the, manner  of  making  them ;  and  lastly, 
the  method  of  calculating  the  quantity  of  them  required. 

9.  Faseliies  are  fagots,  ten  feet  long,  and  one  foot  in  diameter ;  their  use  is  to  line, 
that  ii,  to  senre  as  ribs  or  a  layer  for  the  earth  in  a  parapet ;  they  are  laid  length- 
wftya  in  the  direction  of  the  lines  which  form  the  parapet,  and  keep  the  earib  f^om 
tumbling  down  by  reason  of  its  weight. 

The  manner  of  making  them  is  as  follows :  stick  six  poles  into  the  ground,  two  and 
twoj  in  tbe  ahape  of  crosses  ;  each  pair  or  cross  two  feet  asunder,  and  all  of  tUem 
three  Icet  high.  The  branches  with  which  you  make  your  fhscines  are  then  laid  on 
these  crosses,  and  bonnd  round  from  ^nd  to  end  with  withes.  The  length  of  the 
trestle  or  row  of  crosses  regulates  the  length  of  the  fascines,  and  that  the  fascines  may 
be  all  of  R  proper  diameter,  i. ».  tWelrc  Inezes,  there  is  used  a  co^d  of  that  length, 
wtUi  t#0  sticks  at  each  end  for  handles ;  this  ia  called  the  choke,  and  by  means  or* 
it  they  then  reduce  the  fascine  to  the  required  compaas.  Six  men  are  uaually  em- 
ployed at  n  fascine  bench  ;  two  cut  the  bougha  ;  two  gather  them  together  and  lay 
tbem  on  the  crossc* ;  and  the  other  two  bind  them.  These  six  meo'  will  make  about 
ten  in  nn  hour. 

Tbeqaaotity  of  fascines  required  is  calculated  in  the  following  manner :  ],Six 
fkscinea  are  required  to  line  fire  paces  of  the  inner  line  of  the  parapet ;  8,  four  ditto 
to  tine  fire  paces  of  the  outside ;  3,  two  ditto  to  fascine  fire  paces  of  the  banquette  } 
4,  and  six  ditto  to  euA  embrasore.  Such,  therefore,  being  the  allowed  quantity  fur 
s«cb  spaces,  it  is  easily  Calculated  what  is  requiivd  for  any  extent  of  parapet.  Let 
us  suppose,  fbr  example-,  that  a  redoubt  is  to  be  constructed  190  fiaccs  in  its  four 
rides;  in  oitr  calculation  of  the  qnaulity  of  fascines  lequired  we  must  proceed  thus  : 
ist.  As  nix  fascines  are  required  to  line  tire  paces  of  the  inner  line  of  the  parapet, 
you  say  by  tlie  mlc^of  three,  if  5  paces  require  6  fascines,  what  will  l6o  paces  require  I 
ikut  Answer  will  be  144.  2nd,  In  practice  in  the  field,  the  same  nnmber  is  allowed  fbr 
the  outside  line  as  the  inside,  i.  e,  144.  3rd,  In  the  tame  practice,  we  usually  allow 
for  tbe  banquette  o'ne-righth  of  tbe  quantity  required  for  the  parapet,  f .«.  36.  4th,  And 
the  same  numlier  U  allowed  in  reserve  to  supply  those  that  break.  Total  therefora 
required,  354  fascines  ;  and  as  each  fasciae  requires  fire  pickets,  1. «.  stares,  about 
three  feet  long,  and  pointed  at  one  end  (like  the  handles  of  birch  brooms)  ti»  be  rnu 
throvgb  them  and  to  piq  them  down,  so  the  total  number  rci^uirrd  will  be  ^77% 
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pickets.  Every  iascioc  bench,  therefore,  properly  maniicdy  has  ten  mea ;  six  for  the 
fascioes,  and  four  to  itiak«  the  pickctii,  o^  which  two  saw  ^nA  splUy  and  two  shape 
them  into  pickets. 

3.  Praises  are  large  stakes  or  palisades,  placed  nearly  In  a  horiiootal  direction 
(that  is,  their  pointed  etads  inclined  towai'ds  the  bottom  of  the  ditch)  in  the  parapet; 
in  more- simple  words,  they  al«  stakes  which  jot  out  from  the  foot  of  the  parapet 
over  the  berm  and  part  of  the  ditch^  so  as  to  impede  the  ascent  of  sn  enemy  whtf 
may  have  gained  the  ditch,  flroa  the  ditch  to  the  par^t.  They  are  made  eight  feet 
long,  ^'^^  inches  broad,  and  sharp  atone  end.  They  are  fastened  to  beams  or  spars 
laid  lengthways  in  the  para|let  \  these  spars  are  twelre  feet  long,  and  six  square  inches 
thick.  There  is  no  particular  onnncr  of  making  them ;  they  are  merely  eight  foot 
stakes,  and  five  inches  thick  and  pointed.  The  method  of  calculating  the  quantity 
of  firaises  required  is  as  follows.  Every  fttiise  being  five  lachea^  and  the  interval  lic- 
tween  them  three,  every  pice,  which  is  twenty  fiMir  inches,  will  rtfqliire  three  firaisea ; 
therefore,  for  as  msny  paces  as  the  work  is  round,  yon  ilitist  allow  three  fimiscs. 
One  beam  is  allowed  to  every  six  paces  or  eighteen  fraises. 

4.  Palisades  are  square  itakes,. pointed  at  the  top,  and  driveq  two  or  three  feet 
in  the  ground  \  they  are  tea  feet  long,  and  about  six  inches  broad  and  thick.  They 
are  chiefly  driven  into  the  bottom  of  the  ditch.  There  is  no  particular  art  of  makinf^ 
them.  The  quantity  of  them  required  is  calculated  as  follows.  As  they  are  made 
six  inches  broad,  and  planted  three  inches  asnnder,  they  consequently  take  op  nine 
inches.  Four  palisades,  therefore,  will  take  op  three  feet,  and  eight,  six  feet ;  but 
six  feet  is  three  paces.  Eight  palisades,  therefore,  will  be  required  for  every  three 
pfures.  Divide  the  circuit  of  the  work,  therefore,  by  three,  and  then  multiply  the 
answer  by  eight,  and  yotl  have  the  quantity  required. 

5.  Stakes  are  chiefiy  made  use  of  in  the  trouft  de  loops.  They  are  made  six  feet 
long,  four  or  h.'f^  inches  thick,  and  sharp  at  one  end.  One  of  them  is  required  for 
ctery  trous  de  lonps. 

6.  Chevaux  de  frise  are  used  to  defend  entrances.  The  manner  of  making  them 
it  as  fellows.  The  beam,  thi^ough  which  the  spikes  are  inserted,  is  twelve  feet  long, 
and  six  inches  broad  and  thick.  The  spikes  or  stakes  inserted  in  it  are  seven  feet 
long,  four  inches  thick,  and  are  p^ced  six  inches  asunder.  There  are  of  course  at 
many  of  them  made  as  there  are  entrants  or.  gateways  to  be  defended. 

7.«Gabions  or  earth  baskets  are  made  of  different  dimensions.  Those  used  in  field 
works  are  usually  four  feet  liigh,  and  two  or  three  feet  in  diameter.  The  manner 
of  making  them  is  as  follows.  Tie  a  cord  of  eighteen  inches  to  two  pointed  sticks^ 
stick  one  of  them  into  the  gronnd,  and  with  the  other  describe  a  circle  according  to 
the  extent  of  the  cord.  In  the  line  of  this  circumference  stick  eight  or  nine  staves^ 
alioot  four  feet  feor  inches  each  in  height^  so  as  to  be  three  or  four  inches  hi|^er 
than  the  gabion  is  to  be  made.  Bind  these  stakes  at  top  and  bottom  with  a  strong 
withe  of  willow  twigs ;  and  then  proceed  strongly  to  Interweave  the  twigs  from  top 
to  bottom,  observing  to  drive  them  down  from  time  to  time  with  a  wooden  mallet. 
When  they  are  finished,  they  are  filled  with  ^th,  placed  near  each  other,  and  form 
embrasures  for  guns. 

II.  Tkt  mawMt  nf  tracing  wtt  Field  Worki  cm  the  ground. 

1 .  The  most  usual  field  works  are  the  seren  following,  i,  The  parapet,  but  which 
is  rather  a  part  beloi^(ing  to  all  the  other  works  in  common,  that  a  work  by  itself, 
though  it  is  sometimes  used  by  itself  (that  is  to  say,  a  breast- work  is  made  with  all 
the  parts  of  a  parapet) ;  2,'  fieches  }  3,  redoubts  j  4,  tetes  de  pontsj  5,  star  forts  ; 
6,  intrencbments  of  different  kinds.  Wt  have  now,  therefore,  to  show  the  usual 
practical  method  of  tracing  each  of  these.  In  doing  this,  we  shall  consider  under 
qoch  of  them,  first,  what  are  the  proper  dimensions  of  each  according  to  the  aura- 
ber  of  men  or  service  for  which  they  are  intended ;  and  secondly,  the  vsual  method 
of  tracing  them. 
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9.  The  parapet  is  a  breast- work,  composed  of  eaiib  or  otbe^  malcriali,  raised  to  a 
proper  bei^bt  to  cover  tbe  men,  but  learing  tbeip  tbe  power,  by  means  of  a  mound 
or  raised  bank  witbin,  to  fire  over  It.  The  parapet  is  usually  ipade  six  feet  »ix  incbed 
in  beigbtyaadtbe  raised  bank,  called  tbe  banquette,  two  feet,  so  that  tbe  men  stand 
above  two  feet  six  above  tbe  top  of  tbe  parapet.  Tbere  are  chiefly  three  circum- 
stances to  be  considered  with  respect  to  the  parapet,— v!t8  beigfit,  ita  thickness,  an4. 
tbe  steepness  of  its  outer  and  inner  stope^  technically  called  its  talus. 

3.  Tbe  ordinary  height  of  tbe  parapet,  as  haa  been  above  said,  is  sfx  feet  six.  If 
tbe  parapet  be  bigber,  it  is  subject  to  tbe  fbltowiqg  infionveniencefl :  it  is  longer  in 
building,  tbe  shells  tbrowq  by  tbe  enemy  arensore  dangerous,  and  by  a  law  of  optics 
the  objects  to  be  shot  at  grow  too  small  for  %  distinct  aim.  Six  or  sefen  feet,  there- 
fore, is  tbe  general  height.  It  sometimes,  however,  becomes  necessary  to  augment 
it ;  as,  for  example,  when  it  lies  near  mountains,  or  when  it  sbonld  command  certain 
outworks.  In  both  these  cases,  tbe  officer  determines  tbe  necessary  height  by  tbe 
line  of  his  eye ;  be  makes  it  high  enough  for  example  to  be  above  tbe  level  Of  tbe 
height  by  whicl^tbe  ground  is  previously  commanded,  or,  on  tbe  other  band,  high 
^ongb  to  .give  bim  tbe  command  which  be  himself  requires.  But  remrmber  that 
tbe  parapet,  as  a  defensive  bfeaft-work,  is  wea^eiied  in  proportion  to  its  height,  I 
would  lay  it  down  myself  as  a  general  rule,  to  avoid  all  ground  which  wonid  require 
a  parapet  of  more  than  eight  fe«t.  There  are,  however,  fome  exceptions  \  but  you 
must  increase  your  breadth  with  your  height. 

4.  The  thickness  of  a  parapet  on  ordinary  ground  Is  from  twelve  to  fifteen  feet ;  if 
tbe  soil  be  stiff  and  stout,  like  clay,  or  ricb  and  damp  mould,  twelve  feet,  or  even 
eleven,  is  sufficient  If  loose  and  sandy,  fifteen  feet.  Twelve  fert,  however,  is  tbe 
average,  being  cnnnon  proof ;  but  in  small  works,  against  musketry,  only  four  feet 
la  sufficient.  Parapets  are  sometimes  made  of  wood,  though  this  is  not  advisable, 
by  rcaaon  of  tbe  splinters  :  they  are  sometimes  made  of  stone,  tbe  fragments  of 
which  are  as  olyecttonable.  If  yon  should  be  compelled,  however,  to  make  them  of 
wood,  four  feet  in  tbickiKXt  will  be  cannon  proof,  and  five  inches  musket  proof.  If 
made  of  atone,  a  brick  wall  fi>ur  feet  thick  is  sufficient  against  artillery,  and  one  foot 
fud  a  half  against  musketry.  Prefer  green  wood  (trees  just  cut  dpwo)  to  dry  wood, 
and  deaden  yonr  wnlla  with  turf,  mould,  kc.  to  binder  splinters  or  fragments. 

5.  If  tbe  wall  of  earth  were  quite  upright,  it  would  fall  dowq  with  its  own  weight, 
and  therefore  tbepnrape^  b  al^rtys  constructed  with  sloping  sides.  The  side  withjn 
the  works,  t.  e.  next  the  banquette.  Is  called  tbe  interior  slope  or  talus  j  the  side  next 
to  the  field  19  called  tbe  outer  slc^ie  or  talus.  Tbe  writers  on  fortification  pu^ile 
themselves  and  their  reader,  by  endeavouring  at  ai)i|fcefsary  accuracy  in  fixing  the 
proportion  of  these  slopes }  tbe  only  rnle  I  should  observe,  and,  in  fiu*t,  the  only  rifte 
observed  In  practict,  is  this,  to  make  tbe  inner  flope  aa  perpendicular  as  the  nature 
of  tbe  soil  will  tufhx^  and  as  to  the  outer  talus  to  allow,  in  tracing  out  tbe  lines  of 
tbe  parapet,  three  feet  additional  breadth  for  the  slope,  i.  r..  if  my  parapet  is  to  be 
fi>arteen  fSrat,  I  allow  eighteen  fb^t,<pone  foot  for  the  inner  tains,  ibuj-teen  for  tbe 
snbatance  of  the  parapet,  and  three  for  the  outer  slope. 

6.  The  banquette,  ditch,  berm,  and  gincis,  are  considered  af  parts  of  tbe  parapet. 

7.  The  banquette,  as  had  been  sftd,  is  a  raised  plat,  or  mound,  of  abont  two  feet 
six  inches  in  height,  and  fopr  ii)  hfeath,  so  as  to  enable  the  soldiers  to  fire  over  the 
parapet.  It  is  vnnecessary  to  tay  mote  pf  \^  only  that  it  is  a  bank  of  earth,  of  the 
breadth  and  beighth  above  mentioned. 

fi.  Tbe  ditch  is  tbe  excavation  osade  in  front  of  the  parapet,  and  from  the  oarlb  of 
which  tbe  parapet  is  made.  .Its  breadth  Is  generally  tbe  same  as  that  of  the  parapet, 
f.e.  twelve  or  fourteen  feet ;  and  its  deptb  the  same,  or  not  more  than  a  foot  less. 
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As  the  siHcK  of  ihe  dilcb  woalrl  be  npt  to  crumble  down  find  fall  in  if  they  were  made 
perpendicular,  they  arc  also  made  to  slope,  and  each  slope  has  its  proper  name; 
that  nearest  the  parapet  is  called  the  scarp,  and  the  opposite  one  (next  to  the  field) 
the  counter-scarp.  The  base  of  each  of  these  slopes  is  about  one-third  of  the  breadtii 
of  the  ditch  ;  that  is,  if  the  breadth  of  the  ditch  be  twelve  feet,  yon  divide  it  into 
three  parts  ;  the  middle  division,  of  four  feet,  you  di$  perpendicularly  down,  and 
then  slope  off  the  two  side  divisions  down  to  it. 

9.  The  berm  is  a  small  piece  of  level  gfronnd  left  between  the  parapet  and  the 
ditch,  to  hinder  the  earth  that  foils  off  the  parapet  from  fillinj^  np  the  ditch.  It 
should  be  about  two  feet  broad. 

10.  The  glacis  is  a  sloped-off  mound  of  earth,  on  the  outside  of  the  ditch,  the 
slope  of  which  is  in  thelincof  the  slope  of  the  top  of  the  parapet,  and  a  continuation 
(as  it  were)  of  that  slope  down  into  the  general  surface  of  the  field.  The  nite  oY  it 
is,  thnt  it  in  some  degree  covers  the  parapet  \  whilst  the  enemy  are  at  a  distance 
their  balls  dig  into  jt  \  when  they  come  upon  it  they  are  exactly  in  the  line  of  fire  of 
the  soldiers  on  the  parapet.  The  advantage  of  these  glacis  may  be  seen  in  |bc  cob* 
struction  of  every  martclfo  tower. 

11.  A  covert-way  is  sometimes  added.  This  is  a  space  round  the  ditch,  oa  the 
inner  side  of  the  glacis,  which  serves  as  a  parapet  to  it.  The  advantages  of  the 
covert- way  are,  that  another  r^nl^  of  soldiers  may  be  stationed  there,  and  the  de- 
fence thereby  increased.  It  is  necessary,  however,  to  add,  that  neither  glacis  nor 
covert-way  are  usually  made  to  field  works,  they  rather  belong  to  brick  forts. 

12.  Flecbesare  the  most  simple  of  all  the  field  works.  There  are  three  kinds  of 
them  in  use.  The  first  are  those  which  arc  used  as  camp  outposts  in  winter  cantoo- 
rocnts.  These  are  generally  manned  with  sixty  or  eighty  men,  never  exceeding  one 
hundred.  The  second  kind  are  those  which  are  nsed  as  works  in  an  intrenched  Hoe, 
cither  in  front  of  a  camp,  or  in  any  iutrenched  station,  for  example,  in  the  lines  of 
Torres  Vedras.  These  are  osually  manned  with  one  hundred  and  fifly  to  two  hnn- 
ilrcf)  and  fifty  men.  The  third  kind  are  those  fleches  which  are  used  for  t^tes  de 
ponts.     These  are  likewise  usually  occupied  by  one  hundred  to  two  hnndred  mc«« 

13.  One  rule  will  be  sufficient  for  tracing  them  all.  It  is  as  follows.  Take  a  base 
(as  if  you  were  g^ing  to  mark  out  a  triangle  on  the  ground)  half  as  many  paces  in 
length  as  is  the  number  of  your  men.  On  the  central  point  of  this  base  draw  a  per- 
peudicular,  and  make  the  length  of  it  one  fourth  more  than  half  your  base.  Then 
draw  lices  from  the  top  of  this  perpendicular  to  each  of  the  extremities  of  this  base 
line,  and  you  have  the  fleche  required. 

14.  Examples. — It  is  required  to  trace  a  fleche  for  eighty  men.  Proceed  ss  ibilov* 
The  half  of  80  is  40  \  take  a  base,  therefore,  of  40  paces.  The  centre  of  this  line 
wii)  be  at  the  30th  pace.  On  this  point,  therefore,  draw  a  perpendici^lar,  which 
inakcs  95  paces  long,  (t.  e.  about  one-fourth  longer  than  half  your  base,)  and  thes 
join  the  top  of  the  perpendicular  to  the  extremity  of  the  base.— >It  is  rcqaired  to 
make  a  fleche  |n  a  line  of  intrenchment.  A  fleche  of  this  kind,  as  I  have  ssid,  is 
inade  for  2ck)  men.  The  half  of  900  men  is  loo  *,  take  a  base,  therefiire,  of  100  paces. 
The  central  point  will  be  at  the  50th  pace.  Draw  a  perpendicular,  therefore,  firmn 
this  point,  and  make  It  6 J  paces  in  length,  (i.  e.  one  fourth  more  than  fifty  paccs)^ 
and  then  join  the  top  of  this  perpendicular  to  the  extremities  of  the  base.— A  fleche 
in  a  t^te  du  pont  is  traced  in  ^he  same  manner. 

15.  The  banquette,  parapet,  and  ditch,  of  the  flechr,  are  traced  in  the  same  manner 
as  has  been  detailed  under  the  head  of  the  parapet.  If  intended  against  cannon,  it 
is  not  less  than  twelve  feet  thick  and  the  ditch  the  same.  If  merely  against  mus- 
ketry, four  or  five  feet.  But  the  large  fleches,  those  for  100  men  and  upwards,  ar? 
jilways  made  as  if  intended  against  cannon. 
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16.  Kc«1oabt8  are  still  more  in  use  than  flechea.  Tbey  are  cbi^fly  of  three  kinds; 
for  350  or  300  men,  for  170  to  900,  and  from  75  to  100.  The  6  rat  and  second  kinds 
tboaefrom  300  down  to  170  men,  arc  traced  by  tbe  following  rule.  Allow  as  many 
paces,  for  the  fonr  sides  tof^ther  as  there  are  (ilea  in  your  number  of  men,  t.  e.  as 
half  yoor  whole  nnmber  of  men,  and  allow  six  paces  for  e?cry  csnnoa.  THen  diFtde 
this  sam  total  by  fonr,  and  the  answer  will  give  you  the  length  of  each  side.  Yon 
hare  then  only  to  trace  ont  a  square  of  snch  a  side.  Example.— Suppose  that  you 
were  ordered  to  make  a  redoubt  for  doo  men,  and  two  pieces  of  rauoon.  Two  hnn* 
dred  men,  two  deep,  make  a  hundred  file;  you  therefore  allow  100  paces  for  them. 
Two  cannon  is  19  paces.  Total  for  men  and  cannon  119  paces.  Divide  this  by 
four,  und  the  answer  is  98  paces  This,  therefore,  is  the  length  of  each  side  of  your 
redoubt.  Take'a  base,  therefore,  oCthat  length,  and  on  each  extremity  of  it  draw  two 
linen  perpendicular  to  it ;  make  each  of  them  of  the  same  length  (98  paces),  join 
them  at  top,  and  the  thing  is  done.  The  parapet,  ditch,  &c.  are  all  marked  ont  as 
mentioned  under  the  head  parapet. 

if.  Where  the  redoubts  are  smaller  than  for  100  men,  the  above  rule  docs  not 
apply,  because  tbe  men  are  to  be  drawn  up  in  a  single  rank  along  tbe  parapet.  The 
following  will  be- sufficient  to  determine  tbe  sixe  of  the  smaller  redoubts.  If  it  be 
required  to  make  a  redoubt  for  forty  men,  (and  less  than  forty  should  never  be  put 
into  uny  redoubt,)  take  94  feet  of  your  cord,  or  any  other  rope  or  string,  aud  pegging 
one  ^nd  of  it  down  into  the  ground,  as  a  centre,  describe  a  circle  round  it  with  the 
sweep  of  tbe  94  feet.  You  will  then  have  a  circular  redoubt  of  the  necessary  com* 
pass  for  forty  or  forty  five  mm.  In  plain  words,  make  a  martello  tower,  for  no  kind 
of  fort  whatever  is  better  adapted  for  a  garrison  from  forty  to  seventy  men. 

18.  If  your  number  of  men  are  to  be  50  or  60,  make  a  square  redoubt  of  40  or  45 
feet  to  each  side.  If  from  80  to  100  men,  you  must  make  it  50  feet  to  a  side.  This 
is  necessary,  in  order  that  the  space  within  the  redoubt  may  be  sufficient  for  the 
Ihcility  sf  moving  and  lying  of  the  garrison.  £vcry  mau  is  allowed  19  sqoare  feet. 
And  take  this  as  a  general  riUle,— where  the  number  of  men  is  less  than  )30,  you 

.jDVst  not  think  of  drawing  them  in  a  double  rank  on  tlie  parapet.    And  as  your  men, 
in  this  case,  will  be  subject  to  be  picked  off,  and  the  parapet  thereby  every  momei^t 
denuded  and  exposed,  you  should  allow  one  fourth  of  them  as  a  reserve,  aqd  there- 
fore make  the  parapet  of  the  redoubt  aa  if  only  for  three  fourths  of  the  whole 
> 

number. 

19.  The  following,  therefore,  is  the  summsry  of  what  respects  redoubts,  ist,  From 
150  to  300  men,  make  them  according  to  tbe  rule  given,  sd.  If  fur  1^0  men  down  to 
100,  deduct  one  fourth  for  the  reserve,  and  then  allow  a  pace  per  mau  ;  but  if  the 
calculation,  according  to  this,  should  make  the  side  of  the  redoubt  less  than  45  feet, 
yon  must  add  to  it  to  make  it  that  size.  The  men  in  these  redoubts  to  be  drawu  up 
in  single  ranks.  3d,  If  you  want  a  redoubt  for  80  up  to  100  men,  you  cannot  make 
it  less  thnv  45  iieet.  lo  this  case,  in  manning  your  redoubts,  you  must  take  90  or  30 
men  for  your  reserve.  4th,  If  you  want  a  redoubt  for  36  to  80  men,  you  roust  make 
it  circular  r  a  radius  of  94  to  30  feet  will  be  sufficient.  Smaller  redoubts  than  these 
•re  never  used. 

The  most  usual  and  the  most  useful  of  nil  redoubts  are  those  which  may  be  called 
half  battalion  redoubts,  t.  e.  from  180  to  300  men,  250  is  the  average.  These  are 
manned  with  two  rauks  round  the  parapet,  and  are  made  by  tbe  rule  we  have  above 
given. 

90.  The  use  of  t^tes  de  pouts  is  either  to  cover  bridges  of  communication,  or 
to  contain  the  troops  destined  to  protect  the  manoeuvres  of  a  corps,  either  when 
fvrcittg  the  passage  of  a  river,  or  repassing  it  in  a  retrjsat* 

81*  Thero  are  about  eight  forms  of  tites  de  poott  now  in  use.    Six  of  thcif  are

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bere  given  iii  the  plate  of  Tdtei  de  i»ont8    Fartber  eap1&D«tioDS  of  tbe  maooer 
of  makiag  tbetc  t^tea  de  ponU  on  tbe  g^roond  are  as  folUw. 

aa.  Tbe  first  and  simplest  form  of  a  t^te  de  pont  is  that  of  fig.  i,  in  the  plate  of 
t^tes  de  ponts.  This  is  a  simpleflecbe  on  one  or  both  sides  uf  tbe  river.  It  ia 
made  as  follows ;  Take  a  base  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  paces  at  the  foot  of  your 
bridge ;  on  tbe  centre  point  of  this  basc,tbat  is,  on  the  screnty -fifth  pace,  pace  for- 
wards on  a  perpendicolar  line  of  seventy-five  paces  in  length,  there  fix  a  pidcef, 
and  draw  lines  from  it  to  each  extremity  to  your  base  •,  yoo  will  thefi  have  the  llcchc 
required.  The  two  sides  will  be  about  one  boudred  paces  each,  and  therefore  anff' 
cient  for  one  hundred  and  eighty  or  two  hundred  mcu  ;  or,  if  two  deep,  twice  tihe 
iiuml>cr.  This  form  of  t^tes  dc  ponts  is  nsual  in  bridges  of  commbnicatioo  betwcco 
amain  army  and  its  detachments  or  divisions,  if  the  main  army  be  very  near,  wA^ 
therefore  the  defence  be  secured  only  for  a  shorttime,  the  fleche  is  sonetinea  CNsly 
half  the  siae  \  or  at  least  only  half  manned. 

S3.  The  second  lete  de  pont,  in  the  same  plate,  is  still  more  frequently  esed,  aad 
IS  made  as  follows :— Take  a  base  of  two  hundred  paces ;  divide  it  into  four  parte, 
i.  e.  stick  a  picket  at  every  fiftieth  pace.  From  the  centre  picket  pleasure  a  perpen- 
dicular line,  and  make  it  two  hundred  paces  in  length.  You  have  thus  the  liaeae^. 
hf  and  c,  in  the  plate.  From  two  other  pickets,  /.  e.  those  placed  at  the  fiftieth  pacee, 
draw  likewise  perpendiculars,  and  make  these  perpendiculars  fifty  paces  each  in 
length,  and  then  join  their  summits  to  the  extremities  uf  the  base.  You  have  thea 
all  the  lower  part  of  that  tetede  pont.  To  make  the  upper  part,  proceed  as  followa  :— 
Measure  to  the  67th  pace  on  tbe  line  c.  Then  di'aw  a  line  a  ibroagh  it,  paral- 
lel to  the  line  a,  6,  and  make  the  length  uf  this  line  one  hundred  and  twenty  paces, 
i.  e.  sixty  on  one  side  of  the  linec  (as  yuu  see  in  the  plate)»and  sixty  on  the  other  ^ 
and  then  join  the  point  a  with  the  two  extremities  of  this  line.  Yon  have  then  the 
whole  figure.  This  tete  de  pont  requires  from  three  hundred  and  fifty  to  ftve  haa- 
dredmen. 

24.  To  learn  to  make  all  the  other  tetes  de  pouts  in  the  same  plate,  and  of  which  • 
the  4th  and  5th  kinds  are  in  frequent  use,  you  have  only  to  measure  with  compasaea, 
In  the  plate,  the  dotted  lines,  1.  e.  tbe  bases  and  the  perpendiculars,  and  toaacertaio 
the  points  at  which   they  are  laid  down,  and  their  lengths.     Having  ascertained  all 
these,  you  hare  only  to  transfer  the  same  lengths  and  points  to  tbe  ground  with 
your  cord.      Your    curd  is  your  compasses  on  tbe  ground.     The    l^st    way  of 
working,  and  that  which  I  usennyselr^  is  to  draw  a  sketch,  or  rough  outline,  of 
the  work  intended,  on  which  1   mark  the  length  of  the  lines,  and  the  points,  ice. 
and  then  immediately   proceed  to  business,  without  any  other  incumbrance  bat  mj 
cord.    It  ia  a  part  of  a  good  workman  in  war,  as  in  mechanics,  to  reqnire  aa  few 
tools  as  possible,  and  to  be  able  to  make  shifts  and  substitutes. 

85.  The  manuer  of  tracing  and  constructing  fieches,  redoubts,  and  tetes  de  pont, 
have  been  already  ^letailed.  We  now  proceed  to  tbe  method  in  preaeat  practice  willa 
respect  to  lines  of  entrenchment. 

96.  The  best  lines  of  defence  are  composed  of  two  or  three  lines  of  detached  ^ 
doabts,  so  placed  as  to  flank  and  cofer  each  other. 

97.  One  kind  of  a  line  of  intrenchment  is  usually  formed  as  follows.  Take  a  rinht 
Une,  on  that  extremity  of  it  on  which  yon  liegin  your  work  construct  a  fleche,  ■nahif 
the  base  of  ancb  fleche  60  yards,  and  tbe  perpendicnlar  depth  or  height  i<f  it'45  yardf. 
At  tbe  distance  of  18O  yards  from  the  4ecne  construct  another  of  tbe  same  dinea- 
f  ions,  and  so  on  for  the  whole  length  of  your  lines,  which  you  make  as  long  aa  ne. 
eessary.  The  interval  of  the  line  between  fleche  and  fleche  is  of  course  occupied  by 
flatteries,  which  are  sometimes  mounted  on  a  parapet,  and  sometimes  merely  on  thf 
elevate  ground.*' 

98.  Another  method  of  forming  intrencbments  is  to  follow  the  gronod  with  %  line 
varied  in  salient  or  rentrant  angles  (in  angles  jutting  in  or  out),  according  as  the 
•nrface  requires.  The  only  rules  requirfd  in  these  cases  are  tbe  two  fbllowlog; 
^st.  Do  not  let  your  rentrant  ^apf  exceefl  130  degrees,  nor  be  less  than  90  degrees. 
0d,  The  length  of  each  line  or  face  should  not  exceed  ]6o  paces  (musket  shot),  if 

2 our  only  defence  is  musketry  j  and  if  defended  by  artillery,  they  do  not  exceed  four 
nndred  paces. 

99.  To  snm  up  all,  the  best  rnle  for  lines  of  intrenphment  is  to  follow  the  nature 
of  the  ground,  and  not  to  attach  yourself  to  any  systfina  whatever.  Seek  in  all  eaaea 
a  flsnk  defence,  and  mutual  support ;  and  take  it  as  a  rule,  that  00  defence  is  gene* 
rally  so  good  as  two  or  three  lines  of  redoubts,  open  Wbind,  and  so  posted,  aa  to 
cover  each  othef*8  flanks.  Connected  lines  of  intrencbments  have  now  nearly  gone  ont 
of  use,  as  their  danger  eqoala  their  utility.  Lord  Wellington's  admirable  lines  at  Tor- 
res Vedras  are  detached  redoubts,  fleches,  and  batteries,  covering  and  flanking  eaefc 
other  in  tbe  nuumer  above  inentioned. 
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so.  The  fulIowiBf  arc  the  plant  of  iotrenchments  now  principally  in   uftc.     In 

pUte  ly  fig.  ]y  the  front  a»  i,  is  three  hundred  paces  in  lengthy  and  the  lines  of 

defence  between  the  redoubts  and  the  fleches,  one  hundred  and  fifty  paces :  con- 

feeqaentlj,  the  mniket  shot  will  pass   them  in  their  full  force.    The  redoubts  c 

«re  eactMied  ^  god,  if  circumstances  will  admit  of  it,  they  ought  to  be  streugtlieoed 

with  fraitet  and  che?aux-de-frise  :  that,  in  case  the  enemy  should  take  possession 

of  the  fiechca,  the  most  matcrtal  part  of  tlie  retrenchment  may  be  still  before  him. 

The  parapets  cf,  e,  are  formed  fur  infantry.  Their  position  gives  the  men  opportunity 

of  pouring  in  a  cross  fire  upon  the  enemy,  of  taking  him  iu  the  rear  during  his  at- 

tack  upon  theredouhts,  or  falling  upon  him  with  fixed  bayonets.  Aud,  if  they  should 

he  beat  off,  they  can  always  retreat  in  security,  and  renew  the  attack  as  often  as 

they  pleaae.   The  small  flanks  t,  A,  prevent  their  being  enfiladed.  The  epaulements 

/,  g,  not  only  cover  the  cavalry  from  the  fire  of  artillery,  but  are  made  at  the  sama 

time  with  two  or  three  banquettes,  and  a  ditch  on  the  outside  ;  that  the  tire  of  two 

additional  lines  of  mosketry  may  be  gained  from  thence.

The  position  tfnd  construction  of  all  these  norks  allow  the  troops  to  move  with 
freedom,  to  defend  each  other,  and  to- gall  the  enemy  on  all  sides  with  a  cross  fire. 
Each  front  is  regulated  for  a  battalion  of  600  men,  with  one  squadron  of  horse  in 
fovr  divisions  ;  and  they  are  thus  distributed.

If,  according  to  the  natmre  of  the  ground,  you  allow  such  a  front  to  each  l»atta* 
lioo,  you  will  have  a  retrenched  position,  in  which  every  foot  of  an  euemy*s  advance 
may  be  obstinately  disputed* 

31.  The  front  a  6,  in  fig  9,  is  also  three  hundred  paces  in  length.  The  flcchet 
bailt  on  a  strong  profile,  and  their  gorges  enclosed  with  palisades.  They  flank 
b  other,  and  the  reidoubts  prevent  their  being  taken  in  the  rear.  Every  redoubt 
two  embrasures  for  heavy  cannon,  or  a  raised  plat futro  fiir  one  gun  :  which  \  in 

that  case,  will  be  fired  en  harhettt^  that  the  faces  of  each  fleche  may  be  eflTectaally 
defended.  One  or  two  squadrons  of  cavalry  are  posted  behind  the  epaulements  i 
mud  e,  with  the  same  view  as  in  fig.  1.

32.  Theae  works  support  each  other,  as  in  No  I.  But,  as  the  loss  of  the  fieches 
m  h  woiteld  he  in  this  case  of  the  greatest  importance,  they  must  be  well  supported  ; 
mad,  if  the  enemy  should  take  possession  of  any  of  them,  the  reserve  must  imme- 
diately advance  for  the  purpose  of  driving  him  back.  If  he  should  still  be  too  powir- 
Sill,  a  farther  reinforcement  may  be  drawn  from  one  of  the  a4]oiniug  fronts  or  bat- 
talions ;  and,  as  none  of  the  reserves  are  more  than  300  paces  asunder,  this  may  be, 
^   MHS  effected.    In  all  these  attacks  much  will  be  expected  from  the  cavalrv. 

33.  The  front «  a,  in  fig.  3,  measures  three  hundred  paces  :  cooseauently,  more 
^jan  is  requisite  for  a  battalion  of  six  hundred  men  inline.    These  neches  cannot 

^Sefead  each  other :  therefore  they  must  be  covered  by  the  first  row  of  redoubts  iu  their 
S*ear  (b  cj^  aad  thoae  again  by  the  second  (H  d)  :>— And,  as  the  lines  of  defence  are 
iMit  above  two  hundred  paces  in  length,  this  may  be  done  as  well  by  musketry  as  ar- 
tillery. It  the  gorges  of  the  fleches  are  not  left  open,  they  ought  only  to  be  enclosed 
^ith  pallaadea.

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36.  The  front  u'fi,  in  pi.  2,  fig.  1 ,  U  also  three  kundred  and  thirty  paces  io  length  ; 
but  the  liurs  of  det'enre  arc  nut  above  0/^A/jr  titiscs  «ir  two  hundred  paces :  runsc- 

3uently,  the  fleclies  can  be  stipporrcd  by  musquf  try  from  the  redoubtn. — ^The  parmpels 
'y  A,  ore  tbroHu  tipin  the  form  of  afleche,  with  two  embrasures,  and  a  traverse  to 
defend  ihe  sorlie.  The  muhket-»hot  which  are  fired  from  hence  i^ill  reach  those  ffiroin*' 
tlic  redoubts  ut  the  distance  of  lOU  paces. — ^T«o  rows  of  palisades  are  placed  lie- 
tvcen  the  fleclie  a  and  the  parapiets  </ A,  thut  the  defenders  may  be  able  to  make  a 
cafe  retreat ;  or  a  double  ]iara|>cf  diight  be  formed  for  the  same  purpose.  But,  ia 
that  case,  the  ussnilantB  would  hare  a  more  favourable  opportunity  ut  following  tW 
defender,  and  of  forcing  their  way  within  the  parapets.

97.  As  no  allowance  is  made  for  a  restTve,  in  the  distribution  of  the  troops  for  the 
defence  of  this  retrenchmrut  (fig.  1.),  the  t>\o  hundred  men  at  </  A  will  charge  tbe 
enemy,  under  the  support  of  the  euV:tlr>',  in  case  he  bhould  attuck  tbe  redunbt  c. 

3S.  In  fig  '2d,  the  words  are  larger,  furmed  en  cremaillcy  and  enclosed  with  pali- 
sades.— ^I'bc  epaulroents  at  d  arc  thrown  up  for  cavalry,  and,  if  it  is  practicably 
they  ought  to  be  supported  by  one  hnndred  infantry. 

Id  this  case  the  troops  may  be  thus  divided. 

la  the  small  tenaille  a,  100  men 

In  the  large  ditto  by  4o0,  with  two  or  three  pieces  of  cannon.

39.  Tbe  above-mentioned  retrenchment  is  extremely  servicable  in  a  flat  country^ 
if  you  have  a  sufficient  fiupply  of  cavulry  ;  or  wherever  there  are  many  small  heights 
with  gradual  aKccntB,^hich  lie  near  each  other.  Every  tenaille  defends  itself  with 
a  rectangular  and  cross  fire,  and  each  ib  uu  tficctual  su^rport  to  those  which  are 
uear  it. 

The  double  tenailles  b  c  arc  supposed  to  have  large  openings,  and  those  openioga 
guarded  by  chevaux-de-frise ;  that  some  hundreds  of  their  defenders  maybe  able 
to  rush  out  and  charge  the  enemy,  whenever  they  find  it  advantageous  to  do  so. 

40.  Another  species  of  retrenchment  is  formed  by  enclosed  lines.  M'itb  theaeaa 
army  or  position  may  by  cither  surrounded,  or  merely  defended  in  front.— In  all 
cases,  anch  retrenchments  must  have  several  well-defended  sorties  i  and,  as  their 
fronts  are  seldom  or  ever  to  be  made  with  regularity,  yoo  will  be  generally  obliged 
to  form  their  angles  as  the  groand  w  ill  allow  them. 

41.  Plates,  tig.  3,  represents  an  entire  line  of  tenailles,  whose  salient  angles  a  antf 
ft,  arc  one  hundred  toises,  or  ttco  hundred  and^fijly  paces  asunder.— To  form  them, 
yoo  matt  erect  a  perpendicular,  as  at  6  e,  upon  the  centre  of  the  base  c  d;  let  ita 
length  be  65  yards  and  join  b  d  and  b  c  together.  The  sorties  shall  be  made  hi" 
tlic  rentrant  angles,  and  covered  by  traverses,  as  at  d, 

42.  Fig.  4,  is  an  indented  line  with  bastions,  whose  entire  front  is  one  thouMand 
paces  in  length  :  consequently,  the  distanre  from  u  to  /  will  hcj're  hutidi ed ^hceu. 

'The  gorges  of  the  bastions  may  be  enclosed  with  palisadcA,  and  the  sorties  made 
at  at  e.-*To  form  such  a  retrenchment,  you  must  first  murk  out  your  base,  divide 
it  into  two  equal  parts,  and  erect  a  perpendicular  at  each  end  and  on  its  centre— 
X  k  represent  tbe  perpendicular  on  the  centre  of  the  base,  and  a  ./*,  thut  at  one  end  ; 
ta^ki^  thirtj^v9  toiaes  are  given  fur  the  height  of  tbe  bastion. — From  the  pointy^ 
jmg  must  set  off  tventy  toises  to  the  right,  and  ttceniif  to  the  left.  Let  the  perpen-i ' 
dicalars  /  Jt,  m,  o,  i  A,  and  c  (/,  be  thirty  toises  asunder,  and  fifteen  in  length  ;  tliea 
set  offjtvt  toises  from  c  to  e,  from  h  to  p,  &c.  aud  draw  the  liiH^s  ad^d  e^e  i,  t/i,  p  m^- 
m  a,  and  n  I. 

43.  Fig.  5  and  6,  represent  lines  of  bastions  *,  and  the  curtain  of  the  latter  ia  mada 
with  a  salient  angle,  which  increases  its  defence. — ^Their  fronts  are  three  kundrett 
paces  in  leagth,  and  their  construction  may  he  seen  in  the  plan. 

*  If  there  should  be  a  scarcity  of  artiller}',  these  ttco  pieces  of  cannon  may  be 
Bitted.

IMPROVEMENT  of  ORDNANCE. 

'*  We  should  profit  eren  by  the  practices  of  ^ur  enenles** 

Sir— -IT  has  generally  been  remarked  by  foreigners,  that  our  coun« 
try  men  have  less  frequently  been  the  original  discoverers  of  any  great  in- 
vention than  improvers  upon  the  discoveries  or  inventions  ofothers :  tbv 
Jiowever  is  assertion  without  proof.  There  is,  nevertheless,  it  mast 
be  confessed^  a  sort  of  John  Bullish  obstinacy  in  our  compositions,  that 
rivets  our  very  prejudices  and  makes  us  jog  on  in  the  old  beaten  track 
**  without  knowing  why,  or  caring  wherefore."  In  the  year  1805  I 
had  the  honor  of  suggesting  to  Government,  aud  particularly  pressing  (^p 
the  attention  of  the  Admiralty  and  War  Office,  the  very  improvemeoil* 
which,  it  seems,  have  given  a  momentry  advantage  to  the  armed  Vetaelt 
of  our  unnatural  enemies,  the  Transatlantic  English :  who  would  not  at 
this  time  have  ventured  an  attack,  if  the  Jtfother  country  had  not  b^r n 
oppressed  by  numbers.

I  humbly  submitted  my  plan  to  Hia  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  York 

the  Commander  in  Chief,  and  wras  referri-il  to  Lord  Cimtham,  the  Master 

Ceoerul  of  the  Ordnance,  as  being  more  immediately  in  that  departnieut,

The  Coart  having  muturely  weighed  aud  deliberated  upon  the  Evidence  brongfat 
forward  on  the  part  of  the  Prosecution,  and  what  has  been  stated  in  defence,  are  of 
opinion  tbat  the  Prisoner  is  not  Guilty  o(  the  crime  laid  to  his  charge,  via.  of  viliiy- 
ing  the  Character  of  Major  Hay,  by  falsely  asserting  that  he,  said  Lieutenant  and 
Adjutant  Towell,  had  given  to  Major  Hay  jfioo*  on  condition  of  obtaining  th« 
Adjutancy  of  the  3d  Dragoon  Guards  ;  but  they  are  also  of  opinion,  that  in  a  oon* 
versation  with  Lieutenant  Macartney,  the  Prisoner  appears  to  have  left  the  iniprcar 
sioff  that  the  transaction  between  him  and  Major  Hay  was  intended  for  his  (M^oc 
Hay*s)  ))enefit,  so  as  to  have  made  Major  Hay  desirous  of  viudicatiug  himself  firom 
such  a  reflection,  which  he  has  done  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court  in  the  most  satia* 
factory  manner.

In  the  course  of  our  pomil  of  the  enemy  fnim 
Tilsit  to  Konigsberg,  and  after  taking  possonion  of  the  city,  he  has  lost  fifty- 
one  pieces  of  cannon  in  the  whole. 

Aide-de-Camp-Generd  WassUtachikoff  states^  oitdea  date  of  she  5th  instant,  thit 
the  Austrian  troops,  after  sti^ngtbcning  their  advanced  posts,  had  drawn  tbrmselTrs 
towards  Warsaw.  The  head-qnmters  of  His  Majesty  the  emperor,  and  of  the 
Field-Marshal,  arrived  this  day  In  the  villafe  of  flffetitsch.

Mt  Lord, — ^I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  your  Lordvhip,  that  the  eHbrti 
of  the  ent'my  at  Sai-kett^s  Harbonr,  on  Lake  Ontario,  enabled  them  to  send  ovt, 
on  the  10th  instant,  teveu  sail  of  armed  vessels,  manned  by  the  crew  of  one  ol 
the  American  frigates,  and  commanded  by  some  of  their  naval  officers,  baying  on 
board  a  considerable  detachment  of  troops  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the  port  of 
Kingston  by  surprise,  and  of  destroying  His  Majc^sty's  ship  Royal  George,  thci 
lying  there. 

I  have  mnch  satisfaction  in  reporting  to  your  Lordship,  that  the  vigilance  snd 
military  skill  of  Colonel  Vincent,  who  is  in  command  at  Kingston,  frustrated  thcfa 
designs,  and  after  many  hours  of  incflectual  cannonade  the  American  flotilla  battled 
off,  and  on  the  followingjilay  returned  into  port ;  I  have  also  the  honour  to  repoft 
to  your  Lordship,  that,  having  received  information  of  the  advance  of  the  enemy 
with  their  whole  force  of  regulars  and  militia  encamped  at  Plattsburgh,  from  that 
place  to  the  village  at  Chainplairi,  about  six  miles  from  the  province  line,  with  the 
avowed  purpose  of  penetrating  into  this  frontier,  1  directed  the  brigade  of  truo'pa  at 
Montreal,  consisting  of  two  companies  of  the  royals,  seven  companies  of  the  8th,  or 
King^s  four  companies  of  the  Montreal  volunteer  militia,  and  the  5th  battalion  of 
the  embodied  Canadian  militiii,  with  one  troop  of  volunteer  cavalry,  and  a  brigade 
of  liglit  artillery,  the  whole  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Baynes,  to  Croat  the 
St.  Lawrence  and  advance  to  the  support  of  Major-General  De  Rottenburgh,  whoee 
front  was  threatened  by  this  movement  of  the  enemy  ;  the  troops  crossed  with  na- 
rommon  expedition  on  the  evening  of  Thursday  last,  the  19th  instant,  and  reached 
La  Pruiric  that  night. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  your  Lordship  that,  immediately  upon  the  alarm  being 
given  that  the  enemy  were  advancing,  the  sedentary  militia  flocked  in  from  all  quar- 
ters with  a  zeal  and  alacrity  wliicli  I  cannot  too  much  praise,  and  which  assures  me 
that  I  shall  derive  esfiential  assistance  fiom  them  when  the  occasion  shall  require  it 

The  encui};,  since  the  advance  toChamplain,  have  made  several  rcconnoissancct 
beyond  the  lines  into  the  province;  one  in  particular,  on  the  night  of  the  l^tb, 
with  a  detachment  of  cavalry,  and  a  body  of  ulM)ut  one  thousand  of  their  regular  in- 
fantry, the  whole  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Pike,  who  is  esteemed 
in  the  United  States  an  able  officer,  but  falling  in  unexpectedly  with  a  small  party 
of  Voyageurs  and  Indians,  one  of  onr  advanced  pickets,  by  whom  they  were  llred 
upon,  they  were  thrown  into  the  greatest  confusion,  and  commenced  a  fire  upon 
each  other,  which  was  attended  with  a  loss  of  about  fitlty  of  their  men  killed  and 
wounded,  when  they  dispersed.  Onr  picket  made  good  their  retreat  unmoleetcd^ 
and  without  a  man  being  hurt  ;  by  several  d^sertrrs  who  have  since  come  into  otk 
and  some  of  whom  were  of  the  reconnoitring  party,  we  have  ascertained  their  loM. 
and  that  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  militia  accompanied  them  that  night  to  the 
lines  ;  the  others  having  wavered  respecting  advancing  beyond  them. '   1  have,  &C.

^  triNi94iitbercwith»  fdryour  Lfor4sbip's  iuforfnatiuo^  the  copy  of  dispatches  Ibavf 
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just  received  express  from  Major-General  Sheafl'e,  commandinif  io  Upper  Caoada, 
ooBtainin^  a  report  of  aootber  attack  made  by  the  enemy,  on  the  98th  ultimo,  upott 
the  Niaj^ara  frontier,  between  the  ptMts  of  Chippawa  and  Fort  Erie,  which  I  hart 
the  aatiiiffiction  of  announcing  to  have  been  repulsed  in  a  manner  highly  creditabU 
to  His  Majesty^s  arms,  and  the  militia  empluyednpon  the  occasion,  with  trifling  loss. 

The  enemy  has  suffered  considerably  in  killed  and  wounded  ;  and  one  captain 
(King)  and  thirty-eij^ht  men  were  taken  prisoners. 

The  particulars  of  this  affair  are  detailed  in  General  SlieafTe^s  dispatches,  aad  the 
report  accompanying  them  from  Lieutcnnnt-Colonel  Bisshopp,  who,  with  the  forca 
ander  his  orders,  was  more  immediatily  engaged  with  the  enemy,  and  to  which  i 
heg  leave  to  refer  yonr  Lnrdsliip. 

1  have  to  lament  that  Lieutenant  Kin^,  of  tlie  royal  artillery,  and  Lieutenant  La- 
ment, of  the  49th  regiment,  have  been  wounded  severely  \  the  former  fell  iota  the 
liand^of  the  enemy,  but,  I  trust,  will  have  been  released.

Chippawa,  November  30, 1812. — Sir,— I  HAVE  the  honoof  of  reporting  to  yoar 
E)ice11ency,  that  very  early  in  the  morning  on  the  98th  an  attack  was  madeaa  oar 
batteries  opposite  Black  Rock  ;  they  were  wrested  from  its  for  a  time  by  superior 
numbers,  but  Major  Ormsby,  of  the  49th  repmcnt,  with  a  body  of  troops  iHtm 
Fort  Erie,  having  formed  a  jnnction  with  Lieutenant-Colond  Bishopp,  wlia  Im^I 
moved  up  with  great  celerity  from  Chippawa  with  reinfbrcemeols ;  those  of  Hi* 
enemy  who  had  not  retired  to  their  own  shore,  amounting  ta  nearly  forty,  were  lada 
prisoners,  with  Captain  King,  who  had  command  in  the  attack. 

On  receiving  information  of  the  attack  1  went  up,  having  previously  ordered  a 
novement  of  some  troops,  to  strengthen  those  posts  from  which  reinforcements  had 
been  detached  to  the  rig^t  flank.  On  my  arrival  there  I  found  the  eaemy  in  great 
force,  of  which  he  seemed  to  make  an  ostentattons  display,  tone  on  shere,  aoiaa  in 
boats,  and,  perhaps,  with  the  hope  of  its  iri^ing  effect  to  a  sumniont  which  Lievitie* 
nant-Colonel  Bisshopp  had  received  to  stirrender  Fort  Erie.  When  I  approached 
the  ground  opposite  Hie  Black  Rock  several  large  bodies  of  the  enemy  were  seen 
movhig  downwards ;  I  suspected  their  intent  ion  to  be,  either  to  advance  IWnb  tha 
bottom  of  Sqnaw  Island,  in  aid  of  a  direct  attack  above  it,  in  front  of  Black  Radr, 
or  that  a  design  against  this  post,  or  some  lower  point,  was  in  contemplatlaB  1  I 
therefore  earned  iome  detachments  that  1  had  passed  on  the  road  to  be  halted  opy^. 
site  the  foot.of  Sqaaw  Island,  and  1  remaioed  there  till  night  approached,  wheal 
Bft  off  for  thk  post.  I  continne  here  as  being  a  eentral  situation,  ia  whiHi  I  cam 
qnickly  receive  intelligence  from  either  extremity  of  the  line. 

it  appears,  that  in  the  affair  of  the  iS8th,the  loss  on  oar  part,  (if  not  in  the  anrty 
•aocess  of  the  enemy)  was  chiefly  owing  to  its  having  been  mistaken  for  friendly 
•nccottr,  coming  from  some  neighbouring  quarter.  Captain  Fitzgerald,  of  the49tli 
regiment,  was  employed  to  carry  to  Black  Rock  Lientmant«Colone1  Bisshopp's  an« 
mrcr  to  the  summons  he  received ;  he  saw  Brigadier.Gea%ral  Smyth,  who  desired 
him  to  snrvey  his  force  *,  he  counted  fi fly-six  large  boats  with  men  in  them,  and 
there  was  a  great  number  of  troops  on  shore,  in  all  he  thought  alient  Ave  thontaad ; 
and  he  saw  six  scows  with  a  field-piece  in  each^  and  horses,  with  every  apportenanoe 
for  Held  -raovrment.

The  sentries  at  Fort  Erie  bearing  a  firing  iu  the  direction  of  the  hmt* 
teries,  Major  Ormtby  narched  at  two  o'chick,  with  the  detachment  of  the  49tli 
regiment,  consisting  of  eighty  men,  to  meet  the  enemy  and  to  support  the  batteries  ; 
leaving  Captain  WheUin,  according  to  directions  I  had  t>efore  given  in  case  of  an 
attack,  with  the  light  company  of  the  Newfoundtaud  regiment,  to  defend  that  for* 

•  tress  :  Major  Ormshy  advanced  towards  th^  batteries,  by  the  back  road,  to  support 
Lieutenant  Lamont,  but  having  met  with  l^euten»i>l  Bry£H»n,  of  the  militia  nrtillcryy 
who  informed  him,  that  the  enemy  were  in  possession  of  the  batteries,  it  bein^  then 
dark,  he  changed  his  direction,  and  moved  to  the  right  along  the  front  road,  below 
the  batteries,  with  a  view  of  fulling  iu  with  some  part  of  Lieutenant  Lamont't  do* 
tachment,  and  .likewise  another  parly  on  the  left,  consisting  of  thirty-five  meO)  ata* 
tioned  opposite  to  the  end  of  Squaw  Island,  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Bartlcy,  bat 
who  it  appears  had  moved  from  thence,  early  in  the  morning,  to  the  left,  where  the 

.   enemy  had  likewise  laudfd  their  troops,  opposite  to  this  place. 

Lieutenant  Bartley  attarked   the  enemy,  consisting  of  about  two   hundred  and 
fifty  men,  and  kept  up  a  fire  upon  the  boats  for  about  fifteen  or  twenty  oiioateff^ 
when  he^b^erved  a  party  coming  towards  him,  which  he  took  to  be  our  militia  \ 
4>ut  finding  them  to  be  a  party  of  the  enemy,  and  a  number  of  his  men  being  killed^ 
wounded,  or  missing,  he  relirc-d,  crossing:  Frenchman's  Creek  at  the  mill,  a  little 
above  which  he  joined  Major  Ormsby,  having  only  sixteen  or  seventeen  tncn  left. 
Major  Ormsby,  whose  detachment  continued  their  march  to  Frenchmjn^s  Creek, 
was  fired  on  from  a  bouse  above  the  bridge  by  a  party  of  the  enemy,  and  having  re- 
turned their  fire  with  two  or  three  rounds  from  his  detachment,  he  succeeded  in  pas- 
ting the  bridge,  although  partly  destroyed  by  the  enemy.     He  here  halted  toaacer* 
tain  the  force  oppt>sed  to  him  ;  but  as  it  still  continued  very'dark,  he  could  neither 
see  the  enemy,  nor  discover  his  movements.      He  then  proceeded  about  a  o»ilc  fur* 
tber  on  the  road  downward,  when  he  was  joined  by  Lientenant  M'lntyre,  of  the 
light  infantry  4 1st  regiment,  and  remained  there  until  daylight,  where  I  arrived,  and 
immediately  advanced  with  the  whole  of  the  force  here,  concentrated  under  Msjor 
Ormshy  and  Major  Hatt,  of  the  5th  Lincoln  militia,  having  under  his  command 
the  diflferent  companies  of  militiaoo  this  line,  consisting  of  about  three  hundred  mea, 
towards  this  place,  with  a  light  six-pounddr,  where  wc  took  Captain  King,  of  the 
United  States  infantry,  and  about  thirty  rank  and   file,  prisoners.     The  enemy  at 
this  time  were  crossing  the  river  with  a  considerable  number  of  boats,  having  about 
thirty  men  in  each,  making  towards  the  land.     I  ordered  the  six-pounder  to  open 
Upon  them,  which  was  ably  directed  by  Bombardier  Jackson,  of  the  royal  artillery^ 
and  acted  with  much  execution.     1  formed  the  line  on  the  bank.  Major  Ormsby  and 
the  49th  being  on  the  right :  after  a  few  rouudit  from  our  musketry,  the  enemy  re- 
tired to  the  American  shore  behind  Squaw  Island,  having  sustained  considerable 
lots.    The  Indian  warriors  under  Major  Givei>s  having  heard  the   report  of  our 
fire,  immediately  joined  us;  I   then  marched  with  a  light  company  of  the  41st  to 
ascertain  the  number  and  position  of  the  enemy  iu  our  front,  in  which  movement  I 
recei^d  the  greatest  assistance  from  Major  Givcn^  and  the  Indians  under  his  com- 
mand ;  the  enemy  had  dismounted  the  guns  and  left  the  batteries.   I  ordered  the  line 
to  advance,  and  took  up  a  position  in  their  rear,  waiting  his  further  oi>cratiout  ;  I 
bail  been  joined  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Clark,  and  his  delachmeut  from  the  Chip* 
pawa ;  Captain  Whelan  still  continued  in  Fort  Erie,  and  had  not  been  attacked 
during  the  absence  of  Major  Ormsby  and  his  detachment ;   the  enemy  kept  up  a 
ttrong  fire  on  our  lines  from  their  batteries,  till  one  o^clock,  when  a  flag  of  truce 
came  over,  to  summons  Fort  £rie,  and  to  demand  the  surrender  of  that  post  to  the 
American  army.    A  copy  of  General  Smyth*s  letter  accompanies  this  dispatch:  I

^v€»re  found  without  having  sustained  the  least  injury.     Great  credit  is  due  to  cap- 
Cain  Kirhy  Hudthe  artillery,  fur  their  exertiuus  in  getting  up  the  guns  on  the  batteries, 
^r  laich  by  the  morning  of  the  joth  we  succeeded  in,  and  have  Ijcen  ever  since  in  expec- 
-t^tioo  of  an  attack,  but  which  the  euemy  do  not  think  proper  to  make  t  to  captain 
K.irby,  lieutenants  Bryson  and  Ball,  of  the  militia  artillery,  and  Bombardier  Jack- 
son, of  the  royal  artillery,  the  greatest  credit  is  due,  as  well  'as  to  Lieutenant  Co. 
lonel    Nichol,  qnarter-master-general   of  militia,  and  Lieutenant  Bernard,  Acting 
S^ktafiT- Adjutant :  I  have  also  derived  the  greatest  assistance  from  Lieutenant-Colonel 
CTlark,  commanding  the   militia.  Major  Ormsby,    commanding  a  detachment   of 
else  49th   regiment,'  and  Mujor  Hatt,  of  the  5tli  Lincoln  militia,  and  all  officers  in 
comuiand  of  corps  and  cooipanies  under  my  orders.     The  Norfolk  mijitia,  undir 
C^aptain  Bostwick,  gave  a  strong  proof  of  the  valour  which  has  uniformly  distin- 
guished the  militia  of  this  country  when  called  into  action.     I  must  likewise  men*' 
^100  the  names  of  Captain  Whelan,  of  the  Newfoundland  regiment,  Captain  Cham^ 
biers  and  Saunders,  of  the  4ist,  Captain  Fitzgerald,  49th,  and  Captain  Hamilton, 
of  the  2d  Lincoln   militia,  who  first  apprised  roe  of  the  enemy*s  movement.     I  en-  ' 
close  a  list  of  the  killed,  wonnded,  and  missing.     I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain 
tlie  loss  of  the  enemy  ;  but  from  the  nunfbcrs  left  on  the  field,  and  the  boats  thert

to  avoid  an  useless  effusion  of  British  blood,  and  which  was  instantly  rejected  by 
Lieotenaut'Culonel  Bissbopp  with  the  contempt  it  merited. 

The  enemy  was  gallantly  op|k>sed  in  lauding,  at  two  oVlock  in  the  BomiBK,  by 
the  parties  under  Lieutenant  King  of  the  royal  artillery,  and  LieateiMott  Bmrtley 
and  Lamont,  commanding  detachments  of  thirty  sAd  thirty.fire  meseacb,  of  the~ 
49th  regiment  Lieutenant  Bartlcy  prevented  for  a  considerable  time,  the  landiBf 
of  a  force  more  than  ten  times  his  number,  and  did  not  relinquish  the  conteat,  mtttU 
bis  party,  reduced  to  seveuteeo  effective  men,  was  threatened  by  a  atrong  detadi* 
meui  of  the  enemy,  who  had  landed  on  his  flank  ;  he  made  good  bis  retreat,  and 
joined  Major  Ormsby.  Lieutenant  King  and  Lieutenant  Lamont  resisted  with  apirit 
the  advance  of  the  enemy,  until  both  those  ofllcers  being  severely  wounded,  snd  a 
number  of  their  men  killed  and  wounded,  they  were  under  the  necessity  of  giving 
way  to  an  overwhelming  force  ;  the  wounded  officers  fell  into  the  eaeiBy*s  banda. 

Major-General  Sheaffe  expresses  in  the  strongest  terms,  his  entire  approbation 
of  the  celerity  and  decision  evinced  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Bisshopp,  wbo  Mored 
with  reinforcements  from  Chippawa,  and  met  M^or  Ormsby,  who  had  marched  with 
the  detachment  of  the  49th  regiment  from  Fort  Erie,  and  also  dMachmenta  of  the 
4 1st  regiment  and  of  militia,  under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Clark  and  Migor  Hatt.     At 
daybreak  this  force  advanced  to  meet  the  enemy,  and  made  prisoners  a  captain  and 
thirty-eight  men  of  theeuemy^s  artillery,  and  recovered  the  guns  which  had  fisllen' 
into  their  hands,  and  remounted  them  on  the  batteries.    This  force  formed  to  receive 
tlie  threatened  attack,  but  the  enemy  being  much'  galled  by  the  musketry,  and  suffer- 
ing considerably  from  a  six-pounder,  most  ably  served  by  Bombardier  Jackson  aT 
the  royal  artillery,  turned  their  boats  to  their  own  shore,  after  a  valo  diaplay  for  se- 
veral hours  of  their  numerous  armament.     From  the  numbers  left  on  the  field,  and 
the  boats  that  were  sunk,  the  enemy *s  loss  must  have  been  very  great. 

A  heavy  cannonade  was  kept  up  from  all  the  enemy^s  batteries  during  the  day,  but 
with  little  effect. 

His  Excellency  cannot  express  in  sufficiently  strong  terms,  his  approbation  of  the 
steady  discipline,  and  intrepid  firmness,  displayed  by  the  troops  on  this  occaaion, 
who,  undaunted  by  the  superior  force  of  the  enemy  in  numbers,  have  evinced  a  bril- 
liant and  glorious  example  of  the  preeminence  of  British  discipline.  Major-Gene- 
rml  Sheaffe  reports  the  assistance  rendered  by  Major  Ormsby  and  the  officers  of  the 
49th  regiment  and  4lBt  regiment,  and  the  light  infantry  company  of  the  royal  New- 
foundland regiment  under  Captain  Whelan,  and  of  the  militia  under  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Clark  and  M^or  Hatt,  and  Captain  Kirby  of  the  artillery,  and  of  the  Indian' 
warriors  under  Major  Givens,  as  having  been  gallantly  and  judiciously  displayed, 
reflecting  the  highest  honour  on  every  individual  engagied.

J  have  no  details  of  the  rooveoMnts  of  General  Sacbea'f 
tolamn  on  the  left,  but  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  it  advaaced  near  the  line  of 
the  Bug  upon  Warsaw,  observing  Kegoicr^s  cor|»  on  the  left  bank  of  that  rivcf^ 
which  corps  in  a  former  report  we  stated  to  have  formed  a  support  to  the  right  Q$ 
the  Austrian  auxiliary  force.  General  Milluradowitch*s  column  has  continued  t^ 
move  firom  Angustoft'  by  Radiilofr  and  Little  Plozk,  in  the  direction  of  Hudek,  ^ 
small  village  west  of  Novogrodek,  meeting  near  Lomsa,  with  General  Vastiscbil^ 
off*s  corps,  which  had  continued  to  follow  the  Austrian  advanced  postt^  aadlhin 
movement  obliged  the  latter  to  retire  to  Ostrolenka.

•f  ^e  ordnance  intended  for  tha  siege  of  Riga  has  been  secured,  it  is  probable  hit 
asaal  sacoesa  aaay  attend  him  in  reducing  Dantaic.  Connt  Michael  Woronaoff 
b^  succeeded  in  taking  pommeion  of  ^Sramberg,  witb  its  valuable  magazines  on  tb« 
left  bank  of  the  Vistula,  beCwaea  Thora  and  Grandanta,  and  Admiral  Tchichagoff 
la  l^viag  in  that  directloa,  with  the  rcaiaiader  of  the  force  nnder  his  command^M 
The  garrison  of  Grandentgiaevcliisivaly  Prvtsiaa,  and  it  appears  by  these  reportip 
that,  upon  the  aast  moveasaaft  of  the  head-^aartcrs,  every  thing  on  the  right  bank 
of  the  Vistula  will  ba  in  tha  ocpupation  of  the  Rasai^  forces,  except  the  garriaonf 
•f  Granclenta  and  Thora,  no  mcnUo^.beii^  made  of  aay  farriioa  left  by  the  eQcnsy

m&rkH  with  a  more  than  nrdin»rf  degree  of  that  duplioij  which  IWaisa 
proniinent  feature  in  hit  exlraonlinury  character.  By  u  base  ttrata^em  he 
•ac«veded  in  currying  the  Kojal  Family  uf  Spain  itito  captivity,  in  which 
■chetne  he  dcrivei)  coixiilerutile  aMIataiice  from  the  treachery  of  Martin 
Ooday,  a  worthlcH  miuian,  tu  wtioin  the  Queen  had  hmg  been  attiichrd, 
■nd  by  whose  fiToHr  hehtiil  Iwer.  created  Prince  oC  the  IViice.  This  per- 
*ou,  rained  from  obaciirlty  by  the  criminal  partiality  of  Her  Majesty,  had 
for  a  long  lime  swayed  the  council*  of  the  feeble  Charles  the  Fourth,  and 
'*^W  himseif  the  tool  of  BDna[>ar(e,  into  whotie  hands  the  treasures  of  tbe 
Indiea  were  profwsely  poured.  But  althon^  the  meuures  pursued  bjr 
tlic  French  ruler  appeared  favourable  to  hts  projectn  against  ttie  ind*- 
P^ndance  of  the  Spanish  nation,  yet  having  preiNaturely  thrown  off  the 
"lask  and  declared  hi»  brother  Joseph  tJieir  future  kiug,  this  noble-mind- 
<d  people,  feeling  the  indignity  that  was  intended  to  be  put  upon  them, 
•'Kl  in  revenue  for  the  infamous  seizure  of  their  venerable  monarch  and 
*"■  Amily,  flew  to  arms.  In  every  province  the  standard  of  liberty  wu 
*P^«ilily  raised  and  joiaed  by  bandsnf  patriots,  whose  object  was  to  assert 
">e  freedom  of  their  country,  and  deliver  themselves  from  the  (hreulaned 
J<*fce  of  France.  The  spirit  diiplnyed  on  this  occasion  by  the  .Spanisti 
P*triotM  was  hailed  by  Great  Britain  willi  that  noble  sympathy  which  bas 
"^f  since  induced  her  to  give  the  most  cordial  assistance  to  this  injured 
P'^ople.  Arms  and  money  were  promptly  furnished,  and  ere  long 
■    firitish   army  arrived  in  the  Peninsula  to  coHipenite  with  the  palnotr 


in  protecting  them  from  tlie  thraldom  ol'  France,  Spain  was  then  witli-'. 
out  uii  army,  the  only  regular  force  having  hiteu  sent  out  of  the  coontty.ll 
and  at  thia  critical  period  of  time  was  stationed  by  the  policy  of  BoiA'^< 
parte  in  a  remote  corner  of  the  world,  on  the  chores  of  the  Baltic-,  undcfi 
mniand  of  the  late  Marquess  de  la  RomanK,  Thus  situated,  th«j 
Spaniards  entered  into  the  contest  under  manifold  di  sad  vantages.  Thaj 
enemy  with  whom  they  had  to  contend  had  overthrown  the  most  powei*^ 
ins  of  the  Continent,  and  had  proved  himself  eminently  »kille4| 
in  the  art  of  war,  ' 

The  ardnons  struggle  in  which  the  Spamards  became  now  en^ge4' 
was  viewed  with  no  common  iiitereEit  by  the  other  powers  of  Furopet'l 
but  in  their  melancholy  enslaved  state,  they  were  debarred  from  takingi 
an  active  part,  and  it  was  reserved  for  Great  Britain  alone  to  contribatff 
her  powerful  aid. 

Amongst  the  number  of  British  ofiicera  who  have  drawn  their  swotA) 
in  defence  of  Spanish  freedom  and  indepeudiince,  there  is  none  to  whoiWi 
that  nation  is  more  indebted  than  the  subject  of  the  following  biogt«-i 
phical  sketch,  which  we  feel  a  siutere  pleasure  in  presenting  to  our  rea^ 
dera, — not  only  as  a  Just  tribute  to  the  merits  of  a  brave  and  gallartt  ioM 
dividual,  but  al^o  to  prove,  that  the  resources  of  an  ardent  mind,  possewp^ 
ing  a  just  self-confidence,  are  adequate  to  meet  and  overcome  difficulties] 
under  which  ordinary  characters  would  sink  without  an  effort  to  preventi 
their  annihiUtion. 

John  Downie,  Esquire,  was  bom  in  the  year  17S0,  and  is  desceudi 
from  a  respectable  family  in  the  county  of  Stirling,  North  Britain,  whic|tt| 
has  also  to  boast  the  giving  birth  to  the  renowned  King,  Robert  Bruo^l 
the  gHllant  defender  of  his  native  land  from  the  threatened  snbjugatit^l 
of  England,  under  one  of  her  most  narlike  monarchs.  £dwar<l  the  li^} 
At  an  early  age  he  embarked  for  the  West  Indies,  with  a  view  of  imprayrj 
ing  his  fortune,  but  the  bent  of  his  disposition  led  to  the  profensioii  «Cl 
Brtns,  and,  following  this  impul^,  he  accompunied  General  AliraDd%if 
with  the  rank  of  Colonel,  and  as  second  in  command,  upon  the  tint  oA 
pedition  which  that  enterprising  officer  undertook  against  the  SpaniiH 
colonies.  j 

General  Miranda's  u>eans  being  inadequate  to  the  accomplishment  qn 
his  proposed  object,  he  returned  to  England,  accompanied  by  the  sub*! 
ject  of  this  memoir,  whose  conduct  in  the  expedition  wus  honoured  hfj 
the  most  Huiteriug  testimonials  from  General  Bowyer,  Commander  i^V 
Chief  of  the  British  troops  in  the  West  Indies,  ajid  Lieut.-Gen.  HeKlo^l 
Governor  ofTrinadad,  in  their  dispatches  to  Government.  Shortly  afterl 
his  arrival  in  Great  Britain  he  proceeded  to  join  the  army,  under  tbfti 
command  of  the  lamented  Sir  John  Moore,  in  Spain,  having  receivedl 
the  appointment  of  A ssistant-CommisKir}' -General.  During  the  disa^l 
terous  retreat  which  preceded  the  battle*  of  Corunna.  and  the  fall  of  thag 
gallant  General,  C«louel  Downie  rendered  important  services  to  tlMl| 
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British  arm;.  b_v  ttl»  unreiiiilliiig  zenl  and  attecition  ta  the  duties  of  the 
Commitsariut.  He  returned  to  England  afltr  the  ileuth  of  Sir  Jolm 
Moore  :  but  a  Vife  of  ease  anil  tiisciivity  suited  not  hi^  enlrrprisin^ 
<:hiirafter.  Accordingly,  after  a  short  iutervul,  we  titid  liiiii  agaiu 
employed  nniler  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley,  now  Marquesa  Wellint;lon, 
whom  he  accoropaiiied  in  the  severul  optrulions  at  the  passage  u!  the 
Dooro,  the  cii|)iare  of  Oporto,  uud  Biilcequeiit  )mr!>nit  of  the  French 
army  under  .Muriihal  Sonlt  lo  ihe  frontiers  of  Gulicia.  In  the  varioit* 
lerviccs  required  of  him.  Colonel  Downie  displayed  the  t;reate»t  ad- 
dress; and  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  coudliale  the  iuhabiunts  of  the 
country  thrnugh  whkh  the  British  troops  marched,  while  (evying  the 
DCfessarj-  Bur^plieti. 

After  a  fortnight's  repose  in  the  fertile  valley  of  the  Tagus,  Lord 
Wellington  adviinced  into  Spain,  having  previously  employed  several 
officers  to  procure  information  as  lo  the  movements  of  the  French, 
Colonel  Downie  distinguished  himselfin  this  service,  having  proceeded 
beyond  Pliice ntia,  and  ascertained  that  the  enemy's  advanced  post  was 
stationed  on  the  bankt  of  the  Ttctae  ;  from  wliiclj  point,  however,  it  na* 
wilhdriiwu  when  the  British  entered  Spain. 

It  is  not  meant,  in  this  place,  to  dwell  upon  the  events  which  ful- 
lowed  the  arrival  of  the  British  at  Talavera.  We  shall  merely  observe, 
tliat  Colonel  Duwuie  was  particularly  active  in  procuring  the  supplies 
ID  much  wanted  by  Lord  Wellington  i'or  his  brave  troops,  and,  after 
that  memorable  battle,  he  was  selected  to  proceed  with  a  body  of  ca- 
valry, in  the  direction  of  Salado,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  whatever 
subsistence  the  country  produced,  for  the  miiinteuunce  of  the  BrJtiidi 
army.  On  the  very  day  of  his  departure  from  Talavera,  he  had  the 
good  fortune  to  make  prisoner  a  French  officer,  from  whom  some  in- 
formation of  great  importance  was  procurerl,  and  trunsniitled  by  Colo- 
nel Dowmc  to  the  Commander  in  Chief,  who  was  fully  sensible  of  ))'» 
meritorioU-i  exertionc.  The  uiiexperted  retreat  of  the  allied  army  fram 
Talavera  pliiced  him  in  a  situation  from  which  it  required  all  bin  addre** 
to  extricate'  himself.  In  this  he  succeeded,  after  being  engaged  with 
one  of  ih»  enemy's  patroles,  anil  joined  Lord  VVelliDgton  at  Jaracejo, 
with  a  welcome  supply  of  stores  for  the  army. 

While  the  British  troops  were  placed  in  cantonments  on  the  Hne  oftlie 
Gnadiana,  in  the  autumn  of  lUUfl,  Colonel  Downie  was  employed  in 
collecting  the  resources  of  the  provinces  to  the  South  of  the  Taga*. 
His  acqoiiiniaace  with  the  Spanish  language  and  character,  and  the 
popularity  of  his  DiBnners,  rendr'red  him  an  univenul  favourite  in  that 
pari  of  the  country,  and  proved  of  the  greatest  advantage  to  ihe  service, 
by  facilitating  the  objects  of  his  mission.  But  although  thus  actively 
engaged  in  the  duties  of  his  department,  he  perceived  ihai  the  moment 
was  arrived  when,  by  this  partiality  of  the  Spaniards,  he  should  be 
«iMbletl  to  realJie  hia  early  hopeii  of  acquiring  military  dlatinction  ;  and. 
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having  signified  his  views  to  the  priocipal  families  of  Estremadura,  Colonel 
Dowuie  had  the.  satisfaction  to  receive  the  most  flattering  assurances  of 
their  assiHtance  in  raising  a  body  of  troops,  to  be  organized  and  placed 
vnder  his^  command. 

The  Spanish  regency  havin[;  approved  of  his  plan,  at  the  saggestion 
^  the  respected  Marqness  de  la  Komana,  Colonel  Downie  repaired  to 
England ;  and  having  submitted  his  intentions  to  the  British  govern* 
ment,  he  was  gratified  to  find  that  his  zealous  efforts  were  properly  ap- 
preciated* 

Accordingly,  in  the  latter  end  of  1810,  be  embarked  at  Pljrmouth,  on 
board  the  Abercrombie,  of  74  guns,  with  dispatches  for  Lord  Welling- 
ton, and  reached  the  British  head-quarters,  at  Cartaxo,  on  the  8th  of 
December.  A  few  days  afterwards,  he  proceeded  to  Badajos,  and  com- 
menced the  formation  of  the  Loyal  Legion  of  Estremadura,  of  which  h% 
bad  now  the  honour  to  be  appointed  Colonel-Commandant* 

It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  CoUmel  Downie  had  proceeded  thus  far 
in  the  accomplishment  of  his  great  object,  without  experiencing  con- 
ttdenible  difficulties,  more  particularly  from  certain  officers  of  old  stand- 
ing, who  could  not  behold,  without  a  portion  of  jealousy,  this  euterpfising 
Briton  at  the  head  of  a  Spanish  corps,  which,  animated  by  the  entbu- 
kiasm  of  its  gallant  leader,  has  since  repeatedly  covered  itself  with 
^lory.  But  he  succeeded  in  overcoming  these  obstacles,  and,  by  adopt- 
ing the  ancient  Spanish  costume,  worn  in  the  days  of  Cortex  and  Pizarro, 
names  which  still  live  in  the  grateful  remembrance  of  their  country,  seve- 
ffalofthe  young  nobility  were  induced  to  solicit  commissionv  in  the  Le- 
gion of  EMtremadnra,  and  its  ranks  were  formed  from  the  patriotic  pea<« 
iantry,  who  eagerly  flocked  to  join  his  standard.  Jn  the  command  of  hit 
legion,  Colonel  Downie  had  frequent  opportunities  of  displaying  his  mili^ 
tary  talenti*.  He  has  repeatedly  received  the  thanks  of  the  Spanish 
Commandet  to  Chief  on  the  field  of  battle,  particularly  for  his  gallant 
CNmduct  in  the  brilliant  aflair  of  Arraya  de  los  Molinas,  where  with  his 
cmvaliy  he  formed  the  reserve  of  the  Spanish  army,  and  had  the  good 
fortune  to  make  upwards  of  two  hundred  and  forty  of  the  enemy  prisoners. 

The  last  aflair  of  importance  in  which  General  Downie  signalized  him- 
self was  in  driving  the  French  out  of  Seville.  His  legion  was  twice  re- 
jHilsed  in  their  attempts  to  force  the  bridge,  and  their  brave  commander 
each  time  wounded.  On  the  third  attack,  and  just  as  he  bad  cleared  the 
cha»m  made  by  the  enemy  in  the  bridge  of  Seville,  to  aid  their  defenc^^ 
be  received  a  severe  wound  by  a  grape  shot,  on  the  face  and  head,  which 
ihattered  the  cheek  bone,  and  totally  destroyed  the  vision  of  his  right 
eye.  He  was  so  much  sti^nned  as  to  fall  from  bis  horse,  and,  upon  com- 
ing to  his  recollection,  he  found  himeelf  surrouaded  by  the  enemy,  and 
taken  prisoner.  But  even  in  this  trj^ng  situation,  and  suffering  from  th^ 
|miu  of  numero\;i8  wounds,  his  presence  of  mind^did  not  fotaake  him» 
nd,  by  a  pnkligiojis  effort,  he  ^cceeded  in  throvcing  b»  .9V4>rd  (the. 
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same  which  oDde  graced  the  thigh  of  the  renowned  Pi2arro9  and  pre- 
sented by  bis  descendant,  the  Marchioness  de  Conquistis  to  General 
Downie,  as  most  worthy  to  wear  it),  amongst  his  own  people,  who  stilly 
notwithstanding  the  fall  of  their  heroic  leader,  continued  to  force  the 
bridge,  and  Bnally  80ccee<ted  in  disloflging  the  enemy. 

By  the  directions  of  General  Viliatte,  the  French  Commander,  Gen«» 
rat  Downie  was  carried  40  miles  to  the  rear,  and  most  barbarooslj 
treated,  being  fastened  to  the  carriage  of  a  glin,  and  In  that  situation 
dragged  along  for  a  considerable  distance.  At  length  he  was  left  in  • 
bat,  a^i  the  enemy  did  not  expect  him  to  survive.  However,  they  badl 
the  precaution  to  take  his  parole  of  bonour  not  to  serve  again  until  r^ 
gularly  exchanged,  which  has  been  recently  effected  in  a  manlier  highly 
flattering  and  honourable  to  this  gallant  officer.  The  following  docii* 
aieots,  numbered  1,  8,  3,  ftc*  are  subjoined  for  the  purpose  of  illtt»- 
trafing  more  partieolarly  the  services  which  Geuend  Downie  has  re«i- 
dered  to  his  country  and  the  Spanish  cause^  and  the  grateful  sense  which 
that  nation  entertains  of  his  military  skill,  and  oooaummate  gallantry  ia 
the  field* 

In  the  latter  end  of  1814,  General  Downie  retuined  to  England,  and» 
en  his  first. appearance  at  Court,  wm  most  gvaeiously  received  by  Hia 
Royal  Highness  th^  Prince  Regent,  who  has  been  pleased  to  permit  the 
General  to  accept  and  wear  tl\e  Ck^oss  of  the  Order  of  Chi^rles  the 
Third,  conferred  upon  him  by  the  Regency  of  Spain ;  and^  as  a  further 
fiiark  of  his  royal  Aivoor,  the  Prince  Regent  has  granted  an  honourable 
augmentfttion  to  the  armorial  bearings  of  his  family,  illustrative  of,  and 
Tor  the  pni'pose  of  commemorating  the  splendid  services  of  Brigadier* 
General  Downie  on  the  Peninsula. 

On  a  recent  visit  to  his  native  colMitry,  the  General  waa  gratified  with 
a  feceptioi^,  from  nil  ranks,  which  amply  repaid  him  for  the  toils  and 
sufferings  he  had  undergone ;  and,  to  aignalize  more  particularly  the 
high  sense  enterta'taed  of  their  gallant  oouutryman's  atcfaicfvements,  die 
nobility  and  gentry  of  Renfrewshive  have  voted  him  a  handsome  sword, 
with  ft  suitable  inscription ;  in  addition  to  which  he  has  hod  the  distio- 
j^msbed  honour  to  receive  the  freedom  of  the  city  of  Olaagnwi  by  the 
hands  of  their  Chief  Magistrate  and  Reprewntative  in  ParUament^ 
•  Finlay,  Esq. 

We  must  now  take  leave  of  the  sulgeet,  by  expressing  a  hope  that, 
ere  loi^.  General  Downie  may  have  an  opportunity  «ffi>fded  him  of  ao« 
Squiring  flivsh  labels  in  the  service  of  his  country,  on  that  great  theatre  of 
Britinh  valoUr,  in  which  he  has  already  nccjuired  such  deserved  repuUtion.

tain-general ami  Junta  approved  of  the  proposal,  viewing  the  use  it 
night  be  of  to  the  conunon  cause,  as  appears  by  the  original  decree* 
and  the  Marquess  Romana^s  letter  affixed  to  the  document,  presented  by 
Dowuie,  dated  the  first  of  February  of  the  same  year,  and  another  in 
cotitinuation  tigned  by  the  then  Vice-President  of  the  aforesaid  Junta* 
D\^i  Francisco  Mana  de  Riesoo ;  that,  in  consequence  Downie  departed

A  Scotch- 
man  by  birth, — a  Spaniard  by  affection.  1  am  transported  with  the  plea« 
sure  of  seeing  myself  enrolled  among  the  heroes  fvho  are  defending  their 
liberty  and  independence  against  the  tyrants  of  Europe.     I  am  the  wit- 
'ness,  brave  EstremenoK,  of  your  patriotistm  and  valour,  and  flatter  myself 
I  shall  be  found  among  your  invincible  soldiers,  that  are  avenging  the 
wrongs  of  their  religion,  their  country,  and  adored  Ferdinand.     Te 
avenge  these  wrongs,  then,  enlist  under  the  banners  of  the  Loyal  Estre- 
madura  Legion. — Under  their  shade  the  Grandees  and  Officers  of  Spain^ 
men  worthy  of  yourselves,  men  of  important  and  accredited  services 
in  the  career  of  arms,  shall  conduct  you  along  the  paths  of  honour  to 
the  ^eld  of  victory.'

To  Brigadier  John  Downie,  General  Commandant  of  the  Legion  of 

Estremadura« 

Sir, — The  generosity  which  prompted  you  to  leave  England,  in  order 
to  assist  us,  surrounded  with  distress,  and,  in  circumstances  the  most 
difficult  and  critical,  to  clothe  and  arm  a  legion  of  5000  soldiers,  who 
)iave given  the  most  convincing  proofs  of  their  discipline  and  valour;*-— 
the  energ;y  which  you  have  always  displayed  in  defence  of  tlie  liberty  of 
the  peninsula  ; — tlie  intrepidity  with  which  you  have  rushed  forward  to 
livenge  the  wrongs  we  have  sustained  ; — and,  finally,  the  heroism  with 
which  you  have  even  shed  your  blood  for  us,  have  excited  in  the  breasts 
of  all  true  Spaniards'  the  most  lively  emotions  of  gratitude.  In  retam 
the  inhabitants  of  Madrid  have  resolved  to  send  a  deputation  of  tbair 
nuifiber  to  express  these  their  sentiments  to  you,  Sir,  in  person  ;  and  at 
the  same  time  to  congratulate  you,  though  severely  wounded,  on  being 
free  from  the  power  of  the  violatcrs  of  humanity. — The  inhabitants  of 
Madrid,  who  have  always  panted  for  independence,  and  were  the  first  to 
call  **  \o  arms,**  having  seen  the  wolfe  of  tyranny  at  tiieir  very  throatt 
are  imperiously  urged  to  declare  to  you,  how  high,  in  their  estimatioii* 
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stand  yoor  Tiitaetf  and  military  endowments.     We  cannot,  however; 

find  words  to  express  how  rery  painful  to  us  has  been  this  fatal  accident, 

which  has  deprived  the  nation,  for  a  while,  of  the  services  of  one  of  the 

most  accomplished   Generals,     The  wounds,  though  glorious,   which 

you  received  while  ^llantly  fighting  at  the  bridge  of  Triana,->-your 

becoming  prisoner  to  the  enemy  when  thus  wounded,— and  the  cruel 

treatment  which  you  endured  the  short  time  you  continued  so,  have 

^lled   US  with  the  most  poignant  affliction.     But  to  know.  Sir,  that 

you  are  again  safe,  and  in  Seville,  is  a  circumstance  which  yields  the 

miost  unbounded  joy.    Our  gratitude  for  those  proofs  of  affection  to  the 

Spanish  nation  which  you  have  given,  shall  be  eternal ;   and  our  most 

fervent  prayers  to  heaven  shall  ever  be,  that  Almighty  God  may  long 

|>re8erve  the  life  of  the  gallant  and  generous  Down  IE.

BIOGRAPHICAL  MEMOIR 
Of  General  BERNADOTTE,  Prince  Royal  of  Sweden. 

By  General  Sarrazin. 


f  Continued  from  our  last.  J 
BERNADOTTE  was  obliged  to  act  authoritatively  :  he  cashiered 
the  most  refractory  ;  replaced  them  by  prudent  men  ;  iofbrmed  them  of 
the  steps  they  must  take  for  the  welfare  of  his  troops,  and  the  tranquil- 
lity 6f  the  inhabitants;  and  merited,  by  the  firmness  and  ability  of  his 
measures,  the  esteem  and  gratitude  of  both  the  Venetians  and  the  French. 
There  was  in  the  environs  of  Udina  a  very  extensive  plain,  and  conse* 
quently  vt;ry  fit  for  exercising  the  troops,     He  asseqibled   his  dfvisioil 
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'  '  — — 

there  twice  a  week,  iti  order  to  make  his  ofiicers  and  soldiers  perfect  io 
the  execution  of  the  grand  maaceuvres.  He  liimself  commaDded  them^ 
ha?iDg  under  him  Generals  Friantand  Fiorella:  the  latter  was  from  the 
Army  of  Italy  ;  he  wasacoubln  of  Bonaparte*8  who  had  sent  him  to  re» 
place  Murat.  As  he  was  quite  i^no|;aut  of  every  thing  relating  to  the 
instruction  of  troops*  he  was  provided  with  an  officer  of  the  divisioa«  to 
give  him  directions.  It  would  be  tiresome  for  the  reader  who  might  do! 
.  be  a  military  cliaracter,  to  be  informed  of  the  particulars  of  Bernadotte'a 
exertions  to  instruct  his  troops :  suffice  it  for  me.  then  to  obsenre,  that 
tiie  tactics  lasted  at  least  eight  hours,  sometimes  even  ten  ;  that  he  iu« 
spected  every  thing  himself ;  that  he  was  extremely  severe  to  those  who 
were  wanting  in  energy,  but  prodigal  of  his  praise  to  those  who  appeared 
to  second  him  hesrtily. 

The  Spanish  Admiral,  the  Marquis  Spinola,  who  commanded  the  Spa* 
nish  fleet  at  Trieste,  paid  General  Berna<iotte  a  nsit  at  Udina  ;  during 
his  stay  he  constantly  assisted  at  the  grand  movements  of  the  division* 
Nutwithstanding  his  age,  being  turned  of  sixty,  he  followed  all  the  Ge- 
iierars  movements,  as  though  he  had  been  his  aide-de-camp  ;  he  appeared 
highly  delighted  with  the  line  style  of  Beroadotte's  command,  and  the 
precision  >vith  which  his  orders  were  executed  :  he  was  particulary  asto- 
uished  at  the  spirit  of  discipline  of  the  chiefs.  General  Friaut  having 
made  a  false  movement,  which  caused  the  manoeuvre  ordered  entirely  to 
fail,  Bernadotte  cried  out  to  him,  **  General  Friant,  you  have  manoea- 
vred  quite  contrary  to  common  sense  ;  go  and  submit  yourself  to  an  arm- 
rest. .  Colonel  Darnaud,  take  the  command  of  Fnant*s  brigade.*'  The 
Spanish  Admiral  appeared  uneasy ;  he  imagined  that  Friaut  would  call 
on  Bernadotte,  complain  of  his  severity,  and  perhaps  ask  satisfaction  of 
him^  for  having  degraded  him  before  several  strangers  of  distinction  who 
were  present.  The  neighbourhood  of  Gradisca,  Goritza,  and  Trieste^ 
attracted  many  carious  persons,  amongst  whom  were  the  Austrian  geut* 
rals  and  officers  in  garrison  in  the  forementioned  towns.  All,  and  parti- 
cularly the  Marquis  Spinola,  were  very  much  surprized  to  see  Friaot 
give  up  his  sword  to  Bernadotte*s  aide-de-camp^  leave  his  troop,  and 
without  speaking  a  word,  betake  himself  to  his  lodging  at  Udioa.  I 
went  with  the  Marquis.  CD  his  return  to  Trieste.  He  gave  me  a  grand 
dinner  on  board,  to  which  he  had  invited  the  principal  officers  of  his  squads 
ron.  fie  related  to  them,  in  the  most  erophatical  expressions,  the  adven- 
ture of  General  Friant,  and  informed  them,  that  in  future  they  might 
expect  to  see  in  him  a  second  Bernadotte.  The  greater  part  refused  thei# 
belief  of  it,  from  what  they  had  heard  affirmed  of  the  insubordination' 
of  the  Army  of  Italy,  whose  soldiers  were  often  junketing  with  their  olV^ 
ficer«,  and  even  their  Generals.  Neither  Massena  nor  Augereau  wooM 
have  dared  to  treat  their  Generals  thus.  This  Friant  is  the  same  who 
very  recently  took  possession  of  Swedish  Pomeraniain  the  ivime  of  tho 
French  govem^ient. 
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Beraadotte  had  long;  d^ured  to  take  a  journey  to  Pari*.  He  had  re* 
paired  to  Milao«  to  coufi^r  with  the  General  in  Chief  respecting  the  troops 
under  bis  orders^  which  were  considerably  augmented*  Victor**  divi»ioa 
bad  been  quartered  in  the  environs  of  Gemona.  The  division  of  Bar* 
raguay  d^Hilliers  was  at  Valvaaone,  and  the  neighbouring  villages,  and 
the  division  of  heavy  ^horse,  commanded  by  General  Dugua^  was  to  re* 
main  at  L^dina.  After  having  made  the  necessary  arrangements,  that  th« 
service  might  go  regularly  on,  he  obtained  a  mission  for  Paris,  which 
rendered  the  jouruey  much  more  agreeable  to  him  than  if  he  had  only 
quitted  the  army  on  leave.  He  informed  me  of  his  departure  from  Mi- 
bo  in  the  following  lette  r ;  *

"  I  have  ebtained,  my  dear  Sarrazioy  in  favonr  of  Dacbaome,  what  be  waR  dc 
tirous  of.  1  write  to  Friant,  that  he  is  confirmed  darings  my  abseuce  in  the  com- 
mand of  the  diviaroo,  and  send  him  the  original  letter,  written  to  me  by  the  chief 
•f  the  staff  of  the  army.  As  aooo  as  he  shall  have  |(1ven  infarmstion  of  it  to  the 
cooncil  of  adminiatration  of  the  6lst  half  brigade,  be  will  remit  it  to  yon •• 

*'  I  stroof^y  believe  in  a  peace,  but  notwithstanding,  we  onght  not  to  neglect  tak- 
ion:  mrasiires  to  prepare  ourselves  for  war.  Speak  to  the  chief  of  brigade^  that  the 
artillery  nnay  be  ready  to  move  on  the  first  order^  and  that  bur  reserve  be  complete, 
as  well  88   oar  usual  provisioning. 

**  I  set  off  in  two  hours  for  Paris.  The  General  In  Chief  hthaf>td  very  well  to  me : 
he  has  ordered  me  to  carry  nVe  stand  of  colours  to  Paris,  and  has  paid  me  the  ex* 
peaces  of  my  jouruey. 

*'  I  have  received  thy  letter.  Be  assured  nobody  is  oaore  attached  to  thee  than 
myself,  and  that  1  will  use  every  means  in  my  power  to  be  useful  to  thee. 

*'  I  recommend  thee  to  take  care  of  the  division,  and  to  loo^  well  after  its  subsis* 
tence.  The  General  in  Chief  has  promised  to  come  to  our  assistance.  I  remitted 
to  him  the  letter  at  the  Central  Government  of  Udina.  He  has  assured  me,  that  he 
will  do  all  he  possibly  can  to  diminish  the  charges  of  that  country  ;  but  circnni- 
stancea  are  such,  that  the  troops  must  live  in  the  countries  they  occupy,  neverthe- 
leu,  the  General  in  diief  is  determined  to  do  all  he  can  in  favour  of  Frionl.  In« 
fbnatbe  President  of  this. 

"  Thun  wilt  inform  General  Victor,  that  no  one  who  is  sick,  belonging  to  the  dis- 
trict of  Frionly  ahall  be  removed  any  further  than  ComegUunQ^. 

**  The  General  in  Chief  has  given  orders  that  the  hospitals  may  be  mose  carefully 
attended  to ;  he  has  created  three  general  inspectors  for  that  purpose. 

*'  Adieu,  my  dcsr  Sarrazin,  |  embrace  yoq  very  l^eartily.

I  was  much  astonished  at  the  contents  of  this  letter.  I  looked  apon 
Bonaparte's  favourable  reception  of  Bernadotte  as  a  snare  His  misaion 
to  Pbiis  appeared  to  me  as  a  genteel  way  of  getting  rid  of  him.  What 
confirmed  me  in  this  opinion  was,  Bernadotte's  refusiil  to  sign  the  ad« 
dress  of  the  other  divisions  of  the  army  to  the  Directory.  He  had  for- 
mally said  to  the  ude-de-camp  who  was  the  bearer  of  it,  that  aUhongb 
be  had  i^  great  desire  to  live  always  in  harmony  with  his  comrades,  he

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nevertholes  thought  he  oaght  not  to  express  sentiments  to  which  he  was  a 
stranger.  In  fact,  the  address  was  an  evident  menace  to  raise  the  staiH 
dard  of  revolt  against  the  two  councils,  should  they  persist  in  thwarting 
the  measures  of  the  Directory.  Bernado^te  also  prepared  an  addresif 
but  couched  in  terms  equally  respectful  to  the  legislative  authority  and 
the  executive  power.  What  confirmed  my  suspicious  was,  the  preseoct 
of  Victor,  who,  as  ioon  as  Bernadotte  set  off,  came  and  established  him* 
self  at  Udina.  It  is  true,  he  would  not  interfere  in  any  thing  in  the  divw 
lion,  as  he  referred  entirely  to  the  Generals  who  commanded  it  ;  and 
thougfh  he  had  liis  chief  of  staff,  he  continued  me  in  the  place  of  chief 
of  stutt*  of  the  four  divisions.  He  often  gave  us  to  understand  that  BeF-» 
padolte  would  have  a  chief  command  in  Germany^  and  that  he  should 
have  the  advantage  of  replacing  him,  and  directing  us,  in  case  of  the  re* 
commencement  of  Iiostillties.  The  officers  and  soldiers  replied  only  with 
iEi  dead  8ilence-«the  most  flattering  eulogy  that  Bernadotte  ever  received, 
"Whilst  we  were  putting  up  prayers  for  his  ^uick  return,  I  received  fiooi 
him  an  account  of  the  events  of  the  18th  Fructidor*

lican  Year^  C^th  ^  S^ptemher^  1797>^. 

**  I  wrote  thee  in  hsste,  my  desr  Sarrasin,  to  ioform  thee,  that  a  new  royal  eoa- 
spiracy  was  about  brcakiofi;  out,  had  it  not  been  for  the  foresight  of  the  Directory, 
who  were  upon  the  poiut  of  being  destroyed.  Pichegru,  Willot,  Vilaretjq^uie,  and 
Rovere,  are  arrested.  The  grenadiers  of  the  Legislative  Body  have  fraternised  with 
the  troops  of  the  17th  division,  as  also  with  the  gaafds  of  the  Directory.  The  re-

The  Generals  and  officers  to  whom  Icomipunicoted  that  letter,  laughed 
heartily  at  its  contents :  nobody  believed  in  the  pretended  royalist  coospir 
racy,  and  I  own  I  have  only  changed  my  opinion,  from  evident  prooft 
^'hich  have  been  furnished  to  me  since  my  arrival  in  London.  Till  thai, 
I  had  always  been  persuaded  that  tlie  whole  was  the  fabrication  of  Bona- 
parte, who  had  put  his  plan  in  execution  by  reason  of  the  strongest,  and 
that  Bernadotte  had  been,  like  so  many  others,  tliedupe  of  the  subtlety- 
and  deceitful  blandishments  of  that  ambitious  man.

of  men's  minds,  and  the  reality  of  the  means  to  maintain  himself  in  that 
iaiand.  He  was  the  dupe  of  a  few  intriguers,  interested  in  deceiving  him, 
I  to  gratify  their  own  pasuons.  The  report  miis  that  he  was  poisoned  ;  the 
author  of  that  utrocuiu*  act  is  not  yet  known.  Hoche  was  honoared  with

You  will  tell  me,  no  doubt,  of 
Kleber-^1  know  that  he  really  possesses  merit;  but  his  refusal  to  follow 
th^  instructions  of  government  and  acting  only  according  to  his  owd 
ideas,  render  him  more  dangerous  than  useful ;  aud  the  directory  would 
be  very  blameable  to  trust  such  an  arrogant  character  with  the  com« 
mand  of  an  army." 

BernadotU. — ^You  know  how  much  I  love  and  respect  Kleber ;  it  was  he 
who  gave  me  the  first  lessons  in  grand  tactics  and  fortification.  1  hud  the 
satisfactiou  of  assisting  under  his  orders  at  the  battle  of  Flenrus,  the  siege 
of  Maestricht,  and  a  hundred  less  important  operations.  1  consider  him 
as  the  first  General  of  his  age  (Bonaparte  laughs).  This  is  the  opiuioo 
of  Jourdan,  ^nd  all  the  Geutrals  of  the  Army  of  the  Rhine.  Pichegru 
aud  Morean  hold  him  iu  the  highest  esteem.  Kleber^s  faults  have  beea 
exaggerated  to  }ou*  When  he  allowed  himself  to  change  the  orders  he 
receievd  from  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety,  it  was  because  circqm-* 
stances  imperiously  required  it.  He  refused  to  acknowledge  the  supe* 
riority  of  the  qniU'drtver  Alexander;  he  kept  him  in  his  place;  and  we 
all  owe  him  the  greatest  obligation,  for  not  having  suffered  us  to  be  ty« 
r^nnized  over  by  the  clerk,  or  rather  the  Directory's  valet.  The  Geseral 
to  whom,  according  to  my  idea,  the  command  of  the  Army  of  the  Sa«H 
bre  aud  the  Meuse  would  have  come  with  justice  after  Kleber,  it  Beiim 
noQville.  At  the  buttle  of  Jemappe,  his  intrepidity  aud  skilful  maooeifci 
Tres^  obtained  him  the  surname  of  the  Frendi  i^x.  He  had  already 
l)ad  the  chief  command  of  that  .very  army,  and  it  appeared  bot  just  tm 
restore  him  to  his  command,  of  which  the  intrigues  of  his  detractors  kmA 
•occeeded  in  depriving  him  in  favour  of  General  Hoche.  I  will  observe  to 
you,  that  to  military  talents,  Beurnouville  unites  a  superior  .persoB^  and 
Uk  air  of  affability  which  gains  him  ever\'  one's  good^will.  If  yon.  had 
had  the  opportunity  of  knowing  that  General,  you  would,  I.  am  pert* 
stiaded,  join  in  opinion  with  me  respecting  him,  and  would  not  hesitate  . 
hi  preferring  him  to  Augereau,  who  is  not  only  described  to  one  aaa 
blockhead,  but  also  as  a  brutal,  rude,  and  drunken  character.** 

Bonaparte^ — '**  It  appears  to  me,  that  the  person  who  has  given  yon 
such  a  description  of  Augereau,  is  far  from  being  his  friend*  That  Ge> 
neral  is  neither  an  academician,  a  coxctmb,  nor  a  monk-^those  three  de«- 
a^riptions  of  characters  are  not  calculated  for  the  army,  aud  such  a  per* 
aoamay  shiue  in  a  college,  iii  a  drawing-room,  or  a  cloister,  as  would  cut 
but  a  very  sorry  figure  upon  a  breach,  a  field  of  battle,  or  in  a  bivouac# 
L  must  confess  to  you,  that  I  never  should  have  expected  that  Genecal 
Veruadotte  would  have  given  Beurnouville  the  preference  to  Augerean^

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(hat  Otneral,  in  which  it  was  asserled,  "  that  durin);  the  whole  vriatet

Httk  _finger  of  one  of  the  horse  chaueurs."  Whilst  reading  such  a  pue^ 
rilily,  I  could  not  held  excluiming,  "  Ah,  Sir  General  of  the  littU^tige^ 
(petit  doigt),  you  must  be  but  s  Utile  genius  (petit  geoic)."  Could  an* 
ati«  have  snch  eifroiitery  as  thus  to  deceive  the  French  people?  f  '■ 
know  theae  tUlsehuoilB  flattered  the  Conveuiion,  who  ntre  desirous  to 
make  it  believed,  that  they  obtained  their  victories  db  though  if  were  by 
gnrhatiliiunl — [Bonapiirte,  with  whom  1  had  oecaiion  to  speak  of  the 
particuUrsof  that  campaign,  requexted  my  testimony  in  support  nf  what 
he  advanced  :  1  told  him  thdt  mj  JVee  eompimy,  200  strong,  on  enterinff 
on  the  campaign  the  Ist  of  November,  179'^,  was  reduced  to  140  men 
•hen  it  returned  to  France,  on  the  1st  of  February,  1793.)

Jeon  Bonaparte,  of  whom  posttrily  will  ju(l);e  with  more  justi(.'«  than  hit 
fWtumiinrarieB;  au<)  inndruucb  a-s  lie  i«  too  neur  bi>lh  lo  theitilerests  and 
to  the  feeling  of  the  proent  times,  and  \s  tberi:for«  regarded  by  tie  ia 
'  tJiBt  vxceiM  which  belangH  to  the  ttrDiin;  pa«sioiiH,      A  prudeut  hi»loriau 
would  do  better,  perhapk,  to  conGiie  himself  to  factt,  tlmn  to  trust  biin> 
-self  even  with  an  opinion  upon  it  mutter  of  audi  popular  feeling;.  But  u 
we  have  hud  the  happiness  of  being  instructed  by  those  who  were  ac- 
customed both  to  think  boldly,  and  to  spciik  fearlessly;  holding  thetn- 
■etv^B  responsible  ooly  to  tlieirovu  huriour,  and  deeming  truth  to  be  the 
lirst  interest  as  the  first  duty  of  mankind,  nehave  no  hesitation  to  acknow- 
ledge even  with  thecertuintyofortending  many,  that  Bonapu'-te  is  au  ene- 
my, whom  no  kingdoin  iu  Europe  can  safely  contemn.;  and  that  with  all 
due  allowances  for  different  periods  of  hfe,  and  for  the  irrestible  contagion 
of  madness  when  become  nalionul,  [as  in  the  fury  of  the  French  revojua 
(ioii)  we  Bee  nothing  in  the  character  and  conduct  of  BuiiRpBrle,  which 
ean  induce  us  to  regard  Inm  with  more  execration  than  belongs  to  other 
eouqueroTj.  Let  no  one,  however,  impute  it  to  us,  that  we  wish  to  lessen 
the  abhorri^nce  bo  jui>ily  due  to  his  destructive  ambition.     It  is  resolntCt 
blnodv,  and  unsinring-.     Bred,  almost  born,  in  campa,  and  having  do  ex* 
'  Ample  before  his  eyes  but  that  of  civil  fury  and  contending  anarcliiea,  be 
liBH  learned  to  arrogate  every  thing  to  arms,  and  to  know  and  to  admit 
(rf  no  rule  but  the   law  and   practice  of  war.       His    whole   conduct  will 
«  found  to  be  governed  by  this  rule.     His  cruelties,  therefore,  are  those 
which  belong  to  a  nature  stern  and  violent,  and  further  confirmed  and 
Mhnlened  by  military  rigonr.     If  an  act  be  useful  to  hin  purpose,  and  be 
k  justified  upon  the  rigour  of  military  Ian,  he  has  no  reluctance  to  commit 
and  pieem*  to  deeni  that  he  hun  not  trespassed  against  any  acknow* 
tridged  right.     It  must  be  acknowledged  equally  by  his  enemies  and 
friend*,  that  he  is  ardent,  impetuous,  and  revengeful  ;   and  it  cannot  b« 
r'<teuied   by  either,  that  with  the  viees  of  this  temperament  he  has  like- 
i  wisetomt  of  it<  virtues.     It  is  the  general  report  at  Paris  [we  appeal  to 
,  tlloHe  who  know  it]  that  his  attachment  in  his  friends  is  us  warm  as  bia 
)  Mreoge  against  hi*  enemifs  j  and  this  reputation,  such  a*  it  is,  is  confirni> 
J  «d  in  no  tflconsiderable  degree  by  his  BL;grandisement  of  the  princea  of 
'  the  Rhine.       It  is  easy,  indeed,  to  regard  his  gratitude  as  policy,  and  hi* 
benefits  as  mere  bribes  or  reimbursements;    but  they  will  be  found,  I- 
think,  to  exceed  the  degree  to  which  these  aeltish  iuterestfr  would  har*- 
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confined  thenr.  It  it  chiefly,  however,  in  his  character  and  talentv  as  a 
military  leader,  that  we  have  here  to  consider  him.  And  we  fear  that  we 
shall  here  be  compelled  to  acknowledge,  that  Europe  has  no  one  to  equal 
this  subaltern  become  an  emperor ;  this  man,  who  of  foreign  origin,  and 
of  a  fortune  as  humble  as  his  condition,  het^i  raised  himself  to  imperial 
rank,  and  has  obtained,  and  now  hotds  with  no  unequal  hand,  the  dou* 
ble  sceptre  of  Charlemagne.  Europe  beheld  with  just  amazement  the 
Yuin  of  the  last  campaign*  But  is  it  not  still  more  amazing,  that  sucli  a 
ruin  should  be  followed  with  such  a  recovery  ?  and  that  after  the  loss  of 
three  hundred  thousand  men,  and  his  own  personal  and  almost  single  es* 
cape,  this  fugitive,  from  the  Beresina,  is  now  the  conqueror  of  Silesia. 

To  return,  however,  to  the  thread  of  our  Journal.  The  several  corps 
of  the  grand  army,  noyr  assembled  on  the  Saale,  were  under  the  Marshals 
of  France,  each  being  commanded  as  follows :-— The  first  corps  by  Mar* 
sbal  Davoust,  Prince  of  Ecmuhl ;  fd  by  Marshal  Victor,  Duke  of  BeU 
luno;  9d  by  Marshal  Ney,  Prince  of  Moskwa;  4th  by  General  Count 
Bertrand  ;  5th  by  Greneral  Count  Lauriston ;  6th  by  Marshal  Marmont, 
Duke  of  Ragnsa ;  7th  by  General  Count  Regnier ;  8tb  by  Marshal 
Jonot,  Duke  of  Abrantes;  9th  by  General  Count  Sebastiani ;  10th  by 
Marshal  Augereau,  Duke  of  Castiglione ;  11th  by  Marshal  Macdonald^ 
Duke  of  Tarentum  ;  I3th  by  Marshal  Oudinot,  Duke  of  Reggio;  Im« 
pmal  Guards,  Marshal  Bessieres,  Duke  of  Istria. 

With  respect  to  the  position  of  this  army,  it  was  in  line  upon  the  left 
bank  of  the  river  Saale.  The  greater  part  of  the  German  rivers,  the 
smaller  as  well  as  the  larger,  flow  from  their  source  in  the  south  to  their 
effluence  in  the  north ;  and  of  course  their  western  bank,  or  that  bank 
nearest  to  the  French  frontier,  is  their  left  bank  ;  and  the  eastern,  or  that 
nearest  to  Poland, '  their  right  bank.  Now  the  river  Saale  rises  from  « 
source  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles  to  the  south-west  of  Magde* 
burgh  and  the  Elbe ;  and  thence,  flowing  northerly  into  that  river,-  forms 
an  angle  and  fork  with  it.  The  position  of  the  French  army  was  on  the 
exterior  side  of  this  fork  or  angle,  and  thereby  had  the  defence  of  two 
lines,  that  is  to  say,  of  the  line  of  the  Saale,  and  of  the  line  of  the  Elbe. 
The  nuun  point,  technically  termed  the  point  d'  appui,  was  Magde- 
Wrgfa;  and  those  neict  in  importance,  were  Mersburgh,  Naumburg^ 
Jena,  and  Saalfield,  the  fords  or  bridges  of  the  Saale.  In  tlie  beginning 
of  April,  (1813]>  an  army  of  d^rly  sixty  thousand  men  were  already  as« 
sembled  and  concentratai  upon  thiji  line ;  and  the  other  corps,  and  the 
Imperial  Guards,  old  and  new,  were  now  marching  up  to  the  same  point, 
and  were  for  the  greater  part  at  Mett,  or  in  the  road  between  that  town 
and  Leipsic. 

If  such  was  the  position  and  such  the  force  of  the  French  armies,  those 
of  the  allied  sovek-eigns,  as  far  as  we  may  trust  to  the  official  documents 
before  us,  were  not  far  behind  them  either  in  amount  or  offensive 
sticngth,  though,  from  the  nature  of  the  senricej  tbey  w^ro  infiuiteljr 
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ftibre  disperaeil.  The  allkiJ  force  was  com|iOBec)  of  the  TruHian,  Buuian^ 
atid  Swedish  armies.  The  Pruseian  uimj-  consiatit!  of  Iwo  corps,— the 
oa«  under  Geiieral  BIncher,  and  the  other  undtr  Cient-tal  Torek.  They 
comjiueed    toj^ther  u)iout  46,000  men.      The    Hii»siai)  army   consisted 

,  if  five  principdl  divitioiid,  of  which  those  of  Witigeustem  and  Win- 
tingerode  wtre  in  front;  the  Emperor  Alexsiider  and  the  Impenal 
Guards  at  a  short  interval  in  tbejr  rear ;  Barclay  de  Tolly  coming  op 
ttith  areKene.und  General  Sue  ken  before  the  Polish  troops  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Cracow.  The  Swedish  un:(i>ianes,  under  Bernadotte,  had 
Dot  yet  arriv-ed  in  Germany,  t)iongh  they  had  concluded  a  treaty  with 
tfw  govpmineiits  of  Lundon  and  Petersbiirgh,  to  Contribute  80.000  meo 
to  the  common  cause.  The  cause  of  tibs  delay  aeein»  to  have  been,  that 
the  Emperor  Alexander,  in  the  desire  of  harirg  for  his  alMes  both  Sweden 
«nd  Denmarl;,  or  at  leasl  of  making  sure  of  one  of  them,  ww  endeavour-* 
ing  at  u  secret  negotiation  with  Denmark,  in  whitrh  the  Prince  Dolgo- 
mcki  had  made  an  offer  of  »ome  concessions  that  alarmed  thejeal«usy  of 
of  Bernadotte.  The  latter,  therefore,  held  himself  iti  snspeiMa,  until  liB 
compelled  the  Emperor  Alexander  to  a  more  decided  part<  But  be  thia 
at  it  may,  it  ii  certain  that  the  allied  force,  which  wat  at  this  period  io 
Germany,  did  ntft  exceed  150,000  men,  and  that  of  iheM  not  more  ibua 
80,000  could  l>e  brought  in  front  of  the  enemy. 

The  general  poailioa  of  this  main  allied  force  waii  on  the  left  of  lh» 
Saale,  immediately  opposite  to  the  French,  nho  nere  assembling  on  ibe 
tight  bank.  Wittgenstein  and  W'inzingerode  weie  ai  Leipaic  ;  the  lia* 
perial  Guardsand  the  Emperor  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Dresden. 

Such,  therefore,  was  the  relative  state  of  the  forces  of  tlie  tnoBellig«> 
Kilts  at  the  opening  of  the  campaign.  The  plan  of  thecampai^nranci  tbc 
lines  of  operation,  were  sufficiently  laarked  out  by  the  objects  and  posi- 
tions. On  the  part  of  the  French,  the  6rst  operation  was  necessarily  to 
force  the  Saale ;  and  thence  having  cleared  tlie  connlry  between  that 
river  and  the  Elbe,  to  reposeess  themselves  of  Dresden,  and  to  raise  th* 
•ieges  of  the  towns  and  forts  upon  the  latter  river.  Should  they  mc 
ceed  in  this  lirtt  effort,  the  next  operution  was  to  pursue  a  direct  line  of 

I  advance  from  the  Elbe  to  the  Oder,  and  thence,  in  the  event  of  suceesa. 
Io  the  Vistula,  and  ?Jiemen.  On  the  part  of  the  allies,  their  plan  h«» 
■imply  defeneive.  They  hndlo  defend  their  advance,  and  to  avail  tbetn' 
Klves  of  all  strong  positiims,  in  order  to  throw  tliemseWes  acroas  th« 
enemy's  Irne  of  advance.  They  would  thus  effectually  stop  bim;  orftt 
least,  by  fighting  him  Io  a  perpetual  advantage,  inflict  that  superior  loM 
apon  him,  which  would  grndually  wear  down  bii>  numerical  superiorly. 
This  was  the  plan  of  the  Russian  campaif^n,  as  proposed  by  Barclajr 
de  Tolly,  and  it  is  neceisary  to  add  that  it  was  well-.constdered  and  phi* 
dent.  It  IS  to  be  regretted,  indeed,  that  the  wisdom  of  Wittg«uslein  wa» 
not  eijunftolm  gallantry;  and  that  his  precipitate  and  tucansideratfe 
valonroppoBed,  and  effectually  defeated,  tbc  prudence  of  thia  gnratu 
nail,  Barclay  de  Tolly. 
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April  24lh,  Sucii,  ih'TiTure,  wa*  ihe  general  sUle  nf  sfluirs,  when 
the  Emwrur  Nnpoltron,  on  ihe  evening  of  this  Jhj-  [April  j^tib  1BI3) 
<)Hitteil  MfU,  oik)  put  himself  upon  the  rn»i)  for  liii  aroiies  on  ibe 
jBule,  IJe  lrareUt:d  willi  hid  usual  rapictit}?,  iiUKcdall  his  advaiKed 
jwrttec,  and  haitencil  tlieiii  TorwariU  ;  anil  on  the  97th  was  at  the  hend 
jofbisamnesat  Naumbnr^' on  theSaali;. 

April  28tt).  Tlie  Emperor  Napoleon  had  no  sooner  reached  this 
point,  ihati  lie  aaw,  from  the  mere  circumstRiice  of  the  enemy's  pniiilion, 
that  a.  b;itllE  wa«  ineviluMe,  uiid  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  allies  to 
gyve  it  ia  the  strong  ground  behind  the  Saulc,  Hia  own  pnsition,  as  we 
bave  above  saiil,  was  on  liie  left  of  the  Suale;  and  the  potitioq  of  the 
«IUes  was  on  the  opponile  or  right  biiik.  He  had  accordingly  laiititi- 
pated  BOtne  opposition  in  the  piusuge  of  the  nier.  But  llie  Ruuiiani 
here  diiiuppointrd  him.  •  M'lth  the  exception  of  a  desultory  attack  by  a 
party  of  Coasacki  under  General  Chcroicbeff,  they  suffered  the  French 
corps  topMB  the  Saale  irithout  opposition,  and  retreatid  before  thenj  to 
the  Eliiter,  a  rirer  between  the  Saale  and  the  Elbe,  The  wltolp  FreiipK 
wmy  accordinjfly  pmsed  the  Saale  on  this  and  the  following  day,  antt 
established  tiieinselves  in  a  good  [wsition  on  the  right  bank. 

April  29th,  Marshal  Ner,  the  Prioce  of  Afoskwa,  formed  the  advance 
cfthe  army  with  n  cori»  of  60,000  men  ;  and  Geneml  Souhnm,  having 
ons  of  the  diviiioni  of  this  corps,  about  lA.OOQ  in  number,  formed  the 
advance  of  Ney.  Tht;  mnrshal  this  day  marched  far  Weissenfels,  a  con* 
lideruble  town  on  the  rnud  frnin  Naumburg  to  Dresden.  General  Sou- 
ham  moved  in  advance,  and  when  appro^iching  the  tnwn,  fouud  himself 
in  the  presence  of  General  Lan>^koi  and  a  Kiiaiiian  division.  A  brisk  con? 
Aict  commenced,  tint  which  is  no  further  worthy  of  rtmsrk,  than  that 
Soulwm't  infantry,  by  farmiiig  ihemselves  into  sqnaref,  seem  to  have  re- 
sisted a  strong  force  of  cavalry.  This  is  always  a  diRicnll  effort ;  and 
therefore  the  infantry  who  surceeil  in  it,  and  the  officer  who  command* 
them,  are  worthy  of  some  nurice,  and  may  be  considered  wilhonl  farther 
proofs  as  good  soldiers.  No  one  ejcceeda  ilie  French  empergr  in  his  ready 
fonnation,  and  occasional  alteration,  of  these  squares )  he  renders  them  a 
litid  of  moving  redoubt,  and  secures  Lpth  tlie  front  and  angles  hy  flank 
defences  arranged  according  to  the  principles  of  permanent  tortili cation. 
Me  carried  this  system  to  perfection  in  his  Egyptian  campaign;  utn)  in 
the  corrent  campaign  in  Germany  lie  repairs  his  inferiority  in  cavalry  by 
the  same  resources.  He  throws  his  infantry  into  sc|uares  of  battalions ; 
defends  their  angles  by  cross  tires,  and  nothing  can  force  them. 

The  River  Elster,  a  smaller  river  than  the  Saale,  but  still  a  coniider- 
able  stream,  rises  about  filWen  miles  from  the  source  of  the  Seale,  and 
thence  flows  in  n  pamijlel  stream  to  the  Saale  to  its  mouth  in  that  river, 
Tlie  Elster,  therefore,  is  in  the  fork  between  the  Saule  and  the  Elbe 
lod  the  high  road  from  Metz,  through  Weissenfels,  tn  Lcipsic,  pasies 
-^t  oirer  the  Saale  at  Nauutburg,  and  thence  over  the  EUter. 
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The  French  allied  armies  had  now  assumed  the  same  relative  posi« 
tions  on  the  EUter  which  they  previously  held  on.  the  Saale;  the 
French  army  being  assembled  on  the  left  bank  of  the  EUter,  and  the 
allies  being  Concentrated  on  the  right. 

It  was  now  evident  that  a  battle  was  at  hand,  and  would  immediately 
follow,  if  not  actually  attend,  the  passage  of  the  Elster  by  the  French, 
Bonaparte,  therefore,  now  called  in  his  corps  from  all  quarters;  and 
Greneral  Wittgenstein  equally  hastened  up  the  Russian  and  ^Prusaian 
divisions. 

May  Ist.  The  town  of  Weissenfels  is  situated  in  a  plain,  which  ex^ 
tends  to  the  Elster,  and  thence  to  the  Elbe.  About  thirty  miles  to  the 
north  east  of  Weissenfels,  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  Elster,  is  the  town, 
of  Leipsic,  and  which  being  thus  situated  at  the  end  of  a  line  inclined  in-i 
wards  towards  the  Elbe,  was  thereby  at  once  on  the  flank  and  rear  of  the 
position  of  the  allies  on  the  Elster.  Buonaparte  immediately  saw  the 
advantage  of  seizing  this  position,  and  accordingly,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the 
morning  of  this  day,  he  put  himself  at  the  head  of  his  forces,  and  began 
to  move  upon  this  line.  The  high  road  to  Dresden,  upon  which  he  had 
before  been  marching,  was  from  west  to  east;  his  present  march  was  bb« 
liqut'l J  to  the  north  east.  The  advance  corps  was  that  of  Marshal  Ney^ 
and  the  advance  of  Ney*s  corps  was  as  usual  the  division  of  General 
Souham.  In  the  coClrse  of  this  march,  about  eleven  o'clock,  the  French 
came  in  front  of  a  defile,  which  ascended  a  height.  A  Prussian  division 
of  cavalry  was  here  (on  the  height)  formed  in  line  to  oppose  them.  Bo« 
naparte  now  made  a  disposition  which  is  worthy  of  note  by  all  military 
inen.  He  drew  up  Souham's  division  in  four  squares,  each  square  oT 
four  battalions,  and  of  course  a  battalion  on  each  of  its  sides.  Each 
square  was  posted  a  thousand  yards  apart,  and  supported  by  four  pieces 
of  cannon.  They  were  protected  by  brigades  of  cavalry  marching  be« 
hind  them.  The  divisions  of  Gerard  and  Marchant  (the  two  other  divi« 
upns  of  Ney's  corps,  each  corps  having  three  divisions)  were  diposed  iu  a 
•imilar  manner,  and  the  whole  was  protected  by  cavalry  on  the  flanka« 
The  advantf^ge  of  this  posjtion  is  evident.  If  the  cavalry  of  the  Pmar 
tians  had  given  a  charge,  and  even  broken  through  the  first  square^ 
they  would  be  rnet  by  the  brigade  of  cavalry  in  the  rear;  and  if  they 
broke  this  line,  by  a  second,  third  and  fourth  square,  &c.  No  cavalrjr 
could  venture  i(n  attack  under  these  circumstances,  and  accordingly  the 
[Prussians  were  broken  and  dispersed,  and  the  French  obtained  the  defile 
and  heights. 

Tins  advantage,  however,  was  not  obtained  without  a  most  considerable 
loss  of  killed  and  wQupded  on  the  part  of  the  French,  including  MxfH 
thai  Rtfssiores,  commander  of  the  Imperial  Guard,  and  Duke  of  Istria^ 
The  French  bulletins,  which  will  be  found  in  another  part  of  our  Chrov 
picle,  speak  of  this  Greneral  in  a  high  strain  of  eulogy  and  regret,  and 
i(  ii  a  ^oint  of  candour  to  vA^  tha^  they  say  not  a  syllaWe  beyond  wIm|(

we  kuow  to  be  just.  ,  We  speak  as  soldiers  of  a  soldier.  It  must  be  aU 
bwed  to  us»  tlierefpre,  to  quote  the.  passa^^  to  which  we  allude: — *'  Thi^ 
Manhal,"  says  the  fourth  bulletip,  "  was  justly  named  in  France  the 
Brm?e  and  the  Just ;  he  equal  led,  if  not  excelled,  all  the  French  Gene^ 
rals  in  the  military  amp  d*  ailt  in  his  great  experience  in  the  maua^re- 
meDt  of  cavalry,  and  in  his  civil  qualities  and  attachment  to  the  em^ 
peror.  His  death  upon  the  field  of  battle  was  so  rapid  as  to  be  without 
pain.  There  are  few  losses  which  could  have  more  sensibly  affected  th^ 
Emperor's  heart ;  and  the  army,  and  all  France,  will  partake  in  his 
g^f.  Since  the  first  Italian  campaigns,  that  is,  for  sixteen  years,  tha 
Duke  of  Istria  bad  commanded  the  Body  Guards  of  the  Emperor,  which 
bave  followed  him  in  every  battle.*'* 

'  The  head-quarters  were  now  advanced  to  Lutzen,  on  the  road  to 
Lcipsic.  The  Prussian  cavalry,  which  had  been  repelled  from  the  heigl^t« 
■till  reassembled  in  front,  and  seemed  disposed  to  dispute  the  advance 
mi  Leipsic« 

.  May  dd.— Before  we  proceed  to  the  narrative  of  the  events  of  thiji 
memorable  day,-««  day  which  at  once  determined  the  character  of  the 
campaign,  and,  it  is  not  too  much  to  add,  which  disappointed  the  hopes 
of  Europe,  it  is  necessary  cursorily  to  divert  to  the- views  and  operations 
•f  the  allies. 

The  Emperor  Alexander  and  the  King  of  Prussia  arrived  at  Dresden 
tn  the  24th  of  April.  They  were  here  informed  of  the  apparent  de» 
signs  of  the  *  French  Emperor.  They  learned  that  he  had  arrived  at 
Metz  on  the  l6th  ;  that  from  that  date  to  the  24th,  the  day  of  their 
«wu  arrival  at  Dresden,  he  had  employed  himself  in  hastening  up  his 
corps,  and  in  pushing  them  forwards  to  the  Saale ;  that  on  the  24th  he 
htd  lefk  Metz  on  his  road  to  his  army  ;  on  the  25th  had  passed  through 
Erfurt ;  and  on  the  27th  was  at  the  head  of  his  forces  ;  that  on  the  28th 
'be  was  himself  at.Naumburg  on  the  Suale,  and  had  pushed  forwards 
tte  advance  of  his  army,  under  Marshal  Ney,  over  that  river,  as  far  as 
Weisseofels ;  that  the  two  following  days  the  greater  part  of  the  oth^r 
Coips  had  likewise  passed  the  Saale;  and  that  the  main  army,  thereto 
{ore,  was  now  in  the  plain  of  Weissenftsls,  on  the  right  of  that  river. 

It  was  under  these  circumstances  that  the  allied  Sovereigns  had  formed 

fte  plau  of  the  campaign.     They  deemed  it  prudent  not  to  attempt  the 

defence  of  the  line  of  the  Saale,   where  the  bridges  and  fords  were  so 

numerous;  but  to  give  battle  upon  the  strong  ground  between  that 

fiver  and  the  Elbev    General  Wittgenstein,  thsrefore,  acted  under  these 

purposes,  when,  on  the  28th,  20th,  and  30th,  he  allowed  the  passage  of 

tli€  French  corpst     But  when  the  French  Emperor,  on  the  day  preced- 

IDg  this  date  (May  2d),  had  assembled  so  great  a  force  around  Weissen* 

4b1s,  Wittgenstein  deemed  it  necessary  to  make  a  reconnoisaoce,  and 

*  WImo  Betsieres  was  in  Spain,  the  8p«niah  Jnota  addresfted  tiim  personally  in  a 
jptociauMitioo,  io  which  they  reminded  him  how  unworthy  it  waa  of  his  known  ju^ 
^ce  aad  i^eocrosity  to  he  tbs  slave  of  |he  aoibitioD  of  Bonaparte. 
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with  this  parpose  advanced  General  Winzingerode  with  ajstroug  body  el 
caralry^  on  the  road  between  the  French  and  Leipsic.  It  was  with  thii 
cavair)'  that  the  French  were  engaged  on  the  morning  of  the  1st. 

The  result  of  this  reconnoisance  was  the  certain  knowledge  that  the 
French  were  advancing  on  Leifisic ;  and  it  was  equally  evident  that  Ail 
movement  had  a  double  purpose  ;  in  the  first  place,  to  turn  the  £lsteri 
mnd  thereby  elndetfae  necessity  of  forcing  it;  and  secondly,  by  meanad 
Its  oblique  coarse  to  come  on  the  rear  of  the  allies.  Upon  receiving  thii 
information,  Wittgenstein,  with  a  very  skilful  promptitude,  abandoned 
his  former  purpose  of  lighting  behind  the  Elster,  and  adopted  in  the  in- 
stant a  plan  more  suited  to  the  present  circumstances.  He  resolved 
to  cross  the  Elster  at  a  point  about  15  Epglhtb  miles  to  the  sootll 
of  the  French,  and  thus  to  come  upon  their  rear,  whilst  they  were  marck 
ing  to  Letpsic,  tn  order  to  obtain  tlie  same  advantage  over  him*  He  toi 
cordin;;ly  ordered  Winzingerode  to  remain  with  his  cavalry  in  order  tl 
amuse  and  deceive  the  enemy ;  and  employed  himself  during  the  nigbl 
of  the  1st  in  preparing  for  the  passage  of  the  Elster  on  day^^light  oi 
the  following  day* 

Such  were  the  singular  circumstances  by  which  the  battle  of  Lutzei 
was  brought  on  ;  each  of  the  two  hostile  armies  endeavouring  to  prao 
tise  the  same  manoeuvre  upon  the  other  ;  the  one  marching  northerly  is 
order  to  turn  a  point,  and  thus  come  on  their  enemy  a  revars  ;  whilst 
the  other,  having  understood  their  design,  were  quitting  their  position^ 
crossing  the  river,  and  thus  coming  themselves  on  the  rear  of  the  enemy 
who  were  marching  to  turn  them. 

We  now  return  to  the  thread  of  our  Journal,  which,  for  the  sake  o| 
order,  follows  the  person  and  operations  of  the  Emperor  Napoleon. 

The  positions  of  the  French  army,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  d 
this  day  (l^fay  2d),  where  as  follows : — The  left  of  the  army,  consisting  of 
the  5th  and  1 1th  corps  under  the  Viceroy,  leaned  upon  the  Elster  ;  Afl 
centre,  under  the  command  of  Marshal  Ney,  was  in  the  village  of  Grcnt 
Gorschen  or  Kira;  the  Emperor  with  the  young  and  old  Guard  wasct 
"Lutzen ;  and  the  Duke  of  Ragusa  composed  the  right  of  the  army  ni 
the  defile  of  Poserua. 

The  Emperor  now  put  himself  at  the  head  of  his  forces ;  and  thefint 
operation  of  the  day  was  to  dispatch  General  LAuriston,  whoae  corps 
formed  the  extreme  of  the  left,  to  Leipsic.  After  a  short  intenraU  the 
report  of  a  sharp  cannonade-from  that  quarter  informed  the  Emperor  Nn^ 
poleon,  that  Count  Lauriston  was  engaged,  and  the  Emperor  imincdK- 
ately  proceeded  to  him  at  the  full  speed  of  his  horse.  Upon  reaching 
the  scene  he  found  that  a  dirision  of  the  allies  were  defending  the  small 
village  of  Lestenau  and  the  bridges  in  advance  of  Leipsic.  The  presence 
of  the  Emperor,  and  the  value  of  the  position,  now  increased  the  effbiti 
qf  Lauriston.  «« His  Majesty ,**  says  the  Seventh  Bulletin*  «« only  waited 
tl)e  moment,  when  these  last  poritintts  shoaM  be  carried,  to  dispi|tdi«^ 
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dera  to  his  »  hole  nrinj-  to  more  u  p)  to  make  it  pivni  ou  Leipsic,  pass  to 
the  riglit  buiknftlie  ElstL-r,  and  thus  come  ujioathe  enemy  a  revrri." 

But  wliiUt  Bi)n«[mrte  wus  tliii^  |:>er9onaIly  «Dgage<l  in  this  attempt,  lie 
received  the  intellij^ence,  that  t  lie  Generals  Witl^eiiste in  and  Tormasow, 
tntving  joined  in  the  tiight,  had  crossed  the  EUttr  at  daj~break  at  Pe^ 
gau  and  Zeitz ;  that  tbty  were  dow  marching  tip  to  take  his  army  in 
rear,  or  at  leaet  to  break  through  tome  part  of  the  extensive  line  which 
the  French  occupied  ;  and  that  the  acttial  line  of  their  march  seemed  to 
be  directed  towntdg  the  Frenih  centre  at  Great  Gorecben,  under  Marshal 
N«f.  The  Emperor  deemed  it  ueceMsry  to  give  immediate  attention 
to  this  iurormation ;  he  accordingly  left  it  to  LuUristou  to  continue  the 
(>eriitions  at  Leipsic,  and  haBtened  in  perMn  to  the  aid  of  Ney.  He  at  the 
wuue  time  ordered  up  the  Viceroy,  commauding  him  to  fall  \u,  us  fast  ui 
lie  could  bring  up  his  divisionn,  upoo  thu  ri^htof  Marshal  Ney.  Thete 
djviKJons,  however,  were  m  distant  and  scattered,  that  this  was  necesarily  « 
vorkofiiome  hours,  and  indeed  this  was  one  of  the  circumstancea  [namc- 
Ij.  the  length  of  the  French  line,  and  the  distance  of  iU  parU)  which  had 
eocoDraged  the  operation  of  Wittgenstein,  and  that  give  him  the  hopes 
af  bieukiog  tJie  Freucb  centre  before  it  could  be  asbisted  Xtj  the  right 
«fleft. 

In  tjie  meantime.  General  Wittgenstein  had  contiuued  his  mwch* 
>Qd  had  come  in  front  of  Ney,  He  found  the  eueiny  placed  in  a 
■troager  situation'lhan  he  had  anticipated  ;  being  posted  behind  a  long 
ndge,  and  in  a  string  of  villages,  of  which  Great  Gorschen  is  the  prin- 
■^'pttl ;  having  a  hollow  way  in  front,  and  a  stream  sufficient  to  fluat  lim- 
™r  on  the  left.  It  was  apparent,  moreover,  thai  they  had  an  immense 
Quantity  of  ordnance  of  13  pounders  distributed  throughout  tlie  line  aud 
">  the  villages,  and  that  the  batteries  iu  the  open  coutitry  were  sup- 
•""fted  by  masses  of  infantry  in  solid  iitiuares.  After  u  very  brief  recon- 
•'*»«sBote,  the  following  plan  was  resolved  upon—namely,  1st,  Te  attack 
"•«  village  of  Great  Gorschen  with  artillery  and  infantry ;  2d,  Iu  the 
"•^antime  to  endeavour  topiene  the  line  to  the  enemy's  right  on  the  vil- 
'*ge  by  a  siToiig  column  of  cavalry  iu  order  to  cut  olf  the  troops  in  the 
"llageti  from  support,  and  3dly,  to  engage  the  remainder  of  the  line  ac- 
'^f  ding  to  circumstances  by  the  corps  opposite  to  it. 

*rh«  battle  was  accordingly  ini mediately  commenced  upon  this  plan, 
*ith  the  attack  of  the  village  of  Great  Gorschen,  The  assault  was  made 
W  the  corps  of  Generals  Bluclier  and  Yorck.  U  was  mwntained  by 
Mfcrthal  Ney  ;  wlio  was  not  as  yet  joined  by  the  Vicerey.  This  battle 
*<*uld  not  be  exceeded  in  obstinacy  by  any  during  the  late  campaign. 
^*he  {Ionian  corps  made  and  sujiported  their  movements  with  great  gal- 
»*ntry  ;  but  the  showers  of  grape-shot  and  musketry,  to  which  they  «  ere 
*X|>oMd  on  reaching  the  hollow  way,  made  it  impracticable  for  them  to 
pciMtiate.  '*  The  enemy,"  observe!^  Lord  Cathcatt  iu  his  official  dispatch* 
"  ■^twed  deteriniued  to  maiDtain  the  villages  ut  any  eipeuce,  ftud  the 
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affair^  therefore,  assumed  the  motft  ezpensiTe  character  of  attack  and^e* 
fence,  that  of  a  post  refieatedly  tal^en,  lost,  and  retakeQ.'*««*Tbe  Frencfa 
^onelin  describes  this  part- of  the  battle  m  similar  terms*  **  The  great 
eftorts  of  the  enemy  were  directed  against  the  centre  under  Marshal  Ney* 
The  village  of  Kira  (Great  Groschen)  #as  taken  mod  retaken  serernl 
tiroes.  In  the  afleruoon  this  riHage  remained  in  the  ^eoemy'a  power«^ 
Count  de  Loban  directed  General  Ricard  to  retake  it ;  it  was  letakeu." 

Such,  therefore,  was  the^present  fortune  of  the  battle  at  respected  the 
execution  of  the  tirst  part  of  the  plan,  the  attack  of  Great  Gorschen* 
With  respect  to  the  second  part,^that  of  piercing  the  enemy*s  line  by 
columns  of  cavalry.  The  Prussian  cavalry  made  many  snccessive  efforts 
with  the  most  distinguished  gathintry*  In  the  greater  part  df  these  at>« 
tacks  they  failed  by  reason  of  the  number  and  weight  of  the  fiel^pieccs. 
opposed  to  them ;  but  in  some  of  them  they  broke  into  the  8qoar«s»  and 
cut  the  enemy  down  at  theit  guns. 

T^e  battle  continued  in  this  character  till  near  to  san-set.  Till  this 
time  it  was  perfectly  equal  between  the  two  parties,  except  in  so  iar  as 
the  allies  were  the  assailing  party,  «nd  therefore  the  iailore  of  breaki  og 
through  the  enemy  was  in  some  degree  a  want  of  success,  and,  as  saofa,  a 
kind  of  defeat  of  purpose.  It  would  seem,  however,  from  the  confesaon 
of  the  French  Bulletin,  that  the  allies  were  upon  the  very  point  {if  sao« 
ceeding.  **  The  battle,  says  the  Seventh  Bulletin,  embraced  a  line  of 
six  miles  covered  with  fire,  smoke,  and  clouds  of  dust.  The  Prince  of 
Moskwa,  General  Souham,  and  General  Girard,  were  every  where ;  they 
made  head  against  every  thing.  General  Girard  was  wounded  with  se« 
▼eral  balls,  but  could  not  be  persuaded  to  leave  the  field  of  battle.  He 
said  that  he  wished  to  die  commanding  and  directing  hia  troops,  as  the 
inoment  had  arrived  for  all  Frenchmen,  who  possessed  any  heart,  to  con« 
quer  or  perish.** 

Such,  therefore,  was  the  state  of  the  battle  about  seven  o*clock  in  the 
evening,  when  the  arrival  of  the  Viceroy  with  the  left,  and  of  Bonaparte 
with  the  reserve  and  guards,  at  length  regained  the  field,  and  certainly 
changed  the  fortune  of  the  day.  The  centre,  indeed,  was  giving  way  in 
the  very  moment  the  emperor  arrived  ;  some  battalions,  says  the  BnU 
letin,  fled,  but  at  the  sight  of  the  Emperor  rallied.  His  Majesty  saw  that 
not  a  moment  was  to  be  Lost.  He  saw  that  the  critical  moia«nt  had 
arrived,  which  decides  the  losing  or  gaining  battles.'*  It  ia  imppasible* 
in<)eed,  not  to  acknowledge,  that  the  Emperor  Napoleon,  in  this  peril 
and  brisis  of  his  fate,  now  exhibited  those  military  talents,  to  whid)  lie 
owes  his  throne  and  name;  and  by  which  he  now  saved  qs  he  had  hv» 
therto  gained  his  Imperial  Dignity.  He  odefed  the  Duke  of  Treviso 
witli  sixteen  battalions  of  fresh  troops  to  attack  the  allies  in  front  of  Goiv< 
schen,  and  in  the  same  moment  ordered  General  Drouet  to  form  a  bat* 
tery  of  80  pieces,  and  place  it  in  advance  of  the  old  guard,  formed  in 
foot  squares  in  the  manaer  of  redoubta.     The  whale  caTaIfy  •£  At 
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army  was  at  the  same  time  ranged  in  battle  behind.  lu  this  foriDHlion 
he  advanced  ugaioit  the  allicH,  and  the  result  wan,  thw  they  were  reiirlted 
from  the  advantugei  tliey  liud  gained,  and,  to  apeak  siinplV.  loat  the  bHt- 
tte.  It  ti  true  indeed,  that  with  the  e\cejit)oii  of  Great  Gori>i:htii,  tlie 
■lliet  were  in  poMension  ol'  the  tield,  upon  which  the  greater  part  of  . 
Ney's  force  had  stood  at  iHe  commencement  of  the  (Jay.  Bnl  it  i»  lilie- 
nise  ueae^ary  to  conlest,  that  tlie  occuaion  of  tlii^  seeming  fruit  of  vic- 
tory .was  not  from  fluy  advantage  of  the  allies  ;  but  from  the  nature  of 
the  last  movement  uf  Bonaparte;  who,  pivoting  his  army  on  Great 
Gorschen,  brought  the  whole  of  his  force  in  liis  left,  in  ordur  lo  m.ike  ■ 
joint  attack  on  the  right  of  the  allies,  and  thui  necr  iBSrily  abandoned  all 
his  former  gmund  to  the  right  of  Gorschen.  it  is  necessary  to  attt.nd  to 
this  cirounistance,  which  seems  to  have  unnfouuded  all  the  writers  in  ouc 
daily  papers. 

Thus,  therefore,  terminated  the  baltle  of  Lulien  ;  a  bntile  attended 
with  as  singular  features,  and  preceded  by  an  estraordinury  circuin- 
stances,  as  any  which  have  occurred  in  modem  warfare.  It  was  brought 
on  by  each  of  the  two  hostile  leadrrs  endeavouring  at  the  same  mana<nvr« 
upon  each  other.  The  battle,  moreover,  with  respect  lo  its  loflnne,  con« 
sisted  of  two  riistinct  parts,  From  10  in  ihe  morning  lill  sun-set  it  was 
doubtful,  and  equal;  ajid  the  main  point  of  the  conflict  alternattly 
taken  and  retaken.  The  arrival  of  the  French  left  and  reserve. decided 
it  in  their  favour.  Bnt  even  here  the  extmordiiiary  circumstam'e  of  the 
battle  did  not  end.  For  at  the  con'.-luiion  of  the  day.  and  on  the  follow, 
ing  morning,  the  contguered  ncre  in  possesiiion  of  the  tield  of  battle; 
aod  were  compelled  to  retreat,  not  so  much  from  the  ellects  of  their  de- 
Itat,  ai  to  elude  the  e8i?ct»  of  a  skilful  operation  of  the  enemy  duriujf 
the  actual  time  of  the  battle.  This  movement  was  the  occupation  of 
Leipsic  by  Count  I^uriatan. 

NOTES. 

There  are  three  official  accounts  of  this  battle, — the  one  that  of  the 
Trench  Bulletin,  which  «ill  be  fmind  in  another  part  of  onr  Chronicle  ; 
the  second,  thattontuined  in  Lord  Catlicart's  di»|»ilch,  whifh  will  be 
given  in  our  Gazettes :  thethinl  that  which  follows,  given  in  the  Berlin 
Gazette,  as  the  Prussian  account. 

Purtievlar  Slalemenl  of  the  Battle  at  Groii-Corschen  on  the  id  of 
Jfoy. — Ou  the  30tb  of  April  inl'ormutinn  was  received  4t  General  Couut 
V»B  Wittgenstein's  head-cj Barters,  of  the  great  part  of  the  army,  and 
the  French  guards,  having  crossed  the  Saale,  in  the  vicinity  nf  Naum- 
burn-.  It  was  lit  the  same  time  reported,  that  the  Emperor  Napoleon 
Iwd  arrived  at  the  iirmy.  We  observed  that  the  Viceroy's  army  drew 
to  the  right.  It  wa«  therefore  clear,  that  the  enemy  endeuvoureil  by  al] 
ncMDB  to  fonn  a  junction,  and  that  it  was  most  proiiably  his  intention  lo 
give  a  general  t>Bttle,  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  Alexander,  and  hig  Mn- 
fttty  the  King  of  Frusiia,  therefore  went  tu  their  armies,  to  animate  th« 
courage  of  the  troops  by  their  personal  presence.  But  the  better  to  be 
enabled  to  judge  of  tlic  enemy's  strength,  u  reconnuisance  was  uuder- 
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taken  with  Geoeral  Voq  Winziugerod€*$  corps,  from  Leipaic,  on  the 
road  to  Weissenfels.  This  con 6 fined  the  intelligence  received,  of  the 
enemy  being  therein  considerable  force.  Upon  this,  ,a  very  severe  en- 
gagement took  place  on  the  Ist  May,  «v'ith  the  said  corps,  by  which  we 
^ere  convinced,  that  the  main  force  of  the  enemy  was  in  the  vicinity  of 
Weissenfels  and  Lutzen.  It  was  believed,  that  the  Viceroy's  position 
was  between  Leipsic  and  Halle,  and  consequently  the  enemy's  plan  for 
the  battle  was  clearly  apparent.  General  Count  Von  Wittgenstdn  re- 
solved on  being  before-hand  with  him,  to  obstruct  hiq^  in  his  dispositions 
by  a  bold  attack,  and  to  restrain  his  offensive  operations.  It  was  neces- 
sary in  this  attempt  to  make  it  our  main  object,  immediately  to  fall  od 
such  part  of  bis  force  as  was,  on  his  side,  considered  to  be  the  best  troops ; 
in  order,  after  such  a  stroke,  to  give  lareer  space  for  the  dperatioos  of 
our  flying  corps,  over  whom  the  enemy  had  latterly  acquired  a  soperiority. 
Therefore  it  was  requisite,  if  possible,  to  direct  the  attack  immediately 
against  his  rear-most  troops.  For  this  purpose,  the  main  army  broke  up 
in  the  night  between  the  1st  and  2d  of  May,  from  Notha  and  Borna,  in 
in  two  columns,  and  pushed  forward  as  far  as  the  defile  of  the  Elster,  in 
the  vicinity  of  Pegau.  General  Von  Winzlngerode  received  orders  to 
mask  this  operation,  to  leave  his  posts  of  cavalry  standing,  and  to  unite 
himself  with  the  main  army  by  the  way  of  Zwenkau. 

•At  break  of  day  all  the  troops  passed  the  defile  of  the  Elster,  near 
Pegau,  and  drew  up  in  order  of  battle  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Elster^ 
with  their  right  wing  to  the  village  of  Werben,  and  their  left  to  that  of 
Grjuna.  By  reconnoitring,  we  discovered,  that  the  enemy's  main  body 
already  extended  beyond  Weissenfels,  to  the  villages  of  Gross-Gorschen, 
Klein-Gorschen,  Kahno,  Starsiedel,  and  Lutzen.  The  enemy  did  not 
venture  to  attempt  disturbing  our  march,  nor  to  g^t  before  us  into  the 
plaip,  but  took  Lis  position  in  the  village  between  Gross-Gorschen  and 
Starsiedel. 

About  12  o'clock  at  noon.  General  Blucher  received  orders,  as  com* 
xnanding  the  van-guard  of  the  army,  and  support|*d  by  a  part  of  the  Ru^ 
aian  artillery,  to  attack  the  enemy.  The  attack  was  madcou  the  village 
of  Gross-Gorschen,  which  was  oWinately  defended  by  the  enemy.  It 
was  taken  by  storm.  General*  Yorck  marched  with  his  corps  to  the  right 
of  the  village.  The  whole  army  wheeled  to  the  right,  and  presently  after 
the  battle  became  general  along  the  whole  line  of  Blucher's  corps.  The 
enelny,  at  the  same  time,  displayed  a  numerous  artillery,  chiefly  of  heavy 
calibre,  and  the  fire  of  musketry  in  the  villages  was  kept  up  with  great  vi- 
vacity for  several  hours.  In  this  murderous  battle  the  villages  of  Klein- 
Gorschen  and  Khano,  as  likewise  the  village  of  Gross-Gorscben,  were 
i^arly  taken  by  storm,  and  with  unexampled  bravery,  and  kept  possession 
of  for  several  hours.  At  length  the  enemy  returned  in  considerable  force, 
aurrounded,  and  in  part  fetook  these  villages  ;  but  on  the  attack  being 
renewed,  was  no  table  to  retain  possession  of  them.  The  Prussian  Guaros 
moved  forward,  and  after  a  most  obstinate  combat  of  an  hour  and  an  half, 
those  villages  were  again  retaken  from  the  enemy,  and  remained  in  our 
possession.  Durine  this  time,  the  corps  of  General  Winzingerode  on 
the  left  wing,  and  the  corps  of  General  Yorck,  with  a  part  of  the  Rus* 
troops  under  General  Berg,  had  taken  a  share  in  the  battle.  We  stood 
H>pposed  to  the  enemy,  at  the  distance  of  100  paces,  and  one  of  the  most 
bloody  battles  became  general. 

Our  reserves  had  drawn  nearer  to  the  field  of  battle,  to  be  in  readineta 
t^herever  needful^  and  thus  was  the  battle  coutiDued  till  near  seveD  o'clock 
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ia  the  evening.  During  xXa  course,  the  villages  on  the  I^ft  wing  were 
likewise  several  times  taken  and  retaken  by  both  parties.  At  7  o'clock 
the  enemy  appeared  with  a  new  corps  on  our  right  wing  before  Gross  and 
Klein-Gon<chen, — probabfy  with  the  Viceroy's  army, — made  a  brisk  at- 
tack on  us»  and  endeavoured  to  tear  from  us  the  advantages  we  had  gained. 
The  infantry  of  a  part  of  the  Russian  reserves  was  now  brought  forward 
to  the  right  wing,  to  the  support  of  General  Yorck's  corps,  which  was 
briskly  attacked,  and  the  most  desperate  engagement  (in  which  the  Rus- 
sian Artillery  during  the  whole  remaining  time  gv^atly  dvBtinguished  it- 
s<:lf,  as  did  the  corps  of  Yorck,  Blucher,  and  Wiuziugerode,  the  whole 
day,]  was  now  continued  until  night  came  on.  The  enemy  had  likewise 
again  attacked  our  centre  and  the  villages  with  great  briskne3.s,  but  we 
maintaiued  our  position.  In  this  situation  night  put  an  end  to  the  battle. 
The  enemy  was  to  have  been  again  attacked  on  the  following  morning, 
the  3d  of  May.  He  had  meanwhile  taken  Leipsic  during  the  battle. 
This  obliged  us  to  manceuvre  with  him.  It  wa^  not  till  afterwards  that 
we  were  iiiformedt  that  in  consequence  of  the  battle  he  had  again  been 
forced  to  quit  it,  and  had  bv  the  same  means  lost  Halle,  and  ]  5,000  men 
of  his  best  troops;  many  of  his  cannon  are  dismounted,  and  a  number 
of  his  powder  waggons  blows  up.  Our  light  detachments  are  again  at 
liberty  to  harrass  him,  and  to  prosecute  the  advantage  gained.  We  have 
consequently  kept  the  field  of  battle,  the  victory  is  our*s  and  the  intended 
purpose  is  accomplished*  ^ear  50,000  of  our  best  troops  have  not 
yet  been  engaged  ;  we  have  not  lost  a  single  cannon,  and  the  enemy 
must  have  perceived  what  can  be  effected  by  united  national  feelings,  be- 
tween two  firmly  allied  nations,  in  courage  and  resistance  ;  and  that  the 
bigh  band  of  Providence  protects  the  just  cause  of  those  Powers  who 
liave  no  object  but  their  independence,  aud  to  found  a  durdble  peace  oa 
the  freedom  V>f  all  nations* 

Such  was  the  battle  of  the  ^d  of  May,  fought  near  the  plain  of  Lutzen, 
where  the  liberty  of  Germany  was  once  before  conquered*  With  the  cou- 
rage of  lions,  did  both  Russians  and  Prussians  fight  for  it,  and  their  en- 
deavours will  not  have  been  in  vain*  The  loss  we  have  sustained  may 
amount  to  aboi^t  10,000  raeci^  but  the  most  of  them  are  only  slightly 
wounded.  Among  the  killed^  o|i  the  Prussian  side,  we  have,  among  se- 
veral other  valuable  Stat(-ofiicers,  to  lament  the  loss  of  the  Prince  of 
Hesse-flomburg.  Our  wounded  are,  on  the  Russian  part.  General  Von 
Kanouieczyn  ;  and  on  the  Prussian,  Generals  Blucher  nnd  Scharnhorst  > 
slightly,  aud  Hunerbein  dangerously.  On  the  French  side,  according 
to  the  report  of  the  prisoners,  we  learn  that  Marshal  Bessieres  is  killed. 
Key  and  Souham  wounded.  Upwards  of  lOQO  prisoners  are  already 
brought  ill,  lOpiecesofaj^tillery  takea^  and  some  thousand  muskets  cap- 
tured al  Halle.  Our  light  troops^re  how  occupied  in  pursuing  the  enemy. 

Although  the  numerous  villages  lying  near  to  each  other  in  this  terri- 
tory, and  Its  canals,  together  with  the  precaution  taken  by  the  enemy 
never  to  appear  in  the  open  plain,  did  not  afford  our  cavalry  an  oppor- 
tunity of  charging  in  line,  yet  the  Prussian  Garde<rdu-carps,  and  the  re- 
giment of  Brandenburgh  Cuirassiers,  cut  down  several  masses  of  the 
enemy's  infantry,  even  amidht  the  villages,  and  under  his  cross-fire,  and 
have  thereby  gained  a  share  in  the  immortal  hopour  which  the  Prussian 
warriors  have  again  obtained  in  this  murderous  battle;  and  in  like  man- 
ner have  the  Russians  proved  that  they  can  fight  on  the  German  soil,  with 
the  same  seutiments  which  insured  victory  to  th^m  in  their  own  country.  * 
These  are  the  resuljts  of  this  day, up  to  this  present.  God  bless  our  arms: 
He  visibly  and  during  the  battle  protected  both  our  beloved  Monarchs^ 
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We  strollechintd  the  fair  after  our  dinner,  and  found  it  filled  with  pca^ 
saotry  from  various  parts  of  PoUtein  and  Selesnecks,  and  prese^ited  a  lu« 
dicrous  contrast  to  what  we  were  accustomed  to  behold  at  home* 

The  churchy  on  account  of  the  fair  was  suffered  to  be  in  some  decree 
divested  of  its  sanctity ;  and  booths  for  books,  &c.  were  erected  in  its 
aisles.  Almost  every  article  was  English,  or  at  least  bad  English  naoiea 
to  impose  upon  the  buyers*  Before  the  river  of  Hubum  was  choked  up 
with  mud,  it  was  a  place  of  considerable  commerce,  but  it  is  now  princi- 
pally filled  with  tradesmen  and  farmers.  It  is  rather  a  large  town.  Lime- 
trees  grow  before  the  houses.  The  rf>ofs  run  very  high,  and  present  tlie 
appearance  of  steps ;  but  these  vast  attics  are  never  used  but  as  l.umber 
rooms.  There  is  a  palace  with  gardens  belonging  to  the  Duke  of  HoU 
steia,  but  they  are  unworthy  of  much  notice. 

We  left  Hubum  on  the  following  morning,  May  30th,  on  our  journej 
towards  Copenhagen.  The  first  stage  was  to  Fleursburg,  distant  twenty^ 
five  English  milei.  We  travelled  with  four  horses,  being  one  mor^  thaq 
the  Danish  post-laws  require.  As  soon  as  we  pa<^sed  the  town-gate,  we 
entered  upon  a  deep  sandy  road,  through  which  we  ploughed  our  way  ai^ 
the  rate  of  two  miles  and  a  half  an  hour.  The  scenery  on  each  side  of' 
UK  was  nothing  but  a  dreary  waste ;  but  a  cheering  sun  refreshed  and 
animated  even  this  uniformity.  The  coi^ntry  impnwed,  however,  as  w^ 
advanced.  We  passed  some  neat  farm-houses,  having  the  barn  with  two 
large  folding  doors  in  the  centre;  the  offices  belonging  to  the  farm  oo 
one  side,  and  the  farm-house  on  the  other ;  the  whole  upon  a  ground 
floor,  and  under  one  roof. 

As  we  Approached  Fteurbburg,  the  country  became  more  agreeable, 
and  w\e  could  not  but  observe  the  wonderful  activity  with  wl^ich  Nature 
was  every  where  exerting  herself.  It  was  only  three  weeks  since  that  th^ 
ground  was  every  where  covered  with  snow,  and  How  there  was  every  ap» 
pearauce  of  spring  in  all  its  youth  and^eauty. 

Fleursburg  is  a  large  commercial  town,  very  neat  and  pleasantly  situated. 
It  is  well  supplied  with  excellent  water  from  fountains,  which  are  placed 
at  certain  intervals  in  the  centre  of  tlie  principal  street;  the  houses  art 
like  those  at  Husum,  with  the  additiun  of  strong  braces  of  iron.  The 
view  from  tlie  quay,  the  river,  and  the  oppohlte  village,  is  very  beautifuU 
At  the  corner  of  the  yard,  the  last  beams  of  the  setting  sun  threw  ^ 
pleasing  teint  upon  a  variety  of  interesting  faces,  who  were  all  collected 
round  on  the  arrival  of  the  postman. 

We  continued  our  journey  in  the  morning  at  five  o'clock,  and  (fntered 
the  great  road  to  Copenhiagen,  proceeding  along  the  shores  of  theBalticw 
We  foil  ad  the  population  to  be  thin,  the  land  not  well  cultivated,  and 
the  cottages  poor  and  miserable.  The  only  vegetables  we  met  with  wer^ 
asparagus  and  parsnips,  both  of  which  the  ^006  people  here  boil  intosoupb 
The  few  houses  which  we  saw  on  the  roafi-side  were,  however,  neatly 
built,  with  a  light^brown  brick,  and  thatched.  The  steeple  and  body  of 
the  church  were  every  where  divided  from  each  other. 

Our  neJtt  stage  was  to  Abeuraac,  abuut  15  English  miles.  This  is  a 
tmall  fishing-town,  situated  in  a  bfantiful  and  romantic  country.  There 
is  no  want  of  beautiful  scenery  in  Denmark  ;  the  country  in  summer  it 
00  way  inferior  to  England. 

•  The  next  stage  was  to  Haberslab,  about  15  miles.  We  here  had  % 
good  dinner  in  a  long  room,  painted  of  a  leaden-blue  colour,  having  the 
floor  sa.nded>  three  little  windows  decorated  with  festoons  of  muslin,  ao 
old-fashioned  chandil^trf  apd  two  ^Acieut  portraits  pf  a  king  and  queen 
ofD^omairk, 
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The  peasantry  appear  to  be  clean  and  happy.  It  was  pleasing  to  sec, 
early  in  the  morning  as  we  travelled,  groupes  of  young  railk-maids,  whose 
cheeks  glowed  with  the  bloom  of  health,  balancing  their  milk-pails,  and 
tinging  cheerily  as  they  went. 

As  we  could  save  several  tedious  miles  by  crossing  the  Little  Belt  at 
its  broadest  part,  we  proceeded  to  Aveusand,  where  we  found  the  country 
very  undulating  and  beautiful,  but  the  roads  rather  heavy.  Nothing  cau 
be  more  pleasing  than  the  situation  of  the  post-house,  with  its  gardens 
sloping  to  the  water,  to  which  a  bright  sun  added  splendor  and  beauty. 
We  crossed  the  Little  Belt  in  less  than  two  hours,  and  landed  at  Asseens. 

A  stranger  feels  some  surprise  to  see  a  kingdom  composed  entirely  of 
islands.  Yet  is  Denmark  rich<and  powerful ;  and  if  her  resources  were 
duly  put  forth,  is  at  least  an  equal  match  for  Sweden. 

We  left  Asseens  on  the  following  morning,  and  passed  through 
Odense  where  we  dined.  There  is  here  a  public  school,  and  a  very  an- 
cient cathedral,  containing  the  tombs  of  John  and  Christiern,  who  seized 
the  crown  of  Sweden  by  the  right  of  conquest,  and  in  a  cold-blooded  mas« 
sacre  put  six  hundred  of  the  nobility  to  the  sword. 

The  thatch  of  the  cottages  in  tbis  country  is  bridtled  at  top  with  cross 
braces  of  wood,  and  has  a  very  inferior  appearance  to  the  warm  compact 
neatness  of  the  English  thatch.  The  road  from  thence  to  Nioburg  ia 
good,  and  the  country  on  all  sides  very  picturesque.  We  reached  Nio« 
burg  about  nine  at  night,  and  found  it  a  small  but  handsome  fortified 
town,  containing;  about  nine  hundred  inhabitants.  We  resolved,  as  the 
wind  was  fair,  to  cross  the  Belt  the  9ame  night.  The  captain  of  the  pas- 
sage threw  many  obstacles  in  our  way,  but  the  eloquence  of  a  pretty 
French  girl,  at  length  persuaded  him,  and  we  got  under-weigh.  We  had 
a  delightful  sail  of  about  three  hours,  at  the  end  of  which  we  landed  at 
Corsaer,  in  the  metropolitan  island  of  Zealand.   The  passage  is  tO  miles. 

It  was  midnight  when  we  quitted  the  vessel.  The  wind  was  fresh,  and 
the  moon  alternately  hid  itself,  and  reappeared  in  all  her  bright  effiiU 
gence,  from  a  mass  of  black  clouds,  thus  illuminating  the  front  of  an 
•  antient  castle,  which  is  the  occasional  residence  of  the  Crown  Prince. 
The  good  people  of  the  post-house  were  in  bed,  and  we  had  some  trouble 
to  obtain  admittance.  We  slept  soundly  and  forgot  our  fatigues.  The 
island  of  Zealand  is  very  luxuriant,  abounding  with  picturesque  scenery. 
Its  shores  are  lined  with  cheerful  towns^  noble  chateaux,  and  extensive 
and  well  wooded  domains. 

In  continuing  our  joui  ney  on  the  following  day*  we  passed  through  a 
beautiful  country.  The  country  from  Slagelse  to  Kingsted  was  very  pic- 
turesque. The  oldest  church  in  Denmark  is  in  this  town.  It  is  built 
of  brick,  with  two  low  towers,  and  contains  the  tombs  of  some  of  the  early 
kings.  We  passed  many  forests  of  fine  beech  and  oak,  fringine  the 
shores  of  several  extensive  and  beautiful  lakes.  As  we  approached  Co* 
penhagen,  we  were  surprised  to  find  that  every  thing  became  cheaper. 

We  arrived  at  Roschiki  on  a  Sunday.  This  was  anciently  a  .very  large 
Town,  and  contained  twenty-seven  Churches,  and  as  many  Convents. 
It  is  now  of  little  import.  We  went  to  the  Cathedral,  a  heavy  pile  of 
brick  covered  with  copper,  with  two  spires ;  the  most  ancient  part  of 
which  was  erected  under  the  auspices  of  Harold,  the  Grandfather  of 
Canute  the  Great,  king  of  Denmark  and  England.  The  inside  of  this 
building  owes  its  grandeur  to  its  size.  In  a  large  octagon  Chapel,  4le« 
tached  from  the  body  of  the  Cathedral  by  an  Iron  Grate,  repose  tjbe  bodiea 
of  the  Royal  family  of  Denmark,  in  several  raised  stone  Coffins,  which 
trc  covered  with  black  velvet  Palls,  embroidered  with  9mall  Crowns  of 
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Gold,  Ttie  most  superb  Tomb  is  that  of  Juliana  Maria,  vthosesauguin- 
ary  conduct  toifarda  the  hapless  Queen  Matilda,  and  the  uoiortuiiate 
Counts  Strueiise^  and  Brandt,  exriied  somuch  attention  some  years  Mince* 

We  taet  with  nothing  to  (teitole  our  approach  to  the  Cutbi^dral  till  we 
reached  Fredericks  berg,  one  of  the  country  I'alaces,  about  two  Englisb 
miles  from  Copenhagen.  The  appearance  of  much  bustlt,  and  lounging 
lacquays  in  scarlet  and  tiilver,  announced  that  the  Court  was  here.  Am 
we  rolled  down  Irnni  the  beautiful  eminence  upon  the  open  summit  of 
which  the  palace  stands,  the  city,  crowned  by  the  palace  in  ruins,  the 
Sound,  and  the  surroiinding  Country,  presented  a  delightful  prospect. 
The  riMd  was  crowded  with  people  in  their  Sund&y  dresses  imd  happjr 
face»ihurr>]ioglo  pass  the  evening;  in  the  Gardens  of  Frerieritksberg.Co^ 
penhagen  is  a  small  but  very  neat  City  ;  the  streets  are  broad  and  hand- 
•ome ;  ilie  houses  ure  in  uiHuy  |>artii  of  free-stone,  aud  in  an  eli^gant  style 
afltislian  Architecture.  The  htreets  arc- divided  by  canals,  which  af- 
ford great  facility  to  the  transport  of  goods,  but  have  narrow  and  incon- 
venient foat-paths.  La  Kue  de  Goths  is  a  beautiful  street,  and  iiearif 
au  Eu^lish  mile  in  length.  Kings  Place,  which  is  alito  the  market-piece, 
is  a  noble,  spacious,  irregular  area,  adorned  with  many  lofty  and  elegant 
houses.  The  only  Theatre  in  the  City  is  here.  This  building  is  vet^ 
el^antly  decorated  nithin,  and  is  supported  by  a  salary  from  the  Courtr 
In  return,  all  the  Military  and  Naval  Officers  have  the  right  of  free  ad- 
niissioii.  In  the  middle  of  the  market-place  is  an  Equestrian  Statue  iu 
bronze  of  Christian  the  Fil^h.  One  of  the  large  buildings  iu  this  place 
IB  the  Rvyul  Cattle  of  Charlottenberg,  part  of  which  is  devoted  to  the 
Bfival  Acudemy  for  Painting,  Sculpture,  and  Architecture. 

The  Danes  receive  every  Ecglish  Gentleman  with  peculiar  hospitality.  ■ 
The  day  after  our  arrival  we  were  Invited  to  a  Danish  dinner;  it  was. 
eiven  at  the  Country  house  of  a  Gentleman  of  rank,  and  appeared  in  thr 
follo'vin^  succession.  Soups,  Norwegian  Beef  and  Ham,  Fish.  Pigeona. 
FovU,  bpinage,  and  Asparagus ;  the  meat  is  cut  In  slices  by  the  Master 
of  the  house  or  Steward,  and  handed  round  by  the  Servants.  Creamti, 
CoDfecltonury,  and  dried  fruits,  followed,  and  the  wines  were  various  and 
excellent. 

The  Danish  Ladies  are  (generally  en  ban  point,  and  have  s  most  frank, 
and  good  humoured  ulr.  They  partuke  largely  of  that  gay  good  huv 
mour,  ifhich  is  so  generally  thr  companion  orapliimp  and  portly  figure. 
Tlicy  speak  English  with  its  proper  accent,  ana  mauy  of  them  Freuch. 
The  English  language  is  much  in  fashion. 

Af^r  a  short  stay  at  Copenhagen,  we  continued  our  journey,  taking 
the  rtiod  to  EUineur. 

The  road  from  Copenliajjento  Frederlcksfiurj,  distant  about  sixtcea 
English  miles,  is  very  beautiful,  and  presents  a  luxuriant  display  of  lakes. 
Woods,  Coru-lield-.  and  forests  of  Beech,  Oak,  and  Fir.  Before  we 
nached  tliul  I'nnn,  we  piiHsed  through  a  forest  of  wild  Horses,  some  of 
which  we  saw.  They  hsil  a  noble  rough  appearance.  We  visited  the 
Palace,  a  heavy  muss  of  bnlldlng,  in  which  black  marble  contends  with 
red  brick.  T^he  whole  is  covered  with  copper,  and  was  built  by  Chris- 
tian tlie  Fifth  ;  it  stands  in  a  lake,  and  seems  only  fit  for  the  residence  of 
fTOgi.  It  had  no  inmates  but  two  old  Housekeepers.  The  Knighta  . 
Hall  or  Dining  Konm  in  a  very  long  room,  crowded  with  paintings, 
perishing  with  damp  and  mildew  ;  some  of  them  seemed  to  deserve  a  bet- 
ter fete.  ThePjIlars,  which  support  the  Cornice  of  the  fire  place  in  this 
nttta,  were  once  crowned  with  tilver  Capitals  which  the  Sivedes  carried  oH 
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in  one  of  their  iiTuption«.  In  the  Chapel  we  t«w  the  Throne  n poo.  which 
Ibe  Kings  of  Denmark  were  formerly  crowned  ;  the  roof  is  most  superbly 
^ih  and'decorated»  and  the  walls  are  corered  with  I  he  Arms  of  the 
Knights*  As  we  passed  through  oae  of  the  oKi  Galleries,  a  gnst  of 
wind  shook  the  craggy  Casement,  Sind  the  great  clock  struck  heavily  its 
lioar;  it  was  altogether  a  place  suited  to  the  lorers  of  old  Romance.  In 
the  gloomy  grounds  of  this  Palace  we  saw  the  Stork,  the  national  bird  of 
Denmark.  This  subject  of  his  Danish  Majesty  generally  quits  hister-* 
ritories  in  October,  and  returns  in  Spring.     In  pursuing  our  journey  to 

^  Elsii^ur  we  passed  sereral  Country  Houses,  which  were  generally  built 
of  wood,  painted  red  or  yellow.  They' seldom  exceed'  two  stories  ;  fre- 
quently containing  only  a  suite  of  apartments  on  the  ground  Aoor. 
sometimes  they  are  built  of  brick.  The  Gardens  are  in  general  formally 
laid  out;  and  the  Garden  Door  is  remarkable  for  being  formed  of  a  frame 
of  fine  wire  netting ;  through  which  the  grounds  appear  as  through  a 
Muslip  Veil. 

Through  a  forest  of  fine  beech,  the  Sim  shining  g1ofiously>  and  making 
'the  trunk  of  many  a  tree  look  like  a  pillar  of  gold,  and  illuminating  the 
casement  of  many  a  romantic  little  Cottage,  we  reached  the  Palace  of 
Fredericksberg,  as  the  mansion  of  peace.  It  stands  in  a  valley,  and  was 
the  retreat  of  Juliana  Maria,  so  well  known  in  England.  The  grass  was 
now  growing  in  the  court  and  upon  the  steps.  The  building  is  a  larse 
sauare  front  surmounted  with  a  dome^  and  extensive  crescent  witigs ;  the 
whole- being  of  brick,  stuccoed  white.  The  window  shutters  were  closed, 
and  the  glass  in  several  places  broken ;  after  thundering  at  the  door  v^ith 
a  sticky  we  at  length  gainefl  admittance.  The  apartments  are  handsome 
and  contained  several  good  Flemish  paintmgs.  The  gardens  and  woods 
*t7ere  beautiful,  but  neglected,  and  gently  slope  down  to  the  extensive  lake 
of  Elsineur.  As  we  roved  along,  the  birds  with  plaintive  melodies  hailed 
the  moist  approach  of  evening.    We  visited,  however,  the  Statues  which 

^  are  ranged  in  an  open  space  surrounded  by  shrubs^  representing  the  va« 
rious  costumes  of  the  Norwegian  peasantry. 

As  we  descended  to  Elsineur,  the  town,  the  sound  enlivened  by  ship* 
ping  at  anchor  and  under  sail,  and  the  shores  of  Sweden,  presented  a  most 
delightful  prospect,  which  the  brilliancy  of  the  sun,  at  this  season  of  the 
year,  and  in  these  northern  latitudes,  enabled  me  to  contemplate  almost 
to  midnight.  In  the  evening  of  the  following  day,  we  embarked  our* 
selves  and  baggage  in  a  boat,  and  crossed  the  Sound,  (about  four  miles 
broad,)  into  Swedep.  We  landed  at  Helsinburgh,  and  thence,  on  the 
following  day,  continued  our  journey  towards  Stockholm.  The  spring 
here  is  scarcely  perceived ;  and  although  it  was  the  17th  of  June,  the 
morning  air  was  very  cold  and  nipping.  Our  road  lay  through  Scone, 
or  Scania,  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest  provinces  in  "Sweden.  The  m^ht« 
ingale  has  seldom  been  known  to  extend  her  northern  tsiit  beyond  this 
province,  and  even  here  she  but  feebly  pours  forth  her  full-toned  melody. 
Farther  northward,  only  magpies,  wood-pecl^r*,  crows,  and  birds  of  the 
rock  are  to  be  found.  We  passfed  through  forests  of  beech  and  fir ; 
many  of  the  latter  were  blasted,  and  had  a  very  picturesque  appearance* 
The  first  stage  from  Helsinhnrg  was  sixteen  English  miles,  during  which 
the  only  animated  creatures  we  saw  were  a  group  of  dancing  goutu,  and 
fL  boy  with  a  fiagelet  going  to  the  fair.  Between  Astrop  and  Lunley  ta 
one  of  the  most  convenient  ferries  I  ever  saw  ;  we  drove  into  it  without 
any  difl^culty,  and  were  immediately  conveyed  to  the  other  side* 

The  first  day  we  dined  at  Orka  Ginga,  under  the  porch  of  a  little  cot- 
tage ;  the  scenery  about  it  was  very  desolate  and  dreary*     As  we      ' 
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some  of  the  Uke!i»  which  abound  in  Sweden,  we  saw  the  peasant  woinen* 
balfokneo  deep  in  water,  wa&hing  their  linen ;  they  looked  hardy  and 
happy.  The  cottages,  and  even  some  of  the  best  hous^^,  are  constructed 
of  wood,  the  planks  of  which  are  let  into  each  other,  and  the  outside  is 
painted  of  a  red  colour.  The  roof  is  foroted  with  the  bark  of  the  beech^ 
aiid  covered  with  turf,  which  generally  presents  a  bed  of  grass  sufficiently 
high  for  the  scythe  of  the  mower.  The  floors  of  the  rooms  are  strewed 
with  slips  of  young  fir.  Nothing  can  be  moce  solitary  than  winding 
through  the  endless  trnck  of  forests,  every  now  and  then  presenting  to 
the  eye  little  patches  of  cleared  ground,  where  fire  have  beeo'  felled  to 
ibrm  a  new  plautatioo,  as  in  the  American  woods« 

The  population  iu  both  of  the  provinces  of  Scania  and  Smalland  it 
very  thin  ;  except  in  the  very  few  towns  between  Fleursburg  and  Stock* 
holm,  the  abode  of  man  seldom  salutes  the  eye  of  the  traveller.  At 
dawn  of  day, .  and  all  day  long,  he  moves  in  a  forest,  and  at  night  he 
sleeps  in  one.  The  only  birds  we  saw  were  woodpeckers.  The  peasantry 
are  poorly  lioused  and  clad,  but  happy  and  Jbloomtng.  Their  clothes 
are  generally  of  a  light  cloth,  and  a  leather  girdle  binds  their  waist. 

We  reposed  a  short  time  at  Johnchippiug :  it  is  a  well-built  town,  of 
wooden  houses,  situated  on  the  extremity  of  Lake  M^ettero^  which  is 
about  one  hundred  English  miles  long. 

In  our  road  to  Grenoa  we  pasned  by  the  base  of  vast  impending  rocks, 
commanding  a  fine  view  upou  this  lake,  upon  which  1  saw  several  vessels, 
many  of  them  were  ships  of  considerable  tonnage. 

Northkipping,  through  which  we  next  passed,  is  a  large  and  handsome 
town,  and  mnks  next  to  the  capital ;  but  the  appearance  of  several  of  tha 
houses,  covered  with  high  grass,  excites  an  iift{>ressiQU  of  poverty  which 
their  interior  ifpmediately  dispels.  The  principal  beauty  of  this  place 
h  produced  by  the  waters  of  the  river  Motala,  which  descend  from  the 
rocks  in  broken  masses,  and  thus  eNhiblt  the  appearance  of  a  fiite  cas- 
cade. The  town  has  a  high  mercantiie  character ;  its  principal  mauufac* 
tores  consist  of.  brass,  cloth,  paper,  and  guns» 

I  must  again  remark  upou  the  romantic  beauty  of  some  of  the  cot« 
tages  of  the  peasantry.  The  country,  in  many  parts,  resembles  Switzer*  ' 
laud,  and  the  cottages  have  that  site,  and  that  air,  which  a  romantic 
fancy  would  select  for  them.  In  the  interior  of  these  abodes  of  simpli« 
city,  a  fctranger  is  sruck  with  the  pastoml  appearance  of  lines  of  large 
round  cakes  of  bread,  made  of  rye  and  eats,  as  broad  as  a  common  plate^y 
and  about  the  thickness  of  a  fingfr,  with  a  hole  in  the  middle,  through 
which  i^  passed  the  strings  by  Which  they  are  suspended  to  the  ceiling. 
The  peasants  bake  only  once,  or  at  most  twice,  in  the  year,  in  times  of 
scarcity  they  add  to  the  rye  flour  the  bark  of  the  birch,  well  pounded. 
The  family  presents  a  perpetual  scene  of  industry,  in  weaving  coarse 
cloths,  spinning  thvead,  or  carding  flax.  They  drink  a  poor  wretched 
beer:  in  most  of  their  post*hoases  a  traveller  is  sure  to  find  excellent 
coffee  and  sugar,  Aoioogst  the  peasantry  we  saw  several  Swedish  wo« 
mes  with  black  crape  veils;  they  wear  them  iu  winter  as  protection  to 
the  eye  against  the  ^iare  of  the  snow  ;  and  in  the  summer  against  the 
fierce  and  sparkling  reflection  of  the  sun  against  the  rqjck9.  The  only 
currency  of  the .  country  is  paper :  I  never  saw  but  one  piece  of  silver, 
from  ear  entering  till  our  quitting  Sweden. 

We  entered  the  suburbs  of  Stockholm,  over  a  long  floating  bridge, 
onder  a  g«te«  and  tbeuce  passed  for  about  a  mile,  over  a  wretched  pave- 
ment, ta  our  ion. 

We  employed  the  following  day  in  visiting  the  curiosities  of  the  city. 
We  ascended  an  emineuoe  of  rock  called  Mount  Maus,  whence  we  had 
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a  hirdVeve  view  of  this  irregular  and  beautiful  city,  it  appt^rtd  tooi 
a  little  larger  than  Bri>tol.  It  stands  upon  u  small  portion  of  two  peiiio- 
sulas,  arid  ^ven  islands  of  grey  granite,  washed  by  a  branch  of  the  fia!« 
tic,  the  lake Mspter,  and  the  streams  that  flow  from  it.  The  palace, « 
large  quadrangular  building,  uniting  elegance  to  grandeur,  rises  from 
the  centre  of  the  city,  which  it  commands,  in  all  directions.  The  mer- 
chant's housfs,  which  are  in  the  south  suburb,  run  parallel  with  the  s)>b- 
cioua  quay,  and  front  the  ships,  which  lie  clos^e  to  it.  The}*  are  lofty, 
and  in  a  graceful  style  of  Italian  architecture.  Those  of  the  building*, 
Msing  ainphitheatricllay  one  above  another,  are  either  stone  or  brick, 
stucc4>eil,  of  a  white  or  light  yellow  colour^  and  the  roofs  are  co%'ered 
with  dark  or  light  brown  tiles,  and  present,  with  the  surrounding  scenery 
of  scattered  half-covered  rocks,  their  forests  of  tir,  the  lake,  and  the 
wiudingfs  of  the  Baltic,  |i  most  romantic  and  enchanting  prospect.  The 
streets  are  badly  paved. 

A  traveller  will  find  much  gratification  in  occasionally  dining  at  the 
merchaitts*  club,  to  whicVi  strjngers  are  introduced  by  subscribers^ 
Here  we  found  the  dinners  excellent,  and  served  up  in  a  handsome  style, 
at  a  moderate  ex  pence :  the  apartments  are  elegant,  consisting  of  a  noble 
dining-room,  an  anti-room,  a  billiard  room,  and  a  reading  room,  where 
the  foreign  papers  are  taken  in.  The  view  from  the  rooms  over  the 
Mseter,  upon  the  rocky  cliffs,  crowned  with  the  straggling  parts  of  the 
suburbs,  is  lery  beautiful.  I  met  a  procession  going  to  the  church  of 
Kidderhoiin  :  the  quay  along  which  it  proceeded  presented  an  appear^ 
ance  of  gaietyand  %'ivacity.  A  little  canal,  which  runs  under  the  bridge 
leading  to  the  church,  was  covered  with  boats  tilled  with  evrlunds,  and 
small  poles  wreathed  with  flowers.  This  w^as  to  honour  tlie  festival  of 
St.  Jotin. 

The  palace  is  well  worthy  of  notice.     It  is  built  with  brick,  stuccoed^ 
and  stained  of  a  light  yellow  colour,  the  four  sides  of  which  are  visible  at 
the  ditl'erent  quarters  of  the  site.     It  it  composed  of  four  stories ;  in 
front  are  twenty-three  noble  windows :  the  architecture  is  like  that  of' 
Whitehall.     The  chapel  is  very  rich ;  and  opposite  to  it  is  the  hall  for 
the  meeting  of  the  States,  whose  seats  ar.e  amphitheatrically  arranged  } 
those  of  the  nobles  on  the  right   of  the  throne,  the  others  on  the  left* 
There  is  a  gallery  round   it,  and  the  whole   has  a  grand  eflect.     Th«$ 
state-rooms  are  on  the  third  floor ;  the  ascent  to  them  is  under  arcades 
of  porphyry.     One  drawing<vroom  is  particularly  worthy  of  notice  ;  tht9 
seats  are  in  the  form  of  a  divan  ;   at  their  back  is  a  vast  magnificent 
horizontal  mirror,  the  frame  of  which  is  of  yellow  and  purple  coloured 
glass,  and  was  presented  by  the  Emperor  Alexander.     The  other  royaV 
apartments  are  elegant;   but  the  windows  are  old  fashioned,  heavy,  ver]r 
lar<re,  high  from  the  floor,  and  look  into  a  quadrangular  court. 

After  a  stay  of  a  day  or  two  in  Stockholm,  we  prepared  for  our  de-» 
part  lire,  and,  to  save  time,  resolved   to  cross  the  gulph  of  Bothnia  t9 
Aho.     The  distance  from  Stockholm  to  Abo  is  about  three  hundred  and 
fift<?en   English   miles.     The  vessels,  which  are  hired  upon  these  oc«» 
casions,  are  single  masted,  and  resemble  a  shallop,  vith  a  raised  deck^ 
and  a  pink  or  sharp  stern.     On  the  day  of  our  departure  we  proceeded 
to  the  quay  where  our  vessel  lay,  in  front  of  the  palace.     A  very  little 
wind  caused  us  to  move  ver}'  slowly  from  Stockholm,     Before  night  we 
yrere  completely  becalmed  :  our  captain. rowed  us  to  a  rock,  and,  throw- 
ing out  a  gang  board,  tied  the  vessel  to  a  fir  tree  for  the  nig^tt.     Here 
we  landed,  and  ascended  the  rock,  which,  sparingly  clothed  with  grey. 
moss,  roee  from  the  waters-edge,  in  the  most  grand,  romantic,  and  pie- 
^ureeque  dtiorder^    Before  us,  the  rich  crimspn  suffueioa  of  thf  mi%

just  8uuk  behind  a  dark  undulatory  line  of  forests,  gave  a  tranquillity 
to  the  serene  surface  of  the  waters  of  this  arm  of  the  Baltic,  ithich  was 
Enlivened  by  the  white  sails  of  a  few  boats,  which  were  creeping;  blowly 
on  the  opposite  shore*  Seated  upon  a  rock,  we  for  a  long  time  con- 
templated this  scene  of  repose  and  natural  beauty,  but  at  length  obeyed 
the  calls  ofjsleep,  and  descended  to  our-cabinsi 

With  the  sun,  which  was  an  early  riser,  we  re^moored,  and  advanced 
but  very  sfowly.  lii  the  evening  the  master  again  moored  the  vessel  to 
another  island  fox  the  night.  This  island  way,  indeed,  u  most  enchant- 
ing  scene.  Upon  its  romantic  summit  we  found  a  little  cottaj^e,  em,^ 
bowered  in  trees  of  ^,  ash,  and  elder.  A  fisherman,  his  mother,  his  wifie 
and  children,  formed  the  population  of  this  beautiful  opot.  A  little 
field  of  grass,  in  which  a  cow  was  grazing,  another  of  corn,  a  garden,  aiid 
the  waters  of  the  Baltic,  which  again  rc&embled  a  lake,  supplied  them 
with  all  their  wants,  and  with  all  their  riches.  Hf  re  it  seemed  as  if  the 
heart  could  no  longer  ache,-^as  if  ambition  might  wish  to  be  what  he 
beheld,— «nd  that  love  might  ponder  on  the  past  withont  a  pang.  The 
inside  of  the  cottage  was  neat  and  chearful ;  the  good  old  woman,  with 
the  children  in  their  shirts,  playing  around  her,  sat  kitting  by  the  side 
of  a  sprightly  wood  fire,  and  vinder  locks  of  snow  presented  a  face  at 
peace  with  all  the  worlds  Oi3on  hearing  that  we  wished  to  have  some^ 
supper,  the  fisherman,,  with  a  countenance  of  lies  I  th  and  gaiety,  de- 
scended into  a  little  creek,  where  his  boiits  were  moored,  for  some  perch« 
cionfined  in  a  wicker  well  in  the  water,  whilst  his  young  and  lovely 
wife,  who  had  a  pair  of  sweet  expressive  eyesi  laid  the  cloth  in  a  de- 
tached room  facing  the  cottage* 

On  the  third  day  of  this  voyage  of  islands^  we  touched  at  another,  and 
procured  a  noble  pike,  fresh  from  the  net,  and  some  eggs*  Our  skippef 
very  ingeniously  kindled  a  fire,  and  cooked  it  on  his  little  canoe.  In 
short,  our  whole  voyage  was  a  combmed  scene'  of  pabtoral  simplicity^ 
which  reminded  me  of  the  scenery  and  images  of  Hesiod  and  Theocritus* 

We  at  length  reacheJ  Abq.  We  found  it  to  be  a  large  town,  situated 
Upon  a  point  of  land^  where  the  gulphs  of  Finland  and  Bothnia  unite* 
The  houses  are  handsome  ;  but  they  are  mostly  of  wood,  but  some  of 
brick  stuccoed.  The  cathedral  is  a  very  antient  and  massy  structure; 
atid  the  gloom  of  the  interior  is  such  as,  to  excite  melancholy  even  in  aa 
opera  singer.  It  contains  the  tombs  of  many  illustrious  f>imiiies.  We 
ascended  the  craggy  rocks  impending  over  one  side  of  the  town.  The 
prospect  beneath,  consisting  of  the  town,  the  winding  of  the  river  Aura^ 
the  distant  forests,  and  the  gnlph  of  Finland  seen  between  vistas  of  tnes^ 
was  grand,  and  picturesque. 

My  bed-room  at  Abo  was  singular.      It  was  a  ball-room.     The  walls 
were  laboriously  painted  in  glowing  colours,  with  flaming  swords,  fid- 
\dles,  flutes,  and  berapim's  heads,  baskets  of  flowers,  and  the  royal  arms 
of  Sweden. 

As  we  quitted  Abo,  and  proceeded  on  our  journey,  the  face  of  the 
-country  begau  to  undulate.  We  observed  that  the  houses  were  coo- 
•trncted  of  fir-trees  rudely  squared  by  the  axe  iu  the  manner  of  the 
Americans.  The  roof  is  also  of  fir,  sometimes  stiined  rfd  ;  the  windows 
are  frequently  cut  with  the  axe,  after  tl^e  sides  of  tlie  houses  are  raised*' 
Some  of  these  were  well  fiuished^  had  a  good  apixaraace,  ami  were  warm 
and  domfortable  within. 

One  night  w^  put  up  at  Mosolbolsted,  a  solitary  post-house  in  the 
midst  of  a  gloomy  forest,  which  lay  upon  the  borders  of  an  arm  of  the 
gulpfa  of  Finland*  The  p'ost«mastcr  usiiered  us  thiouj^h  a  little  hole  iute 
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a  wo<Klen-shed^  oppo«ite  to  the  poHUhoiise,  the  latter  being  occupied  by 
hitt  fBmil3*4      The  windows,  which  looked  into  the  depth  of  the  forest^ 
ivere  as  imiDoreable  as  the  building,      la  two  corners  of  this   dolorous 
hole  stood  two  cribs,  each  furnished  with  a  bed  of  straw,  and  coverlid. 
Here  we  slept  for  the  uight. 

We  continuetl  our  journey  the  following  day,  and  as  the  sultry  sua 
was  flaming  in  the  meridian,  we  passed  a  large  portion  of  forests  on  fire. 
By  some  smart  touches  of  the  whip,  we  saved  our  servant,  horses,  and 
carriage,  from  being  a  little  toasted  on  one  side.  These  fires  are  frequent 
in  Sweden. 

The  country  about  Borgo,  a  garrison  town,  is  undulating  and  fertile, 
but  the  cottages  in  this  part  of  the  Swedish  Finland  are  very  miserable, 
and  the  peasantry  very  wretchedly  cloathed.  The  men,  the  women,  and 
the  children,  had  no  other  covering  than  ragged  shifls;  but  the  sun  waa 
certainly  too  intense  to  render  them  objects  of  pity.  The  roads  were  ex- 
cellent, and  we  proceeded  with  great  velocity.  We  passed  the  celebrated 
fortress  of  Sweaburgh,  which  occupies  seven  islands  on  the  gufph  of  Fin- 
land, and  is  capable  of  protecting  the  fleets  of  Sweden  against  the  Rus- 
sians.    The  batteries,  basons,  and  docks,  are  of  hewn  granite. 

About  three  miles  from  Louisa,  another  garrison  town,  we  reached  the 
frontiers  of  Sweden,  and  in  a  custorn  and  guard-house  beheld  the  .last 
remains  of  that  country.  A  Swedish  soldier  raised  the  cross-bar,  upon 
which  we  crossed  over  a  bridge  which  crosses  a  branch  of  the  river  Ky- 
men,  and  divides  Sweden  from  Russia. 

W^e  now  be^n  to  reckon  our  stages  by  versts,  the  RuHstan  mile ; 
which  is  equsn  to  three-quarters  of  a  mile  English.  These  miles  ana 
marked  on  posts.  Upon  the  road  we  saw  several  peasants,  bare-headed, 
cropped,  fair,  with  sharp  beards,  and  booted.  The  country  was  wretched, 
rocky,  rough  to  an  extreme  degree.  We  reached  at  eleven  o*clock  at 
night  the  draw-bridge  of  Fredericksham,  the  gates  of  which  had  been 
sometime  closed.  We  had  much  difficulty  to  obtain  admittance.  On 
the  following  day,  we  took  a  cursory  view  of  the  town.  It  is  small  but 
handsome.  From  the  square,  in  which  the  guard-house  stands,  a  build- 
ing of  brick  stuccoed,  and  painted  green,  almost  every  street  may  be 
seen.  It  was  here,  that  in  1783  Catherine  the  2d  and  Gustavus  the  9d 
had  an  interview.  A  temporary  wooden  palace  was  erected,  containing 
tf  grand  suite  of  rooms,  and  a  theatre.  The  town  appeared  to  be  full  of 
military.  I  here  found  the  Russian  ruble  to  he  worth  aboujb  two  shil- 
lings and  eight-pence  English.     A  copec  is  about  a  farthing. 

Travelling  is  very  cheap  in  Russian  Finland.  We  paid  only  tw<r 
copecs  for  each  horse  per  mile,  except  for  the  last  two  posts  to  Peters- 
burf;h,  when  we  paid  Hve  faithings. 

yVe  halted  at  a  village  of  old  crazy  hovels,  composed  of  trunks  of 
trees,  rudely  thrown  across  each  other,  and  perched  upon  hills.  Every 
one  of  these  abodes  was  out  of  the  perpendicular,  whilst,  from  a  little 
hole,  which  feebly  admitted  the  light,  the  smoke  issued.  Xhe  inhabi- 
tants were  nearly  naked,  and  looked  like  an  unhappy  race  of  animals. 
Instead  of  the  green  refreshing  blade,  parched  hoary  mots  covered  the 
earth.  Not  a  tree  was  to  be  seen  ;  not  even  the  melancholy  fir.  Time, 
that  bids  the  barrenness  of  natare  bear,  that  enables  the  shepherd  and 
bis  flock  to  find  shelter  in  the  altered  desart,  has  passed  over  these  regi^ 
ons  without  shedding  his  accustomed  beneficence.  These  people,  Ui^ 
Fins,  are  distinguished  even  in  Russia  by  their  squaliduess. 

We  were  detained  from  want  of  horses  at  Treviock.  Here,  at  it  was 
too  hot  to  admit  of  two  sleeping  in  a  chaise,  we  entered  the  sorry  pott* 
bouse,  and  as  usual  slept  in  a  fmall  barn  and  cribs.

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At  three  o'clock  ia  the^  irioming,  I  was  awakened  by  the  jingling  of 
tlie^bells  of  our  horees,  which  the  peasants  very  merrily  galloped  up  ti» 
the  door.  The  sun  was  up»  and  threatened  very  speedily  to  destroy 
the  refreshing  coolness  of  the  air.  We  shortly  reached  Wiburgh,  a  large 
fortitied  town  ;  and  very  early  on  the  following  day  beheld  the  shining 
cupolas  and  spires  of  Petersbugh»  the  object  of  our  present  destination.

Part  Second. — Permanent  Fortification. 

Preliminary  Defnitiona. 

ANGLE  of  the  centre  of  a  polyf^oD  is  that  coDtatoed  between  two  Unef  drawn  to 
the  extremitieB  of  the  same  side. 

Anflrle  of  the  polygon  is  that  formed  by  two  joining  sides  of  a  polygon.  , 

Angle  of  the  flank  is  made  by  the  curtain  and  the  ilank. 

Angle  of  the  shoulder  is  made  by  the  face  and  flank  of  the  bastion. 

Approaclies  are  roads  sunk  in  the  ground  by  tlie  besiegers,  whereby  they  approach 
tlie  place  under  cover  of  the  fire  from  the  garrison.  > 

Barbet ;  when  the  parapet  of  a  work  is  but  three  feet  high,  or  the  breast-work  of 
•  battery  is  only  that  height,  that  the  guns  may  fire  over  it  without  being  obliged 
to  make  embrasures,  it  is. said  that  the  guns  fire  iu  barbet. 
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Bastion  is  a  part  of  the  iuaer  ioclosare  of  a  fortification,  makiD^  an  aof^lc  tovardf 
the  ^Id,  and  contistt  of  two  facet,  two  flaaki,  and  an  opening  towards  the  centre 
of  the  place  called  the  gor^^e. 

Banquette  is  a  kind  of  step  made  on  the  rampart  of  a  work  near  the  parapet  fot 
the  troops  to  stand  upon,  in  order  to  fire  oter  the  parapet ;  it  is  generally  three 
ieet  high,  and  as  many  broad,  and  fonr  feet  and  a  half  lowrr  than  the  parapet. 

Bcrm  is  a  little  space  or  path  of  six  or  eight  feet  broad,  bet\7een  the  ditch  and 
ihe  parapet,  when  it  is  only  made  of  tnrf,  to  prerent  the  earth  from  rolling  iot^ 
the  ditch,  and  serves  likewise  to  pass  and  repass. 

Bonnet  is  a  sort  of  work  placed  before  the  salient  angle  of  the  rarelin,  to  cover  i^* 

Capital  of  a  work  is  an  imaginary  line  which  divides  that  work  into  two  equal  as»^ 
similar  parts. 

Caponier  is  a  passage  mide  from  one  work  to  another,  of  ten  of  twelve  feet  wi^^t 
covered  on  each  side  by  a  parapet  terminating  in  a  slope  or  glacis. 

Cavalier  is  a  work  raised  generally  within  the  body  of  the  place,  ten  or  twel*^^ 
feet  higher  than  the  rest  of  the  works.  Their  most  common  situation  is  within  tl^  ^ 
bastion,  and  made  much  in  the  same  form  ;  sometimes  they  are  also  placed  id  the  m-  ' 
gorges,  or  on  the  middle  of  the  curtain  ,  they  are  then  made  in  the  form  of  a  hors^^  ' 
•hoe,  only  somewhat  flatter. 

The  use  of  cavaliers  is  to  command  all  the  adjacent  works  and  country  about  it     ^ 
they  arc  seldom  or  never  made  but  when  there  is  a  Lill  or  rising  ground!  which  ovcrai*' 
looks  ftome  of  ihe  works. 

Casemate  is  a  work  made  under  the  rampatt,  like  a  cellar  or  cave,  with  loop-holer^ 
to  place  guns  ia  it. 

Chevaux-de-frize  are  large  joists  or  beams  stuck  full  of  wooden  pins  armed  witi 
iron,  to  stop  breaches,  or  to  secure  the  passages  of  a  camp  against  the  enemy^^ 
tavalry. 

Cotcrt  way  ii  a  space  live  or  six  fathoms  broad,  going  quite  roiind  the  works  of^  a 
fortification,  and  adjoins  the  coiihierscarp  of  the  ditches,  covered  by  a  parapet  se* 
Yen  feet  and  a  half  Bigh,  terminating  in  an  easy  slope  towards  the  field,  at  a  dis^ 
tance  of  twenty  fathoms.  * 

Chamber  is  that  place  of  a  miue  where  the  powder  is  lodged. 

Counterscarp  is  the  outside  of  a  ditch,  opposite  to  the  parapet  of  Ihe  work  be- 
bind  the  ditch :  it  is  often  said,  that  the  besiegers  have  carried  their  lodgmente 
upon  the  counterscarp;  which  means,. they  are  lodged  on  the  covert-way. 

Couiterguard  is  a  work  placed  before  the  bastions  to  cover  the  opposite  flanki 
iirom  being  seen  from  the  cuvert-way  ;  they  are  likewise  made  before  the  ravclini. 

Wben  they  are  placed  before  the  bastions,  they  are  esteemed  to  be  a  very  good 
^fence. 

Crown-work  is  a  kind  of  work  not  unlike  a  crown :  it  has  two  fronts  and  two  bran- 
cbet ;  the  fronts  are  composed  of  two  half-bastions  and  one  whole  one^  they  are 
made  before  the  curtain  or  the  bastion,  and  generclly  serve  to  inclose  some  bniKliagi 
which  cannot  be  brought  within  the  body  of  the  place,  or  to  cover  the  town-gates, 
or  else  to  occupy  a  spot  of  ground  which  might  be  advantageous  to  an  enemy. 

Cordon  is  a  round  projection  made  of  stone,  in  a  semi-circular  form,  whose  dia- 
meter is  ab<Mit  eight  inches,  which  reigns  quite  round  the  wall,  within  four  feet  froojk 
the  upper  part. 

Curtain  is  the  part  of  the  body  of  the  place  which  joins  the  banks  of  one  bastibs 
to  that  of  the  next. 

Cunette  is  a  small  ditch  of  lO  or  12  feet  broad,  made  in  the  middle  of  a  large  dry 
ditch,  serving  as  a  reirenchment  to  defend  the  ditch,  or  else  to  let  water  into  it,  wbciC 
it  can  be  had,  in  the  tine  of  a  siege. 
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Demi-luue  or  Ravelin,  is  a  work  placed  before  the  curtain  to  cover  it,  and  |»re« 
Tcnt  the  flanks  from  being  discovered  side-ways;  it  is  made  of  two  faces,  meeting 
IB  an  oufward  angfle. 

Diteli  is  a  large  deep  trench  made  round  «ach  work  *,  and  tlic  earth  dug  oat  of  it 
scrrefi  to  raise  the  rampart  and  parapet. 

Escarp  is  properly  any  thing  high  and  steep,  and  is  used  in  fortification  to  expresf 
the  outside  of  the  rampart  of  any  work  next  to  the  ditch,  as  being  high  and  steep. 

Embrasures  are  openings  made  in  the  flanks  of  a  fortification,  or  in  the  breast-work 
«r  a  battery,  of  about  two  feet  and  a  half  within,  eight  or  nine  without,  and  three 
ftom  the  bottom,  for  the  guns  to  enter  portly,  and  to  fire  through. 

Epaulment  is  a  kind  6f  breast-work  to  cover  the  troops  in  front,  and  someHmeft  in 
flank. 

Esplanade  is  an  open  space  between  the  cilndel  and  town,  to  prevent  an  enemy 
from  malciog  approaches  under  cover,  after  he  is  master  of  the  place. 

Faces  of  the  bastion  are  the  two  sides  which  meet  in  an  angle' projecting  towards 
tbe  field. 

Fascine  a  kind  of  faggot  made  of  branches  tied  in  two  or  more  pieces  of  abont^ix 
<ir  eight  inches  diameter. 

Flank  of  the  bastion  is  the  part  between  the  face  and  curtain ;  the  flank  of  «tbe 
iMstion  serves  to  defend  the  ditch  before  the  curtain,  and  fsreof  the  opposite  bastion. 

Flank  (retired)  is  that  which  is  made  behind  the  line,  which  joins  the  extremity 
of  the  face  and  the  curtain,  towards  the  capital  of  the  bastion.  M.  Vauban  makes 
Ills  30  feet  from  that  line  ;  others  more  or  less,  as  it  liappens. 

Foogass  is  a  small  mine,  from  six  to  eight  feet  under  ground  ;  they  are  generallj 
l^aced  under  the  glacis  or  dry  ditches. 

Fraise,  a  kind  of  stakes  or  pallisades,  placed  horizontally  on  the  outward  slope 
^f  a  rampart  made  of  turf,  to  prevent  the  work  being  taken  by  surprise. 

Gabion  is  a  cylindric  basket  open  at  doth  ends,  of  about  three  feet  wide,  and  aa 
much  in  height  ;  they  serve  in  sieges  to  carry  on  the  approaches  under  covcr^  wheB 
they  come  pretty  near  the  fortification. 

Gabion  (stoft)  is  made  in  the  same  manner,  as  the  former*,  they  are  only  filled 
with  ail  sorts  of  branches  and  small  wood,  and  are  five  or  six  feet  long ;  these  serve 
to  roll  before  the  workmen  in  the  trenches,  to  cover  them  in  front  against  mnsket« 
skot. 

Gallery  is  the  passage  made  under  ground  leading  to  the  mines  ;  they  are  frooi 
fbur  and  a  half  to  five  feet  high,  and  about  four  feet  broad ;  tbe  earth  above  is  sup- 
ported by  wooden  frames,  with  boards  over  them. 

Glacis  is  that  part  of  a  fortification  beyond  the  covert-way,  to  which  it  serves  as  a 
parapet,  and  terminated  towards  the  field  in  a  easy  slope  at  about  loO  feet  distance. 

Gorge  (of  a  bastion)  is  the  interval  between  the  extremity  of  one  flank  and  that  of 
tbe  other. 

Hornwork  is  composed  of  a  front  and  two  branches  j  the  fW>nt  is  made  into  two 
balf-bastions  and  a  curtain  :  this  work  is  of  the  nature  of  a  rrown-work,  only 
nnllery  and  serves  for  the  same  purposes. 

'  iBterior  side  of  a  fortification  is  the  imaginary  line  drawn  from  the  centra  of  one 
biition  to  that  of  the  next,  or  rather,  the  curtain  produced  to  tbe  centre  of  tbe 
bwtiotts. 

Line  of  defence  is  the  distance  between  tbe  salient  angle  of  tbe  bastion  and  tbe 
opposite  flank. 

Line  of  circoipvallation  is  the  work  or  retrenchment  made  about  an  army  wbtcb 
besieges  a  place,  tq  secore  it  against  any  assult  from  without :  it  is  made  of  a  para- 
Mf  with  f  clinch  before  it,  and  at  every  thirty  yards,  or  tberbdioiMit  the  parapet  pich 
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jccU  outwards  in  an  augle ;  tbia  projection  it  called  a  Redan,  and  aenres  to  Bank  or 
delend  the  other  parta. 

Line  of  counterrallatioii  it  the  work  made  by  an  army  which  beaiegrea  a  place  be* 
twcen  their  camp  and  the  town,  to  cover  it  against  koy  enterprises  of  the  farrison; 
it  is  made  ninch  after  the  same  manner  as  the  line  of  ckrcumvaUatioUy  only  in  a  coa- 
Irary  disposition. 

Line  is  also  the  name  c^  the  works  made  by  an  army  from  one  town  or  strong  post 
to  another,  behind  which  it  is  encamped,  to  guard  a  part  of  the  country. 

Line  of  counter-approach  is  a  kind  of  li-cnch  miide  by  the  garrison  when  besieged^ 
going  from  tiie  cdvert  way  in  a  right  line,  so  as  part  of  the  euemy^s  approacbea  may 
W  enfiladed  from  thence. 

Lunettes  are  works  made  on  both  aides  of  a  ravelin ;  one  of  their  faces  is  perpes- 
dlic»lar  to  half  or  two  thirds  of  the  faces  of  the  raTelin,  and  the  other  nearly  so  to 
those  of  the  bastions. 

Mantlet  is  a  kind  of  moving  parapet  made  of  strong  planks,  about  four  feet  long 
tnd  three  high,  mounted  upon  two  wheels,  w^th  a  long  pole  fixed  to  it ;  they  aerrc 
to  cover  the  aappers  in  the  front  against  musket-abot. 

Orillon  is  a  part  of  the  bastion  near  the  shoulder,  which  aervcs  to  coTer  the  retired 
flank  from  being  seen  obliquely. 

Parapet  is  a  part  of  the  rampart  of  a  work,  of  18  or  90  feet  broad,  and  raised  aix 
er  seven  feet  above  the  rest  of  the  rampart  ^  it  serves  to  cover  the  troops,  placed 
there  to  defend  the  work,  against  the  fire  of  the  eneasy. 

Parallels,  or  places  of  arms,  are  deep  trenches  15  or  18  feet  wide,' joining  tba 
several  attacks  together ;  they  serve  to  place  the  guard  of  the  trenches  in,  to  be  at 
banil  to  support  the  workmen  when  attacked.  There  are  generally  three  in  «i  at- 
tack ;  the  first  is  about  100  yards  from  the  covevt-way,  the  aec«nd  so,  and  the  third 
near  or  on  the  glacis.    They  were  first  invented  or  used  by  M.  Vanban. 

Porl-cullis  ia  a  falling  gate  or  door  like  a  harrow,  hnog  over  tbc  gates  •£  Inrti- 
fled  places,  and  let  down  to  keep  out  the  enemy. 

Kampart  is  an  elevation  of  earth  raiaed  along  the  facea  of  any  work,  of  10  or  14 
ftet  high,  to  cover  the  inner  part  of  that  work  against  the  fire  of  an  enemy. 

Re«entering  angle  is  that  which  turns  its  point  towards  the  centre  off  tb«  plnc«. 
Ravelin.    See  Demi-lnne. 

Redoubt  is  a  square  work  without  any  bastions,  placed  a  some  distance  from  a  ion*- 
tifieation,  to  guard  a  pass,  or  to  prevent  an  enemy  from  approncbiag  thai  way. 

Ricochet ;  when  guns  are  loaded  with  small  charges,  nnd  devnted  from  lo  to  \% 
degrees,  so  as  to  fire  over  the  parapet  and  the  shot  mils  along  the  opposite  rni 
part,  it  is  called  ricochet  firing  ^  and  the  batteries  are  likeviie  called  ricocket  hii» 
teries. 
^  Salient-angle  is  that  whose  point  turns  from  the  centre  of  the  place. 

Sap  iir  a  trench  or  an  approach  made  under  cover  of  10  or  13  feet  broad,  when  tha 
besiegers  come  near  the  place,  and  their  fire  growa  ao  dangerana^  aa  not  to  ba  af- 
proached  uncovered. 

Sauciftson  is  a  long  pipe  or  bag,  made  of  cloth  or  leather,  of  about  an  inch  and  a 
half  diameter,  filled  with  powder,  going  from  the  cbanibcrof  a  mine  lathe  entraaco 
of  the  i^iillery  ;  it  acrves  to  give  fire  to  the  miae. 

Talud  (or  slope)  is  made  to  the  works  of  a  fortification,  both  on  the  outside  aad 
ioaida,  to  prevent  the  earth  firom  rolling  down. 

Traverse  is  a  parapet  made  across  the  covert- way,  opposite  lo  the  saliani  anylaa  ol 
the  works,  and  near  the  places  of  arms,  to  prevent  enfiladea;  they  are  18  feet  thick» 
and  as  high  as  the  ridge  of  the  glacis.-*Thera  are  also  traveraea  nuuk  ia  tha  capo* 
aiers9  but  then  tbay  arc  called  Tuobonnu 
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Trmvertcfl  «re  likewise  made  within  other  works,  when  there  are  any  hills  or  rif- 
iDglptittnd,  which  may  see  the  iosideof  these  works. 

TeaaUWs  are  low  works  made  in  the  ditch  before  the  enrtains ;  thfreare  three 
jorts,  m.  theftrst  are  the  faces  of  the  bastioos  prodncedy  till  they  meet,  hut  much 
lower;  the  second  have  faces^  llaaks,  and  a  curtain  j  and  the  third  have  only  faces  and 
flukks. 

Tenaillons  are  works  made  on  each  side  of  the  rarelin,  much  like  the  Innettcs ; 
tbtry  differ,  in  that  one  of  the  faces  of  a  tsoaillon  is  in  the  direction  of  the  face  of 
the  ravelin,  whereas  that  of  the  lunette  is  perpendicular  to  it. 

Tower  bastions  are  small  towers  ipade  in  the  form  of  bastions  by  M.  Vauban,  in 
his  second  and  third  method,  with  rooms  or  cellars  under-neath,  to  place  men  and 
{vns  in  them.

ANOTHER  attempt  was  made. by  Murat  to  overreach  the  blutYt. 
hon^ty  of  the  Russian  Geuerals. — With  tliis  view  His  Majesty  of  Na^ 
pies,  OD  the  1st  of  October,  rode  to  the  advanced  posts  of  the  Russia^ 
army  comnaauded  by  General  Mi'oradovitch,  and  the  following  conver- 
sation took  place*     After  the  usual  complioients, — 

Marat— *  A  re  you  informed.  General,  of  the  excesses  committed  by 
your  Cossacks  ?  They  6re  upon  the  foragers  whom' I  send  out  in  diffe- 
rent directions  *  even  your  peasants,  supported  by  them,  masi^acre  oux 
insulated  hussars.  ' 

Miloradovitch^ — lam  delighted  that  the  Cossacks  strictly  obey  the 
orders  given  them.  It  is  also  mo^t  satisfactory  for  me  to  learn,  from  your 
Majesty's  mouth,  that  our  peasants  shew  themselves  worthy  of  the  nam^ 
of  KQ8i>iaoB. 

Murat-' It  is  contrary  to  all  the  hitherto  received  rules  of  wflr ;  and 
from  this  harsh  state  of  things,  I  shall  be  compelled  to  send  out  columns 
to  the  right  and  left,  to  protect  the  foragers. 

Milorad.-^d  much  the  better,  Sire-^my  Officers  complain  of  hiaving 
been  three  weeks  in  inaction.  They  burn  with  impatience  to  take  can- 
non, coldura— 

Marat— But  why  seek  to  embitter  two  nations,  formed  to'esteem  each 
«iher  in  to,  many  respects* 

Milorad. — My  Officers  and  myself  are  ready  to  give  you  all  possible 
marks  pf  oar  esteem ;  bat.  Sire,  your  foragers  are  always  taken^  and  the 
Golumos  which  you  may  send  to  the  right  and  left,  to  protect  them, 
shall  be  beaten* 

Murat— -You  are  passionate  in  words.  General,  but  words  do  not  beat 
an  enemy.  Cast  vour  eye  on  the  map;  you  will  there  see  the  country 
we  have  conquered,  and  how  far  we  have  penetrated* 

Mi lorad--— -Charles  XII.  penetrated  stillfarlher:  ,he  reached  Pultowa^  ^ 

Marat— The  French  army  has  been  constantly  victorious. 

Milorad.- But  we  have  never  fought  except  at  Borodinow, 

Morat— That  victory  opened  to  us  the  gates  of  Moscow. 

Milorad.— I  beg  your  pardon,  ^ire,  Moscow  was  abandoned  to  you« 
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Mont-— At  any  rate  we  were  masten  of  your  aocieot  aod  iaimense 
cayttal. 

Milorarf.—* Ye«,  Sir?,  and  it  ii  au  afflicting  thought  to  every  RasaiaD, 
tOk  ni)*self  in  particular ;  I  did  every  thing  tor  the  nalvation  of  Moscow, 
Russia  has  made  to  you  an  imcneote  tacrificc ;  bat  the  already  b^ios 
to  reap  the  advantages  attached  to  it. 
Murat— How  ! 

Milorad* — I  perceive  that  Napoleon  has  sent  Lauriston  to  our  General 
in  Chief,  to  treat  of  peace.  1  know  that  your  soldiers  are  reduced  tor 
a^atisfy  themselves  for  sixty  hours,  with  what  is  scarcely  sufficient  to  sup- 
port a  man  for  tweuty*four. 

Murat— The  passports  sent  to  you  were  a  farce. 
Milorad  (continuing).— 'I  see  that  the  King  of  Naples  has  come  to  Ge^ 
neral  Miloradoyitch  to  beg  quarters  for  his  foragers,  aud  to  set  on  foot  m 
sort  of  negociation  to  calm  the  soldiers. 

Murat — My  visit  was  purely  accidental ;  and  I  meant  only  to  inform 
you  of  the  abuses  committed  by  your  troops.  Want  of  discipliue  ia 
b  great  misfortune  to  an  army  ;  it  has  often  been  its  ruin. 

Milorad. — But  in  that  case  you  onght  rather  to  encourage  it.  Pre- 
cious want  of  disci  pli  fie,  which  makes  us  shoot  the  French  foragers! 

Murat — ^\'ou  greatly  deceive  yourself  with  regard  to  our  position. 
Mof>cnw  is  abundantly  supplied  with  every  thing: — we  expect  imoiense 
reinforcements,  which  are  already  on  their  road. 

Milorad. — Do  yon,  then,  ihink  us  farther  removed  from  our  reio- 
forcements  than  you  are  from  your*s  ? 

Murat—- 1  have  also  to  complain  on  a  very  essential  point ;  I  appeal. 
General,  to  your  ju&tice,  and  your  sense  of  equity— you  have  twice  fire4 
on  our  flag  of  truce. 

Milorad.— Sire,  we  want  not  to  hear  of  parleys.     We  want  to  fight, 
and  not  to  negociate.     Take  your  measures  accordingly* 
Murat — \yhat  I  at  that  rate  I  am  not  safe  even  here. 
Milorad.— You  would  run  a  great  risk,  Sire^  by  coming  a  second 
time ;  but  to-day  I  bhall  have  the  honour  of  accompanying  you  myself  at 
far  as  your  videttes. 

The  General  here  called  for  his  horse ;  and  Murat,  struck  with  what 
mssed,  observed,  that  he  never  heard  of  such  a  mode  of  making  wer.  The 
iSeneral  replied,  he  must  have  heard  of  it  in  Spain ;  and  this  unexpected 
retort  induced  Murat  to  change  the  conversation,  and  politely  aak  the 
General,  where  he  had  first  served  in  that  capacity  ? 

Milorad.— Surely  France  must  still  recollect  the  campaign  of  Siiwo* 
row  in  Italy.  1  had  the  honour  there  often  to  command  uie  adnmced 
guard  of  the  Generalisiftmo. 

Murat  aud  the  General  then  separated,  after  shortly  conTerndg  about 
the  death  of  Prince  Bagrathion. 

Foiled  in  his  object  of  being  permitted  to  withdraw  witfaoot  inoletta« 
tion  into  Poland,  and  his  troops  having  already  suflered  mobt  severely 
from  a  scarcity  of  subsistence*  the  want  of  warm  cloething,  and  the 
rigour  of  the  climate,  Bonaparte  about  the  middle  of  October  prepared 
to  retreat  from  Moscow.— 'It  is  difficult  to  account  for  the  fatuity  wbich 
he  displsyed  by  his  long  continuance  in  that  city,  where  for  his  own  perw 
tonal  security  he  had  found  it  Jprudent  to  fortify  the  Kremliri,oot  of 
which  he  never  appeared.  Nor  were  his  precautions  in  thtsTespect  al- 
together unnecessary  :  he  had  totally  failed  in  his  endeavours  to  seduce 
the  Kustiian  people  from  their  allegiance,  and  had  just  reason  to  dread 
the  vengeance  of  thoM  #bo  had  tuffered  by  the  deyastatiou  wfatch  nwrk* 
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ed  the  progress  of  the  Fre 
em|tire. 

At  this  period  flcveral  coMidersWe  detachment*  were  made  1 
Ihe  enemy,  and  were  conducted  with  truuHl  skill  and  aucceMS  ; 
important  of  tlio»e  wm  the  one  agaiiint  Verrea,  which  pluce  vrat  lukeii  bjr  • 
SMauU  on  the  14th  of  October. 

Oo  the  iCth,  several  re-^mcnta  of  Cossacks  having  arrived,  it  n 
poaed  to  attack  Mural. — The  attack  did  not  tnke  pluce  uutil  the  I'stb/rl 
when  the  enemy,  hBvii)<;  sustained  a  considerable  loss,  retired  behiad  the  ' 
•mall  river  Moza.      The  only  iletachinent  of  any  imporlance  mude  bv* 
the  French  in  the  northern  direction,  was  the  one  stationed  ut  Demetrio^  ' 
which  WHS  recalled,  iu  great  haste,  us  soon  as  the  evacuation  of  Moscow  , 
s*a«  determined  upon.    Donujnrte  was  not  heard  of  ont  of  Moscow  o 
vicinity  till  alter  tbiii  period.  It  now  appears  thut  he  quitted  the  city  on 
the  19th,  leaving  a  rear->;uard  in  the  Kremlin,  and  15,000  of  hi^sick  uad'ij 
wouiitl'  d  Boldicra  in  various  quarters  of  the  town.     Tiie  Russians 
piedMnscuw  on  the  S3d,  with  the  lots  of  Lieulenant-General  Win 
rode,  who  «iis  treacherously  carried  off,  with  his  Aide-de-Cump,  Captain '1 
Tfnri^kin,  while  advancinjj  with  a  flag  of  truce  lo  remomttrate  a^inst  a'.fl 
protracted  resistance  on  the  jiart  of  the  renr-guarrf.     On  the  Slth  of  Oo*'  \ 
tober.  Ihe  French  army  was  reeonnoilred  by  an  officer  of  Cossuck-  be*f  j 
longing  to  the  corps  of   Moscow,  who  saw  four  camps,  one  on  the  new' 
Kulou^  rOi>d,  ni-ar  Borofnk,  and  three  on  the  left  hankof  tlie  Prntva— 
he,  the  same  niuht,  tientral  DoCtori>lf,  wag  ordered  to  occupy  Mala-JaW^  ! 
roslalf,  n  post-town  on  the  new  Kalouga  mad  between  Borof>k  and  thatf^  I 
place;  the  General  found  it  already  uccii|>ied  in  force  by  a  French  de«- 
tldiment ;  a  very  olMtinitte  contest  iminedietely  toirk  place,  in  the  coune 
of  which   the   troops   on   bmli   sides  were   reinforced,  and  the  town  wa»' 
taken  and  retaken  eleven  times.     The  MarKlml,  in  the  mean  nhile.  put'   | 
lii»  army  in  motion  by  the  left,  and  arrived  ut  Majs-Jaroslatf,  er-tahlish- 
inghis  nead-iioiirters  two  wer^ts  to  the  southward  of  that  town,  which" 
was  bnrncd.iind  detarhint;  a  considerable  Corp*  under  Otoeral    Plutow/ 
to  MeiJiuH,  on  his  left,  where  he  took  eleven   pieces  of  cannon,  and    left* 
the  ^ronnd  covered  with  dead. 

The  obstinacy  of  this  conlest  for  Mala-JaroslafT,  with  other 
stances,  lentled  to  confirm  the  Field-Marshal's  opinion,  that  the  obje«t' ' 
qf  the  enemy  was  to  force  a  passage  to  the  Southern  Provinces  ;  '  '  ' 
though  there  were  also  stroni;  grounds  to  believe  that  liewa»  prepared  to 
attempt  a  retreat  upon  Smolensku,  and  by  Wiliia  to  the  Niemeii,  yet  tbtt' 
Marshal  deemed  it  necessary  to  direct  his  principal  atleulion  lo  the  roada" 
pointing  tu  the  southward  ;  and,  with  a  view  to  obtain  iiinre  complete 
command  of  them,  retired  to  a  position  within  forty  versts  of  Kalouga, 
near  Gorki. 

Findiii);  that  the  enemy  was  moving  by  Verrea,  on  Mojoisk,  he  again 
ndvancrd  upon  Medina,  and  having  receivt^d  intelligence  that  the  French 
bewd-qiiarlers  were,  on  the  30lh  of  October,  at  Coloki,  a  monastery  not 
ftr  tfom  Borodino,  he  formed  his  disposition  to  attempt  to  intercept  bim 
near  Smntensk. 

'  Platow  and  the  Cossacks  having  been  detached  for  the  purpose  of  bar* 
nssin^and  surrounding  the  euetny.  Marshal  Kulusotf  reinforced  Uen.  ' 
Uilorudovitch's  corps  to  upwardsnf  eixbteen  thousand  men,  and,  direct* 
ing  him  to  march  by  hi>  laft  towards  Vmsins,  the  Marshal  himself  pro* 
ceeded  by  Si.ii-kei  and  Celinka,  in  a  parallel  direction  to  that  allotted 
te  General  Milnradovitch  ;  the  mtiin  ruml  fnnnttig  an  arch,  these  paruU 
lei  lines  of  march  were  shorter,  but  exposed  tu  greater  di  flic  til  ilea,  the 
rouU  beiny  leu  practicable. 
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The  head  of  General  iV]iloradovitch*8  column  readied  the  main 

first,  near  Viusma  ;  the  head^quarteni  of  Marshal  Kutusoff  were  estal 

lished  flt  the  village  of  Bikovoi,  a  little  to  the  southward  of  Viasma. 

In  regard  to  the  French  army,  it  appears  by  the  papers  of  a  Commi» 
sary-General,  who  was  made  prisoner,  that  they  victualled  one  hundred 
ana  twenty  thousand  men,  but  their  efficient  force  was  reduced  to  eighty 
five  thousand,  at  the  period  of  the  evacuation  of  Moscow,  and  that  Bona 
parte  had  contracted  with  a  company  of  Jews'for  a  supply  of  provision 
in  the  line  of  his  retreat.  'His  Guards,  and  some  select  corps,'  had  bee 
nursed  with  peculiar  care,  and  kept  as  much  as  possible  out  of  action,  an 
these  corps  appear  to  have  preceded  the  retreat  of  the  remaining  troops 

It  was  reported  that  Bonaparte  travelled  in  a  coach,  accompanied  b 
Murat,  who  has  received  a  contusion  in  hisiLuee,  and  Berthier. 

It  is  hardly  to  be  conceived  that  his  rear-guard  at  least  can  oontinn 
its  march  without  halting,  in  which  case,  with  the  assistance  of  the  ligh 
troops,  the  Russian  army  will  be  enabled  to  overtake  them.— 'They  have 
before  them  the  gallant  and  active  Count  Wittgenstein,  whose  charac- 
ter for  zeal  and  enterprize  is  so  well  established,  and  they  have  also,  oi 
the  Minsk  road,  to  encounter  Admiral  Tchichagoff,  with  the  Moldavia 
army,  which  is  to  be  hoped  may  have  time  and  notice  either  to  unit 
with  Count  Wittgenstein  to  wait  for  them  on  the  above-named  road^  o 
to  move  to  either  Hank. 

.  Marshal  KutusofF  has  sent  out,  among  others,  a  considerable  detac 
ment,  which  was  at  Elnee,  nearer  to  Smolensk,  under  Lieutenant*Gen 
Shepetoff  on  the  1st  of  November,  and  which  may  have  the  means  of  in 
terposing  delay. 

Thus  the  fruits  of  the  incursions  of  the  French  to  Moscow,  at  the  ex 
pence  of  the  lives  of  so  many  brave  officers  and  men,. seem  to  have  bee 
limited  to  the  burning  and  destruction  of  that  city,  and  to  the  ruin  an 
desolation  of  the  inhabitants  and  proprietors  near  the  great  road,  and  i 
the  vicinity  of  Moscow,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  it  will  to  the  latest 
riod  of  history,  reflect  lustre  on  the  spirit  and  patriotism  of  the  Russia 
empire. 

After  the  affair  of  Polotsk,  General  Count  Wittgenstein  detached  a 
ci^rps  to  observe  Mucdonald,  whilst  he  sent  General  Steinheil  on  the 
road  to  Wilna,  who,  after  having  cut  off  the  Bavarian  corps  from  that  o 
St.  Cyr,  and  entirely  dispersed  it,  with  the  loss  of  cannon  and  colours* 
joined  Count  W'ittgcnstV^in,  who  proceeded  to  attack  the  remainder  o 
the  French  under  the  command  of  Le  Grand,  Marshal  St.  Cyr  havine 
retired  on  account  of  his  wounds*  This  corps  was  reinforced  by  Marshu 
Victor  at  the  head  of  15,000  men,  and  having  taken  post  near  Tchasnik, 
was  the  redefeated  on  the  31st  of  October  by  Count  Wittgenstein,  who, 
considering  the  enemy's  pohition  a  good  one  for  himself,  continued  to 
occupy  it,  detaching  a  corps  to  take  possession  of  Wiiepsk. 

Admiral  Tchic}iugoi}*'M  dispatches  of  the  32d  of  October,  from  Br<)*i> 
litow,  reported  the  success  of  a  detachment  under  General  Tcbaplitz, 
>vho,  on  the  ^Oth  of  October,  took  the  Polish  General  Konotkofif  with 
the  whole  of  the  3d  regiment  of  Hulans,  of  the  French  guard.  Prince 
'Schwartzenber<^  crossed  the  Bog  without  givingthe  Admiral  an  oppor* 
tunitv  of  bringing  him  to  action.  Admiral  Tchichagoff  and  Count 
Wittgenstein  reciprocally  sent  detachments  to  ascertain  each  others 
position.  ^

TIni  booking  oaatooit  uufprtunately  sanfitipned  by  long  usage*  bas 
become  too  pi»valeiil»  and  almost  intoleiuble.  I  ipi\  cuuvinced  tlmt 
*wany , 'wbo  «re  wedded  to  old  customs;  and  others,  ulin  are  disiocliiied 
-to  -part  with  the  smullest  particle  of  power, vested  in  them,  will  ;iay, 
*  **  Things  have  hitherto  gone  on  very  well ;  therefore  wl|y  introduoe  a 
'Change- ?^wby  should  weoow  soifer  innovation  ?" 

Totbia  I  answer,  in  the  language  of. Lord  facon,  who  with  his  usual 

^sagacity  observes,  that  *'  Innovation  is  not  more  turbulent  than  a  frowaid 

>rtte»tiafB.of  cvwtom.^  Surely  every  mediciae  is  an  innovation ;  and  he 

tbatirill  not  apply  new  remedies,  .must  expect  new  evils:  for  time  is 

the ^eateat  innovator:  afid  if  timie,  of  course,  alter  all  (things  to  tbe 

worae,  and  wisdom  and  counsel  shalj  not -alter  them  to  the  better*  what 

'shall  be  tlie,  end  ?** — This  ia  an  arg^^nent,  1  tru«t,  sufficiently  strong  to 

justify  the  propriety  of  change*  whenever  it  is  deeu>ed  expedient*    Xiet 

us  now  impartially  judge  how  far  the  custom  is  a. grievance*  and  how  Air 

-k  ia^benefieial. 

-  The  chaiaoler  of  an  officer  ought  to  be  clear  und  unsullied.  Tbe 
least  flaw  is  enough  to  depreciate  tbe  vuloe  o$  this  inestimable  gem.  An 
'Officer  ia  taught  to  be  nice  in  the  extreme  in  his  conduct;  to  be  mi-/ 
nutely  circumspect  in  all  his  actiotis ;  and  to  look  upon  the  most  trivial 
deviation  from  the  strictest  principles 'Ofbonour,  to  be  an  indelible  stain 
on  his  reputation.  He  is  taught  to  be  so  tenacious  of  his  fair  fame,  that 
ishould  the  mostdiatant  reflection,  be  cast  on  it,  bis  very  sword*  indignant 
at  the  impiitation,  should  spontaneously  leap  from  its  scabbard,  to  vin« 
dicate  tbe  injur^  feelings  of  its  !Mrearer.  Of -*vbat  avail  are  these  Ugh 
notious  of  honour  ?  for  let  him  but  once  sit  on  a  Court  Martial*  where 
the  opinion  of  the  members  is  at  variance  with  that  of  the  officer  who  is 
to  approve,  and  the  chances  are,  that  he  is  wantonly  doomed  to  be 
wounded,"-*without  the  possibility  of  redress, — in  the  dearest  and  ten« 
derest  point.  I  say  wantonly,  because  no  present  or  ultimate  good  can 
be  reaped  from  animadveriug  on  the  Proceedings  of  a  Court,  though  it 
tends  to  inflict  pain  on  the  sensitive  mind  ;  and  this,  being  the  only  vul« 
oerable  part*  is  where,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  the  sbatl  of  spleen  is  aimed. 

For  instance '.—'we  will  say  that  a  Court  Martial  is  assembled:  the 
members  are  sworn,  solemnly  sworn,  to  udiiiiiii$(terjuatice :  they  patiently 
hear  the  evidence  against  the  prisoner,  and  his  defence  :  they  deliberately 
^nd  maturely  weigh  the  case  before  them  :  they  deliver  a  verdict  ac« 
cording  to  their  conacieuces*  and  in  conformity  to  a  sacred  oath  they 
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have  taken. — The  prisoner  stands  ac(juitted.  The  President  of  tlie 
Court  now  presents  the  Proceediag^  to  the  officer  who^e  province  it 
might  be  to  approve  them ;  but  it  so  happens  that  they  meet  with  his 
disapprobation  ; — he  revibes  them  ;— ^no  new  matter  is  brought  before 
the  Court ; — it  persists  in  its  first  resolution  ;-^he  cannot  help  himhelf  ;— 
he  must  abide  by  its  decision,  and  the  pri8oner  ts  dischari^e<]. 
-  Galled  and  vexed  that  the  Court  should  clash  with  him  in  opinion, 
and  that  it  should  still  have  the  hardihood  to  remain  firm  in  its  original 
judgment,  he  flies,  iu  the  intemperate  heat  of  the  moment,  to  his  privi- 
leged—established by  no  other  right  than  custom— ^f  animadverting  on 
tM  Proceedings  of  the  Court  in  orders  ;  and  this  proi^mbly  is  done  with 
more  warmth  than  discretion.  What  benefit  does  this  ocder  produce  ? 
None ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  causes  a  violent  irritation  in  the  roiiids 
of  the  members  who  composed  the  Court ;— -it  causes  the  painful  sensation 
arising  from  their  moral  rectitude  being  impeached ;  and  the  more  unplea- 
sant one,  that  they  labour  under  the  sti(<ma  of  having  violated  a  sacred 
obligation  which  they  entered  into— to  administer  justice.  Does  animad- 
▼erting  on  the  Proceeding  of  the  Court  in  any  shape  alter  its  decisions  ? 
No ;  though  it  bears  the  mvidious  appearance  tnat  the  opportaoity,  un« 
der  the  sanction  of  a  bad  custom,  was  seized  .to  grati^  a  spii  it  of  re- 
•entment.  it  must  lower  one  of  the  parties  in  the  estimation  of  the  sol- 
dier, if  it  have  not  the  more  baneful  effect  of  weakening  bit  fiuth  id  the 
integrity  of  his  judges.  What  real  service  can  result  from  this  custom  ? 
None.  What  is  the  object  of  such  animadversion  ?  To  this  question  I 
must  pause : — but  is  it  not  unmanly  thus  uselessly  to  insult  the  delicate 
sense  of  honour  of  a  soldier,  and  a  well  educated  gentleman  ?  Without 
hesitation,  I  boldly  pronounce,  that  this  custom  fundamentally  strikea  at 
the  unbiassed  distribution  of  justice. 

It  is  not  ray  desire  to  offend  :  it  is  far  from  my  intention  to  do  that 
which  I  so  much  deprecate.  It  is  my  wish  to  appeal  to  the  candonr  of 
those  who  are  possessed  of  authority  to  put  in  force  this  custom.  I  wish 
to  appeal  to  the  nice  sense  of  honour  of  the  British  soldier-— to  that  in« 
flexible  virtue,  and  to  that  spotless  fame,  which  he  is  so  anxious  to  pre* 
serve,  to  abolish  this  custom  bf  injuring  the  feelings  of  a  brother  soldier. 
Let  it  not  be  said,  in  this  instance,  in  the  words  of  the  inimitable  Batler»

Pari»^  May  a^— Her  Mijesty  the  Empress-Queen,  and  Regent,  has  received  the 
following  iutelligence  of  the  situation  of  the  army  on  the  98th  of  April  :— 

The  head-quarters  of  the  Emperor  were  on  the  i28tb  at  Naumburg :  the  Prince 
of^Moskwa  had  passed  the  Saale:  General  Souham  had  overthrown  au  advnnced 
guard  of  2000  men,  who  wished  to  dispute  the  passage  of  the  river:  the  whole 
corps  of  the  Prince  of  Moskwa  was^n  order  of  battle  beyond  Navmbnrg :  CSeneral 
Bertrand  occupied  Jena,  and  bad  his  corps  ranged  upon  the  famous  field  of  battle 
of  Jena. 

The  Vice-Roy  debouched  by  Halle  and  Mersebnrg :  the  Duke  of  Regfio,  with 
the  12th  corps,  had  arrived  at  Saalfcldt :  General  Sebastian!  marched  on  the  S4th 
upon  Yilzen  ;  he  overthrew  a  corps  of  adventurers,  commanded  by  the  Russian  Ge- 
neral Czcrnicheff ;  he  dispersed  his  infantry,  he  took  part  of  his  baggage  and  artil- 
lery, and  pursued  him,  Vepte  datu  let  reinty  upon  Luneburg. 

Paris,  ^/oy  4  — Her  Majesty  the  Empress-Queen,  and  Regent,  has  received  the 
following  news  relative  to  the  situation  of  the  armies  on  thesoth  of  April  ;'»- 

On  the  splh  his  Majesty  moved  his  head-quarters  to  Naumburg ;  the  Priace  of 
Moskwa  had  marched  upon  Wcissenfels  ;  his  advanced  guard,  commanded  by  Ge- 
neral Souham,  arrived  near  that  town  at  two  o^clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  found 
bimself  in  presence  of  the  Rossian  General  Lanskoi,  commanding  adiviaion  of  aix 
or  seven  thousand  men,  cavalry,  infantry,  aud  artillery;  General  Souham  bad  no  ca- 
valry, but  without  waiting  for  it  he  marched  against  the  enemy,  and  drove  bin ^from 
bis  different  positions.  The  enemy  unmasked  twelve  pieces  of  canuou  :  General 
Souham  placed  ii  similar  number  in  a  battery.  The  cannonade  became  very  lirely* 
and  caused  destruction  in  the  Russian  ranks,  which  were  mounted  and  ttncov«red| 
vhilst  our  pieces  were  suppitrted  by  tirailleurs,  placed  in  ravines,  and  the  villngea. 
The  General  of  Brigade  Chcmineau  diHtiuguished  himself.  The  enemy  af  tempted 
several  charges  of  cavalry :  our  infantry  received  him,  formed  in  aquares,  and  by 
theii^  /ire  covered  the  field  of  battle  with  Russian  corpses  and  boraea.  The  Prince 
of  Moskwa  said,  that  he  never  bad  seen,  at  the  same  time,  more  eotbuaiaam  and 
more  fang  froid  in  inHintry. 

Via  entered  Weissenfels ;  but  seeing  that  the  enemy  wished  to  keep  near  the  town, 
the  infantry  marched  against  him  at  the  pas  de  charge^  with  srhakos  at  the  end  of  tbeir 
noBkets,  with  the  cries  of  <*  Long  live  the  Emperor.**  The  enemy*s  division  re- 
treated.    Our  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  was  about  700  men. 

On  the  27th,  Count  Lauristun  marched  upon  Wctten,  where  the  enemy  Irnd  a 
bridice.  General  Maison  erected  a  battery,  which  obliged  the  enemy  to  bum  tbn 
briilge,  and  he  seized  the  tite  de  pont  which  the  enemy  had  constructed. 

On  the  <28th,  Count  Lauriston  advanced  upon  the  Halle,  where  a  Russian  eorpa 
occupied  a  ttte-de-pontj  overthrew  the  enemy,  and  obliged  him  to  evacuate  the  tiit' 
dr-^Minf  and  destruy  the  bridge.  A  very  brisk  cannonade  took  place  from  the  oppo- 
•Itr  banks.    Our  loai  was  67  men,  ih^t  of  the  enemy  waa  much  more  considerable. 

The  Viceroy  ordered  the  Marshal  Duke  of  Tarentum  to  march  upon  Meraebnr|p. 
On  tbo  tf^ib,  at  four  in  the  aAemooni  this  Marshal  arrived  before  that  towsf  ha 
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found  80O0  Prnstians,  who  wished  to  defend  themselves  there :  these  Prussians  be- 
longed to  d*Yorck^s  cor|i8,  those  even  whom  the  Marshal  commanded  in  chief,  and 
who  had  abandoned  him  upon  the  Niemen.  The  Marshal  entered  by  main  force^ 
killed  some  m'en»  and  took  300  prisoners,  among  whom  were  a  Mftjor,  and  took  pofr^ 
■etsion  of  the  town  and  bridge. 

Count  Bertrand  had,  on  the  29th,  his  head-quarters  at  Domburg,  upoq  the  Saa]e> 
occupying  with  oneof  his  divisions  the  bridge  of  Jrna. 

The  Duke  of  Rag^sa  had  his  head-quarters  at  Koesen,  upon  the  Saale;  the 
Duke  of  Reggie  had  his  head- quarters  at  Saalfeldt,  upon  the  Saale. 

The  battle  of  Weissenfels  is  remarkable ;  because  it  was  a  contest  between  infantry 
.mud  cavalry,  equal  in  number,  upon  an  open  plain,  and  the  advantage  remained  with 
the  infantry.  Young  battalions  were  seen  behaving  with  as  much  iang  frnd  and  im- 
petnotity  as  the  oldest  troops. 

So  much  for  the  opening  of  this  campaign.  The  enemy  has  been  drivtrnfrom  all 
tbat  be  occupied  upon  the  left  bank  of  the  Saale ;  we  ai%  masters  of  all  the  deboo- 
cbet  of  that  river;  the  junction  between  the  armies  of  the  Elbe  and  the  Mein  hai 
been  effected,  and  the  important  towns  of  Naumburg,  Weissenfels,  and  Merseburg^ 
have  been  taken  possession  of  by  main  force. 


DEMi.OFPiGiAL.-^Parti,  Afay  4.— The  fortress  of  Thorn  has  capitulated,  the 
garrison  is  to  return  into  Bavaria;  it  was  composed  of  660  French,  and  2700  Ba* 
Tsriana ;  of  this  number  of  3300  men,  1200  were  in  the  hospitals.  No  prepara- 
tions as  yet  announced  the  commcncemcot  of  the  siege  of  Dantsic  j  the  garrison  was 
to  excellent  condition,  and  master  of  the  ground  without.  Modlio  and  Zamose  were 
not  seriously  annoyed.  At  Stettin  a  brisk  engagement  bad  taken  place :  the  enemy 
iMVing  endeavoured  to  introduce  himself  between  Stettin  atSd  Dam,  was  driven  into 
ibe  aiarthes,Mid  i$00  Prussians  killed  or  taken.  A  letter  received  from  Glugau  in- 
IbrflM  as,  that  that  fortress  on  the  12th  of  April  was  in  the  best  state.  Nothing 
new  bad  occurred  at  Custrin.  Spandau  was  besieged :  a  powder  magazine  had  been 
blown  up :  the  enemy,  wishing  to  take  advantage  of  this  to  give  an  assault,  were 
vc^lsed,  after  having  lost  1,000  men  killed  or  wounded.  No  prisoners  were  made, 
bccmase  we  were  separated  from  them  by  marshes. 

The'^Russians  have  thrown  some  shells  into  Wittenburg,  and  burnt  a  partof  tlie 
town :  they  attempted  an  attack  by  main  force,  which  did  not  succeed.  They  lost 
ia  it  from  5  to  600  men. 

The  following  appears  to  he  the  position  Qf  the  Russian  army  :— -A  corps  of  par- 
tfaana,  commanded  by  a  man  called  Domeberg  (who,  in  I809,  was  Captain  of  the 
ILiagof  Westphalia^a  Guards,  and  who  basely  behaved),  was  at  Hamburg,  and  made 
Cj^Sewrsions  between  the  Elbe  and  the  Weser.  General  Sebastiani  had  set  but  to 
cnt  him  off  firom  the  Elbe. 

The  two  Prussian  corps  of  Generals  Vorck  and  Blncber  appeared  to  occupy,  th» 
flfit  the  right  bank  of  the  Lower  Saale,  the  9d  the  right  bauk  of  the  Upper  Saale. 

The  Russian  Generals  Winzingerode  and  Wittgenstein  occupied  Leipsic. 

General  Barclay  de  Tulli  was  upon  the  Vistula,  observing  Dantzic  \  General 
Sacken  was  before  the  Austrian  corps  in  the  direction  of  Cracow,  upon  the  Pilica. 

The  Emperor  Alexander  with  the  Russian  guard,  and  General  Kutusoff,  having 
eome  80,000  men,  appenred  to  h^  upon  the  Oder  ^  they  annoaiU;ed  first,  that  they 
would  be.  at  Dresden  •■  the  idth,  afterwards  on  the  90tb  of  April  \  neitlier  of  which 
bave  been  realised.  The  enemy  appears  to  wish  to  maintain  himself  upon  the  Saale. 
The  Savons  were  in  Torgao.

Behind  the 
square  was  placed  General  LAboissier's  bri^de  of  raralry,  under  the  orders  of 
Count  Valeny,  who  had  just  arrircd.  Girard  and  Marchant's  divisions  came  behind^ 
en  eckelony  and  formed  in  the  same  manner  as  Souham's  division.  Marshal  tb« 
Duke  of  Istria  was  on  the  right  with  all  the  cavalry  of  the  guard.  At  eleven  o'clock 
this  disposition  was  made.  The  Prince  of  Moskwa,  in  presence  of  a  clood  of  the  ■ 
tnemy^s  cavalry,  which  covered  Ihe  plain,  put  himself  iu  motion  upon  the  defile  of 
Poaema.  He  seized  upon  several  villages  without  giving  a  blow.  The  enemy  occu* 
pied,  upon  the  height  of  the  defile,  one  of  the  finest  positions  that  can  be  seen  ;  he 
had  six  pieces  of  cannon,  and  presented  three  lines  of  cavalry.  The  first  square 
fmssed  the  defile  at  the  pas  de  charge^  amidst  cries  of  *  Vive  T  Empereur  T  luug  coo- 
tinued  throughout  the  line.  It  seized  upon  the  height.  The  four  squares  of  Sou* 
ham^s  division  passed  the  defile.  Two  other  divisious  of  cavalry  then  came  to  re- 
ioforce  the  enemy,  with  twenty  pieces  of  cannon.  The  cannonade  became  lively. 
The  enemy  every  where  gave  ground.  Soubam^s  division  marched  upon  Lntzeoj 
Girard^s  took  the  direction  of  the  Pegau  road. 

**The  Emperor,  wishing  to  reinforce  the  batteries  of  this  last  division,  sent  twelve 

pieces  of  the  gnard,  under  the  orders  of  bis  Aid  de-Camp,  Gen.  Drowt,  and  this  reii.. 

forcemcnt  performed  prodigies.     The  ranks  of  the  enemy^s  cavalry  were  nvcrthrowe 

by  grape-shot.     At  the  same  moment  the  Viceroy  debouched  from  Merbeborg,  with 

the  eleventh  corps,  commanded  by  the  Duke  of  Tarenturo,  and  the  fifth,  commauded 

by  General  Lauriston.     General  Lauristou^s  corps  was  on  the  left,  upon  the  high* 

romd  from  Merseburg  to  Leipsic;  that  of  the  Duke  ofTarent am,  where  the  Viceroy 

was,  ou  the  right.     The  Viceroy,  hearing  the  brisk  cannonade  which  took  place  at 

LfOtzen,  made  a  movement  to  the  right ;  and  the  Emperor,  almost  at 'the  same  raoi> 

meat,  at  the  villagre  of  Lnlzen.

Colonels,  30  officers,  and  400  men  killed  or  wounded,  besides  a  great  number  of 

liorses;  but  by  one  of  those  fatalities  with  which  the  history  of  war  is  full,  the  first 

cannon-ball  which  was  fired  on  this  day,   struck  the  wrist  of  the  Duke  of  latrie, 

ipierced  his  groin   and  killed  him  instantly.      He  had  advanced  St>  pacea  from  the 

>ide  of  the  tirailleurs,  in  order  to  reconnoitre  the  plain. 

•^This  Marshal,  who  ha.s  a  just  title  to  be  named  brave  and  just,  was  equally  reeoia* 
mendable  for  his  military  coup  d*mlj  by  his  great  experience  in  managing  cavalry,  ae 
by  his  civil  qualities  and  attachment  to  the  Emperor.  His  death  upon  the  field  ef 
of  honour  is  more  worthy  of  envy,  it  was  so.  rapid  that  it  must  have  been  without 
pain.  There  are  few  losses  which  could  have  more  sensibly  affected  the  £mper«)r> 
beart,  the  army  and  all  France  will  partake  of  the  grief  his  Majesty  felt.  The  Duke 
of  Istria,  since  the  first  Italian  campaigns,  that  is,  for  sixteeu  years,  bail  always^ 
in  difTerent  ranks,  commanded  the  Emperor's  guards,  which  followed  him  in  all  hia 
campaigns  and  battles.  The  snng  froid^  good-will,  and  ialrcpidity  of  the  young 
aoMien  astoaished  the  Teteraos  and  all  the  officers.  -  It  ie  a  proof  of  the  sayingj, 
'  th*t  U  S0uh  well  horttf  virtue  does  not  wait  a  number  qfjfeats,*    His  Migcsty  bad,  on 
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the  night  between  the  Ut  and  8d  of  May,  bU'^ead-qnarters  at  Lutzen ;  the  Viccro 
is  at  Markranstedt ;  the  Prince  of  Moakwa  it  at  Keya ;  and  the  Du^e  of  Ra^sa  i 
at  Poserua.     General  Bertrand  was  at  Stohtfren ;  the  Dake  ut  Reggio  in  marcl^ 
upon  Naumborg.     At   Dautzic,  the   garrison  has  obtained  great  advantages,  IwV 
made  so  successfal  a  sortie,  tbat  it  took  prisoners  a  corps  of  3000  Russians.     The 
garrison  of  Wittenberg  also  appears  to  have  distiugaishcd  itself,  and  to  hare,  in  m 
sortie,  caused  considerable  injury  to  the  enemy.** 

A  letter  in  cyphers,  which  has  this  momcut  arriyed  from  the  garrisson  of  Glogaa', 
Ui  conceived  in  these  terms :— > 

**  All  goes  on  well,  the  Russians  have  made  several  attempts  upon  this  place  ^  they 
have  always  been  repulsed  with  much  loss  ;  three  or  four  thousand  men  blockade  as, 
sometimes  less,  sometimefi  more.  The  trenches  have  been  opened  j  daring  two  da]fS 
the  fire  from  our  batteries  forced  them  to  abaudou  their  projt;ct.

Her  Majesty  the  Empress  and  Queen  Regent  has  received  news  from  the  Empe* . 
ror,  from  the  field  of  battle,  two  leagues  in  advance  of  LutJKn,  the  9d  of  May,  at 
ten  o^clock  in  the  evening,  at  the  moment  when  the  Emperor  had  thrown  himself 
topon  a  bed  to  take  some  hours  sleep. 

**  The  Emperor  informs  her  Majesty,  that  he  has  gained  the  most  complete  victory 
ever  the  Russian  and  Prussian  army,  commanded  by  the  Emperor  Alexander  and 
King  of  Prussia  in  person  ;  that  in  this  battle  more  than  150,000  cannoB-balla  had 
been  fired,  that  the  troops  covered  themselves  with  glory  iu  it ;  and  that  aotwith* 
standing  the  immense  inferiority  of  cavalry  which  the  French  army  had,  that  good- 
Will  and  courage,  inherent  in  Frenchmen,  supplied  every  thing.  Tha  cimj  waa- 
Mskly  pursued.  No  Marshal,  no  person  composing  the  hovschold  of  the  Emperor^ 
■Wat  killed  or  wovnded.*'

Map  9.<— The  Emprcis  Qneen  and  Regent  has  received  the  following  intelligence 
from  the  army,  dated  the  3d  of  May,  nine  oVlock  in  the  evening  >— 

**  The  Emperor  at  the  break  of  day  of  the  3d  traversed  the  field  of  battle.  At  ten 
o^clock  he  pot  himself  in  motion  to  follow  the  enemy.  His  head.quarters  were  on 
the  3d,  in  the  evening,  at  Pegan.  The  Viceroy  had  his  at  Wichstanden,  halfway  be- 
tween Pegan  and  Borna.  Count  Lauristou,  whose  corps  had  taken  no  part  In  the 
battle,  set  out  from  Leipsic,  to  march  uponZwembaw,  where  he  had  arrived.  The 
IHike  of  Ragusa  had  passed  the  Elster,  at  the  village  of  Leitz-Kowits,  and  Count 
Bertrand  had  passed  it  at  the  village  of  Gredel.  The  Prince  of  Moakwa  waa  in  e 
position  upon  the  field  of  battle.  The  Duke  of  Reggio,  firom  Naumberg,  was  mordi- 
ing  upon  Zeist.   The  Emperor  of  Russia  and  King  of  Prussia  passed  through  Pegae, 

'  in  the  night  of  the  Sd,  and  arrived  in  the  village  of  Loberstadt,  at  eleven  oVlock 
et  night.  They  reposed  there  four  hours,  and  set  out  on  the  3d,  at  three  o^clock 
In  the  morning,  in  the  direction  of  Borna. 

**  The  enemy  has  not  recovered  from  his  astonishment,  at  finding  himself  beatiA 
on  so  large  a  plain,  by  an  army  so  greatly  inferior  in  cavalry.  Several  Colonela  and 
Mperior  Officers,  taken  prisoners,  assure  us,  that  at  the  enemy *s  head-qnartera,  thcf 
bad  not  learned  of  the  Empcror^s  presence  at  the  army,  till  the  battle  had  eom- 
■lenced— they  believed  the  Emperor  to  be  at  Erfurt /--As  always  happens  in  siaUlar 

'  circnmstances  the  Prussians  accuse  the  Russians  of  not  having  fbnght  welL    Tbe 
grcntett  confntion  prevails  in  their  retreat.    Several  of  thoie  pretended  velwitMfs 
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which  were  raised  in  Prussia,  have  been  made  prisonera ;  they  cause  pity.  All  dew 
dare  that  they  were  carolled  by  force,  and  on  pain  of  seeinflf  their  property  and  fa- 
■niliea  confiscated.  The  country  people  lay  that  a  Prince  of  Hesse  Homburg  w^a 
killed;  thatsereral  Russian  and  Prussian  jcenerals  have  been  kille«l  or  wounded.  Th« 
Prince  of  Meckleoburji:  Strcliti  is  also  reported  to  be  killed  ;  but  this  intelligence  it 
yet  but  the  reports  of  the  country.  The  joy  of  these  countries  at  being  delivered 
from  the  Cossacks  is  indescribable.  The  inhabitants  speak  with  contempt  of  all 
the  proclamations  and  attempts  which  hare  been  made  to  tempt  them  to  insurrec^ 
tion.  The  Russian  and  Prussian  army  was  composed  of  the  corps  of  the  Prnosian 
Generals  Yorck,  Blucher,  and  Bnlow,  and  those  of  the  Russian  Generals  Wittgen« 
atein,  Winzingerode,  Milqradowitsch,  andTormazow.  The  Russian  and  Prussian 
Guards  were  likewise  there.  The  Emperor  of  Russia,  the  King  of  Prussia,  the 
Prince  Royal  of  Prussia,  aud  all  the  Princes  of  the  Royal  house  ot  Prussia  wens 
in  the  battle.  The  combined  Russian  and  Prussian  army  is  estimated  at  firom  150 
to  200,000  men.  All  the  Russian  cuirassiers  were  there,  and  have  suffered  greatly.** 
{ MonittuTj  May  10.^ 

Her  Majesty  the  Empress  Queen  and  Regent  has  received  the  following  Intelli- 
gence of  the  situation  of  the  armies,  on  the  4th  of  May,  in  the  evening  :^-**  Th« 
£mperor^s  head-quarters  were,  on  the  evening  of  the  4th,  at  Borna.  Those  of  th« 
Viceroy  at  Colditz.  Those  of  General  Count  Bortrand  at  Frohburg.  Those  of  Ge- 
•eral  Count  Lanriston  at  Malbus.  Those  of  the  Prince  of  Moskwa  at  Leip«ic  ; 
and  those  of  the  Duke  of  Reggio  at  Zeitz.  The  enemy  is  retiring  on  Dresden,  in 
the  greatest  disorder,  and  by  every  road.  All  the  villages  in  the  road  of  the  army 
found  full  of  Russian  and  Prussian  wounded.     The  Major-General  Prince  o^ 


Neufchatel  has  given  orders  for  the  interment  of  the  Prince  of  Mecklenburg  Strelitz. 
on  the  morning  of  the  4th,  at  Pegau,  and  with  all  the  honours  due  to  his  rank.  In 
tbe  battle  of  the  2d,  General  Dumoutier,  n^ho  commands  the  division  of  the  young 
Innards,  has  sustained  the  reputation  which  he  had  already  acquired  in  the  preceding 
campaigns.  He  bestows  high  praise  on  his  division.  General  of  Division,  Brenier, 
was  wounded.  The  Generals  of  Brigade,  Chemineau  and  Grillot,  were  wounded^ 
and  have  suffered  amputation.  By  a  calculation  of  the  number  of  cannon-shot  fired 
in  the  battle,  it  is  found  to  be  less  considerable  than  was  at  first  believed  ;  only 
39,500  cannon-shot  were  fired.  At  the  battle  of  Moskwa  there  were  fired  upwards 
of  50,000." 


SEVENTH  BULLETIN. 
Detiils  of  thb  General  Battli. 

Jdojf  8.— Her  Majesty  the  Empress  Queeu  aud  Regent  has  received  the  fulluw* 
ing  liUelligence  from  the  army  : — 

**  Tbt  battles  of  Weissenfels  aufi^  I^zeo  were  but  the  prelude  of  events  of  the 
liigbcst  importance.  The  Emperor  Alexander  and  the  King  of  Prussia,  who  had 
arrived  at  Dresden,  with  their  forces,  the  latter  end  of  April,  learning  that  th« 
French  army  had  debouched  from  the  Tburinge,  adopted  the  plan  of  giving  battle 
on  the  plains  of  Lutzea,  and  put  themselves  in  motion  to  occupy  the  position,  bnt 
ilicy  were  anticipated  by  the  rapidity  of  the,  movements  of  the  French  army  ;  they, 
liowcver,  pcrisisted  in  their  projects  and  resolved  to  attack  the  army  to  drive  it  from 
the  positions  it  had  takeu.  The  position  of  the  French  army  was  on  the  sd  of  May. 
at  nine  in  the  morning,  as  follows  :— The  left  of  the  army  leaned  upon  th«  Eister  \ 
%t  waa  formed  by  the  Viceroy,  having  under  his  orders  the  5th  aud  nth  corps. 
7hc  centre  was  commanded  by  the  Prince  of  Moskwa,  in  the  village  of  Kira.  The 
Cmi  erur,  with  the  young  aud  old  guard,  wai  at  Lutzcn.    The  Duke  of  Ragusa  waa- 
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at  the  defile  of  Poserna,  and  formed  his  right  with  the  three  diiriRions.  General 
Bertrand,  commanding  the  4tb  cnrps,  marched  to  proceed  to  this  defile.  The  ene- 
my debouched  and  passed  the  Elster,  at  the  bridges  of  Zwenkaw,  Pegau,  and  Zettz. 
The  Emperor^  hoping  to  anticipate  him  in  bis  morem^nt,  and  thinking  that  he  could 
not  attack  till  the  5th,  advanced.  General  Laariston,  whose  corps  formed  the  ex- 
treme of  the  left,  marched  upon  Leipsic,  in  order  to  disconcert  the  eneikiy^s  project, 
and  pUce  the  French  army  for  the  day  of  the  3d,  quite  different  from  that  upon  whirh 
the  enemy  had  calculatf:d  to  find  it,  and  iu  which  it  was,  in  reality,  on  the  2d;  and 
by  this  means  carry  confusion  and  disorder  into  their  columns. 

**  At  niue  in  tlie  morning  his  Majesty,  having  beard  a  cannonade  from  the  side 
of  LeipMc,. proceeded  thereat  full  gallop.  The  enemy  defended  the  small  village 
of  Lesteuaiiy  and  the  bridges  in  advance  of  Leipsic.  His  Mtgesty  only  waited  the 
moment  when  these  last  positions  should  be  carried  to  put  in  motion  all  his 
army  in  that  direction,  make  it  pivot  on  Leipsic,  pass  to  the  right  bank  of  the  EI- 
ftter,  and  take  the  enemy  d  rerer^  \  but,  at  ten  o'clock,  the  enemy's  army  debouched 
towards  Kira,  upon  several  columns  eatremely  deep  ,  the  horizon  was  obscured  by 
them.  The  enemy  presented  forces  which /appeared  immense.  The  Emperor  im- 
mediately  made  his  dispositions.  The  Viceroy  received  orders  to  march  upon  the 
left  of  the  Prince  of  Moskwa  \  but  three  hours  were  necessary  to  execute  this 
movement.  The  Prince  of  Moskw^  placed  his  men  under  arms,  and  with  five  di- 
Tisions  supported  the  battle,  which,  at  the  end  of  half  an  hour,  became  terrible. 

**  His  Majesty  himself  marched  at  the  head  of  the  lust  guard,  behind  the  centre 
4>f  the  army,  supporting  the  right  of  the  Prince  of  Moskwa.  The  Duke  of  Ragusa, 
with  his  three  divisions,  occopicd  the  extreme  right.  General  Bertrand  had  orders 
to  debouch  upon  the  enemy^s  rear,  at  the  moment  in  which  the  line  should  be  most 
strongly  engaged.  Fortune  was  pleased  to  crown  with  tbe  most  brilliant  success 
all  these  dispositions.  The  enemy,  who  appeared  certain  of  the  success  of  his 
enterprise,  marched  to  reach  our  right,  and  gain  the  road  of  Weissenfels.  General 
Compans,  General  of  Battle  Of  the  first  Merit,  at  the  head  of  the  first  division  of 
tbe  Duke  of  Ragusa,  stopped  him  quite  short.  The  marine  regimeuts  supported 
several  charges  Yiii^tangfroidy  and  covered  the  field  of  battle  with  the  best  of  the 
enemy's  cavalry.  But  the  great  efforts  of  infantry,  cavalry,  and  artillery,  were  di- 
rected against  the  centre.  Four  of  Prince  Moskwa's  five  divisions  were  already  en- 
gaged. The  villageof  Kaiawas  taken  and  retaken  several  timet.  This  village  rc« 
mainedio  the  enemy's  power.  Count  de  Lobau  directed  General  Ricard  to  rctaka 
the  village— it  was  retaken. 

**  The  battle  embraced  a  line  of  two  leagues,  covered  with  lire,  smoke,  and  clouds 
of  dust.  The  Prince  of  Moskwa,  General  Soubam,  and  General  Girard,  were 
everywhere  making  head  against  every  thing;  tbe  latter  was  wounded  with  several 
balls.  General  Girard  wished  to  remain  on  tbe  field  of  battle ;  be  declared  he 
wished  to  die  commanding  and  directing  t^is  ti-oops,  as  tbe  moment  blul  arrived 
for  all  Frenchmen,  who  possessed  any  heart,  to  conquer  or  perish.  However,/ we 
began  to  perceive  from  afar  the  dust  and  first  fire  of  General  Bertraad^s  corps ;  at 
tbe  same  moment  the  Viceroy  entered  in  line  upon  tbe  left,  and  tbe  Bnke  of  Tareu- 
tam  attacked  the  enemy's  reserve,  and  reached  tbe  village,  upbn  which  tbe  enemy 
rested  his  right.  At  this  moment  tbe  enemy  redoubled  his  efforts  upon  the  t?ratre; 
tbe  village  of  Kala  was  again  taken,  our  centra  gave  way,  (Jtech^tJ  some  battnliomi, 
Hed,  fn  debanderentj  but  these  valorous  youths,  at  the  tight  of  the  EmperOTp 
rallied,  exclaiming,  **  Vive  tSmpereurr"  His  Majesty  judged  that  the  critical 
moment  which  decides  the  gaining  or  losing  of  battlea  bad  arrived  :  there  wat  no 
longer  a  moment  to  be  lost.    The  Emperiir  orderod  the  Duke  of  Trcvbo  to  m«vc^ 
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with  l6  batUlioos  of  the  yoabg  Guard  to  the  viWufge  of  Kaia,  -OTcrtbrow  the  eoe- 
my,  retake tl^e  Tillage,  and  oTercome  every  thteg  be  net  with  there.    At  the  lame 
uoBient  his  Majesty  ordered  hi*  Aid-deX!:anp,  Gea.  Drouet,  an  Artillery  Officer  of 
the  greatest  distinction,  to  form  a   battery  of  so  pieces,  and  place  it  in  advance 
of  the   old  Gnard,   which  was  formed  in  echelons,  as  four  redoubts   to  support 
the  centre,  all  our  caralry  ranged  in  battle  behind.     Generals  Dulauley,  JDroaofi 
and  DevauXfSet  out  at  foil  gallop,  with  their  80  pieces  of  artillery  in  the  saoM 
group.    The  fire  became  dreadful.    The  enemy  gave  way  on  all  sides.     The  Duke 
of  Treriso  obtained  possession  of  the  village  of  Kaia,  ^overthrew  the  enemy,  and 
continned  to  advance,"  beating  the  charge.    The  enemy^t  caralry,  infantry,  and  ar* 
tillery,  all  retreated. 

<*  General  Bonnet^  commai|dittg  one  of  the  0nke  of  Raguaa*i  divisions^  received 
orders  to  make  a  movement  upon  Kaia  by  bis  left,  to  support  the  success  of  the 
centre.  He  sustained  several  charges  of  cavalry  with  the  enemy ;  neverthele«« 
Geaeral  Count  Bertrand  advanced  and  entered  the  line.  It  was  in  vain  that  the 
enemy^s  cavalry  capered  about  his  squares,  his  march  was  not  relaxed  by  it.  To 
rejoin  him  the  sooner,  the  Emperor  ordered  a  change  of  direction,  by  pivoting  on 
Kaia.  The  whole' of  the  right  made  a  change  in  front,  the  right  wing  fureraost. 
The  enemy  then  fled,  and  we  pursued  him.  for  a  league  and  a  half.  We  soon  ar» 
rived  at  the  heights  which  had  been  occupied  by  the  Emperor  Alexander,  the  King 
ofProsfla,  and  the  Brandeoburgh  family  during  the  battle.  An  officer  who  was 
taken  prisoner  there  informed  us  of  this  circumstance.  We  have  made  several 
Thousand  prisoners.  The  number  could  not  be  more  considerable,  consideriog  the 
inferiority  of  our  cavalry,  ami  the  dtsire  which  the  Emperor  bad  shewn  of  sparing 
it.  At  the  commencement  of  tl»e  battle  the.  Emperor  said  to  the  troops — ^*  It  is  a 
battle  like  those  i a  ^gypt,  a  good  infantry,  supported  by  artillery,  should  be  suf- 
ficient for  it/' 

**  General  Go  aril,  chief  of  the  Prince  of  Moskwa^'s  Staff,  was.  killed  ;  a  death 
wurtliy  of  80  good  a  soldier  !  Our  loss  amounts  to  I0,ooa  men  killed  and  wounded  ^ 
that  of  the  enemy  piay  estynated  at  as  or  30,000  men.  The  Royal  Prussian  Guards 
are  destroyed.  The  Emperor  of  RuasiaNi  Guards  have  suffered  considerably,  an4. 
the  two  divisions  of  ten  regimmts  of  Russian  cuirassiers  are  destroyed.  His  Ma* 
jesty  cannot  pay  a  sufficient  enlogiom  to  the  good  will,  courage,  and  intrepidity  o( 
the  army.  Othr  young  sdldiers  took  no  danger  into  consideration.  They  have  in 
this  great  instance  ahown  all  the  nobleness  of  the  French  blood.  The  chief  of  the 
Staff  in  his  relations  mentions  the  &ne  actions  which  have  shed  a  lustre  on'  this 
brilliant  day,  which,  lik^  a  clap  of  thunder,  has  pulverised  the  chimerical  hopes 
and  all  the  calculations  for  the  destruction  and  dismemberment  of  the  -empire. 
The  cloudy  train  collected  by  tbe  Cabinet  of  St.  Jameses  during  a  whole  winter,  is 
in  an  instant  destroyed,  like  the  Gordon  knot  by  the  sword  of  Alexatidei*.  The 
Prince  of  Hesse 'Homburg  was  killed^  tbe  prisoners  say  that,  the  young  Prince 
Royal  of  Prussia  is  wounded,  and  the  Prince  of  Mecklenberg  Slrelitx  killed. 

*<  The  infantry  of  the  Old  Guards,  only  sik  battalions  of  wh^h  haye  arrived,  by 
their  presence  kept  dp  the  affair  with  that  tang  f raid  with  which  they  are' cha- 
racterised— they  did  not  fire  a  musket.  Half  the  army  was  not  engaged  :  for  the 
four  divisions  of  General  Lauriston^s  corps  hare  done  nothing  but  occupy  Leipsic— ;• 
the  three  divisions  of  the  Duke  of  Reggio  were  still  two  days*  march  from  the  field 
of  battle— Count  Bertrand  did  no^  charge  but  with  one  of  his  divisions,  aud  so  lightly 
that  it  did  not  lose  50  men  ;  his  sd  and  3d  divi^ons  did  not  charge  at  all. — 
The  second  division  of  the  young  Guards,  commanded  by  Gen.  Barrois,  were  stil^ 
^ve  days' march  off-,  it  waa  the  same  with  half  tbe  old  Guards,  cummf  nded  b^ 
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Gen.  Drcove,  who  was  Ibcn  only  at  Erfurt.    Tlie  Duke  of  Bellooo^s  corps  «m  Amo 
three  d&ys*  march  froBi  the  field  of  hattle.    General  Sebasti^nPs  corps  i»f  cavslrf, 
%rith  the  three  dirisions  of  the  Prince  of  Eckmubl,  was  on  the  banks  of  the  Elbe. 
The  Allied  Army,  150  or  fioo,ooo  men  stroBf,  commanded  by  the  two  SoTereigns,witb 
k  sveat  number  of  tbe  Princes  of  tkic  House  of  Prussia,  has  thus  been  defeated  aai 
put  to  the  rout  by  less  than  half  of  the  French  army.    The  field  of  hattle  presented 
the  most  affecting  spectacle.    The  3rouBf  soldiers,  on  seeing  the  Emperor,  forfot 
their  •nfierinf s,  and  exclaimed,  **  Ftre  VEmpereur  .'*'—**  It  is  now  90  years  (said 
the  Emperor)  that  I  have  conHwanded  the  French  armies,  but  I  hsve  never  yet  wit* 
ne»8ed  so  much  bravery  and  devotion  !**    Europe  would  at  Ifugth  be  at  peace  if  the 
Sovereigns  and  the  Ministers  who  direct  their  cabinets  could  have  been  present  on 
the  field  of  battle,  i  They  would  give  up  all  hopes  of  causing  the  star  of  Fraace  to 
set,  and  perceive  that  those  Counsellers  who  wish  to  dismember  the  French  Empire, 
and  bumble  the  Emperor,  are  preparing  the  ruin  of  their  Sovereign.^*— ilfontffur, 
May  9.

SITVATIOK  or  TBE  ARBIIKS  ON  Till  5TH  OV  MAT. 

May  10.— 'Her  Mi^esty  the  Empress  Queen  and  Regent  has  received  the  followiof 
Intel  liGTenre  of  the  situation  of  the  armies  on  the  evening  of  the  5tb  :— 

<*  The  £Riperor*s  head^narteri  were  at  Colditz ;  the  Viceroy's  at  Horta ;  tbe  I>uk« 
of  Ragitsa*8  behind  Coldilz ;  General  Lanrislon's  at  Wnrtsenof;   the  Prince  of  Mosk- 
wa*s  at  Leipsic  ;  the  iJukeofReggioVat  Altenburg ;  and  General  Bertrand'sat  Rocb- 
litK.    The  Viceroy  arrived  before  Colditz  on  the  5th,  at  nine  in  the  morning.      The 
bridge  was  cut,  and  some  columns  of  infantry  and  cavalry,  with,  artillery,  opposed 
our  passage.    The  Viceroy,  with  his  dirition,  marched  towards  a  ford,  which  Isoa 
the  left,  passed  the  river,  and  gained  the  village  of  Komeslian,  where  he  caused  • 
battery  oftwetfty  pieces  of  artillery  to  be  placed ;  the  enemy  then  evacuated  the 
town  of  Colditz  in  the  greatest  disorder,  and  in  defiling  were  expoaed  to  the  fire  of 
6ur  twenty  pieces  of  artillery.    The  Viceroy  pursued  the  enemy  with  vigour  j  it  was 
the  remainder  of  the  Prussian  army,  about  90  or  9S,0O0  men  strong,  which  took 
their  direction  partly  to  Leissnig  and  fiartly  to  Gerdsdorff.      Having  arrived  • 
Gerdsdorff,  the  Russian  troops  passed  across  a  reserve  which  occupied  this  position  r 
it  was  the  Russian  corps  of  Miloradowitch,  composed  of  two  divisions,  amouatinf 
to  nearly  800O  men,  under  arms.    The  Russian  regiment's,  consisting  of  only  two 
battalions,  of  four  companies  each,  and  the  companies  not  consisting  of  nsore  thaa 
150  men,  but  having  at  present  not  more  thsn  100  men  each  under  arms,  which  does 
not  amount  to  more  than  7  or  800  men  per  regiment.    These  two  divisions  of  Milo* 
radowitch  had  arrived  at  the  moment  the  battle  waa  finished,  and  could  not  take  nay 
part  in  it. 

<<  Immediately  on  the  96th  division  having  rejoined  the  35th,  the  Viceroy  gave 
orders  to  the  Duke  of  Tarentnm  to  form  the  two  diviskma  in  three  cohtmna,  nW 
drive  the  enemy  from  his  positions.  The  attack  was  brisk ;  our  brave  fellows  pre- 
cipitated themselves  on  the  Russians,  penetrated,  and  drove  them  towards  Hortm. 
In  this  engagement  we  had  5  or  fioo  wounded,  and  took  1000  prisoners.  The  cncoiy 
lost  9000  men  on  this  day.  General  Bertrmnd  being  arrived  at  Rocblits,  took  thcro 
several  convoys  of  sick  and  wounded,  some  baggage,  and  made  some  prisoners;  np. 
Wards  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  carriages  with  wounded  bad  passed  by  thin 
route.  The  Kiug  of  Prnssin  and  the  Emperor  Alexander  bad  slept  at  Rochlitc-i* 
An  A^utant  Sub-officer  of  the  17th  provisional,  who  had  been  naade  prisoner  in  tho 
Ihattle  of  the  8d,  made  his  escape,  and  gave  infsrnmtiott  that  the  enemy  bad  ana- 
takied  great  losses,  and  was  retiring  in  the  utmost  disorder  3  that  during  tbe  battle

At  the  battle  of  the  sd,  the  OrdoaDce  Officert,  Beringer  and  Pretil,  were  woaDdcd, 
but  only  tlightly.

[TRAN8LAT10V  FROM  THE  GERMAN.]—**  The  enemy  tnmed  bit  back  to  Leip- 
zic ;  and  we  bad  behind  at  Naamburg  and  Weitteafels.  The  Eltter  and  the  Luppe 
Were  at  a  certain  distance  from  the  wingt  of  the  two  armiet.  Before  oar  right  wing 
we  had  a  riUage  occupied  by  the  enemy. 

«  The  battle  began  by  the  attack  of  this  ▼illage,  which  wat  carried  by  the  right 
wing  of  Blucber^t  corpt. 

<<  Soun  after,  the  left  wing  of  that  corpt  found  ittelf  before  another  village,  be- 
fore which  the  enemy  brought  teveral  batteries  \  we  oppoted  to  him  nearly  aa  amch 
artillery)  which  we  covered  by  our  reterve  of  cavalry,  becante  the  infantry  bad 
hiot  adtanced  to  far.  The  other  corpt  came  up  by  degrees,  and  the  battle  cooi* 
menced  the  whole  length  of  the  line,  and  extended  patt  the  last  village  on  the  left ; 
i  do  not  exactly  know  to  what  distance.  We  occupied  for  some  boors  the  villagea 
on  onr  right ;  but  the  enemy  presented  himself  there  in  considerable  force,  tur- 
rounded  and  took  it.  He  did  not  keep  it  above  half  an  hour.  We  again  attacked 
and  took  it.  We  even  penetrated  beyond  it,  and  took  two  other  villaget,  by  whicb 
meant  we  came  on  the  enemy^s  flankt. 

**  From  thit  moment  the  battle  becapae  very  obstinate  at  thia  point.  Almott  all 
the  infantry  of  Blucher^t  corpt,  and  part  of  that  of  the  other  corps,  came  up  by  de- 
grees. We  were  then  very  near  each  other.  Victory  appeared  to  incline  tometimes 
to  the  one  tide  and  tometimes  to  the  other.  In  the  mean  time  we  did  not  loae  ap 
inch  of  the  ground  we  occupied  on  the  enemy ^s  flank. 

**  It  was  now  between  six  and  seven  in  the  evening,  and  at  ibis  moment  I  was 
wounded  in  the  leg,  and  forced  to  quit  the  field  of  battle.  I  am  ignorant  what 
passed  on  the  left  wing,  but  I  perceived  that  we  had  likewise*  gained  some  groand 
on  that  side^— The  battle  was  consequently  won.  I  do  not  as  yet  know  the  resvlt. 
The  enemy  has  occupied  Leipzic  in  his  rear.  Towards  evening  reinforcementa  had 
arrived  from  the  grand  army,  and  Miloradowitch^s  corps  was  in  march.  At  this 
moment  I  learn  the  battle  is  over,  and  that  we  are  masters,  not  only  of  the  first 
field  of  battle,  but  likewise  of  the  ground  which  we  had  taken  from  the  enemy » 
Nevertheless,  the  occupation  of  Leipzic  by  the  enemy,  obliges  oa  to  make  a  lateral 
muvemeut/* 

Paris,  May  14.— Her  Majesty  the  Empress  Qneen  and  Regent  has  received  the 
following  information  of  the  situation  of  the  armies  up  to  the  morning  of  the  9lh. 

*<  Ou  the  7tb,  the  Emperor's  head  quarters  were  at  Notsen.  Between  Noasen  and 
Wdsdruf  the  Viceroy  fell  in  with  the  enemy  posted  behind  a  torrent,  and  in  a  fin* 
situation.  He  drove  them  from  this  [post,  killed  about  looo  men,  and  made  5<K^ 
prisoners, 

**  A  Cossack,  who  was  taken,  was  bearer  of  the  annexed  order  (A)  for  burning  the 
^nk^i^  ^^  '^^  Russian  rear.gusrd.  In  effect,  800  Russian  waggons  were  burned ; 
a  quantity  of  baggage  and  90  pieces  of  artillery  were  taken  by  us  on  the  roads  3  s«- 
ireral  corps  of  Cossacks  were  cut  off — we  pursued  them. 

"  The  Viceroy  entered  Dresden  on  the  8th  at  noon.  Independent  of  the  great 
bridge  which  thccptmy  hadrtftortd,  they  had  thrown  three  bridges  over  the  Elbe^

The  Emperor,  in  making  a  circuit  of  the  city,  immediately  went  t* 
the  stoires  for  building,  at  the  gate  of  Puna,  and  from  thence  to  the  village  of  Pria^ 
leilits,  where  his  Mijesty  ordered  a  bridge  to  be  thrown  over  the  river.  At  seven 
o^clock  in  the  evening  his  Majesty  returned  from  his  reconnoisapce  to  the  Palace, 
where  he  is  lodged.  The  old  guard  made  its  entrance  into  Dresden  at  eight  o'clock  ia 
the  evenings 

**  On  tWe  9th,  at  three  in  the  morning,  the  Em^or  himself  caused  a  battery 
to  be  placed  on  one  of  the  bastions  which  commands  tke  right  flank,  by  which  the 
enemy  was  driven  from  a  position  that  he  occupied  on  that  side. 

*^  The  Prince  of  Moskwa  is  marching  on  Torgau. 

"  You  will  fiad  here  the  relation  which  the  enemy  has  given  of  the  battle  of  JLutxem 
(  B),  which  in  nothing  but  a  tissue  of  falsehoods. 

**  We  are  advised  here,  that  orders  had  l>een  given  to  sing  Te  JDeum  ;  hot  that  the 
people  of  the  country  who  were  charged  to  have  it  performed,  declared  it  to  be  ridi^ 
culous,  and  that  what  might  be  suitable  in  Russia,  wonld  be  very  absurd  in  Germaay, 

'*  The  Emperor  of  Russia  left  Dresden  yesterday  morning. — ^The  famous  Stein  in 
mn  object  of  contempt  to  an  honest  people.  He  wishes  to  cause  the  mob  to  revolt 
against  the  land-owners.  We  cannot  recover  from  our  surprise,  to  see  such  Sore- 
reigns  as  tlie  Kiug  of  Prussia,  and  mure  especially  the  Emperor  Alexander,  on  whoai 
nature  has  bestowed  so  many  fine  qualities,  give  the  sanction  of  their  names  to  ac- 
tions so  criminal  and  atrocious,  ludependent  of  the  cannon  and  baggage  taken  ua 
the  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  we  likewise  made  SOOO  prisoners  in  the  battle,  and  took 
ID  pieces  of  artillery.  The  enemy  did  not  take  a  single  cannon  from  us,  but  he 
made  ill  prisuoers.

aissioned  Officers,  and  Rations  are  to  be  issued  for  tliem  as  long  as  the  Corps  re- 
mains in  a  Foreign  Garrison. 

When  a  Regiment  embarks  for  active  Field  Servicej  the  nnmber  of  Soldiers^  Wivee 
to  be  permitted  to  accompany  it,  mast  be  limited  to  Hi*  per  Company ^  or  their  Em* 
iMrluilton  must  be  altogether  forbidden,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  Senrice  for 
which  the  regiment  may  be  destined. 

To  such  Wives  of  Soldiers  as  are  not  permitted  to  embark  with  their  Husbands^ 
theHstes  of  Allowance,  authorized  by  thciAct  of  the  3lst  of  George  3d,  chap.  io6, 
mad  by  the  Act  of  the  59d  of  Geo.  3d,  Cha.  120,  (Extracts  from  which  are  containe<l 
ia  the  following  pages)  will  be  granted,  to  enable  them  to  proceed  to  their  Homes^ 
<ir  to  the  Places  at  which  they  intend  to  reside,  during  the  absence  of  their  Hus^ 
bands  on  Service. 

If  a  regiment  should  embark  from  a  Foreign  Garrison  for  Field  Service,  such 
Soldiers*  Wives  as  are  not  permitted  to  embark  with  the  regiment,  are  to  be  sent  by 
tbe  earliest  conveyance  tu  this  Country  :  oa  their  Arrival  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland, 
they  will  receive  the  Rates  of  Allowance  specified  in  the  Acts  of  Parliament  above 
mllnded  to. 

When  a  Royal  Veteran  Battalion  embarks  fur  Foreign  Garrison  Dnty^  all  Soldiers* 
Wives  of  good  characters,  who  arc  desirous  of  accompanying  their  Hnsbanda,  are 
to  be  permitted  to  embark.

Battalion,  Corps,  or  De- 
tarfameut,  to  be  left  at  the  Place  of  Embarkation,  who  are  desirous  of  claiming  tha 
Allowance  authorized  by  this  Act,  for  the  Purpose  of  enabling  them  to  return  to  their 
homes  or  place  of  settlement,  either  in  one  List  for  the  regiment,  battalion,  corps, 
or  detachment,  or  separate  Lists  for  each  Company;  and  shall  give  to  every  such 
^Ife  a  Duplicate  of  such  Parf  of  such  List  as  shall  apply  to  each  Wife  and  her  Fa- 
nily  of  Children  respectively,  certifying  thrrron,  under  his  Hand,  that  .the  PertoR 
to  whom  such  Certificate  is  given  is  the  Wife  or  reputed  Wife  of  a  Soldier  in  hia

or  olbtr  Person,  out  of  any  Public  Monies  in  bis  Hands,  and  tbe  same  ahall  be  aU 
lowed  in  biH  Accounts  *,  uud  such  Overseer  shall  give  a  receipt  for  tbe  money  so 
paid  to  BucU  Collector  or  other  person,  and  such  receipt  of  tbe  Orerseer,  to- 
gether witb  the  receipt  of  the  Woman,  shall  he  taken  as  ca»b  in  tbe  Paymeutof  Duties 
of  Excise  received  by  hueb  Collector,  uud  ail  Sums  of  Money  so  advanced  out  of 
any  DuticH  of  Excise  i»ball  be  repaid  by  tbc*  Ag^ents  of  tbe  regiment?  to  which  tbe 
Soldiers  belong  whose  Wivrs  and  Families  bnve  been  so  relieved,  or  by  any  other 
Person  to  be  uppoiuted  for  that  Purpose  by  tbe  Secretary  at  War,  to  such  Person  or 
Persons  ;u  shall  be  authorized  by  tbe  Coniissioners  of  Excise  in  England  or  Scotland 
respcclively  to  draw  for  or  receive  tbc  same,  for  or  on  Account  of  tbe  said  Duties.** 

V.  *-*  Flvcry  biicb  Woman  shall  at  the  last  Place  of  ber  receiving  any  Allowance 
under  this  Act,  antecedent  to  her  Arrival  at  ber  Home  or  Place  of  Settlement,  de. 
liver  up  such  Certificate  to  the  Overseer  of  tbe  Poor  advancing  such  Allovi^ance, 
wbo  shall  deliver  tbc  same  to  the  Collector  of  Excise,  and  tbe  same  shall  be  by  such 
Collector  of  Excise,  transmitted  to  tbe  War-Office.** 

Vi.  **  Wives  of  Soldiers  not  complying  witb  tbc  Regulation  herein  before  prescribed 
•ball  be  treated  as  Vagrants,  and  may  be  passed  as  such  to  their  Humes,  either  in 
£ngland,  Ireland,  or  ScollanJ,  respectively,  a<  the  Case  may  be.** 

Extract  from  the  Act  of  the  r>-2d  Geo.  III.  Ch.  120.— I.  **  WHEN  any  Wives^ 
IVidows,  or  Children  of  Soldiers  employed  on  Foreign  Service,  shall  return  to  Great 
Britain,  the  Officer  Commanding  the  regiment,  Battalion,  or  Corps,  to  which  the 
Husband,  or  Father,  of  any  such  Woman,  or  Child,  do  or  did  belong,  fhali  gire 
her  a  Certificate,  stating,  that  tbe  Person  to  whom  such  Certificate  is  given  is,  or 
was,  the  Wife  of,  and  her  Child  or  Children  is  or  are  the  Cbild  or  Children  of  a  Sol- 
dier in  his  re{];inient,  Battalion,  Corps,  or  Detachment,  in  like  Form  aud  Manner 
as  tbe  Certificates  given  by  Officers  Commanding  Corps  to  tbe  Wives  and  Familiea 
of  Soldiers  embarking  for  Foreign  service  under  the  Direction  of  the  said  recited 
Act;  aud  if  any  Women,  the  Wives  or  Widows  of  Soldiers  on  F^oreign  Service,  or 
tb^ir  Children,  shall  land  at  any  Place  in  Great  Britain  without  having  such  Cer- 
tificates as  are  enacted  by  this  Act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  General  Officer  Com- 
manding at  tbe  nearest  Place  to  that  where  they  shall  so*  land,  and  be  is  hereby  re- 
quired, n|ion  Application  made  to  him  to  give  any  such  Women  applying  for  it,  such 
Certificate  ss  aforesaid,  wbicb  :ihall  entitle  her  to  the  AUowauce  for  herself  and  her 
Children  (if  any)  granted  by  this  Act ;  and  every  such  Widow  or  Wife  shall,  upon 
any  CertiHcate  granted  under  this  Aet,  receive  snch  Allowances  for  herself  and  Fa- 
mily, as  lire  allowed,  granted,  and  directed  by  the  said  recited  Act,  n)K»u  Ccrtificatea 
granted,  by  Officers  Commanding  Corps,  in  respect  of  Wives  and  Families  of  Sol- 
diers embarking  for  Foreign  Service,  in  like  manner  as  if  such  Allowances  were  spe- 
cially granted  by  this  Art,  and  as  if  all  tbe  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  giving, 
regulating,  i^aying,  and  accounting  for,  and  returning  the  same,  were  specially  and 
particularly  re-enacted  in  this  Act." 

II.*'  Every  Widow  ur  Wife  of  any  Soldier  to  whom  anvsuch  Certificate  shall  have 
been  delivered,  as  is  directed  by  tbe  said  recited  Act  or  this  Act,  shall  forthw  ith  take 
tbe  same  to  some  Justice  of  Peace,  or  Magistrate,  who  shall  make  out  u  route,  and 
fill  up  and  sign  a  Certificate  specifying  the  Place  to  which  such  Widow  or  Wife  aud 
Family  is  going,  specifying  tbe  ^{ umber  of  Children  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawtul  for  auch 
Justice  of  the  Peace  or  Magistrate,  in  lieu  and  instead  of  the  Rate  of  Allowanct 
4irectc<l  by  the  said  recited  Act,  to  direct  any  sueb  Allowance  as  he  shall  deem  neces^ 
sary,  not  exceeding  Three  Halfpence  per  Mile  for  each  Woman,  and  One  Penny  per 
M  ile  for  each  of  ber  Children ;  any  Thing  in  the  said  recited  Act  authorizing  a  Rate 
ff  Allowance  to  tbe  CQUtrary  notwithstanding.**

Admiralty 'Office  i  March  83,  1813.— rCopy  of  a  Letter  from  the  Honourable  Cap- 
tain  Irhy,  of  his  Majesty^s  ship  the  Amelia,  to  John  Wilson  Croker,  Esd.  dated  at 
Spithead,  the  S2d  instant— Sim— I  BEG  leare  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  informatioa 
of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commisioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  when  1 
was  about  to  quit  Sierra  Leone  River  for  England,  in  his  Mijesty^s  ship  under  nsy 
command  on  the  99th  January,  Lieutenant  Pascoe  arrived  there  with  the  chief  part 
of  the  crew  of  his  Majesty*s  gun-brig  Daring,  he  having  been  obliged  to  run  hit 
vessel  on  shore,  and  blow  her  up  at  Tamara  (one  of  the  Isles  de  Loss),  in  coase- 
^iiepc^  qf  hi^ving  been  chMcd  by  a  French  frigate,  in  company  with  two  other  tbifis. 
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apparently  fri^tes ;  he  reported  haTing^  left  them  at  anchor  off  tHe  i^andt  on  the 
Siyih.  I  immediately  dispatched  Lieatenant  Piscoe  io  a  smaH  schooner  to  rccon^ 
•oitre  the  enemy  (he  ha^iofr  Tolunteered  his  senrices),  and  on  the  3d  Febmary  he 
returned,  having  sscertained  their  force  to  be  two  fri^tes  of  the  largest  class 
(L*Arcthase  and  Le  Rnbis,),  and  a  Portuguese  ship,  their  pfise ;  that  they  had 
nejurly  completed  their  water ;  and,  after  unloading  the  Portuguese  ship^  intended 
to  give  her  up  to  the  crew,  and  proceed  themselves  to  sea  to  intercept  our  homeward- 
bound  trade.  Conceiving  that  if  I  cruized  off  the  Isles  de  Loss  (in  the  event  of 
their  not  having  left  them),  I  might  be  enabled  to  fall  in  with  any  of  his  Majestylt 
abips  that  might  be  coming  down  the  coast,  and  also  protect  the  vessels  bound  to 
Sierra  Leone,  of  which  I  had  received  intelligence,  I  prepared  to  v^iirl**  when  a* 
cartel  arrived  from  the  islands  with  the  master  and  boat*s  crew  of  the  Daring,  and 
the  master  and  crew  of  another  vessel  they  had  taken,  whose  accounts  coroborating 
Lieutenant  Pascoe^s  report,  I  left  Sierra  Leone  River,  and  worked  up  to  the  islands  ; 
standing  in  at  daylight  of  the  Gth.  ultimo  towards  the  island  of  Tamara,  we  joined 
the  Pf  incess  Charlotte  Government  schooner,  who  informed  me^one  of  the  frig^tea 
«ras  at  anchor  at  a  <^onsiderable  distance  to  the  northward  from  the  other,  and  was  ap- 
parently unloading  the  prize.  I  dispatched  the  schooner  to  Sierra  Mone,  to  leave 
directions  to  any  ships  that  might  arrive  to  repair  to  me.  Having  neared  the 
island  in  the  evening,  the  frigate  to  the  nothward  weighed,  and  stood  out  to  sea; 
the  other  frigate  had  signals  flying  and  being  observed  at  sun-set  with  her  topsails 
boisted,  I  stood  off  for  the  night  \  and  the  next  morning  one  of  the  frigates,  (I  be- 
lieve  L^Aretbnse,)  was  just  visible  from  the  deck— it  was  then  calm;  on  h  breete 
springing  up  about  noon  she  stood  towards  us.  As  I  had  hopes  of  drawing  her  from 
ber  consort  we  continued  standing  out  to  sea  till  snn«set,  when  not  perceiving  the 
pther  ship  from  the  mast-head,  and  the  breeze  failing,  we  shortened  sail,  wore  and 
stood  towards  her.  A  little  after  seven  the  enemy  observing  us  near  him,  tacked, 
And  hoisted  his  colours.  At  45  minutes  past  seven,  P.  M.  being  within  pistol-shot 
on  his  weather-bow,  both  ships  commenced  firing  nearly  at  the  same  time,  whidi 
continued  (remaining  nearly  in  the  same  situation)  until  twenty  one  minutes  past 
eleven,  when  she  bore  up,  having  the  advantage  of  being  aUleso  to  do,  leaving  us 
in  an  ungovernable  state,  with  our  sails,  standing  and  running  riging  cnt  to  pieces, 
and  masts  injured.  During  the  action  we  twice  fell  on  board  the  enemy,  in  at- 
tempting to  thwart  his  hawse,  when  he  attempted  to  board,  but  was  n^pnlsed  bf 
the  marines  (which  wertt  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Simpson,)  and  the  boarders. 
Though  1  most  sincerely  lament  the  numerous  list  of  killed  and  wounded,  which 
amount  to  one  hundred  and  forty-one,  yet  it  is  the  greatest  consolation  in  reflect- 
ing that  we  were  never  once  exposed  to  a  raking  shot,  or  the  slightest  accident  oc- 
curred ;  all  fell  by  fair  fighting. 

It  is  with  the  most  poignant  regret  I  have  to  niention  the  names  of  Senior  and 
Second  Lieutenants,  John  James  Bates  and  John  Pope,  and  Licntenant  Grninge/, 
of  Marines,  among  the  slain ;  they  fell  early  in  the  action  ;  having  been  more  tiian' 
Ave  years  in  the  ship,  I  have  had  ampi;  opportunities  of  knowing  their  inestimable 
characters,  and  the  consequent  loss  the  service  has  sustained  by  their  falling.  If  is 
with  equal  concern  1  have  to  mention  Lieutenant  George  Wills,  the  junior  Lieute- 
nant, who  fell  while  carrying  on  the  duty  on  the  quarter  deck,  when  I  received  a 
wound  which  obliged  me  to  quit  it  ;  and  also  of  that  good  and  zealous  oflicer.  Lieu- 
tenant Pascoe,  late  of  the  Daring,  who  commanded  the  midship  guns,  on  the  main 
deck  \  Mr  John  Bogoe,  late  Purser  of  the  Thais,  (invalided)  received  a  mortal 
fround  below,  after  having  been  before  wonnded  on  the  quarter-deck. 

When  I  have  the  misfortune  to  state  snch  a  severe  loss,  I  trnst  it  will  be  clei|r  ' 
(efcry  person  must  have  done  his  duty  ^  I  feel  most  grateful  to  my  g|alUnt  officers 
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•nd  crew,  as  well  as  the  superaumeraries  late  belonging  to  the  Daring,  for  their 
cool,  steady,  and  perserering  conduct,  which  was  worthy  the  ntmost  snccess  ;  bat 
f  be  superior  force  of  the  enemy,  (she  carrying  on  her  main  deck  heary  French  twen- 
ty-four pounders,)  the  eonsidcrahle  quantity  of  gold  dost  we  have  on  board,  as  well 
as  the  certainty  of  the  other  frigate  coming  up,  would  have  preyented  ne  aeckiag 
n  renewal  of  the  action,  if  it  had  not  been  totally  impracticable. 
"  I  should  not  omit  to  mention  to  their  Lordships,  the  admirable  conduct  of  Mf. 
Do  Mayne  the  Master,  who  placed  the  ship  so  ably  at  the  commencement  of  the 
action,  and  bis  unremitting  assiduity  till  the  enemy  kept  away.  My  most  grmtdnl 
thanks  are  due  to  lieutenant  Simpson,  of  Marines,  and  John  Collman  the  Purser, 
who  exerted  ihemseWes  to  the  utmost,  as  well  as  Mr-  Saunders  of  the  African  corps. 
Having  received  the  greatest  assistance  from  Lieutenant  Reeve,  invalided  from  bis 
Mfljesty*s  sloop  Kangaroo,  who  was  wounded  more  than  once  duriog  the  action,  I 
)ia?e  appointed  hipi  to  act  ••  first  Lieutenant  of  the  ship.  Mr.  Samuel  UmfrevillCy 
Master**  Mate,  a  deserving  and  valuable  officer,  as  second,  and  Mr.  Edward  Robin- 
son, Master*8  Mate,  w|^o  has  received  a  severe  wound,  as  third. 

The  crippled  state  of  the  ship,  and  deplorable  condition  of  the  ironnded,  haviiig 
rendered  the  object  for  which  I  sailed  from  Sierra  Leone  abortive,  having  every 
reason  to  conclude  that  the  state  of  the  enemy  must  have  been  such,  as  to  have 
greatly  foiled  him  in  his  intended  operations,  being  much  cut  up  about  his  hall,  I 
Ihouglit  myself  justified  in  not  remaining  on  the  coast,  and  therefore  proceeded 
with  the  intention  of  touching  at  Madeira  or  the  western  islands,  for  refresbaMats 
for  the  sick,  which  the  badness  of  the  weather  prevented,  and  arrived  here  this  day. 

I  mu9t  not  omit  to  report  to  their  Lordships  the  high  senpe  I  entertain  of  the 
humane  and  skilful  attention  of  Mr.  Williamson,  Surgeon,  and  Mr' Burke,  Assia- 
taut,  as  also  that  of  Mr.  Stewart,  late  Assistant'Snrgeop  of  the  Dfring,  to  the 
wounded,  since  this  sanguinary  conflict. 

I  should  also  state,  that  although  our  numbers  w^re  apparently  strooff  at  |hc 
commencement  of  the  action,  yet  from  the  length  of  time  we  had  beet)  on  the  coast, 
and  much  reduced  by  sickness,  we  had  barely  our  complement  fit  for  duty,  and 
they  much  enervated.

I>aKnhi;-»treet  March  29,  1813. — A  LETTER,  of  which  the  lbllowiii|C  are  ex^ 
tracts,  has  been  tliis  day  received  at  Earl  Bathurtt^s  Office,  addreued  to  his  Lord- 
ship by  bolonel  Hamilton,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Heli^oltnd,  dated  S3d  March, 
i8l3. — IN  my  lelttT  dated  17th  instant,  I  had  (he  honoCir  (o  represent  (o  yonf 
Lorcisbip,  that  in  consequence  of  the  effect  which  the  glorious  success  of  the  Rus- 
sian arnis  produced,  and  the  favourable  reports  from  different  parts  of  the  Hanove- 
rian Coast,  I  detormined  immediately  to  take  every  step  which  the  inconsidcrablcf 
force  at  my  disposal  would  admit  of,  to  promote  the  great  and  just  cause. 

Lieutenant  Banks  proceeded  with  two  gun-brigs,  reinforced  by  two  Serjeants  and 
thirty  veterans,  to  Cuxhaten,  from  whicli  the  French  bad  departed  with  great  ex- 
p^dition,  after  destroying  all  their  gun-hoats,  and  dismounting  the  fans  fhiiaa  t^e 
strong  works  const fucied  for  the  defence  of  the  harbour.  On  a  sifmiftoiis  fronil 
Lieutenant  Banks,  the  Castle  of  Ritzebnttel,  and  Batteries  at  Cuthaveif,  were  sor* 
rendered  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  His  Majesty  by  the  Burghers^  and  (he  British  and 
Hamburgh  flags  were  immediately  displayed. 

M.ijur  Kentzinger,  an  officer  perfectly  qualified  (or  such  a  mission,  was  sent  to 
Cuxbaven,  having  received  instructions  to  communicate  as  soon  as  possible  with  the 
Russian  General,  and  the  Senate  of  Hamburgh  ^  and  this  officer  was  immediateljr 
fnlluwed  by  a  detachment  from  the  8tb  Royal  Veteran  Battalion,  and  a  supply  of 
all  the  arms,  kc.  which  were  not  acttially  employed  by  the  garrison. 

The  loyal  people  of  Hanover,  who  have  been  so  long  oppressed,  display  erery 
where  the  British  colours,  and  G.  R.  upon  their  habitations  >  In  the  Wes^,  (he 
inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the  country  assembled  in  considerable  ndmbers,  and 
took  the  strong  and  important  battery  and  works  of  Bremerlee ;  and  a  corps  of  about 
1,500  French,  having  assembled  in  its  vicinity,  which  threatened  to  retake  the 
battery,  application  was  made  immediately  to  M sjor  Kentzing^  for  assiatnnce^ 
who  having  left  Cuxhaven  with  a  party  of  the  soldiers  in  waggons,  was  net  by 
these  brave  and  grateful  men,  who  gave  him  the  pleasing  intelligence  that  the 
enemy  had  marched  off  in  great  haste,  in  consequence  of  the  landing  of  the  Britiali 
troops,  which  were  reported  to  amount  to  a  considerable  number 

Baron  de  Tettenborn,  Colonel  Commandant  of  a  corps  of  that  ditishm  of  th^ 
Russian  army  commanded  by  Count  Wittgenstein,  entered  Hamh'u^gh  on  (he  I8th 
instant,  amidst  the  acclamations  and  every  demonstration  Of  joy  on  the  part  of 
the  citizens  ;  in  consequence  of  this  happy  event  the  ancient  Government  has  bcea 
restored,  and  a  mail  from  England  is  now  dispatched  from  that  city.

furm  you  of  the  total  destruction  of  the  French  flotilla  that  was  stationed  at  Cox- 
haven,  which  were  twenty  large  gun  schuyts  :  the  timery  appearance  of  his  ^la- 
jcsty*8  brig  prevented  the  escape  of  two,  and  1  firmly  believe,  led  to  the  destruction 
of  the  rest  by  theic  own  hands  :  the  Hambtirgh  flag  is  displayed  on^  the  batteries 
Mid  castle  of  Ritzbottel,  and  1  intend  t^  gain  a  communication  with  the  shore.

Blazer,  at  apcbor  off  Cuxbaven,  March  17,  1813— »SiR, — I  BEG  leave  to  ac- 
qoaiot  you,  for  the  information  of  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Adiqiralty,  that 
baviog  had  communication  with  the  Civil  ^Hlhority  of  Ritzbuttel,  they  expressed 
a  desire  that  I  would  take  possession  of  the  batteries  that  had  been  lately  evacn- 
ajted  by  the  French..  1  accordingly  this  morning  disembarked  the  siqall  detachment 
of  thirty-two  of  the  Royal  veteran  battalion  from  Heligoland,  and  took  possession 
of  Cnxhaven  battery.  Fort  Napoleon,  which  is  half  a  mile  higher  up  t|ie  river,  I 
shall  order  to  be  destroyed.  Every  thing  in  these  forts  is  in  disorder,  the  g^ns  dis- 
mounted, the  carriages  and  stores  destroyed.  From  what  I  have  been  able  to  ob- 
serve this  day,  all  is  anarchy  and  confusion  among  the  inhabitants,  but  tliey  rejoiced 
mpch  at  a  few  English  being  landed.  No  Senate  ns  yet  is  furmetl  at  Hamburgh^ 
nor  do  I  he^r  of  the  Russian  army  having  entered  that  city  ;  whenever  that  can  be 
ascertained,  I  shall  communicate  this  event  to  the  commanding  oflicer  there. 

The  French  withdrew  from  this  place  yesterday  morning  at  five  o^clock  ;  their 
collective  force  was  about  twelve  hundred  ;  they  made  their  retreat  by  Bederkesa 
to  Bremen.  1

1b  purauance  of  Ihia  renuvaLlou  of  amicable  relationi,  the  moit  active  combinRt  ' 
Bilitary  operitiona  arc  already  in  progrei*.    Thii  day  a  report  haa  bteurcMiTad  af 
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tbc  mctotl  openaioui  of  Berlin,  by  the  forcci  of  His  tnperial  Migrsty,  andtrr  tlic 
Aidc-de-Canp-Gfiieral  Cslicroichcff.  The  head-^artert  of  the  Rnssiao  army  are 
caiablUhcd  in  thh  central  poaitioa,  to  f(We  thfc  netenaary  tinic  Ibr  receiving  recniita 
And  convalesccota,  who  are  daily  arriTing,  and  for  aopplyinfr  necetsaries  to  troopa 
who  have  been  in  a  campaign  of  an  nnexaoipled  and  unintermpted  ieries  of  ntilitary 
operation*  and  marchet  for  eleren  monthi.  This  pause  will,  boweVer,  be  of  short 
dvration.  Nothing  can  be  more  striking  than  the  coatlnst  betweefe'tbe  march  of 
the  Russian  amy,  and  the  conciliatory  proceedings  of  the  Emperor,  with  that  of 
Buonaparte,  and  the  troops  under  the  French  Generals.  The  moat  rigid  and  correct 
dlscipUae  has  been  observed  in  the  Duchy,  as  well  as  in  Prussia.  H»  Imperial 
Majcfity,  though  in  possession  of  the  keys  of  Warsaw,  has  not  placed  a  aefdier  witkiii 
its  walls ;  and  has,  in  every  instance,  treated  the  Poles  with  the  tlttaoat  demeacy 
and  indulgence.  The  Austrian  auxiliary  force,  in  consequence  of  an  unlimited  ar- 
mistice, are  gradually  retiring  to  the  Gallician  frontier.  Begnier*B  corps,  an  1  con- 
jectured, retired  behind  the  Austriaoa,  by  Rawa,  to  this  place ;  they  were  here 
overtaken  by  General  Wintingerode,  .who  attacked  them  with  hifcrior  force,  and 
put  them  to  flight,  taking  prisoner  the  Sakon  General  Ruaths,  three  cohmels,  forty- 
%even  other  officers,  fifteen  hundred  rank  and  file,  with  two  colo«ri,%nd  sev>en  can- 
non. The  remainder  of  this  cotps  parsacd  their  retreat  ita  the  direction  Of  Glogau, 
probibVy  not  exceeding  five  Or  six  thousand  men.  It  remains  for  me  to  oflbr  my 
eongratulations  on  the  rignal  success  which  has  hitherto  attended  the  great  aad  un- 
temifting  exertions  of  the  Emperor,  who,  in  the  course  of  two  months,  at  this  ara- 
»on,  has  coatiaucd  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy  firom  Wilna  to  the  Oder  ^  and  baa  unit- 
ed to  bis  own  xealous  erideavonrs,  the  decided  and  hearty  support  of  the  King  of

General  Mo* 
rand,  with  three  thodsand  five  hundred  men,  had  piarcbed  fr(HU  Tottedt  to  L.«i>e- 
iKirg.  My  Cosacka  followed  his  movements ;  and  I  g^^ve  infor»atiott  of  them  to  Ge- 
neral Doraberg,  who,  in  conjunction  with  Geu<fra]  Tscheraicheff^s corps,  IimI  paaicd 
the  Elbe  at  Lentzen.  The  two  Generals  adranccd  by  forced  marches  to  Loocbltorg, 
aid  arriTeil  there  jnst  as  ray  Cossacks  were  engaged  with  the  eaeny.

HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  yoor 
l4irdsbip,  that  siocethc  attack  of  the  2]Bt  of  July,  the  enemy  had  thrown  up  urw 
works  at  Pietrii  Nera,  and  felt  such  confidence  in  their  protection,  that  acoawoy  of 
fifty  sail  of  artned  vessels  hod  assembled  within  a  few  days  past  to  transport  ito  Na. 
pies  timber  and  other  government  property.   Conceiving  it  necessary  to  destroy  this 
confidence,  I  submitted  a  proposal,  which  having  gained  your  Lordahip*s  sanctioo 
1  proceeded  on  the  night  of  the  14th  with  two  divinions  of  the  flotilla,  and  four 
companies  of  the  7Sth,  under  the  command  of  Major  Stewart.     Light  and  contrary 
winds  prevented  the  boats  arriving  until  nearly  day  light,  when  about  one  hnndred 
and  fifty  men,  with  hu  auxiliary  party  of  seamen,  under  the  command  of  Lieotcnaot 
Hunte,  were  landed ;  and  Major  Stewart,  without  waiting  the  arrival  of  the  rest 
pushed  op  immediately  to  the  height,  which  he  had  previously  concerted  to  occupy 
and  which  a.complete  battalion,  with  two  troops  of  cavalry,  and  two  piecea  of  artil. 
lery,  were  preparl?d  to  dispute.     Aware  of  the  enemy  having  cavalry,  I  landed  a  de- 
tachment of  the  rocket  corp",  under  the  direction  of  Corporal  Barenbach,  the  Qi« 
of  which  threw  the  enemy  into  confusion,  and  facilitated  the  approach  of  our  troopa 
which  charged  the  height  in  a  most  determined  way.

Chap.  I.— .Secea  ^aT*"  war  toith  the  Prussians,  Soworow  enters  into  the  army  in 
1742.  Hemarchet  against  the  Prussiaui  in  the  seven  ycars^  war,  with  the  rank  of 
first  m^or,  and  is  at  the  battle  of  Kunnersdorf,  and  the  taking  of  Berlin.  Ho 
is  appointed  to  the  lifcht  droops,  under  the  command  of  General  Bergr.  Battle  of 
Reicbenbaeh,  in  the  environs  «f  Breslaw.  Berg^  is  sent  with  a  detachment  in  pur- 
■ttit  of  the  Prussians.  Suworow  surprises  Lansberg^.  Enfragement  near  Starji^ardt 
Frequent  skirmishes.  Suworow  beats  Courbiere,  and  takes  him  prisoner.  Surprises 
Goldnaw.  General  Werner  is  made  prisoner.  Dearth  of  provisions  iu  Colberg*. 
Forces  the  Prussian  general  Platen,  and  Prince  Eugene  of  Wurtemberg,  to  re* 
treat  into  Saxony.

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•LD-MARSHAL  THE  MARQUESS  OF  WELUNGTOS. 


JocnsAL  or  Tit*  Cskucst  Campaioh  or  lais  IK  SrAtn. 
MAY  S4th, — Iti  the  Military  Chroniclp  of  June,  we  cttlTiul  do«ri  the 
Olwratioos  in  the  Peninsula  to  lite  beginniu^  of  May,  1813,  ut  "Ijicli 
time  we  left  the  cnminander  of  (he  forcfs  about  to  coiDmencfi  the  iictive 
business  '*f  ihe  ensuing  cainpaign.      At  length,  every  Joe  preparation 
I      flaring  been  complrted,  tlie  Sfianinh  and  Portugneve  iIUciplioM  and  or- 
'      gMnixcd,  uiid  the  whole  army  equipped  and  appointed  beyond  any  for- 
nix example,  the  allied  Toree  was  ]iut  in  inarch ;  mid  the  head-quartert* 
on  the  34th  of  May,  transferred  rrom  Freynadu  to  San  Manias.     Frora 
Cindaii  Rodrigo  to  Salumanca  la  eighty  miles,  and  the  ruute  as  roU'iwtt 
From  Ciiidad  Rodrigo  to  Sanctos  SpirituslG;    lhenc«  to  San  !Moiiia» 
SO  ;  thence  to  Boveda  16 ;  thence  to  Munillia  20  ;  tbeuce  lo  Sulumaiiot 
10— Total  80  Enjjliah  miles. 
May  25th. — The  allied  army  continued  iti  route  tewarda  Sulainanca. 
As  the  campaign  of  1613  may  be  congidered  as  Iiaririg  commenced 
frotn  this  date,  it  may  not  be  impertinent  to  our  purpoie  to  make  a 
Burvey  of  two  very  main  points,— 'in  the  first  place,  of  the  effeciiTe 
Strength  of  the  armies,  and  secondly,  of  the  plan  of  the  cam|iuign. 

The  allied  force  was  comi>o«ed  of  the  armies  of  the  three  nationii,— 
the  British,  Portuguese,  and  Spanish.  The  amount  of  the  British  force, 
cavalry  and  iofanlr)-,  wliich  were  actually  in  the  field  with  the  Marquew, 
was  not  short  of  48,000  men  ;  the  whole  of  whom,  under  the  admirable 
administration  of  the  medicul  departmenl,  were  reported  effective.  It 
is  indeed  nearly  the  best  praise  of  the  communder  of  the  forces,  that  he 
considers  the  health  and  comfort  of  his  men,  as  the  requisite  condition* 
of  their  efficacy,  and  that,  in  expecting  to  be  well  lerced  by  his  instru- 
ment, he  has  j)aved  the  way  bv  a  due  regard  to  its  qualities  of  setviitg. 
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ihand  of  the  Marquess  of  WelliDgton,  m  genenl,  who  by  a  long  aa<f  ink 
broken  course  of  victory,  mod  by  m  reputation/  ratified  by  fortune, 
renders  it  unnecessary  to  a  cotemporary  writer  to  add  any  thing  of 
him  but  his  name ;  for  who  is  there  in  the  European  world,  who  is  not 
rfow  roost  cfRectually  acquainted  with  him  by  his  acts?  The  sMxid 
in  command  was  Lieut.-General  Graham, — a  general,  who  by  coming 
late  into,  the  service,  and  yet  in  merit  overtaking  so  many  who  had  en* 
tered  the  course  earlier,  adds  another  to  those  eminent  examples  in  our 
liistory,  that  the  best  qualities  of  a  commander,  if  not  of  a  courtier,  are 
great  natural  talents,  a  sober  and  collected  judgment,  and  a  heroic  and 
generous  nature*  Sir  Rowland  Hill,  who  may  be  considered  asthe  third 
in  command,  is  an  officer  of  known  talent  and  alacrity,  and  his  military 
qualities  (a  point  of  great  value)  are  seconded  by  such  a  singular  degree 
of  private  worth,  as  to  excite  in  his  men  an  attachment  almost  approach* 
iug  to  enthusiasm.  We  regret  that  we  cannot  extend  the  same  praisr-to 
Lieut.-Gen.  Picton ;  but  must  here  limit  ourselves  to  the  acknowledge* 
xnent  of  his  personal  intrepidity,  in  which  he  is  certainly  inferior  to  no 
one.  The  other  Generals  of  the  divisions  were  all  worthy  of  their  re- 
spective commands;  and  are  second  in  order  of  reputation  only  because 
Fortune  has  not  placed  them  first  in  the  opportunifies  of  service. 

Tlie  amount  of  the  Spanish  force,  which  accompanied  the  comimand* 
er-in-chief,  or  which  was  sufficiently  near  to  eo-K)perate  with  him,  was 
about  thirty-eight  thousand  men ;  of  which  Generals  Castanos  and  Giron» 
with  the  Gallician  army,  composed  about  18,000,  the  two  leaders,  Longt 
and  Murillo,  about  12,000,  and  Don  Julian  and  other  partisans,  tbonl 
10,000.  It  VI  a  matter  of  candour,  moreover,  to  acknowledge,  that  tha 
discipline,  dad  the  military  character  of  these  troops,  were  very  little  in* 
ferior  to  the  British  and  Germans,  and  were  in  every  Tes|)ect  superior  to 
the  enemy.  It  had  been  the  labour  of  the  Marquess  of  Wellington, 
during  the  long  interval  of  the  winter  cantonments,  to  form  them  to  thii 
state  of  efficiency  ;  and  they  commit  an  equal  injustice  against  our  iU 
lustrlous  Commander  himself,  and  against  the  known  valour  of  the 
Spanish  nation,  wlio  either  totally  put  them  aside  in  their  estimate  of 
the  allied  force,  or  reckon  as  mere  numbers  what  have  been  so  labori« 
ously  formed. 

Tlie  Portuguese  portion  of  the  allied  army  may  be  estimated  at 
about  tJ8,000 ;  and  the  same  observation  may  be  extended  to  them, 
which  we  above  applied  to  the  Spaniards.  They  were  in  a  condition, 
both  with  respect  to  discipline  an  d  numbers,  wliich  might  have  justi- 
fied fhe  hopes  of  any  Commander;  and  with  the  single  exception  of 
the  cavalry  charge  (for  which  they  are  certainly  totally  unsuited  either 
to  j^ive  or  receive),  they  were  not  inferior  to  their  companions  in  arni^" 
of  the  other  nations.  It  would  appear  invidious  to  add,  that  this  cha« 
racter  must  be  limited  to  those  corps  which  were  officered  by  British 
officers.    This  effect  of  our  oflicers  isi  indeed,  worthy  of  perpetual  re- 
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membrancff.  So  powerful  was  this  iunueiice  of  example,  or  perhaps  thiii 
edfect  of  coDfidence«  that  the  introductioD  of  one  Britibh  officer  nation- 
alized as  it  were  a  whole  corps^  and  rendered  a  Portuguese  and  Briti^ 
division  effectaally  the  same. 

The  effective  strength  of  the  whole  allied  amyy  now  actually  in  tlie  fiel4 
with  Lord  Wellington,  $^as  therefore  not  far  short  of  one  hundred  aiKl 
.TWBKTT  THOUSAND  men ;  and  it  is  certainly  not  too  mnch  to  add,  tfiat 
there  was  not  an  individaal  amongst  them,  whether  Spanish  or  Portugueses 
who  was  infarior  in  any  military  quality  to  the  soldiers  of  the  enemy.  It 
nay  possibly  admit  a  doubt,  whether  the  Spanish  were  altogether  eq^al 
to  the  Briti^  and  Germans ;  or  whether  the  Portuguese  were  equal  to  tha 
Spanirii ;  but  it  will  admit  of  no  doubt  whatever,  that  a  Spanish  or  Por-' 
taguese  soldier,  taken  at  random  from  the  mass,  would  be  at  least  equal* 
to  a  Frenchman  ta^en  with  like  indiscrimination.  We  press  this  poiut> 
as  it  is  of  importance  in  forming  an  estimate  of  the  relative  strength  of 
the  allies  and  of  the  enemy« 

If  soeh  was  the  amount  of  the  force  actually  in  the  field  with  the  Mar* 
quess,  the  other  portions  of  the  allied  armies,  which  were  at  this  tioMi 
in  position  In  other  parts  of  the  Peninsula,  must  not  altog^her  be  omit*' 
ted  in  this  estimate,  inasmuch  as  either  in  the  way  of  diversion,  or  by 
having  parts  of  the  intended  general  operation  assigned  to  them,  they  were 
eflectually  competent  members  of  the  aggregate  of  the  allied  strength. 
This  force  was  of  three  kinds, — namely,  the  Spanish  regular  armies,  the 
OberiUaa,  and  the  Alicant' Expeditionary  army  under  Sir  J.  Murray, 
r  The  Spanish  armies,  which  by  their  own  governments  are  designated 
aamerically,  either  according  to  the  order  in  which  they  were  raised^  or 
to  the  acknowledged  precedence  of  the  provinces,  are  seven  in  uurobery, 
and  composed  altogether  a  force  of  about  130  thousand  men.  ThfeCaCa- 
Ionian  army,  denominated  the  fihstarmy,  about  6,000  effective,  was  nn<«' 
der  the  comoMod  of  General  Copons,  and  was  at  this  period  (May  18)3) 
in  its  own  province.     The  second  and  third  armies,  (the  armies  of  Mur- 
<!iaaud  Valentin)  composed  together  a  force  of  about  18,000,  and  were  in 
Valentia,  under  the  command  of  General  *£lio  and   the  Duke  de  la 
Parqu^.    The  army  of  Andalusia,  or  the  4th  army,  was  about  16,000 
effective,  and  was   marchijig  up  under  the  Conde  Ebisbal  (General 
0*Donnel)  to  take  part  in  the  operations  beyond  the  Douro.     The  army* 
of  Eatrcmadnra,  or  the  5th  army,  might  amount  to  about  10,000,  and 
was  under  General  Mosolus*    The  sixth  army  of  GalHcia,  about  20,000 
tfective,  and  the  7th,  or  army  of  Astorias,  about  five  thousand,  under. 
Generals  Castanos  and  Mendizabel,  added  to  a  corps  under  Espana  of 
about  4000,  composed  the  total  of  the  Spanish  regular  force ;  of  which 
ahout  46  thousand  were  with  tlie  army  of  Lord  Wellington,  and  the  re-' 
mainder  either  marching  op,  or  occupied  as  above  related. 

The  Guerilla  force  was  estimated  by  Lord  Wellington  at  25,000;.  of 
which  the  principal  di visions  (and  which  were  at  least  equal  to  the. 
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regulars)  were  uader  Mina,  Diiran,  the  Empecinado,  and  Don  Julian 
Sanches*  Mina,  Duran,  and  Don  Julian,  with  about  13,000  men,  were 
at  this  time  fnlly  occupied  in  Navarre  and  Arragon  ;  and  most  success^ 
fulljT  defended  those  p\povinces  by  their  bravery  and  versatile  movemeutt 
from  the   French.*      My  materials  do  not  note  the  position  of  the

Theae  troops,  united  with  the  divitioo  Abbe,  form  a  disposable  force  of  1 9,000  mco, 
r-ifc  force  insufficient  to  make  great  profpreas  in   Navarre^  to  destroy  the  troopaof 
Mina,  and  reduce  the  country  to  snbmiiiion. 

The  division  Sarrnt  has  not  arrived  at  all  \  at  least  I  have  no  accounts  of  it« 
though  I  have  teverul  times  sent  to  Logrono,  for  the  purpose  of  leamin|f  its  motions^' 

The  division  Foy  consists  of  s,6oo  bayonets,  accordiiig  to  the  returns  made  to 
me  by  its  General ;  and  thus,  supposing  the  division  Sarrnt  to  be  4,00ii  stroog,  crea 
when  it  is  completely  disposable  and  not  employed  in  keeping  np  the  commwiic** 
tionsy  I  shall  have  only  the  following  amount  of  force  :-^

Tlie  regiments  come  from  the  army  of  Portugal  and  of  the  Soflth,  to  -^reptaM^ 
the  regiments  of  Mancha,  amounting  to  2000  men,  are  prevented  from  sctiag,  i« 
consequence  of  their  being  destined  to  replace  the  others  which  ssaintaia  thM 
communications. 

The  ad  and  fith  of  the  line  cannot  reckon  upon  their  ist  and  9d  divisions,  all  tbes^ 

being.incapable  of  any  active  service;  and  2  or  300  men  who  remain  are  only  fit  for 

garrison  doty.    Your  Majesty  will  see  that  it  is  impossible  with  these  resources  to 

fulfil  the  wishes  of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor,  or  do  auy  thing  in  Spain  for  his  service' 

]»nd  that  of  your  Majesty. 

Navarre  cannot  be  sitbdtted  bilt  by  the  presence  of  Irom  30  or  tS,00O  mett  ;  maki 
without  the  speedy  establishment  of  such  a  force,  nothing  will  be  done  but  saeri« 
fteing  men,  and  uselessly  wasting  time ;  while,  on  the  other  hand|  all  delay  its 
fending  and  establishing  such  a  corps  d'armee  in  Navarre,  may  occasion  a  most  jde- 
Structive  blow  to  the  French  armies  in  Spain. 

I  learn  that  General  Foy  has  commenced  the  siege  of  Castro.  I  am  lifiidtf  that 
he  has  not  sufficient  force  for  its  reduction  ;  and  I  have  written  to  General  Sasrat 
16  return  to  Ordnna  while  the  siege  lasts,  and  to  confine  himself  to  prevent  any  scat* 
tity  of  provisions  in  the  forts  on  the  line  from  Burgos  to  I  run,  for  there  are  no  other 
troops  but  his  to  levy  the  contributions.  ^ 

I  fear.  Sire,  and  with  reason,  that  we  cannot  stretch  ourselves  mtich  more  along 
the  Ehro,  without,  on  thst  account,  abandoning  Castile. 

Nut  expecting  now  to  be  of  any  advantage  here,  I  mean  to  march  and  employ  xttf 
troops  against  the  bands  that  are  upon  the  coast.      Mina  will  be  master  of  Navarre- 
tilt  there  is  a  corps  of  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  thousand  men  in  that  country.    H« 
will  avoid  fighting  while  he  is  the  weaker  party }  and  if  he  fight,  it  will  be  with  do*. 
lachmeiUS}  and  with  cerUioty  of  victory.    Corps  of  small  anoant  will  be  destroyed 
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Empeciaado,  but  they  warrant  an  inference  tliat  he  was  about  Ocanna 
ID  La  Mancha.  As  the  operations  of  these  four  leaders,  however  desuU 
tory  in  their  movements,  had  a  uniform  plan  and  aim  with  respect'tQ 
their. ends,  they  merited,  if  they  do  not  possess,  the  name  and  character 
oFa  regular  force,  and  indeed  were  so  reckoned  upon  by  the  Marc^^uesa 
jj]  his  estimate  of  his  n^^terials. 

The  third  branch  of  the  absent  force  of  the  allies  was  the  Expedition^* 
ary  Army  of  Alicant  under  Sir  John  Murray*  This  force  might  amount 
to  about  15,000,  of  which  5000  were  British  and  Germans  ;  the  remain* 
der  Maltese  and  ,Caiabriau$.  As  the  strength  of  an  army  consists  more  in 
the  military  qualities,  than  in  t^e  mere  numerical  amount,  of  the  soli 
diefs,  it  is  a  matter  of  justice  to  add,  that  it  is  the  general  character  of 
the  Maltese  that  they  are  more  troublesome  to  their  commanders  than  to 
their  enemy.  The  Calabriami,  moreover,  are  of  two  species, — ^the  one 
actually  Calabrians,  whom  discipline,  the  English  drill,  and  English  of<* 
£cer8  have  rendered  good  soldiers;  the  other, Sicilians,  upon  whom  all 
labour  is  thrown  away.  With  this  kind  of  deduction,  the  Marquess,  we 
believe,  rated  the  Expeditionary  Army  under  Sir  J.  Murray  as  equiva* 
lent  to  10,000  bayonets. 

Soch,  tlierefore,  was  the  amount  of  the  force,  either  actually  with  the 
Marquess,  or  employed  in  distant  quarters,  with  which  the  Allies  were 
about  to  open  the  campaign.  It  remains  no^  to  make  a  cursory  survey 
of  that  of  the  enemy. 

^  There  were  five  French  armies  at  this  period  in  the  Peninsula, 
namely,  those  of  the  Noiih,  of  the  Centre,  of  Portugal,  of  the  South,^ 
and  of  Arragon.  The  army  of  the  North,  under  General  Clausel,  did 
not  exceed  14,000  men  ;  that  of  the  Centre,  under  Iting  Joseph  and 
Marshal  Jourdan^  waf  about  the  same  number,  and  that  of  Pprtugal 
scarcely  10,000.  The  army  of  the  South,  formerly  SouU's  army, 
bat  now  under  General  Gazan,    was  estimated  at   15,000;  and  the 


laNaTnTelii  a  rery  sliort  tiin«,  wbiie  a  respectable  corps  could  easily  redace  fhe 
soaatry.  I  pflrceive  all  is  lost  in  Navarre;  no  bope  of  laceess  in  the  enterprise 
rtnnifii  !•  me ;  I  am  therefore,  ab^at  to.  abandon  it ;  bnt  I  cannot  conclude  my- 
letter  without  renewing  my  entceaty,  that  the  iafiantry  I  have  requesled  amount, 
to  40,000  mcn^  with  the  addition  of  1000  borse.  It  would  also  be  extremely  nsffuli 
were  a  division  of  the  Army  ofPortujpil  to  occupy,  besides,  the  province  of  Bur^^os, 
Tbe  90,000  men  required  ought  fo  be  from  tbis  aide  of  the  Ebro,  and  entirely 
ditpotahie. 

I  nnst  also  anhmit  it  to  yoarMajetty*a  consideration,  that  we  cannot  snitaia'thcr 
■Bmsfons  hospitals  which  we  have,  since  the  sick  of  tbe  Armies  of  the  .South,  f)i# 
Centre,  ap4  Qf  Portugal,  were  em|itied  into  the  hqspitaU  of  the  Army  of  tbe 
North,  without  levying  tbe  contributiouf  j  and  to  accomplish  that  here,  it  is  ne-r 
pessary  to  employ  more  troops  than  in  other  parts  of  Spain.  Without  tbem,taotbinf 
can  tic  dune  3  and  thus  tbe  hospitals  and  forts  will  be  in  want  of  every  thin;. 

f  remain^  &c.  The  Baron  CLAVSEU 
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army  of  Arragon»  under  Marshal  Sachet,  about  2S$,000.  The  four 
first  armies  were  all  that  the  enemy  could  oppose  in  front  to  the 
advance  of  the  Marquess;  Marshal  Suchet,  and  the  comnoaoders  iq 
Catalonia,  being  sufficiently  occupied  in  maintaining  that  proviocc. 
'these  commanders  were  GeneraU  Decaen,  La  Marque,  and  Maurice 
Mathien,--rall  officers  of  experience,  but  who  ha/ing  to  maintaio  them- 
selves against  the  Catalonian  army  and  Guerillas  on  one  flank,  and 
a^inst  the  British  Expeditions  on  the  other,  could  not  spare  a  battalion 
to  the  operations  on  the  Douro. 

Upon  a  comparison  of  the  allied  and  enemies  force»  two  oonclusioni 
{and  which  will  at  first  excite  surprize]  are  instantaneoiisly  evident,— io 
the  first  place,  that  the  Marquess  Wellington,  for  the  first  time  doling 
his  command  in  the  Peninsula,  had  to  bet^in  the  campaign  with  the  most 
decided  superiority  of  force,  and  secondly,  that  the  army  now  immedi* 
ately  about  him*  and  which  he  was  leading  to  the  Douro  and  £bro,  wu 
actually  nearly  double  of  that  which  the  enemy  could  by  any  potribility 
oppose  to  him.     The  allied  army,  when  assembled  oo  the  Esia,  was  not 
short  of  110,000  men  ;  the  French  armies,  which  fought  the  battle  of 
Vittoria,  did  not  exceed  53,000.    Let  not  this  statement,   howerer,  nus* 
lead  into  an  inference  injurious  to  the  just  reputauon  of  our  army  ao4 
its  illustrious  commander.  For  the  merit  of  this  commauder  may  be  nid 
to  consist  chiefly  in  two  points, — first,  that  by  his  careful  formation,  or* 
ganisatlon,  and  even  elementary  drilling  of  the  Spanish  and  Portogaese 
troops,  he  rendered  them  nearly  as  effective  as  his  own  battalions ;  and 
thereby!  by  his  own  genius  and  resources,  created  that  superiority  which 
l^e  possessed,  aqd  secondly,  that  having  thus  obtained  a  superior  force, 
1)^  has  Hnpwu  so  wfll  how  to  use  it ;  and  has  exhibited  himself  the 
same  master  in  offensive  warfare,  w})ich  every  former  campaigp  bu 
exhibited  him  in  defence. 

With  respect  to  the  plan  of  the  campugn,  it  was  formed  upon  tbif 
relative  state  of  the  strength  of  the  two  armies*  Under  these  cireiB* 
atances,  to  speak  summarily,  the  plan  of  the  campaign  had  three  poinlii 
—namely,  1st.  By  means  of  a  direct  and  flank  movement  to  porsnetbe 
enemy  before  them  to  the  Pyrenees.  9d.  To  endeavour  (by  meaoiof 
the  flank  movement)  to  overtake  them ;  and  to  reap  the  fruits  of  the  m- 
perioirity  of  the  allied  force  by  bringing  the  enemy  to  battle.  3d.  To 
destroy  the  magazines  and  depots,  and  to  clear  the  provinces  of  Biscsfi 
Navarre,  and  Arragon.  The  merit  of  the  plan,  however^  will  be  beit 
understood  by  giving  the  whole  project  in  detail.  Here»  tberefbrff  it 
follows : — 

1.  The  allied  army,  including  the  Gallician  army,  and  the  corps  of 
Longa,  Murillo,  and  D*Espana,  with  the  Portugese,  may  be  estimated 
at  about  ItO^OOO.  All  this  amount  of  force  will  be  immediately  witk 
the  Commander  of  the  Forces,  and  will  therefore  accompany  him  in  an/ 
direct  operation  u(>on  the  enemy. 
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K.  Id  tlie  immediutereur  uFthe  allied  armvi  mid  wliicli  tliereture  may 
be  cnnsiderci  as  united  iu  opfratioii  with  it,  is  the  Arroy  of  Reserve  of 
Andalusia  under   General  O'Doimel    (Conde  D'Abi.bal).     Tlijs  anuy 

-»  re|)orted  to  be  nearly  20,DOO  «H'eclive.  and  is  calculated  to  arrive  at 
Burgos  in  the  middle  of  June.     Thi!)  army,   therefore,  is  of  sufficient 

'■tren^'th,  and  nil  I  be  in  «uffii:ient  tiiue,  to  take  the  operations  in  the  reur 
of  the  Spanish  allied  army;  i.  e.  lomaKque  or  beseigeany  forts,  wiiiclt  it 
may  leave  behind  in  its  advance  hereafter  mentioned. 

3.  On  the  eastern  flank  of  the  allied  army,  in  Vaknuia,  19  the  Expedn 
'tionKryarmy  of  Sir,  J.    Murray.     Tliis  may  umuunt  to   about  li!,O0O 

effective;  and  with  this  army  is  in  union  the  Catalonian  army  about 
10,000,  so  that  the  joint  force  in  this  quarter  may  be  estimated  at  2'i,000 
effective.  In  the  gemral  plan  of  the  caiii|mign  this  army  will  be  suffici- 
ent for  two  purposes  ;  Ist,  to  keep  Marshal  Suchet  in  check,  and  to  pre- 
Tent  him  from  making  any  movement  towards  the  aid  of  the  afmies  in 
'the  north ;  und  3dly,  to  make  an  assault  and  most  probably  to  possein 
itBelf  of  Tarragona,  and  therein  wait  its  union  with  the  allied  armicb. 

4.  Ther«  is  still  a  fourth  Spanish  force  which  may  be  taken  into  the 
computation  of  this  strength  ofthe  allies;  this  ii,  the  Sdund  4th  Spanish 
armies  uuder  the  Duke  Del  Parqne  and  General  Elto.     This  force  may 

'amount  to  about  12,000.  Its  general  use  mill  be  to  operate  on  the  flunk 
or  r«ar  of  Marshal  Sachet,  and  thereby  to  act  iu  aid  of  General  Murray. 
•  5.  The  sum  of  the  above  is  the  amount  of  the  force  with  which  the 
Commander  of  the  forces  will  be  able  to  open  the  campaign,  and  upon 
which  lie  can  securely  reckon.  Its  total  may  be  roughly  taken  at  about 
S0O,000  men,  of  which  1  lO.UOO  may  be  considered  as  enabled  to  act  in 
frout,  and  the  remainder  on  the  rear,  flanks,  or  in  diversion, 

6.  The  force  which  the  enemy  has  to  oppose  to  this  is  as  follows ; 
The  four  armies  of  the  North,  Portugal,  the  Centre,  and  the  South. 
This  force  will  act  in  front,  its  present  position  being  Immediately  across 
'  tbe  tine  of  the  Intended  advance  of  the  allies.  The  total  of  these  four 
armies  cannot  be  e»timated  at  more  than  53,000  men.  In  making  even 
this  compulation,  it  is  considered  that  the  wliole  of  these  four  armies  will 
be  enabled  to  assemble  togethei  ;  which  U  not  probable,  as  General 
Clauael,  with  two  or  three  divisions,  is  operating  very  remotely  upon 
one  of  the  flanks.  If  we  lake  the  enemy,  therefore,  as  enabled  to  ai- 
semble  44  thousand  men  on  any  given  point  in  their  front,  it  will  be 
probably  very  near  the  pfiiiit  of  truth. 

7;  It  may  be  considered,  therefore,  that  the  allied  anny,  about  to  ad- 
vance in  front,  is  at  leust  double  the  amonnt  of  the  enemy  ;  and  therefore 
that  its  plan  of  campaign  should  be  arranged  accordiDgty. 

8.  Under  this  undoubted  nuperiority.  the  objects  and  immediate  ends 
of  this  plan  are,  1st,  to  drive  the  enemy  (ut  this  time  in  front  of  them) 
before  them  to  the  Pyrenees  and  thence  into  France^  2dly,  possibly  by 
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flank  movemenla  to  bring  ihem  to  action, 3dly,  to  destroy  their  depoUBDd 
inaguioeR  at  Valladolid,  Burgos,  Miranda  on  the  Ebro,  Vitioria,  To- 
loH,  and  [run,  4th1y,  thetice  to  p^sa  into  Navarre  and  Catalonia  and  to 
direct  the  line  of  operation  against  Marshal  Sucbet.  These,  therefore, 
are  ihe  gcaerul  end«  ol' the  ca<ii)jdig'n,     Tbt  means  are  as  followi : 

11.  The  alliedarmy  to  be  divided  into  two. the  one  under  Lieut,  Gencnl 
■W.  T.  Gruhum,  the  other  under  Lieut.  General  Sit  Rowland  Hill. 

13.  Lieut.  General  Graham  to  opt-rale  upoathe  left  of  the  allied  *nay  ; 
ID  the  first  plac^,  to  inarch  directly  oortbward  within  the  Portuguese 
frontier  to  Miranda  oo  the  Douro,  where  he  may  cross  thai  river,  ea- 
ter Spain,  and  evtablish  himself  on  the  Esla.  The  result  of  this  more- 
ment  will  bring  (he  LieuL  General  upon  the  flank  and  rearof  theenewf 
-on  both  banks  of  the  Douro. 

13.  In  the  mean  time,  Lieut.  General  Sir  Ronland  Hill,  with  the  divi- 
ftions  Udder  him,  to  direct  his  march  to  Salamanca,  and  thence,  creasing 
the  Torroes,  to  tlie  Douro  ;  upon  passint;  nhJch,  at  Toro  or  Tordesillatt 
to  unite  with  the  other  column  uoder  Ueut.  General  Sir  T.  Graham, 
upon  the  EsIh.  The  result  of  these  movements  will  necessarily  be  the 
hasty  retreat  of  the  French  from  the  south  of  the  Douro,  as  likewise  the 
abandonuittnt  of  the  north  bank,  as  they  will  find  the  allies  upon  their 
flanks  and  rear,  and  thereby  threatenin^r  the  communication  with  Burg< 
Miranda,  and  Vittoria.  Tlie  allies,  by  these  operations,  will  obtaio  two 
undoubted  advantages;  1st.  the  cleariug  of  the  tno  banks  of  theDourO) 
and  the  evacuation  of  Madrid,  Toro,  Valledolid,  &c.  and  the  conse- 
quent  hasty,  and  it  may  be  presumed,  somewhat  confused  retreat  of  the 
enemy.  3d,  The  allies  will  thus  elude  the  necessity  of  forcing  the  line  of 
the  Douro,  an  operation  which  the  enemy  seem  to  expect,  and  for  which 
they  are  prepared,  and  have  moreover  the  nature  of  the  couotry  ia  Uieir 
favour. 

14.  Upon  the  anion  of  the  two  columns,  the  line  of  opemtiou  will  be 
the  pursuit  of  the  enemy  along  the  Burgos  road,  and  thence  to  the  Ebro, 
the  forts  of  Burgos,  Pancorvo,  and  Miiunda  to  be  masqued  and  patced  ; 
the  reduction  of  them  being  left  to  General  O'Donnel's  Anny  of  Reserve, 
which  will  march  up  in  the  rear  of  the  allies.  There  can  be  no  resisU 
snce  to  the  passage  of  the  Ebro,  which  will  be  passed  considerably  to  tlic 
left  of  Miranda  on  the  Ebro. 

15.  The  line  of  operation  or  pursuit  will  thence  continue  to  Vittoria, 
the  place  of  the  enemy's  depot,  and  therefore  of  considerable  importance 
tothtm.  This  they  will  either  maintain  by  a  battle  or  abandon,  lo 
the  former  case  there  can  be  little  npprehension  of  the  event.  It  may  be, 
therefore,  prtsumed,  that  they  wdl  cootinue  their  retreat  or  flight  to- 
wards the  Pyrenees,  in  which  case  the  olHes  will  follow  them  as  far  »i 
the  mountaios  and  the  difficult  groaud  of  the  passes  will  allow  lucU 
pursuit. 
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17.  The  teat  of  the  campaign  will  thence  l>eronie  the  S[iuni»h  fron« 
tier  Provinces, — Biscay,  Navarre,  Arragon,  siid  (in  the  event  of  mccen 
im  the  necessary  sieges  of  Pampeluna,  and  Sarragossa,  or  of  sufficient 
force  to  masque  them]  Catalonia. 

18.  It  it  above  mentioned,  that  the  plan  of  the  campaign  will  be  ai- 
■ined  by  the  artniea  of  Sir.  J.  Murray,  and  thofe  under  Elio  aiid  iIm 
Duke  del  Parque.      It  is  intended  that  these  «hall  eperate  us  fnllon, 

|6.  Sir  John  Murray  and  these  Generals  mayhave  about  27,000, 
imagined,  that  the  city  of  Tarragona  is  a> 
■Q  assault,  or  at  least  may  be  t^ken  wii 
greatly  assist  the  operation  on  the  Pyre 
r«y,  therefore,  embark  his  army,  acid  land  in  this  quarter,  it  may  effect 
three  useful  puruoses.  1.  It  nitl  necessarily  occupy  the  whole  atletilioti. 
of  Marshal  Suchet,  and  prevent  him  from  any  rapid  movemeuls  (which 
might  otherwise  be  expected  from  his  character  and  ability)  in  aid  flf 
the  Preoch  armies  in  the  north  ;  6.  It  might  obtain  an  important  ptucc 
and  position  should  it  succeed  in  possessing  itself  of  Tarragona. 

19.  It  wilt  be  necessary  to  accompany  this  diversion  by  one  or  twtt 
Ships  of  War.  winch  may  assist  this  army  in  an  operation  very  impof- 
taat  to  its  success.  Whatever  Ibrceshoutd  advance  to  oppose  it,  must  pMi 
throngh  Tortosa,  and  thence  along  the  higli  road  from  Tortosu  to  Tarrtl- 
gansi.  But  nearly  midway  between  these  tonns  on  this  road,  is  the  Col  de 
ilalaguer,  a  most  difficult  pass,  through  which  the  high  road  proceeds. 
It  is  commanded  by  a  fort,  the  possession  of  which  most  elleciaally 
cuts  olf  all  possibility  of  communication  between  Tort csa  and  Tarragon* 
aiong  Ibis  road  ;  and  this  is  the  only  road  for  cannon.  It  will  be  ncce»> 
a^tf  therefore  to  take  this  fori ;  the  acquisition  of  which  it  tnay  be  pr». 
■omed  will  ensure  the  success  of  the 

20.  Marshal  Suchet,  upon  obtaining  intelligence  of  the  direction  of 
the  expedition,  will  fallow  it  either  with  the  whole,  or  with  part  of  liis  force  * 
OH  the  Xucar,  Marshal  Suchet's  force  consists  nS  three  divisionSa 
which  may  amonnt  to  about  20,000  effective.  It  is  improbable  that  Iw 
will  totally  abandon  his  very  strong  and  advanta^ous  poaition  at  Lt 
Felippe  behind  the  Xucar,  and  therefore  it  may  be  concluded  that  he 
will  follow  Sir  John  Murray  with  part  of  his  army  only.  Let  it  be  sup* 
-poied  he  shall  lake  with  him  half,  or  10,000  ;  from  the  garrisons  «f  Bar- 
celona,  Tortosa,  Lerida,  &c.  he  mar  possibly  draw  10.000  more.  But 
■•  the  possession  of  the  Co!  de  Bala^uer  by  the  English  will  have  cut 
off  hi*  direct  road,  and  as  he  must  bring  up  any  artillery  by  a  very  ci»w 
cuitou*  one,  the  collection  of  this  force,  with  a  doe  profwrfion  of  guns, 
will  not  be  without  considerable  delay,  ft  maybe  presumed,  that  during 
thisdeUy  Sir  John  Murray  will  obtain  possession  of  Tarragona,  in  which 
(»se,  by  means  of  the  Artillery  which  accompany  him,  he  will  be  se* 
cure  agAinst  any  force  which  Marsiisl  i^uchet  can  bring  against  him. 
And  should  he  not  even  succeed  in  thus  anticipating  the  MsirshaL's  arri- 
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val,it  is  pretumed  that  he  will  have  sufficient  force  to  meet  him,  and  more 
particularly  having  the  Ships  on  bis  flank. 

SI.  Marshal  Suchety  according  to  the  above  presamption»  will  leave 
part  of  his  force  in  his  lines  at  St  Felippe.  It  is  intended  to  attack  this 
force  by  the  armies  of  the  Dtike  dd  Parqae  and  General  Elio.  This 
attack  will  at  least  create  a  diversion,  and  thereby  prevent  the  remainder 
from  following  to  the  aid  of  Suchet. 

22.  When  the  allied  armies  shall  have  reached  Vittoria,  or  Toloea,  it 
is  presumed  that  the  line  of  direct  operation,  which  the  caoapaign 
will  have  thitherto  pursued,  will  terminate ;  and  that  the  objects  of  the 
remainder  of  the  campaign  will  become  the  clearing  of  the  Provinces 
of  Biscay,  of  Navarre,  and  of  Arragon,  and  possibly  of  that  part  of 
Catalonia  between  the  Ebro  and  the  Pyrenees.  The  main  pointa  ia 
Biscay  will  be  Sebastian,  and  Fontarabia ;  in  Arragon^  SaragoMa ;  and  is 
Catalonia,  Tarragona,  Barcelona,  Gerona,  Lerida,  and  Tortosa. 
.  03.  Supposing  the  direct  operation  (as  above  stated)  to  termioateiat 
Viltoria,  this  city  will  become  the  point  from  whence  the  new  linea  of 
opemtion  will  issue,  and  which  will  necessarily  follow  the  main  raada 
.from  that  town  to  the  objects  in  contemplation.  Now  the  main  roadls 
which  issue  from  Vittoria  are  three,  namely,  1.  The  road  from  Vittoria* 
to  Bayonne,  which  is  the  continuation  of  tlie  high  Bayonne  road.  8.  From 
Vittoria  to  Pampeluna  in  Navarre.  3.  From  Vittoria  to  Saiagoala,  or 
rather  from  Pampeluna  to  Saragossa.  4.  From  Saragossa  to  LerkU.  Bar- 
celona, and  Gerona,  (the  high  Perpignan  road  from  Perpignan  in  France 
to  Saragossa.) 

24.  From  Vittoria  to  Bayonne  is  about  100  English  miles,  the  Kjg^ 
route  being  as  follows,  namely,  from  Vittoria  to  MontdragoA  90  milea  ; 
thence  to  Vergara  8  ;  thence  to  Tolosa  1ft ;  thence  to  Emani  39 ;  thence 
to  the  Bidasoaand  Irun,  (the  frontier  river  of  France  and  Spain)  6; 
thence  to  St*  Jean  de  Luz  15 ;  and  thence  to  Bayonne  16.  Total  0S 
.miles.  At  Ernani,  this  road  throws  out  a  branch  to  the  left  whicb  is 
the  road  to  St.  Sebastian.  This  road  is  as  follows  :  From  Emani  to 
Reoteria  12  miles ;  and  thence  to  Sebastian  12 ;  Total  34  miles» 

The  whole  of  this  road  (from  Vittoria  to  Bayonne)  is  roogh^  moan- 
.tatnous^  and  extremely  difficult,  though  not  absolutely  uopncticaUe 
to  Artillery.  But  this  character  of  it  will  be  of  little  inconvenience  tn 
the  allied  armies,  but  an  undoubted  disadvantage  to  the  enemy.  It  will 
be  of  no  inconvenience  to  the  allies,  inasmuch  as  the  towns,  which  may 
4^uire  a  seige,  are  on  the  coast,  and  may  receive  Artillery  frtNon  St. 
Ander  or  Passage.  And  it  will  be  a  disadvantage  to  the  enemy  under 
the  following  circumstanced  Should  the  enemy  fight  a  battle  (as  may  be 
anticipated)  about  Vittoria  in  order  to  cover  their  Magaxines,  and  should 
they  (as  may  likewise  be  anticipated  from  the  numerical  superiority  of  the 
allies,  and  the  undoubted  gallantry  of  the  troops)  be  defeated  and 
rputed,it  will  become  nearly  impossible  for  them  to  carry  off  their  artiU 
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lery,  whenceitisaj  be  presumed  that  a  great  proportioa  of  it  wiil  fidl  into 
the  hands  of  the  allies* 

The  towns  along  thi»  road  have  little  strength  beyond  that  of.  their 
position. 

Vittoria  must  follow  the  fate  of  the  battle,  or  of  the  rtlreat  of  the 
enemy. 

MoDtdragote  is  an  open  town. 

Tolosa  has  walls  and  gates  ;  but  of  no  streng^. 

The  bridge  over  the  Bidasoa  is  protected  only  by  a  head  (on  the 
French  side)  of  very  indifierent  strength*  # 

Bayonoe  is  regularly  and  strongly  fortified»it  is  the  work  of  Vauban^; 
it  it  unnecessary  to  say  more  of  it. 

The  road  from  Ernani  to  St  Sebastian  is  mountainous.  A  smaH 
'  distance  on  the  left  of  it  is  Fontarabia.  This  is  a  fortified  tpwn,  and  r^ 
puted  one  of  the  keys  of  Spain  upon  the  Pyrenean  frontier.  It  is  siti^ 
ated  in  a  small  peninsula  on  the  seu^coa^t,  and  upon  the  left  bank  of  the 
Sidasoa.  It  is  small  but  very  well  fortified  both  by  art  and  position. 
It  is  protected  on  the  land-side  by  the  high  mountains  of  the  Serras  de 
,  Jasquevely  and  on  the  sea  by  a  fortress  of  very  considerable  strength.  It 
might  probably  support  a  regular  siege  of  21  days  or  a  month. 
-  St.  Sebastian  is  likewise  a  fortified  town,  and  (if  not  by  some  defects 
.  in  its  position)  would  be  of  great  strength.  If,  is  situated  between  two 
arms  of  the  sea»  which  form  a  peninsula  of  it.  There  is  an  eminence 
which  serves  it  as  a  rampart  on  the  sea-side.  It  is  duly  fianked  with 
bastions  and  half-moons,  and  is  further  defended  by  a  citadel»  seated 
upon  a  lofty  mountain.  But  the  whole  of  its  works  are  commanded  by 
higher  ground  within  cannon-shot ;  and  therefore  it  would  be  compellad 
to  aspeedy  surrender.  ; 

25.  Pampeluna  (the  capital  of  Navarre)  is  a  very  considerable  town. 
It  is  partly  situated  on  an  eminence,  and  partly  in  a  plain,  on  the  banks 
ef  the  small  river  Agra,  which  washes  a  portion  of  its  walls.     It  is  sur- 
rounded on  all  fides  by  a  circle  of  mountains  about  eight  miles  distanon* 
(Its  military  chohicter  is  very  respectable.     It  is  regularly  fortified,  airil 
Ims  two  castles,  one  of  which  is  in  the  town,  and  the  other  contiguous, 
-though  without  the  walls.     This  last  place,  which  is  the  citadel,  was 
liuilt  by  Philip  the  2d,  and  its  situation  on  the  rocks  renders  it  vjery 
strong.      It  has  five  bastions  covered  with  stone  and  good  fosses ;  and  ft 
,deep  marsh,  of  considerable  extent,  renders  the  approaches  to  it  difficuU 
towards  the  side  on  which  it  could  be  attacked.*

*  This  citadcKhas  a  baodsome  tower,  several  magazines,  a  square  orpanifi^jtad 
with  trees,  and  an  armory  iu  the  very  centre  of  the  fortress  ;  which  is  roand,  and 
•pens  by  five  grand  and  strait  streetj,  which  lead  to  the  fire  bastions.  In  the  year 
1800,  there  was  a  hand-mill  of  most  curioas  construction  preserved  in  this  for- 
tress ;  it  was  a  large  machine  composed  of  several  wheels,  and  could  grind  two 
thoasand  boshsls  per  day.  ' 
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It  niAj  be  ofaeenred  here,  that  there  are  three  principle  roedt  firom 
France  into  Spain,— namely,  one  from  Bayonne  through  Imo,  Toleaa, 
and  Vittoria,— a  aecond  from  Perpignanto  Jooquerra,  Gerona,  Barcelona, 
&c«— and'the  third  from  St.  Jean  pied  de  Port  iti  France  through  Ron- 
eevallea  to  Pampeltraa*  This  road  is  aa  follows  >»-i.  e.  from  St.  Jean 
pied  de  Port  to  Roncevalles  $0  miles ;  thence  to  Zubieta  90  milet ; 
thence  to  Pampeluna  1 6— Total  66  BngHsh  miles  from  Pampelana  to 
St  Jean  pied  de  Port»  a  town  on  the  French  side  of  the.nioaotaiiis*  On 
the  left  of  this  road,  near  Roncevalles,  is  the  beaatifnl  valley  of  Bastan, 
one  of  the  most  fertile  find  delightful  valleys  in  Spain,  and  abooodiiig  in 
every  species  of  plenty* 

26.  The  three  memoirs  from  the  French  war-office  (and  parttcolarly 
the  one  made  in  179^  by  General  Servan),  which  accompany  this  projet, 
exhibit  an  accurate  account  of  the  topography  on  both  sides  of  die 
Pyrenees. 

NOTE. 

The  fbllowing  acifoant  pf  fhit  road,  a^d  of  aaotbcr  equally  likaly  to  be  the  seal 
of  military  operatkm  it  from  a  French  writer—'^  There  are  two  main  roada  froai 
Pampehma  into  France,-— the  one  from  Pampeluna  to  St.  Jean  pled  de  Port  ;  the 
other  from  Pampeluna  to  Bayonne. 

From  Pampeluna  to  St.  Jean  pied  de  Port  it  66  milea^^^asMly,  ftooi  Rampe- 
luna  to  Zuhiar  (or  Zubieta)  i6 ;  thence  to  Bomrfetta  90 ;  theoec  to  Ronccvullss  ty 
snd  thence  through  the  mountains  (ascending  and  descending}  to  St.  Jfsa  piad  ds 
Port  98— Total  66. 

From  Pampeluna  to  S^bieta  the  road  passes  orer  a  gentle  and  not  a  toilsome 
Bseent.— -From  Zubieta,  which  is  a  tillage,  this  ascent  increases,  and  becomes  ex- 
tremely rough  and  fatiguing  near  the  Tillage  of  Borquette.  From  this  ▼illafei  It 
btgins  to  ascend  very  lofty  mountains,  but  which  are  evtremely  fMila  s«dvsll 
wooded.  Immediately  after  passing  Bourgette,  the  road  ascends  a  moantaio,  oal 
«pon  descending  the  same  enters  upon  the  memorable  plain  of  Roaotfcllca,  or 
Playa  de  Andres  Zaro,  so  hr  famed  for  the  (fabulous)  defeat  of  Charleoiagiie  affd 
the  tweWe  Peers  of  France.  The  abbey  of  Roncevalles  (or  Itonceraux)  ts  ^tm- 
ated  in  Ibis  plain.  On  the  further  side  of  this  plain,  the  road  again  ascends  die 
■ioantainst  descends  again,  and  Uien  reaches  the  foot  of  the  tfeaiendous  moaatalay 
Mount  Altobiscar,  which  separates  Fitmce  and  Spain.  Theasceol  is  lfborio«S( 
ibr  man  and  mule,  and  totally  impossible  for  carriages.  Upon  reachiog  jthoi 
a  steep  road,  or  rather  a  ravine,  descends  into  French  Navarre,  sad  St.  JaaayimI 
de  Port. 

The  road  from  Pampeluna  to  Bayonne,  which  is  the  carriage  road  from  FrMca 
to  Pampeluna,  is  first  from  Bayonne  to  the  Bidasoa;  thence  to  Elisonada,  4  villligt 
io  the  valley  of  Bastan,  snd  thence  to  Pampeluna.  This  road  is  better  thna  the 
other,  because  it  winds  in  part  round  the  mountains. 

From  Pampeluna  to  Madrid,  the  road  is  through  Tudela,  •  handsome  toim  on 
he  Ebro.    From  Pampelnna  to  Tudela  is  66  miles.

containing  iht  topography  of  Catalonia,  the  placet  itnayprovt  advm-^ 

tagwut  to  attack,  and  the  means  of  atquiriag  possession  of  them. 

My  LoKD, — HIS  Majesty's  arm*  may  act  in  Cutalonia,  lit,  either  ^' 
on  the  side  next  tlie  sea,  in  Ampurdan,  or,  Sdly,  tint  the  mounluiiiE.  In 
the  first  CHce,  if  they  proceed  Troui  Roussilloa,  they  may  enter  the  di»trlct 
called  Ampurdan  through  Pertus.  Sd.  If  they  act  by  the  mountains  they 
must  pass  througli  CouBanI  to  the  valley  of  Cerdagne,  or  through  VaU 
lespir  (which  isadependanceof  Rousxillon)  to  the  valley  of  Cumpredon. 

Ampurdan,  which  is  seven  leagues  long  and  eix  wide,  lake*  its  length 
from  the  Pertus  to  Gerooa,  and  its  breadth  from  the  sea-side  to  the 
mouDtains  of  CasteUFoUit,  U  rruilful  in  wine,  corn,  aud  oil,  and  full  of 
good  toHns  and  tilU]^.  Its  form  iselmost  square,  Leing bounded  on  three 
sides  by  mounuius,  on  the  other  by  the  Mediterraneao  lea.  Tlie  couiilrf 
i>  in  part  an  even  plain  ;  ihe  other,  nhich  is  however  the  greatest  pari,  it 
intersected  by  rivulets,  ravines,  and  lofty  hills;  which  renders  it  \trf 
diflicult  to  use  carriages,  though  they  are  made  use  of  in  the  country. 

There  are  three  rivers  which  pass  quite  through  it,  and  empty  them- 
selves in  the  sea  ;  the  6rst  called  the  Muga,  is  always  fordable,  and  has 
over  it  two  stone  bridges;  the  other  is  the  Fluvia,  whicii  is  larger  thau 
the  first,  but  ill  summer  may  always  be  forded,  at  the  depth  ofa  foot  and 
a  half ;  it  has  only  one  bridge,  at  a  distance  from  the  high  road  from 
Pertus  to  Gerona  ;  and  the  third,  called  the  Ter,  larger  than  the  other 
two,  but  still  is  fordahle  in  some  places,  at  the  depth  of  three  feet  and 
a  half;  it  has  only  one  bridge,  half  a  league  from  Gerona. 

Cerdagne  is  a  valley  live  leagues  in  length  and  two  in  breadth,  siir* 
rounded  on  every  side  by  large  and  lofty  mounlains.  The  country  ii 
fertile  ill  rye,  containsin  summer  abundant  pasturage,  and  is  filled  witH 
a  great  number  of  villages  in  proportion  to  iii  extent.  It  forms  an  of  at 
plain,  but  is  crossed  by  many  hills  and  rivulets ;  it  is  Intersected  by  two 
rivers,  but  as  they  are  near  their  source,  thpy  are  both  fordable  ia 
cv«ry  part. 

Campredon  is  a  small  plain  containing  only  a  league  in  extent  and 
five  or  six  villages;  it  is  only  important  on  accnunt  of  the  castle  of  Cam-' 
predoD,  which  blacks  the  passage  from  Rousiillon  to  the  monntaiiis  of 
AoHot  and  Ripoll. 

The  places  in  this  country  in  possession  of  the  enemy  are,  in  Ampur- 
dan, Cadequiers,  Roses,  the  castle  of  la  Trinity,  Palamos,  and  Ge- 
rooa;  and  in  Cerdagne,  Puicerda,  which  it  the  place  of  greatest  im- 
.  poTtaAce.     The;  have  besides,  the  custle  of  Castet  Follit,   and  some 
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towers  on  the  tea  nde,  and  in  the  Talley  of  CampredoD^  the  castle  ^ 
Campredon,  which  bears  its  name. 

As  we  believe  that  an  army  of  equal  strength  in  troops  and  equipage, 
might  act  indiffereutly  against  any  one  of  the  above  mentioned  con- 
siderable places,  and  that  it  would  require  few  more  troops  to  make  aa 
attempt  on  one  than  on  the  other,  your  Lordship  shall  be  informed  of 
the  nature  of  each  of  tho^e  places  in  particular,  and  of  the  utility  and 
advantages  each  of  theny  would  afibrd  to  his  majesty,  that  we  may  not 
fall  short  in  any  thing  that  he  has  done  us  the  honour  to  command. 

CADEQUIERS  is  a  town  on  the  sea  side,  four  leagues  from  Col- 
lioure ;  the  road  is  very  rugged  and  full  of  defiles ;  the  town  is  enclosed 
with  an  old  wall  with  large  turrets,  demi-lunes  at  the  gates,  a  good  pali- 
sade round  it,  andin  some  places  flanked  by  these  turrets.  Its  fortifica- 
tions are  not  reckoned  good,  but  there  are  two  circumstances  that  render 
it  important ;  one  is,  that  for  two  leagues  round  it  there  is  neither  water, 
nor  forage  for  two  hundred  horses.  The  inhabitants  gather  oil,  wioe, 
and  small  fish ;  the  other,  that  it  is  nearly  impossible  to  bring  up  large 
cannon  to  it.  It  is  generally  garrisoned  with  a  hundred  and  fifty  or  two 
hundred  soldiers,  and  four  huudred  armed  peasants,  in  whom  the  enemy 
place  great  confidence. 

Within  cannon  shot  of  the  town  is  a  tower  for  the  protecUon  ofa  small 
harbour  called  Port-Ligar,  at  which  place  the  artillery  may  be  landed* 
without  the  town  being  able  to  prevent  it.  We  do  not  con«der  it 
difficult  to  execute  with  gallies,  though  there  are  some  guns  in  the  tower. 

The  seige  can  only  be  made  by  detachment,  and  the  cavalry  with  the 
body  of  the  army  should  remain  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain,  between 
the  castle  of  Caramanza  and  Palau,  where  water  and  forage  may  be  ob* 
tained  as  long  as  the  enterprise  should  last ;  and  yet  all  the  roads  will  be 
covered,  by  which  the  enemy  could  bring  succour  with  an  army ;  but  the 
place  can  only  be  invested  by  entering  into  Ampurdan,  in  as  great  force 
as  for  another  enterprise.  We  do  not  believe  that  the  place  would  hold 
out  four  days  after  the  disembarkation  of  the  artillery. 

By  its  conquest  his  Majesty  will  only  g^in  two  villages  that  lay  be- 
tween CoUioure  and  Cadequiers.  The  advantage  derived  from  it  would 
be  that  of  the  harbour,*  which  is  an  excellent  one,  either  for  galleys  or 
ships,  and  it  is  the  only  one  which  the  Spaniards  possess  in  Catalonia  on 
this  side  Tarragona,  and  from  it  their  galleys  sail  for  Italy,  in  order  ta 
avoid  the  greater  part  of  the  Gulf  of  Lyon. 

W^hile  the  enemy  possess  Roses,  it  would  be  difficult  to  keep  pooet- 
sion  of  Cadequiers  long,  unless  its  fortifications  were  very  much  altered^' 
which  would  cost  his  majesty  sixty  thousand  crowns  to  do  effectnally^ 
while  we  have  no  other  places  in  Catalonia.  And  for  this  reason,  it  if 
not  an  acquisition  worthy  of  detaining  the  arms  of  his  Majesty  at  the 
opening  of  a«  campaign,  nor  should  be  commenced  at  this  place* 
The  seige  of  it  might  be  attempted  at  the  close  of  the  campaigns  after 
having  finished  that  of  other  places. 
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ROSES  is  a  good  town,  with  bastions^  vide  ditches,  covered  wayo^ 
and  demi-laDes  well  palisaded  and  ditched.  Its  position  is  ou  the  sbore» 
iu  an  even  plain,  at  the  foot  of  a  large  mountain  that  covers  it  to  the 
norths  and  projects  afterwards  into  the  sea  in  the  form  of  a  half  cres* 
<:ent.  At  the  centre  of  this  mountain,  between  its  point  and  the  toWn» 
is  the  castle  of  la  Triuit^,  which  guards  the  approach  to  Roses  from 
the  sea. 

It  is  said  to  have  an  unwholesome  air,  on  account  of  a  marsh  that  is 
within  a  quarter  of  a  league  of  the  town ;  and  the  garrison  is  subject  to 
great  mortality.  The  enemy  is  accustomed  in  time  of  war  to  place  in  it 
oaly  fifteen  hundred  foot  soldiers,  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  horse  at 
the  most,  it  will  notwithstanding  require  in  case  of  invasion  at  least 
a  thousand  more.  It  is  at  a  considerable  distance  in  the  country,  and  two 
leagues  and  a  half  from  the  high  road  from  Pertus  to  Giroua. 

Its  garrison  has  never  prevented  his  majesty's  armies  from  entering  Ca^ 
talonia,  from  leaving  it,  or  from  continuing  in  Ampurdan  as  long  as  it 
viahed.  The  inconvenience  it  occasions  is  only  to  the  convoys ;  for  the 
•ecurity  of  which,  an  escort  in  pro(H)rtion  to  what  the  enemy  can  send  from 
the  town  should  be  provided.  By  its  conquest  no  country  would  hfi 
gained  capable  of  furnishing  the  troops  with  winter  quarters.  The  utility 
derived  from  it  would  be  to  facilitate  and  augment  the  exaction  of  contrir 
batioosin  Ampurdan;  to  serve  as  a  magazine  of  provisions  and  stores  for 
the  army  during  its  stay  in  Ampurdan,  without  being  under  the  neces^ 
eity  of  fetching  them  from  Pertus,  or  of  forming  entrepots,  as  the  ma- 
gaxinea  might  be  easly  replenished  by  sea ;  to  prevent  the  enemy  from 
making  a  descent  on  Roussillon  in  order  to  attempt  the  siege  of  any 
pla^  .not  even  that  of  Bellegarde ;  he  not  being  able  to  form  magazines 
or  entrepots,  nor  draw  supplies  from  Girona  without  exposing  himself  to 
danger  so  long  as  Roses  shall  be  in  his  Majesty's  possession. 

The  siege  might  with  propriety  be  made  at  the  commencement  of  the 
cmjapaign.  Forage  and  grain  will  be  found  in  the  villages  at  the  foot  of 
this  mountain ;  grass  may  be  carried  from  Castello,  which  will  not  be  long 
in  coming,  and  provisions  may  be  brought,  sometimes  by  sea,  and  some- 
times by  land»  by  convoys  which  may  pass  by  the  Col  de  Bagnuls. 

It  ia  however  well  to  examine,  if  the  situation  and  the  nature  of  this 
place  may  without  much  risk  permit  us  to  proceed  further  into  the  coun-> 
ttjf  leaving  it  in  the  rear. 

With  regard  to  its  situation,  it  is  not  only  as  we  have  said  at  a  distance 
fiom  the  high  road,  but  in  a  secluded  position ;  and  the  mountain  on  one 
tid^  the  sea  and  the  morasses  on  the  others,  render  sorties  from  the  town 
in  difficnit,  that  it  is  easy  to  prevent  them  by  small  detachments  as  has 

liceti  already  proved. 

The  unhealthy  situation  of  tlie  town  and  of  the  oist^  of  la  Trinity 
jnfoid  deptroy,  either  during  its  seige  or  in  a  garrison,  so  many  troops, 
diat  Ihe  army  would  be  sensibly  weakened  at  the  end  of  the  campaign ; 
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which  in  that  country  is  of  great  importance*  there  being  do  retonrcef 
for  its  reinfotcementy  and  the  enemy  being  usually  stronger  towards  the 
temtinaition  of  a  campaign,  than  at  its  commencement.  The  enemy  will 
always  be  much  stroiTger  }n  succouring  this  place  thtfn  any  otli^«  as  thty 
are  able  to  withdrav^  their  garrisons  ftom  other  places  fof  this  purpose 
without  fear,  and^to  make  use  of  the  whole  country,  but  which  they  could 
not  do  if  any  other  place  were  attacked  besides  Roses.  For  they  would 
Hot  be  sufiiciently  strong  to  spare  a  large  body  of  troops  to  place  in 
Roses,  and  still  be  in  a  state  to  attempt  to  relieve  any  other  place  which 
his  majesty's  army  would  be  besieging ;  and  if  they  should,  they  would 
do  us  no  greater  injury  than  tliey  have  done  of  late  years,  nor  pat  us  ta 
any  inconvenience  esicept  in  convoys,  against  which  we  might  provide 
either  by  sanding  them  by  sea,  as  we  should  be  obliged  to  do  if  we  be^ 
sieged  Roses,  or  by  providing  a  good  magazine  near  the  camp,  by  means 
of  which,  together  with  the  little  assistance  we  might  derive  from  the 
country,  we  might  avoid  the  necessity  of  having  to  fetch  them  so  often 
from  Pert  us.  As  it  is  of  great  importance  to  possess  in  that  coantry 
some  places  to  serve  as  winter  quarters,  his  Majesty  might  procure  tkeiti 
in  the  first  campaign,  by  directing  his  arms  against  the  placet  which 
would  afford  that  advantage  :  and  if  after  having  effected  the'conqiiert 
of  a  place  amongst  those  which  are  the  farthest  in  the  coantry  (aa  P^la» 
mos  or  Girooa)  the  army  should  remain  rn  such  a  state  as  tcrbe  nieapable 
of  undertaking  the  siege  of  Roses  (if  indeed  it  should  contioue  id  the 
enemy's  possession),  it  would  not  hinder  the  troops  from  being  placed  ia 
winter  quarters  in  great  part  of  Ampurdan.  It  would  only  be  ncoei* 
sary  to  employ  some  precautions  in  re-establishing  with  earth  and  fii* 
seines  part  of  the  walls  of  Castello,  which  have  been  levelled,  te  ploec 
therein  a  strong  battalion;  which  might  be  done  by  laboarert  of  the 
country,  the  army  being  in  Ampurdan  ;  and  in  the  meantime  Codeqvien 
might  be  besieged,  in  order  to  keep  the  garrison  of  Roses  so  confined  by 
means  of  this  |>ost  of  Castello,  and  the  harbour  of  Cadequiers^  that  la 
far  from  harrassing  us  it  would  itself  undergo  ^reat  hardshipa.  For 
these  causes  we  do  not  conceive  that  the  army  should  stop  at  the  open* 
ing  of  the  campaign  to  lay  siege  to  Roses,  unless  the  weakneia  of  its 
garrison,  gave  an  assurance,  that  it  might  speedily  be  taken,  without 
loss  of  men  or  of  time,  in  order  not  to  give  time  to  the  enemy  for  coo* 
sideratlon,  and  for  placing  the  other  towns,  Palamoa,  Oirona»  mod  Poi- 
cerda  (which  would  be  of  greater  use  to  his  Majesty)  in  such  m  state 
as  would  render  the  conquest  of  them  more  drffiicult  than  it  appeara  ta 
be  at  presents 

PAL  AMOS  is  a  town  contiiining  five  hundred  houses  of  Aree  amall 
stories,  three  leagues  from  Girona,  six  from  Roses,  and  eight  from  Pef^ 
ins ;  situated  on  the  sea  shore  in  a  plain,  to  the  right  of  which  is  an  ele* 
vation  that  forms  part  of  the  harbour,  which  can  contain  only  fouraoiaN 
^lleys.    The  enemy  tes  meted  on  this  elevation  a  fort  Wbieh  eoauoiMii* 
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Gates  with  the  town^by  a  covered  way,  and  has  also  fortified  the  town, 
lA  which  there  is  usaally  a  garrisooof  only  three  or  four  hat>dred  mea. 
This  place  hsitf  never  been  held  in  great  estimation,  nor  judged  capable 
•f  holding  out,  if  even  more  strongly  garrisoned,  eight  days  agaipst 
open  trenches* 

The  adjacent  country  is  rich  and  well  cultivated,  and  artillery  may  be 
brought  over  land  by  Verges  and  Qualta  without  difficulty. 

As  to  provisions,  it  would  be  difficult  so  far  off  to  keep  up  a  communis 
cation  with  Pertus,  or  to  drav  them  from  that  quarter*  They  might  b« 
brought  by  sea  as  well  as  the  stores,  and  the  rartillery  might  likewise 
oone  by  the  same  means,  if  it  were  wished  to  avoid  the  trouble  of  bring- 
log  it  by  land. 

The  country  round  this  place  is  very  dry,  and  there  would  be  much 
difficulty  to  procure  water  sufficient  for  an  array,  if  the  siege  were  not 
attempted  at  the  beginning  of  spring,  before  the  waters  were  dried  up. 
.  The  conquest  of  this  place  would  extremely,  embarrass  the  enemy  ; 
and  would  compel  them  to  maintain  a  stronger  garrison  at  Barcelona,  a« 
there  is  not  between  Palamos  and  Barcelona  any  other  place  but  Ostal- 
liCf  which  is  only  a  castle.  It  would  place  all  the  country  under  contri* 
butioo,  to  the  very  gatesof  Barcelona,  withoi^t  their  being  able  to  prevent 
it ;  would  not  only  be  useful  in  laying  seige  to  Girona,  for  tha  supply^ 
Wig  of  provisjious  and  stofes  to  the  army>  but  ev^en  necessary,  inasmuch 
M  ijt  would  inender  it  very  difficult  to  succour  Girona. 

This  place  alone  woiild  not  afford  i|s«  any  more  than  Roses,  the  means 
^pf  accommodating  the  ^roops  with  winter  quartfsrs,  ^d  we  could  only 
auccour  it  by  sea,  wh^n  (be  9rmy  should  have  l^ithdrawn  itself  into 
GU)u«illon ;  and  for  this  reason,  pot  hafiog  the  intention  of  extending 
conquests  in  Catalonia,  or  of  besieging  Girona  imipediately  afterwards, 
it  would  be  quite  i^jieless  to  embark  in  the  siege  of  it, 

GIRONA  is  a  large  city,  which,  fpr  the  protection  of  all  the  country 
of  Ampurdan,  the  enen^y  have  b^n  obligfKl  to  fortify  with  severa) 
forts  on  the  heights  th^t  commanc)  the  pity,  and  have  so  multiplied 
then),  that  they  require  continually  jnpre  tha^  two  thpgsaqd  five  huu^ 
dred  men  to  garrison  them,  and  still  the  number  is  insufficient, 
f  The  i:ity  forms  aq  amphitheatre,  being  portly  situated  on  n  plain  and 
portly  on  the  ascent  of  a  hilL  It  has  two  rivers,  one  of  them  called  the 
Ooiar  passes  tliiougb  the  midst  of  ijt,  and  on  leaving  it  jpins  with  the 
Ter,  which  passes  along  the  ^9i\\%.  The  surrounding  coiintry  is  fertile 
m  provisions  and  fruits  of  every  kind,  and  ^bqufids  with  cattle. 

The  city  is  inclosed  by  an  old  wiE41  with  turrets;  and  before  the  places 
where  the  wall  was  weak  have  beep  constructed  derai-lunes,  part  of  which 
are  of  atone  aqd  lime ;  and  the  ethers  of  earth  and  fascines. 

The  acquisition  of  this  place  and  of  Palamos,  would  almqst  equally 
diyifje  (Catalonia  between  bis  Majesty  and  his  enemy ;  it  wqu)d  s^cur^  all 
the  troops  in  winter  quarters  as  well  through  Aii)pHrdA|^  P%  in  the  imip^ 
diate  vicinity  of  th^e  town* 
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Between  Girooa  and  Barcelona  there  is  no  stroog  place  or  town  capa. 
ble  of  containing  fife  hundred  men  in  security,  but  the  oastle  of  Oatalric, 
which  will  not  conveniently  hold  more  than  three  hundred. 

The  enemy  would 'thug  not  only  be  compelled  to  place  a  strong  garrisoQ 
in  Barcelona,  but  also  in  several  other  places  beyond  the  Liobregat 
They  would  be  deprived  of  the  power  of  drawing  die  militias  and  other 
services  from  two-thirds  of  Catalonia,  and  they  would  have  a  difficulty  in 
finding  winter-quarters  for  their  troops,'  only  beyond  the  Liobregat ;  Ihe 
town  would  render  it  easy  to  his  Majesty  to  draw  firom  the  country  coik 
siderable  sums  of  money,  com,  and  other  contributions,  and  of  making 
Use  of  the  country  itself  by  treating  Tt  with  economy.  This  conquest 
might  rouse  the  spirit  of  the  Catalonians  in  Barcelona,  and  induce  them 
to  some  resolution  that  would  be  in  our  favour,  and  being  in  thia  place, 
intrigues  might  be  formed  through  die  whole  country. 

This  is  the  action  of  the  greatest  fame  and  profit  that  hit  Majesty, 
bearing  his  arms  into  Catalonia,  cau  perform  there*  And  we  may  say, 
that  next  to  that  of  Barcelona,  which  would  require  ah  army  iDfinitdy 
stronger ;  there  is  only  this  attempt  and  that  of  Puicerda  that  it  worthy«f 
the  dignity  of  a  king ;  the  former  for  the  glory,  the  utility,  and  tbe  is* 
flueuce  it  would  give,  and  the  latter  from  its  solidity  and  the  advaDtage 
we  may  derive  from  it. 

For  besieging  Crirona  there  are  but  two  means  ;  the  first  it  thatof 
which  we  have  spoken  above,  which  is  to  lay  hold  of  Palamoa  suddenly 
at  the  opening  of  the  campaign,  and  to  place  there  all  th^proviaiont  and 
stores  which  would  be  necessary  to  us  for  this  mege.  The  other,  to  fonoy 
on  entering  Ampurdan,  large  magazines  at  Figueras,  (while  the  ansy 
would  be  living  on  the  country,)  and  afterwards  to  transport  them  to 
Bascara,  three  leagues  from  Girona,  where  there  is  an  intrenchment  that 
might  be  made  complete.  But  the  first  is  undoubtedly  much  tbe  beat 
and  mo»t  certain  method  of  taking  the  town,  and  concealing  the  design 
fit>m  the  enemy ;  the  preparations  even  for  the  embarkation  of  promioM 
might  cause  them  to  entertidn  apprehensions  for  other  maritime  towna  ; 
and  we  have  no  need  to  fear,  that  when  we  have  taken  Palamoa,  the 
enemy  would  strengthen  the  garrison  of  Girona ;  on  the  contiary  th^ 
would  diminish  it  to  sepd  part  of  it  to  Barcelona.  As  Girona  is  a  place 
where  the  army  must  necessarily  be  separated,  on  account  of  the  rifar 
Ter,  though  that  river  is  fordable  ib  certain  places  it  would,  however^ 
be  of  importance  to  carry  there  a  bridge,  which  would  be  terviceaUt 
likewise  at  the  siege  of  Pftlamos,  and  enable  us  to  continue  in  Amptirdaa 
with  greater  selrurity ;  Palamos  being  beyond  the  Ter. 

They  who  have  made  observations  on  this  city,  and  the  new  fortifica* 
tions  that  have  been  added  to  it,  consider  that  it  cannot  hold  out  mora 
than  four  days,  by  taking  one  of  the  forts ;  and  what  has  already  been 
done  in  open  day  and  without  artillery  in  the  space  of  three  houm^  may 
be  exi^ected  to  be  performed  in  three  days  with  artillety. 
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This  euterpriie  being  completeil, at  tlie  close  of  the  campaign.  Casld  j 
Follit  and  Cadequiers  should  beuken,  vthich  place*  cannot  bt  auccoura 
when  we  have  possessioti  of  Girona, 

The  difficultiei  that  may  be  opposed  to  these  plans,  besides  that  rf  ' 
proviaions,  and  the  leuviog  bthiud  a  place  like  Kotie«,  i 
lity  of  not  being  able  to  Riaintain  them  lon^r  than  while  the  armv  r&< 
mains  entirely  in  Catalnnio ;  that  it  would  nithtlraw  great  part  of  tlie 
troops  to  garrison  this  city,  if  a  citudel  were  not  to  be  erected,  which  i> 
not  thought  difficult,  and  by  thin  conquest  his  Mujesty  would  engage 
himsctf  in  tbe  continuance  of  an  otfensive  war  in  Catalonia,  and  to  send' 
Dew  reinforcements  for  the  next  canipuign. 

FUICERDA.— Thii  is  a  town  consisting  nf  about  eight  hundred  | 
liousev,  seated  in  the  midst  of  a  plain  called  Cerdagne,  on  a  small  emi- 
nence. It  has  a.  wall  and  pIstfoTin,  surrounJed  with  hastioox,  ditchei^ 
palisades,  and  covered  ways.  Our  generals  are  agreed  that  it  is  a  «truDf 
place,  but  that  it  might  be  made  stronger,  and  that  from  the  day  that 
the  artillery  iihould  come  up,  and  the  trenches  be  opened,  it  would  not 
bold  out  ten  days,  unless  it  should  have  a  very  strong  garrison.  The 
Strongest  garrison  the  enemy  has  liitherto  kept  in  it  bus  not  exceeded 
fifteen  hundred  or  two  thouiiand  regular  troops  and  three  hundred  horse; 
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lid  (he  easiest  to  preserve,  of 
nake  in  the  whole  country  ;  for  it  is  not  oulj' 
id  Capsir,  but  likewise  tn  the  Pu}s  de  FoIk    ' 
id  to  Languedoc,  ou  which  Cerdagne  borders.    The  enemy  would  not 
be  able  to  bring  up  artillery  fur  retaking  it,  having  preferred  to  ui 
•ome  to  be  cast  there  to  the  bringing  it,  even  in  time  of  peace.     They 
mnnot  go  to  Fuicerda  but  through  a  mountainous  country,  passingcon- 
<inaally  through  defiles  to  within  a  league  of  this  place,  and  we  can  alnuja 
nurch  there  in  order  of  liatile  from  Capsir,  which  is  within  four  leagues 
of  it.     it  will'  cover  Couflant,  Languedoc,  and  the  Fays  de  Foix,  from 
mn  invasion  of  the  enemy,  qiid  give  his  Majesty  possession  of  Cerdagne* 
of  whicli  the  enemy  occupy  at  present  the  part  that  belongs  to  bis  IV1»>    , 
jcistj.  Having  this  town,  and  seizing  the  ports  of  Seu-d'Urgt'l  and  Bagna, 
hia  Haje«ty  may  fix  part  of  his  troops  in  winter-quarters  in  Cerdagne^  i 
and  refresh  therein  hia  army  during  the  hot  weather,  if  it  should  need  "■ 
ii ;  but  by  the  taking  of  Puicerda,  the  pass  of  Pertus  would  be  oeit 
niAre  nor  less  free  for  entering  and  leaving  Ampurdan.      This  place  fa™ 
eilitates  the  mea»!i  of  entering  Catalonia  by  Seu-d'Urgel  and  the  plaia 
which  bears  its  name,  and  by  Kipol  to  the  plain  of  Vic,  but  every  wher*  * 
by  roads  through  mountains,  and  by  countries  full  of  narrow  defiles ;  it 
rumpels  the  enemy  to  garrison  several  places  in    Cutulooiu,  which  arf 
ttot  ao  at  preneiit,  and  does  not  engage  his  Majesty  in  greater  efforts  U 
mdntain  it  than  if  it  wefe  not  in  his  possesiiion  ;  pari  of  the  gsmison  of  H 
Villa  Fraaca  may  be  used  at  Puicerda. 
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In  order  to  be»eige  it«  we  can  bring  artillery  not  only  through  LaD« 
guedocy  andQoerigut,  bat  ttill  more  conveniently  through  two  placet 
iu  Conflant,  one  called  la  Tira  de  Pradel,  and  the  other  les  Liaoi^ 
tades,  where  the  road  it  almost  half  made ;  but  by  either  of  tbete  ways 
the  cannon  mutt  be  dragged  up  monntains  of  vast  height. 

As  the  country  of  Cerdagne  it  extremely  cold,  tome  have  tappoaed, 
that  to  besiege  this  town,  it  would  be  uecessary  to  wut  until  the  aeaton 
is  advanced ;  but  at  during  that  time,  if  the  army  remaia  withoat  at- 
tempting any  thing,  it  would  weaken  itself,  and  put  it  in.  the  power  of 
the  enemy  to  collect  and  to  be  able  to  pott  themtelvet  in  Cerdagne^  and 
by  that  means  frustrate  all  hit  Majesty^t  plant*  we  judge.it  mott 
important  not  to  defer  the  execution  of  them^  and  to  make  ate  of  the 
vigour  which  the  troopt  postest,  on  coming  out  of  winter  quartert. 

The  difficulty  of  meeting  with  forage  there  need  not  be  an  embaratt* 
ment ;  for  though  in  that  district  the  season  it  more  backward  than  io 
the  others,  there  is  corn,  the  rye  it  very  forward,  and  pasturage  excellentt 
and  as  this  country  produces  abundance  of  gratt,  there  will  be  foand  io 
it  plenty  of  fodder.  To  prevent  all  inconvenience,  oatt  may  be  carrieii 
from  Villa-Franca  and  given  to  the  cavalry,  if  the  rye  thould  betoamaU 
that  it  could  not  be  cut ;  and  with  oatt  and  patturage  the  cavalry  would 
be  supported,  particularly  in  a  season  when  the  grass  tpringt  op  rapidly. 

Provisions  and  stores  may  be  sent  from  Perpignan  to  Villa  Franca^ 
which  might  serve  as  an  entrepot,  without  the  trouble  of  forming  maga- 
irincs  before  hand  at  Querigut,  having  a  good  supply  of  proviciona.  It 
is  more  easy  to  use  in  that  country  beasts  of  buivien  than  carriagea ;  for 
though  artillery  may  be  dragged  up,  it  requires  great  ttrength  aod  tbo 
assistance  of  men,  and  that  is  for  once ;  but  the  contiQuaoce  of  brings 
Ing  up  carnages  would  be  a  very  great  inconvenience. 

The  army  to  execnte  this  enterprise,^  and  to  caaae  apprebeiiaioat  ia 
the  other  places  of  Ampurdan,  thould  enter  by  the  Pertut  'ioto'Aoipaiv 
dan,  leaving  a  strong  detachment  in  Routtillon,  to  invett  the  town.  Bat 
if  by  any  information  it  should  be  learnt  that  this  place  it  in  a  fivroarmbitt 
ttate,  it  might  be  invested  and  besieged  wit)iout  losing  tiaie  or  coteriag 
Ampurdan. 

The  enemy  utually  at  the  end  of  a  campaign  place  their  iafiintry  in 
the  frontier  towns,  and  it  remains  there  until  they  reattemble  their  amy* 
If  on  this  account  the  garrison  of  Puicerda  thould  be  found  at  the  htm 
ginning  of  the  campaign  extremely  strong,  the  whole  army  and  eqaipago 
thould  enter  Ampurdan,  and  make  a  pretence  of  aiming  at  Girooa  or 
Roses,  to  compel  the  enemy  to  withdraw  part  of  the  garriton  from  Poi« 
cerda,  as  they  are  accustomed  to  do  every  year. 

It  would  also  be  of  importance  that  the  squadrons  of  galleyaand  thipa 
thould  shew  themselves,  tome  dayt  before  the  entrance  of  the  troopa  into 
Rou  still  on,  on  the  coasts  of  Catalonia.  This  naval  armamenty  aod  tbt 
reports  of  the  march  of  the  land  force,  might  oblige  them  to  direct  all 
their  attention  to  tbe  preservation  «of  their  maritime  tovrpt* . 
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The  entrance  of  part  of  tbe  army  into  Ampurdan  would  in  any  cattf 
be  of  lervice ;  it  would  render  the  inrasion  of  Roussilion  by  the  enemy 
more  difficulty  on  account  of  the  frontier  country  which  it  would  have 
exhausted. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  when  the  army  shall  be  occupied  in  besieging 
this  place ;  the  enemy  will  be  able  to  enter  Roussillon  as  well  as  when 
fait  Majesty*s  army  enters  Ampurdan,  they  may  enter  by  Conflauf 
(which  however  they  have  never  yet  done) ;  but  they  could  not  in  so  short 
a  time  make  any  considerable  enterprise  ;  particularly  after  that  part  of 
their  country  has  been  previously  exhausted.  They  might  exhaust  U9 
of  some  forage  in  Ronssillbn,  but  the  capture'  of  this  town  would  well 
recompence  us  for  the  loss ;  and  to  provide  for  every  exigency?  we  should 
not  fbrget  to  leave  a  strong  garrison  iu  Bellegarde,  at  Bains  and  Espolla ; 
part  of  our  cavalry  at  Bula,  and  part  at  Liaguna,  which  is  below  Villa 
Branca,  to  keep  it  ready  either  for  drawing  to  the  army,  or  for  being  sent 
into  RoussilloUy  should  the  enemy  attempt  to  go  there.  We  should 
leave,  likewise,  in  Roussillon  an  experienced  officer  who  knows  how  t# 
make  use,  if  there  be  occasion,  of  what  he  can  draw  from  tbe  garrisons^ 
of  the  cavalry  that  will  be  Left  at  Bula,  and  of  the  militia  of  Roussil- 
lon, to  advance  to  Boulou,  and  there  oppose  the  enemy,  not  forgetting 
likewise  to  bring  up  fresh  troops  to*enter  Ampurdan. 
*  To  relieve  Poicerda  the  enemy  have  only  three  pateage^  by  which 
they  can  come ;  namely,  the  passes  of  Toses,  lau,  and  Barida.  If  wheo 
the  army  should  enter  Cerdagne,  the  enemy  should  not  yet  be  cotlected, 
an  attempt  might  be  made  to  seize  Bagos  and  Seu  d*Urgel  by  surpriae 
or  by  sending  a  detachment;  and  that  done,  the  enemy  would  have  only 
one  passage,  which  it  would  not  be  difficult  to  guard.  Whichever  of 
these  passes  they  should  chuse',  they  can  only  assemiile  tiieir  army  be* 
yohd  the  mountains  that  separate  Cerdagiie  from  Catalonia,  and  not 
-nearer  this  district  than  three  leagues,  and  must  march  through  eonti* 
naed  defiles  to  a  small  village  of  this  district. 

The  army  would  be  able  to  march  from  Ampurdan  to  Puicerda,  with* 
oat  having  to  return  into  Ronsillon,  passing  by  Castel-Follit  and  Aulot, 
and  sending  the  baggage  into  Rousillon  through  Pertus ;  but  if  the 
enemy  should  assemble  near  Bagniils,  it  would  not  be  able  to  keep  that 
road,  but  must  return  through  Pertus. 

To  render  the  capture  of  Puicerda  still  more  easy,  it  would  be  adris* 
able  to  order  the  general  who  commands  the  army  to  give  directions  to 
the  governor  of  Foix,  that  he  may  assemble  a  part  of  the  militia  of  that 
district,  and  secure  the  pass  of  PAvet^Courronne,  which  is  a  road  whereby 
provisions  may  be  conveniently  sent  to  the  army,  and  sin^lar  directions 
-to  his  Majesty's  lieutenant  of  the  province  of  Languedoc,  that  he  rei« 
main  at  Limoux  or  Querigut  during  the  siege. 

The  town  being  taken,  if  Seu  d'  Urgel  should  not  have  been  previ* 
ously  seized,  it  would  be  necessary  to  do  it,  thia  being  to  us  a  very  im* 
pertant  post,  as  is  also  that  of  Bagot.    This  being  performed,  there  are 
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bat  two  plant  to  be  propoted  ;  the  one  it  to  carry  the  war  tfaioagh  the 
mountain^  detcend  at  Ripol,  and  lay  tiege  to  Campredoo  ;  the  other,  to 
IbUow  the  tame  road,  and  without  ttaying  to  betiege  Campredon,  that 
the  enemy  may  not  be  at  liberty  to  enter  Routtllon,  to  deaceiid  inlt 
Ampurdan  by  Aulot  and  Gattel  Foil  it* 

A  third  may  be  propoted,  namely,  to  march  to  the  plain  of  Viq«e; 
bat  that  it  very  difficult,  and  the  other  will  depend  on  the  place  where 
the  enemy  should  be  atsembled ;  and  if  the  execution  of  it  aboald  be 
frustrated,  we  should  fall  back  into  RoutilloD  and  enter  Ampiiidan 
tlirough  Pertut* 

It  it  proper  that  your  lordsliip  should  be  informed,  that  in  canying  oa 
war  in  the  mountains  it  is  ettentially  necessary  to  concilitate  the  inhalri* 
tants  as  much  as  possible,  that  we  may  not  be  under  the  necessity  of 
using  large  escorts  in  proceeding  through  tiiat  country.  For  this  purpose 
they  must  always  be  flattered  with  the  hope  of  oar  extending  oar  coo* 
quests  in  Catalonia,  and  when  anything  is  required  of  them,  tbeytbould 
be  reasoned  with,  and  made  to  understand  that  it  is  for  the  king's  aerfioc^ 
and  for  their  material  benefit* 

The  country  of  Catalonia  supports  exactions  with  cheerfulotiSs  wbeo 
all  thtse  reasons  are  explained ;  but  they  cannot  bear  that  iodindnab 
should  enrich  themseWes  at  thdr  expenoe ;  and  on  that  acconntt  ibie^ 
must  be  treated  with  disinterestedness,  and  it  must  not  be  allowed  that 
the  commandants  of  places,  or  advanced  posts,  make  any  .exaction,  under 
pretext  of  their  garrisons,  or  by  their  orden.  If  any  thing  be  wsmted» 
it  must  be  obtiuned  through  the  commissary,  or  those  appointed  by  the 
king  for  that  purpose. 

CAMPKEDON.— This  is  a  castle  which  the  enemy  has  placed  in  a 
good  state  of  defence ;  it  stands  in  the  centre  of  a  small  plain  beyond 
the  Pyrenees,  on  the  tdde  of  Vallespir.  Its  circumvallation  is  small,  buf 
it  is  perfectly  surrounded  by  mountiaus.  The  enemy  usnally  keep  in  it  • 
garrison  two  or  three  hundred  strong.  When  Puicerda  is  burs,  it  would 
be  of  importance  to  us,  not  only  for  the  protection  of  Vallespir  and  Cod* 
flant,  but  to  secure  us  Puicerda,  which  is  very  near  to  it*  It  would  uot 
be  a  siege  of  difficulty,  the  artillery  being  brought  up,  which  might  he 
done  with  some  trouble,  by  making  large  windings. 

CASTEL  FOLLIT.— This  is  a  small  casUe,  bnt  is  very  strong,  it 
having  only  one  point  to  guard.  Its  siege  would  be  difficult  with  re* 
gard  to  artillery  and  provisions,  so  long  as  we  possess  no  other  place  more 
considerable  in  Ampurdan,  to  which  it  belongs*  And  if  during  the  stay 
of  the  army  in  Ampurdan,  it  were  wished  to  be  employed  in  any  thingef 
no  great  importance,  I  should  prefier  the  taking  of  Cadequiets  to  that  of 
Castel  Follit.  This  conquest  would  be  less  difficult  and  more  servioo" 
able  to  his  Majesty  on  account  of  its  harbour,  and  Cadeqoiers  might  be 
more  easily  maintained  tlian  the  other  place,  while  we  have  do  other 
places  in  Catalonia  of  greater  importance.

IN  the  month  oC  I^ovember  ^718,  th«  Marshal  de  Berwick,  deslMied 
to  the  jCoomiftiKl  ^f  bU  jMajectyV  fcMrce^  i«  Spain,  proceeded  ta  Bour<» 
deaojc,  aod  at  hia.*>rr^val  char|;ed  t];if  Marqaesa.d^  Yerseiitei^  qaar^er^ 
master-general »  to  proceed  to  Bayonne  and  visit  the  froatier>  th«t  is^  t^ 
eaamine  the  foada  ihat  lead  from  that  place  into  Biscay^  and  to  rec^n-  ' 
amtre  the  pawes  between  Foutarabia  and  Saint  Sebastian,  by  which  the 
opemtiou9#f  ibe-aovipaigii  were  Xq  cowmeoc^ 

lo  obedjencii  to  the  Riders  qF  that  general,  M.  d^  Yerseilles  went  t^. 
BajDBoe*  and  advanced  towards  St.  Jean  de  Lur  and  Audaye,  turning 
ta  the  left^  to  {allow,  the  moantaiiia  at  far  a#  the  ))^dm  of  Cerdagoe  an4 
BoQulloQ. 

M.  Champier,  commandant  of  the  faaUe  of  Bayonn^  observed,  that  in 
apening  the'C9Jp^Mdga  liy  this  fipntiery  uq  horses  woiild  be  wanted  for 
the  artillery^  but>aanmber  of  mules,  as  it  might  be  computed,,  th^t 
whether  the  army.aboold  enter  by  Biscay  or  Navarre,  the  horsett^  would 
perish  for  want  of  fon^e*  while  the  nwile»  ivould  render  the  same  servjce 
subsbting  only  on  straw  and  porn* 

He  likewise  observed,  that  in  jpiiscfiy  and  G(vpu3Coa  there  werf^  no 
fniitii  of  the  et^rth  ^iftapples  and  chcsiiuta,  therefore  coipmencing  by  the 
siege  of  ]*'ontarabia9  and  next  by  that  of  Saint  Sebastian,  it  was  necessary 
tp  h^ve  mag^xine^  of  pats  or  barley,  for  the  army  would  scarcely  find  iu 
Miese  two  provinces  any  thing  bu|  a  lit^Q  i^e-straw. 

He  farther  remarked^  that  the  defiles  of  the  mountains  of  Navarre^  w)iich 
join  Biscay,  are  so  narrow  and  difficult  that  it  is  impossible  tp  take  artil:% 
lerjr  over  them ;  therefore,  beginning  with  the  si^e  of  Fontarabifi  f  od 
St  Sebastian,  the  French  army  mu^t  of  necessity  fall  back  to  St.  Jt^Q 
de  Luz,  to  take  the  road  of  St.  Jean  Pie  de  Fort,  and  from, thence  march 
to  PampeloDa*  Forif  the.  ^rmy  should  e^iter  Spain  through  the  pass  of 
Orba^ceda,  it  would  run  the  risk  of  falling  short  of  provisions,  by  being 
so  fiiroff;  while  by  establishing  magazines  at  St.  Jean  Pi^  de  Port,  an4 
securing  th?  post  of  the  abbey  of  Roncesvalles,  the  army  would  be 
famished  with  ^ery  thing  .without  trouble,  provisions,  grain,  forage,  or 
art^lery,  which  could  be  drawp  from  Languedocy  RousiUon,  Guienue^ 
and  from  between  the  Giarpn^e  and  the  Pyrenees. 

M,  (]e Yer^illep,  after  following. th$:  sea-sbore  f^m  Bayonne  to  Anday.«| 
sod  ascending  along  ^he  Bidaasoa  to  Bera,  or  Vera,  the  first  village  in 
$pain,  followed  the  mountains  that  divide  the  two  kingdoms ;  iind 
making  observations  with  exactness  pn  all  the  roads  whereby  Gqipusco^ 
«nd  Upi^r  Navarre  inight  be  entered,  between  the  port  of  Behobie  aod 
the  valley  pf  Soule  above  Af  auleon,  he  found  that  there  were  only  thre^ 
roads  fit  for  the  m9rch  of  an  army, 

Tlie  first,  leaving  Bayonne,  conducts  to  St.  Jean  de  Luz,  Orogne,  th^ 
port  of  Behot>ie,  Irun,  the  first  village  in  Spain ;  from  thence  to  Fonta^ 
TOL.  6,  HO* 34.  SO 
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rabia,  orto  Port  du  Pa.*«8age  aod  St.  Sebastiao,  or  lotving  these  two  placci 
to  the  right,  to  Ernaniy  Tolosa^  Villa-FraDca,  Yilla-Healt  MoodragoOt 
Vittoriay  ice. ;  carriages  cannot  be  drawn  along  it  without  difficoltj. 

The  second,  from  Bajonue  to  Ainhoa,  Urdache,  the  first  village  ta 
Spain,  Maya,  llisonde,  Lans,  and  Pampelona.  Troops  may.  march  aloog 
it,  but  no  carriage  can  possibly  be  drawn  over  it ;  it  is  scarcely  good  - 
enough  for  horses. 

The  third,  from  Bayonue  to  Mendionde,  Elette,  and  St.  Jean  Piide 
Port.  This  road  may  be  used  for  carriages  after  it  has  been  well  repaired. 

From  St.  Jean  to  Pampelona  there  are  tyro  roads  that  jmn  atRonoes- 
valles.  One  to  the  right,  by  Arnegui  and  YaUCarlos,  the  first  villages  in 
Spain.  It  i«  used  by  the  muleteers  because  the  mountain  is  not  so  uih 
even  as  that  in  the  high  road  mentioned  next ;  it  is  very  narrow,  layiog- 
on  the  declivity  of  a  steep  hill,  and  passes  over  many  rocks.  In  case  of 
need,  troops  might  be  marched  over  it. 

The  other  road  from  St.  Jean,  by  the  priory  of  Oris8on>  leaving  Cba-' 
teau  Pignon  to  the  left,  to  Roncesvalles ;  thence  to  Bourget,  Cabiri,  and 
pampelona.    The  mountains  of  Orisson  and  Altobisca  areTery  aneven. 

From  St.  Jean  Pi^  de  Po^t  to  the  valley  of  Soule  there  is  not  anyroad 
across  the  mountains  which  can  be  used,  unless  it  be  that  which  lead« 
from  St.  Michael  to  Orbaicet,  the  first  Spanish  village ;  it  is  properly 
only  a  foot-path  through  which  the  militia  of  Navarre  once  pawed  to 
relieve  Jacca. 

From  this  valley  of  Soule  there  are  two  roads,  one  conducta  by  Laiw 
raun  to  the  valley  of  Salazar  :  the  other  by  port  St.  Engrace  leads  into 
the  valley  of  Roncal,  they  are  bad,  pkrticularly  the  latter.  The  Mole* 
teers  use  them  when  there  is  no  snow. 

'  The  district  of  Labour  is  very  dry  and  barren,  and  that  of  Gaipiucoa 
is  still  more  so,  particularly  near' St.  Sebastian  and  Fontarabia ;  it  pro« 
duces  scarcely  any  grass,  and  very  little  corn. 

Navarre,  both  upper  and  lower,  is  not  more  fertile,  and  the  country  is 
•till  worse  beyond  Ainhoa  and  St.  Jean  Pi^  de  Port,  than  it  is  oo  thia  aide 
of  these  two  passes. 

Along  the  river  Bidassoa  there  are  no  places  for  the  establishment  of 
considerable  posts  in  security.  At  Behobie,  which  is  the  great  thorough- 
fare and  the  post-road  from  Bayonne  to  St.  Sebastian,  the  inn  and  the 
custom-house  are  the  only  buildings  that  could  be  placed  in  a  state  ol 
defence.  There  are  also  two  barges,  called  Gabares,  one  on  oair  side, 
^nd  the  other  on  the  Spanish  side,  and  a  ford  above  the  island  de  la  Con- 
ference, which  is  passed  at  low  water.  At  some  distance  above  is  a  amalT 
church  called  THopital,  firmly  constructed,  which  being  placed  in  astate 
of  defence  would  make  a  small  post  better  than  the  preceding  one.  At 
this  place  there  is  also  a  ferry,  and  two  fords,  ratherdifflcult ;  one  of  them 
above  the  church,  near  the  house  of  the  prior,  and  the  other  about  a  thoa« 
fand  paces  lower ;  after  passing  them  ther^  is  no  beatea  nMidj  iMit  % 
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fMUsage  thraugh  tbe  fields  to  Inin.     The  cavalry  could  pass  there ;  if  it 
were  in  open  day,  it  might  receive  a  few  caDnon  shot  from  FoDtarabia. 

Andaye  is  an  open  village.  To  place  troops  in  it  with  safety,  the 
greater  part  of  this  village  must  be  surrounded  with  a  ditch  and  palisaded, 
that  is  Uie  houses  seated  on  the  heights,  not  inclosing  those  which  are 
lower  and  dispersed. 

Three  leagues  above  Behobie,  at  the  village  of  Bera,  is  a  stone  bridge, 
which  might  in  some  circumstances  be  used  for  the  passage  of  the  in- 
fantry, proceeding  from  Ascaigne  to  Bera  by  one  of  the  three  roads  no« 
ticed,  and  from  Bera,  leaving  Lezaca  to  the  left,  crossing  the  mountains 
to  Oyarzun.  This  road  is  extremely  mountainous,  narrow,  and  stony^ 
and  often  passes  over  naked  rocks  very  .steep,  io  which  are  irregular  steps. 
.  The  Marshal  de  Berwick,  being  at  Bayonne,  took  an  excursion  along 
the  Bidassoa,  passing  by  St.  Jean  de  Luz,  Andaye,  the  Pas  de  fiehobie, 
St.  Jean  Pie  de  Port,  Mauleon,  and  Oleron.  He  found  that  all  the 
■naps  in  his  possession  were  incorrect,  and  he  found  himself,  that  the 
passage  of  the  Bidassoa  was  easy,  and  the  road  on  the  other  side  sufRci* 
Ciitly  open  to  above  Saint-Sebastian  and  Le  Passage,  and,  that  Fonta'* 
imbia  might  easily  be  masqued;  This  general,  having  thus  acqirainted 
himself  with  the  country,  gave  a  statement  to  the  Regent,  as  well  of  its 
aituation,  as  of  the  designs  he  had  formed  for  the  prevention  of  every 
enterprise  the  Spaniards  could  attempt ;  observing,  that  between  Buyonne 
and  Oleron,  the  country  was  so  barren  that  it  was  impossible  for  an  army 
to  snbaist  in  it  unless  magak.ines  were  previously  formed ;  and  we  are 
covered  by  the  towns  of  Bayonne,  St.  Jean  Pie  de  Port,  and  Navarrein^, 
Iksides  the  rivers  Adour  and  Gave,  which  are  not  easy  to  pass*  Tliere- 
Ibre  it  was  only  between  Oleron  and  the  valley  of  Azim  that  he  should 
direct  his  principal  attention.  His  object  was  not  to  dispute  the  pah* 
aage  of  the  mountains,  nor  the  entrance  of  the  valleys,  but  to  extend  his 
troops  over  the  plaias,  in  order  that  bis  right  and  left  might  might  move 
with  more  facility.  .  .        ' 

There  are  to  our  right  two  great  openings  for  coming  from  Spain 
inio  France ;  that  from  Irun  to  St.  Jean  de  Luz,  and  that  from  Pam- 
pelona  to.  St.  Jean  Pie  de  Port ;  but  our  territory  on  that  side  being  .to-; 
tidly  destitute  of  subsistence,  and  as  the  enemy's  approach  could  be 
aeen  at  a  great  distance  ;  the  detached  corps  of  the  army  would  have 
aufficient  opportunity  to  post  itself  behind  the  Gave  d^Oleron,  and  pre^ 
vent  his  crossing  either,  that  river  or  the  Adour. 

.  If  tbe  enemy  came  from  Jacca  to  Oleron,  as  h^  could  in  this  case  cross 
the  Gave  d*01eron  near  its  sources,  our  troops  might  place  tliemseivei 
b^liind  the  Gave  de  Pau,  and  defend  it  from  Lourdes  to  the  Adour* 
This. river  has  good  banks,  and  is  fordable  in  very  few  places. 
.  |f  the  enemy  should  advance  through  the  valiias  of  Aziu  and  Osisean, 
srbifih  may  be  found  easiest  to  pass  in  oar  Cft^tWt.QOr  whole  force  may  • 
^Btt*  lA  the  phun«  either  pear  Bagnere^  qt  U  If^dtt  pf^  99?^  them.

If  they  wished  ia  like  manner  to  penetrate  through  the  defiles  that 
open  towards  Commingey  Conserans,  or  the  Pays  de  Foix»  our  troopi 
marched  there  with  the  same  readiness,  arid  had  the  advaatages  of  bang 
Quickly  joinad  by  a  detachment  from  the  main  army,  especially  amce  at 
we  observed  the  enemy  was  seen  at  a  distance,  and  there  waaall  the  time 
requisite  for  manoeuvering,  or  placing  themselves.  '  Such  was  the  di»* 
^Otfition  and  the  plan  of  the  Marshal  de  Berwick,  in  Febniary,  1719* 

M.  de  Bombelles,  who  wfts  at  Oleron,  observed  it  was  necessary  !• 
provide  for  the  safety  of  the  vallies  of  Aspe,  Barreton,  and  OMean, 
pointing  out,  that  these  places  might  be  so  easily  attained  by  difivrent 
Tl^ays,  that  if  the  enemy  came  upon  them  with  any  force,  they  wonld  rt^ 
quire  at  least  four  thousand  men  to  defend  them. 

iVI.  de  Verseilles  after  leaving  the  Marshal  de  Berwick  at  Ortez;  ptaa- 
ing  by  Pau  and  Nai,  arrived  at  Lourdes,  from  whence  he  procwded  t« 
the  rallies  of  A2un,  Cautares,  Gabamie,  and  Heas.  At  the  fort  of  the 
ports,  or  passes,  he  was  stopped  by  the  snows,  and  it  was  not  pMSvble  for 
him  to  penetrate  to  the  summit  of  the  mountains^  where  are  the  boaods 
that  separate  the  two  kingdoms.  These  four  passes  are  not  easy ;  thejr 
are  scarcely  passable  for  loaded  mules.  *  The  last  is  the  most  cKAeiiht 
and  the  last  but  one  is  the  best.  M.  de  Prechac  was  charged  with  die 
protection  of  these  districts. 

From  thence  he  proceeded  to  the  valley  of  Cam  pan,  irom  which  tliere  if 
not  any  direct  road  into  Spain ;  there  are  only  two  routes  at  its  eztieaitty^ 
namely,  TourMalet  to  the  right,  leading  to  Bareges,  to  Lux,  and  froa 
thence  toGabarnieorHeas.  By  the  other  road  of  commmdicatioDy  tiikiiq^ 
the  left,  we  pass  near  the  marble  quarries  of  £pialet,ioto  that  vallej  dF 
Aure  to  Ancisan,  to  Areou,  and  Sarrancolin.  In  following  thia  last 
road,  M.  de  Verseilles  descended  into  this  valley  of  Aure,  and  arriTedl 
at  the  castle  of  Tramesaignes,  situated  at  the  angle  of  the  two  braochei 
that  form  the  river  Neste ;  from  thence  turning  to  the- right  he  advanced 
to  Aragnuet,  and  passed  beyond  the  hospital  called  Plan-d*AragniMt, 
#here  he  was  stopped  by  the  snows  at  the  entrance  of  the  paaa.  Turn* 
ing  back  from  thence  to  the  castle  of  Tramesaignes,  he  -followed  the 
other  road  to  the  left,  ascending  along  the  other  branch  of  tiie  Neate  t» 
another  hospital  which  is  at  the  entrance  of  the  pass  of  Plm*  The . 
fnows  would  not  allow  him  to  advance  further.  These  tw«  ronds  are 
much  better  than  those  of  the  valleys  of  Lavedan,  the  first  eoodttct  to 
Bielsa:  by  it  M.  d'Arennes,  during  the  war  for  the  aoccession  to  the 
throne  of  Spain,  brought  back  into  France  a  body  of  troopt*  These** 
toud  tetids  to  the  village  of  Plan.  Carriages  cannot  be  dfimi'  ftirtheff. 
than  Tramesaignes. 

Leaving  the  valley  of  Aure  by  SarrancoKn  and  Heche,  he  proceeded 
by  Moiitrejau  and  St«  Bernard,  to  the  small  vall^  of  Bagnere»>dei>Lii* 
ehou,  from  thence»  {Mssiilg  by  the  small  demolished  castle  of  CasteMd^ 
near'to  which  thKik^*  two  toutea.    Folbwing  that  1e  tilt  right  fera*^ 
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ft  the  Hospital  of  Bsgneres^  at  the  foot  of  the  pass,  but  was  there 
prevteted  from  going  further  by  the  snow.  This  road  leads  to  the  castle 
of  Veuasque,  and  in  tolerable  for  persons  on  foot  and  on  horseback* 

From  the  foot  of  CastelvieU  taking  the  road  to  the  left,  which  leads  to 
Caatel-Leon,  a  castle  in  possession  of  the  Spaniards,  he  ascended  through 
■ome  siMMT  to  the  height  of  the  pass  of  Postilion,  a  road  very  stony  and 
mountainous,  and  very  little  travelled  except  by  some  muleteers.  It  it 
said  notwithstanding,  that  adjutant  general  de  Nestier,  about  the  >  year 
1660,  caused  to  be  drawn  through  it  a  piece  of  cannon  to  Castel  Leon* 
where  be  left  it^  having  been  forced  by  some  Spanish  troops  to  raise 
the  siege  of  that  castle. 

M.  de  Verseilles  next  proceeded  to  St  Beat,  and  ascending  along  the 
light  bank  of  the  Garonne^  to  the  forge  newly  constructed  above  this 
last  Tillage  of  France,  he  advanced  as  far  as  the  bridge  of  Bordes.  By 
tins  road  curriages  may  be  drawn  as  far  as  Fos  and  to  the  end  of  the  val** 
ley  of  Aran. 

'  .  The  Chevalier  de  Peceux  found  that  th^  magazines  of  provisions  that 
me  established  at  Bordeaux  were  too  &r  distant,  and  that  it  was  much 
betttertoplooethemat  Agen,a  lai^e  town  inclosed  with  walls,  on  the  other 
«ide  the  Qaronne^  without  fearing  any  tumult  on  the  part  of  the  inhabi- 
tBDts.  Leading  out  forces  in  this  direction,  our  provisions  might  be 
transported  from  Agen  to  Nerac  in  boats,  and  from  Nerac  to  the  mouur 
tmo  of  Marsan  by  carts,  each  of  which  would  carry  nine  or  ten  quintali^ 
•ad  IhNn  the  mountain  of  Marsan  to  Bayonne  they  might  be  embarked  on 
*^1m  river  Adonr.  This  plan  being  arranged,  it  was  found  that  eight 
Smyt  would  be  gained  by  the  magazine  being  formed  at  Agen  instead  of 
'Soardcaux.  If  the  forces  were  led  to  the  direction  of  Koussillon,  two^ 
^tbirda  of  the  way  would  be  already  passed,  towards  the  canal  of  Toulouse^ 

If  the  enemy's  country  should  be  entered  on  that  side,  whatever  posi- 
"tion  their  army  should  assume,  no  embarassment  would  arise;  for  if  he 
nhoiikl  form  a  strongly  intrenched  camp  near  Pampelona  to  contnin 
Eileen  thousand  troops,  and  supposing  our  army  to  be  at  the  outlet  jpf 
the  meontains,  we  should  not  dare  to  advance  before  them  either  to  the 
right  or  left,  through  the  difficulty  we  should  find  in  bringing  up  aur 
«oiivoys4)f  provisions,  which  would  most  probably  be  attacked,  when* 
ever  our  army  should  advance. 

There  would  be  therefore  nothing  more  advisable,  than  to  place  our- 
yelves  in  a  condition  to  besiege  Fontarabia  and  St.  Sebastian,  and  seize 
all  die  small  posts  that  guard  the  enemy's  passage,  and  even  to  lay  siege 
to  Pampelona ;  without  which  we  should  be  much  embarassed  in  this 
campaign,  which  would  open  on  the  Bayonne  side,  and  commence 'by 
the  passage  of  the  Bidassoa,  which  is  fordable  in  many  places.  We

'  Observations  on  the  Memoir  qf  the  Marquis  de  VerseiOew* 

As  the  frontier  of  France  and  Spain  presents  an  extent  of  more  tbaa  a 
hundred  leagues,  every  point  of  which  could  not  possibly  be  attacked  at 
*once,  it  being  necessary  to  proTide  for  the  preservation  of  those  which 
we  hare  to  defend,  and  many  means  being  deGcient,  the  Marshal  de  Ber« 
wick  found  some  difficulties  in  arranging  bis  plans.  The  great  extent  of 
country  in  which  he  must  act  on  the  defensive  alarmed  that  geneiaU 
particularly  for  the  centre,  which  was  entirely  destitute  of  places  of  dr« 
fence,  when  any  enterprise  was  in  agitaiion  at  the  right  or  left  extremities. 
The  Marshal  could  not,  as  he  had  wished,  begin  the  war  by  the  siege  of 
Pampelona,  the  conquest  of  which  place  would  lay  open  the  road  t# 
-Madrid,  and  lead  the  army  into  a  country  abounding  in  provisions  ;  be* 
sides  this  operation,  being  nearer  the  centre  of  the  country,  would  cop* 
respond  better  than  any  other  with  the  defence  to  be  made  at  the  same 
time  in  other  directions.  But  as  the  preparations  for  so  important  a  siege 
required  more  time  and  money  than  could  be  spared  for  it,  it  was 
iMirily  relinquished,  the  execution  of  this  project  being  reserved  to  the 
cond  campaign  ;  and  it* was  resolved  to  besiege  Fontarabia  and  St.  Sebaa* 
tian,  after  which  the  army  was  to  pass  into  Catalonia  to  lay  seige  to  Urgd 
•and  Roses.  During  these  different  expeditions,  Navarre  waa  to  be 
covered,  the  Beam  and  the  rest  of'the  frontier.  The  Marshal  destined 
to  this  object  fifteen  batalions  and  twenty  troops,  which  he  spread  along 
the  Pyrenees,  arranging  them  so  as  mutually  to  support  each  other,  and 
to  unite  in  case  of  need  in  some  advantageous  posts,  to  give  .time  iisr  the 
«rmy  to  come  up,  if  the  enemy  should  succeed  in  passing  the  moontaiiia 
with  a  superior  force. 

The  Marshal  de  Berwick,  for  the  better  security  of  the  parts  of  this 
defensive  operation,  caused  the  castle  of  CasteUI^ieon,  situated  at  the  loot 
of  the  Pyrenees  on  the  French  side,  to  be  attacked  in  May  171^  It 
lield  out  until  the  twelfth  of  June.  Fontarabia,  St.  Sebastian,  and  Urgsi 
were  taken,  and  the  only  object  of  the  war  being  to  compel  the  king  of 
Spain  to  dismiss  his  minister  Cardinal  Alberoni,  he  discharged  him  oa 
the  5th  of  December;  and  his  disgrace  was  productive  of  a

•    Memoir  on  the  Pyrenaan  Frontier.    By,  the  Marshal  De  MailR 

d'  Haucourt* 

The  frontier  of  the  Pyrenees,  considered  from  Bayonne  on  the  Occaii^ 
to  Colioure  on  the  Mediterranean,  presents  a  front  of  more  than  a  handled 
leagues.  The  chain  of  mountiuns,  of  which  it  consists,  follows  equally 
in  its  base  and  elevation  :  but  its  Hteepness  is  not  eqoal  in  what  fonoa  iha 
declivity  on  the  side  of  France  and  Spain«  ■  Thatof  JPraoce  is  diminisMi

at  tlie  two  exlrpmiticg,    ou  the   Bayoniie  eiite  Riid  that   i 

which  form  as  it  were  two  entrances  into  Spain,  and  consequently  give 

two  openings  against  that  (ouiitrvi  except  in  the  part  of  Ampurtliiii  atU.; 

joining  Kou»*illon,  where  the  reipective  frontier  is  equally  a 

each  aide.  . 

All  the  centre  of  this  frontier,  from  the  part  near  to  St.  Jeaii  Pie  ile 
Port,  opposite  to  Jucca  in  Spain,  to  Mount  Louis  in  Koussiilon,  oppo- 
eite  In  Puicerdu,  is  incapable  o(  Ixeing  attucLed  on  either  side,  through 
the  steepness  of  the  mountains,  particularly  on  the  Spanish  side,  and 
it  is  therefore  on  these  principles  that  the  two  powers  have  lihapetl 
their  defence,  and  have  only  directed  their  attention  to  the  two  points 
forming  the  left  and  right  of  the  frontier,  that  i»  those  of  Beam  and' 
Koussillou.  It  is  therefore  to  these  two  pointi  that  the  attack  and  doa.i 
fence  are  reciprocally  directed. 

The  post  of  defence  on  the  right,  relative  to  France,  is  estabhshed  «t- 
the  town  of  Bayonne,  having  before  it  the  forts  of  Andaye  and  ^ocoa,. 
and  at  its  left  St.  Jean  X'ie  de  Port,  and  Navarreins.  That  of  Spaiii  op* 
pocite  to  this  point  conhists  of  the  towns  of  Fontarabia,  St.  Sebastian, 
Jacca,  Patnpelona,  and  of  three  forts  before  this  place,  which  are  lately 
erected. 

From  this  point  paeKing  to  the  left  of  the  frontier,  in  Roussillon,  tits 
centre  being  as  we  havejiist  observed  incapable  of  attack  on  either  side, 
France  has  for  its  barriers  the  towns  of  Mont  Lonis,  Villa  Franche,  Prali 
de  Mollo,  Fort  des  Baines,  Belle^'arde,  Port  Vendre,  Colinure,  Fori  St. 
Elme,  and  Port  Vendre;  in  a  second  line,  Perpignan  and  Sulcea, 

Spain  has  in  this  part,  Seu  d'  Urgcl,  Belveru,  and  Puicerda  opposite 
taMont  Louia,  Figueras,  parallel  with  Bellegarde,  and  Roses  with 
Colioure,  on  the  sea  side;  having  in  the  rear  of  these  places  Giroua, 
Ostalric.  Cadequiers,  Mataro,  on  the  coast,  and  lastly  Barcelona. 

After  this  review  of  the  extent  und  mutual  defence  of  the  frontiers,  it 
is  plain  that  the  respective  war  can  only  be  carried  on  the  two  points  of 
right  and  left.  This  is  what  we  are  about  to  present,  establishing  first 
the  principles  of  u  defensive  war  on  the  part  of  France,  and  afterwards  of 
*n  offensive  one  against  Spain, 

Supposing  Spain  to  be  in  a  state  to  make  sn  attack  on  the  froutier  o* 
France,  she  would  have  two  points  to  make  choice  of  j  that  of  Bayonne 
and  that  of  Kounllon.  In  the  direction  of  the  first  of  them  there  would 
be  three  passages;  that  of  Fontarnbia,  opening  direct  upon  Bayonne, 
crossing  the  Bidassoa ;  that  of  Pampelona,  upon  St,  Jean  Pie  de  Port, 
through  Roncesvallea;  and  that  of  Jucca,  upon  Navarreins,  through 
Oleron,  the  two  last  inclining  aflemards  to  Bayonne. 

If  she  should  carry  the  war  into  Roasillon,  she  would  have  two  pornta 
ef  attack,  one  On  Mont  Louis,  passing  through  Pnicerda,  andtheotbu 
on  Colioure  and  Bellegarde,  adviincing  from  Roses  and  Figueras.

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If  she  had  sufficient  force,  she  might  make  her  attack  on  both  the 
points  of  Bayoniie  and  Rousillon  at  the  same  time  ;  but  this  is  wliat  can* 
not  be  supposed  9  and  we  may  even  conclude  that  were  she  in  a  state  to 
declare  war  against  FraDce,  she  would  only  act  in  the  direction  of  Ron- 
ftillon,  and  would  remain  on  the  defensive  ou  the  side  of  Fontarabia,  not 
being  able  to  act  on  the  offenaive  in  this  quarter  against  Bayoone,  unless 
she  had  forces  superior  to  vi^hat  she  possesses.  The  single  object  of  the 
capture  of  Bayonne  would  require  an  army  of  a  hundred  thousand j  es*. 
cinsive  of  a  fleet  in  proportion  to  keep  possession  of  the  sea  ;  an  object 
of  very  great  importance  and  difficulty,  as  in  this  quarter  vessels  canool 
continue  near  the  coast  in  any  weather ;  and  this  is  what  caused  the  fai* 
lore  of  the  attempt  of  Spain-  in  I674,  when,  after  the  Spaniards  had 
crossed  the  Bidassoa,  and  taken  the  forts  of  Audaye  and  Socoi^,  Admiral 
Van  Tromp  came  to  anchor  near  the  shore  to  join  thein  ;  but.  being  un» 
able  to  keep  his  anchorage,  his  fleet  was  compelled  to  put  ofl*,  and  the 
Spaniards  were  obliged  by  his  retreat  to  repass  the  river,  and  to  abandoor 
their  enterprize. 

Defensive  operatitms  on  the  Bayonne  side. — Let  us,  however,  anppose 
Spain  to  be  in  the  condition  to  determine  on  an  attempt  in  this  quarter  ; 
this  being  the  case,  we  conceive  that  it  would  be  expedient  to  march  % 
n  body  of  flfty  thousand  men  under  Bayonne,  twenty  thousand  of  which 
should  be  detached  to  the  left,  as  we  shall  explain,  and  the  thirty  thou* 
sand  forming  the  army  should  take  the  position  of  Bourdagai,  on  this 
side  of  the  Bidassoa, -which  of  itself  rs  not  worth  defending^  occupying 
Andaye  in  force,  and  thus  covering  St.  Jean  de  Luz.  -  It  should  occupj 
the  right  bank  of  the  Bidassoa  by  several  detached  posts,  one  at  the  boa- 
pi  tal  de  St,  Jacques,  opposite  to  the  village  of  Irun  on  the  other  ade } 
one  at  the  pass  of  Behobie,  opposite  to  the  Isle  des  Faisans  ;  one  higher 
up,  at  the  ford  of  Biniatou,  near  the  church  of  that  place;  and  lastly^ 
one  at  the  pass  of  Berra,  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain  de  la  Rune. 

This  first  position  being  formed,  that  of  the  left  should  be  providfld 
for,  which  regards  the  openings  from  Pampelona  and  St,  Jean  Pie  de 
Port,  and  from  Jacca  to  Navarriens. 

For  the  occupation  of  the  first  point,  the  first  position  should  be  thaf 
which  presents  itself  below  the  town  ofSL  Jean  Pie  de  Port;  that  it  a 
little  behind  the  fort,  with  the  left  above  the  wood,  the  river  Nivf 
being  in  the  front. 

In  the  front  Orisson  shpuld  be  maintuued  at  the  top  of  the  moon^ 
tain  of  Altobiscar,  as  well  as  the  two  summits  of  the  de.^les  of  the  righl 
and  left  towards  Roncesvalles,  This  position  would  require  a  corpe 
about  six  thousand  strong. 

With  regard  to  the  passages  from  Jacca  to  Navarreins,  though  it  is 
more  difficult  thsin  the  other,  yet  it  should  be  held  by  a  corps  of  about 
four  thousand,  which  would  be  placed  best  at  Oleron,  in  advance  of  Na* 
varreins  a  little  to  the  left,  occupying  the  two  passages  from  Jacca,  and  tka 
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heights  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Giive  de  Mauleon,  to  defend  its  passa^^ 
aiid  obstruct  the  enemy,  who  might  be  able  to  take  tba  corps  encaoiped 
aoder  St.  Jean  Pie  de  Port  in  the  rear. 

Tbeac  two  cor|>8,  /orming  <en  thouraud  men,  should  be  joined  with  th^ 
•rmj  by  poats  of  communication,  alpn^  the  Gave  d*  Oleron  and  de  Pau, 
which  would  protect  the  depots  of  the  provisions  that  might  be  (irocureid 
in  the  greatest  abundance  from  the  vicinity  of  ^avarreins* 

Lastly,  an  intermediate  corps  should  be  fixed  between  that  at  St.  Jean. 
t^ie  da  Port  and  Bayonne,  as  the  enemy  might  advance  from  Pampeloua 
throfigh  the  yalleys  of  Lans  and  Bastan  upon  Ainhoa  and  Cspeletta^ 
leaving  the  Bidafsoa  to.  their  left,  and  Sl  Jean  Pie  de  Port  to  t^e/ight ; 
which  movement,  though  the  enemy  could  certainly  bring  with  them  i^p 
I  artillery,  must  of  necessity  diuse  the  left  of  the  army,  and  the  detach* 
ment  at  St.  Jean  Pie  de  Port,  to  abandon  their  posts,  and  would  cotis^ 
<|neutly  eniible  theSpauwds  to  puss  the  Bidassoa. 

la  this  gener^  position,  if  the  enemy  be  in  force,  he  will  endeavoqr 
to  penetrate  to  three  points  at  the  same  time ;  and' as  his  only  objegt 
must  be  the  siege  of  Bayonne,  in  order  to  lay  hold  of  an  establishment, 
we  should  regard  all  these  movements  as  relative  to  it,  aud  manage  the 
deft^nc^  accor-dingly* 

Under  this  ttuppos^ition,  if  the  enemy  at  once  turn  bis  vifhole  efforts  on 
the  three  points,  naqaely,  diKCtly  on  that  of  Bayonne,  and  pn  St.  Jeau- 
Pie-de-Port  and  Navarreinsy  in  this  case  the  corps  posted  at  BourdagiCil 
to  the  right,  being  obliged  to  fall  l>ack,  will  take  a  position  ou  the  heights 
of  Bidart,  the  right  tj^wards  the  .sea,  the  left  on  the  heath,  opposite  the 
church  of  Arboune,  which  it  will  occupy  its  well  ous  the  bouses,  walls 
and  gafdens  of  the  village  of  fidart*.  And  if  it  should  in  the  end  be 
forced 'to  abandoij  this  position,  it  would  repass  the  small  river  and  fix 
itself  in  the  camp  which,  from  its  position  under  Bayonne,  may  be  con- 
sidered as  an  intrenched  one,  af  the  front  of  the  Spaniah  gate,  the  right 
I  opoi^  the  Adonr,  and  the  left  at  the  Nive,  under  Saint  Michael,  occupy- 
f  iDg  the  heights*  The  centre  and  the  right  wing  are  covered  by  a  morass, 
ou  which  IS  a  causeway,  which  must  ^e  cut  through,  and  the  mill  of 
Potizac,  will  be  ocupied,  which  st^i)ds  on  the  rivulet  th«it  crosses  the 

morass,  on  wliich  three  redoubts  will  be  constructed*     This  position  is

about  three-hundred  toises  from  the  town,  ^nd  occupies  the  centre  of  the 

real' point  of  ^tt^ck  ;  hut  as  the  eneipy  by  crossing  the  Nive  and  placing 
hlm^lf  between  that  river  9nd  the  Adoqr  might  turn  our  left,  and  com- 
mence an  attffc.k  on  the  citadel,  the  cot^se^juences  of  which  might  be  more 
thsb  c^  be  appreciated  ;  at  the  same  time,  as  the  Anjny  shall' come  to  6.x 
.itself  in  the  iutreucbed  camp«  th;e  intermediate  corps  that  has  been  placed 
between  St.  Jean-Pi^-de-Fort  an<;l  Bayi^nne  must  pass  the  Nive  in  his 
re^r  and  assuqae  the  same  position,  t,he  right  to  the  Nive,  the  left  to  tl|e 
Adoar^  thua  covering  the  heijghts  in  front  of  th^  citadel^  being  joined  to 
.    VOL.  VK  no,  ^4^  «  P 
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the  lefl  of  the  army  by  a  bridge  of  boats  on  the  N>ve  which  would  of 
Decebsity  compel  the  enemy  to  relin<^utsh  the  siege  of  Bayonne. 

If  at  the  same. time  the  enemy  should  have  advanced  in  force  agaiutt 
St.  Je^n-Pie-de^Port  and  Navarreins,  in  thi9  case  the  corps  at  St.  Jetn* 
Pie-de-Port  should  fall  back  to  occupy  the  camp  of  Elette  in  the  heathy 
the  right  supporting  itself  on  the  mountain  of  Baigoura,  and  the  lelt 
on  the  village  and  a  small  rivulet.  This  position  forms  a  protectioD  to 
Bayonne  to  the  right  and  Navarreins  to  the  left. 

Should  the  enemy  advance  forward,  leaving  St.  Jean-Pie-de^Port  io 
'his  rear,  or  after  having  taken  possession  of  it,  in  this  case  we  should 
assume  the  position  of  Nabas,  placing  the  river  in  the  front;  and  ihould 
^0re'  be  driven  from  it,  we  should  encamp  in  the  plain  of  Naranreina,  tbe 
left  at  the  town,  and  the  right  at  the  small  village  of  Camelong,  occu* 
pyiiig  the  vineyards  on  the  heights. 

Lastly,  should  the  enemy  advance  from  Jacca  against  the  corps  en* 
^camped  at  Oleroti,  this  corps  should  fall  back  on  Pan,  to  continue  there 
for  the  protection  of  the  level  country,  and  if  that  of  NaVarreins  were 
forced  to  abandon  its  position,  it  should  move  to  the  right,  covered  by 
the  Gave  de  Navarreins,  to  the  camp  of  Sauveterre,  where  it  wonld  Iceep 
in  awe  the  enemy's  corps  that  had  marched  on  St.  Jean-Pie^e-Port  and 
T>7avarreius,  and  lastly  it  would  recross  the  Gave  de  ^au  to  encamp  at 
Peirhorade,  from  whence,  crossing  the  Adour,  it  would  forma  junction 
with  the  troops  of  the  Bayonne  camp,  which,  if  they  should  have  been 
forced  to  abandon  that  place  to  its  own  strength,  would  have  repassed 
the  river,  and  afjter  the  junction  of  these  two  corps  there  would  be  a 
iiufficient  force  to  march  against  the  enemy. 

Such  is  in  general  the  plan  of  defence  of  the  right  of  the  Pyreueao 
frontier.      Let  us  now  pass  to  that  of  the  left  in  Rou«sillon« 

Defensive  operations  on  the  Roussilian  side. 

The  frontier  of  France  and  Spain  on  the  Roussillon  side  should  be 
principally  considered,  in  the  defence  from  Bellegarde  to  CoUonre,  and 
above  as  far  as  Mont-Louis  being  very  difficult  of  access  by  the  sitnation 
of  the  mountains  ;  and  it  is  what  we  are  about  to  present  in  its' extent 

If  we  su Impose  Spain  to  determine  on  making  an  attack  on  this  part  of 
the  frontier,  which  appears  more  probable  than  on  that  of  Bayonne,  the 
principal  aim  would  undoubtedly  be  the  capture  of  Colionre.  Tb» 
place  would  indeed  be  the  most  interesting  to  her,  on  all  cbnsideiatioos, 
since  it  would  afford  her  at  once  a  point  of  establishment  and  communi- 
cation by  sea,  and  this  single  place  would  render  the  conquest  of  Rous- 
s'lllon  easy  to  her,  without  the  necessity  of  undertaking  all  the  sieges ; 
and  this  will  appear  evident,  if  it  be  considered  that  the  enemy,  being 
master  of  Colioure,  will  be  able  to  bring  troops  by  sea  to  the  coast  of 
Roussillon,  and  descend  towards  Canet  at  the  mouth  of  the  Tec,  to  march 
direct  upon  Perpignan,  which  he  would  not  be  loUg  in  taking,  and  it 
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Si    vonld  be  equally  easy  to  him  from  this  point  to  blockade  the  towns  of 
Ij     JftoussilloQy  and  to  stop  the  roads  by  which  succours  could  arrive.     How- 
^      ever  it  might  be,  without  assigning  to  the  enemy  such  extensive  views, 
it  ia  certain  that  every  thing  roust  decide  them  on  the  taking  of  Colioure 

t.       Mjod  Port  Vendre  which  is  united  with  it,  and  that  this  would  be  the  first 

L       object  of  their  attention. 

■  This  being  supposed,  the  enemy  assembled  under  the  fort  of  Figuerus, 

^  which  has  been  lately  constructed,  would  pass  forward  through  the  de- 
files of  Bagnuls  and'Abrets,  leaving  Bellegarde  to  the  left,  which  he 
might  easily  block  up  by  seizing  the  heights  that  surround  it.     These 

"      ilefiles  are  not  capable  of  any  defence,  the  chain  of  mountains  being 
covered  with  earth  and  vvoods,  and  accessible  in  every  part,  so  that  no 
defensive  position  could  be  taken  amongst  them. 

None  can  therefore  be  taken  but  behind  the  frontier,  and  we  believe 

that  no  better  can  be  found  than  that  behind  the  river  Tec,  the  right  he.- 

ing  placed  towards  OrtafFa  and  Villanova,  and  the  left  before  Liiia  at  the 

mouth  of  the  river ;  at  the  same  time,  our  right  Khould  occupy  the  posts 

of  Boulou  and  Ceret,  which  should  be  united  by  a  separate  corps  to  tli^ 

Fortdes  Bains  and  to  Pratz  de  Molto  ;  in  the  mountains  in  front  should 

be  placed  the  peasantry,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  coui>try,  to  fiurrass  ai^l 

ditquict  the  enemy  in  the  rear  of  their  position,  which  they  would  moat 

probably  take  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains  in  the  neighbourhood  of  iVfoo- 

.tesquien,  Castel,  &c ;  and  as.  the  enemy  might  at  the  same  time  wish  to 

cause  some  alarm  on  the  right  of  the  frontier  of  Roussillon,  that  is»  in 

Mont-Louis,  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  a  corps  encamped  in-  the 

vicinity  of  Li  via,  at  the  opening  from  Puicerda,  and  this  corps,  sliouid  it 

be  compelled  to  retreat,  would  take  the  position  of  the  deiile  of. la 

Perche,  if  forced  from  thence  under  Mont-Louis.  »' 

But  whatever  attempts  the  enemy  should  wish  to  make  in  this  qiiar* 

ter,  no  serious  event  should  be  apprehended,  since  independently  of  the 

difficulties  he  would  meet  with  in  drawing  his  artillery  across  the  uioun- 

taint  that-form  his  frontier,  should  he  ever  take  Mont  Louis  he  would 

find  new  obstacles  opposite  to  Ville  Frauche,  and,  besidesji,  the  taking ■•£ 

these  two  places  would  not  open  to  him  any  of  the  (Kisses  leadiug  ifUo 

Lapguedoc  or  Koussillon>  the  former  might  be  blocked  uput  the  dtfilet 

of  the  valley  of  Carol  in   the   Pays  de  Foix^  and  by  that  of  Capsir  iii 

Paivalador,  and  those  towards  RoussiUqn  afford  a  npmbcr  of  successive 

positions  in  the  defiles  of  Confiunt* 

In  thb  general  enumeration  of  the  different  def(^u8ive  positions  to  |^ 
taken  on  the  frontier  of  Roussillon,  we  supposed  the  army  eucampe4-,tar* 
hiod  the  Tee,  having  in  its  rear  a  communication  with  Perpignao,  a;|d 
having  consequently  abandoned  Colioure  to  its  own  strength*.    .  .    .  ..  | 

In  this  state,  and  while  the  enemy  is  .besieging  this  place,  the  pnly  |^. 

.  source  to  compel  him  to  raise  the  siege  .would  be  by  t})e  means  jpf  a  ^i* 

perior  force,  which  would  euable  uii.  to  cross  ^he^.Tjscm^  ^ftulpy,^  t^io^e 
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*  hetghtB  of  Pertas  before  Bellegardei  on  which  the  enemy  no  doubt  wooM 
hare  fixed  a  strong  corps,  following  «p  from  this  point  to  the  heights  df 
Alirets,  and  taking  the  enemy  in  his  rear,  which  he  will  not  expect,  and 
liowever  Httle  delay  he  should  make  to  retreat,  he  might  be  intercepted 
Mt  the  defiles  at  fiagnulH  and  AmpnTdan,  while  at  the  same  time  the 
army  encamped  on  the  Tec  would  pitss  it  in  pursuit  of  him. 

If  on  the  other  hand  the  euertiy  should  have  taken  Colioure,  the  pon« 
iitioii  which  the  army  would  take  ou  the  Tec  would  become  of  greater 
importance,  and  nothing  should  be  negiected  for  its  supporting  itself 
there^  observing  to  cover  the  left  flank  by  the  sea  with  redoubts,  batteiiet, 
and  epaulments,  which  would  put  it  oot  of  the  power  of  the  enemy  uf 
land  there,  and  finally  to  multiply  the  means  of  defence ;  to  confine  xhk 
enemy  between  the  foot  of  the  mountain  and  the  Tec,  which  ii  acartely 
a  league  in  extent,  until  we  should  be  in  a  state  to  dnte  him  from,  and 
'to  retake  Cohoure* 

We  shall  conclude  with  the  reflection,  that  if  Spain  sent  a  aofBcieot 
force  to  make  this  conquest,  she  could  not  have  nAained  juflicient  for 
the  defence  of  the  quarter  of  Fontarabia  and  Pampelona,  and  that  h 
would  consequently  be  easy  to  form  a  diversion  in  this  part  which  would 
quickly  compel  her  to  abandon  her  enterprise,  as  likewise  if  she  intended 
an  attack  on  Ba'yonne,  h  diversion  in  Catalonia  would  soon  cause  ber  ts 
relinquish  it*  ^ 

Aftei^  having  made  these  statements  on  the  defence  of  the  Pymwite 
frontier,  we  shall  shew  the  offensive  points  it  possessis  for  cairryiag  the 
war  into  Spain* 

These  points  are  relative  with  those  of  defence,  and  redtice  tbemselTes 
*^nseqnently  to  those  of  the  right  from  Bayonne  On  Fontarabia,  froto 
St.  Jean  Pie  de  Portupon  Pampelona,  from  Natarreins  upon  Jacca,  and 
to  those  of  the  lef^  from  Ronssillon  upon  Ampurdan  and  Catalonia. 

Offensiwt  operatiems  on  the  Bayomneside^ 

For  the  establishment  of  defensive  operations  on  the  whole  of  this 
frontier,  an  ofcgect  of  which  France  is  capable,  it  would  require  two  afnito 
whose  movementi  should  mutually  combine. 

That  of  the  right  should  assemble  near  Bayonne,  a  coirps  shoald  be 
detached  from  it  to  encamp  under  St.  Jean  Pie  de  Port,  and  a  serond 
should  march  to  Oleron,  before  Navarreins  to  the  left. 

The  army  of  the  left  should  assemble  in  Rcmsiillon  and  encamp  be« 

*  kind  the  Tec  ;  a  cor(>s  should  be  drawn  from  it  to  march  to  MCont  Louit 
-  and  encamp  on  the  Legra,  in  the  plain  of  Poicerda,  in  advance  of  and 

#ppotite  to  the  paases  of  Belver,  of  Sieu  d*Urgel,  and  of  Ciutat^  These 
two  iKMitions  being  taken  at  the  right  and  left  of  the  frontier  of  the  Pj^re* 

*  nees,  the  array  of  the  right  near  Bayonne  will  advance  by  the  catfttwsy 

*  to  St.  Jean  de  Lu2,  whence  it  will  proceed  in  three  columns  to  the  Bi« 
y  tfcwa^  the^gbi-TOtMBti^o  Andirfe,  the  second  to  the:paM  of  Babobiik 
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mid  the  third  to  Beni,  what;  it  will  leave  a  corps  for  the  protection  of 
the  ^maga2inet  fbrmed  at  St.  Jean  de  Luz. 

The  army  after  paanng  the  Btdasaoa  will  descend  along  the  left  Vank 
«f  that  Ttrer,  at  the  name  time  seizing  the  heights  on  its  hft,  and  will  ar« 
rive  in  two  marches  at  Fontarabia  which  it  will  invest,  occupying  the 
heights ,  that  lead  to  St.  Sebastian  and  those  of  Port  du  Passage,  of 
which  it  will  acquire  possession,  as  they  have  no  defence  by  land. 

The  attack  on  Fontarabia  must  be  directed  from  the  same  point  as 
that  of  the  siege  it  sustained  in  171d»  that  is,  from  the  side  next  the 
mountun,  the  front  towards  the  mouth  of  the  Bidassoa  in  the  sea;  bnt 
with  regard  to  this  subject,  from  the  observations  that  have  been  made 
in  reconnoitring  this  place,  on  the  side  n€;;it  the  mouth  of  the  river  it  is 
thought  it  might  easily  be  taken  by  escalade ;  thfe  sea  being  close  to  this 
aide,  but  not  ten  feet  in  depth,  seems  to  have  occasioned  an  assurance  of 
*  Its  safety,  so  that  the  single  wall  that  surrounds  it  is  quite  neglected. 
We  should  therefore  conceive  it  possible,  while  the  army  is  on  its  raareh 
to  invest  the  town,  which  would  occupy  the  attention  of  the  enemy,  to 
einbark  troops  the  same  night  at  Andaye  with  all  that  would  be  requisite, 
before  the  enemy  could  think  of  it. 

Let  us  however  return  to  the  combinations  of  the  march  of  the  left 
corps*  While  the  army  is  divided  to  march  towards  the  Bidassoa,  the 
corps  of  St.  Jean  Pie  de  Port  should  advance  in  two  columns,  the  right 
passing  through  the  villages  of  Huart,  Arnegui,  where  it  crosses  the  river 
in  Val-Carlos,  and  the  village  of  Lussarde  which  belongs  to  Spain,  follow- 
ing the  high  road,  and  leaving  the  mountain  of  Ibagnette  to  the  left,  and 
ihence  proceed  to  the  chapel  of  that  name  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain, 
which  rises  above  Roncesvalles.  The  left  column  would  march  to  Orisson 
hy  the  ascent  of  the  same  name,  and  from  thence  follow  the  track  of  the 
mountaio,  leaving  that  of  Ibagnette  to  the  right,  and  that  of  Altobisca 
to  the  left,  and  through  the  woods  south  of  it,  where  it  would  join  the 
right  column  at  the  entrance  of  Ron^resvalles ;  and  they  would  encamp 
together  in  the  plain.  The  object  of  this  position  will  be  to  alarm  the 
enemy  for  Pampelona,  while  the  sieges  of  Fontarabia  and  St.  Sebas^An 
are  carrying  on,  it  being  occupied  in  tlie  direction  of  Jacca,  which  seems 
to  have  become  of  interest  to  Spain,  three  forts  having  lately  been  -con- 
structed before  that  place.  The  corps  encamped  at  Oleron  will  cross 
the  plain  of  that  name,  whence  it  will  enter  in  a  single  column  the  val- 
ley of  Aspe,  through  the  defile  of  Flo^en^,  and  leaving  the  village  of 
Accours  to  the  left,  it  will  pass  through  the  defile  of  Pene  and' Pont 
jd'Esquet,  thence  through  the  village  of  Cette  and  Portalet,  the  heights 
•f  which  it  must  previou^y  occupy  with  some  detachments,  this  heing 
ii  de6le  only  passable  singly,  arid  will  advance  to  Vrdbs  the  last  French 
vWage,  from  whence  it  will  attain  the  somuits,  which  it  will  follow  until 
it  arrive  at  a  platform,  on  whrdi  is  a  chapel  called  'Sainte-Christini4>£tc 
|iag<io!e,  where  it  wifl  tak«-  its  potition,  fixing  in  its  front  and*  at  the 
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wings  different  poito  on  the  summits  and  at  the  entrance  of  the  defiles . 
that  descend  into  the  valley  of  Canfran. 

After  these  three  positions  of  the  army  of  the  right  of  the  Pyreofo, 
■  let  as  proceed  to  that  of  the  left,  which  is  tliat  of  RousilloiUf  which  mwi 
act  at  the  same  time. 

Offensive  operations  on  the  HoiisiJloh  side. 
The  arnty  of*  Rousillou  encamped  on  the  l^ec,  having  to  th^  right  a 
corps  in  Mont  Louis  encamped  on  the  Segra,  before  Puicerda,  will  di* 
rect  its  movements  by  those  of  the  army  of  the  right ;  it  will  be  in  m<H 
lion  at  the  same  time,  and  the  army  of  the  Tec  parsing  under  Belle- 
garde,  will  enter,  through  Jonquiere,  the  plain  of  Ampurdan.  To  reodcf 
its  march  more  light  and  expeditious  it  will  advance  in  two  columns,  the 
first  passing  the  deQle  of  Pertus  under  Bellegarde  will  consist  of  a  third 
of  the  infantry,  all  the.  cavalry,  and  the  artillery;  the  left  cofumu  will 
pass  through  the  defile  of  fiagnuls,  and  be  Composed  of  the  remaioder 
of  the  infantry.  The  army  will  take  with  it  a  part  of  its  stores,  and 
a  sufficient  battering  train  for  the  siege  of  Roees*  This  observation  is 
presented  to  prevent  falling  into  the  same  error  with  Marshal  de  Ber' 
wick,  who  having  advanced  to  Roses  to  besiege  it,  and  left  his  artillery 
.at  Port-Vend  re  to  be  sent  to  him  before  Roses  by  sea,  and  invested 
Roses  in  an  injudicious  manner  by  fixing  his  camp  too  near  the  tor- 
rents, had  the  mortification  to  see  his  fleet  off  Roses,  not  able  to  land 
under  the  fire  of  the  town,  and  at  the  same  time  suffered  by  floods  that 
ravaged  his  camp,  and  was  obliged  to  raise  the  siege,  and  return  into 
Rousillon,  from  whence  his  army  was  not  able  to  move  the  rest  of^  the 
campaign*  We  thitik,  therefore,  that  the  army  should  be  followed  by  a 
sufficient  battering  train,  and  that  all  the  surplus  of  the  artillery  and 
ammunition  for  the  rest  of  the  campaign,  should  be  deposited  at  Port* 
Vendre,  to  pass  to  Roses  after  the  siege.  This  is  in  every  point  of  view 
the  place  of  greatest  importance  for  carrying  the  war  into  Catalonia,  and 
thould  be  considered  in  the  same  light  as  Colioure  to  the  Spaniards, 
each  of  them  serving  as  a  magazine  and  a  place  of  communication.  It 
is,  therefore,  to  this  point  that  the  operations  should  be  directed,  and 
they  will  not  be  expensive  at  this  time,  the  place  being  almost  abap« 
doned ;  but  we  must  observe  that  this  abandonment  proceeds  from  the 
^  confidence  that  Spain  seems  to  have  placed  in  the  fort  of  Figueras,  which 
has  lately  been  constructed*  The  object  of  this  fort  should  in  effect  be 
to  obstruct  the  entrance  of  Ampurdan  and  consequently  the  advance 
upon  Roses ;  but  it  falls  wide  of  fulfilling  these  intentions,  being  too 
far  from  the  foot  of  the  mountains,  for  its  fire  to  defend,  not  only  tbeir 
passes,  but  even  the  plain  between  the  fort  and  the  mountains,  so  thft 
an  aimy  might  easily  march  by  it  in  four  coluqp ns.  It  is  in  this  form 
that  we  propose  to  march  to  Roses ;  but  at  the  same  time  we  observe, 
Ihut  it  U  oeccitary  to  cover  our  right  wing,  by  masquing  the  fort  with  a 
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corps  fixed  under  the  town  of  Figueras,  in  an  excellent  position  that  has 
been  reconnoitred  for  this  very  purpose,  l^t  will  be  equally  necessary  to 
masque  it  on  the  side  of  the  gate  of  Secours,  at  the  other  extremity  of 
the  fort,  by  some  corps  appointed  to  that  object. 

This  fort  at  the  most  cannot  contain  more  than  three  thousand  infan* 
try  and  five  hundred  cavalry ;  but  we  compute  that  to  blockade  it  during 
the  operations  we  are  about  to  mention^  it  would  require  a  body  •f  tea 
thousand  men  to  be  left  there. 

After  this  disposition,  the  army  would  march  to  Roses,  the  attack  of 
which  should  be  directed  from  the  side  nearest  to  France,  at  the  foot  of 
the  small  eminence  which  they  have  neglected  to  include  fn  the  fortifi- 
cations, and  this  towtf  being  taken,  and  the  ammunition  and  provisions 
received  by  sea  from  Port-Vendre,  the  army  would  advance  to  the  right 
upon  Girona  in  two  marches,  and  commence  the!  siege  of  it,  which  would 
9t  the  most  be  a  fortnight*s  object ;  and  after  having  taken  a  position  rt^ 
connoitred  on  the  Ter,  with  the  town  and  the  river  in /root,  the  siege  of 
Figueras  will  be  formed,  covered  by  the  army  at  Girona.  In  proposing 
this  enter  prize,  it  is  necessary  to  make  some  remarks  on  thiis  fort,  arid  ba 
the  foirm  of  its  attack. 

It  is  seated  on  a  platform  below  the  town  of  that  name,  occupying  its 
extent,  which  may  be  six  hundred  toises  in  length,  and  four  hundred  in- 
breadth.  This  fortress  is  formed  of  four  bastions  on  the  right  flank,  and' 
a  cavalier  between  the  two  at  the  left  flank,  it  is  covered  by  two  crown-' 
works  at  the  two  extremities  of  the  plain,  by  a  horn-work  with  two 
eoanter-guards  on  the  left  side,  and  two  demilunes  on  the  right,  the 
whole  surrounded  by  a  covered  way.  All  these  works,  the  general  plaft 
of  which  is  by  M.  de  Sarraenie,  have  been  constructed  with  as  much  care- 
M  expence ;  but  it  may  be  observed,  that  a  part  of  them,  as  the  derni* 
liines^  are  in  general  rather  small,  and  the  ditches  adjoining  the  denii* 
hines,  rather  narrow.  The  ramparts  are  casemated  in  two  stories  ;  the 
ground  story,  which  is  on  a  level  with  the  ditch,  and  receives  the  light 
ftom  it,  is  intended  for  magazines  and  stables ;  the  upper  story  forms  the 
Mrracks  and  some  mifcgttzines.  All  the  works  as  well  as  the  demi-lunee 
are  likewise  casemated^  as  well  for  the  lodging  of  the  soldiers  intended* 
fcr  their  defence,  as  fok*  magazines,  for  stores,  and  ammunition.  The- 
interior  of  the  fort  contains  all  the  requisite  buildings, such  as  an  arsenal^ 
an  hospital,  a  church,  a  bake-house,  a  residence  for  the  governor,  icc>' 
all  likewise  casemated,  and  the  vaults  are  formed  into  cisterns,  iM  water 
of  which  is  in  part  derived  from  »  fountain,  which  has  been  conducted 
from  the  mountain  into  the  fort.  There  are  no  mines  except  in  the  side 
of  the  horo«work,  on  the  left  of  the  fort,  and  they  extend  under  the* 
glacis.  Such  is  in  general  the  description  of  this  fort«  it  will  eontaio,  as* 
ire  have  said,  three  thousand  infantry  and  five  hundred  cavalry,  and  the 
^ptore  of  it  U  comput<sd  (o  require  at  the  most  six  weeks, 
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This  ibrt»  ia  ttituatioo  may  be  compared  to  Charlemout,  being  ncarlj 
of  the  same  extent,  both  fixed  oo  a  steep  asceot,  having  in  the  silme 
manner  difiereot  points  incapable  of  attack,  and  others  which  may  be  at* 
tacked  ;  but  what  would  form  a  stronger  comparisoo  is  that  these  points 
in  lH>th  are  in  the  same  direction. 

The  side  next  to  the  town  of  Figueras  is  the  least  steep,  but  it  is  co- 
vered with  a  crown* work,  fixed  on  the  rock^  and  the  declivity  of  the  gla- 
cis is  continued  to  the  town.  The  second  crown-work  is  similarly 
situated  at  the  right  flank  of  the  fort  which  corresponds  with  this.  All 
this  side,  which  is  only  covered  by  two  demi-Iunes,  is  scf  rped  by  the 
steepest  declivity  of  the  glacis,  for  more  than  three  hundred  toises,  and 
is  fixed  on  the  rock ;  but  it  is  iu)t  so  with  tlie  position  of  the  crown-work 
that  covers  the  end  of  the  platform. 

That  work,  in  the  first  place,  b  the  least  perfect,  the  demi-lonea  are 
small,  the  ditch  narrow,  and  the  works  are  so  elevated  (a  fault  which 
reigns  in  all  the  works),  that  they  are  seen  to  the  bottom.  The  grouad. 
however  is  good,  the  glacis  being  on  ground  to  the  bottom. 

But  the  principal  rennains  to  be  noticed ;   after  the  establishmeDt  of 
the  fortress,  it  was  observed,  that  on  this  side  there  was  asort  of  plaiftsmf 
at  the  distance  of  six  hundred  toises  from  the  work^  which  commanded 
them,  and  it  is  only  a  year  since  they  have  begun  to  level  it  below  the 
works  ;  but  if  we  may  judge  from  the  labour  that  has  been  done,  and 
what  they  purpose  to  do,  this  fault  is  far  from  being  correctedL     It  ilt 
true,  that  the  fire  Will  be  more  distant,  but  what  remains  of  the  contioru** 
tion  of  this  platform,  will  considerably  inconvenience  th^  works,  and  viU 
not  only  render  the  opening  of  the  trench  in  this  part  easy,  but  will  snp« 
port  the  attack  by  constructing  batteries  there.     This  would  tbereibre 
be  the  point  that  seems  most  susceptible  of  being  attacked  ;  but  as  this 
point  presents  too  narrow  a  front,  it  will  be  necessary  to  extend  it,  and 
this  would  be  easily  done  by  forming  a  second  and  uniting  it  to  the  first* 
This  attack  would  seem  to  direct  itself  on  the  homework  on  the  left  aide 
of  the  fort ;  this  is  fixed  on  a  bank  of  earth  which  continues  to  the  Saoi 
of  the  glacis,  and  has  been  obliged  to  be  formed  at  great  expence,  fsi 
extend  it  to  a  stream  of  water  below  a  mountain.    This  attack  wpuld 
direct  itself  on  that  work,  and  by  a  conUnned  line  of  good  redoubts,  it 
would  communicate  with  that  of  the  horn- work.     The  mountain  above 
this  second  attack  is  certainly  further  ofi^than  the  platform  of  the  fint, 
bat  the  establishment  of  a  battery  of  cannon  and  mortars  would  greatly 
inconvenience  the  covered  way  as  well  as  the  inside  of  the  fort,  and  itia 
without  doubt  to  prevent  such  an  inconvenience  that  they  have  raised  % 
cavalier  on  this  part ;   but  tlwt  too  would  be  overlooked^  and  its  elevi* 
tion  would  only  render  it  more  exposed  to  the  fire  from  the  mountain*

INTRODVCTORY  DISCOURSE  OK  FIRST  PRINCIPLES. 

SECTION   SECOND. 

1.  IN  tbe  former  Section  of  this  iDtrodnctory  Diicourae  have  been  firtu  the 
4€llBitiOBt  of  the  terms  ntcd  in  permmneot  forti6cation.  In  this  second  Section, 
we  are  aboot  to  give  a  few  of  those  first  principles  of  Field  Fortification,  to  which 
tbere  is  a  perpctoal  reference  in  the  subsequent  pajes.  It  has  been  the  practice  of 
former  Writers  on  the  Art  of  War,  in  treating  upon  the  subject  of  the  two  species 
•t  Portlfication,  to'  begin  with  Field  Fortification,  and  thence  pass  to  Permanent 
Fortification.  According  to  the  order  of  simplicity  this  method  is  certainly  pre- 
fisrable  ;  but  in  the  present  work  from  other  reasons,  this  method  is  reversed,  and 
tlM  Student  is  made  to  begin  with  permanent  Fortification.  It  becomes  necessary^ 
tliarefore,  to  pave  his  way  by  drawing  np  a  brief  Tablet  uf  Field  Practice.  IVe 
•boald  thus  unite  the  advantage  of  beginning  at  once  with  that  species  which  is 
moat  dignified  and  that  which  is  most  simple. 

9.  Fortification  is  the  art  of  putting  a  town,  place,  or  mere  field- pQaition,  into 
attcb  a  state  of  defence,  as  shall  enable  a  leas  anmei^Bs  body  of  soldiert  ta  defend 
it  against  a  greater  body« 

3.  Fortification  is  therefore  divided  into  two  tpeciev,  namely ;  1st.  Permaaent 
FarttficatioD,  which  respects  the  construction  of  permanent  works,  such  at  stone 
forta  and  regular  systems ;  and  sd.  Field  Fortification,  which  teaches  the  art 
•f  cooatmcting  IParapets,  Redoubts,  T^tet-de-Ponts,  Intrenchmelita,  Field 
Bhittcries,  &c. 

4.  The  followAg  is  a  kind  of  explanatory  bill  of  the  first  principles  of  Fitid  For- 
tUkalioB  Hi  order  to  enable  the  reader  to  b^in  with  the  stud^  of  the  permanaat  y 
bntai  a  bal«  catalogue  would  probably  tire  the  jreadcr,  and  it  would  certainly  tire. 
liM.  In  writing  it  out,  I  shall  so  far  depart  from  the  mere  nature  of  a  list,  aa 
lb  endeavour  by  counecting  its  terms  to  form  it  into  a  system^  or  in  other  words  to 
vtttdcr  It  a  Manual. 

'  s.  The  ftrtt  of  all  Field  Works  is  (he  PcroM/,  which  is  both  a  work  In  iteelf,  aiid 

In  m  Common  part  of  alt  other  works,  a  Parapet  is  a  breast-work  frosnsia  to  scren 

fiiat  high,  and  from  ten  to  eleven  In  thickness,  hating  fbr  its  jturpoie  tht  coreHng 

•f  SOMIetn  from  Musqnetry  and  Cannon. 

6.  The  Fampet  is  nsnally  said  to  consist  of  fbnr  parts,  namely  j  1st.  The  Breast- 

▼OL^  6.  no.  34.  ^  Q 
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work  ur  LmliaokmeDt ;  fid.  The  B«Dq«ette,  or  PUtfonn  oo  vbicb  tli«  toldicit 
staod,  ia  order  to  fire  over ;  sd.  The  Ditrh  ia  linuot  of  the  Breast-work ;  aad  4th. 
1'he  B^rbcttcf  and  Einbraturef,  i.  e.  tkc  pUts  or  opcniDp  Iron  vkicb  the  Canwa 
are  to  be  fired. 

7.  To  consider  these,  therefore^  briclly,  ia  their  order.  The  Brcasl.war1i  *  "  it  a 
raised  bank  of  earth,  or  othtr  materials  raided  to  a  proper  height  to  cover  the  afla, 
but  lea^iD)^  thrm  the  power,  by  means  of  a  moand  or  raised  bank  within,  to  fiie 
over  it.  The  Breast-woik  is,  therefore,  nsaally  made  six  feet  in  height,  and  the 
rained  bank,  termed  the  Baoqaette,  twol<|et,  to  that  the  men  ataad  ahont  tva 
ftct  fix  above  the  Parapet. 

8.  '*  There  are  chiefly  three  circumstances  ta  be  considend  with  rcapect  to  the 
Breast-work,  its  height,  itb  thickness,  and  the  steepness  of  its  ontcr  and  inncratope, 
tcrhnically  called  its  Talas." 

9.  The  ordinary  height  of  the  Breast-work  is  six  feet,  and  thia  ^eiefyae  is  the 
general  rnle  when  the  Parapet  is  on  the  level  ground. 

10.  Iftliere  be  any  hills  near  the  work,  that  ia,  within  800  paces,  the  Breaat-work 
should  on  that  side  be  raised  to  aach  a  height,  that  one  of  yonr  soldiers,  standing 
at  the  foot  of  the  Banqoctle  within  the  work,  shall  not  be  able  to  see  the  Hill.  Tht 
best  role  to  effect  this  is  by  yonr  eye. 

11.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  Parapet  itself  he  on  a  bill,  Innr  fcet  tincc  incbet* 
will  be  of  a  sufficient  height.  In  this  case^  yonr  eye  likewise  it  the  beat  means  of 
discovering  what  height  will  cover  yon  from  an  Enemy  below.  It  is  abaord  to  e»- 
bsrrass  a  science  with  roles  in  cases  where  every  one*s  own  common  scnae  will  tif- 
gcst  the  sufficient  means. 

13.  The  thickness  of  a  preast-work  or  Parapet  should  he  from  10  to  11  fcctr 
This  density  will  bear  a  cannonade  from  heavy  artillery.  A  twelve  pounder,  cfc« 
in  light  and  sandy  soff ,  will  not  penetrate  more  than  six  feet ;  and  in  thick  aad 
cloggy  mould  not  four. 

1.1.  Breast- works  thrown  np  merely  for  form,  or  as  9  defence  against  €!aaalrj, 
may  be  only  four  feet  thick  at  top  *,  but  works  erected  kt  a  short  distance  feomiN'- 
tresses  as  a  cover  against  heavy  Artillery,  should  have  a  thickness  at  top  of  ]6  im/t 
in  strong  soil,  and  of  t8  in  light  soil. 

14.  Breast- works  of  wood  do  not  require  a  thickness  of  more  than  4  feet  to  !«• 
sist  13  pounders;  and  against  Musquetry,  6  inches  of  deal,  and  s'incbcs  of  oakr 
will  be  sufficient.  Wood  however  is  never  advisable  by  reason  of  tho  daagcr  oC  itt 
splinters. 

15.  Masonry,  i.  e.  brick  or  stone,  9  feet  thick  will  resist  12  ponndcia  f»r  »abQit 
lime^  when  fonr  fetX  thick,  it  affords  a  safe  cover. 

1^.  There  are  three  Slopes  or  Tains  in  Breast-works,  namely,  tht  intfrlor  Slgpa^ 
the  exterior  Slope ^  and  tlie  saperior  Slope,  (  i.  e.  the  ^lope  firom  the  f  mamit  ao  m 
to  give  the  fire  of  the  Soldiers  the  comnvand  of  the  ground  beneath,  which  it  ia  evi- 
dent they  would  not  have^  if  the  top  uf  the  Parapet  were  flat).  Tho  oplf  rvla  in 
practice  with  respect  to  these  Talus  is  tfait,  ist,  make  the  inper  Taint  (U19 Slope  «£ 
the  Parapet  inside)  as  steep  as  the  earth  will  bear  withoni  Mliog,  adp  with  ic* 
speet  to  the  inner  Talus,  allow,  in  drawing  out  the  lines  of  the  Parapet^  three  ^1 
add1th>nal  breadth  for  the  Slope,  and  adly,  with  resp^  to  the  snpccior  alone,  it  k 
always  directed  aecordibg  to  the  outer  edge  of  the  Ditch  ;  that  Is  to  laf,  it  la 
•ttch  that  a  levelled  Mvs^oet  wonid  be  in  a  line  with  the  ontcr  odya

18.  It  it  saffieieot  to  otwcrre  of  the  Ditch,  that  its  hrradth  should  l>e  the  ssnif 
«•  that  .of  th«!  Parapet,  i.  e.  lour  1)  feet;  4nd  its  depth  the  same  as  itsbrcadrb. 
T«  farm  its  Slopes,  i.  e.  shelviof^  sides  from  its  top  to  its  bottom,  you  mast 
divide  a  liae  drawn  across  its  breadth  into  three  eqaal  parts  :  dig  the  middle 
itivislon  perpeadicutsrly  dowa,  and  tliea  slope  off  the  two  si<le  divkions  down  to  H. 
The  breadth  at  tlie  bottom  of  tlie  Ditcb  will  than  he  aboot  three  or  fonr  feet ;  if 
|ia«  chase  it  to  remain  so,  yon  mast  drive  stakes  or  palisades  in  it,  if  not,  you  mnftt 
4ig  it  till  yvk  bring  it  to  a  point. 

19.  When  gone  are  not  to  act  aginnat  particular  points  ;  ar  wbcn  the  Enemy  call 
sUtack  in  sny  direction,  in  these  cases  the  Qons  must  lie  fixed  en  bofbetle^  that  is  t^ 
aay,  •rar  the  Breast-work.  Far  tfaia  purpose  a  moand  of  earth  is  raised  behind  the 
Breast-work. 

SO.  With  respect  to  the  height  of  tliese  Afoundu,  it  is  asoertained  thus.  The  Guns 
are  in  general  tiiree  feet  high,  when  the  Parapet,  therefore,  is  six  feet  high,  the 
■MMwd  must  of  course  be  three,, and  when  the  Parapet  is  seven  feef  high,  must  be 
four. 

81.  The  breadtb  of  the  moand,  on  which  the  gnn  is  placed,  should  be  u  feet 

i6f  a  three  ponnder ;  18  feet  for  a  six  pannder  ;  a*«f  16  for  a  twelve  pounder  ;  and 

.  It  will  be  mxessary  evea  npon  a  mound  of  thfs  hreadlb,  that  a  fkscine  should  be 

fsatened  with  pickets  a  foot  or  two  behind  the  trail  to  prere«t  the  gukt  rimtiittg  off 

the  Bonnd  when  it  recoils. 

•  -98-  If  several  g^ns  be  placed  wpon  the  same  momid,  they  sbooUl  never  be  less 
then  19  feet  apart,  16  is  the  proper  Bpace. 

.  9'^,  if  the  gnn  is  to  be  directed  against  a  certain  point  yoVi  miift  use  an  embrasure 
•  In  the  Breast-work,  instead  of  the  Barlwtte,  and  which  yo\i  most  line  on  theinte« 
ffior  aide  with  sods,  fiucines  or  gabions.  Although  the  men  lAre  better  eoveredv  yet 
they  cannot  lire  so  quickly  through  ao  eaibrastre,  as  th(^  gtiik  nMkst  bt  rttt  np  &gaii| 
into  the  embrasure  after  each  shot  in  consequence  of  the  reeoil. 

84.  The  dimensions  of  I  he  several  pdrts  of  aift  embraikire  shbuld**iie  as  follows  : 
Tbetafsnof  width  should  be  itf  inches  for- three,  6,  and  |8,  ponnders,  a^  two  ftet 
lor  94  ponnders.  The  exterior  width  should  beaeven  f^et,  and  the  height  of  the 
onsbrasare  (techiocally  termed  its  toie)  should  bt'  the  height  of  the  g\ili,  i.  e.  tbretf 
feet  three  incites. 

-  85.  What  is  satd  above  respects  the  measures  of  the  Pbrapet  and  Its  posts  ;  we 
ahsll  now  say  a  word  with  respect  to  its  construction,  and  in  the  first  placeas  to  thc^ 
■iftefiala.  The  principal  of  these  are  the  feseines,  oAd  the  pickets.  Thrfksdnet' 
•re  made  on  a  fMcine  bench,  which  is  ftvrmed  of  set iral  crosses  composed  by  two 
•takes  of  nine  #ret  long,  driven  into  the  earth  so  as  tb  croM  each  other  at  two  feef 
•bosT  the  ground :  The  fascines  shauld  bo  from  nine  to  ten  hichcs  thick,  ami  from 
« /igls-  to  eighteen  fbet  long.  At  eaeb  end  of  the  fasciae  bench,  a  picket  is  driven  into 
the  gfooadi,  abont  half  a  ibol  from  the  extreme'  crosses',  to  reg^riite  the  length  of 
the  iascine. 

s6.  The  workmen  are  distHhnted  a|  the  fseetne  bearh  as  ftfltowit.  Fon^  men  re- 
galatatho  length  of  the  ^citte:  These  pickets  drast  not  reach  quite  so  high  aiT 
tbo  fimcinas,  that  the  projeetiog  part  of  the  bmshwood  may  not  be  be  bent  by  them. 

The  crosses  ibv  a  good  ftMciao  bench  most  bo  foi-med  of  sti^alght  stidces  8  inches 
thich;  they  must  be  in  an  exact  line,  and  of  an  equal  height,  lo  conetrtictldir  thcf 
fcnifins  bench,  a  mason's  level  or  a  meaturiog  rod  should  be  made  ose  of,  which 
betag^  laid  occasionilly  on  the  croMes,  any  irrcgulttHty  mey  be  pereelred  a«l 
remedied.  r 
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Four  mea  are  allowed  to  cT«ry  faacine  bcack  \  \  of  wlkiv  wiiHMi  Hkm  twiips  ui 
tilt  other  3  plotfc  the  bmbwood  «|pQO  Iht  bonch  and  bind  tho  teciat;  vMch 
is  perfurnied  io  the  ^llowing  raannor :  i  mvn  draw  the  brushwood  oloic  together 
by  meant  of  a  choke>  which  is  a  ropo  or  chain  with  a  stick  at  each  end ;  the  third 
man  then  binds  if  firmly  togetbar  with  a  twig.  Fascines  may  also  ha  Binds  with. 
.o«t  using  the  choke,  by  merely  binding  the  brushwood  as  tightly  as  possible;  this  is 
generally  the  case  in  the  field,  where  expedition  iareqoited.  An  Instrnnaent  ohonM 
be  prepared,  with  three  pieces  of  wood,  Ibrmiog  three  sides  of  a  sqnare,  each  10 
inches,  for  the  purpose  of  finding  if  the  Ihscines  are  of  the  proper  thickneaa,  after 
S  or  3  twigs  hare  been  bound :  if  the  fascine  fits  into  the  instrument,  it  baa  the  pro- 
per thickness.  If  you  are  not  provided  with  this  instrument,  a  rope  of  90  inAta 
in  length  may  be  passed  round  the  fascine,  which  will  prove  whether  it  baa  the  pro* 
per  thickness ;  if  the  rope  hangs  loose,  more  brushwood  must  be  added,  er  the  te* 
cine  must  not  be  drawn  quite  so  tight :  bowerer,  it  hi  better  that  italionld  be  booad 
as  closely  as  possible,  as  the  brushwood  is  apt  to  loosen  when  it  becomes  dry. 

IVhco  the  fadnes  hare  been  bound,  the  brushwood,  Ihat  projects  over  the  pidnts, 
at  tbe  ends  of  the  bench,  should  be  sawed  off. 

•  If  more  than  4  men  are  placed  at  a  bench,  they  will  be  in  each  other's  wwsf.  Whea 
lighter  and  more  pliable  fascines  are  required,  t  men  should  hip  tbe  email  branches 
«)ffthe  brushwood,  and  9  or  4  more  should  be  employed  in  catting  and  curtyingit. 

27.  To  every  fascine  bench  either  from  4  to  6,  or  from  •  to  10  worlunea  are  aU 
lowed  :  tbe  tools  are,  i  hatchet,  1  fascine  knife,  a  choke,  a  saw,  a  gauge  aad  ama* 
turing  rod,  in  the  ^rtt  instance ;  but  in  the  second,  9  more  hatdiets  mast  hi 
added  ;  and  in  the  third  iustsnce,  4  to  6  hatchets  besides  those  above  mentieacd, 

98.  Good  fascines  should  be  equally  thick,  round,  and  straight,  aad  alMsr  ■• 
ragged  branches. 

Fascines  used  for  lining  embrasures,  should  be  made  *of  strong  brushwood  \  if 
they  are  thin  and  leafy,  they  are  soon  destroyed  by  the  gunpowder. 

89.  The  Number  of  Fascines  that  may  be  made  at  each  Bench  ia  a  Day,  la  aa 
follows  i-^n  general  sop,  and  with  very  good  worknKo,  from  9  to  400  §ttii  «yf  te^ 
cines  may  be  completed  at  each  bench  in  a  day. 

30.  Pickets.^— A  picket  1  inch  and  »  half  thick,  must  be  allowed  for  every  4  fieclof 
fascine.  These  pickets  are  driven  through  the  fiMcinea,  when  they  are  uaed  for<lher^ 
Tctemcnt  of  slopes.  Oi^e  half  of  the  pickets  should  be  6  feet,  aad4lie  other  half 
ffom  8  to  4  feet  in  length  \  in  addition  to  this,  an  understake  6  fbci  loi^  will  ba  ra- 
qoii-ed  to  form  6  to  lo  feet  of  fascine.  -    • 

31.  The  Number  of  Fascines  required,  may  be  found  by  multiplying  the  aambcr 
necessary  for  the  height  of  the  breastwork,  above  the  banquette,  by  ita  lai^^ia 
feet.  Thus,  if  the  height  of  the  breastwork  above  the  banquette  ia  4  fcet^aisd  tbe 
length  800  feet,  5  fi»cines  must  be  pUced  one  above  ^e  other  for  the  heigbl )  thaa 
^  multiplied  by  900  gives  1000  feet,  the  length  of  the  fascine  requhred. 

92.  Workmen  and  Time.— -A  field  work  of  a  weak  profile  may  be  •couti«cted  hi 
eight  hours,  if  4  workmen  are  altowed  to  every  pace  of  the  centre  length  of  thp 
ditch  ^  half  the  i|umber  being  provided  with  intrenching  toqby  so  that  oae  Mf 
will  be  constantly  at  work,  and  will  be  relieved  every  two  hours.  A  fieldwork  of  • 
strong  profile  requires  double  the  time  for  its  construction.*  It  it,  however,  to  ba 
ynderatood,  tha|  the  interior  slope  is  revetted  to  the  height  of  3  or  9  4/3I  fSact

3S.  A  Fl^che  it  traced  in  the  foUowicf  manner :— a  cord  is  divided  iato  thfct 
c<|ttal  parts,  and  ca^  paK  being  stretched  ont,  a  triangle  will  be  formed;  each 
angle  of  which  will  contain  Go  degrees:  tbe  two  legs  ahovld  then  be  pmkwifBd  !• 
tbe  length  intended  to  he  given  to  the  faces  of  tbe  fltehe.* 

39*  .Wh^n  there  is  nothing  hot  a  common  ditch  in  front,  and' no  other  obstacle 
exists  agaiust  an  attack,  the  brarcst  troops  will  be  lost  in  a  fieldwork;  tbereC  re 
tm^^imtnit  shouhl  be  prepared,  within  reach  of  tbe  Are,  and  if  poatible,  near  tbe 
work.  These  arc,  tst  Palisades,  2d  Fmises,  3d  Tnrat-de-lOTip,  4th  Abhntis,  Mb 
TKorn-bushcs  and  Harrows,  6th  Foogasses,  yth  SbcHa,  Stb  Inandationt. 

40.  Palisades  are  strong  stakes  of  wood,  having  one  end  pointed,  and  fiicod  in 
the  ground,  so  as  to  prevent  the  enemy  passing  the  ditch  without  leafiiBg over  tbeni, 
They  answer  this  parpose,  when  placed  obliquely  and  imoKdiately  in  IWMt  of  the 
ditch,  the  points  being  tnmed  towards  the  enemy,  and  elevated  abeot  Ihrec  fcat 
and  a  half  above  the  gronnd,  the  troops  can  then  fire  tfver  them,  thongb  they  still 
cover  the  enemy  in  some  measure,  and  he  may  destroy  them  with  his  guaa.  When 
the  paliaadet  are  placed  iu  the  ditch,  it  is  impossible  for  tbe  enemy  to  leap  over 
Ihem,  they  afford  htm  no  cover  against  the  fire  from  the  work,  nnd  be  casnot  da. 
•troy  them  with  his  cannon.  •  • 

41.  Fraiset.  These  terve  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  dimhiaf  np  tbe  bnnel* 
vork,  they  are  not  to  much  to  be  depended  on  a  palitadea^  at  tbey  amy  be  pnllai 
down,  under  cover  from  onr  fire.

I  The  enemy  continued  his  retreat  upon  Smolensko  iu  the  begioning  of 

I  November,  having  in  consequence  of  the  movenients  made  by  Prioce 
I  Kutusoff,  been  compelled  to  abandon  the  intention  he  oiigiually  enter- 
tained or  penetrating  into  the  southern  provinces.  Generals  Count 
Plutolf  with  the  Cossacks,  and  Count  Orlolf  Denizoff  were  incessantly 
in  hit  rear,  aad  on  both  Bank*  of  hit  line  of  march  i  the  former  attacked 
a  position  defended  by  infantry  nnd  cannon,  which  he  carried,  taking 
two  colonre,  tweuty-tno  pieces  of  artillery,  and  such  prisoners  as  could 
be  saved.— ^ount  OHoff  Denizolf  likewise  met  with  resistance  which  he. 
«veiy  where  overpowered,  and  had  taken  many  trophies  and  quantitie*  of 
baggage,  Buimunitiou  wa^goni,  with  prisoners,  and  some  ordnance.  ^ 
From  tlie  quantities  of  ammunition  blown  Up  by  tlie  enemy,  and  from, 
the  state  of  th«  roud,  described  to  be  covered  with  the  bodies  of  dead 
mtu  and  liorses,  the  retreat  of  the  rear  division  of  the  French  appeared, 
to  have  every  character  of  continued  flight. 

On  the  3d  of  November,  Gen.  Miloradovitcb,  with  the  column  under 
liis  command,  reached  tbe  main  rood  near  Viasma,  where  he  had  a  sharp; 
engageineitt  with  the  rear-guard,  which  was  composed  of  the  divisions  of 
BeaQhaiuoii,  of  Davoust,  and  Ney  ;  these  divisions  in  vain  attempted  to  , 
arrest  his  progress,  and,  after  several  brilliant  charges  by  the  Russian^ 
cavalry,  were  driveu  through  the  town  of  Viasma  at  the  point  of  the 
bayonet,  and  pursued  to  Eresma  by  the  light  cavalry  under  General . 
Platoff: — in  this  attack,  the  infantry  regiment  ofPernoff,led  by  its  Co- 
lon*!. General  Tchoglokoff,  and  by  Mujor-General  Pnrkovitch,  formed  . 
the  head  of  the  column,  and  charged  into  the  town  with  drums  beating,^ 
and  colours  flying. 

The  loH  of  the  enemy  iu  killed  and  wounded  in  this  affair,  was  at  leas^j 
»ix  thouBund,  with  two  thousand  five  hundred  prisoners,  among  whom. 
were  Geueml  Peltier,  of  the  artillery,  and  Colonel  Moral,  aide-de-carop , 
to  Marshal  Davoust.  ,, 
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In  the  courge  of  the  pursuit  from  Viasma,  great  numbers  of  the  eitemy 
were  killed,  one  ttaDdurd  and  three  pieces  of  cannon  were  takcOy  and  np- 
wards  of  one  thouiatid  men  made  prisoners. 

In  the  former  part  of  the  retr«fat,  Ramuse,  Secretary  to  the  Duke  of 
ISassano,  was  taken,  with  all  the  Chancery. 

In  this  corps  were  two  squadrons  of  cavalry  well  mounted.  The  pri- 
soners amounted  to  one  general,  sixty  staff  and  other  officers,  and  two 
thousand  rank  and  file.  The  officers  who  capitulated  stated  the  object 
of  their  march  by  that  route,  was  to  open  another  commnnication  in  the 
direction  of  Kalonga ;  they  were  not  aware  of  the  retreat  of  their  arfdy. 

Since  thii>  affair,  three  general  officers,  upwards  of  twenty  pieces  of  can- 
non, and  four  thousand  prisoners,  have  been  taken  near  Simolensko. 

On  the  14th  instant,  General  Count  Wittgenstein  was  attacked  by 
Marshal  Victor,  who  had  orders  to  drive  him  to  the  other  side  of  the 
Dwina.  The  enemy  was  repulsed,  with  the  loss  of  two  or  three  thousand 
men,  and  was  pursued  the  next  morning  in  bis  retreat  towards  Sennoi 
when  six  hundred  prisoners  were  taken. 

Nothing  material  occurred  at  this  post  tilt  the  18th,  when  Count  Witt- 
genstein was  joined  by  Colonel  Chernichef,  aide-de-camp  to  his  Imperial 
Majesty,  who  had  been  detached  by  Admiral  Tchichagoff,  with  a  small 
corps  of  light  cavalry,  to  discover  and  ascertain  General  Count  Witt> 
genstein's  position.  In  the  course  of  this  expedition,  the  Colonel  had 
the  singular  good  fortune  to  rescue  Major-General  Baron  Winxingerode 
and  his  Aide-de-camp,  Captain  Narishkin,  between  Vilna  and  Bfinsk ; 
they  were  proceeding  towards  the  frontier  under  an  escort  of  gens  d* 
armes,  and  had  marched  from  Verrea,  where  they  were  presented  to  Bo»' 
naparte,  with  the  French  guards  under  the  charge  of  Jnnotw '  -' 

Colonel  Chernichef  also  took  threes  couriers— -one  ^oming'frdtti,  and  the* 
other  two  going  to  Paris.  From  these  sources  of  intelli^nce;  it  'was  as- 
certiuned  that  Bonaparte  was  at  Smolensko  on  the  13th  init.- 

Admiral  Tchichagoff  intended,  according  to  his  rbrite*  td  arrive!  at 
Minsk  on  the  17th  inst.  Colonel  Chernichef  arrived  yestierdaj,  aeeom- 
panied  by  the  prisoners  he  had  released,  and  bringing  withMm  the  iatcr- 
cepted  dispatches.— -Those  from  Pftris  contain  nothing  bnt  militaiy  ptaas 
and  maps. 

The  expedition  of  Colonel  Cheniichef  was  a  contina€dand  extreoidi- 
nary  exertion,  he  having  marched  seven  hundred  wersts  in  five  daysg  and , 
swam  across  several  rivers.    General  Sachen  was  left  with  a  detacbmcnt 
to  observe  Princ>e  Schwartzenberg,  commanding  the  Austrian  eontiD- 
gent.     General  Bartel  advanced  to  and  occupied  Mohiloff. 

The  following  report  was  made  by  Count  Platoff  to  Pie1d*Marshal 
Kutusoff,  of  his  operations  against  the  corps  of  Beeuharoois,  Vicerojr  of 
Italy,  from  whom  a  dispatch  to  Marshal  Berthier  was  intercepted,  repra* 
seniiog  his  army  to  be  iu  a  most  mibcrable  state,  that  they  lose  four  hun- 
dred horses  dailyt  and  he  has  no  expectation  of  saving  any  part  af  his 
artillery.

On  the  17th,  the  army  went  to  meet  the  enemy*  The  5th,  6tb,  and 
8th  corps  of  the  army,  the  dirision  of  cuirassiers,  eight  r^mcnts  of 
Cossacks,  the  Nigin  Dragoons,  the  Marropol  Hussan,  and  the  19th  of 
chasseurs,  were  ordered,  notwithstanding  the  muneroos  defiles  and  the 
greatest  difficulties,  to  turn  the  enemy,  by  marching  towards  the  viV- 
lage  of  DobroTO,  which  is  on  the  high  road  leading  to  Orcka.  The  van- 
guard of  General  Miloradovitch,  composed  of  the  Sd  and  7th  corpa  of 
infantry,  and  of  a  corps  of  cavalry,  had  taken  a  covered  paaition  near 
the  village  of  Merlino,  with  a  view  of  awaiting  the  arrival  of  Davonst*s 
corps  atKrasnoi,  while  Prince  Galitzin  was  advancing  towards  the  same 
place,  with  the  third  corps  and  two  divisions  of  cuiFassiera.  The  enemy 
was  astonished  to  see  the  troops  advance  from  all  directiono;  he  made, 
indeed,  some  dispositions  for  an  engagement,  but  the  wdl  dinc&ed  fire 
of  the  artillery,  and  the  impetnodty  of  whole  columns  rushing  upon  him 
with  levelled  bayonets,  overthrew  and  put  him  to  flight.  Napoleon 
himself  was  an  eye-witness  of  this  decisive  combat :  but  seehig  the  bad 
situation  of  affiurs,  he  rode  off  at  foil  speed  to  Liadi,  abandoning  the 
the  corps  of  Mar<ihal  Davoust  to  the  mercy  of  the  coaqueron 

The  remainder  of  this  corps,  which  was  almost  totally  deatr«^cd,  en- 
deavouried  to  save  itself  by  flight,  and  ran,  with  the  greatest  diaorder, 
into  a  forest  on  the  banks  of  the  Dnieper,  imagining  that  it  woald  be 
safe  there;  but  the  light  troops  pursued  it  everywhere,  and  destroyed' 
it  entirely.  Two  generals,  58  officers,  9>179  prisoners,  70  pieces  of 
cannon,  three  pair  of  colours,  and  the  baton  of  Marshal  Davouat^  were 
the  trophies  of  tins  memorable  day. 

.  From  some  pepers  that  were  intercepted  on  the  17th  of  Novcnber, 
Marshal  Kutosoff  learnt  the  dispositions  that  had  been  made  for  the 
continuation  of  the  enemy's  retreat,  and  took  his  measures  accordingly. 
In  order  to  cut  off  Marshal  Ney*s  corps,  composing  the  rear  of  the  French 
army,  the  Field  Marshal  reinforced  General  Milarodovitch,  and  ordered 
Um  to  occupy  the  villages  of  Chirokorenie  and  Tcfaemish,  and  to  await 
there  the  arrival  of  Marshal  Ney.  At  three  o'clock  in  the  afkemoon  of 
the  SOth  the  Cossacks  discovered  the  enemy.  Owing  to  a  thick  fog,  it 
Whs  impossible  at  first  to  distinguish  the  number  of  his  oolnmnsy  which 
advanced  upon  the  Russian  batteries  with  great  firmness  ^pd  reaolvtion. 
At 'the  distance  of  250  paces,  they  were  received  with  grape  ahoi  from 
iorty  pieces  of  cannon.  The  moment  was  terrible  and  deciaiTe*  Bot 
fur  from  being  dismayed  at  th^  sight  of  inevitable  deitractioii,  they  only 
grew  more  enraged,  and  with  the  utmost  fury  rushed  upon  the  bmtteries, 
which,  continuing  to  be  well  served,  carried  death  and'destractidh  into 
the  enemy*s  ranks,  and  rendered  all  his  attempts  fruitless.  GenenI 
Iparkowitch,  seeing  other  columns  of  the  enemy  arrive  to  succoar  the 
firsti  threw  himself  upon  them  with  his  brigade^  apd  being  rdnfoiced 
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by  two  other  regiments,  charged  them  sword  in  hand  with  to  mnch  im^ 
petuosity,  that  he  destroyed  whatever  he  met.  The  field  of  battle  was 
covered  with  dead  bodies.  The  enemy,  abandoning  standards  and  can- 
non, fled  into  the  adjoining  forests*  The  number  of  prisoners  was  vcrj 
considerable. 

At  five  o'clock  p.  M.  other  French  columns  advanced  with  a  full  dew 
termination  to  conquer  or  die.  A  batter}*  of  24  guns,  advantageously 
placed,  arrested  their  first  ardour*  At  the  very  moment  when  the  Cavalrjr 
had  turned  and  attacked  them  in  the  rear,  the  enemy  came  to  a  resolu* 
tion  of  sending  a  flag  of  truce  to  General  Miloradovitch  to  beg  for, 
quarter* 

*  At  midnight,  the  enemy,  to  the  number  of  1^,000  men,  laid  down 
their  arms ;  all  their  artillery,  consisting  of  S?  pieces  of  cannon,  their 
baggage,  and  their  military  chest,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  conqueror. 
Upwai^s  of  100  Officers  were  made  prisoners.  Marshal  Ney  received  a 
wound,  and  saved  himself  by  flight  to  the  other  side  of  the  Dnieper.*^ 
The  Cossacks  are  in  pursuit  of  him.  The  prisoners  say  that  four  Gene- 
rals who  commanded  were  killed*  The  field  of  battle  is  covered  with 
dead  bodies.  The  loss  in  the  van,  under  General  Miloradovitch,  amounts 
only  to  500  killed  and  wounded. 

The  enemy,  after  blowing  up  some  fortiflcationt,  evacuated  Smolensko 
on  the  17th  and  18th.  General  Plutoff,  leaving  only  a  regrment  of  ChaiM 
seursand  100  Cossacks,  set  off  himself  at  the  head  of  15  pulks  from  the 
Don,  with  artillery  j  and  of  one  regiment  of  Chasseurs,  to  the  right 
bank  of  the  Dnieper ;  in  order  to  pursue  the  enemy  by  the  way  of  K^- 
tane,  towards  Dubrowno.  ^  ^ 

General  Platoff,  iu  carrying  on  bis  operations,  upon  the  right  Bank 
of  the  Dnieper,  was  in  communication  with  General  KutnsofT,  the  Aid- 
de-Camp;  and  if  the  enemy  should  attempt  to  march  upon  Senno,  the 
junction  of  these  two  Generals  would  become  very  fatal  to  him* 

The  Grand  Army  is  at  Krasnoi,  and  the  van,  which  is  at  Dubrowno, 
will  regulate  its  march  by  the  movements  of  the  euemy^s  army,  and  will, 
endeavour  not  to  lose  sight  of  it* 

General  Platoff,  in  a  private  letter  addressed  to  Marshal  Kotuaoff  an* 
nounces  that  the  enemy  has  left  near  Smolensk,  112  pieces  of  cannon, 
in  an  extent  of  17  versts. 

in  tlie  mfan  time  the  Russians  were  equally  successful  in 'another 
quarter*     On  the  21st  of  November,  General  Count  Lambert  defef^^ 
the  whole  corps  of  Dombrowski,  at  Borizoff,  taking  six  caouonB  two. 
colours  and  3000  prisoners*  .  - 

The  attempt  to  blow  np  the  Cathedral  of  Smolensko  had  fidled,  the' 
mat^h  being  extinguished  before  it  reached  ihe  mine.  ^ 

Prince  KutusofT  with  the  main  army  cross^  the  Dnieper  or  Borys- 
thenes  on  the  25th  anid  26th  of  November,  about  the  same  time  tlUbj^ 
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loflr  was  retaken  by  the  Russians'^  who  found  there  conBiderable  maga- 
zines and  provisions  for  ten  days. 

General  Count  Wittgenstein  was  at  Borissow  on  the  SSth  November^ 
after  having  gained  considerable  advantages  over  Matshal  Oudiiiot*s  and 
Viotor*s  corps,  in  three  several  actions;  in  one  of  which  7^00  men  wert 
forced  to  lay  down  their  arras— -among  whom  were  the  French  Generals 
Piuthonneau,  Camus,  and  6lemou,3  Colonels,  15  Lientenaot-Colonelsy 
and  upwards  of  200  Officers  of  inferior  rank.  Their  artillery  and  bag* 
gage  were  likewise  taken. 

The  Russian  Army  of  Reserve,  which  was  assembled  at  Niscbo  Novo* 
gorod,  under  General  Count  Tolstoy,  received  orders  to  march  ferwaid^ 
and  direct  its  route  towards  the  south-east  part  of  Poland. 

Afler  the  battle  of  Krasnoi  in  which  Marshal  Davoust*s  corps  was  an* 
nihilated,  Bonaparte,  alarmed  for  his  personal  safety,  abandoned  his  army 
which  had  already^  suffered  in  the  most  dreadful  manner  while  employed 
in  the  furtherance  of  his  ambitious  projects.  The  29th  Frencb  Bulletin 
admits  indeed  much  of  the  misery  and  distress  which  his  troops  have  eo« 
dared  but  not  a  twentieth  part  is  made  known  through  the  medium  of 
this  extraordinary  document,  which  is  subjoined  at  full  length,  only  ob- 
serving that  the  falsehood  of  its  statements  form  a  remarkable  contr^ 
with  the  plain  uuexaggerated  details  of  the  Russian  Commanders.

^  Moto^itcnoy  Dee.  3.— To  the  6th  Norcnber  the  weather  wu  fine,  aad  fhs 
■lovcment  of  the  army  executed  with  the  i^reateit  tuccets.  The  cold  westlMr  bcgaa 
oa  Ike  7lh  ;  froin  that  nomcnt  we  every  aiyht  lost  several  handred  bones,  aad 
aasiberB  of  men  died  in  eottseqaeace  of  bivoaaekinf .  Arrived  at  SwMileBsloa  we  lidl 
already  lost  nany  cavalry  and  artillery  horses. 

**  The  Rotsian  army  from  Yolhynia  was  oppos^  to  oar  right.  Oar  rif  ht  left  the 
Minsk  line  of  operations,  and  took  for  the  pivot  of  Its  operations  the  Warsaw  llae. 

^  da  the  9th,  the  Emperor  was  informed  at  Smolehiko  of  this  change  in  the  fins 
fif  opersHoas,  and  conceived  what  the  enemy  wonid  do.  However  hard  it  appMredf 
to  him  to  put  himself  in  movement  daring  so  crsel  a  season,  the  mew  state  of  things 
dsBisaded  iL  Ht  expected  to  arrive  at  Minsk,  or  at  least  apon  the  D«ciiaa»  heftrt 
the  enemy ;  on  the  nth  he  qnitted  Smolensko  ^  on  the  i6th  he  slept  at  Krasaoi. 

**  The  cold  which  began  the  7th,  suddenly  increased,  and  on  the  I4tb,  isth,  and 
26tb,  the  thermometer  was  i6  and  I8  degrees  below  the  freezing  point. 

^  The  roads  were  covered  with  ice  ;  the  cavalry,  artillery,  and  baggage  torses, 
jftfiAieA  every  nlgbt,  not  only  by  hundreds,  but  by  thousands,  partknlarly  the  Qer- 
^taa  and  FMacb  horses. 

**  In  a  few  days  more  30,ooo  horses  perished  our  cavalry  were  on  foot'  oar  atfll-' 
Uitf  atd  baggage  were  witboat  conveyance.  It  was  neceiyary  la  abandoa  and  da< 
stray  a  good  part  of  our  cannon,  ammunition,  and  provisions. 

^  This  army,  so  fine  on-  the  6th,  was  very  different  on  the  I4th  :  almost  witWal 
cavalry,  wliboaC  artillery,  without  transports.  Without  cavalry,  we  could  aotrs- 
cdittottrss<t^aHerof  aleague*s  dlstsnce;  without  artillery,  we  coald  not  risk  iT 
battls^  and  ftmly  await  it :  it  was^cqnlslta  to  arareb^  la  order  not  to  be  coastralacd 
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to  a  battle,  which  the  want  of  aromauitioo  prcTented  us  from  dnirinji;^  it  wasi«- 
^aisite  to  occapy  a  certain  tpaee  not  to  be  turned,  and  that  too  without  cavalry^ 
which  .led  and  connected  the  columns. 

**  This  difficulty,  joined  to  a  cold  which  suddenly  came  on,  rendered  our  sitna. 
tion  miserable.  Those  men,  whom  nature  had  not  sufficiently  steeled  tu  be  abavn 
all  the  chances  of  fate  and  fortune,  appeared  shook,  lost  their  gaiety,  their  good- 
humour,  and  dreamed  but  of  misfortunes  and  catastrophes  ;.  those  whom  she  h|ia 
created  superior  to  erery  thing,  preserved  their  gaiety  and  their  ordinary  manners, 
nod  taw  fresh  glory  in  the  different  difficulties  to  be  surmounted. 

<*  The  enemy,  who  saw  upon  the  roads  traces  of  that  frightful  calamity  which  had 
overtaken  the  French  army,  endeavoured  to  take  advantage  of  it.  He  surrounded 
nil  the  columns  with  his  Cossacks,  who  carried  off,  like  the  Arabs  in  the  deserts,  the 
ffuins  and  carriages  which  separated.  This  contemptible  cavalry,  which  only  make, 
noise,  and  is  not  capable  of  penetrating  through  a  company  of  voltigeurs,  rendered 
t|iemselves  formidable  by  favour  of  circumstances.  Nevertheless  the  enemy  had  to 
repent  of  all  the  serious  attempts  which  he  wished  to  undertake :  they  were  over- 
thrown by  the  Viceroy,  before  whom  they  were  placed,  and  lost  many  men. 

*<  The  Duke  of  Elchingex,  with  3,ooo  men,  bad  blown  up  the  ramparts  ijf 
Smolensko.    He  was  surrounded,  and  found  himself  in  a  critical  position,  but  he  ea- , 
tricated  himself  Crom  it  with  thai  intrepidity  with  which  he  is  distinguished.  JLfur 
liaving  kept  the  enemy  at  a  distance  from  him  during  the  whole  day  of  the  l^U** 
and  constantly  repulsed  him  at  night,  made  a  morement  oq  the  right,  passed  th«' 
Borysthenes,  and  deceived  all  the  calculations  of  the  enemy. 

**  On  the  igthf  the  army  passed  the  Borysthenes  at  Orcka,  and  the  Russian  army 
b^ing  fatigued  and  haying  lost  a  great  number  of  men,  ceased  from  its  attempts. 

**  The  army  of  Volhynia  had  inclined  on  the  ]6th  upon  Minsk,  and  march|;d  upon  . 
Borisow.  Geuersil  Dombrowski  defended  the  bridge-head  of  Borisow  with  3,0<^. 
■len.    On  the  33d  he  was  forced,  and  obliged  to  evacuate  this  position. 

*^  The  enemy  then  passed  the  Beresiaa,  marching  upon  Bobo  ^  the  division  Las- 
bpt  formed  the  advanced  guard. 

**  The  second  corps  commanded  by  the  Duke  of  Reggio,  which  was  at  Taehereipp  . 
bad  reeeived  orders  to  march  upon  Borisow,  to  secure  to  the  army  the  passage  of , 
tl^e  Beresina. 

**  On  the  84th,  the  Duke  of  Reggio  met  the  division  Lambert,  four  leagues  from  ,. 
JBoiiaow,  attacked  and  defeated  it,  took  8000  prisoners,  six  pieces  of  cannon,  500 
bncgage  waggons  of  the  army  of  Volhynia,  and  overthrew .  the  enemy  on  the  right . 
bank  of  the  Beresina. 

**  General  Bcrkeim,  with  the  4th  cuirassiers,  distinguished  himself  by  a  6m 
charge.  Tlte  enemy  could  only  secure  his  safety  by  burning  the  bridge,  which  ia^ 
fl^e  than  300  toiscs  in  length.  Nevertheless,  the  enemy  occupied  all  tjhe  passagea 
of  the  Beresina;  this  river  is  forty  toisea  wide,  and  had  much  6oatiag  ice  00  il^ 
but  its  banks  are  covered  with  marshes  aou  toises  loug,  which  present  great  obeta* 
cles  in  clearing  it.  The  encmy*s  General  had  placed  his  four  divisions  at  tiie  di£i 
lercat  debouches,  where  he  presumed  the  French  army  would  attempt  to  pass.    ■ 

**  On  the  86tb,  at  break  of  day,  the  Kmperor,  after  having  deceived  the  enemi^, 
by  different  movements  made  during  the  day  of  the  83tb,  marched  upon  the  viL 
lage  of  Stodseanea,  and  caused,  iu  spite  of  an  enemy's  division,  aud  iu  its  preaencfi,^ 
twg  bridges  to  be  thrown  over  the  river.    The  Duke  of  Reggio  passed,  attacked  t^i 
eneay,  and  led  bim,  fighting,  two  houry*    The  enemy  retired  upon  the  t£te>da« 
pont  of  Borisow.    General  Legrand,  an  officer  of  the  fiist-rate  merit,  was  biidly^^ 
bu|  n^t  dangerqosly  wounded.    Dnrinf  the  whole  of  the  a6tb  and  87Ui|  the  anof 
passed. 
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**  The  Dake  of  Bellaiio,coroinaBdiag  tliegth  corps,  had  received  orders  to  follow 
the  moremeBt  of  the  Dake  of  Rcf^^o,  to  form  the  rear-gaard,  uid  keep  in  check 
the  Rnssian  army  from  the  Dwina,  which  followed  him.  PortaoAaux^s  diTisioo 
formed  the  rear-guard  of  thii  corps. 

*'  Ou  the  97th,  at  noon,  the  Duke  of  Betlano  arrived  with  two  divitiona  at  the 
hHd^e  of  Stndicanea. 

*^  PortaunauxN  division  set  ont  at  nig^ht  from  Borisow.  A  brigade  of  this  divisioD, 
which  formed  the  rear-goard,  and  which  was  charged  with  homing  the  hridge, 
marclied-  at  seven  in  the  evening^  and  arrived  beti^een  |o  and  ]  1  o*clock  \  it  songht 
its  first  brigade  and  its  General,  who  had  departed  two  hours  before,  and  which  it 
luid  not  met  with  in  its  ronte. 

*'  Its  researches  were  in  vain  ;  tome  aneMiiiew  was  then  conceived.  All  we  have 
been  able  to  learn  is,  that  the  first  brigade  set  ont  at  ^we  o*clock,  missed  its  way 
at  six,  went  to  the  right  iu  place  of  proceeding  to  the  left,  and  marched  two  or 
three  leagues  in  this  direction  •,  that  during  the  night,  and  benumbed  with  cold,  it 
rallied  at  seeing  the  eoemy^s  fires  which  it  mistook  for  those  of  the  French  army. 
Thus  surrounded,  it  was  taken.  This  cruel  mistake  must  have  caused  us  a  loes  of 
9,900  Infantry,  300  cavalry,  and  three  pieces  of  artillery.  Reports  state,  that  th« 
General  of  Division  was  not  with  its  colamn,  and  had  marched  alone. 

**  All  the  army  having  parsed  on  the  morning  of  the  38th,  the  Duke  of  Belloiio 
gaarded  the  tete-dc-pont  upon  the  left  bank ;  the  Duke  of  Rcgglo,  and  behind  him 
all  the  army,  was  upon  the  right  bank  of  the  Borisow,  having  been  evaciiatcd,  the 
amies  of  the  Dwina  and  Volhynia  communicated :  they  plannvd.aa  attack  on  the 
t#th,  at  break  of  day.  The  Duke  of  Reggio  cauaed  the  Emperor  to  be  infonncd 
that  he  was  attacked.  Half  an  hour  afterwards  the  Dnke  of  Bellnno  was  on  the  lefl 
bank.  The  Duke  of  Elchingcn  immediately  followed  the  Dnke  of  Reggio,  and  the 
Dake  of  Trcviso,  the  Duke  of  Elchiagen.  The  battle  became  warm.  The  enemy 
wishing  to  turn  oar  right.  General  Doomefe,  commanding  the  5th  diviaioo  of  cni- 
imtsiers,  which  made  part  of  the  sd  corps  that  remained  on  the  Dwlna»  ordered  a 
charge  of  cavalry,  by  the  4  th  and  5th  regiments  of  cuirassiers,  at  the  moment  when 
t|ie  legion  of  the  Vistula  was  engaged  in  the  woeds,  to  pierce  the  centre  of  the 
enemy,  who  was  defeated  and  put  to  the  route,  with  the  cnemy*s  cavalry  which 
eame  to  the  assistance  of  its  infantry.  Six  thousand  prisoners,  two  stardarda,  aad 
six  pieces  of  cannon,  fell  Into  oar  hands. 

**On  his  side  the  Duke  of  Bellnno  vigorously  charged  the  enemy,  defeated  him, 
took  from  5  to  6oo  prisoners,  and  did  not  suffer  him  to  advance  within  the  reach  of 
the  cannon  of  the  bridge.    Gen.  Fonmier  made  a  fine  charge  of  cavalry. 

^  In  the  battle  of  Beresina,  the  army  of  Volhynia  suffered  much.  The  Dake  of 
Reggio  was  wonnded,  but  his  wound  is  not  dangerous.  He  received  a  hall  in  hia  side. ' 
.  "^^  The  next  day  (the  89th)  we  remained  on  the  field  of  battle.  We  had  to  make 
•«r  choice  between  two  route^^hat  to  Minsk,  and  that  to  Wilna.  The  road  to 
Minsk  led  through  the  middle  of  a  forest  and  qncultirated  mtfshes,  where  it  was 
impossible  for  the  army  to  subsist  itself. 

**  On  the  contrary,  the  road  to  Wilna  led  through  a  very  fine  country.  The 
amy  being  without  cavalry,  deficient  of  ammunition,  and  horribly  fotlgned  by  so 
diys*  march,  carrying  in  its  train  all  the  sick  and  Wounded  of  ao  many  battles, 
stood  greatly  in  need  of  getting  to  its  magaxines. 

**  Ou  the  30th,  the  head-qoarters  were  at  Plechnitsi ;  on  the  1st  Decenhcr,  at 
Slaike ;  and  on  the  3d,  at  Molodetschno,  where  the  army  received  the  first  con-  ' 
▼oys  from  Wilna. 

^  All  the  wounded  Officers  and  soldiers,  and  whatever  else  could  be  of  eCibar- 
fawmeat,  with  thebagpge,  kc.  were  sent  off  to  Wilna.  •

A  new  courier  sent  from  Vienna,  by  BI.  de  Stackelber^  to  M.  de  Nesselrode,  at 
Dresden,  has  just  been  intercepted.  What  is  remarkable  is^  that  the  dispalchea 
are  dated  the  8th,  iti  the  evening,  and  they  notwithstandipit  eontain  congratulations 
from  M.  de  Stackelberg  to  the  Emperor  Alexander,  lipon  the  brilliant  Tictory  he 
has  gained,  and  upon  the  retreat  of  the  French  beyond  the  Saale. 

The  Grand  Duchess  Catharine  received,  at  Tccplitz,  a  letter  from  her  brotherj^ 
the  Emperor  Alexander,  which  informed  her  of  this  great  victory  on  the  9d.  The 
Orand  Duchess,  with  reason,  allowed  all  the  persons  taking  the  waters  of  ToepliU 
to  read  this  letter.  However,  the  following  day  she  learned  the  Emperor  Alexander 
bad  returned  to  Dresden,  and  that  she  herself  must  proceed  to  Prague.  All  this 
lias  appeared  extremely  ridiculous  in  Bohemia.  We  have  seen  in  it  the  name  of  a 
Sovereign  compromised,  without  any  motive  which  policy  could  justify.  All  tbit^ 
can  only  be  explained  as  a  Russian  custom,  resulting  from  the  necessity  there  is 
in  Russia  of  imposing  upon  an  iguorant  populace,  and /he  facility  with  which  they 
can  be  made  to  believe  any  thing'. 

They  would  have  found  it  necessary  to  have  adopted  a  different  conduct  in  such, 
a  civilized  country  as  Germany.

The  Duke  of  Tareutum,  with  the  lith' corps,  was  encamped  betweed  Bischpfs*^ 
vrferder  and  Bautzen ;  he  on  the  i  ith  and  uth  briskly  pursued  the  enemy,    General| 
Miloradovitch,  with  a  rear-guard,  consisting  of  tO,000  men,  and  40  pieee^  of  ca^* 
non,  endeavoured  on  the  isth  to  retain  the  positions  of  Fischbach,  Capellenbergj  ^ 
and  Bischofswerder,  which  brought  on  three  successive  battles,  in  which  our  troo^ , 
behaved  with  the  utmost  intrepidity.    The  division  of  Charpientier  distinguished, 
itaelf  inthe  attack  on  the  right  j   the  enemy  was  turned  in  his  positions^  and  dis- 
lodged  at  all  points  :  one  of  his  columns  was  cut  o(f.    We  have  taken  500  prison- 
era,  and  he  had  upwards  of  1,500  men  killed  or  wounded.

Parh,  A/ay  84.— Her  Majesty  the  Empress  Queen  and  Regent  has  receired  the, 
follnwiuGT  information  of  the  situation  of  the  armies,  on  the  i6th,  in  the  eTeiiin|;':<» 

On  the  isib,  the  Emperor  aad  King  of  Saxony  reviewed  four  regiments  of  Sasba 
<»valry  (one  of  hussars,  ont  of  lancers,  and  two  of  cuirassiers),  which  form  part  of 
General  Laionr  Maubourg^s  corps.  Their  Bfigesties  afterwards  visited  the'fieltf  of 
battle,  at  the  We-d6-pont  Prielnitz. 

The  Duke  of  Tsrentum  pot  himself  in  motion  on  the  ISth,  at  five  in  the  morn- 
ing, to  march  opiJkHiite  Bautzin.     He  met,  at  the  debouch  from ,  the  encmy^s 

renr-guard ;  some  charges  of  cavalry  Were  attempted  against  our  cavalry,  hut  nnauc- 
cessfnlly  ;  the  enemy,  however,  wishing  to  maintain  himself  in  this  position,  a  fi're 
of  musketry  took  place,  «nd  he  was  driven  from  the  post.    We  had  350  men  killed' 
or  wounded  in  this  rear-guard  affair ;  the  enemy^s  loss  is  estimated  at  from  7  to  800 ' 
men,  of  whom  200  are  prisoners. 

The  second  division  of  the  young  guard,  commanded  by  General  BarrOis,  arrived" 
at  Dreaden  yestc^rday; 

All  the  army  has  passed  the  Elbe.  Independently  of  the  grand  bridge  at  Dres- 
den, two  bridges  of  boats  have  been  established,  the  onfe  above,  the  other  below 
the  town. 

The  Berlin  Gazette  of  the  8th,  contains  the  regulation  for  the  Landttwrm',    Folly 
.cannot  be  carried  further  ;  but  it  may  be  foreseen,  that  the  inhabitanta  of  Frna^ ' 
have  too  much  good  sense,  and  are  too  much  attached  to  the  real  principles  of  pfO> 
prlety,  to  imitate  barbarians,  who  hold  nothing  sacred. 

At  the  battle  of  Lntxen,  a  regiment  composed  of  the  Elite  of  the  Pimssian  nobi- 
lity, and  who  were  called  Prussian  Cossacks,  were  entirely  destroyed  -,  only  ftflean 
men  belonging  to  it  remained,  which  has  covered  all  their  families  with  mpnming. 
These  Cossacks  really  feigned  Cossacks  of  the  Don  :  tender,  delicate,  yonng  men,  ^ 
had  lances  in  their  hands  which  they  could  scarcely  support,  and  were  dreasc^ 
like  real  Cossacks.  What  would  Frederick  say,  if  he  saw  his  Qreat  Nephew  at  this. 
day  seek  models  of  uniform  and  appearance  from  them  ?  The  Cossacks  arc  ill 
clothed,  they  are  mbnnted  upon  small  horses,  almost  without  saddles  and  baracsi,  . 
because  they  are  irregular  militia,  which  the  inhabitants  of  the  Don  furnish,  and 
apd  which  are  established  at  their  expence.  To  go  there  to  seek  for  a  model  for  the 
Kobility  of  Prussia,  is  to  shew^o  what  point  the  spirit  of  folly  and  incompetency 
Is  carried  which  dUrecU  the  affairs  of  that  kingdoip.

FROPOSCD   MEETING   OP   A    CONGRESS. 

PariSy  May  23. — Her  Majesty  the  Eaiprecs  Queeo  and  Refreot  lias  received  the 
f^UowiDg  accoants  of  the  situation  of  the  armies  on  the  I8tli  of  May  :— 

**  The  emperor  was  still  at  Dresden.  On  the  I5th  the  Diike  nf  Treviso  left  it 
with  General  Latour  Movboorg^s  corps  of  cayalry,  and  General  Dnmootier's  infan« 
try  division  of  the  youngs  i^uards. 

**  On  the  l6tb  the  division  of  the  young  guards,  commanded  by'General  Bar« 
rols,  also  left  Dresden. 

**  The  Duke  of  Reggio,  the  Duke  of  Tarentum,  the  Duke  of  RagusB,  and  Coont 
Bertrand,  were  in  line  oppositjp  fo  Bautzen. 

**  '^he  Prince  of  the  Sfoskwa  aud  General  Lauriston  had  reached  Hoyers  Verda. 

**  The  Duke  of  Belluno,  Gene|ral  5vebastianiy  and  General  Regnier,  were  marrht 
ing  upon  Berlin.  What  was  foreseen  haa  happened  :  at  the  approach  uf  danger  th^ 
Prussians  ridiculed  the  regulation  respecting  the  land-sturm.  A  proclama'tion  liaf 
Minoonced  to  the  inhabitants  of  Berlin  that  they  were  cuvtired  by  Bplow*H  corps  : 
bat  that  at  atl  events,  should  the  Ffench  arrive,  they  were  not  to  take  up  araS| 
but  receive  them  according  to  the  principleaof  wair.  There  is  no  German  who  is 
inclined  to  hum  his  habituation,  or  Xo  assassinate  any  one.  This  circumstance  con- 
stitutes the  eulogy  of  the  German  nation.  When  desperadoes,  without  humour  and 
without  principles,  preach  up  disorder  and  assassination,  the  character  of  this 
good  people  repel  them  with  indignation.  The  Schlegels,  the  Kotie|](ues,  and 
oiber  agitators  equally  criminal,  would  transform  the  upright  Germans  into  poir 
sibners  and  assassins  ;  but  posterity  will  remark,  that  they  have  nqt  been  able  to. 
reduce  a  single  individual,  a  single  authority  beyond  the  line  of  duty  and  of  probity.

»  general  peace.  On  the  side  of  France  ther^  woul4  arrive  at  this  Congress  the 
Plenipotentiaries  of  France,  those  of  the  Un\ted  States  of  America,  of  Denmark, 
the  King  of  Spain,  and  all  the  allied  Princes  \  ao4  on  the  opposite  side,  those  of 
Euflaiici,  Russia,  Prussia,  the  Spanish  insurgents,  apd  the  other  allies  of  that  bel- 
ligerent mass.  In  this  Congress  would  ^  established  the  basis  of  a,  long  peace.' 
Bat  it  is  doubtful  whether  England  is  inclined  to  submit  her  egotistic  and-nnjust 
principles  to  the  censorship  and  dpinion  of  the  universe;  for  the^e  is  no  powerj^ 
however,  inconsiderable^  that  does  pot  preliminarily  claim  the  privileges  attached 
to  It!  sovereignty,  and  which  are  consecrated  by  the  articles  of  the  Treaty  of 
l/trecht,  respecting  maritime  navigation. 

**  if  England,  from  th.it  feeling  of  egotism,  upon  which  her  policy  is  founded, 
refoses  to  co-operate  in  this  nand  work  of  the  peace  of  the  world,  l>ecai|se  s))e 
wiahca  to  exclude  the  universe  from  that  element  which  constitutea  three-fourths  of 
the  globe,  the  Emperor,  nevertheless,  proposes  a  meeting  at  Prague,  pf  the  Ple- 
nipotentiaries of  all  the  Belligerent  powers,  to  settle  the  peace  of  the  Continent* 
His  Majesty  offers,  even  to  stipulate  at  the  moment  >»hen  the  Congress  shall  b^ 
fbrmed,  an  armistice  between  the  different  aru^ics,  in  order  to  put  a  Stop  to  the  ■ 
cffuflion  of  human  blood. 

**  These  principle's  are  conformable  to  the  views  of  Austria.  It  now  remains, 
to  be  seen  what  the  Courts  of  England,  Russia,  and  Prussia  will  do.

—it  also  states,  that  in  consequence  of  the  advantages  gained  the  preceding  dnj,  a 
second  battle  took  place  on  the  9 1st,  in  which  the  most  complete  succeaa  cipwned 
the  Emperor^s  armn.  Our  loss  in  the  two  days  has  not  been  coosidcmMc  The 
Emperor  was  in  perfect  health. 

EIGHTEENTH  BULLETIN. 

Paris,  May  29.— Her  Majesty  the  Empress  Queen  and  Regent  has  rcceiTcd  the 
following  intelligenre  respecting  the  events  which  have  passed  at  th^  army  dnriftg 
the  days  of  the  igth,  20th,  2 1st,  and  t2d,  and  of  the  position  of  the  armyoA 
the  33d :— - 

The  Emperor  Alexander  and  the  King  of  Prussia  attributed  the  loss  of  the  bat- 
tle of  Lutzen  to  the  fault  their  Generals  had  committed  In  the  direction  of  the 
combined  forces,  and,  particularly  to  the  difficulties  attached  to  aa  offensive  move- 
ment of  from  150  to  180,000  men.  They  resolved  upon  taking  the  positioa  of  Bant* 
sen  and  Hochkirch,  already  celebrated  in  the  history  of  the  seven  years  war  ;  to 
unite  all  there  reinforcements  which  they  expected  from  the  V^istnla,  Mid  other 
points  in  their  rear,  to  add  to  that  position  every  thing  for  which  art  could  fhraiah 
the  means  and  there  run  the  chance  of  a  fresh  battle,  of  which  all  the  probobUi* 
ties  appear  to  be  in  their  favour. 

The  Duke  of  Tarente,  commanding  the  lith  corps,  left  Biscbolswerds  op  the 
]5th,  on  the  evening  of  which  day,  he  found  himself  within  cannon-ahot  of  BmitMiy 
where  he  found  all  the  enemy.    He  took  a  position. 

From  this  moment  the  French  army  marched  upon  the  camp  at  Banties. 

The  Emperor  left  Dresden  on  the  I8th  \  he  slept  at  Harla,  and  on  the  l^th,  at 
ten  in  the  morning,  arrived  before  Bautzen.  He  employed  all  the  day  ia  recon* 
lioltring  the  enemy *s  positions.  We  learned  that  the  Russian  corps  of  Berclny  de 
Tolly,  Langeron,  and  Sass^and  Kleist*s  Prussian  corps,  had  rejoined  the 
army,  and  that  its  force  might  be  estimated  at  from  ISO  to  1611,000  men. 

On  the  19th,  in  the  evening,  the  enemy*s  position  was  as  follows  :-^is  left 
supported  by  mountains,  covered  with  woods,  and  perpendicular  to  the  conrae  of  the 
.Sprie,  nearly  a  league  from  Bautzen.  Bautzen  contained  his  centre  this  Iowa  had 
been  intrenched  and  covered  by  redoubts.  The  right  of  the  enemy  knaed  ayoa 
fortified  rising  points,  which  defended  the  debouches  from  the  Sprie,  froai  the  side 
of  the  village  of  Nemschet ;  all  his  front  was  covered  by  the  Sprie  ^  thia  very  etieag 
position  was  but  a  first  position. 

\\c  distinctly  perceived,  at  3000  toises  distance  in  the  rear,  the  grovod  aewly 
dug  up,  and  works  which  marked  their  second  position.  The  left  waa  atill  tep- 
ported  by  the  same  moontaias  at  2000  toises  in  the  rear  of  those  of  the  first  poaitloaf 
and  cousiderably  in  advance  of  thb  village  of  Hochkirch.  The  centre  leaacdapoa 
three  intrenched  villages,  where  so  many  works  had  been  erected,  that  fhey  might 
have  been  ronsLdcrcd  as  strung  places.  A  marshy  and  difficult  grooad  covmi 
three-qoortt  rs  of  the  centre.  Lastly,  their  right  leaned  in  rear  of  the  ftrst  poaitioay 
Vpon  villagcb  and  a  rising  ground,  likewise  intrenched. 

The  enemy*s  front,  either  in  the  first  or  second  position,  extended  a  leagae  ead  • 
half.  After  this  reconnoissance,  it  was  easy  to  conceive  how,  notwithslaadiag  a  loll 
battle,  like  that  of  Lutzen,  and  eight  days  retreating,  rbeedemy  conid  still  bare  hopes 
i^  the  chances  of  fortune.  According  to  the  expression  of*  Rassiaa  Officer,  wha  wai 
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■ikcd  what  they  iot ended  lo  di>— "  We  neilhtr  with  la  advance  nor  reUre."  "  You- 
aitMailtri  ^  Iktjiril point,"  replied  ■  Freacli  Officer,"  andlhe  eEOii(,  inajrie  days, 
uiiliprovtiaktl)rtryBaaremtMertii/'thettitr:'  The  beBd-quarlers  nf  (lie  l»o^3uve-.. 
rtigm  wrre  id  tlie  vitlnge  of  Natchen. 

On  the  igth  the  pckailion  of  the  Frenah  urtaj  wns  ni  folIowB  ; — Upon  the  right 
was  tiie  Duke  of  Rcggio,  leaning  upon  the  mauntaiDt  lu  the  L-fl  of  Ihc  Sjirlr,  aud 
sepuriledrrom  the  left  oniie  tneiny  bytbe  Tslley.  The  Duke  uf  Tarcnlo'ii  D'fute 
BauliFB  on  horseback,  upon  the  Dresden  road.  Tbe  Onkr  of  RsKUja  iriu  upon  the, 
left  of  Baulien,  opposite  the  village  of  NiemenBchuIi. — General  Berlraiid  uai  upon 
the  left  of  the  Dake  of  RagDia,  leaning  upon  a  uiudmiti  anil  a  iiruod,oud  appcu-iug 
to  ioUnd  debouching  frutn  Jurleta  upuu  llie  eneiny'a  light. 

The  Prince  of  Moakwn,  General  LBurislan,  and  Genersl  Regnier,  nere  at 
llojenverda,  out  of  the  line,  and  in  the  rear  of  our  \tti. 

The  cueny  hiiTing  Introt  that  a  considerable  corpi  wu  to  ariirc  by  tbe  road  of 
Uoyeran'crdd,  nsa  doubtful  that  it  »■>  t  be  Emperor'n  iolentioQ  to  turn  llicir  pOBi- 
tion  by  (he  right,  to  alter  the  field  of  ballU,  and  to  cauie  all  his  inlrEnchmeiiiii  to 
fall,  whieh  had  beea  erected  with  so  much  (laias,  aad  tbe  objecM  of  aueh  great 
trouble.  Kot  being  jet  inforiued  of  Geo,  Lauriilun's  arrival,  ue  did  nut  suppose 
tliat  thia  column  could  conaist  of  mure  than  l6  ur  9U,"0D  men.  On  the  igih.  he 
tberefore  detached  Bgainst  them,  at'  four  o'clock  in  the  moruiiig,  Geueral  Vork. 
with    13,00(1  Prusiians,   and   Grneml  Barclay  dcTulJy  witb   18,U00  Ruimaai, 

The  Runiana  ported  tliemsclvcs  at  the  Yiltage  of  Klix,  and  the  Ptuttiana  at  th« 
vtlUge  of  Weisiig. 

CuuDI  Bertraod  bad,  in  the  nieaD  lime,  ncnt  General  Periu,  with  tbe  Italian  difi-, 
sion,  la  Koenigiwerda,  to  keep  up  our  comniunication  wilh  the  detached  corpa. 
Being  arrived  there  at  nuon.  General  Fcrin  mad<  bad  dis| 
cause  the  neighbouring  fureal  to  be  properly  reconnoitred,  he  placed  his  posts  budly, 
and  at  foar  o'clock  he  was  assailed  by  a  hmirra  !  which  threw  tome  ballalions  into 
diaurder.  He  lost  6ao  men,  among  whom  waa  Gtn.  Balathivr  of  the  Italian  brignde 
wouuded,  two  cannon,  and  three  caissons;  but  the  dirisioD  having  taken  lu  their 
arms,  kept  themselTei  to  the  wood,  and  faced  against  the  enemy. 

TbeCunot  De  Vulmy  holing  arrived  with  the  caralry,  put  hlmielf  at  Ihehead  of 
the  Italian  division,  and  retook  the  village  of  Koeni);swarlbB.  At  Uiis  very  ino- 
menl,  the  corps  under  Coiint  Lanristoo,  which  marched  at  the  head  of  tbe  Prince 
of  Hoskwa,  to  lurn  the  encmf's  posiliun,  aud  had  departed  from  Koyerswerda,  *r. 
rived  on  Weissig.  Tbe  baLlle  cummenccil,  and  the  corps  of  General  York  would  • 
have  been  destroyed,  had  it  not  been  for  the  cireumataace  of  the  troops  baviug  lu 
pass  a  deBle  by  which  means  they  could  coroc 

After  a  battle  of  three  hoars,  the  village  of  tVeiasig  was  carried,  and  D'Yurk'a 
corps  being  overthrown,  was  driven  to  tbe  other  bank  of  the  Sprie. 

The  twllle  of  Weisaij  was,  in  il«elf,  an  Important  event,  A  detailed  report  will, 
ahorlly  make  known  the  particulars  eoocemiog  it. 

Ob  tbe  iglh.  Count  I.auriston  therefore  remained  in  the  potilinn  of  Wcis»ig ;  lh« 
Prince  of  MoakwautMarkersdurff;  and  Count  Regnier  at  the  distance  of  alraguein 
tbe  rear.  Tbe  right  of  Ibe  enemy's  position  waa  evidently  in  disorder.  On  thu. 
BOth,  at  eight  o'clock  in  Ibe  morning,  tbe  Emperor  wool  lo  the  heights  in  the  rear 
of  BaUtitn.  He  gave  orders  to  the  Duke  of  Rrggio  lo  pohS  the  Sprle  and  allsck  ' 
Ihc  mooBlaiuB  which  supported  the  enemy's  left ;  to  the  Duke  of  Tareoto,  lo  throw 
abridge, en  rA»iu/e/i,  over  the  Sprie,  between  Bautieo  and  the  monntaini  ^  tothe 
Dtike  of  Raguaa,  lo  throw  another  l.ridf  e,  en  chttaltlt,  across  tbe  Sprie,  in  the  lorn 
which  thai  river  lakes  lo  the  left,  at  half  a  league  from  Baulien-,  lu  the  Duke 
ef  DalmaliB,  to  whom  hi>  Msjcsty  had  given  the  command  in  chief  of  the  ctotte, 
y  T 
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to  pass  the  Sprie  and  dii tarb  Ibe  eneny*!  ri^ht  •  and  finally,  to  tbe  Prince  of 
Moskwa,  under  whose  orders  were  tbe  tbird  corps,  General  Lanriaton  and  General 
Regnicr,  to  push  forward  on  KHo,  to  pats  the  Sprie,  and  tarn  tbe  enemy *s  right, 
and  to  carry  bis  bcad-qaarters  from  Wristcbcn  to  Wcissenberg. 

At  noon  tbe  cannonade  commenced.  Tbe  Doke  of  Tarento  bad'  no  occasion  to 
throw  hit  bridge  of  Cberalcts  across  tbe  riirer,  at  be  funnd  a  atone  bridge  beibrt 
bim,  over  which  be  forced  bit  passage.  The  Dnke  of  Ragnsa  threw  bit  bridge 
mcrosft,  and  the  whole  of  his  corps  patted  over  to  tbe  other  bank  of  tbe  Sprie.— 
After  six  hourt  brisk  cannonade,  and  tereral  cbarget  by  tbe  enemy  witbont  tnc- 
cets,  General  Compans  caused  Bautzen  to  be  occupied ;  Gen.  Bonnet  occupied 
the  village  of  Nudkayo,  and  by  a  running  charge  took  a  plain,  which  rendered  him- 
self master  of  the  whole  centre  of  tbe  enemy*B  position.  Tbe  Duke  of  Reggio  got 
possession  of  the  heights,  and  at  seren  o'clock  in  the  erening,  tbe  enemy  was 
driTcn  back  on  his  second  position.  General  Bertraud  pasted  one  of  tbe  arms  of 
the  Sprie,  but  the  enemy  kept  the  hetghtt  which  tupported  hit  right,  and  by  tbit 
niettus  maintained  himself  between  the  Prince  of  Moskwa*B  corps  and  onr  army. 

At  eight  oVlock  in  the  evening  the  Emperor  entered  Bautzen,  and  was  received 
by  the  inhabitants,  and  the  cimstitnted  authorltiet,  with  tentimentt  due  from  alliet 
who  were  happy  in  finding  themselret  delivered  from  Stein,  from  Kotsebne,  and 
tbe  Cossacks  This  day,  which  were  it  single,  might  be  called  tbe  battle  of  BmntMn, 
was  merely  the  prelude  to  the  battle  of  Wnrtscben.  However,  tbe  enemy  begaa 
to  comprehend  tho  possibility  of  being  forced  in  bis  position.  His  kopcs  were  ao 
longer  the  same  •,  aud  he  most  from  this  moment  have  bad  tbe  presage  of  bit 
defeat.  Already  were  all  his  dispositions  changed.  The  fkteof  the  battle  was  no 
longer  to  be  decided  behind  his  intreachmentt.-'His  immense  workt  and  300  re- 
doubts became  useless.  The  right  of  his  position  which  was  opposed  to  the  four 
corps  because  bis  centre,  and  he  was  obliged  to  ofier  bis  right,  which  formed  a  good 
part  of  bis  army,  to  oppose  the  Prince  of  Moskwa,  in  a  place  whicb  be  bad  not 
ttndied,  and  which  he  believed  beyond  his  position. 

Ou  tbe  9 1st,  at  five  in  the  morning,  the  Emperor  murcbed  towarda  tbe  kcightt, 
three  quarters  of  a  league  in  advance  of  Bautzen. 

T\\e  Duke  of  Reggio  sustained  a  lively  fire  of  musketry  towards  tbe  beigbtt, 
which  defended  the  cnemy*t  left.  The  Russians,  who  felt  tbe  importance  of  tbit 
position,  had  placed  a  strong  part  of  their  army,  in  order  that  their  left  tbonld  not 
be  turned.  The  Emperor  ordered  tbe  Duket  of  Reggio  and  Tarento  to  keep  up  tbit 
combat,  to  prevent  the  enemy*t  left  from  disengaging  itself,  and  to  hide  from  him 
the  real  attack,  the  result  of  which  could  not  be  felt  before  noon  or  one  o'clock.  At 
eleven  o*clock  the  Dnke  of  Ragusa  advanced  i,ooo  toises  from  bis  position,  mod  en- 
gaged in  a  dreadful  cannonade  before  all  the  enemy*t  rcdoubtt  and  intrencbaenta. 

The  guard  and  the  reserve  of  tbe  army,  concealed  by  rising  ground,  had  eaty  dc 
bouchet  to  advance  by  the  left  or  right,  according  at  the  ricissitodet  of  tbe  day 
might  require.  The  enemy  was  thus  held  in  uncertainty  respecting  tbe  real  point 
of  attack. 

During  this  time  the  Prince  of  Moskwa  overthrew  the  enemy,  at  tbe  rillagc  of 
Klix,  passed  the  Sprie  and  led  fighting  what  he  had  before  him  to  tbe  village  of 
Prulitz.  At  ten  o'clock  be  earned  the  village,  but  tbe  enemy 't  reterre  hav« 
ing  advanced  to  cover  the  liead.quarters,  Prince  Moskwa  wat  driven  back,  and 
lust  the  village  of  Prulitz.  The  Duke  of  Dalmatia  began  to  debwch  an  hour  after 
noon.  The  enemy,  who  comprehending  all  the  danger  with  which  be  waa  threat- 
ened by  the  direction  the  battle  had  taken,  knew  that  the  only  meant  of  adrantagc- 
ously  tnpporting  the  battle  against  tbe  Prince  of  Moskwa,  was  to  prevent  aa  U»m 
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^ebouch'iD^.  He  endeftvonred  to  oppose  the  Duke  of  Dttlmatta'a  a^ack.  The  moment 
for  decidin]jf  the  hattle  had  then  arrircd.  The  £mperor,  by  a  moirement  to  the  left, 
id  30^nute9,  marched  with  the  guards,  Geu.  Latour  Maubourg't  four  divUioni, 
mnd  a  great  quantity  of  artillery  u^on  the  right  flank  of  the  enemy^R  position^ 
which  had  become  the  centre  of  the  Russian  army.  Morand^s  and  the.Wittcmber^ 
dirision  carried  the  rising  ground  which  the  enemy  had  made  his  point  d'appui. 

Gen.  Deraux  established  a  battery,  the  fire  of  which  be  directed  upon  the  masses 
which  attempted  to  take  the  position.  Generals  Dulaulay  and  Drouet,  with  66 
pieces  of  reserve^  advanced.  LaKtly,  the  Duke  of  Treviso,  with  the  divisions  Da- 
montier,  Drouet,  and  Barrois,  of  the  young  guard,  took  the  road  to  the  Inn  of 
Klein  Bast hwitz,  crossing  the  road  from  Wristchen  to  Bautzen. 

The  enemy  was  obliged  to  uncover  bis  right,  to  prepare  for  this  new  attack. 
The  Prince  of  Moskwa  took  advantage  of  it  by  advancing  in  front  *,  he  (uok  the 
Tillage  of  PreUig,  and  having  come  up  with  the  enemy^s  army,  marched  on  t6 
Wurtchen. 

It  was  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  whilst  the  army  was  in  the  greatest 
incertitude  of  success,  that  a  heavy  firing  was  beard  along  a  lint  of  three  leagues', 
and  announced  to  the  Emperor  that  the  battle  was  won. 

The  enemy  finding  that  his  right  was  turned,  began  to  retreat,  and  this  retreat 
•con  became  a  flight.  At  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  the  Prince  of  Moskwa  and 
General  Lauriston  arrived  at  VVurtchcn,  The  Duke  of  Ragusa  then  received  or- 
ders to  make  an  inverse  movement  to  that  which  the  Guard  had  made,  occupied  all 
the  intfenched  villages,  and  all  the  redoubts,  which  the  enemy  were  obliged  to  era* 
cuate,  advanced  in  the  direction  of  Hochkirch,  and  thus  took  the  whole  of  the  ene* 
ny's  left  in  flank,  which  then  fell  into  an  unavoidable  route.  The  Duke  of  Tarcnto, 
.  on  his  side,  briskly  pushed  the  left  wing,  and  did  it  qonsiderable  mischief. 

The  Emperor  slept  on  the  road  in  the  midst  of  bis  Guards,  at  the  Inn  of  Little 
Baschwilz.  Then  the  enemy  being  forced  from  all  his  positions,  left  the  field  of 
battle  in  our  power,  covered  with  his  dead  and  wounded,  and  several  thousands  of 
prisoners. 

On  the  23d,  at  four  o^cluck  in  the  morning,  the  French  army  put  itself  In  motion. 
The  enemy  had  fled  the  whole  night,  by  all  the  roads,  and  in  every  direction.     We 
had  not  found  his  first  posts  until  past  Weissenberg ;  he  did  not  oficr  to  make  anj' 
resistance,  until  he  had  gained  the  heights  in  the  rear  of  Ruckcnback.   The  enemy 
had  not  seen  our  cavalry. 

Gen.  Lefebure  Desnouelles,  at  the  head  of  1500  horse  of  the  Polish  lancers,  ftnd 
the  Red  lancers  of  the  Guards,  charged  and  overthrew  the  enemy *s  cavalry  in 
the  plain  of  Reitcnbach. 

The  enemy  believing  that  these  were  alone,  caused  a  division  of  their  cavalry  to 
advance,  And  several  divisions  were  successively  engaged.  General  Latour  Ma«- 
bourg,with  bis  14,000  horse,  smd  the  French  and  Saxon  Cuirassiers,  arrived  to  theif 
assistance,  and  several  charges  of  cavalry  took  place.  The  enemy,  quite  astonished 
to  find  15  or  1 6,000  cavalry  before  him,  whilst  he  believed  as  to  be  unsupplied  with 
any,  retired  in  disorder.  * 

The  Red  Lancers  of  the  guards  are  for  a  great  part  composed  of  the  volnateers 
of  Paris  and  its  neighbourhood.  General  Lefebure  Desnouelles,  and  General  Col- 
bert, their  Colonel,  bestow  the  greatest  eulogium  on  them.  In  this  affair  of  cavalry 
Geaeral  Bruyere,  of  the  light  cavalry,  and  an  officer  of  the  highest  distinction,  had 
bis  leg  carried  ofl"  by  a  cannon  ball. 

Geoeral  Regnier,  with  the  Saxon  corps, gained  the  heights  behind  R«itenbach,and 
pursued  the  enemy  as  far  as  the  village  of  Hottendorf.  Night  overtook  us  at  a 
league  from  Goerlitz,  although  the  day  had  beeu  extremely  long.    iVe  finding  our- 
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selrei  now  at  the  distance  of  eight  leagues  from  the  field  of  hattke,  and  that  the 
troops  bad  undergone  so  mach  fatigue^  (the  French  army  was  to  have  slept  at  Gocr- 
litz,  bat  the  enemy  baring  placed  a  corpi  of  their  rear  guerdon  the  heights  in  front, 
and^as  it  would  hatre  required  half  an  hour  more  day-light  to  turn  his  left^)  the 
Emperor  ordered  the  army  to  take  a  position. 

In  the  battle  of  the  90th  and  8 1st  the  Wirtemberg  General  Frangnement,  and 
General  Lorenaz,  were  wounded.  Our  loss  on  these  days  may  be  estimated  at  li 
or  12,000  men,  killed  and  wounded. 

At  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  day  of  the  92d,  the  Great  Marshal  Duke 
De  Frioul,  being  on  a  small  eminence,  along  with  the  Duke  De  Treviso  and  Ge> 
neral  Kirgener,  all  three  with  their  feet  on  the  ground,  and  at  a  sufficient  distance 
from  the  fire,  one  of  the  last  balls  fired  by  the  enemy  struck  down  close  to  the 
Doke  of  Treviso,  tore  the  lower  part  of  the  Great  Marshal,  and  killed  General  Kir- 
gener on  the  spot. 

The  Duke  of  Frioul  immediately  felt  that  he  was  mortally  wounded,  and  expired 
twelve  hours  after.  As  soon  as  the  posts  were  placed,  and  that  the  army  had  taken 
its  bivouacques,  the  Emperor  went  to  see  the  Duke  of  Frioul.  He  found  him  per- 
,  fectly  master  of  himself,  and  shewing  the  greatest  sang  /rotd.— The  Duke  offered 
his  hand  to  the  Emperor  who  pressed  it  to  his  lipa.  **  My  whole  life,**  aald  he  to 
him,  '^  has  been  consecrated  to  your  service,  nor  do  I  regret  its  loss,  but  lor  the  nae 
it  still  might  have  been  of  to  you !"  "  Duroc  !**  cried  the  Emperor,  *'  there  Is  n 
life  to  come,  it  is  there  you  are  going  to  wait  for  mc,  and  where  we  shall  one  day 
.  meet  again  V  "  Yes,  Sire !  but  that  will  not  be  these  thirty  years,  when  yon  wiU 
have  triumphed  over  your  enemies^  and  realised  ali  the  hopes  qfjfour  coumiry.  I  koto 
lived  xin  honest  man'— I  have  nothing  to  reproach  myself  with.  J  leave  m  damgkter  bo- 
hitid  me-^your  Majesty  will  fulfil  the  place  t^f  a  father  to  her.  The  Emperor,  grasp. 
ing  the  riprbt  hand  of  the  great  Marshal,  remained  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  with  his 
head  reclined  on  his  right  hand,  in  deep  silence.  The  great  Marshal  was  the  fini 
who  broke  this  silence— ^  A,  5ire,*^  cried  he,  **  go  away,  this  sight  gives  you  painr* 
The  Emperor,  supporting  himself  on  the  Duke  of  Dalmatiaand  the  great  Manter  o# 
the  Horse,  quitted  the  Duke  of  Frioul  without  being  able  to  say  more  than  these 
words-*-**  Farewell  then,  my  fHend!"-^His  M^esty  returned  to  his  tent,  nor 
would  he  receive  any  person  the  whole  of  that  night. 

On  the  33d,  at  nine  o^clock  in  the  morning.  General  Regnier  entered  Goertits. 
Bridges  were  thrown  over  the  Niess,  and  the  army  crossed  that  river. 

On  the  23d,  in  the  evening  the  Duke  of  Belluno  was  near  Botzenborg.  Ceonl 
Lauriston  had  his  head-quarters  at  Hochkirch :  Count  Regnier  before  Trotken- 
dorf,  on  the  road  of  Lanbao ;  and  Count  Bertrand  in  the  rear  of  the  same  Tillage  ; 
the  Duke  of  Taren(u  at  Schoenberg,  and  the  Emperor  was  at  Goetlitx. 

A  flag  of  truce  sent  by  the  enemy,  brought  several  letters,  from  which  it  la  be- 
lieved that  he  wishes  to  negociate  for  an  armistice.  * 

The  enemy*s  army  has  retired  by  the  road  of  Banzlan  and  Lanban,  into  Silesia. 
All  Saxony  is  delivered  from  her  enemies,  and  by  to-morrow,  the  94th,  the  French 
army  will  be  in  Silesia.  The  enemy  has  burnt  a  great  quantity  of  hia  bnggi^pty 
blown  up  a  number  of  parks,  and  distributed  through  the  villages  n  great  many 
^rounded.  Tbose  whom  he  was  able  to  take  away  in  carriages  had  not  their  wonods 
dressed.  The  inhabitants  state  their  numbers  at  upwarda  of  18,000,  and  more  than 
10,000  remain  in  our  power.  The  town  of  Goerlitz,  which  contains  8  or  10,000  ia- 
hjibitants,  has  received  the  French  as  their  liberators. 

The  city  of  Dresden  and  the  Saxon  ministry  have  shewn  the  greatest  activity  in 
providing  for  the  army,  which  has  never  had  a  greater  abundance  of  every  thing. 
Although  great  quantities  of  ammunition  have  been  consnmedy  yet  the  wurkmenof 
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Toreaa  ind  DrtiilcB,  And  thrconvoya  whkb  wcr\fe  Ibrough  the  ■llFnlioa  orGea.,  ' 
Eubui',  ker|i  nur  aDilltry  «rl]  prncided.  Wg  have  recFircd  iaiHIigrnce  froni  do- 
giir,  Cuslrin.  n>rd  Sleltin,  that  these  plarei  arc  in  good  coodition.  Tliis  recil&l  at 
Itie  Inltlc  uf  Wiirlctirn  can  onlj  be  cousidfrrd  si  a  skclcb.  The  Grnrral  Clal- 
Mijor  Kill  collcrt  iLc  reporti,  irhicb  will  point  oal  such  olfirvn,  luldirra.  aad  «>irpi 
as  have  dialiOEuliihrd  thcmsrlm.  In  the  imali  combat  of  the  QSd,  at  RcilralMcli, 
we  aacertained  lUal  our  young  caralry  H  superior  to  Ihat  of  the  cacmy  in  equal 
numbers-  We  could  nnl  take  bd)  culonra,  d>  the  enemy  always  cnrriea  Ibeni  off  the 
field  of  battle.  We  lure  only  takeo  19  eannon,  the  cm^iny  having  blown  upliil 
parhs  aad  caisiufls ;  und  besides,  the  Emperor  keeps  hi*  caralry  in  reicrre  till  It 
is  of  sufEcienl  Duinlwrs,  and  withe*  to  spare  it. 

fA.)  PRUSSIAN  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  BATTLE  OF  BAUTZEN. 

Berlin,  May  2a. — The  follaivlne  letter,  fron  on  eye-wiloeas,  of  the  battle  of  Itn 
90th  mnduiit  instant,  baa  been  impaitnl  to  us,  till  further  ofliciBl  detail 9  ^ — 

"  On  the  aoth,  a)  noon,  the  raemy  attacked  the  cnnbiucd  nrtny  in  its  poaition  ik 
Bautieo;  but  hit  eflorts,  allbonjb  they  were  direrled  afrainal  aingle  poinia,  with 
m  freal  saperionly  of  fiirec,  wre  of  no  effect ;  and  the  united  army  remniacil  iB 
llieir  poailloo  daring  the  night  from  Ihc  aoth  to  the  3 1  at.  t)u  that  day,  at  fuur  a  ra. 
tlie  battle  comnnence^  on  our  left  wing  witli  |;ri'ut  spirit  ;  but  the  attack  made  by 
the  enemy  on  Ibiaside.aa  it  aflerwarda  appeared,  waa  merely  a  feint.  Ccneral  Mi- 
loradOTitafib,  andcr  whom  General  Emanael  comniiinded  (he  light  troopi,  had  the. 
ci>Dtoand  of  the  left  wing,  uuder  the  Dulie  of  Wurtumberg,— Some  while  aftciv 
wardi  the  battle  cammeneed  with  still  greater  impeluusity  tiiwards  the  centre, 
■here  tbe  artillery  in  porlieular  had  great  effect,  and  ail  the  enemy's  attacks  were 
repniaed.  General  Lounaton'a  corpi)  now  appeared,  and  endeavoured  to  turn  onr 
right  wing,  but  waa  detained  by  Geiirral  Barclay  deTutly,  who  vat  posted  at  Gol- 
lamilde  (1*  observe  the  enemy,  lill  Geneml  Kleiat's  eorpa,  and  Klux  and  Rocder'* 
brigades,  fell  on  the  rear  of  the  enemy,  and  by  a  close  cartridge  &rr,  cauaed.grrat 
destruetiun,  and  forced  him  to  retreat.  But  by  delacl>ing  these  hrigadra.  General 
Blucher's  position  at  the  lieightsof  Kreckwiti  waa  weakened,  and  the  moment  ms 
a^ied  by  tbe  enemy  to  attack  this  carpi  with  great  superiority,  before  it  could  rp. 
ceive  any  auppoil.  General  Blucher  Ihercforc  (uund  biniself  ohlieed  to  full  back 
upon  a  position  a  amall  distance  iu  his  reai,  in  order  to  join  General  Yurck,  wbQ 
formed  his  reserve. 

*•  Meanwhile,  (o  eounleraetthis  rlisadya 
forward,  and  took  some  cannon  and  prisoni 
pose  was  thereby  allained,  and  the  enemy  n 
our  right  wing.  Niifht  put  an  end  to  thia  biltle,  which  had  lasted  two  days,  and 
eoal  the  enemy  90  touch  blond.  The  Allied  Army  took  up  ;i  position  in  thegrcateat 
order,  and  ready  for  biitllc,  near  Weisseuberg,  at  B  smull  dialanee  from  the  field  of 
kattle.  We  have  lost  n«ither  artillery  nor  pr iBunm,  except  a  ffw  who  wrre  leterelj 
vootuled.  On  the  utiier  hand,  we  hari-  taken  both  artillery  and  prisunen  from  the 
enemy,  and  many  of  bi<  cannon  were  diamounled.  A  battalion  of  Wurtrmbergera, 
who  were  In  bare  altirmcda  battery  bI  K reck witi,  came  over  to  u>,  an  llkeMitediil  A 
pari  of  the  Saxon  Iroupg.  We  cannot  yet  stile  Ihc  amount  uf  the  lou  on  ouraide, 
of  that  of  the  enemy  \  but  the  enemy's  loss  haa  been  in  the  propurlion  of  three  to 
one  mure  than  our'x,  as  the  ground,  tbe  >iipi:r«irity  uf  onr  artillery,  and  the  valour 
of  oar  Iroopa,  gave  n<  the  adrantaje  orer  him  in  all  his  ailaeka.  Our  merres  of 
tbe  centre  and  the  left  wing,  nmuu;  which  wer*  the  floner  of  tlie  Riisiiun  truupa 
and  their  artillery,  were  not  enga^td,  and  Thrii-Htn'nt'th  mnit  be  rearrvcJ  for  more 
importauL  servicco.     Since  the  report  we  gave  frum  iht  hiad-iiuarlets  afWurtclicu, 
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of  tbe  istb  of  May,  we  baye  receiTed  tbe  followini;  farther  iDtelligeace  frooi 
tbcDce  :— "  On  the  iStb,  GeDeral  Howaiski  ag^io  took  prisoners  another  cotflfpaBy  of 
be  Dutch  lancers  of  the  guards,  94  men  strong;  and  in  a  reconnoisance  with  Geoc< 
ral  MiloradoTitch  in  the  afternoon,  we  took  13S  prisoners,  and  caused  tbe  enrmj  a 
loss  of  100  men  in  killed  and  wounded.  Deserters  are  likewise  daily  comisg  in  fros 
tbe  enemy,  and  the  loss  be  suffers  by  this  petty  w^^rfare  is  very  considerable. 


^B.>-PRUSSIAN  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  BATTLE  OF  WURCHAU. 

This  moment  we  hare  receired  the  following  intelligence  from  our  grand  amy  :^« 

^  Wurchau^  necnr  Bautz^n^  May  90.— >The  accounts  respecting  tbe  eue'ray  for  some 
days  past  coincided  in  reporting  that  Lauriston*s  corps,  about  13,000  strong,  was 
in  motion  against  our  right  flank,  by  making  a  large  circle  by  tbe  Luckau  and 
Hoyerswerda  rofd^  and  that  it  was  followed  at  the  distance  of  a  day*s  marcb  by  Mar- 
«W  Ney,  with  a  force  of  18,000  men.  It  was  accordingly  resolved  to  march  against 
Gen.  Lanriston,  engage,  and  defeat  him  before  supports  could  reach  him.  General 
Barclay  de  Tolly  recetred  directions  for  this  purpose,  and  he  accordingly^  In  tbe 
afternoon  of  .the  19th,  made  a  brisk  movement  forward  to  Konigswartha,  whilst 
General  Yorck  marched  through  Weissig  to  join  Gen.  Barclay *8  corps.  The  Rns- 
siaas  fell  In  with  the  enemy  at  Konigswartha,  and  *after  a  severe  battle  forced  tbe 
town  with  the  bayonet,  took  10  cannons,  and  put  the  enemy  totally  ^o  the  root. 
Meanwhile  Gen.  Yorck  bad  fallen  in  with  a  strong  detachment  of  Ibe  enemy  not  far 
from  Weissig.  The  battle  was  here  extremely  obstinate,  and  it  soon  appeared,  that 
we  bad  to  do  with  three  divisions  of  Marshal  Ney*8  corps,  being  the  very  same  that 
were  supposed  to  be  still  at  some  leagues  distance.  The  Prosaian  troopa,  tbovgb 
much  inferior  in  numbers,  sustained  this  glorious  cambat  against  sach  snperior 
force  until  night,  and  kept  possession  of  the  field  of  battle.  It  was  tbis  conragcoua 
resistance  only  that,  rendered  it  possible  to  attain  tbe  proposed  end  of  driviBg  Gen, 
Lattriston*s  corps  entirely  out  of  the  field. 

*^  This  morning,  as  the  enemy  had  retreated  during  tbe  night,  tbe  corps  of  Gcae- 
rals  Barclay  and  Von  Yorck  have  again  moved  nearer  to  the  army.  The  rcaalt  oC 
this  day,  exclusive  of  the  10  pieces  of  artillery  taken,  is  1500  prisoners,  bcsadaaa 
General  of  Division  and  a  General  of  Brigade,  and  tbe  total  deatmctioa  of  an 
enemy's  column  of  9000  men.** 

Berlin^  May  23.— An  official  report  from  Gerbersdorf,  between  Goiaen  and 
Dahme,  dated  the  20th  inst.  at  11  o*clock  at  night,  states  as  follows  :^-*<  Tbe  cncasj 
bad  taken  bis  position  between  Luckau  and  Dahme,  and  pushed  bis  patrolea  to 
Dahmsdorff.  The  corps  was  strong,  and  was  intended  to  push  forward  into  tbe 
Mark  of  Brandenburg ;  but  the  arrival  of  the  Russian  corps,  and  the  approach  of 
^ulow  and  BorstePs  corps,  have  frustrated  their  designs.  Two  daya  ago»  tbe  Raa- 
sians  captured  100  of  the  enemy  near  Dahme;  and  to-day  he  suddenly  broke  np, 
directing  his  marcb  towards  Upper  Lusatia.  At  this  moment  be  is  fonr  Gemm 
miles  from  us,  the  single  patroles  being  already  returned  from  that  distance.  It  ia 
supposed  that  the  sudden  retreat  of  the  enemy  proceeda,  from  bis  deaign  of  joining 
tbe  Grand  Army.  Tbe  corps  of  Generals  Bulow,  Borstel,  aud  tbe  Rnsaian  Gcnctml 
Harpe,  which  are  collected  near  to  Boreutb,  will  marcb  early  io-morro^,  pvtly  in 
pursuit  of  the  enemy,  aud  partly  to  take  a  position  before  Wittenberg. 

**  Every  attempt  of  the  enemy  to  approach  the  capital  has  been  frustrated ;  and. 
Indeed,  it  was  rather  a  demonstration  than  an  attempt.  That  the  Ficocb  corpa 
which  had  passed  the  Elbe,  and  by  which  it  was  at  first  dreaded,  that  a  dlveraion 
would  be  made  ou  Berlin,  has  so  suddenly  withdrawn  towards  the  Elbe,  is  in  a  great 
measure  to  be  attributed  to  the  speedy  assemblage  of  the  Landstura  of  Ibo

The  works  which  dcfieoded  the  field  of  battle  of  Wnrtchen  are  very  conaiderable, 
the  enemy  had  therefore,  the  greatest  confidence  in  these  intrenchments.  An  ides 
of  them  may  be  formed,  when  it  is  known  that  Ihey  were  the  labour  of  10,000  woik- 
men  during  three  months,  fdr  the  Russians  have  been  labofiring  on  this  position, 
Hrhich  they  considered  unattackable,  since  the  month  of  February. 

It  appears  that  General  Wittgenstein  has  given  up  the  command  of  the  combiacd 
army  :  it  is  General  Barclay  de  Tolly  who  commands  it. 

The  army  is  here  in  the  finest  country  possible.  Silesia  is  a  continued  garden,  in 
which  the  army  finds  the  greHtcst  abundance  of  every  thing.

Leipzig,  Mat  S8.— Marshal  the  Dnke  of  Reggio*s  corps  has  been  detached 
from  the  grand  army,  to  march  directly  upon  Berlin,  so  that  It  is  probable  we  shall 
learn  altnost  at  the  same  time,  that  the  Frensh  armies  occupy  Berlin  and  Breslaw, 
the  two  principal  towns  of  the  Prussian  monarchy.  The  IVusslans,  who  had  a  no- 
nent*s  enthusiasm,  are  now  discouraged  by  defeats,  which  no  future  advantages 
can  balance. 

The  Polish  and  Saxon  troops  which  are  returning  from  the  environs  of  Cracow, 
bave  already  passed  the  circle  of  Znaim,  in  Moravia  :  ^they  will  quickly  join  the 
Conquerors,  who  still  advance,  in  consequence  of  which  they  will  be  spared  part  of 
that  journey  they  would  otherwise  have  had  to  make. 

Several  Saxon  regiments  are  forming ;  it  is  to  be  presumed,  that  our  corps  d*anaee 
trill  be  more  numerous  in  this  campaign  than  the  preceding  one.

timo,  to  ariuaiut  yuur  Lurdibi|i,  that  I  had  taken  tbe  commaud  uf  tbr  diTiiiua  of 
Ibc  Mcdilcn  anean  army  irTTing  on  lb«  eastern  tout  oF  Spain-  Since  my  (etler 
oX  the  t6lb  Fi^bruory,  uulhiug  of  importance  lin*  nccuired.  On  the  3d  ioitant, 
•hen  recuuuoilring  tbe  pucition  of  Alcoy,  it  bfcame  ncceatary  to  driic  in  Ihe  ad- 
VBOced  posts.  Ttie  enemy  lust  in  Ibc  action,  ib  I  have  been  informed,  one  officcf 
hilled,  and  about  twenty  men  killed  and  wouDdcd.  Tbe  poEsesMon  of  Alcoy  ap- 
ixaicil  to  me  of  importance  -,  and  liaf  ing  bad  a  very  accurale  Ticw  of  tbe  poaition,  I 
thought  it  poMihleyinciUTyiaglheplitce,  to  cut  off  the  corps  (latioucd  there.  IVllk 
ibia  intention,  on  the  Clb  inttant,  I  directed  the  march  of  a  part  of  the  armj  oh 
Alcoy,  and  allacbed  that  pout  on  the  Burning  of  the  7lh ;  bnl  by  Ibe  uaforlanalc 
delay  of  Ihe  column  which  was  ileal  ioed  to  cut  off  bin  retreat,  the  enemy  effected 
thtir  escape ;  had  Ibis  column  siriTcd  a  quarter  uf  an  hour  before,  nut  a  man 
could  hare  got  off.  The  advanced  guard  of  tbe  eoluma  destined  to  altack  tbe 
enemy  in  front  drove  him  about  lia  or  seven  miles,  «ben  1  found  tbe  soldier*  to 
much  faligaed,  that  even  bad  I  wished,  I  could  nol  have  pressed  them  farther. 
Tbe  country  over  ntbich  Ibe  enemy  retired  w^s  cKlremely  favourable  for  him,  and 
certainly  might  have  been  much  better  defended.  He  wan  on  this  accouDt  enabled 
(a  dispose  of  bii  killed  nnd  wounded,  and  1  cannot  state  his  loss.  That  on  tbe  pari 
of  (be  allied  army  is  inconsiderable.

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Lieu  I  en  ant-General  Sir  J.  Murray  to  General  the  Mw^ 
^uets  of  Wellington,  dated  Coslalla,  March  33,  iSt3, — Inmy  diapatcb  of  the  loth 
iailant,  Ihad  the  honour  to  iufurm  your  Lordahip,  that  I  had  found  it  expedient  to 
drive  the  enemy  from  Alcoy,  aad  to  occupy  that  place  with  a  strong  diviaion  of  the 
allied  army.  In  conirqueuce  of  ibia  movement,  Maralial  Soehel  qnitled  Val«icl^ 
and  has  asauraed  Ihe  command,  in  person,  of  Ihe  Iroops  on  the  right  back  of  the 
Xucar.  He  appears  to  have  drawn  to  this  diviaion  of  his  army  nearly  all  Ihe  dis- 
posable force  which  he  has  in  Ibe  neighbourhood  of  Valencia.  Finding  that  tbe 
«Qcmy  was  couceniraliog  his  force,  I  assembled  tbe  allied  army  at  Caalalla  on  Ibc 
SOIh,  Id  consequence  of  this  concentration  of  tbe  allied  army,  Marshal  Sachet  has 
feinlbrced  hi*  right,  and  baa  now  a  strong  force  st  Ooteoiente,  Mogente,  aai 
JncDti  dtl  Hifucra.    Since  1  had  last  tbe  bonuui  of  addresaint  yotir  Loidtfcip, 
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Aiere  haTebeeo  several  trifling  affairs  with  the  enemy.  -  General  Wbiltingham  hu 
forced  him  to  retirclicyond  the  Puerto  de  Albayda,  with  a  very  considerable  losa. 
In  this  atfair,  which  General  Whittingham  conducted  with  great  judgment,  and 
in  uliich  the  Spanish  troops  behaved  with  great  gallantry  and  order,  the  General 
was  slightly  wounded,  as  were  an  officer  and  seven  men.  In  a  reconnoitring  party 
on  the  same  day,  conducted  by  M^of -General  Donkin,  Captain  Jacks,  and  the 
foreign  troop  of  light  cavalry,  Captain  Waldron,  and  the  grenadiers  of  the  sd,  97thy 
and  Lieutenant  M'Dougal,  of  the  Adjotant-GeneraPs  Department,  had  au  oppor- 
tunity of  making  a  spirited  attack  on  the  cnemy^s  post,  which  was  carried  in  thm 
presence  of  a  battalion  drawn  up  as  spectators.  We  suffered  no  loss  on  this  oc- 
casion, but  killed  some  of  the  enemy,  and  took  a  few  prisoners.-  Before  I  conclude 
this  letter  I  beg  to  add,  that,  since  1  have  been  in  co-operation  with  General  Elio, 
I  have  found  his  Excellency  most  anxious  to  forward  every  object  I  have  in  view  t 
It  is  impossible  too  highly  to  extol  his  .zeal,  or  the  readiness  with  which  be 
tteets  my  wishes.

Majefty''s  ship  Java.-!-United  States*  Frigate  Constitution,  off  St.  Salavador,  Dee. 
ii\f  I813.-:»Slit, — IT  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  write  you,  for  the  information  ef 
the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,,  that  His  Majesty's  ship  Java  Is  no 
more,  after  sustaining  an  action  on  the  39th  instant,  fur  several  hours,  with  the 
American  frigate  Constitution,  which  resulted  in  the  capture  and  ultimate  de- 
irtra^ion  of  His  Majesty^s  ship.  Captain  Lambert  being  dangerously  wounded  \m 
the  height  of  the  action,  the  melancholy  task  of  writing  the  detail  devolves  on  me. 
'  On  the  monring  of  the  sgth  instant,  at  eight  A.  M.  off  St.  Salvador  (coast  of  Bm^ 
kil)y  the  wind  at  N.  E.  we  perceived  a  strange  sail ;  made  all  sail  in  ehase,  and 
eoon  made  her  out  to  be  a  lai'ge  frigate ;  at  noon  prepared  for  action,  the  chase  not 
aaiwering  our  private  signals,  and  tacking  towards  us  under  easy  sail ;  wihen  about 
fbnr  milaa  distant  she  made  a  signal,  and  immediately  tacked  and  made  all  aail 
kway  upon  the  wind.  We  soon  found  we  had  the  advantage  of  her  in  sailing,  aifd 
cunc  up  whh  her  fast,  srhen  she  hoisted  American  colours ;  she  then  bore  about 
three  points  00  our  lee  t>ow.  At  fifty  minutes  past  one  P.  M.  the  enemy  shortened 
•mil,  upon  which  we  bore  down  upon  her ;  at  ten  minutes  past  two,  when  about 
kklf  a  mile  distant,  she  opened  her  fire,  giving  us  her  larboard  broadside,  which  was 
not  returned  till  we  were  close  on  her  weather  bow.  Both  ships  now  mnnceuvred  t» 
DlHain  advantageous  positions,  our  opponent  evidently  avoiding  dose  action,  and 
firing  high  to  disable  onr  masts,  in  which  he  succeeded  too  well,  having  shot  away 
the  head  of  our  bowsprit  with  the  jib-boom,  and  our  running  rigging  so  much  cut 
ms  to  prevetft  our  preserving  the  weather  guage.  At  five  minutes  past  three,  find* 
Ing  the  enemy's  raking  fire  extremely  heavy,  Captain  Lambert  ordered  the  ship  te 
l>e  laid  on  board,  in  which  we  should  have  succeeded,  had  not  our  fore-maat  beci* 
shot  away  at  this  moment,  the  remains  of  our  bowsprit  passing  over  his  taflrail ; 
shortly  after  this  the  maintop-mast  went,  leaving  the  ship  totally  unmanageable, 
with  *noBt  of  our  starboard  guns  rendered  useless  from  the  iireck  lying  over  then. 
At  half  past  three  our  gallant  Captain  received  a  dangerous  woend  in  the  breatt, 
and  was  curried  below ;  from  this  time  we  could  not  fire  more  than  two  or  three 
guns  until  a  quarter  past  four,  when  onr  mizen-ma.st  was  shot  away ;  the  ship 
then  fell  off  a  little,  and  brought  many  of  our  starboard  guns  to  bear:  the  enemy's 
tigging  waa  so  much  cut  that  he  could  not  now  avuid  shooting  a-head,  which 
brought  08  flurly  br9ad9ide  and  kroadside.

fore  deemed  it  necrtfory  that  he  ihnuld  be  attacked  without  delay,  Htllh  all  mail 
every  deicription  of  furie  within  my  reach.  Early  in  tbe  muroing  of  Ibe  |()lh  I 
WBi  informed  uf  his  being  in  posscosiun  of  rrciirhlown,  on  Ihe  River  Raisiii, 
twenly->il  milea  from  Detroit,  after  experiencing  every  resialance  (hot  llojor 
Reynolds,  of  iheEuextnililia,  hod  it  in  bi*  poafr  to  make,  wilb  a  Ihree-poundrr, 
well  lerved  and  directed  by  Bombardier  Kilson,  of  the  royal  arlillery,  and  Ihe 
nilitin,  three  of  whom  he  had  well  trained  to  the  n^e  of  it.  The  retreat  of  ihe 
gun  woi  covered  by  n  brave  band  aflnillani,  who  made  tbe  enemy  pay  dear  for  what 
he  obtained  T hie  party,  composed  of  militia  and  IndiaoB,  with  tbe  gun,  fell  back 
eighteen  milea  to  Brown's  Town,  the  »el|lcmentof  Ibe  brave  Wyandot*,  where  I 
directed  my  force  to  aamuble.  On  Ihe  Slsl  instant  I  advanced  twelve  mites  to 
Swan  Creek,  from  wbencc  we  muchedlo  tbe  uneiny,  and  attacked  him  ol  break  of 
4ay  on  tlic  iil^  instanl ;  tuid  after  sufTeriug,  for  our  numbers,  a  cuniidnable  Iniii, 
tbecBciBy's  force  pu^ltd  in  bouics  and  eucluiures,  and  wbieb,  from  dread  of  fatllne 
into  Ihe  band*  of  the  Indiana,  they  »0»t  obalinulet)'  defiaded,  at  Icnjib  snrrcn- 
derol  at  diicrclioa  ;  flie  otbei  pott  of  their  force,  in  atlcmpting  to  relrrat  by  (be 
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way  tbfy  rani>,  «'ercf,  I  be1ieT«,  all,  or  with  very  few  exceptions,  kSlled  by  fbc  In- 
diani .  BrijraciUr-Ge'ucrat  Winchester  was  taken  in  the  pursuit  by  the  W3pui4lot 
Chief  Ruundhead,  who  ajfterwards  surrendered  him  to'ine. 

Von  will  percelT^  that  \  have  lost  no  time ;  indeed  it  was  necessary  to  be 
prompt  In  liiy  movements,  as  the  en^my  would  have  been  joined  by  MaJor-GeBcral 
Harrison  In  a  few  days.  The  troops,  the  m&rine,  and  the  militia,  dispUyed  prat 
bravery,  and  behaved  uncommonly  well.  Where  so  much  seal  and  spirit  wert 
manifested,  it  would  be  unjust  to  attempt  to  particularize  any  ;  I  cannot,  howevrrt 
refrain  from  mentioning  Lieutenant-Colonel  St  George,  who  received  fo,ar  wounds 
in  a  gallant  att«'mpt  to  occupy  a  building:  which  was  favourably  situated  for  annoy- 
in?  the  enemy  *,  tng:<rthtT  with  Ensign  Kerr,  of  the  Newfoundland  refimcot,  wbo,  I 
fear,  is  vtTy  tlangerously  wounded. ,  The  zeal  and  courage  of  the  Indian  depart- 
tnent  were  npwr  more  ron^picnous  than  on  this  occasion,  and  the  Indian  warriors 
fought  with  their  usual  bravery.  I  am  much  indebted  to  the  different  departments, 
the  tntopH  bavins:  been  well  and  timely  supplied  with  every  requisite  the  district 
couhl  afford.  1  have  fortunately  not  been  deprived  of  the  services  of  Lieutenant 
Troughton,  of  the  royal  artillery,  and  acting  in  the  Quarter- Master- CSeneraVs  dr- 
partment,  although  he  was  wounded,  to  whose  zealous  and  unwearied  exertions  I 
nm  greatly  indebted,  as  well  as  to  the  whole  of  the  royal  artillery  for  tbeir  conduct 
in  this  affair.  1  inclose  a  list  of  the  killed  and  wounded,  and  cannot  but  lanaeat 
that  there  are  so  many  of  both,  but  of  the  latter  I  am  happy  to  say  a  large  pro- 
portion will  return  to  their  duty,  and  most  of  them  in  a  short  time  ;'  T  also  inclose 
a  return  of  the  arms  and  ammunition  which  have  been  taken,  aa  well  as  of  the 
prisoners,  whom  you  will  perciire  to  be  equal  to  Aiy'ulmost  force,  exclusive  of  Ike 
Indians.  It  is  reported  that  a  party,  consisting  of  one  hundred  men,  bringing  five 
bqndred  hogs  for  General  Winchester's  force,  has  been  completely  cut  off  by  the  In- 
dians, and  the  convoy  taken.  Lieutenant  M'Lean,  my  acting  Brigade-Msjor, 
whooe  gallantry  and  exerfions  wert  conspicuous  on  tbensd  instant.  Is  the  bearer  of 
fhis  dispatch,  and  will  be  able  to  afford  you  every  ihibrmation  respecting  our 
situation.

AN  official  aceonut  which  I  have  received  from  tbe  Gorprnor  of  Caatro  UrdiaJte, 
reports  the  inrestiture  of  that  place,  on  the  I8th  ultimo,  by  about  three  tboasaad 
men  under  General  Palombin,  wbo,  after  difftrent  attempts,  in  all  of  which  be  was 
beat  oflT  by  the  garrison,  retired  on  tbe  ssth  towards  Bilboa  and  Dnranfo.  The  im* 
mediate  cause  of  his  retreat,  was  tbe  approach  of  General  Mendiftahet^  with  the 
TisioB  of  Loogaand  other  corps,  to  tbe  relief  of  tbe  place.  Tbe  «ne«y  lost  in  tbe 
difFerent  attacks,  and  In  a  skirmish  with  tbe  force  ondor  'General  Mradjiohal,  oa 
the  26th,  near  sia  hundred  Mien,  in  killed,  wounded  and  miasing.  The  greatest  es« 
cesses  and  barbarities  were  committed  by  tbe  ItaKao  troopa  In  tbe  rilkifca  in  tki 
neighbourhood  of  tbe  place,  during  the  period  of  tbe  siege.  General  Meodiaabel 
has  since  returned  wicb  bis  troops  to  Valmaseda  and  Orduoa,  leafing  m  faattnlioa  of 
Colonel  Lnnga's  in  garrison  in  Castro.

It  i*  u  dittinction 
pemliarly  honoaruble  to  (he  Koyul  House,  thut  tlirj-  have  «teppcd  fur> 
ward  at  the  cull  of  Oieii- country,  and  entered  ugron  their  uireerofdutf 
with  ■  »|iitit  proportioned  to  llieir  rauk,  Wilh  the  exception  of  hia 
Roj-al  Ilighacu  the  PRISCE  OP  WALESt  wbnm  Hate  |>olicy  confine* 
within  lilt  limits  nf  the  reulm;  and  with  that  of  the  Duke  op  Sussex. 
who  bus  not  Hs  yet  entered  the  strvice,  there  are  none  nf  fite  Itritisli 
Trintes  who  have  not  at  oue  ot  other  |>erioiU  of  their  lives,  been  person- 
mi]y-  enga^^ed  against  the  enemies  of  iheir  country.

Of  stitl  more  hardship  mint  be  theae  privaiioitK  to  one  uccuatomed  in 
the  more  splendid  pteusurea  of  a  princely  rank  ;  yeti  in  the  long  hue  of

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tB(»re%heer(bny  incorred  M  tbe  penU  Wild  ioconveaieace  of  loag  dud 
httzardous  service,  the  Tirtttitudes  of  climates,  the  pentileatial  heats  of 
the  Torrid  Zone,  and  the  no  less  Doxions  cold  and  damps  of  the  Ame« 
rican  woods  and  lakes,  tbati  th«  iHustrio;u  subject  of  oar  present  sketch* 
His  Royal  Highness  PmiiCB  EowAAQ*  DvKE  of  Kent  and  Stra-. 
THBARN,  in  Great  Britain,  Earl  or  Dublin,  in  Ireland,  and  Knight 
of  the  Orders  of  the  Garter  and  Su  Patrick,  the  fourth  sou  of  their  pre- 
sent Majesties,  was  bom  on  the  3d  of  November,  l?^?*     After  having 
studied  some  years  in  England,  his  Royal  Highness  was  sent  to  finish 
his  edacation  at  the  University  of  Gottingen,  in  Germany*     He  was 
here  early  distinguished  for  that  generosity  of  mind,  and  simplicity  of 
manners,  which  are  ever  the  sure  appendages  of  a  cliaracter  which  nature 
has  intended  to  ht  great.     *It  is  not  the  least  InconsiderRble  part  of  h» 
^rai^Mf,  th^t  these  qualities  escaped  nniijured  by  the  iDflueoce  of  Ger- 
-Bi«n  etiquette  :*-N/o  ona  better  preserved  the  necessary  jdecorums  of 
rank,  where  the  order  of  society,  and  the  publicity  of  his  appearance, 
required  thtoi :  I^P  one  more), gracefully  laid  them  aside— more  uoosten* 
taliously  sunk  iato  the  graqe  and  ^ase  of  private  friendahip  and  domestic 
confidences  whi!^,after  thf  fatisfactioo  of  his  public  duties,  hh  returned 
,to  tb«  circle  of  bis  friends*.    We  say  it,  wi^h  Mlmin^tion  and  esteem,  that 
this  expellmil  Prince  is  b^l^ved  in  his  family,  and  by  those  who  have  th^ 
opportunity  of  seeing  and  knofving  him,  almost  as  much  as  be  merit|. 
.This  ia  bis  <uu»t  hou<»nrable  eulogy  :-^It  is  a  maxim  as  true  as  it  is  sim- 
ply that  a  man  reputed  good  iu  his  family  must  be  good  indeed :  Tbe 
picture  m^st  be  by  a  true  master  in  which  a  oeair  observation  will  dis* 
coiver  but  f^w  defects. 

.  His  Koy^  High&ess,  having  visited  many  parts  of  Germany,  at  length 
applied  with  ardour  to  the  profession  he  had  embraced.  It  fs,  indeed, 
pne  part  of  the  character  of  his  Royal  Highness  .to  do  nothing  wi^h  in* 
dif&rence  that  fal)s  within  his  real  or  imagined  duty.  His  first  oommi»> 
sion  as  Colonel  bears  date. May  dOtb»  1786,  He  had  before  been  pro* 
fffioted  to. the  oommiind  af  a  regiment  of  Henoveriain  guards*  In  the 
year  1799  b«  was  further  i^ppointed  Colopel  of  the  7th,  or  |loyal  F<Ki« 
leera:  This .eommissioa  is  dated  April  .9th. 

'  In  the  following  year  he  left  tbe  kingdom  to  command  his  i^roieDl 
at  Gibn^ltar.;  and  frcim  hence,  in  the  year  1790,  accompanied  his  regi« 
ment  on  a  service  still  mo.redisUnt,  to  Canada.  It  was  during  the  time 
that  he  remaiued  on  this  station  that  he  way  promoted  to  be  Ma|or«Cie« 
neral :.  Thi»  commission  bears  date.October,  1793. 

The  active  mind  of  his  Koyal  Highness  was  ill-^tisfied  with  this  gar« 
rieon  kind  of  service  ;  he  wished  ta  laarn  his  profession  in  active  war« 
Are*  and  prove  himself  worthy  of  his  illustrious,  race,  and  fiogliali 
fame.  With  this^esire  of  more  active  service  he  requested  of  the  ex-* 
Voting  ministry,  9x4  the  Commftoder*inHCbief,  that  fajo  might  be  allowed 
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to  terre  in  the  Wett  lodiea.  This  request  was  complied  with,  but  the 
orders  to  this  effect  did  not  reach  Quebec  until  after  the  navigation  of 
St.  Lawrence  had  been  closed.  This  obstacle,  however,  was  nothing  to 
the  settled  purpose  of  his  Royal  Highness ;  resolved  on  tlie  accomplish* 
ment  of  hit  object,  he  left  Quebec  in  January,  1794»  with  the  purpose 
of  travelling  through  the  United  States,  and  embarking  at  Boston :  %n 
perilous  was  the  journey,  that,  in  crossing  Lake  Champlain,  one  of  the 
sledges  broke  into  the  ice,  and  was  totally 'lost.  An  order  had  been  di»* 
patched  to  Halifax,  that  a  frigate  should  immediately  sail  for  Boston^ 
and  there  receive  his  lloyal  Highness.  It  happened,  however,  that  no 
frigate  was  iu  the  hai'bour  at  the  time,  but  the  only  vessel  which  hap* 
pened  to  be  there,  a  small  Anarmed  packet,  was  dispatched  in  the  in« 
atant,  but  did  not  reach  Boston  until  some  days  afler  the  arrival  of  his 
Boyal  Highness.  The  American  coast,  at  that  period,  was  swarming 
with  French  cruisers ;  to  deceive  any  of  their  captains,  who  might  have 
beard  of  the  Duke's  intended  passage,  and  been  lying  in  wait,  in  the 
expectation  of  a  princely  spoil,  a  report  was  pirudently  circulated,  that 
his  Royal  Highness  intended  to  proceed  to  Halifax.  The'  vessel  no 
teoner,  however^  got  out  of  port,  than  they  shaped  their  course  for  the 
West  Tudiesy  and*  were  fortunate  enough  to  escape  the  numerous  cruis* 
CIS,  and  arrive  in  safety  at  Barbadnes. 

Hit  Royal  Highness  now  made  a  West  Indian  compaign,  under  tiie 
rpmmaod  of  that  gallant  veteran.  Sir  Charles,  now  Earl  Grey.  We  re- 
gret that  the  limits  of  the  Work  will  not  pehuit  a  more  detailed  narra- 
tive of  tlie  brilliant  actions  of  this  campaign,  and  more  particularly  of 
those  affairs,  in  which  the  eager  spirit  of*his  Royal  Highness  caused  hin 
t^  be  personally  engaged,  ft  must  suffice  to  say,  that,  in  all  his  public 
dispatches.  Sir  Charles  Grey,  spoke  in'  si&hbated  eulogy  of  the  conduct 
of  this  gallant  Princ6 ;  and  the  people  of  England  learned  with  equal 
pride  and  satisfaction,  that  they  possessed  a  Prince  not  unworthy  of  their 
ancient  Edwards.  It  has  be^n  said,  that,  iu  his  private  dispatches.  Sir 
Charles  Grey  entreated  the  recal  of  the  Prince,  lest  his  courage  should 
too  much  expose  his  personal  safety.  It  is  certain  that  Sir  Charles  wat 
very  iineasy  upon  this  score,  and  ref\ised  to  take  upon  himself  any  re* 
•pousibility  for  the  safet}-  of  a  Prince,  \vho  seemed  never  so  well  satisfied 
as  when  in  the  act  of  iocurrin<^  the  most  extreme  pf*:*:!. 

The  most  brilliant  action  of  the  campaign  was  the  utorming  of  the 
fort,  since  callt>d  Fort  Edward,  in  the  isknd  of  MaKiniqiHf ;  this  service 
waa  execut(?<J  bt  the  Prince  in  |)erson,  at  the  head  of  a  brigade  of  gre* 
nadiers.  His  Royal' Highness  hari,  u[>on  this  occasion,  a  separate  com« 
fuand,  and  had  under  his  orders  the  late  General  Thomas  Dundas.  The 
action  was  so  desperat**,  that  one  of  the  Aide-di-Camps  of  his  Royal 
Highness,  Brigadier-General  Wetheral,  was  severely  wounded  in  the 
attack.  ' 
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After  the  cafiture  of  Martinique,  the  army  prtoeeded  to  St.  Lucia* 
where  hia  Royal  HighneM  again  commanded  the  ttonniiig  party  which 
carried  the  fort,  called  Moroe  Fortaoec,  and  tince  named  Fort  Charlotte. 

From  Su  Lucia,  tiiey  proceeded  to  Gnadalonpe»  where  the  flank 
companies  were  detached  under  the  command  of  hit  Royal  ffigfaoeay 
mod  succeeded  in  taking  a  very  strong  position  called  Point  Petie. 

It  is  needless  here  to  observe,  that  the  aanult  of  forts,  in  the  buid 
service,  corresponds  with  the  abreast-aasanit  of  batteries,  and  the  cutting 
out  of  vesbels  from  an  enemy *s  port,  and  under  range  of  their  goes,  io 
the  sea-service.  The  very  deucription  of  this  service  is  sofficient  to  oon- 
rev  an  idea  of  its  nature  and  peril.  It  has  ever  been  the  school  of  out 
bravf  oQicers,  and  such  as  have  voluntarily  undertaken  and  sought  the 
command,  or  even  participation,  on  these  perilous  occasions,  have  ever 
been  peculiarly  noticed  by  the  Commander  of  the  station,  and" ever  after* 
wards  recommended  to  the  attention-of  the  Commander-in-ChieiL 

After  this  campaign  his  Royal  Highness  proceeded  to  Hali&x,  having 
been  appointed  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  forces  in  Nova  Scotia,  New 
Brunswick,  and  its  dependencies.  In  the  year  I7S^  he  wait  promoted 
to  be  Lieut.  General.  This  commission  bears  date  January  12th,  1799. 
His  Royal  Highness  returned  to  England  in  1798,  if  hen  he  was  ap« 
pointed  Commander-in-Chief  of  all  the  forces  in  North  America,  and 
retorned  in  consequence  to  Halifax,  which  had  been  appointed  as  his 
head-quarters,  in  the  September  of  the  following  year. 

In  his  character  as  a  Commander-in-Chief,  and  Colonel  of  a  R^« 
ment,  his  Royal  Highness  is,  perhaps,  unequalled  in  the  aervice.  Know- 
ing the  military  value  of  a  strict  discipline,  and  considering  the  impor- 
tance of  perfect  parts  to  produce  a  perfect  whole,  his  Royal  Highiless 
deems  nothing,  even  to  the  minutiee  of  manual  exercise,  unworthy  of  his 
attention.  Moderate  in  all  his  enjoyments— attached  to  business  a  clear 
■olid  judgment,— a  habit  of  body  and  energy  of  mind  capable  of  fa- 
tigue, and  undervaluing  labour  as  much  as  periV— an  early  riser,  and 
employing  the  leisure  of  his  day  on  books,  or  in  writing  ;  with  these 
qualities,  so  excellent  in  any  man,  so  rare  in  a  Prince,  is  it  any  reason- 
able subject  of  surprise,  that,  amongst  those  who  most  nearly  know  him 
his  Royal  Highness  is  reputed  as  the  best  oflBcer  in  the  service  ?  Is  it 
not,  on  the  other  hand,  a  most  reasonable  subject  of  surprise,  that  talents 
like  these  should  not  have  been  more  actively  called  forth  in  the  service 
of  the  C9untry,  and  to  the  aid  and  ornament  of  the  army  ? 

It  is  well  known  of  the  great  De  Wit,  that,  at  one  period  of  his  life, 
he  had  almost  the  whole  affairs  of  Europe  on  his  hands.  It  is  related  of 
him  by  Sir  Wilham  Temple,  that,  in  answer  to  some  enquiries  bow  he 
could  get  through  so  much  business  in  the  space  of  a  day,  he  replied 
that  he  could  not  do  so  but  by  an  art  peculiar  to  himself,  and  that  this 
art  comprehended  but  three  problems ;  temperance,  early  rising,  and 
doing  but  one  tUog  at  a  time.— We  would  apply  this  to  the  Dues  or 
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Kent.  His  time  is  neither  frittered  away  id  levities^  or  in  grosser  in* 
dulgences.  H'ln  early  rising  gives  him  both  the- time  necessary  for  bo* 
inness,  and  the  leisure  necessary  as  well  for  friendly  intercourse,  as  for 
the  deceot  pleasures  of  his  mak.  It  is  this  simplicity  which  is  the  foun* 
dation  of  a  great  m^n  ; — Greneral  Washington   had  it ;  Peter  the  Great 

■ 

of  Russia  had  it,  and  rendered  his  empire  what  it  is  hy  the  sameefleo- 
tual  means.  We  have  only  to  express  a  most  sincere  wish — a  wish  from 
oar  hearts — that  some  circumstance  may  call  the  talents  of  his  Royal 
Highness  into  an  activity  and  occupation  that  is  worthy  of  them ;  the 
public  will  then  learn,  what  may  be  effected  by  a  great  mind  ai^dentlj 
and  intently  employed  upon  a  subject  worthy  of  itselC 

The  state  of  all  the  regiments^  which  have  been  under  his  immediate 
command,  are  no  inconsiderable  proofs  of  what  we  have  above  asserted. 
Tbongh  so  f^r  removed  from  the  great  central  military  school,  and  frooa 
those  scenes  of  emulation  and  improvement,  which  tht;  plains  of  Flanden 
and  Holland  afforded  to  so  many  of  onr  corps  in  Europe,  his  Royal  High* 
neas^s  regiment  was,  nevertheless,  reputed  to  stand  as  high  for  discipline 
and  appointment,  as  any  body  of  men  in  the  British  service. 

When  his  Royal  Highness  commanded  at  Hahfax,  the  concerns  of 
ibat  garrison  were  entirely  transacted  by  himself.  He  inspected  /every 
pQtt  of  them,  and  paid  every  attention  to  the  state  of  the  fbrtificationt( 
repairing  some  that  were  in  a  decayed  condition,  and  erecting  others  that 
were  deemed  necessary  to  the  defence  of  the  place.  The  Assembly  of 
the  psovidce  of  Nova  Seotia,  in  gratitude  to  his  Royal  Highness,  for  hia 
care  And  attention  to  their  interest,  voted  bim  five  hundred  guineas  for 
the  purchase  of  a  diamfond  star*       -  . ' 

In  August,  1800,  he  came  back  to  England,  and  was  made  Colonel 
«f  his  regiment  91st  of  August,  180^.  He  was  shortly  afterwards 
appointed  Governor  of  Gibraltar.  He  had  been  previously  calledt  o  the 
House  fvf  Peers,  in  the  year  17999  ten  years  after  his  brother,  the  Ddki 
OF  Clarence.  The  latter  Prince  being  only  two  years  older,  tht 
long  interval  above-mentioned  has  excited  some  surprize. 

There  was  another  circumstance  in  which  his  Royal  Highness  appeaia 
to  have  been  treated  with  something  like  neglect.  This  was  with  regard 
to  their  annual  establishment.  His  Royal  Highness  obtained  his  estab- 
lishment at  the  same  time  with  his  brother  the  Duke  of  Cumberland^ 
who  was  four  years  younger.  The  Duke  of  Sussex  obtained  his  two 
years  afterwards.  How  much  more  equitable  would  it  have  been,  had 
all  the  Royal  Dukes  received  their  respective  establishments  upon  reach* 
jng-  their  majority. 

'His  Royal  Highness  has,  at  all  times,  exhibited*  the  most  respectful 
and  affectionate  attachment  to  his  Sovereign,  and  has  carefully  avoided 
entering  into  party  intrigues  or  political  discussions.  In  short,  as  a  son 
andabrother,  too  much  cannot  be  said  of  him.     His  royal  parents. 
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brothera,  and  sisters,  bear  ample  testknony  of  tliis  marked  trait  in 

character  and  conduct. 

Nature  has  been  to  him  a  generous,  a  partial  pareat;  to  a  graceful  and 

majestic  person,  and  to  an  engaging,  manly,  and  expressive  aspect,  he 

ban  joined  an  accurate  judgment,  and  an  understanding  clear,  acute, 

and  solid. 

In  his  general  intercourse  as  a  man,  and  in  bis  deportment  as  a  com* 

jnander,  dignity  is  most  happily  tempered  with  ease;  and  the  strictoen 

•f  military  discipline,  with  the  utmost  social  mildness  and  affability. 
As  a  companion,  his  Royal  Highness  is  instructive  and  engaging ;  aa  a 

friend,  the  most  zealous  and  faithful ;  and  to  his  dependants,  a  human^ 

protector. 
The  mention  of  one  striking  trait  cannot  be  omitted  in  delineating  hif 

Royal  Highnesses  character :   he  has  never  been  known  to  fail  in  any 

promise  he  made ;  and  has  often  benefited  individuals,  who  had  no  pro^ 
mise  or  expectation  from  him.    Such  is  his  goodness  of  heart,  that  he 

feels  as  high  a  gratification  in  contributing  to  the  welfare  of  any  indivi* 
dual,  as  the  individual  himself. 

His  language  is  bold,  nervous,  and  animated  ;  and  which  he  ddiven 
with  a  manly  voice,  and  commanding  gesture.  He  appears  to  be  bom 
for  the  most  important  employment,  being  indefatigable  in  business, 
connecting  himself  with  honourable  and  intelligent  associates,  and  never 
degmding  himself  by  levity  or  immorality  of  conduct.  Bvery  Sunday 
he  attends  divine  service,  at  the  chapel,  in  Kensington  P«]^ce, 

His  vast  and  active  genius  is  equally  suited  to  the  most  enlarged  viewt^ 
and  the  minutest  details  of  military  arrangements  and  civil  ^licy«  We 
eannot  close,  without  regretting,  that  talents,  such. as  his  Royal  High* 
nets  possesses,  should  not  be  more  actively  employed  io  timea  like  th^ 
pre«entf  There  are  few  who  possess  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
iBritish  colonies,  in  North  America*  Although  a  rigid  disciplinarian^ 
be  has  seldom  required  more  from  those  serving  under  him,  than  that 
they  would  follow  his  own  example*  And,  to  concFude  all,  never  was 
there  a  greater  guardian  of  the  rights,  liberties,  and  privileges  of  the 
^vil  community,  than  his  Royal  Highnfss  has  uniformly  proved  bimaelf.

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BIOGRAPHICAL  MEMOIR 
Of  General  BERNADOTTE,  Prince  Royal  of  Sweden,

OF  the  sixty  men  lost,  two-thirds  liaH  been  killed  or  wounded,  anjl 
the  rest  had  gone  to  tlie  hospital  through  sickness.  In  the  ni*^ht  betwe«rQ 
the  17th  and  18th  of  December,  three  men  died  of  cold,  in  the  bivouac 
I  occupied  upon  the  heights  of  Vavren,  near  Consarbruk.  I  assured 
liiin  that  the  loss  of  the  army,  in  men  destroyed  by  the  enemy's  fire,  or 
by  Kickness,  might  be  estimated  at  about  4,000.  — "  That  do«*8  not  sun- 
prize  me,"  added  Buonaparte ; — "  the  protisions  were  of  a  bad  quality, 
and  very  often  they  were  evei^  in  want  of  them.  I  have  been  informed, 
that  during  the  three  months  that  campaign  lasted,  your  pretended 
Ajax  was  only  once  on  horselmck  :  atul  what  is  still  worse,  he  was  al- 
ways seen  in  a  very  commodious  carriage,  with  a  very  pretty  mistress 
Wbea  Beurnonville,  in  haste  to  arrive  at  his  head-quarters,  met  in  his 
way  a  column  of  the  army,  he  made  it  halt,  and  this  modern  Hercules, 
jrith  his  Omphale,  insulted  the  misery  of  the  troops  by  a  display  of 
luxury  and  effeminacy  uuexampU'd  in  the  ancient-regime.  With  regard 
to  the  conducting  of  the  operations,  facts  speak  so  clearly  as  to  disfiense 
with  my  mdcing  any  comments.  I  can  hardly  find  outhow  be  merited  the 
surname  of  Ajax^  since  General  Dumourier,  who  conmianded  in  chief 
nX  Jemappe,  in  his  Memoirs,  says,  "  that  the  success  of  that  battle  was 
principally  owing,  Ist,  to  Colonel  Thouvenot;  2dly,  to  the  Valet-de- 
cbambre  Baptii»te;  .Idly,  to  the  Duke  of  Chartres,'*  &c.  According  to 
these  same  Memoirs,  it  appears  that  Beurnonville  mad'e  them  wait  for 
him  ;  that  he  did  not  attack  at  the  time  fixed  ;  and  that  he  (ired  upon 
oar  troops  commanded  by  d'Harville.  How  then  did  he  merit  the  high- 
aonnding  title  of  the  French  Ajax?  I  had  besides  an,  opportunity  of 
personally  knowing  Beurnonville  during  my  stay  in  Paris.  I  have  so 
fully  convinced  mysdf  of  his  inefficiency  in  military  affairs,  that  if  he 
belonged  to  my  army,  I  would  not  trust  him  ev«*n  with  the  command  of 
a  division.  I  would  place  bim  in  a  d«p6t  of  cavalry,  to  watch  over  its 
police,  with  good  adjutants.  If  I  governed  France,  I  think  I  should 
employ  him  as  an  ambas*tador  :  he  has  the  style  of  manners  necessary 
for  a  drawing-room,  stiil  more  so  for  a  great  dinner  party  :  he  lias  a  deal 
of  chitrcbat  and  effronter)-.  Provided  he  is  hot  k#iit  abort  of  money,  he 
would  pUy  the  part  of  a  great  lord  wonderfully  well.  With  regard  to 
hia  bravery,  1  believe  that,  in  a  case  ofnt^^ency,  lie  would  risk  his  persoii 
ga  well  as  another ;    but  i  dare  assert,  that  he  would  himieli  agree  X\i%X 
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be  is  6 Iter  for  the  pleasures  of  the  court  than  for  the  fatigues  of  war. 
So  much  for  Beurnonville.  Tl^o  are  the  other  candidates  you  pretend 
to  place  before  Augereau  in  the  command  of  the  Army  bf  the  Rhine  ?* 
If  Bernadotte  had  dared,  he  would  have^named  himself:  he  expected 
that  Buonaparte  would  have  been  so  polite  as  to  offer  him  an  opening. 
He,  who  had  a  long  time  guessed  at  Bemadotte*s  intentions^  experienced 
a  malignant  pleasure  in  seeing  his  embarrassment;  and,  very  far  from 
putting  an  end  to  it,  as  he  might  and  ought  to  have  done,  he  apoke  in  a 
manner  to  make  it  believed  he  had  not  the  least  idea  of  Bernadotte.  He 
spoke  of  Dcaaiz,  of  St.  Cyr,  of  Lefevre,  of  Championnet,  &c.  Berna- 
dotte only  gave  vague  replies,  like  a  man  who  is  discontented,  but  who 
would  only  wish  to  appear  absent.  In  his  turn  he  asked  questions  con* 
cerning  Massena,  Joubert,  Serrurier,  Kilmaine,  &c.  Bonaparte  frankly 
replied,  that  Massena  was  a  good  General  of  an  advanced  guard,  bat 
thtft  he  required  to  be  under  direction ;  that  Joubert  possessed  the  re- 
quisite talents  to  command  in  chief,  and  that  ou  that  account  he  had  en- 
trusted him  with  the  expedition  against  the  Tyrol ;  that  it  would  be  dif- 
ficult to  find  a  better  officer  than  Serrurier  to  command  a  reserve;  that 
Kilmaine  was  excellent  at  the  head  of  a  corps  of  heavy  cavalry.  Sec.  He 
supported  his  opinions  by  facts  relating  to  those  Generals.  At  last  Bei- 
nadotte,  despairing  to  induce  him  to  say  any  thing  on  his  owu  score,  and 
tired  with  hearing  him  pay  the  most  flattering  compliments  to  bis  old 
Generals  of  the  Army  of  Italy,  changed  the  conversation,  and  6poke 
uponlnilitary  operations.

IN  our  Military  Chronicle  of  the  last  month,  August  aBI3»  we  ex- 
plained in  full  the  intended  plan  of  the  current  campaign,  the  summary 
of  which,  if  expressed  in  brief,  was,  that  the  allied  army,  being  divided 
into  two  columns,  was  to  proceed  at  its  commeujcement  in  two  lines  of 
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operatiooy — the  one  under  LieutenaQt-General  Hill  iinmediately  to  Salo- 
mancay  aod  thence  to  Toro  or  Tordesillas  on  the  Douro,  and  the  other 
under  General  Graham  to  Miranda  on  the  Douro,  and  thence,  having 
crossed  the  Esla,  and  made  its  union  with  Lieut.-Gen,  Hill,  to  proceed 
to  the  £bro ;  the  one  column  acting  always  in  fron(,  and  the  other 
(Lieut.-Geii.  Graham's)  on  the  left.  In  the  same  Chronicle  we  carried 
down  the  Journal  of  the  operations  to  the  evening  of  May  Sdth,  1813/  at 
which  time  we  left  the  commanders  of  the  forces,  (accompanying  Lieut. 
General  Hill)  on  rapid  march  to  Salamanca.  We  now  resume  from 
this  date. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  observe,  that  this  Journal,  both  in  the  present 
Number,  and  from  its  commencement,  follows  the  person  of  the  Mar- 
quess of  Wellington,  and  therefore  relates  in  detail  only  what  belongs  to 
himself  and  staff.  Whatever  occur<i  remotely,  and  proceeds  from  divi- 
sions or  detachments  employed  in  collateral  operations,  does  not  fall, 
therefore,  within  the  line  of  our  narrative,  till  the  order  of  time  brings 
it  into  connection  with  the  knowledge  or  person  of  the  commander  nf 
the  forces^  It  then  becomes  an  episode  in  our  narrative.  To  say  all  in  a  ^ 
word,  one  of  the  purposes  of  this  Journal  is  to  teach  the  numerous  narra- 
tors of  our  campaigns  Somewhat  of  a  due  historic  order  and  method,  and 
thereby  to  enable  others  to  execute  what  it  so  imperfectly  attempts  itself* 
The  grievous  fault  of  the  numerous  narratives  of  our  campaigns  is  not 
that  they  want  materials,  but  that  they  want  order ;  thev  are  written  with 
a  total  ignorance,  or  at  least  with  a  total  privation,  of  all  the  rules  of 
historical  writing  ;  the  facts  are  thrown  as  if  with  a  shovel,  into  a  heap, 
and  therefore  want  that  distinct  exhibition,  and  that  artiBcial,  but  not 
unnatural,  connection  and  succession,  which  constitute  the  delight  of 
history,  and  without  which  it  cannot  hope  to  affect  either  the  judgment 
or  the  imagination.  History,  as  well  as  the  drama,  has  its  unity  ;  and 
this  unity  consists  in  the  connection  of  the  parts  (at  the  point  where  they 
fall  into  the  main  action)  into  a  whole.     We  now  resume. 

May  26th.  The  army  entered  Salamanca  this  day.  Tfie  enemy, 
about  4000  infantry  and  750  cavalry,  were  in  the  town  as  our  army 
approached;  but  evacuated  it  as  we  drew  nearer.  They  drew  up 
on  the  high  ground ;  upon  which  our  cavalry,  ^under  Generals 
Fane  and  Victor  Allen,  the  one  crossing  the  Tormes  by  the  bridge  of 
Sailamanca  in  front,  and  the  other  at  Santa  Martha  on  their  flank,  made 
a  charge  towards  them.  They  did  not  await  it,  but  fled  in  disorder,  the 
result  of  which  was,  that  they  lost  about  200  men.  They  retired  upon 
a  road  towards  the  Tormes  between  Santa  Martha  and  Alba  de  Tormes. 

In  the  meantime,  Major-General and  Brigadier-General  Mu^illo, 

having  been  detached  upon  the  other  side  of  the  Tormes,  made  an  at- 
tack upon  a  portion  of  the  enemy  in  Alba  de  Tormes,  upon  which  they 
withdrew  themselves  from  that  town,  and  directed  their  retreat  towards 
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the  road  along  which  the  troops  from  Satamanca  were  flying.  The  two 
hodies  were  tims  iinited,  upon  which  the  Marquess  called  in  our  troopt 
from  their  pursuit. 

lu  relating  the  campaigns  of  Buonaparte  in  Germany,  and  of  hii^ 
Generals  in  the  Peninsula,  we  have  occasion  to  call  attention  to  their  re- 
petition of  some  peculiar  manoeuvre,  the  frequency  of  which  has  justified 
and  almost  forced  the  inference,  that  they  acted  upon  it  as  a  principle 
or  system.  Now,  in  the  cursory  survey  of  the  campaigns  of  Marshal 
Wellini^ton,  the  military  reader  cannot  but  observe  a  similar  frequent  use 
of  the  united  front  and  flank  movement ;  and  if  the  main  characteristics 
of  Buonaparte's  system  be  his  attack  of  a  part  of  the  enemy^a  line  with 
a  superior  force,  that  of  the  Marquess  Wellington's  may  be  said  to  be  the 
front  and  flank  movements.  There  is  indeed  little  merit,  ai  there  n 
little  difliculty,  in  such  an  obvious  iuovement  in  a  mere  simple  openK- 
tion  ;  bat  there  is  an  evident  skill  and  merit,  as  there  is  an  evident  difli- 
culty  and  danger,  in  carrying  this  manoeuvre  into  the  whole  general  plan 
oF  the  campaign,  and  in  operating  with  the  same  simplicity  and  certain 
eflTect  by  an  army  moving  in  columnsof  divisions  as  by  a  brigade  moTing 
by  battalions. 

May  27th«  The  Marquess  employed  himslelf  daring  this  and  the 
following  day  in  establishing  the  troops  between  the  Tormes  and  the 
Douro.  The  enemy  fell  back  as  onr  army  advanced.  They  directed 
their  retreat  towards  the  Douro  by  the  cjirect  road  of  La  Nava  del  Rey ; 
and  were  joined  in  this  town  by  several  bodies  marching  up  from  de* 
tached  points;  They  appeared  still,  however^  to  determine  to  keep  theit^ 
position  on  the  south  of  the  Douro,  and  were  concentrating,  as  it  was 
thought,  with  the  purpose  of  opposing  the  allies. 

May  29th.  The  Marshal,  having  assigned  the  route  to  Sir  Rowland 
Hill,  and  seen  the  troops  on  the  march,  departed  this  day  on  his  way  to 
join  the  troops  on  the  £bla.  The  Marquess  reached  Mirailda  de  Douro 
in  the  night. 

May  30th.  The  Field-Marshal  joined  Lieut.-Cren.  Graham  this  day. 
In  order  .to  understand  the  state  of  aflairs  in  which  he  found  this  column 
of  his  array,  it  may  be  necessary  to  divert  a  moment  from  the  direct 
thread  of  our  Journal,  and  look  to  the  previous  movements  of  the  Lieu- 
tenant-General. 

In  the  execotipn  of  the  line  of  operation  assigned  to  him  in  the  general 
plan  of  the  campaign,  the  Lieut.-General,  with  the  divisions  under  his 
command,  moved  from  Monimento  de  Beira  on  the  14th  (May)^  and  di« 
rec'ted  hi.s  march  to  the  Douro.  He  passed  this  river,  in  the  neiglibeur* 
hood  of  Torre  de  Moncorvo,  on  the  l6th,  17th,' and  18th  ;  and  thence 
directed  his  line  of  movement  towards  Miranda,  a  town  higher  up,  upon 
the  north  bank  of  the  same  river ;  the  Douro  taking  a  sharp  turn  to  the 
north,  so  as  to  form  nearly  a  right  angle  with  the  line  of  the  river  to  the

left  or  west.  From  Torre  Moncorvo  to  Miranda  is  about  70  -English 
miles,— -tb«  route  being  as  follows  :—>From  Torre  Moncorvo  to  Carvi* 
caes  S  ;.  thence  to  Mogadouro  l6 ;  thence  to  Villadella  8 ;  thence  to 
SIndem  12;  and  thence  to  Miranda  f(.  The  army  marching  by  tbia 
route,  reached  Miranda  on  the  S{drd  and  24th  ;  and  on  the  following 
days,  between  the  24th  and  ^th,  moved  up  to  its  designated  position  at 
Canrasales  on  the  Esla* 

The  Esla,  a  deep  and  rapid  river  during  the  spring  and  autumnal 
rains,  and  always  a  considerable  stream  before  the  extreme  heats  of  sum-* 
mer,  has  its  source  in  the  mountains  of  Leon,  about  a  hundred  miles 
north  of  the  Douro ;  and  thence  flowing,  by  a  south-westerly  course, 
iUsembogues  itself  into  the  latter  river  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Caiw 
vasales*  This  line  of  the  Esla,  therefore,  thus  continued  after  its  junc« 
tion  by  the  line  of  the  Douro,  forms  the  boundary  line  of  the  two  king^ 
dome  of  Spain  and  Portugal.  The  present  position  of  Lieut.-Gieneral 
Graham  was  upon  the  Portuguese  side  of  that  river,  where  he  waa 
>pvaiti ng  only  the  arrival  of  the  Marquess,  in  order  to  pass  that  rWer  and 
to  ^nter  Spain. 

May  31st.  The  army  moved  to  the  passage  of  the  Esla  at  day-light 
this  day.  It  was  found  that  the  ford  was  intricate  and  difficult:  the 
water  nearly  up  to  the  chins  of  the  soldiers ;  and  the  bottom  of  the  river 
ao  rough' and  stony,  so  paved  with-large  rolling  and  polished  stones,  as  to 
threaten  serious  difficulties  with  the  horses.  Tlie  passage  was  begun  by 
the  hussar  brigade,  which  entering  the  river  in  a  body,  and  moving  m 
the  figure  of  8,  broke  the  force  and  depth  of  the  stream,  and  enabled 
tome  of  the  infantry  to  pass  it,  each  dragoon  having  a  soldier  holding  fojr 
his  stirrup.  The  Slstand  Jlrunswick  Oel's  corps  were  passed  over  in  this* 
manner,  and  some  few  lives  were  loft  from  the  resttveoess  of  the  horses. 

The  enemy,  not  expecting  our  army  in  this  point,  made  no  opposH 
tion  to  the  passage  of  the  river.  A  hill,  having  a  village  upon  its  top, 
was  opposite  the  ford,  and  it  was  observed  that  the  enemy  had  a  piqoet 
there.  They  were  charged  by  the  hussars ;  and  about  SO  of  them  taken 
prisoners. 

.  The  Hussars  and  Brunswickers  having  thus  effected  and  established 
their  passage;  a  bridge  on  pontoons  was  immediately  thrown  over  the 
liver :  then  in  a  few  hours  the  whole  of  the  divisions  were  passed* 

June  1st.  The  column  marched  to  Zamora,  about  ^  miles  distaof 
Upon  the  north  bank  of  the  Douro.  The  enemy,  previously  to  the  march 
of  our  troops  from  Monimento,had  positions  in  Zamora,  Toro,  aad  Tor* 
desillas,  and  it  appealed  to  have  been  their  plan  of  campaign,  as  was  now 
to  be  collected  from  their  movements,  to  have  deiended  theiaselvelft# 
the  utmost,  on  the  south  bank  of  the  Douro,  and  thence,  (availing  themr 
•elves  of  all  good  positions)  to  liave  slowly  withdrawn  to  the  north  \m.nk$ 
mod  there  to  have  repeated  the  movements  of  Marmont  previously,  tt 
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the  battle  of  Sftlamanca.  This  north-east  march  of  the  allies  entirely  ^ 
feated  this  purpose,  and  brought  us  upon  their  right  flank  where  they 
least  expected  us.  General  Hill  in  the  meantime  pusbini^  them  in, 
fronty  they  found  it  necessary  to  falUin  and  conglobulate,  and  thence  (» 
retreat  with  all  possible  expedition  along  the  Burgos  road. 

June  2d.  The  army  marched  to  Morales  on  the  road  to  Toro,  IS 
miles.  As  the  hussar  brigade  approached  Morales,  the  French  cavaby* 
issuing  from  the  town,  and  drawing  up  in  line,  appeared  in  considcmble 
force,  and  made  a  shew  of  disputing  the  advance.  The  10th  hustati 
were  immediately  brought  forward  under  the  orders  of  Major  Robart^ 
*f  who  attacked  the  advanced  squadrons  of  the  enemy  in  the  most  gallant 
manner :  the  front  line  made  a  determined  resistance,  but  was  instantly 
overpowered  by  the  irresistable  superiority  of  the  10th  hussars."  The 
18th  now  came  up  to  the  aid  of  the  iOth;  and  the  united  regiments, 
making  a  joint  charge,  reached  their  second  line,  and  drove  it  back* 
wards  upon  some  heights  two  miles  in  front  of  Morales^  The  ene- 
my occupied  this  latter  position  in  considerable  strength  of  cavalry  and 

m 

infantry,  and  the  shattered  squadrons  being  there  received  and  sheltered 
under  the  cover  of  their  guns,  the  Field-Marshal  called  his  huitors  from 
the  pursuit. 

We  have  much  satisfaction  in  being  enabled  to  mention  with  so  much 
just  praise  the  name  of  Major  Robarts ;  a  friend  and  contributor  to  this 
work,  and  to  whom  the  army,  in  common  with  the  country,  is  peculiarly 
indebted  for  embellishing  the  military  character  with  all  the  chastities  of 
Christian  life.  It  is  no  small  praise,  in  difficult  times,  to  perform  even 
the  duties  of  an  arduous  profession  ;  but  it  is  a  greater  praise,  and  the 
proof  of  a  noble  mind,  to  carry  a  liberal  and  generous  enthusiasm  into 
such  performance;  and  by  thus  outntrippingthe  mere  quantum  of  due 
service  to  become  a  benefactor  instead  of  a  servant.  It  doea  not  belong 
to  our  uncourtly  language  to  give  a  due  eulogy  to  a  character  of  this 
kind  ;  but  let  the  sincerity  of  our  praise  excuse  any  rusticity  in  oar 
•tyle.  I  pretend  to  nothing  but  to  write  my  own  language  as  it  is  spoken 
io  good  company. 

June  3.  The  army  marched  to  Toro  and  thence  towards  Pedroso  19 
miles.  The  present  line  of  movement  was  still  to  the  north-east,  that  is 
to  say,  obliquely  towards  the  high  Burgos  road,  so  as  to  cut  into  it  ia 
the  neighbourhood  of  Duenas,  about  50  miles  south  of  Burgos.  The 
enemy  fell  back  behind  the  Pisuerga,  and  our  own  army,  without  halt- 
ing, hastened  towards  the  Carrion. 

About  a  hundred  miles  north-east  of  the  Douro,  iu  the  mountains  of 
Olh  Castile,  rises  the  river  Pi&uerga,4ind  flows  thence  in  a  sou th-westeriy 
course,  and  passing  Duenas  in  its  way,  it  empties  itself  iuto  the  Dours 
H  few  miles  east  of  Tordesillas.  About  forty  miles  from  its  source,  it 
throws  out  (colloquially  apeaking)  a  branch  on  its  north  bank,  which  ii 
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the  river  Arlanzon  ;  ubout  SO  miles  lower  down,  a  second  branchy  which 
Uthe  Carrion.  The  Carrion  and  Arlanzon,  therefore,  ai^two  parallel 
streams,  both  flowing  from  the  north  to  the  south  into  the  Pisuerga,  about  ^ 
thirty  miles  apArt,  The  line  of  movement  of  our  army  at  this  date,  was 
towards  the  Carrion,  between  which  and  the  Arlanzon  was  the  high 
Burgos  road. 

June  4.  To  St.  Salvador  12  miles ;  the  country  the  rifhest  part  of  the 
Spanish  monarchy ;  abounding  in  every  circumstance  of  beauty  and  - 
plenty,  and  embellished  with  every  variety  of  scenery.  Even  the  most 
ignorant  and  inseiisiole  could  not  but  be  touched  by  the  luxuriant  mag- 
nificence of  nature  around  them  ;  and  as  many  as  had  any  knowledge  of  ' 
the  antient  history  of  Spain,  and  of  the  memorable  achievements  of  the 
ClT>  on  the  banks  of  the  Pisuerga,  would  not  pass  uomoved  over  a  scene, 
which  amidst  the  darkness  of  the  barbarous  ages  had  been  illustrated  by. 
the  acts  of  a  heio  worthy  of  a  Roman  fame— a  hero,  who,  invincible  as 
be  jvas  by  his  sword,  was  still  more  powerful  by  his  virtue,  and  whose 
single  merit  and  reputation  gave  a  name  and  distinction  to  a  country  hi* 
tberto  reputed  the  most  barbarous  of  the  Roman  invaders.  There  is  not 
a  more  delightful  employment  to  the  mind  (may  I  speak  as  1  feel)  thaa 
these  recollections  of  great  historic  events  upon  the  scenes  in  which  they 
occurred.  It  is  the  noble  doctrine  of  our  religion,  that  the  past  and  fu«> 
tore  are  as  immediately  our  own  personal  concern  as  the  pcesent ;  that 
oar  mindsy  as  the  emanation  of  the  great  Immortal  Spirit,  are  not  sub- 
ject to  the  effects  of  time,  but  that  in  the  great  theatre  to  wl^ch  we  are 
.  hastening,  the  Ultima  Perennis  Domus^  all  past,  present;  and  future  ge- 
nerations shall  be  collected  together,  and  the  great  family  of  mankind  * 
assembled  united  under  their  common  parent.  When  we  read,  therefore, 
of  the  acts  of  the  truly  great  and  good, — and  of  those  who  have  upheld* 
embellished,  or  defended,  that  particular  society  termed  their  country^ 
or  that  universal  society,  the  human  race,  we  are  not  reading  of  those 
whose  bodies  have  parsed  into  dust,  but  of  those  who  have  only  gone  be- 
fore whither  we  shall  follow  ;  of  those,  whom  the  voice  of  the  Redeemer* 
as  formerly  the  voice  of  the  Creator,  shall  call  from  the  deep  recesses  of  the 
grave,  and  reinvesting  us  with  a  body  of  the  image  and  impress  of  him- 
self, in  a  body  suited  to  our  new  mansion,  shall  establish  us  in  that  eter- 
nal inheritance,  which  a  Being,  who  delights  in  good  and  happiness,  lias 
prepared  from  all  eternity  for  those  whom  virtue  and  redemption  hare  ' 
rendered  his  children.

Offensive  operations  on  tfie  Roussillon  side ;  continuedfrom  our  last. 

SUCH  is  at  Urge  the  judgment  we  are  able  to  form  concerning  the  fort 
of  Figiierus  ;  and  we  believe  that  their  being  put  in  practice,  would  pro- 
bably manifest  the  utility  of  the  plans  of  attack  here  presented.  But 
before  this  enterprise  is  formed,  it  is  of  the  first  importance  to  place  the 
fortitications  of  Ko^es  in  a  good  state  of  defence,  to  keep  open  tliere  a 
communication  by  sea,  at  the  same  time  that  the  communication  with 
Bellegarde  is  made  secure. 

In  the  mean  time  the  corps  encamped  on  the  Segra  will  advance  upon 
Paicerda,  from  thence  upon  Belver  and  Seu  d'Urgel,  to  occupy  tiie 
enemy  in  that  direction,  by  the  conquest  of  the  latter  place,  which  is  not 
a  fortress,  but  would  be  of  greater  importance,  as  it  would  insure  winter 
quarters  to  the  army,  after  the  capture  of  Figueras. 

Let  us  now  return  to  the  operations  on  the  right  of  the  ft-ontier.  The 
Aiege  of  Fontarabia  being  finished,  or  the  place  being  taken  as  has  been 
projected,  the  army  should  march  to  Saint  Sebas^tian.  This  place  is  in- 
vested by  seizing  the  heights ;  but  it  would  now  be  found  in  a  better 
state  of  defence  than  it  formerly  was,  in  consequence  of  the  peninsula  on' 
which  it  stands  having  been  separated  from  the  continent,  bv  which  means 
it  is  now  surrounded  by  the  sea,  The  best  methpd  fo^*  reducing  it  seenis 
to  be  a  bombardment  from  the  heights  by  which  it  is  commanded,  and 
at  the  same  time  by  a  blockade  by  sea,  in  which  the  Port  du  Passage, 
vvhich  would  have  been  seized  on,  would  be  found  useful. 

This  last  expedition  should  be  made  the  termination  of  the  campaigpi 
of  the  right,  entering  from  hence  into  the  vallies  of  Guipuscoa,  and  oc- 
cupying them  for  the  winter^  by  keeping  possession  of  the  heights  that 
border  them  on  the  side  furthest  in  Spain,  and  extending  the  left  into 
tiie  valley  of  Lerin,  the  heights  between  it  and  the  Bidassoa  being  oc- 
cupied ;  and  should  it  appear  that  the  enemy  was  in  a  state  to  attack 
this  line,  all  provisions  should  be  withdrawn  from  it,  and  placed  behind 
the  Bidassoa,  which  should  be  rccrossed>  leaving  a  sufficient  force  iu 
Fontarabia  and  Saint  Sebastian. 

With  regard  to  the  corps  advanced  from  Saint  Jeaq-pie-de-Port  upon 
'Roncesvalles,  and  from  Oleron  upon  Jacca,  as  their  only  object  would 
be  to  occupy  the  enemy  at  those  points  during  the  operations  of  the  two 
armies,  they  would  return  to  place  themselves  in  their  winter  quarters. 

At  the  same  time  the  army  of  the  left,  after  the  taking  of  Uoges, 
CSerona,  and  Figueras^  would  place  themselves  in  winter  quartern^  the

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right  towards  Seu  rl^Urgel,  and  the  left  at  Rosefl,  occupyiog  in  the  front 
the  borders  of  Feodon ;  Girona  would  form  the  centre,  and  Figuens 
that  of  the  interior. 

Such  is  the  plau  of  the  6r8t  campaign  on  the  Spanish  frontier;  and 
we  shall  now  offer  that  of  the  second. 

The  two  armies  having  taken  up  their  winter  quarters,  the  one  in  the 
quarter  of  Fontarabia  and  Saint  Sabastian,  the  other  in  that  of  Roses, 
Gerona,  Figueras  and  Seu  d'Urgel,  that  of  the  right  would  adnmte 
through  the  vallies  of  Guipuscoa,  while  the  corps  on  this  side  Roueet* 
valles  would  march  to  Pampelona,  regulating  its  march  by  that  of  the 
army,  and  both  should  combine  so  as  to  proceed  together  to  the  invest- 
ment  of  that  place. 

The  corps  of  Oleron  should  be  employed  in  closing  the  passes  of  Jacca, 
and  maintaining  the  communication  between  St.  Jean-Pie-de*Port  aud 
Pampelona ;  and  the  train  of  artillery,  with  the  stores  collected  near 
Bayonne  and  St.  Jean-Pie-de-Port,  should  be  sent  ofl'  by  the  royal  road 
towards  Pampelona. 

The  army  of  the  left  should  march  from  Gerona  and  Figueras  to  Os* 
talric,  which  they  may,  perhaps,  have  been  able  to  possess  themadves 
of  during  the  winter,  this  place  not  being  in  a  condition  for  much  de* 
fence  ;  and  from  thence  the  army  should  advance  against  Barcelona, 

At  the  same  time  a  corps  might  proceed  from  Roses  along  the  coasts 
and  take  possession  of  Cadequiers  and  Mataro,  coming  up  with  the  annj 
before  Barcelona;  and,  lastly,  the  corps  of  Seu  d^Urgal  should  direct 
itself  to  Ciutad.  But  to  form  a  judgment  of  the  siege  of  Barcelona, 
it  is  necessary  to  have  a  knowledge  of  its  existing  state,  which  ia  very 
different  from  what  it  formerly  was.  This  place,  'in  the  times  of  the 
memorable  sieges  it  has  suffered,  was  only  surrounded  by  a  wall,  part  of 
which  was  not  even  terrassed  ;  and  Mont-Joui,  which  defends  it  on  the 
side  next  the  sea,  was  merely  a  castle  on  the  heights.  The  wall  has, 
since  then,  been  put  in  a  state  of  defence,  and  ramparts  have  been  con* 
stjructed  around  it ;  the  front,  between  the  French  and  Spanish  gates*  ^ 
has  been  covered  with  two  bastions  and  two  demilunes,  with  a  corered 
way.  A  citadel  has  been  constructed  to  the  left  of  the  French  gate, 
directed  towards  the  sea ;  and  Mount-Joui  has  been  made  a  fnrtrfM^ 
which  may  be  considered  one  of  the  second  class. 

To  form  the  plan  of  the  siege  of  this  place,  it  strikes  us  at  first  that 
the  army  of  observation  should  be  advanced  to  the  river  Liobregat,  its 
right  being  covered  by  the  small  river  that  falls  into  it :  from  this  paint 
must  b«>  Hpizt^  the  heights  round  Barcelona  ;  and  we  may  say,  that  with 
this  arrdin^f  ment,  there  are  few  places  that  can  be  inrested  with  more 
confidence :  this  part  being  filled  up,  we  imagine  that  the  real  attack 
should  be  made  on  the  centre  of  the  citadel,  inclosing  the  polygoo  which 
it  presents ;  the  left  attack  would  therefore  he  towards  the  sea*    We 
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conceive  that  a  second  attack  should,  at  the  same  time,  be  made  be- 
tween the  French  and  the  Spanish  gate,  which  is  the  point  formerly  at- 
tacked ;  but  as  this  part  is  now  defended  by  works,  it  should  only  be 
followed  up  to  support  that  of  the  citadel,  and  it  would  have  the  ad- 
vantage to  be  out  of  sight  of  it  and  of  Mount-Joui. 

The  siege  of  the  citadel  i.s  supposed  to  require  three  weeks,  or  not 
longer  than  a  month  at  the  most,  its  works  being  very  confined  and 
amall ;  but  it  has  the  advantage  of  perfectly  coinmanding  the  city  :  its 
capture  would  therefore  occasion  that  of  the  place,  without  Mont-Joui 
being  able  to  protect  it»  its  situation  at  the  other  extremity  of  the  town, 
exclusive  of  its  fire  being  too  low,  rendering  it  totally  useless.  It  would 
be  equally  easy  to  blockade  it ;  and  if  its  cannon  should  disturb  the 
town,  it  might  easily  be  silenced  by  threatening  to  raze  a  part  of  it, 
.  *  We  are  sensible  of  the  necessity,  during  this  enterprise,  of  being  mas* 
tert  of  the  seas;  and  the  proximity  of  Port  Vendre,  for  the  support  of 
a  squadron,  would  render  the  means  easy. 

In  the  mean  time,  we  imagine  that  the  army  before  Pampelooa  will 
also  have  succeeded  in  its  enterprize ;  aud  from  thence  it  might  easily 
seize  upon  Jacca :  the  two  armies  being  established  in  the  centre  of  the 
two  extremities  of  Spain,  would  then  be  in  a  condition  for  advancing  to 
Madrid,  there  being  no  intermediate  place  left  capable  of  opposing  theijr 
progress. 

FOURTH  MEMOIR. 
JUemoir  an  the  means  of  Offence  and  Drfence  against  Spain^  in  the  neigh- , 

bourhood  qfthe  Pyrenean  mountains.    By  General  Servan.    flJOB.J 

THE  principal  towns  that  cover  the  frontier  of  Spain  are ;  in  Cata* 
Ionia,  Barcelona,  Gerona,  Roses,  Figoeras»  and  Campredon ;  in  Cer- 
dagne,  Pnicerda,  Bclver,  and  Urgel ;  in  Arragon,  Balbastre,  Moucon, 
and  Jacca ;  in  Navarre,  Pampelooa ;  and  in  Biscay,  Fontarabia^  St*  Se* 
baatian,  Bilboa,  Vittoria,  &c. 

Barcelona  is  the  most  important,  and  the  best  defended  city  under  tha 
Spanish  monarch  :  it  requires  a  siege  according  to  rules,  and  a  squadron 
on  the  MeAtcrranean,  to  prevent  its  receiving  supplies. 

Roses  is  a  small  place,  which  is  not  capable  of  making  long  re- 
stance,  particularly  if  bombs  are  used, 

Gerona  is  much  neglected* 

Campredon  has  distinguished  itself  by  an  obstinate  resiataoce  at  the 
beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century,  but  is  no  longer  in  a  state  to  do 
tbesame. 

Figueras  is  in. good  state,  and  well  fortified ;  but  this  fortress  does 
aot  fulfil  the  views  of  the  Spaniards.  It  is  too  far  from  the  foot  of  the 
nouutains  for  their  passes  to  be  defended  bf  ita.fire ;  nor  does  it  defend 
the  plain  between  it  and  the  jnountains  better;  through  which  plain  we 
might  march. without  fear  to  Roses,  by  loiiskiMg  Figuent,  tinder  the 
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town,  and  on  the  side  of  the  gate  of  supplies.     This  place  f»ill  fiot  coo- 
tain  more  than  three  thousand  five  hundred  men. 

The  fortifications  of  Figueras  occupy  a  platform  above  the  town  of 
that  name.  Their  extent  is  about  six  hundred  toiseu  by  four  handred; 
four  bastions,  a  ca\alier,  a  platform,  two  crown-works,  a  horo-work» 
some  c^unter-gtiards  and  demi-lunes,  form  the  incloiure  of  the  fortress ; 
all  the  works  are  casemated,  but  the  fosses  are  reproached  with  being  too 
narrow,  the  demi-luues  with  being  too  small,  and  the  works  with  bdng 
elevatetl ;  besides,  this  place  is  Commanded  by  a  platform,  and  by  a 
mountain,  wliich,  though  at  some  distance,  would  not  be  less  capable  of 
receiving  batteries,  that  would,  in  protecting  t^e  attacks,  considerably 
incouHuode  the  covered  way,  the  cavalier,  the  horn-work,  and  the  inside 
of  the  place.  It  is  likewise  said,  that  it  is  possible  to  withhold  from  the 
town  the  only  fountain  that  supplies  it  with  water,  which  is  conducted 
to  it  from  a  mountain,  situated  outside, 

Tarragona  cannot  defend  itself  long. 

Puicerda  may  be  taken  by  assault. 

t '  rgel  is  capable  of  a  greater  defence. 

Moncon  and  Balbastre  have  never  resisted  a  well  combined  attack* 

Jaccu  is  only  defended  by  its  position,  and  some  intrenchments  that 
might  be  thrown  Up. 

Paropelonais  defended,  principally  on  the  side  next  to  France,  by  tht 
mounlaius  and  the  defiles  of  Honcesvalles,  where  Charlemagne  met  with 
tl»eonly  diOck  his  arms  received :  but  these  passages  are  practicable ; 
•lid  by  dividing  our  force,  we  may  make  sure  of  forcing  them,  and  af« 
lerwartU,  with  some  labour  bestowed  on  the  roads,  of  using  them  for 
the  transporting  of  artiUery^  and  all  kinds  of  military  stores  and  pro« 
vwLions.  When  arrived  at  Pampelona,  that  place  offers  but  a  trifling 
rt>«iHtaiiev,  only  one  paH  of  its  idclosure  being  fortified,  the  remainder, ' 
^1  Iht^  »idc  towards  the  river,  very  indifferently,  particularly  as  the  rivcff 
ift  f^vTilttblt^  at  pleasure. 

KoiitaraKia  would  neither  resist  a  coup-de-main  nor  a  bombardments

Ahvr  havinii:  hastily  passed  over  what  has  appeared  to  us  the  most  in* 
|vi'«»iilii>>;  lv»  |Hnnt  oat  in  Spain,  relative  to  the  defence  or  the  attack  of  the 
Yy  luuiHNit  we  are  about  to  enter  on  the  details  that  we  shall  judge  ne« 
vvn^i.v  U»  >;i\e  sufficient  ideas  on  all  the  means  of  offence  anddc^enee^ 
til  Ih4«  iiM^Kirfaat  part  of  the  southern  frontiers  of  France. 

Thf  ^ri'inres  are  a  chain  of  mountains  included  between  the  ]\Iediter« 
iuiu'.iu  uiid  tK«  tVcean,  and  separating  France  from  Spain,  in  an  extent  of 
iihiiiii  uiuutv  leagues.  These  two  powers  nearly  divide  between  thenr 
ihv  bii;aiUh  wf  these  moautains;  but  the  Spaniaids  have  an  advantaga 
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over  the  Freach,  in  arriving  at  all  the  pasKa<^es  that  penetrate  into  France 
by- inouutaindof  gentle  declivity,  which  gives  them  greater  means  of  de- 
fending themselves,  and  of  harrassing  us  excessively,  if  we  commit  the 
fault  of  not  crossing  the  Pyrenees  as  quick  as  possible ^  to  deprive  the 
Spaniards  of  their  advantages. 

The  historians  of  the  wars  of  Louis  XIV.  the  epoch  of  the  last  serious 
wars  that  have  taken  place  between  France  and  Spain,  have  said  nothing 
of  the  manner  in  which  it  would  be  most  advantageous  to  the  French 
to  defend  their  frontier  against  the  Spaniards  ;  they  have  not  extended 
touch  more  on  the  measures  that  should  be  adopted  for  passing  the  Py« 
renees,  and  carrying  the  war  into  Spain  :  thus,  the  general  charged 
with  this  defence  or  this  attack,  can  find  no  light  to  direct  him,  hut  in 
some  imperfect  memoim,  one  of  which  is  attributed  to  the  Marshal  de 
Mailli,  who  commanded  a  long  time  in  Roussillon,  under  the  two  last 
reigns;  another  to  iVL  de  Caupenne;  a  third,  written  in  1792^  hj 
M.  de  Bordenave,  an  officer  of  genius ;  and  some  others  of  as  recent  a 
date,  made  by  different  officers,  on  different  parts  of  this  chain  of 
mountains,  the  defiles  or  passes  of  which  are  only  known  in  the 
country  by  the  name  oi ports*  But  none  of  these  memoirs  unite  to« 
gether  the  offensive  and  defensive ;  each  of  them,  in  general,  points  out 
no  other  means  of  defending  this  vast  frontier,  to  the  east,  but  in  the  de- 
portments of  the  eastern  Pyrenees,  of  Aude  and  Ariege,  in  what  is 
close  to  the  mountains ;  to  the  west,  in  those  of  the  Lower  and  Upper 
Pyrenees  ;  and,  for  the  offensive,  they  constantly  propose  to  attack  Ca- 
talonia principally,  and  Navarre  subsidarily. 

We  shall  endeavour,  by  taking  advantage  of  the  best  ideas  laid  down 
io  the  writings  just  mentioned,  and  by  a  practical  inspection  of  the 
country^  to  propose,  for  the  offensive  and  defensive,  plans  better  com*  - 
biued  than  any  former  ones,  which  combination  may  produce  more  cer« 
tain  success.     We  shall  commence  by  the  eastern  port. 

licence  of  the  left  of  the  Pyrenees^  or  eastern  Pyrenees* 
The  fVoot  of  attack,  which  includes  the  part  of  the  frontiers  compre- 
bended  in  the  departments  of  Aude  and  Ariege,  may  extend  about 
thirty  leagues,  and  offers  three  principal  points,  from  which  the  SpOi* 
uiards  may  direct  their  attacks  ;  Sen  d'  Urgel,  Campredon,  and  Figueras* 
We  are  of  opinion,  that  aliout  fifteen  or  sixteen  thousand  regular 
troops^  exclusive  of  about  thirteen  thousand  forming  the  garrisons  of 
Colioure,  Fort-St.-Elme,  bellegarde,  Fort-des- Bains,  Perpignan,  Salce«» 
Ville  Franc,  and  Mont^Loui^,  might  defend  this  part  of  the  frontier 
against  thirty-^ix  thousand  men,  the  strongest  army  that  Spain  can  set 
on  foot,  to  march  against  the  frontier  of  France ;  provided,  however,. 
that  the  regular  troo(>s  can  be  assisted  by  at  least  twelve  or  fifteen  thou- 
flind  national  guards,  raised  in  the  departments  of  the  eastern  Pyrenees,    ' 
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of  Aiiege,  Aude,  Heniult,  Avtyrooy  and  GanL     Let  Qt  prooted  i» 
more  miaiite  details. 

Let  us  snppoee  the  eoeniy  actiiig  on  the  o&nsive,  mad  fice  ui  hii 
iDOTemeiitSy  endeavouriDg  to  turn  aU  hib  advmDtage  to  aoGoaots  aed  to 
embrace.the  widest  possible  frout  of  attack,  in  older  io  divide  as  much 
as  be  can  our  force,  menacing  at  the  same  time  from  Colioure  to  IfonU 
Louis;  then  Pratz-de-Molle  becomes  the  central  point;  it  is  like  the 
salient  of  the  demi-lune  on  the  front  of  a  fortificatioiH  wbicb  nittat  rea* 
der  it  necessary  to  direct  the  lines  of  defence  aad  oomoiaiiicatioo  oo  the 
three  points  menaced,  and  to  place  oilVselves  so  as  t»  defend  all  the 
three  at  the  same  time. 

First,  it  appears  important  to  form  an  intrenched  camp  at  PkatsiJe* 
Molle,  where  the  waters  and  the  inaccessible  defences  shoaM  be  OMids 
use  of,  in  order  the  better  to  strengthen  this  important  point,  and  to 
place  in  greater  security  the  three  thonsand  five  bandred  BieD  diet 
Would  be  placed  there.  It  will  not  be  less  essential,  on  one  side  to  de- 
stroy all  the  roads  of  the  passes  that  lead  from  Spain  to  this  point,  paii« 
ticnlarly  those  of  Col  d*  Ars  ;  and  on  the  other,  oo  the  contrary,  to  so* 
pair  and  pnt  in  good  condition  those  which  commanicate  between  the 
Conflant  and  upper  Vallesptr. 

The  greatest  force  will  next  be  assembled  in  the  plain  of  Prades,  an 
excellent  position,  wherein  will  be  found  water,  wood,  and  pronsioas^ 
and  from  whence  it  will  be  able  to  more  rapidly,  and  in  a  few  days,  npoa 
Mont  Louis,  the  Vals  of  Carol  and  Capsir,  Qutllao,  Perpignan,  and 
Pratz-de-Molle. 

Under  this  system,  from  Colioore  might  be  drawu  a  tboosaod  aegnlar 
troops,  from  Perpignan  two  thousand,  front  the  camp  of  St.  Tcaa  di 
Pages  three  thousand,  from  Mont«Louis  a  thousand,  and  tbeae  be  ie» 
placed  by  ser en  thousand  national  guards ;  which  woald  lastanlly  fciu 
ntsh  seven  thousand  regular  soldiers,  who,  with  three  tbovsaiid  af  4lie 
national  guards^  the  best  armed,  equipped,  and  disciplined,  would  ferm 
at  Prades  a  camp  of  ten  thousand  men,  ezclusire  of  three  thaimaad  lega* 
lars  advanced  to  Puicerda,  and  of  those  which  might  be  sent  froon  the 
camp  of  Salces  to  Quillan.  The  remaining  fonr  thovsand  af  the  oa* 
tional  guards  should  be  stationed  with  a  battalion  of  regvlar  traops, 
and  the  depots  and  magazines,  at  Salces  and  the  ocighbooring'  village^ 
to  form  a  camp  of  information  and  reserve  on  the  lefk  bank  af  tba  £glL 

By  this  new  distribution  we  should  have  two  thooiand  'bmo  at  the 
Col  de  Bagnuls,  who  might  receive  supplies  from  the  ganrisaa,  of 
Colioure ;  three  thousand  five  hundred  at  Prata-de-Molle ;  and  in  the 
rear  of  these  two  posts,  and  that  of  Bellegarde,  a  camp  of  sevieD  tboo* 
sand  men  at  St.  Jean-de-Pages,  able  to  be  supplied  by  Perpignan.; 
at  the  same  time  we  should  have  three  thousand  men  at  Puicerda,  fenn* 
ing  part  of  the  camp  under  Prades,  and  capable  of  being  supplied 
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•upported  by  the  fort  of  Mont-Louis;  ten  thousand  encamped  at 
PradeS}  to  guard  the  passes  of  Carol,  of  Capsir,  the  valley  of  Andore, 
and  Pratz-^e-Molle ;  lastly,  about  four  thousand  five  hundred  men  oa 
.  the  banks  of  the  Egli,  to  obtain  information,  and  for  the  protection  of 
the  coast,  the  depots,  the  shops  for  repairs,  the  magazinef ,  &c. 

After  these  dispositions  of  our  disposable  forces,  we  may  observe^ 
that  the  Spanish  arniy,  which  we  shall  suppose  to  be  about  thirty-sls. 
thousand  strong,  occupying  the  line  of  attack  froxh  Seu-d'Urgel  im 
Figueras,  could  procure  itself  no  success,  if  it  wished  to  attack  at  th^ 
•ame  time  the  three  principal  points  that  form  the  French  line  of  do- 
fence,  from  Mont-Louis  to  Colioure.  It  seems  therefore  more  reasonable 
to  believe,  that  tlie  Spanish  general,  confining  himself  to  threatening 
two  of  these  three  points,  would  lea\i  the  greater  part  of  his  force  against 
<Hiie  of  the  three,  to  force  it,  and  insure  himself  the  means  of  re-uniting 
with  the  others,  either  in  the  plains  of  Conflant,  or  in  that  where  Peiu 
pignan  stands.  Let  us  consequently  examine  the  defeuce  of  each  of 
the  three  points,  which  we  may  suppose  may  be  attacked  by  the  m«« 
jority  of  the  Spanish  forces. 

Defence  of  the  right  of  the  eastern  side. 

The  post  of  6eu-d*  Urg^l  is  that  from  whence  the  enemy  can  meat 
easily  advance  into  Cerdagne  and  Conflant,  so  as  to  march  on  one  side 
la  Foix  and  Qaillan,  on  the  other  to  Prades,  to  encamp  between  Viocaa 
and  Vallemagne,  where,  being  once  intrenched,  he  would  intercept  the 
communication  between  Mont-Louls  and  Ville  Franc,  and  would  be 
in  greater  readiness  to  assist  ths  troops^  which,  leaving  Campredoo, 
would  have  entered  the  Upper  Vallespir  by  the  Col  d'  Ars,  and  wouM 
have  established  themselves  on  the  banks  of  the  Tee,  from  Pratx«dew 
MoUe  to  Aries. 

.  Before  we  enter  upon  any  detail,  we  most  observe,  that  should  the 
enemy  even  meet  with  no  opposition  in  the  different  defiles  which  he  must 
pass  throagb,  nature  presents  insurmountable  obstacles  to  the  use  of 
carriages  and  artillery :  but  besides  the  natural  obstructions,  the  thretf 
thousand  men  who  would  have  flbized  oii  Puicerda,  and  fortified  them« 
selves  therein,  and  would  continually  be'  able  to  receive  reinforcemeoti 
from  a  part  of  the  garrison  of  Ment-Louit*,  and  likewise  from  the  camp 
at  Prades,  would  be  placed  so  as  to  fi&ll  on  the  flank  or  rear  of  the 
troopa  that  endeavoured  to  penetrate  by  the  valleys  of  Carol  and  Capsir, 
or  to  take  advantage  of  the  passages  of  Err  and  Valsagouliere.  Be# 
fides,  the  general  convmanding  the  small  army  encamped  at  Prade% 
being  master  of  the  defiles  of  Creux,  Batailles,  and  Mouchet,  and  hav4 
ing  placed  a  body  of  about  twelve  hundred  men  at  Acqs,  where  they 
would  intrench  themselves,  another  at  Puigvalador,  being  secure  as  to  the 
attempts  which  the  eneiay  might  make  by  the  Camp-Magre,  through 
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the  garrison  of  Ville  Franc,  charged  with  the  protection  of  that  quarter, 
would  not  be  secure  as  to  every  other  that  the  Spaniards  could  make. 
And -should  the  enemy  even  present  themselves  with  forces  sufficiently  con- 
siderable to  render  it  prudent  to'witlidraw  the  troops  stationed  at  Pui- 
cerda,  Puigvalador,  Acqs,  &c.  we  must  then  abandon  Mont-Louis  for  a 
short  time  to  its  own  strength,  place  at  Olette  a  sufficient  corps  to  defend 
its  pass,  support  the  left  of  the  army  uf  Prades  upon  Ville-Franc,  and  caax 
the  troops  placed  at  the  Val  of  Capsir  and  of  Carol  to  fall  back  upon  the 
defiles  of  Batailles,  Creux,  Formenet,  and  Moucet.  The  enemy  would 
not  then  dare  to  force  either  the  passes  of  the  Conflant,  or  the  right  of  the 
French  army ;  nor  would  he  venture  upon  the  ri.sk  of  marching  to  QuiU 
Ian,  to  advance  through  Limoux  and  along  Aude,  upon  Carcassone  and 
the  canal  of  Languedoc;  nor  upon  Tarrascon  and  Foix,  along  Ariege; 
because  on  one  side  the  defiles,  the  passages,  and  roads- penetrating  to 
Quillan  and  Tarrascon,  are  very  difficult;  on  the  other,  these  depart- 
ments taking  up  arms,  would  check  the  enemy  more  easily,  on  account 
of  his  front  being  contracted  on  his  advance,  and  a  great  portion  of  the 
army  of  Prades,  passing  through  the  Col  de  Moucet,  and  being  kd 
with  speed  into  some  plain  which  would  have  bcei\  previously  recon- 
noitred on  the  borders  of  Aude,  at  the  side  next  to  Quillan,  might  take 
the  S^mniards  in  flank  and  rear,  while  the  national  guards  of  T\im, 
Aude,  and  Ariege,  joining  themselves  to  the  regular  troops  sent  into' 
those  departments,  would  receive  them  in  front,  so  as  to  deprive  them 
of  every  hope  of  success,  and  even  of  defence  and  retreat.  The  Spanish 
troops  who  would  be  engaged  in  the  siege  of  Mont-Louis,  or  who  would 
bave  been  left  in  Spanish  Cerdagne,  would  then  find  themselves  in  great 
embarrassment,  being  thus  cut  off  from  the  main  body ;  and  the  French 
general  having  the  |)ower  of  sending  to  insult  Valence,  Belver,  Urgel, 
of  attacking  the  enemy^s  line  of  operations,  of  seizing  on  some  of  their 
magazines,  and  destroying  them,  and,  lastly,  of  placing  between  two 
fires  the  troops  besieging  Mont-Louis, 

Let  us,  however,  still  suppose,  that  the  enemy,  after  having  defeated 
the  troops  posted  at  Puicerda,  directing  all  his  force  upon  Mont-Loois,' 
succeeds  in  taking  the  place ;  let  us  suppose  that,  through  fear  of  being 
defeated  and  cut  off  in  case  he  should  engage  himself  in  the  departments 
of  Ariege,  he  would  attempt  to  penetrate  into  Conflant ;  then  the  army 
under  Prades,  strengthening  itself  upon  Olette,  and  Ville  Frmnche, 
which  after  Olette  becomes  the  left  of  its  position,  would  wait  for  the 
enemy,  who,  for  the  security  of  his  rear,  would  be  comt>elled,  in  order 
to  come  up  with  the  French  army,  to  attack  andVieze  the  frightful  de- 
files of  Conflant. 

After  tliese  different  suppositions,  in  which  we  have  allowed  for  the 
utmost  good  fortune  to  the  enemy,  it  must  be  perceived  how  many  re- 
aources  are  found,  if  not  to  prevent  all  his  succesdits,  at  least  to  render 
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having  considered  the  defence  of  the 
o  that  of  the  centre. 
Let  us  suppose  the  enemy  master  of  Mont-Louis,  and  convinced  ol" 
Ihe  iniurmou  11  table  difficulty  of  advaacinj,',  deciding  o«i  the  abandon- 
nieut  of  the  attaclc  on  French  Cerdagne  and  ConHant,  and  on  lending  , 
the  greater  part  of  his  forcM  to  Protz-de-MolIe,  in  the  hope  of  probablj 
penetrating  more  easily  into  Confliiiit  by  Comp-Magre,  the  pass  of  Men> 
lei,  and  the  villages  of  Pi,  Sahone,  Veniet,  and  Cornelia,  or  into  thfe 
plain  of  Perpigiian,  by  Aries,  Ceret,  and  Boulou  ;  which  would  then 
oblif;e  the  French  to  withdraw  the  defence  from  Colioare,  and  wouVd 
probably  give  the  Spaniards  liberty  to  present  themselves  before  that 
plaee  after  haringforceil  the  defiles  of  Bagnols, 

In  this  supposition,  the  army  of  Conflant  being  strengtheiied  by  the 
three  thousand  men  who  werL-  at  Puicerda,  and  probably  by  the  ^rrisoh 
»f  Mont-Louis,  the  French  commander  would  cause  to  file  npon  the 
upper  Valle^pir  six  thousand  Rve  hundred  tneu,  and  two  thousand  frotii 
the  catnpof  St.  Jenn-de-Pages  on  the  same  point,  lo  which  the  garriaon 
ftf  Perpignan  would  send  a  thousand ;  thecainp  of  PrJtz-de-Molle  woiiM 
then  be  twelve  thousand  strnng,  that  of  St.  Jean-cle-Pages  six  thousani), 
mad  that  of  Conflant  eight  or  nine  thousund. 

With  a  like  quantity  of  disposable  forcw,  the  getierat  rharj^ed  with 
this  defence  would  hove  two  meastirea  to  adopt ;  tlmt  of  compeJiiiig  the 
enemy  to  remain  on  the  heights  of  the  col-tl'  Ars  and  surrounding  placet, 
from  the  difficulty  he  would  find  in  marchin;"  for  two  hours  in  very  bid 
roads,  rendered  still  more  impassable,  along  which  bis  artillery  could  nrt 
be  moved,  and  expecting  at  their  issue  to  find  un  imposrng  force.  ■  ' 

The  second  measure  for  the  adoption  of  the  French  rornmand^r 
would  be  to  employ  hiimelt' principally  in  guurdin 
Tec,  fi'om  Protz-de-Molle  to  Fort-des- Bains  ahd  Aries,  by  fortifying   ' 
«nd  occupying  that  ]iost,  to  hinder  the  enemy  from  teiiing  on  it,  antl   i 
cutting  of  the  com  knuniention  with  ConSant  and  the  camp  of  St.  Jeart> 
de-Pages.  ' 

If  the  Freneh  should  attempt  to  occupy  part  of  the  heightB.  th^ 
would  run  the  risk  of  being  turned,  whati-ver  position  they  should  take, 
sad  should  they  occupy  them  eutirt'ly,  they  would  be  repulsed  by  force  j 
yet  if  the  Freneh  commAnder  should  haJc  atrontj  reasons  16  st&p  the  J 
•neny  at  the  frontier,  he  should  pUce  ftor  thotisandmeii  at  Sf.  Ladw 
rent<de-Cerdeni,  wlrieh  would  ftirnish  palroles  in  the  woods  near  that 
town,  which  would  sustain  the  ri(>ht  of  this  little  camp;  three  thouiiand 
men  at  Not  re-Da  nie-tfes-CoruU  i  ibur  thouBaini  at  la  Boeca.  wlio  would 
orninh  advaiiLcd  poit)  on  the  col-d'  Atw,  The  two  forwei  p6i1s  siigtit 
T«t.  6.  NO.  35.  *C 
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have  some  cannon  ;    the  post  of  la  Kocca  should  rest  its  right  on  the 
larj^e  wood  of  Ifladona. 

The  Bpht  post  should  observe  tlie  quarter  of  Ainpurdan  ;  the  second, 
supported  .by  the  ramp  of  Pmtzode^Molle,  tihould  oppose  the  passage  of . 
the  cuUd*  Ars,  together  with  the  third. 

The  Freucli  commander  would  besides  have  to  guard  the  pMiei  of 
Cabrenis,  St.  Laurent-de^Oarden,  and  Serra-Longm. 

ill  addition,  there  would  be  much  greater  hope  of  disguating  the 
Spaniards  from  penetrating  by  the  coWl*  Ars,  aa  in  one  respect,  the 
camp  of  Prat2-de-Molle  might  be  reinforced  with  the  troopa  of  that  of 
St.  Jeao-de-'Pages  and  Pradea ;  and  in  another,  should  the  enemy  even 
force  this  post,  it  is  not  probable  that  he  would*  dare  to  profit  by  this 
advantage,  having  in  his  front  the  small  army  he  had  just  driven  back, 
."which  having  retreated  upon  Aries  and  Ceret,  after  breaking  down  the 
bridge,  would  defend  the  banks  of  the  Tec,  while  the  troops  of  the  caoip 
of  St.  Jean-de^Pages,  crossing  that  river  to  Boulou,  would  advaaoe 
upon  the  right  flank  of  the  Spaniards,  and  part  of  those  of  the  camp  of 
Prades  on  their  left  flank,  or  on  their  rear.  In  the  war  of  1688,  Mar- 
shal  Noailles  stopped  the  enemy  near  Prats-de-Molle  and  hindered  them 
from  penetrating  further^  into  the  country. 

Thus  it  may  be  conceived,  that  the  Spaniards  probably  would  not  di« 

rect  their  views  on  this  centre  in  prefereuce  for  penetrating  into  France  j 

providing  they  had  abandoned  the  attack  of  the  right,  and  being  in  pot* 

session  of  Mont- Lou  is,  were  convihcsed  of  the  impossibility  of  their  pe» 

netrating  further  in  that  quarter.     When  we  have  examined  this  frontier 

in  a  military  point  of  view,  we  are  speedily  convinced*  that  the  principal 

pbject  of  the  Spaniards  would  be  to  gain  possession  of  Colionre  mud  Port- 

\>ndre ;  in  fact,  these  places  would  be  of  the  utmott  importance  to  then^ 

since  they  would  at  the  same  time  famish  them  with  a  point  of  ettab* 

lishment,  and  of  communication  by  sea,  and  would  render  easy  to  thca 

the  conquest  of  the  important  part  of  the  plains  of  the  eastern  Pyrenees, 

without  the  necessity  of  their  forming  i^  number  of  tiftgea;   at  the  em^ 

my^  being  master  of  Colioure  and  Port- Vendrei' would  bo  nbU  to  teild 

"bit  troops  by  sea  on  the  coasts  of  this  department,  and  land  them'  on 

the  shore  of  Canet,  or  at  tlie  mouth  of  the  £gli»  to.ndvfni^  directlf 

toPerpignan,  from  whence  he  might  easily  blockade  the  pripcipfli  fiol^ 

tresses^  and  close  tbe  passages  whereby  succonn  might  be  aMt.  • .

Under  this  supposition ;  the  enemy  encamped  under  Figbeiis,  wonU

Bagonk-de-Maresme ;  and  towards  the  west  the  defiles  «f  P^niras  and 
del  Panel,  which  both  open  as  well  as  the  othem  in  the  lower  Valleipjr, 
on  Ceret,  BouloQ,  and  Colionre*

the  ^uard  of  iUunt-Louis,  Carol,  and  Capsir;  three  thoiistiiid  in  an  iii- 
tnnched  camp  under  Aries  and  Fori-deB- Bains,  correspnnding  vtith  tlie 
tr«op«  slstionf d  under  Ville  Franc,  and  the  three  thousand  iutrencbeiL 
under  Ceret,  and  forming  with  thein  the  rij^htof  the  new  army,  the  lufl' 
of  wliich  con«istin>r  of  four  thousand  men,  would  be  intrenched  at  Elne*  '- 
and'the  centre,  nine  thouttand  strong,  in  the  camp  of  St.  Jean-de-Pag^ee; 
mud  lastly,  three  thousand  iive  hundred  men  in  the  camp  of  Sake*. 
'  The  strictest  orders  should  be  given  to  the  commanders  of  tlie  Ironps 
posted  at  Bugiiuls,  Mauriilas.  and  Ton r-de-Cervera,  to  light  retreating, 
aud  to  fall  back  on  the  afiny,  as  anon  us  they  should  It  utmuked  by 
•forces  intinttely  nuperior,  and  iibsolutely  iin|>oMible  to  be  resisted.  , 

Some  corpBof  light  troops  should  next  be  sent  from  the  eamp  of  Ceret 
and  that  of  St  Jeaii-de-Psges  to  the  detile  of  Pertus,  to  threaten  tha- 
enemy  with  taking  them  in  Sank  and  rear,  whenever  they  Bhonid  Bt« 
tempt  to  penetrate  through   the  ditferent  detilea  between   ilellegarde 

According  to  this  plan,  the  enemy  has  not  yet  cleared  the  frontier; 
let  us  suppose  him  to  suecetd  in  it,  tlien  the  four  thousand  men  who  de- 
fended the  different  pas^.'S,  should  tetire,  part  on  EIne.  the  reijt  on 
Ceret ;  the  Frrucb  army  having  abandoned  Colioure  and  Fort  Saint  Elne 
to  their  own  strength,  would  be  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Tec,  about 
twenty-three  thousand  strong. 

In  this  state  of  affairs,  what  can  be  the  force  of  the  Spaniards! 
entered  on  the  campaign  with  tlnrty-six  thousand  men  at  most,  obliged 
ta  leave  three  thoudaiid  for  the  defence  nf  Mont- Lou  is,  to  liuve  a  corps 
of  observation  under  Campredou  of  about  three  thousand,  and  one  of  at 
leN»t  two  thousand  to  cover  Bellegurde,  there  would  scarcely  i 
twenty-eight  disposable  troops. 

Whut  ucntures  should  be  adopted  nnder  such  circumat«nccs  if  the^ 
enemj'  should  undertake  the  siege  of  Colioure  ?  We  should  venture  !»* 
cross  the  T(.c  with  the  whole  army  to  Boulou,  manli  to  the  heig  its  oi 
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Perttts  •till  def«nded'b}f  VeUeg»rde  and  ih«.i«othauaf  od  men  tlaiMNitd 
there,  beiudes  the  garrUoD  oC  tb«  fJace*  Mlow  th«  heights  of  St»  Jctu* 
d'-Albret,  apd  liake  the  enemy  in  the  rear^  while  the  garritod  pf  Perpig- 
Dan»  increiBed  with  two  thousand  men  fro«i  the  camp'Of  Saloes,  v.oold 
march  on  Ebe  and/  Calioui^lo'deceife  thaSpaoinds  as  to  the  real 
poij»t  of  attack,  and  Aem  the  enemy ,  perceiving  himselC  about  to  be  aa- 
sauited  6n  every  side,  for  fissf  of  being  iiilercepited  by  the  differeol  de- 
files* and  attacked  by  tbei  garrisons  of  iCoUoute  aad  the  tioopa  that  ap-  ^ 
pear  to  be  conmig  to  join  tbBm>  wjoold  without  doubt  hastea  t#  make 
good  hie.retreat* 

If  on  the  contrary  tfats-attempt.should  not  haive  siieceeded»  and  the. 
enemy  should  have  taken  Coliootv  .asd  BeUegaidew  the  French  araif 
should  then  fortify  more  stmagly  its  camp  oo  th^  Tec,  protect  its  Mil 
flank  towards  the  sea  with  sedoubiaaud  balterieSf  and  sho«ld  multii^y 
its  roeaas  of  defence*  so  as  to  ioroe  the  enemy  to  lemaia'in  she  a«a>roir 
valley  of  Colioure,  exteo4ittg  scarcely  a  leagaefiKim  die  foot  of  the  mfspn- 
tain  to  the  Tec,  until  the  instant  when  it  shoOld  be  able  to.  receive  i»«. 
ioforceneota*  and  find  itnelf  superior  in  udmbera  to  the  Spaaiasda*  still 
more  weakened  by  the  gsrvisoos  of  CoiLiaare  and  Bellegarde^— -Ajid 
¥(here  should  we  look  i^r  these  reioforoementsi  ;By  me^ns  oC  tbi^  6^1^ 
thousand  five  hundred  a^en,  come  ontof  JBeUi^gm4eandColioiiii?Q#i|Fhem.. 
we  suppose  to  have  capitulated*  as  well  aa  (base  of  Moa^l^iW,  ao4  to 
l^ve  re<«ntered  France ;  and  by  Jevying  m  equial  nnmbftr  of  itf w  liiqfpa 
in  the  souths  who  would  have  been  directed  tO)  Pevpigoaiw  m^  Vjaulfl.

After  these  dispMitions*.  would  ihe  SpauiardAventnre^  either  00.  muicb* 
ing  to  Narbonne*  or  even  to  attempt  the  panN^  of  the  £gU*  or  lastl|i,  to 
ley  siege  to  Perpignan.?  And*  baweser  little  Flwoe  sbonld  oeeapy  her* 
aalf  ia  sending  assistance  to  the  army  of  the  eastern  Pyasntes^  would  it 
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mttt  lie  capable  of  girinj  battle  tu  tlie  Spauiunis,  and  of  repulsing  tbein 
into  CatatoDia,  af\er  having  caused  them  to  auflVr  great  lasses  ? 

Deftnce  of  the  tcalral  pari  of  the  Pyrenees, 

The  centre  of  the  frontier  of  France  und  Spain  is  placed  in  the  d^ 
partinentB  of  the  Up(ier  Garonne  and  the  Upper  Pyrenees,  which  have 
behind  them  those  of  Gere,  Lot,  and  Lot  and  Garonnev 

We  tiiid  in  the  l»o  former  the  valleya  of  l.>ouroti,  Aure,  AT^Ie^ 
Asani  Bun,  Cotterets,  Pierrefite,  and  Gavernle. 

In  reconnoilring  lliese  vuUejB,  we  are  compelleil  to  be  of  opinion,  that 
tbeae  difierent  districts  have  not  to  fear  anj  attack  of  consequence,  na- 
toK  having  taken  the  ^eatest  paint  for  their  defence.  In  fact  ull  the 
passages  there  are  in  all  seasons  impassable  for  carriages  and  artillery  ; 
«ight  months  of  the  year  they  are  hlocked  upwithsuow;  during  this 
space  of  time,  scarcely  o  few  dealers  in  contrahaiid  goods  can  pass  them 
■t  the  riblc  of  their  lives ;  and  for  the  other  four  months,  the  Spaniards 
could  at  most  only  undertake  to  pillage  the  villages  near  the  frontier. 

It  ia  therefore  against  such  enlerprizes  alone,  that  it  is  required  to 
KJopt  measureu,  which  luuxt  consist  lets  in  the  cstahlishmeat  of  fortified 
posts,  than  in  a  suitable  disposition  of  some  regnlsr  troop*  cantoned  or 
encamped  so  as  to  protect  these  valley ».  These  posts  should  be  sta* 
tioned  iu  farms,  houses,  end  chapels,  intrenched,  palliiiBded,  &c.  in  fine, 
■dnpted  for  a  defence;  the  wise  precantiop  should  be  adopted  of  de* 
■trofing  the  roads  in  several  small  defiles,  in  order  to  diminish  the  points 
of  attack;  those  only  should  remain  untouclied  that  are  necessary  for 
going  for  wood,  water,  or  gmsturage. 

But  in  passing  over  theae  diatriuli,  which  we  should  reconnoitre  in 
order  to  learn  how  to  defend  them,  if  we  seek  to  learn  the  facts  relative 
to  former  wars,  ond  to  the  enterpri/es  of  Spain  on  the  French  territory, 
it  is  sufficiently  manifest  that  the  enterprizes  tvere  generally  less  made 
by  the  Spaniards  beyond  the  mountains  than  by  thoie  «f  the  valley  of 
Aran ;  which  proves  a  truth  that  appear*  not  to  have  be^n  hitherto  su& 
ficiently  attended  to,  that  is  the  importance,  whatever  kind  of  war  is  in- 
tended Rgainut  Spain,  whether  otfeiisive  or  defensive,  to  commence  hos- 
tilities by  taking  the  valley  of  Aran.  la  the  defensive,  which  we  now 
t>ke  into  consi deration,  being  masters  of  the  valley  of  Aran,  and  liaviikg 
CKtended  as  much  as  possible  estahlisiunents  as  far  as  Valence  and  la 
Pt>bU,  UAt  only  would  Saint  Beat,  Bagnerea-de-Luchon,and  thedvparl- 
ment  of  U4i|>er  Guronne  be  protected,  but  apprehensions  would  be 
causvd  to  the  Spanish  araoy  attempting  to  attack  the  line  from  Mont- 
Louin  to  Colioiire,  and  the  valleys  of  Biirousse,  Louroo,  Aure,  Sec 
would  he  defended. 

T  being  determined  on  the  importance  of  the  occupation  of  the 
mllry  of  Aran,  let  us  view  the  meansof  seizing  on  it,  and  enter  on  sotB« 

teilasn  those  of  iiwuriog  tranquillity  iu  the  diUerent  French  valleys. 
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which  we  have  named  above,  aud  which  are  situated  at  the  centre  of 
the  frontier. 

With  re^rd  to  the  troops  to  be  employed,  six  thousand  regular  troops 
will  be  sufficient  for  the  capture  and  occupation  of  Aran  ;  the  natives 
assisted  by  a  few  regular  soldiers  will  be  the  most  proper  to  aasitt  in  de- 
fending the  French  valleys. 

With  regard  to  the  arms  to  be  made  use  of»  notwithstanding  tke  pre- 
judices ill  favour  of  cannon,  with  the  exception  of  the  valley  of  Aran 
where  a  few  pieces  of  a  pound  or  half  pound  ball  must  be  used,  we  mast 
in  general  banish  that  weapon  from  all  the  advanced  posta  in  the  other 
valleys,  unless  we  allow  the  use  of  some. pieces  very  easy  to  transport, 
and  capable  of  being  p<Mnted  in  angles  of  inclination,  above  and  below 
the  horisontal,  greater  than  is  usual  to  artillery  moouted  in  the  geaetal 
manner:  carabines  and  muskets  would  in  general  be  enough  fdrtbc 
permanent  advanced  posts  ;  as  to  the  posts  on  tlie  second  or  third  lioe^ 
towards  the  lower  side  of- the  valleys,  some  cannon  may  be  placed  tbere^ 
if  they  should  have  any.  -      .  . ., 

After  these  general  detuls,  let  us  proceed  to  the  examinatioo  mad  to 
the  measures  for  the  defense  of  each  valley.  ..  - 

..  We  shoald  hasten  at  first  to  enter  into  the  valley,  of  Aran  with  the  sii 
thousand  regular  troops,  and  afierwards  to  advance  to 'Pobla.  This  en* 
terprize  being  completed,  three  thousand  of  the  regular. triMpa  should 
be  replaced  in  the  valley  of  Aran  by  four  thousand  national  goardsi 
and  should  be  let  into  the  department  of  the  Upper*  Pyrenees,  to  bt 
distributed  there  on  the  different  points  which  we  are  about  to  ia&- 
cate,  mixed  with  national  guards  receiving  pay,  raisied  in  the  depart*^ 
ment,  and  as  much  as  possible  in  the  places  near  the  posts  to  be  guarded 
or  defended. 

Valleys  qf  Louron  and  Aure. 

These  two  valleys  are  joined  at  Areou,  whence  the  ascent  to  the  vil- 
lage of  Genos^h  three  houn*'  march  by  a  high  road,  good  for  carriages 
of  every  description. 

Genos  is  situated  on  an  eminence  nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  valley^ 
the  lower  and  uf>per  parts  of  which  are  commanded  by  it^  it  stands- io 
front  of  the  pass  of  Peyresourde,  which  communicates  between  the  val- 
leys of  Louron  and  Luchon,  an  essential  fiassage  for  the  union  of  the 
defences  of  the  two  valleys;  a  considerable  post  should,  th^refore^  be 
fixed  in  it,  which  would  also  front  the  pass  coamunicattng  b^ween  tbt 
valley  of  Louron  and  that  of  Aure  by  Azet  and  Heas-;  but  Genm- would 
not  be  capable  of  protecting  these,  different  cooMnunieations,  on  ftceoant 
of  its  distance  from  the  points  to  be  defended,  particularly  from  the 
upper  side  of  the  valley,  which  is  an  hour*s  march  from  Oenop,  in  the 
quarter  of  Artigue-Longue.  The  post  that  would  be  established  heit 
in  one  of  the  farms,  wifakh  might  be  mrroQodcd  with  m  wall  eight  fesi 
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higli,  with  the  banquettes  requisite  fpr  firing  over  it,  would  be  sufEcient 
to  cause  all  appreheasioas.to  8ubtti4e^pf  any  eutcrprize  that  might  be 
made  by  the  two  passes  wl^ich  open  .to  this  point,  one  to  the  left  by  the 
detije  of  Clarbide,  the  other  ^  the  Jrjght  by  that  of  la  Paz ;  from  these 
passes  to  the  first  Spanish  liabitations  is  three  hours'  march  ;  a  party  of  the 
enemy  would,  therefore,  have  to  pass  through  adesart  of  seven  or  eight 
hours'  march  or  more,  to  attempt  any  enterprize  on  the  French  territory 
in  this  quarter. 

According  to  this  explanation,  we  shall  propose  the  posting  of  twenty-^ 
five  or  thirty  men  at  Artigue-Loogue,  fifty  or  sixty  at  Genos,  as  inter- 
mediate between  the  former,  and  a  post  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  or  three 
hundred  with  some  cannon,  at  Areou,  for. the  support  of  the  posts  at 
Genos  and  Artigue-Longue,  aud  for  the  defence  of  the  valleys  of  Aure 
and  Louron. 

With  regard  to  the  valley  of  Aure,  though  from  what  has  occurred  in 
the  ancient  wars  it  is  manifest,  that  scarcely  dared  some  banditti  to  pe- 
netrate into  this  valley  by  the  pass  of  Peyresonrde,  after  the  sacking  of 
Bagneres  de  Luchon,  we  shafl,  notwithstanding,  propose  the  establish- 
mept  of  a  post  at  the  hospital  of  Chanbert  of  about  fifty  men,  fixed  in 
the  meadow  to  the  cast  of  the  mansion  of  Bertrand-Chaubert,  in  a  corps- 
de-garde  intrenched  for  this  purpose. 

^  A  second  post  should  be  established,  at  Tramesaignes  on  the  same 
eminence  ou  which  stand  the  church  and  chateau,  near  the  point  that 
corresponds  to  the  confluence  of  (be  Nestes,  of  Plan  and  Aragouel ;  an 
intrenched  corp&*de-garde  should  be  constructed  for  about  a  hun^ 
dred  and  fifty  men,  which  would  support  that  of,  the  hospital  of  Chau- 
bert,  .and  protect  the  communication  of  the  puss  of  ^iels,  and  in 
an  advanced  line. with  that  of  the  pass  of  Plan,  and  the  passage  along 
the  Mondung. 

The  posts  of  Chanbert  and  Tramesaignes  wopld  correspond  with  that 
of  Areou,  and  would  hy  this  means  combine  the  defence  ofthe  two  val- 
leys ;  it  might  also  be  joined  by  a  direcjL  communication  with  the  rnouu* 
tain,  as  well  as  with  tliose  of  the  western. valleys  of  the  department. 

Castle  of  LourdeSy   Valley  of  Argeles. 

The  valley  of  Argeles  has  no  direct  commuuicatioD  with  Spain,  except 
through  the  valleys  of  Azun,  Bun,  Cotterets,  and  Barege  ;  all  thes« 
valleys  opening  to  that  of  Argeles;  it  it  in  the  latter  that  we  shall  pro- 
pose the  reserve -to  be,-. pasted  intended  to  support  the  advanced  posts  of 
the  valleys  near  to  thn  frontier.  The  castle  of  Louridea  being  too  fav 
from  these  afjvanced  posts,  we  judge  it  mqr^  advisable  to  establish  a  re* 
serve-caap,  at  Argeles,  bf  which  the  difl[i;^rent  posti^  intended  to  protect 
the  other  valleys  might  be  supplied  and  supported,     - 
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ValleyB  of  Atun  and  Ban* 

This  valley  has  two  defiles,  that  by  Arens  reUuns  the  appellatioD  of 
Valley  of  Azud,  the  other  by  Buu  taktfs  the  name  of  Valley  of  Ban* 

The  valley  of  Azuq  jchus  that  of  Argelet  nearly  opposite  the  smalt 
town  of  that  name. 

The  villages  of  Bun  and  Sireix,  situated  right  and  left  of  the  openings 
are  rather  in  the  valley  of  Azua  thaii  in  the  defile  of  Bun. 

From  the  point  where  the  defile  of  Bun  joins  the  vaUey  of  Azaii,  it 
is  five  hours*  march  along  the  defile  to  its  opening,  thrdugh  a  complete 
desart :  the  path  is  drfficult,  that  of  Ardn  is  preferred ;  this  path  and 
that  of  the  valley  of  Arens  terminate  at  the  same  opening,  from  whence 
it  is  fonr  hours*  march  to  the  nearest  habitad6ns  in  iSpain ;  cbus  the 
Spaniards  would  have  eight  hours*  march  in  desarts,  before  coming  ap 
with  any  French  habitations. 

According  to  theife  observatibns,  as  the  intelKgience  of  an  invaMOD  is 
always  more  rapid  than  the  march  of  the  invading  force,  this  iotelligeiioe 
would  arrive  at  Arens,  perhaps  even  at  Afgeles,  saoti  enough  for  the  ad« 
iranced  posts  of  Arens,  or  a  detachment  frbm  the  camp  of  Argelet,  to  an- 
ticipate the  enemy,  and  to  assume  a  position  before  Ban  and  SireiXt 
iiooner  than  the  enemy  could  arrive  there. 

A  little  beyond  the  village  of  Arens  stands  the  Chapelle  do  Poail* 
launt,  on  an  eminence  which  closes  the  valley,  or  reduces  its  width  to  a 
defile  or  path,  passable  for  horses  or  foot  passengers  to  the  opening. 

From  Arens  to  the  farm  of  Bou'cM'-Ebat  is  an  hour's  march ;  tfacnee 
to  the  opening  five  hours ;  from  the  opening  to  the  neareftt  babiti- 
tions  in  Spain  three  hours ;  thus  it  is  at  least  eight  hoara*  march  tmi 
the  Spanish  to  the  French  habitations  for  a  single  foot  paMeDger«  and 
ten  or  twelve.at  least  for  a  troop  obliged  to  march  one  by  one. 

If  the  traditions  of  the  country  may  obtain  credit,  these  districts  were 
not  at  all  disturbed  in  the  last  wars  between  France  and  Spain.  The  in* 
habitants  established  a  strong  guard  at  la  Scala ;  thctefore,  for  fear  of 
being  too  secure,  we  might  fix  a  post  at  Chapelle  du  ^builannty  one  at 
Arens,  a  guard  at  the  farm  of  Bouci-d*-Ebat,  tinother  if  thought  proper 
at  Bun ;  and  frequent  patroles  in  the  defile  of  Bun,  the  upper  part  of 
the  valley  of  Azun,  and  on  the  heights ;  lastly,  an  active  corretpondeocc 
with  the  reserve  at  Argeles. 

VaUey  tf  Cottereis. 

The  valley  of  Cotterets  communicates  with  that  of  Argelea  at  ftttx* 
tremity  near  Pierrefite,  from  whence  toGotterets  is  two  hoors*  niardi 
on  a  high  road,  good  for  carriages  of  alt  kinds,  but  easy  to  be  intercepted 
by  breaking  down  the  wooden-bridges ;  south-east  of  Cotterefs  is  a  de- 
file easy  to  defend. 

From  Cotterets  to  la  Raliere  is  a  quarter  of  an  hour's  march  along  ft 
road  passable  by  carriages,  and  easily  cut  oflP  by  destroying  a  Wooden* 
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bridge,  unless  it  should  be  preferred  to  defend  it  without  cutting  it  off. 
From  la .  Raliere  two  defiles  conduct  to  the  opening,  both  alike  bad. 
From  la  Raliere  to  the  opening  is 'six  hours'  march  ;  from  the  opening  to 
the  nearest  Spanish  dwellings  four  hours ;  therefore,  it  would  require  a 
hiarch  of  ten  hours  to  make  a  descent.  Cotterets  has  never  been  in* 
suited  in  the  memorj  of  man  ;  we  would,  however,  propose  a  troop  to 
be  stationed  there,  with  an  advanced  post  at  la  Raliere,  which  should 
use  all  the  precautions  of  patrolling,  recounoitring,  &c. 

Valleys  qf  Lux,  BattaUf  end  Gavamief  farming  thai  of  Barege. 

From  Pierrefite  to  Lux  is  two  hours*  march  by  a  high  road  for  car- 
riages ;  six  bridges  over  the  Gave  and  one  over  a  ravine,  forming  so 
many  posts  to  be  defended,  independent  of  the  defile  which  joins  the 
valleys  of  Argeles  and  Lux. 

As  the  valley  of  Bastaji  has  no  communication  with  Spain,  it 'can  only 
be  noticed  here  to  be  recollected ;  it  is  not  so  with  that  of  Gavarnie ;  it 
opens  to  Spain  by  three  passages ;  the  two  first  by  the  Port-Vieux  and ' 
that  of  Pinede  join  together  above  the  dwellings,  and  extend  along  the 
Leas' to  Gedre ;  the  third  along  the  Gave  de  Gavemie,  by  the  opening  of 
Pierre  St.  Martin.  The  two  former  are  nearly  impassable ;  the  third  is 
so  for  four  or  five  months  of  the  year,  and  in  the  last  wars  with  Spain 
.  the  banditti  availed  themselves  of  it  to  ravage  Gedre  and  Gavarnie ; 
but  if  the  pass  of  Pierre  St.  Martin  affords  more  facility  for  an  in* 
rasion  than  those  hitherto  spoken  of,  its  means  of  defence  are  infinitely 
more  numerous. 

The  greatest  part  of  the  road  from  Lux  to  Artigues  hangs  above  the 
Gave  halfway  up  the  mountain,  and  is  easy  to  be  intercepted.  The 
pass  of  V  Echelle  is  distinguished  by  a  still  greater  facility  of  defence ; 
the  bridge  of  Artigues  would  be  an  excellent  post  to  defend.  "*  La  Pey- 
fade  would  be  a  defile  as  dangerous  to  th^  enemy  as  it  would  be  favour^ 
able  to  the  troops  defending  it ;  the  wooden-bridge  of  Gavarnie  easy  to 
defend  or  to  break  down;  these  are  assuredly  plenty  of  means  of  defence, 
for  which  we  should  propose  a  post  to  be  established  at  Gedre,  one  at 
Gavarnie,  and  one  at  Notre-Dame-de-Heas ;  the  reserve*camp  at  Lux^ 
a  guard  at  Barege. 

In  order  to  combine  the  defence  of  the  easteni  and  western  valleys 
which  are  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  line  of  the  Pyrenees,  to  furnish 
tbe  means  for  the  different  corps  employed  therein  mutually  so  support 
eaich  other,  and  to  cause  the  disttance,  which  forms  an  obstacle,  as  it 
were  to  vanish,  we  should  propose  the  establishment  of  an  internnLediate 
corps  at  Campan,  having  an  advanced  post  at  Grip  to  facilitate  the  cor« 
respondence:  this  corps  might  enter  the  valley  of  Aure  by  the  defile  of 
la  Hourquette  ;  and  the  valley  of  Barege  by  Tournalet.  The  road 
from  Bagneres  to  Lourdet,  and  some  intermediate  communications  be- 
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tween  Bagneres  and  Touroatet,  would  lead  it,  if  occasion  required,  above 
or  below,  into  the  valleys  of  Argeles  or  Bareges. 

We  will  conclude  our  proposals  ou  the  defence  of  the  central  part  of 
the  Pyrenean  frontier  with  two  observations. 

First,  that  as  all  thevalleysof  the  Pyrenees  have  defiles  and  small  plainly 
this  arrangement  of  the  mountains  is  entirely  in  favour  of  the  defender 
of  the  country  :  for  if  he  be  attacked,  and  be  inferior  in  number  to  the 
assailant,  he  waits  for  him  in  the  deBles;  and  if  suiierior,  he  may  wait 
the  enemy  on  the  plain,  to  take  advantage  of  his  superiority,  and  attack 
the  enemy  at  the  moment  he  is  clearing  the  defile. 

The  second  observation  refers  to  the  advantage  which  may  be  derived 
from  the  establishment  of  signals,  by  means  of  which  the  forces  of  the 
valley  might  be  collected  in  a  very  short  time.  There  are  already  in  the 
valley  of  Bareges  several  ruined  towers,  which  seem  to  have  been  of  no 
other  use  than  to  communicate  by  signals  with  the^castle  of  Lourdes ;  it 
would  be  easy  to  replace  them  in  a  condition  to  render  the  same  service. 

Defence  of  the  right  or  eastern  part  of  the  Pyrenees* 

Here  the  points  of  attack  which  are  contained  in  the  department  of 
the  Lower  Pyrenees  are  more  numerous,  the  mountains  lower  gradually 
to  the  ocean,  the  ports  or  passages  are  more  capable  of  being  rendered 
passable  for  carriages,  and  for  the  conveyance  of  artillery.  This  local 
disposition  of  the  western  frontier  requires  a  large  force  and  very  great 
vigilance,  to  prevent  the  Spaniards  from  penetrating  into  France  through 
Navarre  and  part  of  Arragon. 

After  having  supposed  about  fourteen  thousand  men,  eight  thoataod 
of  which  to  consist  of  regular  troops,  and  six  thousand  national  goardi, 
;for  the  protection  of  Bayonne,  St.  Jean  de  Luz,  the  fort  of  Socoa,  that 
of  Andaye,  St.  Jean  Pie  de  Port,  Oleron,  Mauleon,  and  Navarreios,  we 
shall  propose  thcee  intrenched  camps,  one  at  Oleron  for  the  left,  that  oC 
the  centre  at  St.  Palais,  the  third  at  Bourdagaie  or  Croix  de  Bonqaeta 
above  Urugnes  ;  the  first  consisting  of  four  thousand  regular  troops,  and 
four  thousand  national  guards  ;  that  of  the  centre  of  six  thousand  r^o* 
lars  and  as  many  national  guards;  the  third  of  ten  thousand  regular 
soldiers,  and  six  thousand  national  guards,  raised  in  the  departments  of 
the  Lower  Pyrenees,  Laudes,  and  Gironde. 

In  the  towns  that  would  be  garrisoned  should  be  formed  a  corps  of 
chasseurs,  of  about  half  the  number  of  the  regular  troops,  which  for 
their  duty  in  the  place,  whenever  this  corps  should  march  into  the 
country,  should.be  substituted  by  double  the  number  of  citizens,  form- 
ing the  stationary  guards  of  the  town. 

The  camp  of  Oleron,  charged  with  the  protecUon  6f  the  valleys  of 
Ossau,  Aspe,  and  Barreton,  would  also  have  to  send  auccoars  into  tbf 
valley  of  Soule;  thus  its  line  of  defence  would  extend  from  the  pus  of 
Pierre-Lougae  to  that  of  Laraun. 
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The  camp  of  Saint-Palais  would  apply  all  its  attention  and  its  force  to 
a  line  of  defence,  extending  from  the  pass  of  Behorlegui  to  Baygori, 

The  camp  of  Croix  des  Bouquets  would  protect  the  line  from  Horca 
and  Bidarai  to  Anda3re. 

After  these  preliminary  dispositions,  we  think'  it  important  to  observe, 
that  the  sole  object  of  the  Spaniards,  if  they  wished  to  enter  France  by 
the  western  part  of  the  frontier,  must  be  the  taking  of  Bayonne,  that 
place  alone  being  able  to  secure  them  an  establishment ;  but  to  accom- 
plish this  difficult  object,  the  enemy  would  require  an  army  of  fifty 
thousand  men,  independently  of  a  fleet  in  proportion,  to  keep  possession 
of  the  sea ;  an  object  of  greater  difficulty  to  attain,  as  the  coast  in  this 
part  is  untenable  in  any  weather. 

It  might  therefore  be  believed,  that  the  Spaniards  would  find  them- 
selves incapable  of  penetrating  into  France  through  Navarre ;  for  we 
have  calculated  that  Spain  could  scarcely  bring  into  the  field  sixty  thou- 
sand men,  ^nd  we  have  supposed  that  the  army  which  would  make  its 
attack  through  Catalonia  must  consist  at  least  of  thirty-six  thousand  ; 
add  to  th^  number  about  six  thousand  men  for  the  line  of  defence  from 
the  valley  of  Andora  to  that  of  Canfran,  which  makes  up  forty -two  thou- 
sand ;  there  would  remain,  therefore,  only  eighteen  thousand  disposable 
troops.  Let  us,  however,  suppose  that  the  court  of  Spain,  by  extraordi- 
nary exertions,  were  able  to  make  its  army  in  Navarre  amount  to  thirty- 
six  thousand,  and  examine  how  they  might  be  prevented  from  entering 
France',  or  at  least  from  establishing  themselves  therein,  and  from  ven- 
turing to  besiege  Bayonne. 

By  means  of  the  eight  thousand  disposable  troops  in  the  camp  of 
Oleron,  and  twelve  thousand  in  that  of  Saint  Palais,  we  might  at  once 
threaten  the  valleys  of  Canfran,  Echau,  Roncar,  Salazar,  and  those  of 
Aescoa,  and  Roncesvalles,  independently  of  a  corps  of  four  thousand 
men,  which  would  be  drawn  from  the  army  of  the  centre,  to  watch  over 
Baigori,  Bidarai,  and  combine  with  the  left  of  the  army  of  the  right,  to 
take  in  flank  or  rear  the  right  of  the  Spanish  army,  which,  after  forcing 
the  Bidassoa,  would  venture  to  march  upon  St.  Jean  de  Luz. 

These  dispositions  would  of  necessity  oblige  the  Spaniards  to  establish 
a  line  of  defence  from  Canfran  to  Aldudes,  which  being  menaced  by 
about  sixteen  thousand  men,  would  require  at  least  eight  or  ten  thousand 
to  defend  it,  and  would  reduce  the  acting  Spanish  force  to  twenty-six 
or  tweaty-eight  thousand  men,  against  the  army  of  the  right,  which  by 
the  addition  of  the  four  thousand  drawn  from  the  army  of  the  centre  and 
about  two  thousand  chasseurs  from  the  garrisons  of  Bayonne  and  St. 
Jean  de  Luz,  would  amount  to  twenty-two  thousand,  placed  behind 
rivers,  some  forts  and  towns,  having  the  sea  to  their  right,  armies  to  their 
left,  and  a  strong  place  happily  situated  in  their  rear. 

Let  us,  however,  suppose  all  these  forces  at  first  repulsed  from  the 
Bidassoa,  and  eveu  from  the  Nivette ;   let'  us  besides  suppose  Andaye, 
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Socoa,  and  St.  Jean  de  Liu,  in  pottsetiion  of  the  enemy ;  tbe  Fnndi 
army  then,  having  received  the  garritops  of  those  three  placet,  amonot- 
ing  to  twenty-five  thousand,  might  place  siiteen  thousand  io  tbe  camp 
at  Bidart,  previously  fortified,  and  nine  thousand,  including  the  four 
thousand  from  the  army  of  the  centre,  at  Spelette,  afterwards  at  Ustarix, 
if  circumstances  should  require,  in  order  to  defend  the  Nive,  cover  the 
left  of  the  army  encamped  at  Bidart,  and  menace  the  right  flank  of  tbe 
Spanish  army,  then  diminished  by  the  troops  obliged  to  be  left  ki  Aii- 
daye,  Socoa,  St.  Jean  de  Luz,  and  the  communication  with  the  maga- 
zines formed  in  Spain,  either  to  protect  tbe  conquered  place  and  forti^ 
or  to  ensure  the  line  of  operation. 

Being  thus  reduced  to  about  twenty«four  thousand  men,  would  the 
Spanish  army  dare  to  attempt  on  forcing  the  passage  of  the  Nive,  to  ad- 
vance upon  the  Adour,  exposing  itself  to  find  the  troops  of  the  camp  of 
Saint  Palais,  who  would  come  to  join  with  those  detached  from  thecaaip 
of  Bidart,  marching  on  its  right  flank,  and  those  of  the  camp  of  Bidart 
on  its  left  ?  It  would  certainly  prefer  an  attack  on  the  camp  of  Bidart, 
and  we  will  suppose  it  to  gain  the  advantage  of  forcing  it ;  the  Freneh 
army  would  then  cross  the  small  river,  and  would  come  to  occupy  nan 
to  Bayoune  the  camp  at  the  front  of  the  Spanish  ga^,  the  right  to  the 
Adour,  the  left  to  the  Nive  under  St.  Michael,  occupying  the  heighti 
of  the  Queen  of  Spain's  house,  the  front  and  right  being  covered  by 
a  morass. 

In  this  last  position,  almost  inexpugnable,  the  French  general  by  re* 
ducing  his  army  to  twelve  thousand  men  in  the  camp  under  Bayoone^ 
might  increase  to  thirteen  thousand  the  corps  which  we  have  supposed  to 
be  stationed  to  his  left,  to  defend  the  Nive,  which  then  passing  that  river 
to  Ustariz  or  Cambo,  to  march  upon  St.  P^  and  Serres,  would  menace 
the  Spanish  army  with  taking  it  in  the  rear,  placing  it  between  two  firest 
or  cutting  off  its  line  of  operation.  The  troops  of  the  camp  of  St*  Palais 
would  at  the  same  time  make  a  movement  to  their  right  to  march  upon 
the  Nive,  opposite  to  the  right  flank  of  the  Spaniards,  and  these  different 
movements  must  of  necessity  compel  the  enemy  to  a  precipitate  retread 
in  which  besides  they  would  have  little  assurance  of  succeeding. 

After  having  nearly  demonstrated  the  impossibility  for  the  Spaniards 
to  succeed  in  being  able  to  undertake  the  siege  of  Bayoune,  if  they  bad 
no  more  than  thirty-six  or  even  thau  forty  thousand  men  to  ^kttack  the 
most  western  parts  of  the  frontier,  shall  we  suppose  them  to  prefer  aU 
tempting  an  attack  on  the  centre,  and  that  they  have  alrepuly  advanced 
in  force  through  the  passes  upon  Navarreins  and  St.  Jean->Pie^«>Fart» 
leaving  this  place  in  their  rear  ?  In  this  case,  a  strong  division  of  the 
army  of  the  right  should  move,  part  into  a  camp  under  Hdetle,  to  the 
number  of  nine  thousand,  occupying  the  heath,  the  right  resting  on  the 
mountiun  of  Baygour,  the  left  at  the  village  and  the  small  rivulet ;  and 
part,  amounting  ^  f^^^  thousand,  to  the  army  of  the  centie^  whick  llm. 
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coDnistiDg  of  sixteen  tfaouwad  men,  would  be  encamped  near  St*  Juste, 
behind  the  Bidousse,  while  the  army  of  the  lefl  would  have  marched  to 
Mauleon,  and  by  these  dispositions  they  would  cover  Bayonne  by  their 
right,  Navarreina  by  the.left,  St.  Palais  and  the  passages  of  the  Adour  bj^ 
the  centre,  as  vrell  as  the  Gavesof  Suzon«  Oleron,  and  Pau,  exclusive  of 

■ 

the  danger  the  Spaniards  would  have  incurred  of  their  flanks  being  in^ 
suited,  and  above  all  of  their  convoys  being  intercepted,  and  their  line 
of  communication  cut  ofl. 

We  will,  however,  still  suppose,  that  the  enemy  have  seized  on  St. 
Jean->Pie<^6-Port,  and  that  they  direct  their  efforts  on  Navarreins,  after 
having  forced  tlie  French  to  abandon  their  position  at  Helette,  St.  Juste^ 
and  Mauleon,  the  small  army  of  the  centre,  strengthened  with  three 
thoujuind  of  tlie  garrison  of  St.  Jeav,  would  then  have  retreated  iuto  the 
intrenclied  camp  formed  under  Navarreins,  the  army  of  the  left  upon 
Oleron,  and  the  nine  thousand  men  of  the  right  into  the  intrenched 
camp  of  St.  Palais ;  in  this  situation,  what  could  the  Spanish  army  date 
to  attempt,  surrounded  as  it  were  by  three  corps,  the  whole  of  its  rear 
being  undefended,  and  its  line  of  operation  either  already  cut  through, 
or  continually  in  danger  of  being  so,  while  we  might  instantly  marcK 
into  the  camp  of  Sauveterce  some  of  the  national  guards,  always  ready 
for  the  reinforcement  of  the  army  posted  under  Navarreins. 

If  lastly,  the  enemy   bad   preferred  to  pass  through  Jacca  towards 
Oleron,  then  the  corps  encamped  in  this  quarter  would  have  fallen  back 
OD  Pau,  behind  the  Gave,  the  army  of  the  centre,  constantly  strength-, 
ened  by  that  of  the  right,  would  have  marched  to  Oleron,  and  the  nine 
thousand  men,  also  of  the  army  of  the  right,  would  have  moved  upon 
Mauleon.     But  here  it  would  be  more  easy  than  any  where  else,  to  close 
the  ports  or  passages  by  which  the  Spaniards  would  have  penetrated 
from  the  valley  of  Canfran  into  those  of  Ossau  and  Aspe,  and  to  cut  them 
off  front  all  communication  with  their  magazines,  perhaps  even  from  all 
means  of  retreating ;  besides  ok  soon  as  the  French  general  would  be 
assured  of  the  attempt  of  the  Spaniards  on  the  left  part  of  his  line  of 
defence,  would  he  not  be  able,  by  joining  the  greater  part  of  the  garri-, 
sons  of  Bayonne,  St.  Jean-de-Luz,  Socoa,  and  Andaye  totlieeight  thou- 
sand  men  he  had  retained  for  the  security  of  his  right;  to  advance  with, 
nearly  twelve  thousand  men  on  the  Aldudes,  the  valley  of  Bastan  and 
Goipuscoa,  in  fine,  to  penetrate  into  Spain,  and  produce  a  diversion^ 
which,  by  rendering  the  return  of  the  Spaniards  necessary,  would  make 
them  incur  the  greatest  dangers  in  their  retreat  ?  In  l684,  the  Spaniards 
undertook  to  cannonade  the  fort  which  was  being  constructed  at  An- 
daye ;  notwithstanding  tlie  snows.  Marshal  de  Bellefonds  penetrated  at 
far  aa  Roncesvalles,  and  this  diversion  alone  obliged  the  Spaniards  to 
leave  the   banks  of  the  Bidassoa,  and  to  vsuffer   the  fort  of  Andaye 
to   remain. 
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We  will  couclude  this  plan  of  defence  for  the  western  part  of  the  froo- 
tier,  with  the  most  improbable  supposition. — The  French,  drtyeo  nnder 
the  walls  of  Bayonne,  have  been  compelled  to  j^bftndon  that  town  to  its 
own  strength,  and  to  cross  to  the  right  bank  of  the  Adour;  the  enemy 
have  taken  possession  of  St.  Jean-Pie-de-Port,  Oleron»  Mauleon,  Navar* 
reins,  Andaye,  Socoa,  and  St.  Jdtb-de-Luz  ;  have  forced  the  intreDcbed 
camp  of  Sauve-terre  ;  and  the  armies  of  the  left  and  centre,  after  having 
received  the  garrisons  from  the  captured  places,  have  crossed  the  Gave  of 
Pau,  to  encamp  at  Peirorade  ;  but  then  these  two  armies,  after  having 
repassed  the  Gave  over  the  bridge  of  that  town,  would  have  come  to  join 
with  that  of  the  right,  and  all  three,  being  reunited,  and  forming  about 
forty- four  thousand  men,  would  have  marched  against  the  SpaDtards, 
who  being  weakened  by  garrisoning  the  towns  and  forts,  and  in  ao  ene- 
my's country  without  resources,  at  a  distance  from  their  magazines, 
having  in  order  to  retire  to  pass  through  difficult  defile!^,  could  not 
begin  their  retreat  too  speedily,  and  would  find  much  trouble  in  ef- 
fecting it. 

We  have  explained,  as  well  as  our  knowledge  of  military  affairs  aod  of 
the  local  circumstances  has  enabled  us,  the  methods  which  appear  to  us 
the  most  advantageous  for  defending  the  Pyrenees,  and  causing  the 
Spaniards  to  repent  their  attempts  to  pass  that  barrier,  iu  order  to  pene- 
trate into  France ;  we  are  now  about  to  trace  a  plan  of  offensive  optra- 
tions  against  Spain,  and  to  point  out  the  means  of  ensuring  their  most 
speedy  success,  as  well  as  to  render  them  as  injurious  as  possible  to 
the  Spaniards. 

Offensive  Operations. 

By  means  of  a  great  number  of  passages  or  ports  which  cross  through 
the  Pyrenees,  and  furnish  communications  from  France  to  Spain,  thit 
kingdom  is  capable  of  being  attacked,  or  at  least  insulted  by  many 
points ;  but  the  only  two  that  appear  to  furnish  the  m'ean«  of  entering 
on  the  field  with  armies  and  all  their  train,  are  at  the  eastern  and  west- 
ern extremities  of  the  Pyrenees,  in  the  direction  of  Perpignan  and  of 
Bayonne.  The  former  conducts  into  Catalonia,  the  latter  into  Navarre; 
consequently,  the  French  have  almost  always  carried  the  war  into  Spain 
by  one  of  these  two  points,  most  frequently  however  into  Catalonit, 
seldom  by  both  these  points  at  once ;  from  thence  the  Spaniards,  not- 
withstanding thdr  small  strength,  have  been  enabled  to  have  greater 
means  of  defence,  being  only  obliged  to  make  it  principally  oo  one 
single  point  and  at  the  most  on  two,  and  always  feebly  6n  the  side 
of  Navarre, 

It  has  appeared  to  us,  on  the  contrary,  that  it  would  have  been  much 
more  wise  and  advantageous  to  profit  by  the  small  force  which  the 
Spaniards  could  employ  iu  the  very  extensive  defence  of  their  frontien, 
to  oblige  thesi  by  attacking  them  on  all  the  poikits  poatibley  to  divide 
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their  forces*  and  thereby  render  them  ineffectual :  it  is  true,  thai  by 
adopting  this  project,  France  ,would  be  obliged  to  employ  against  Spain 
much  greater  forces  thaft  she  has  hitherto  done*  when  making  war  upon 
that  power ;  but  this  method  seems  to  us  the  only  one  of  making  that 
war  with  almost  an  assurance  of  succe^,  and  of  terminating  it  in  a  very 
short  space  of  time ;  which  must  be  sufficient  to  prove  the  advantages 
of  extensive  afFeusive  operations,  made  by  bodies  of  troopa  sufficiently 
strong  to  support  themselves  to  the  ti{pe  when  the  greater  part  of  them 
can  be  reunited* 

Thus*  for  the  adoption  of  this  plan,  if  Spain  can  bring  into  the  field 
sixty,  thousand  regular  troops,  France  must  attack  her  with  a  hundred 
thousand ;  and»  exclusive  of  the  regular  troops  and  the  garrisons  sta- 
tioned in  the  towns  and  forts  on  the  frontier,  the  generals  must  be  able 
to  dispose  the  national  guards  of  the  different  departments  along  the 
frontier,  in  a  first  and  second  line,  and  the  sedentary  ones,  which  are  in 
the  towns  and  villages  situated  on  the  extreme  frontier,  at  the  foot  of  the 
Pyrenees,  on  the  French  side. 

With  such  forces,  thirty  thousand  effective  men  should  form  the  army 
collected  under  Perpignan,  with  a  disposable  corps  of  ten  thousand, 
capable  of  being  augmented,  if  occasion,  by  four  .thousand  volunteen, 
drawn  by  piquets  from  different  garrisons  ofthe  towns  and  forts  of  the 
Eastern  Pyrenees. 

Twenty  thousand  men  should  be  assembled  under  Toulouse,  with  a 
disposable  corps  of  ten  thousand,  capable  of  being  augmented  by  ten 
thousand  volunteers  from  the  battalions  of  the  national  guards  of  the  de* 
partment  of  the  Upper  Garonune,  the  Upper  Pyrenees,  Gers,  Lot  and 
Garonne,  Lot,  Dordogne,  Landes  and  Giroude. 

Lastly,  the  third  army  of  thirty  thousand  men  should  be  divided  into 
two  corps,  one  of  twenty  thousand,  the  other  of  ten,  capable  of  being 
augmented  by  four  thousapd  men  taken  from  the  garrisons  of  the  towns 
and  forts  of  the  department  of  the  Lower  Pyrenees. 

From  the  instant  when  these  armies  would  be  in  a  state  to  act,  wb^n 
their  magazines  would  be  formed,  their  mules  collected,  their  artillery, 
their  vehicles  for  provision?,  for  the  sick,  &c.  in  good  state,  and  the  pre^ 
caution  should  have  been  particularly  adopted  of  being  provided  with 
a  sufficient  number  of  pieces  of  half  pound,  pound,  and  two  pound  balls, 
with  some  howitzers  of  nearly  the  same  capacity,  and  mortars  as  light  as 
possible, the  general  in  cliief,  stationed  at  Toulouse,  should  give  orders 
for  the  different  corps  to  enter  Spain  on  tlie  same  day. 

At  th€  Eastern  Pyrenees. 

To  the  left ;  by  Col  de  Bagnuls,  upon  Roses ;  by  Col  de  Pertus,  un* 
der  Bellegarde,  on  Jouquieras  and  Figueras* 

To  the  centre  ;  by  Boulou,  Pratz-de-Molle,  and  the  Col  d*Ar8,  ojd. 
CampredoQ. 
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To  the  right ;  bj  Ville  Franche,  and  Moot  Louisy  od  Paicerda. 

At  the  Western  P^enees*

To  the  left ;  from  Mauleon  by  Tankst,  the  ports  of  Larrmn,  Belaje, 
and  St.  Engrasse,  upon  the  vallies  of  Roncal  and  Salaxar. 

To  the  centre ;  from  St.  Jean-Pie-de-Port,  by  Onisson,  Cbateaa* 
Pignon,  Altabiscar ;  by  Arneqai,  Val  Carlos,  the  port  of  Ibognete ;  by 
the  moantain  of  Urculu  and  the  founder}'  of  Orbaicette  upon  Roocei- 
valles.  If  it  were  wished  that  some  troops  should  pass  by  the  left,  be* 
tween  the  mountain  of  Urculu  and  that  of  Icropil,  this  defile  is  formed 
by  perpendicular  rocks,  where  scarcely  three  men  can  pass  abreast.  This 
is  a  very  essential  point  to  guard ;  from  thence,  fottowing  the  fall  of  the 
waters,  they  arrive  at  the  foundery  of  Orbaicette. 

To  the  right ;  from  tiie  plain  of  Berard,  before  Bayonne,  by  Sonrade, 
Ainhoue,  Urdache,  the  Col  de  Maya,  on  the  valley  of  Bastan  ;  by  Ei-* 
pielette,  Issasu,  Bidarai,  St.  Martin,  on  the  valley  of  Baigori ;  by  £s- 
carol,  Irulegui,  Urdus,  the  port  of  Bera,  on  the  valley  of  Lerin  ;  lastly, 
by  Urugne,  Irun,  on  Fontarabia,  St.  Sebastian,  &c. 

At  the  Upper  Garonne  and  the  Upper  Pyrenees* 

To  the  left ;  from  St.  Gaudeus  and  St.  Beat,  by  Viel,  the  port  of  Vie!, ' 
that  of  THopital,  St.  Pe,  on  the  valley  of  Aran. 

To  the  <:entre ;  from  Tarbes,  by  the  vallies  of  Cotterets  and  Azan ; 
by  the  ports  of  Ponticause  and  Hougtque,  on  the  village  of  Salient,  in 
the  valley  of  Canfran. 

To  the  right ;  from  Oleron,  by  the  vallies  of  Ossau  and  Aspe  ;  by  the 
ports  of  Peyre-Longue,  Bays,  and  Peyre-Negre,  to  arrive  at  the  village 
of  St.  Christine ;  likewise  in  the  valley  and  on  the  road  of  Canfran. 

They  may  also  proceed  into  the  valley  of  Canfran,  passing  by  Be- 
doux,  leaving  the  village  of  Acouze  to  the  left,  crossing  the  defile  of' 
Penna  d*£squilla,  the  village  of  Cel,  and  the  post  of  Aspe,  occupying 
the  heights,  whence,  advancing  upon  Undus,  they  would  arrive  at  the 
summits,  to  a  platform  on  which  stands  the  chapel  of  St.-Christiiie« 
I'Espagnole  ;  and,  after  having  there  taken  positions,  placing  posts  ia 
tUeir  front,  on  the  flanks,  and  at  the  entrance  of  the  defiles,  they  would 
find  themselves  at  liberty  to  enter  the  valley  of  Canfhin. 

By  means  of  these  different  attacks,  which  would  embrace  the  Pf- 
rcfnees,  from  the  shore  of  the  Mediterranean  to  that  of  the  ocean,  the 
Spaniards,  necessarily  much  em  harassed  to  determine  on  what  point  to 
fix  their  forces  for  defence,  and  incapable  of  placing  them  on  every  part 
of  the  frontier,  would  undoubtedly  be  forced  to  abandon,  and  to  leave 
undefended,  the  greater  part  of  the  passages  and  towns  on  which  we 
should  advance.  Meantime  the  French  general,  receiving  speedy  in- 
fonbation  of  the  success  or  fiitlure  of  the  different  attacks,  would 
hasten  to  cause  the  points  in  which  a  repulse  bat  been  fnataihed  to  be 
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reinforced,  in  order  to  occasion  the  success^  of  fresh  altera pts,  which 
would  then  become  more  probable,  as  th^  etiemy  would  have  been  driven 
back  in  many  points. 

These  different  objects  being  effected,  the  centre  and  right  wing  of  the 
army  of  the  eastern  Pyrenees,  which  would  have  seized  on  Campredoa 
and  Puicerda,  wt>uld  tind  themselves  in  possession  of  the  passages,  and 
of  a  country  abounding  with  forage  and  corn,  so  as  to  ensure  great  re- 
sources to  the  army,  which  must  then  be  placed  in  a  state  of  great  cir« 
cumspeccion,  fur  the  protection  of  all  the  detiles  by  which  it  would  ITave 
penetrated,  by  means  of  some  troops  of  the  division  of  reserve,  strengthened 
by  the  garrisons  ;  the  march  of  the  centre  and  the  right  should  then  be 
directed  upon  Bel ver,  which  is  a  league  from  Puicerda,  upon  the  Segre : 
it  would  there  fortify  itself,  and  become  master  of  the  fertile  plain:*  of 
Cerdagne ;  from  thence  it  should  advance  upon  Urgel,  which  is  only 
four  leagues  distant,  and  at  the  same  time  seize  on  the  ruined  castle  of 
Valence,  on  the  Noguera:  by  occupying  those  three  points,  the  whole 
country  would  be  at  our  disposal,  to  the  frontiers  of  Aragon*  The 
castle  of  Valence,  being  placed  in  a  state  of  defence,  situated  on  the 
Noguera,  almost  on  the  border  of  France,  would  itself  ensure  the  pos« 
session  of  an  extent  of  country  of  twenty-five  leagues,  in  which  aa 
army  might  easily  subsist,  and  have  facility  of  communication.  These 
points  would  besides  open  the  passage  towards  Lerida,  in  a  country  ex- 
tremely fertile  and  abundant ;  a  post  in  other  respects  of  great  import* 
ance,  and  of  the  taking  of  which  we  might  assure  ourselves  from  the  in- 
stant when  the  left  wing  of  the  central  army,  passing  from  the  valley  of 
Arran,  would  have  appeared  at  Talaru,  and  direct  itself  towards  Mon- 
9on  and  Balbastre. 

Id  the  most  eastern  part  of  the  Pyrenees,  the  left  wing  of  the  army 
having  directed  itself  upon  Roses,  would  have  met  with  trifling  obstacien, 
that  place  being  neglected,  or  almost  abandoned  by  the  Spadiardir,  who 
place  all  their  confidence  in  Figueras.  In  marching  upon  Roses,  care 
should  be  taken  to  deposit  at  Port-Vendre  all  kinds  of  military  stores  and 
provisions  which  would  be  needed  in  Catalonia,  from  the  entrance  of  the 
army  therein,  in  order  that  they  may  arrive  by  the  port  of  Roses,  as  soon 
as  that  place  should  be  taken.  After  its^Apture,  the  left  wing  should 
advance  on  Gerona,  and  from  thence  to  Ostalric.  When  this  last  place 
shall  be  in  our  possession,  it  should  be  fortified,  in  order  to  serve  as  a 
harrier  and  a  key  to  the  surrounding  country.  During  these  operatioos 
of  the  left,  the  centre,  after  having  crossed  the  Col  de  Pertus,  and  seized 
on  Jonquieras,  would  present  itself  before  Figueras;  if  Roses  should 
not  then  have  surrendered,  after  masking  Figueras,  this  centre  should 
come  to  the  assistance  of  the  left  wing,  and  the  latter,  after  having  ter* 
minated  its  expeditions  against  Roses,  Gerona,  and  Ostalric,  would,  ii| 
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required 9  reinforce  theceotrt 
to  besiege  it.

ley* which  border  on  the  extreme  frontier,  and  would  be  much  more  in- 
jurious to  them,  both  on  account  of  its  retainiuj^  them  constantly  under 
arms,  and  in  a  titate  of  perpetual  apprehensions,  and  as  it  viould  occa- 
sion them  considerable  damages,  partial  it  is  true,  but  frecjueatly  very 
considerable. 

Secondly,  because  the  Spaniard*  with  sixty  thousand  disposable  troopt 
would  be  able  to  do  more  in  an  attack  than  iu  a  defence  ;  for  instance^ 
with  thirty-six  thousand  men,  who  would  penetrate  to  Perpignao  ;  a 
place  badly  fortified,  and  eommanded,  the  only  one,  likewise,  in  a  second 
line  on  this  frontier;  they  might  do  us  much  mischief,  and  occasion  much 
trouble  in  the  departments  of  the  eastern  Pyrenees,  in  Aude,  Ariege^ 
Gers,  Upper  Garonne,  whilst  an  army  of  twenty  thousand  men  would 
threaten  Bayonne,  and  ten  thousand  men,  seconded  by  the  Spanish  pea- 
santry, animated  with  the  hope  of  plunder,  would  iatvut  all  the  passages, 
from  the  valley  of  Aran  to  the  gates  of  Navarreine,  unless  it  were  decided 
to  spread  along  these  different  points  a  great  force,  such  as  what  we  liave 
proposed,  and  which  would  be  much  better  employed  on  the  offenisive. 

Thirdly,  by  reason  that  the  defensive  plan  could  have  no  end  in  view, 
■nd  expose  the  districts  on  this  side  the  Pyrenees  to  all  the  horrors  of 
war,  without  any  ihing  being  able  to  result  firom  it  either  for  individual* 
or  for  France  in  general.

It  was  when  the  French  army  arrived  at  Smolensko,  and  not  aooftaer,  if 
we  are  to  credit  the  Bulletin,  that  all  its  mittfortunes  began*  Buonaparte 
18  therein  stated  to  have  left  Sinolensko,  because  the  right  wing  of  hit 
line  of  operations- left  the  Minsk  road,  and  took  the  Warsaw  line*— This 
riffht  wing  consisted  of  the  Austrian  army  under  Prince  Schartzenbeig* 
who  were  closely  observed  by  a  Russian  corps,  commanded  by  Lieut* 
Gen»  Sachen,  and  the  remarks  in  the  Bulletin  can  be  considered  10  na 
otlier  light  than  as  a  reproach  for  its  defeat  or  inactivity,  which  added 
greatly  to  the  embarrassed  and  perilous  situation  in  which  Buonaparte 
now  found  himself.  Thus  deprived  of  a  point  fTappui  at  Minsk,  he  put 
himself  in  motion  at  **  a  most  cruel  season,*'  and  thought  to  arrive  upon 
the  polish  frontier  before  the  enemy*      On  the  13th  of  November  be 
quitted  Smolensko ;  on  the  l6th  he  slept  at  Krasnoi*  Not  a  word  is  aen^ 
tioned  of  the  battle  in  which  Davoust  threw  away  his  Baton  de  Marecbal, 
and  Buonaparte  himself  was  present !  and  the  affair  in  which  19,0(M 
men  of  Ney's  corps  threw  down  their  arms,  is  passed  over  by  telling  oi» 
that  he  was  surrounded,  but  that  he  extricated  himself  with  his  titnal  in- 
trepidity !    On  the  19th,  the  French  crossed  the  Borysthenes  at  Orza* 
and  the  Russians  gave  up  the  pursuit  in  that  direction  ;   but  their  in^ 
vaders  were  destined  to  run  the  gauntlet  through  a  new  successiott 

^f  horrors* 

Admiral  Tschitschagoff  had  moat  opportoncly  taken  up  hia  gromd 
at  I^fuisk  on  the  l6th,  and  sent  forward  his  advanced  guard,  under  €iC8« 
Lambert,  to  Borisow,  where  he  defeated  Gen.  Dombrowski,  the  com- 
mander of  the  French  corpt  d*  arme,  once  stationed  at  Mohilow,  and 
purposely  called  to  the  ud  of  the  fugitive  Bmperor*      It  was  upon  tbf 
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operations  of  Yictor^s  corps,  that  Buonaparte  relied  for  his  personal 
safety. — This  corps  bore  down  from  behind  the  Oula,  where  Victor  had 
taken  post,  upon  the  Minsk  and  Borisow  roads — ^Closely  followed  by 
Geo.  Count  Wittgenstein.  Buooaparte*s  rear-guard  was  thus  composed 
of  comparatively  fresh  troops.  On  the  24th  of  November,  and  the  four, 
fallowing  days,  there  was  constant  fighting,  in  which  the  Rusbians  were 
uniformly  successful.  The  Bulletin  states,  that,  on  the  29th,  the  French 
fvinained  masters  of  the  field  of  battle,  and  they  pretend  that  the  roads 
i»f  Minsk  and  \Vi4na  were  open  to  them. — ^They  assign  a  curious  reasoa 
for  preferring  the  Minsk  road :  the  Minsk  route  lay  through  a  forest  of 
uncultivated  marshes,  where  it  was  impossible  for  the  army  to  subsist 
itself.  Not  a  word  is  here  said  of  TschttschagoiF's  main  body  being  at 
Minsk,  in  such  force  as  to  present  a  more  formidable  obstacle  than  even 
forests  or  uncultivated  marshes.  Having,  therefore,  directed  the  move<- 
ment  to  Wilna  as  the  only  way  by  which  the  miserable  remnant  of  his 
troops  might  yet  find  means  to  escape,  his  own  personal  safety  became 
the  object  of  his  serious  consideration.  When  the  moral  energies  of  his 
soldiers  were  palsied  by  the  tremendous  physical  calamities  which  hourly 
thickened  upon  them-^when  those  whom  nature  had  not  stealed  against 
the  chances  of  fate  and  fortune,  had,  in  the  words  of  the  Bulletin,  lost 
thetr  gaiety  and  good  hnmour,  and  abandoned  themselves  to  despair—* 
it  would  have  been  his  duty  to  animate,  by  his  presence  and  persuasions, 
the  miserable  victims  to  his  ambition,  or  to  rouse  their  torpid  energies 
by  his  personal  example.  At  such  a  moment  as  this,  did  Buonaparte 
abandon  those  who  for  his  sake  alone  had  endured  such  vast  extremity 
cf  suffering,  and,  placing  himself  in  the  centre  of  his  imperial  guards, 
wks^  with  this  view  liad  been  exempted  from  all  miUtary  duties,  he 
arrived  on  the  3d  of  December  at  Molodetschino,  whence  this  2dth  and 
last  Bulletin  is  dated. — But  besides  hisguard,  **  a  sacred  squadron*'  was 
formed  of  six  hundred  mounted  officers,  and  here  we  have  a  solution  of 
the  enigma  in  the  Russian  accounts,  where  the  number  of  French  offi- 
cers 8tatedto.be  taken  prisoners  bear  so  small  a  proportion  to  that  of  the 
men.-^But  it  was  not  only  during  his  flight  that  it  became  necessary  to 
guard  his  person,  the  troops  had  loudly  expressed  their  indignation  of 
him  who  was  the  sole  cause  of  their  misery,  and  Buonaparte's  fears  led 
him  to  take  these  measures  of  precaution,  which  doubtless  alone  saved 
him^  from  the  fate  he  merited,  at  the  hands  of  his  indignant  and  de- 
luded troops. 

Go  the  5th  Qf  December,  he  reached  Smorgonie,  then,  nominating 
Marat  bis  Lieut.  Gen.  to  comnfiand  the  army,  he  finally  took  his  leave, 
and  still  protected  by  his  escort,  he  arrived  at  Wilna,  from  whence,  iQ 
^isguise  and  incognito,  he  proceeded  in  a  single  sledge — and  contiiiuing 
hisjoUroey  with  extraordinary  rapidity,  at  half  past  eleven  o'clock  on 
the  night  of  |be  18th  of  December,  he  arrived  in  Paris. 
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Leaving  him,  therefore,  to  the  consolation  whichy  in  hia  rereiae  of 
fortune  and  of  fame,  he  coold  yet  derive  from  the  fkwniug  addrenct 
of  his  creatures,  it  is  time  to  turn  our  attention  to  the  aceoea  winch 
were  passing  in  Russia  previous  to  and  after  his  toopa  were  ahamefaltf 
abandoned  by  their  leader. 

We  have  before  noticed  the  arrival  of  Brigadier-Gkoeral  Sir  Robert 
Wilson  with  the  Russian  armies. 

He  was  an  eye-witness  of  all  the  most  important  afiaira  which  hate  oc« 
curred  since  the  retreat  of  the  French  from  Moscow  to  thdr  paawng  the 
Boristhenes.  Sir  Robert  describes  the  enthusiasm  of  every  iodividaalia 
the  Russian  armies  as  beyond  all  praise.  The  French  BuUetiiiSy  as  Aej 
were  received,  were  regularly  translated  into  the  Russian  langvage,  and 
reiid  to  the  troo[js  on  parade  by  their  Officers,  accompanied  fay  comaieiili 
tending  to  bring  the  French  soldiery  and  officers  into  contempt  and  m 
dicule.  The  miraculous  escape  of  SOaLads  of  .Parity  when  aanoandcd 
by  10,000  Russian  cavalry,  was  a  theme  of  mnch  amuaement,  and  it 
was  this  event  to  which  the  Cossacks  alluded  when  they  broka  in  upon 
Buonaparte's  camp  at  Ghorodnia,  at  day-break,  calling  out  ibr  tiM 
^  Muscadins  de  Paris:*  As  a  proof  that  the  reward  offered  in  PlatofTs 
Proclamation  was  not  without  its  effect,  or  rather  that  the  acoompUsk 
ment  of  the  object  to  which  it  alluded  was  considered  as  one  of  the  bmbC 
glorious  achievements  in  military  annals,  several  parties  of  RutaiD  Ofr 
ficers  were  formed  with  the  view  of  carrying  off  or  putting  to  dentil  ths 
French  chief.  A  Captain  Phugner,  whose  name  firequently  appean  ii 
the  dispatches  of  the  Russian  Generals,  entered  Moscow  tbre^  aevcnl 
times,  at  the  head  of  a  chosen  band  of  Heroes,  with  the  inteDtioo  d 
killing  or  taking  Buonaparte.  The  chivalrous  adventurers  were  dii* 
guised  as  Russian  boors,  offering  provisions  for  the  French  army,  bat 
Buonaparte  never  left  his  apartments  in  the  Kremlin  daring  Ae  whok 
time  he  remained  at  Moscow. 

KutuBoff  sent  back  upwards  of  20,000  troops  to  St.  Peteiabiifgh» 
having  uo  occasion  for  reinforcements.    This  gallant  teterm  Inaia* 
curred  some  displeasure  among  his  Generals  for  not  attacking  the  Fraid 
more  decisively  at  Viasma. — Kutusoff  reckoned  upon  rarroiiiKihig  At 
whole  French  army,  with  their  Leader  at  their  head,  at  JShnolenako;  audi 
in  fact,  his  measures  were  most  admirably  calculated  to  effisct  tUa  great 
and  glorious  purpose :  it  was  thought  by  his  OfficerSf^  however,  tiwt 
Viasma  was  the  more  favourable  locality.     Buonaparte  ia  vndcntood  tf 
have  sacrificed  Ney*s  and  Davoust*s  corps  expressly  for  the  pvpoae  sf 
aecuring  his  personal  escape.— 'None  of  the  prisoners  brooght  in  by  Ac 
Russians  had  ever  seen  Buonaparte  on  horseback,  or  even  in  the  Cdd, 
after  the  retreat  from  Moscow.     It  was  supposed  that  the  carriage  il 
which  he  travelled  (a  light  ammunition  waggon)  was  anrroonded  by  i^ 
veral  others  of  a  similar  description,  to  render  hia  escape  nore  certain*

e  great  liHttlc  of  Borodino,  certainty  one  of  the  priiicipal  events  wliich 
llistingaiflf>*d  the  campaign  of  ISlf.  It  is  understood  to  be  drawn  np 
by  Sir  Robert  WilKin.  and  its  authenticity  nill  be  readily  admitted. — It 
*fitirely  coincide*  in  the  main  points  with  the  Russian  accuunti,  and  the 
iutroduclory  paragraph  approxiDiales  cloaely  to  the  opinions  we  have 
Stated  in  the  preceding  pages. 

The  battle  of  fiorodiao  i»  uniou}^  the  most  metnorable  of  the  occur- 
#ences  of  what  we  may  now  describe  as  the  late  RiisBian  war.  The 
Bight  of  t!ie  French  from  Moscow,  it  is  true,  involvt^d  lliem  in  wretch- 
cdnesi  atid  ruin  ;  but  they  imputed  their  disasters  on  that  occasion  to  the 
I,  as  well  as  to  their  enemy.  At  the  time  when  the  battle  of  Bo- 
liodioo  was  fought,  they  were  advancing  to  their  promised  conquests  in 
fitll  hope  and  vigour:  herein,  therefore,  we  see  the  two  parties  fairlr 
matched  ;  and  must  look  to  the  result,  as  an  omeu  of  the  isauenf  fu- 
inflicts  between  the  French  and  the  Itu9<iians,  if  such  should  ever 
take  place  upon  equal  terms.  Buonaparte,  it  is  true,  though  defeated 
•n  the  plains  of  Borodino,  had  still  the  hardihood  to  get  round  the  vic- 
torious army,  and  make  a  dash  ul  Mosi:ow,  hoping  that  the  audacity  of 
rihe  act  would  conceal  his  past  disgrace,  and  terrify  the  Emperor  into  a 
^|wedy  ne;;ociation  ;  but  in  this  also  he  tins  deceived  ;  the  issue  of  the 
iCngagement  was  too  well  understood,  and  [wo  justly  appreciated  at  St. 
Pctenburgh;  and  nothin;^,  we  suspect,  but  a  too  confident  reliance 
hpon  some  weakness,  or  some  treachery  there,  conid  have  im|)elled  the 
l^vatit  tn  hazard  so  desperate  a  measure,  aa  the  advance  into  acountiy 
iKfore  he  had  broken  the  urniy  which  defended  it. 
'  The  account,  then,  of  the  battle  of  Borodino,  of  nhich  the  following 
b  an  epitome,  hau  been  circulated  at  St.  Petersburgh,  where  it  is  m>- 
jtrihed  to  the  pen  of  Sir  Robert  WiUon,  and  it  may,  therefore,  1  sup> 
I  poMii  be  deemed  an  authentic  sketrh  of  that  imporlun,  action  : —

*^  The  ectioD  begaa  abent  two  o'clock  in  the  •Aemoon  of  the*a6tb,  and  was  fa- 
aioutjy  ibaght  on  both  tide*  oatiL  near  dask,  when  .the  eneniy  poaiCMed  hioMelf  of 
tlie  hill  and  battery,  and  obUgcd  the  Second  Army  to  retire  and  take  up  its  poaition 
in  alignement  with  the  Firat  Army,  keeping  same  hills  in  its  front,  on  which  bat- 
teriea  were  erected.  On  the  morning  of  the  26th,  the  French  with  alt  their  fereea 
ajcain  fell  upon  Prince  Bagration  ;  after  a  desperate  reaiatance  broke  in  upon  him ;

At  the  salient  point  of 
this  angle  was  a  battery,  which,  if  takea  and  kept  by  the  enemy,  would  have  com- 
manded  the  whole  Rusaian^position,  and  obliged  a  retreat.   Buonaparte  6uding  that 
the  Russians  remained  steady,  ootwithstaadiag  his  tvemeodai^  artillery  crosa-^re, 
resolved  to  have  this  work  carried.    Various  attempta  were  made  during  the  day, 
l^y  cavalry  and  infantry,  but  they  were  always  repulsed.     Towards^  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  General  Booami  had,  however,  lodged  himself  in  the  battery,  in  front  of 
the  Russian  left ;   but  General  GormonloiF  seizing  the  command  of  a  column,  (for 
he  waa  a  staff-ofi^cer)  rashed  upon  the  battery,  re-carried  it,  put  every  man  to  the 
bayonat,  except  General  Booami,  who  fairly  escaped  with  su  wouada,  one  of  which 
atruck  into  hia  breaat.     Towards  dusk,  the  enemy^s  force  retired,  abandoning  the 
battery,  which  he  had  again  carried  about  4  o^clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  which 
battery  had  been  taken  and  re-taken  three  times  during  the  day.     He  gradually 
withdrew  back  upon  some  works  io  his  rear,  out  of  cannon-shot,  and  from  thence 
ftll  back  about^two  wersts  and  a,  half,  with  his  main  body;  ^giving  ordera  for  bis 
guns,  &c.  to  retire  upon  Moijaiak.     The  Russian  army  remained  apon  the  field 
^  until  the  next  evening,  when  Prince  Kutaaoff  fdl  back  three  werats  with  his  naia 
body,  and  left  General  Platoff,  with  bis  Coaaacka,  to  occupy  the  ground  ip  front 
of  Borodino. 

*^  Thus  terminated,  in  the^/<^,  the  memorable  battle  of  Borodino ;  and  so  far  it 
resembled  the  battle  of  Preu83-£y1ao,  but  not  in  ita  consequences :  for  Eyiao  pro> 
served  Konigsberg,  whereas  Borodino  accelerated  the  loss  of  Moscow.  I  am,  bow> 
over,  inclined  tothink,  that  Borodino,  theoretically,  waa  in  the  field  a  mora  deei- 
aive  victory  than  By  Ian,  aa  the  Rassiana  there  quitted  the  ground  during  the  aania 
night ;  whereas,  at  Borodino,  it  waa  the  cucny  that  withdrew. 

*<  It,  bowever,  greatly  differed  from  Eylau  ia  its  progress  ^  for  Borodino  was  a 
battle  OB  pointy,-- Eylao  was  a  parade  battle,  general  throogphout  the  line,  and 
ooveriag  every  man  in  the  field  with  ita  iroa  canopy.

^^  The  loss  at  Borodino  t6  the  Russian  army  was,  perhaps,  severe:  aa  it  now  ap- 
pears that  85*,ooo  were  killed  or  wounded  (at  least  one-half  killed),  and  above  1,500 
officers,  of  whom  three  Generals  were  killed,  aad  nine  wonnded,

eoeniy  was  passing.  Three  batteries  were  established  *,  but  as  soon  as  Buonaparte 
heard  the  gons  firing  in  his  rear,  he  instantly  ordered  the  bridges  to  be  bumf,  when 
the  moit  appalling  scene  of  horror  and  confusion  ensued-^carriages,  gnnt,  infantrfi 
cavalry,  men,  women,  and  ehildren,  all  hvrried  or  mshcd  towards  the  flaming  pitea* 
The  rear  was  cbgipoaed  of  persons  whom  Boooaporle  would  not  aafre  at  the  hraard 
of  bis  best  troops.— Many  w^i«  drowMd,  many  horned,  many  crushed  by  the  fcllof 
the  flaming  timbers,  many  killed  or  mangled  by  the  shot  from  the.  Russian  hat> 
Ccricsy  whi^b  were  now  directed  with  fatal  aim  to  this  ensanguined  spot. 

All  the  remaioinff  aqnipifss  of  the  French  ^un^y,  iacludang  those  conveying  the 
plander  of  the  cbarf  bes  of  Moacow,  an  immense  treasure,  nnich  of  which  was  in 
ffreach  g^ld  coin,  fell  iato  the  bandn  of  Count  Wittgenetain'B  army.  The  mabi 
prise,  however,  escaped. 

Other  aficonnts  describe  the  apprehensiona  and  anxieties  of  Bnonapartc^s  mind, 
when  lafl  with  bit  few  remaining  troops  on  the  march  towards  Wilna,  as  most  acute. 
Oa  having  that  Ney  had  escaped,  he  is  said  to  have  excUimed— **  I  would  give 
the  two  hundred  millions  I  am  worth  iu  the  Thnilleries,  if  that  report  could  he  cou« 
irmed/*  When  he  saw  Ney  actually  entering  his  camp,  with  a  handful  of  mea^liu 
roald  scarcely  speak  to  welcome  him.  The  Marshal  is  said  to  have  loudly  reproache4 
Pavonatf  uud  indireetly  Buonaparte  himself. 

0ariag^lii«  r^reat  from  Krasooi  io  Stadeosa,  near  Berisow,  which  occupied  eleven 
days,  the  Rumians  took  from  him30«ooo  prisoner*  aloue ;  surely  then  it  ia  not  over* 
straining  the  mark  tn  eatimate  the  loss  in  killed,  wonnded,  and  froien  to  denth,  at 
SQiOOO  aM>re?

Bat  there  were  four  French  corps  d*  urm4e  left  wttMu  the  Hue  of  the  Niemen,  aa 
armies  of  observation  ;  these  were  eeoHnanded  by  Marshals  Macdouald,  Oudinot, 
Victor,  and  Augf«ea«»  andrmight  lagtther  amount  to  100,000  men.  TheiMhiwing 
piay  be  regarded  as  a  tolerable  accurate  aceouni  of  their  respective  positions  at 


Mucduoald,  having  becn-uBBnccesaful  iu  all  his  attempts  againat  Riga,  eecnpiet 
the  rich  ;proeitteci  of  Courhuid  :  bin  head-^oarlem  are  at  Mittau. 
.  Ondinot^s  i»avps  hns  beenrepeMedly  defeated  and  redueed  to  a  mertf  skeleton  by- 
the  ftllniit  Witlgeuste»A)  In  thla  condition  it  secme  to  have  formed  a  junetkm  with 
Victor,  hehlml  the  QnU.  The  latter,  upon  whom  grent  dependence  was  pieced,  wee 
•tationc4  ut  fimolenifco^ith  bia  oorps,  as  a  reasree,  btit  upon  the  eracuation  e# 
Moscow,  be  eviditillly^  took  up  such  a  position  aa  sboultL  prevent  the  junction  ol 
Wittgenstein  ttid  Tsdiitnchagsg,  and  thftis  aecnre  bis  Majesty's  retreat  io  WlhM. 
Ia  this  Victor  completely  succeeded. 

The  Rtaiish  dehttk  luferiit  an,  ihnt  the  enrps  of  Oudinot  nndiDlictor  uniforhily 
ftnufd  the-reaf4gnnf4#nadappenredcnmpnraiivelyenlhcb  TheRaesiens  estlmnthd 
the  enemy^s  fiArce  as  then  amounting  to  seventy  thousand  men,  but  it  i|ntr 
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nftcr  this  period  that  the  seTerity  of  the  weather,  and  the  afTaira  of  the  Rwatiaat, 
prod  need  snch  hatoc  in  the  Frendi  urmy. 

We  may  therefore  infer,  that  the  Dumber  of  infantry  aoldiera  vhicb  Buo^parte 
mustered  at  Smorgonie,  we  mean  of  thoae  who  had  been  in  actual  aerrice,  was  few 
Indeed.  Augereau^s  corps,  however,  remain,  entire  at  Wilaa:  of  itaatrength  we 
know  nothing  certain — probably  with  the  recruits  and  remoant  horses,  which  have 
been  pouring  into  Wilna  for  these  few  months  past,  it  may  amount  to  50,000  mea. 

After  the  passage  of  the  Beresyna,  the  reroaint  of  the  French  army, 
now  deserted  by  their  leader,  pursued  their  route  to  Wilna.  The  dis* 
patches  of  Field-Marshal  Prince  Kntusoff  Smolensko  will  beat  elucidate 
th(^  movements  and  operations  of  the  Ruaaiaa  army  at  this  period. 

Report  to  the  Emperor  Alexander,  dated  December  7>  1812  :— 

The  French  having  passed  the  Bcrezyna,  that  of  .^miral  Tchichagoff  pursued  if 
v^Hho'ut  intermission,  and  guined  repeated  advantages  over  the  enemy,  who  retired 
by  Pletschenitza,  Molodetschno,  Smorgonie,  to  Wilna.  Major-GenenI  Lanskoy, 
who  had  been  sent,  on  the  26th  November,  by  Foorieff  to  Pletschenitza,  nfter  having 
gone  twelve  mites  by  cross-roads,  on  the  morning  of  the  39th,  fell  upon  theadvmneed 
^ard  of  the  enemy  at  Pletschenitza,  while  it  was  preparing  quarters  for  thc*Empe- 
ror  Napoleon.  The  fruits  of  this  unexpected  attack  were  the  capture  of  Cential 
Kamin»ky,  two  colonels,  two  lieutenant-colonels,  two  m^ors,  twenty-four  oflkers 
of  difierent  ranks,  and  two  hundred  and  seventeen  soldiers.  The  advanced  gnardof 
Admiral  Tchichagoff,  in  vigorously  pursuing  the  enemy  to  Chotinitschi,  took  Irvm 
them  five  cannons,  one  colonel,  six  officers,  and  above  five  hvndred  pnaoncrt.  Be- 
sides an  inconsiderable  loss  of  men  on  our  side,  Major-General  Grekoff  waa  slightly 
wounded  by  a  ball  in  the  head. 

The  enemy,  still  pursued  by  the  advanced  guard  of  Admiral  Tchkhagoff,  wav, 
on  the  9d  December,  overtaken  at  Latigal,  and  vigorously  attacked  by  Mi^|or-GeD. 
Count  Ozouska,  when  two  Saaon  standards  were  taken  (which  I  have  bow  the 
honour  to  lay  at  your  Imperial  Majesty's  feet  by  the  hands  of  the  Sub-KeateaaBt  of 
the  Guards,  Feutsch),  and  one  cannon,  and  more  than  fifteen  hundred  prisoners, 
among  whom  are  several  officers,  and  one  general,  of  whose  name  I  bare  not  yet 
been  infoi*med.  The  troops  of  General  Count  PlatoflT  took  a  very  active  part  ia 
this  affair. 

The  advanced  guard  of  Admiral  TchichagoflP  having  approached  Molodetschno^ 
on  the  4th  December,  found  the  bridge  destroyed,  by  the  enemy;  who,  kavlag 
quitted  this  place  about  midnight,  continued  his  march  to  Smorgonie.  M^ior^Gc*. 
Count  Ozouzka  continued  his  pursuit,  took  fire  hundred  prisooers,  and  tixcamov*, 
besides  which,  two  cannon  were  found  at  Molodetschno. 

By  the  report  of  Admirnl  TchicbagofT,  of  Lieutenant-General  Sackev^  e^g^gt- 
nent  with  the  corps  of  General  Regnier,  which  fornra  tho  rear  guard  of  Prince 
Scbwratzcnberg,  the  Austrian  troops  which  were  advancing  to  Slonim,  are  again 
returned  to  Isabeline,  to  reinforce  General  Regnier.  This  movement  indnccd  lieu« 
tenant-General  Sacken  to  retire  upon  .Scheremoff,  In  order  to  be  always  in  tite 
rear  of  the  enemy,  in  case  this  last  ^ould  attempt  to  march  towards  Wilaa.  By  thJfl 
movement  your  Imperial  Majesty  will  perceive,  that  the  Prince  8cllw«iaenhcrg 
retires  from,  rather  than  approaches  towaMs  Wilna,  However,  in  order  to  be  qvite 
certain  of  the  direction  which  he  takes,  I  have  ordered  the  corps  of  Covnt  Oscha- 
rofTsky  to  mancxuvre  on  the  side  of  Slonim. 

I  this  instant  received-  a  report  from  Count  PUtoff,  accoaipaaled  with  a  Poliib 
standard,  which  I  have  the  honour  to  send  with  this  report  to  yo«r  Inpcrisl 
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Report  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Russian  Armies,  Field-Marshal  Prince- 

KutusofT  ^moWnsko,  to  his  Imperial  Majesty,  of  the  I9th  December,  is  12  :— • 

After  a  slight  resistaucc  the  enemy  was  obliged  yesterday  to  abandon  the  city  of 
IV ilna,  which  the  troops  of  your  Imperial  Majesty,  under  the  comBianU  of  Admiral 
Tchichai^off,  immediately  took  poasessioii  of.  The  enfmy^had  not  had  tim^  to  de- 
stroy the  considerable  mai^azincs  which  he  had  prepai*ed  there  ;  we  have  taken  from 
him^a  quantity  of  cannon.  The  advanced  guard  and  all  the  army  under  Admiral 
TchichagoflT  are  in  pursuit  of  him.  1  am  niyself  at  the  distance  of  twenty  wersts 
from  Wilna  ;  but  i  will  not  fail  to  transmit  to  your  Imperial  Majesty  a  detailed  re- 
port|  as  soon  at  I  shall  arrive  there. 

Coutinuation  of  the  Journal  of  Military  Operations  from  the  8th  to 
the  13  th  Deceoaber: — , 

Dec.  8.— Admiral  Tchichsfoff,  in  hi«  6r8t  report  of  the  5th,  states,  that  >fajor- 
General  Count  Ozouzka  had  pursued  the  enemy  to  Molodetschno,  taking  ti\e  hun- 
dred prisoners  and  eight  pieces  of  cannon.  By  his  second  report  of  the  7th  Decem. 
it  appears,  that  his  van-guard,  under  the  orders  of  Major-General  Tchaplitz,  had 
pressed  so  close  upon  tfie  enemy's  rear,  as  to  carry  off  hi^  picquets,  and  subse- 
quently entirely  to  destroy  that  QDrps  near  Smorgonie,  at  which  place  their  main  body^ 
halted,  and  were  not  a  little  surprised  to  see  our  Cossacks  appear,  when  they  im- 
nedtately  fled  with  such  precipitation  as  to  leaiveall  their  magazines.  The  ene. 
my*t  loss  on  this  occas^n  amounted  to  twenty-five  pieces  of  cannon,  and  three 
thousand  prisomra. 

I|ead-qaarters,  Molodetschno,  9th  Dec.  ,  , 

The  enemy  was  pursued  from  this  place  on  the  7th  by  Coqnt  Ooxu«Va,  as  far  as 
Belitzi,  with  a  loss  of  nine  pieces  of  cannon,  and  above  one  thousand  prisoners,  a 
great  number  of  tumbrils  and.  other  carriages.  In  consequence  of  the  extreme 
cold,  and  a  great  want  of  prowisious,  .the  oombers  of  persons  perishing  along  the 
high  roads  have  considerably  increased,  and  amongst  whom  are  noticed  mauy  of 
Napoleon^s  guard. 

Aide-de-camp  General  Count  OscbarolTsky  reports,  umler  date  Wolosehna,  7tliL. 
December,  that  on  that  day  he  arrived  there,  and  proposed  following  the  grand  army 
in  a  parallel  line,  cndeavonriog  at  the  same  time  to  cover  its  left  flauk,  and  to  ob. 
serve  the  movements  of  the  corps  under  Prince  Schwartzeulierg.  Admiral  Tchi- 
chagoff  reports  on  the  8th,  that  his  van  guard,  commanded  by  Major-Gtneral 
TcbapUtz,  continuing  to  pursue  the  euemyiand  to  press  him  closely,  had  compelled 
him  to  abandon  sixty-one  pieces  of  cannon.  Colonel  Mordegnaase,  .Aide-de-Comp- 
Cveneral  of  the  Staff,  the  Aide-de-Camp  of  Marshal  Davoust,  and  two  thousand  meo 
were  made  prisoners  in  this  affair.  The  whole  of  the  road  from  Smorgonio  tp  Qschn|-, 
aany  was  so  completely  strewed  with  dead  bodies,  and  dead  horses,  and  socoven^d 
wilh  artillery  waggons,  tumbrils,  aiul  carriages,  tliat  it  was  rendered  almost 
in  passable. 

The  dissatisfuction  amongst  Napoleon^s  troops  has  increased  to  such  a  pitch, 
tliat  they  with  one  voice  charge  him  as  the  author  of  all  their  misery. 

Head-quarters,  Smorgonie,  Dec.  10. — Colonel  Knprring  reports,  under  date  of 
the  8th,  that  be  detached  some  squadrons  to  watch  the  enemy *s  -motious  on  tb^ 
side  of  NovHswerskena  and  Stalbzeif. 

General  Connt  Wittgenstein  states,  that  keeping  with  his  corps  to  the  right  of 
TchichagofF's  army  in  a  parallel  line  ;  he  was  on  the  ^th  at  Nestawiscfikatch.  His 
van  guard  at  Swiranke,  and  his  cavalry,  under  the  command  of  Aide»de»Cauip- 
Gencral  Kutusoif,  and  Major-General  Burosdin,  at  NemcntschiDei

of  single  FieldworkSf  Block  and  Guard^HouseSj  and  Intrenekmeni§. 

1.  Size.  WheD  a  work  it  to  be  construct^  for  300  men,  and  the  girritM^  vIki  ^ 
drawn  up  for  il^s  defence,  ia,  m  uinal,  to  be  formed  8  deep,  Ibe  circttaiferenct 
■init  be  300  feet  j  8  feet  being  allowed  for  each  file ;  the  interior  side  of  the  brcMl- 
work,  alonf  which  the  troops  stand  mnst  therefore  be  900  Aret  in  length. 

8.  When  the  garrison  is  to  dwftll  within  a  square  redonbt,  and  is  to  be  fhcmeil 
9  deep  for  its  defence,  each  side  of  the  work  mnst  be  1 00  feet  in  length.  For  hi. 
vlance,  if  each  side  were  only  75  feet ;  the  300  men,  required  to  man  the  work 
would  not  have  sufficient  room  to  encamp  within  it;  still  less  can  thej,  when  ths 
redoubt  is  smaller.  If  tlie  breastwork  is  to  be  manned  by  a  single  Hink,  130  men 
may  dwell  conTeaiently  in  a  square  redoubt,  the  sides  of  whidi  are  So  feet  in 
length*.  Consequently  there  is  not  sufficient  space  for  the  garrison  to  encamp 
within  small  forts. 

3 .  Form  qf  single  Fieldworks,  No  form  is  more  adrantageons  for  fieldworks, 
whose  circumference  does  not  exceed  500  feet,  than  the  common  square  redoubt. 
The  angles  howerer  of  such  redoubts  should  be  cut  off,  about  8  feet  in  each  line 
small,  and  ]6  feet  In  large  redoubts. 

4.  When  the  circumference  exceeds  500  feet,  there  is  no  form  better  than  what  is 
calM  the  cross  redoubt.  It  consists  of  4  half  redoubts.  Here  the  angles  should 
be  likewise  cut  off. 

5.  Qf  Block  and  Guard  Houses,  A  sumU  guard ^  which  Is  posted  at  a  distance  liiMi 
the  quarters,  &c.  may  be  easily  surprised,  particularly  in  a  wood ;  and  besides  whieh, 
it  cannot  remain  in  the  open  air  during  the  winter :  for  these  reasons,  gnard-honsci 
arc  necessary,  which  may  be  able  to  resist  slight  attacks.  A  gnard-bonse  alMMit  IS 
feet  square,  is  sufficiently  large  to  contain  a  garrison  of  30  men. 


•  Each  soldier  requires  31  squsre  feet,  including  the  space  between  the  teats. 
Cue  tent,  1 1  feet  long,  and  the  same  breadth  is  allowed  to  s,  or  at  the  utmost  6  men.' 
Inn  block-house,  only  16  square  feet  are  allowed  to  each  man. 
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6.  When  a  g^uard-hoase  is  inteoded  to  resist  a  powerful  attack,  or  heayy  artillefy^ 
for  fTTeral  hovrt,  a  buildinff  showld  be  coDstracted,  90  feet  aqnafe  5  tdtb  womU  be 
calculated  for  30  men,  and  shonld  be  provided  with  a  double  6ooring  of  timber. 

7.  When  a  guard-house  is  to  withstand  an  attack,  even  of  heavy  artillery,  for 
S4  hours,  or  longer  ^  the  method  of  Captain  Muller,  of  the  Prnsalan  engineers, 
should  be  adopted  for  the  construction  ;  long  beams  should  be  used,  the  ends  of 
which  should  be  halved  andlet  into  each  other ;  the  4  beams  then  form  a  square, 
upon  which  another  of  the  same  construction  is  placed  ;  this  is  repeated  until  the 
ocoessHry  heiglit  is  attained,  and  thus  a  wall  of  beams  is  formed. 

When  the  wall  is  6  or  7  feet  high,  the  top  should  be  covered  with  joists  laid  dose 
to  each  other  across  the  building,  over  which  a  soflkient  quantity  of  earth  should 
be  thrown,  and  should  likewise  be  heaped  np  against  the  side-walls.  In  which  loop- 
holes are  cut,  and  the  whole  building  is  surrounded  with  a  ditch. 

8.  Dirtcthn  qf  the  Lines  and  Works  cf  ettensUoe  Intrenchntenie,  Wheu  the  hmm 
are  only  to  be  occupied  by  infantry ;  an  intrenchmcnt  composed  of  salient  and  re* 
entering  angles,  is  the  best  :  the  re-entering  angles  should  not  exceed  190  nor  be 
less  than  90  degrees ;  and  the  faces  should  be  as  nearly  as  posaible  ISO  paces< 

9.  When  the  lines  are  to  be  defended  by  artillery,  the  laces  may  be  300  feet  loif 
when  3  pounders,  and  500  when  19  pounders  are  employed.  Above  this  distnnte 
BO  artillery  will  be  able  to  defend  a  work. 

10.  When,  as  is  generally  tlie  case,  the  works  are  defendHi  by  infantry  tttt 
artillery  together,  both  tlie  above  methods  should  be  combined. 

11.  When  a  space  of  {ground  is  to  be  fortified  by  single  works;  square  redoubts 
Baoking  each  other  should  be  disposed,  af  500  paces  from  eenb  otheri  the  angles 
towards  the  enemy  should  be  cnt  off.  The  sides  of  the  redoubts  sfaoilld  beabuift 
150  paces  long,  so  that  a  batallion,  fornied  9  deep,  will  be  able  to  man  one  of  them. 
Trons-de-lonp  should  be  formed  at  between  30  and  40  paces  in  front  of  the  redoubts. 
Tho  ditch  should  be  pallisaded ;  and  between  each  two  redoubts,  9  raws  of  trouf^ 
de-loup  should  be  placed  more  in  front  and  extending  nearly  the' whole  dislAUte 
between  the  redoubts. 

19.  Entrances,  In  field-works,  where  guns  are  not  usied,  (he^ntrai^ce  ihouldbi 
4l^t  wide,  and. should  be  carried  throiigh  the  breast  work  either  obliquely  or 
in  a  serpentine  form.  When  there  are  guns  the  entrance  most  be  8  feet  wide.  The 
entrance  should  be  closed  with  chevaox-^>frisc  or  palisades,  ami  about  19  feet 
behind  it  astrait  breasUorli,  6  ftet  thick  at  the  tep,  shoald  b)e  thrown  ep.  The 
entrances  into  intrenchments  of  greater  extent,  must  be  at  least  g  feet  wide  j  but  (. 
the  troops  are  to  move  through  it  during  an  attack,  from  90  to  40  paces  will  be 
veoeasary.  It  will  be  well  also  to  dig  a  ditch  in  front  of  the  entrance,  and  to  lay 
planks  or  spars  across,  which  may  be  thrown  into  the  ditch  in  case  of  en  ntleck  et 
nn  alarm  during  the  night. 

13.  Trmvenes.  In  consequence  of  the  general  use  of  heavy  ai-tinery,  and  p$n\cU' 
larly  on  account  of  the  howitzer  shells,  traverses  are  necessary  in  ever  field-work  of 
npy  impertancek  They  are  small  mounds  of  earth  6  feet  high,  8  fVsfct  thick  at  the 
bottom,  and  6  feet  at  the  top,  and  are  from  10  to  19  feet  in  length.  They  should 
W  revetted  aU  mnnd  with  hurdles,  which  are  fastened  together  at  the  emli  irlt% 
etroof  twlgS|  for  the  pnrpoee  of  supporting  the  earth.

HEROISM  OF  THE  ELEVENTH  REGIMENT. 


Sir,— -UNDER  the  flattering  proposal  you  hare  been  pleased  to 
make^  through  tlie  channel  of  tiie  Military  Chronicle,  to  giyt  jo  tvni 
to  the  public  a  summary  detail  of  the  services  occasionally  perfbrmed 
by  any  particular  branch  of  the  Arms  of  his  Majesty,  I  feel  a  pride  io 
now  drawing  your  attention  towards  those  of  the  Blkv^ftth  H^muntDlit 
on  the  memorable  92d  of  July  1812,  on  the  plains  of  Salamanca. 

Composing  a  part  of  Major'>Geoeral  Hulse's  brigade^  in  the  sixth  di* 
Vision,  this  regiment  (1st  battalion),  that  momiog CoqiinaodeAby  Licvt 
Col.  Cyler,  took  the  field,  mustering  effective, — 32  officers, M  seneaiits, 
•and  412  rank  and  file. 

About  the  hour  of  five  o'clock  on  that  evening,  an  opportunity  having 
offered,  long  and  ardently  wished  for,  this  brigade  deployed  i^advaoc^ 
td  firing*  When  arrived  at  the  approved  distance,  orders  were  gmn  ftr 
the  charge,  and  such  was  the  consummate  valour  and  ateadincss  tfa- 
played  in  its  performance,  that  that  part  of  the  enemy  immediately  op* 
posed  gave  way,  almost  instantaneoutly,  in  precipitate  disorder* 

The  brigade  being  now  halted,  was  called  u|>on  to  change  ffoiit«  awl 
proceed  to  the  support  of  the  fourth  division,  then  vigorously  assailed  by 
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a  superior  force  ojf  a  neighbouring  acclivity.  It  advanced  accordingly, — 
but,  in  a  iboment  such  as  this,  when  native  heroism  animated  every 
breast,  and  discipline  so  manifestly  revealed  itself  on  all  sidci%,  to  in- 
stance the  conduct  of  any  particular  corps,  merits  perhaps  an  unfavour- 
able imputation. — I  write  of  the  Eleventh — and  herein  is  my  justifica- 
tion : — Being  elated  with  recent  success,  as  well  as  fired  with  a  loss  ul- 
ready  sustained,  in  conjunction  with  their  brigade,  they  rapidly  ascendetl 
to  the  attack  in  the  face  of  an  incessant  discharge  of  cannon  and  mus« 
ketry,  that  cut  off,  as  it  were,  their  ranks  by  sections.  This  a  reference 
to  the  return  of  killed  and  wounded  will  sufficiently  prove*. — Such,  in- 
deed)  was  the  conduct  of  the  6th  division  on  thia  occasion,  of  which  the 
Eleventh  was  the  advance,  that  Lord  Wellington's  observation,  in  his 
dispatch  dated,  Flores  de  Avila,  Jdly  24th,  J 8 12,  is  certainly  expressive 
of  his  approbation— ^nd  the  approbation  of  such  a  General,  iu  a  season 
ao  momentous,  is  no  mean  military  |>ri7e.  '*  I  ordered  up,"  says  he, 
••  the  (Jth  division,  under  Major-General  Clinton,  to  relieve  the  4lh,  and 
the  battle  was  soon  restored  to  its  former  success,  &c.  &c.** 

Having  stated  this,  I  may  be  allowed  to  give  the  address  of  that  gal- 
lant officer,  the  late  Major  Geueral  Hulse,  to  this  regiment  at  the  close 
of  the  action.  "  I  have  noticed,**. said  he,  "  your  conduct  throughaut ; 
because  I  have  been  present  with  you.  Soldiers,  none  of  you  have 
swerved  from  your  duty  ;  you  have  been  rivals  for  your  country's  glory  ; 
and  deserve  its  gratitude.  I  am  not  come  before  you.  Eleventh,  to  flat- 
you  with  words,  which  would  as  ill  become  you  to  hear,  as  me  to  repeat, 
The  services  of  the  day  will  record  for  themselves  :  and  to  me  it  will 
ever  be,  not  a  mean  boast,  that  1  consider  myself  in  an  extraordinary 
degpnee,  a  partaker  of  its  honours,  iu  having  been  so  fortunate  as  to  com-* 
mand  you.*' 

I  iicknowledge,  that  these  may  not  be  precisely  his  words;  but  will 
maintain  that  their  import  is  not  exaggerated. 

On  the  morning  of  the  2dd,  the  effective  remnant  of  this  battalion 
being  no  more  than  105  rank  and  file  (barely  a  fourth),  were  in  immedi- 
ate condition  to  pursue  the  enemy,  then,  as  ia  already  known,  compUetely 
'  driven  from  the  field.  This  pursuit  resulting  only  in  the  capture  of 
stragglers,  on  the  3d  of  August  the  i  Ith  regiment  halted  in  Cuellar.   ' 

Many  of  its  wounded,  owing  perhaps  to  the  privations  they  were  sub- 
jected to,  did  not  long  survive ;  but  tlie  addition  of  several  dr^f^i  since 
received  from  the  Hd  battalion  (at  present  stationed  in  Gibraltar)  have 
now  restored  it  to  an  efficient  state  to  co-operate  with  most  others  hi 
the  Peninsula.  W.  G.

Ihe  arniislice,  have  been  fined  at  ao,oou  cacb  day,  which  bas  wilb  juUJce  eauaed 
remunslrances  on  tbe  pari  of  Ihe  Guvernor.  Several  limei  thai  garriaoo  ilurlns  lbs

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GenermI  Rapp  bas  formed  a  good  battalion  of  foot  g^nards,  which  is  composed  of 
fiatigued  or  frozen  men,  who  took  refuge  in  the  fortress.  The  fortress  has  snfficieat 
provisions  for  a  year  y  military  men  estimate  that  it  could  resist  open  trenches  for 
three  months,  even  supposing  that  the  enemy  had  a  hesieging  train  of  200  pieces  of 
cannon,  and  without  calculating  the  delay  which  the  sorties  from  the  garrison  could 
occasion  to  the  operations  of  the  siege. 

But  up  to  that  hour,  the  enemy  had  in  no  manner  shewn  an  intention  of  attempt- 
ing so  difficult  an  enterprize.

^arfSi  Juljf  2.-— Her  Mf^esty  the  Empress^  Queen,  and  Regent,  has  receired  the 
following  intelligence  respecting  the  situation  of  the  army  on  the  95th  of  June:— • 

On  the  24th  the  Emperor  dined  with  the  King  of  Saxony.  In  the  evening  the 
French  Comedians  gave  in  the  Court  Theatre  one  of  Moliere^s  pieces,  at  which  their 
Majesties  were  present. 

The  King  of  Westphalia  has  arrived  at  Dresden  to  see  the  Emperor, 

On  the  2.'ith  the  Emperor  visited  the  different  debouches  of  the  P6rcsta  of  Dred- 
4en,  and  travelled  about  twenty  leagues.  His  Majesty  set  out  about  five  in  the  af- 
ternoon, and  returned  at  ten  in  the  evening. 

Two  bridges  have  been  thrown  over  the  Elbe,  opposite  to  the  fortress  of  Koen- 
igtfem.  The  Rock  of  Silienstern,  which  is  upon  the  right  bank,  within  half  cannon- 
shot  of  Koeaigstern,  has  been  occupied  and  fortified.  Magazines  and  other  mili« 
lary  establishsoents  have  been  prepared  in  that  interesting  position.  A  camp  of 
-^,000  men,  thus  leaning  upon  the  fortress  of  Koenigstern,  and  being  able  to 
mancenvre  upon  both  banks,  would  be  nnattackable  by  any  force  ikrhatever. 

The  King  of  Bavaria  has  established  round  Nymphenburg,  near  Munich,  a  camp 
(^  95,000  men. 

Tbe  Emperor  has  given  the  command  of  the  Bavarian  corps  of  observation  to  the 
Dnke  oif  Castiglione.  This  army  has  assembled  at  Wurtzburgh.  It  is  composed  of 
nix  divisions  of  infantry,  and  two  of  cavalry. 

The  Vice-Roy  is  assembling  between  the  Piave  and  the  Adige  the  army  of  Italy, 
composed  of  three  corps.    General  Grenier  commands  one  of  them. 

The  new  corps  which  haa  jutt  been  formed  at  Magdeburg,  under  the  command 
of  General  Vandamme,  already  consists  of  forty  battalions,  and  eighty  pieces 
of  artillery. 

The  Prince  of  Eckmnhl  is  at  Hamborgh.  His  corps  has  been  reinforced  by 
Crqops  coming  from  Frauce  and  Holland,  so  that  upon  that  point  there  are  more 
troops  than  there  ever  were.  The  Danish  division  which  has  joined  the  Prince  of 
£ckmahl  consists  of  i5,ooo  men. 

The  second  corps,  which  the  Dnke  of  Bcllnne  commands,,  had  but  one  division 
daring  the  campaign  which  has  just  finished  ;  this  corps  has  been  completed,  and 
IIm  Duke  of  Bellane  now  commands  three  divisions. 

CircttHMitances  were  so  urgent  at  the  commencement  of  this  campaign,  that  bat- 
talions of  tbe  same  regiment  were  disseminated  into  difi'treut  corps.'  All  has  been 
regulated,  and  every  regiment  has  its  battalions  nnited.  Every  day  a  great  number 
o#  battalions  on  their  march,  which  pass  the  Elbe  at  Magdeburg,  arrive  at  Witiem- 
berg,  Torgau,  and  Dresden.  His  Majesty  daily  reviews  those  which  arrive  at 
Dresden.  « 

The  military  equipages  of  the  army  are  now  either  in  caissons  of  the  old  mode), 
or  In^aissons  of  the  new  model  (called  No.  3)^  or  in  carriages  a  la  Cimtmite,\n 
which  provisions  are  conveyed  for  the  whole  army  for  a  mouth.  His  Majesty  haf 
discovered  that  the  carriages  a  la  L'imtoisf,  as  well  as  the  caissons  of  the  «nci^nt 
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model,  have  inconveniencieii,  and  has  ordered  that  the  equipages,  at  they  may  heocc- 
forth  require  replacing,  shall  be  established  upon  the  inodel  of  the  caissons  No.  3, 
drawn  by  four  horses,  and  which  easily  carry  twenty  qnintals.  The  army  isprovidci 
with  portable  mills  weighing  i61b8.  and  each  capable  of  making  five  qaintals  of 
meal  daily  ;  three  of  these  mills  have  been  distributed  to  each  battalion.  They  art 
working  with  the  greatest  activity  in  augmenting  the  fortifications  of  Glogaiv.  His 
Majesty  wishes  to  wake  that  town  a  regular  fortress,  and  as  the  plan  is  defective, 
ha  has  ordered  it  to  be  covered  by  three  crowns,  by  nearly  following  the  method 
V  hich  Senator  Count  Chassiloop  has  put  in  practice  at  Alexandria. 

Torgau  ia  in  good  condition. 

They  are  also  working  with  g^eat  activity  in  fortifying  Hamburgh  :  ibe  General 
of  Engineers,  Haxo,  has  proceeded  thither  to  mark  out  the  citadel  and  establish  in 
the  islands  works  to  connect  Hamburgh  with  Harburgh. 

I  The  engineers  of  bridges  and  causeways  are  constructing  there  two  flying  bridges, 
upon  the  same  system  as  those  at  Antwerp,  one  for  the  flowing,  the  other  for  the 
ebb  tide. 

A  new  fortress  upon  the  Elbe  has  been  traced  out  by  General  Haxo  on  tlie  Virdea 
side,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Havel.  The  forts  of  Cuxhaven  which  were  in  a  condi- 
tion to  support  a  siege,  but  which  were  abandoned  without  reason,  and  which  the 
enemy  bad  raised,  are  re-building.  They  are  actively  employed  on  them ;  they  will 
no  longer  be  simple  enclosed  batteries,  but  a  fort,  which,  like  the  Imperial  fort  at 
the  Scheldt,  will  protect  the  arsenal  for  construction,  and  the  bason,  the  cstalh- 
lisbment  of  which  have  been  projected  urpou  the  Elbe ;  since  that  the  Engineer 
Beaupre,  who  employed  two  ^ears  in  sounding  that  river^  discovered  it  bad  the 
same  properties  as  the  Scheldt,  and  that  the  largest  squadrons  coald  be  con- 
structed in  it,  and  collected  in  its  roads. 

The  dd  division  of  the  young  Guard,  which  General  Labonttlei  an  officer  of  con- 
summate merit,  commands,  is  encamped  in  the  woods  in  advance  of  Dresden,  upon 
the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe. 

The  4th  division  of  the  yonng  Guard,  which  General  Frant  commands,  debonches 
by  VVurtzburgh.  Some  regiments  of  that  division  have  already  passed  that  town, 
and  marched  towards  Dresden. 

The  cavalry  of  the  Guard  already  reckons  more  than  9000  horses.  The  artillery 
cousists  already  of  more  than  SOO  pieces  of  cannon.  The  infantry  forma  five  di- 
visions, f)ur  of  which  are  of  the  yonug,  and  one  of  the  old  guard. 

The  7th  corps,  which  Gen.  Regnier  commands,  composed  of  Durette*t  division, 
which  is  a  French  division,  and  two  Saxons,  is  receiving  its  complement. 

This  oorps  is  encamped  in  advance  of  Goerlitz.  All  the  Saxon  light  cavalry  have 
joined  it,  and  are  also  going  to  be  completed. 

The  King  of  Saxony  has  completed  his  two  fine  regiments  of  Cnirastiera  to  their 
full  complement.  His  Majesty  has  been  extremely  satisfied  with  the  Kings  and 
Grand  Dukes^of  the  Confederation. 

The  King  of  VVurtdnberg  has  particufarly  distinguished  himself.  He  has  raa4e, 
considering  his  ability,  efforts  equal  to  those  of  France,  and  .his  army,  infantry,  ca- 
valry, and  artillery,  have  been  carried  to  its  fnll  complement.  Prince  Entile  of  Heme 
Darmstadt,  constantly  distinguished  himself  in  the  last  campaign,  and  in  the  pre- 
sent, by  great  sang-froid  and  intrepidity.  He  is  a  young  Prince  of  promise,  whom 
the  Emperor  greatly  esteems. 

The  Princes  of  Saxony  alone  are  in  arrear  with  their  contingent.  Not  only  ia  the 
Citadel  of  Erfurth  iu  good  condition  and  tfell  provisioned,  but  the  fortifications  of 
the  town  have  been  re-established ;  they  are  covered  by  advanced  walls,  and  hence* 
forth  Erfurth  will  be  a  strong  place,  and  of  the  first  importnnce. 
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The  congress  has  not  yet  assembled  ;  vrCf  however,  expect  that  it  will  in  a  few 
days. — If  a  raonth.bas  been  lost,. the  fault  is  not  with  France. 

England,  who  has  no  money,  has  not  been  able  to  furnish  any  to  the  coalesced, 
powers  I  but  she  has  just  concerted  a  new  expedient.— A  treaty  has  been  concluded 
between  England,  Prussia,  and  Russia,  by  means  of  which  a  new  paper  for  several 
hundred  millions  will  be  created  guaranteed  by  the  three  powers. 

It  is  upon  this  resource  they  depend  for  meeting  the  expences  of'the  war.' 

In  the  separate  articles  England  guarantees  a  third  of  this  paper,  so  that'io 
reality  it  is  a  new  debt  added  to  the  English  debt. 

It  remains  to  be  known  in  what  country  this  paper  will  be  issued.     When  this 
luminous  idea  was  conceived,  it  was  probably  conceived  that  this  emission  would 
take  place  at  the  expence  of  the  Confederation  of  the  Rhine,  and  even  of  France, ' 
Holland,  Belgium,  and  the  departments  of  the  Rhine.     Nevertheless,  the  Treaty 
hat  not  on  that  account  not  been  ratified  since  the  Armistice. 

Russia  pays  the  expences  of  her  army  with  paper,  which  the  inhabitants  of  Pms- 
sia  are  obliged  to  receive  ;  Prussia  herself  pays  her  debt  with  paper.  England 
likewise  has  her  paper  :  it  appears  that  each  of  these  isolated  papers  has  no  longer 
lufficient  credit,  as  those  powers  have  come  to  the  resolution  of  erecting  a  common 
one.  It  remains  for  the  merchants  and  bankers  to  inform  us,  if  the  credit  of  the 
new  paper  is  to  increase  by  the  credit  of  the  three  powers,  or  rather  if  the' credit  is 
to  be  the  quotient  of  it. 

Sweden  alone  appears  to  have  received  money  from  England  to  from  5  t9 
600,000/.  sterling. 

The  garrison  of  Mulden  is  in  a  good  state.  The  fortifications  have  been  ang- 
neuled.  We  have  decyphered,  at  head-quarters,  the  two  reports  from  the  Gover- 
nors of  Modlen  and  Zamose.  The  garrisons  of  those  two  fortresses  remained 
masters  of  the  country  a  league  round  them,  the  troops  who  blockaded  them  being 
only  badly  armed  and  equipped  militia.  ^ 

The  Emperor  has  taken  into  his  pay  Prince  Poniatowski*s  army,  and  given  it  m 
new  organisation.  In  less  than  twenty  days  it  will  be  fresh  equipped  and  in 
good  condition. 

However  brilliant  this  situation  may  be,  and  although  his  Majesty  has  really 
Bore  power  than  .ever,  he  only  on  this  account  desires  Peace  with  more  ardour. 

The  Administration  has  purchased  a  great  quantity  of  rice,  in  order  that  during 
the  excessive  hcut  this  product  should  constitute  a  quarter  of  the  soldier^s  ration. 


THIRTYSECOND   BULLETIN. 

Paris,  July  5. — Her  Majcrfty  the  Empress,  <2ue€n,  and  Regent,  has  received  the 
following  intelligence  from  the  army  : — 

Count  de  Metternich,  Minister  of  State  and  of  Conferences  to  his  Majesty  the 
£mperor  of  Austria,  has  arrived  at  Dresden,  and  already  had  several  conferences 
with  the  Duke  of  Bassuno. — Russia  has  just  obtained  from  the  King  of  PrusMa, 
that  Russian  paper  should  have  a  forced  circulation  in  the  Prussian  States;  and  as 
the  Prussian  paper  is  already  at  a  discount  of  70  per  cent,  this  ordinance  does  not 
appear  calculated  to  raise  the  credit  of  Prussia.  The  city  of  Berlin  Is'  tormented 
in  every  possible  manner,  and  every  day  those  vexatious  are  more  (bit  in  it.  This 
capital  already  compares  its  situation  to  that  of  several  towns  in  France  in  1793- 
His  Majesty  the  Emperor,  on  the  28th,  made  an  excursion  of  eight  nr  ten  bonva* 
length  in  the  environs  of  Dresden.  We  have  received  accounts  from  Zamose  ftnd 
Modlen.  These  fortresses  arc  in  the  best  condition,  whether  considered  i^  respect 
to  provittODfl,  warlike  siorc8|  or  fortifications.  ^

Hcad-Quarters,  Casta lla,  April  14,  1813.— >My  Lord,— I  Hate  the  satisfactioa 
to  inform  your  Lordship,  t^at  the  allied  army  under  my  command  defeated  tha 
enemy  on  the  13th  instant,  commanded  by  Marshal  Sucbet  in  person. 

It  appears  that  the  French  General  had,  for  the  purpose  of  attacking  this  sray, 
^r  some  time  beem  employed  in  collecting  bis  whole  diapotable  force. 

His  arrangements  were  completed  on  the  loth,  aud  in  the  morning  of  the  nth, 
he  attacked  and  dislodp^,  with  some  loss,  a  Spanish  corpa,  posted  by  General 
£lio,  at  Yecltt,  which  threatened  his  right  whilst  it  supported  our  left  flank. 

Id  the  evening  he  advanced  in  considerable  force  to  Villena,  and  I  am  sorry  t# 
say,  that  he  captured,  on  the  morning  of  the  I9tb,  a  Spanish  garriaon,  wliich  had 
been  thrown  into  the  Castle  by  the  Spantab  General,  for  its  defence. 

On  the  1 2th,  about  noon.  Marshal  Sucbet  began  bis  attack  on  the  advance  of  thiff 
army  posted  at  Biar,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Adam. 

Colonel  Adam's  orders  were  to  fall  back  upon  Castalta,  bnt  to  dlspatc  the  pusnge 
with  the  enemy;  which  he  did  with  the  utmost  gallantry  and  akill,  for  five  houn^ 
though  attacked  by  a  force  infinitely  superior  to  that  which  be  comnuiided. 

The  enemy's  advance  occupied  the  pasa  that  evening,  and  Colonel  Adhun  took 
up  the  g^ond  in  our  position  which  had  been  allotted  to  him. 

On  the  13th,  at  noon,  the  enemy^s  columns  of  attack  were  formed,  eompoaed  of 
three  divi»ion8  of  infantry,  a  corps  of  cavalry  of  about  sixteen  hundred  men,  and 
>•  formidable  train  of  artillery. 

The  position  of  the  allied  army  was  extensive.  The  left  was  posted  on  a  strong 
rans:e  of  hills,  occupied  by  Migor-General  Whittingham*s  division  of  Spanish  troops, 
and  the  advance  of  the  allied  army  under  Colonel  Adam. 

This  range  of  hitU  terminates  at  Castalla,  which,  and  the  ground  to  the  right, 
was  occupied  by  Majnr-General  Mackenxie's  division,  and  the  S8th  regiment^  from. 
that  of  Licutciiant-General  Clinton. 

The  r^'roaiiider  of  the  position  was  covered  by  a  strong  ravine,  behind  which 
Lieutcnanl-Gcueral  Clinton  was  stationed,  supported  by  three  battalions  of  General 
Rochc*s  division,  as  a  column  of  reserve.  *

tinguished  liimaelfat  Ostend,  Nieuport,  and  the  islaod  of  Cusaisdrivy  of 
which  he  made  himself  master  on  the  1st,  the  18th,  and  the  28th,  and 
finally  at  the  attack  of  fort  TEcIuse,  which  capitulated  on  the  26th  of 
Auguiit.  At  the  very  time  wlten  he  was  gaining  this  place  for  the  re« 
public,  the  Jacobins  of  Brest  sent  his  aged  father  to  the  scaffold  as  an 
aristocrat,  or  a  friend  of  the  aristocrats.  This  old  man,  whom  tiie  people 
of  iMorlaix  called  the  father  of  the  poor,. had  undertaken  to  manage  the 
property  of  several  emigrants,  and  this  furnished  his  enemies  with  an 
excuse  to  destroy  him.  In  the  celebrated  winter  campaign  of  1794» 
which  bowed  Holland  beneath  the  power  of  France,  Moreau  greatly  con- 
tributed to  the  rapid  success  of  Pichegru,  the  right  wing  of  whose  army 
he  headed,  and  of  which  he  assumed  the  chief  command  when  his  ge« 
neral  went  to  take  that  of  the  armies  of  the  Rhine  and  Moselle  :  he  then 
drew  up  a  plan  of  defence  for  Holland,  which  he  communicated  to  g<« 
nerals  Daendels  and  Dumonceau,  and  afterwards  imparted  to  the  Batfr* 
vtan  committee,  whom  he  ordered  to  put  it  hito  execution  within  eight 
days,  or  give  an  account  of  the  measures  taken  for  tliat  purpose.  After 
the  retreat  of  Pichegru  he  took  the  command  of  the  armies  the  of  Rhine 
and  Moselle,  and  in  June^  179^*  opened  that  campaign  which  became 
the  foundation  of  bis  military  glory*  After  having  forced  Wurmser  in  his 
camp  near  Franckenthal,  he  drove  him  back  to  Manheim,  ttiunediatelf 
effected  a  passage  across  the  Rhine  near  Strasbourg  in  the  night  between 
the  23d  and  24th  of  June  ;  and  finding  in  Kehi  only  the  troops  of  the 
circles,  who  made  no  resistance,  he  tooksome  of  them  prisoners,  and 
totally  routed  the  rest.  He  then  left  to  oppose  the  army  of  Cond^  and 
some  small  bodies  of  Austrians,  general  Ferino,  who  was  coutinually 
lighting  with  them  in  the  Brisgau  and  about  Kinche,  till  the  18th  of 
July ;  be  went  himself  against  the  Austrian  army  of  the  Lower  Rhine 
which  was  advancing  towards  Rastadt,  and  sent  another  body  to  Hu- 
ningen  to  file  off  along  the  forest  towos»  and  thus  to  compel  the  troops 
which  occupied  the  Brisgau  to  retreat.  On  the  6th  of  July  h^  attacked 
the  archduke  Charles  at  Rastadt^  and  after  a  very  sharp  engagement 
compelled  him  to  withdraw  to  £tltngen«  where  he  again  attacked  bim  on 
the  ffthy  aud  again  forced  him  to  lall  back,  first  on  Dourlach,  aod  after* 
ward&  on  Pfortzheim.  In  these  two  bloody  battles  the  armies  on  both 
sides  gave  proofs  of  great  courage,  and  Morean  displayed  shining  ta- 
lents, capitally  supported  indeed  by  all  the  generals  of  divisions,  par- 
ticularly Desiux*  On  ttie  15th  he  again  found  it  necessary  to  attack  the 
enemy  at  Pfort2beim  to  make  them  quit  the  place ;  but  from  that  time 
he  ^gan  to'advance  with  more  rapidity,  since  the  troops  of  the  circles 
who  occupied  the  impregnable  post  of  Knebis,  having  abandoned  it  with- 
out a  struggle ;  the  forces  which  still  held  the  Brisgau  were  soon  obliged 
to  retire  for  fear  of  being  enclosed  <hi  the  right,  while  general  Labordc 
was  endeavouring  to  cut  off  their  retreat  by  the  forest  towns,  Nevertfae- 
lesst  the  Aostriaa  army  gave  way  as  yet  only  step  by.  step,  and  bloody 
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engii)?ements  loukipluee  nil  the  ISlli,  Ihe21flt,  and  the  92d,  oi  Stuttgurd, 
Canstadt,   Bt-rg,  uiitl    Etlingen,    all  lermiiialint;   in   the   success  of  tlie 
French,  who  acted  with  the  most  briJlisnt  skill  and  coursKf,  al  Ellitw 
jt-ii  ill  i-nrticuliir,  and  thu!<  becominir  i.iitsiers  of  the  whole  b«uk  of  tlie 
Neeker,  they  entered  Crjr.stance  oa  the  3U  of  August.     On  the  Blh  and 
10th  two  clivisions  experieneeil  some  »li[{ht  disasters  ;   and  <iu  tlie  1 1  ih 
the  archduke  resolved  to  make  aiiothtrutteropt,  attacked  the  whnle  line. 
■ltd  defeated  their  .tdvanced  potts  as   well  m  their  right  ning,  which   he 
Jrore   liMt-k   to   Heydenheim ;    but   Deiaix,   «ho  commindtd  the   left, 
rooted  the  enemy  with    his  wonted  fkill  and  courage,  while  Morena, 
coming  up  with  the  body  of  reserve,  restored  order  iu  the  right.  At  Inist. 
after  a  battle  of  17  hours,  the  two  armies  remained  on  the  fii-ld,  ench 
thinkin;;  itself  nearly  tlefputed.     Already  had  Moreau  »ent  off  his  Ijuk- 
pige  ;    but  the  nem  day  seeing  the  Germans  begin  to  retreat  lowardi,  ihe 
Danube,  he  hastened  to  assume  the  appearance  of  victory,  and  to  ad- 
vance.    The  archduke  Charles  huving  (hen  Hied  towards  his  let^  lo  cue- 
tour  general  Wttrtensleben,  who  was  clotiely  pressed  by  Jcurtlan,  Moreuu 
eonlinned   to   fullow  IVl.  de  Lutour.     On  the    13lh  of  August,    ^ncral 
Ferino   hod   an   engagement   of   extraordinary   heat  with   thiit    part   of 
Coude's  army  which  whs  driven  back  (rom  Kanilsrh  ;   and  on  the  24th 
Moreau  attacked  the  Austrian  army  at  Friedber;;  near  Au<;sbourg,  sur- 
prised it  by  a  n]ud  inarch,  and  completely  routed  it,  after  having  killed 
a  tiuinber  of  meiiatid  takenmany  prisoneiii.     He  then  hastened  to  Krei- 
senjten,  which  St.  Cyr  entered  on  the  3d  of  September,  sent  a  body  lo- 
wardtt,  and  ordered  another  togonp  ihe  Iser,  the  latter  of  which  was  de- 
Teated  on  the  ll'.h  of  Septemhtr  by  generals  Frdlith  and  Furstenfaerif, 
Mid  the  former  had  to  wage   incessant  war  agHint-t  the  army  of  Conile,' 
'    below  Munich.     Moreuu  seemed  at  one  time  to  intend  pasning  the  Dii* 
I    nube  to  reliere  Jourdan,  but  seeing  him  fly  in  the  greatest  dii>nrder,  and 
near  reiu force mcnts  perpetually  arrive  from  Austria,  he  thonght  of  ef- 
'    fectiag  his  own  retreat,  which  he  commenced  on  the  I  ith.  M«  at  first  ap- 
peared to  design  seizing  both  hanks  of  the  Danube,  which  would  have, 
rendered  it  perfectly  e.isj'  to  transport  the  burgage  across,  but  he  found 
general  NauendorfF  in  possession   of  liie  bridge   of  Neubonrg,  and  was 
eontequeutly  obliged   to  keep  along  the  right  bank.     Notwithftandini; 
thja  misadventure,  which  had  alfcirded  the  light  Aunlrian  troops  hmiI  the 
■ripy  of  Condi  an  opportunity  to  deprive   him  of  between  15  and  1600 
men,  with  a  convoy  of  baggage  wa^'aoni,  lie  tjuietly  re-crossed  the  Lech 
on  the  17th,  and  even  defeated  a  body  of  the  ciiemy  which   pressed  loo 
closely  on  him.     His  right  wing  alone  suffered  some  loss  (|>urticularly  tn- 
mtrdi  the   frontiers  of  Switierland)  in  the   course   of  this  lon;^    retreat, 
which   was,    however,  attended  with   several    engagements,  in  which  he 
I  conatantly   repulsed   the  Austrions,  particularly  at  Biberacli,  where   he 
;  cotDpletely    defeated    Miem,      t<>ok     from    them   entire    regimeiits,  and 
j  would  have  injured  them  much  more  if  C'onde'»  «rp«  and  Atercan- 


I  would  nu> 
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din*s  colatnn  had  stopped  hia  right  wing  the  whole  day.  The  archduke 
bad  sent  several  bodies  to  dispute  the  passage  of  the  Black  Forast  with 
him,  hut  he  dispatched  troops  before  him  to  disperse  them,  and  himself 
eoter^d  the  Brisgau. 

After  several  engagements,  in  whi<^  he  frustrated  every  attempt  to 
obstruct  his  passage  across  the  Rhine,  he  effected  it  at  Brissacand  Hon* 
ingen,  keeping  the  head  of  a  bridge  before  the  latter  town  and  the  for- 
tress of  Kehl  on  the  right  bank.  The  Austrians  first  attacked  the  fort, 
but  though  they  charged  with  vigour,  it  was  defended  with  desperate  in* 
trepidity  ;  on  tiie  22d  Moreau  in  person  headed  a  sally  and  carried  se- 
verol  of  the  enemy's  works,  till  at  last,  on  the  31st  of  December,  Kehl 
surrendered  to'  the  Germans,  who  had  lost  many  men  and  much  valuable 
time  before  if.  They  then  directed  their  efforts  to  the  works  on  the 
bridge  of  Huningen,  which,  though  small,  made  an  admirable  resistance  ; 
9nd  as  it  was  overlooked  by  the  Austrian  batteries,  the  French  dug  for 
tliemselves  dwellings  underground,  leavingin  the  redoubts  such  men  only 
as'were  required  for  the  service ;  but  at  the  moment  of  attack  the  battalion 
seemed  to  spring  from  the  earth  for  the  purpose  of  opposing  the  ibe.  On 
the  4th  of  Feb.  1797,  this  work  too  was  given  up  by  capitulation  to  the 
Austrians,  and  Moreau  then  went  to  Cologne  to  reorganize  the  army  of 
Sambre  and  Meuse,  which  he  soon  resigned  to  Hoche,  and  returned  to 
the  Upper  Rhine.  On  the  20th  of  April  following  he  crossed  the  river 
again  near  Guembsheim,  in  the  middle  tff  the  day,  and  by  main  force, 
though  the  enemy  was  drawn  up  m  order  of  battle  on  the  opposite  bank, 
which  was  looked  on  as  one  of  the  most  brilliant  achievements  of  the 
French  arms  :  in  consequence  Kehl  was  recovered,  and  several  banners, 
30  pieces  of  artillery,  the  military  chest,  and  three  or  four  thousand 
prisoners  were  taken  ;  but  the  preliminaries  of  peace  came  from  Leobea 
to  check  these  advantages.  The  army  of  Moreau  passed  the  rest  of  the 
summer  in  the  same  place,  but  not  till  the  4th  of  September,  1797« 
did  he  acquaint  the  directory  with  the  correspondence  of  the  prince  of 
Cond^  with  Pichegru,  which  had  been  seized  at  the  beginning  of  the 
campaign  in  general  Klinglin's  baggage^  and  which  he  had  kept  thus 
long  from  regard  to  his  old  benefactor,  or  rather  till  the  struggle  between 
the  constituents  and  the  directory  should  be  decided,  for  the  former 
motive  would  surely  not  have  suffered  him  to  choose  the  moment  of  Pi- 
chegru's  misfortune  to  giv«  the  triumphant  directors  full  power  to  crush 
bim.  He  was  now  denounced  to  them,  and  almost  immediately  sum- 
moned to  Paris ;  but  he'  wrote  back,  that  he  thought  fit  before  he  obeyed 
their  ordef%,  to  insure  the  tranquillity  of  the  army,  and  seise  some  per* 
sons  who  were  implicated  in  that  correspoiidence  which  he  kept  t<»  deliver 
himsielf ;  at  the  same  time  he  sent  a  copy  of  one  of  his  proclamations, 
the  effect  of  whidi  had  been,  he  said,  to  convert  many  who  were  incre* 
dulou^f  concerning  Pichegru,  whom  he  had  long  ceased  to  esteefn.  He 
wrote  also  to  the  Muie  effect  to  Barthelemy,  ^oabtUaa  not  foresedsg 
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that  the  fall  of  Piche^ru  would  involve  him  aUo.  Whether  he  had  irv- 
deed  changed  hUopiui^n  of  this  general,  or  whether,  which  seems  more 
accordant  with  his  character,  he  imngined  that  this  additional  charge 
would  be  productive  of  no  ill  consequence  to  the  accused,  and  would 
•ecure  himself  from  the  hatred  of  the  triumphant  party ;  it  is  not  the 
less  certain  that  this  step,  however  it  be  interpreted,  injured  him  in  the 
general  opinion,  without  greatly  beneiiting  his  cause  with  a  suspicious 
directoty,  jealous  of  its  authority,  and  much  inclined  to  mistrust  tlie 
military,  and  make  them  feel  the  load  of  dependauce.  This  tardy  de« 
Duociatton  then  availing  him  little,  he  was  obliged  to  withdraw*  ia 
September,  1798»  he  received  the  title  of  inspector-general ;  and  in  April, 
17d9»  the  directory  summoned  him  to  the  war-office,  established  for  the 
purpose  of  enlightening  government  and  preparing  military  plans  and 
operationn.  When  the  campaign  in  Italy  opened,  he.  joined  the  army 
commanded  by  Sch^rer,  and  was  a  witness  of  the  defeats  at  Verona, 
which  his  counsels  could  neither  prevent  nor  repair.  Sch^rer,  covered 
with  shame,  and  no  longer  knowing  either  how  to  command  or  to  fight, 
made  over  the  care  of  providing  fur  the  safety  of  the  army  to  Moreau, 
who,  in  a  counsel  of  war,  had  already  suggested  the  expediency  of  re* 
tiring  to  Piedmont,  and  avoiding  any  serious  encounter  with  an  enemy, 
who  had  acquired  a  decided  superiority,  and  whose  victorious  advances 
were  hastened  by  the  impetuous  Suworow.  He  began,  in  consequence, 
to  execute  his  plan,  and  collected  his  army  behind  tiie  Adda  at  Cassano, 
bat  being  forced  there,  he  led  it  in  good  order  towards  the  Tessino.  At 
this  time  his  forces  were  reduced  to  ^5,000  men,  and  the  victorious  army 
which  pursued  him  amounted  to  80,000.  He  manoeuvred  with  the 
greatest  address  to  lead  his  right  towards  the  Appenines,  and  to  offer  a 
rallying  point  to  Macdonald,  who  was  then  hastening  from  the  extremity 
of  Italy  I  and  seeking  to  operate  a  junction  with  the  grand  army  ;  dur- 
ing which  time  Moreau  formed  a  species  of  intrenched  camp  behind  the 
Po  and  the  Tanaro,  between  Alexandria  and  Valenza.  On  the  II th  of 
May  he  defeated  12,000  Russians  near  Bassignano,  and  himself  crossed 
the  Bormida,  bat  being  assailed  by  all  the  forces  of  Suworow,  he  eva- 
cuated Valenza  and  Alexandria,  and  retiring  towards  Coni,  took  post 
at  Col  de  Tende.  After  having  made  the  victor  division  file  off  to  the 
right  wing  to  secure  its  situation  with  respect  to  Macdonald*8  army,  he 
entered  the  Genoese  territories  by  the  Appenines,  the  heights  and  passes. 
of  which  he  possessed.  He  seemed  at  first  to  have  no  other  view  in  these 
proceedings  than  to  enable  himself  to  receive  succours  from  France  by 
the  river  of  Genoa,  but  their  real  intent  was  to  put  him  in  a  situation  to 
recur  again  to  offensive  measures  after  the  junction  of  Macdonald,  which 
now  could  not  fail  to  take  place,  had  he  uot  been  defeated  in  the  Trebia. 
lu  vaio  Moreau  thinking  to  operate  a  diversion  in  Macdonald*s  favour, 
}ttt  Genoa  at  the  head  of  15,000  men,  and  rooted  the  tioops  led  against 
bim  by  Bcllegarde^  in  vaiu  he  abftodooed  the  blockade  of  Tortona,  and 
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drore  the  enemy  to  Voghero ;  the  triple  victory  of  Soworow  at'Trebia, 
•ooo  enebled  bim  again  to  unite  all  bis  troops,  and  force  tbe  French  ge- 
neral to  retnm  to  the  shelter  of  the  Appenines. 

In  the  month  of  August  Moreau  was  appointed  to  the  chief  command 
of  the  army  of  tlie  Rhiqe,  and  at  the  same  time  Joubert  came  to  soc* 
eeed  him  as  g^eral  of  tbe  forces  in  Italy,  but  when  he  was  on  tbe  poiot 
of  giving  battle  for  the  liist  time,  his  youth  made  him  desirous  of  re- 
signing the  direction  to  Moreau,  who  refused  it,  and  only  desired  !• 
fight  under  bis  command*  He  assisted  him^  however,  with  bis  advice, 
at  the  famous  battle  of  Novi,  in  which  Joubert  was  killed,  and  in  which 
be  himself  was  exposed  to  the  greatest  dangers :  be  had  tbree  horMS 
killed  under  him,  received -a  ball  in  his  clothes  which  gnuErd  bis  shoulder^ 
and  afterwards  effected  a  retreat  with  such  a  superiority  of  skill,  that  he 
in  some  sort  arrested  tbe  victory  in  the  very  hands  of  tlie  allies.  After 
this  last  action  he  quitted  Italy,  and  closed  a  campaign  in  wbicb,  as  all 
military  men  agree,  be  displayed  a  genioa  wbicb  sets  him  on  a  level  with 
the  greatest  leaden,  and  has  obtained  him  tbe  surname  of  the  Frendi 
Fabitts.  Justly  indeed  did  he  merit  admiration  Cm-  having  at  die  bead 
of  tbe  shattered  remains  of  an  army  without  pay,  witboat  magaziocs^ 
and  without  hope  of  relief,  disputed  a  few  leagues  of  land,  which  in  tbe 
opinion  of  all  Europe,  could  cost  the  victorious  army  of  the  allies  no 
more  than  one  or  two  marches.  Perliaps  it  was  bis  natural  turn  of  mind, 
perhaps  also  the  pleasure  of  overthrowing  a  government  he  despised, 
that  in  November  the  same  year,  made  him  one  of  tbe  actors  in  the 
revolution  of  St.  Cloud,  and  yet  it  is  positively  affirmed,  that  as  early 
as  the  second  day,  he  discovered  a  degree  of  dissatisfaction  at  the  turn 
things  were  taking.  Be  that  as  it  may,  he  was  almost  immediatdy 
appointed  to  the  command  of  the  armies  of  the  Danube  and  Rhine,' 
and  went  to  Swabia  to  complete  his  reputation  by  another  campmgn. 
The  manner  in  wbidi  be,  in  the  year  1800,  brought  General  Kray  to 
entangle  himself  in  ^jthe  vafleys  which  descend  towards  the  Brisgao, 
whilst  he  was  effecting  his  own  passage  across  the  Rhine  at  Stein ;  the 
art  with  which  be,  by  his  manoeuvres,  forced  him  6rst  to  give  up  Ledi, 
^d  afterwards  the  environs  of  Ulm  to  him,  and  his  daring  passage 
across  the  Danube,  do  him  more  honour  than  the  battles  be  gained  over 
this  general.  On  the  97th  of  April  be  crossed  the  Rhine  at  B4le,  and 
found  the  enemy's  forces  at  Moeskirch,  on  the  5th  of  May,  and  defeated 
them  there  as  well  as  at  Engen,  where  he  made  10,000  prisoners.  Im- 
the  former  engagement  be  exposed  his  person  like  a  common  grenadier, 
bad  four  horses  killed  under  bim,  and  received  an  exhausted  ball  in  his 
breast ;  he  seized  on  Memmingeif,  once  more  defeated  the  Austrians  at 
Biberach  on  the  9th  of  May,  piassed  the  Danube  on  the  29d  of  Jme 
with  no  less  skill  than  daring,  and ^dVerwards. gained  the  battles  of 
Hochstedt,  Nedenheim,  Northngen,  and  Oberhansen.  After  seveitl 
fruitlem  negodatioiiSy  bo  iadotmtd  hit  men.  of  the-  dnplicity  of  Iht 
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Austrian  court,  and  led  them  to  the  plains  of  Hohenlinden,  where  they 
ripped  fresh  laurels.     On  the  3d  of  December,   1800,  he  fought  that 
bloody  and  decisive  battle  with  the  imperial  forces,  in  which  every  one 
of  tlie  French  corps  engaged,  and  was  covered  with  gloVy.     The  enemy 
lost  20  pieces  of  artillery,  SOO  baggage-waggons,  and  10,000  prisoners, 
including  three  generals,    beside  an  incalculable  number  of  killed. 
Moreau,  in  his  account,  estimates  the  loss  of  the  French  at  only  one 
thousand  men*     After  this  victory  the  routed  Austrian  army  could  no 
longer  prevent  the  victorious  general  from  making  his  way  to  Vienna* 
In  vain  the  archduke  Charles,  who,  in  comnequence  of  a  court  intrigue, 
had  taken  no  share  in  the  military  proceedings,  was  again  called  to  head 
the  Imperial  army  by  the  very  persons  who  had  occasioned  his  removal, 
be  himself  saw  no  safety  for  his  country  but  in  peace,  and  he  began  to 
negociate  with  general  Moreau,  who  stopped  the  progress  of  his  army,' 
and  came  himself  sometime  after  to  Paris,  where  he  was  received  with 
tfie  higliest  marks  of  public  admiration.     The  first  consul  presented 
him  with  a  pair  of  magnificent  pistols,  saying,  *'  I  could  have  wished 
to  have  had  all  your  victories  engraved  on  them,  but  there  would  not 
have  been  room  enough/'     After  this  Moreau   settled  at  Grosbois,  an 
estate  which  he  purchased  of  Barras,  where  he  passed  the  greater  part 
of  bis  time,  seldom  coming  to  Paris,  and  having  little  connection  with 
the  heads  of  the  government,  whom  he  even  avoided  with  care.     It  had 
long  been  generally  known  that  he  disapproved  all  which  had  been  done 
eince  the  18th  Brumaire,  and  many  satirical  sayings  which  he  had 
litter^  against  the  first  consul  were  circulated  in  society.     In  1803  the 
police  of  Calais  arrested  a  certain  abb^  David,  who  was  suspected  of 
being  sent  by  him  td  Pichegru,  who  was  then  in  England,  and  indeed 
when  brought  to  the  Temple  prison,  he  confessed  that  he  had  thought 
it  a  iluty  to  endeavour  at  reconciling  these  two  old  friends.     From  that 
time  the  police  kept  a  watchful  eye  on  Moreau,  and  was  soon  aware 
that  he  had  had  several  interviews  with  Pichegru,  who  was  secretly  cometa 
Paris,  and   even  with  Georges,   upon  which  he  was  almost  instantly 
seized,  and  government  then  discovered  all  the  particulars  of  a  mighty 
conspiracy  against  the  first  consuTs  personr,  in  which  Moreau  consented 
to  share,  but  with  those   restrictions  and   that  hesitation  which  ever 
characterized  him.     The  official  reports  state  that  he  was  very  willing  %q. 
co-operate  in  the  destruction  of  the  consular  authority,  but  he  disap* 
proved  of  the  Bourbons'  reigning,  and  insij*te<l  on  a  representative  go* 
vemmeni;,  which  made  Pichegru  say,  **  I  believe  he  has  a  mind  to  the 
government  too,  but  he  could  not  keep  it  a  week.'*    Moreau  was  brought 
with  the  other  conspirators  before  the  criminal  tribunal,  and  defendedi 
no  lesa  by  the  eloquence  of  Bonnet,  hin  counsel,  than  by  pui;liropinionM 
and  tlie  generous  exculpations  of  tiic  other  accused:  he  was,  neverthe- 
less, condemned  on  tlie  10th  of  June,  1804,  to  two  years*  imprison  men  tj, 
H  puabbmeat  which  was  immediately  changed  to  bani^hmeut.    He,  in 
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««'>€»•:  T^tt^^e,  w<tot  to  SpauD,  escorted  b)'  four  gendarmes*  and  was  at 
C^«:^  csns^  %ht  oiali^uant  conta'gion  which  raged  thete  in  the  begin* 
MiZ'Z  0*  S^.U;  he,  however,  escaped,  and  with  his  wife,  who  has  nerer 
hK«-fc  MnsAhi^  to  <|oit  him,  set  sail  for  the  United  States,  and  bought 
A  pdft^=az>Mi  Dear  Baltimore,  where,  as  the  Parisian  papers  state,  they 
were  sipccM  cwir  io  ISOd.  Madame  Halot,  his  wife^s  mother,  sold  hb 
provfCftj  la  Fruce,  ami  transmitted  the  money  to  him,  with  the  ei- 
cvpciiNi  ef  tbat  re^a;red  to  defray  the  expenses  of  tlie  crimiaal  pro- 
cc«hare  «*:kich  tenaiiiated  in  his  condemnation*

JOVBSAL  or  TBB  CORKKXT  CaMPAIGH    Or   1813  IH   SpAIV. 

IN  our  MlliMrr  Chronicle  of  last  mouth,  we  carried  down  the  current 
opefac:<M)$  io  the  Peninsula  to  the  evening  of  the  6th  of  June,  1813,  st 
wh:ch  time  we  left  the  whole  allied  army  concentrated  at  Duenas,  a 
souU  town  on  the  high  road  to  Burgos,  the  Ebro,  and  Bayonne.  We 
iTMime  from  this  point. 

June  Tih,  The  army  marched  forwards  to  Villa  Alba,  about  twelre 
B:!ev«  ou  the  road  towards  Burgos. 

We  cannot  be  enabled  indeed  to  form  an  adequate  idea  of  it,  e3Ecept 
by  a  Iwier  coasideration  of  the  natural  surface  of  the  ground  over  which 
it  WAS  made.     The  march  of  the  army   (generally  speaking)  was  from 
aiHith  to  uorth  ;  sometimes  to  the  north-east,  but  more  frequently  nearly 
tlue  north  ami  south.    Now,  if  a  trareller  should  take  his  departure  from 
Al^:e«ini»  for  Bayonne^  that  is  to  say,  from  the  extreme  south,  to  the  ex* 
trvme  uorth  of  the  Peninsula,  it  will  be  seen,  from  the  momentary  in- 
s;><ctiou  of  any  geological  map,  that  he  would  have  to  cross  in  his  wsy 
ti^^  ^t^vHt  n>rvf9«  and  on  the  opposite  sides  of  them  five  great  chains  of 
ui\^uujtaiu««     Thus,  at  150  miles  from  Algesiras,  he  would  reach  the 
nvtr  i«uadalquiver;   and  on  the  opposite  side  of  it  would  ascend  the 
S<-rm  Mofviva.     Pursuing  his  road,  at  the  distance  of  150  miles  further, 
h^v^ouM  nmch  the  Guadiana ;  and  on  passing  it  would  shortly  arrive  st 
the  t\H>t  x^f  the  SemdeGuadaloupe,  the  chain  of  mountains  between  the 
(«nadiana  and  the  Tagus.     At  the  third  150  miles,  he  would  arrive  on 
tho  IkiuVs  of  this  latter  river ;  and  on  its  further  side  at  the  foot  of  the 
C«Uiiilttrriiina  uiouutaius.     At  the  next  150  miles,  he  would  reach  the 
l>umt ;  and  on  its  further  side  the  mountains  of  Pancorvo.     He  wobM 
next  reach  tl»e  Rbro ;  and  on  its  further  side  the  mountains  of  Biflcsy 
mnd  the  l^^reuecs. 
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It  will  be  seen  from  this  brief  suininary,  that  what  may  be  termed  the 
natural  geography  ok*  the  Spanish  penindula  is  made  up  of  five  chains  of 
mountains,  and  of  the  interjacent  vallie«;  the  mountains,  moreover,  beings 
the  natural  banks  of  the  five  great  rivers,  of  which  the  vallieB  between 
them  are  tiie  natural  beds.  Now  the  present  march  of  the  army  was  from 
the  [Xaero  to  the  Ebro,  and  thence  to  the  Pyrenees  ;  and  of  course  the 
army  had  to  pass  over  two  or  three  chains  of  mountains ;  indeed,  over  some 
of  the  roughest  ground  which  could  be  founc^  iii  Europe.  Nothing,  there- 
fore,  could  occ^isionally  exceed  the  difficulty  of  this  route,  and  more 
especially  as,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  on  the  enemy*s  right  flank,  it 
was  made  through  bye- ways  instead  of  the  high  roads,  and  over  the  fords 
and  ferries  of  the  great  rivers  instead  of  the  bridges.  It  is  a  matter  of 
justice  to  our  soldiers  and  officers  to  invite  the  attention  of  the  future 
historian  to  the  merit  of  a  marcli  as  unexampled  in  its  order  and  descrip^ 
lion  as  ii>  its  rapidity. 

June  8th,  The  army  marched  to  Marialba.  It  would  be  au  injustice 
to  the  Commander  of  the  forces,  and  still  more  particularly  to  the  Com« 
TDanders  of  divisions  and  brigades,  to  omit  the  mention  of  the  order  and 
method  in  which  these  marches  of  this  large  army  were  conducted.  The 
Army  (at  least  100,000  in  number)  moved  in  columns  of  divisions  in 
parallel  roads;  generally  two  divisions  in  a  column;  carrying  its  tents, 
and  every  necessary  and  even  convenience  for  its  Field^Hospitals.  in 
order  to  have  the  advantage  of  the  morning  spirits  of  the  men,  and  to 
avoid  the  heats  of  the  day,  the  march  of  each  day  was  commenced 
at  four  o'clock  in  thct  morning  ;  the  drums  sounding  at  three,  and  the 
tents  being  struck  by  signal.  About  half  an  hour  after  the  signal,  the 
regiments  were  formed  and  inspected  ;  the  baggage  was  then  loaded,  and 
in  a  few  minutes  the  columns  put  in  motion.  The  march  was  generally 
between  ten  or  twelve  miies,  upon  the  termination  of  which  the  men  en^ 
camped  and  breaic fasted,  and  were  allowed  the  remainder  of  the  day  for 
reat,  refreshment^  and  even  diversion.  The  Marquess  of  Wellington,  iu 
this  conduct  to  his  soldiers,  has  a  strong  resemblance  to  Bonaparte ;  he 
expects  so  much  from  them^  and  in  real  occasions,  puts  them  to  such 
hard  peril  and  service,  that  he  deems  it  reasonable  to  give  them  a  larg^ 
portion  of  indulgence  whenever  the  service  will  admit  it.  The  camp  acf 
(!ordingly,  in  many  of  these  marches  towards  a  distant  enemy,  reseqibled 
a  summer-camp  in  our  own  country ;  and  a  traveller  who  should  have 
met  our  ofHcers  riding  and  shooting,  &c.,  many  miles  from  their  quar- 
ters^ would  have  imagined  any  tiling  but  that  they  belonged  to  an  army 
on  a  rapid  march  towards  its  enemy.  There  is  good  prudence  as  well 
as  benevolence  in  this  management.  It  is  a  good  art  not  to  string  the 
bow  till  the  point  of  occasion  requires  it, 

June  9th,  The  iirmy  continued  its  movement  this  and  the  following 

day  towards  Burgos,  and  on  th^  latter  day  encamped  within  tweuty  milea 

of  .that  chj.    The  men  suffered  much  inconvenience  during  the  march 

of  these  days  by  heavy  torrents  of  rain.    The  march  (with  this  exception  J

111  xhkWt  to  luok  out  fur  a  retreat.  CJn  oar  nght,  a  steep  hill  oyerhun;  thp 
ky.uJp  ou  M  hicfi  there  wu  foiue  thick  bniahwobd ;  on  oar  left  there  was  a  drep 
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valley,  through  which  ran  a  rivulet  We  had  no  water,  our  moutlis  were 
parched  with  thirst,  yet,  as  the  peasants  were  coming  abroad,  could  we  bar- 
ter our  liberty  for  a  driuk  of  water  ?  Like  Tantalus,  we  saw^  the  running 
Btream,  yet  our  lips  could  not  reach  it.  We  prepared  to  ascend  the  hill,  but 
whoii  we  gained  the  bottom  of  it,  we  looked  round  and  beheld  the  delicious 
stream  which  was  full  in  view.  We  made  an  involuntary  movement  towards 
the  top  of  the  valley,  and  before  we  could  form  any  determination,  by  scram- 
'bling,  and  rolling,  and  leaping,  we  found  ourselves  on  the  brink  of  the  cur- 
rent We  lay  down,  stretched  out  our  necks,  and  quenched  our  thirst.  Not 
a  moment  was  to  be  lost ;  we  again  stirted,  and  clambered  up  the  side  of  the 
valley.  The  road  was  clear,  we  crossed  it,  ascended  the  hill,  and  found  a  se- 
cure retreat. 

One  of  us  watched  every  two  hours,  while  the  other  two  slept ;  those  who 
got  the  first  nap,  the  moment  they  fell  asleep^  became  pale,  and  trembled  as 
a  person  does  in  an  ague :  in  half  an  hour  a  kindly  glow  took  place,  which 
continued  till  they  were  roused  from  slumber. 

In  the  evening  we  sallied  from  our  iurkiug  place,  and  began  our  nighfs 
march.  After  passing  through  several  villages,  we  arrived  at  Arlon,  a  small 
fortified  town,  which  we  attempted  to  pass,  but  perceiving  the  gates  open, 
we  determined  to  push  through  them.  lortune  again  favoured  us,  we  reached 
the  other  gate,  and  iir  a  few  minutes  found  ourselves  in  the  country. 

Day  began  to  dawn,  and  we  wandered  at>out  for  a  considerable  time  before 
we  could  find  a  lurking  place.  At  last  we  observed  a  fe^  young  trees  nearly 
in  a  circular  form,  which,  by  interweaving  with  beachen  boughs,  the  leaves  of 
which  winter  had  kindly  spared  to  us,  we  formed  into  a  tolerable  retreat. 
This  we  termed  our  fortified  camp.  After  we  had  taken  a  sufficiency  of  sleep, 
sausages  and  brandy,  we  sat  up  and  listened  to  a  blackbird,  whicli  sung  de- 
lightfully at  some  distance  from  us.  Our  enjoyment,  however,  was  soon  inter- 
rupted by  a  sound  little  in  unison  either  with  tlie  melody  of  the  bird,  or  with 
our  feelings.  A  noisy  cur  rau  round  our  lurking  place.  This  rendered  our 
rituation  very  unpleasant,  but  he  soon  retired,  and  left  the  blackbird  to  per** 
ibrm  her  part  alone.  As  soon  as  the  darkness  and  siieuce  began  to  reign,  we 
lecommenced  our  toils.  The  journal  of  this  night  is  short  and  simple.  We 
passed  through  severi^  villages,  some  curs  barked  at  us ;  we  skirted  some 
walled  towns,  and  1  fell  into  a  pit  and  sprained  my  ancle.  Day  came  forth* 
and  showed  us  a  fine  heath,  which  afforded  us  an  excellent  place  of  conceal- 
ment During  the  afternoon  a  shepherd,  who  sat  upon  a  neighbouring  hill, 
while  his  dog  lay  at  his  foot,  serenaded  us  with  his  pipe. 

Next  night  was  very  dark,  and  as  the  country  was  completely  intersected 
with  roads,  we  determined  to  enquire  our  way  to  La  Roclie.  For  this  purpose 
one  of  our  friends  was  dispatched  to  the  next  village.  A  peasant  who  met  nim, 
replied  to  his  inquiry,  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  him  to  find  the  town  in 
such  a  night ;  for  it  was  situated  as  he  saia  absolumeni  dans  nn  enfer.  He  di- 
rected us  however  what  course  to  steer.  The 'peasant's  instructions  were  either 
wrong,  or  we  did  not  rightly  compreliend  them ;  for  our  course  was  in  a  short  time 
faiterrupted  by  the  river  Oust  One  of  our  companions  swam  across  it  to  re- 
connoitre j  but  we  soon  beheld  him  retuniing,  struggling  against  the  current; 
and  he  ioined  us  with  the  disagreeable  intelligence,  that  no  road  could  be 
found.  We  turned  on  our  heel  and  retraced  our  steps..  Midnight  brought  us 
to  a  village,  which  we  entered,  and  advancing  to  a  bouse,  resolved  to  rap  at 
the  door,  in  order  to  enquire  the  road.  Often  was  the  hand  raised  to  give  the 
rap,  and  :is  often  was  it  withdrawn.  Perli.'qis,  said  we,  this  house  is  ituiabited 
by  the  uitioual  guards  perhaps  it  may  put  a  period  to  our  wanderings,  and 
the  rap  may  be  tlie  funeral  kneD  of  our  hopes.  But  at  length  the  eventful  rap 
was  given,  and  we  stood  ready  to  betake  ourselves  to  flight,  on  the  lettst  shew 
of  hostility.  We  heard  footsteps  approaching — the  door  was  opened,  and  out 
itsped  a  very  civil  fellow.  He  took  us  for  French  deserters,  and  kindly  directed 
UB  to  the  right  road  ^  but  this  was  not  en<{U^h,  without  dressing  himself,  he 
conducted  us  upwards  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile  on  our  wa^. 

We  again  arrived  at  the  Oust  The  peasimt  had  informed  us,  that  there 
vratia  fiurrvmau  on  the  of^site  side,  who  would,  by  calling  on  him,  pu  tua 
^cro«»    We»  however,  couaidered  it  uore  pr^jdeut  to  put  over  it  by  swim-

Ml  a]»p.'!rilioii  to  thf  door.  We  jrave  ourM'lvfs  a  few  shakos,  and  scamiiered 
lilt  with  nil  s["  I  d. 

Lii  Hoolii'4>  >itiiatcti  in  a  deep  valley,  surrounded  by  loOy  mountains,  at  tbe 
hi-Ui'ni  «if  uhif  h  tlie  (  Uist  |>asse.s;  the  road  by  whirh  uc  approached  it,  u«s 
lu'^re  like  n  stnir  than  any  thin^  dse!  for  there  wen;  steps  absolutely  cutout 
I'f  li.ir  ruck.  On  one  Mdo  there  was  a  dreadful  precipice,  and  had  not  the 
\\i  iih»^r  r!carcd  up,  we  probably  would  have  made  one  step  only  to  the  hot- 
ti-ni,  where  our  tV:irs  our  hopes, and  our  jounie),  would  have  found  a 
trrniiii.iti;jn. 

At  three  i>'('1rH*k  we  entered  the  town,  and  as  we  walked  through  the  streets 
:iTi\ici!$'\  h'okint:  round  us,  hII  was  stillness — all  seemed  to  be  iMiried  in  pro- 
\\}\wA  slit  p.  W  c  marv'hfd  duwn  the  principal  street,  and  arrived  at  the  rivor; 
bur,  .ll:1^ '  t:^un'  to  \ourse1f  the  thirvty  traveller  making  his  way  Uiroui^h  the 
pi^rrlu'd  dcserT»  of  .Xfrif'a.  Thus  stood  we  when  wc  could  not  perceive  % 
biidL^o  ;  we  rcturntd  and  traced  out  c*erv  street,  but  with  no  belter  success. 

III  thisililrnim.!,  we  were  reduced  to  the  necessity  of  enquiring  our  way. 
Wc,  tlurrinro,  mpt  at  one  door,  then  at  another,  thundered  at  a  third;  but 
nut  a  ^ou1  w  oul«i  o|H'n  tht^  door  to  the  weary  traveller.  The  habitations  of  meu 
v.-f rr  around  us ;  yet  wc  beheld  not  the  least  :»ign  of  animation.  At  last  on 
p«Trii\  iu^  an  intake  of  the  virpin  over  a  door,  we  rapped.  The  door  was 
«>p«MK-d,  ai;d  a  m.ni  pushe<l  out  his  head,  of  whom  we  enquired  the  way  to  the 
tiridi-c.  I  le  Iwdc  us  po  to  the  river.^  Poor  consolation  ! — ^that  we  had  already 
dono.  1 1(*  thoii  ptereil  into  ourf;H'e>,  turned  his  e\e  round,  and  in  a  low  voice, 
doirid  us  ko  ri-turn  to  the  river,  aKd  close  to  the  foot  of  the  mountain,  we 
would  find  a  narrow  (Kith  cut  out  of  the  rock,  which  would  lead  us  to  the 
bridge.  Wc  had  t^n!<iderab1e  diiKculty  in  finding;  the  )>ath,  which  b  a  very 
da  11^ i  TOPS  iMio.  Tlio  ro«-k,  or  mountain,  on  the  side  of  which  it  is  cut,  over- 
liiuir^  the  ri\or.  and  for  a  mile  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  people  falling  over, 
but  a  sh-ndcr  row  of  osiers.  Tlie  ascent  was  steep,  we  were  ^eatly  fatigued, 
but  t!iv  ho{'cs  Kii  tindius  a  resting  place,  supiK>rted  us  under  all  our  laborious 
nt  I  roll.  How  ottcii  iu  the  journey  of  life  do  we  sit  down,  and  cry  that  all  is 
\ unity  ;  for  ot'tcn  when  we  <xptvt  a  delightful  plain,  a  rugged  mountain  starts 
u])  before  us.  Such  Iitcrall\  was  our  case  ;  when  we  gained  the  bridge  we 
bt-hf  id  an  tuiniense  mountain,  which  it  was  necessary  to  pass,  stretcJiing  before 
us.  Wc  were  all  completely  exhausted ;  I  suttered  mucJi  from  the  pain  of  my 
ancle  ;  we  s:it  down,  and  cist  a  languid  eye  before  us.^-What  was  to  he  done 
— were  wc  to  abandon  our  hoiies  r  No — ^we  took  a  little  brandy,  and  then  «re 
thought  on  the  land  of  1i}>ert\,  and  we  found  that  the  uuionof  hope  and  braody, 
forutid  a  mighty  good  stimulus.  Animated  to  new  strength,  we  rose  sud 
rccoinnif  nctni  our  toils,  and  with  persevering  exertion  gained  the  summit  of 
the  mountain.  Fortune  is  said  to  be  capricious,  we  really  began  to  think  that 
there  was  siimc  truth  in  the  observation  ;  for  slie  had  prepared  nothing  to  shel* 
ti-r  us — the  summit  was  qnite  bare. 

\\  c  sit  down,  and  <linH*ting  our  eyes  along  the  road  which  wc  had  to  paM* 
bclivM  a  villa;;c.  which  had  already  given  up  its  inhabitmts to  labour.  We 
»urve\td  thcni  as  a  husbandman  does  an  army  of  iocu>ts,  whose  course  is  de- 
strut -tion  ;  however,  there  was  no  alternative,  we  were  obliged  to  pass  through 
the  ^  ilhiue ;  the  word  was  given,  and  oft*  we  marched.  Soon  after  we  had  en- 
t*  red  the  villitire,  1  ol)Scrved  a  peasant  who  eyed  us  verv  particularly.  I  thought 
it  bi-st  to  aeeost  him,  as  [  was  leading  the  way,  which  I  did,  by  wtxhinghim 
^iHwI-n  10 ruing-,  and  as  there  was  something  in  his  physiognomy  whidi  an- 
nounced him  to  be  a  liwl  fellow,  I  asked  him  for  a  drink'  of  mflk.  He  chcrr* 
t'ldly  ^raided  our  reqin  st,  and  invited  us  tuto  his  house.  After  we  had  drank 
rlic  gritcfui  levcra<;e,  our  host  addressed  one  of  my  ibmpaDion%  astncid 
flic  nil — .1  serjcaut  who  had  l)een  twice  in  that  district  for  conscripta.  We  »• 
yurcd  him,'  that  he  was  mistaken  j  but  as  bare  aMertion,  for  vrt  did  not  cfame  tt 
di^Tud  to  particulars,  i*amiot  overcome  belkeC  we  continued  our  aaerCion,  oA 
he  continued  in  his  belief!     At  ^inrthig,  bowever»^to  quiet  our  tai%  he  Mid  !• 
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as,  ill  a  whisper,  **  I  kaow  who  you  are ;  but  be  not  alarmed  -—I  shall  take  no 
notice  of  it/'  At  that  moment,  another  peasant  entered  the  house,  and  com- 
mitted thc^ame  mistake,  addressing  our  friend  as  the  recruiting  Serjeant  A» 
we  found  they  were  favourably  disposed  to  deserters,  we  did  not  persist  in  our 
endeavours  to  undeceive  them ;  and  after  thanking  them  for  their  hospitality* 
we  marched  off— my  friend  as  a  French  serjeant,  and  we  as  his  comrades.  How 
many  walk  through  life,  as  we  did  through  the  village,  in  an  assumed  charac- 
ter. As  deserters  none  molested  us ;  had  we  been  known  to  be  British  pri- 
soners, it  is  most  probable  that  we  would  have  been  hunted  down  by  the 
whole  village. 

On  the  following  evening,  we  began  our  march  at  nine  o*c1ock.  The  night 
was  very  dark,  and  like  a  ship  in  a  storm,  we  knew  not  whether  we  were  in 
our  right  course.  We  skirted  some  walled  towns,  and  fell  into  ditches ;  we 
passed  through  villages,  and  in  all  our  wanderings,  we  knew  not  whether  we 
were  making  recti li nee r  motion,  or  whether  we  were  like  the  earth  in  her  di- 
urnal course,  or  rather  like  a  horse  in  a  mill,  returning  to  the  place  whence  we 
net  out.  Towards  morning  we  fbund  ourselves  upon  the  top  of  a  mountain,  and 
there  we  determined  to  remain  till  day  opened  the  country  to  oiir  view.  Sleep 
was  with  us  always— ouf  Jidtis  Achateg^-^our  trusty  comrade.  And  had  not  one 
of  our  companions  fortunately  kept  awake,  day,  when  she  opened  her  eyes* 
wouM  have  found  ours  shut.  We  perceiveri  a  wood,  and  directed  our  course 
towards  it,  in  ho}>es  that  it  would  yield  us  a  secure  retreat ;  but  the  wood,  like 
many  of  the  objets  of  our  hopes,  proved  deceitful ;  for  it  could  afford  us  no 
shelter. 

We  held  a  council  of  war,  consulted  our  map,  and  after  mature  deliberation^ 
we  resolved  to  nrike  a  bohl  push  through  a  chain  of  villagna,  wliicli,  by  a 
circuitous  route,  would  bring  us  tliat  evening  close  to  Liege,  provided  we 
could  support  the  fatijirues  of  the  foned  march.  Having  come  to  this  determi- 
nation, we  buried  our  knnpsacks,  and  our  pockets  ]>ccame  the  repositories  of 
our  provisions.  Time  had  given  us  venerable  beanls,  and  we  intende<l  to  cur- 
tail their  exuberance  ;  but  to  our  extreme  regret  we  found  that  our  razor  had 
forsaken  us  in  our  journey.  We,  however,  put  on  clean  linen,  which  gave  us 
a  more  respe«*tabie  appearance,  and  we  resolved  to  go  into  the  first  village  we 
came  to,  in  order  to  get  shavwl.  When  we  arose,  and  were  about  to  move 
forward,  we  felt,  that  our  backs  were  bereavetl  of  the  load,  to  which  hunger  had 
often  cast  an  eye  of  complacx'iicy ;  and  we  turned  round,  and  cast  a  melancholy 
look  towards  the  grave  of  onr  knapsacks.  At  ten  o'clock  we  came  to  a  village^ 
and  on  meeting  a  peasant,  enquired  whether  there  was  an  inn.  He  conducted 
us  to  one  kept  by  an  old  woman*  who  on  our  eutranc*e  looked  at  us,  then  looked 
at  our  beards,  and  Ave  enquired  for  the  barber.  The  peasant  whom  we  mt^ 
and  who  accompanied  ns  to  the  inn,  answered  for  the  old  woman.  He  told  u% 
that  there  was  one  in  the  village,  but  he  was  a  miserable  hand  ^  and,  if  we 
chose,  he  would  go  for  (lis  own  razor.  His  offer  we  thankfully  accepted,  he 
went  away  and  returned,  and  by  the  time  he  had  smoothed  our  chins,  a  very 
unwelcome  visitor  entered  tlie  house ;  a  forest  ranger,  (garde  forests).  Tha 
people  of  this  description  are-  armed  with  a  musket  and  bayonet;  their  duty 
u  to  preserve  the  forests,  to  arrest  vagrants,  and  detain  travellers*  without 
passports. 

He  eyed  us  with  a  suspicions  air ;  I  was  next  him,  and  I  immediately  At* 
tacked  him  with  a  few  compKmeuts,  in  order  to  give  him  a  favourable  opinion 
of  lis.  We  ran  through  the  whole  routine  of  complimentary  phrases ;  we  en- 
deavoured to  divert  his  attention  by  the  flow  of  conversation.  At  one  time 
talkinz  about  the  weather,  at  another  time  about  the  beauty  of  the  country; 
tat,  luas !  a  pause  was  destined  to  ensue,  then  he  darted  upon  us  a  ftiU  look- 
inch  a  look !  and  asked  us,  whence  we  came.  This  was  the  nib.*^A  conve- 
nient story,  in  this  dilemma,  came  to  our  aid ;  and  we  graced  the  recital  of  it, 
with  Hu  etay  assurance. 

*  How  fortunate  was  it,  that  our  china  were  smoothed  ;  and  what  we  deemed 
in  evil,  the  interment  of  our  knapsacks,  proved  a  real  good.  Oar  storv  waS 
tilw^^-that  wt  belong^  to  Liege,  that  we  had  been  to.  JDurhiy,  at  a  wcadini^, 
ind  that  we  did  noMiink  it  neoeisary  to  have  passports,  for  soch  a  trivial  dis- 
taace:  He  gave  ciedh'tOLOiiritor7,  and  even  expressed*  desire  to  serve  OS.  * 
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As  sfjon  as  we  parted  with  our  friend  the  ranger,  we  pushed  forward,  and 
beiug  ^teatly  fatigued,  we  looked  round,  but  in  vain,  for  a  resting  place,  and  ia 
this  miiiKier  we  were  obliged  to  continue  our  march  the  whole  day.  hi  the 
evening  we  found  ourselves  close  to  Uie  Meuse,  a  few  miles  above  Liege,  wliich 
we  resolved  topaais  through,  as  we  could  not  avoid  it. 

We  entered  the  town,  nnd  it  was  amusing  enough  to  justle  at  one  time  with 
a  municipal  ol!icer,  and  at  another  with  one  of  tlie  national  guards.  \V*e  liad 
pa^ed  through  walled  towns  in  perfect  safety  ^  and  danger,  by  repetition  be- 
comes less  the  object  of  fear.  However,  we  pushed  fonvard,  but  from  our  ig« 
norance  of  the  place,  we  were  an  hour  hi  passing  to  the  opposite  gate. 

We  found  Uic  gate  shut.  Alas !  tlie  inhabitants  of  Liege  were  not  hke  the 
heroes  of  Ossian,  whose  gates  midnight  never  barred  against  the  footsteps  of 
tlie  stranger.  Before  tlie  gate  we  perceived  a  centinel  walking  his  shadowy 
rounds.  We  advanced,  and  assailed  him  with  gold,  but  we  assailed  him  in  \'ain. 

We  turned  round  our  languid  feet,  and  uncertain  how  to  act,  we  wandered 
about  the  town,  Hke  the  ghosts  of  the  unburied,  till  one  o'clock.  That  hour 
whicli  had  given  so  many  to  repose,  found  us  awake  in  anxious  suspense.  We 
endeavoured  to  find  admission  to  many  a  house,  but  not  one  woula  permit  tlie 
weary  traveller  to  pass  the  threshold  of  his  door.  Iftimanity  •  was  denied  m'f 
we  seemed  to  be  thrown  out  from  society  ^  aud,  exluuisted,  we^  lay  down  in 
the  streets  waiting  our  fate.  I  endeavoured  to  be  content :  I  have  ever  ad- 
mired the  stoic  philosophy.  Act  as  duty  directs,  and  grieve  not  for  cousequeucrs 
which  belong  not  to  you.  Be  moderate  in  pro8|>erity^  be  firm  ui  advenity. 
You  may  wish  for  good,  says  one  of  tlie  ancients,  but  you  must  learo  to  suppoit 
evil ;  and,  says  another,  wherever  a  brave  man  is,  there  is  his  country ,  and, 
said  I,  wherevirr  he  lays  down  his  head,  there  is  his  bed  ^  sa>  iug  this,  I  placed 
a  stone  under  my  head  for  a  pillow. 

At  this  moment  a  human  being  stood  at  a  small  distance,  surveying  us  in  a* 
lencc;  lie  saw  that  we  were  houseless  strangers.  *'  You  have  chosen  an  humble 
bed,"  said  he,  in  a  mild  tone.  He  who  has  been  long  accustomed  to  unkinduea 
mistrusts  even  the  tone  of  pity.  We  raised  ourselves  to  our  elbows.  "  Vo^ 
we  have  chosen  an  humble  bed,'*  was  our  reply  ;  but  this  was  accompanied  by 
a  manner  which  plainly  said,  go  thy  way.  He  turned  round,  as  if  to  depait  i 
the  resolution  was  momentary,  for  he  instantly  again  resumed  his  position. 
**  You  are  strangers,"  said  he.  **  And  we  arc  refusal  the  right  of  hos|>itality.*' 
^  Will  none  shelter  you  for  the  night  ?**  '*  None  will  open  tiieir  doors.**  "  1 
have  a  houses**  said  he,  after  a  pause,  "  come  with  me,  it  will  hold  us  alL" 
We  started  to  our  feet,  and  benevolence  and  gratitude  united  in  the  oenial  flow 
of  conversation.  I  will  do  you  a  greater  service,  continued  he  j  you  shall  escape 
from  the  town.  We  were  about  to  interrupt  him.  Follow  me»  said  he,  and 
•ay  nothing. 

We  now  continued  our  way  under  the  robe  of  darkness.  Pari  of  the  nun- 
parts  was  under  repair^  he  hastened  us  to  the  spot,  and  to  our  great  joy  shewed 
us  a  breach  that  was  practicable.  Before  mounting  the  wall  we  surveyed  our 
ground.  Silence  andf darkness  were  around  us ;  in  language  expressive  of  oor 
warmest  acknowledgements  we  took  leave  of  our  friends,  aud  escaped  over  the 
vamparti.    1  shall  never  think  of  this  adventure  witliout  pleasure. 

At  day-break  we  found  ourselves  in  a  fliit  open  country,  without  wood  te 
diclter  us.  We  left  tlie  high  road,  and  coutuiued  our  iouraey  ti&  twelve 
o'clock ;  when,  about  three  miles  from  Tongrcs»  we  arrived  at  a  woodt  which 
afforded  us  a  ^ood  retreat  How  sweet  is  rest  after  fatigue.  During  one  day 
and  a  half,  aud  two  uightB,  we  had  not  slept  above  an  hour.  We  sunk  dows 
under  the  shade  of  a  tree,  aud  in  sleep  we  forgot  our  dangers  and  toils. 

At  ten  o*clock  we  resumed  our  journey ;  we  pasted,  round  the  walla  of  Toa- 
gres.  Towards  morning,  while  we  were  approaching  Hasset*  we  heaid  seven! 
guns  fire.  ALirmeil,  we  halted,  and  endeavoured  to  cUvine  the  meaning  of  such 
an  unusual  circumstiuice.  Were  the  reports  intended  to  auuounoe ourip* 
proach  ;  or  did  tiie  people  fire  upon  us,  as  die  fearful  peasauts  do»  into  a  woodt 
at  random,  upon  a  tiger  which  they  dare  not  approach  ?  Before  we  had  leisufe 
to  canvas  the  matter,  the  merry  chime  of  musical  bells  bunt  on  the  dull  ear  of 
oi^t  This  removed  our  fean^  for  the  firing  and  ohiiiog  were  mcvdy  thi 
voice  of  mirth  and  jollity^  ndieriflg  in  the  dawu  of  May-day. 
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At  five  o*clock  ^^e  entered  a  plantation  of  omersy  and  diere  remained  ail  day. 
In  the  evening,  ))eing  now  c\oat  to  the  frontier,  we  determihed  to  enter  a  viV 
hge,  to  procure  a  guide,  as  we  were  assured  that  jthts  was  the  only  way  to  • 
dude  tlie  vigilance  of  the  national  guards. 

At  tw  cive  o'ctoi!k  tve  arrived  at  q  town  on  the  frontier,  and  made  up  to  an - 
inn,  where  we. heard  dancing  and  mirth.    We  entered  it^  and  Were« moving  on 
to  the  light  notes  of  musiie,   when  in  the  passage  we  came  fall  upon  two  of 
the  national  guards.    Thanks  be  to  Bacchus,  their  optics  were  a  Httle  dimmed^ 
and  they  did  not  oliserve  us.      We  shrunk  hack,  left  the  iiin»  and  fled.    Oar 
fe^ir  soon  subsided ;   we  stopped,  looked  at  one  another,  and  pronounced  the 
important  question.  What  is  to  be  clone  ?  This  was  our  determination,  that  one 
should  return  to  the  charge,  that  is  to  say,  the  inn*  and  at  all  hazards  effect  our 
purpose.    The  dioice  was  decided  by  lots.     We  retired  into  a  comer,  while  • 
our  scout  went  out  armed  with  resolution  on  this  delicate  expedition: 
•  Our  friend  in  a  short  time  returned  to'(u } "  ^<s  looked  into  his  face*  but  had 
not  resoluifcion  to  speak ;  he,  howerer,  soon  removed  our  fears,  by  the  cheering . 
expression — Fortune  favours  the  brave.    **  I  made  my  way  into  the  inn,"  said 
he^  "and  advancing  to  the  landlord,  I  said,  touching  him -gently  upon  tlie 
shoulder,  and  pviug  him  a  wink,  I  am  a  traveller,  and  wish  to  have  your  as- 
sistance.    Here  I  gingted  the  gold  in  my  pocket.*    *  You  are  a  traveller,'  re- 
joined he,  looking  iiiqubitively  at  me ;  '  I  understand  you.'  *  And  I  wish  to  pasi 
the  barrieijto  night'    '  Ha!'  arM  he,  glancing  fearfully  round,  as  if  afraid  to 
be  overheard,  '  that  is  a  diOicidt  affiiii.'    *  Yes,*  repeated  hc^ looking  towards 
the  spot  where  the  gold  lay  I'oncenfed,  '  that  is  a  diflicult  affair.'  '  You  shall  be 
handsonaely  rewarded.'    But  he  still  repeated,  it  is  a  difficult  businew.    I  took  • 
out  some  gold ;  it  met  his  eye.     *  Trust,'  said  I,  *  to  our  generosity*.'    *  The  ' 
business  is  done,*  rcpliect  he.    I  told  him  that  I  had  two  companions  ^  and  I 
Jiasten  to  bring  you  this  pleasing  Intel ligenve." 

We  reached  the  inn  ^  our  friend  entered,  the  landlord  came  out,  and  con- 
ducted us  to  a  stable.     What  were  our  emotions  when  wc  began  to  consider  * 
our  situation.    Amidst  dangers  and  difficulties  a  moment  of  inaction  is  pain(iiL 
That  uight  was  to  decide  our  fate ;  but  I  am  not  in  a  humour  for  moralizing.    ' 

About  two  o*<Jock  we  heard  somebody  approaching ;  it  was  our  landlord. 
We  started  up  to  our  feet.  ^  Now  is  the  time  said  lie,  **  all  the  uatioual  guards  ' 
are  tripping  away  merrily  in  the  dance,  except  the  two  on  guard,  who  are 
returuetl  to  their  post  j  aud  as  for  them,  tliey  are  mellow  enough :  they  can  see 
almost  as  well  as  an  owl  at  midnight  We  paid  him  handsomely*  quigkly 
departed,  and,  without  being  ({uestioued,  passed  the  barriers.  ^ 

Conceive  our  emotious  when  we  found  ourselves  in  Holland ;  those  only  - 
who  have  undergone  our  toils  and  wanderings,  and  who  have  experienced  our  ' 
hopes  and  fears,  can  do  justice  to  our  feelings.    On  the  roads  we  were  inform- 
ed that  our  passpoits  would  be  required  of  us  at  the  tbwns  only,  where  we 
lodged  all  night ;  but  to  save  the  police  the  trouble  of  demanding  what  we 
had  not  to  give,  we  thought  proper  to  sleep  always  in  small  villages.     We  ' 
passed  through  Bois  le  Due,  a  most  beautiful  town,  and  found  on  the  Mease  a  >' 
boat,  in  which  wc  embarked  for  Rotterdam. 

We  told  our  story  to  several,  in  whom  we  thought  we  could  confide*  and 
all  treated  us  with  kindness.    1  enquired  foca  genUemau,  whose  name  I  had 
heard  mentioned  by  a  friend  at  Verdun,  as  having  forwarded  a  letter  to  Inm  - 
from  England.  >  The  worthy  man  was  ill,  and  confined  to  bed,  yet  he  received  ' 
us  kiudly ;  and  after  hearing  my  story,^  he  treated  me  as  a  brother.     He  sent 
us  to  a  house  which  he  thought  would  prove  a  proper  asylum  j  but  the  police 
were  apprised  of  our  arr  val,  and  next  morning  the  house  was  surrounded  by  - 
men  in  search  of  us.    We  mounted  to  the  garret,  crept  out  at  a  window,  ana 
crawled  over  the  roof  of  the  house,  and  escaped.    The  benevQieut  man,  to  > 
whom  we  repaired,  and  told  our  tale,  again  received  us*  and  kept  us  several 
days.    The  master  of  a  Dutch  vessel  ottered  to  take  one  of  ua ;  we  cast  ioti^ 
and  /  was  cboseu :  1  dnem^  ii^yself  as  a  sailor*  and  entered  on  board  in  that 
character. 

On  Qur  arrival  at  Maastlungs*  the  crew  was  examined^  and  I  passed  very 
well ;  but  we  were  detained  two  days  by  a  contrary  wind,  ajid  in  that  time  an 
order  eanc  from  the  minister  of  police,  requiring  thiu  the  orew*  of  teoh  vessels 
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9$  were  an  we  bouud  to  sea,  should  be  luore  particularly  examined.  Tlie 
maaUr  called  int — he  waa  sittiug  o»  a  small  cask  with  a  pipe  in  his  mouths*-! 
atciod  t»efor^  luiu--ho  looked  at  me»  but  continued  to  take  a  few  more  whifis— 
I  was  not  a  little  anxious  to  learn  what  great  event  was  labouring:  in  hi&  breast. 
At  length  the  pipe  was  taken  fkom  his  mouthy  and  be  addrea^  uie  in  this 
pithy  sentence.  *  You  'must  go  about  your  business."  I  turned  on  my  heel, 
got  on  shore*  and  with  difficulty  returned  to  Rotterdam.  Here  1  must  do 
justice  to  the  Dutch  character.  The  kindness  yv^  received  in  France  during 
our  jouniey,  was  conferred  on  us  as  Frenchmen,  who  were  flying  from  the 
jail  or  the  army ;  but  in  Holland  we  were  treated  with  kindness,  because  we 
were  British  subjects. 

A  fortnight  elapsed  when  we  had  an  opportunity  to  get  away ;  we  procured 
American  papers^  went  to  the  police  office,  where  we  passed  as  sailors^  after 
being  measured  and  interrogated  we  embarked  on  the  2d  June,  sailed  on  the 
4th,  and  on  the  7th,  we  had  the  inexpressible  joy  to  laud  in  our  native  countr}.

FIFTH  MEMOIR.^ON  CATALONIA. 

IT  is  scarcely  necessary  to  premise,  except  for  the  sake  of  order,  tliat 
the  Spanish  kingdom  is  composed  of  thirteen  Provinces, — namely,  of  An* 
dalusiaand  Murcia  to  the  8onth,~-of  Eatremadora,  Leon,  New  Castile, 
Old  Castile,  and  Valentia,  in  the  centre;  and  in  the  north.  Gall icia, 
Aaturias,  Biscay,  Navarre,  Arragon  and  Catalonia — The  four  last  of 
these  form  the  Pyrenean  frontier  of  France  and  Spain.  Our  present 
subject  is  with  Catalonia. 

it  belongs  rather  to  the  geographer  than  to  the  military  engineer  to 
«nter  largely  into  the  boundaries  of  provinces.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that 
Catalonia  is  situated  at  the  north-east  extremity  of  Spain,  having  its 
north  on  the  Pyrenees,  by  which  it  is  separated  from  France ;  on  the  eaat 
it  lies  along  the  Mediterranean  ;  on  the  south  it  is  bounded  by  Valencia, 
and  on  the  west  by  ^rragon. 

Its  principal  towns,  in  a  Military  point  of  view,  are  Barcelona,  Tortosa, 
Tarragona,  Lerida,  Gerona,  Vic,  and  Figueras.  Its  mountains  are  the 
Pyrenees  ;  and  its  Mediterranean  harbours  (a  point  of  much  importance 
if  attacked  by  a  power  who  can  liccompany  its  land  forces  by  fleets  and 
transports)  Palamos,  Cadaquiers,  Rosas,  Salop,  and  Barcelona. 

The  be«t  way  of  detailing  the  military  topography  of  this  proviuce  will 
be  by  following  its  roads.  The  main  one  is  the  Perpignan  road,— »i.  e, 
the  high  road  from  Perpignan  in  France  to  Barcelona*  Tortosa,  and 
Tarragona.* 

A  second  principal  road  in  this  province  is  that  from  Barcelona  to 
Lerida. — ^The  route  of  this  road  is  as  follows : — From  Barcelona  to  the 
Liobregat  river.  l5  English  miles;  thence  to  I^ualada  95 ;  thence  to 
Cerera  20;  thence  to  Lerida  20— Total  81  English  miles* 

We  leave  Barcelona  by  the  gate  San^ Antonio  ;  we  cross  the  country 
iirhich  we  have  mentioned,  leave  the  sea  to  the  left,  and  follow  a  much 
frequented  road,  broad,  and  bordered  with  trees,  through  which  on 
each  side  we  see  many  villages  scattered  about ;  on  the  left  are  those  of 
Sons  and  Sambo^;  on  the  right,  Sarriu^  San^ust  P/m^jand  Gineitera : 
we  then  come  to  the  hosnitalet  and  afterwards  to  Saint«F^lice«  This 
19 large  and  well  peopled;  we  pass  through  the  whole  length,  a  fine 
■treer,  in  which  there  are  a  great  many  houses  handsomely  decoiated. 
To  the  right  at  a  small  distance  we  leave  the  village  of  Melins  de  Rey,

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and  proceed  to  the  Venla  of  the  same  name  ;  soon  after  a  short  avenue^ 
planted  with  poplars,  brings  us  to  the  bridge  of  Molins  de  Rey,  over 
ivhich  we  cross  the  Liobregat.  This  bridge,  lately  built,  is  rather  heavy  ; 
but  is  of  a  solid  construction,  and  is  ornamented  on  each  side  by  a  fbot 
pavement.  We  quit  it  by  another  avenue  like  the  former,  leaving  to 
the  left  the  road  which  leads  to  Tarragona  and  Valencia^  as  well  as  the 
village  of  Pereja  ;  turning  to  the  right  we  pass  the  village  San^Andre 
de  la  Barca,  and  in  an  hour  after  arrive  at  MartorelL  Before  we  enter 
this  town  we  see  to  the  right,  near  the  road,  a  bridge  over  the  Liobresfat  ; 
it  has  three  arches,  and  is  very  high  and  narrow,  it  is  called  in  the 
country  the  Devil's  bridge.  Its  building  is  attributed  to  Annibal ;  but 
fragments  of  Roman  ruins  found  ut  the  bottom  of  the  piles  prove  it  to 
tiayc  been  built  at  a  later  period. 

Martorell  was  the  Telobis  of  the  Romans ;  it  is  a  small  town, 
dirty,  close  and  ill-built :  it  is  situated  on  the  Noi/ay  at  the  confluence 
of  that  river  and  the  Liobregat ^  it  has  a  parish  church,  a  convent  of 
monks,  and  some  barracks :  the  inhabitants  are  laborious ;  the  women 
make  lace  and  blonds  :  it  has  a  tolerable  inn.  Near  this  town  is  a 
triumphal  arch  of  Roman  construction.  In  going  from  Martorell  we 
cross  the  Noya  over  a  wooden  bridge,  and  a  little  afterwards  we  enjoy 
the  interesting  view  of  Mont-Serrat,  famous  in  Catalonia  for  a  cele- 
br4ted  rich  monastery  of  Benedictines.  This  fountain  is*  formed  by 
an  assemblage  of  immense  cones,  situated  one  above  another,  on  a  range 
of  rocks,  upwards  of  three  thousand  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea. 
The  rocks  are  absolutely  naked,  and  at  a  distance  present  no  trace  of 
vegetation;  but  as  we  approach  them,  these  wilds  assume  a  smiling 
aspect.  There  are  groves  of  evergreens,  aromatic  plants  of  all  kinds, 
and  charming  retreats  inhabited  by  happy  men,  whom  philosophy  alone 
would  be  sufficient  to  retain  in  these  abodes,  but  who  tiiid  in  religion 
and  in  a  regular  course  of  life  still  greater  consolations. 

This  mountain,  which  we  do  not  lose  sight  of  for  four  leaajnes,  fixes 
the  attention  of  the  traveller,  who  arrives  at  Piera  without  perceiving 
it,  after  having  passed  the  villages  of  Veguda-altd,  and  Masque/a, 

Piera  is  a  tolerably  large  village  situated  on  a  htight.  We  here  ob- 
serve large  iron  chains  suspended  to  the  gate  of.  a  house,  which  is  often 
met  with  in  Spain,  chiefly  in  the  kingdom  of  ArUj^on  :  they  indicate 
that  a  king  lodged  in  the  house  on  which  thry  are  hung.  Th^  inn  of 
Piera  is  bad.  We  go  from  this  town  down  a  steep  road,  cross  the  Noya 
at  a  f<ird,  ascend  a  rough  and  difHcult  hill,  and  then  travel  for  a  long 
time  over  dry,  barren,  and  uninhabitid  mountains  of  granite.  In  de- 
scending we  go  through  a  number  of  small  charming  valleys,  where  the 
coolness  of  the  streams  with  which  they  are  watered,  the  verdure  that 
covers,  and  the  trees  that  embellish  them,  delight  the  senses.  We  now^ 
ascend  new  mountains,  over  which  we  pass  and  euter  a  plain  in  which 
rot  6.  No.  36.  4  M  / 
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Igualada  is  situated.  We  arrive  in  this  town  afker  travelling  four  houn 
and  a  half,  and  passing  the  villages  of  Valbona,  Fuente^  JLa  Reyna, 
La  Pobta,  and  Viliannva.  We  leave  to  the  right  that  of  Esparragtierup 
and  some  small  villages  or  hamlets  to  the  lef^.  On  the  way  we  often 
follow  the  banks  of  the  Noya^  sometimes  riding  in  its  bed,  and  ford  it 
a  dozen  times ;  the  road  is  muddy,  difficult,  dangerous,  and  sometimes 
impassable  in  rainy  weather.  It  is  enlivened  by  paper  manufactories  or 
luills,  agreeably  situated ;  there  are  a  great  number  of  these  in  this  part 
of  Catalonia,  and  they  furnish  an  important  branch  of  the  commerce 
of  this  province.  , 

iGUikLADA  is  a  town  which  contains  about  12,000  souU,  tolerably 
large,  situated  in  a  plain  abounding  in  corn,  and  olive  trees ;  it  is  sur-* 
rounded  by  large  suburbs  embellished  with  trees,  and  houses  lately 
built.  It  has  a  parish  church,  three  convents  of  monks,  a  vicar-generak 
of  the  bishop  of  Tortosa,  for  the  exercise  of  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction, 
and  an  alcade  major  for  the  administration  of  justice.  A  great  many 
fire-arms  ^fe  made  here,  which  are  famous.  There  are  also  several 
manufactories  of  printed  calicoes  or  stained  cottons. 
I  In  going  from  Igualada,  the  road  becomes  tolerably  fine,  but  spoiled 
in  some  paits  by  deep  ruts.  We  again  pass  over  parched  and  uncul* 
tivated  mountains ;  we  come  to  Yorba,  Venta  del  Gancho,  Santa^Maria, 
Porcariseii  JSleson  niteva  de  Monmaneu,  and  Hostaleis.  Cervera  is 
here  seen  situated  on  a  height;  it  expands  as  we  approach  ;  the  country 
becomes  more  beautiful,  and,  through  openings  between  the  mountains 
t*hat  surround  us,  we  have  glimpses  of  a  fine  country.  When  we  arrive 
at  the  foot  of  the  mountain  on  which  Cervera  is  situated,  we  enter  the 
town  by  a  len^,  steep  hill,  made  something  easier  by  many  turnings. 

Cerv£RA,  in  Latin  Cervaria,  is  a  small  town  on  a  considerable 
eminence  on  the  Barcelona  side,  and  which,  on  the  opposite  side,  is 
on  a  level  with  ai^d  at  the  entrance  of  a  large,  noble,  and  rich  plain. 
This  town  is  surrounded  with  walls,  in  which  there  are  seven  gates. 
Some  of  the  streets  are  tolerably  well  pav.ed.  It  has  a  parish  church, 
with  a  nave  and  two  aisles,  which  is  of  Gothic  construction  ;  five  con- 
vents  of  monks,  one  commandery,  of  the  order  of  St.  Antonio,  which 
l)ecam^  extinct  in  Spain  in  1791 ;  a  hospital  for  the  sick,  an  asylum  of 
Mercy,  five  colleges,  one  university,  a  governor,  and  about  fire  thousand 
inhabitants.  The  convents  of  the  Minims  and  of  the  Capuchins  are 
in  a  most  deljghtful  situation  ;  the  former,  placed  on  the  brow  of  tlie 
hill,  overlooks  all  the  country  on  the  8ide4>f  the  Barcelona  road;  the 
latter  'is  situated  out  of  the  town  on  the  opposite  side,  and  is  in  the 
middle  of  a  rich  and  fertile  country,  surrounded  with  treeSi  gardens, 
and  rivulets. 

This  town  has  been  twice  besieged,  once  in  163^,  by  cottntMortemar, 
in  the  name  of  the  king,  when,  with  the  rest  of  Catalonia*  it  i«volted ; 
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and  the  second  time,  at  the  commenceaieDt  of  tlie  J8th  centur)s  durinj; 
the  war  for  the  succession  of  Spain,  by  the  combined  armies  of  the  Ca- 
taloiiians  and  Germans,  tiiis  town  supporting  the  cause  of  the  new  sove- 
rei<^n.  At  the  time  of  the  first  siege  it  was  taken,  but  defended  itself 
against  tlie  last  with  courage  and  success. 

The  country  of  Cervera  is  extremely  fertile,  and  very  well  cultivated  ; 
it  produces  wine,  oil,  corQ>  and  pulse  in  abundance ;  the  fields  are  beau* 
tiful  and  cheerful,  particularly  near  the  plain  of  Urgel;  but  the  town  has 
a  very  gloomy  aspect ;  the  scholars  and  fellows  of  the  University  form 
by  far  the  greater  part  of  its  population ;  and  it  appears  deserted  in  the 
times  of  vacation. 

In  going  from  Cervera,  we  cross  the  large  plain  of  Urgel,  'fertile  iti 
wheat,  vines,  and  olive  trees  ;  the  eye  wanders  a  great  way  over  verdant 
carpets,  and  catches  some  vistas,  which  form  an  agreeable  whole.  We 
soon  arrive  at  the  village  of  Curujia,  and  in'^n  hour  after  at  Tarrega. 

This  town  is  situated  on  an  agreeable  plain,  and  in  a  country  which 
produces  oil,  wine,  corn,  pulse,  and  hemp.  It  has  a  parish  church, 
three  convents  of  monks,  an  ancient  commandery  of  St«  Antonio,  now 
suppressed,  an  hospital  which  was  at  the  charge  of  this  commandery,  a 
board  of  economy,  and  an  alcade  major  for  the  administration  of  justice. 
Two  ranges  of  barracks^  out  of  the  town,  are  formed  out  of  two  small 
symmetrical  pavilions.  There  arir  not  more  than  about  two  thousand 
inhabitants  in  this  town ;  they  carry  on  a  considerable  commerce  in  corn, 
wine,  and  oil ;  there  are  two  markets  a  week,  which  are  much  frequented; 
they  partici^arly  abound  in  corn  which  is  brought  from  Urgel.  This 
town  was  the  native  place  of  Gabriel  de  Tarrega,  a  physician  of  the  J  6th 
century,  who  has  left  several  indifierent  writings. 

At  a  league  beyond  Tarrega,  we  leave  on  the  sides  of  the  road  the 
two  small  towns  of  Fertu  and  Angle-Solas.  The  former  to  the  Kouth  of 
Tarr^^,  which  has  about  one  thousand  seven  hundred  inhabitants,  is 
famous  for  a  fair,  very  much  frequented,  particularly  for. the  sale  of 
mules  ;  it  is  held  yearly  in  the  mouth  of  April,  and  lasts  eight  days;  the 
latter,  to  the  west,  has  a  convent  of  Trinitarian  monks,  and  a  populatioo 
of  one  thousand  persons.  We  pass  to  the  village  of  Villagrassa^  contain* 
ing  about  five  hundred  inhabitants ;  and  three  hours  after  arrive  at  Bell* 
pucht  a  small  town,  with  a  popala^ion  of  about  one  thousand  two  hun- 
dred persons.  It  is  ill  built  and  badly  kept ;  but  it  is  situated  in  the 
midst  of  a  country  which  produces  a  great  quantity  of  wine,  ml,  corn, 
and  almolids. 

Leaving  Bellpuch,  we  proceed  successively  to  the  vilkige  of  Gomes 
and  that  of  Motbernza ;  the  houses  of  which  are  made  of  mud,  and  the 
iao  is  very  bad  ;  te  those  of  VuUfonga  and  of  Bel  loch,  leaving  at  a  dis« 
taoce  on  either  hand  the  villages  of  Sidamon,  of  Foudarclla,  of  Palmat 
and  of  Alamos. 
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At  Belloch  the  fields  begin  to  look  hare ;  they  arc  without  trees, 
parched  and  full  of  little  hillocks.  In  about  an  hour,  we  discoi^r  the 
spires  of  Lerida.  This  town  comes  gradually  into  sight  a»  we  approach 
it,  and  is  soon  after  setn  to  its  whole  extent.  The  fields  about  it  beinn 
to  look  handsome,  the  trees  to  be  more  numerous,  the  cultivation  more 
genera]  and  more  attended  to;  and  Lerida  seems  to  rise  amidst  superb 
gardens.  We  approach  this  town  through  a  fine  avenue  for  a  quarter  of 
a  league,  raised  like  a  causeway  and  planted  with  poplars.  We  pass 
through  the  Segro  over  a  handsome  stone  bridge,  composed  of  seven 
arches,  and  built  on  the  ruins  of  a  Roman  bridge.  Here  we  are  searched 
by  the  custom-house  officers,  and  show  pur  passports,  which  are  sent  to 
the  governor,  and  returned  to  us  at  our  inn. 

Lerida,  in  Latin  Ilerda,  holds  a  rank  equally  di^ttinguished  in  an- 
cient and  modern  history,  for  the  great  events  which  have  taken  place  in 
its  interior  and  at  the  foot  of  its  walls.  It  was  the  capital  of  the  country 
of  the  llergetes  long  before  the  first  invasion  of  Spain  by  the  Romans ; 
k  had  then  its  own  particular  princes,  the  last  of  whom  Mandonius  and 
Indibilis,  after  having  frequently  changed  sides  between  the  Romans 
and  Carthaginians,  were  at  length  the  victims  of  those  two  nations; 
Mnndonius  was  given  up  by  his  own  soldiers  to  the  Romans,  and  Indibil 
or  Indibilis  fell  in  a  battle  which  he  fought  with  them.  It  was  in  the 
plains  of  Lerida  that  Scipio  gained  a  signal  victory  over  Hanno  the  Car- 
thaginian general,  in  the  year  of  Rome  537.  It  was  likewise  under  the 
walls  of  this  town  that  Julius  Ccesar  conquered  the  Lieutenants  of  Pom- 
pey  in  the  year  of  Rome  705,  and  46  before  Christ. 

The  beauty  of  its  situation  and  the  fertility  of  the  country  attracted  the 
attention  of  the  Romans,  and  as  soon  as  they  had  made  a  conquest  of  it 
they  planted  colonies  there,  aud  gave  it  the  title  of  Municipium  JierJense. 
This  town  having  fallen  under  the  dominion  of  the  Goths  embraced  the 
Christian  religion,  and  was  the  seat  of 'a  celebrated  council  held  herein 
the  year  528,  though  according  to  others  in  524.  Suffering  again  the 
iate  of  the  rest  of  Spain  it  became  a  prey  to  the.  Moors,  and  was  at  flret 
subject  to  the  Caliphs  of  Damascus,  and  afterwards  to  the  Moorish 
kings  of  Cordova,  but  its  own  governor  erecting  the  standard  of  rebel- 
lion and  usurping  the  supreme  power,  ft  had  a  separate  king.  At  length, 
in  the  year  11 49*  Raymond  Berenger,  the  last  Count  of  Barcelona,  who 
had  just  ascended  the  throne  of  Aragon,  took  Lerida  from  the  Moori, 
and  from  that  time  it  fonned*a  part  of  Catalonia.  Its  inhabitants  did  not 
under  their  new  sovereigns  degenerate  from  the  virtue*  of  their  ancestor! : 
led  by  James  I.  king  of  Aragon,  they  contributed  much  to  the  taking  of 
Valencia  in  1238,  whioh  procured  their  town  the  hbnour  of  pending  a 
colony  to  repeople  a  part  of  it,  and  to  >  establish  there  its  weights  and 
measures.  In  later  times  they  no  less  distinguished  themselves  under 
Don  George  Brice,  their  governor,  by  the  most  vigorous  resistance  which 
they  twiqis  fui^de  against  the  French  armies :  thus  tbey  compelled  the 
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count  de  Harcourt  to  raise  the  siege  of  their  town  in  1646^  and  the  Princft 
de  Coude  in  ]<)47,  But  joining  in  the  rebellion  fvith  the  rest  of  Cata« 
Ionia  against  Philip  V.  they  were  betfieged  by  the  duke  of  Orleans,  their 
town  taken  by  assult,  October  12th,  1707»  and  delivered  up  to  pillage. 
Such  of  the  inhabitants  as  then  took  refuge  in  the  castle  surrendered 
after  a  month  of  fruitless  resistance. 

A  third  road  in  Catalonia  is  that  from  the  frontier  of  Valehcia  (the  ex* 
treme  southern  part  of  Catalonia)  to  Barcelona.  The  route  of  this  road 
is  as  follows  : — 

From  the  river  Cenia,  to  Emposta  on  the  Ehro  10  English  miles; 
thence  to  the  Col  de  Balao:uer  39, — thence  to  Tarragona  ^5,—  theuc0 
to  Villa  Franca  de  Panadez  ^5, — thence  to  Barcelona  25» — Total  117 
English  miles. 

Catalonia,  to  the  south,  adjoins  the  kingdom  of  Valencia,, separated 
only  by  the  little  river  Cenia :  we  pass  it,  over  a  bridge  of  one  arch* 
Entering  Catalonia  this  way,  we, travel  on  a  fine  road  from  this  river  to 
Emposta.  The  country  is  sometimes  cultivated  and  sometimes  not,  bot 
almost  always  planted  with  treett.  In  about  three  miles  we  h«ve  a  view 
of  the  sea,  travel  parallel  to  it  a  little  distance,  and  having  gone  another 
league,  arrive  at  San-Carlos,  a  little  town  situated  on  the  Mediterranean, 
opposite  the  point  of  the  Affaques ;  a  name  given  to  a  narrow  semi« 
circular  tongue  of  land,  which  is  only  the  continuation  of  the  left  bank 
of  the  Ebro,  at  the  mouth  of  that  river.  The  town  of  San*Carlos  was 
built  in  1792,  at  the  expence  of  the  crown.  We  enter  it  by  a  larg« 
street  which  leads  to  the  very  shore,  and  which  is  so  broad,  that  nine  or 
ten  ctfrriages  can  pass  abreast  :  the  houses  of  the  town  are  uniform,  but 
very  low,  and  the  street  very  short,  which  forms  a  singular  contrast  to  its 
prodigious  breadth.  There  is  a  church  out  of  the  town,  erected  ou  a 
square  foundation,  the  portal  of  which  is  composed  of  four  large  Ionic 
columns^  This  town  had  at  iirst  very  few  inhabitants  ;  scarcely  a  huu-* 
dred  persons.  The  air  of  it  is  not  very  wholesome.  Here  the  lands  are 
fallow  and  full  of  brambles,  but  half  a  league  farther  on  the  soil  becomes 
better,  is  variously  cultivated  and  full  of  trees :  it  laads  to  Emposta,  a 
poor  little  town  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Ebro,  and  above  the  mouth  of  , 
that  river:  it  is  the  chief  place  of  a  bailiwick  of  the  order  of  Malta  ; 
though  it  appears  very  poor  it  might  become  rich  by  t\\e  execution  of  tho 
project  of  establishing  the  navigation  of  the  Ebro.  A  little  canal  has 
been  dug  from  Emposta  to  San-Carlos ;  *it  is  filled  and  supplied  by 
ttrearqs  from  the  adjacent  meadows  :  on  this  provisions  and  other  neces* 
saries  are  conveyed  to  San-Carlos  in  liitle  t>oats.  The  entrance  of  the 
Ebro  is  very  difficult,  the  mouth  being  obstructed  by  shifting  banks'of 
sand,  which  increase  and  diminish  in  size,  and  which  change  their  situa- 
tion  al\er  storms  and  the  swelling  of  the  water.  These  inconveniences 
may  be  avoided  by  entering  the  Ebro  at  Emposta  by  means  of  the  little 
canaL  There  is  a  design  of  widening  and  increasing  it  by  means  of  watdc 
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to  be  taken  from  the  river,  and  of  building  a  harbour  at  its  embouchure 
into  the  sea  at  Sau-Carlotf ;  by  which  means  an  eaty  and  safe  commnni- 
cation  will  he  opened  between  the  sea  and  the  Ebro  ;  the  canal  would 
then  be  attended  with  the  iurtber  advantage  of  fertilizing  the  unculti« 
vated  lands  of  the  neigbourhood  of  Sau*Carlo8,  in  establishing  fire-eo- 
gines  to  raise  the  water*  into  an  aqueduct,  whence  it  might  be  easily 
distributed  to  every  part,  high  and  low.  The  soil,  which  is  good,  aud 
which  has  not  been  turned  up  for  a  long  time,  would  be  very  productive^ 
aud  the  proprietors  would  be  soon  repaid  for  their  advances. 

Leaving  Emposta,  we  cross  the  Ebro  in  a  ferry-boat,  which  takes 
a  quarter  of  an  hour  if  the  water  be  low.      AVe  proceed  to  Periflos 
through  an  uncultivated  country,  which  is  frequently  stony,  and  with* 
out  trees  ;  full  only  of  shrubs  and  aromatic   plants.      After  travelling 
a  league  we  perceive  the  sea,  which  we  hardly  ever  lose  sight  of  agaia 
for  nine  leagues.     Here  the  road  begins  to  wind  a  great  deid  and  to  be- 
come hilly,  and  in  parts  very  steep.     AVe  come  to  Uie  top  of  the  moon* 
tain,  and  pass  tlie  Col  and  the  Puerto  de  las  Forcas,  whence  we  perceive 
•  valley,  which  we  reach  by  a  short  and  tolerably  easy  descent :  it  forms 
a  kind  of  bason,  surrounded  by  mountains,  rising  one  over  the  otlier; 
the  village4)f  Peril los  is  situated  at  the  bottom  of  it,  where  we  arrive  after 
four   leagues  from  Emposta,  which  require  six  good   hours'   riding. 
Leaving  the  village,  we  pass  through  the  valley,  which  is  handsome, 
well  cultivated,  and  full  of  trees  ;  the  road,  which  has  been  lately  made, 
ia  good  for  about  three-quarters  of  a  league;   after  which  the  mouu* 
tains  we  are  obliged   to  go  over  are   very   fatiguing  and   tiresome* 
Sometimes  we  are  raised  to  a  considerable  height,  where  we  only  see 
abysses,  on  which  the  eye  looks  down  with  terror ;  sometimes  we  are,  as 
it  were,  buried  in  the  bottom  of  narrow,  deep  gullies,  and  where  we  see 
only  a  small  part  of  the  sky,  rocks,  and  shrubs.     La  Venta  del  Plata  is 
the  only  house  we  meet  with  at  the  beginning  of  this  mountain  ;  but  we 
ioon  discover  another  lofty  mountain  which  we  must  also  pass  over. 
Formerly  travellers  despaired  at  the  sight  of  it;    it  was  impossible  to 
climb  it ;  it  was  n^essary  to  scale  it.      It  has  been  made  easier,  by  in* 
creaising  the  windings  of  the  road,  and  earthing  it  up.     This  road  is 
three-quarters  of  a  league  long,  and  it  is  secured  from  accidents  by  pa« 
ffapets :  at  the  top  stands  the  Venta  de  Balaguer,  and  the  passage  is 
called  Le  col  de  Balaguer.     The  castle  bears  the  same  uame ;  it  is  a- 
small  fort,  having  a  governor  and  a  garrison. 

The  road  becomes  even  ;  we  travel  along  the  foot  of  the  monntaioSy 
then  on  the  sea-side,  and  arrive  at  the  HospituUi.  This  is  an  old  buik)« 
iog,  resembling  the  ancient  Gothic  castles ;  it  is  large,  spacious,  saiw 
rounded  with  high  walls,  and  flanked  with  towers;  a  prince  of  the  roysl 
house  of  Aragon  founded  an  hospital  here  for  the  reception  and  sid  of 
travellers ;  the  revenues  which  he  assigned  for  this  foundation  are  stiU 
Mcdved,  and  the  building  exitti»  jet  the  object  is  no  Ipoger  attaiucd. 
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One  part  of  the  edifice  serves  fur  an  inn,  another  part  for  a  glass-hoase,' 
and  the  rest  is  occupied  by  a  chaplain  who.  enjoys  the  revenues.  Every 
one  at  present  is  accommodated  here  for  his  money,  bat  the  travellei* 
will  only  stop  from  necessity,  for  the  inn  is  detestable. 

The  plain  into  which  we  afterwards  enter  becomes  wild  in  abodt  * 
lea^e ;  to  the  right  are  seen  the  ruins  of  an  ancient  castle,  situated  by 
the  sea-side  ;  it  is  spacious  within  and  in  tolerable  preservation  ;  it  is 
flanked  with  four  square  towers;  and  has  one  in  the  centre  almost 
whole.  A  carefal  cultivation  soon  again  appears,  and  increases  as  we 
proceed.  We  meet  with  a  great  many  vineyards,  olive,  and  carob,  and 
in  some  parts,  mulberry,  nut,  and  almond  trees.  After  passing  the 
Venta  de  Rufa,'^e  go  through  a  very  wide  gully  formed  by  thei^intr, 
and  soon  after  arrive  at  CambrilSf  a  village  where  there  are  good"  springs, 
and  the  church  of  which  has  a  square  tower  with  loop-holes,  for  a  belfry. 
The  country  becomes  handsomer  and  more  diversified  as  we  approach 
Tarragona.  The  plain  is  very  woody,  with  intervals  of  cultivation  :  it 
is  pleasant,  and  terminates  with  a  superb  curtain  of  verdure  formed  by 
a  chain  of  mountains,  in  the  centre  of  which  Tarragona  begins  to  appear; 
In  about  an^  hour  we  discover  to  the  right,  at  no  g^eat  distance,  the  tower 
and  harbour  of  Salona,  where  a  military  governor  resides ;  we  then  come 
to  Villa  Seca,  a  poor  little  town,  a  part  of  the  walls  and  gates  of  whic)i' 
are  still  standing :  there  arc  some  good  springs  in  it ;  the  church  has  « 
portal  with  two  columns. 

The  prospect  here  is  exquisite,  displaying  almost  the  whole  of  the  ricK 
and  fertile  Campo  de  Tarragona.  Vineyards,  gardens,  corn-fields,  and 
fruit-trees  of  all  kinds  appear  in  the  greatest  abnndance.  The  villager 
are  numerous,  and  the  town  of  Tarragona,  seen  at  a  distance,  serves  tot 
augment  the  interest  of  this  agreeable  landscape.  We  even  forget  that 
the  road  becomes  again  fatiguing  and  disagreeable ;  in  wet  weather  it  it 
deep  in  mud,  and  when  dry,  full  of  ruts  difiicult  to  pass ;  after  travel^ 
ling  over  it  for  a  quarter  of  au  hour  we  cross  the  river  Francoli  by  • 
bridge  of  six  arches,  about  a  mile  from  Tarragona,  into  which  we  enter 
by  a  pretty  steep  hill  through  the  gate  of'San  Carlos^  which  is  of  modern* 
construction. 

TikRRAOoNA,  in  Latin  Tarraco,  is  one  of  those  famous  towns  which* 
only  recal  the  remembrance  of  their  former  grandeur,  and  serve  as  a 
comparison  for  the  vicissitudes  which  may  fall  to  the  lot  of  the  largest 
and  most  populous  cities.  We  shall  not  stop  here  to  enquire  either 
into  its  origin  or  foundation,  which  some  authors  have  carried  back 
above  two  thousand  years  before  the  Christian  era.  Be  that  as  it  may, 
'  it  must  have  been  a  considerablcf  place  before  the  Romans  invaded" 
Spain ;  and  under  its  new  masters  its  limits  extended  to  the  shore  and 
harbour  of  Salona,  which  at  present  is  a  league  and  a  half  distant  fW>m' 
them,  Tt  became,  under  the  dominion  of  Rome,  the  capital  of  the  Tar^ 
nigonese  province,  or,  in  other  words  Citeiior  Spain.    The  town  of  Tar«» 
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fagona  was  the  resideuce  of  the  Consuls  and  the  Praetors.    The  Scipios, 

Octavius  Augustus*  and  Adrian*  made  some  stay  here ;  its  antique 

w^Us  built  hy  Scipio,  were  repaired  by  Adrian ;  it  Im^  all  the  advantages 

of    Rome  itself^  an   amphitheatre,  a  circus,    palaces,  temples,  aod^ 

aqueducts.     In  the  time  of  the  Emperor  Adrian,  its  circumference  was 

94,190  fathoms;  its  population  was  adequate  to  its  immense  size,  if 

what  the  historian  Antonio  Augustin  says  be  accurate;  he  states  it  at 

C00,000  families,  which  Would  make  upwards  of  2,500,000  inhabitants. 

This  historian,  who  lived  in  the   l6th  century,  complaining  of  the  de« 

dine  of  this  illustrious  town,  grieves  that  in  his  days  there  were  only 

80,000  families  in  it,  or  about  380,000  inhabitants ;  but  Mariana,  who 

was  almost  contemporary  with  him,  declares  that  the  population  of  it 

was  not  above  7000  families,  and  that  there  were  not  SOOO  houses  in  it. 

Its  power  first  declined  under  the  Goths.     Euric  their  king  took  it  in 

467,  and  his  soldiers,  in  revenge  for  its  resistance,  destroyed  it.     It  was 

again  sacked  by  the  Moors,  who  besieged  it  in  7i4,  and  put  all  the 

inhabitants  to  the  sw<jrd.     Louis  d*Aquitaine  drove  out  the  Moors  iu 

the  year  805,  but  they  recovered  it.     Raymond  Berenger  took  it  from 

them  in  1150,  and  repeopled  it  the  year  following.     Having  afterwards 

fallen  again  under  the  yoke  of  the  Moors,  it  was  finally  rescued  from 

them  by  Alfonso  ei  Batallador taking  of  Aragon  in  1220.     Tarragona 

is    at  present  reduced  in  its  size  to  about  1400  fathoms  in  circum-. 

ference,  a  population  of  9000  souls,  very  ordinary  buildings,  and  almost 

to  a  state  of  poverty. 

We  have  already  spoken  of  the  several  sieges  which  Tarragona  form- 
erly sustained  :  since  then,  this  town,  revolting  with  the  rest  of  Cata- 
lonia against  Philip  IV.  was  besieged  and  taken  by  the  troops  of  its 
sovereign  in  I64O.  Four  years  after,  it  was  besieged  by  the  French' 
who  were  forced  to  raise  the  blockade;  at  the  beginning  of  the  18th 
century.it  followed  the  Austrian  party  ;  gave  itself  up  in  1705  to  the 
Archduke,  and  opened  its  gates  to  the  English  troops,  who,  after  the 
peace  of  Utrecht  in  1713,  set  fire  to  the  town  when  they  left  it  This 
conflagration  destroyed  a  part  of  the  buildings  and  fortifications.  This 
was  the  period  of  the  total  decline  of  Tarragona :  it  is  now  begioning 
to  recover  itself. 

The  new  port,  the  building  of  which  was  begun  seven  or  eight  years 
tgo,  and  which  will  be  one  of  the  finest  in  the  Mediterranean,  must 
necessarily  contribute  to  the  prosperity  of  Tarragona ;  it  will  make  it 
an  important  fortified  town,  and  one  of  a  profitable  commerce. 

We  leave  Tarrei^ona  by  the  Barcelona  gate,  and  pursue  for  twenty 
minutes  the  side  of  a  steep  and  rocky  mountain.  Thiw  road  was  formerly 
covered  with  unequal  broken  marble  ;  we  then  proceed  along  the  sea- 
shore, and  travel  for  three-quarters  of  a  league  on  soft  Hand  ;  sometimes 
so  near  the  sea  that  the  waves  break  at  the  horses*  feet :  we  then  return 
inland,  bat  to  no  gr^t  distance  from  tb^  sea-shore.    A  few  years  since. 
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this  road  was  entirely  new  made,  and  is  now  complete.  We  s/ee  to  the 
left,  at  a  sroall  distance,  the  village  Ferrent ;  and  cross  the  river  Jaya. 
Soon  afterwards  we  arrive  at  AltorFulia^  a  town  almost  entirely  rebuilt^ 
and  situated  on  the  sea-side. 

I 

In  the  road  which  we  have  fiassed,  we  leave  to  the  left  a  Roman 
monument,  on  a  spot  called  Las  Plagas  Uargas  :  a  popular  tradition 
makes  it  the  tomb  of  the  Scipios,  but  without  auy  probability.  Having 
passed  the  small  town  of  Torre  en  Barra^  surrounded  with  fields  sown 
with  corn  or  planted  with  vines,  we  arrive  at  the  Venta  de  ia  FigareiOt 
Dear  which  there  are  some  houses  standing  together ;  in  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  after  we  see  on  the  road  a  fine  triumphal  arch  of  Roman  construe^ 
tion,  in  free-stone,  and  of  the  Corinthian  order;  the  country  people 
call  it  Portal  de  Bara*  In  an  hour  and  a  half  afterwards  we  arrive  at 
VendreUf  a  small  town  on  an  eminence;  its  ancient  walls  are  still  seen  ; 
it  has  ivto  fauxhourgs ;  the  one  which  is  the  largest  and  lower  than  the 
town,  is  separated  from  it  by  a  small  river  which  has  no  bridge;  the 
perish  church  has  a  square  tower,  with  two  stories  of  massy  architecture^ 
for  a  steeple,  on  these  are  placed  three  other  stones,  smaller  and  more 
airy,  in  the  form  of  an  octagon. 

On  the  left,  at  a  quarter  of  a  league,  we  leave  Santa-Oiiba^  a  large- 
▼illage,  in  the  middle  of  a  fine  country ;  at  the  same  time  we  see  in  fronts 
at  a  little  to  the  left,  Mont-Serrat,  which  we  perceive  for  a  long  time. 
We  go  to  the  small  village  of  Belvey,  then  to  Gornal,  formerly  a  for** 
tified  town,  placed  on  a  hill ;  there  are  still  some  of  its  ancient  walls 
letnaining.  To  the  left  we  see  the  village  of  BaneraSt  situated  ou  a 
height,  and  at  length  arrive,  by  a  rugged  and  difficult  asceitt,  at  Arbos,- 
a  snail  insulated  town,  also  situated  on  a  height,  agreeably  commanding 
a  fertile  country ;  it  has  still  the  ruins  of  gates,  walls  and  moats.  The 
steeple  of  the  church  is  in  the  form  of  an  octagon  tower,  which  termin* 
ates  in  a  terrace,  and  is  ornamented  with  a  stone  balustrade.  We  go 
round  this  town,  and  a  descent  leads  into  a  fine  valley,  watered  by  a( 
small  .river:  it  is  surrounded  by  curtains  of  verdure:  the  fields  and, 
yineyards  seem  mixed  and  confounded  one  with  the  other ;  it  is  com- 
manded at  one  end  by  the  village  of  PapioU  which  we  see  at  three 
handred  paces  to  the  lefl.    * 

A  wood  of  pine-trees  begins  here :   it  is   more  than  a  league  long, 
alternately  opening  and  closing,  extending  and  contracting ;  it  spreads 
at  first  over  the  neighbouriag  heights,  and  covers  a  small  plain  through-, 
w^hich  we  have  to   pass;   it  opens  circularly,  embracing  three  other' 
valleys  in  succession  ;  then,  continuing,  it  opens  and  shrws  a  Dominican 
convent  to  the  right,  built  on  the  side   of  a  mountain :  it  afterwards 
agreeably  leads  to  a  small  distance  from   Villa  Franca.     We  go  on  to  - 
Bordetaf  an  assemblage  of  small  uniform  liouses,  built  on  the  same  line, 
opposite  the  Dominican  convent;  we  then  cross  a  river  over  a  brid^re  ' 
which  brings  uh  to  the  hamlet  c^  Los  Monges,  where  there  are  sev^rul 
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innii.  An  hour  ainl  a  iialf  afterwards  we  arrive  at  VUh'Frtmea  <fr 
Punadex* 

.  Villa-Feanca,  an  anci«;nt  town,  which  Amilcar  Barcas,  the  Catw 
ihaginiao  general  U  tqid  to  have  founded,  was  the  irst  colony  that  that 
nation  had  in  the  peninsula :  it  is  pretended  that  it  was,  at  that  tiiaev 
called  Carthago  vHmm  :  but  it  is  more  probable  that  the  site  of  the  town 
was  on  an  eminence,  where  the  faenoitage  of  Saint  Michael,  of  iHerdolaf 
is  now  to  be  seen.  It  was  subdued  by  the  Romans,  and  Moors,  and 
conquered  by  the  counts  of  Barcelona;  one  of  whom,  RaymoDd  Borrel, 
repeopled  it  in  Che  year  1000,  and  granted  it  many  privileges,  from 
which  it  acquired  its  present  name*  This  town  is«the  chief  place  of  the 
Panadatf  and  contains  112  villages  in  its  circuit :  it  has  a  civil  and  mil»« 
tary  governor,  an  alcalde  major,  eight  regidors,  a  parish  church,  three 
monasteries,  one  nunnery,  an  hospital,  an  hermitage  of  St«  Laurent,  and 
one  chapel  of  Oar  Lady  of  Sorrows;  the  altar  of  which,  fkmous  in  the 
country,  cost  a  great  deal,  but  is  of  bad  taste.  The  town  is  in  a  very 
line  situation,  in  the  middle  of  a  large  and  rich  plain  ;  but  within  it  is 
gloomy  ;  the  streets  are  narrow,  and  the  houses  ill  built  It  wants 
squares,  elegant  buildings,  and  even  promenades,  though  in  a  sttuatiou 
where  very  fine  ones  may  be  made ;  its  population  is  about  mx  thousand 
pefMms,  whose  industry  is  confined  to  one  manufactory  for  linens  :  and 
ten  or  twelve  distilleries  of  brandy.  There  is  an  excellent  inn  here,  kept 
in  the  French  style.  This  town  was  the  birth-place  of  Pedro  Cawuma, 
who  iias  left  several  works  on  judicial  astrology  ;  he  lived  in  the  17th 
century. 

We  leave  VUia^Franca  by  a  good  road  lately  made ;  we  cross  a  valley 
where  united  beauties  agreeably  (ix  the  attention  :  it  is  an  absolute  gar- 
den. We  proceed  to  the  Venta  de  Casairojoy  and  see,  at  three  hundred 
paces  to  the  left,  the  village  of  San^Calgat^  The  road,  though  equally 
handsome,  begins  to  be  muddy  here,  and  continues  so  for  a  long  way* 
When  we  get  into  the  mountains  we  do  not  leave  them  again  till  we  ap- 
proach tlie  iaobregat ;  bdt  the  ascents  and  descents  are  gentle.  We 
proceed  mostly  through  deep  and  narrow  passes,  enclosed  by  ttoounlains, 
sometimes  naked,  and  sometimes  covered  with  woods ;  there  are  some 
amall  cultivated  vallej-s  here  which  are  watered  some  by  broojcs,  and 
others  by  small  rivers  ;  there  are  also  detached.  houses«  and  a  consider- 
able number  of  meniaSf  or  inns:  that  of  the  Veaia  Nota  or  Hoitai  de 
Ortai,  has  the  preference.  Half  a  league  further,  that  is,  three  league* 
aud  a  half  from  Villa  Franca,  the  road  turns  on  the  side  of  a  very  steep 
mountain ;  and  there  is  np  other  way  than  a  passage  cut  out  of  the  rock, 
where  a  communication  between  the  two  parts,  of  the  mountain  is  estab- 
lished to  provide  against  dangers;  this  structure  calls  to  mind  the  Ro- 
man wof  ks :  it  is  a  succaision  and  a  double  row  of  arches,  of  a  consider- 
able height,  resembling  two  'bridges  raised  one  above  the  other.  The 
lower  has  seven  arches ;  the  higher^  which  it  on  a  level  with  the  road. 
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Inu  thirteeo  ;  each  arch  being  tweiity-tive  feet  high  and  thirty-on^  wide, 
mil  iu  frct;-stoiie,  and  built  over  enormous  masses  of  the  some  stone ;  the 
whole  h  al>ove  seven  hundred  feet  long.  This  superb  work,  Hlmost 
finished  a  long  time  ago,  was,  nevertheless,  abandoned,  and  travellers 
were  forced  to  alight  from  their  carriages  to  walk  by  a  difficult  footpath, 
which  leads  them  above  the  lower  part  of  this  building,  the  whole  length  of- 
which  they  went  over  by  means  of  small  gates  formed  on  the  jams  ot  six  of 
the  hi.*her  arches;  and  while  they  found  it  difficult  to  crosa  to  tlie  other 
tide  of  the  mountain,  they  had  the  disagreeable  sight  of  their  carriage, 
which  was  left  on  the  narrow  foot-path,  exposed  to  destruction  by  oven- 
turuing  intoa  deep  guUey,  from  which  it  would  have  been  impossible  to 
extricate  it.  His  Catholic  Majesty,  in  his  journey  through  Catalonia, 
f;iive  orders  for  the  finishing  of  this  building,  and  it  has  for  a  year  past 
been  pat  to  the  use  for  which  it  was  intended. 

We  now  arrive  at  the  hamlet  of  la  Palma^  and  afterwards  at  the  Ventu 
del  Uadtmer;  a  league  further  on-  we  tind  those  of  del  Cipreret  and  del 
T^uei.     Houses  and  detached  farms,  but  at  no  great  distance  from  one 
another,  appear,  and  enliven  the  dales  and  little  valleys  through  which 
we  pass  :  on  the  mountains,  at  very  great  depths,  we  find  layers  of  ^0^15- 
Jus  between  calcareous  beds.     At  length  descending  from  the  mountaiui^ 
we  leave  to  the  left  the  road  3Fhich  goes  from  Barcelona  to  Aragon,  aiMl 
perceive,  od  the  same  side,  the  village  of  Pereja;  we  enter  an  alley  of 
|ioplan  which  leads  to  the  Liobregat^  over  which  we  cross  by  the  biidge 
of  Molins  de  Key,  of  Which  we  have  already  spoken..  To  the  left  is  the 
Tillage  and  venta  of  the  same.     The  road  which  we  then  take  would  be 
a  fine  one,  if  it  were  not  always  either  muddy  or  dusty ;  it  leads  in  li 
direct  line  to  the  gates  of  Barcelona^  and  is  bordered  with  poplars,  wil- 
fows,  elms,  and  mulberry«tree8.   There  are  frequent  ascents  and  descents, 
but  thej  are  gentle  and  easy.    We  see  the  large  village  of  San^Feliu  ; 
and  pass  through  it  by  a  broad  and  very  long  street,  in  which  there  are 
fM>me  good  houses.     The  prospect  of  the  environs  of  Barcelona  now  pre^ 
•ents  itself  to  us  under  a  new  point  of  view,  and  with  the  same  magni- 
ficence^   To  the  left  we  have  a  sight  of  the  village  of  GmeHerat  on  a 
bill,  and  that  of  PluneSf  also  on  a  small  emioence ;  in  front  the  castle  of 
MoQDt-Jouy,  and  to  the  right  the  village  of  San^Boy.     After  having 
passed  some  country^-houses,  and  to  the  left  the  hill  on  which  the  village 
,of  St.  Just  \%  hitmiied 9  we  perceive  Barcelona,  which  we  soon  lose  be^- 
hind  the  hills,  with  which  this  road  abounds  ;  the  view  is  terminated  bjr 
a  long  row  of  houses,  which  at  one  end  join  the  village  of  SariOf  and  at 
the  other  the  town  of  Barcelona,

9tb  Dccembf  r — ^TH  E  partisan  colonel  of  the  guard,  SeialaTio,  reports,  tbat^haFing 
come  up  with  the  enemy^'a  cavalry,  he  immediately  attacked  them,— they  were 
*4yvei  thrown,  and  he  entered  Wiliia  as  it  were  on  their  very  shoulders.  In  this  at- 
tack he  took  six  pieces  ^f  cannon  and  one  eagle.  Having  afterwards  joined  the  de- 
tachment tt«der  M^ofoGcneral  Landskoy,  an  attempt  was  made  to  carry  the  town 
itself;  bqt  finding  themselves  too  weak  for  tbeeneipy*s  infantry tdiapencd  thfnogl^ 
out  the  houses,  they  were  under  the  necessity  of  waiting  the  arrival  of  the  «dv«iioa4 
guard  of  Tchichagoif*s  army. 

Admiral  Tchicha^off  reports,  on  the   loth  of  December,  that   Miijor-Glencral 

Tscbablitz,  regardless  of  all  obstacles,  and  profiting  of  the  disorderly  flight  of  the 

•aeiny,  bad  purMcd  tbem  info  Wtlna,  taking  thirtyone  pieces  of  cannon ;  and  that 

*  the  suburbs  bad  been  occupied,  and  piquets  posted  round  tliebUdy  of  tkefo^^b,  under 

the  orders  of  Ma jor-Gcoeral  Ozoozka  and  Laflklae. 

Head-quarters,  Oschnisani,  litb  December.-— Major-Geoeral  Igomterff  dctftcbed, 
on  the  6th  of  J>ecember,  eight  battalions  from  Bobrouisk  to  Minsk. 

Admiral  Tchicbagoff  reports,  that  Major-General  Tscbablitz  dislodged  theeaemy 
fponK  WiloAi  on  tbe  lOth  December,  where  they  left  a  great  number  of  cannon,  an^ 
ytftf  considerable  magazines,  but  time  did  not  permit  to  furnish  the  detaill.' 

Ueud-quarters,  Wilna,  J9th  December.—- >Cottnt  Wlttgefisteiit  reports,  under  diste 
of  the  lotk  December,  that  having  sent  out  sen^ral  detachments  In  pof«Bit,'oae  of 
these,  commanded  by  Atdr-de.Camp-General  K!fto8off,1iad  taken,  a  c<Mrpsof  Pavu.

Unkt,  and  havfng-nllowed  the  Itwtt  eoluiiin  to  pass  (with  which  Coaitt  OrloffI>enf« 
Boff  had  Already  been  engaged),  he  bad  directed  Major-Oeneral  Ntehiaanoff  and 
Count  OrlofF  to  attack  the  enemy  with  epirit  from  our  right  |l»ak«r«iid  Priuce 
K'asatkiD  RoHtoflsky,  with  some  regiments  of  hussars  and  drfgoonSi  from  our  left. 
The  column  of  tbe  enemy  was  divided  into  two,  and  entirely  destroyed.  General 
Lauzan  wds  made  prisoner;  thirty  other  officers,  and  upwards  bf  one  thousand 
ipeti,  and  we  took  two  pair  of  colours  and  two  Btdodards.  The  remainder  of  the  ene- 
my was  pursued,  by  the  horse  artillery,  to  the  mountuins  of  Poultry,  near  «fiich 
another  column  was  nearly  destroyed  by  the  subre  and.bayonet;  twcnty-eight  piecea 
of  cannon,  as  many  tumbrils,  with  their  train  complete,  fell  into  our  hands  near 
this  sput.

Campaign  in  Russia  in  1812—1613  ; 

On  the  eTenin|if  of  the  5th  December,  the  partizan  Sesslaviu  penetrated  into  the 
tovn  of  OscbnUioi,  where  the  enemy,  coDBlstin|r  of  nine  battalions  of  infantry,  and 
mbovc  one  tboasand  horae,  were  preparing  quarters  for  that  night.  The  infantry 
hid  Already  piled  their  aras,  when  the  bossars  of  Acbfirsky  dtW  upon  them,  tword 
InhAndy  from  all  quarters.  The  whole  of  the  Commandanl^a  guard  was  cut  to  pieces^ 
and  he  himself  owed  his  safety  to  the  darkness  uf  the  night.  Tl^e  magazines  were 
mt  the  same  nrament  set  on  fire  by  shells;  theeaemy,  dismayed  anti  in  coufusion^ 
fled  to  the  outside  of  the  towjn,  where  his  infantry  was  drawn  up  in  order  of  battle; 
t>nt  being  pursued  by  our  cavalry,  they  retired  with  the  greatest  precipitation  to 
nr*bmr9chk1.  The  inhabitants  of  this  town  unanimously  declare  that  Napoleon  wa» 
tkere  io  person  ;  .but  that  having  been  informed  of  his  danger  by  some  of  those  wb* 
were  detoted  to  him,  he  had  changed  hUdreaSy  and  fled  at  foU  gallop  toward*  WMoa. 

The  enemy  has  lost  in  prisoners,  within  the  apaee  office  daya,  ▼is.  from  the  Sth^ 
^othe  ]3th  December,  as  follows  : — one  general,  one  hundred  aud  fi fly-six officart, 
and  nint;  thoosaud  five  hundred  aud  seventy-four  soldiers,  independent  af  wounded 
mod  sick,  of  whom  great  numbers  were  found  in  the  villages  near  the  high  road.  One 
liandr^d  and  sixty-eight  pieces  of  cannon,  two  pair  of  colours,  two  standards,  and 
an  eagle,  hare  likewise  fallen  into  our  hands.  '

At  the'trme  of  the  capture  of  Wiloa  by  our  troops  on  the  lOtb  of  December,  the 
enemy  defiled  through  the  streets,  whilst  Couut'PlatofiT,  in  order  to  catoff  biarcu 
treat  by  tbe  road  to  Kowno,  occupied  it  with  all  his  Cossack  regiments,  as  well  af 
arith  those  of  tbe  Hussars  of  Olviopole,  and  the  draji^oons  of  Shitomir  and  Arsaqiaa. 
Having  let  pass  the  first  of  theeneaiy*s  columns.  Count  Platoff  ordered  Count  Orloff

pain  in  the  rear  of  the  enemy,  to  post  <)ctachments  on  his  flanks,  and  to  prevea^ 
liis  arriving  at' the  Mountains  of  Ponary.^  The  large  columns  were  com{>letely  routed 
l>y  the  well  directed  fire  or  our  artillery,  aud  a/terwards  entirely  destroyed.  Ona 
general,  thirty  officers,  and  more  than  a  thousand  soldiers,  were  made  prisoners  i 
twenty-eight  pieces  of  cannon' were  taken,  and  a  number  of  waggons  and  carriagee* 
The  loss  op  Qur  side  was  very  inconsiderable.  Colonel  Flowaisky,  and  LieutenaoU' 
C!oIonel  Bibikoff,  were  dangerously  wounded. 

^'  After  the  capture  of  Wilna',  I  employed  every  possible  means  to  re-estabU8l| 
ord^r,'and  to  inform  myself  of  <ivery  thing  :  but  the  sliortness  of  tbe  'time  docs  do| 
permit  me  to  present  to  your  Imperial  Majesty  with  this  report,  a  detailed  inreutory 
4>f  all  we  have  found  here,  especially  as  the  f|uautity  of  provisions  of  every  sort,  ae 
WelKas  the  numbei-  of  prisoners,  is  so  great^'  that  it  will  take  a  considerable  tin^ 
f:o  make  an  exact  account. 

During  my  stay  bere,  the  Chief  of  the  Staff,  General  StawrakofiT,  and  Mi\{br. 
deneral  Besrodni,  bai^c  collected  from  the  different  magazines  of  the  town,  fourteen 
tbousand  tschetwert  of  barley,  five  thousand  tschetwert  of  biacuit  and  flour,  an  \m* 
Dense  number  of  uniforms,  muskets,  pouches,  saddles,  great  coats,  and  other  ar« 
ttcles  oi^  equipment. 

We  bave  made  prisoners  seven  Generals,  viz.  Vivier,  Geusse,  Normand,  Gouliot^ 
Jjt  Fevre,  Fwanofsky^  and  Sajontschik  }  eighteen  staff  officers,  two  hundred  and 
twenty-four  superior  officers,  nine  thousand  five  bundred  and  seventeen  aolaiers,  and 
lite  thuusi'nd  one  bundred  and  thirty-nine  sjck^  were  found  in  tbe  boapitals. 
'  A  great  number  of  prisoners  continue  to  be  ma^e  in  tbe  neighbourhood}  and 
aefrra)  k&agazlnes  have  beto  taken,  whicb  fit  have  not  bad  time  to  certify.    At 
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flooA  as  the  reports  •bsll  be  drmvn  op»  I  tbrnll  hmre  tbe  bappiocss  to  ■•baiit  tbcs  tt 
yoor  ImpcrUI  Majesty. 

Oil  the  30ih  of  December^  Geoeral  D*York,  commanding  the  Prm- 
sian  coDtiogeuty  concladed  a  conirention  with  the  Rnasians  for  tbe  oeii- 
trality  not  only  of  the  troopau  nder  his  immediate  command  but  alto  of 
the  corps  at  Riga,  commanded  by  General  Massenbach*  and  attached  to 
the  bebieging  army  under  Marshal  Macdonald.  Of  this  importaot  eteot, 
which  can  be  considered  in  no  other  light  than  a  co'hiplete  defectioD»  we 
subjoin  the  relatite  documents  from  the  French  |>aper8.  The  king  of 
Prussia  is  therein  represented  as  condemning  the  conduct  of  Generri 
D*Vork,  who  is  stigmatized  as  a  traitor  for  daring  to  commit  an  actbj 
which  his  country  may  eventually  be  rescued  from  the  degrading  vai* 
talage  of  Bonaparte. 

B«r/iay/a««arjr5.— Oar  Monarch  baa  experienced  tbe  most  lirdy  iaiKg— tion  it 
tbe  treason  of  General  D^York,  of  vbich  be  yesterday  lecciTcd  Um  aflictiaf 
intelligence. 

Hii  Majesty  tbe  same  day  ordered  the  following  measvres  :

Here  follows  tbe  Convention  which  General  D*York  made  with  tbe  eaeoiy. 
'  CowENTiON.p— To-day  the  undersigned,  viz.  the  Commander-ia-Cbicf  of  tbe 
Prussian  Auxiliary  Corps,  Lientenant-General  D^York,  on  tbe  one  aide,  aad  the 
Quarter-Master-General  of  tbe  Imperial  Russian  Army,  under  tbe  orders  of  Coast 
Wittgenstein  on  the  other,  after  mature  deliberation,  have  agreed  to  tbe  Ibllovisg 
Convention  *. 

Art.  1 .  Tbe  Prussisn  corps  shall  occupy,  in  the  interior  of  tbe  Prussian  territory, 
the  line  along  tbe  frontier  from  Memel  and  Meminertat  to  tbe  road  from  Woincats 
to  Tilsit.  From  Tilsit,  the  road  which  passes  through  Schellapescbken  and  Melas- 
ken  to  Labiaw,  and  comprehending  tbe  towns  which,  it  touches,  shall  determine  the 
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cxtcat  of  the  country  which  the  said  Pniisi«ii  corps  it  to  occupy.    This  territory- 
■bftll  be  bounded  on  the  other  side  by  the  Curisch  Haff,  so  that  all  this  extent  shall 
be  considered  at  perfectly  neutral,  at  toon  at  the  Pruttian  troopt  shall  hare  oc- 
cupied It. 

It  it  well  underttood  that  the  Ruttian  troopt  are  to  be  allowed  to  pass  and  re- 
past upon  the  fcrcat  road  (Rocitet)  pretcribed  j  but  they  thall  not  take  up  their 
quartert  in  the  townt  of  thit  a>rondi8tenient. 

A&T.  :9.  The  Pruttian  troops  thall  remain  in  perfect  neutrality,  in  the  arrotodlsst^ 
meat  dcsiftnated  by  Art.  I,  till  the  arrival  of  orders  from  hit  Majesty  the  Kin;  of 
Prutsia ;  but  they  engage  in  the  event  of  his  Majesty  ordering  them  to  join  tha 
Imperial  French  troops,  not  to  fight  ngaintt  the  Ruttian  armt  for  two  montht  from 
the  pretent  day. 

Art.  3.  In  the  erent  of  hit  Majetty  the  King  of  Prutsia,  or  of  hit  Majetty  the 
Emperor  of  all  the  Russiat,  refusing  to  ratify  the  pretent  Conrention,  the  Prnstiaa 
corps  shall  l>e  at  liberty  to  march  wherever  the  King  shall  call  it. 

Art.  4.  All  stragglers  shall  be  given  up  to  the  Prussian  corps,  which  shall  b* 
found  on  the  great  Mittan  road,  and  likewise  every  thing  which  forms  a  part  of  the 
material  of  the  army.  In  respect  to  the  provisions  and  train  of  the  said  corps,  and 
every  thing  belonging  to  it,  shall  pass  without  obstacle  past  the  Russian  armies,  to 
rejoin  from  Konigsberg,  or  further,  the  Prussian  corps  d*armee. 

Art.  5.  In  the  event  of  Licutenaot-Gencral  de  York*t  orders  being  still  able  to 
reach  Lieutenant-General  Massenbach,  the  troops,  which  are  under  the  command  of 
the  latter,  shall  be  comprehended  in  the  present  Convention. 

Art.  6-  All  the  prisoners  which  the  Russians,  commanded  by  Major'<}kneral 
Deibetseh,  shall  make,  from  the  troops  under  the  orders  of  General  de  Massenbach, 
■hall  likewise  be  comprehended  in  this  Convention. 

Art.  7.  The  Prussian  corps  shall  retain  the  power  of  concerting  about  every 
thing  which  relates  to  its  pnivisioning,  with  the  provincial  Reginurs  of  Prussia^ 
not  even  excepting  those  provincet  which  may  be  occupied  by  the  Prussian  arms.

— TawroggeBf 
December  31.  ^  MoNSBiGH EUR*— After  very  painful  marches,  it  was  not  possible 
for  me  to  continue  them  without  being  attacked  on  my  flanks  aad  rear  ;-*il  vas  tbit 
that  retarded  my  junction  with  your  Excellency,  and  left  me  to  chuse  betweea  the 
alternative  of  losing  the  greater  part  of  my  troops,  and  all  the  material  vhichaloae 
insured  my  subsistence.  On  saving  the  whole,  I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  coa- 
clude  a  convention,  by  which  the  assembling  of  the  Prussian  troops  is  to  take  place 
in  Eastern  Prussia,  which,  by  the  retreat  of  the  French  army,  is  in  the  power  of  the 
Rvssiao  army.  The  Prussian  troops  will  form  anWutral  corps,  and  will  notcoB' 
mit  hostilities  against  either  party.  Subsequent  events,  the  consequence  of  negotia- 
tions which  are  to  take  place  between  the  Belligerent  powers,  will  decide  their 
future  fate.

Campaign  in  Russia  in  18IS — 18 IS. 


On  receiving  intelligence  from  Prince  KutusofF  that  Wilua  was  again 
occupied  by  bis  troops,  Alexander  iset  out  from  St.  Petersburgb  to  join 
bis  victorious  army,  and  direct  in  person  the  measures  which  were  ren« 
dered  necessary  by  the  annihilation  of  the  French  and  the  favourable  as- 
pect of  affairs  produced  by  that  event.  We  shall,  therefore,  now  lay  aside 
the  pen  and  bring  this  brief  but  authentic  narrative  of  the  most  impor- 
tant Campaign  in  modem  history  to  a  conclnsion  by  inserting  Lord 
Viscount  Cathcart*s  dispatches  of  the  31st  December,  181  f,  and  2d  of 
January,  1813,  including  a  journal  of  the  Russian  operations  to  that 
date,  with  the  declaration  of  Prince  Kutusoff  on  passing  the  frontiers  of 
Russia,  and  the  Proclamation  of  the  Emperor  Alexander,  the  perusal 
of  which  was  calculated  to  excite  a  deep  interest  throughout  all  Europe, 
by  the  moderation  of  its  tone  and  the  justice  and  equity  of  His  Imperial  - 
Majesty's  sentiments  as  therein  recorded. 

8t,  Petersburgh^  Dec.  31,  1813.— Mt  LoRD.-^The  mi liUry  reports  addressed  to 
the  Emperor  at  Sf.  PeterstMirgb,  and  which  followed  his  Imperial  Majesty,  are  not 
yet  returned  to  be  made  public  ;  but  I  have  now  the  honour  to  inclose  herewith 
a  translation  of  a  journal  of  military  operations  from  the  i3tb  to  the  95th  instant 
inclasive. 

From  these  reports  your  Lordship  will  observe,  that  the  pursuit  from  Wilna  has 
been  carried  on  in  separate  routes  upon  Kouno,  by  Counts  Wittgenstein  and  Platoff. 
But  the  former  having  taken  and  destroyed  many  of  the  enemy  in  his  line  of  march, 
hjid  proceeded  down  the  Niemen  to  Yonnbuurg,  and  thence  towards  Tilsit,  which 
place  his  advanced  g^ard  had  occupied  before  the  83d  instant. 

Count  Platoff  found  a  cousiderable  part  of  the  remaining  force  of  the  enemy  at 
Kouno  \  which  force  I  understand  to  have  comprised  conscripts  and  convalescents 
which  had  been  stationed  at  that  place  and  at  Wilna.  This  corps  made  considerable 
resistance,  but  the  Don  Cossacks  having  passed  the  river  on  the  ice,  and  got  into 
the  rear  of  the  position,  the  enemy  abandoned  it  in  the  night,  with  the  loss  of  81 
pieces  of  cannon,  and  about  six  thousand  prisoners. 

The  remains  of  this  corps,  being  dispersed  and  pursued  by  the  Cossacks,  fled  partly 
In  the  direction  of  Tilsit,  and  partly  in  that  of  Wilcevitch,  many  of  them  being  ^ 
killed  and  taken  in  the  pursuit  to  the  latter  place. 

Admiral  Tcbichagoff  had  pursued  in  the  direction  of  Ghe^no,  and  by  detach*  . 
nents  had  cleared  both  baiHcs  of  the  river ;  General  Lanskoy,  with  part  of  the  ad* 
Tanced  guard,  having  marched  upon  Colvary  and  Wilcovitch,  to  connect  with  Gene« 
rml  Platoff  nponGumhinnen. 

General  Tormazoff,  with  the  column  which  had  been  led  by  the  Field  Marshal  id 
person,  was  moving  upon  Grodno,  and  your  Lordship  will  observe,  that  Count 
Ogeroffsky  had  by  his  detachment,  taken  possession  of  that  place,  in  which  Colonel 
Davidoff  had  established  himself  on  the  toth  inst.  The  Austrians  had  detached 
towards  Grodno,  but  retired  every  where  on  the  advance  of  the  Russian  troops,  and 
one  Rnssiau  detachment  was  ordered  to  move  upon  Bialystock. 

Lleutenant-General  Baron  Sachen  was  following  the  retreat  of  the  principal  Aus« 
triau  corps  through  Pinsk  and  Slonim,  and  expected  to  be  at  Rugana  on  the  '24th. 

The  corps  lately  under  General  Ertle,  was  commanded  by  General  Tu*itschro(r, 
to  which  another  detachment  has  been  joined,  having  passed  through  Minsk,  was  on 
the  filst  at  Candanoff,  on  the  road  from  the  latter  place  to  Slonim. 

All  the  towns  upon  the  right  bank  of  the  Niemen  appeared  to  be  full  of  magazines 
•ad  the  country  on  the  left  bank  is  full  of  resources*

The  prisoners  of  war  that  hare  been  forwarded  info  the  different  GoremnKnts 
since  the  battle  of  Borodino  are  stated  to  eaceed  150,000  men ;  many  of  these  asy 
have  become  the  victims  of  climate  and  fatigne,  but  his  lapcrial  Majesty  has 
directed  every  possible  care  and  attention  to  be  shewn  to  them.

Continuation  oj  the  Journal  of  Military  operations  ^rom  the  I9tk  to  the  igikDecewther, 
^-December  13. — General  Tormassoff  reports,  on  the  j  ith,  that  the  different  parties, 
detached  by  the  Aide-de-Camp  General  Wasiltschikoff,  had  discovered  at  Bielieaa 
an  Austrian  corps  of  3000  men,  whose  advanced  post  of  cavalry  occupied  Novogro- 
deck  and  Gavion  ;  but  that  a  detachment  of  the  enemy,  who  were  retreating  with 
rapidity,  had  been  defeated  by  the  Cossacks  under  the  Aide-de-camp  General  Coast 
Oscharoffsky. 

December  14— Major-General  Toutschkoff  arrived  on  the  10th,  with  his  corps,  at 
Minsk,  and  immediately  sent  two  regiments  of  Cossacks,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  GrekoH^  towards  Novoswerschena,  in  search  of  the  enemy,  and  in  order  to 
form  a  communication  with  the  detachment  under  Count  Oscharoffsky. 

December  15. — Count  Oscharoffsky  reports,  on  the  1 4th,  that  he  entered  on  the 
T3th  instant,  with  his  detachment,  into  the  town  of  Lida,  having  pushed  his  advanced 
posts  even  as  far  as  under  the  walls  of  Bielieza  ;  but  having  been  informed  that  the 
Austrian  troops  had  quitted  that  place,  and  had  moved  towards  Grodno,  he  inuae- 
diately  ordered  two  regiments  of  Cossacks,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Andria- 
noff  to  occupy  it,  and  to  send  parties  on  the  roads  to  Grodno  and  to  Slonim. 

December  l6.-<»He  also  reports  on  the  ISth,  that  the  Austrian  General  Moore,  was 
on  the  14th  with  his  detachment  at  Rooschany,  and  that  being  watched  by  the  Cos- 
sacks, he  was  continuing  his  march  towarda  Grodno.  , 

December  17.— General  Count  Ptatoff reports, on  the  15th,  that,  cootiDoingto  par- 
sue  the  enemy  closely,  he  arrived  on  the  uth  of  thia  month,  at  ten  o*clock  in  the 
morning,  at  Ko'wno  *,<*-4ind  that  the  enemy,  uniting  with,  the  troops  in  the  town, 
which  was  surrounded  with  entrenchments,  having  redoubts  upon  its  heights, main- 
tained and  defended  himself  with  obstinacy,  opening  at  the  same  time  a  very  coa* 
aiderable  fire.    The  cannonade  continued  on  both  sides  till  dark. 

In  the  mean  time.  Count  Plato ff  ordered  his  r^ments  of  Don  Cossacks  to  past 
the  Niemen  upon  the  ice,  to  menace  the  enemy  upon  the  left  bank  of  the  river,  and 
to  force  him,  by  that  means,  either  to  abandon  the  town  as  quick  at  poaaible^  or  to 
•urrender .-^Towards  liight,  two  colnmni,  one  after  the  other,  made  a  sortie  Iroa 
the  town,  but  they  had  hardly  passed  the  river,  when  the  Cossacks  vigorously  at- 
tacked them  with  their  pikes,  and  dispersed  them,  leaving  a  considerable  aaabcr 
of  killed  on  the  spot.  One  party  of  them  fled  along  the  river  towards  Tilsit,  another 
Cook  the  road  to  Wilkovitch  being  pursaed  by  the  e///e  of  the  Cossacks. 

Amongst  the  killed  was  found  a  General  of  rank,  as  was  proved  by  his  beingdeos- 
rated  with  the  chief  order  of  the  legion  of  honour.  Many  say,  that  it  was  Marshal 
Ney,  as  commander  of  these  troops.  In  this  attack  Major  Karatschkowitch  took  s 
hausse  coly  two  standards  were  also  taken.  At  the  capture  of  Kouno  were  msde 
prisoners  eighty  staff  and  othor  officers^  and  above  SOO  private^  wtthout  fcckoaiag 
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tli€  invslids  that  were  fonnd  in  the  hotpitiil».  During  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy  for 
three  dayn,  and  upon  his  defeat  on  the  Niemen,  5ono  were  made  prisoners  ^  amoogst 
whom  were  two  Colonels,  and  above  l6o  staff  and  other  officers,  and  yi  pieces  of 
cannon  were  taken.  Even  in  this  town  were  found  779  artillery  tumbrils  complete, 
•nd  with  all  their  ammunition,  and  in  the  magaxinea  three  thousand  tscbetwert  of 
rye  and  corn.  • 

Major-General  Tontschkoff  reports,  that  having  united  his  corps  with  the  de. 
taehment  of  Colonel  Knorring,  be  will  quit  Minsk  on  the  )3th  of  this  month  to  go 
to  Novoswerschennc. 

General  Tormassoff  reports  on  the  I3th,  that  the  fourth,  sixth,  and  eight  corps, 
and  the  van-guard  of  the  Aide-de-Camp  General  Wasiltschikoff,  take  op  their  can- 
tonments in  the  districts  of  Wilna,  Lida,  Oschoniani,  and  \Vitkomirsk,  l|"v^>"g 
stationed  the  advanced  posts  of  cavalry  of  the  latter  place,  at  the  TillaKc  of  Bocknti, 
upon  the  Berezina,  and  at  Doudi,  as  well  as  strong  piquets  of  Cossacks  at  NikolHefT, 
upon  the  Niemen.  To-day  the  regiments  of  horse  guards,  and  the  chevalier  gardei^ 
as  well  as  the  regiments  of  infantry,  have  entered  Wilna  under  the  command  of  his 
Imperial  Highness  the  Grand  Duke  Constantine.  In  defiling  before  the  Field- 
Marshal  General  Prince  dc  Smolensko,  each  man  expressed  his  joy  by  three  huzzas. 

All  the  troops  of  the  guards  have  taken  up  their  quarters  in  the  town  and  In  tli« 
auburbs,  as  well  as  their  cantonments  in  the  nei«:hboorhood.

J^ctmber  19.— The  Aide  de-Camp,  General  WaailtschikofF,  arrived  to>day  with  bis 
detachment  at  Mosty. 

December  90.— The  Lientenanf-General  Schepeleff  reports,  that  on  the  Joth 
December  he  detached  looo  men  of  the  militia  of  Kulooga,  to  Bobrouisk. 

The  Aide-de-Camp,  General  Count  Oscbarofl'sky,  reports  on  the  I9tb  December^ 
tbat  Major  Schamscheff,  whom  he  had  sent  with  a  regiment  of  Cossacks  to  Lounna, 
baving  learnt  that  a  party  of  Russian  prisoners,  under  an  Anstrian  escort,  were  on 
the  Grodno  rosd,  immediately  detached  TEsaonl  Markow,with  a  party  of  Cossacks, 
wbo,  having  ovettaken  the  enemy  at  ten  versts  firom  Qrodno^  attacked  him,  and  de« 
livered  the  prisoners,  viz.  four  officers,  five  sub-officers,  and  49  soldiers,  and  also 
took  from  him  one  officer  of  gens-d*armes  and  lou  soldiers. 

He  further  states,  that  he  bad  ordered  his' detachment,  consisting  of  the  iQth 
regiment  of  Chaaacurs,  the  Hussars  of  Marienpot,  and  a  company  of  flying  artillery, 
to  advance  to  Grodno,  in  order  to  repose  after  its  long  and  fatiguing  marches  ;  and 
that  be  was  himself  going  with  the  Cossacks  to  Bialystock. 

Deeem6tfr  91.— Major  General  Tontschkoff  arrived  with  bis  corps,  the  detachment 
of  Colonel  Knorring  having  been  added  to  it  at  Kaidanow,  on  the  9d.  Colonel  Gre- 
koff  being  with  two  regiments  of  Cossacks  at  Holbzach,  made  prisoners,  by  a  party 
wbich  he  had  detached,  four  men  of  anenemy*s  patrole  of  the  Hussars  of  Kienmayer. 

December  99. — Lieutenant-General  Sacben  reports,  on  the  I9tb  of  December,  that 
he  should  march,  on  the  13th  of  December,  with  his  corps  to  Pinsk,  from  thence  to 
SIOBlm  ;  and  that  after  the  battles,  which  took  place  on  the  I3th,  Mlh,  15th,  and 
16th,  at  Gomostairz  and  Wilkowisk,  his  right  flank  occupi^  Kuwle  ai|d  Kolka«  and 
his  left  flank  at  Loubompte. 

Admiral  Tchiehagoff  reports,  on  the  18th,  that  he  is  arrived  with  his  army  at 
Jcaziio,  aiid  that  Major-General  Landskoy,  whom  he  had  sent  with  a  detachment  of 
light  troops  from  Jeszno  to  Preno,  fell  in  with  the  enemy  ^t  this  laat  place,  attacked 
him  on  two  sides,  repulsed  him,  and  made  prisoners  fire  officers  and  180  soldiers. 
AwHher  ptrtyy  nnder  the  orders  of  LieaUnaat*Coloocl  Danixoff,  hating  been  de- 
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lAched  along  tbe  right  baok  of  the  NieuMSy  attacked  tha  eneaiy  near  Poaao  with 
the  bayoDcty  and  made  217  prisoners.  This  same  party  having  afkerward*  paaaed 
the  Nietaen,  occupied  the  position  of  Balberachick-.  In  the  aaean  time  Major- 
General  Laodtkoy  opened  the  road  to  l^'^ilkoTitch^  in  arder  to  establinh  %  commnnU 
cation  with  the  troops  of  General  Platoff,  at  Kalwary*  and  entirely  cleared  th« 
country  of  the  enemy. between  the  frontier  and  the  line  marked,  in  these  opcmtioBB 
be  made  fourteen  officera  and  6oo  loldicn  priaoncrt. 

The  Partisan  Colonel  Baridoff  reporta  on  the  sist  December,  that  on  thafi«tli 
tie  occupied  the  city  of  Grodno,  and  found  there  the  enemy*s  magasinee  and  hoapi* 
tais,  of  which  be  will  send  a  detailed  report:  that  he  likewise  fonnd  a  maganneat

and  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  aeventy  aoldiers,  and  took  one  colonr ;  and  thai 
on  the  I7tb,  i)  party  of  bis  detachment,  going  to  Furbnrg,  oTcrtook  aamall  colitoMi 
of  the  enemy,  completely  defeated  it,  and  took  one  ataff  officer,  seven  aaperior 
officers,  and  two  hundred  men  prisoners.  This  detachment  afterwards  oocnpiod 
the  town  of  Furbnrf . 

The  Colonel  of  the  Guards  Souchosaneff,  having  been  detached  from  the  adTaaeed 
goard  of  Major-General  Diebitsch,  found  aome  small  magaaines  at  Kaidanow  and 
Datkoff,  took  several  prisoners,  and  qoe  hospital  with  eighty  f  ick.  Andther  party 
under  the  orders  of  the  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  Artillery  Kostomaroff,  discorered 
the  enemy  on  the  83d  %t  Griokischki,  and  having,  attacked  bim  in  the  eveauig, 
made  prisoners  two  officers  and  30  soldier*,  and  also  took  SOO  new  mnaketa. 
'    His  Imperial  Majesty  arrived  this  day  in  good  health  at  his  army  at  Wilna* 

December  S3.— General  Platoff  reports  on  theaist,  that  since  his  r^pprtof  the 
capture  of  Kouno,  several  magazines  have  been  discovered  and  t70  tonneleta  of 
br-iudy  J  that  so»ooo  new  muskets  with  bayoneta  were  found  in  one  of  the  chnrchea  $ 
and  tbat  a  like  number  had  been  burnt  at  the  arsenal,  of  which  nothing  remnjpad 
but  the  iron. 

December  24.-— Greneral  PlatofF  also  reports,  on  the  93d,  that  two  hundred  barrels 
of  flour,  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  rye,  five  hundred  of  oata,  and  fifty  quintals  of  hmjf 
were  found  at  Kalwary  i  and  five  hundred  muids  of  flonr,  at  Wilkovicb.  The  i»«. 
habitants  of  the  neighbourhood  bad  also  engaged  to  furnish  rations,  every  thvee 
days,  of  bread  and  grain  for  fifty  thousand  men,  and  also  oata  and  hay  for  fifteen 
thousand  horsei*.  They  were  ordered  to  provide  this  quantity  for  (ha  use  of  the 
enemy,  and  they  now  voluntarily  offer  to  supply  our  troopa  with  it. 

During  the  pursuit  from  the  passage  of  the  Niemen  to  Wilkovitcb>  the  enemy  hna 
lost,  independent  of  the  privates,  of  which  one  thousand  are  daily  brought  ipi  more> 
than  two  hundred  officers  and  four  pieces  of  cannoUt 

General  Count  Wittgenstein  reports  on  the  ^^d,  that  the  detachment  of  Lient.- 
Colonel  Tettenborn,  sent  by  the  Aide-de-Camp  General  Gotenistscheff  Kutusofft 
fcll  in  with  two  squadrons  of  Prussian  Hussars  before  Tilsit,  immedialely  lepnlsed 
them,  and  pursued  them  through  that  town,  ai^d  a>  mile  beyond.  The  enemy  lost 
forty  men  in  prisoners,  and  one  cannon  was  taken  at  the  vilUge  of  I>olvow8ki. 

Considerable  inagaziues  were  found  at  Tilsit  and  Raguit.

Proclamation— When  the  Emperor  of  all  the  Rvsaias  was  compelled,  by s 
war  of  aggression,  to  take  arms  for  the  defence  of  his  States,  his  Imperial  Majesty, 
from  the  accuracy  of  his  combinations,  was  enabled  to  form  an  estimate  of  the  im- 
portant results  which  that  war  might  produce  with  respect  to  the  indcpeodenoe  of 
Europe.    The  most  heroic  constancy,  the  greatest  sacrlBces,  have  led  to  a  series  sf 
triumphs,  and  when  the  Commander-in-Chief,  Prince  Kontousoff  Smolensko,  led 
his  victorious  troops  beyond  the  Niemen,  the  same  principles  still  continued  to  aai- 
.  mate  the  Sovereign. 

At  no  period  has  Russia  been  accnstomed  to  practise  that  art  (too  mnch  lesoited 
to  in  modem  wars),  of  exaggerating,  by  false  statements,  the  ancceaa  of  her  arms. 
But,  with  whatever  modesty  her  details  might  now  be  penned,  they  would  appear 
incredible.  Ocular  witnesses  are  necessary  tO  prove  the  fSscts  to  France,  to  Ger- 
many, and  to  Italy,  before  the  slow  progress  of  truth  will  fill  those  ^onntrics  with 
mourning  and  consternation. 

Indeed  it  is  difficult  to  conceive,  that,  in  a  campaign  of  only  fbnr  mcmths  dnration, 
•oe  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  prisoners  should  have  been  taken  from  the  enemy, 
hesides  nine  hondred  pieces  of  cannouj  fbrty-nine  stand  of  colours,  and  all  the 
wagg^-train  and  baggage  of  the  army. 

A  list  of  the  names  of  all  the  Generals  taken  is  hcrennto  annexed.  It  will  be 
easy  to  form  an  estimate,  from  that  list,  of  the  number  of  superior  and  snhaHtrn 
officers  taken. 

It  is  sufficient  to  say,  that  out  of  three  hundred  thousand  men,  (exclusive  of  Aos* 
trians,)  who  peaetrated  into  the  heart  of  Russia,  not  thirty  thousand  of  theat,  erco 
if  they  should  be  favoured  by  fortune,  will  ever  revisit  their  country. 

The  manner  in  which  the  Emperor  Napoleon  repassed  the  Russian  linontiers  cia 
assuredly  be  no  longer  a  secret  to  Europe.  80  mnch  glory  and  so  many  advantages, 
cannot,  however,  change  the  personal  dispositions  of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  of 
all  the  Russisft.  The  grand  principles  of  the  independence  of  Europe  have  oHrays 
lormed  the  basis  of  his  policy,  for  that  policy  is  fixed  in  his  heart.  It  is  beneath  bis 
character  to  permit  any  endeavours  to  he  made  to  induce  the  peopW  to  resist  tbs 
oppression,  and  to  throw  off  the  yoke  which  has  weighed  them  down  for  twenty  ycoriL 
It  is  their  Governments,  whose  eyes  ought  to  be  opened  by  the  actual  situatisi 
of  France.

JNTRODUCTORY  DISCOURSE  ON  FIRST  PRINCIPLES, 

SECTION    FOURTH. 

Of  the  defence  and  attack  qf  tingle  Field-wmrks.  amd  Iktftn^kmmeis, 

1.  D^ence  qf  tingle  Field^ocrkt.  The  guns  in  the  works  sboald  nerer  eng iqpi  tlMse 
of  the  enemy,  hot  shoald  he  removed  from  the  platform,  daring  his  c— aamsteyiad 
phaiild  be  msed  only  wh«a  hebai  atrived  within  600  paces  o#  ibe  wmk,  wbe»  Aif 
■hould  commence  their  fire  with  case  shot.  Not  having  fired  befert,  tbcfnemy  It 
not  concealed  from  them  by  the  smolce,  and  the  men  are  not  fatigued  j'tb^  effect 
will  now  therefore  be  very  considerable.  The  distance  of  600  pacca  sboatdbe  prf 
▼iously  marked  with  small  stakes,  that  the  men  may  not,  as  is  frequently  tbccafey 
open  their  fire  too  soon. 
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2.  They  ihuvld  rem«iiicluriDf  the  eacny's  cauaonade,  at  the  fi^ut  of  the  bauqueUe, 
which  they  ihomid  ascead  when  he  haa  advanced  within  350  paces  of  the  nurk  \ 
Una  diatauce  should  therefore  be  likcwuie  marked  by  amakl  white  stakes.  The  g.-ir- 
riaua  shoulti  fire  by  diTisioaa;  each  aide  of  the  work  should  be  formed  in  3  platoous^ 
which  sliouiii  fire  aJteroatcly.  If  the  ditch  is  palisaded,  it  wouM  perltap^  bt*  best 
oot  to  coiumeace  drioguatil  the  eoemy  is  withia  su  paces  ;  and  when  the  work  hat 
trouS'de-loup  or  abbatis,  besides  palissdes  in  front  of  the  ditch,  the  musqurtry  ccr- 
taiuly  oug^ht'uot  to  open  uetil  be  has  reached  the  first  of  these  iiupedimeats.  The 
freal  and  sadden  effect  of  the  fire  at  this  short  distance,  at  the  oionieut  wlien  his 
advance  is  checked,  will,  if  there  has  been  no  firing  before,  operate  powiMfully  upon 
the  mifids  of  the  men.  At  a  greater  distance,  the  enemy  occupying  a  greaur  exfeot^ 
the  fire  from  the  fort  spreads,  and  the  slight  effect  which  is  produced  by  it,  emboldens 
him,  at  the  same  time  that  the  men  cannot  so  much  notice  the  cries  and  groans  of 
their  wounded  comrades,  as  they  imoaediately  advance  from  the  spot. 

3.  When  the^nemy  enters  the  ditch,  shells  with  the  fuses  lighted,  or  leather  bags 
filled  with  I  and  a  half  or  two  pounds  of  powder,  and  provided  with  very  small  lu^ea, 
should  be  thrown  into  it  j  and  at  the  same  time,  he  should  be  received  with  bayouets, 
fixed  to  the  end  of  long  poles,  when  he  is  about  to  attempt  the  escalade.  If  not 
provided,  with  these  means,  the  men  shonld  mount  the  crest  of  the  breastwork 
to  receive  the  eoemy  with  the  bayonet  ;  this,  however,  must  uot  be  doue  until  the 
whole,  or  at  least,  the  greater  part  of  them,  hare  tfutered  theditch. 

4.  If  there  are  a  (greater  number  of  men  than  are  requisite  to  man  the  w«rk,  wliea 
formed  3  deep,  or  if  more  can  fa^  procured,  one,  or,  if  possible,  two  ranks  should  be 
placed  in  the  ditch  behind  the  palisadea,  with  orders  sot  lo  fire  until  the  enemy  arrivea 
clo«e  to  the  paliiades.  This  fire,  givt^n  at  so  short  a  diMtauce,  must  prove  most 
destructive  ;  and  together  with  tbe  fire  from  the  breastwork,  ^  dreadful  and  unex- 
pected effect  will  certainly  compel  the  enemy  to  retreat^ 

5.  It  is  necessary  that  tf.e  officer  should  expose  himself,  in  ordei%to  keep  up  the 
roura'»e  of  the  men,  he  should  be  the  first  upon  the  breastwork,  &c. ;  he  should' 
tell  them  that  their  preservation  depends  npun  their  gallantry,  and  that  formerly 
forts  were  defended  solely  by  the  sword  and  spear  or  pike,  and  that  they  roust  nU' 
timately  succeed  by  resolution.  , 

t>.  For  security  against  a  night  attack,  nothing  can  be  done,  hut  to  keep  a  part  of 
the  garrison  constantly  underarms,  near  the  breastwork,  and  to  post  aehain  of  sen- 
tries at  tbe  distance  of  at  least  900  paces  round  the  work  ;  and  further  in  front,  at 
proper  placer,  single  men,  for  the  purpose  of  listening,  perticniarly  in  the  rear*  It 
ia  advantageous  to  have  piles  of  wood  prepared  at  50  pares  from  the  ditch,  which 
nay  be  set  on  fire,  as  soon  as  the  enemy  advances :  for  this  purpose,  however,  it  will* 
^  necessary  that  the  wood  should  be  short  and  dry,  together  with  a  quantity  of  dry 
straw,  and  that  it  should  be  covered  with  a  small  roof,  or  else  it  will  probably  not 
burn  until  the  work  is  taken.  Some  persons  have  recommended,  that  hay  and  straw 
should  be  kept  in  readiness  in  tbe  ditch,  and  to  set  fire  to  it  when  the  enemy  ap- 
proaches. If  the  work  is  weak,  has  a  snail  garrison,  and  may  be  quickly  snpporftd, 
this  might  be  of  nse. 

7.  J}^(tnc€  qf  Intrenekmtntt*  Tbe  CMip  is  from  aoo  to  6oo  paces  in  rear  of  the 
iatrenchiBenta.  £acb  battalioa  has  a  certain  extent  allotted  to<  it,  which  it  will 
occupy,  drawn  up  3  deep  if  possible,  as  soon  as  any  alarm  takes  p^ce  ;  and  to  which 
it  furaishes  a  guard  during  the  day,  and  a  strong  picqaet  at  night,  and  iu  cme  of 
dftsger,  supports  it  with  half  of  the  batjaliou. 

8.  The  reginental  gona  are  placed  ia  the  works  with  their  battalions  ;  tbeothera 
are  divided  into  batlerivs,  which  .arc  dislrihuted  at  intervals  of  iVum  liuo  to  i«m« 
paces.

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9.  A  «tron^  in errc  of  infaotry  and  artillery  mutt  be  ttrntioucd  at  tome  dittancc,  it 
the  rear  of  the  works,  to  fopport  the  part  attacked,  or  to  repnUe  the  eaemy,  tboald 
he  penetrate  any  part  of  the  lines  ;  to  this  latter  aenricey  the  cavalry  is  partkaUrly 
destioH,  and  chonld  be  for  that  pnrpoac  formed,  in  bodies  of  8  aqandrons  each,  at 
from. 600  to  1000  paces  behind  the  iotrencbmentsi  durinf  the  enemy^s  cmononadr, 
and  should  attack  the  enemy  the  instant  he  has  entered  tlie  lines. 

10.  The  batteries  may  open  their  fire  00  the  enemy*s  f^uns  at  19uo  paces,  aad 
some  fttaktt  or  other  marks  ihould  therefore  be  fixed  at  thft  distance ;  bnt  they 
should  on  no  account  fire  at  a  distance  at  which  the  enemy's  fire  does  not  tske 
effect ;  snd  the  same  must  be  observed  when  tlie  encnly  is  s«perinr  in  artillery.  It 
is  well  to  couceal  a  few  batteries,  until  the  enemy*s  troops  have  approached  wilkia 
6vo  paces  ;  therefore  the  fire  should  at  first  be  only  opened  from  ihe  bntteries  of  lesit 
importance,  in  order  to  draw  off  the  enemy^s  fire  from  the  principal  ones,  that  they 
may  not  suffer,  and  may  then  receive  the  enemy^s  troops  unexpectedly  with  case 
shot.  The  ammunition  should,  if  possible,  be  kept  covered  in  small  magaaines,«t 
90  paces  or  more  in  rear  of  the  batteries ;  or  the  ammunition  wa^^ns  mnst  be 
stationed  further  back,  and  separate  from  each  other.

Vie  there  learned  H-hal  our  spies  had 
already  informed  us,  Ibal  Ibe  eiife  of  tba  Russian  and  Prutnian  army  were  lrarei>> 
ing  Bobemia,  and  uniting  upon  Ibe  left  bank  of  Ibr  Elbe. 

"  Out  light  troops  puabed  to  within  lb  leagues  of  Prague. 

<■  Tbe  Emperor  was  at  ZilUn,  ou  his  teiurn  from  Bobeioia  on  lhe  901b,  at  tea 
o'elock  in  thenioraing.  Ur  left  the  Dake  uf  Bcllanuwilbthe  winudrurpa  alZiltau, 
lo  strengthen  the  corps  of  Prince  Puiii.iluwthi.  He  plated  GtKci  al  Vandanime,  will^ 
tlic  flrsl  corps  at  Ruaibuurg,  lo  support  Generals  Lefeuc  and  Oesnuiiellcs  )  these 
two  Generals  occupying  tbe  p<>iHt  in  force,  caiiie4.  redoubts  to  tie  Ihruwa  up  ou  lb« 
*  height  which  commanded  the  point.  The  Emprrur  look  Ihc  road  tx  L,Aubau,  ia 
Kileaia,  where  be  arrived  un  lhe  seth,  before  seveu  o'clock  in  Ihe  cvt'h.i.g.  Th« 
*MBiy'l  araiy  of  Silesia  had  *ioUled  the  neutrality,  aad  paised  thiougL  ibc  neulial 
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ttrrttory,  since  tlie  ittb.  They  had  on  the  I5th  insulted  all  our  sdraDced  poili, 
and  carrieil  oflTsome  vidett^. 

**  On  tlie  i6th,  a  Rnxsian  corpii  placed  itaelf  between  theBober  and  thepoat  oC 
Speller,  orcnpied  by  soo  men  of  the  diriaion  of  Charpentiere.  Tbeac  brave  Bca, 
who  «  ere  reposing;  themselrea  on  th^  fUtb  of  traatica,  flew  to  arras,  passed  ffbrsajh 
the  t'lieiny's  ccuire,  and  dispersed  them.  They  were;  coomaiided  l»y  the  Chief  of 
DiTision  Gnillermie. 

**On  the  t8th,  the  Duhe  of  Tarentr  gave  orders  to  General  Zncetic  to  take  the 
»inall  tiiwn  of  Lahn  ;  he  naarched  there  with  an  Italian  brigade ;  lie  brmTcly  exccwtel 
his  orders,  and  caused  the  enemy  a  loss  of  dpwards  of  soo  nen.  Centfl  ZnecCk 
is  an  officer  of  distin^i«hed  merit.  The  ItaHan  troops^  attAckad  tlw  ftnsalaw, 
nhu  were  snprrior  in  number,  with  tbebayofkct. 

**  On  the  lotb  instant,  the  enemy  encamped  at  Zobtev;  a  corpa  of  19,000  Ras- 
sians  passed  the  Bober,  and  attacked  the  post  of  Liebcnieken,  wklch  waa  dcHnidcd 
by  three  light  companies. 

**  General  Lanriston  caused  a  part  of  his  corps  to  take  to  ansa,  tell  Loevenhcffi 
marched  to  the  enemy,  and  druTC  him  into  the  Bober.  Th^  brigndc  of  Oeoofal 
Lafettc,  of  the  division  of  Rochambeau,  has  disting nisbed  itself. 

*'  Meanwhile  the  Emperor  arrived  on  the  soth  at  Lanban,  and  at  break  of  day  on 
the  2 1  St,  he  waa  at  Loewenberg,  and  caused  bridges  to  be  thrown  acitiaa  th«  Bober. 
Ckneral  Lanriston*s  corps  crossed  the  river  at  noon.  General  Maison,  with  hie  ae» 
customed  ralour,  beat  down  every  thing  that  endcavonred  to  oppose  bia  passage, 
carried  all  the  positions,  and  drew  the  enemy  fighting  near  to  Goldaberg.  He  was 
supported  by  the  5th  and  tith  corps.  On  his  left  the  IVince  of  Moakwa  caused 
General  Ssken  to  be  attacked  by  the  3d  corps,  in  front  of  Bmnalaw,  orerthrewthess, 
put  them  to  rout,  and  took  some  prisoners. 

^*  The  enemy  put  himself  in  retreat.  An  Engagement  took  place  before  GoMsberg 
on  the  23d  August.  General  Lauriston  was  there  at  the  head  of  the  5th  nod  itth 
corps.  He  had  before  him  the  Rnssiana,  who  corered  the  position  of  Plensberg^ 
and  the  Prussians,  who  extended  themselves  to  the  right  on  the  road  to  Leignitx. 
At  the  moment  when  General  Gerard  debouched  to  the  Ml  on  Niedenm,  a  column  of 
f5,tKH)  Prussians  appeared  at  this  point.  He  caifaed  thcns  to  be  attacked  in  the 
middle  of  the  barracks  of  the  old  camp,  which  were  forced  at  all  parte  ;  the  Plrat- 
slau»  t's^ayed  to  make  several  charges  of  csvalryy  which  weietcpniaed  every  where; 
they  were  driven  from  their  positions,  and  left  near  5000  dead  on  the  field  of  battle; 
benidi's  some  prisoners,  &c.  On  the  night  Flensbnrg  waa  taken  nod  retaken  several 
times  ;  at  length  the  I35th  regiment  threw  itself  on  the  enemy,  and  entirely  over* 
thni'w  him.  Tlie  enemy  has  lost  at  this  point  looo  dead  and  4000  wonnded.  The 
aliietl  army  retired  in  disorder,  and  in  great  baste  towarda  Jauer.  The  eneoiy  being 
tlins  defeated  in  Silesia,  the  Emperor  took  with  hhn  the  Prince  of  Moakwa,  Ml  the 
CtMiiinttud  of  the  army  in  Silesia  to  the  Dnke  of  Tarentcw  and  arrived  ob  the  9Sth  at 
ytotpen.  Tlie  old  and  young  gnards,  infiintry«  cavah^  and  artillery  pcrforased  these 
40  leagues  in  four  days.*

Her  Majesty,  the  Empress,  Qnelen,  aad  Regent,  haa  received  the  fallowiagio- 
lellijiruce  from  the  army,  dated  98th  Aognat  :— 

**  t»u  the  s<>th,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  the  Baperor  eOtercd  Drttdca. 
The  grand  Russian,  Prussian,  and  Anstrian  trmy,  commanded  by  the  fiovcieigns^ 
ikM  XwUwv  it ;  it  crowned  all  the  hillk  which  surronnd  Dresden,  at  iIm  dtotanceofa 
#\iurl  league  upon  the  left  bank.  Marshal  St.  Cyr,  with  the  I4tlr  corpo,  and  the 
|i^rlA>u  of  Dresden,  occupiled  the  infteoched  cotfp,  sodllMd  fiWiohitry^shoBtiio 
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the  fortifications  wbich  surrounded  the  svburbt.    All  wai  tranqall  at  noon,  but  to 
theskilfnl  eye,  this  calm  was  the  precursor  of  a  storm ;  an  attack  appeared  imminent. 

**  At  four  in  the  afternoon,  at  the  8i{pial  of  the  firinf  of  three  cannon,  six  eaemy*a 
columns,  each  preceded  by  50  pieces  of  artillery,  formed,  and  a  few  moments  after 
descended  into  the  plain  ;  they  marched  towards  the  redoubts.  In  less  than  a  quar- 
ter of  an  hour  the  fire  became  terrible.  The  fire  of  a  redoubt  being  silenced,  the 
assailants  turned  it,  and  made  efforts  at  the  foot  of  the  fortifications  of  the  suburbs, 
where  a  good  number  met  death. 

'  **  11  was  near  five  o^clock,  a  part  of  the  rescnres  of  the  4th  corps  was  engaged. 
Some  shells  fell  in  the  town— the  moment  appeared  pressing.  The  Emperor  ordered 
Uie  King  of  Naples  to  march  with  General  JLatoar  Maaberg^s  cavalry  upon  the 
enemy's  right  flank,  and  the  Dnkc  of  Treviso  to  march  against  the  left  flank.  Th* 
four  divisions  of  the  Young  Guard,  commanded  by  Generals  Dnmoutier,  Barroe^ 
Decouz  and  Roquet,  then  debouched,  two  by  the  gate  of  Pirna,  and  two  by  the  gato 
of  Plauen.  The  Prince  of  Moskwa  debonchod  at  the  head  of  Barroe*a  division. 
Those  divisions  overthrew  every  thing  before  them ;  the  fire  immediately  got  to  « 
distance  from  the  centre  to  the  cirenmlerettce,  and  was  soon  driven  back  npon  the 
bills.    The  field  of  battle  remained  covered  with  dead,  cannon  and  wrecks. 

**  General  Dnmoutier  is  wounded,  as  are  likewise  Grenerals  Boyeldieo,  Tyndal 
nod  Combelles.  The  ofiicer  of  artillery,  Bcranger,  is  mortally  wounded  ;  be  was  a 
young  man  of  great  hopes.  General  Gros,  of  the  Guards,  was  the  first  to  thraw 
hinwelf  iato  the  ditch  of  a  redoubt,  where  the  e»emy*8  sappers  were  already  at  work  | 
in  cutting  down  the  palisades  he  received  a  bayonet  wound. 

*<  The  night  became  dark  and  the  fire  ceased,  the  enemy  having  fklled  In  his  tt- 
tnrfc,  and  left  upwards  of  2000  prisoners  on  the  field  of  battle,  which  was  covered  , 
with  dead  and  wounded.  ^ 

**  On  the  97th  the  weather  was  dreadful,  and  the  rain  fell  in  torrents.  TbesoMlere 
knd  -passed  the  night  in  mod  and  water.  At  nine  o>lock  in  (he  morning  we  could 
^ninly  perceive  the  enemy,  lengthening  bis  left,  and  covering  the  heights  wbicb 
were  separated  fropn  bis  ccmtr/B  by  the  valley  of  Planen. 

**  The  King  of  Naples  departed  with  the  corps  of  the  Duke  ef  Belkino  and  tbtt 
division  of  cuirassiers,  and  debouched  on  the  road  of  Freyberg  to  attack  this  left 
wing.  He  performed  it  with  the  greatest  success.  The  six  divisions  which  com- 
posed this  wing  were  broken  tmd  scattered.-  The  half  of  tbem,  with  their  colours 
and  cannon,  were  made'prlsoners,  and  amongst  the  number  are  several  Generals. 

'*  In  the  centre  a  bris>k  cannonade  fixed  the  enem|.*s  attention,  and  some  culumnf 
abewed  themselves  ready  ti>  attack  him  on  his  left. 

*<  The  Duke  of  Treviso,  with  General  Nantsooty,  manceuvered  in  the  plain,  with 
liit  left  to  the  river  and  his  right  to  the. heights. 

**  Marshal  St.  Cyr's  corps  joined  our  left  with  the  centre,  whicb  was  formed  qf 
^M  Duke  of  Ragusa*s  corpe. 

**  About  two  o^clock  in  the  afternoon  the  enemy  decided  on  making  his'  retreat'^ 
ht  bad  lost  his  grand  communication  with  Bohemia  on  his  left  and  right  win|^. 

**  The  result  of  this  day  is  9S  to  30,000  prisoners,  40  pair  of  colours,  and  60  piecct 
of  artillery.  .     . 

**  We  may  reckon  that  the:  enemy  has  lost  60,000  men.    Omr  loss  in  kUM» 
wonnded  and  taken  amounts  to  4,000  men. 

**  The  cavalry  has  covered  itself  with  glory.  The  Etat-Msjor  of  the  cavalry 
will  publish  the  details,  «nd  mentioo  those  whe  have  distinguished  themselves..  The. 
yonng  guards  have  merited  the  praises  of  tlie  whole  army.  The  old  guards  had  twa 
tellalioQO  engaged,  its  other  baltsUens  were  kept  in  reserve  in  the  village,  to  he  «l 
4iipa»aL  Tlw  tvo  baUalione  whicb  were  engif^ed  heal  down  every  thiiif  before  thai.

**  The  conduct  oi  the  iohabitantB  has  been  snch  at  we  ahonld  exfiect  froai  la 
allied  people.  The  King^  of  Saxony  and  hia  family  remained  at  Dreadco,  and  hare 
ahewn  the  example  ef  confidence.

,  Her  Majesty,   the  Empreta,  Qaeen,  and  Regent,  has  received  the  fbllowiag  is- 
telli^ence  from  the  Army,  dated  the  30th  August  :— 

**  On  the  88th,  39th,  and  30thy  we  followed  up  our  success ;  Generals  Caatix, 
Doumere,  and  D^Ondlnarde,  of  General  Latonr  Mauberg^s  corps,  have  taken  1000 
caissons,  or  waggons,  of  ammunition,  and  collected  many  prisoners.  TIm  villages 
arc  full  of  the  eaemy^s  wounded  j  we  already  reckon  10,000  of  them. 

**'  The  enenSVy  According  to  the  report  of  prisoners,  had  eight  Generals  kiHedor 
wounded. 

**  The  Duke  of  Raguaa  baa  bad  several  affairs  of  advanced  posts,  which  attest  the 
intrepidity  of  his  troops. 

*<  (General  Vandamme,  commanding  the  1st  corps,  on  the  sstii  debouched  by 
Koenigstetn,  and  on  the  96th  took  possession  of  the  camp  at  Pima,  of  the  town,  aad 
of  Hoendorf.  He  intercepted  the  grand  communication  from  Prague  to  Dresden. 
The  Duke  of  Wertemburg,  with  15,000  Rossiaoa,  waa  charged  with  observing  the 
debouche.  On  tbe  98th  General  Vandamme  attacked  and  defeated  him,  took  9000 
frisoners,  six  pieces  of  cannon,  and  drove  him  into  Bohemia.  The  Prince  of  Reussy 
General  of  Brigade,  an  Olliccr  of  merit  waa  killed. 

**'  On  the  9^h  General  Vandamme  took  a  poaltion  np6n  the  heights  of  Bohemia, 
and  establiahed  himself  there.  He  caused  the  country  to  be  scoured  by  difcreat 
parties  of  light  troops,  to  obtain  intelligence  of  the  enemy,  annoy  him,  and  seise 
npon  his  maga^nes. 

^  The  Prince  of  Eckmuhl  waa,  on  ths  94tb,  at  Schwcrin.  He  had  had  no  aflair 
of  cooaequence.— The  Danea  had  distinguished  themselves  in  several  trifling  affufs. 
The  opening  of  the  campaign  has  been  most  brilliant,  and  allows  ns  to  form  great 
hopes.    The  quality  of  onr  infimtry  ia  mncb  superior  to  that  of  the  enemy.

FIRST   BULLETIN. 

MfUfl-f  «ar#er«  mt  Ormmenkmrg^  Amgutt  13.— Hia  Royal  Highness  the  Crown  Prince 
irrivcd  here  yesterday,  and  has  fixed  his  head-quavers  at  this  place.  The  united 
army  of  Northern  Germany,  of  which  bis  Royal  Highness  has  the  coamaad, 
«reupie«  the  following  positions  >— 

A  part  of  the  4th  Prussian  corpa  d*armee,  which  forma  the  rcnerfe,  under  the 
vommani  of  Lieutenant  General  Count  Tauentlcn,  has  its  head-quartersat  Monche- 
berg,  sad  str«-tcbes  its  right  wing  towards  Berlin. 

The  4th  Prussian  corps  d^armee,  under  Lieutenant  General  Von  Bnlow,  has  its 
head,  quarters  at  Berlin,  and  in  conjunction  with  Covnt  Tauensien*a  corps  forms 
the  left  wine  uf  the  allied  army. 

The  Swedish  army,  commaaded  by  Field  Marshal  Count  Von  Stedingk,  iaas- 
sembliag  in  the  vicinity  of  Orauienburg,  with  its  head  near  Spandau.  The  head- 
quarters are  here.  The  first  Swedish  dirision  is  under -the  command  of  Lieutenant 
Qeatrml  SkioMehraud,  and  the  second  under  thct  of  9f njor  Gcnciml  Boron  Fsm^ 
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This  last  divisiuo,  toj^etber  with  a  aepwrate  bri^^ej  4cta€hed  from  the  third  diFi*^ 
sion,  forms  a  corps,  commanded  by  Licateoant  Baron  SaudeU  The  whule  Swedish 
force  is  iu  the  centre  of  the  allied  army.  The  right  win^  consists  of  Russian  troops, 
under  the  orders  i%(  Lieutenant  General  Baron  Winxingerode,  whose  hpad.qouricrf 
are  at  Brandenburg  Lieutenant  General  Count  Woroniow's  corps  beiuugs  tu  tliis 
wing,  with  its  head-quarters  at  Plauen. 

A  Prussian  corps  under  Major  General  Herschfeldt  is  in  fron*  of  Magdeburg. 
It  is  connected  by  its  kfl  wing  with  the  Russian  army,  and  by  its  right  with  th^ 
corps  of  observatiun  on  the  Loser  Elbe,  under  Lieuleuant  General  Count  Walino. 
den :  its  head-quarters  are  at  Schwerio,  and  its  adrHUced  posts  r^acK  firom  Lenzia 
to  Dessau,  and  the  centre  towards  Lobeck.  Lieutenant  General  Barou  Vtm  Vegc- 
•ack  betougs  to  this  corps  d^urmee:  he  has  nnder  his  command  3000  Swedish  troops^ 
9000  Prussians,  and  3000  Mecklen burghers.  fr 

Separate  corps,  belonging  to  Count  Tauenxien**  army,  blockade  -Custrin  and 
Stettin. 

M a jur  General Xxibbs  has  landed  at  Stralsund,  with  a  corps  of  3000  English  tro|Ops. 

Geo'  ral  Baron  Adlercrvulz  is  at  the  head  of  the  general  staff  of  the  united  army 
of  the  north  of  Germany,  and  has  under  him  the  Major  General  Baron  Tanrast^ 
and  Count  Gustay  Lowenhjeimn,  as  Adjutant  General,  to  receive  and  forward  ordera. 

The  army  is  so  disposed,  that  within  one  day*s  march  and  an  half,  upwards  of 
aO,000  men  can  be  in  the  line. 

Whilst  his  Royal  Highness,  on  the  iith  inst.  In  the  forenoon,  was  reviewing  th« 
troops  which  are  blockading  Stettin,  and  causing  them  to  manonivre,  and  at  th« 
name  time  to  threaten  the  fortress  works,  a  howitzer  was  pointed  at  his  Royal  High* 
ncss:  the  grenade  fell  thirty  paces  liehind  him,  and  burst.  His  Royal  Highness^ 
who  discovered  some  French  soldiers  creeping  forwards  before  the  outer-works,  and 
whom  the  CossackH,  after  the  shot  had  taken  place  from  the  fortress,  wrre  on  4lic 
point  of  attacking,  caused  the  French  Commandant  to  be  called  to  him,  and  who 
accordingly  appeared  before  his  Royal  Highness,  accompanied  by  aCommisHaiy  at 
War.  The  Crown  Prince  mildly  stated  to  him,  that  the  Commanding  Officer  ia 
Fort  Prussia  had  broken  the  truce,  and  fired  on  his  Rojral  Highnesses  escort  -y  and 
added,  I  might  make  you  all  prisoners  of  war,  were  I  to  command  the  cavalry  to 
attack  you,  aud  you  could  not  defend  yourselves,  being  without  arms.  The  officer 
made  excuses,  aud  expressed  his  sorrow  for  the  accident.  After  his  Royal  Highmcsa 
bad  conversed  with  him  for  a  abort  time,  he  retired.  Tbc  French  aoldiers  espresacd 
their  hearty  wishes  for  the  restoration  of  peace,  and  to  sec  an  end  put  to  the  ca* 
lamitiea  of  war. 


SECOND  BULLETIN. 

Head-quarters y  Potsdam^  August  i6.— »The  Prince  Royal  removed  his  head-qnarteri 
to  this  city  last  night.     The  army  is  concentrating. 

At  the  expiration  of  unavailing  negociations  entered  upon  at  Prague,  the  Armis- 
tice was  denounced  on  the  lOth  by  the  Allies,  so  that  hostilities  may  be  renewed 
to-morrow.  On  the  i  ith,  at  one  in  the  morning,  Count  Metternich  delirered  to  the 
Count  de  Narbonne,  at  Prague,  the  Declaratiou  of  War  by  Austria  against  France. 

His  Royal  Highness  has  just  addressed  to  the  Combined  Army  onder  his  orders^ 
tbc  billowing  Proclamation  :—

Had  it  not  been  for  the  extraordintry  eoncnrrenee  •#  Cfcnti  which  liaTe  givei  I* 
the  last  twelre  years  a  dreadfnl  celebrity,  yon  wonid  not  have  been  aaaenibledea 
the  aoil  of  Germany  •,  bnt  yonr  Sorereii^nt  bare  felt  that  Europe  ia  «  iprcat  family, 
and  that  none  of  the  States  of  which  it  it  composed  can  remain  indiflerent  to  the 
«vi1s  imposed  upon  any  of  Its  members  by  a  conqnering  Fower.  They  arc  aUo 
coQTioced  that  when  sacb  a  Power  threatens  to  attack  nnd  subjugate  ercry  other, 
there  ought  to  exist  only  one  will  among  those  nations  that  are  determined  to  escape 
from  shame  and  slarery. 

From  that  moment  you  were  called  from  the  banks  of  the  Wolga  and  the  Do»» 
from  the  shores  of  Britain,  and  the  mountains  of  the  North,  to  unite  with  the 
German  warriors  who  defend  the  cause  of  Europe. 

This,  then,  is  the  moment  when  rlralry,  national  prejudices^  nnd  antipathin 
ought  to  disappear  before  the  grand  object  of  the  iodependeuce  of  nations. 

The  Emperor  Napoleon  cannot  lire  in  peace  with  Europe,  unices  Europe  be  hii 
•lare.  His  presumption  carried  400,000  brare  men  700  miles  ftrooi  their  countfy*. 
fnisfortnoes  against  which  be  did  not  deign  to  provide  fell  upon  their  heads,  asd 
900,000  Frenchmen  perished  on  the  territory  of  a  great  empire,  the  Sorerciga  of 
which  had  made  erery  effort  to  preserve  peace  with  France. 

It  was  to  be  expected  that  this  terrible  disaster,  the  effect  of  Divine  vengeaace, 
would  have  inclined  the  Emperor  of  France  ton  less  murderous  system ;  and  thst, 
instructed,  atlarit,  by  the -example  of  the  North  and  of  Spain,  he  would  have  rc> 
nounrcd  the  idea  of  subjugating  the  Continent,  and  have  consented  to  let  the  world 
he  at  peace  :  but  this  hope  has  been  disappointed ;  and  that  peace  which  all  Govtra- 
ments  desire,  and  which  every  Government  has  proposed,  has  been  rejected  by  the 
Emperor  Napoleon. 

Soldiers !  It  is  to  arms,  then,  we  must  have  recourse  to  conquer  repose  and  iad^ 
peadeiire.  Tlie  same  sentiments  which  guided  the  French  in  179)1,  ^^  which 
prompted  them  to  assemble,  and  to  combat  the  armies  which  entered  their  territory, 
ought  now  to  animate  yonr  ralour  against  those  who,  aAer  having  invaded  the 
Hnd  which  gave  yon  birth,  still  hold  in  chains  your  brethren,  your  wives,  and 
your  children. 

-  Soldters!  What  a  noble  prospef:t  Is  opened  to  yon  !  The  liberty  of  Europe,  there* 
establishment  of  its  equilibrium,  the  end  of  that  convulsive  stale  which  has  ha4 
twenty  yesrs*  duration ;  Anally,  the  peace  of  the  world,  will  be  the  result  of  your 
efforts.

Btad-fuarters,  CkarlBttenbmrgky  Aug.  i8.^^ThePriiice  Royal  left  Potsdam  at  three 
o'clock  yesterday  rooming,  and  transferred  hia  head-quartera  to  this  place. 
'  Repeated  advices  have  been  received  that  the  enemy*s  troops  were  assembling  in 
Ibrce  at  Bayrenth  and  in  the  direction  of  Trebbin,  to  make  m  poah  cm  Berfia. 
His  Royal  Highness  concentrated  the  combined  army  between  thai  capital  aad 
Spandan.  Nearly  90,000  combatants  have  arrived  in  that  position  since  yesterdsj 
erening,    Some  corps  hare  marched  ten  German  miles  in  36  hours. 

Lieutenant  Baron  de  Winsingerode  has  made  a  reconnoissance  on  the  right  with 
i  or  9,000  cavalry.  He  pushed  forward  as  far  aa  Wittenberg  and  JuterbocfcyOn  the 
lift  flank  of  the  enemy,  and  made  womm  prisnBcrai  two  of  whom  arc  Cnft8iBi»  Tkt

The  Freach  General  oC  Diriaion  de  Jomini»  Chief  ol  the  Staif  qf  the  Armjf  com- 
maudtd  hf  the  Primoe  ^  Moxkway  cmn0  over, 9m  the  lUk  rf  August  to  the  Aliies,  and, 
passing  thtuogh  the  army  of  General  Blucher,  proceeded  to  the  Riisfian  head- 
qaarters.  He  has  coafirmed  the  intaUigcace  of  the  Emperor  Napoleoa*s  prqjcci 
lo  attack  the  army  coYeriag  Berlin. 

Ctcneral  Blacher  occupied  Brealau  on  the  l<ith.

•nnncadon  the  eveniag  of  the  oist  Angnst,  thai  the  Emperor  Napaleon  was  coi|- 
cantratiag  the  corps  of  the  I>ukcs  of  Reggio  and  BeUnno,  and  Padua,  aiul  af 
Generals  Bertrand  and  Regnier,  forming  more  than  M>,ooo  men,  in  the  environ^  </ 
Barenth,  and  eirrry  thing  announced  on  the  part  of  his  troops  a  rapid  march  upon 
Berlin,  the  Prince  Royal  made  the  following  dispositions : 

**  The  third  Prussian  corps,  commanded  by  Bulow,  placed  two  difisioDS  between 
Hemcrsdorf  and  Klein  Bcriu.  One  division  already  occupied  Mittenwaick,  and 
another  TrehUn,  in  order  to  mask  the  whole  asovement.  The  4th  Prnasiaa  corps 
under  Tauenzein  united  at  Blaukenlelde.  The  Swedish  army  left.  Pottidam  on 
the  2tfd,  at  two  A.  M.  proceeded  upon  Saarmnnd,  passed  thedeAles  and  took  post 
at  Rttbladorff.  The  Russian  army  followed  the  Swedish  army»  and  took  post  at 
Gnlergalze.  General  Cseruicheff  guarded  Bsleti  and  Trsanbortzen  with  30(1^ 
Owsacks  and  a  brigade  of  light  infantry. 

^*  The  secret  agents  anoonnced  that  tha  Emperor  NapoWoa  was  to  pass  Uy 
Lnckau  to  proceed  to  Bareuth.  General  Caeraicbeff  exccnted  his  orders  with 
his  usual  iotellig^ence,  and  carried  alarm  and  uneasiness  to  the  rear  of  the  eaem|*s 
eolumas.  General  Hiachftldt,  who  had  receiYcd  orders  to  proceed  from  the 
aDTirons  of  Magdehurifh  to  Brandenburgh  and  Potudam,  and  from  Potfdam  to 
Saarmaod,  made  a  rapid  movement  of  five  SwedUh  miles  in  ten  hours. 

**  AflTairs  were  in  this  state  when  the  enemy  attacked  General  Thumen  at  Trehhii>» 
OB  theMd,  in  themoruiog.  Their  superiority  determined  tlie  General  to  ewacante 
.  that  past.  The  enemy  adraaeed surcessirely,  and  occupied  all  the  interval  between 
Mitten w aid  Hud  the  Saare,  oovered  by  woods  and  flanked  by  mamhes.  The  sdvanccd 
posts  fell  baek  slowly,  and  covered  the  front  of  the  line.  On  the  !i3d,  in  the  morn- 
ing, the  corps  of  Genfral  Bertrand  debouched  upon  General  Tanenaein.  T^e 
latter  repulsfd  him  and  made  some  prisoners.       " 

**  The  village  uf  Gross  Beren,  against  which  the  7th  French  corps,  and  a  strof  g 
>,  were  directed,  was  taken  hy  him*    The  Duke  of  Reggiu's  corps  proceeded 
^hrendorf.     By  the  occnpation  of  Gross  Beren  the  enemy  was  at  loog  tylles 
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firoai  the  ceotre  of  the  cmaip.  Gc— i«l  Bulov  rroeiTedl  orders  to  attmck  it  \  be 
cxecntedit  with  the  deeitioa  of  ft  skiWiil  Geiieml.— Tfa^  troops  imurcbed  with  the 
ca1iBD€99  that  distlngnisbcd  the  soldiers  of  the  Gmt  Frederick  lo  the  serrs 
years*  war.  The  csnnooade  was  wmrM  for  some  hours.  The  troops  advmoccd  uadrr 
f  hr  prtittrction  of  the  artillery,  aad  frll  with  the  bayonet  upon  the  7th  corps,  which 
had  deploycxl  ia  the  pUin,  and  which  marched  boldly  upon  the  camp.  There  wert 
several  chart^es  of  cavalry  against  the  corps  of  the  Dvke  of  Psdna,  which  do  great 
boaoar  to  the  Pnissian  General  Oppen.  The  Russian  and  Swedish  amy  were  ia 
battle,  and  waited  the  deploying  of  the  other  enemy's  corps  to  attack  them  at  the 
same  time.  General  Wiasingerode  was  at  the  head  of  10,000  horse,  and  the  Const 
de  Woroiixow  at  the  head  of  the  Russian  infantry.  Marshal  Count  Stcdcngher  ia 
front  of  the  Swedish  line,  and  his  cavalry  in  reserre. 

^*  The  Tilla^  of  Ruhlsdorif,  situated  in  front  of  his  corps,  was  famished  with  is* 
faatry,  in  orticr  to  keep  open  the  commnnication  with  Genera]  Bulov.  The  other 
corps  of  the  enemy's  army  not  hariog  debouched  from  the  woods,  the  Russian  and 
Swetl^sh  army  did  not  stir. 

^Mlowevtrr,  the  euemy  menacing  the  ▼illafrc  of  Rnblsdorflfy  and  buTiog  alicady 
pushed  Lis  tiraillear«  against  the  light  Swedish  troops  placed  in  front  of  ibmt  Tillage, 
the  Prince  ordered  some  battalions,  supported  by  artillery,  to  reinforce  the  ndvanccd 
posts,  and  Colonel  Cardvll  was  directed  to  push  on  with  a  battalion  of  Hying  nrtil- 
lery  to  take  the  enemy  in  front. 

^*  Hitherto  the  results  of  the  affair  of  Gross  Bercn,  are  26  cannon,  30  caissons  and 
mni-h  hacgage,  and  isoo  prisoners,  among  whom  are  forty  Officers,  the  Colonel  of 
the  Vhlaas  of  the  Saxon  Guard,  and  several  Lieutenant-Colonels  and  French  Mafors. 
The  number  of  killed  and  wouuded  of  the  enemy  is  very  considerable,  and  the  woods 
are  filled  with  stra^leis,  whom  the  light  cavalry  are  bringing  in  every  moment. 

<*  The  enemy  are  retired  Iwyond  Trebbin,  which  is  already  occupied  by  two  regv 
meuts  «tf  Cossacks.

ffea«f-faar.'rr9,  ^oarsiaail,  Augntt  98. — The  Prince  Royal  removed  bis  hcsd- 
qusrters  to  this  place  on  the  96th  of  August. 

The  corps  of  General  Hircnfeldt  was  posted,  the  96th,  between  Rekan  and  Gol- 
x\)w,  where  he  had  hopes  of  cutting  off  the  rear-guard  of  General  Girard^s,  which 
was  proceeding  from  Ziessar  to  Brack  y  but  the  enemy  passed  io^uch  haste  that  be 
could  not  effect  it. 

On  the  )t3th,  two  officers  and  104  soldiers  of  the  enemy,  of  different  nations, 
were  brought  to  Potsdam ;  uho  were  w*lliogly  made  prisoners  by  so  men  of  lbs 
Militia  cavalry.    They  grounded  their  arms.     They  assert  this  disposition  in 

general. 

The  pursuit  of  the  enemy  is  so  brisk,  that  on  the  9Sth,  General  0*Ro«rke  ar« 
rived  at  Gotten,  where  the  Dukes  of  Reggio  and  Pndna,  arid  General  Regnier, 
passed  the  preceding  night  with  a  large  division  of  their  army. 

The  enemy  having  forced  Colonel  Adrianoff  to  retire  from  Jnterfaocfc,  and  having 
tnken  post  therein  with  two  battalions  of  foot  and  600  Polish  bulnns,  pmbaUy 
with  the  view  of  facilitating  a  retreat,  and  keeping  open  bio  commnnicntion  with 
the  Elbe  \  he  was  dislod^  quickly  on  the  96th,  by  a  part  of  the  troops  under 
General  O'Rourke,  and  two  Prussian  s^adrons,  under  Major  Hcllwig.  Cslsnsi 
Krasowftki  atUcked  and  took  pooseosloB  of  thntown,    Gcncml  Benkcmdorf  pnamd 
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the  eneiny  with  four  squacLroos  uf  Kuesian  cavatry.  The  two  Prussian  sciuatlrudo, 
au J  twu  pieces,  which  were  in  thcvillageii  uf  Rohrbcck  and  Boschay,  juiiicil  him. 
Tiie  cuctny  lobt  in  this  aft'air  more  than  3uo  men  killed,  besides  many  |irisuiiei'ft. 

8t:vcral  l-^euch  officers  have  come  uver  to  us,  and  have  been  embodied  with 
our  troops. 

General  CzernirhefT  occupied  Belsig  the  ni^ht  of  the  2Gth,  with  his  Cossacks. 
General  Girai-d,  who  had  stopped  at  Lubuitz  in  order  to  pass  the  night,  was  uiarmed 
ou  the  spot;  a  hnsk  action  cusuvd  near  Belsi^.  He  did  not,  however,  succeed  iyi 
keeping  possession  pi'  the  town. 

The  26tb,  Colonel  Krus  returned  to  Niemeck  with  his  regiment  of  cavalry  from 
bis  expedition  to  Dahme,  which  he  executed  most  brilliantly.  Euvironcd  on  all 
sides  by  the  enemy,  he  was  unable  long  to  retain  his  position.  ^kevelthtkHti  he 
•ei;Fed,  withiu  sight  of  a  strong  column,  serepty  carriages  laden  with  provisions^ 
and  took  of  their  escort  six  officers,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  men ;  the  rest 
were  either  killed  or  dispersed.  The  Prince  Royal  has  directed  General  Wiazin- 
gerode  to  express  to  this  brave  officer  his  entire  satisfaction  at  the  skill  and  valour 
he  displayed  oo  so  interesting  an  occasion. 

General  Bulow^s  head-quarters  were  on  the  37th  at  Elsholtz  ;  General  Borstell 
vas  in  the  environs  of  Luckenwalde;  General  Tauenzien*s  head-quarters  were  at 
Bareutb  on  the  27th  :  his  corps  was  posted  between  that  city,  Golzeu,  and  Luckau. 
He  evinced  great  ability  in  quickly  collecting  his  reserve;  add  much  activity  in 
chasing  the  enemy  from^the  wood.  General  VVobeser,  after  galling  the  left  tlaiil^ 
and  rear  of  the  enemy,  collected  his  force  near  Golzen,  marched  upon  Bareutb, 
eloigning  an  enemy's  force  of  2,500  men.  All  our  trvops  harassed  the  enemy  iii 
their  relretit.  All  the  roads  are  covered  with  arms,  and  dead  or  disabled  horses. 
The  French  rear-guard  destroyed  its  baggage. 

General  Walmoden  was  attacked  on  the  ^ist,  in  the  afternoon,  between  Vallahn 
and  Camin,  by  a  French  force  of  30,ooo  men,  commanded  by  the  Prince  uf  £ck- 
muhl;  the  battle  tasted  till  long  after  night-fall — the  positions  were  maintained  on 
both  sides.  Our  loss  is  about  ]00  men  killed  and  wounded:  that  of  the  enemy, 
according  to  the  prisoners,  exceeds  500.  The  23d,  they  concentrated  themselves 
at  Wittenberg,  and  after  varions  demonstrations  suddenly  detached  lo,uoo  men 
towards  Schwcrin  ; — the  remainder  shortly  followed.  They  took  a  strong  position 
between  the  great  and  little  Lake.  General  Tettenborn,  with  four  regiments  of 
Co8i»acks,  supported  by  the  corps  of  Lutzen  and  Reiche,  observed  them  on  all 
sides,  and  cut  off  their  communications.  They  have  already  intercepted  many 
couriers  dispatched  by  the  French  Government,  and  taken  many  waggons  of  am* 
munition.  In  addition.  General  Vegesack  observes  their  motions,  and  takes  hia 
niensures  in  consequence.  General  Walmoden  feels  he  should  not  let  this  hazardous 
naiiceuvre  of  the  enemy  pass  him;  he  advanced  to  Gabrew ;  but  the  sGth  he 
marched  again  towards  Schwerin  ;  from  whence  the  enemy  have  not  yet  attempted 
to  stir.  About  100  French  and  Danish  prisoners  have  been  taken  by  the  Cossacks. 
Count  Kielmansegge,  of  the  Hanoverian  Chasseurs,  passed  the  Elbe  with  his  de- 
tachment, near  Domitz,  on  the  35th,  in  the  morning.  He  attacked  the  enemy  in  an 
intrenched  post,  and  after  having  killed  and  wounded  about  50,  took  three  officers 
and  100  men  prisoners. 

Yesterday  was  made  remarkable  by  the  defeat  of  the  corps  under  General  Girard, 
between  Lubnilz  and  Belzig,  through  the  combined  efforts  of  Generals  Czerni^ 
cheffand  Hirschfeldt.  The  enemy  had  marched  ag^iinst  Czrrnicheff,  while,  with- 
out being  aware  of  it,  Hirschfeldt  was  00  their  rear.  He  proiittd  by  the  situutiou 
•f  a  wood,  to  fall  upon  their  left  flank.  The  heights  in  front  of  the  villa«;e  of 
Hagehberg,  and  that  where  the  euemy  had  formed,  were  carried  by  assault,  and 
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retaken  verermi  timirt.  A  Her  an  obstinate  re»ittance,  aft  the  enemy*i  army,  vliM 
fra«  greatly  superior  in  uunil>er  to  oar*t,  retired  in  much  disorder,  and  vas  par- 
sued  by  tbe  liraillears  antil  oi{rlit-fa11. 

On  ibis  occasion  General  Czemicheff  attacked  tbe  enemy  on  tbe  side  of  Belxff ; 
bis  cavalry  executed  some  brilliant  cbarges.  A  regiment  of  Cossacks  cbargnl  a 
column  of  infaDiry  looo  strong,  wbicb  it  destroyed  or  made  prisonen.  We  can- 
not } it. specify  all  tbe  officers  wbo  si^alized  themselves  in  this  day*s  adioo. 
General  Czernicbeff  touk  60  officers,  1500  soldiers,  and  one  piece  of  cannon  *,  Gene- 
ral  Hirscbfeldt,  l>et«ceu  70  and  80  officers,  and  more  than  2000  soldiers,  besidd 
seven  caunon,  many  sraggon-loads  of  ammunition,  and  nearly  all  tbe  ettemy*s 
baggage.  The  Prussian  infantry  required  some  repose  afteir  so  many  toilsome 
uarcbes;  but  the  Cossacks,  under  General  Czernicheff,  pursued  tbe  enemy  briskly; 
Colonel  Benkendorf,  on  tbe  evening  of  tbe  S?7th,  passed  f brougb  the  enemy,  and 
was  at  Gorbke.  It  is  probable  they  will  not  escape;  nor  any,  save  tbe  ftcble  re* 
mains  of  the  corps  of  Geueral  Girard,  towards  Magdeburg  or  Wittenbeff^ 

That  which  more  particularly  reflected  honour  on  tbe  corps  of  General  Hlrack* 
feldt,  was  tbe  forced  marches  which  it  executed  immediately  after  this  acticm  TV 
young  troops  of  tbe  new  levy,  chiefly  composed  of  the  Militia  of  tbe  New  Marches, 
obtained  a  victory  over  an  enemy  superior  in  number  and  in  artillery.  TbU  provci 
what  ardent  patriotism,  guided  by  an  able  and  active  General,  can  pcrlbmi.  Saxons, 
Bavarians,  Wirtembergers !  you  have  shewn  your  courage  in  a  canse  repngnatit  t» 
the  wishoi  and  the  interests  of  your  country,  and  sustaining  a  forelj^  yoke,  wbicb 
could  never  exist  if  yon  were  animated  by  motives  truly  noble  and  pnre!  Where 
is  that  power  on  tbe  earth  wbicb  United  Germans,  combatting  for  tbe  independenee 
«nd  the  integrity  of  their  country,  could  not  successfully  resist  ? 

General  Thumcn  evinced  great  bravery  in  tbe  actions  wbicb  preceded  tbe  aflab 
of  Gross  Beren.  Although  wounded,  be  continued  to  command  in  person.  Gene- 
ral 0*Ronrke  displayed  in  all  the  actions  with  the  enemy,  a  p^at  deal  of  coolness 
tod  talent.  Since  the  renewal  of  hostilities,  tbeenemy*s  force  opposed  to  that  of 
Ibe  Allies  in  the  North  of  Germany  has  lost  more  than  |<3,000  men.  According  to 
the  reports  of  the  Generals,  7000  prisoners  have  been  made,  of  whom  350  arc  officers, 
including  several  Colonels  and  Lieutenant- Colonels. 

AMgutt^t)^  Nine  •CLek,  a.  m. — Uentenant-General  Count  Tauenzien  has  detached 
General  Wobeser  to  take  possession  of  the  town  of  Luckau.  The  latter  sammoned 
tbe  Commandant  yesterday,  and  having  met  with  a  refusal,  be  bombarded  ttie  place. 
At  the  moment  he  was  about  to  give  the  assault,  the  Cimmandant  capitulated  ;  nine 
pieces  of  cannon,  1000  prisoners,  and  a  considerable  quantity  of  ammunition  aad 
stores,  are  tbe  result  of  this  brilliant  operation.

Head-guartertt  Belit»,  Avg.  30. — ^Tlie  Prince  Royal  removed  bis  bead-qomrters  to 
this  place  in  the  course  of  Ibis  day. 

From  all  the  iut^Higence  received  by  the  prisonertof  tbe  corps  of  General  Giraid, 
that  officer  was  killed  in  the  affair  of  the  S7tb.  General  Pnlitz  received  a  violent 
contusion  un  the  shoulder.  He  displayed  mncb  bravery  and  talent.  Prisoners  arc 
hourly  made,  and  the  tr(»ops  are  in  brisk  pnrsuit  of  tbe  enemy. 

General  Burstel  occupies  Zinna  and  Juterbock,  and  has  given,  on  every  oppor* 
tonity,  proofs  of  his  zeal  and  science. 

The  enemy  appeared  disposed  to  concentrate  yesterday,  at  Eckmansdorflfand  Kat- 
tenhorn,  between  Wittenberg  and  Truenbritzen.  The  intelligence  received  tbbday 
from  Generals  Winziiigcrode  and  Woruuzoff,  leaves  it  no  longer  in  doubt  that  tbe 
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«tteay  bav^  retired  towarlt  the  £lbe.  Qeneml  WfiBtiugcrode  f  uraaes  them  with 
«iO0O  cavvtry.  ^ 

GeuerftI  WotoheoIT,  whtt  «reiit  to  take  the  connDUid  of  the  Ruwian  advancvi 
l^ard,  made  an  attack  upon  JuterkAock  the  day  btfurr  yeetenlay,  towardt  night,  with 
iMtweeo  S  and  4«00  men,  whilst  the  enemy  had  at  lenst  20,uo<>  in  the  town,  or  Terj 
fiear  it.  A  brisk  eannooade  put  tlie  enemy  in  f:reat  alarm.  This  operation  wtfa 
lilglily  creditahte  to  the  taleuls  of  General  Wuronsoff,  who,  at  the  moment  of  its 
«ommene<>ment,  was  nnlnlbrmed  that  a  strong  tolnmn  was  on  its  march  to  support 
titm  in  case  of  necessity. 

All  the  army  is  upon  the  advance. 

The  Grand  Rnssiao,  Anstrian,  and  Pmssian  Army,  nnder  the  command  of  Marshal 
Prince  Srhwarttenherg,  debonebed  from  Buhemia  into  Saxony  the  32d  of  Angost^ 
inking  a  position  on  the  left  batok  of  the  Clbe.  The  troops  which  the  enemy  had 
-potted  in  the  defiles  were  forced.  On  the  96th,  the  head-^narters  of  the  Allies  were 
before  Dresden.  The  bombardment  commenced,  and  the  city  was  already  in  flsmea. 
The  Emperor  Napoleon  arrived  there  on  the  «sth  witli  his  gnard.  The  French  army 
tinder  his  orders  immediately  quitted  Lusatia  and  Silesia,  and  approactied  the  Elbe. 
^General  Blocher  marched  from  Jauer  on  the  95th,  in  tbe  morning,  and  followed 
«rith  all  his  ft>rces. 

General  Prince  KoiidaacholF,  wbo  was  sent  express  fVom  the  campt)eff)re  DreideAy 
by  Prince  Schwartnenberg,  to  his  Serene  Highness  the  Prince  Royal,  arrived  at 
eight  this  morning  with  this  idtelligenoe.  The  General  traTcrsed  the  enemy''s  army, 
icrossed  the  Elbe,  by  swimmiaf ,  with  900  Cossacks,  between  Reissa  and  Missen,  aifd 
forced  scTeral' posts.  He  has  just  act  ont  to  Liebenwerda,  from  thence  be  is  to  go 
to  l>ahme,  where  be  will  fall  in  with  tlte  ftrtft  Pnissiaq  troops,  in  his  march,  he 
nsaAe  six  Polish  officers  prisoners,  whom  he  bronght  witii  him  :  (he  joined  the  head- 
a|narters  of  his  Serene  Highness  witfaont  the  lots  of  a  man.

AUSTRIAN  DECLARATION  AGAINST  FRANCE. 


MANIFESTO

BOKVMIA. 


The  Austrian  Mofisjrchy  has  been  compelled  by  its  sitnatfon,  by  its  varions  con- 
sections  with  the  other  Powers,  and  its  importance  in  the  Confederacy  of  European 
States,  to  engage  in  most  of  those  wars  which  have  ravaged  Europe  fur  upwards  of 
twenty  years.  Throughout  the  progress  of  those  arduous  struggles,  tbe  same  politi- 
cal principle  lias  Inrariably  directed  his  Imperial  Majesty.  A  lover  of  peace  from 
s  sense  of  duty,  from  his  own  natural  feelings,  and  from  attachment  to  his  people ; 
free  from  all  ambitious  thoughts  of  conquest  and  aggrandizement  ;  his  Majesty 
lias  only  taken  up  arms  when  called  by  the  urgent  necessity  of  self-preservation,  by 
an  nnxlety  for  the  fate  of  contiguous  States  Inseparable  from  bis  own,  or  by  tbe 
danger  of  beholding  the  en^re  social  system  of  Europe  a  prey  to  a  lawless  and  ab> 
iMlnte  Power.  To  promote  justice  and  order  have  lieen  the  object  of  bis  Majesty*9 
inland  reign  ;  for  these  aloue  have  Adstria  contended.    If  in  these  frequently  un- 
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»uGcee«ful  contevtt  deep  vohdcU  bare  been  ioflicted  on  tbc  Mootrcby,  Mill  bU  Mft- 
je«ty  had  tbectitisolation  to  reflect,  tbat  the  fate  of  his  empire  bad  not  baeo  basanM 
upou  oefdleM  and  Yiuleot  enterprites  ;  tbat  all  hia  decisions  were  joatiliablc  bcfDct 
God,  bis  people,  bis  contemporaries,  and  posterity. 

Notwithstanding  the  most  ample  preparatiooK,  the  war  in  1809  wo«M  bavebroagbt 
the  State  to  ruin,  bad  not  the  ever-memorable  bravery  of  the  army  and  tb«  spirit 
of  true  pat'riotism  which  animated  all  parts  of  the  Monarchy  overbalaoced  every 
adverse  occurrence.  The  bononr  of  the  nation  and  its  ancient  renown  in  arou^ 
were  happily  upheld  during  all  the  mischances  of  this  war  \  but  ralaable  prwiaccs 
were  lost  *,  and  Austria,  by  the  cession  of  the  countries  bordering  upon  tbc  Adriatic, 
was  deprived  of  all  share  in  maritime  commerce,  one  of  the  most  efficient  mrsM  of 
promoting  her  industry  ;  a  blow  which  would  have  been  still  more  aensibly  felt,  bid 
not  at  the  same  time  the  whole  Continent  been  closed  by  a  general  and  dealmctitc 
system,  preventing  all  commercial  intercourse,  and  almost  suspending  all  commvai- 
cation  amongst  nations. 

The  progress  and  result  of  this  war  fully  satisfied  bis  Majesty^  tliat  in  tbcobviset 
impossibility  of  an  immediate  and  thorough  improvement  of  the  political  conditioa 
of  Europe^  shaken  as  it  was  to  its  very  foundation,  the  estertions  of  individnal  States 
in  their  own  defence,  instead  of  setting  bounds  to  the  general  distress,  would  only 
tend  to  destroy  the  little  strength  they  still  retained,  would  hasten  the  fall  of  the 
whole,  and  even  destroy  all  hopes  of  future  and  better  times.  Under  this  conviction, 
his  Majesty  foresaw  the  important  advantage  that  would  result  from'  a  peace,  which, 
if  secured  for  some  years,  might  check  this  over-grown  and  hitherto  irresistible 
power,  might  allow  his  Monarchy  that  repose  which  was  indispensible  to  the  resto- 
ration of  his  finances  and  bis  army,  and  at  the  same  time  procure  to  the  ncigbboat- 
ing  States  a  period  of  relaxation,  which,  if  improved  with  prudence  and  activity, 
might  prepare  the  way  to  more  fortunate  times.  Such  a  peace,  under  the  existiag 
circumstances  of  danger,  was  only  to  be  obtained  by  an  extraordinary  effort.  The 
Emperor  wits  sensible  of  it,  and  made  this  effort :  for  the  prcscrration  of  the  em- 
pire, for  the  most  sacred  interests  of  mankind,  as  a  security  against  immeasurable 
evils,  as  a  pledge  of  a  better  order  of  things,  his  Majesty  sacrificed  what  was  dearest 
to  his  heart.  With  this  view,  exalted  above  all  common  scruples,  armed  against 
every  misconstruction  of  the  moment,  an  alliance  was  formed  which  was  intended 
by  a  sense  of  some  security  to  reanimate  the  weaker  and  more  suffering  party,  after 
the  miseries  of  an  unsuccessful  struggle,  to  incline  the  stronger  and  Tictorions  one 
to  a  course  of  moderation  and  justice,  without  which  the  community  of  States  caa 
only  be  considered  as  a  community  of  misery. 

His  Majesty  was  the  more  justified  in  these  expectations,  because  at  tbc  tiaeof 
the  consummation  of  this  union  the  Emperor  Napoleon  had  attained  tbat  point  of  bis 
career,  when  the  preservation  of  his  conquests  was  a  more  natural  and  desirable  ob- 
ject, than  a  restless  struggle  after  new  possessions.  Any  farther  extension  of  his 
dominions,  long  since  outstretching  their  proper  limits,  was  attended  with  evident 
danger,  not  only  to  France,  already  sinking  under  the  burthen  of  his  conquests, 
but  even  to  his  own  real  personal  interests.  What  bis  authority  gained  in  extent, 
it  necessarily  lost  in  point  of  security.  By  an  union  with  the  must  ancient  Im* 
perial  Family  in  Christendom,  the  edifice  of  bis  greatness  acquired  in  the  eyes 
of  the  French  nation,  and  of  the  world,  such  an  addition  of  strength  and  perfection, 
that  any  ulterior  scheme  of  aggrandisement  must  only  weaken  a^id  destroy  its  sta- 
bility.—What  France,  what  Europe,  what  so  many  oppressed  and  despairing  na- 
tions earnestly  demanded  of  Heaven,  a  sound  policy  prescribed  to  the  triumpbaat 
fuler  as  a  law  of  self- preservation-— and  it  was  allowed  to  hope  tbat  so  manygreal 
and  united  motives  would  prevail  over  the  ambition  of  an  iadividnal. 
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If  these  flattering  prospects  were  destroyed,  it  is  not  to  be  imputed  to  Austria. 
After  many  years*  fruitless  exertions,  after  boundless  sacrifices  of  every  descriptiou^ 
there  existed  sufficient  inotires  for  the  attempt  to  procure  a  better  order  of  thin|^ 
^  confidence  and  concession,  when  streams  of  blood  bad  hitherto  produced  nothing 
but  misery  and  destruction;  nor  can  his  Majesty  ever  regpret  that  he  has  been  in-' 
duced  to  attempt  it. 

The  year  1810  was  not  yet  closed,  the  war  still  raged  in  Spain,  the  people  of 
Germany  had  scarcely  beeo  allowed  a  sufficient  time  to  recover  from  the  devasta- 
tions of  the  two  former,  wars,  when,  in  an. evil  hour,  the  Emperor  Napoleon  re* 
solved  to  unite  a  considerable  portion  of  the  North  of  Germany  with  the  mass  of 
countries  which  bore  the  name  of  the  French  Empire,  and  to  rob  tbe  ancient  free 
commercial  cities  of  Bamburgh,  Breiuen,  and  Lubeck,  first  of  thrir  political,  and 
shortly  after  of  their  commercial  existence,  and  with  that,  of  their  means  of  i^nb* 
sisienre.  This  violent  step  was  adopted,  without  any  even^  plausible  pretensions,  in 
contempt  of  every  decent  form,  without  any  previous  declaration,  or  communica- 
tion with  any  other  Cabinet,  under  tbe  arbitrary,  and  futile  pretext  that  the  war 
with  England  required  it. 

This  cruel  system,  which  was  intended  to  destroy  the  commerce  of  the  world,  at 
the  expence  of  the  independence,  the  prosperity,  the  ric^bts  and  dignity,  and  in  utter 
ruin  of  the  public  and  private  property  of  all  tire  Continental  Powers,  was  pursued 
with  unrelenting  severity,  in  the  vain  expectation  of  forcing  a  result,  which,  had 
it  not  fortunately  pro? ed  unattainable,  would  have  plunged  Europe  for  a  long  time 
to  come  into  a  state  of  poverty,  impotence,  and  barbarity. 

The  Decree  by  which  a  new  French  dominion  was  established  on  the  German 
coasts,  under  the  title  of  a  Tbirty-aecond  Militsry  Division,  was  in  itself  suffici- 
ently calculated  to  raise  tbe  suspicions  of  the  adjoining  States,  and  it  was  the  more 
alarming  to  them  as  the  forerunner  of  future  and  greater  dangers.  By  this  decree 
it  became  evident,  that  the  system  which  had  been  created  in  France  (although 
prcvionsly  transgressed,  yet  still  proclaimed  to  be  in  existence),  tbe  system  of  the 
jiretended  natural  limits  of  the  French  Empire,  was,  without  any  further  justifies^ 
tion  ur  explanation,  overthrown,  and  even  tbe  Emperor^s  arbitrary  acts  were  \a  the 
aame/rbitrary  manner  annihilated.  Neither  the  Princes  of  the  Rhenish  Confede- 
racy>  nor  the  kingdom  of  Westphalia,  no  territory,  {[real  or  small,  was  spared,  in 
the  accomplishment  of  this  dreadful  usurpation.  The  boundary  drawn  apparently 
by  blind  caprice,  without  either  rule  or  plin,  without  any  consideration  of  ancient 
or  more  recent  political  relations,  intersected  rivers  and  countries,  cut  off  the  middle 
and  southern  States  of  Germany  from  all  connecti6n  with  the  German  Sea,  passed 
the  Elbe,  separated  Denmark  from  Germany,  laid  its  pretensions  even  to  tbe  Baltic, 
and  seemed  to  be  rapidly  approaching  the  line  of  Prussian  fortresses  still  occupied 
oo  the  Oder ;  and  so  little  did  this  act  of  usurpation  (however  powerfully  it  affected 
all  rights  and  possessions,  all  geographic,  political,  and  military  lines  of  demarca- 
tion) carry  with  it  a  character  of  determinate  and  complete  accession  of  territory, 
that  it  was  impossible  to  view  it  in  any  other  light  than  as  a  forerunner  of  still 
greater  usurpations,  by  which  one  half  of  €rermany  was  to  become  a  French  pro- 
vince, and  tbe  Emperor  Napoleon  the  absolute  Ruler  of  th<  Continent. 

To  Russia  and  Prusria  this  unnatural  exteoKion  of  the  French  territory  could 
not  fail  of  producing  the  most  serious  alarm.  The  latter,  surrounded  on  all  aides, 
no  longer  capable  of  free  action,  deprived  of  every  means  of  obtaining  fresh  8t;t:ngtb, 
appeared  hastening  to  its  dissolution.  Russia,  already  in  fear  for  her  wesiern 
frontier,  bjr  the  conversion  of  the  city  of  Dantzic,  declared  a  free  cily  by  the  Treaty 
of  Tilsit,  iuto  a  French  military  port,  and  of  a  great  part  of  Poland  into  a  French 
province,  could  not  but  see,  iu  tbe  advance  of  the  French  dominion  along  tbe  sea- 
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of  this  war.  By  a  kind  of  tacit  iifcre^mcDt  between  the  BelliKerenis,  the  Austriaa 
territory  was  even  treated  as  neutral.  The  real  end  and  views  of  (he  system  adopted 
by  bis  Majesty  could  not  escape  tfie  notice  of  France,  Russia,  or  any  iutelli^enl 
observer. 

The  campaign  of  1813  furnished  a  memorable  example  of  the  failure  of  an  under" 
faking  supported  by  gigantic  powers,  conducted  by  a  Captain  of  the  first  rank, 
when,  in  the  confidence  of  great  military  talents,  be  despises  the  rules  of  prudence, 
and  outsteps  the  bounds  of  nature.  The  illusion  of  glory  carried  the  £mperor  Na- 
poleon into  the  heart  of  the  Russian  Empire  j  and  a  false  political  view  of  things, 
induced  him  to  imagine  that  be  should  dictate  a  peace  in  Moscow,  should  cripple 
the  Russian  Power  for  half  a  century,  and  then  return  victorious.  When  this  mag- 
nanimous constancy  of  the  Emperor  of  Russia,  the  glorious  deeds  of  his  warriors, 
and  the  unshaken  fidelity  of  his  people,  put  an  end  to  thia  dream,  it  was  too  late  ta. 
repent  it  with  impunity.  The  whole  French  army  was  scattered  and  destroyed  :  in 
less  than  four  months  we  have  seen  the  theatre  of  war  transferred  from  the  l5nieper 
and  the  Dwina  to  the  Oder  and  the  Elbe. 

This  rapid  and  extraordinary  change  of  fortune  was  the  fore-runner  of  an  impor* 
lant  revolution  in  all  the  political  relations  of  Europe.  The  confederacy  of  Rnsstay 
Great  Britain,  and  Sweden,  presented  a  point  of  union  to  all  neighbouring  Statesi. 
Prussia,  whom  report  had  long  declared  determined  to  risk  all,  to  prefer  even  the 
danger  of  immediate  political  destruction  to  the  lingering  sofTerings  of  continued 
oppression,  seized  the  favourable  moment,  and  threw  herself  into  the  arms  of  the 
Allies.  Many  greater  and  smaller  Princes  of  Germany  were  ready  to  do  the  same. 
Every  where  the  ardent  desires  of  the  people  anticipated  tbc  regular  proceedings  of 
their  Governments,     Their  impat^ce  to  live  in  independence,  and  under  their  own 

•  laws,  the  sentiment  of  wounded  national  honour,  and  the  hatred  of  a  foreign  domi- 
nion, broke  out  in  bright  flames  on  all  sides. 

^  His  Majesty  the  Emperor,  too  intelligent  not  to  consider  this  change  of  affairs  a« 
the  natural  and  necessary  consequence  of  a  previous  violent  political  convulsion, 
and  too  just  to  view  it  in  auger,  was  solely  bent  upon  securing,  by  deep  digested 
and  well  combined  measures,  the  real  and  permanent  interest  of  the  European 
Commonwealth.  Already,  in  the  beginning  of  December,  considerable  steps  had 
been  taken  on  the  part  of  the  Austrian  Cabinet,  in  order  to  dispose  the  Emperor 
Kapoleon  to  quiet  and  peaceful  policy,  on  grounds  which  equally  interested  the 
world  and  his  own  welfare.  These  ^teps  were  from  time  to  time  renewed  and  cto- 
forced.  Hopes  had  been  entertained  that  the  impression  of  lufit  year's  campaign, 
the  recollection  of  the  fruitless  sacrifice  of  an  immense  army,  the  severe  measures  of 
crery  description  that  would  be  necessary  to  replace  that  loss,  the  de(;ided  disincli- 
nation of  France,  and  of  all  those  nations  connected  with  her,  to  a  war,  which  wlthoat 
any  prospect  of  future  indemnification  exhausted  and  ruined  her  internal  strength; 

.  that  lastly,  even  a  calm  reflection  on  the  doubtful  issue  of  this  new  and  highly  im- 
minent crisis,  would  move  the  Emperor  to  listen  to  the  representations  of  Austria. 
The  tone  of  these  representations  was  csrefully  adapted  to  the  circumstances  of 
the  times,  serious  as  the  greatness  of  the  object,  moderate  as  the  desire  of  a 
fhrourable  issue,  and  as  the  existing  friendly  relation  required. 

That  overtures  flowing  from  su  pure  a  motive  shonld  be  decidedly  rejected,  conid 

p  not  certainly  be  foreseen.  But  the  manner  in  which  they  were  received,  and  still 
more  the  striking  contrast  between  the  sentiments  entertained  by  Austria  and  the 
whole  conduct  of  the  Emperor  Napoleon,  to  the  period  of  these  unsuccessful  endea- 
vours for  peace,  soon  destroyed  the  best  hopes  thdt  were  enter^ined.  Instead  of 
endeavouring  by  a  moderate  language  to  improve  at  least  our  view  of  the  futuro» 
and  to  lessen  the  general  despondeucy,  it  was  on  every  occasion  solemnly  declared, 
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bcfor^  the  highest  authorilies  in  France,  tbat  tlie  Emperor  woold  hear  of  no  pro- 
position  for  peace,  that  ihould  violate  the  inkrgrity  of  the  Frenclk  empire,  in  the 
Frcocb  sense  of  the  word,  or  that  tbould  make  any  pretenaioo  to  the  arbitrarily  lo- 
torporated  provinces. 

At  the  same  time,  eventual  conditions,  with  which  this  self-created  bonndary  did 
not  even  appear  to  have  any  relation,  were  spoken  of,  at  one  time  menacing  indigoa- 
tion,  at  another  with  bitter  contempt ;  as  if  it  bad  not  been  possible  to  declare  in 
terms  sufficiently  distinct,  the  resolution  of  the  Bmpcror  Napoleon,  not  to  makt  U 
the  repose  qf  the  world  even  ofte  eingU  nominal  $acr{ficc  * 

These  hostile  demonstrations  were  attended  with  this  pwticittar  morttfieation  to 
'Atifitria,  that  they  placed  even  the  invitations  to  Peace  with  this  Cabinet,  with  the' 
knowledge  and  apparent  consent  of  France,  made  to  other  Courts,  in  a  false  and 
highly  disadvantageous  light.  The  Sovereigns  onited  against  Trance,  instead 
of  any  answer  to  Austria^s  propositions  for  Negociation,and  her  ofiVrs  of  medicition, 
laid  before  her  the  public  declarations  of  the  French  Emperor.  And  when  in  the 
month  oi  March,  his  Majeaty  sent  a  Minister  to  London,  f  o  invite  England  to  share' 
in-a  negociation  for  peace,  the  British  Ministry  replied^  '*  that  they  would  not  be- 
lieve Austria  still  entertained  any  hopes  of  peace,  when  the  Emperor  Napoleon  had 
in  the  mean  time  expressed  sentiments  which  conld  only  attend  to  the  perpetuation 
of  war  \^  a  declaration  which  was  the  more  painful  to  his  Majesty,  the  more  it  vai 
just  and  well  founded. 

,  Austria,  however,  did  not,  upon  this  account,  cease  to  impress  in  more  forcible 
and  distinct  terms,  the  necessity  of  peace,  upon  the  mind  of  the  Empefor  of 
France ;  directed  in  all  her  measures  by  this  principle,  that,  as  all  order  and  ba- 
lance of  power  in  Europe  had  been  destroyed  by  the  boundless  sa|>eriority  of  France, 
no  real  peace  was  to  be  expected,  unless  that  superiority  were  diminished.  Hii 
Majesty  in  the  mean  time  adopted  every  necessary  measure  to  strengthen  and  con- 
centrate ^is  armies  \  sensible  that  Austria  must  be  prepared  for  war,  If  her  media- 
lion  were  not  to  be  entirely  unavailing,  tlis  Imperial  Majesty  had  moreover  been 
long  since  persuaded,  that  the  probability  of  an  immediate  share  in  the  war  would 
no  longer  be  excluded  from  his  calculations.  The  actual  state  of  things  could  not 
be  continued^  of  this  the  Emperor  was  convinced:  this  convicfioii  was  the  main- 
spring of  bis  actions,  and  was  naturally  strengtheued  by  the  failure  of  any  attempt 
to  procure  a  peace.  The  result  was  apparent.  By  one  means  or  the  other,  either  bf 
negociation  or  by  force  of  arms,  a  new  state  of  things  lAnst  l>e  effected. ' 

The  Emperor  Napoleon  was  not  only  aware  of  the  Austrian  preparations  for  war, 
but  even  acknowledged  them  as  necessary,  and  justified  them  in  more  (ban  one  in- 
itance.  He  had  sufficient  reason  to  believe  that  his  Majesty  the  Emperor,  at  so 
decisive  a  period  for  the  fate  of  the  whole  world,  would  lay  aside  all  personal  an<i 
momentary  feelings,  would  alone  consult  the  lasting  welfare  of  Austria,  and  of  the 
countries  by  which  she  is  surrounded,  and  would  resolve  nothing  but  what  this 
great  motive  sbonld  impose  as  a  duty  upon  him.  The  Avstrian  Cabinet  had  never 
expressed  itself  in  terms  that  would  warrant  any  other  construction ;  and  yet  the 
French  did  not  only  acknowledge  that  the  Austrian  mediation  could  only  be  an 
armed  mediation,  but  declared,  upon  more  than  one  occasion^  thkt  Austria,  under 
existing  circumstances,  ooght  no  longer  to  confine  herself  to  act  a  secondary  party 
bnt  should  appear  in  force  upon  the  stage,  and  decide  as  a  great  and  independent 
Power.  Whatever  the  French  Government  conld  either  hope  or  fear  from  Austria, 
this  acknowledgoieot  was  of  itself  a  previous  justification  of  the  whole  iatendcd 
and  hitherto  adopted  measures  of  his  Imperial  Ms^esty. 

Tkiia  far  were  circumstances  developed  when  the^  Emperor  Napoleon  left  Paris,  in 
order  to  make  head  against  the  pnogren  of  the  allied  armies.    Even  their  encmiea 
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bave  do/ic  homage  to  the  valour  of  the  Russian  and  Prussian  troops  in  the  sang^uin- 
•ry  actions  of  the  mouth  of  May.  That,  ho^vever  the  result  of  this  first  period  of 
the  campaign  was  not  more  favourable  to  them,  was  owinpf  partly  to  the  gfreat  nn« 
merical  superiority  of  the  French  force,  and  to  the  universally  acknowledged  mili- 
tary taleuts  of  their  leader,  and  partly  to  the  |M>litical  combiuntions,  by  which  tie 
Allied  Sovereijgns  were  guided  in  all  their  undertakings.  They  acted  under  the  jujt 
Rupposition,  that  a  cause  like  the  one  in  which  they  were  engaged,  could  not  possihiy 
beconOned  to  themselves,  that  sooner  or  later,  whether  successful  or  unfortnuatr^ 
every  state  which  still  preserved  a  shadow  of  independence  roust  join  thrir  confede- 
racy, every  independent  army  must  act  writh  them.  They,  therefore,  dit!  not  :v!Iow 
further  scope  to  the  bravery  of  their  troops,  than  the  moment  required,  and  pre- 
•crved  a  considerable  part  of  their  strength  for  a  i>eriod,  when,  with  more  extended 
neaos,  they  lyiight  look  to  the  attainment  of  greater  objects.  For  the  s:unr  rausr-, 
#nd  with  a  view  to  the  developement  of  events,  they  consented  to  the  Armistice.' 

In  the  mean  time  the  retreat  of  the  Allies  had  for  the  moment  given  an  nppenr* 
aace  to  the  war,  which  daily  became  more  interesting  to  the  Emperor,  from  the  im< 
^Kiasibility,  if  it  should  proceed,  of  his  remaining  2\n  inactive  spectator  of  it.  The 
^e  of  the  Prussian  Monarchy  was  a  point  which  peculiarly  attracted  the  attention 
•f  hia  Majesty,  feeling,  at  the  Emi^eror  did,  that  the  restoration  of  the  Prussian 
Af  onarchy  was  the  first  step  towards  that  of  ^be  whole  political  system  of  Europe, 
and  he  viewed  the  danger  in  which  she  now  stood,  as  ec^ually  aflecting  himself. 
Ahready,  in  the  month  of  April,  had  the  Emperor  Napoleon  suggested  to  the  A  us- 
triaa  Cabinet,  that  he  considered  the  dissohttion  of  the  Prussian  Monarchy  as  a 
natural  consequence  of  her  defection  from  France',  and  of  the  continuation  of  fh^ 
war,  and  that  it  now  only  depended  upon  Austria  to  add  the  most  important  and 
moat  Buu^rishing  of  her  provinces  to  its  ow  u  state  3  a  suggestion  which  shewed  dis- 
tinctly enough,  that  no  means  could  properly  be  neglected  to  save  that  Power.  If 
thia  great  object  could  not  be  obtained  by  a  just  peace,  it  was  necessary  to  support 
Jtuasia  and  Prussia  by  a  4H)werful  co-operation.— From  this  natural  view  of  thiuirt, 
upon  which  even  France  could  no  longer  deceive  herself,  his  Majesty  continued  hiii 
preparations  with  unwearied  activity. — He  quitted,  Sn  the  early  part  of  July,  hIa 
residence,  and  proceeded. to  the  viciuityof  the  scene  of  action,  in  order  the  more 
effectually  to  labour  at  the  negociation  for  peace,  which  still  continued  to  be  the 
object  of  his  most  ardent  desires  ;  and  partly  to  be  able  the  more  effectually  to  con- 
duct the  preparations  for  war,  if  no  other  choice  should  remain  fi)r  Austria. 

A  short  time  before,  the  Emperor  Napoleon  had  declared,  "  that  he  had  pro^ 
posed  a  Congress,  to  be  held  at  Prague,  where  Plenipotentiaries  from  France,  the 
United  States  of  North  America,  Denmark,  the  King  of  Spain,  and  the  other  Allied 
Princes  on  the  one  hand,  and  on  the  other,  Plenipoteutiaries  of  Englaud,  Russia, 
Prussia,  the  Spanish  Inturgeuts,  and  the  other  Allies  of  this  hostile  mass,  should 
meet,  and  lay  the  ground-work  of  a  durable  peace.*^  To  whom  this  proposition 
was  addressed,  in  what  manner,  in  what  diplomatic  form,  through  whose  organ  tt 
coald  have  been  done,  was  perfectly  unknown  to  the  Aualrian  Cabinet,  which  only 
was  made  acq^uaintcd  with  the  circumstance  through  the  medium  of  the  public 
j^riuts.  How,  too,  such  a  project  could  be  brought  to  hear— how  from  the  coai« 
bination  of  such  dissimilar  elements,  without  any  generally  acknowledged  principle, 
without  any  previously  regulated  plan,  a  negociation  for  peace  was  to  be  set  on  foot, 
was  to  little  to  be  comprehended,  that  it  was  very  allowable  to  consider  the  whole 
proposition  rather  as  a  play  of  the  imagination,  than  ai  a  serious  invitation  to  tho 
.adoption  of  a  great  political  measure. 

Perfectly  acquainted  with  all  the  obstacles  to  a  general  peace,  Austria  had  loug^ 
coii9idcred  whether  this  distant  and  diificult  object  was  not  rather  to  be  attaiaed 
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pi'oi^rpsaivf  ly  j  and,  in  this  opinion,  bad  expressed  herself  both  to  France,  and  to 
Russia  and  Prussia,  upon  the  subject  of  acuntinenlal  peace.  Not  that  the  Auttriaa 
Court  bad  miscoiict-ivcd,  even  fura  moment,  the  necessity  and  importance  of  an  ubi> 
yersal  peace  among  all  the  jpreat  Powers  of  Europe,  and  without  which  there  was  no 
bope  of  either  safety  or  happiness,  or  had  imagined  that  the  Continent  could  exist, 
if  the  separation  of  England  were  nut  invariably  considered  as  a  most  deadly  eril ! 
The  ne|!:ociation  which  Austria  proposed,  after  the  alarming  declaration  of  France 
bad  nearly  destroyed  all  hopes  of  England  uniting  ber  endeavours  in  the  attempt  to 
procure  a  general  peace,  was  an  essential  part  of  the  great  approaching  negociatioa 
for  a  general  and  effective  Congress  for  peace  ;  it  was  intended  as  preparatory  totbit 
to  draw  up  the  Veliminary  articles  of  the  future  Treaty,  to  pave  the  way  by  a  long 
eontiuental  Armistice  to  a  more  extended  and  durable  negociation.  Had  the  prin- 
ciple upun  which  Austria  advanced  been^otber  than  this,  neithe;-  Russia  nor  Prusftia, 
bound  by  the  strongest  ties  to  England^  would  certainly  ever  have  listened  to  the 
proposals  of  the  Austrian  Cabinet. 

After  the  Russian  and  Prussian  Courts,  animated  by  a  confidence  in  bis  Mitjcfety, 
highly  flattering  lo  the  Emperor,  bad  Already  declared  their  coucurrence  in  tbr  pro^ 
posed  Congress  under  the  mediation  of  Austria,  it  became  necessary  to  obtain  the 
formal  assent  of  the  Emperor  Napoleon,  and  to  determine  upon  what  prindples 
the  negoctatioos  for  peace  were  to  be  carried  on.  For  this  purpose  bia  Imperial 
Majesty  resolved  towards  the  end  of  the  mouth  of  June  to  send  bis*  Ministtr  fof 
Foreign  Affairs  to  Dresden.  The  result  of  this  mission  was  a  Convention  concluded 
upon  the  30tb  June,  accepthig  the  mediation  of  bis  Imperial  Majesty  in  tbe  nego- 
ciation of  a  general,  and  if  that  could  not  be  effected,  of  a  preliminary  Continental 
peace.  The  city  of  Prague  was  fixed  upon  for  the  meeting  of  the  Congress,  and 
the  5lb  of  July  i*>r  the  day  of  its  opening.  In  order  to  obtain  a  sufficient  time  for 
the  uegoeiution,  it  was  determined  by  the  same  Convention  that  the  Emperor  Napo- 
leon  should  not  give  notice  of  the  same  rupture  of  the  Armistice  which  was  to  tcr. 
sninate  on  the  30tb  of  July,  at  that  time  existing  between  himself  and  Russia,  fill  tlie 
lOtb  of  August ;  and  bis  Majesty  the  Emperor  tooV  upon  himself  to  obtain  a  similar 
declaration  from  the  Russian  and  Prussian  Courts. 

Tbe^oints  which  bad  been  determined  in  Dresden,  were  here-upon  imparted 
to  the  tvro  Courts.  Although  the  continuation  of  the  armistice  was  attended  with 
many  objections,  and  with  much  serious  inconvenience  to  them,  the  desire  of 
giving  iu  biH  Imperial  Majesty  another  proof  of  their  confidence,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  satisfy  the  world  that  they  would  not  reject  any  prospect  of  peticc,  liow- 
ever  cunfioed  it  might  be,  that  tUey  would  not  refuse  any  attempt  which  might 
prepare  the  way  to  it,  overcame  every  consideration.  The  only  alteration  made  in 
the  Conveution  of  the  36th  June,  was,  .that  ibc  term  of  the  opening  the  CongrcsSf 
aince  the  final  regulations  could  not  so  soon  be  determined,  should  be  defei*red 
until  the  i^stb  of  July. 

In  tbe  mean  time  his  Majesty,  who  would  not  as  yet  abandon  all  hopes  of  com- 
pletely termiutiting  by  a  general  peace  tbe  sufferings  of  mankind,  and  the  convulsions 
of  the  political  world,  bad  also  resolved  upon  a  new  attempt  with  the  Britisih 
Government.  The  Emperoi*  Napoleon  not  only  received  the  proposal  with  apparent 
approbation,  but  even  voluntarily  offered  to  expedite  tbe  business,  by  allowing  the 
persons  to  be  dispatched  ior  that  purpose  to  England  a  passage  through  France. 
M'ben  it  was  to  be  carried  into  effect  unexpected  difficulties  arose,  the  paasporka 
were  delayed  from  time  to  time,  under  trifling  pretexts,  and  at  length  entirtrly  re- 
fused. This  proceeding  afforded  a  fresh  and  important  ground  for  entertaining  just 
»ilottblB  as  to  tbe  sincerity  of  tbe  assurances  which  tbe  Emperor  NapoTeon  had  more 
than  once  publicly  expressed  of  bis  disposition  to  peace»  aitbougb  several  of  bia 
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expressions  at  that  particular  period,  afforded  just  reason  to  bcUere  tliat  a  maritime 
peace  was  the  object  of  his  most  anxious  solicitude. 

Daring  that  iiiierval  th4*ir  Majesties  the  Emperor  of  Russia  and  the  King  of 
Prussia  had  nominated  their  Pltnipoteutiaries  to  the  Congress,  and  had  furuisbe4 
them  with  very  decisiive  inhtructious.  On  the  istb  July  they  both  arrired  at  Pragao, 
ma  well  as  his  Maji'sty's  iMiutster,  charged  with  the  concerns  of  the  Mediation. 

The  ncgociutious  were  not  to  be  protracted  beyond  the  loih  of  August,  except  19 
the  event  of  their  ustiumiiig  such  a  character  as  to  induce  a  confident  hope  of  a 
favourable  result.  Tu  that  day  the  Armistice  had  been  extended  through  the  mediar 
tioD  of  Au&triu  :  the  political  and  military  situation  of  the  Allied  Suvereigna,  the 
condition  of  the  countries  they  occupied,  aud  their  anx\ous  wish  to  terminate  an 
irksome  period  of  uucertaiuty  prevented  any.  further  extension  of  it.  With  ail 
these  circumstauce^  the  Lmperor  Napokou  was  acquainted ;  ht  well  knew  that  tbfi 
period  of  the  ncgociatiuns  wa4  uecessurily  defined  by  that  of  the  Armistice;  and 
be  could  uot  moreover  conceal  from  himatelf  how  much  his  own  determinations 
would  iiiilueuce  the  happy  abridgmeut  and  successful  result  of  the  pending 
aegocitttioiis. 

It  was  therefore  with  rr:al  sorrow  that  his  Migesty  sood  percei'ped  nofronly  that  no 
serious  step  was  taken  by  France  to  accelerate  this  g^eat  work,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
it  appeared  as  if  a  procrastination  of  the  uegociations,  and  evasion  of  a  favourable 
issue  had  bteu  liecidedly  intended.  There  was,  indeed,  a  French  Minister  at  tlie 
place  of  Congress,  but  without  any  orders  to  proceed  to  business,  until  the  appear* 
ante  of  the  flist  Plenipotentiary. 

The  arrival  of  that  Pleuipoti'utiary  was  in  vain  expected  from  day  to  day.  N«ir 
was  it  uutil  the  2Ifft  July  that  it  was  ascertained,  that  a  demur  which  took  place 
on  settling  the  renewal  of  the  Armistice  between  the  jfreucb  and  Russian  and 
Pnisi^ian  Commissioners,  an  obstruction  of  very  sabordiaate  importance,  having 
no  influence  whatever  upon  the  Congress,  and  which  might  have  l)cen  very  easily 
and  speedily  removed  by  the  interference  of  Austria,  was  made  use  of  as  the  justi* 
fication  of  this  extraordinary  delay.  And  when  this  last  pretext  was  removed,  it 
was^not  until  the  sdth  of  July,  sixteen  days  after  that  appointed  fur  the  opening  Cff 
the  Congress,  that  the  first  French  Plenipotentiary  arrived. 

Even  in  the  very  first  days  %fter  this  Minister's  arrival,  no  doubt  remained  as 
to  the  fate  of  the  Congress.  The  form  in  which  the  full  powers  were  to  be  deliver- 
ed, and  the  mutual  explanations  should  be  conducted,  a  point  which  had  already 
been  treated  by  all  parties,  became  the  object  of  a  discuss  ion  which  rendered  all 
the  endeavours  of  the  mediating  Power  abortive.  The  apparent  insufficiency  of 
the  Powers  intrusted  to  the  French  Negociator,  occaaiQucd  a  sileace  of  sever^ 
days.  Nor  was  it  until  the  6th  August  that  this  Minister  gave  In  a  new  Declara^ 
tion,  by  which  the  difficulties  with  respect  to  forms  were  by  no  means  removed,  uoir 
the  Negociation  by  one  step  brought  nearer  to  its  object.  After  an  useless  exchange 
•f  qotes  upon  every  preliminary  question,  the  10th  of  August  arrived.  The  Pms- 
fian  an  I  Russian  Negociators  could  not  exceed  this  term':  the  Congress  wsi  at  aa 
end,  and  the  resolution  which  Austria  had  to  form  was  previously  determined,  bj 
the  progress  of  tliis  Negociation— by  the  actual  conviction  of  the  impossibility  of 
peac&<— by  the  no  longer  doubtful  point  of  view  in  which  his  Majesty  examined- the 
great  question  in  dispute— by  the  principles  and  intentions  of  the  Allies,  whereia 
the  Emperor  recognised  his  own— and  finally,  by  the  former  positive  dccluratioof , 
which  leflt  no  room  for  misrouceptioo. 

Not  vithout  sincere  affliction,  and  alone  consoled  by  the  certainty  that  every 
■ifaos  to  avoid  the  war  had  been  exhausted,  doea  the  Emperor,  uow  find  himself 
eompeUed  to  action.     For  three  years  has  his  Majesty  laboured  with- unceasing 
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frnerenmct  to  effect,  by  »ild  mud  coociHatory  scasam,  resl  ftsd  durable  peace 
lor  Austria  and  for  Eorope.  All  hit  eodearoun  hare  failed;  there  ia  aov  ao  re^ 
wedy,  DO  recoane  to  be  had  bat  to  arou.  The  Enperor  talcea  theaa  vp  withoat 
mny  peraoaal  asinoaity,  frooi  a  painfal  neceaatty,  from  an  irrcaiitible  daty,  apua 
■groaadt  which  any  faithful  citisea  of  his  realm,  which  the  world,  which  the  £b- 
peror  Napoleoo  himself,  ia  a  nMNnant  of  traoqaillity  aud  reaaou,  will  achuowlcd^e 
•nd  justify.  Tlic  neceaaily  of  this  war  is  eagrarcn  in  the  heart  of  erery  Austriaa, 
of  erery  European,  uader  whoaeaoerer  dominion  he  may  lire,  in  auch  legible 
characters,  that  no  art  is  aeccstary  to  distinguish  them.  The  nation  and  the  anay 
will  do  their  duty.  An  uaion  eatablished  by  common  neceaaity,  and  by  the  matari 
interest  of  erery  power  that  is  ia  arms  for  its  independence,  will  pve  due  weight  la 
«or  exertions,  and  the  reault,  with  the  asaistaaeaof  Hearen,  will  be  auch  as  maM 
Ailfil  the  jast  expectationa  of  erery  friend  of  order  and  of  peace. 
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GENERAL  ORDEIt.**RKCRiilTlHC  Defartnsnt— Horse  Guards^  IW  JsJ^. 
IS  13. — ^TH£  Commander  in  Chief  has  approred  of  the  following  Regulation  in  the 
case  of  Regiments  ordered  for  Embarkation. 

When  a  Regiment  embarks,  a  due  proportion  of  Officers,  Non-commtvaioned  Ofi- 
cers,  Drummers,  Fifers  and  Prirate  Men,  are  to  be  left  behind  for  the  Recruiting 
iScrrice  and  the  formation  of  a  Depot. 

If  the  Regiment  conaists  of  two  Battalions,  the  Battalion  which  is  first  ordered 
for  Serrice,  is  to  embark  complete  ;  and  the  Battalion  which  remains  at  home  is  to 
proride  fur  the  Recruiting  Service  and  the  charge  of  the  Regimental  Stores,  fcc. 

When  the  Battalion  which  remained  ia  ordered  to  Embark,  Recruiting  Companies 
will  ba  appointed,  and  the  necessary  proportion  of  Non-commissioned  Ofieers, 
Brummem,  Fifers  and  Prirate  Men,  to  form  Ten  l^arties  (including  those  on  the 
Recruiting  Service  at  the  time)  are  to  be  left  at  home  with  an  eiperienced  Captain 
mod  Lieutenant  for  thia  duty.  In  addition  to  these,  i  Captain,  3  Lientenants,  6 
Serjeants,  6  Corporals,  and  s  Drummers  are  to  be  left  to  form  lhe|Ugimeiital  Depat. 

By  this  arrangement,  the  two  Recruiting  Compauiea  will  supply  the  Officers  aad 
Non-commissioned  Officers  required  for  these  duties  without  interfering  with  either 
Battalion,  which  should  be  as  complete  as  possible  when  proceeding  on  Serrice. 

|f  the  Regiment  consists  of  one  Battalion  only,  the  ncceasarjitproportioh  of  Vim- 
commissioued  Offioera,  Drummers,  Filers  and  PriTntc  Men,  to  form  Smt  Parties 
(indudiuK  those  ou  the  Recruiting  Serrice  at  the  time)  are  to  remain  at  home  with 
mn  experienced  Captain  or  Lieutenant  for  this  duty. 

In  addition  tn  these,  1  Captain,  9  Lieutenants,  3  Serjeants,  s  Corporals  and) 
Prummers  are  to  be  left' to  form  the  Regimental  Diepot. 

The  Officers  and  Non-commissioned  Officers  of  the  Recruiting  Company,  which 
will  be  appointed  on  the  embarkation  of  the  Regiment^  will,  with  the  addition  <(f 
one  Lieutenant,  one  Serjeant  and  one  Corporal,  (who  must  be  selected  from  the 
Effectires)  be  sufficient  for  the  abore  duties. 

Should  the  aomber  of  Men  unfit  for  immediate  Serrice  and  the  Boya  who  are  ntt 
jiermitted  to  accompany  a  Battalion  which  ip  to  be  actively  employed,  or  ia  procasi- 
ing  to  the  West  Indies,  require  a  greater  proportion  of  Non-commissioned  Officcfi 
to  be  left  for  the  charge  of  them  than  is  specified  above,  the  Genenl  Officer  Cos* 
mandiug  will  report  to  the  Adjutaat'<3ieneral,  as  he  will,  in  the  caaeof  a  weak  Bst- 
talion  being  ordered  for  Embarkation,  when  it  may  be  nnnectaanry  that  the  fisUeum- 
|ileroent  of  Officers  should  accompany  it. 

As  the  success  of  the  Recruit  ing  and  the  efficiencr  of  the  Regiment,  must,  ia  t 

great  measure,  depend  on  the  exertions  of  the  Individuals  employed,  the  Oflr* 

cers  commanding  regiments  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  that  no  one  is  adcctid 

for  the  Recruiting  Serrice  or  the  Regimental  Depot,  who  ia  not  in  erery  respect 

•well  calculated  for  the  performance  of  the  duty  required  of  him.

97th,  led  b/  Colonel  Adam  and  Lieutenaut-Colonel  Reeves,  decided  the  fate  of  the 
^y,  at  that  part  of  the  field  of  battle. 

The  skill,  ju<igment,  and  gallantry  displayed  by  Major-Ceneral  Whittinghan) 
9od  his  division  of  the  Spaniah  army,  rivals,  though  it  cannot  sarpass  the  conduct 
9f  Colonel  Adam  and  the  advance. 

At  every  point  the  enemy  was  repulsed  \  at  many,  at  the  point  of  (he  bayonet, 
At  one  point  in  particular  I  must  mention,  where  a  French  grenadier  Imttalion  had 
«aiped  the  summit  of  ihe  hill,  but  was  charged  and  driven  from  the  heights  by  a 
corps  under  the- command  of  Colonel  Casans. 

Blajor-General  Wbittingham  highly  applaud«,  and  I  know  it  is  not  without  rea» 
son,  the  conduct  of  Colonel  Casans,  Colonel  Romero,  Colonel  Campbell,  Colonel 
Caateras,  and  Lieutcnant-Cplond  Oclioa,  who  coramaudcd  at  various  points  of  the 
bills.  To  the  chit-f  of  bis  Staff,  Colonel  Serrano,  he  likewise  expressea  himself  to 
\f€  equally  obliged  «u  this,  at  well  as  many  other  occasions  \ — and  he  acknowledges 
with  gratitude  the  aervices  of  Colonel*  Catiae^i,  af  the  Staff  of  the  Italian  Lcvy^ 
who  ivaa  attached  to  him  during  the  day. 

These,  my  Lord,  are  the  officers  and  corps  that  1  am  most  anxious  to  rccom- 
tncud  to  his  Royal  Highoeat's  notice  and  protection,  and  1  earnestly  entreat  yonr 
Ixirdship  will  most  respectfully,  on  my  part,  report  their  merits  to  the  J'riocc  Re- 
gent, and  to  the  Spauish  Government. 

It  now  only  remains  for  mc  to  acknowledge  the  cordial  co-operation  and  support 
I 'have  met  with  from  the  several  General  Officers  and  Brigadiers*  aa  well  as  froui 
the  various  officers  in  charge  of  departments  i^tached  to  this  army. 

To  Major-Gcneval  Donkin,  Quarter-Mastcr-General,  J  am  particularly  indebted^ 
f<yr  the  zeal  and  ability  with  which  he  conducts  the  duties  of  bis  extensive  de- 
partment, and  the  gallantry  he  displays  on  every  occasion. 

Migor  Kenah,  who  it  at  the  head  of  the  Adjutant-Gcaerart  department,  i^ffords 
ne  every  satisfaction.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Holcombe,  and,  under  his  orders,  Migor 
Williamson,  conduct  the  artillery  branch  of  the  service  in  a  manner  highly  ere* 
Citable.  The  different  brigades  of  guns,  under  Captains  Lacy,  Thomson,  and  Gil- 
9ionr  (and  Garcia,  of  the  Sicilian  army),  and  lieutenant  Talton,  of  theffying  artil- 
lery, were  extremely  useful,  and  most  gallantly  served  j  and, the  Portuguese  artillery 
«upported  thjc  reputation  their  countrymen  have  acquired. 

The  army  is  now  in  march.  I  proceed  to  Alcoy  in  .the  hope,  but  not  the  san- 
l^ine  hope,  that  I  may  be  enabled  to  force  the  Albayda  Pass,  and  reach  the  ea- 
Iftncbed  pof  ition  of  the  enemy  of  San  Felippe,  !>efore  he  can  arrive  there.

Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brigndler-General  Lyon,  dated  Hamburg,  itfuyg,  1819. 
«-The  adrancc  of  th«  diflerent  corps  of  the  French  army  to  the  Elbe,  rendered  fit 
necessary  for  the  diTisions  uf  Generals  Tettenbom,  Dorenberg,  and  <?semicheff,  to 
recross  this  river :  they  concentrated  at  Hamburg.  On  the  ist  of  May,  General 
flebastiani,  with  about  seren  tfaonsand  infantry  and  three  thousand  camlry,  moyed 
from  Loneburg  in  the  direction  of  Magdeburg.  On  the  4th»  thia  corps  ataived  «nd 
halted  at  SaUwedeU 

General  Davonst,  with  about  ten  thousand  men,  including  the  division  of  Van* 
damme,  occupies  Luneburg,  Harbnrg,  and  Stade ;  detaching  small  posts  of  unequal 
strength  at  intermediate  points  along  the  banks  of  the  Elbe.  On  the  move  of  Gencw 
ral  Sebaatiani  to  his  right,  General  Count  Walmodnn  majrcbcil  wHh  the  corps  of  D^ 
renberg  and  Czernicheff  to  Deumita. 


Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Brigadier-General  Lyoo,  dated  Schwnracnbeck,  Jtfay  n, 
1818— 'A  FEW  hours  after  I  had  closed  the  letter  which  I  had  the  hononr  of  ad- 
dressing  to  your  Lordship  on  the  8th  instant,  the  enemy  attacked  the  posts  on  tho 
island  of  Wilhelmsburg  andOchsenwerder,  but  I  fadmott  happy  in  reporting  they 
have  been  repulsed  with  considerable  loss. 

It  appears  that  Marshal  Davoust  hud  collected  from  ^'v^  to  alx  thouaand  nsen  is 
the  ▼icinity  of  Harburg  on  the  8th  instant.  This  force,  with  the  exception  of  about 
fifteen  hundred  men  left  in  Harburg,  was  embarked  at  one  o^clock  in  th^  morninf 
of  the  gth.  Faronred  by  the  ebb  tide,  and  under  cover  of  numerous  batteries  tOk. 
the  opposite  shore,  a  landing  was  effected  at  Wilhelmsburg  long  before  break  of 
day.  The  number  of  troops  stationed  in  this  island  did  not  exceed  eleven  hundred 
men,  the  enemy  gained  therefore  in  tl>e  first  instance  considerable  ground,  but  on 
the  arrival  of  ^  Mecklenburg  battalion,  which  was  ordered  io^mediately  Co  their  su^ 
port,  he  wis  advanced  upon  and  driven  back  to  the  boats.

III  inilBDt,  with  Ibe  reserve  ;  aud  Ihe  aeTeral  parts  of  Ibe  army  were  uB  Ibe  aame 
d-iy  collet  led  in  Ihe  licinage  of  that  place. 

Marsbal  Prince  KootauaolV  Smulensky  wat  l>ft  ill  on  the  march  al  BuatilaD, 
vbere  bedied  ;  bal  bis  death  was  nol  publiahed.  Count  WillgvBalein,  at  Ibal  time 
■t  Zwenlcan,  wna  appoioled  lu  comoiand  Ihe  army. 

He  had  00  Ibal  day  iccuoiioilrcd  the  enemy,  and  aacertained  bis  potilion ;  aud  Ibe

Duiiog  Ibe  preceding  week,  the  ndvanre  uf  Ibe  enemy's  main  army  towsrda 
Naumbarg,  and  the  approach  of  Beaubarnoia  frum  Qncdliubnr^,  had  been  indicated 
by  serenil  akiriniiheB  and  partial  affaita,  parlicularly  at  and  oesf  MhIIe  and  Mern- 
burg,  where  the  I'msiiana  behaved  witli  great  gallanlry. 

Oil  tbeereuing  of  the  isi,lbe  enemy  appeared  tu  have  great  uittnea  of  hia  force

The  adrance  corpa  of  Cunnt  \Tiltgenbtein'(  army  bavinj  beeo  engaged  on  Ihe 
■amc  evening,  lo  the  east  aud  niirlh  of  Lulien,  the  caralry  of  it  remiined  Ibrre  (u 
■mate  tbe  enemy  in  the  raurning,  but  with  order*  to  retire  gradually.  Meanwbile 
tlw  several  columns  of  the  army  were  ordi-rrd  to  croaa  the  Elater  at  Pegou  and  bear 
down,  and  lo  follow  Ihe  conrse  of  a  rivulet  wbicb  riaiiig  near  the  Elatcr,  runa  in  a 
Borth.wr>l  direction  lo  Ihe  Saale,  by  wbicb  BiavcoirBt,  which  Ibe  gr'iuud  favoured, 
it  was  intended  to  tarn  tbe  eneoiy'a  right  between  tVeisaenrcIa  and  Lnlxeu,  while 
>  Ilia  atUntion  was  directed  (o  his  left  between  the  latter  plare  aud  txipaig. 

A»  loan  aitbeir  Majesties  saw  tbe  troops  placed  according  to  Ibc  diajiosilian,  Ihe 
whole  was  put  iu  motion  tawarilB  the  enemy. 

Tbe  country  ia  uncovered  and  open,  tbeioil  dry  anil  Hgbt,  but  with  very  conai-

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He  had  an  immense  quantity  of  ordnance,  of  twelve  pounders,  and  larger  natures, 
distributed  throughout  the  line  and  in  the  villages  *,  the  batteries  in  the  open  coon- 
try  were  supported  by  masses  of  infantry  in  solid  squares. 

The  plan  (ifopiTal ion  determined  upan,  on  view  of  the  enemy,  was  to  att^ick/be 
village  uf  Gross  Gorschien   with    artillery  and   infantry,  and  in  the  meanwhile  to 
pierce  tiic  line  to  the  enemy's  right  of  the  villages,  wjth  a  strong  coUnn  of  cavalry,^ 
in  order  to  cut  off  the  troops  in  the  villages  from  support. 

The  remainder  of  the  enemy's  line  was  to  be  engaged,  according  to  circamstancM, 
by  the  corps  opposite  to  it. 

The  cavalry  of  the  Prussian  reserve,  to  whose  lot  this  attack  fell,  presented  t^nw 
telves  aud  supported  their  movements  with  great  gallantry,  bat  the  showers  of  grape- 
shot  and  musketry,  to  which  they  were  exposed  on  reaching  the  hollow  way,  made 
It  impracticable  for  them  to  penetrate,  and  the  enemy  appearing  determined  to 
maintain  the  villages  at  any  expence,  the  affair  assumed  the  nsost  expensive  cha. 
racter  of  attack  and  defence,  of  a  post  repeatedly  taken,  lost,  and  retaken. 

The  cavalry  made  several  attempts  to  break  the  enemy's  line,  and  k>chaved  witk 
the  most  exemplary  coolness  and  regularity  under  very  heavy  fire;  in  some  of  theic 
attacks  Ibey  succeeded  in  breaking  into  the  squares  and  cutting  down  the  infisntry. 
Late  in  theevenhig,  Buonaparte  having  called  in  the  troops  from  Leipsig,  sod 
collected  all  bis  reserves,  made  an  attack  from  his  left  on  the  right  of  tke  allies, 
supported  by  the  Are  of  several  batteries  advancing. 

The  vivacity  of  this  movement  made  it  expedient  to  change  tlic  front  of  the  nearrst 
brigades  on  the  right,  and  as  the  whole  cavalry  from  the  left  was  ordered  to  the 
right  to  turn  this  attack  and  to  charge  it,  1  waa  not  without  hopes  of  witnessio{ 
the  destruction  of  Buonaparte  and  uf  all  his  wmy ;  but  before  the  cavalry  coald 
arrive,  it  became  so  dark  that  nothing  could  be  distinguished  but  the  ffasbes  of 
the  guns. 

The  allies  remained  in  possession  of  the  disputed  villages,  and  of  the  line  ob  which 
the  enemy  had  stood. 

Orders  were  given  to  renew  the  attack  in  the  morning,  but  tlie enemy  did  not  wait 
fo»  it,  and  it  was  judged  expedient,  with  reference  to  the  general  poatnre  of  the 
cavalry,  not  to  pursue.  The  wounded  have  all  been  removed  across  tlie  Elbe,  while 
the  cannon  and  prisoners  taken,  aud  the  ground  wrested  from  the  enemy  in  the 
action,  are  incoutestible  proofs  of  the  success  of  the  allies. 

Both  Sovereigns  were  in  the  field  the  whole  day.  The  King  waa  chiefly  mear  the 
village  where  his  troops  were  engaged.  The  Emperor  was  repeatedly  in  every  p«t 
of  the  field',  where  he  was  received  with  the  most  animating  cheers  by  every  corps 
be  approached.  The  fire,  to  which  his  person  was  not  unfreqnently  czpoacd,  aod 
the  casualties  which  took  place  near  him,  did  not  appear  in  the  leaat  to  distnrbhis 
attention  from  the  objects  to  which  it  was  directed,  and  which  he  followed  witboat 
any  ostentation.

villages;  bul  on  Ibe  allaik  being  renewed,  was  qui  able  |o  retain  piwieainn  of 
Ibem.  The  Prutf  ian  guards  moved  forward,  and  after  a  moat  obstinate  rombat  uf 
«*  l>«ur  and  an  half,  Ihuae  tillagea  were  again  retaken  from  Ibe  ensuiy,  aud  re- 
ntained  iu  onr  poiicssion.  During  Ibis  time  Ibe  curpi  of  General  tViDiingirode  on 
tbe  l*t  "ins?  ■">'!  lie  corps  uf  Gcoeraf  Vorck,  with  a  pari  of  Ibe  Kastian  troops 
■ndcT  General  Biffg,  bad  lakrn  a  ahare  in  the  battle.  W'r  alood  ap[>nb«l  to  the 
mmtmf,  at  a  dialanca  of  ottu  bnuilrcd   paeci,  ksd  one   of  the  motl  bloody  battle* 
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Our  reservrs  had  drawn  nearer  to  the  finld  of  battfe,  to  be  in  readineu  irhemrcr 
needful,  and  thuii  was  the  !)ntt1e  C(.nti:iued  till  near  seren  oVIock  in  tbeeveaiaf. 
Daring  its  course,  the  Tillaf^ei  on  the  left  win{|^  were  likewise  sereral  times  takca 
and  retaken  by  both  parties.  At  seren  oVIock  the  enemy  appeared  with  a  newrorpt 
on  our  right  wing,  before  Gross  and  Klein  Gorschen^-probably  with  the  Viccrayli 
army — made  a  brisk  attack  on  ns,  and  endearoared  to  tear  from  oa  the  advaota|;et 
wehad  gained.  The  infantry  of  a  part  of  the  Rnssian  reserve  wiia  now  brcmghl 
forward  to  the  right  wing,  to  the  support  of  Creneral  Yorck*a  corps,  which  was 
briskly  attacked,  and  the  most  desperate  engagement  (in  which  the  Rafsian  artillery 
during  the  whole  remaining  time  greatly  distinguished  itself,  as  did  the  corps  of 
Yorck,  Blucher,  and  Winzingerode,  the  whole  day,)  was  now  continued  nntil  night 
came  on.  The  enemy  had  likewise  again  attacked  oor  centre  and  tb«  Tillages  with 
g^eat  briskness,  but  we  maintainedjour  position.  In  this  situation  night  pnt  an  cndta 
the  battle.  The  enemy  was  to  have  been  again  attacked  on  the  following  nMnrniag, 
the  3d  of  May.  He  had  meanwhile  taken  Leipsig  daring  the  battle.  This  obliged  m 
to  mancBuvre  witu  him.  It  was  not  till  afterwards  that  we  were  informed,  that  ia 
consequence  of  the  battle  he  had  again  been  forced  to  qoit  it,  and  had  by  thei 
means  lost  Halle,  and  fifteen  thousand  men  of  his  best  troops;  many  of  bia 
are  dismounted,  and  a  number  of  his  powder  waggons  blown  up.  Oar  light  de- 
tachments are  again  at  liberty  to  harass  him,  and  to  prosecutf  the  advantage  gaiaed. 
lYe  have  consequently  kept  the  field  of  battle,  the  victory  isoar*a,  and  the  intended 
purpose  is  accomplishod.  Near  fifty  thousand  at  onr  best  troops  have  not  yet  beca 
engaged  *,  we  have  not  lost  a  single  cannon,  and  the  enemy  mast  havcrperceived  what 
can  be  effected  by  the  united  national  feelings,  between  two  firmly  allied  nations,  ia 
courage  and  resistance :  and  that  the  high  band  of  Providence  protects  the  jait 
cause  of  those  Powers,  who  have  no  object  but  their  independence,  and  to  foaad  s 
durable  peac^  on  the  freedom  of  all  nations. 

Such  was  the  battle  of  the  9d  of  May,  fought  near  the  plain  of  Lntzen,  where  the 
liberty  of  Germany  was  once  before  conquered.  With  the  courage  of  lions  did  bolk 
Russians  and  Prussians  fight  for  it,  and  their  endeavours  will  not  have  been  in  vaia. 
The  loss  we  have  sustained  may  amount  to  about  ten  thousand  men,  but  the  noit 
of  them  are  only  slightly  wounded.  Among  the  killed,  on  the  Prussian  side,  we 
have  among  several  other  valuable  Staff-ofiicers/to  lament  the  loaa  of  the  Priacesf 
Hcsse>  Horn  burg.  Our  wounded  are,  on  the  Russian  part.  General  Von  Kanoniecsya; 
and  on  the  Prussian,  Gen:rrals  Blucher  and  Schamhorst  slightly;,  and  Honerbeio  dsa- 
gerou9ly.  On  the  French  side,  according  to  the  report  of  the  prisoners,  wt  leaia 
that  Marshal  Bessieres  is  killed,  Key  and  Souham  wounded.  Upwards  of  one 
thousand  prisonet*s  are  already  brought  in,  ten  pieces  of  artillery  taken,  and  toac 
thousand  muskets  captured  at  Halle.  Our  light  troops  are  now  occupied  ia  pa^ 
auing  the  enemy. 

Althoagh  the  numerous  villages  lying  near  to  each  other  in  this  territory,  and  ill 
rauals,  tug«ther  with  the  precaution  taken  by  tha  enemy  never  to  appear  ia  ikc 
«>pru  plain,  did  not  afford  our  cavalry  an  opportunity  of  charging  in  line,  yet  the 
IVussiau  Garde-du-corps,  and  the  regiment  of  Brandenburgh  Cuirassiers,  cut  do«s 
aevrrnl  masses  of  the  enemy's  infantry,  even  amidst  the  villages,  andandrrbii 
«ross«firc,  and  have  thereby  gained  a  share  in  the  immortal  honour  which  the  Pirs»- 
aian  warriors  have  again  obtained  in  this  murderous  battle :  and  in  like  i^snacr 
havr  the  RusRians  proved  that  they  ran  fight  on  the  German  soil,  with  the  tvm 
arnrnuirnts  which  insured  victory  to  them  in  their  own  country.  These  are  the  r^ 
aultv  of  thi9  day,  up  to  this  present.  God  bless  our  arms !— >He  visibly  and  dario; 
thr  l>tittl<-  protected  both  our  beloved  Monarchs,  #ho  several  times  exposed  fhesi- 
mivcs  to  danger,  even  in  the  villages  where  th'e  battle  raged  tbe  bottbst.  Mmj  hebr, 
Mi«rmorc  bless  and  preserve  them  to  us!  ' 
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O^eial  InUlUgtnce  from  the  Combined  Jrmie$^*Jrom  the  Jield  t^f  BaitUy  Mtnf  3— • 
TH  E  Einp«ror  Napoleon  bad  quitted  Mayence  on  the  S4th  of  April.  Beingp/urrived 
at  his  army,  every  thing  announced  that  he  meant  imaiediately  to  act  on  the  offensive : 
in  consequence  the  combined  Russian  and  Prussian  armies  had  been  united  between 
Leipsifrand  Altenbnrg,  a  central  position,  and  very  advantageous  in  all  possible  cases. 
Meanwhile  the  General  in  Chief  Count  de  Wittgenstein  had  soon  convinced  himself 
'  by  good  and  spirited  reconnoistances,  that  the  enemy,  after  having  concentrated 
himself,  was  debouching  with  the  whole  of  his  forces  by  Merseburg  and  Weissenfelt, 
whilst  at  the  same  time  he  sent  considerable  corpa  on  Leipsig,  which  appeared  to 
be  the  principal  view  of  his  operations.  Count  Wittgenstein  immediately  decided  oa 
taking  ailvantage  of  the  moment  when  it  would  be  out  of  the  power  of  this  detached 
corps  to  co-operate  with  the  main  body  of  the  French  army,  and  to  attack  this  iro« 
mediately  with  his  wholeforce.  For  this  purpose  it  was  necessary  to  conceal  his  move- 
nentt,  and  daring  the  night,  between  the  1st  and  2d,  he  drew  to  himself  the  corpa 
vnder  the  orders  of  the  General  of  Cavalry  TormazoiT.  By  this  junction,  he  found 
himself  enabled  to  throw  himself  en  maase  on  the  enemy,  at  a  place  where  the  latter 
night  suppose  he  had  only  to  deal  with  a  detachment,  whose  aim  was  to  give  htm 
disturbance  on  his  flanks.  The  action  commenced.  Generals  Blucher  and  Yorck 
entered  into  it  with  an  ardour  aiid  energy,  which  was  in  a  livejly  manner  participated 
by  the  troops.  The  operations  took  place  between  the  Elster  and  the  Luppe.  The 
village  of  GroB  Gorschen  was  the  key  and  centre  of  the  French  position. 

The  battle  commenced  by  the  attack  of  this  village.  The  enemy  was  sensible  of 
the  whole  importance  of  this  point,  and  wished  to  maintain  himself  in  it.  It  waa 
carried  by  the  right  wiug  of  the  corps  under  General  BlucherU  orders ;  and,  at  the 
came  time,  the  letlt  wing  pushed  in  front,  and  soon  charged  on  the  village  of  Klein 
Gdrschen.  From  this  time,  all  the  corps  came  succeasively  into  action,  which  soon 
became  general.  The  village  of  Gross  Gorschen  was  disputed  with  unexampled  ob- 
atinacy.  Six  times  it  waa  taken  and  retaken  with  the  bayonet;  but  the  valour  of  the 
Russians  and  Prussians  obtained  the  soperiority,  and  this  village  as  well  as  those 
of  Klein  Gdrschen  and  Rhan,  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  combined  armies!  The 
ciiemy*s  centre  was  broken,  and  he  was  driven  off  the  field  of  battle.  He«  neverthe- 
less, brought  forward  fresh  columns,  which  being  come  from  Leipsig,  were  destined 
to  anpport  the  left  flank  of  the  enemy.  Some  corpa  drawn  from  the  reserve,  and 
placed  under  the  orders  of  Lieutenant-General  Kanovnitxin,  were  opposed  to  them.— 
Here,  towards  evening,  a  combat  commenced,  which  was  likewise  exceedingly  oh- 
•tinate,  but  the  enemy  was  also  completely  repulsed  at  this  point. 

Bvery  thing  was  disposed  for  renewing  the  attack  at  snn-set,  and  orders  had  been 
•ent  to  General  Miloradowitsch,  who  with  his  whole  corpa  was  posted  at  Zeits,  to 
join  the  main  army,  and  to  be  there  at  break  of  day;  the  presence  of  an  entire  fresh 
corps,  with  one  hundred  pieces  of  artillery,  leaving  no  doubt  as  to  the  issue  of  the 
4lay.  But  towards  the  morning,  the  enemy  appeared  to  be  moving  towards  Leipiig, 
always  falling  towards  his  rear  guard.  This  mode  of  refusing  the  challenge  made 
for  engaging,  gave  room  to  believe  that  he  would  endeavour  to  manopuvre^  either  to 
move'towarda  the  Elbe,  or  on  the  communications  of  the  combined  armies.  Under 
this  supptMiition,  it  became  necesary  to  oppose  manoeuvre  against  manoeurre,  and 
by  occupying  a  commanding  front  between  Colditz  and  Rochlitz,  we  immediately 
hecame  possessed  of  every  beuefli  of  this  kind,  without  for  such  purpose  quitting  too 
imr  the  points  for  making  an  ofl'ensive  attack.  On  this  memorable  day,  the  Prussian 
Afmy  fouglit  in  a  maouer  to  fix  the  admiration  of  its  allies.  The  King*s  Guards 
covered  tbemaelves  with  glory.  Russians  and  Prussians  rivalled  each  other  in  valour 
•sd  seal,  under  the  eyes  of  the  \vo  Sovereigns,  who  did  not^  for  a  moment,  quit 
the  field  of  battle.    The  enemy  has  lost  sixteen  cannon  3  and  we  have  taken  one 
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thousand  four  huiulred  prisoners  ;  not  a  siuf  le  trophy  has  been  conquered  from  the 
allied  ^rmy;  its  Itiss,  in  killed  and  wounded,  may  amount  to  eiji^ht  tbooMnd  meii; 
that  of  the  French  army  ^s  CHlimated  at  twelve  or  fifteen  thousand.  Aoioog  the 
wounded  are,  the  General  of  Cavalry,  Blucher,  and  Lieutenant-Geocrals  Ktfn«v- 
nitzin  and  ScharAhorst ;  their  wounds  tre  not  dang^erous.  The  enemy,  having  bat 
few  cavalry,  endeavoured  to  get  and  keep  possession  of  the  viiUg^es,  the  ground  of 
which  was  rugged  and  broken  ;  consequently  the  day  of  the  2d  of  May  was  a  coati- 
onal  combat  hetween  the  infantry.  An  uninterrupted  shower  of  balls,  bullets, 
grape-shot,  and  grenades,  was  kept  up  on  the  part  of  the  French,  during  an  ac- 
tion of  ten  hours.

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Superb  J  in  Ilamoaze^  ^J"y  25,  1813.— -Si  R, — The  Alphea  scboonri*  has  just  orrived 
from  the  north  coast  of  Spain,  and  brings  intellififence  of  the  capture  of  Castro,  by 
the  enemy  un  the  llth  instant,  after  a  defence  that  reflects  gfirat  honour  on  all  con- 
cerned. The  particulars  are  detailed  in  the  enclosed  copies  of  letters  from  Captain 
Bloye,  of  his  Slajesty's  sUmp  Lyra,  whose  exertions  with  the  force  that  was  with 
him,  appear  to  have  been  his^lily  meritorious.  He  bears  the  stroni^est  testim<my  to 
the  zeal  of  Captains  Bremtni  and  Tayler,  as  well  as  to  that  of  the  officers  and  creMt 
of  the  Lyra,  Royalist,  und  Sparrow.  Lieutenant  McDonald  of  the  Alphea  statev, 
that  he  comuiunirated  with  the  ctiast,  after  leaving  Bermeo,  and  was  informed  that 
the  enemy  had  lost  in  the  ditiferent  attacks,  at  least  two  thousand  five  hundred  men.

His  Majesty*s  Sloop  Lyra,  May  ir>,  1813. — CONCEIVING  that  the  surrender  of 
Castro  should  be  known  in  England  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  Alphea  schooner 
being  about  to  proceed  to  Plymouth,  1  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  duplicate  of  my 
letter  to  Captain  Sir  Georg^e  Collier,  giving  an  account  of  that  event,  and  of  the  ope- 
rations  of  the  vessels  under  my  orders,  in  assisting  in  its  defence,  and  in  removing 
the  garrison. 

From  various  reports  I  have  since  received,  I  am  informed  that  the  loss  of  the 
enemy  was  so  gi'^eat,  that  the  conquest  of  Castro,  instead  of  being  celebrated  as  a 
victory,  as  was  usuiil  on  other  occasions  of  any  Advantage,  created  an  universal 
gloom  among  the  French.

His  Mnjesty^s  Sloop  Lyra,  off'  Bermeo^  May  13,  1813.— Sir, — IN  my  letter  of  tht 
4th  instant,  1  informed  you  of  my  arrival  oil  Castro,  in  company  with  His  Majesty's 
sloops  Hoyalist  and  Sparrow,  and  that  the  enemy  having  been  twice  repulsed  fram 
before  the  walls  of  Castro  had  again  invested  it  since  the  25th  of  April,  witA  in- 
creased forces,  and  of  the  measnres  taken  by  the  squadron  to  assist  in  its  defence^ 
I  have  now  the  honour  to  coqnmnnicate  to  yon  our  sabtcquent  operations. 

On  the  r>th  and  6th  no  material  movement  look  place.  The  enetny  were  in  such 
numbers  in  the  surrounding  villages,  thai  the  garrison  did  not  make  another  sortie 
after  the  4th.     We  perceived  them  making  fascines  in  the  woods. 

On  the  7th  we  discovered  that  they  were  throwing  up  a  battery  to  the  westward 
of  the  town.  A  twenty-four-pounder  was  landed  with  great  difficulty,  from  the 
Sparrow,  on  a  small  island  within  point  blank  shot  of  it,  and  a  battery  erected, 
ivliich  by  great  exertion  was  nearly  ready  for  its  reception  on  the  following  morning, 
at  which  time  the  enemy  commenced  their  fire  from  two  twelve-pounders  against  it, 
vhiclfwas  briskly  returned  by  the  castle,. and  about  three  in  the  afternoon  by  our  24- 
pouudcr,  and  with  such  effect,  that  one  of  their  embrasures  was  rendered  perfectly 
untenable  before  night.  The  enemy  were  discovered  also  constructing  a  large  batte- 
ry to  the  south-westof  the  town,  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the  wall,  under  cover  of 
a  large  house,  and  against  which  the  guns  of  the  castle  could  not  be  brought  to  bear. 
A  long  brass  twelve-pounder  was  mounted  on  the  castle,  by  the  assistance  of  our  peo- 
ple, but  it  unfortunately  burst  after  having  been  fired  a  few  times.  The  whole  of 
the  Qth  a  heavy  lire  was  kept  up  on  both  sides,  and  every  exertion  made  to  strengthen 
thedefences.  I'he  most  determined  spirit  of  resistance  animated  the  Governor  Don 
P.  P.  Alvarez,  and  every  officer  and  soldier  under  his  command,  and  the  enemy  had 
received  signal  proofs  of  their  perseverance  ai>d  courage  in  the  two  preceding  attacks. 
"We  could  see  troops  approaching  in  every  direction,  and  we  received  intelligence  that 
besides  the  artillery  they  had  received  from  Santouce  before  our  arrival,  they  had 
also  several  gnns  embarked  at  Portugalette.  I  therefore  took  every  precaution  to 
prevent  their  conveyance  by  sea,  by  sending  at  one  time  the  Sparrow  off  that  port, 
and  at  another  the  Koyalist,  and  keeping  a  strict  guard  of  boats  by  night. 
^  On  the  loth  the  enemy  commenced  throwing  shrJls  from  a  battery  they  had  coa- 
■tructcd  to  the  south  east  of  the  town  with  great  eftect ;  they  were  also  busily  em- 
ployed in  erecting  two  otliep  batteries,  one  to  the  southward  of  the  town,  and  the 
other  to  flank  our  works  on  the  island.  They  also  sent  a  strong  body  of  men  behind 
the  rocks  to  annoy  our  people  with  musketry  ;  but  they  were  soon  dislodged  by  the 
fire  of  a  four-poundcr  on  the  island,  and  two  companies  of  Spanish  troops.  A  bat- 
tery for  another  twenty-fonr-pounder  was  begun  by  Captain  I'ayler,  on  the  island, 
flanking  the  enemy*s  principal  battery,  and  the  gun  mounted  and  ready  for  firing  at 
daylight  on  the  nth.  The  enemy  at  the  same  moment  opeqed  iv  very  heavy  fire  from 
their  south  west  battery,  with  such  effect,  that,  notwithstanding  the  brisk  manner  in 
which  it  was  returned  from  our  eightecu-poundcr  carronade  mounted  ob  the  castje, 
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the  troops  on  the  wall*,  and  uor  battery  nn  the  island,  they  had  made  a  breach  large 
cnouj^h  to  admit  twenty  men  abreast  before  noon.  The  enemy" were  now  adTanciof 
towards  the  town  in  immense  numbers;  and  as  oar  position  on  the  island  was  not 
tenable  in  the  erent  of  their  stormiiif?,  I  directed  Captain  Tayler,  of  the  Sparrow, 
who  had  nndertoken  the  management  of  it,  to  re-embark  the  guns  and  men,  aad 
made  the  necessary  arranj^ements  with  the  Governor  to  embark  the  garrison,  after 
bavinfif  destroyed  the  f  uns  and  blown  up  the'castle. 

The  enemy  havinj;  destroyed  the  walls,  turned  their  i^nns  on  the  town  and  castle, 
thrbwin^xhells  incessantly  at  the  bridge  connecting  the  castle  with  the  landiog 
place,  endeavouring  to  cut  otT  the  retreat  of  the  garrison  ;  about  nine  P.  M.  at  )e£st 
three  thousand  nico  rushed  at  once  into  the  town  from  every  quarter,  not  only  by 
the  breaches,  but  also  by  scaling.  They  were  most  gallantly  resisted  by  the  garrisos, 
who  disputed  the  town,  house  by  house,  uutil  they  were  overwhelmed  by  numbers 
oud  obli|;c(l  to  retreat  to  the  castle  ;  the  ships  boats  and  launcbea  were  in  readiness 
to  receive  them,  and  they  were  embarked  by  companiea  under  a  tremendous, fire  of 
musketry,  and  distributed  to  the  three  brigs  and  A Iphea  schooner,  except  two  com- 
panies which  remained  to  defend  the  castle  until  the  guns,  hue.  were  destroyed.  The 
enemy  advanced  to  the  castle,  hut  were  successfullv  resisted,  until  every  gun  was 
thrown  into  the  sea  ;  but  they  unfortunately  gained  the  inner  wall  before  the  train 
for  blowing  up  the  castle  was  set  on  fire,  in  consequence  of  which  that  part  of  my 
wishes  wafi  friu^lratcd;  I  have  however  the  pleasure  to  tay,  that  every  soldier  was 
brought  off  and  many  of  the  inhabitants.  The  town  was  set  on  fire  in  many  places, 
and  must  I  think  have  been  entirely  destroyed.  As  soon  as  every  thing  was -em- 
barked, the  squadron  weighed  and^  proceeded  to  Bermeo,  where  the  troops  were 
landed  yesterday  morning. 

I  have  the  highest  gratification  in  having  to  mention  the  cheerful,  yet  fatigaing 
exertions,  of  every  officer  and  man  employed.  Captains  Bremen  and  Tayler  coa- 
tributed  by  their  advice  and  assistance  every  thing  poaaible  for  the  defence  of  the 
pla'ce,  and  for  the  safety  of  the  garrison ;  indeed  one  univeraal  feeling  of  the  warmest 
admiration  seemed  to  animate  every  one  in  saving  so  many  brave  men'a  lives.  It 
must  readily  occur  to  you,  in  the  execution  of  such  services  as  I  have  now  detailed, 
the  most  ardouus  exertions  of  every  one,  in  so  small  a  force,  niuit  have  been 
necessary. 

Nor  must  I  omit  my  own  tribute  of  applause,  at  the  manner  in  which  Gcnreraor 
Don  F.  P.  Alvarez,  and  every  officer  and  man  in  the  garrison,  employed  errry  means 
hi  their  power  to  defend  the  place,  |p  long  as  the  slightest  hope  remained  of  saring 
it..  Every  thing  1  suggested  was  agreed  to  with  the  greatest  promptitude,  and  every 
exertion  made  to  secondtmy  wishes. 

The  garrison  consisted  originally  of  twelve  hundred  men,  and  I  am  happy  to  say 
their  loss  has  been  much  lesft  than  1  expected,  consisting  of  abont  fifty  killed,  aad 
as  many  wounded. 

1  have  great  pleasure  In  informing  you  our  loss  has  been  trifling  to  what  migtt 
have  been  expeicted,  consisting  of  ten  wounded,  four  in  the  Royaliat  and  six  in  the 
Sparrow.  Lieutenant  Kentish,  of  the  Royalist,  was  slightly  wounded  ia  th«  leg, 
and  Mr.  Sutton,  Midshipman,  received  a  musket  ball  in*the  leg,  while  embarkiai; 
the  garrison,  which  rendered  amputation  necessary  ;  Captain  Bremen  »(>eaks  of  hi< 
general  conduct  in  the  highest  terms,  and  I  was  nn  rye-witness  of  his  intrepidity 
in  saving  the  garrison,  amidst  a  shower  of  musket  balls. 

From  the  iut<  lligcncc  received  I  have  every  reason  to  lielieve  thvre  were  nrtt  Irjs 
than  thirteen  tliousand  men  before  Castrq :  the  enemy  colK.'Cted  his  troops  from  every 
post  in  the  province,  and  seemed  determined  to  take  it,  let  it  cost  what  it  wouhl. 
No  terms  were  ever  offered  ;  but  as  soon  as  the  breach  was  sufficiently  lance  thev 
marched  to  the  assault,  putting  every  one  to  the  bayonet,  without  distinction  ;  1 
cannot  of  course  form  any  estimate  of  their  loss,  hot  from  the  fire  kept  up  hy  the 
batteries,  and  by  the  troops  before  they  retreated,  I  am  persuaded  it  mast  have  heca 
very  great. 

One  hundred  and  forty  French  prisoners  are  just  arrived  at  Bermeo,  taken  hy  Doa 
Caspar  ;  I  have  directed  the  Royalist  and  Sparrow,  to  convey  them  toCornnna  with 
a  company  of  artillery,  part  of  the  late  garrisim  of  Castro,  and  shall  remain  with  his 
Maj^sty^s  sloop  under  my  command  off  Castro  ;  to  impede  the  emmyV  commnoiet- 
tion  by  sea,  and  prevent  any  merchant  vessels  tVom  falling  into  their  hands,  until  I 
receive  your  farther  orders.

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Chap.  I.  Relative  situation  of  the  Imperial  and  Republican  Armies 
before  the  opening  of  the  Campaign. — Estimate  of  their  respective 
force. — Interest  of  the  French  to  carry  on  an  offensive  tear, — Interest 
of  the  Imperialists  to  adopt  n  defensive  one. — Rupture  of  the  Armis'^ 
tice, — Movements  of  the  French  on  both  banks  of  the  Lower  Rhine.-^ 
Battle  of  Uckerath  and  of  Altenkirchen.^-^Evacuation  of  the  Hund^ 
sruck,  by  the  Archduke  Charles. — March  of  that  Prince  to  the  Lahn* 
'-'Battles  of  Westlaer. — Second  battle  of  Uckerath.^Retreat  of  the 
French  beyond  the  Rhine  and  the  Sieg. 

IT  is  DecessarjT,  before  we  enter  on  a  narrative  of  the  erents  of  this 
campaign,  to  explaia  the  strength  and  position  of  the  adverse  armies,  at 
the  moment  of  its  coipmencement,  and  to  introduce  some  details  on  the 
interests  of  the  belligerent  powers,  on  the  objects  to  which  their  views 
were  apparently  directed,  and  on  the  means  which  they  respectively 
possessed  to  attain  them. 

At  the  period  of  opening  the  campaign,  the  Imperial  and  French 
Armies  were  situated  in  the  following  manner:— The  Rhine  separated 
them  from  the  frontiers  of  Switzerland  to  the  environs  of  the  town  of 
Spires,  where  it  ceased  to  be  their  common  barrier.  Beyond  that  city, 
the  canto?  oents  which  they  respectively  occupied  at  the  distance  of 
some  leagues  from  each  other,  extended  across  the  upper  Palatinate,  the 
Dutchy  of  Deux  Fonts,  and  the  Hundsruck.  ^  The  line  occupied  by 
the  Imperial  Army  passed  through  the  towns  of  Spires,  Neustadt,  Kay- 
serlautern,  Kussell ;  aitd  from  thence,  crossing  the  Nahe,  terminated  at 
the  Rhine,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Baccharach.  At  this  point,  that 
river  again  became  the  common  separation  of  both  armies,  and  continued 
to  to.  beyond  the  Cologne,  between  the  river  Sieg,  and  the  town  of  Duf« 
teldorf.  The  Austrians  and  French  divided  between  them  the  space  be* 
tween  the  river  and  the  last  mentioned  fortress,  before  which  the  army 
of  the  latter  had  an  intrenched  camp.  The  Imperialists  possessed  on 
the  Rhine  thestrong  fortresses  of  Philipsbourg,  Manheim,  Mayence,  and 
fhrebreitstein.  The  French  on  their  part  possessed  on  the  upper 
Rhine,  those  of  Alsace,  and  on  the  lower  Rhine,  that  of  Dusseldorf. 

With  respect  to  the  strength  of  the  opposed  armies,  it  is  obvious, 
that  iu  order  to  be  enabled  to  appreciate  them  with  absolute  precision 
and  certainty,  it  would  be  necessary  that  the  author  should  have  been 
commander-in-chief,  or  at  least  an  officer  of  the  staff  of  both  armies. 
.His  enquiries  however  on  this  point,  have  been  numerous  and  extensive, 
and  be  has  addressed  himself  for  the  purpose  to  those  persons,  whom 
their  local  position,  and  their  military  situation  equally  placed  within 
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reach  of  very  good  information  on  the  subject.  -  The  commanicatioo 
which  he  has  received  from  them,  enables  him  to  form  a  near  estimate  of 
the  numbers  of  the  French  and  Imperial  Armies,  at  the  opeoing  of  this 
canipaign.  He  thinks  himself  authorised  to  state,  that  at  this  time,  the 
two  French  armies,  commanded  by  Generals  Jourdan  and  Aloreto, 
amounted  to  more  than  l60,000  men  ;  and  that  the  Imperial  forces 
commanded  by  his  Royal  Highness  the  Archduke  Charles,  including 
the  Saxons  and  other  contingents  of  the  empire,  were  nearly  150,000  men. 

Every  motive  which  determined  the  French  Government  to  cootinae 
the  war,  made  it  likewise  their  interest,  or  rather  imposed  upon  them 
the  necessity  to  carry  it  beyond  the  Rhine,  and  into  the  heart  of  Ger- 
many. They  had  at  their  command  a  great  number  of  soldiers,  but 
were  in  want  of  moi\ey  to  pay  them,  of  cloaths  to  cover  them,  and  means 
to  subsist  them.  The  Netherlands,  Holland,  and  the  countries  situated 
between  the  Meuae  and  the  Rhine,  had  borne,  during  two  years,  the 
whole  burden  of  maintaining  the  Freuch  armies.  These  countries,  but 
4  short  time  before  so  rich  and«o  abundant,  were  exhausted  ;  their  wbde 
specie  was  absorded  by  contributions,  their  manufactures  were  suspended, 
and  their  produce  consumed.  An  immense  quantity  of  paper  monej 
without  any  real  value,  had  operated  to  paralyze  their  commerce  and 
their  industry.  The  productions  and  commodities  of  the  country  were 
scarcely  equal  to  the  consumption  of  the  armies  and  of  the  inhabitant!. 
Two  years  had  been  sufficient  to  place  the  countries  conquered  by 
France  on  a  level  with  herself,  and  to  reduce  them  to  one  common  eqaa«^ 
Vity  of  dearth  and  misery.  It  was  becotne  therefore  absolutely  neces* 
sary,  at  whatsoever  price  it  was  to  be  accomplished,  that  the  French 
should  march  forward  into  other  countries,  in  search  of  subsistence,  of 
horses,  of  cloaths,  and  above  all,  of  money.  These  vievvs  were  most  un« 
^equivocally  expressed  by  the  directory  in  the  order  given  to  their  Gene* 
rals,  that  they  should  maintain  their  troops  hy  victory. 

To  this  urgent  call  of  necessity  were  added  some  motives  of  ambitiony 
and  refisonings  of  political  interest.  The  directory  flattered  itself,  that 
by  an  invasion  of  Germany,  it  would  accomplish  the  disuniba  of  the 
Germanic  body ;  that  the  inferior  Princes,  struck  with  terror,  would 
hasten  by  turns,  to  purchase  a  separate  peace  ;  that  the  Emperor,  re- 
duced to  his  own  forces,  stripped  of  one  part  of  his  dominions,  and  feaN 
ing  to  lose  what  remained,  would  ia  the  end  subscribe  to  such  conditions 
of  peace  as  it  should  please  his  conquerors  to  impose  ;  that  at  the  con* 
elusion  of  the  wur,  its  tlnal  result  would  place  all  the  coQutries  on  their 
fide  the  Rhine  in  tlie  possession  of  the  French,  and  the  fate  of  Germany 
in  their  disposal ;  and  would  leave  them  enriched  with  its  tp<iils,  and 
dictating  laws  to  Europe.  Such  was  the  brilliant  peftpective  which  pre- 
sented it>elf  to  the  chiefs  of  the  French  Republic,  and  at  once  directed 
their  vl^:ws,  and  animated  thcif  expectations. 

If  from  what  has  beeil  here  suggested,  it  should  appear  that  their 
plau  would  of  course  beofleusive^  every  thing  on  the  other  band  iccaNd 


to  preM^ribe  to  the  Court  of  Vienna,  a  line  or  conduct  almoet  entirely-' 
the  reverse.  A  concurrence  of  military  and  political  considerationH  ought 
to  have  engaged  it  to  persist  in  the  defeoBive  Byitem,  which  it  had 
adopted  aud  pursued  with  advantage  the  preceding  year.  The  !>iliiiition 
of  the  French  and  Imperial  iirmies  offered  to  the  latter  Itul  Tew  lOFuns  lo 
ensure,  and  but  little  reason  to  expect  success  in  un  oHetisive  ivht.  Se- 
veral campaigns  (amongst  others  those  of  I674  and  1793)  Iwd  sntli- 
ciently  shevci  them  hon  extremely  difficult  it  wB»to  penetrate  into  Al- 
sace, and  above  all  to  maintain  themselves  there.  France  was  scarcely 
more  vulnerable  by  the  rotite  of  the  Sarre  and  the  Moselle,  which  were 
defended  by  a  great  number  of  strong  places.  They  could  still  lesi 
think  of  retaking  the  Netherlanda,  and  of  advancing  between  the  Mo- 
lelleand  the  Me  use,  t!ie  French  being  mnBtersof  Dusseldorf,  of  all  the 
fortified  towns  of  the  Meuee,  and  of  those  of  Holland.  At  any  rate,  the  ' 
Imperial  army  being  of  inferior  force,  vfould  htve  been  unable  to  pene^ 
trateto  the  frontiers  of  France,  or  even  to  the  Meuse,  without  fighting  '• 
many  battles.  The  advantages  of  the  French,  both  in  number  and  po-  ' 
aition,  would  have  necessarily  occasioned  the  low  of  much  time  and  ' 
many  men ;  and  could  it  even  have  been  suppo!«d  that  the  Austrian!  • 
would  have  been  always  victorious,  the  most  successful  campaign  could  p> 
at  best  have  probubly  ended  only  io  putting  them  in  possession  of  one  or  . 
two  strong  places,  and  in  effecting  their  arrival  on  the  banks  of  the  Meuse. 

The  strength  and  situation  of  the  Republican  armies  did  not  however  ' 
permit  the  Court  of  Vienna  to  hope  for  these  successes.  It  was  evident 
that  whether  in  Alsace,  or  on  the  Sarre,  the  Moselle,  or  the  Meose,  all 
the  chances,  and  all  the  advantages  were  on  the  side  of  the  French.  ' 
The  Austrians,  therefore  ought  to  have  adopted  a  plan  for  the  campaign, 
.  of  which  the  basis  should  have  been  essentially  defensive,  but  the  opera- 
tions of  which  might  be  partially  olTeosive,  according  to  circumstances, 
and  the  nature  of  the  countries. 

If  in  a  military  point  of  view,  the  interest  of  the  Emperor  prescribed 
to  him  a  defensive  war,  it  was  still  better  adapted  to  his  cironmstancet 
in  a  political  aspect.  The  loss  of  the  Netherlands  and  Holland,  and  th« 
defection  of  Prussia  and  Spain,  deprived  the  rest  of  the  coalition  of  ' 
every  possibility  of  making  conquests  upon  France.  Under  the  necessiljr 
of  continuing  the  war,  the  combined  plan  of  England  and  of  Austna, 
was  less  directed  against  the  armies  of  the  Republic,  than  against  her 
finances  and  military  resources.  To  follow  up  this  svstem  with  advan- 
tage, it  became  the  object  of  the  campaign  to  observe,  to  exhaust,  and 
to  gain  time,  rather  than  to  win  battles.  The  great  poirit  was,  to  reduce 
the  French  to  their  own  resources  alone  for  the  payment  and  mainten-  • 
ance  of  their  numerous  iirmies,  to  conStie  them  on  their  froiiliers  and  on 
those  of  the  conquered  countries;  in  a  word,  to  hinder  them  from 
penetrating  into,  and  spreading  in  Germany. 

The  moot  natural  and  most  easy  method  to   accomplish  this  object 
«U|  vithout  donbt,  to  t»ke  the  course  of  the  Rhine  a»  the  line  of  de- 
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ieuctt  and  to  give  to  the  dififerent  corps  of  the  imperial  army^  the  same 
di«poeitioii  which  Mamhal  Clairfait  had  established  in  1795*  a  dispo- 
sition of  which  that  Geiierarti  success  had  proved  tlie  advantage.  It 
appeared  adviseable  after  his  example  to  abandon  to  the  French,  the 
Handsruck,  and  the  Dutchy  of  Deux  Fonts,  countries,  already  ex« 
bausted  by  the  war,  and  which  belong  always  of  course  (except  in  tbt 
case  of  a  great  superiority  of  force),  to  the  possessor  of  Landau,  Bitche, 
Sarrelouis,  Treves,  Traerbach,  and  Coblentz.  By  abandoning  Xhese 
coQotries,  au*d  carrying  the  greater  part  of  their  forces  to  the  right  bauk 
of  the  Rhine,  the  Austrians  would  have  been  in  a  situation  to  strengthen 
it  with  a  sufficient  number  of  men  to  defend  the  passage  of  that  River 
from  Basle  to  Manheim,  and  to  place  between  the  latter  fortress,  and 
that  of  Mayence  a  large  body  of  troops,  which  could  readily  advance 
to  the  succour  of  either  of  those  places,  and  support  their  GarrisOM. 
By  adopting  this  disposition,  the  Imperialists  would  have  been  enabled 
to  place  on  the  Lahn  and  the  Sieg,  more  than  a  third  of  their  army ;  to 
reinforce  their  right  wing,  the  point  where  they  were  weakest  and  most 
menaced ;  to  oppose  a  powerful  resistance  to  any  enterprise  of  the  French 
OB  the  Lower  Rhine ;  to  confine  them  in  their  camp  before  Dusseldorf, 
and  even  to  profit  of  any  favourable  opportunity  to  attack  them  there  . 
with  advantage. 

The  dispositions  and  first  movements  of  the  Austrian  Generals  seemed 
to  indicate  the  adoption  of  a  different  plan.  The  army  of  the  Upper 
Rhine,  under  the  command  of  Marshal  Wurmser  was  strongly  rein* 
forced,  which  gave  reason  to  suppose  that  it  was  intended  he  should  cross 
the  Rhine  to  penetrate  into  upper  Alsace.  At  the  same  time  the  greater 
part  of  the  army  of  the  lower  Rhine  under  the  immediate  orders  of  the 
Archduke  Cliarles  took  post  in  the  Hundsruck,  and  the  Dutchy  of 
Deux  Fonts,  and  seemed  to  menace  at  once  lower  Alsace,  and  the  for** 
tresses  on  the  Sarre  and  the  Moselle.  The  misfortunes  which  rapidly 
followed  these  indications  soon  obliged  the  Austrians  to  renounce  their 
Arst  dispositions,  and  to  adopt  in  part  those  which  have  been  already  meo« 
tioiied.  The  armistice  agreed  upon  at  the  end  of  the  year  1795  between 
the  French  and  Austrian  Generals  was  put  an  end  to  by  the  latter  on  the 
S  1st  of  May.  One  of  the  conditions  of  this  suspension  of  arms  heiog» 
that  there  should  be  an  interval  of  ten  days  between  its  rupture  and 
the  renewal  of  hostilities,  the  respective  armies  became  at  liberty  to  re* 
commence  them  on  the  3 1st  of  May.  On  that  very  day  the  French 
army- of  tlie  Sambre  and  the  Meuse,  commanded  by  General  JoordaOt 
made  a  movement  forwaids  on  the  two  banks  of  the  lower  Rhine.  On 
the  same  and  the  following  day,  some  trifling  affairs  of  advaneed  posts* 
took  place  in  the  Hundsruck.  It  was  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Rhine 
that  the  French  employed  the  greater  part  of  their  force,  and  it  was  pre* 
cisely  there  that  the  Imperialists  had  the  least  to  oppose  to  them.  There 
were  not  more  than  20000  men  to  defend  the  Sieg,  to  cover  the  fortress 
of  Ehrebreitstein,  and  to  line  the  right  bank  of  the  Rhine*  betweeo 
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Ibe  Si^  and  the  Laho*  This  corps  wa&  commanded  by  the  Prince  cf 
Wilrtembergy  who  had  taken  a  position  in  front  of  the  Sieg.  He  waf 
Uttacked  there  on  the  1st  of  June  by  the  greater  part  of  the  army  of 
the  Sambre  and  Meuse,  under  the  order  of  General  Kleber.  After  aa 
^gagement  of  several  hours,  the  Austrians  being  forced  at  all  points 
abandoned  the  Sieg,  and  retiiing  behind  that  river,  took  the  strong 
position  of  Uckerath.  They  lost  in  this  engagement  8400  men,  of 
whom,  if  we  are  to  give  credit  to  the  reports  of  General  Kleber»  1000 
were  made  prisoners. 

That  General  did  not  allow  the  Prince  of  Wiirtembei^  time  to 
establish  himself  in  his  post,  and  to  receive  reinforcements.  The  French 
being  unable,  without  a  great  sacrifice  of  men,  to  attack  the  formidably 
position  of  Uckerath  in  front  availed  themselves  the  next  morning  of 
the  superiority  of  their  number  to  outflank  and  turn  it.  The  Prince 
of  Wi&rtemberg  seeing  himself  on  the  point  of  being  surrounded,  quitted 
the  position  of  Uckerath,  and  fell  back  on  that  of  Altenkirchen,  which 
was  equally  advantageous.  He  was  attacked  there  the  4th  of  June  io 
the  morning.  A  fter  a  pretty  vigorous  resistance,  the  superiority  of  num* 
bers  ag^n  carried  the  point,  and  the  Austrians  were  completely  routed* 
They  lost,  according  to  the  French  accounts,  12  pieces  of  cannon,  part 
of  their  baggage,  and  3,000  men  made  prisoners.  The  fruit  of  thb 
victory  to  the  French  was  the  capture  of  some  magazines,  without  which 
they  would  have  been  unable  to  subsist  in  a  country  exhausted  by  the 
consumption  of  the  armies.  It  forced  the  Austrians  to  retire  behind 
the  Lahn,  leaving  uncovered  by  that  means  the  Fortress  of  lEhrebreit* 
•tein,  which  the  French  invested.  The  success  of  the  French  on  the 
Lower  Rhine,  and  the  apprehensions  that  after  forcing  the  passage  of 
the  Lahn,  they  would  direct  their  march  towards  the  Mein,  and  entirely 
turn  his  right,  warned  the  Archduke  of  the  pressing  necessity  which 
there  was  to  reinforce  the  Prince  of  Wiirtemberg,  and  to  check  the 
progress  of  the  army  opposed  to  him.  Renouncing  therefore  his  divert 
sion  in  the  Palatinate,  and  the  Hundsruck,  he  began  on  the  6th  of  June 
to  retire  from  those  two  countries,  and  directed  his  march  rapidly  towards 
Biayence  with  the  greater  part  of  his  army.  He  there  passed  the 
Rhine  oti  the  9th,  and  proceeded  by  forced  marches  to  encounter  the 
French,  who  occupied  the  Lahn  to  the  number  of  50,000  men. 

The  Archduke  not  doubting  that  General  Jourdan  would  hasten  to 
pass  the  Rhine  likewise  with  his  division  of  the  army  to  join  General 
Kleber,  felt  how  important  it  was  to  get  the  start  of  him,  and  to  eogagr 
the  French  before  their  junction.  Hiiving  secured  the  defence  of  iht 
lower  Lahn  by  three  corps  placed  at  Limboorg,  Weilbourg,  and  Nassau, 
he  marched  in  person  towards  the  upper  Lahn  against  the  left  wing  of 
the  French  army  commanded  by  General  Lefebvre. 

On  the  15th,  the  Archduke  made  the  right  wing  of  rhis  army  pass 
the  Lahn,  and  the  Dille,  at  Westlaer.  General  Wemeck,  who  com* 
manded  it,  attacked  the  French,  but  wss  lepolaed^  i»nd  could  not 
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succeed  ia  dislod^ng  them  from  the  advantageous  poaitioii  which  thef 
occupied.  A  brisk  cannonade  continued  on  both  sides  for  the  rest  of  the 
day :  but  towards  seven  o*clock  in  the  evening  a  reinforcement  of  Soco*- 
cavulry  being  arrived,  the  Archduke  immediately  attacked  the  eoenf* 
The  Austrian  Cuirassiers  of  Karakzay  and  Nassau,  ie  spite  of  tbt 
obstacles  arising  from  the  nature  of  the  ground,  and  a  tremendont  6fe 
of  grape  shot,  made  their  way  up  the  heights  which  were  defended  bf 
the  French  infantry,  charged  them  several  times  with  the  greatest  intre- 
pidity, and  at  length  entirely  broke  them,  and  took  from  tbeni  seveftl 
pieces  of  cannon.  At  the  same  moment  a  body  of  Austrian 
attacked  the  enemy's  centre,  and  dislodged  them  from  the  woods 
they  occupied. 

The  French  driven  from  their  position  took  up  another  iu  their  retreat 
equally  good  with  the  former.  They  were  very  soon  attacked  again. 
Four  squadrons  of  Austrians  and  Saxons  gained  the  steep  beights*  on 
which  some  battalions  of  the  enemy  were  posted,  charged  them  with 
impetuosity^  forced  them,  and  completed  the  victory.  It  cost  the  Im- 
perialists about  500  men ;  the  loss  of  the  French  was  more  considerable. 
Four  of  their  battalious  were  cut  to  pieces  by  the  Saxon  and  Austriaa 
cavalry,  which  took  also  12  pieces  of  cannon^  and  made  a  great  many 
prisoners. 

The  French  corps  which  defended  the  lower  Lahn,  not  having  met 
with  better  success,  were  obliged  to  quit  the  banks  of  that  river  to  fiill 
back  on  the  Sieg.  The  Archduke  pursued  them  without  allowing  them 
any  respite,  took  some  more  prisoners,  and  got  possession  of  a  large 
quantity  of  provisons,  of  cannon,  of  artillery  waggons,  and  baggage^ 
which  the  difficulty  of  the  country,  the  animosity  of  its  inhabitants 
against  the  French,  and  the  disorder  of  their  retreat,  made  it  impoasiUt 
for  them  to  save. 

His  Royal  Highness  did  not  give  them  time  to  recover  or  to  collect 
together  again.  He  manoeuvred  in  such  a  manner,  as  to  oblige  General 
Jourdan,  who  had  passed  the  Rhine  at  Neuwied  on  the  12th  of  Juiic» 
to  repass  it  on  the  18th  with  the  right  wing  of  the  French  army.  At  tW 
tame  time,  he  sent  forward  his  advanced  guard,  about  1 1 000  men  atroag^ 
under  the  orders  of  General  Kray,  in  pursuit  of  General  Kleber,  whe 
was  retiring  towards  the  Sieg  with  35,000  men. 

'  On  the  20th  of  June,  General  Kray  came  up  with  Kleber»  who 
finding  himself  superior  iu  numbers,  attacked  the  Austrians  with  all  Uf 
forces,  and  carried  almost  every  point  of  their  position.  This  first 
success  promised  the  French  a  complete  victory ;  but  they  ^ere  deprived 
of  it  by  the  bravery  of  three  Austrian  battalions^  who  unshaken  by  the 
numerous  artillery  of  the  French,  suffered  nine  battalions  to  advance  to 
\vithin  a  hundred  yards,  and  charging  them  with  fixed  bayonets,  pot 
them  completely  to  the  rout.  This  advantage  gave  time  to  the  Saxoo 
and  Austrian  cavalry  to  rally,  to  return  victoriously  to  the  charge^  and 
finally  to  stop  the  progress  of  the  enemy.    The  Imperialists  lost  in  Um 
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«Sair,  5  or  600  men  ;  they  killed  and  wouuded  of  the  enemy  1,500,  and 
took  700  prisoners.  In  this  action  the  Austrians  performed  prodigies 
•f  valoar ;  the  event  was  the  more  honourable  for  them,  as  the  French 
inore  than  doubled  them  in  number. 

Greneral  Kleber  defeated  in  this  wry  position,  which  18  days  befort 
he  had  talcen  from  the  Austrians,  was  obliged  to  continue  his  retreat 
precipitately  quite  to  the  lines  of  Dusseldorf. 

Thus  iu  tifteen  days  the  Archduke  marched  from  the  banks  of  the 
upper  Nahe  to  those  of  the  upper  Lahn,  gained  two  battles,  and  drove 
the  French  frum  the  walls  of  Westlaer  to  those  of  Dusseldorf.  One 
eaonot  sufficiently  admire  the  bravery  of  this  young  Prince,  the  rapidity 
of  his  movements,  and  the  ability  of  his  manoeuvres.  In  this  short 
space  of  time,  he  gave  sufficient  proofs  of  what  his  army  and  Germany 
might  ex|>ect  from  him. 


CililP.  11.  Opening  of  the  Campaign  on  the  upper  Rhine — Evacuation 
of  the  Palatinate  by  Marshal  Wurmser — Departure  of  that  General 
with  30,000  men  to  Italy — Passage  of  the  Rhine  and  capture  of  Fort 
Kehl  by  the  French — Their  progress  in  the  country  of  Baden — Battle 
qf  Renchen — Battle  of  Rastadt — Passage  of  the  Sieg  and  the  Rhine 
by  Generals  Kleber  and  Jourdan — Battle  of  Montabauer — Battle  of 
Friedberg — Capture  of  the  Fort  of  Kcenigstein  by  the  French^-^Their 
entrance  into  Frankfort — Battle  of  Etlingem,  and  retreai  qf  (he 
Imperialists. 

WHILST  these  events  took  place  on  the  lower  Rhine,  the  Imperial 
army  commanded  by  Field  Marshal  Wurmser,  and  the  French^  under 
the  orders  of  General  Moreau,  had  also  opened  the  campaign  on  the 
upper  Rhine.  When  the  Archduke  quitted  the  Hundsruck  to  march 
to  the  right  bank  of  the  Rhine,  Marshal  Wurmser  at  the  same  tima 
withdrew  his  troops  from  the  lines  of  Spirebach,  and  made  them  take 
an  excellent  position  before  the  fort  of  the  Rhine,  opposite  to  Manheim. 
His  right  extended  to  the  town  of  Frankenthal,  and  was  covered,  as 
well  as  his  front,  by  inundation  and  canals,  that  joined  to  the  little  river 
of  Rhebach,  which  bounded  and  defended  his  left. 

General  Moreau  made  two  attacks  on  this  position  on  the  14th  and 
f  dth  of  June,  which  produced  no  effect  but  the  loss  of  some  hundreds 
of  men  on  both  sides,  and  to  confine  the  Imperialists  within  their  en- 
trenched camp  before  the  Fort  of  the  Rhine.  Moreau  made  these  two 
feints  merely  to  fix  the  attention  of  Mr.  De  Wurmser  to  this  point,  and 
to  deceive  him  with  respect  to  his  real  designs.  After  leaving  a  small 
corps  before  the  Austrian  camp  to  observe  it,  he  turned  suddenly  back 
on  the  21  St,  and  marched  rapidly  with  the  greatest  part  of  his  army 
towards  Strasburgh,  where  preparations  were  making  for  a  more  im- 
portant enterprize* 
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The  loss  of  the  Milanese,  and  the  desire  of  recooqueriog  it,  haifia^ 
determined  the  Court  of  Vienna  to  send  Marshal  Waraitfer  into  Itilf 
with  30,000  men  of  the  army  which  he  commanded  in  Germany,  tlwa 
troo|>«  be^an  their  march  early  in  June.  Their  departure  diminished 
the  Imperial  army  on  the  upper  Rhine,  nearly  one  half,  and  of  coane 
increased  proportionally  the  superiority  of  the  French,  and  may  in  hct 
be  said  to  have  opened  to  them  the  gates  of  Germany*  They  wera 
informed  of  this  movement  in  good  time,  indeed  before  it  had  actoallf 
taken  place :  and  determined  to  take  advantage  of  the  opening,  wbidi 
the  departure  of  so  large  a  force  left  in  the  line  of  defence  oo  tltt 
Upper  Rhine,  an  opening  which  Prince  Charleses  expedition  on  the 
Lower  Rhine,  would  not  admit  of  his  6Iling  up  for  a  considerable  time. 
The  French  cnuld  not  have  chosen  a  more  favourable  moment  to  at* 
tempt  the  passage  of  the  Rhine,  and  to  invade  Suabia,  of  which  they 
bad  already  formed  the  project.  They  hastened  to  carry  it  into  execu* 
tion  ;  made  their  preparations  with  no  less  promptitude  than  secrecy; 
and  disguised  them  under  the  pretext  and  •  appearance  of  some  other 
expedition. 

On  the  24th  of  June,  before  the  break  of  day.  General  Moreto 
embarked  in  boats  3000  men,  who  lauded  on  several  small  islands  that 
lye  between  Strasburg  and  the  fort  of  Kehl.  They  easily  drove  from 
thenc^  the  Imperial  Piquets,  who  in  their  retreat,  either  had  not  time 
or  address  to  break  down  the  bridges  which  communicate  with  the  right 
bank  of  the  Rhine.  The  French  therefore  were  enabled  to  pass  over 
them,  and  suddenly  attacked  the  redoubts  of  the  Fort  of  Kehl,  which 
were  occupied  by  some  troops  of  the  circle  of  Suabia.  These  tioopt, 
surprized,  and  besides  as  ill-disciplined,  as  they  were  badly  comoiaoded, 
although  attacked  only  by  infantry  without  any  cannon,  either  would 
not  or  did  not  know  how  to  make  use  of  the  means  of  defence,  with 
which  this  important  post  furnished  them.  They  suffered  it  to  he  taken 
by  the  French,  who  found  in  it  500  men,  and  15  pieces  of  cannon,  and 
who  when  they  had  become  masters  of  it,  lost  no  time  in  puttii^  them* 
•elves  in  condition  to  keep  it.  They  immediately  re-inforced  it  vith  a 
considerable  number  of  men  ;  and  worked  hard  in  the  course  of  the  day 
to  establish  a  bridge  of  boats  between  Kehl  and  Strasbnrg. 

The  Imperial  army  ou  the  upper  Rhine  having  been  considerably 
weakened  by  detaching  30,000  men  from  it  to  Italy,  and  Mr.  Oe  la 
Tour,  who  commanded  in  the  room  of  Marshal  Wurmser,  not  baviof 
at  all  suspected  that  the  French  would  attempt  the  passage  of  the  river 
opposite  to  Kehl,  the  Austrians  had  but  a  small  number  of  light  troops 
near  that  place.  The  nearest  corps  to  it  was  that  composed  of  sons 
thousands  of  Suabians,  who  were  encamped  at  Marie  and  \llUlstcdt, 
about  two  or  three  leagues  from  Kehl.  If  these  troops  had  been  moft 
vigilant,  or  better  commanded,  and  had  on  the  6rst  discharge  of  rsnnsn 
marched  instantly  towards  the  Fort,  they  certaialy  might  have  prevented 
the  French  from  getting  possession  of  it,  or  even  have  le-taken  it  hefcM 
the  latter  could  have  been  enabled  to  transport  cauicy  and  cavaliy 
the  river* 
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These  troops  however  of  the  Empire  made  no  movement  whatever, 
bnt  safijered  the  French  to  establish  themtelvet  firmly'.on  the  right  bank 
of  the  Rhine.  The  inexcusable  inaction,  and  nnmilitary  behaviour  of 
the  Suabian  corps  during  the  remainder  of  the  campaign,  exposed  their 
Generals  to  the  suspicion  of  holding  correspondence  with  the  enemy. 

The  French  took  advantage  of  this  remissness  and  alarm  of  the  Im« 
perial  troops,  to  complete  their  bridge  of  boats,  and  to  pass  over  with 
their  cavalry  and  artillery.  They  spread  themselves  over  the  plain,  to 
prevent  the  approach  of  any  force  that  might  be  sent  against  them« 
either  from  OflPenburg,  or  from  Rastadt.  On  the  26th  they  attacked 
the  camp  at  Wildstedt,  and  easily  drove  the  Suabian  troops  from  thence* 
The  only  resistance  they  experienced  was  from  the  Austrian  regiment 
of  Anspach  Cuirassiers,  who  arriving  at  that  instant,  furiously  charged^ 
a  corps  of  French  infantry,  broke  through  them,  and  cut  to  pieces  a 
considerable  number. 

As  soon  as  Mr.  De  la  Toar  was  informed  of  the  French  having 
passed  the  Rhine,  and  of  their  having  invailed  the  territory  of  Baden* 
he  gave  instant  orders  to  the  regiments  which  were  nearest,  to  marcb* 
and  put  himself  in  motion  with  the  greatest  part  of  his  forces  to  meet 
the.  enemy,  and  to  endeavour  to  stop  his  progress.  The  Prince  of 
Coud^  was  amongst  the  first  to  set  out  with  the  corps  which  he  com* 
manded,  and  moved  rapidly  towards  Offenburg,  hoping  to  arrive  there 
before  the  Republicans  had  made  themselves  masters  of  it.  He  accom^ 
plished  this  object  and  joined  on  the  27th  at  Biehl,  before  Oifenburgt 
'iorne  Austrian  detachments,  as  well  as  troops  of  tlie  circles,  which  had 
been  driven  from  the  camp  at  Wildstedt.  On  the  <^8th  however,  this 
corps  of  ImperialistH  was  obliged  to  abandon  its  position,  as  well  as  the 
town  of  Orenburg,  the  French  having  brought  against  them  several 
strong  columns.  The  latter  made  this  movement  to  prevent  the  junc* 
lion  of  the  Prince  of  Cond^  with  several  small  Austrian  corps,  which 
were  marching  to  his  assistance,  and  thus  to  divide  the  Imperial  army 
of  the  upper  Rhine.  This  last  object  was  of  the  utmost  importance  to 
ibera,  and  on  its  accomplishment,  the  success  of  the  invasion  in  a  great 
measure  depended.  General  Moreau  was  perfectly  aware  of  this,  and 
towards  this  point  directed  all  his  movements  and  employed  all  bis  means. 
He  divided  his  army,  80,000  men  strong,  into  three  columns :  that  on 
tiie  right,  under  the  orders  of  Generul  Ferino,  was  directed  to  driv^ 
back  into  the  Brisgaw  the  corps  of  the  Prince  of  Conde,  and  of  Gcp 
neral  Frolich.  It  met  with  some  succesH  againi^t  them,  and  got  possessioil 
0{  the  town  of  Bibrach,  in  the  valley  of  Kintzig.  , 

The  centre,  commanded  by  General  St.  Cyr,  forced  the  passes  which 
lead  along  the  vallies  of  Renchen  and  Kintzit^,  to  the  mountains  of 
Suabia.  Continuing  to  advance  he  made  hiraself  master  (on  the  4th  6f 
July)  of  the  mountain  of  Kniebis,  and  of  the  town  of  Freydeustadt^ 
posts  of  the  utmost  importance,  which  the  Suabians  defended  moat 
•hamefnlly,  or  rather,  which  they  delivered  up  to  the  French. 
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The  left  colamu,  which  was  the  strongest  of  the  three,  wa»  ander  tht 
orders  of  General  Desaix.  It  was  opposed  to  General  La  Tear:  ami 
wad  intended  to  act  against  the  Austrian  force,  which  was  marching  ia 
great  haste  from  the  lower  Rhine.  General  Desaix  pressed  forward  ta 
attack  Mr.  De  la  Tour  before  its  arriral.  On  the  a9th  ^f  Jone,  lit 
gained  a  pretty  considerable  admntage  over  him  at  Renchen,  where  the 
Austrians  lost  500  men  and  10  pieces  of  cannon.  He  gained  gmuod 
again  on  the  following  days ;  and  on  the  4th  of  July,  pushed  forward  la 
the  river  Mnrg,  and  the  city  of  Rastadt. 

General  La  Tonr,  who  had  taken  a  very  good  position  in  front  of  Ail 
river,  was  attacked  on  the  5th  along  his  whole  line,  by  General  Moreaa, 
who  had  just  arrived  with  a  reinforcement  to  General  Desaix*  The 
action  lasted  the  whole  day,  and  was  very  bloody  on  both  aides.  It 
terminated  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  Imperialists,  who  were  under  the 
necessity  of  retreating  the  next  day  to  Etlingen* 

The  Archduke  Charles  having  succeeded  in  driving  the  army  of  the 
Sambre  and  Meuse  across  the  Rhine  and  the  Sieg,  immediately  returned, 
anspecting  the  project  of  the  French  on  the  upper  Rhine,  and  sensible 
how  much  its  defence  was  weakened  by  the  large  reinforcements  that 
had  been  sent  into  Italy.  He  was  then  informed  of  the  passage  of  the 
Rhine,  and  the  capture  of  the  Fort  of  Kehl.  Leaving  30,000  men 
under  the  orders  of  Lieut.  Greneral  Wartensleben  to  cover  the  lower 
Rhine,  and  having  re-inforced  the  Garrisons  of  Ehrebreitstein  and 
Mayence,  he  set  out  with  the  rest  of  the  army,  and  directed  his  conne 
towards  the  upper  Rhine  by  forced  marches.  He  arrived  on  the  banks 
of  the  Murg,  at  the  moment  when  General  La  Tour  was  giving  way  to 
the  efforts  and  the  numbers  of  the  French.  His  Royal  Highness  then 
took  the  command  of  that  army,  which  formed  a  junction  with  huowo 
at  Etiingen. 

The  possession  of  the  pass  and  town  of  Freydenstadt  by  the  eneoiy, 
opened  to  them  an  entrance  into  the  Dutchy  of  WUrtemberg,  cot  off 
the  communication  between  the  armies  of  the  Prince  of  Cond^  and 
General  Frolich,  and  that  of  the  Archduke,  and  at  the  same  time 
threatened  the  left  of  his  Royal  Highness*s  position.  Thia  latter  cir» 
cumstance  obliged  him  to  send  a  considerable  corps  into  the  mooutains, 
to  secure  his  left  flank,  and  to  endeavour  to  re-establish  his  communios- 
tion  with  the  corps  above-mentioned.  Notwithstanding  the  disadvantagt 
of  his  position  in  general,  and  the  inferiority  of  his  forcea.  His  Rojal 
Highness  determined  to  risque  a  battle.  It  afforded  him  the  only 
chance  by  which  he  could  hope  to  drive  the  French  out  of  Suabia,  and 
to  maintain  himself  on  the  banks  of  the  Rhine.  It  became  the  more 
necessary  to  lose  no  time  in  hazarding  this  last  resource,  ais  the  new 
advances  which  the  French  had  made  on  the  lower  Rhine  increased  the 
Archdttke^s  embarrassments,  and  made  his  situation  every  day  more  and 
more  critical. 

As  soon  as  the  French  Generals,  who  commanded  the  different  corps 
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of  the  trmy  of  the  Sambre  and  Meuse,  were  informed  of  the  passage 
of  the  Rhine,  and  the  departure  of  the  Archduke,  they  instantly  re* 
aomed  offensive  operations ;  and  on  the  28th  and  29th  of  June  they 
inarched  from  Dusseldorf  and  Cologne  towards  the  riv^r  Sie<^,  from 
whence  they  easily  drove  the  few  light  troops,  which  defended  it.  On 
the  2d  of  July,  the  commander  in  chief  General  Jourdan  also  passed 
the  Rhine,  opposite  to  Neuwied,  where  the  Austrian  General  Fiinck 
•ufiered  himself  to  be  surprized,  and  did  nothing  to  oppose  the  passing 
of  tlie  French.  The  divisions  of  the  Generals,  Jourdan,  Greuier» 
Kleber,  and  Lefehvre,  tlien  effected  a  junction,  and  advanced  with  more 
than  65,000  men  against  Mr.  De  Wartensleben,  who  had  scarcely  30,000 
to  oppose  to  them.  This  great  inferiority  made  it  impossible  for  the 
latter  to  face  the  French  in  all  points.  He  gained  however  an  advan- 
tage over  them  on  the  3d  of  July,  near  Montabauer,  where  General 
Wenieck  took  several  hundred  men,  and  some  pieces  of  cannon.  But 
having  received  a  check  the  day  following  on  his  right,  and  finding  that 
he  was  in  danger  of  being  surrounded  by  different  corps  of  the  enemy, 
M.  De  Wartensleben  retired  behind  the  Lahn,  which  the  whole  French 
army  passed  on  the  9th  of  July,. in  three  columns. 

The  advanced  guard  of  the  left  column  was  attacked  on  the  same 
day  by  the  Austrians,  who  routed  it ;  but  the  main  body  coming  to  its 
support,  a  warm  action  ensued,  the  success  of  which  was  various,  but 
in  which  the  Austrians  had  finally  the  advantage.  On  the  10th  the 
latter  were  attacked  on  all  the  points  which  they  occupied  bettveen  the 
Mein  and  the  Lahn ;  and  after  an  obstinate  engagement  which  they 
maintained  near  Friedberg,  in  which  they  suffered  some  loss.  General 
Wartensleben  was  again  obliged  to  retreat  in  order  to  secure  the  position 
•f  Bergen  before  Frankfort.  On  the  II th,  the  French  in ves^ted  the* 
Fort  of  Kcenigstein,  which  capitulated  a  few  days  afterwards  from  the 
want  of  water;  the  garrison  were  made  prisoners  of  war.  On  the  J2tb 
they  arrived  before  the  city  of  Frankfort,  to  which  the  Austrians  had 
retired.  The  day  following  they  summoned  the  ]V(agistrates  of  this 
Imperial  city  to  open  its  gates ;  but  the  Austrians,  who  were  still  in 
possession  of  it,  would  not  permit  them,  and  even  shewed  a  disposition 
to  defend  the  city,  the  fortifications  of  which  will  not  admit  of  its 
making  a  long  resistance.  That  which  the  Austrians  maintained  had 
DO  other  object  but  to  gain  time  to  remove  tlieir  provisions  and  their 
magasinet,  of  which  Frankfort  was  the  dep6t.  On  the  night  of  the 
ISth  the  French  erected  a  battery  of  mortars,  and  bombarded  the  town, 
which  they,  set  fire  to.  The  magistrates  and  inhabitants  then  renewed 
their  entreaties  to  Mr.  De  Wartensleben  to  evacuate  the  city,  to  which 
he  assented,  having  accomplished  his  end  ;  and  on  the  \4th  he  agreeil 
on  the  terms  of  capitulation  with  General  Jourdan,  who  in  consequence 
entered  Frankfort  the  day  following. 

After  the  evacuation  of  this  city,  the  necessity  of  General  Warten- 
•leben*8  giving  way    to  the  prodigious   superiority  of  numbers  dnily

iDCreased.  He  continued  his  retreat  up  the  river  Meio«  directing  U» 
course  toveards  Aschaifenburg  and  Wtlrtsbourgy  in  order  that  he  miglil 
approach  the  Archduke's  army,  and  establish  some  connnanicatm 
with  it. 

Whilst  General  Wartensleben  experienced  this  ill  success  on  tlie 
lower  Rhine,  His  Royal  Highness  the  Archduke  Charles  had  not  been 
more  fortunate  on  the  upper.  After  the  retreat  to  Etlingen  od  the  Gth 
of  July  before-mentioned,  the  Prince  received  the  intelligence  that 
General  Jourdan  had  again  crossed  the  Rhine,  and  forced  Mr.  De 
Wartensleben  to  renounce  every  attempt  to  defend  the  approaches  t» 
the  Lahn.  It  was  easy  for  him  then  to  foresee,  that  the  latter,  with  sa 
very  inferior  a  force,  would  even  be  obliged  to  abandooT  Frankfort ;  and 
that  he  should  find  himself  between  the  victorious  armies  of  Jourdaa 
and  Moreau.  Placed  in  a  situation  so  critical,  the  Prince  saw  that  be 
could  not  escape  from  the  dangers  which  threatened  him,  but  by  a 
decisive  victory ;  and  that  he  had  no  other  means  of  preventing  the 
invasion  of  the  greater  part  of  Germany.  Resolved  to  try  the  chance 
of  a  battle,  and  circumstances  not  admitting  of  delay,  he  nevertheleHi 
found  himself  under  the  necessity  of  deferring  it  till  the  10th,  all  the 
troops  which  he  expected  from  the  lower  Rhine  not  being  yet  arrived. 
He  employed  the  7th  and  8th  in  making  the  necessary  preparatioUy 
and  in  fortifying  his  position. 

His  right  extended  to  the  Rhine,  near  to  the  village  of  Durmersheim. 
His  centre  was  in  front  of  Etlingen ;  and  his  left  rested  against  the 
town  and  mountain  of  Frauenalb. 

The  French  were  posted  in  front  of  and  along  the  river  Murg :  their 
left  at  Rastadt ;  and  their  right  in  front  of  Guertsbach. 

General  Moreau,  being  informed  that  the  Archduke  had  not  received 
all  the  re-inforcements  which  he  expected,  and  not  doubting  but  that 
an  attack  would  be  made  upon  him  in  the  moment  they  arrived,  re* 
solved  to  prevent  it.  He  reinforced  himself  on  the  8th  with  almost  th( 
whole  of  the  centre  column  commanded  by  General  St.  Cyr.  lo  the 
morning  of  the  9th,  whilst  the  Archduke  was  completing  his  disposi* 
tions,  and  placing  the  different  corps  which  were  to  be  engaged  the 
following  day,  he  found  himself  attacked  in  every  point  of  his  positioo, 
by  the  whole  French  army.  They  directed  their  principal  efforts 
against  the  left  of  the  Imperialists,  and  endeavoured  to  turn  it  by 
getting  round  the  mountains.  Though  all  the  troops  which  were  to 
Ibrm  the  left  of  the  Austrian  line  were  not  yet  arrived.  General  Keiia, 
who  was  at  the  head  of  it,  made  a  very  firm  resistance.  He  repulsed 
four  successive  attacks ;  but  the  French  having  made  a  fifth  with  frfsh 
troops,  and  the  Saxons  who  were  ordered  to  support  Greneral  Keim  not 
being  yet  come  up,  he  was  obliged  to  abandon  his  position,  which  the 
French  had  outflanked,  aod  to  fall  back  to  Pfortsheim,  where  he 
joined  by  the  Saxons. 


.^ift.„_ 
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Tbe  Archduke  had  beea  more  fortundt^  on  hiis  right  apd  io  front» 
where  he  had  completely  repulsed  all  the  attacks  of  the  French.  But 
the  retrograde  movement  of  Geperal  Keim  having  entirely  uncovered 
the  left  of  the  army*  and  enabled  the  enemy  to  take  possession  of  the 
mountains  which  commanded  it,  the  Prince  found  himself  under  the 
ne^eiisity  uf  quilting  the  field  of  battle,  and  of  retreating  towardf 
Pfgrtzbeim,  where  he  arrrived  on  the  following  day. 

The  Imperialists  lost  in  this  action  2,000  men,  of  whom  1,000  were 
laade  pnsoqers.    It  cost  the  French  ftill  as  dear,  but  the  ev^int  of  it  ^ 

g%ve  them  the  important  advantage  of  detaching  the  Austrians  entirely 
from  the  banki  of  the  Rhine,  and  from  the  fortified  towns  of  Pi)ilipsburg 
«iid  Manheim.  The  Archduke  had  had  the  precaution  to  throw  into 
bpth  sufficient  garrisons,  as  Mr.  De  Wartensleben  had  done  ioto 
Ehrebreitstein  and  Mayence,  before  they  were  invested  by  the  French* 

By  leaving  near  35,000  men  in  these  four  fortified  places.  Prince 
jpharlfs  judged  Nthat  the  enemy  would  also  be  obliged  to  leave  behind  a 
part  of  their  army  to  blockade  them ;  and  that  the  garrisops  of  Philips- 
bourg  and  Manheim  might  a  good  deal  interrupt  this  communication 
between  the  armies  of  Moreau  and  Jourdan,  by  threatening  and  bar* 
inlying  their  rear,  and  by  falling  suddenly  on  their  convoys  and  small 
f|et^chmeot8•  This  judicious  disposition  produced  the  full  effect 
whiph, the' Archduke  expected  from  it.  The  garrisons  of  Manheim  i^p4 
Philipsbourg  made  many  useful  excursions ;  disturbed  the  formation  of 
the  enemy's  magazines;  pushed  their  parties  as  far  as  Heilbron ;  and 
even  fell  in  with  and  took  some  French  couriers  and  detachmients,  \m 
the  very  heart  of  Franconia.

Chap.  III.  Battles  qf  Canst adt  and  Eslingen-^Contrihutions  imposed 
by  the  Frenck^^Armistice  concluded  by  them>  with  the  J)uke  of  Wiir-* 
iemhergi  the  Margrape  of  Baden^  and  the  circle  qf  Suabia — Second 
battle  of  Eslingen-^Cgt^inuation  of  the  retreat  of  the  Imperial  Army 
--Tf  Battle  of  Met tingen^^ Retreat  of  General  Wartensleben  to  Amberg, 
and  of  the  Archduke  to  Donpwert — Projects  of  that  Prince.

AFTER  the  battle  of  Ettlipgen,  the  Archduke,  as  has  been  before 
observed,  retreated  to  Pfortzheim,  where  he  remained  the  llth,  13th, 
and  I3th.  On  the  14th  he  learnt  that  the  centre  of  the  enemy*s  army, 
tneeting  with  little  opposition  frpm  the  troops  of  the  Duke  of  Wiirtem- 
i>erg,  and  those  of  the  circle  of  Suabia,  had  penetrated  farther,  and  were 
directing  their  march  towards  the  town  of  Stutgard.  That  he  might  not 
lose^he  communication  with  the  Prince  of  Cond^,  the  Archduke  broki» 
up  his  camp  at  Pfortzheim  on  the  ],4th,  and  encamped  again  near  Ya* 
hingen,  on  the  river  Entz,  where  he  passed  the  15th  and  i6th«  The 
en^ my  continuing  to  adiance.into  the  Dutcby  of  Wiiriemberg,  the  Arch- 
duke marched  again  on  the  J  7th  ;  arrived  on  the  18th  at  Lvtdwibbur^ 
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(a  country  house  of  the  Duke  of  Wiirtemberg,  near  the  Neker)  wad 
sent  two  small  corps  the  very  same  day»  to  post  themsdves  at  Camtidt 
and  Eslingen.     It  was  of  consequence  to  the  Archduke  to  make  hiiasdf 
master  of  these  places,  on  account  of  the  situation  on  the  Neker,  and  of 
the  magazines  which  they  contained.    The  French  haring  entered  Stat* 
gard  in  the  course  of  the  same  day,  and  knowing  the  importance  of  the 
post  of  Canstadt,  wished  to  dislodge  the  small  body  of  Anstriant  whick 
defended  it»  under  the  command  of  General  Baillet,  (brother  to  Geooai 
Latour,)  attacking  at  the  same  time  the  corps  at  Eslingen,  which  mm 
under  the  orders  of  Prince  John  of  Lichtenstein*    These  two  Genenli 
defended  themselves  with  great  bravery.    Nothwithatanding  three  tue- 
cessive  attacks,  the  French  were  unable  to  dislodge  General  BailletfroB 
Canfetadt.  They  were  however,  rather  more  ancoesaful  against  thePriaoe 
of  Lichtenstein,  and  found  means  after  repeated  efforts,  to  make  theoh 
selves  masters  of  the  heigbte.which  commanded  his  flank  and  rear.    In 
this  emergency  the  Prince  hearing  tluit  a  body  of  troops  was  ordered  is 
his  assistance,  resolved  to  stand  at  his  post,  and  oontinoe  the  combsL 
He  was  already  on  the  point  ofheing  surrounded,  when  General  de  Vsf 
at  last  made  his  appearance  with  the  expected  succours.     The  Frendi 
now.  fcrarod  themsrives  attacked  in  their  turn,  both  in  flank  and  tear,  and 
at  the  same  instant  the  Prince  of  Lichtenstein  pressing  hard  upon  their 
front,  they  were  put  to  the  rout,  with  the  loss  of  about  1,500  men.    Tbii 
advantage  cost  the  Austrians  900  men. 

On  the  I9^f  the  Archduke,  after  having  passed  with  hit  army  over 
the  Neker,  pitched  his  camp  at  Feldbach,  that  he  might  corer  the  cms* 
munication  with  the  town  of  Ulm,  and  save  the  principal  magazines oa 
the  upper  Danube.  Whilst  the  French  were  thus  forcing  the  Archduke 
fo  retire  from  the  Rhine  to  the  Neker,  they  likewise  afler  several  slight 
engagements,  compelled  the  Prince  of  Cond^,  and  General  Frolich,  Is 
yield  up  the  Brisgau,  as  well  as  the  country  of  the  Black  Forest.  Theie 
two  commanders  effected  a  juncture  at  Villigen ;  but  being  opposed  to 
Tcry  superior  numbers,  they  found  it  necessary  to  fall  back  to  Sigmacinacn 
on  the  Danube.  In  the  mean  time  General  Wartensleben  continiiiog  ts 
give  way  before  tlie  numerous  army  of  Jourdan,  was  retiring  across  Ffu* 
conia ;  and  found  himself  when  arrived  at  Wurtsburg,  on  a  line  with  Um 
front  of  the  Archduke;  and  from  this  time,  (July  30th)  the  maichsf 
the  respective  armies  became  more  regular  and  better  combined. 

From  this  period  also  the  Imperial  army  commenced  a  methodical  it* 
treat,  and  a  war  of  manoeuvres.  It  was  divided  into  three  principal  coipi, 
amounting  to  neatly  80,000  men,  having  been  reduced  to  that  number 
by  detaching  30,000  men  to  Italy,  by  leaving  25,000  to  garrison  thedif* 
ferent  Fortresses,  and  by  the  losses  sustained  in  the  different  actions. 

The  iirst  of  these  three  corps,  about  25,000  strong,  occupied  both  ba^ 
of  the  river  Mein,  under  Gieueral  Wartensleben,  and  was  oppoaed  to  the 
army  of  Jourdau,  which  amounted  to  about  55,000  men.  The  Archduke^ 
with  40,000  men,  was  posted  upon  the  Neker,  which  he  defended  agaiait 
General  Moreau,  who  commanded  more  than  50j000. 
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The  third  body,  couuvting  of  about  15,000  men,  was  divided  between 
the  Prince  of  Cond^  and  General  Frolich,  and  defended  the  upper 
Danube  against  General  Ferino,  who  having  been  reinforced  by  Greneral 
Laborde,  was  at  the  head  of  ^0,000  men. 

The  losses  sustained  in  different  engagements,  and  the  necessity  of 
leaving  bodies  of  troops  to  blockade  the  fortified  places,  had  weakened 
the  armies  of  Jourdbu  *and  Moreau ;  the  superiority  however  of  their 
Dumbers  over  the  Imperialists,  was  still  greater  than  at  the  opening  of 
the  campaign. 

From  the  middle  of  the  month  of  July,  the  French  began  to  reap  in 
part  tliose  advantages  which  they  expected  from  the  invasion  of  Ger- 
■lany*  They  found  the  country  which  they  occupied,  abundant  in  re- 
•ources  of  every  kind;  and  they  imposed  on  the  inhabitants  heavy  con- 
tributions. The  weight  of  them  was  chiefly  felt  by  the  people  of  the 
Brisgan,  who  had  taken  up  arms  against  the  Republicans.  The  town  of 
Frankfort  was  compelled,  for  the  second  time  since  the  commencement 
•f  the  war,  to  share  its  riches  with  the  French,  being  taxed  by  General 
Jourdan,  to  the  amount  of  six  millions  of  French  livres  in  specie,  and 
two  millions  in  provisions.  Tl>e  Margrave  of  Baden,  the  Duke  of  Wiii^ 
temberg,  the  circle  of  Suabia,  and  all  the  petty  Princes  whose  estates  are 
comprehended  in  it,  seeing  themselves  on  the  point  of  becoming  a  prey 
to  the  French,  who  already  occupied  their  territory,  solicited  a  suspension 
of  arms,  which  they  obtained  separately,  but  for  which  they  paid  dearly. 
Their  joint  contributions  amounted  to  twenty-five  millions  of  French 
livres,  13,000  horses,  an  equal  number  of  oxen,  500,000  quintals  of 
wheat,  rye,  and  oats ;  200,000  pair  of  shoes,  with  an  immense  quantity 
•f  other  necessaries.  We  have  seen  above,  that  the  Archduke  Charles 
bad  arrived  on  the  19th  of  July  on  the  banks  of  the  Neker,  whilst  at 
the  same  time  the  corps  of  Cond^,  and  of  Frolich,  were  on  the  Danube^ 
and  that  of  Mr.  De  Wartenslebeu  was  posted  upon  the  Meio.  The  ex- 
treme inferiority  of  his  force  preventing  the  Prince  from  acting  offen* 
•ively,  hifl  sole  object  was  to  protract  his  defence,  and  to  retire  as  slowly 
as  possible,  in  order  to  give  the  Court  of  Vienna  time  to  send  hiiu  those 
reinforcements  which  it  was  then  collecting. 

The  Archduke  having  recreived  information  that  the  enemy  meant  to 
attack  the  important  post  of  Eslingen,  which  commands  the  high  road 
from  Stutgard  to  Ulm,  sent  reinforcements  thither  on  the  30th«  The 
next  day  it  was  attacked  by  a  numerous  body  of  troops,  as  had  been  ex- 
pected. General  Hotze,  and  the  forces  under  his  command,  defended 
the  position  with  equal  success  and  bravery*  The  French  were  con« 
stantly  repulsed,  and  lost  about  $,000  men.  It  did  not  cost  the  Austrians 
more  than  half  that  number.  They  owetl  this  success  entirely  to  the 
.obstinacy  with  which  they  fought. ^  The  most  striking  proofs  of  it  were 
given  by  one  battalion  of  the  Hungarian  regiment  of  Spleny,  which  de- 
fended its  post  during  the  whole  day,  without  being  either  relieved  or 
reinforced,  and  maintained  its  ground  until  night,  though  they  had  lost 
in  the  course  of  the  engagement  3  or  400  men. 
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.  On  the  29dy  the  enemy  having  made  a  morementt  which  indicated  an 
rntention  to  tarn  the  right  wing  of  the  Archduke,  hj  poating  themielvei 
on  the  road  from  Stutgard  to  Donawert,  he  abandoned  EaliDgcn  and 
the  banks  of  the  Neker,  on  the  night  of  the  9td,  torned  to  the  right  to 
frustrate  the  intention  of  the  French,  and  fixed  hia  head  qaarters  at 
Gemiind.  From,  thence^  he  marched  on  the  26th,  still  continaing  to  giv« 
ground.  The  progress  made  by  the  enemy  on  the  Mein  and  Danabe, 
again  obliged  the  Prince  to  retreat.  He  moved  on  the  first  of  Aogiisl 
to  Heydenheim,  on  the  2d  to  Nerersheim,  and  on  the  3d  to  Nordlingciu 
Several  skirmishes  took  place  during  that  interval,  in  which  the  impe- 
rialists, although  retreating,  frequently  had  the  advantage. 

The  Archduke  was  obliged  to  yield  so  much  ground,  on  accoiaiDt  of  the 
advances  made  on  his  right  and  left  by  the  enemy  in  the  latter  day*  of 
July.  Jourdan*a  army  had  entered  WUrtsburg  on  the  26th,  and  General 
Wartensleben  had  been  cqcn  pel  led  to  fall  back  towards  Bamberg,  Nurem- 
berg, and  Anspach.  The  three  corps  of  the  Prince  of  Cond^,  Generaft 
Frolich  and  Wolf,  had  been  forced  to  retire  on  t^ie  right  bank  of  the 
Danube,  thus  abandoning  upper  Suabia  to  the  French. 

The  conquest  of  Suabia  and  Franconia,  spread  great  alartn  thfoughoit 
Grermany.  The  French  were  on  the  frontiers  of  Bohemia  and  Bavaria^ 
and  their  great  superiority  of  numbers,  excluded  every  hope  of  being 
able  to  put  a  stop  to  their  progress.  But  neither  the  misfortunes  whick 
he  had  just  experienced,  nor  those  he  had  to  apprehend,  were  capable  of 
discouraging  the  Archduke.  He  opposed  the  unshaken  constancy  of 
his  soldiers  to  the  number  of  their  enemies.  He  compensated  1^  his  sbi* 
Hty  for  the  deficiency  of  his  means ;  and  did  every  thing  which  could  be 
expected  from  the  most  consummate  General.  Thinking  it  umieceisaiT 
to  cover  Bohemia,  where  numerous  obstacles  opposed  theoiselires  to  aa 
invading  enemy,  the  Prince  wisely  took  the  resolution  of  d rawing Uraaids 
himself  the  greater  part  of  Wartensleben's  army.  By  these  means,  be 
had  it  in  his  power  to  meet  with  a  greater  mass  of  force  either  of  tke 
French  armies  which  might  ckuse  to  attack  him ;  and  by  keeping  along 
the  Danube,  he  reserved  to  himself  the  power  of  moving  with  ease  to 
either  side  of  that  river,  according  to  the  positions  and  motioas  of  the 
cileroy.  This  plan,  as  well  executed  as  it  vras  conceived,  concentrated 
his  defence,  gave  him  the  means  of  prolonging  it,  and  more  eflectually 
protected  the  hereditary  dominions. 

On  the  3d  and  5th  of  August,  the  French  attacked  ^e  advariced 
posts  of  the  Archduke.  On  the  first  of  these  days,  they  were  victonoot ; 
but  on  the  other,  were  defeated. 

Several  engagements  at  the  same  time  also  took  place  between  the 
armies  of  Wartensleben,  and  of  Jourdan.  One  corps  of  the  liitter  was 
repulsed  with  loss  on  the  4th  of  Auf>ust,  hy  Geneml  Kro)*.  They  were 
again  engaged  on  the  6th  and  8th,  on  both  which  days  the  Anstiian 
cavalry  much  distinguished  itself.  The  French  Gr^n^rtl  D>ort 
killedj  and  Greneral  Hichepanse  wounded. 
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la  spHe  of  their  bravery  and  partial  tuccess,  the  Aosinaus  could  not 
prevflDt  the  French  from  gaioini^  groond  every  day.  The  forces  of  General 
Wartensleben  were  not  sufficiently  numerous  to  oppose  the  different 
columns  of  Jourdan^s  army,  which  incessantly  harrasscd  their  fianks, 
and  threatened  entirely  to  cat  off  their  communication  with  the  Arch* 
duke.  The  necessity  there  was  for  keeping  up  this  communication^ 
and  the  order  which  this  commander  had  received  to  draw  neater  to  the 
Prince,  determined  him  to  leave  Bamberg  and  the  Mein,  on  the  7th» 
and  to  march  first  to  Forcbhetm,  on  the  Redoitz,  and  then  to  Lanf,  on 
the  Pegnitz. 

On  the  8th»  the  French  attacked  and  dislodged  one  of  the  advanced 
eorps  of  the  Archduke,  taking  2  or  900  prisoners.  This  advantage, 
and  above  all,  the  retreat  of  Mr.  De  Wartensleben,  induced  Prince 
Charles  to  abandon  his  position  at  Nordingeo,  to  take  another  between 
that  town  and  Donawert,  which  he  wished  to  cover.  He  established 
bis  head  quarters  at  Mettingen,  upon  the  little  river  Egar,  his  left.ex* 
tending  towards  Hobenalheim,  and  his  right  towards  Allersheim.  The 
Prince  of  Cond^  had  retreated  to  Mindelheim,  and  General  Wolf  had 
retired  into  the  defiles  near  the  town  of  Bregents,  of  which  the  French 
took  possession. 

Ou  the  10th,  at  night  the  Republicans  attacked  the  body  of  Anstrians 
vnder  the  command  of  General  Hotze  with  great  impetuosity,  and 
forced  a  part  of  his  position,  taking  900  prisoners.  This  slight  check 
was  no  obstacle  to  the  project  which  the  Archduke  had  resolved  to  carry 
into  execution  that  very  day.  Being  welUinformed  of  the  situation  of 
General  Moreau,  he  had  judged  that  he  might  attack  hi^m  with  advarw 
tage,'  and  had  determined  to  do  so  on  the  night  of  the  10th.  The 
Prince  made  his  preparations  for  >a  general  action,  which  was  to  take 
}»lace  in  seveml  columns.  His  principal  object  was,  to  turn  the  right 
of  Moreau,  and  to  full  suddenly  on  his  rear,  whilst  the  whole  length  of 
bis  front  should  be  attacked  at  the  same  time.  As  the  French  were 
very  moch  superior  in  number,  the  sole  hope  of  success  which  the 
Archduke  could  possibly  indulge,  was  rested  in  the  goodness  of  hit 
dispositions,  and  the  efiect  of  a  surprtsie.  He  concerted  his  movements 
in  such  a  manner,  that  before  break  of  dmy  five  of  his  princifwH  columns 
might  engage  the  enemy.  A  violent  storm  which  came  on  in  the  night 
and  lasted  several  hours,  damaged  the  roads  to 'such  a  degree,  that  the 
difFe>«nt  corps  could  not  reach  the  places  of  their  destination  so  soon  as 
was  expected.  This  delay  enabled  the  enemy  to  discover  the  measures 
taiien  against  them,  and  gave  them  time  to  prepare  their  defence.  Tha* 
battle  began  about  seven  o-clock  in  the  morning,  and  continued  the 
nihole  day  with  various  success.  The  three  columns  which  formed  the 
ctatre-of  the  Austrian  army,  and  were  commanded  by  the  Prince  of 
Farstembefg,  and  the  Generals  Hotze  and  Latour,  succeeded  ia  dis* 
lodging  a  part  of  the  enemy's  centre.  The  column  ou  the  ri^t,  under 
the  orders  of  the  Prince  of  Lichtanstein  was  not  so  fortunate ;  Geoeral 
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Moreau  having  ;narched  all  his  corps  de  Reserve  to  the  left  in  the  vcrj 
beginning  of  the  action,  was  enabled  to  repalse  the  Prioce  of  Licfa- 
.  tenstein,  and  obliged  him  to  yield  a  good  deal  of  ground.  This  move- 
ment having  laid  open  the  right  and  centre  of  the  Iqyifprialists,  the 
French  attacked  them  with  advantage,  and  succeeded  in  driving  tbcm 
back  also.  The  Archduke  was  occupied  in  reinfordog  hit  right,  for 
the  purpose  of  recovering  the  ground  it  had  lost,  when  he  receiTed  a 
report  from  General  Wartensleben,  intimating  that  he  had  been  com- 
pelled to  abandon  his  poiit  on  the  Pegnitz,  and  to  retire  to  Aa>berg ; 
that  the  right  of  Jourdan's  army  was  arrived  at  Nuremberg  on  the  ptb, 
and  was  approaching  nearer  to  the  army  of  M'oreau.  As  this  last  move- 
ment put  the  right  of  the  Archdnke,  which  the  French  were  endemvoar* 
tng  to  turn  and  separate  from  Mr.  De  Wartensleben,  into  imminent 
danger,  that  Prince  judged  that  whether  he  were  conqueror  •rconqnered, 
he  should  be  obliged  in  either  case  to  fall  back  to  the  banks  of  the 
Danube  and  the  town  of  Donawert.  He  determined  therefore  to  pot 
an  end  to  a  battle  which  now  became  useless.  It  was  howerer  with 
regret  that  the  Prince  formed  this  resolution,  having  just  learned  that 
his  left  wing  conducted  by  General  Riefe,  had  turned  the  right  of  the 
enemy,  had  advanced  four  leagues  upon  their  rear,  and  made  a  great 
number  of  prisoners.  The  Archduke  had  sufficient  command  over 
himself  to  make  a  sacrifice  of  this  brilliant  success,  of  which  the  con* 
sequences  might  have  been  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  to  encamp 
with  his  whole  army,  on  the  very  spot  he  had  occupied  before  the  action. 
This  engagement  cost  the  Austrians  1 ,560  men,  and  the  French  3,000, 
of  whom  1,200  were  taken  prisoners;  the  latter  likewise  lost  sereral 
provision  waggons,  and  several  pieces  of  cannon. 

The  Prince  having  rested  his  army  on  the  Ifth,  retired  on  the  ISth 
to  Donawert,  where  he  established  his  head-quarters.  The  battle  of 
the  11th  disconcerted  the  projects  of  Moreau  for  some  time.  His  re- 
serve of  artillery  and  military  stores,  on  the  poiut  of  falling  into  the 
hands  of  General  Riese,  had  been  obliged  to  fly  a  considerable  way  to 
effect  their  escape.  This  circumstance  as  Moreau  himself  expressed 
in  a  letter  to  the  directory,  prevented  him  from  attacking  the  Archdnke 
during  his  march.  The  Prince  profitting  by  this  on  the  same  day  (the 
13th)  crossed  the  Danube  by  the  bridge  of  Donawert,  with  the  greatest 
part  of  his  forces.  He  however  left  two  bodies  of  troops  on  the  lef^  nde 
of  that  river  which  occupied  the  roads  from  Nordlingen  and  Hoechstedt 
to  Donawert.  It  was  at  this  period  that  Prince  Charles  conceiTed  the 
bold  project,  which  was  afterwards  productive  of  such  brilliant  success. 
Till  that  time  nothing  had  been  able  to  check  the  victorious  march  of 
the  French.  They  were  masters  of  Suabia  and  Franconim.  Gteneral 
Jourdan  was  directing  his  march  towards  the  Dannbe,  and  threatened 
at  the  same  time  Bohemia,  and  upper  Austria.  The  army  of  Moreau 
was  on  the  frontiers  of  Bavaria ;  his  right  wing  had  seized  the  important 
posts  of  Bregents,  and  was  advancing  into  the  Tyrol.    The  victories 
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of  *Buonaparte  in  Italy,  gave  that  General  hopes  that  he  likewise 
should  be  able  to  penetrate  into  the  Tyrol,  and  to  form  a  junction  with 
Creneral  Moreau.  The  French  believed  themselves  on  the  point  of 
realising  the  vast  plan  which  they  had  framed  ;  a  plan,  the  object  of 
which  was  tff|lnite  three  large  and  victoriow  armies  in  the  heart  of 
Germany,  and  to  pour  their  combined  force  against  the  hereditary  states 
<]f  the  Rouse  of  Austria. 

Any  other  General  but  the  Archduke,  and  any  other  army  but  his, 
might  have  been  alarmed  at  such  a  situation  of  affair^*.  But  this  young 
Prince,  intrusted  with  the  defence  of  his  brother's  dominions,  and  th« 
safety  of  Grermany,  wished  to  prove  himself  worthy  of  the  confidence 
reposed  in  him,  and  to  shew  that  he  was  capable  of  sustaining  so  great 
a  load  of  responsibility.  He  saw  that  some  daring  and  sudden  enter- 
prize,  was  the  oqly  possible  method  of  extricating  himself  from  the 
surrounding  dangers.  Assured  of  the  attachment  of  his  Generals,  and 
of  the  constancy  of  his  troops,  and  conscious  of  the  example  which  he 
should  himself  set  them,  he  expected  every  thing  from  their  courage, 
and  something  from  fortune.  The  forces  and  military  means  of  the 
Prince  increased  daily  the  nearer  he  approached  to  his  brother's  do* 
minions.  Considerable  reinforcements  had  been  sent  him,  which  in 
tome  degree  lessened  the  great  disparity  of  numbers  between  him  and 
the  French,  who  were  besides  much  weakened  by  the  different  engage- 
ments, and  by  the  detachments  they  were  under  the  necessity  of  Uaving 
in  their  rear. 

The  Archduke,  however,  finding  himself  too  weak  to  attack  both  the 
French  armies  at  a  time,  resolved  to  unite  almost  his  whole  force  against 
one  of  them,  and  to  risk  every  thing  to  defeat  and  disperse  it.  As  the 
army  of  Jourdan  more  immediately  threatened  the  States  of  the  £m« 
peror,  and  was  in  all  respects  mnch  less  advantageously  posted  than 
that  of  Moreau,  the  Prince  resolved  to  direct  his  operations  against  the 
former.  He  judged,  that  by  leaving  a  part  of  his  forces  to  keep 
General  Moreau  in  check,  he  might  gain  some  marches  over  him,  and 
frll  unexpectedly  with  the  rest  of  his  army  on  General  Joardan.  The 
Archduke  was  perfectly  aware  of  the  great  dangers  to  which  this  plan 
exposed  him.  He  saw  plainly  that  he  left  Moreau  with  little  opposition 
or  impediment ;  but  he  Battered  himself  that  this  General  would  hear 
of  his  march  too  late  to  be  able  to  afford  the  least  assistance  to  his 
colleague,  and  that  even  when  he  heard  of  it,  and  discovered  the  weak- 
ness of  the  corps  opposed  to  him,  he  would  be  tempted  to  attack  it« 
that  he  might  make  himself  master  of  Munich,  and  create  a  diversion 
in  favour  of  Jourdan.  The  event  shewed  the  justness  of  the  Arch<* 
doke's  conjectures,  and  fully  answered  his  expectations. 
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Chap.  IV.  March  of  the  Archduke — Retreat  of  General  Warienskbm 
behind  the  Naab— Battles  of  Teining  and  Neumarki — Reireai  ff 
General  Jourdan — Battle  of  Amberg — Defeat  ^f  General  Jourdan 
at  Wiirtsbourg — Surrender  of  the  Citadel — JourdaM*s  reireai  to  the 
Lahn — Battle  of  Ashaffembourg — Koenigstein  re-tahem  by  the  Im* 
perialists — Bad  condition  and  losses  of  the  army  of  Jourdwur^Thei 
General  repasses  the  Lahn — Death  of  the  Republican  General  Mar* 
eeau — The  French  retire  beyond  the  Rhine  and  the  ^ieg — Prince 
Charles  marclies  towards  the  upper  Rhine* 

ON  the  1 4th  of  August,  Prince  Charles  made  at  Donaweii  ewtty 
preparation  necessary  for  the  execution  of  the  plan  which -he  had  foriH 
ed*  He  left  about  half  of  his  army  with  Geueral  Latour,  witb  oiden 
tp  defend  Bavaria,  and  the  ri?er  Lech.  On  the  15th»  after  having  re* 
called  all  the  corps  from  the  other  side  of  the  Danube^  he  ordered  the 
bridge  of  Donawert  to  be  burnt,  and  left  that  town  with  tO,600  sf 
his  best  troops,  ^i  he  next  day  he  continued  to  march  ittpidly  along 
tlie  ri^ht  bank  of  the  Danube,  and  crossed  that  river  on  the  17th,  it 
Neuburg  and  lugolstadt,  leaving  a  garrison  in  the  latter  place,  whidi 
was  capable  of  defence.  He  halted  on  the  17th  and  18th  before  those 
two  towns*  His  resolution  had  been  to  attack  on  the  19th  that  columa 
of  Jourdan*s  army,  which  had  taken  possession  of  Nuremberg,  and 
threatened  Katisbon ;  but  he  was  informed  on  the  night  of  the  IStb, 
that  General  Wartensleben  had  been  driven  from  the  town  of  Amb(fg« 
and  had  retreated  to  Schwartzenfeld,  behind  the  river  Naab. 

In  consequence  of  this  change  in  the  positioo  of  the  armies  of 
Jourdan,  and  Wartensleben,  the  intended  motion  of  the  Archdakc 
became  extremely  dangerous,  as  it  would  have  rendered  bis  oommunica* 
tion  with  Mr.  De  Wartensleben  very  precarious,  and  thrown  couaiderablt 
diiBcuIties  in  his  way,  in  case  he  had  been  obliged  to  retire* 

The  Prince,  on  this  account,  altered  the  direction  of  his  aiarch, 
advanced  more  to  the  right,  and  arrived  on  the  30th  at  Hemman.  Hit 
van  guard,  led  by  Major  General  Nauendorf,  proceeded  the  aame  dof 
to  take  possession  of  the  heights  of  Taswang ;  whilst  a  column  under 
the  orders  of  Lieutenant  General  Hotze,  marched  towards  BellagricM^ 
to  secure  at  the  same  time  the  left  of  the  Archduke,  and  the  road  from 
Ratisbon  to  Nuremberg.  The  necessity  of  knowing  precisely  the  situa- 
tion of  Mr.  De  Wartensleben,  retarded,  for  one  or  two  days,  the  Arch* 
duke*s  operations. 

On  the  22 J,  General  Nauendorf  attacked  that  column  of  the  French 
which  had  advanced  from  Nuremberg  aiMl  Neumarkt  as  far  as  the 
village  of  Teining,  within  a  few  miles  of  Katisbon.  This  body  of  the 
enemy,  comniatided  by  General  Bernadotte,  was  dislodged,  and  driven 
back  to  Neumarkt.  It  was  again  attacked  at  that  place  the  day  after, 
by  tlie  united  columns  of  the  Archduke  and  General  Hotze,  was  driven 
from  it,  and  pursued  as  far  as  the  neighbourhood  of  Altdorf,  to  which 
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place  it  retirei).  Several  Bquadraiia  of  AiiitTiitn  Camlry,  andaome  )i)i;Kt 
inranUf,  were  «ent  by  the  Archduke,  at  the  same  time,  to  occii|iy  lli« 
high  road  to  Nuremberg. 

These  preparatory  Buccesses,  hm'ing  placed  that  Prince  on  the  right 
fla[>l[,  anil  even  in  the  rear  of  (lenerul  Jourdan's  army,  wlio  whs  utill 
upon  the  Naub,  he  ha»tened  to  profit  of  liis  advantageous  «iluBlinti,  and 
to  accomplish  his  desi'gni.  He  had  concerted  with  Mr.  De  AVarten- 
sleben  the  plan  of  a  general  atluck,  Tor  the  execution  of  which  the  whole 
army  set  forward,  on  the  34th,  divided  into  tfven  different  cnlumnti. 
or  these,  three  marched  against  the  front  of  the  French  arroy,  whiUt 
the  others  were  to  turn  to  it  u)>on  the   right  and  left. 

As  Boon  Hs  Jourdan  heard  of  Bernudolte'i  defeat,  and  nf  the  mbv(^- 
ments  which  were  muking  against  himself,  he  abandoned  with  precipita- 
tion all  the  posts  which  he  occupied,  and  retired  to  Ainberi^  in  theni|i;ht 
«f  the  23d,  not  daring  to  risk  a  battle,  which  from  the  sitnulion  of  ths 
Archduke,  and  the  difficulties  of  the  country  through  which  he  would 
liave  been  obliged  to  retreat,  might  in  CHse  of  a  defeat,  have  ended  tn 
the  total  destruction  of  his  army.  The  Anstnuns,  without  giving  him 
time  for  recollection,  attacked  and  defeated  him  at  Amberg,  on  the 
S4tb.  He  wa$  compelled  to  fall  back  to  Sullzbach,  leaving  900  mea 
in  the  hands  of  the  Austrians,  who  cut  in  pieces  two  baltulions  of  hit 
Te»r  guard.  Jourdun  continueit  to  retreat  on  the  next  i*nd  following- 
days  by  farced  marches,  passing  succesHvely  through  Veklen,  Betien* 
•lein,  Forcheim,  Ebermanstudt,  and  Bamberg,  where  he  arrived  on  the 
99th.  His  army  crossed  the  Mein  at  Eltman  and  HallstaJt  on  the  90th, 
and  halted  at  length  near  [^uringen  and  Schweinfurt.  Dnring  thc*f. 
eight  days  of  continued  retreat,  Jourdan  was  pursued  and  inwsMnttjr 
'  harressed  by  the  Imperial  light  troops,  who  fre(|nently  intercepipd  his 
couriers,  and  got  possession  of  a  part  of  hh  baggage.  The  celerity  of 
bis  retreat  prevented  the  Archduke  from  coming  up  with  the  m>iin  body 
of  his  army,  and  forcing  him  to  engage.  That  Prince,  however,  directed 
tlie  march  of  the  different  columns  with  so  much  ubility,  tlint  one  of 
them  reached  Nuremberg  before  the  French,  nnd  prevented  them  from 
passing  through  that  town,  and  along  Ihn  great  road  of  Franconia. 
This  skilful  mantrovre  obliged  the  right  wing  of  JoUrdan's  army  to 
retire  by  a  wor«e  and  a  longer  rout,  compelled  that  General  to  repast 
the  Meiu  with  hit  whole  army,  and  deprived  him  oF  every  hope  of  being 
able  to  join  Moreau,  or  of  receiving  any  assiklance  from  him. 

To  prevent  the  latter  General  from  profiling  toomuch  by  the  weak- 
neas  of  Mr.  La  Tour's  corps,  and  from  enuring  any  puwerfnl  divervinn 
in  favour  of  Jourdan,  the  Archduke  had  sent  Imck  General  Nanendorf 
on  the  S3tli  of  August,  with  10,000  men  to  support  him.  The  Princ-* 
having  thus  freed  his  mind  from  all  anxiety  about  vehst  might  happen  in 
•  Bavaria,  thought  only  of  taking  advantage  of  his  lute  <iacces9es  over 
Jourdan,  and  forcing  him  to  a  complete  retreat,  either  by  a  victory,  or 
b/  the  eOccI  of  his  manteuvres.  His  Royul  Highness  having  arrive^ 
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on  the  SI  St  at  Bambergt  and  having  inlbrnied  hiroaftif  of  the  poifei 
vhich  the  enemy  occnpied.  Was  coufimied  in  hid  hopea  of  being  mble  to 
drive  him  entirely  out  of  Franconia,  by  compelling  him  to  retire  to  the  ^ 
upper  Lahn*  across  the  conntry  of  Fulde.  To  attain  this  end,  it  mu 
necessar}'  ta  make  himself  master  of  the  town  of  Wiirtzburg;  and  that 
Prince  neglected  nothing  which  could  give  him  speedy  poaseasioo  af 
it.  The  van  guard  of  one  of  his  columns,  commanded  by  Geoeial 
Hotze,  arrived  before  that  t6wn  on  the  Ist  of  September,  and  ibrosd 
its  way  into  it  in  spite  nf  the  reaistance  of  the  French  garrison,  which 
"was  driven  out,  and  obliged  to  retire  into  the  Citadeh 

This  van*guard  xvas  followed  by  the  whole  of  the  Aoatrian  army,  di- 
vided into  three  different  corps  ;  that  on  the  right  commanded  by  the 
Archduke  in  person,  that  in  the  centre  by  General  Kray,  and  that  ea 
left  by  General  Staray. 

Jourdauy  conscious  that  the  preservation  of  Wurtsburg  was  of  the  ut- 
most consequence,  had  made  every  exertion  to  arrive  there  befiMne  the 
Austrians.  This,  however,  he  found  himself  unable  to  efiect,  and  did 
not  appear  before  that  town  until  several  hours  af^er  it  had  beeo  ia  the 
hands  of  his  enemies.  He  then  resolved  to  dislodge  them,  by  attacking 
the  corps  which  occupied  the  place  before  it  could  be  supported  by  the 
rest  of  the  Imperial  array. 

On  the  ttd  he  fell  with  great  impetuosity  upon  General  Staray  wba 
had  joined  his  van-guard  under  General  Hotze,  and  sncceeded  iu  forciog 
a  part  of  his  position.  But  finding  every  effort  to  dislodge  him  from 
the  principal  points  fruitless,  he  retired  at  night  to  Koruach,  nearly 
three  leagues  distant  from  XViirtzburg.  Well  aware  that  the  Archdakc 
would  soon  attack  him  if  he  remained  in  that  |ioaition,  he  reaolved  ta 
make  a  stand,  thinking  it  both  his  duty  and  his  interest,  before  he  aban- 
doned the  countries  lie  had  conquered,  to  risk  a  battle,  which  if  he  was 
tuccesiful,  might  restore  to  him  Wiirtzbnrg  and  Fraucooia. 

He  waited  for  the  Archduke  in  a  very  advaotageoua  position;  his 
right  wing  being  placed  on  a  height,  at  the  foot  of  which  ran  the  Mda 
and  another  small  river  with  very  steep  banks ;  his  centre  was  also  posted 
upon  a  chain  of  hills,  the  slope  of  which  was  bordered  with  wood,  above 
w4iich  they  placed  a  great  number  of  cannon.  These  emioencts  weie 
terminated  by  a  plain,  on  which  Jourdan  drew  out  his  left  a  ing  com- 
posed almost  enUrely  of  cavalry.  It  was  disposed  so  as  to  protect 
the  infantry  which  occupied  the  heights,  and  to  be  capable  Hself  ef  re- 
ceiving support  from  the  fire  of  the  artillery  and  mnsquetry,  Joardan 
had  besides  left  General  Lefehvre  with  one  division  oThis  army  to  cover 
the  road  from  Schweinfurt  to  Fulde ;  and  communicated  with  that 
General  through  the  means  of  a  small  intermediate  corps. 

The  Archduke  wal  no  less  desirous  to  engage,  knowing  that  the  soli- 
dity of  his  successes  depended  upon  the  celerity  with  which  they  were 
•btaiued ;  and  that  it  was  uecessary  to  hasten  the  complete  defeat  sf 
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Jourdan,  that  he  might  have  time  and  means  to  drive  Moreau  out  of 
Germany, 

On  the  2d  His  Royal  Highness  caused  two  bridges  to  be  thrown  acrosa 
the  Metn  at  Detelbach  and  Geroltahofien»  with  the  intention  of  attacking 
the  French  the  next  day.  He  had  for  this  piirrH>se  divided  his  army  into 
three  colums,  that  oti  the  left  being  f*ommanded  by  General  Shiray,  that 
in  the  centre  by  General  Wartensleben,  and  that  on  the  right  by  Gene* 
ralKray. 

General  Staray  was  the  first  who  was  engaged^  and  met  with  some  suc- 
cess in  the  beginning  of  the  action  ;  bnt  Che  f>assage  of  the  Meiu  having 
retarded  the  march  of  the  other  two  columns,  he  very  soon  had  to  support 
alone  the  weight  of  the  whole  French  army.  He  not  only  lost  the 
ground  which  be  had  gained,  bat  even  saw  his  own  position  in  danger  of 
being  forced.  .   . 

At  this  critical  moment  which  might  have  ended  in  the  loss  of  the 
battle,  the  Archduke  sent  orders  to  General  Wartensleben  to  fonl  tha 
Mein  immediately  with  all  his  cavalry,  and  to  charge  the  left  wing  of 
the  enemy  without  delay. 

This  manoeuvre  which  was  well  executed,  had  the  desired  effect* 
Jourdan  was  forced  by  it  to  march  back  his  troops  to  the  left,  and  Mr* 
De  Staray  was  in  consequence  relieved.  The  Austrian  cavalry  then 
charged  that  of  the  French  in  the  plain,  and  compelled  it  to  give- way 
and  seek  for  shelter  tinder  the  fire  of  the  infantry  and  artillery  which 
were  posted  on  the  heights  and  in  the  woods  which  bordered  ihera.  The 
Imperial  horse  was  so  much  annoyed  by  the  fire  from  the  batteries,  that 
they  were  obliged  to  fall  back,  after  having  charg^  twice  successively* 

Ak  the  French  could  not  be  driven  from  their  position  without  tha 
assistance  of  infantry,  the  Archduke  was  under  the  ueceasity  of  waiting 
the  arrival  of  the  column  under  the  orders  of  Crenerel  Krav,  and  of  tha 
remaining  part  of  that  commanded  by  Mr.  De  Wartensleben.  As  sooa 
as  they  appeared,  the  Prince  ordered  a  general  attack  to  be  made  00  the 
whole  of  the  enemy's  line.  Eight  battalions  of  grenadiers  penetrated 
the  wood  in  spite  of  the  heavy  tire  kept  up  from  the  batteries,  and  the 
•warm  of  Tirailieurs  who  were  posted  in  it.  They  advanced  with  fixed 
bayonets  to  the  top  of  the  hills  which  the  French  infantry  occupiedjr 
and  dislodged  them  from  thence  in  a  few  minutes. 

From  that  instant  Jourdan  gave  up  all  thoughts  of  defending  hia 
ground,  and  began  to  retire.  His  retreat  was  conducted  for  some  time 
with  order,  tinder  the  brave  and  steady  protection  of  bis  cavalry  and 
flying  artillery  ;  but  the  former  being  attacked  by  the  Austrian  horse 
was  put  to  the  rout,  and  the  retreat  was  from  that  time  conducted  witU 
the  greatest  confusion. 

Night,  and  the  excessive  fatigue  of  the  Imperialists,  saved  the  French 
army  from  total  destruction.  It  lost  on  that  day  3,000  men  killed  and 
wounded,  more  than  d,000  taken  prisoners,  10  pieces  of  cannon,  and  a 
riit  number  of  baggage  and  provision  waggons^    Thia  vicUvry  cost  the 
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AuatriauH  no  more  Umu  800  men.  They  were  indebtfd  for  it  to  dit 
example  set  tliem  by  the  Archduke,  to  his  coolness,  his  quicknen  of 
perce)itiou,  and  to  the  uUlily  of  liiii  mousuvre*. 

The  drt'eiit  of  Juurdmi  drew  after  it  the  surrender  of  the  Cilmdel  of 
Wurtibiir^,  the  gurriaou  of  which  cooBUtiu);  of  700  roeo  with  lh«» 
cuiuuiauder  Geiierul  Belmont,  chief  of  the  l''reni.'h  artillery,  wer^  uuda 
prisoiitirs  of  war.  The  Austnuna  found  ISO  |>ieces  of  chiiuod.  with 
n  Urge  quauiity  uf  afuniuiiition  aud  provisionB  111  this  pUce  nod  ia 
Schweinfurtt  whii:h  nH&  evocuiited  by  General  Lefebvre.  The»«  sUtrei 
were  the  produce  of  the  contribiitiont  levied  by  the  French  in  the 
lurrouniling  country.  The  raittin;;  of  these  cDiitribuiioas,  joined  lo 
ihe  vexutions  and  outmgi-s  ejctrciied  upon  them  by  the  Kepublicuii, 
bad  irrituted  the  inhabituuU  of  Franconia  to  such  a  degree,  that  they 
■rrned  on  all  biilea  duriii)^  the  retreat  of  the  French,  stojiped  serer>l  of 
their  roiivoyH,  plundered  their  military  che*ti,  and  eitlier  muswcrcd  or 
took  priaoners  ull  the  tlraggler*. 

Jourdan,  after  his  dvieut  ut  Wiirtzburg,  retired  to  HamelbourB;,  and 
continued  hia  retreat  towards  the  upper  Lahn,  across  the  country  of 
FulJtt  and  Weteravia.  He  was  closely  pursued  by  tht  Archduke,  wbo 
in  order  to  compel  him  to  ubandou  the  banks  of  the  Meio  eutirrlyt 
detached  General  Meerfeld  on  the  5th  with  ten  squadrons  of  light 
(»valry,  destinfd  lo  form  a  junction  with  the  garrisons  of  Manheimand 
Mayence,  and  by  these  means  to  bring  15|000  men  upon  tbe  rear  of 
die  enemy.  The  Prince  in  the  mean  time  sent  a  strong  vati  guardi 
under  the  orders  of  General  Kray,  to  lake  possession  of  all  the  avenna 
of  the  forest  of  Spessnrt.  That  General  finding  them  occupied  by  a 
body  of  3,000  French  attacked  them  vigorously,  and  Hrnve  them,  after 
a  brisk  cannonade,  from  their  advantageous  positiou,  killed  400  men, 
and  took  6OO  prisoners.  The  rest  were  pursued  by  the  Austrian  cavalry 
as  fur  as  the  Town  of  Asclialfembanrg,  and  dispersed  uo  the  other  side 
of  the  Meln.  The  town  of  Aschafferabourg,  which  General  Krav  took 
poHsessioo  of,  was  of  importance  to  the  Austhans  its  bridge  over  tbe 
Muin,  being  the  only  one  between  Frankfort  and  Wurt/burg. 

The  Archduke  deserves  the  highest  praise  for  the  ability  be  displayed 
in  getting;  the  start  of  Juurdun,  so  as  to  arrive  before  him  at  NuKia- 
bonrg,  Wurtzhurg,  and  Aschallembourg.  This  able  manttiivre  conl- 
plelely  separated  Jnurdan  from  Morean,  detached  hira  by  force  froo) 
the  Mrin,  and  put  it  out  of  bis  power  to  maintain  his  ground  betwea 
that  river  and  the  Lahn, 

The  Archduke  arrived  on  the  7th  and  passed  the  6th  at  Ascliaflfm- 
bour^.  Having  learned  that  the  French  had  evacuated  Frankfort  the 
preceding  night  in  consequence  of  the  movement  wblch  has  been  just 
mentioned,  he  pushed  forward  his  van  guard  to  the  Nidda.  On  I  lie 
J)ih  hi-  marched  to  Uettingen,  and  on  the  lOth  to  Wind^ckeu,  his  ad- 
vanced guard  occupying  the  important  poat  of  Friedberg.  He  «n 
joined  here  by   10,000  men  of  the  garrison  of  Mayence,  who  liod  lalieu 


poiBeision  of  tlie  Fort  uf  Koenigslein,   which   hud   on   the  8(h    beeit 
■bundoned  by  the  French. 

Generai  Jourdun,  it  has  been  already  observed,  had  retired  thi^ugli 
Fulda,  directing  his  march  lowanis  the  Hessian  town  of  Hanaii.  Hit 
design  was  In  take  (losneEsion  if  the  stToiii^  post  of  Bergen,  where  he 
flattered  hiiu^eir  he  mi<;ht  be  able  to  make  a  stand  a[ruinat  tl>e  Austrian! 
nheu  joined  by  the  troi)i>8,  nhich  hitd  bei!n  blookio^  up  Mauheim  and 
Mayeuce,  With  this  intention  he  marched  to  Aschaflembourg,  but 
fiuding  that  place  already  in  the  hands  of  the  Anstriaris,  he  wus  obliged 
t»  dian^  the  directioit  ol  his  march.  He  then  turned  to  the  right  and 
advanced  lo  the  upper  Lnhn  and  -Westlaer,  where  he  arriTed  on  theSth, 
»nd  employed  himselT  in  re-asaeinbling  the  broken  remains  of  hin  army. 
Ever  nince  hia  defeat  at  Wnrtzburg,  it  hud  been  in  the  raost  titidisci- 
pltned  and  completely  disorganized  state.  His  retreat  had  been  inude 
vith  a  confunion  and  disorder  not  to  be  described.  The  different  corp* 
of  the  French  army  having  no  regular  supply  of  provisions,  nor  any 
•eltled  points  of  retreat,  had  no  longer  waited  for  the  orders  of  their 
Oeneruls.  They  had  fled  in  different  p>irties,  plundering  and  laying 
waste  the  countries  through  which  they  passed.  A  great  part  of  the 
infantry  had  thrown  anray  their  arms  und  were  without  shoes.  Constantly 
liarrassed  by  the  Austriana  and  the  Peitaants  who  had  risen  upon  ihem, 
Jourdan's  army  waa  struck  with  terror  and  deapondency  ;  it  presented 
le«a  the  appearance  of  a  retreat  tlian  of  a  tumultuous  flight.  The  want 
of  subsistence,  excessive  fuiigue  and  desertion,  diminished  it  as  much 
ly,  and  the  loss  which  it  experienced  in  its  re> 
o  the  l^han,  was  generally  estimaied  at  upVardi

ind  encamped  at  Friedbergoii  the  13th,  having

in  the  mean  time  the  left  wing  of  the  Prince's  army  advanced  under 
thu  orders  of  Geneaal  Hotze  towards  Weilborgh,  but  were  unable  to  dis- 
lodge the  enemy  from  thenee.  On  the  I4th  His  Royal  Highness  began 
hii  march,  and  prepared  to  Httack  the  centre  of  the  French,  at  Lini-> 
bourg  and  Dietz;  whilat  General  Kruy  CHme  upon  the  rear  of  their  left 
throogh  Westlaer,  and  Major  General  Mylius  kept  in  check  their  right 
wing  which  extended  to  Nassau. 

Prince  Charles  having  been  reinforced  by  the  corps  of  reserve  left . 
at  Wiodecken,  on  the  l6th  attacked  the  front  of  the  enemy,  which  A 
part  of  the  garrison  of  Mayence,  under  the  order  of  General  Nen, 
succeeded  in  taming  near  Kirchbsrg.  The  French,  threatened  at  all 
points,  did  not  attempt  to  defend  them,  and  retired  behind  the  Lahn, 
•baqdoning  t)ie  towns  of  Dietz  and  Limburg  to  the  Imperialists.     Their 
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chasseurs  however  raaiutaiued  their  gromul'  in  the  subtirbs  of  the  latter 
pluce  ;  and  night  conning  on  prevented  their  being  driven  from  then. 

The  Archduke  assembled  his  whole  army  on  the  1 7th,  between  Un- 
burg  and  Dietz,  intending  to  make  a  vigorous  and  general  mttack.  But 
General  Jourdan^  although  reinforced  oy  a  part 'of  the  arm  j  of  the 
North,  and  by  the  division  of  General  Marceaii  which  had  blocked  op 
Mayeiice,  did  not  dare  to  hazard  a  battle  ;  the  great  disorder  and  de« 
pression  which  still  reigned  in  his  army  leaving  him  but  little  hope  of 
saccess.  Giving  up  all  idea  of  defending  his  position  on  the  Laho, 
notwithstanding  its  advantages,  he  profited  by  a  thick  fog  which  lasted 
th«  whole  morning,  to  conceal  his  retreat  from  the  Austrians,  and  to  steal 
a  few  hours  march  upon  them. 

An  the  different  corps  of  his  army  leA  the  banks  of  the  Lahn  on  the 
same  day.  The  left  and  centre  directing  their  march  towards  the  Sieg, 
whilst  the  right  joined  the  division  which  was  then  blocking  op  Ehre- 
breitstein,  and  together  with  that  threw  itself  into  the  works  which  tbe 
French  had  thrown  up  before  the  bridge  of  Boats  at  Nenwied, 

This  last  body  was  pursued  by  General  Neu,  who  arriTed  oearNeo- 
wied  on  the  19th,  whilst  the  French  corps,  which  retired  towards  the 
Sieg,  were  harrassed  by  the  Archduke,  who  directed  his  march  towards 
Altenkhrhen ;  and  by  General  Kray,  who  proceeded  to  Dillemboarg 
and  Siegen. 

The  vanguard  of  the  Archduke,  conduqted  by  General  Hotze,  came 
up  on  the  20th,  near  Hochsteiubach,  with  the  rear  gnard  of  the  French, 
commanded  by  Marceau  General  of  a  division ;  defeated  it,  and  took 
a  great  number  of  prisoners :  amongst  them  was  General  Marcera 
himself,  who  being  mortally  wounded  by  a  carabine  shot,  died  tbe 
next  day  at  Altenkirchen.  This  Greneral,  scarcely  twenty-seven 
years  of  age,  was  one  of  the  most  enterprising  and  skilful  of  the  re- 
publican Officers.  His  death  was  much  regretted  by  the  whole  French 
army.  'His  adjutant  General  was  kilted  in  the  same  action,  and  two  of 
his  aid-d€-camp*s  were  taken  prisoners. 

It  might  have  been  expected  that  the  French,  who  had  now  drawn 
nearer  to  Dusseldorf  and  Cologne,  and  were  certain  of  an  easy  retreat, 
would  have  endeavoured  to  defend  the  famous  post  of  Hckerath,  so  oftai 
taken  and  re-taken,  during  this  campaign.  But  the  same  reasons  which 
had  deterred  them  from  attempting  to  maintain  the  still  better  positioD 
on  the  Lahn,  banished  all  thoughts  of  making  a  stand  in  that  of  Ucke^ 
rath  :  they  did  not  even  remain  there  one  single  day.  Two  divisions  of 
their  army  passed  the  Rhine  at  Cologne  ;  and  the  main  body  aoughtfor 
safety  in  the  intrenched  camp  before  Dusseldorf,  leaving  only  a  few 
light  troops  on  the  banks  of  the  Sieg.  • 

Thus  ended  the  retreat  of  General  Jourdan,  a  retreat  of  more  than 
one  hundred  leagues,  in  which  he  lost  near  one  half  of  his  army,  and 
was  driven  in  twenty  five  days,  from  the  frontiers  of  Bohen»ia,  to  tbe 
walls  of  Dusseldorf.

50,000  men*  who  nev^r  soffered  any  oooaiderable  part  of  bi»  army^  to 

be  either  cut  off  or  eodan^red  and  ;  who  employed  near  two  luootba  ia 

«  retiring  from  the  $ieg  to  the  Naab. 

A  jcompatisoii  dfwutn  between  tbe^e  two  retreat9»  aeema  to  coofirmthe 
opinioo,  that  if  the  French  are  endowed  with  the  qualities  which  lead  t^ 
victory*  they  are  not*  in  the  same  degree*  possessed  of  those  which  are 
reqiftisile  to  i^app^rt  a  defeat;,  and  that  the  latter  qualifications  are 
eiotneotly  possessed  by  the  Aus^rians.    Tbis  caoopaigu  of  Joiirdao^a 
proved*  that  if  the  valour  of  the  soldiers*  and  the  boldness  ^S  tbeif 
Generals*  are  sufficient  to  render  aq  army  vitctorious*  the  only  hope  of 
safety*  in  case  of  a  defeat*  must  be  placed  in  the  passive  obedience  of 
the  troops*  in  the  regular  subordination  of  the  officers,  in  the  ability  of 
fhe  Generals*  and  in  the  solid  organization  of  all  its  Parts.    It  was  to 
the  want  of  all  these  circumstances  that  Jourdan  owed  the  rapid  abao* 
donment  of  his  conquests*  and  the  destruction  of  his  army.    Two  great 
defeats  wonld  not  have  occasioned  a. loss  equal  to  that  which  he  sustained 
by  the  want  of  discipline  among  his  soldiers*  by  the  spirit  of  indepen* 
dance  among  hn  Generals*  and  of  disobedience  among  his  subalteni 
qfficers.     The  great  irregularity  in  the  distribution  of  provisions^  and 
the  extreme  disorder  which  reigned  in  the  interior  government  of  lfl» 
army*  were  more  fatal  to  him  than  the  sword  of  the  Austrians.   They  pro- 
duced disobedience  and  discouragement  amoo^  the  soldiery*  caused- 4^ 
considerable  desertion*  and  obliged  the  different  corps  to  follow  their  owq 
discretion*  in  directing  their  retreat  to  whatever  places  could  provido 
•theHi  the  subsistence  which  they  were  then  so  much  in  want  of.    A  totid 
disunion  in  the  motions  and  positions  of  the  whole  army  was  the  con- 
sequence* which  rendered  it  impossible  to  oppose  a  victorious,  activf,^ 
and  well  regulated  force.    The  excessive  cootributionsj  extortions*  aad^ 
outrage  exercised  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  conquered. cpnlitries^ 
excited  in  them  the  most  violent  animosity*  which  shewed  itself  evide9t- 
ly*  from  the  very  beginning  of  the  French  disasters.    The  disorder  ofv 
their  retreat*  the  plunder  and  violence  by  which  it  was  marked*  gave  tho^ 
Franconian  Peasants*  at  the  same  tim^  new  causes  of  resentment*. and 
a  favourable  opportunity  of  revenging  themselves.     The  bad  military, 
and  political  conduct  of  the  French,  occasioned  the  loss*  not  only  of{ 
their  conquests'*  but  likewise  of  the  Partisans  they  had  in  Germapy** 
When  conquerors  they  were  detested;  when  conqaeied,  they  ^ete. 
despised* 

His  Royal  Highness  judging  that  Beumonville*  who  had  just  .sue**, 
ceeded  Jourdan  in  the  command  of  the  army  of  the  Sambre  and  Meust;^ 
eould  not  recommence  offensive  measures  for  a  long,  time*  with  an  mtmp 
totally  disorganized*  jmd  which*  if  it  may  be  so  expressed*  bad  lost^aUt 
lis  powers  of  action  ;  thought  he  had  done  nothing*  as  long  a^  there  Kfn 
audoed  any  thing  to  be  done.    He  had  delivered  the  north  of  Gecmao/ 
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from  f to  enemies,  bot  the  tiouth  was  still  in  their  hands ;  ^nd  the  Priiicc 
determined  not  to  lose  a  moment  in  wrestiog  it  from  them.  He  left 
40,000  men  for  the  defence  of  the  lower  Rhine,  under  the  orders,  of 
Lieutenant  General  Weroeck,  who  pushed  forward  bis  advsnced  posts 
on  the  Sieg,  and  fixed  his  head  quarters  at  Uckerath. 

His  Royal  Highness  agaiu  began  his  march  towards  the  Mein»  the 
Kd  of  September,  passed  that  river  on  the  95th,  and  having  made  all 
the  arrangements  necessary  for  the  safety  of  £hrebreitsteiu  and  Mayencei 
he  bent  his  course  towards  the  upper  Rhine^  with  aboat  1^,000  men,  to 
second  the  dperations  of.  Mr.  de  Latour,  and  to  oblige  Moreau  likewise 
to  repass  the  Rhine:  ^

WE  \eh  General  Moreau's  army  on  the  confines  of  SoaUn  and 
Bavaria.  I  have  not  yet  given  an  account  of  the  events  which  took 
place  in  these  two  countries  since  the  15th  of  August,  when  the  Arch- 
duke separated  himself  from  Mr.  De  Latour  at  Donawert.  As  the 
Pnnce  aod  that  General  ceased  from  that  time  to  have  any  iinmedjate 
connection  with  one  another,  I  thought  thiit  an  uninterrupted  illation  of 
the  opferations'of  the  Archduke,  would  be  more  distinct  as  well  as  more 
interesting.  I  shall  now  recal  the  attention  of  mj  readers  to  Suabia 
and  Bavaria,  and  gtvte  an  account  of  events  not  leas  important,  and  in 
the  finid  result  unless  fortunate  than  those  which  I  have  just  been 
describing.  ^ 

It  may  be  remembered,  that  before  he  left  Donawert,  Prince  Charles 
had  ordered  the  bridge  of  that  town  over  the  Danube  to  be  burnt 
down,  after  having  passed  with  all  his  troops  to  the  right  bank  of  the 
river.  The -Archduke  having  set  ont  from  Donawert  on  the  15th  to 
commence  bis  operations  against  Joordan,  had,  as  is  above-mentioned, 
left  the  command  of  the  Austrian  troops  whibh  retrained  in  Bavaria  to 
General  Latour.  In  order  to  prevent  the  French  from  penetrating  into 
itt  Mr.  Latour  had  taken  a  defensive  situation  behind  the  river  Lech. 
His  army  occupied  three  principal  points.  Rain,*;  Friedberg  and  Lands- 
berg.  His  advanced  posts  were  beyond  the  Lech,  covering  the  town  of 
Angsbourg.  Two  other  small  detached  corps,  under  tlie  orders  of 
Generals  Frdlich  and  Wolf,  were  at  Wangen  and  Kempten,  protecting 
the  left  of  the  army,  of  Latour,  and  keeping  dp  his  communication  with 
4be  Tyrol. 


The  Freuch  arcny  wu  at  tlie  same  [>eriod  purtly  ou  the  left,  and 
fiartly  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Danube,  Wtwuen  the  rivers  lller 
anil  Lech.  Such  was  ihe  positlou  of  the  armies  of  Latour  and  M»- 
reau  on  the  ISth  uf  August.  No  action  of  any  importaQce  had  taken 
place  between  the  two  armiea  since  the  affair  of  the  11th,  except 
Hiat  of  Che  lHh  at  Ober  Kamlach.  The  army  of  the  Prince  of  Condi 
had  particularly  distiriguiahed  itielf  on  that  occasion,  i^,300  of  the 
InfmUerie  Noble  having  attacked  aud  driven  from  their  position  5,IICH) 
Kepubhcans.  This  success  had  been  purchased  with  the  lo»a  of  500 
genlleweiL. 

Geuerul  Moreau  learning  that  Prince  Charles  had  concentrated  hia 
forces  at  Donawert,  resolved  to  march  likewise  with  the  rest  of  his  arny 
•long  the  right  hunk  of  the  Danube,  [t  passed  that  river  on  the  ITlfi 
*t  Dettingen,  HoeciiEledt,  and  Lauingen,  By  this  luovement  Moreau 
sealized  the  plan  which  hud  been  formed  liy  the  Archduke  to  drive  him 
with  hit  whole  force  to  the  right  bank  of  the  Rhine.  Although  he  had 
left  a  bqidII  corps  at  Douawcrt  to  keep  up  his  correspondence  with 
Jourdan,  Moreau  was  «d  ill  infenned  of  the  motions  of  the  Archduke, 
that  on  the  31st  of  August,  (six  days  after  the  departure  of  the  Utter) 
be  believed  him  still  at  Rain,  as  appeared  by  hit  letter  to  the  Directory. 
When  he  at  last  wns  iaforiaed  of  the  Arthduke's  movement,  be  de- 
tBrmined,  as  that  Pnnce  had  expected,  to  take  advantage  of  the  weak- 
■CM  of  Mr.  La  Tour,  persuaded  that  he  could  pursue  no  plan  so  likely 
to  ditengage  his  colleague,  as  t^  enter  Bavaria,  and  to  make  hiiDsel£ 

'  Matter  of  Munich.  He  lust  no  time  in  carrying  this  diversion  into 
effect,  flattering  himself  that  it  would  oblige  the  Archduke  to  renounce 
Iiit  projects  against  General  Jourdan,  and  to  return  immediately. 

On  the  sad  Moreau  pushed  forwards  his  advanced  [wsts  as  far  at  the 

,  L4^ch  and  drove  those  of  the  enemy  to  the  right  bank  of  the  river.  He 
nconnoitred  the  di£ferent  iardi  ou  the  39d,  and  repaired  the  bridges 
which  the  Austrians  hud  destroyed  in  tlieir  retreat.  These  preparatory 
dispositions  being  made,  he  undertook  the  passage  of  the  Lech  nn  the 
t4th  at  three  different  place;!.      The  right  wing  crossed  it  the  first,  under 

.  the  orders  of  General  Ferino,  oppoiite  to  Haustetten,  at  a  ford  which 
the  Austrians  had  neglected  to  guard.  The  l^'rench  of  course  found 
tliere  no  resistance.  The  only  obstacle  they  had  to  surmount  was  the 
npidity  of  the  current,  by  which  their  Urst  platoons  that  threw  them- 
wlves  into  the  river  were  carried  away.  A  gr*at  many  men  weru  drown* 
•d,  amongst  «lM>m   was  the   Adjutant  General  Houel.     This   culuntn 

'  lia»ing  nevertheless  succeeded  in  effecting  the  passage  of  the  river  out 
of  tight  of  the  enemy,  advanced  against  Knssing  and   the    heights  of 

!■  Othmariogen,  from  whence  it  threatened  the  left  wing  of  the  Austriant, 

I  sod  by  this  feint  favoured  the  passage  of  the  centre  Dolnmn. 

Thia  last,  commanded  by  General   St.  Cyr,  forded  the  Lech  on  th« 

I  right  Knd  left  of  Lechhausen,  under  the  protectioit  of  artillery  aud 

tteutquetry.     It  forced  this  village,  and  as  soon  aa  the  caunou   wbert 


■ 
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brought  over  the  river,  it  attftcked  in  front  the  potilion  of  Friedbcrg, 
whilst  General  Perino  took  it  in  flank  and  got  posaesmon  bebM  ityof 
the  great  road  to  Munioh«  The  Itnpiertal  corpa  which  defended  Fried* 
ber^,  l)etng  attacked  on'  many  pointn  at  the  same  time  w«a  not  able  to 
defend  them  ;  it  wds  s6ono4>h^ed  to  retreat,  tearing  in  the  hands  of  the 
French  (according  to  General  Moreau*^  report)  1,500  men,  and  l6 
pieces  of  cannon. 

The  lefl  wing  of  the  French  was  also  sucGessfal  in  forcings  the  piwage 
of  ihe  river  opposite  to  Langen<iried,  and  the  Aastriana  entirely  driyeii 
from  their  position,  took  up  another  between  the  Lech  and  the  ]«r« 
Thi^  e^-)f>edition  could  not  fail'  to  haVe  cost  the  French  a  considmbie 
nnmber  of  riien  either  killed  or  drowned* 

The  passage  of  the  Lech  opened  to  the  Republtcani,  the  eotranci 
into  Bavaria.  •  They  found  themtelves  in  an  abimdant-  coautry ;  and 
got  possession  of  considerable  magazines,  which  the  AastrianaiMKl  not 
time  to  save.  They-  flattered  themselves  that  this  saccesa  would  deCer* 
min^  the  Archduke  to  desist  from  his  enterprise  against.  Jenidni, 
Moreau-had  no  doubt  of  this,  and  indeed  expressed  these  expectatioos 
to  the  Executive  'Directory,  by  a  letter  on  the  S5th.  In  this  however 
he  was  mistaketi.'  As  it  has  been  before  observed,  the  Arebdoke  ooa* 
tented  himself  with  sending  oa  the  dSth  .to  Mr.  de  Naueudorf,  with 
10,006  men,  to  cover  Ratisbon,  aiid  to  anpport  Mn.de.Ui  Tour* 
reinforcement  put  the  latter  General  in  oonditiop  to  prevelitthe 
from  penetmting  beyond  the.  Iser;  and  thus  rendered  of  no  effect  the 
diversion  which  Moreau-  endeavoured  to  ma^ke:  iu  iiivour  Aof.  Greaeial 
Jourdan. 

After  the  passage  of  the  Lecli,  the'  Frencb ;  gained  ground  for  foot 
day^BuecesHively  on  the  Aastrians,  who  tbok  m  afresh  |x>sltioD  between 
the  Iser  and  the  Amper.  General  Latour  posted-  himaelf  behind  the 
first  of  these  rivers,  opposite  to  Munich,  which  tlie  .advanced  gnaid  of 
the  French' entered  on  the  90th  of  August.  He  stationed  aoother  corpi 
at  Freysingen;  whilst  General  Mercantin  went  to.x^^cnpy  jLaudshatf 
where  he  coramnnicated  with  some  light  troops  which  covered  Ratisbani 
The  approach  to  this  city  was 'besides  defended  b^  tlie  :troo|M  which  the 
Archdoke  had  left  at  Ingolstadt,  a  fortilied  towu^  wbere.there  is  a  Ividfi 
over  the  Danube.  ■■■4         ■  .i  .  . 

•  Whilst  Mr.  de  la  Tour. took  this  position^  bcA>re .which  Monean  CmmI 
the  termination  of  his  progress,  the  latter  posted ! his  Tf^t  at  DacfaaQi 
bis  centre  at  Pafllenhoffen,  and  hb  leflb  at  Bomback.  n.Srbis  position  wss 
tio. less  singular  than  dangerous;  his  left  was  liahie  to  be  attacked  witk 
'ludvscntage.  by  the  Austrian  eorpSf.wfaich:waa4B.*fK>s»C8aion  of*  Ingolstadt; 
#ndhis  centre  could  notiadvntee  againtt  Ratiab6a,iiwithoDt  b^iug  ex- 
posed to  be.taken  inflanlj^,  by  the .  eorps  r  whicb  waa  at  Laadihut.  Ta 
i  itf prove  hisisicuation,  by  se^nrin^^  his  16(1,^  Moreau.  raahml  to  diilodge 
the  Aiistriaus  frooB  tho  Teif  de  iPont  at  lugoldatadti  n. 
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But  whilst  he  wds  endeavouring  to  quit  the  dangerous  titnation  ii» 
which  he  had  pUced  bimscflf,  the  Generals  Nauendorf  and  Mercantiil 
determined  to   take   advantage  of  it.     On   the  Ist  of  Septembcfi   at 
hreuk  of  day,  «ne  part  of  the  left  wing  of  the   French  having  advanced 
ai^ainst  Ins;t>ld»tadt,  the  other  part  of  it  waa  attacked  with  great  vigour 
by  the  Austrmns,  wasi  entirely  routed,  and  pursued   by  them  us  far  as 
Lageobrucke,  and  the  Chapel  of  St.  Gart.     This  attack   forced  the 
French  to  renounce  that  which  they  meditated  against  Ingoldstadt,  and 
to  retnrn  to  make  head  against  General  Nauendorf.     He  had  completely 
defeated  the  corps  which  iiad  been  opposed  to  him,  and  had  adi'anced 
several  leagues ;  but  the  main  body  and  corps  de  Reserve  of  the  French 
coming  up,  stopped  the  progress  of  the  Austrians,  whose  cavalry  being 
entangled  in  a  morass  suffered  cousideraUly.     After  some  fruitless  at- 
tempts to  dislodge  theen^my  from  their  principal  position,  the  Austriunt 
returned  to  that  which  they  held  before  the  action.     During  this  en«^ 
gagement  the  Preach  had  made  nn    unsuccessful  attack   on  Geiieral 
Latour,  opposite  16  Munich.     These  affairs  cost  both  sides  some  hun- 
dred men  ;  both  claimed  the  advantage,  which  was  in  fact  nearly  balanc- 
ed.    It  belonged  however  nither  to  the  Imperialists,  since  they  discon- 
certed the  plans  of  the  enemy  against  the  Tite  de  Pont  of  IngoUtudt, 
the  garrison  of  which  defeated  the  small  French  corps  that  was  left 
before  it.     In  Moreau*8  report  to  ihe  directory  of  the  transactions  of 
this  day,  he  again  observes,  that  the  army  of  the  Samhre  and  the  Meuse 
would  soon  resume  offensive  operations. 

'  Moreau  having  failed  in  his  project  against  Ingolstadt,  determined  to 
dislodge  the  Anstrians  from  F  rey  sin  gen,  and  to  drive  them  ou  that  poiat 
beyond  the  Iser.  In  this  attempt  he  was  more  fortunate.  General 
St.  Cyr,  on  the  3H  got  [lossession  of  Freysingen,  as  well  as  of  the  bridge 
cf  thatcitv. 

-From  this  day  to  the  lt)th  the  armies  of  Moreau  and  La  Tour  pre- 
served  nearly  the  same  position.  Between  these  two  periods  there  weri 
several  afiairs  of  advanced  posts,  some  of  which  were  pretty  warm,  and 
in  one  of  which  the  Republican  General  Lambert  was  killed.  lahstaio 
from  giving  a  detailed  account  of  those  actions,  as  they  produced  no 
material  alteration  in  the  situation  of  the  armies. 

I  must  not  observe  the  same  silence  respecting  a  transaction  which 
took  place  in  the  interval.  The  Elector  Palatine  had  quitted  Munich 
a  few  days  before  the  French  got  possession  of  that  city;  That  Prince 
had,  before  his  departure,  appointed  a  commission  authorized  to  treat 
with  the  conquerors,  and  to  negocfate  with  them  a  suspensioh  of  arms. 
A^soon  as  Morean  entered  Bavaria,  ttiese  commissioners  sent  deputies 
fb'prevail  on  him  not  to  treat  their  country  as  that  of  an  enemy,  offering 
t6  provide  by  contributions  whatever  miglit  be  necessary  for  the  main- 
teiianceof  the  French  ar#»v.  " 

After  many  days  of  negociation  they  obtained  from  General  Moreaui 
and  from  Haussman^  the  commissioner  of  tlie  ili'publicy  a  sukj)e::8iou 
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•f  arms,  of  which  the  priocipal  conditions  were:  that  the  £lector 
Palatine  should  withdraw  all  the  troops  which  be  had  with  the  impenii 
army  into  Bavaria ;  that  be  shonld  give  the  French  Republic  ten  nil* 
lions  of  French  livres,  payable  at  differeot  periods,  of  which  the  msit 
distant  should  be  fonr  months  from  that  time ;  that  he  shoald  deliver 
to  the  French  3,300  saddle  and  draft  horses  ;  300,000  quintals  of  gnia; 
100,000  sacks  of  oats  ;  200,000  quintals  of  hay  ;  100,000  pair  of  shoes; 
10,000  pair  of  boots ;  30,000  ells  of  cloth ;  and  20  pictures,  which  tbt 
French  should  be  at  liberty  to  select  from  the  galleries  of  Dosseldoii 
and  Munich.  Haussmau  and  Moreau  took  every  possible  aecari^  for 
the  payment  of  these  demands  in  ^very  event,  and  it  was  at  this  price 
that  they  condescended  to  grant  the  Elector  Palatine  a  neutrality  for 
all  his  dominions  in  Bavaria,  Francooia,  and  Westphalia*  They  ez« 
acted  from  that  Prince  besides,  that  he  should  immediately  send  to  Paris 
deputies  charged  to  conclude  a  separate  peace  with  the  Republic. 
These  were  the  advantages  which  she  reaped  from  the  ioYasioD  of 
Bavaria*  It  detached  from  the  Germanic  confederacy  one  of  its  most 
powerful  members,  and  took  away  some  thousands  of  men  fnun  tbt 
£mperor*s  army,  whilst  to  that  of  the  Republic  it  produced  osoiiey, 
subsistence,  and  a  ^  very  considerable  addition  of  military  stares  and 
resources*  These  advantages  were  no  doubt  great,  but  the  iicqnisition 
of  them  cost  the  French  dear ;  it  brought  along  with  it  the  disastea 
which  th^  experienced  during  the  remainder  of  the  campaign ;  and  the 
loss  of  allitheir  conquests  in  Germany  was  the  sequel  and  effect  of  the 
momentary  subjugation  of  Bavaria*  By  sdvanciug  into  that  coonlry, 
Mpreau  separated,  and  as  it  were,  insulated  himself  from  Joordaa,  lost 
the  means  of  acting  in  concert  with  him,  as  likewise  the  possibili^  of 
affording  him  any  ready  assistance*  By  transporting  all  bia  force  to  the 
right  bank  of  the  Danube,  Moreau  enabled  the  Archduke  to  oooccal 
his  movements  from  him,  and  gave  that  Prince  time  to  come  up  with 
Jourdan,  and  to  drive  him  beyond  the  Mein* 

As  soon  as  he  was  apprized  of  the  measui«s  taken  by  the  ArchdvlMb 
^  yielding  to  the  temptation  of  an  easy  conquest,  he  too  readily  ^Mvsiiaded 
himself  that  the  invasion  of  Bavaria,  would  recal  to  it  the  90,000  torn 
who  had  advanced  against  Jourdan.  Being  during  the  space  of  fifibeea 
/days  as  ill  informed  of  the  Austrian  movements,  as  of  the  situation  of  the 
army  of  the  Sambre  and  Meuse^  Moreau  never  knew  with  certainty  the 
number  of  men  that  Prince  Charles  had  taken  with  hioi,  aor  of  thoss 
which  he  had  sent  back*  He  continued  nevertheless  to  advance  ia  Ba- 
varia, stilt  confident  that  it  was  the  only  means  1^  which  he  could  nva 
his  colleague*  Hence  it  resulted  that  the  Archduke  Iras  enabled  to  push 
General  -Jourdan  to  the  utmost,  and  to  drive  bim  beyond  the  Rhine ; 
and  that  Moreau  finding  himself  soon  reduced  to  his  own  lioree  aloM^ 
had  no  part  left  but  that  of  a  retreat,  which  was  become  peiiloma  in  pro- 
portion as  it  had  been  delayed* 
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The  light  troofM  dispatched  by  the  Archdake»  after  the  battle  of 
W«lrtsbarg,<M(i  the  left  flank  and  rear  of  Moreao*i  army,  were  so  rigilaiit 
and  so  well  distributed,  thai  they  cut  off  that  Geoeral  from  all  connnuni- 
oatiou  with  Jourdan.  Several  couriers  sent  both  by  these  Generals  aud 
by  the  directory  were  intercepted,  and  Moreaii  was  during  three  weeks- 
very  imprefectly  ioformed  of  the  state  of  afiairs  in  Franconia;  Whether 
that  Geoeral,  as  he  wrote  to  the  directory,  wished  to  have  some  account 
of  the  Archduke,  or  whether  he  was  at  last  sensible  of  the  necessity  of 
advancing  against  that  Prince,  in  order  to  succour  Jourdan  efiectually^ 
on  the  10th  of  September  he  made  a  large  corps  of  cavalry,  drawn  from 
bis  left  wing  cross  the  Danube.  Moreau,  willing  to  put  himself  in  ft 
situation  to  support  or  follow  this  column,  quitted  on  the  1 1th  his  poM« 
tion  on  the  Iser,  but  whilst  executing  this  manceuvre,  be  was  attacked 
near  Mooich,  by  the  Prince  of  Furstenberg  and  General  Frolich,  who 
defeated  bis  r'ear  guard,  of  which  they  killed  or  took  prisoners  more 
tbau  11,000  men. 

The  division  whioh  had  parsed  the  Dauube,  under  the  orders  of  Ge-^ 
neral  Desaix,  pushed  forwards  to  the  town  of  Aichstedt,  on  whicfa  it 
levied  a  contribution  of  300,000  florins  (  £30,000  sterling.)  The  march 
of  thii9  column  again  threw  Franconia  into  alarms,  from  which  nhe  was 
but  just  recovering.  It  was  supposed  that  Moreau*s  whole  army  was 
going  to  pass  the  Danube ;  that  this  General  intended  to  occupy  the 
road  from  Ratisbon  to  Frankfort,  and  that  after  having  got  possession  of 
Niiremburg  and  WUrtzburg,  he  would  march  with  all  bis  forces  against 
the  Archduke's  rear,  to  seize  his  magazines,  his  convoys,  and  his  po«|s  of 
communication  ;  and  that  that  Prince  would  soon  find  himself  enclosed 
between  the  armies  of  Jourdan  and  Moreau. 

To  pot  himself  in  condition  to  prevent  these  designs,  or  to  render 
them  abortive,  Mr.  La  Tour  began  instantly  to  pursue  Morean,  who  di« 
ipoled  hiseoorse  towards  Neuburg.  At  the  same  instant  General  Nau« 
endorf  passed  the  Danube  below  that  town,  in  order  to  meet  the  French 
sorps  nrhich  had  crossed  that  river  at  Donawert.  The  march  of  Mr.  ds 
Kft«endorf,  together  with  the  accounts  that  were  received  from  Francs 
Snd  from  General  Joocdan,  determined  Moreau  immediately  to  recsl 
General  Desaix  to  the  right  bank  of  the  Dannbe  ;  but  before  the  latter 
coald  execute  the  order,  he  was  overtaken  on  the  14th  by  General  Naa- 
sndorf,  who  completely  defeated  his  reai-guard,  kilted  a  great  many  of 
bis4D6o,  nnd  took  1/M)0  prtaoners. 

'  From  this  moment  Moreau  thonght  of  nothing  but  retreating  towards 
the  Rhine,  through  Suabia.  Whether  from  an  ignorance  of  the  state  of 
sffiursin  Franconia,  whether  pursoant  tohisflrst  plan,  or  in  consequence 
of  orders  from  the.  directory,  he  had  continued  for  a  fortnight  in  the  same 
Ipoaition*  By  remaining  so  long  in  Bavaria,  where  he  had  kept  in  check 
s  part  of  the  Austrian  io(rees,be  had  hoped  to  give  Jourdan  time  to  rally 
his  army,  and  flattered  himsdf  that  his  colleague  when  he  had  received 
reinforcements,  might  be  able  to  stop  the  Archduke,  and  resume  the  o& 
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fbnsive.  The  contrary  however  Iwd  lw})penec!.  The  AiiccessiTe  defietti 
tff  Jourdan,  and  the  dieperiiioii  of  his  army,  iio  longer  allowed  Momv 
to  expect  nhy  great  efforts  from  that  <fu9Ffer.'  The  army  of  La  Twr 
ikzHi  besides  in  this  interval  a  good  deal  augmeirted.  It  had  received  ill 
the  reinforcements  that  iiad  been  sent  from  Bohemia  and  Aastria.  The 
extraordinary  levies  which  had  been  made  in  these  two  roantries,  and  the 
militsiry  enthusiasm  which  had  been  displayed  at  Vienna  as  well  as  in  all 
the  hereditary  dominions,  might  in  u  very  short  time  douUe  the  AovtriaB 
force  in  Ba>'aria. 

Moreaa  was  likewit^e  aware  that  detachments  from  the  Arcbduke*s 
army  were  tiien  marching  to  Suabia,  and  might  get  fKMsession  of  the 
losses,  by  which  he  communicated  with  that  country'  and  with  France. 
ITnder  thane  circumstances  lie  perceived,  that  without  e.v|>o5iiig  his  army 
to  inevitable  destruction,  he  could  no  longer  defer  his  retrtrat,  which  al- 
readv  presented  many  dah^ers  and  difficulties.  He  therefore  d«terminfd 
on  it,  and  had  then  no  other  object,  but  to  effect  it  with  as  much  steadi-^' 
ness  and  method,  as  there  had  been  disorder  and  precipitation  in  that 
of  Jourdan.

Chap.  VI.  Morcau  repasses  the  Lech^-Battle  of  Tsny — The  Fori  of

^  AFTER  the  affair  of  the  14th,  Moreaa  drew  together  the  dtflerent 
corps  of  his  army,  contracted. his  line,  and  retired  behind  the  river  Lech;' 
hK:itiinding  himself  too  much  pressed  by  Generals  La  Tour  end  NaoeiK 
dorf»  who  followed  him  very  close,  on  the  17th  he  made  a  movement  for- 
ward, re)>ul8ed  the  advanced  posts  of  the  Austrians,  and  again  extended 
his  line  to  I^andsberg,  Friedberg,  and  Rain. 

-  On  the  sanfe  day  General  Frolich  made  himself  master  of  Immen- 
stadt  and  Kempten.  On  the  19th  he  dislodged  the  Republicans  from 
Isny,  after  an  engagement  in  which  they  were  defeatipd  with  the  loss  of 
500  men.  By  the  capture  of  this  last  place,  Mr.  de  Frolich  outflanked 
the  right  wing  of  Moreau,  whose  left  was  at  the  same  time  turned  hf' 
General  Nauendorf,  who  had  advanced  in  force  to  Nordliogen.  The- 
latter,  on  the  20th,  obtained  possession  of  Donawert,  and  likewise  of 
the  position  of  She) len  berg.  From  thence  hepUshed  on  parties  towards 
Ulm,  Dillingen,  and  Gemund,  which  formed  a  junction  at  Canaladt  on 
the  Nek er,  with  some  detachments  of  a  corps  commanded  by  Msjor 
General  Petrarch. 
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Tbis  corps  liad  been  formed  by  part  of  the  garrisons  of  Pbilipsbourg 
and  Maiiheiuiy  aud  by  the  ten  squadrons  of  li§;ht  cavalry>  whidi  tlic 
Archduke  had  detached  under  General  Meerfeld  after, the  battle  of 
Wiirtzburf^.  Soon  after  this  junction.  General  Petrarch  had  inurchcd 
into  the  Mar§[raviate  of  Baden,  had  successively  beaten  and  driven  from 
Bruchaal,  Durlach,  CaUruhe,  and  Kastadt,  several  small  bodies  of  the 
enemy,  who  occupied  the  valley  of  the  Rhine.  These  detachments  after 
their  defeat  having  thrown  themselves  into  the  Fort  of  Kehl,  Mr.  de 
Petrarch  was  ordered  to  follow  them,  and  to  attempt  u  Coup  de  Main  ou 
tliat  important  post,  the  capture  of  which  would  have  cut  oti*  JMureau's 
principal  communication  with  France,  aud  have  multiplied  the  diffi- 
culties of  his  retreat.  The  French  had  covered  that  fort  by  considerable 
ifitreuchmeats,  but  wluch  Were  at.  that  time  neithec  iu  a  iinished  state^ 
fiQf  suflicieutly  provided  witli  artillery • 

;  Mr.  de  Petrarch,  on  the;.  17th  of  September,  caused  an  attack  to  be 
made  ou  tlie  fort  of  Kehl  by  two  battalions,  who  ■  carried  it  by  storm, 
killed  1200  men,  took  BOD  prisoners,  and  forced  the  remainder  to  retreat 
beyond  the  Rhine.  But  one  of  the  two  stall'  olBcers-  who  conducted  the 
attack  having  been  killed  in  the  action,  and  the  other  tnkeu  prisoner, 
the  inferior  officers,  deprived  of  their  leaders,  supplied  their  place  with 
)>ut  little  intelligence  and  activity.  With  a  degree  of  negligence  Hi:arc*ely 
credible,  they  omitted  the  obvroUs  precaution  of  ininie<liately  breaking 
dowu  the  bridge  of  Kehl ;  andsutiered  the  soldiers  to  ramble  in  disorder 
tboutthe  town  and  forL  Meanwhile  a  reinforcement  of  3,UO0  men,  who 
at  the  begiimiug  of  the  action  luid  usrched  from  Strashurgh,  padded  over 
^e  bridge,  attacked  and  easily  routed  the  Ausiriuns,  \\\\o  supposing  the 
engagement  at  an  end,  were  entirely  oif  their  guard*  I'iiey  were,  iu  a 
very  short  time,  driven  from  the  fort  of  Kehl,  and  from  all  tiie  iiitrenclw 
pients,  with  the  loss  of  400  men«  Thus  did  a  few  inomeiit^of  iniprovi^ 
d«ioce  and  disorder  rob  tliem  of  the  whole  fruit  of  their  victory,,  and  d^« 
prive  tltem  of  an  invaluable  po»t,  which  afterwards  cost  mi  much  blood 
aad  ex  pence.  Few  examples  can  be  produoed,  which  have  more  strik/7 
ingly  proved  the  absolute  necessity  of  uuremisung  attention  and,.vigi<r 
lance  in  war,  or  more  clearly  shewn  the  fatal  consequences  which  rtiay  re« 
suit  from  one  moment  of  mistake,  or  of  forgetful ues9«  -  The  faiilt.coint 
injtted  at  Kehl  by  the  officer  on  whom  the  couiiiiand  di- vol  vex!  Iiy  t|iei4>tM| 
of  his  superiors,  cost  the  Emperor  iu  the  sequel  many  thousaudsrioli  4*ily 
best  soldiers,  aud  occasioned  tlie  expenceof  m»ny  millions..  .  .  ,,*.  -1 

.  Mr.  de  Petrarch  having  rallied  the  two  defeated  battulions,  aiKr]  suprr 
ported  them  by  some  fresh  troops,  made  a  new  but  unsuccesiifulattemf4 
fn  the  fort  of  Kehl.  Leaving  then  some  troops  to  blockade  it,  he  -re* 
tired  to  BicholFbheim,  a  small  town  abput  tifteen  miles  distant  ftoui  i^ 
From  thence  he  seut  a  detachment  to  take  possession  of  the  vallqy.  of 
ICintzig,  as  well  as  of  the  detilc  of  Kuiebis  ;  and  marched  with  thfi  r^^ 
mainder  of  his  troops  towanU  Stutgard  and  Canstadt,  where  his  udvanc(-4' 
guard  arrived  on  the  24th.  By  this  di:>positiou,  and  by  these  movcniciits« 
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Mr.  de  P«trarch  made  hiinstelf  master  of  ooc  of  tlie  ^ife  piiuctpal 
•f  Soabta,  placed  himself  ia  tbe  fear  of  Moreaa,  deprived  hiB  of  iM 
direct  communication  with  Straaborg^,  o^ried  off  the  magazioet  fonaaA 
by  the  French  in  the  Dutchy  of  Wiirtemberg,  and  intercepted  their 
eonvoyt  and  their  couriers.  Having  opened  an  immediate  omamaiiica* 
tion  with  Mr.  de  Naoetidorf»  he  straitened  the  fiN>ot  of  Moienu**  retraalt 
and  obliged  him  to  make  it  through  the  soothem  part  ef  Sunbin. 

Pressed  on  his  rear  by  Mr.  de  P^trarchy  and  tamed  on  botb  flanki  by 
Generals  Neuendorf  and  Frolich,  Morean  was  obliged  to  re-<conimcnoe 
Lis  retreat.  On  the  30th  he  repassed  the  Lech  at  Augsbeoi^  end  Raiai 
marched  up  the  Danube  jn  ctose  columns,  and  arrived  on  tbe  89d  at 
Weissenhausen*  His  plan  was  to  retire  aereas  the  dntcby  of  WtkrteaM 
berg,  and  the  country  of  Baden,  through  Ulm,  Stutgaid^  Cimstndt 
and  Kehl.  To  this  end  he  had  seat  forward  the  Commissariee  of  profi* 
aions,  the  arm^y  bakers,  and  a  part  of  the  baggage.  The  whoie  of  this 
was  fallen  in  with,  and  captured  on  the  )l2d  on  the  road  firom  Ukn  to 
Stutgard,  by  an  Austrian  detachment  from  the  latter  town.  < 

The  march  of  the  commissaries  department  towards  Stutgard,  and  ili 
orders  to  have  in  readiness  in  that  town,  was  well  as  at  Canatadt,  bread 
and  provisions  necessary  for  fonr  divisions  of  Moreau's  army,  proving 
beyond  a  doubt  that  General's  intention  to  pass  the  Danube  at  Ulia» 
with  a  view  to  retire  through  the  datchy  of  Wilrtembei]g,  Geacial 
Neuendorf  left  Nordlingen  in  haste,  to  endeavour  to  be  at  Uhn  befbit 
the  French,-  and  arrived  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  town  on  tbe  t9d 
in  the  morning.  Some  hours  afterwards,  a  strong  colamn  of  the  French 
army  came  out  of  Ulm,  but  found  the  Anatrtana  poated  on  the  beigblH 
which  command  the  road  from  that  town  to  Stutgard*  They  did  not  at* 
tempt  to  .force  the  passage,  and  the  day  passed  without  any  engagemeat 
taking  place.  The  next  day  General  Neuendorf  attacked  tbe  Fwckf 
and  drove  them  back  to  the  gates  of  the  towuk  Seeing  tbemeelvee  thai 
prevented,  and  not  doubting  that  the  Austrians  ocenpiad-  in^force  M  the 
passes  of  the  datchy  of  Wurtemberg,  the  French  gave  up  tbeir  iaten* 
tion  of  taking  that  route.  On  the  26th  they  left  Ulm,  leaving  ifaefe  a 
part  of  their  pontoons,  and  conftiderable  magasines*  They  eontineed 
to  ascend  the  left  bank  of  the  Danube  as  far  as  Erbach,  where  thiy 
passed  that  river  on  the  same  day,  the  26th,  and  from  theoee  directid 
their  merch  towards  Biberach  and  Schussenried.  With  a  view  to  antici- 
pate or  stop  them  on  the  new  route  which  they  weve  going  to  take,  Ge* 
serai  Petrarch^  marched  from  Orb  to  Villingen,  letfviil^g  a  amall- corps 
nuder  Colonel  d'At»pre,  to  occupy  the  mountain  of  Kniebie^  na  weff  ai 
the  valleys  of  the  two  rivers  of  the  Renchen  and  the  Mnrg,  between 
which  that  mountain  is  situated. 

In  the  mean  time  a  column  sent  by  Moreau  to  re-open  the  commnat* 
eation  with  Kehl,  through-  the  valley  of  Kintaig,  was  repnleed  and 
fcrced  to  fall  back  on  Friboorg. 
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Thii  General  Iwviug,  m  hts  been  ju«t  mentioiiecl,  passed  the  Dana  be 
on  the  «6th,  and  marched  towards  Biberach»  and  Schusaenned,  was  foU 
lowed  by  Mr,  dc  la  Tour,  who  advanced  on  the  27th  to  tlie  IHer,  and 
on  the  2dth  to  the  Rottam. '  On  the  S9th  his  advanced  guard  drove  the 
f  rench  from  Biberach,  and  pursued  them  as  far  af  Groth,  from  which 
it  was  anable  to  dislodge  them.  The  army  of  Mr.  de  la  Tonr  was  at 
that  time  divided  into  four  corps :  that  at  the  right,  under  the  imme^i 
diale  orders  of  the  General  in  person  occupied  Bib^rach ;  the  secoud 
commanded  by  General  Mercantiu,  was  behind  Schosseuried.  GenemI 
Klinglin  (who  before  the  revolution  had  been  a  Cveneral  in  the  French 
ftrvice)  was  with  the  third  corps  at  Wolsech.  The  fourth  was  with  Gc- 
neral  Frolich  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Wang^n.  At  the  same  time  the 
two  corps  of  Nauendorf  and  Petrarch,  which  were  both  out  of  the  lin^ 
moved,  the  first  to  Heckingen,  and  the  second  towards  Rotheweil  and 
Villingen.  The  object  of  these  movements  was  to  bring  these  two  corps 
nearer  each  other,  and  to  make  them*. co-operate  with  more  concert  abd 
e0ect«  M.  de  Meerfeld  commanded  the  advanced  guard  of  Mr.  de 
Petrarch*6  corps. 

It  is  obvious  from  this  viiew  of  the  position  of  the  different  corpa  of 
the  Austrian  army,  that  the  principal  paases  of  Suabia  were  shut  agamut 
Moreau,  and  that  the  only  ones  remaining  open  to  him  where  Uiose  of 
the  principality  of  Furstenb^rg,  and  of  the  forest  towns.  He  might  not 
be  free  from  uneasiness  even  with  respect  to  'the  latter  opening,  in  conh 
sequence  of  General  Frolich's  march  towards  the  Liakeof  Constance. 

To  all  these  difficulties  which  opposed  Moreau's  retreat,  were  added 
other  embarrassments  equally  pressing.  The  excessive  contributions  raised 
by  the  French,  and  the  depredations  and  outrages  committed  by  them 
on  the  inhabitants  of  Suabia,  had  irritated  the  latter  to  the  highest  degree. 
They  supported  with  impatience  the  presence  and  the  yoke  of  these 
greedy  and  tyrannical  cionquerors.  They  had  aM:arcely  experienced  some 
reverses  and  began  their  retreat,  when  the  hatred  in  which  they  were  held 
broke  out  openly.  The  Peasants  every  where  armed  themselves,  mas* 
•acred  or  took  prisoners  the  smaller  detachments  of  the  French,  stopped 
their  sick  and  wounded,  pillaged  their  magazines,  and  retook  a  part  of 
those  spoils  of  which  they  had  themselves  been  plundered.  The  Aostrian 
Qknerals  taking  advantage  of  the  disposition  of  the  natives,  pointed  oat  to 
Ihem  the  most  eligible  places  for  as«embling,  put  at  their  head  officers  of 
experience,  and'  posted  their  new  auxiliaries  on  the  mountains,  in  tka 

.f^bods,  and  in  the  defiles,  through  which  the  enemy  were  obliged  to  paa«« 
Menaced  in  every  point  at  th^  same  time  by  the  Imperialists  and  the 
•rmed  Peasants,  and  having  in  addition  to  surmount  those  obttaclet 
which  arose  from  the  nature  of  the  country,  Moreau  found  himself  in 
the  moat  critical  situation.  To  escape  from  Suabia,  called  for  more  cou- 
rage, and  for  greater  efforts  limn  liad  been  required  to  enable  him  to  pe- 

.netrate  into  it.     It  was  incambent  on  him  to  fight  in  order  to  retirt; ;  his 

.  oafety  covld  reanlt  only  from  a  victory.

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Surrounded  by  a  mnltitade  of  small  corps  scattered  over  a  gical 
number  of  points^  he  was  seosible  that  instead  of  fiidng  them  all  at  oncTt 
his  situatioa  demanded  the  adoption  of  a  cpotrary  disposiUou,  and  thst 
he  ought  to  march  in  a  mass  and  in  very  close  order.  He  judged  rightly 
that  by  concentrating  his  army,  he  would  be  enabled  to  attack  with  su- 
perior force,  and  to  break  through  some  point  or  other  of  the  circle  wkiob 
was  forming  round  him. 

It  not  being  possible  for  him,  without  greaterdanger,  to  retire  in  theisct 
of  the  principal  corps  under  the  orders  of  Mr.  de  la  Tour,  which  piesiedi 
Tery  closely  npon  him,  Moreau  was  under  the  necessity  of  removing  tbst 
hesftile  corps  to  a  greater  distance,  in  order  to  gain  somewhat  morespaee 
and  greater  facility  of  moving. 

In  the  morning  of  the  30th,  whilst  the  van-guards  of  Generals  La  Toar 
and  Mercuntin  were  marching  towards  Schusseuhed  they  were  vigorouslj 
attacked  by  three  divisions  of  the  French  army.  These  van-guards  fi;ll 
back  on  the  main  body  which  followed  them,  and  which  stopped  the 
progress  of  the  Republicans.  They  were  repulsed  with  lots,  and  the 
}in|>erialists  kept  their  position.  This  affair  cost  the  latter  600  men,  of 
whom  a  great  number  belonged  to  the  Prince  of  Conde's  army.  Nis 
troops  formed  the  van-guard  of  General  Mercantin»  and  had  to  sostsia 
the*  whole  shock  of  the  Republicans.  They  exhibited  pr(x>f«  of  the 
greatest  bravery,  and  the  young  Duke  d'Enghien,  who  commanded 
-them,  shewed  himself  by  Ilis  capacity  and  courage,  the  worthy  descendant 
of  the  great  Cood^. 

Moreau,  having  succeeded  but  imperfectly  in  his  plans  against  Mr.  dc 
la  Tour,  hastened  to  take  advantage  of  the  only  route  which  remained 
'entirely  in  his  power.  In  order  to  get  rid  of  his  sick,  bis  wounded,  and 
of  all  th>it  train  of  equipage  so  embarrassing  to  a  retreating  array,  and  by 
the  Romans  so  f)roperly  called  impedimenta^  he  sent  into  Switzerland, 
by  the  way  of  Schnff  hausen,  a  great  part  of  his  heavy  baggage,  accoi»- 
panied  by  a  considerable  numl>er  of  soldiers.  On  their  entrance  into  the 
territory  of  Switzerland,  they  were  disarmed  by  the  troops,  which  the 
cantons  had  assembled  on  their  frontiers,  and  sent  into  France  across  the 
cantons  of  Zurich  and  Solenre.  Moreau  by  this  means  disengaged  him- 
self from  whatsoever  could  most  incommode  and  incumber  his  retreat; 
and  kept  with  him  only  those  troops,  which  were  the  best  calculated  fir 
action.  Af\er  the  engagement  of  the  30th,  Mr.  de  la  Tour  advanced  as 
far  as  Groth,  and  Steinhnusen  ;  presenting  his  front  to.  Moreau,  who  wss 
posted  between  Schnssenried,  and  a  small  lake  called  the  Feder  Sec. 
The  situation  of  the  latter  General  grew  every  day  worse,  and  his  retreat 
became  more  and  more  difficult.  The  corps  of  Mr.  de  Petrarch  posted 
between  the  sources  of  the  Neker  and  the  Danube,  incessantly  harrassed 
his  rear.  He  had  no  longer  any  direct  communication  with  France,  and 
could  entertain  no  hopes  of  receiving  from  thence  any  succour.  Re* 
duced  to  his  own  forces,  he  could  only  look  for  safety  to  the  courage  %t 
liis  troops,  to  jsome  successful  mauoeuvre,or  to  the  fault  of  his  enemies. 
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The  corps  of  Mr.  de  It  Tour  being  the  most  numerous,  the  nearest, 
and  consequently  the  most  to  be  feared,  Morean  resolved  to  make  a  new 
effort  afipiinst  it.  He  judged,  that  Mr.  de  Naueudorf  having  separated 
himself  from  Mr.  de  la  Tour,  the  right  of  the  latter  would  be  unpro* 
tected,  and  might  be  attacked  with  advantage.  He  made  his  dispo- 
sitions iu  consequence  with  great  ability  ;  and  they  were  executed  with 
secrecy,  promptitude,  and  success. 

In  the  night  of  the  first  of  October,  he  made  the  left  wing  of  his  army 
cross  the  Danube,  at  Ripdlingen.  It  recrossed  that  river  at  Mundtr- 
kingen,  and  ^at  day-break  fell  upon  the  right  of  tht  Austrian  army, 
which  was  posted  between  the  Danube  and  the  Fader  See,  Major-Gen. 
Kospoth,  who  commanded  this  right  wing,  not  having  been  properly  vi- 
.  gilant  on  that  point,  was  surprised  and  completely  beaten.  Nearly  two 
battalions  were  cut  oiF;  and  the  rest  sought  for  safety  in  flight.  As 
soon  as  Moreau  was  informed  of  the  success  of  his  left  wing,  he  attacked 
the  whole  front  of  Mr.  de  la  Tour's  line,  but  more  feebly  on  the  left,  than 
at  the  other  points. 

lliat  army  was  then  divided  into  five  prmcipal  corps,  commanded  by 
Generals  Kospoth  and  de  la  Tour,  the  Princes  of  FNirstenberg  and 
Conde,  and  by  General  Mercantin,  who  was  on  the  left  of  the  whole, 
Mr.  de  Kospoth  being  routed,  retired  through  Biberach.  The  corps  of 
Mr.  de  la  Tour  being  vigorously  attacked  by  the  French,  and  finding 
itself  uncovered  by  the  movement  of  Mr.  de  Kos|>oth,  imitated  it« 
falling  back  from  the  right,  and  retiring  towards  Ochsenhausen.  The 
Prince  of  Furstenberg  likewise  changed  his  front  in  the  same  manner; 
to  that  these  three  corps,  as  well  as  the  reserve  artillery  and  the  baggage, 
formed  in  close  order  behind  the  small  army  of  the  Prince  of  Cond^., 
The  latter,  far  from  imitating  the  example  of  Generals  Kospoth,  la. 
Tour,  and  Furstenberg,  remained  firm  vu  his  position.  He  found  him* 
self  alone  opposed  to  the  French,  whose  whole  efforts  there  became 
directed  against  him. 

Id  this  situation,  at  onoe  Honourable  and  dangerous,  the  Prince  of 
Cond^  displayed  the  talents  of  a  most  able  General,  and  his  army  the 
most  deteraained  intrepidity.  It  shewed  no  hesitation  in  devoting  itself 
far  the  glory  of  its  commander,  and  the  safety  of  the  Imperial  army. 
The  Priufie  took  a  |M>sition  before  Schweinhauseo,  so  judiciously  chosen 
and  which  was  so  valiantly  defended  by  his  troops,  that  he  kept  io 
check  the  Republican  army,  engaged  it  even  with  advantage,  and 
gave  time  to  the  other  Austrian  columns  to  save  tlu*ir  baggage  and 
their  cannon,  and  to  take  a  position  behind  the  Rothambach.  Mr.  de 
Mercantin,  who  commanded  the  left,  having  then  retired  to  Mulhausen, 
the  situation  oC  the  Prince  of  Cond^^s  corps  became  still  more  dangerous. 

The  Prince,  pressed  hard  by  the  Republicans,  charged  them  three 
times  with  his  cavalry,  led  by  the  Duke  d'Enghien,  who  took  from 
them  one  piepe  of  (?annon  ;^and  who  again  distinguished  himself  as  well 
by  his  valour,  as  by  the  adroitness  of  his  manccuvres.     After  an  actioa 
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vhich  lasted  mmuy  booiv,  the  Inperal  amy  baviog  tmkcn  a 
poMtioD,  the  Prince  of  Cond^  aliio  ordered  a  retieat.  The  Um  of  tkt 
Aastrimos  oo  this  day,  was  about  4,000  men  aod  19  picres  of  cbobsb; 
'  that  of  the  Repoblicaiis  was  ciwsiderably  lesa.  General  La  Tovr  spahi 
iu  the  highest  terms  of  the  Prince  of  Conde  and  of  his  troopa,  to  vfaidi 
he  confessed  he  <»wed  the  safety  of  his  army.  The  official  aceoanto 
pabliahed  at  Vienna  and  at  London,  made  a  no  leifs  faronrable  leport 
of  the  Prince  of  Cond^*s  coodnct. 

On  the  9d^  Mr.  La  Toor  took  a  position  at  Monschroden,  Erlenhaafca, 
and  Lauphrim.  The  Tictory  which  Blorcaa  had  gained  at  Bibersch 
having  giren  him'  more  liberty  in  his  motions,  he  took  advantage  of  it 
on  the  5th  to  re-commeoce  his  retreat,  and  to  make  sare  of  the  meaas 
by  which  it  might  be  saccessfnUy  effected.  Mr.  La  Toar  being  weak« 
ened  by  his  defeat,  and  diflibled  for  some  days  from  an  active  paisait  of 
Moreau,  the  bitter  left  CMily  the  centre  of  bia  army  before  that  of  Mr. 
La  Tour.  He  ordered  one  division  to  open  the  entrance  into  the  forcit 
towns ;  and  on  the  6th  paawd  tlie  '^Danube  with  the  rest  of  his  army, 
between  Sigasaringen  and  Riadligen.  The  intent  of  the  last  movemeat 
was  to  cover  the  main  body  from  Generals  Naoendorf  and  Plelrafch» 
and  also  to  force  the  passage  of  the  black  Forest* 

By  these  dispositions,  the  centre  of  the  French  army,  to  wbidf  the 
artillery  and  all  the  baggage  were  entrusted,  was  covered  ou  its  right 
by  the  corps  which  was  marching  toward  the  fbreit  towns ;  and  on  ill 
left,  by  the  two  divisions  which  bad  passed  the  Danube.  Thus  did 
the  French  army  retreat  in  three  parts,  in  parallel  lines,  the  right  and 
left  opening  the  march  and  protecting  that  of  the  centre,  which  oo  its 
side  kept  in  check  General  La  Tonr,  and  prevented  bin  from  rein* 
fcrdng  the  Generals  Nanendorf  and  Petrarch.  It  was  in  this  regular 
and  well  arranged  order  of  retreat  that  Moreau  directed  his  oosrae  U^ 
wards  the  mountains  of  Suabia,  and  prepared  to  force  their  defiles. 

On  the  7th  he  marched  towards  Stockach,  where  he  arrived  on  the 

8th.     He  had  tlie  night  before  ordered  General  Desaix  to  take  posicnion 

of  Engen,  who  on  the  next  day  attacked  the  advanced  guard  of  Csenerd 

IVtrarch,  and  dislodged  it  from   Dottlingen.     On  the  1st   Cjieoeial 

Desaix  having  formed  a  junction  with  the  two  divisions  which  bad  paiied 

the  Danube,  made  a  fresh  attack  on  General  Petnrcht  defeated  Ira, 

and  drove  him  from  Schweiningen,  as  well  as  from  the  towns  of  Roth- 

well  and  Villingen,  two  very  important  posts,  without  the  poiaeasion  off 

which  the  French  could  not  possibly  penetrate  the  defiles  of  the 

Mack  Forest. 
General  la  Toor,  after  some  days  of  inaction*  occasioned  by  hii 

defeat  at  Biberach,  now  resumed  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy*  He  march- 
ed on  the  7th,  to  Bochau,  on  the  8th,  to  Ostrsch,  and  oo  the  9th,  to 
Mceskirchen,  whilst  General  Moreau  established  his  head  quarters  st 
Engen.    On  the  10th,  Mr.  de  Neuendorf  made  au  attempt  to  recover 
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Rothw ^U  In  the  begiotiiog  of  tlic  action  be  .b«d  the  advantage ;  but 
it  tertDinated  in  favour  of  the  French*  who  vigorously  repuUed  htm. 

Wliatever  advantage  the  latter  derived  from  poBaeuing  the  po&t  oC 
RothweiU  it  bj  no  meant  decided  the  succeM  of  their  retreat ;  and  they 
had  as  yet  only  surmoanted  a  part  of  the  difficulties  which  attended  it* 
The  greatest  impediments  to  it  still  remained.  It  was  absolutely 
necessary  that  the  French  should  force  their  way,  either  through  tlie 
valley  of  Kintzig,  to  get  to  Kehl»  or  through  the  valley  of  Hell,  to 
make  good  their  retreat  to  Fribourg.  Moreau  had  not  a  moment  to 
lose  to  succeed  in4>ne  or  other  of  these  attempts.  The  entrance  inta 
^ese  vallies  was  guarded  by  Austrian  corp»,  and  by  armed  peasants^ 
whose  number  increased  daily :  there  was  every  reason  to  apprehend 
that  he  would  not  succeed  in  forcing  his  way,  if  the  Archduke  Charles^ 
who  was  rapidly  advancing,  and  was  already  at  OfFenburg,  should  have 
time  to  join  the  troops  which  occupied  the  defiles  that  we  are  now 
apeaking  of. 

The  centre  of  the  French  army,  which  its  two  wings  had  hitherto 
preceded,  and  which  had  marched  in  a  parallel  line  behiud  them,  in 
its  turn  advanced  to  force  the  passage  of  the  valley  of  Hell.  Having^ 
formed  a  close  column,  it  attacked  on  the  10th  Colonel  d'Apre,  who 
defended  the  entrance  of  the  valley.  The  inferiority  of  his  forces  did 
not  admit  of  his  maintaining  himself*  .He  was  driven  from  post  to  po8t» 
and  wounded  in  one  of  the  actions  that  took  place.  The  French  at 
length  succeeded  in  passing  this  terrible  defile.  They  arrived  on  the 
I3th  at  Fribourg,  from  whence  they  drove  the  Austriuns ;  and  advanced 
beyond  this  city«  the  possession  of  which  secured  and  compleated 
their  retreat. 

Whilst  the  centre  of  the  republican  army  was  advancing  to  over* 
power  by  its  mass  the  small  corps  which  defended  the  valley  of  Hell^ 
the  two  wings  had  formed  a  junction,  that  they  might  be  in  condition 
to  check  the  Generals  Nauendorf  and  Petrarch.  They  pabsed  in  their 
turn  the  valley  of  Hell,  on  the  I4th,  I5th,  and  l6th ;  whilst  the  equi« 
page  and  ammunition  waggons,  which  Moreau  had  with  him,  defiled 
by  the  forest  towns  under  the  protection  of  the  right  wing. 

Mr.  de  la  Tour  had  followed  the  enemy  on  the  10th  to  Engen  and 
Stockach,  flattering  himself  that  he  should  l>e  enabled  to  cut  a  part  of 
them  off,  whilst  they  were  endeavouring  to  force  the  entrance  into  the 
black  forest ;  an  attempt  which  it  was  supposed  it  would  be  extremely 
difficult  to  execute.  But  these  narrow  passes  too  feebly  guarded^ 
having  been  penetrated  and  traversed  by  the  French,  with  little  loss  and 
great  expedition  :  Mr.  de  la  Tour  gave  up  a  pursuit  from  that  time 
useless,  which  had  now  taken  him  up  a  month,  and  which  had  been 
conducted  either  in  so  unfortunate  or  so  unskilful  a  manner.  He 
marched  to  the  rigl^t  towards  the  valley  of  Kinizig,  to  form  a  junction 
with  the  Archduke  Charles,  a  junction,  which  became  necessary  fron\ 
the  union  of  the  whole  French  army,  near  Fnbourg.    The  Generala' 
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Nauendorf  and  Petrarch  had  alto  marched,  on  the  14tb,  in  order  to  joia 
the  Prince,  the  one  to  Ettzach,  the  other  to  Kintzig.  On  the  15di,  tkt 
corps  of  the  Prince  of  Cond^,  and  General  Frolich,  were  the  odIj 
ones  which  continued  the  pursuit  of  the.  enemy  into  the  deBlet  of  the 
black  Forest. 

The  day  after  his  arrival  at  Fribourg,  Moreau  caused  Valdkirch  to  be 
occupied,  and  placed  his  advancad  posts  on  the  heights,  which  bo«ii4 
the  right  bank  of  the  title  river  Eltz.  A  detachment  of  his  army  droft 
the  light  troops  of  the  Archdnke  from  old  Brisach,  and  threw  a 
of  boats  over  the  Rhine,  between  tliat  town  and  new  Brisach. 


Chap.  VI f.  Moreau  endeawours  to  maintain  kimteff  m  Briigawg- 
March  qf  the  Archduke  agauut  Frihourg — Position  of  ike  opposed 
armies— Batties  of  the  17/A,  I8//1,  and  IQtt  ^f  October— Morema 
retreats  and  takes  the  formidable  position  of  Schliengeu^-^Ht  is  forced 
to  abandon  t/,  and  to  repass  the  Rhine  at  Huningemm 

MOREAU  having  luckily  escaped  all  the  dangers  whicb  attended 
bis  retreat,  having  without  any  considerable  loss  conducted  his  whole 
army  over  the  mountains  of  Suabia,  having  by  the  posseaaioo  of  the 
whole  valley  of  the  Rhine,  as  well  as  of  the  two  bridges  of  Hunfogen 
and  Brisach,  a  safe  and  peifect  commuuication  with  France,  might  bare 
thought  {as  it  should  seem)  that  he  had  done  enough  in  saving  his  army, 
and  have  been  inclined  to  retire  with  it  beyond  the  Rhine.  But  whether 
this  General  had  received  contrary  orders  from  the  directory,  or  thkt  he 
was  elated  by  his  successful  retreat,  instead  of  retiring  into  Alsace,  be 
proposed  to  maintain  himself  in  Brisgau,  and  to  attack  his  enemy  instead 
of  giving  way  to  them.  Accustomed  from  the  beginning  of  the  cam- 
paign to  successes  which  he  had  no  right  to  expect,  and  which  he  owed 
very  often  to  the  errors  of  the  Generals  who  were  opposed  to  him,  be 
trusted  that  fortune  would  continue  faithful  to  him,  and  hoped  to  crowii 
his  retreat  with  a  victory.  He  wished  to  defeat  the  Archduke,  and  to 
relieve  the  fort  of  Kehl  from  its  blockade.  With  this  intention  be 
ventured  on  the  18th  into  the  valley  of  Kintzig,  and  marched  to  meet 
prince  Charles. 

The  latter  had  advanced  from  the  upfier  Rhine  in  hopes,  (if  possible) 
of  getting  possession  of  Kehl,  before  Moreau  had  forced  his  way  through 
Suabia.  He  had  detached  General  Hotze  into  Alsace,  iperely  to  engage 
the  attention  of  the  troops  which  the  French  had  in  that  province,  and 
to  prevent  their  sending  any  considerable  force  to  succour  Kehl.  Tbif 
diverson  did  not  meet  with  the  desired  success.  In  vain  did  Cienenl 
Hotze  overrun  the  Palatinate  and  Alsace,  and  levy  contributions  even 
at  the  gates  of  Strasbourg.  The  French  shut  up  in  their  strong  places, 
and  knowing  that  that  General  could  undertake  npthing  against  them, 
took  care  not  to  weaken  Kehl,  to  enable  themselves  to  oppose  this 
momentary  inn^ion. 
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Th«  good  state  of  defeDce  in  which  this  fort  theti  was>  as  well  at 
Kloreau's  successful  retreat  aud  subsequent  movements,  obliged  th^ 
iLrchduke  to. renounce  for  the  present  his  intended  attack  upon  it,  which 
he  contented  himHclf  with  blockading  with  a  small  corps.  He  piarched 
towards  Fribourg,  and  arrived  on  the  l6th  at  Molherg,  where  he  took 
.the  command  of  Mr.  de  la  Tour*»  army,  which  had  been  joined  by  the 
corps  of  Nauendorf  and  Petrarch. 

Before  the  reader  is  presented  with  the  detail  of  the  battles  which 
took  pkce  between  the  17 th  and  the  27th  of  October,  and  which  de- 
cided the  issue  of  this  campaigu,  it  is  material  that  he  should  be  made 
acquainted  with  the  positions  respective! j  occupied  by  the  two  armies 
at  the  first  of  those  periods.  They  had  at  that  time  ceased  t^^  be  divided 
iil^  several  corps,  at  a  distance  from  and  independent  of  one  another. 
On  both  sides  they  occupied,  a  line,  almost  all  the  points  of  which  were 
conaected  with  each  other,  and  thus  enabled  to  receive  mutual  support. 

The  line  formed  by  the  Austrian  army  had  its  right  against  the  Rhine; 
extended  itself  along  the  front  of  the  river  £ltz ;  crossed  the  mountains ^ 
of  Simonswald,  and  terminated  on  the  left  at  the  entrance  of  the  vallies 
of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Meger*s,  where  the  Prince  of  Coud^  and  General 
Frolich  were  posted.  These  two  corps  had  not  an  immediate  com  muni- 
catioa  with  the  rest  of  the  army. 

The  right  of  the  French  occupied  the  mouth  of  the  vallies  just 
mentioned.  From  thence  their  line  passed  by  Simooswald,  Valdkirch, 
Emendingen,  in  front  of  the  £Itz,  and  of  Kintzingen,  near  the  Rhine, 
to  which  their  left  extended. 

It  was  in  this  position  that  the  Imperial  aud  Republican  armies  dis- 
puted the  possession  of  the  Brisgaw.  On  the  17th  and  particularly  on 
the  18th,  there  were  very  smart  actions  between  the  advanced  guards, 
which  were  favourable  to  the  Austrians.  On  the  latter  day,  the  Duke 
of  Enghien,  who  commanded  th^  Prince  of  Conde*s  advanced  guard, 
defeated  th«  right  of  the  French,  from  whom  he  took  the  formidable 
posts  of  Hohlgraben,  St.  Meger's  and  St.  Peter.  On  the  same  day 
General  Frolich  also  made  himself  master  of  some  important  points  ia 
the  valley  of  Hell. 

These  actions  were  only  the  preludes  to  a  general  engagement,  for 
which  the  Archduke  had  made  the  following  dispositions.  The  right  of 
his  army,  commanded  by  Mr.  de  la  Tour,  was  to  attack  the  small  town 
of  Kintzingen :  General  Wartensleben,  with  the  centre,  was  ordered  to 
carry  the  heights  behiud  the  village  of  Malmertingen  :  General  Petrarch, 
at  the  head  of  the  left  wing,  was  directed  to  advance  on  the  road  from 
Keimbach  to  Emendingen:  whilst  General  Meerfeld,  with  one  brigade, 
was  to  penetrate  the  woods  which  were  on  the  left,  and  Prince  Frederic 
of  Orange  was  to  endeavour,  with  another  brigade,  to  gain  the  com- 
manding parts  of  the  mountains,  in  order  to  turn  the  right  of  the  French. 
These  last  were  to  be  attacked  at  the  same  time  at  Waldkirch,  by 
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General  Nanendorf ;  bdcI  in  the  viillies  of  St.  Pcter*s  and  of  Hell,  by 
General  Frolich  and  the  Prince  of  Cond^. 

On  the  19th,  in  the  morning*  all  these  colomnB  pat  tbeanelTei  ia 
motion  towardu  the  points  of  their  destination  :  bat  the  badncta  of  the 
Toadsy  as  well  as  other  difllcuUies  occasioned  by  the  nmtare  of  die 
ground*  very  much  retarded  their  march.  They  coald  not  commence 
the  attack  till  raid-day.  General  La  Tour  experienced  the  greateit 
resistance  in  that  on  Kintzingen.  He  was  even  sereral  times  repfilied 
with  loss :  but  Prince  Charles  having  put  himself  at  the  bead  of  the 
grenadiers,  they  attacked  the  French  with  an  irresistible  fary»  and  drove 
them  from  the  village.  The  left  and  centre  having  also  taet  with  gieat 
opposition*  it  was  not  ivithout  considerable  difficnlty  that  CSeocrri 
Meerfeld  inade  himself  master  of  the  woods  above  Keimbach.  The 
enemy  profiting  from  the  advantage  of  their  position*  defended  tfaea- 
aelvesstep  by  step,  ahd  were  not  driven  from  it*  till  the  Prince  of  Orangey 
after  a  most  laborious  march  through  a  country  that  seemed  impenetra* 
ble  appeared  on  their  right.  This  manc^nvre  quickly  followed  by  a 
vigorous  attack*  decided  the  victory.  The  French  abandoned  Emeo- 
dingen*  and  crossed  the  Eltz  at  Deningen*  where  they  destroyed  the 
bridge. 

General  Nauendorf  was  not  less  successful.  At  the  moment  tbat  be 
put  himself  in  march  he  was  briskly  attacked  by  a  considerable  corps  of 
the  enemy*  commanded  by  General  Moreau  in  person.  Mr.  de  Naoe»- 
dorf  not  only  rendered  fruitless  all  his  eflPorts*  but  vigorously  repolsed 
bim*  drove  him  from  Valdkirch*  and  made  himself  master  of  the  bridge 
iat  this  town  over  the  Eltz.  By  a  ready  and  able  manoeuvre,  this  Ge» 
neral  turned  three  of  the  enemy's  battalions*  one  of  which  laid  down 
their  arms*  and  the  other  two  were  broken  and  dispersed  in  the  woods. 

The  Prince  of  Conde  also  and  General  Frdlich  gained  ground  on  the 
corps  which  were  opposed  to  them  in  the  vallies  of  Hell  and  of  St.  PMcr. 

It  appeared  from  the  account  that  Moreau  sent  of  this  action,  in  wbirli 
he  suffered  a  considerable  loss*  that  he  had  wished  to  avoid  an  engage- 
ment in  the  position  he  then  occupied.  He  had  sent  orders  to  tbe  ad- 
vanced guards  of  his  centre  and  his  left  to  fall  back  behind  the  Bits*  ia 
case  they  Were  attacked ;  but  General  Beaupuy  who  had  been  charged 
to  see  this  order  executed*  having  been  killed  in  the  beginning  of  dw 
action*  the  French  waited  for  the  enemy  before  the  Eltz*  and  engaged 
in  a  position  which  was  very  unfavourable  to  them. 

General  Moreau  took  a  new  one  behind  the  Eltz*  in  the  night  of  the 
19th.  His  right  rested  against  the  mountains*  and  his  left  on  some  no* 
rasse^  behind  the  village  of  Versletten.  This  last  disposition  had  for  Hi 
object*  to  guard  the  mouth  of  the  defile  of  Theningen. 

In  the  morning  of  the  20th,  the  Archduke  pushed  his  advanced  guard 
across  the  Eltz*  opposite  to  Emendingen,  and  gave  orders  to  Geneial  Li 
Tour  to  pass  this  river  at  Deningen*  whilst  General  Naaendorf  skooM 
advance  in  tlie  plain  towards  Fribourg.    Mr.  de  la  Tour  having  been 
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ooder  the  necessity  of  repairiog  the  bridge  at  Deningen,  under  the  fire 
of  the  enemy's  artillery,  lost  many  men  and  a  good  deal  of  time*  It 
was  alr^dy  night  before  he  was  in  condition  to  pass  the  river.  This 
delay  prevented  the  Archduke  from  making  a  general  attack  on  the 
enemy,  as  he  had  intended.  The  Prince  of  Furstenberg  however  dis« 
lodged  them  in  the  course  of  the  day  from  the  village  of  RiigeU  the  pos« 
session  of  which  opened  to  the  Austriians  the  road  to  Old  Brisach. 

The  advanced  guards  of  each  army  passed  the  night  of  the  20th  within 
balf  cannon-shot  of  each  other.  The  Archduke  prepared  to  execute  at 
break  of  day,  the  attack  which  be  had  been  prevented  from  making  the 
day  before.  But  Moreau  did  not  think  proper  to  wait  for  it,  and  re« 
treated  during  the  night,  afler  having  sent  a  considerable  detachment 
across  the  Rhine  at  New  Brisach,  and  destroyed  the  bridge  there. 

Such  was  the  result  of  Moreau's  efforts  to  maintain  himself  in  the 
Brisgau.  All  he  gained  by  them  was  a  delay  of  six  days,  during  which  he 
lost  2,000  men  taken  prisoners,  and  a  like  number  killed  and  wounded. 
The  loss  of  the  Austrians  was  not  the  fourth  of  it.  To  the  great  regret 
of  the  whole  army  General  Wartensleben  had  his  arm  broke  on  the  19th 
by  a  grape-shot. 

The  Archduke  entered  Fribonrg  on  the  21st,  where  he  was  joined  by 
the  corps  of  the  Prince  of  Cond6,  and  of  General  Frolich,  which  as- 
sisted him  in  driving  the  rear-guard  of  the  enemy  out  of  that  town.  The 
Austrians  followed  the  French  whom  they  supposed  to  be  in  full  retreat 
towards  Upper  Alsace  ;  but  whether  Moreau  wished  to  gain  time  that  he 
might  prevent  the  Imperialists  from  attempting  any  other  enterprise  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  campaign,  or  whether  he  wished  still  to  endeavour  to 
maintain  himself  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Rhine,  he  hulted  at  Schliengen 
(twelve  miles  from  Huningen)  in  a  very  strong  position. 

His  right  wing  was  placed  on  the  neighbouring  heights  of  the  villages 
of  Kandern  and  Sutzeiikirchen.  Beginning  at  these  two  points  his  line 
extended  along  that  chain  of  hills  which  terminates  the  valley  of  tbi; 
Rhine,  fifteen  miles  from  Basle,  and  passed  by  Ober  and  Nieder  Ecken- 
heim,  Liel,  Schliengen,  and  Steinstadt.  His  left  was  posted  above 
the  latter  villages,  beneath  which  ran  the  Rhine.  The  centre  occupie4 
the  high  grounds  of  the  villages  of  Liel  and  Schliengen.  The  whole 
front  of  the  line  was  protected  by  a  small  river  which  takes  its  course  in 
the  mountains  near  Kandern,  and  runs  by  Ober  and  Nieder  Eckenhiem, 
Liel,  Schlieugen  to  Steinstadt,  where  it  falls  into  the  Rhine.  The  French 
bad  besides  posted  a  large  body  of  infantry  in  front  of  their  centre  on  a 
very  lofty  point  between  the  villages  of  Schliengen  and  Feldberg.  I 
should  add  to  this  detail  of  the  position  taken  by  Moreau,  that  the  high 
grounds  on  the  left  bank  of  this  river,  completely  commanded  those  of 
the  right  bank.  This  circumstance  gave  the  French  a  great  advantage 
in  defending  the  approach  of  their  line.  It  was  in  this  formidable  f>oai- 
tion  that  Moreau  hoped  once  more  to  check  the  Austrians,  and  in  which 
the  latter  did  not  hesitate  to  attack  him. 
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The  enterprise  was  opposed  by  «o  many  almost  insonnountable  ob« 
sUdes,  that  it  required  the  talents  of  tfie  Arehduke,  and  the  enthusiasm 
with  which  his  TaToar  had  inspired  the  troops,  to  be  abfe  to  orereuaa 
them.  The  Prince  did  not  think  fit  to  endeavour  to  torn  romkl  the 
heights  occupied  by  the  right  wing  of  the  French.  The  aeaaon  and  the 
bad  condition  of  the  roads  rendered  this  measure  tedious,  and  doubtful  is 
its  event.  An  attack  by  open  fbroe,  in  spite  of  its  dangers,  was  moie 
suitable  to  circumstances,  and  above  alf,  to  the  enterprisiog  character  of 
the  Archduke.  He  resolred  whatever  it  migbt  cost,  to  dislodge  the 
enemy  from  the  heights  of  Kandem,  Fnerbach,  Sotzenktfcben,  Ober 
and  Nieder  Eckenheim.  The  attack  was  disposed  in  the  fUlowiag 
manner : — ^The  army  was  dirided  into  four  principal  columos.  That  onr 
the  right  was  formed  by  the  corps  of  the  Prince  of  Cond^,  its  tuiI  gnaid 
being  under  the  orders  of  the  Duke  d*Enghien.  The  second  commandiBd 
by  the  Prince  of  Furstenberg,  consisted  of  nine  battaKons  and  twcotf- 
six  squadrons ;  the  third,  of  eleven  battalions  and  two  regiments  of 
carair}-,  was  conducted  by  General  Latotir ;  and  the  Ibitrdi  cokiim^ 
composed  of  the  whole  van  guard  of  the  army,  was  headed  by  Geneisf 
Nauendorf. 

The  two  first  columns  were  ordered  not  to  attempt  m  serious  attack, 
the  ground  being  too  much  against  them^  but  merely  to  keep  in  check 
the  left  wing  of  the  enemy,  so  as  to  prevent  them  from  sending' reia- 
forcements  to  their  right.  The  real  attack  was  to  be  made  by  the  two 
columns  on  the  lefl,  which  were  to  advance  against  the  right  of  the 
enemy,  and  endeavour  to  turn  it. 

The  corps  of  the  Prince  of  Conde  haring  been  drawn  together  at 
Neuburg,  pushed  forward  to  Steinstadt,  and  although  it  had  reccifcd  no 
orders  to  drive  the  French  from  that  viHage,  the  troops  were  so  animatiBil 
with  a  desire  of  signalizing  themselves,  that  they  made  an  mttack  with 
fixed  bayonets,  took  possession  of  the  place,  and  maintained  themsrfwei 
iu  it  the  whole  day,  though  constantly  under  the  fire  of  the  enemy. 

7*he  Prince  of  Furstenberg  formed  his  cohinm  at  Mulheim,  aad 
posted  himself  on  the  heights  opposite  Schliengen,  which  he  defended 
with  success. 

The  corps  of  General  Latonr  was  divided  intotwb  columns.  That  on  die 
right  attacked  the  French  in  the  vineyards  which  d^  occupied  bctweea 
Feldberg  and  Schliengen,  whilst  the  lefl  dislodged  them  from  EckeiH 
helm  and  pushed  forward  the  attack  to  the  mountains  beyond  the  hollow 
way.  The  enemy  defended  themselves  with  great  ol)stiniiey,^ut  weir 
driven  at  length  from  the  vineyards,  and  from  a  part  of  the  woods  whidi 
lie  between  Nieder  Eckenheim,  and  Fuerbach. 

General  Nanendorf  left  the  environs  of  Feldberg,  and  reached  di^ 
points  he  was  to  force,  after  a  long  and  difficult  march.  He  divided  his 
corps  into  several  small  columns,  which  made  tteparate  atlneks  on  the 
villages  of  Sutzenkirchen,  Fuerbach,  and  Kandem.  After  a  severe 
conflict  the  French  yielded  in  all  these  points,  and  Mn  de  Nanendorf 
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fooad  t|pe  cooiaionicttioii  opened  between  himself  ftnd  Mr.  de  la  To«r, 
tliroiigh  ike  means  of  mn  intermediate  corps  commanded  by  Geoeml 
MetnMd.  A  violent  storm,,  and  afterwards  ni^ht  coming  on  pot  an 
and  to  the  action^  and  to  the  efforts  of  the  Austrians. 

As  the  posts  which  they  had  taken  possession  of  commanded  the  flanks 
of  these  still  occupied  by  the  French^  the  Archduke  prepared  to  attack 
them  the  day  aft«r»  on  the  heights  of  Tannenkircben,  where  the  right 
wiug  of  the  enemy  had  retired  and  had  taken  a  position  em  potenc^f  no  less 
fbmudable  than  that  from  which  they  had  just  been  driven. 

Oeueisal  Moreau  foreseeing  that  if  he  was  compelled  to  abandon  this  labt 
post,  the  Ausirians  might  place  themselves  between  him  and  the  bridge 
of  MnniBgea,  or  drive  him  back  upon  the  Rhine,  determined  to  re-com- 
nenee  his  retreat,  and  to  continue  it  till  he  reached  the  other  bank  of 
the  rhrar*  He  began  liis  march  dunng  the  night,  and  encamped  on  the 
^SA  at  Atlingca*  •  The  day  after,  his  army  passed  the  Rhine  at  Huoin-* 
gen,  almost  in  the  presence  of  the  Anstrians,  who  did  not  endeavour  to 
disturb  these  last  moments  of  its  retreaL  The'French  Army  was  pro^ 
tactad  by  a  strong  rear  guard  under  the  orders  of  Generals  Abbattuci 
and  la  Boissiere. 

It  was  thus  that  Gieneral  Moreau,  after  having  remained  four  months 
in  Oermany,  after  having  conquered  Suabia  and  Bavaria,  aiul  threatened 
Austria,  was  obliged  to  pass  the  Rhine  in  order  to  protect  the  frontiers 
of  France.  No  one  can  deny  that  he  made  a  most  able  retreat.  His  suc- 
cesses from  the  e4th  of  June  (the  period  at  which  he  passed  the  Rhine  at 
Kehl)  till  his  entrance  into  Bavaria,  resulting  almost  necessarily  from  the 
great  superiority  of  his  forces,  were  not  decisive  of  his  military  talents. 
But  bb  retreat  has  left  no  room  to  doubt  of  his  abilities,  and  ranks  his^ 
amongst  distinguished  Generals.  Indeed  every  one  must  acknowledge 
that  be  eooducted.  his  army  with  infinite  skill  in  the  midst  of  the  Aus- 
trian corps  which  surrounded  him,  and  that  he  chose  well  his  opportuni« 
ties  to  attack  and  deleat  them  one  after  another.  The  movement  which 
1m  made  against  Mr.  de  la  Tour  was  well  combined,  and  it  was  to  the 
complete  success  of  this  manoeuvre  that  he  owed  that  td  his  retreat, 
which  was  judicious  and  methodicaU  He  saved  his  sick,  bis  wounded* 
his  artillery  and  his  baggage. 

However  able  the  conduct  of  General  Moreau  may  have  been,  profes- 
iioiially  speaking,  it  presents  however  many  errors,  which  .have  beeq; 
partly  painted  out  in  the  course  of  this  work.  Even  his  retreat  is  not 
altogether  free  from  blame.  By  remaining  stationary  during  eight  days 
m  a  bad  position,  full  of  defiles  occupied  by  the  enemy,  he  ran  the  risk 
^f  bang  either  completely  ranted,  or  finding  himself  in  want  of  military 
floras.  If  it  did  not  so  tarn  out,  Moreau  had  no  merit  in  it :  it  must 
be  attributed  to  the  faults  committed  by  the  Austrian  Generals,  and 
partieolarly  by  Mr.  de  la  Tour.  The  French  army  owed  its  safety  ta 
the  two  ftJlowing 
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Finit.  To  the  great  distance  there  was  between  the  corpit  of  Frofich, 
Cond6,  Latour,  NaueDdorf,  and  Petrarch,  which  prevented  them  from 
having  a  quick  and  easy  conamunication,  and  deprived  the  differeot  Ge- 
neraU  of  the  power  of  combining  their  motions  or  attacks  with  precision 
and  security.  By  forming  an  immense  circle  round  Moreao,  they  ena- 
bled him  to  bear  with  his  whole  force  against  any  point  of  thecircvmfe- 
rence,  which  he  found  it  necessary  to  break  through  :  which  that  Gene* 
ral  did  not  fail  to  do,  as  often  as  circumstances  required  it. 

Secondly.  To  the  diversion  made  by  General  Hotze  in  Alsace*  which 
proved  of  the  utmost  utility  to  Moreau.  This  incursion  had  two  objects: 
first  to  induce  the  French  to  draw  off  a  part  of  the  troopa  stationed  in 
Strasbourg  and  Kehl ;  and  secondly  to  hinder  them  from  making  any 
attempt  on  the  lower  Rhine,  by  compelling  them  to  detach  a  part  of  tl^ 
army  of  the  Sambre  and  Meui»e  for  the  protection  of  Alsace,,  and  the 
Dutchy  of  Deux  Fonts.  The  first  of  these  two  objects  was  not  attiiDcd« 
and  the  second  was  but  imperfectly  executed.  If  instead  of  sending 
General  Hptze  with  9,000  men  into  Alsace,  he  had  been  ordered  to  jdn 
Mr.  de  Petrarch  without  delay,  it  would  have  enabled  that  General  ta 
act  more  effectually  against  the  French,  instead  of  being  obliged  to  con- 
fine himself  to  slight  attacks,  on  account  of  the  small  number  of  bis 
troops.  Having  every  advantage  which  the  nature  of  the  country  conld 
afford,  and  being  moreover  seconded  by  the  inhabitants,  Mr.  de  Petrarch 
might  have  checked  Moreau  in  the  defiles  of  Suabia,  or  even  have  pre- 
vented him  from  penetrating  into  that  province.  These  9,000  men, 
posted  in  the  valley  of  Hell,  would  have  rendered  it  inattackable.  What 
would  have  become  of  Moreau,  had  he  not  been  able  to  force  this  pas« 
sage,  and  arrive  at  Fribourg  ?  All  entrance  into  Switzerland  was  shut 
against  him.  Had  he  attempted  to  violate  the  neutrality  of  its  territory, 
f  5,000  men  assembled  by  the  different  cantons  in  that  of  SchaflJausen 
might  have  opposed  his  entrance  into  their  country,  and  have  placed 
him  between  themselves  and  the  Austrians.  In  this  case,  his  only  re- 
source would  have  been  to  pass  through  the  forest  towns  ;  defiling 
through  which,  an  array  impeded  by  equipage,  stores,  and  artillery, 
might  have  been  destroyed,  or  at  least  have  lost  its  rearguard.  The  end 
of  this  campaign  might  have  been  very  difierent. 

After  Moreau's  return  into  Alsace,  the  respective  armies  were  again 
separated  by  the  Rhine  almost  the  whole  length  of  its  course^  from  BtmXe 
to  Cologne.  Henceforward  this  campaign,  which  ought  seemingly  to 
have  been  put  an  end  to  by  the  season,  no  longer  excited  that  lively  de- 
gree of  interest,  which  two  numerous  armies,  opposed  to  each  other  in  a 
vast  and  open  country,  naturally  inspire.  Great  battles,  and  those  deci- 
sive movements,  which  produce  the  acquisition,  or  the  loss  of  a  grest 
tract  of  country,  were  no  longer  to  be  'ex|)ected.  Military  curiosity 
had  no  other  object,  than  the  sieges  carried  on  against  the  heads  of  the 
bridges  at  Kehl  and  Huuingen,  as  well  as  some  unimportant  events  which 
tooH  place  on  the  lower  Jlhine,  and  which  I  am  about  to  relate.    , 
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Chap.  VIII.  Disposition  of  the  armies  of  the  Archduke  and  Moreau^ 
after  the  latter  had  re-entered  France — Operations  of  General  fVemeck 
on  the  lower  Rhine — Beurnonvilie  succeeds  Jourdan  in  the  command 
of  his  army  of  the  Sambre  and  Meuse — Condition  of  that  army—' 
Operations  of  Generals  Ilotze  and  Neu,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine 
— Passage  of  that  river  by  the  Austrians  on  the  21*/ — Affair  on  the 
Sieg  the  same  day — Battle  of  Kreutznach — General  Hotze  retires

'  PRINCE  Charlies^  after  having  driven  the  army  of  the  Rhine  and 
Moselle  into  AUace,  thought  of  nothing  but  to  wrest  from  them  tlie 
two  placed  still  in  the  hands  of  the  French  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Rhine,  viz.  the  heads  of  the  bridges  of  Kehl  and  Huningen.  lie 
ordered  them  to  be  invested  at  the  end  of  October,  and  made  everj 
necessary  preparation  fur  tiiese  enterprizes.  He  entrusted  the  direction 
of  the  attack  to  be  made  on  the  head  ot  the  bridge  of  Eiuningen,  as 
well  as  the  command  of  the  left  wing  of  his  army  to  the  Prince  of 
Wurtemberg,  and  marched  himself  with  the  rest  of  his  forces  to  Offem- 
bourg.  He  fixed  his  head  quarters  in  this  town  that  he  might  personally 
be  able  to  direct  the  operations  of  the  siege  of  Kehl.  The  Priniie 
ordered  the  right  wing  of  his  army  under  General  Staray  towards 
Rastadt  and  Manheim,  in  order  to  unite  it  to  the  troops  which  occupied 
the  latter  place,  and  to  secure  a  powerful  support  to  its  intrenched  camp 
in  case  of  an  attack. 

On  the  other  side.  General  Moreau  disposed  his  army  nearly  in  a  mau« 
ner  similar.  He  left  his  right  wing  under  the  orders  of  General  Ferino. 
in  the  environs  of  Huningen,  to  defend  the  head  of  the  bridge,  marched 
the  centre  of  his  army  towards  Strasbourg,  and  established  his  head 
quarters  near  that  town,  in  the  village  of  illkirch.  He  gave  the  com- 
mand of  his  left  to  General  Desaix,  who  marched  towards  Landau,  ia 
order  to  oppose  General  Hotze,  and  comf)el  him  to  retire  into  the  fort 
of  the  Rhine,  before  the  Town  of  Manheim. 

Having  now  informed  the  reader  of  the  positions  taken  by  the  armies 
of  Prince  Charles  and  General  Moreau  for  the  remuiudtT  of  the  cam«. 
paign,  as  well  as  for  their  winter  quarters,  I   shall  recal  his  attention  foe 
the  last  time  to  the  lower  Rhine. 

It  may  be  remembered  that  the  Archduke  having  forced  Jonrdan^a 
army  to  cross  the  Rhine  and  the  Sieg,  left  General  Werneck  on  tiie 
S2d  of  September  with  about  40,000  men,  to  keep  the  French  in  check 
on  the  lower  Rhine.  This  General,  well  worthy  by  his  military  talents 
of  the  cofidence  reposed  in  him  by  the  Archduke,  placed  his  advance^ 
posts  on  the  Sieg,  and  his  head  quarters  at  Uckerath.  Mis  operations 
could  only  be  defensive,  and  his  sole  aim  was  to  prevent  the  French  froia 
taking  the  field  again.     To  attain  this  he  had  two  objects  to  fulfil,  6rst 
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to  confine  the  enemy  between  Dusseldorf  and  the  Sieg,  and  aecftndlf 
to  block  up  the  head  of  the  bridge  at  Neuwied  as  closely  aa  possible. 

The  campaigns  of  1 795  and  1 796  having  famished  ndanj  examples 
of  the  facility  with  which  an  army  superior  in  number  could  force  the 
passage  of  the  Sieg  and  the  Lahn»  General  Werneck  endean>ored  to 
tind  in  the  nature  of  the  country,  and  the  works  of  art,  the  meaot  af ' 
obviating  the  defects  of  several  points  of  his  position.  lo  order  to  im- 
prove and  concentre  the  defence  of  the  Lahn,  he  contrived  to  unite  by 
combined  intrenchments  the  towns  of  Montebauer  and  Limboui^  to 
the  fortress  of  £hrebreit8tein.  Foreseeing  besides  a  possibility  that  the 
enemy  might  force  these  intrenchments  and  the  passage  •of  the  Laha, 
Mr.  de  Werneck  caused  the  Town  of  Friedberg  to  be  forUfied»  that  he 
might  add  a  second  line  of  defence  to  that  of  Frankfort* 

The  reader  may  remember,  that  at  the  end  of  his  retreat  Joardaa  was 
deprived  of  the  command  of  the  army,  the  remains  of  which  he  was 
bringing  back.  The  complaints  made  by  this  Geneml  against  the  plam 
of  the  campaign  which  he  had  been  obliged  to  follow,  against  the  want 
ef  means  in  which  he  had  been  left,  and  against  the  bad  oouduct  of  the 
civil  commissaries  attached  to  his  army ;  all  these,  but  still  moie,  the 
misfortnnes  which  he  had  experienced,  dissatisfied  the  directovj,  of 
whom  Jourdan  had  been  till  then  the  favourite.  Instead  of  an  increase 
of  authority  which  he  demanded  as  necessary  to  restore  order  to  his 
army,  he  was  stripped  of  his  command,  which  was  bestowed  oo  General 
Beurnonville,  already  known  by  his  campaign  of  Treves  in  179^^  «id 
by  his  imprisonment  in  Moravia*  Scarcely  had  the  latter  returned  iota 
France,  than  he  was  sent,  in  compensation  for  his  long  captivity^  to  take 
the  command  of  the  army  of  the  North  in  Holland.  He  brought  a  part 
of  it  to  the  assistance  of  Jourdan  in  the  end  of  September,  and  too- 
oeeded  a  few  days  after  to  the  command  of  the  army  of  the  Sambre 
and  Meuse. 

This  change  of  commanders  did  not  accderate  the  restoration  of  good 
Older  throughout  the  army.  On  the  contrary  it  appeared  that  Jourdan 
in  spite  of  his  misfortunes  still  retained  many  partisans  in  it  in  all  itt 
different  classes.  Several  Grenerals  and  Subaltern  officers  wished  to 
•hare  his  disgrace,  and  desertion  which  was  already  very  considerable 
became  more  prevalent  than  before,  fh^ne  circumstances  did  aol 
second  the  wishes  of  the  directory,  and  the  effoits  of  Bfumonville*  to 
restore  to  the  army  that  consiKtence  which  it  had  lost*  The  bosiness 
indeed  was  less  to  reform  than  to  new  model  it  altogether.  The  ele* 
ments  of  it  were  either  dissolved  or  relaxed ;  it  no  longer  retained 
either  union  or  spirit.  The  Generals  were  discontented^  the  Ofiotn 
disheartened,  and  the  soldiers  were  without  confidence  and  subordina- 
tion. This  army  was  in  want  of  horses,  artillery,  clothes,  anns,  and 
previsions.  It  was  deficient  in  those  various  military  means,  without 
which,  an  army,  whatever  be  the  number  of  its  soldiers^  cannot  under* 
lake  an  active  war,  without  dcperienciog  embernumnents.    This  hew* 
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ever  w»  what  the  French  Government  expected  from  it,  wishing  th€ 
ttrmy  to  recommence  offensive  operations  as  soon  as  pbsisible,  that  whilst 
there  was  yet  time,  a  powerful  diversion  might  be  made  iu  favour  of  Mo* 
reati.  Notwithstanding  the  oKiern  of  the  Directory,  and  his  own  exer« 
tiont.  General  Beornonville  could  not  put  the  army  of  the  Sambre  and 
*  Mease  in  a  condition  to  act  effectually.  In  vain  did  he  cashier  officersy 
break  commissaries,  dismiss  contractors,  and  shoot  some  soldiers ;  his 
army  was  not  rendered  by  this  more  fit  to  be  employed,  and  these  in-^ 
lernal  arrangements  consumed  the  tiooe,  during  which  it  was  still  pos« 
tible  to  undertake  some  enterprize* 

To  the  above-mentioned  causes,  which  prevented  Beurnonville  from 
fteommencittg  offensive  operations,  was  added  the  necessity  of  defend- 
ing his  own  position.  General  Hotze,  as  1  have  before  related,  passed 
the  Rhine  at  Manheim,  ou  the  2d  of  October,  with  about  9»00O  men^ 
ttid  sent  a  part  of  his  forces  into  Alsace,  to  attract  the  attention  of 
the  enemy,  to  destroy  their  lines,  and  to  levy  contributions*  Another 
divisioii  of  the  same  corps  marched  to  the  right,  and  pushed  parties 
Mito  the  Palatinate,  and  the  Nahegau,  as  far  as  Kaiserslautem  and 
BaoQ^holder. 

This  unexpected  irmption  alarmed  the  French  corps  whicli  were  in 
front  of  the  Nahe,  and  in  Hnndsrnck  ;  and  they  marched  towards  the 
Dutchy  of  Denx  Fonts  to  protect  it  from  the  incursions  of  the  enemy^ 
General  Neu,  governor  of  Mayence,  taking  advantage  of  the  weakness 
ef  the  French  corps  which  blocked  up  that  place,  drove  it  back,  aftef 
several  brisk  engagements,  behind  the  Nahe ;  and  took  possession  of  the 
town  of  Bingen,  as  wel>  as  of  some  important  points  on  that  river. 

As  the  motions  of  General  Neu,  combined  with  those  of  General 
Hotze,  rendered  it  possible  for  them  to  attempt  something  more  impor« 
tant ;  Bevnmoaville  hastened  to  march  a  large  part  of  his  army  toward^ 
the  HuiidarBck.  He  thus  weakened  himself  greatly  on  the  right  bank 
of  the  Rhine,  deprived  hknself  of  the  power  of  undertaking  any  thing 
m  that  qoarter,  and  gave  Genera)  Wemeck  an  opportunity  of  faking 
aorae  atempt. 

Thie  General  wishkig  to  profit  by  the  removal  of  a  part  of  Senmon^ 
tiTle't  army,  as  well  as  to  favovr  bf  a  diversion  the  operatrona  of  Generali 
Hotze  and  Nev,  assembled  some  boats,  and  caused  several  small  de^ 
taehmenta  to  crosa  the  Rhine  on  the  Slst  of  October,  both  above*  and 
below  CoUentz.  His  aim  was  to  spread  alarm  along  the  left  bank  of 
the  Rhine,  by  making  debarkations  on  several  points,  and  more  eip6« 
cially  to  break  the  bridge  of  boats  at  Nenwied,  in  order  to  cot  off  the 
trsopa  which  defended  the  head  of  that  bridge^.  General  Kray,  to  whoffl 
thia  expedition  was  entrasted,  succeeded  in  the  latter  object,  and  effected 
tiie  destmctfon  of  the  bridge,  which  waa  already  much  damaged  by  th# 
•well  of  the  Rhine,  and  by  tVeea  and  all  sorts  of  lumber  brought  down 
With-  ft.  TIkst  dffferant  detachments  had  several  smart  actions,  but  at 
Ant  amabcra  were  too-  snail:  ta  enstble  thenr  tar  makt  any  advance-  rntd 
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the  country,  they  repassed  the  Rhioe  with  the  loss  of  about  300 
men,  after  having  beeo  oa  the  point  of  getting  possession  of  the  towik 
of  Coblentz. 

.  Beurnonville,  anxious  to  signalize  himself  by  the  oews  of  some  briU 
liant  exploit,  sent  an  account  of  this  afiair,  full  of  bombast  and  false- 
hood. After  havinfi^  exalted  the  talents  of  his  Generals,  and  especnal^ 
his  own,  he  described  the  tremendous  attack  made  by  the  Aostriaiis; 
the  irresistibU  courage  of  his  soldiers  both  an  land  and  am  the  water:  the 
inconceivable  Jire  kept  up  by  his  artillery  ;  and  concluded  by  atatiiigr 
that  all  the  Austrians  had  been  killed^  drowned  or  taken  prisoners*  The 
number  of  the  latter  amounting  by  his  account  to  1,000. 

On  the  same  day,  the  21st,  a  very  severe  engagemeot  took  place  oa 
the  Sieg  between  the  advanced  guards  opposite  to.  each  other,  io  which 
the  French  were  worsted,  and  suffered  much. 

The  two  divisions  of  the  army  of  the  Sambre  and  Meose  sent  into 
the  Hundsruck  and  upon  the  Nahe,  restored  superiority  to  the  French 
in  that  part  of  the  seat  of  war.  On  the  26th,  they  attacked  the  An* 
ttrians  posted  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Nahe,  with  their  right  at  Bingeu, 
and  their  left  near  Kreutznach.  Notwithstanding  the  inequality  of 
strength,  the  Imperialists  defended  themselves  with  success,  and  stood 
their  ground.  The  French  renewed  the  attack  on  the  S7th,  and  the 
resistance  made  by  the  Austrians  was  no  less  vigorous  than  that  of  the 
preceding  day ;  but  their  left,  over  which  the  enemy  had  the  advantage 
of  ground,  having  been  turned,  they  were  compelled  to  retire  upon  the 
Selz,  aAer  having  lost  about  fiOO  men.  The  loss  of  the  Republicans 
was  not  inferior.  They  left  besides,  200  prisoners  in  the  hands  of 
the  Austrians. 

The  Executive  Directory  construed  this  advantage  into  a  great  vic- 
tory, in  order  to  compensate  for  the  news  of  Moreau*s  defeat,  and  of  bis 
retreat  beyond  the  Rhine,  which  happened  at  the  same  period.  This 
success  was  however  of  very  little  importance,  either  with  respect  to  the 
issue  of  the  battle,  or  to  the  extent  of  country  which  it  put  the  French 
in  possession  of.  The  situation  of  the  Hundsruck,  and  of  that  part  of 
the  Palatinate,  which  lies  between  the  Moselle  and  the  Rhine  is  such  as 
to  mak,e  it  difficult  to  defend  it  against  a  supenor  force.  These  two 
countries  belong  almost  necessarily  to  the  most  numerous ;  and  espe- 
cially, as  I  have  before  observed,  to  the  possessors  of  the  places  on  the 
Sarre  and  Moselle,  and  in  Alsace.  Of  this  the  present  war  had  added 
its  testimony  to  that  of  all  the  preceding  ones. 

These  countries,  as  well  as  the  Dutchy  of  Deux  Fonts,  are  indebted 
to  their  situation,  for  the  misfortune  of  having  been  occupied  and  laid 
waste,  one  after  the  other,  by  the  contending  armies.  They  have  ex* 
perienced  more  cruelly  than  any  other  country  the  dreadful  scourge  of 
w^r.     They  are  ruined  for  a  great  number  of  years. 

Three  days  after  the  advantage' gained  by  the  French,  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Kreutzuachj  they  retired  again  upon  the  Mahe  ;  their  aim 
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ID  dislodging  the  Aus^triaDS  from  the  banlu  of  that  river,,  having  beea 
merely  to  cover  the  march  of  a  divisiou  of  the  army  of  the  Sambre  and 
Mettse,  which  was  directiog  itself  towards  Kaiserslautern,  in  order  to 
drive  from  thence  the  light  troops  of  General  Hotze.      After  his  retreat 
across  the  Rhine»  Moreaii  likewise  ordered  a  division  to  march  towards 
Landaa  and  the  Palatinate.     At  the  approach  of  these  two  divisions^ 
General  Hotze,  too  weak'  to  oppose  them^  and  having  besides  no  great 
interest  in  doing  so,  retired  into  the  intrenched  camp  before  Manheim» 
'The  French  followed  and  attacked  him  without  success,  on  the  7th  of 
November.     In  spite  of  all  their  exertions,  he  n^maiped  master  of  the 
post  he  had  taken  possession  of,  the  right  of  which  was  covered  by  Franks 
kenthal^  and  the  left  by  a  tittle  river  called  the  Khebach.  , I' have  givei^ 
in  the  beginning  of  this  work-,  a  description  of  this  intrenched  camp» 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Fort  of  the  Rhine.      After  this  action,  the 
position  of  the  Austrian  and  French  armies  fipm  Manheiip  to  Dussel** 
dorf,  presenting  nothing  to  either,  which  was  at  once  necessary  and  easy 
to  acquire,  both  sides  remained  in  a  state  of  inaction,  which  the  rigour 
of  the  season  and  want  of  repose  almost  forced  upon  them.  Although 
General  Benmonville  had  drawn  together,  in  the  first  days  of  November, 
two  large  bodiles  of  troops  near  Andernach  and  Cologne,  and  had  made 
apparently  great  preparations  for  an  impending  attack,  yet  he  con* 
tented  himself  with  mere  appearances.    General' Wenieck,  on  his  side, 
was  just  as  inactive,  and  made  no  serious  attempt  upon  the  liend  of  thf 
bridge  at  Neuwied.     Nothing  happened  but  a  few  8kirmi^l)es  and  can- 
aouades,  which  had  no  other  effect  but  to  cost  the  lives  of  some  men 
d»n  both  sides. 

This  reciprocal  inaction,  it  was  believed,  was  occasioned,  or  at  least 
wonld  soon  be  followed,  by  a  suspension  of  hostilities  upon  the  lower 
Rhine.  This  beli^  was  confirmed  by  the  Austrian  and  French  Generals 
having  at  Neuwied  several  conferences ;  the  first  effect  of  which  was^s 
agreement  that  neither  party  should  occupy  that  place,  and  that  it  shouM 
be  considered  as  neutral.  These  conferences  being  renewed  In  the 
months  of  November  and  December,  terminated  in  a  more  important 
'  agreement.  The  Austrian  General  Kray,  and  the  Republican  General 
Kleber,  concluded,  on  the  6th  of  December,  a  suspension  of  hostilities 
between  the  two  armies  on  the  Lower  Rhine.  The  conditions  were,  that 
the  Austrians  should  retire  behind  the  Sieg,  »nd  the  French  behind  the 
Wfipper  ;  that  the  latter  should  evacuate  the  head  of  the  bridge  at  Neu* 
-wied,  carrying  their  cannon,  and  leave  only  a  piquet  guard  of  25  men ; 
that  the  Austrians  were  to  have  a  similar  guard  in  the  town,  and  that  i^o 
post  should  be  occupied  by  a  greater  number  of  men ;  that  upon  thf 
left  bank  of  the  Rhine,  the  liver  Nahe  should  be  the  line  of  separation 
between  the  two  armies ;  that  upon  giving  ten  days  previous  warning, 
Aey  should  mutually  be  at  liberty  to  rejcommence  hostilities,  and  to 
teoccnpy  the  posts  which  they  had  hcJd  before  the  suspension. 

H 
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On  the  10th,  th^  French  withdrew  their  troops  and  their  artillery  froin 
the  head  of  the  bridge  at  Neuwied,  and  on  both  sides  the  armies  went 
into  winter-quarters.  It  therefore  occasioned  much  surprise,  when  a 
proclamation  of  the  Austrian  commander  at  Frankfort  dec'lared  that  he 
was  ordered  to  contradict  the  report  of  a  suspension  of  hostilities  oo  the 
lower  Rhine ;  that,  such  a  measure  was  directly  contrary  to  the  Empe- 
ror's sentiments  and  intentions ;  and  that  the  latter  movements  of  the 
troops  on  the  lower  Rhine  had  been  owing  to  nothing  but  the  nature  of 
the  %var  in  that  country  at  that  season  of  the  year.  It  ^as  difBcnlt  to 
reconcile  this  disavowal  of  the  armistice  with  its  real  execution.  The 
contradiction  can  only  be  explained  by  supposing  that  the  Geeerals 
Kray  and  Kleber  had  tacitly  concluded  a  convention  subject  to  the  con- 
dition of  its  being  ratified  at  Vienna  and  at  Paris :  and  that  it  was  to  be 
carried  into  effect  provisionally.  This  supposition  becomes  the  moat 
probable  from  the  circumstances,  that  tlus  suspension  was  not  officially 
published  by  the  two  Generals  who  concluded  it.  By  some  it  waa  sop« 
posed  that  it  had  displeased  the  Archduke,  but  it  is  not  to  be  believed 
that  General  Kniy  would  have  ventured  upon  such  a  measure,  without 
being  previously  authorised  to  it  by  that  Prince.  Others  imagined,  and 
with  more  appearance  of  reason,  that  the  Archduke  caused  the  report  of 
a  suspenion  of  arms  to  be  denied,  and  prevented  its  being  officially  pub- 
lished, in  order  that  his  troops,  which  at  that  time  were  besieging  KeU 
with  no  less  constancy  than  hardship,  might  not  envy  the  repose  enjoyed 
Iqiy  the  army  on  the  lower  Rhine. 

General  Beurnonville  who  was  sent  back  to  th«  army  of  the  north 
about  the  end  of  December,  it  was  said,  at  that  time  was  deprivedof 
the  command  of  the  army  of  Sambre  and  Meuse,  as  a  punishment  for 
having  allowed  it  to  remsfin  in  a  state  of  repose,  and  for  having  consented 
to  the  suspension  of  arms.  It  was  very  singular  to  see  diia  suspensioii 
dii^avowed  by  the  higher  powen  on  both  sides,  and  ~yet  carried  strictly 
into  execution.  The  fact  is,  that  it  resulted  leas  from  the  wish  of  the 
parties  than  from  the  rigour  of  the  season,  and  the  nature  tf  the  country 
which  the  respective  armies  occupied.  All  the  country  upon  the  right 
"bank  of  the  Rhine  from  Mayence  to  Dusseldorf  is  exceedingly  moun- 
tainous, much  covered  with  forests,  and  intersected  by  a  great  number 
of  little  rivers,  or  rather  torrents  which  pverflow  the  vallies  during  winter. 
There  are  very  few  roads,  and  those  are  almost  tmpassable  during  the 
bad  season.  When  it  arrives,  an  array  has  hardly  the  possibility  of 
acting  in  such  a  country,  and  therefore  it  was  very  natural  for  the  Ge- 
nerals on  both  sides  to  wish  to  save  their  soldiers  from  unnecessary  Hi- 
tigaes,  and  to  agree  upon  a  state  of  inaction,  to  which  they  were  in  truth 
compelled  by  irresistable  circumstances. 

Whether  the  suspension  was  really  agreed  to  or  not,  its  conditiona  wait 
nevertheless  exactly  observed.  They  gave  equally  repose  to  both  parties 
but  were  more  advantageous  to  the  French,  since  they  secured  to  theia 
the  preservation  of  the  head  of  the  bridge  at  Neuwied,  ia  the  possetnon 
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ofwhich  thej  were  to  be  re-established  on  the  recontmeiicemtnt  of  hos- 
tilities. Thus  ended  the  campaign  upon  the  lower  Rhine.  I  now  pro- 
ceed to  give  an  account  of  the  sieges  of  Kehl  and  of  the  head  of  the 
bridge  at  Uuningen* 


Chap.  IX.  Description  of  the  fort  and  intrenched  camp  of  Kehl — 
Siege  of  that  place — Its  surrender  bf/  capitulation — Siege  of  the  head 
of  the  bridge  at  Huningen-^Beduction  of  that  place,  and  end  of  the 
€ampaign» 

AS  the  si^ge  of  Kehl  attracted  the  attention  of  Europe  for  above  two 
months,  and  was  remarkable  for  its  length,  and  for  the  expence  of  blood 
and  treasure  on  both  sides,  before  I  give  a  detail  of  its  progress,  I  shall 
sny  a  few  words  on  its  local  and  military  sitaation* 

This  celebrated  fort,  so  often  taken  and  retaken  in  the  different  wart 
between  France  and  the  Empire  or  the  House  of  Austria,  is  situated 
upon  the  right  bank  of  the  Rhine,  ofiposite  to  the  town  or  rather  to  the 
Citadel  of  Strasbourg.  Before  the  war,  it  communicated  with  it  by  a 
bridge  built  upon  piles,  and  divided  into  two  parts  by  an  island.  This 
bridge  formed  the  principal  communication  between  France  and  Ger« 
many;  it  was  broken  dowu  on  both  sides  at  the  commencement  of 
the  war. 

At  this  period  tife  fortifications  of  Kehl,  once  the  bulwark  of  Germany, 
were  almost  entirely  destroyed.  Some  time  afterwards,  in  order  topre» 
vent  the  Imperialists  from  re-instating  the  works,  the  Freiirh  bombarded 
tbe  fort  and  even  the  town  of  Kehl,  at  the  extremity  of  which  it  is 
situated.  This  bombardment  demolislied  almost  all  the  buildings  that 
were  within  the  circumfence  of  the  fort,  as  well  as  a  great  part  of  the 
town.  This  however  did  not  prevent  the  Austrians  from  throwing  up. 
tome  works  of  earth,  to  secure  this  point  from  a  Coup  de  maiUf  and  to 
be  enabled  to  command  with  their  fire  the  islands  which  lay  between 
the  two  banks.  It  was  io 'this  condition  that  I  found  that  fort  at  tfa« 
end  of  the  year  1795. 

The  reader  recollects  the 'manner  in  which  the  French  took  this  fort  at 
the  beginning  of  this  campaign.  From  the  time  they  got  possession  of 
it,  knoMring  its  importance  they  hastened  to  foVtify  it,  and  skilfully  em* 
ployed  all  the  means  of  defence  which  its  situotion  affords.  To  render 
this  fort  more  difficult  of  attack  and  of  approach,  they  covered  it  by  an 
intrenched  camp,  the  right  of  which  was  flanked  by  an  elbow  of  the 
liver,  and  by  an  island  in  it.  Its  lef^  extended  to  the  fort  itself.  The 
front,  which  was  a  good  deal  more  advanced  than  the  wings,  was  covered 
by  a  strong  dike,  armed  with  redoubts,  and  provided  with  a  good  ditch* 
It  concealed  the  intrenched  caghp,  and  thus  secured  it  from  the  fire  of 
cannon.  They  increased  the  difficulties  of  approach  by  cuts  made  in 
the  Kintzig  and  tbe  Schatter,  small  rivers  which  fail  into  the  Rhine 
iMttr  KebU 
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The  retrograde  march  of  Moreau,  as  well  as  the  capture  of  KeU  bj 
General  Petrarch,  who  (as  already  seen)  lost  it  again  on  the  same  day, 
made  the  Frearh  redouble  their  labour  and  exertions  to  compleat  tbi 
state  of  defence  of  the  fort,  and  of  the  intrenched  camp.  They  supplied 
it  with  a  numerous  artillery,  and  to  render  the  communication  with 
Strasburg  more  ready  and  more  sure,- they  constructed  two  bridges,  one 
of  beats  and  the  other  a  flying  one. 

The  fort  of  Kehl  was  in  this  formidable  state  of  defence,  when  the 
Archduke  determined  to  make  himself  master  of  it.  This  enterprise 
presented  great  difiiculties,  required  long  labours  and  immense  prepa* 
rations.  One  sees  by  the  detail  which  I  have  entered  upon,  that  it  was 
not  an  ordinary  siege  ;  that  the  business  was  less  to  take  a  fort  than  a 
formidable  camp ;  and  that  it  was  one  army  that  was  besieging  another. 
The  time  that  was  necessary  to  bring  together  the  troops,  the  workmen, 
the  artillery,  and  the  magazines,  retarded  the  opening  of  the«^ge.  More 
than  half  the  month  of  November  was  employed  in  making  lines  of  dr- 
comvallation,  as  well  as  other  works  preparatory  to  opening  the  treo- 
cbes.  The  Archduke,  that  he  might  be  nearer  to  superioteud.  and  to 
animate  the  labours  of  the  siege,  took  up  his  bead  quarters  at  OfifeDburg, 
about  ten  miles  from  Kehl.  Mr.  de  la  Tour,  who  comaianded  the  be- 
Aeging  troops,  took  op  his  at  Wildstedt>  five  miles  distant  from  ibe 
place  which  was  uselessly  summoned  on  the  11th  of  November. 

In  the  night  of  the  21st  of  the  same  month,  the  trenches  were  opened 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  Kintzig.  It  was  not  there  however  that  the 
Austr^ans  proposed  to  make  their  principal  efforts.  Their  works  on 
this  point  had  no  other  object  but  to  establish  a  cross  fire  against  the 
fert  and  the  intrenched  camp,  in  order  to  favour  the  approrch  from  the 
village  of  Kehl,  and  to  cover  the  right  flank  of  the  real  attack.  In  the 
aame  night,  (viz.  th^  21st)  General  Moreau  caused  the  garrison  to  be 
reinforced  with  a  strong  ^rps  of  infantry  drawn  from  Strasburg.  On 
Ae  22d,  at  break  of  day,  tliese  troops,  commanded  by  General  Desaix, 
made  a  vigorous  sortie,  attacked  with  fixed  bayonets  the  left  of  the  line 
of  coutrevallation,  and  got  possession  in  an  instant  of  the  village  c»f  Sund« 
heim,  as  well  as  of  three  redoubts  of  which  they  spiked  the  cannons. 

£ncoureged  by  such  rapid  success,  the  French  attacked  the  other  re- 
doubts of  the  first  line ;  and  advanced  at  the  sam^  time  against  the  se- 
cond. They  were  less  fortunate  in  this  last  enterprise.  Prince  Frede- 
ric of  Orange,  who  was  posted  with  a  body  of  troope  behind  a  dike, 
which  joined  the  redoubts  on  the  left  of  the  first  and  second  line,  reusted 
in  this  position  all  the  efforts  of  the  enemy.  After  an  engagement  as 
bloody  as  it  was  obstiuate,  and  in  which  this  young  prince  gave  the 
strongest  proofs  of  bravery  and  talents,,  he  prevented  the  French  frooi 
penetrating  any  further.  They  experienced  no  less  resistance  in  their 
attack  on  the  other  redoubts  of  the  first  line*  Although  surrounded  and 
left  to  themselves  for  some  time,  they  were  defended  with  a  coorsge 
equal  to  the  fury  of  the  assailants.     In  vain  did  the  French  grenadiep 
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•everal  limes  leap  into  the  ditch,  and  endeavour  to  scale  the  palisadea 
and  mount  the  |>arapet.  They  were  constantly  repulsed,  and  tilled  the 
ditches  with  their  dead. 

The  long  defence  made  by  these  redoubts,  and  the  firmness  of  the 
Prince  of  Orange,  gare  time  to  General  La  Tour  to  collect- the  corps  of 
r.eserve,  und  to  bring  them  into  action.  He  retook  the  village  of  Suud-L 
heim,  and  maintained  himself  there,  notwithstanding  a  fresh  attempt 
made  upon-  it  by  the  French.  The  latter  were  soon  after  attacked  at 
the  same  time  by  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  the  Generals  La  Tour  and 
Stader,  w1k>  dislodged  them  from  the  redoubts  which  they  had  taken^ 
and  forced  them  at  last  to  retire  within  their  own  lines. 

This  action,  one  of  the  best  disputed  during  the  campaign,  as  well  af 
one  of  the  most  bloody,  considering  the  numbers  that  were  engaged,  and 
^he  space  in  which  it  was  fought,  cost  the  Austrians  1,300  men,  and  the 
French  more  than  6S,000.  Four  Generals  of  the  latter  were  wounded* 
amongst  whom  was  the  Commander  in  Chief.  On  both  sides  prodigies 
of  valour  were  performed.  T|ie  Austrian  regiments  of  Stuart  and  Sta* 
ray  particularly  distinguished  themselves.  The  Prince  of  Orange  gained 
very  great  credit ;  and  the  Archduke  gave  fresh  proofs  of  talents,  and 
mf  that  cool  courage,  for  which  he  ia  remarkable.  A  sortie  so  vigorously 
made  at  the  first  opening  of  the  trenches,  marked  the  importance  which 
the  French  attached  to  the  fort  of  Kehl,  and  shewed  what  sacrifices  they 
were  disposed  to  make  so  retain  possession  of  it. 

On  the  following  days  the  Austrians  continued  their  labours,  which 
the  bad  weather  rendered  slow  and  difficult.  In  order  to  interrupt theoip 
the  French  made  a  fresh  sortie  in  the  night  of  the  27th,  in  which  thej 
were  instantly  repulsed  with  loss.  In  the  night  of  the  28th  the  besiegera 
began  their  approaches  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Schutter;  and  joined 
them  to  one  part  of  the  parallel  already  formed  between, that  river  and 
the  Kintsig.  From  the  28th,  the  batteries  of  this  first  parallel,  as  well 
as  those  of  the  redoubts  which  flanked  it  on  the  right  and  left,  began  to 
play  on  the  French  intrench  men  ts. 

On  the  5th ^f  December,  the  Archduke  himself  at  the  head  of  one 
battalion  of  grenadiers,  took  'the  most  advanced  Jieche  on  the  right  of 
the  enemy.  Advantage  was  taken  of  this  to  extend  to  this  point  the 
parallel  of  the  left,  all  the  batteries  of  which  began  to  play  the  same 
day,  and  the  fire  from  which  was  cncreased  on  the  11th  by  some  new 
batteries  erected  on  the  same  point. 

The  Austrians  were  not  so  fortunate  in  an  attack  which  they  made  on 
4he  1  Ith  on  the  first  line  of  the  advanced  works  which  covered  the  right 
flank  of  tliQ  intrei!ched  camp.  They  attacked  it  with  braveiy,  and 
.ciirried  it ;  but  the  French  having  returned  to  the  charge  with  superior 
force,  they  drove  back  the  Austrians  into  their  own  intrench  me  nts.  The 
latter  renewed  the  attack  the  day  following;  had  at  firnt  the  same  sue* 
cets,  and  in  the  end  the  same  disadvantuj^e.  In  the  eveniiig  they  made 
.iwo  more  attempts^  the  issue  of  which  was  precisely  the  same.    They 
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loBt  a  great  many  meir  in  these  actions,  in  which  both  sidex  shewed  the 
greatest  obstinacy.     The  unlucky  issue  of  these  attacks,  which  failed 
only  because  the  besiegers  could  not  maintain  themselves  io  the  works 
after  they  had  carried  them*  on  account  of  tlie  terrible  fire  of  gr«pe-sbot 
and  musquetry  to  which  they  were  exposed,  determined  the  Archduke 
to  renounce  for  the  present  all  attempts  to  carry  them  by  force,  aiid  ta 
confine  himself  to  the  operations  of  art :— -The  approaches  were  there- 
fore continued  ;  and  a  second  parallel  was  constructed,  bat  with  in- 
credible labour.     The  thaw  which  happened  at  this  time  having  filled 
the  trenches  with  water,  and  rendered  almost  impracticable  the  removal 
of  the  heavy  artillery  from  one  parallel  to  the  other.     Those  obstacles 
produced  new  delays  in  the  formation  of  the  siege,  which  had  been 
ffuccessively  retarded  by  the  cold,  by  snow,  ty  rains,  and  by  the  over- 
flowings of  the  rivers  Kentzig  and  Schutter.     The  enemy  besides  'de- 
fended every  inch   of  grodnd.     The   besieged  and  the  troops  which 
guarded  the  trenches  were  frequently  en^ged'  in  actions,  sometimes 
very  warm  ;  which  joined  to  an  almost  incessant  cannonade  and  bombard- 
ment, cost  the  lives  of  a  great  number  of  men.     Still  more  perished 
from  diseases  occasioned  by  the  nature  of  the  soil,  and  from  the  season 
From  these  the  besiegers  suffered  still  more  than  the  besieged.     The 
former  as  well  as  thie  latter  were  confined  within  their  works,  and  without 
any  protection  from  the  severities  of  the  weather.     The  Austriaos  had 
DO  local  means  of  cannonading  and  bombarding  the  French,  which  the 
latter  did  not  equally  possess  against  their  adversaries.     The  French 
had  besides  the  immense  adyantage  of  being  relieved  and  assisted  at 
pleasure  by  troops  drawn  from  Strasbourg,  where  30,000  men  might  be 
tssily  quartered. 

But  neither  the  fatigues  nor  the  dangers  attending  these  operations 
shook  the  constancy  of  the  Austrian  troops,  nor  the  determination  of 
the  Archduke.  He  never  ceased  during  the  whole  course  of  this  me- 
morabVe  siege,  to  animate  the  men  by  his  exhortations,  to  encourage 
them  by  his  example,  and  to  support  them  by  the  confidence  with  which 
he  had  inspired  them.  The  soldiers  endured  piatiently  those  suflTeriogs 
which  the  Archduke  shared  with  them  ;  the  Princess  last  triumphs  were 
to  them  a  certain  pledge  of  the  success  of  this  enterprise. 

On  the  night  of  the  19th,  the  Austrians  made  a  successfiil  attack  oa 
one  of  the  advanced  works  of  the  fort.  They  carried  an  intreuchroeot 
thrown  up  near  the  post  house  of  Kehl,  made  200  prisonera,  and  took 
4  pieces  of  cannon  and  2  howitzers. 

The  fort,  as  well  as  the  intrenched  camp  of  Kehl,  deriving  theit 
principal  means  of  resistance  from  their  communication  with  Strasbourg, 
the  length  of  their  defence  necessarily  depended  on  the  preservation  of 
the  bridges.  The  French  had  neglected  nothing  to  strengthen  and 
secure  these  bridges  from  the  effects  of  bombs  and  of  cannon.  TTiey 
'had  directed  their  construction,  and  the  disposition  of  the  intrenched 
*camp  accordingly,     h  was  so  situate^  tiiat  the  Austriant  could  not  fire 
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directly  against  tlie  bridges,  which  were  besides  protected  by  batteries 
raised  in  many  islands,  which  the  French  had  occupied  since  their  treaty 
siritk  the  Margrave  of  Bade. 

The  most  certain  means  then  of  expediting  the  reduction  of  Kehl 
being  to  destroy  the  bridges,  the  Archduke  would  not  omit  any  meana 
to  effect  it.  He  caused  several  strong  fire  ships  to  be  built  in  the  river 
Kintzigy  which  being  launched  in  the  Rhine,  and  sent  down  the  current, 
might  break  the  bridges  either  by  their  weight  or  their  explosion. 

On  the  32d»  at  night,  the  Austrians  launched  one  of  these  fire  ships* 
To  draw  off  the  attention  of  the  enemy,  they  redoubled  the  fire  front 
the  cannon  and  mortars,  and  at  the  sume  time  attacked  the  advanced 
piquets  of  the  enemy.  But  the  French,  who  had  expected  that  the 
besiegers  would  make  use  of  these  fire  ships,  were  prepared  to  prevent 
tlieir  eflects.  They  had  constructed  an  esiacade  above  the  bridges, 
which  stopped  the  machine.  It  was  immediately  seized  by  the  French 
pontonniers,  who  had  the  good  fortune  to  prevent  the  explosion  by  re« 
moving  the  match.  Other  machines  of  a  similar  nature,  launched  % 
few  days  afterwards,  shared  the  same  fate  as  the  former.  The  Austrians 
succeeded  no  better  against  the  enemies*  intrenchments.  They  were 
repulsed  several  times,  and  lost  a  great  many  men ;  but  far  short  of  1500, 
which  was  the  number  at  which  the  French  estimated  their  lo^  ta 
this  af&ir. 

The  obstinacy  with  which  the  French  defended  their  work«  rendered 
the  acquisition  of  them  more  slow  and  bloody  ;  but  did  not  prevent  the 
Austrians  from  completing  the  batteries  of  the  second  parallel,  and  from 
making  the  approaches  to  the  third.  These  having  been  pushed  at 
length  to  within  200  paces  of  the  outward  works  of  the  left,  and  of  the 
right  of  the  centre  of  the  intrenched  camp,  the  Archduke  determined  to 
make  the  assault  an  these  two  points.  The  Prince's  aim,  in  wishing  to 
make  himself  master  of  them,  was  to  be  enabled  to  draw  a  third  parallel 
across  the  enemy's  intrenchments  from  ihe  Rhine  to  the  Schutter. 

The  Archduke  made  in  consequence  the  following  disposition  :  fou^ 
battalions  under  the  conduct  of  Prince  Frederic  of  Orange,  were  to  at;^ 
tack  the  right :  Major-General  Zopf,  who  had  also  four  battalions  under 
bis  command,  was  to  assault  the  works  on  the  left,  and  one  in  particular 
called  the  Suabian  Redoubt. 

This  plan  was  carried  into  execution  on  the  1st  of  January  in  the 
evening.  The  Prince  of  Orange  advanced  with  his  usual  intrepidity 
against  tl^e  enemy's  works,  attacked  them  with  fixed  bayonets,  and,, 
carried  them.  Not  satisfied  with  this  first  success,  he  continued  to  push 
the  French,  took  from  them  many  other  works,  and  pursued  them  even 
into  their  camp.  The  latter  having  rallied,  and  being  reinforced  by  the 
corps  de  reserve,  commanded  by  General  Le  Courbe,  made  head  in  force 
against  the  Prince  of  Orange.  This  circumstance,  joined  to  the  ex« 
treme  darkness  of  the  night,  as  well  as  to  the  sort  of  confusion  which  it 
necessarily  occasions,  did  not  adm.it  of  the  Prince's  maintaining  himself 
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in  the  most  advanced  works  which  he  had  taken.  He  determiiied  therf^ 
fore  to  abandon  them,  after  having  vpiked  fifteen  pieces  of  cannon  which 
he  could  not  bring  away  ;  and  took  post  in  the  front  of  the  first  woriu 
which  he  had  been  ordered  to  attack.  In  this  paiition  he  maintained  him- 
self, notwithstanding  all  the  efforts  of  the  enemy  ;  and  thus  covered 
the  workmen,  who  were  forming  behind  htm  the  projected  parallel* 

Whilst  the  Prince  of  Orange  was  thus  getting  possession  of  the  worktf 
(which  flanked  the  right  of  the  centre  of  the  intrenched  camp,  those 
which  flanked  its  left  were  attacked  with  the  same  succesi*  by  General 
Zopf.  The  principal  one  was,  as  has  been  before  observed,  the  Suabisa 
ledonbt.  This  work,  situated  on  the  left  flank  of  the  dike  which  covered 
the  intrenched  camp,  was  of  considerble  extent,  having  a  ditch,  demi- 
bastions,  strong  palisades,  and  a  double  row  6f  traus  de  i<mp. 

General  Zopf  attacked  it  gallantly ;  and  notwithstanding  its  formida- 
ble state  of  defence,  drove  the  French  from  it,  killed  a  nnmber  of  them, 
Itnd  pursued  them  into  their  intrenched  camp.  He  then  returned  to 
post  himself  before  the  redoubt  he  had  taken  ;  and  began  a  brisk  can- 
nonade with  the  same  pieces  of  artillery  which  he  had  seized  from  the 
enemy.  In  the  mean  time  the  workmen  completed  the  commitnicatioQ 
of  this  redoubt  with  the  head  of  the  sap  directed  against  it,  and  united 
it  by  a  parallel  with  the  village  of  Kehl.  The  successes  of  the  Prince  of 
Orange  and  of  General  Zopf  against  the  right  and  left  of  the  dike  bav- 
hig  forced  the  French  to  abandon  it,  the  Austrians  immediately  raised  a 
banquette  on  its  scarp,  to  be  enabled  to  lodge  themselves  under  cover. 

At  break  of  day,  the  besiegers  perceived  that  many  points  of  which 
they  had  got  possession  were  enfiladed  by  the  batteries  of  the  intrenched 
fcamp.  It  was  however  of  so  much  importance  to  preserve  them,  that 
they  maintained  themselves  there  in  spite  of  the  tremendous  fire  to  which 
they  were  exposed.  They  joined  these  works,  by  a  parallel,  to  those 
which  had  been  taken  by  the  Prince  of  Orange.  The  actions  of  which 
1  have  just  given  an  account  were  very  bloody.  The  French  estimated 
the  loss  of  the  Austrians  at  2,000  men,  and  their  own  at  scarcely  the 
half  of  that  number.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  it  was  precisely  the 
reverse. 

The  capture  of  the  Snabian  redoubt  and  of  the  dike  deprived  the 
French  of  a  safe  communication  between  the  right  and  the  left  wing  of 
the  intrenched  camp  :  but  as  this  was  very  near  (as  1  have  already  ob- 
served) to  the  fort  of  Kehl,  it  was  very  miich  protected  by  its  fire.  This 
circumstance  forced  the  besiegers  to  suspend  the  attack  on  the  two  wings, 
till  they  had  established  some  batteries,  which  might  batter  two  conside- 
rable works,  ruised  behind  the  right  of  the  centre,  break  their  palisadeSi 
and  silence  tluir  artillery, 

Thefe  batteries  were  finished  and  ready  to  play  on  the  morning  of  the 
6th  of  January.  The  Archduke  had  determined  that  an  assault  should 
be  made  on  the  above-mentioned  works  on  the  saoie  day ;  but  fortu- 
nately he  wds  not  obliged  to  have  recourse  to  this'desiractivemeisiirei 
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The  French,  seeing  that  if  they  were  forced  in  this  point,  they  should 
have  no  means  of  safety  but  in  crossing  the  Rhine  on  a  flying  bridge, 
did  not  think  it  prudent  to  remain  any  longer  in  this  perilous  situation. 
They  evacuated  therefore  all  the  works  of  the  right  wing  in  the  night 
of  the  5th. 

This  retreat  having  considerably  diminished  the  enemy's  front,  the 
iSperations  from  that  time  became  more  direct  and  more  concentrated. 
The  besiegers  found  themselves  so  circumstanced  as  to  be  able  to  play" 
on  the  bridges ;  and  they  constructed  batteries  to  destroy  them.     The 
Archduke,  impatient  to  terminate  a  siege  so  tedious,  so  expensive,  and 
to  fatiguing  for  the  troops,  was  unwilling  to  lose  a  moment  in  taking 
from  the  French  the  intrenchmentM  which  they  were  still  in  possession 
of.     In  the  night  of  the  6th  he  ordered  the  left  wing  of  the  intrenched' 
camp  to  be  stormed.     The  Austrians  were  completely  successful,  and 
drove  the  French  from  their  camp  into  the  fort.     But  this  happened  at 
the  moment  when  the  French  were  relieving  their  troops  on'  service. 
The  guards  that  were  relieved  and  relieving  united  on  the  glacis  of  the^ 
fort,  and  relumed  to  the  charge  against  the  Austrians.     The  combat " 
was  extremely  obstinate.     Notwithstanding  the  favourable  circumstance 
which  had  doubled  their  forces,  the  French  Were  not  able  to  recjver 
their  intrenched  camp,  and  were  forced  to  retreat  into  the  covered-way 
of  the  fort.    The  besiegers  hastened  to  lodge  themselves  in  the  works 
which  they  had  taken»  and  joined  them  by  a  parallel  to  the  head  of  the 
town  of  Kehl. 

The  French  having  thus  successively  lost  the  numerous  and  formida- 
ble works  which  supported  the  fort  of  Kehl,  could  no  longer  hope  to 
preserve  it.  They  were  on  the  point  of  losing  their  communicatioh  with 
Strasburg,  except  by  boats,  as  their  bridges  could  not  fail  of  being 
shortly  destroyed  by  the  batteries  raised  against  them.  They  therefore 
came  to  a  determination  to  capitulate.  General  Desaix  had  a  conference' 
with  the  Archduke  on  the  9th,  and  settled  with  him  a  capitulation ;  in  - 
consequence  of  which  the  French  abandoned  the  fort  of  Kehl  the  day 
following,  and  withdrew  entirely  beyond  the  river,  taking  with  them 
their  arms,  their  baggage  and  artillery. 

Thus,  after  the  trenches  had  been  open  seven  weeks,  the  Imperialists 
recovered  possession  of  an  important  post,  which  had  been  taken  from 
them  in  a  few  hours.  History  will  certainly  record  this  siege  of  Kehl 
as  one  of  the  most  remarkable  events  of  this  war.  The  French  made 
a  very  brilliant  defence,  which  did  great  honour  to  their  engineer  officers,* 
who  on  this  occasion  gave  a  fresh  proof  of  their  superiority,  alrendy 
known,  over  those  of  other  nations.  If  one  may  be  permitted  to  say, 
that  the  Au^ttrians  did  not  shew  so  great  talents  for  attack,  as  the  French  . 
did  for  defence,  it  is  but  just  to  recollect  the  obstacles  of  every  descrip- 
tion  which  they  had  to  overcome,  and  the  immense  works  which  they 
were*  obliged  to  make,  notwithstanding  the  frost,  the  snow,  the  rains, 
and  the  thaws.*    The  constancy  and  determination  with  which  they  sup- 
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ported  the  dangers,  the  fatigues  and  the  tedioosness  of  tHe  siege,  are 
above  all  praise.  The  Archduke  discovered  throughout,  that  firmness, 
that  resolution,  and  military  obstinacy,  which  almost  alwaya  io  the  end 
procures  success ;.  and  which  so  often  gav^it  to  the  great  Frederick. 

This  siege  cost  on  both  sides,  immense  sums,  and  what  is  more  to  be 
regretted,  the  lives  of  a  %'ast  number  of  men.  The  loss  of  the  Austriaof 
has  generally  been  estimated  at  10,000  men ;  and  this  calculation,  thoogii 
exaggerated,  is  not  very  far  from  the  truth. 

This  severe  loss  of  men  was  the  more  felt  by  the  AostriaDs,  inasmock 
as  it  fell  principally  on  the  flower  of  their  infantry.  The  lo»  of  tfat 
French  was  little  less,  and  chiefly  affected  also  their  best  troofw.  What- 
ever  importance  they  attached  to  tlie  possession  of  the  fort  of  Kehl,  the 
obsiinacy  with  which  they  defended  it  proceMed  less  from  the  hope  of 
preserving  it,  than  from  that  of  weakening  for  the  rest  of  the  c«mpaigD» 
the  victorious  army  of  the  Archduke,  and  of  preventing  that  Prince 
from  undertaking  any  other  enterprise  beyond  the  Rhine,  or  from  going 
to  seek  new  triumphs  in  Italy. 

It  was  from  the  same  motives,  and  also  to  prevent  the  Aoatriant  from 
uniting  all  their  forces  against  Kehl,  that  the  French  persisted  in  main- 
taining  themsehes  in  the  tete  de  poni  at  Huoingen.  They  had  eonstmct- 
ed  it  while  their  armies  were  still  in  Germany.  It  was  supported  and 
flanked  by  a  considerable  horn-work,  raised  on  an  island  of  the  Rhine, 
called  Shnster  Insel.  It  was  besides,  as  well  as  this  horn-work,  pro* 
tected  by  the  fire  of  the  fortress  of  Huningen,  and  by  that  of  many 
batteries  erected  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine. 

Aftier  Moreau  had   repassed  the  Rhine,  at  the  end  of  October,  the 
Archduke  left  a  body  of  troops  to  blockade  the  tete  de  pomt  of  Hunio- 
gen.    It  was  invested  early  in  November,  by  the  Prince  of  Furstenberg, 
vtho  commanded  the  left  wing  of  the  Imperial  army.     That  Prince 
caused  the  necessary  works  to  be  raised  to  Support  the  inveatment,  and 
mounted  some  batteries  on  the  points  which  commanded  the  head  of  the 
bridge.    As  it  was  neither  so  well  fortified  nor  sq  advantageously  situated 
1^  that  of  Kehl,  it  was  not  supposed  that  it   would  make  so  long  a  re- 
sistance, and  that  the  French  would,  for  the  sake  of  defending  it,  expose 
the  town  of  Huningen  to  destruction.  However,  whether  they  detenuiocd 
to  engage  on  this  point  the  attention  of  a  part  of  the  Austrian  force,  or 
whether  the  latter,  relying  too  much  on  the  advantages  they  possessed 
against  this  place  hud  not  employed  sufficient  means  to  reduce  it,  iti 
defence  was  protracted  to  a  much  longer  time  than  had  been  expected. 
The  Austrians,  afier  having  in  vain  summoned  the  French  to  evacuate 
the  tete  de  ponty  began  to  cannonade  and  bombard  it,  as  well  at  tba 
Shnster  Insel  and  the  town  of  Huningen.      From  the^  commanding  si- 
tuation of  their  batteries,  and  the  judicious  direction  of  their  fire,  th^ 
were  enabled  to  break  the  bridge  which  joins  the  two  banks.     This  sue- 
ceis  insulating  the  tele  de  pant,  made  it  liable  to  fall  very  soon  into  the 
hands  of  the  Austrians ;  but  in  spite  of  the  continued  fire  of  the  kttcr, 
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the  French  contrived  to  repair  the  bridge  and  re-e8tabli8h  the  communi-i 
cation  between  the  island,  the  town,  and  the  teie  de  pont  of  Huninp^n 
The  Prince  of  Furuteuberg,  disappointed  in  the  liepe  that  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  place  must  follow  the  breaking  of  the  bridge,  determined  to 
tttteiupt  to  take  it  by  force.  On  the  SOtli  of  November,  he  ordered  au 
as^Mult  on  the  enemy's  intrenchments.  .His  troops  got  possession  of  tlie 
half  moon  of  tlie  horn-work  ;  but  tlie  French  having  been  reinforced, 
retook  it  after  a  bloody  engagement.  It  cost  the  Austrians  800  men; 
and  not  fewer  to  the  French.      They  lost  amongst  others  General  \AL»« 

I 

Uatucci,  to  whom  they  owed  the  success  of  this  day. 

After  this  fruitless  attempt,  the  Prince  of  Furstenberg  judging  with 
reason  that  the  fate  of  the  tete  de  pont  at  Huningcu  depended  on  the 
issue  of  the  siege  of  Kehl,  and  that  the  reduction  of  the  latter  ]>lace 
must  draw  after  it  thst  of  the  former,  contented  himself  with  cannonading 
and  bombarding  it«  His  batteries  several  times  set  lire  to  the  town  of 
liuningen,  some  part  of  which  was  burnt,  and  which  wott  abandoned  by 
almost  all  its  inhabitants.  In  order  to  destroy  the  works  of  the  Austrians, 
and  to  interrupt  their  workmen,  the  French  made  many  sorties,  in  which 
they  had  generally  the  disadvantuge.  Some  of  the  actions  occasioned  by 
these  sorties,  took  place  on  the  territory  of  Basle,  which  almost  touched 
(if  one  may  say  so)  the  tete  de  pont.  From  this  vicinity,  it  was  very  dif- 
ficult for  the  Imperialists  or  the  French  to  refrain,  during  an  action, 
from  seizing  those  advantages  on  the  territory  of  Basle,  which  it  might 
present  to  theni  ;  and  it  was  not  easy  for  tiie  Swiss  to  prevent  it.  The 
French  already  dissatisfied  by  the  anuing  of  the  Swiss  in  the  canton  of 
Schaff  hauseo  during  the  retreat  of  Moreau,  coioplained  that  they  had 
suffered  their  territory  to  be  violated  by  the  Austrians.  Barthelemy,  the 
«uvoy  of  the  Republic,  made  some  bitter  representations  aii  this  subject 
to  the  deputies  of  the  cantons  assembled  at  fiasle.  The  latter,  frightened 
by  his  menaces,  hastened  to  pay  attention  to  his  complaints ;  and  broke 
two  officers  of  Basle,  who  were  accused  of  collusion  with  the  Imperial- 
ists, or  at  least  with  not  having  taken  care  that  the  neutrality  of  the  Swiss 
territory  i<hoa1d  be  respected.  This  severity  scarcely  satis6ed  the  French, 
and  disposed  the  Imperialists  to  complain  in  their  turn.  The  Archduke 
atid  Prince  of  Furstenberg  ordered  lively  remonstrances  to  be  made 
to  the  cantons,  and  formally  called  upon  them  to  secure  the  inviolability 
of  their  territory.  These  respective  applications  only  produced  the 
effect  of  throwing  the  cantons  into  greater  embarrassments ;  but  did  not 
prevent  either  of  the  parties  from  entering  the  Swiss  territory,  whenever 
it  was  convenient  to  them,  with  a  view  eitlier  to  attack  or  defence. 

The  month  of  December  passed  without  being  marked  by  any  thing 
important ;  the  Austrians  contenting  themselves  with  finishing  their  ap- 
proaches regularly,  without  making  any  attack  by  force.  Immediately 
after  the  reduction  of  Kehl,  the  Archduke  sent  to  the  Prince  of  FurHten- 
berg  the  heavy  artillery  which  he  had  made  use  of  atthenege  of  that  place. 
its  arrival  enabled  the  Prince  to  attack  with  sufficient  vigour  the  tete  de 
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pimt  and  the  works  which  defeDded  it.  The  French  finding  themselfci 
a  good  deal  straitened*  and  unable  to  make  any  long  resistance,  deter- 
mined to  abandon  the  right  bank  of  the  Rhine,  on  which  it  was  no 
great  object  to  them  to  remain  after  the  fall  of  Kehl.  They  capitu- 
lated on  the  (Id  of  February,  and  on  the  5th,  recroased  the  Rhine 
mrith  their  arms  and  baggage.  On  the  same  day  the  Auatriana  took 
possession  of  the  tete  de  pont^  as  well  as  of  the  Shuater  Insel.  It  was 
specified  in  the  capitulation,  that  the  Imperialibts  should  not  fire  on  thr 
town  of  Huningen,  and  that  on  the  other  hand  the  French  should  not 
fire  from  the  town  on  the  Austrian  posts,  opposite  to  it.  They  agreed  i« 
general,  that  things  should  he  replaced  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Rhine 
in  the  same  condition  as  they  had  been  before  the  paauage  of  that  rirer 
by  the  French. 

The  reduction  of  the  iete  de  pont  of  Huningen,  put  an  end  to  the 
campaign  in  Germany.  I  think  it  right  to  close  the  recital  of  it  with 
some  reflections  and  general  observations,  which  may  Enable  the  reader 
to  form  a  judgment  on  this  campaign.  This  shall  be  the  subject  of 
the  last  chapter. 


Chap.  X.-^THE  plan  adopted  by  the  French  in  the  campaigD  whick 
I  have  been  describing  in  the  preceding  chapters,  was  in  every  respect 
similar  to  that,  from  which  they  had  two  yean  before  reaped  such  im- 
portant success.  This  plan,  which  was  practicable  only  with  a  great  so« 
periority  of  force,  consisted  during  each  of  these  campaigns  in  making 
the  greatest  efforts  against  the  right  and  left  wing  of  the  enemy,  with  a 
view  to  outflank  their  centre,  and  to  reduce  them  to  the  necessity  of 
abandoning,  or  of  suffering  it  to  be  surrounded.  As  the  French  had  in 
the  year  1794  employed  the  greater  part  of  their  forces  upon  the  Sara- 
bre,  and  in  West  Flanders,  to  induce  the  allies  to  quit  the  centK,  in 
which  point  they  were  strong,  and  to  draw  them  to  their  wings,  where 
they  were  weak  ;  so  having  formed  in  1796  the  resolution  to  invade 
Germany,  they  made  no  attempt  to  attack  in  front  the  towns  of  Maa- 
lieim  and  Mayence;  but  proceeded  to  effect  a  passage  over  the  Rbioe 
at  a  distance  from  those  places;-  and  instead  of  consuming  their  tiose, 
and  wasting  their  strength  in  the  siege  of  them,  advanced  rapidly  into 
Suabia  and  Westphalia.  They  wished  to  become  masters  of  Ehrebreit- 
stein,  Mayence,  Manheim,  and  Philipsbourg,  by  the  same  method  by 
which  they  had  recovered  in  the  year  1794  the  towns  of  Valencieno«s» 
Cond^,  Landrecies,  and  Quesnoy,  and  to  gain,  by  a  single  maucenvre, 
that  which  would  in  former  times  have  been  the  result  of  two  or  three 
successful  campaigns. 

Every  person,  who  may  have  taken  the  pains  to  compare  the  present 
war  with  those  which  hove  taken  place  for  a  century  past,  aust  have  re> 
marked,  that  the  French  have  by  no  means  confined  themselves  to  the 
ancient  course  of  military  operatioDSy  end  diat  they  have  adfded  a  ajstea 
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of  tactics,  more  vast  iu  its  object  and  io  its  means.     The  revolutioa 
which  has  cliaoged  every  thing  amongst  the  French,  has  influenced  the 
eomposition  and  the  spirit  of  their  armies,  as  well  as  the  conceptions  of 
those  persons,  who  have  been  charged  with  the  direction  of  them.    The 
result  has  been  a  new  military  system  formed  on  a  calculation  of  the  re- 
lative state  of  Europe  and  of  France :  a  system,  engendered  by  the 
spirit  of  conquest,  divested  solely  to  tliat  end,  and  intendffd  to  make  the 
superiority  of  numbers  ultimately  triumphant.     It  would  require  a  se* 
parate  treatise,  to  unfold  completely  this  system,  and  to  shew  iu  what 
respects  it  departs  from  those  principles,  which  have  hitherto  been  looked 
upi>n  as  fundamentals  in  the  tiieory  of  war.     The  limits  of  the  present 
work  confine  its  author  to  the  pointing  out  themost  striking  application* 
which  the  French  have  made  of  this  system,  by  forbearing  to  undertake 
imy  siege,  and  by  venturing  to  leave  fortified  places  at  great  distance 
behind  them;    They  foresaw,  that  by  carrying  the  war  to  a  distance  from 
those  towns,  they  should  by  force  detach  their  enemies  from  theqi ;  and 
judged,  that  if  they  could  obtain,  and  keep  possession  of  the  countries 
situated  beyond  these  fortresses,  they  would  in  the  end  fall  into  their 
faand^  perfectly  undamaged,  and  without  having  cost  them  either  blood 
or  money.     They  proposed  to  acquire  the  fortified   places  by  makiug 
themselves  masti  rs  of  the  surrounding  countries ;  as  formerly  these  coun- 
tries were  secured  by  getting  possession  of  the  fortified  places.     These 
had  hitherto  been  the  means  of  conquest ;  they  now  meant  to  make 
them  its  result.     This  method  by  which  the  French  acquired  so  great  e 
number  of  fortified  towns  in   1794,  met  not  with  the  same  success  in 
1796;  but  their  failure  did  not  arise  from  the  strong  places,  which  thej 
left  behind  them ;  and  as  these  had  not  im[ieded  the  progress  of  Jourdan« 
neither  were  they  the  causes  of  his  first  disasters.     If  that  General  had 
been  victorious  at  Amberg,  or  at  Wurtzburg,  the  fortresses  of  Ehrebveit* 
stein,  Mayence,  Manheim,  and  Philipsl)ourg  would  no  doubt  have  uU 
tiroately  fallen,  as  Luxembourg  did  in  1795. 

The  elements  of  the  Austrian  army  having  undergone  no  alteratiooi* 
end  its  distinctive  qualities  being  the  stability  of  forms,  and  the  unifor- 
mity of  organization,  the  regulators  of  it  have  made  no  change  in  theic 
theory,  nor  its  Generals  in  their  practice.  By  persisting  in  these  two 
respects  in  their  ancient  military  system,  whilst  the?r  enemies  adopted 
one  more  advantageous,  they  no  doubt  contributed  much  to  the  succesa 
of  the  French.  One  might  he  inclined  even  to  look  upon  this  as  the 
principal  cause  of  it,  if  that  were  not  sufficiently  discovered  iu  the  loose 
texture  of  the  coalition,  in  the  treachery  of  some  of  its  members,  in  the 
weakness  of  the  Germanic  confederation,  in  the  Emperor's  pecuuiarjr 
embarrassments,  and  in  the  obstacles  and  disadvantages  of  every  kind» 
ac'ainst  which  he  has  been  constantly  obliged  to  struggle.  These  con* 
sideratious  lead  un  rather  to  praise  than  to  depreciate  the  Austrian  army  ; 
^tnd  when  we  reflect  tliut  it  was  the  first,  and  that  it  is  now  the  last  to 
tear  the  weight  of  this  war,  when  we  recal  to  our  recollection  all  that 
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it  has  lost  in  men,  and  in  territory,  *we  are  induced  to  admire  its  perse- 
verance,  and  to  be  satisfied  that  without  its  solid  composition  and  unsha- 
ken constancy,  the  whole  continent  of  Europe  perhaps  might  by  this 
time  have  been  compelled  to  submit  to  the  arms,  or  the  principles  of 
the  French.  It  must  be  at  least  admitted  that  the  Austrian  army  is  the 
strongest  barrier  which  has  been  opposed  to  the  torrent  of  the  Repub- 
lican troops,  and  that  it  has  alone  rescued  Germany  during  the  year  179^* 

No  person  has  contributed  more  to  the  salvation  of  that  vast  country ; 
no  person  has  stronger  claims  to  the  gratitude  of  its  inhabitants,  and  ts 
the  admiration  of  posterity,  than  the  Archduke  Charles.  Obliged  for 
a  long  time  to  struggle  with  an  inferior  force  against  an  enemy  brave,, 
ably  conducted,  and  emboldened  with  victory,  he  has  been  deficient  ia 
no  one. of  those  qualities,  which  the  exigence  of  his  situation  and  cir- 
cumstances peculiarly  demanded.  He  has  shewn '  himself  courageous, 
skilful,  patient.  He  has  frustrated  the  hopes  of  France,  and  surpassed 
•  those  of  Germany. 

This  prince  found  himself  at  the  opening  of  the  campaign  at  the  bead 
of  a  formidable  army,  though  one  less  numerous  than  that  of  his  ene- 
mies. He  might  th^n  flatter  himself  that  he  should  make  amends  for 
this  inequality  of  means  by  a  superiority  of  talents  and  activity.  He 
had  then  no  doubt  formed  some  project  for  the  advancement  of  his  bro- 
ther's interest,  and  the  promotion  of  his  own  glory.  At  the  moment 
when  he  was  on  the  point  of  putting  them  into  execution,  30,000  of 
his  best  troops  were  taken  from  him  and  sent  into  Italy.  The  Arch* 
duke  made  no  complaint  of  the  great  reduction,  which  his  army  by  this 
means  experienced,  and  still  less  did  he  think  of  endeavouring  to  prevent 
the  measure  by  his  credit  and  his  natural  influence  with  the  Emperor. 
Finding  himself  incapable  of  undertaking  any  oflensive  enterprize,  and 
reduced  to  the  necessity  even  of  a  defensive  system  extremely  difiTcultto 
maintain,  this  young  Prince  shewed  neither  disgust  nor  despondency. 
He  exerted  himself  to  compensate  the  loss  of  those  troops  which  had 
been  taken  from  him,  by  making  the  best  use  of  those  which  remained 
with  him.  He  went  to  seek  for  victory  on  the  bauks  of  the  Lahn  and 
the  Sieg ;  and  when  an  invasion,  the  success  of  which  the  French  had 
hoped  fpr,  only  by  eflecting  it  at  a  distance  from  that  Prince,  opened  ts 
.  tliem  Germany,  and  allowed  them  to  display  iu  that  country  their  nu- 
merous battalions,  the  Archduke  ceased  not  for  an  instant  to  oppose  to 
them  a  firm  and  methodical  resistance.  He  always  could  discern  when  it 
was  proper  to  engage  or  avoid  an  action  and  distinguish  those  posts  of 
which  it  was  exi>edient  to  dispute  every  inch  with  obstinacy,  from  those 
whose  importance  would  not  have  repaid  the  value  of  bis  soldiers*  blood. 
He  effected  his  retreat,  losing  as  little  ground}  aud  gaining  as  mnchtims 
-  as  possible. 

Ajs  soon  as  his  approach  to  the  hereditary  dominions  had  sufficiently 
increased  his  force,  and  in  the  same  proportion  diminished  that  of  the 
French^  be  then  began  to  entertain  the  confident  hope  of  delivering  Ger- 
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many,  he  then  executed  with  resolution  plans  formed  with  wisdom.  He 
displayed  against  Jourdan  the  courage  and  enterprising  spirit  df  his  cha^ 
racter,  whicli  had  been  long  fettered  by  a  defensive  system.  He  defeated 
that  General,  pursued  him  without  respite,  outstripped  Iiim  by  his  ce- 
lerity, circumvented  him  by  his  manoeuvres,  and  compelled  him  to  fly 
beyond  the  Rhine. 

Having  accomplished  the  defeat  of  orie  of  the  Republican  armies,  he 
hastened  to  direct  against  the  other  his  fortune  and  his  talents.  He 
fixed  the  former,  and  gave  new  splendour  to  the  latter.  He  baffled  by 
superior  ability  the  General  opposed  to  him,  rendered  useless  the  courage 
of  his  soldiers,  and  relieved  Germany  from  their  presence.  In  two 
months  the  Archduke  passed  from  the  frontiers  of  Bohemia  to  the  walls 
of  Dusseldorf,  from  that  town  to  Basle,  and  from  Basle  to  Oliembourg, 
always  fighting  and  always  victorious.  Not  satisfied  with  being  so  by 
halves,  he  resolved  that  the  end  of  the  campaign  should  afford  a  com- 
plete  reparation  for  the  disasters  of  its  commencement,  and  allowed  to 
respite  to  his  enemies,  till  he  had  wrested  from  them  the  only  remains  of 
their  Brst  triumphs.  Scarce  had  he  accomplished  this,  when  instead  of 
indulging  a  well-merited  repose,  he  listened  only  to  the  interests  of  his 
country  ;  and  not  hesitating  to  change  the  command  of  a  victorious  army 
for  that  of  another  which  knew  nothing  of  war  but  defeats,  he  flew  to 
meet  new  dangers  in  Italy. 

The  Archduke  no  doubt  as  well  as  every  other  Prince,  who  at  his 
time  of  life  has  had  the  command  of  large  armies,  has  of  course  listened 
to  the  counsels  of  experience.  It  is  well  known  that  he  has  profited  by 
those  of  Lieut.  General  Bellegarde,  and  of  the  Colonel  of  the  staff 
Schmidt.  To  the  talents  of  these  two  officers,  and  more  particularly  of 
the  former,  we  most  readily  pay  due  homage.  They  are  no  doubt 
worthy  of  that  confidence,  which  the  Emperor  and  the  Archduke  have. 
reposed'  iii  them.  They  deserve  praise  for  having  made  so  good  an  use 
of  that  confidence,  and  are  entitled  to  the  grateful  acknowledgements 
of  Germany.  They  have  probably  contributed  much  to  the  Archduke's 
success,  and  by  their  experience  have  supplied  his  deficiency  in  that 
respect.  But  the  qualities  which  that  Prince  may  most  justly  claim  at 
personally  his  own,  are  his  great  courage  equalled  only  by  his  modesty ; 
his  coolness,  and  quickness  of  perception  in  tlie  heat  of  battle;  that 
energy  which  makes  him  forget  the  weakness  of  his  constitution,  and 
to  support  the  greatest  fatigues  ;  and  finally  that  impartial  justice  with 
which  be  rewards  with  one  hand  and  punishes  with  the  other.  He  hat 
foiind  the  means  to  give  to  his  Generals,  and  to  the  officers  of  his  army, 
an  activity  before  unknown  to  them,  and  to  which  may  be  attributed 
the  latter  successes  of  the  Austrian  army.  He  has  re-animated  discip- 
line, not  by  increasing  its  severity,  but  by  inspiring  every  one  with  the 
love  of  their  duty,  the  desire  of  praise,  and  the  fear  of  reprehension. 
He  has  found  the  means  of  com  pel  hng  the  Generals  of  his  army  to  shew 
more  zeal  and  more  obedience  in  executing  Mr.  de  Bellgarde's  plans. 
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ihan  the  Emperor  was  able  to  obtain  from  them  in  1794  ioTaroor  of  the 
<^elebrated  General  Mack.  He  knew  how  to  raise  his  authoritf  above 
the  abuses,  the  pretensions,  and  the  intrigues,  which  besiege  the  bead 
quarters  of  an  army  no  less  than  a  court,  and  to  forte  erefy  particuhr 
interest  to  act  in  unison  with  the  interest  of  the  whole.  These  are  the 
qualities  and  the  facis  which  characterise  the  Archduke  Charles,  and  of 
which  history  will  not  be  unmindful.  The  conduct  of  this  Prince,  at 
once  prudent  and  splendid,  has  beyond  contradiction  bad  a  greater  in- 
fluence  than  any  other  circumstance  on  the  issue  of  this  campaign. 

That  issue  replaced  the  opposed  armies  in  nearly  the  same  poaitioo, 
which  they  occupied  before  the  rupture  of  the  armistice.  The  slight 
changes  which  resulted  finally  from  the  campaign,  were  in  fiiToor  of  the 
French.  They  acquired  a  tete  de  pont  at  Neuwied,  as  well  as  a  part  of 
the  palatinate,  and  of  the  Hundsruck.  In  the  course  of  this  work  it 
has  been  pointed  out  how  little  military  importance  these  Utter  countries 
possess.  The  acquisition  of  ths  tete  de  pont  at  Neuwied,  was  a  nofe 
substantial  advantage,  but  considerably  diminished  by  the  Tidntty  of 
the  fortress  of  Ehrebreitstein. 

It  is  evident  that  few  campaigns  have  produced  a  more  losignificaDt 
result  than  that  of  179^>  at  least  as  far  as  respects  the  gain  or  loss  of 
territory,  whilst  perhaps  there  have  been  none,  which  in  the  beginning 
seemed  likely  to  produce  a  more  important  one.     However,  though  it 
has  not  been  remarkable  for  p:reat  battles,  and  has  produced  do  decisrre 
alteration  in  the  situation  of  the  belligerent  powers,  it  will  not  the  less 
occupy  the  page  of  History.     The  interest  which  it  will  inspire  will 
arise  less  from  the  consequences,  by  which  it  was  actu^ly  followed,  than 
from  thpse  which  there  was  at  one  time  reason  to  apprehend.     The 
Archduke  will  be  praised  less  for  what  he  did,, than  for  what  be  hindered 
the  French  from  doing  ;  and  not  so  much  for  what  he  gained,  as  for  what 
l|e  preserved.     The  movements  of  the  adverse  armies  during  this  cam* 
paign  will  furnish  useful  lessons  to  the  soldier,  and  a  copious  fund  of 
reflection  to  the  statesman. 

In  reflecting  on  the  trifling  alteration  produced  in  the  relative  sitoa* 
tion  of  the  French  and  Austrians,  by  four  months  of  battle  and  military 
Ticissitudes,  it  is  impossible  not  to  feel  a  lively  regret  that  so  many 
thousand  men  should  have  been  sacrificed  to  the  acquisition  of  some 
intrench  men  ts,  and  of  some  square  leagues  of  territory.  It  is  easier 
to  deplore  the  fate  of  these  victims  of  war,  than  to  determine  their 
number  with  precision.  The  researches  and  calculations  which  he  has 
made  allow  the  author  nevertheless  to  offer  on  this  point  a  probable 
estimate.  He  has  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  toes  of  the  Austnai^s 
in  this  campaign  in  Germany,  has  been  between  25,000  and  90,000  mt-n, 
and  that  of  the  l^rench  about  40,000.  The  disasters  experienced  by 
Jourdan  have  been  the  principal  cause  why  the  loss  of  the  latter  has  so 
far  exceeded  that  of  the  former.  It  was  otherwise,  during  the  rest  of 
the  campaign,  on  each  side  nearly  balanced. 
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The  FreDch»  as  it  has  been  observed  in  the  begianitig  of  this  work, 
had  a  double  object  in  the  iovasioa  of  Germany.  The  first  was  to  pene- 
trate to  the  heart  of  the  Empero/**  Dominions,  and  the  second  to  main* 
tain  their  army  at  the  expenceof  that  Prince,  and  of  the  different  states 
of  the  empire*  They  failed  in  the  first  of  these  objects,  hut  completely 
accomplished  the  second,  during  the  four  months,  which  they  parsed 
beyond  the  Rhine.  They  reaped  great  advantages  from  the  dread, 
which  their  success  and  their  political  designs  had  diffused  through  all 
the  states  and  courts  of  the  second  order  in  Germany.  The  greater  part 
of  the»e  hastened  with  eagerness  to  purchase,  at  a  high  pric^,  the  per* 
mission  of  being  no  longer  enemies  of  the  French.  The  latter  drew 
immense  sums  from  the  Armistices  which  they  granted,  as  well  as  from 
the  contributions  which  they  imposed  on  the  hostile  countries.  Their 
rapid  expulsion  from  Germany  prevented  them  from  being  paid  the 
whole  of  what  was  <fne,  but  a  very  great  part  they  actually  received ; 
and  during  four  months  the  armies  of  Jourdan  and  Moreau  cost  nothing 
to  the  French  Republic. 

But  as  much  as  the  latter  gained  in  money,  and  in  military  stores  tni 
Germany,  she  lost  in  her  influence  and  ascendant  over  the  minds  of  the 
inhabitants.  A  great  number  of  these,  and  principally  in  the  Imperiiil 
towns,  had  been  the  dopes  of  those  professions  of  political  and  moral 
faith,  which  the  French  had  diffused  through  Europe.  Seduced  by,these 
philosophical  abstractions,  strangers  could  not  be  brought  to  believe  that 
their  practical  result  was  not  equally  admirable.  They  were  still  under 
this  infatuation,  when  the  French  themselves  were  no  longer  possessed 
with  it.  The  former  were  imposed  on  by  a  brilliant  theory.  The  latter 
had  been  undeceived  by  a  cruel  experience.  The  first  viewed  the  revo- 
lution through  a  distant  perspective,  which  occasioned  its  defects  to 

vanish  ;    the  second  had  seen  it  close  in  all  its  natural  deformity.    Like 

.  .  .     .  *  » 

the  fabulous  lance  which  healed  the  wo'unds  it  had  inflicted,  the  French 

were  destined  to  cure  those  evils  which  themselves  had  caused.  Their 
actions  could  not  fail  to  destroy  the  effect  of  their  writings  ;  and  it 
required  only  to  know  them,  to  be  no  longer  tempted  to  an  imi- 
tation of  their  system.  The  inhabitants  of  the  Netherlands  and  of 
Holland  had  already  owed  their  conversion  to  the  presence  of  the  French. 
It  produced  tlie  same  effect  in  Germany.  Their  military  manifesto  pro- 
claimed war  to  ike  casthj  and  peace  to  the  cottage :  it  was  only  in  the 
first  point  that  they  kept  their  word.  They  liad  promised  the  greatest 
respect  for  property,  and  they  sported  with  its  rights.  They  had  an- 
nounced that  happiness  and  liberty  would  follow  their  footbteps;  and 
wherever  they  were  directed,  they  were  marked  by  every  excess  of  mi- 
litary despotism.  This  trial  was  not  thrown  away  on  the  good  sense  of 
Germany  ;  aqd  the  national  habits  soon  prevailed  over  the  French  met»» 
physics.  The  philosophers,  and  the  literary  men  of  Germany  began  to 
compare  more  cloitely  the  principles  with  their  consequeuces;  and  as  to 
the  people,  they  abandoned  themselves  to  thcseutiment  naturally  arising 
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from  their  new  sitaaiion.  Their  rcseDtment  broke  out  aod  was  exer- 
cised >  as  soon  as  they  had  opportunity  and  power.  The  veugeauce,  to 
which  the  inhabitants  of  Westphalia,  Franconia,  and  Suabia»  ga?e  then- 
^selves  np  against  tbe  French,  and  the  terrible  reprisab  of  the  latter,  hare 
made  these  to  be  more  and  more  detested  in  tbe  coantries  they  bare  coih 
quered.  It  may  be  reasonably  beliefed  that  were  they  agaio  to  attempt 
to  penetrate  them,  they  would  find  an  enemy  in  every  inhabitant. 

All  that  the  French  have  lost  in  Germany,  upon  the  score  of  ofMaion, 
t^ie  Austrians  have  gained.  If  they  at  first  met  with  disasters^  they 
speedily  repaired  them  by  briUiant  success.  If  they  traversed  Gemany 
by  a  retrograde  march,  they  have  since  overrun  it  as  cmuioerors  ;  aod  it 
is  always  the  last  victory  which  reckons  with  tbe  people :  it  is  that  which 
leaves  the  prevailing  sentiment. 

The  Archduke  Charles  has  personally  acquired  a  great  weight  of  opi- 
nion in  Germany.  He  has  been  the  deliverer  of  that  country ;  be  is  be- 
'icome  its  idol.  One  half  of  its  Inhabitants  have  been  witness  to  his  ca- 
ploits :  they  have  attached  themselves  to  his  persoOf  from  admiratioo ; 
and  tohiscause,  from  the  sacrifices  which  they  have  themselves  made  for 
it.  These  dispositions,  and  these  sentiments  will,  one  day,  perhaps,  be 
ttsefttl  to  the  home  of  Austria.

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I^OTE  1.  Page  7. — THE  Elector  of  Brandenburg  and  the  Duke  dc 
BournoDville  penetrated  into  upper  Al»ace  in  1674,  and  established 
tjiemselves  there  in  winter-quarters.  M.  de  Turenne,  who  they  iiua* 
gtned  was  at  a  great  distance  from  them,  secretly  passed  the  Vosges  and 
came  unawares  upon  the  quarters  of  the  Imperial  army,  ^fter  hairing 
taken  some  of  tliem,  he  marched  rapidly  to  Colmar^  where  the  Elector 
and  the  Duke  were  stationed.  He  attacked  them  on  the  5th  of  Jan. 
defeated  them,  and  obliged  them  to  return  in  disorder  to  Strasburg, 
where  they  repassed  the  Rhine.  Thus  in  a  few  days  M.  de  Tureuue, 
"H-hose  forces  did  not  amount  to  30,000  men,  drove  from  Alsace  Go,000, 
who  had  imagined  themselves  to  be  secure.  These  events  were  without 
doubt  to  be  attributed  as  much  to  tlie  position  which  the  Imperial ishi 
occupied,  and  which  lay  between  the  mountains  of  the  Vosges  and  tbv 
Rhine,  as  to  the  sufTerior  talents  of  M.  de  Turenne.  This  position 
would  be  at  this  time  more  dangerous,  Strasburg  belonging  at  present 
to  France.  It  is  in  the  memory  of  every  one,  that  at  the  end  of  1793 
Marshal  de  Wurmser  was  not  more  fortunate  in  lower  Alsace,  and  that 
after  having  resisted  forty-two  successive  attacks,  he  was  obliged  to  yield 
to  the  French,  and  was  under  the  necessity  of  repassing  the  Rhine. 

Note  2.  Page  8. — General  Joilrdan  had  served  in  the  French  army 
as  a  private,  and  afterwards  as  a  serjeant,  before  the  revolution.  When 
that  took  place,  he  followed  the  business  of  a  Fencing-Master,  and  his 
wife  tliat  of  a  Milliner.  He  was  then  appointed  an  officer  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard,  went  to  the  frontiers  when  the  war  broke  out,  and  was  ad* 
ranced  gradually  to  the  command  of  an  army.  It  was  he,  who  com* 
manded  the  French  at  the  battle  of  Maubeuge,  in  the  month  of  Oc« 
tober,  1793.  It  is  known  that  the  Prince  of  Coliourg  and  Gen.  Jourdan 
both  believed  that  they  had  been  defeated,  and  both  retreated  at  the 
same  time.  We  may  also  recollect  that  Jourdan,  quickly  informed  of 
the  retreat  of  his  enemies,  returned  to  his  former  position,  and  retook 
40  pieces  of  cannon  which  he  had  left  in  a  wood.  Although  he  repaired 
his  mistake,  Roberspierre  did  not  forgive  him.  It  cost  him  for  some 
time  the  loss  of  his  command.  Few  of  the  Republican  Generals  bare 
been  so  often  defeated  as  he  has  been. 

Note  3.  Page  9. — It  is  in  this  Imperial  City  of  Westlaer  that  the 
sovereign  chamber  of  the  Empire  is  hdd. 

Note  4.  Page  11. — General  Moreau  was  in  1780  the  first  of  the 
clerks  of  the  parliament  at  Rennet,  in  which  his  father  exercised  the 
functions  of  an  advocate.  Moreau  was  named  in  the  beginning  of  the 
Revolution,  Chief  of  the  National  Guard  of  Rennes.  The  war  being 
declared,  he  was  sent  with  the  national  volunteers  of  Brittany  to  the 
artpy  of  la  Fayette;  he  there  distinguished  himself  on  many  occasions, 
and  obtained  verr  soon  the  rank  of  a  General  Officer.     In  1794  he  took 
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the  FortresA  of  TEcluse  on  the  Moie  day  that  hw  father  was  guillotiMd 
in  France.  This  circumstance  concurred  with  hiy  character,  naturally 
honest,  to  inspire  hioi  with  horror  for  the  Jacobins,  whose  principles  ht 
never  adopted. 

Note  5.  Page  l^. — A  few  days  before  they  resumed  hoatilities,  an 
Austrian  officer  having  been  sent  to  have  a  parley  with  Moreau,  this  Ge- 
neral did  not  conceal  from   him  that  he  was  informed  that  30,000  men 

'  would  be  sent  immediately  from  the  army  in  Germany  to  that  in  Italy. 
The  officer  carried  this  iuteHigence  to  the  Austrian  head-quarters,  where 
the  order  for  the  departure  of  these  30,000  men  did  not  arrive  till  two 
days  after.  This  fact  which  has  beeii  transmitted  to  roe  by  one  oo  whose 

*  veracity  1  can  rely,  in  a  proof  that  the  French  are  as  well  served  by  their 
spies  who  are  near  the  cabinets,  as  by  those  near  the  armies  of  their  ene« 
mies.  In  general  they  have  had  much  better  intelligence  than  the  allies 
during  this  war,  because  they  have  better  paid  foir  it.  This  circumstance 
has  contributed  not  a  little  to  their  snccess.  It  is  well  known  that  these 
means  have  never  been  neglected  by  the  greatest  Generals,  and  that  thej 
engaged  good  spies  whatever  the  price  of  them  might  be.  The  Marshal 
de  Luxembourg  gained  over  the  secretary  of  the  Pnnce  of  Orange,  and 
Prince  Eugene  succeeded  in  bribing  the  master  of  the  post-office  at 
Versailles,  whom  he  rendered  very  useful  to  him. 

Note  6.  Page  18. — General  Stein,  Commander  in  Chief  of  the 
troops  of  the  circle  of  Suabia,  waa  openly  accused  of  having  delivered 
up  to  the  French  for  a  considerable  sum  of  money,  the  fort  of  Kehl  as 
well  as  the  posts  of  Kniebis  and  Freydenstadt.  He  confirmed  these 
suspicions  by  refusing  under  difTerent  pretexts  to  join  the  Prince  de 
Conde  to  attack  the  Hepublicans  before  they  were  well  establislied  at 
^ehl.  He  behaved  still  worse  to  the  Prince  of  Cond£,  for  he  renresetited 

'  his  army  every  where  as  a  band  of  robbers,  and  inserted  in  the  news- 
papers the  most  unjust  calumnies  of  it*  However,  it  was  more  easy  for 
bim  to  disavow  than  to  confirm  them,  and  the  Count  de  Viosmenil,  a 
General  officer  of  superior  merit,  obliged  him  to  contradict  all  the  first 
reports  against  the  army  of  the  Cood^  ;  this  disavowal  was  also  inserted 
in  the  public  papers  of  Germany. 

Note  7.  Page  13. — This  General  had  been  an  officer  in  the  Empe« 
ror^s  service  in  the  regiment  of  Bender,  was  dismissed  from  tt  some 
years  ago  for  misconduct,  and  then  went  into  France  in  hopes  of  obtain- 
ing some  employment  during  the  Revolution;  he  was  then  madeta 
officer,  and  soon  after  a  General.  As  the  regiment  of  Bender  waa  usually 
in  garrison  at  Fribonrg  and  oth^r  towns  of  the  Brisgaw,  Ferine  was  well 

'  acuuainted  with  the  latter  country,  and  that  was  probably  theTeasou  of 
•  his  being  emfdoyed  in  that  quarter. 

•  Note  8.  Page  13. — The  Suahians,  descendants  of  the  ancient  Saeri, 
of  whom  Tacitus  speaks,  appear  to  have  much  degenerated  from  the 
valour  of  their  ancestors.  It  is  almost  considered  as  giving  abusive  lan- 
guage to  any  one  in  Gerqiany  to  call  him  Soabian,     It  ts  nearly  cqaiva* 
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lent  to  calling  him  coward.  The  troops  from  this  circle  justified  %t  Kelil 
and  Freyiieastadl  the  ironical  acceptation  given  to  the  word  Suabian  ta 
Gtrrinany-  It  is  no  doubt  contradicted  by  many  exceptions,  and  the  ro> 
giment  of  Bender  is  a  rery  remarkable  one.  It  is  composed  of  Suubiansf 
and  tli«re  certainly  exists  not  in  the  Austrian  army  a  regiment  of  greater 
bravery,  or  one  in  every  respect  more  military. 

The  mountain  of  Kniebis,  the  highest  in  Suabia,  forms  a  defile  which 
is  one  of  the  principal  passes  of  that  country.  Freydenstadt  is  situated 
ojQ  a  r<<ck  t^vo  leagues  from  Kniebis, 

NoTK  9.  Paj^e  14. — It  was  near  Renchen  that  Mr.  de  Ture'.mewat 
killed  in  IG75.  Altliough  inferior  in  force,  he  had  found  means  to  stop 
the  progress  of  Mr.  De  IVIootecncuHi  for  two  oionths,  on  the  bjnks  of 
the  Renchen  and  the  Kintzig  ;  it  whs  there  that  these  t  wo  great  Gene- 
rals exhausted  against  one  aoothery  all  tfa«  resources  and  combinattona 
of  the  art  of  war. 

Note  10.  Pa^e  ]5.-*It  was  near  the  Imperial  city  of  Friedberg  that 
the  French  in  1/03  gained  a  victory  over  the  allies. 

Note  il.  Page  16.— Near  this  village  (Etlingen)  passed  the  famous 
lines  of  Etlingen,  which  were  forced  in  1734  by  Marshal  de  Berwick  and 
the  Count  de  Saxe. 

Note  }2.  Page  19.— -Th^  author  repeats  that  he  pretends  not  to  estv* 
mate  with  strict  exactness,  the  force  of  the  respective  armies,  still  l^as  that 
of  their  difierent  divisions.  Whoever  has  been  engaged  in  war  knows 
how  much  the  daily  losses,  reinforcements^  and  detachments,  occasion  a 
continual  variation  in  the  comparative  proportion  of  two  opposite  armies. 
He  has  given  only  an  approximating  estimate  to  put  the  resder  in  pot*i 
session  of  some  reasonable  datum,  and  to  enable  him  to  form  a  more 
adequate  judgment  of  the  course  of  the  military  operations. 

Note  13.  Po^^  SO.-— The. Imperial  city  of  Nordlingen  has  been  r^n* 
dered  famous  by  the  different  battles  which  have  taken  place  in  its- 
neighbourhood.  The  Imperialists  beat  the  Swedes  here  in  l634.  The- 
great  Cond^^,  at  that  time  the  Duke  d*  Enghien,  gained  a  battle,  iu 
which  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Imperialists,  Merci,  was  killed,) 
and  General  de  Glen,  who  commanded  under  him,  was  wounded  and* 
taken  prisoner. .  The  Marshal  de  Grammont,  the  second  in  command  of 
the,  French  army»  was  likewise  wounded  and  taken  prisoner  by  the  Imf- 
perialijits.  The  city,  of  Nordlingen  was  formerly  the  bulwark  of  Fran«^ 
cpnia  against  Bavaria. 

,  Note  14.  P<i/?<  CO.— On  the  S0th  of  July,  General  Frolich  had  sofw 
rouaded  and  disarmed  the  tmops  of  the  circle  of  Suabia,  who  according* 
to  the  terms  of  tlie  armistice,  could  not  serve  any  longer  against  the 
French.  The  apprehensions  that  the  latter  might  force  thera  to  join 
them  against  the  Aostrians,  determined  the  Archduke  to  take  this  step.> 

Note  15.  Pag^  2Q.— Bohemia  is  surrounded  by  a  circle  of  very  high 
mountains,  which  form  a  natural  rampart  round  it.  These  mountains' 
are  least  elevated  on  the  .side  of  Mgravia,  and'  Bohemia  is  much  more 
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acceMible  in  this  point  than  at  any  other.     Thii  is  a  great  advantage  for 
the  House  of  Austria,  since  it  is  likewise  in  po»ession  of  Moravia. 

Note  16.  Page  21. — It  is  this  same  village  of  Hochstedt  which 
has  been  rendered  so  famous  by  the  two  gprat  battles  which  were  fought 
there  at  the  beginning  of  the  century^  in  the  first  of  which  the  French 
were  victorious,  and  in  the  second  defeated. 

Note  17*  Page  2S. — Tt  was  in  this  aflair  that  the  English  Colonel 
Craufurd,  attached  to  the  Austrian  army  with  the  charge  of  sending  to 
the  British  Cabinet  reports  of  the  mifitary  operations,  was  severely 
wounded  in  the  head  and  made  prisoner.  The  military  qualities  of  this 
officer,  his  talents,  and  the  judicious  perspicuity  of  his  reports,  occasioned 
a  general  regret  for  his  misfortune.  It  was  not  less  felt  in  the  Aostrian 
army  than  in  his  6wn  country.  Prince  Charles  immediately  -made  the 
most  pressing  instances  for  his-beiug  set  atlibertyt  and  succeeded  io  ob- 
taining it  from  General  Jourdan.  The  ColoneVs  wounds  having  uufor* 
tanately  prevented  him  for  a  long  time  from  exerctsiog  bis  fanetioni  with 
the  Austrian  arm3S  Uiey  were  ably  discliarged  in  his  *  absence  Ky  Mr. 
Robert  Cranford,  his  brother,  and  for  a  short  time,  by  Captain  A«stni« 
ther.  Their  reports  imitated  the  exftotness  and  preciaion  of  tboac  of 
tiie  Colonel. 

Note  16.  Page  W.-^The  forest  of  Spestart,  one  of  the  most  consi- 
derable in  Germany,  extends  from  the  town  of  Aichafiembonrg  to  the 
nogle  formed  by  the  Abein  between. that  town  and  that  of  Wurtrboorg* 
It  was  formerly  infested  by  Brigands,  and  the  passing  through  it  was 
as  dangerous  as  difficult.  The  last  Bishop  of  Wnrtzbonrg  some  yeais 
ago  constructed  in  the  middle  of  this  forest  a  snperb  causeway,  wludi  ia 
become  the  great  road  from  Frankfort  to  Vienna,  it  was  during  their 
retreat  across  this  forest  that  the  French  had  the  most  to  aofier  from  the 
arming  and  the  vengeance  of  the  Peasants.  They  stapped  the  grand 
alaff  of  the  army,  pillaged  its  chests,  and  forced  General  Emonf,  the 
Chief  of  it,  to  seek  for  safety  in  the  swiftness  of  his  horse. 

Note  19.  Page  36.-~The  French  had  likewise  succeeded  a  month 
before  in  detaching  from  the  Coalition  the  Elector  of  Saxony.  They  had 
concluded  with  him  under  the  mediation  of  the  King  of  Prussia  a  treaty 
ef  neutrality,  in  consequence  of  which  tlie  contingent  of  that  elector 
amounting  to  9*000  men,  separated  at  the  end  of  July  from  tlie  Aostrian 
army,  and  sensibly  weakened  it. 

Note  20.  Page  38.— This  mountain  of  Shellenbei^g,  fansoos  in  all 
the  wars  of  Bavaria,  was  fortified  by  the  Swedes  in  the  thirty  yeaia  war. 
It  was  to  this  mountain  that  John  de  Wert  retired  after  the  battle  of 
Nordlingen. 

Note  21.  Page  44.— -The  reader  will  no  doubt  have  remarked  that 
from  the  time  Moreau  began  his  retreat,  his  right  wing  was  of  coone  be* 
oome  his  leilk,  and  his  left  his  right.  1  have  nevertheless  continued  the 
two  first  denominations,  because  in  his  encampments,  and  frequently 
even  on  his  mavch,  Moteau  was  obliged  to  face  the  difierent  corps  of  Mr. 
de  la  Tour*B  army,  by  which  he  was  pursued. 
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
